THEMES  OF  THE  5EASON 

Inventory  and  anticipation  are  the  two  great  themes 
at  this  season.  The  inventory  has  either  been  discourag- 
ing  or  exhilarating.  We  trust  the  latter  has  been  your 
portion.  The  past  is  of  worth  now  only  as  we  draw  on 
it  to  assist  us  in  the  future.  There  will  have  been  mis- 
takes, failures— yes— sins  in  the  story  of  the  past.  I  am 
so  glad  there  is  a  way  by  which  the  guilt  and  penalty 
of  the  past  failures  may  be  erased.  "If  we  confess  our  sins, 
he  is  faithful  and  just  to  forgive  us  our  sins,  and  to 
cleanse  us  from  all  unrighteousness"  (I  lohn  1:9). 

DEDICATION 

Any  day  is  a  good  day  to  fully  dedicate  our  lives  to  the 
service  of  the  Lord.  But  it  does  seem  especially  fitting  that 
we  should  review  our  dedication  or  lack  of  it  at  the 
beginning  of  a  new  year.  I  am  not  thinking  of  a  "New 
Year's  resolution"  made  today  and  cast  aside  tomorrow. 
Please  don't  do  that!  Better  to  make  no  resolution  than  to 
treat  it  so  lightly.  We  are  pleading,  however,  for  the  kind 
of  life-dedication  to  the  Lord  and  His  service  that  will 
count  in  daily  worship,  daily  devotion,  daily  dedication, 
and  daily  needs.  This  will  pav  off  in  very  abundant,  eter- 
nal dividends. 

PRAYER  GOALS 

The  Apostle  Paul  said:  "I  press  toward  the  mark 
.  .  ."  (Phil.  3:14).  Whatever  else  this  Scripture  mav  have 
in  mind,  it  seems  to  me  this  is  a  very  fine  indication  of 
prayer  goals  in  our  Christian  living.  Prayer  goals  should 
be  the  plan  of  every  department  of  life.  Of  course,  we 
think  of  them  from  the  viewpoint  of  foreign  missions. 
For  a  number  of  years  we  have  recommended  to  our  peo- 
ple the  waiting  on  the  Lord  in  prayer;  then,  as  He  leads, 
the  setting  of  "prayer  goals"  in  respect  to  foreign-mission 
giving.  Manv  are  following  this  plan,  and  we  have  vet 
to  talk  to  the  first  person  who  has  not  been  blessed  in 
so  doing. 

In  foreign-mission  giving— General  information  with 
respect  to  foreign  missions  coupled  with  a  knowledge 
of   the  Word  of  God— these  are   the  items   the  blessed 


Holv  Spirit  uses  in  guiding  us.  Thinking  of  the  110-115 
missionaries  and  their  families  depending  on  us;  think- 
ing of  the  millions  of  people  right  at  the  doorsteps  of 
the  missionaries;  thinking  of  the  thousands  of  new  and 
older  Christians  in  foreign  lands  needing  to  be  taught; 
thinking  of  all  the  supplies  and  equipment  needed  bv  the 
manv  missionaries  in  their  work— ask  the  Lord  to  direct 
you  in  the  matter  of  vour  foreign-mission  giving  for  1960. 

Definite  plans— We  have  definite  plans  in  paving 
for  our  homes,  our  automobiles,  our  TV's,  and  the  hun- 
dred-and-one  other  things  we  buy  throughout  the  year 
—why  should  we  not  be  willing  that  the  Lord  lead  us 
in  a  definite  plan  of  giving  for  the  support  of  His  work 
in  foreign  lands?  Those  who  extend  us  credit  see  to  it 
that  we  agree  to  a  definite  plan  of  repayment,  and  we 
keep  the  stipulations  of  that  contract.  Poor  us,  if  we  do 
not!  Should  we  not  all  be  willing  that  our  blessed  Lord 
and  Master  direct  us  in  the  matter  of  our  giving  or  pay- 
ing for  His  Word?  And  should  we  not  be  just  as  punc- 
tual in  these  voluntary  commitments  to  the  Lord  as  in 
the  business  commitments  we  make?  We  even  borrow 
money  to  meet  business  commitments.  Why  should  we  not 
be  willing  to  do  as  much— yes,  much  more,  for  the  One 
who  purchased  us  in  His  own  blood? 

Who  sits  in  the  throne  room?  Maybe  in  our  modern  day 
we  should  say,  Who  sits  at  the  controls.  Romans  6:16 
is  quite  clear  in  its  answer:  "His  servants  ve  are  to  whom 
ye    obey."

THIS  IS  THE  TIME  FOR  SOWING

When  is  the  sowing  done  on  the 
farm?  When  the  ground  has  been 
properly  prepared.  Thus  the  seed  has 
a  better  chance  of  falling  into  good 
soil  and  will  give  all  the  increase 
possible.  In  the  spiritual  realm  it  is 
just  the  same.  Soil  which  has  been 
well  prepared  stands  a  better  chance 
of  bearing  fruit  for  eternity. 

In  Oubangui-Chari,  the  work  of 
plowing  has  been  done  by  all  the 
missions  that  have  been  in  the  coun- 
try for  so  many  years,  and  especially 
by  the  Mission  Evangelique  de 
l'Oubangui-Chari  with  its  African 
church,  its  bush  schools,  and,  more 
recently,  its  French  schools.  Now  is 
the  favorable  time  for  sowing  the 
Word  of  God  among  the  Africans. 
I  wanted  very  much  to  do  this  during 
mv  vacation  in  Bangui,  having  al- 
readv  begun  here  in  the  village  of 
Yalo'ke. 

But  why  do  colportage  work? 
First  of  all,  so  that  all  the  Africans 
can  get  the  written  Word.  And  sec- 
ondly, the  written  Word  cannot  be 
destroyed,  for  the  Lord  has  told  us 
so  in  John  10:35:  "Heaven  and  earth 
shall  pass  away,  but  mv  words  shall 
not  pass  away"  (Matt.  24:35). 

The  first  dav  of  our  stay  in  Bangui 
we  tried  to  assemble  the  different 
parts  of  a  colporteur's  tricycle,  the 
gift  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible 
Society.  It's  quite  a  job,  but  we 
finally  finished  and  there  remained 
only   to   affix   a   crate   between    the 


front  wheels.  On  the  front.  Dr.  Job- 
son  put  a  poster  with  a  Bible  verse 
in  large  print,  visible  from  a  good 
distance.  The  tricycle  loaded  and 
everything  being  readv,  I  started 
out  for  a  round  of  the  merchants  of 
the  city.  I  created  quite  a  stir,  for  it 
was  the  first  vehicle  of  this  sort  in 
town.  When  I  visited  Radio  Bangui, 
the  manager,  an  opportunist,  inter- 
viewed me  concerning  mv  work.  He 
even  went  along  the  next  day,  mike 
in  hand.  So  quietly  did  he  record 
the  conversations,  it  was  only  when 
we  left  that  people  realized  what  had 
happened.  During  the  half-hour  he 
accompanied  me  thus,  he  witnessed 
the  sale  of  three  Bibles. 

I  had  many  good  contacts  with 
foreigners:  French,  Portuguese, 
Greeks,  Jews,  and  others.  Among 
those  who  did  not  already  have  Bibles, 
one  out  of  two  bought  one.  Many 
would  have  liked  to  prolong  our  con- 
versation. 

With  the  Africans,  the  problem 
was  different.  There  are  those  who 
know  how  to  read,  and  the  others. 
The  first  all  want  to  buv  at  least  a 
New  Testament,  but  thev  do  not 
always  have  the  money.  It  would 
have  been  better  to  visit  them  during 
the  days  immediately  after  payday. 
However,  I  saw  several  white  em- 
plovers  advance  the  necessary  money 
for  all  their  employees. 

Finally,  the  Moslems,  who  are 
very  numerous  in  this  country,  must 


not  be  neglected.  Nothing  is  being 
done  for  them  here,  and  yet  this 
would  be  the  most  efficient  way  of 
blocking  the  astounding  advance  of 
Islam  in  Black  Africa.  At  Yaloke, 
all  the  Moslems  bought  Gospels  ex- 
cept a  few  who  could  not  read.  In 
the  matter  of  education,  thev  are 
much  more  advanced  than  the  Afri- 
cans. In  Bangui,  where  they  are  more 
fanatical,  one  out  of  two  bought  Ara- 
bic  Gospels.  I  had  not  realized  that 
the  bit  of  Arabic  I  learned  in  Egypt 
would  be  useful  here,  but  it  pro- 
vided an  excellent  approach. 

Another  danger  threatens  this 
population.  I  am  speaking  of  the  Je- 
hovah's Witnesses.  So  far  the  Central 
African  Republic  is  one  of  the  few 
countries  in  the  world  where  this 
sect  does  not  vet  have  the  right  to 
spread  its  devilish  literature.  Never- 
theless, they  are  already  installed  in 
Bangui.  I  met  a  leader,  a  Frenchman 
who  has  worked  here  for  two  years. 
They  have  crowds  of  800  Africans 
in  twelve  meeting  places.  He  is  wait- 
ing impatiently  for  the  moment  when 
there  will  be  freedom  to  spread  their 
books!  You  all  know,  of  course,  that 
colportage  is  their  favorite  method. 
We  must  therefore  hurry,  since  we 
are  first;  we  must  not  lose  our  birth- 
right! 

Will  vou  pray  with  us  for  the  re- 
sults of  this  offensive  and  for  the  250 
copies  of  God's  Word  that  have  al- 
ready been  sown  in  Bangui. 
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French  Evangelistic  Team 
Launches  Campaign  in  New  City

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It  was  with  joy  that  five  team 
members  left  Lyon  in  the  mission 
automobile  on  Saturday  afternoon, 
November  7,  in  the  direction  of  a 
small  city  ninety  miles  northwest 
of  Lyon  where  the  objective  was  to 
make  the  Gospel  known. 

Gueugnon,  a  town  of  7,000  inhabi- 
tants, located  in  the  ancient  province 
of  Burgundy,  has  probably  never  seen 
an  evangelical  Christian  worker.  The 
people  know  little  of  the  truth;  most 
have  probably  never  seen  the  entire 
Gospel  of  John,  much  less  a  com- 
plete copy  of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

The  team  was  made  up  of  four 
young  French  men,  who  attend  our 
services  in  Lyon,  and  me.  A  sixth 
member,  now  living  in  Gueugnon 
and  with  his  wife  and  daughter 
awaiting  our  arrival,  helped  in  the  ef- 
fort and  graciously  received  us  into 
their  home  and  served  us  delicious 
French  meals. 

Our  campaign  over  the  weekend 
was  the  first  contact  with  the  popula- 
tion. One  of  the  best  ways  to  begin 
the  witness  in  a  country  like  France 
is  to  give  out  portions  of  the  Word. 
We  distributed  from  house  to  house 
about  1,600  Gospels  of  John  and  the 
same  number  of  tracts.  The  address 
of  our  gospel  hall  in  Lyon  was  on 
every  piece  of  literature,  as  well  as 
an  offer  of  a  free  New  Testament 
for  those  who  would  make  the  request 
through  the  mails.  To  those  folks 
personal  visits  will  be  made  at  a  later 
time,  and  follow-up  work  will  be  done 
by  the  Christian  brother  living  in 
the  town.  He  attended  our  services 
for  several  years  before  he  moved  to 
Gueugnon,  and  has  sufficient  Chris- 
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tian  experience  and  Bible  knowledge 
to  do  a  good  job  of  helping  all  in- 
terested people. 

The  following  are  impressions  of 
the  trip  written  by  the  team  members 
themselves: 

"It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to 
receive." 

Sunday,  November  8,  the  Lord 
gave  us  the  opportunity  to  prove 
the  truth  of  the  above  quoted  pas- 
sage. We  set  the  day  aside  for  the  dis- 
tribution of  tracts  and  Gospels  of 
John  to  the  population  of  Gueugnon 
which  knows  so  little  and  perhaps 
nothing  of  the  Word  of  God  and 
the  message  of  grace.  The  team  which 
came  from  Lyon  was  certainly  a  bit 
weary  upon  its  return  after  the  cam- 
paign, but  their  hearts  were  full  of 
joy,  of  the  pure  joy  of  Christian 
sendee. 

And  really,  is  it  not  a  great  privi- 
lige  to  know  that  the  Lord  uses  us 
to  lead  lost  sheep  into  the  fold  by 
showing  them  the  Way,  Jesus  Christ!

Democracy  in  Action  . . . 


A  missionary  of  the  Congo  Inland 
Mission  reports  on  democracy  in  the 
Belgian  Congo: 

"The  Belgians  have  decided  to 
give  the  Congolese  self-government. 
I  decided  to  see  how  they  would  work 
this  out  among  the  most  primitive 
people  of  our  mission  field,  so  I  went 
to  Banga  where  the  officials  had 
announced  the  election  of  a  member 
to  the  local  council.  This  is  how  the 
practical  Belgians  worked  it  out. 

"The  men,  twenty-five  years  of 
age  and  older,  who  had  been  pre- 
viously registered,  were  present  and 
stood  in  line  to  cast  their  votes.  A  few 
of  the  voters  were  dressed  well  and 


wore  shoes,  but  the  majority  were 
dressed  in  a  raffia  loin  cloth,  and 
most  of  them  could  not  read.  There 
were  five  candidates  sitting  on  a  plat- 
form in  front  of  the  voters,  each  hold- 
ing a  large  cardboard  of  different 
colors.  Every  voter  was  given  five 
sheets  of  paper,  one  each  of  the  dif- 
ferent colors.  In  a  secret  ballot  room 
he  selected  the  color  of  the  candi- 
date of  his  choice,  placed  it  in  an 
envelope  and  dropped  it  into  the 
ballot  box.  The  election  went  off 
smoothly  and  everyone  seemed  to 
understand  what  it  was  all  about."

"Hi,  Doc!  How  are  vou  this  fine 
beautiful  sunshiny  morning?  From 
here  it  looks  as  though  it  is  going  to 
be  another  great  day  in  which  to 
serve  the  Lord.  How  do  things  look 
over  vour  way?   Over  to  you!" 

If  vou  have  a  set  that  can  tune  in 
on  radio  broadcasts  going  on  here  in 
the  verv  heart  of  Africa,  you  would 
be  able  to  pick  up  something  like 
the  above  each  morning  at  6:30  Cen- 
tral African  Time.  For  over  one 
month  now  our  new  communications 
system  between  the  Medical  Center 
at  Boguila  and  the  Bible  Institute 
here  near  Bozoum  has  been  in  opera- 
tion. Twice  each  day,  6:30  A.M.  and 
8:00  P.M.,  we  hold  a  25-minute 
rendezvous  with  the  missionaries  at 
Boguila.  In  the  morning  reception 
is  usually  very  good  and  it  is  like 
talking  with  someone  in  the  same 
room.  We  have  quite  a  bit  of  trou- 
ble with  interference  in  the  even- 
ings but  are  usually  able  to  get  any 
necessary  messages  across  to  each 
other.  Some  evening  reception  is  al- 
most as  good  as  in  the  morning. 

The  main  reason  for  this  communi- 
cation system  is  to  give  the  rest  of 
the  Mission  daily  contact  with  our 
doctors  and  hospital.  Boguila  is  lo- 
cated in  the  "bush."  There  is  no  post 
office  or  telegraph  office  near  them. 
Here  at  Bozoum  we  have  government 
telegraph  service.  Almost  every  other 
point  in  our  Mission  is  able  to  make 
contact  with  us  here  at  Bozoum  each 
day.  We  can  now  contact  Boguila 
for  them.

A  further  advantage  of  this  com- 
munication  system  is  that  all  our  mis- 
sionaries having  radios  may  pick  up 
the  broadcast.  This  then  acts  as  a 
means  of  spreading  the  news  of  the 
Mission  through  the  Mission.  Some 
cannot  hear  the  broadcast  from  Boz- 
oum clearly,  but  they  can  hear  a 
repeat  from  Boguila  clearly.  Some 
do  not  receive  the  evening  broadcast 
clearly  but  can  hear  the  morning 
broadcast.  Others  receive  the  eve- 
ning broadcast  more  clearly.  To  date 
there  is  only  one  station  that  we  know 
of  which  cannot  sit  in  on  our  broad- 
casts. That  station  is  Yaloke.  They 
have  no  charger  for  their  battery. 

A  few  evenings  ago  we  made  con- 
tact  with  Boguila.  After  the  usual 
"Boguila  calling  B.I."  and  so  forth. 
Dr.  Mason  went  on  to  say  that 
there  had  been  serious  fighting  in 
the  village  of  Boguila  that  after- 
noon. One  man  was  killed.  Several 
others  were  wounded.  At  the  time 
of  the  broadcast  the  missionaries  at 
the  Medical  Center  could  hear  the 
shouting  in  the  village.  All  the 
Africans  they  saw  were  carrying 
knives   or   spears.    How   serious   was 


this  fighting?  What  did  it  involve? 
Would  they,  the  missionaries,  be  in- 
volved? The  wounded  from  both 
sides  had  been  brought  to  the  hos- 
pital. They  were  isolated  in  different 
rooms.  Dr.  Mason  desired  to  contact 
the  police.  The  nearest  police  were 
about  seventy  miles  away.  He  asked 
if  Pastor  Samarin  living  at  Bossan- 
goa  would  contact  the  police  for  him. 
Because  of  the  communication  sys- 
tem this  message  got  through  quick- 
ly- Brother  Samarin  picked  it  up  on 
his  radio  and  contacted  the  police  at 
Bossangoa.  We  also  contacted  the 
police  here  at  Bozoum  and  they  in 
turn  contacted  Bossangoa  by  radio. 
Fortunately,  the  fighting  did  not  in- 
volve our  missionaries.  It  was  not 
political.  But  it  does  go  to  show  one 
of  the  blessings  afforded  by  this  com- 
munication  system. 

We  have   taken   one  more  minor 
step  forward.  This  is  one  more  help 

in  the  doing  of  our  major  task— that 
of  winning  souls  for  Christ  and  of 
building  up  an  effective  soul-win- 
ning African  church.  Are  you  pray- 
ing for  us?  Over  to  you!

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God's  "Exceeding  Abundantly"  in  Mexico

mer in  Mexico.  The  previous  install- 
ment told  of  the  excitement  following 

o 

a  Sunday  evening  church  service, 
when  a  drunken  father  threatened 
them  with  a  gun.  Phil  had  prom- 
ised to  visit  a  sick  woman,  and  so 
Amy  and  their  baby  daughter  were 
left  alone  in   their  cabin.) 

My  heart  sank  as  I  watched  him 
drive  away.  Why  did  the  lady  have 
to  be  sick  on  this  particular  night? 
Once  again,  as  before,  I  seemed  to 
be  gently  reminded  by  the  Holy 
Spirit:  "You  must  be  willing,  Amy, 
to  let  God  have  your  husband  even 
in  this.  You  say  that  he  belongs  to 
you,  and  that  is  true,  but  he  also  be- 
longs to  these  people.  You  must  be 
willing  to  give  him  to  them,  even  as 
you  must  also  be  willing  yourself  to 
be  their  servant  for  Jesus'  sake." 

"Dear  Lord,"  I  prayed,  "please 
bring   Phil   back   safely,   and   please 

don't  let  Satan  bring  G here  to 

our  home." 

As  I  stood  by  the  window  and 
looked  out  into  the  darkness  which 
was  being  rapidly  dispelled  bv  bright 
moonlight,  I  realized  as  never  before 
how  insignificant  were  many  things 
I  had  counted  as  very  important.  For 
instance,  the  little  routine  which 
I  had  set  up  for  mvself  in  the  home 
—and  which  was  so  often  interrupted, 
or  the  few  but  petty  irritations  be- 
tween Phil  and  me  which  were 
caused  often  by  over-fatigue  and  lack 
of  privacy.  With  a  rush  of  shame  and 
repentance  I  confessed  that  many  a 
day  had  gone  by  with  "no  time"  for 
quiet  fellowship  with  Him,  no  read- 
ing of  His  Word,  and  no  definite 
prayer.  Oh,  of  course,  I  prayed  as  I 
worked,  and  I  sometimes  snatched 
a  bit  of  a  verse  here  and  there  as  I 
washed  dishes  or  made  tortillas,  but 
it  all  seemed  so  shallow  now. 

"Dear     Lord,"     I     prayed     again, 


"please  forgive  me  for  being  such 
a  carnal  Christian." 

Suddenly  three  gun  shots  broke 
the  quietness.  Quickly  I  grabbed 
Lorita  from  the  bed  where  she  was 
sleeping,  wrapped  her  in  a  blanket, 
and  took  her  bottle  from  the  cup- 
board. As  she  drank  her  milk,  I  tried 
to  calculate  my  chances  of  escape 
should  he  force  his  way  through  the 
front  door.  It  was  evident  that  no 
lock  could  keep  him  out,  for  his 
strength  was  that  of  a  madman.  I 
decided  that  should  I  have  to,  I  would 
overturn  the  kitchen  table  and  run 
out  the  back  door  which  was  almost 
directly  opposite  the  front  door.  That 
way  he  would  be  momentarily  tan- 
gled with  the  table,  and  I  could  run 
down  to  the  little  stream  which 
separated  us  from  the  main  part  of 
the  village.  It  seemed  unlikely  that 
he  would  think  of  following  us  there. 
How  I  wished  for  Phil  as  I  stood  by 
the  back  door,  waiting  and  praying. 

"There  shall  no  evil  befall  thee, 
neither  shall  any  plague  come  nigh 
thy  dwelling"  (Ps.  91:10).  The  words 
comforted  me  now  as  I  remembered 
the  Lord's  protection  in  the  past.  Lo- 
rita had  been  well  and  strong  since 
the  first  day  we  had  arrived  in  the 
camp;  Phil  had  been  spared  to  me 
when  a  severe  attack  of  typhoid 
could  have  proved  fatal;  and  not  one 
of  us  had  contracted  the  eye  infec- 
tion which  so  many  of  the  little  chil- 
dren in  the  village  had.  Gradually 
my  heartbeats  returned  to  normal, 
my  knees  became  stronger,  and  I  felt 
safe  in  laying  Lorita  back  on  the  bed. 

.Although  it  seemed  much  longer, 
it  was  really  only  about  an  hour  and 
a  half  from  the  time  that  he  had  left 
until  Phil  knocked  and  called  softly 
so  that  I  would  know  it  was  he. 
Eagerly  I  opened  the  door  and  plied 
him  with  questions  about  the  gun 
shots  which   I   had  heard. 

Yes;   G had   fired   the   shots 

as  he  talked  with  some  of  the  men 
with  whom  he  was  drinking.  But, 
he  had  hit  no  one,  and  then  he  had 


run  off  into  the  forest.  Phil  had 
sneaked  home  without  the  jeep  in 
order  to  avoid  attracting  his  atten- 
tion should  he  have  returned. 

God  had  taken  care  of  us.  Phil, 
Lorita,  and  I,  as  well  as  the  villagers, 
were  all  safe.  I  was  so  relieved  I 
could  have  cried.  But  the  night  was 
not  over  yet,  and  so  again  we  prayed 
that  God  would  protect  us,  and  then 
we  went  to  bed. 

Some  time  later  I  heard  one  more 

shot,  then  dozed  off  to  sleep  and  did 

not  waken  until  the  bright  sunlight 

came  streaming  in  through  the  win- 
es o 

dows.  How  good  it  was  to  be  alive! 

Phil  soon  had  a  roaring  fire  going 
in  my  barrel  stove,  and  went  to  in- 
vite Jose's  family  to  eat  breakfast  with 
us.  It  was  then  that  we  learned  just 
how  greatlv  God  had  undertaken 
in  our  behalf  the  night  before. 

Jose's  mother  told  us  that  our  in- 
terference had  saved  the  life  of  a  man 

G had   intended   to   kill.    The 

man,  a  friend  of  the  family,  had 
come  to  the  house  drunk  and 
flopped  asleep  on  a  bed.  Later,  when 
her  husband  had  come  in,  under  the 
influence  of  liquor  himself,  he  had 
become  infuriated  at  the  sight  of  his 
friend  sleeping  on  the  bed.  Intending 
to  kill  him,  he  had  gone  into  the 
kitchen  to  search  for  shells.  It  was 
at  that  moment  that  we  drove  into 
the  front  yard,  and  when  he  ran  out 
of  the  house  he  forgot  all  about  the 
man  inside.  Also,  there  had  been 
enough  time  to  run  in  and  snatch  up 
the  baby  before  he  re-entered. 

All  things  had  worked  together  for 
good,  even  for  the  salvation  of  a 
soul,  for  later  that  same  morning  Phil 

had  the  privilege  of  leading  G 

to  know  the  Lord  as  his  Saviour.  God 
had  answered  prayer  exceeding 
abundantly  above  all  we  had  asked 
or    thought. 

Several  weeks  passed  by,  and  then 
it  was  time  for  our  boys'  camp.  Again 
we  prayed,  asking  God  to  provide 
the  necessary  help  and  equipment.

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1959  REVIEW 

OF  THE  RELIGIOUS  WORLD 


BY  LARRY  WARD 
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To  review  the  world  of  religion 
during  the  year  of  our  Lord  1959  is, 
in  essence,  to  review  the  march  of 
events  in  the  world  in  general;  for 
much  of  what  monopolized  the  head- 
lines and  claimed  priority  in  the 
minds  of  men  was  of  direct  religious 
significance. 

This  was  the  year  of  The  Great 
Unmasking.  Beneath  grinding 
cameras  and  television  lights,  facing 
not  only  investigating  committees  but 
also  the  disillusioned  eyes  of  John 
Q.  Public,  people  whose  names  had 
become  household  words  confessed 
to  sports-fixing  and  quiz  show-rig- 
ging. The  word  "payola"  with  its 
dubious  connotations  pushed  its  way 
into  common  usage;  the  use  of  "call 
girls"  was  described  as  a  generally 
accepted  phase  of  Big  Business  pub- 
lic relations;  sports  idols  were  re- 
vealed to  have  gangland  ties— and 
front  pages,  rather  than  church  pages, 
for  once  told  the  story  of  moral  bank- 
ruptcy. 

This  was  the  year  of  the  Great  De- 
bate. With  the  presidential  tourney 
still  a  year  away,  the  question  of  the 
propriety  (to  some  the  necessity)  of 
religious  tests  for  candidates  for  high 
office  was  already  very  much  in  the 
air. 

And  this  was  the  year  of  many 
other  front  page  stories  with  church- 
page  significance.  Early  spring  up- 
risings in  fabled  Tibet,  focused  at- 
tention on  Red  brutalities,  were  cli- 
maxed with  the  flight  of  the  god-king 
Dalai  Lama  into  India.  Chairman 
Khrushchev  visited  the  U.  S.,  and 
sky-writers  sprawled  Christian  crosses 
across  the  skies  which  (whatever  else 
might  be  said  about  their  appropriate- 
ness) reminded  of  the  basic  differ- 
ence in  the  ideologies  which  met  face 
to  face  across  the  conference  table. 
Typhoon  Vera  slashed  across  Japan 
leaving  her  wake  of  heartache  .  .  . 


her  sister  Sarah  pounded  Korea  to 
cut  new  scars  in  the  little  land  that 
already  bears  so  many  .  .  .  raging 
floods  evicted  5,000,000  from  their 
homes  in  India  .  .  .  multiplied  thou- 
sands of  Formosans  dug  for  bodies 
in  the  rubble  left  by  Typhoon  Ellen 
.  .  .  famines,  floods,  droughts,  and 
earthquakes  etched  their  dismal  pat- 
tern of  suffering  across  the  globe 
—and  wherever  disaster  went,  the 
church  went  too  with  its  medicine 
and  its  message. 

The  UN  proclaimed  World  Refu- 
gee Year  to  run  from  mid  '59  until 
mid  '60,  and  the  church  in  its  mis- 
sionarv  enterprise  showed  every  sign 
of  seizing  upon  this  as  both  re- 
sponsibilitv  and  opportunity  to  serve 
in  the  name  of  Christ. 

Conversely,  this  was  also  the  year 
of  church-page  stories  with  front- 
page significance.  Longstanding  Prot- 
estant-Catholic differences  in  the 
matter  of  birth  control  received  new 
attention,  reached  out  into  matters 
of  government  aid  and  sparked  top- 
level  debate. 

The  call  of  Pope  John  XXIII  for 
"an  ecumenical  council  for  the 
universal  church"  was  discussed  and 
debated  and  generally  defined  by 
Protestants  as  in  actuality  the  procla- 
mation of  a  Roman  Catholic  council 
on  ecumencity,  rather  than  any  in- 
ter-faith venture. 

Evangelist  Billy  Graham  suffered 
a  physical  slow-down  in  the  early 
months  of  1959,  and  many  concerned 
Christians  learned  to  rattle  off 
"angio  spastic  edema  of  the  macula 
of  the  left  eye"  as  easily  as  they 
would  discuss  a  common  cold  or 
headache.  But  Graham  and  his  team 
went  on  to  post  one  of  the  most 
significant  records  in  the  history  of 
evangelism  when  in  Australia  and 
New  Zealand  they  ministered  to  an 
aggregate    attendance    of    2,309,800 


and  registered  111,269  "decisions  for 
Christ." 

Church  leaders,  incensed  by  the 
tidal  flow  of  obscenity  in  the  mails, 
used  pulpit,  press,  and  pressure  in 
vigorous  counterattack,  saw  govern- 
mental leaders  take  up  the  fight  and 
press  for  stronger  and  more  efficient 
legislation. 

The  question  of  racial  segregation 
was  far  from  answered,  although  ten- 
sion spots  below  the  Mason-Dixon 
line  in  the  U.S.A.  shared  the  spot- 
light with  problems  related  to  the 
apartheid  policy  in   South   Africa. 

Karl  Barth  touched  off  a  brief, 
but  heated,  furore  with  his  "Letter  to 
a  pastor  in  the  German  Democratic 
Republic,"  interpreted  by  some  as  an 
appeal  to  Protestants  in  East  Ger- 
many to  cease  from  any  active  resist- 
ance to  Communist  controls. 

In  Kerala,  South  India,  church 
groups  rose  up  in  protest  when  their 
primary  and  secondary  schools  were 
to  be  put  under  the  direct  supervision 
of  their  local  Communist  govern- 
ment, persevered  until  the  national 
parliament  of  India  stepped  in  to 
order  the  dissolution  of  the  Red  rule. 

In  Japan,  the  Christian  minority 
(less  than  one-half  of  one  percent) 
celebrated  the  centennial  of  Prot- 
estant missions  in  their  land.  Numer- 
ous observances  were  held,  one  of  the 
most  colorful  and  impressive  the 
Osaka  Crusade  conducted  in  May  by 
Dr.  Bob  Pierce  at  the  request  of  400 
churches  in  the  populous  Osaka- 
Kyoto-Kobe  area.  Complete  with  a 
seventy-five-piece  symphony  orches- 
tra for  musically-literate  Osaka,  the 
event  attracted  over  93,000— and  saw 
an  exact  total  of  7,500  recorded  "de- 
cisions for  Christ." 

In  Colombia,  conditions  for  Prot- 
estants seemed  to  worsen,  then  go 
suddenly  better,  next  to  turn  into 
a  sudden  emergency  opportunity  for 
Christian  ministry  and  evangelism. 

On  the  general  religious  scene,  the 
calendar  was  dotted  with  assemblies 
and  conventions  and  councils  of  major 
significance.  Early  in  the  year  the 
Nyborg  Assembly  in  Denmark 
brought  together  eighty  representa- 
tives from  eighteen  countries  (on  both 
sides  of  the  Curtain)  for  a  meeting 
with  significance  deemed  far  out  of 
importance  to  its  size.  In  May,  the 
East  Asia  Christian  Conference  held 
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in  Kuala  Lumpur,  Malaya,  attract- 
ed delegates  from  the  "younger 
churches"  of  fourteen  countries.  In 
August  the  ninety-member  policy- 
making Central  Committee  of  the 
World  Council  of  Churches  voted  to 
encourage  the  development  of  con- 
tacts between  the  Russian  Orthodox 
Church  and  the  World  Council,  and 
to  call  for  the  discontinuation  of  nu- 
clear tests,  among  other  important 
actions.  And  also  in  August,  100,000 
German  Protestants  gathered  for  the 

1959  Kirchentag— ninth  German 
Evangelical  Church  Dav  (DEKT) 
Congress  in  Munich. 

Throughout  the  year,  statistics 
told  the  story  of  the  importance  of 
religion  on  the  world  scene.  In  the 
United  States,  the  steadily  increas- 
ing church  membership  had  pushed 
its  way  up  to  the  record  high  of  109,- 
557,741  (1958  totals)  according  to  the 

1960  Yearbook  of  American 
Churches.  Keeping  pace  was  church 
construction  with  totals  month  after 
month  establishing  records.  The  Ro- 
man Catholic  Church  counted  con- 
stituent noses  in  a  global  survey,  and 
came  up  with  a  world  total  of  527,- 
643,000  Catholics. 

As  always,  denominational  doings 
made  news— big  news.  American  Bap- 
tists (historically  with  their  major 
activity  based  in  the  northern  part 
of  the  United  States)  eyed  the  South 
—ears  cocked  for  the  "come  over  and 
help  us"  of  ABC  members  who  had 
migrated  there.  Meanwhile,  Southern 
Baptists  continued  their  steady  mis- 
sionary advance  in  the  North.  Each 
week's  news  was  marked,  it  seemed, 
with  reports  of  new  Lutheran  mer- 
gers-or-invitations-to-merge.  (In  India, 
the  million-member  Church  of  South 
India  and  the  Lutheran  Church 
with  its  650,000  constituents  were 
moving  closer  together  short  of  actual 
merger.) 

Annual  convention  time  (June- 
July)  found  the  807,000-member 
Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church 
naming  its  first  woman  moderator 
.  .  .  the  Lutheran  Church-Missouri 
Synod  voted  a  six-year  $145,000,000 
expansion  program  and  authorizing 
"unity  talks"  with  The  American 
Lutheran  Church  which  will  be 
formed  next  April  .  .  .  the  million- 
member  African  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church    drew    up    a    statement    de- 


nouncing states  right  legislation 
pending  in  Congress  as  a  "threat  to 
freedom"— and  this  is  just  a  sampling 
of  the  multiplicity  of  such  actions  and 
resolutions  voted  by  church  bodies 
in  a  busy  and  momentous  year. 

In  a  key  religious  event  in  June, 
3,000  members  of  Christian  Churches 
and  Churches  of  Christ  met  in  At- 
lanta for  the  "non-denominational, 
non-official  and  non-delegate" 
North  American  Christian  Conven- 
tion. With  the  theme  "Christianity 
Unity:  Our  Unchanging  Plea,"  they 
celebrated  the  150th  anniversary  of 
"The  Declaration  and  Address"  of 
Thomas  Campbell. 

The  year  was,  in  fact,  marked  by 
anniversary  celebrations.  These 
ranged  from  the  twentieth  anniver- 
sary of  Gospel  Recordings,  Inc.,  to 
the  Twenty-fifth  Anniversary  regis- 
tered bv  the  Wycliffe  Bible  Transla- 
tors, and  the  seventy-five-year  mark 
reached  by  the  Evangelical  Free 
Church  of  America  to  the  whole 
series  of  observances  connected  with 
anniversaries  related  to  John  Calvin, 
such  as  the  450th  anniversary  of  his 
birth  and  the  400th  anniversary  of 
the  final  edition  of  his  Institutes  of 
the  Christian  Religion. 

Thus  it  went— a  big  and  busy  year. 
To  evangelical  Christians  in  particu- 
lar, 1959  took  on  special  significance 
as  mass  evangelism  continued  at  a 
steady  pace.  Christian  colleges  and 
seminaries  moved  ahead  with  in- 
creased enrollment  and  large-scale 
building  programs  .  .  .  the  revitalized 
Sunday-school  movement  seemed  to 
gain  even  new  impetus,  as  marked  by 
highly  successful,  tri-part  conventions 
of  the  National  Sunday  School  Asso- 
ciation .  .  .  and  new  books,  such  as 
Revelation  and  the  Bible  (Baker),  by 
Dr.  Carl  F.  H.  Henry,  and  The  Case 
for  Orthodox  Theology,  by  Dr.  Ed- 
ward John  Carnell,  sparked  great  in- 
terest and  discussion,  while  other 
titles,  such  as  Jungle  Pilot  (Harper), 
by  Russell  T.  Hitt,  carried  the  im- 
pact of  evangelical  missionary  en- 
terprise and  sacrifice  to  wide  audi- 
ences. 

The  year  left  some  gaps  to  be  filled 
in  the  ranks  of  evangelical  leadership. 
Death  took  such  colorful  and  beloved 
personalities  as  Dr.  T.  Leonard  Lewis, 
Gordon  College  president;  the  Rev. 
Gustaf  F.  Johnson,  famed  Minnea- 


polis pastor;  Dr.  Harold  Lundquist, 
Christian  radio  personality  and  for- 
merly director  of  Chicago's  Evangeli- 
cal Welfare  Agency;  missionary  exe- 
cutive Noel  Lyons  of  the  Greater 
European  Mission;  George  Bolton, 
New  York's  "Bishop  of  the  Bowery"; 
O.  G.  Wilson,  general  secretary  of 
the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church; 
and  Haldor  Lillenas,  noted  gospel 
musician— to  mention  only  a  repre- 
sentative few. 

But  it  was  a  good  year— 1959.  A 
year  when  front-page  news  had 
church-page  significance.  A  year 
when  church-page  news  had  front- 
page importance.

JUDGMENT 
SEAT 


OF  CHRIST 


The  word  translated  "judgment 
seat"— literally,  "bema"— is  most  sig- 
nificant. It  suggests  nothing  of  a  tri- 
bunal, such  as  Pilate's  judgment  seat 
(Matt.  27:19),  or  Caesar's  (Acts  25: 
10).  The  reference  is  to  the  bema 
of  the  Olympian  games,  from  which 
the  rules  of  the  games  were  enforced, 
and  to  which  the  successful  con- 
testant came  to  receive  his  prize.  It 
is  the  reward  seat— the  bema— of 
Christ  before  which  we  are  to  be 
manifested. 

WHEN? 

At  funeral  services,  and  in  obit- 
uary notices,  the  dead  are  often 
referred  to  as  having  passed  to  their 
reward.  But  this,  like  many  another 
view,  rests  on  no  Scriptural  founda- 
tion. The  saints  are  not  individually 
rewarded  one  by  one  immediately 
after  death.  Paul  has  not  received  his 
reward  yet,  nor  shall  he  until  he 
does  so  in  common  with  the  saints 
that  are  manifested  at  the  bema  of 
Christ.  The  rewards  are  symbolized 
bv  crowns,  and  for  a  crown  Paul  has 
no  head— his  body  has  been  neither 
raised  nor  glorified.  While,  from 
the  moment  of  his  death,  he  has  been 
in  conscious  bliss  with  Christ,  he 
nevertheless  has  been  there  as  one 
"out  of  the  body."  He  is  with  Christ, 
and  is  a  justified  believer,  a  sinner 
saved  by  grace;  but  he  would  be  the 
first  to  resent  any  suggestion,  such 
as  is  often  heard  in  funeral  sermons, 
that  because  of  his  holy  life  or  abun- 
dant labors  he  is  with  Christ.  Being 
"present  with  the  Lord"  is  not  Paul's 
reward.  In  all  the  universe  there  is 
no  place  to  which  a  saved  soul  can 
depart   at   death   other   than   "to  be 


with  Christ."  Jesus'  own  words— 
"Father  I  will  that  they  also,  whom 
thou  hast  given  me,  be  with  me 
where  I  am"— cannot  fail.  He  that 
while  facing  the  cross  could  say,  "Not 
my  will,"  is  the  same  that  now,  the 
cross  having  been  endured— as,  in 
anticipation  it  has  been  in  this  prayer 
—can  say,  "I  will,"  respecting  the 
glorv  of  those  who  by  that  cross  were 
to  be  His  own. 

No,  not  at  death,  but  at  the  com- 
ing of  the  Lord  shall  the  award  of 
our  works  be  made.  This  fact  is  abun- 
dantlv  certified  by  Scripture. 

"Thou  shalt  be  recompensed  at  the 
resurrection  of  the  just,"  said  the 
Lord  to  the  Pharisee  in  whose  house 
he  had  dined  (Luke  14:14).  The 
bestowal  of  reward  is  thus  seen  to 
synchronize  with  the  resurrection  of 
the  just.  The  just  are  the  "justified," 
and  their  resurrection  is  to  take  place 
when  "the  Lord  himself  shall  descend 
from  heaven"  (I  Thess.  4:16).  Thus 
the  time  of  the  judgment  is  the  time 
of  the  Lord's  return.  "Feed  the  flock 
of  God  .  .  .  and  when  the  chief 
Shepherd  shall  appear,  ye  shall  re- 
ceive a  crown  of  glory"  (I  Pet.  5:2,  4). 

The  One  that  bestows  the  re- 
wards has  declared  from  heaven  that 
He  will  bestow  them  when  He  comes. 
"And,  behold,  I  come  quickly;  and 
my  reward  is  with  me,  to  give  every 
man  according  as  his  work  shall  be" 
(Rev.  22:12). 

Paul  declares  that  the  "crown  of 
righteousness"  shall  be  given  to  him, 
not  at  his  death,  but  "at  that  day" 
(II  Tim.  4:8). 

THE   DAY   OF  CHRIST 

In   Paul's  epistles   frequent  refer- 


ence is  made  to  "the  day  of  Christ" 
as  the  time  of  reward  and  rejoicing. 

"That  I  may  rejoice  in  the  day  of  Christ, 
that  I  have  not  run  in  vain,  neither  laboured 
in  vain"  (Phil.  2:16).  "Blameless  in  the 
day  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ"  (I  Cor.  1:8). 
"That  the  spirit  may  be  saved  in  the  day 
of  the  Lord  Jesus"  (I  Cor.  5:5).  "We  are 
your  rejoicing,  even  as  ye  also  are  our's  in 
the  day  of  the  Lord  Jesus"  (II.  Cor.  1:14). 
"Every  man's  work  shall  be  made  manifest: 
for  the  day  shall  declare  it"  (I  Cor.  3:13). 
"A  crown  of  righteousness,  which  the  Lord, 
the  righteous  judge,  shall  give  me  at  that 
day"    (II  Tim.  4:8). 

These  expressions  are  peculiar  to 
the  Pauline  epistles. 

The  "Day  of  Christ"  is  that  pe- 
riod of  time  during  which,  after  the 
rapture  of  the  church  at  the  coming 
of  the  Lord  (I  Thess.  4:16-18),  be- 
lievers receive  their  reward.  It  is  the 
time  for  the  honoring  of  the  saints, 
the  great  day  of  their  manifestation 
and  their  glory.  And  this  explains 
why  all  Christian  life  and  service  are 
so  constantly  associated  and  connect- 
ed with  that  day.  The  true  workman 
has  "respect  unto  the  recompense  of 
reward." 

Scripture  designates  the  present 
ape  as  Man's  Dav.  Man's  Dav  in  the 
whole  extent  of  it  is  this  present  age 
during  which  the  heavens  are  silent, 
and  man  is  having  his  say.  Man's  wis- 
dom, man's  activity,  man's  achieve- 
ment fill  up  his  "day."  He  exalts  his 
reason  above  revelation  and  refuses 
to  believe  what  he  cannot  understand, 
though  Scripture  reveals  his  trouble 
to  be  not  of  the  head  but  of  the 
heart.  And  God  waits  in  silence 
knowing  "the  reasonings  of  the  wise, 
that  thev  are  vain"  (I  Cor.  3:20, 
ASV);  but  He  waits  in  patient  grace 
to  accomplish  His  purpose— the  tak- 
ing out  from  among  the  gentiles  a 
people  for  His  name  (Acts  15:14-17). 

But  Man's  Day  is  drawing  rapidly

to  a  close,  and  the  next  event  on 
the  divine  program  is  the  fulfillment 
of  I  Thessalonians  4:16— the  descent 
of  the  Lord  from  heaven,  the  resur- 
rection of  the  dead  in  Christ,  and 
their  rapture  together  with  living  be- 
lievers to  meet  Him.  This  begins  the 
"Day  of  Christ,"  marked,  as  we  have 
seen,  by  the  judgment  seat  of  Christ. 
It  is  probable  that  the  marriage  sup- 
per of  the  Lamb  takes  place  durino 
this  "day." 

During  this  Day  of  Christ,  the 
earth,  bereft  of  its  safeguard  by  the 
removal  of  the  church,  is  the  scene 
of  long  predicted  judgments.  Man's 
Day  goes  out  into  awful  night.  Satan, 
cast  out  of  the  heavenlies  forever, 
comes  down  to  earth  in  great  wrath 
(Rev.  12:12),  and  the  last  week- 
seven  years— of  Gabriel's  prophecy 
begins  and  runs  its  course  (Dan.  9:24- 
27).  The  last  half  of  this  period  of 
seven  years  is  the  time  of  "the  great 
tribulation,"  spoken  of  by  the  Lord 
in  His  Olivet  discourse  (Matt.  24), 
and  described  in  the  Book  of  Reve- 
lation. During  this  time  a  converted 
remnant  of  Jews  proclaims  among 
the  gentiles  "the  gospel  of  the  king- 
dom" (Matt.  24:14)— the  same  testi- 
mony committed  to  the  twelve  for 
proclamation  (Matt.  10)— a  testimony 
left  by  them  unfinished  because  of 
the  rejection  of  the  King  (Matt.  10: 
23).  This  testimonv,  again  given  be- 
fore  the  King's  coming,  results  in 
blessing  on  the  earth— the  salvation 
of  "a  great  multitude  which  no  man 
could  number"  (Rev.  7:9-17)  that 
constitutes  the  company  that  shall 
stand  on  the  "right  hand"  of  the  King 
at  the  judgment  foretold  in  Matthew 
25:31-46. 

The  Great  Tribulation  ends  with 
the  battle  of  Armegeddon  (Rev.  16: 
13-16).  Under  the  leadership  of  the 
beast-king  the  armies  of  the  con- 
federated nations  of  the  Revived 
Roman  Empire  besiege  Jerusalem 
(Zech.  12;  14:1-7).  As  the  suffering 
remnant  of  Israel  cry  out  in  their 
distress  (Zech.  12:10),  heaven  opens, 
and  Christ  comes  forth  for  their  de- 
liverance. This  deliverance  is  ac- 
complished by  the  destruction  of  the 
armies  of  the  nations  in  fulfillment 
of  the  smiting  stone  of  Nebuchad- 
nezzar's vision  (Dan.  2),  and  de- 
scribed in  Revelation  19:11-21.  The 
coming  of  Christ  in  glory  as  "King 


of  kings"  brings  in  the  "Day  of  the 
Lord"— the  Old  Testament  expres- 
sion given  to  define  the  kingdom 
covenanted  to  David  (II  Sam.  7:8-16; 
Ps.  89:3-4),  and  confirmed  by  the 
promise  of  Gabriel  to  Mary  (Luke  1: 
31-33).  Then  occurs  the  judgment  of 
the  gentile  nations,  and  the  determi- 
nation of  their  eternal  destiny.  The 
"blessed"  among  them  are  those  that 
have  heard  the  message  of  the  King's 
brethren  '  and  have  befriended  the 
messengers,  who  under  awful  per- 
secutions have  accomplished  their 
ministry. 

The  Day  of  the  Lord  is  the  day 
of  Messiah's  reign— a  reign  in  which 
the  glorified  church  participates— 
over  restored  Israel  and  the  spared 
gentiles.  This  day  endures  for  a  thou- 
sand years  and  is  therefore  called  the 
Millennium.  Description  of  the 
glories  of  this  dav  is  given  in  Psalm 
72,    Isaiah    11    and    35. 

At  the  close  of  the  "Dav  of  the 
Lord"  Satan  is  loosed  from  captivity 
in  the  pit  of  the  abvss,  in  which  he 
had  been  placed  at  the  Lord's  coming 
in  glory,  and  he  leads  a  revolt  (Rev. 
20)  which  is  quickly  subdued  by 
divine  judgment. 

The  impenitent  dead  are  then 
raised  for  judgment  at  the  great  white 
throne,  and  condemned  by  their 
works  are  consigned  for  punishment 
to  the  lake  bv  fire. 

Then  begins  the  "Dav  of  God" 
when  Christ  delivers  up  the  kingdom 
to  God  the  Father  that  He— Father, 
Son,  and  Holy  Spirit— may  be  all  in 
all.  The  "Day  of  God"  ushers  in  the 
eternal  state  with  a  new  heaven 
and  a  new  earth.

How  do  others  speak  of  us  today?  As  Women  Manifest- 
ing Christ,  01   as   those   whose  days   are   so  devoted   to 
earthly  possessions  and  responsibilities  that  they  cannot 
see  Christ  in  us? 

In  Joshua  13:1  the  Lord  said  to  Joshua:  "Thou  art  old 
and  stricken  in  years,  and  there  remaineth  yet  very 
much  land  to  be  possessed."  Do  we  not  yet  have  much 
land  to  be  possessed  in  our  consecration  to  Christ?

Each  year  before  National  Conference  the  national 
WMC  board  approves  the  appointment  of  a  committee 
of  three  women  to  work  with  the  national  devotional 
program  chairman  in  the  preparation  of  the  programs 
which  will  be  mailed  to  you  two  years  later  in  the  month 
of  June.  Each  new  committee  is  impressed  with  the  im- 
portance of  their  work  and  requested  to  pray  daily 
asking  the  Holv  Spirit's  guidance  in  all  plans  and  de- 
cisions made.  Thev  must  present  their  first  tentative 
plans  to  the  national  WMC  board  just  one  week 
after  their  appointment  at  the  close  of  National  Con- 
ference. 

During  their  first  vear  thev  will  choose  the  year's 
theme,  theme  verse,  and  portion  of  Scripture  to  be  used 
which  thev  must  outline  to  cover  the  twelve  monthly 
meetings.  Thev  will  also  plan  the  missions  studies,  and 
Bible  Reading  Guide.  One  of  the  most  important  de- 
cisions at  this  time  is  the  choice  of  three  names  for  the 
Bible  studv  writer.  All  of  these  suggestions  are  then  pre- 
sented for  approval  at  the  spring  meeting  of  the  na- 
tional WMC  executive  meeting  at  which  time  one 
name  is  chosen  from  the  three  presented  to  write  the 
Bible    studies. 

During  the  remainder  of  the  first  year  this  commit- 
tee will  choose  writers  for  mission  studies,  installation 
service,  consecration  service,  and  Mother-Daughter  meet- 
ing. At  the  end  of  their  first  vear  all  material  is  present- 
ed by  the  national  devotional  program  chairman  for 
the  approval  of  the  national  WMC  board  at  their  an- 
nual meeting  before  National  Conference. 

Beginning  the  second  vear  thev  plan  Scripture  readings 
for  monthly  programs,  program  booklet  and  hostess  sug- 
gestions, hymns  and  special  music,  poems,  monthly  topic 
introductions,  theme  song,  and  visual  aid  design.  In 
the  meantime  your  national  devotional  program  chair- 
man is  corresponding  with  all  those  who  will  be  writing 
articles  or  studies  for  the  programs. 

Bv  December  31  of  this  second  year  all  materials  must 
be  in  the  hands  of  your  national  devotional  program 
chairman  in  order  that  she  may  organize  them,  type 
several  complete  copies  as  thev  will  be  printed,  and 
present  the  master  copy  to  the  national  officers  for  their

In  the  beginning  God  created  the 
heaven  and  the  earth  (Gen.  1:1).  In 
the  beginning  was  the  Word  and 
the  Word  was  with  God  and  the 
Word  was  God  (John  1:1). 

Do  you  find  it  difficult  to  gTasp 
the  magnitude  of  the  word  "begin- 
ning" in  the  two  references?  Of 
course  vou  do,  so  does  anyone  that 
takes  the  time  to  meditate  upon  it. 
We  in  our  finite  minds  can  never 
claim  the  ability  to  understand  such 
a  wondrous  fact. 

True,  we  will  say  it  is  time  to  pro- 
claim the  beginning  of  the  New 
Year  of  1960.  We  can  see  this  as  a 
starting  point.  That  is  what  the  dic- 
tionary explains  to  us— the  first  stage 
of  anvthing,  the  starting  point. 

Let  us  look  further  to  the  writing 
on  this  point  in  Ellicott's  Commen- 
tary on  the  whole  Bible. 

It  states  that  John  1:1  refers  to 
the  opening  words  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment. It  is  more  striking  when  we 
remember  that  a  Jew  would  con- 
stantly speak  of  and  quote  from  the 
Book  of  Genesis  as  Bereshith  ("in  the 
beginning").  Without  a  doubt  the 
Apostle  John  had  "the  beginning"  as 
written  bv  Moses  present  in  his  mind 
and  was  so  guided  bv  its  meaning. 

The  Mosaic  conception  of  "be- 
ginning" is  marked  bv  the  first  crea- 
tion act.  John  places  himself  at  the 
same  starting  point  of  time,  but  be- 
fore he  speaks  of  any  creation  he  as- 
serts the  pre-existence  of  the  Crea- 
tor. In  the  "beginning"  there  alreadv 
"was"  the  Word.  Does  not  this 
breathe  strength  and  courage  into 
your    "beginning"    of    another    vear. 


However,  preceding  this  Happv 
New  Year  greeting  there  has  been 
another  year,  another  and  another. 
Each  is  remembered  bv  its  prosper- 
ity or  poverty,  happiness  or  heart- 
ache. Because  of  this  fact  it  is  utter 
confusion  for  vou  and  me  to  realize 
the  great  depths  of  Genesis  1:1. 

As  a  little  child  a  starting  point 
meant  little,  everything  was  now,  in 
the  present.  The  past,  though 
months  or  years  ago,  may  have  been 
expressed  as  yesterday.  Too  soon 
there  comes  the  realization  of  be- 
ginning—of day,  then  week,  soon 
school,  later  career,  love,  marriage, 
and   so   on. 

Since  we  can  never  attain  the  nec- 
essary knowledge  to  appreciate  the 
truth  of  God's  "beginning,"  we 
simply  just  accept  it.  As  Hurlburts 
story  of  the  Bible  brings  it  out  on 
the  level  of  a  child's  understanding, 
God  never  began  to  be.  He  always 
was.  Yet  we  do  have  a  challenge  in 
every  beginning,  as  we  understand 
the  word. 

Realizing  without  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  there  would 
be  but  a  physical,  moral,  and  spiritual 
emptiness,  let  us  consider  four  aspects 
in   beginning  our   service   for   Him. 

There  will  be  in  our  life  Desire, 
Decision,  Dedication,  and  as  a  result, 
Dividends. 

In  desire  we  must  know  a  hunger 
for  the  soul-thrilling  Word.  Through 
the  fulfilling  of  this  we  find  the  need 
of  our  preparation  for  service.  Let 
us  cry  as  did  David:  "Create  in  me 
a  clean  heart,  O  God:  and  renew  a 
right  spirit  within  me"   (Ps.    51:10). 


Closely  following  desire  we  have 
decision  and  this  with  discipline.  It 
is  a  continuing  on  through  difficult 
times  and  this  with  testing.  There 
will  be  a  need  for  endurance.  As  it 
has  been  said,  our  Christian  race 
is  not  a  hundred-yard  dash,  it  is 
more  of  a  marathon. 

As  we  continue  on  we  gather  and 
display  the  fruits  of  the  spirit— love, 
joy,  peace,  longsuffering,  gentleness, 
goodness,  meekness  and  temperance 
(Gal.  5:22-23).  Also  in  II  Peter  1: 
5-7  we  read:  "And  beside  this,  giv- 
ing all  diligence,  add  to  your  faith 
virtue;  and  to  virtue  knowledge;  and 
to  knowledge  temperance;  and  to  tem- 
perance patience;  and  to  patience  god- 
liness; and  to  godliness  brotherly 
kindness;  and  to  brotherly  kindness 
charity." 

Since  our  desire  has  blended  with 
a  definite  decision,  let  us  look  to 
the  third  portion— that  of  dedication. 
We  must  consider  the  task  before  us. 
It  is  to  present  to  others  the  living 
Saviour  of  our  soul. 

"Ah"  you  say  "that  is  all  well  and 
good,  but  I'm  not  a  gifted  speaker." 
We  do  not  have  to  use  flowery 
speech  to  simply  bear  a  testimony 
for  Him.  A  radiant  Christian  life  of 
daily  doing  for  Him  can  show  more 
than  words  can  tell.  There  are  those 
who  will  find  and  take  more  time 
for  prayer,  others  will  spend  time  car- 
ing for  those  who  have  a  physical 
need.  If  we  can  only  let  others  see 
in  us  the  face  of  that  One  who  is 
altogether  lovely  and  "fairest  of  ten 
thousand,"  we  have  known  the  reality 
of  dedication.  Show  forth  the  talents 
of  your  life  whether  it  be  a  smile, 
song,  or  comforting  words  of  sym- 
pathy to  others. 

There  are  many  who  will  never 
think  ahead  to  the  dividends  for  this 
service.  It  will  be  enough  to  see  the 
joy  in  the  face  of  a  new-torn  child  of 
God,  or  the  thankful  glance  of  one 
who  has  been  helped.  However,  we 
do  know  God  has  promised  rewards 
to  all  who  serve  Him.  Let  us  con- 
sider just  one  in  II  Timothy  4:8: 
"Henceforth  there  is  laid  up  for  me 
a  crown  of  righteousness,  which  the 
Lord,  the  righteous  judge,  shall  give 
me  at  that  day:  and  not  to  me  only, 
but  unto  all  them  that  love  His  ap- 
pearing." 

Now  as  we  begin  another  New 
Year,  let  us  nurture  the  bud  of  de- 
sire, bathed  in  the  freshness  of  de- 
cision warmed  bv  the  brightness  of 
dedication,  to  develop  the  full  bloom 
of  service  with  dividends  to  His 
honor  and  glorv. 


January  9,  1960 
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Faith-full  Women

(Ed.  note — This  is  the  fourth  in  a  series  of 
five  articles  on  women  who  were  real 
examples  of  faith.) 


Lydia  was  a  seller  of  purple,  and 
there  are  only  three  verses  in  the 
Book  of  Acts  which  speak  of  her  (16: 
14-15,  40)  but  what  a  blessing  we 
find  as  we  search  more  deeply  into 
the  life  of  this  one  who  seemed  to  be 
hungry  for  a  knowledge  of  the  true 
and  living  God. 

Lydia  was  born  at  Thvatira,  in  the 
province  of  Asia.  It  was  business 
that  brought  her  to  Philippi.  Her 
native  city  was  famous  for  its  dye- 
works  and  she  was  in  Philippi  to  dis- 
pose of  either  the  dye  or  the  dved 
cloth.  She  was  probably  a  widow 
and  must  have  been  a  woman  of 
some  position  to  have  a  home  cap- 
able of  entertaining  Paul  and  his 
company. 

Lydia  was  a  Jewish  proselyte.  Ap- 
parently dissatisfied  with  the  emp- 
tiness of  the  heathen  practices  she 
witnessed  everywhere,  she  grasped 
for  spiritual  hope  in  adopting  the 
faith  of  the  Hebrews  with  whom  she 
had  come  in  contact.  She  was  walk- 
ing with  God  to  the  full  measure  of 
her  knowledge,  faithfully  striving  to 
keep  the  statutes  of  the  law  which 
she  had  accepted  as  the  rule  of  her 
life.  But  the  very  purity  of  the  law 
made  her  realize  her  insufficiency  to 
keep  it  perfectlv,  and  her  heart 
longed  for  assurance  that  she  was 
acceptable  in  God's  sight. 

God  is  faithful  to  renew  the  seek- 
ing heart,  and  there  on  the  riverbank 
that  Sabbath  morning,  Lvdia  heard 
for  the  first  time  that  Christ  had 
come  to  make  an  end  of  the  law,  and 
to  be  the  perfect  sacrifice,  once  and 
for  all,  for  sin. 

The  Lord  opened  her  heart.  Her 
mind  was  quickened  to  understand 
the  truth  and  her  heart  was  eager 
to  receive  the  grace  of  God  in  Christ. 
After  she  and  her  household  were 
baptized,  she  immediately  extended 
Christian  hospitalitv  to  those  to 
whom  she  felt  so  greatly  indebted 
for  the  new  light  brought  to  her. 
Luke  wrote:  "She  besought  us  say- 
ing, 'If  ye  have  judged  me  to  be 
faithful  to  the  Lord,  come  into  my 
house.' " 

The  quiet  riverside  scene  came  to 


be  followed  by  violent  persecutions. 
But  we  may  take  it  that  Lydia's 
faithfulness  was  not  shaken,  for 
when  Paul  and  Silas  came  out  of 
prison,  they  entered  into  the  house 
of  Lydia.  She  must  have  spent  much 
time  in  prayer  and  intercession  for 
them.  Had  she  proved  unfaithful, 
thev  would  not  have  gone  back  to 
her  house. 

Lvdia  must  have  considered  op- 
portunities of  kindness  to  be  God's 
rewards— not    burdens.    Charity    was 


a  privilege  to  be  won  through  faith- 
fulness of  service. 

We  cannot  help  but  wonder  if  it 
was  Lvdia's  spirit  of  faithfulness  and 
charity  that  touched  all  the  rest  in 
the  Philippian  church,  for  Paul  later 
wrote:  "Now  ye  Philippians  know 
...  no  church  communicated  with  me 
concerning  giving  and  receiving  but 
ye  only"  (Phil.  4:15).  May  we  not 
infer  that  this  first  convert  on  Euro- 
pean soil  had  affected  the  whole  of 
the  little  church  that  gathered  around 
her,  and  that  as  it  continued  to 
grow,  her  influence  remained  strong? 
For  we  must  remember  that  in  the 
house  of  Lydia  was  cradled  the  Phi- 
lippian church— that  church  which 
Paul  afterward  described  as  his  "joy 
and  crown."

Bekoro,  Republic  of  Central  Africa 
Dear  Co-workers  of  the  WMC, 

At  long  last  I'm  getting  around  to  putting  this  letter  on  paper.  Many  a  night  when 
I  couldn't  sleep,  I  was  telling  you  all  about  the  work  out  here,  but  you  didn't  know  it. 

First  of  all,  I  want  to  thank  you  again  for  your  faithful  remembrance  of  us 
year  by  year,  on  our  birthdays  and  Christmas  and  even  Easter.  The  cards  start 
coming  before  the  date  and  keep  coming  for  three  to  four  months  after.  So  you  see 
what  a  nice  long  birthday  we  do  have.  Every  week  we  get  some  mail  that  way.  It 
is  quite  a  letdown  afterwards  when  they  stop  coming,  and  we  get  nothing  in  the 
mail.  But  that  is  the  way  it  is  out  here;  after  thirty-four  years  I  should  be  getting 
used  to  it,  don't  you  think? 

After  four  years  of  our  trying  to  get  the  women  interested  in  WMC  work,  it  is 
finally  taking  hold,  or  they  are  taking  advantage  of  the  opportunities  that  are  theirs. 
We  have  tried  to  get  a  group  started  in  every  chapel,  and  most  of  them  are  going 
well.  They  need  much  prayer,  though.  At  our  preachers'  conference  several  of  the 
wives  came  in  too.  We  were  able  to  explain  to  them  the  need  and  their  responsibility 
to  carry  on  this  work.  We  gave  them  lesson  material  and  a  program  to  work  on.  When 
we  met  with  them  again  at  the  native  conferences  in  March,  several  had  very  good 
reports  on  their  efforts.  At  one  place  twenty-seven  women  came  to  know  the  Lord 
through  their  prayers  and  gatherings.  At  another  place  they  won  seven  women 
for  the  Lord.  Just  a  few  weeks  later  one  of  these  women  went  to  be  with  the  Lord. 
It  made  quite  an  impression  on  the  group. 

A  few  weeks  ago,  during  one  of  our  vacation  weeks  from  Bible  school,  I  had  the 
opportunity  to  visit  twelve  chapels  to  see  how  they  were  getting  along.  Several 
were  just  getting  started,  so  we  were  able  to  give  them  an  extra  boost.  One  place 
where  they  have  thirty-eight  members,  the  WMC  were  greatly  concerned  about  not 
being  able  to  go  out  for  an  outing  or  retreat  like  the  men  are  doing.  They  go  out  into 
the  bush  for  three  or  four  days  and  have  a  great  time.  But  women  with  families  can't 
very  well  do  likewise.  So  they  are  going  to  visit  villages  in  groups  and  sing  and  give 
testimonies  and  Bible  verses  as  their  outings.  Just  last  week  we  heard  that  one 
group  of  women  did  go  for  an  outing  and  had  a  great  time.  So  we  praise  the  Lord  for 
His  blessings. 

Please  continue  your  labor  of  love  in  remembering  us,  and  we  know  the  Lord 
will  continue  to  bless.

final  approval  at  their  spring  meet- 
ing. In  April  and  May  vour  programs 
are  mimeographed,  packaged,  and 
prepared  for  mailing  by  June  15.  At 
the  same  time  Bible  Reading  Guides 
are  printed  and  mailed  to  each  local 
president. 

The  finished  program  packet 
represents  two  vears  of  prayer,  con- 
secrated labor,  and  Spirit-led  ma- 
terials to  help  us  all  to  be  Women 
Manifesting  Christ.  Because  a  new 
committee  is  appointed  each  year, 
your  national  devotional  program 
chairman  is  guiding  the  work  of  two 
committees  continually. 

Last  year  we  prepared  500  pro- 
gram packets  at  an  approximate  cost 
of  .80  per  packet  or  $1.60  per  local 
WMC  group.  This  year  we  must 
print  600  program  packets  to  meet 
the  demands  of  old  and  new  coun- 
cils, national  officers,  district  presi- 
dents, home  and  foreign  missionaries. 


We  ask  that  each  local  president 
and  program  chairman  help  us  in 
the  following  way— 

1.  Because  we  must  mail  the  pack- 
ets in  June  before  we  have  the  names 
of  your  newlv  elected  officers,  we 
ask  you  to  please  give  all  program 
materials  and  Bible  Reading  Guides 
mailed  to  vou  to  the  NEW  PRESI- 
DENT and  PROGRAM  CHAIR- 
MAN if  you  are  not  re-elected. 

2.  In  early  July  completely  fill 
in  the  names  and  addresses  of  all 
vour  new  local  officers  on  the  statis- 
tical blanks  sent  to  you  by  your  dis- 
trict president.  This  gives  everv  na- 
tional officer  her  proper  mailing  list 
for  local  councils. 

3.  If  any  of  these  officers  are 
changed  or  addresses  changed  during 
the  vear  please  send  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  all  the  new  officers  to  the 
national  recording  secretarv  at  the 
time  of  change.

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LIVING  FOR  JESUS 


EPHESIANS   3:14-21 

With  this  study  we  reach  the  half- 
way point  in  our  "Walk  with  Christ 
through  Ephesians."  The  onlv  way 
we  can  effectively  "live  for  Jesus"  is 
to  continually  walk  with  Him.  This 
we  can  do  as  we  let  His  Word  abide 
in  us  (John  15:7). 

God  teaches  us  more  about  the 
substance  of  Christian  prayer  in  these 
two  pravers  of  Paul  in  Ephesians 
than  in  all  other  Scripture  put  to- 
gether. In  the  first  chapter,  he  prays 
that  we  might  be  enlightened  to  know 
the  great  facts  of  our  salvation  in 
Christ.  He  pravs  that  we  might  be 
enabled  to  know  the  great  love  of 
our  Saviour  in  experience.  It  is  not 
enough  to  know,  we  must  be. 

Let  us  consider— 

OUR  POSITION  BEFORE  GOD 

(vv.    14-15). 

Because  the  Bible  presents  a  num- 
ber of  bodilv  positions  in  prayer,  we 
should  not  become  slaves  to  habit  in 
this  matter.  An  interesting  topic  for 
studv  would  be  to  discover  how 
many  different  positions  are  men- 
tioned. But  probably  kneeling  best 
suits  us  as  we  come  into  His  pres 
ence  to  prav.  Paul  did  it  both  publicly 
(Acts  20:36)  and  here  privately.  We 
should  notice,  however,  that  it  is 
more  the  posture  of  the  soul  than 
the  body  to  which  he  refers  since  he 
says:  "I  bow  mv  knees  unto  the 
Father   of   our    Lord   Jesus    Christ." 

PRAYER     REQUESTS 

Pray  for  your  national  officers  that 
the  Lord  will  give  them  wisdom  for 
making   the   necessarv   decisions. 

Pray  for  our  missionaries  as  they 
faithfully  serve  the  Lord  on  the  vari- 
ous fields. 

Pray  that  your  group  will  find 
avenues  of  service  for  the  Lord  in 
your   local    communities. 
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'Paul  Prays  for  Christian  Maturity" 

Kneeling  suggests  submission.  In 
bowing  our  heads  and  closing  our  eyes 
we  deliberately  take  our  attention 
from  others  and  shut  out  other  sights 
which  would  distract  us.  It  is  thus 
easier  to  concentrate  on  Him  before 
whose  throne  we  come.  So  in  kneel- 
ing, we  assume  the  position  of  hu- 
mility. However,  if  our  hearts  are 
not  yielded,  each  of  these  gestures 
can  be  an  empty  formality  which 
God  hates  (Col.  3:23). 

In  coming  to  prayer  we  need  to 
recall  that  every  member  of  God's 
family  has  this  access  to  His  throne. 
Family  ties  are  precious  ties.  Even 
though  those  near  of  kin  are  often 
far  away,  the  ties  are  precious.  In 
God's  family  some  members  are  to- 
gether, many  are  scattered  all  around 
this  world  and  multitudes  of  others 
are  in  heaven.  Wherever  we  are,  we 
bear  His  name  and  enjoy  access  to 
Him  in  Christ. 

OUR    PETITIONS   IN    PRAYER 
(vv.  16-19). 

The  late  and  beloved  Dr.  Ironside 
suggests  that  seven  words  give  us 
the  heart  of  Paul's  requests  for  the 
believers'  growth  to  maturity  in 
Christ.  He  prays  that: 

(1)  We  might  be  endowed  accord- 
ing to  the  riches  of  His  glory.  Our 
requests  from  our  earthly  parents  are 
limited  many  rimes  by  their  ability 
to  give.  Although  they  usually  wish 
they  could  do  much  more  than  they 
can,  they  are  limited  by  their  means. 
But  we  can  never  ask  beyond  God's 
means.   You  cannot  ask  too  much. 

(2)  We  might  be  endued  (or 
strengthened)  with  might  by  His 
Spirit  in  the  inner  man.  In  child- 
hood and  youth  we  are  concerned 
with  growing  strength  of  our  bodies 
—our  outer  man.  Some  are  weak  and 
crippled.  The  strongest  grow  weak 
with  age.  But  our  souls  keep  grow-

ing  in  God's  strength  as  we  depend 
the  Holy  Spirit  who  is  in  us.  Do  \__ 
feel  weak  to  overcome  temptation  or 
unable  to  serve  the  Lord?  Remember, 
we  are  like  electric  motors  and  can 
onlv  run  well  and  serve  with  power 
as  our  contact  (fellowship)  with  God 
is  unbroken. 

(3)  We  might  have  Christ  en- 
throned in  our  hearts  by  faith.  Too 
many  of  us  treat  Christ  as  an  occa- 
sional guest  in  our  lives.  Or  we  re- 
gard Him  as  a  roomer  in  our  lives 
who  is  confined  to  His  particular 
"room."  This  praver  of  Paul  is  not 
that  we  might  receive  Christ  as  Sav- 
iour. This  was  already  done.  But  it 
is  that  we  might  give  Him  full  reign 
in  our  lives,  settle  down,  and  be  at 
home  in  our  hearts.  And  this,  not  by 
feeling  because  our  feelings  are 
fickle  and  changeable  as  the  weather 
in  Iowa!  But,  "by  faith,"  believing 
what  God  says  in  His  Word.  This  is 
why  we  need  to  live  in  the  Word 
every  day. 

(4)  We  might  be  established  in  the 
love  of  God.  Plants  or  trees  that  do 
not  have  well-developed  roots  in  good 
rich  soil  will  not  develop  into  strong 
healthy  and  fruitful  specimens. 
Neither  will  we  if  we  are  not 
"rooted"  deeply  in  the  love  of  God. 
"A  building  is  no  better  than  its 
foundation."  Even  so  we,  if  our  lives 
are  not  solidly  built  on  the  Lord  who 
is  love,  will  have  shaky  and  shabby 
lives. 

(5)  We  might  be  enlightened  to 
comprehend  the  measure  of  God's 
love  with  all  saints.  A  man  of  God 
of  the  last  century  preached  a  sermon 
on  John  3:16  from  this  text  as  fol- 
lows: 

(a)  The  breadth  of  the  love  of  God 
—"God  so  loved  the  world." 

(b)  The  length  of  the  love  of  God 
—"He  gave  his  only  begotten  Son." 

(c)  The  depth  of  God's  love-'The 
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SERVING  AS  A  FARMERS  WIFE

"I  beseech  you  therefore,  breth- 
ren, by  the  mercies  of  God,  that  ye 
present  vour  bodies  a  living  sacrifice, 
holy,  acceptable  unto  God,  which  is 
vour  reasonable  service"  (Rom.  12:1). 

When  I  dedicated  mv  life  to  the 
Lord  as  a  youngster  at  camp,  I  had 
no  idea  how  or  where  He  would  want 
me  to  serve.  I  have  been  a  farmer's 
wife  for  almost  twelve  years  (I  even 
met  the  farmer  at  camp),  and  it  has 
been  a  real  challenge  for  me  to  live 
for  Jesus  on  the  farm.  A  Christian 
farmer's  wife  and  family  are  kept 
under  close  scrutiny  when  there  is 
activity  about  the  farm.  When  we 
are  baling  or  combining,  we  have 
workers  that  may  be  with  us  for  many 
days,  eating  all  of  their  meals  and 
lunches  with  us.  I  believe  these  men 
can  see  our  desire  to  serve  the  Lord 
even    when    they    are    eating    their 


meals  in  our  home.  Our  four  year 
old,  Judy,  will  not  be  left  out  when 
it  is  time  to  say  "grace."  The  earnest- 
ness of  her  unmemorized  praver  will 
soften  even  the  hardest  heart  and 
cause  them  to  wonder,  "who  is  this 
Jesus  that  they  love  and  are  so  de- 
sirous to  serve?" 

Once  a  person  has  made  it  known 
that  he  loves  the  Lord  and  is  anxious 
to  serve  Him,  he  is  watched  very 
closelv.  An  unsaved  person  delights 
in  saying:  "He  says  he  is  a  Christian, 
but  he  does  not  live  a  life  any  dif- 
ferent than  mine.'' 

I  can  recall  an  incident  to  prove 
how  we  are  watched  even  when  we 
least  suspect  it.  We  were  baling  hav 
when  something  on  the  baler  broke. 
This,  of  course,  stopped  all  progress. 
The  men  were  anxious  to  get  it 
going  again  and  were  upset  because 


thev  had  to  stop.  It  was  then  that  the 
man  working  on  the  baler  with  my 
husband  said:  "Don't  you  ever  swear?" 
How  important  it  is  for  us  to  al- 
ways live  a  life  that  is  pleasing  unto 
our  Lord.  We  never  know  when 
a  person  we  have  testified  to  may  be 
watching  us. 

The  Lord  has  also  given  me  the 
privilege,  and  yet  serious  duty,  to 
raise  our  three  children  to  love  Him 
and  to  accept  Him  as  their  own  per- 
sonal Saviour  early  in  their  lives.  It 
is  my  prayer  that  as  I  serve  our  won- 
derful Lord  as  a  Sunday-school 
teacher,  Senior  Sisterhood  Patroness, 
and  Mother,  that  I  may  be  able  to 
lead  all  of  these  lives  that  He  has 
entrusted  me  with,  to  also  "Present 
their  bodies  a  living  sacrifice,  holy, 
acceptable  unto  God,  which  is  their 
reasonable  service." 


whosoever  believeth   in   him   should 
not  perish." 

(d)  The  height  of  God's  love— "But 
have  everlasting  life." 
God's  love  is  broad  enough  to  in- 
clude every  one  of  every  color,  race, 
and  tongue.  God's  love  is  long  enough 
to  remove  our  transgressions  from  us 
as  far  as  the  east  is  from  the  west. 
God's  love  is  deep  enough  to  save 
men  from  the  depths  of  hell.  God's 
love  is  high  enough  to  lift  every  be- 
lieving sinner  into  the  very  presence 
of  God  himself. 

(6)  We  might  be  enlarged  to  know 
the  love  of  God  which  passeth  knowl- 
edge. This  does  does  not  say  that 
God's  love  is  unknowable.  The  new- 
est Christian  knows  something  of  the 
experience  of  God's  love.  But  Paul 
pravs  that  we  might  grow  in  our  ex- 
perience and  appreciation  of  God's 
love  continually  realizing  that  we  will 


never   be   able   to   outgrow   or   com- 
pletely know  His  love. 

(7)  We  might  be  enriched  with  all 
the  fullness  of  God.  God's  purpose 
for  us  is  that  each  one  of  us  shall  be 
"conformed  to  the  image  of  Christ" 
(Rom.  8:29).  To  accomplish  this  He 
wants  to  fill  and  enrich  our  lives  with 
himself.  All  that  God  is  and  has  He 
wants  to  share  with  you  and  me  who 
are  His  born-again  children. 

THE  POWER  OF  GOD  IN 
PRAYER  (vs.  20-21). 

The  more  we  study  this  praver,  the 
more  we  will  realize  that  for  which 
Paul  is  praying  God  to  give  us.  We 
may  think,  he  is  asking  for  too  much. 
Not  so!  In  confidence,  he  turns  us 
over  to  God  in  the  words:  "Unto  him 
that  is  able  to  do  exceeding  abun- 
dantly above  all  that  we  ask  or  think." 
He  also  expresses  confidence  in  our 


case  in  the  words,  "according  to  the 
power  that  worketh  in  vs."  God  is 
already  working  in  us  and  He  is  no 
quitter  (Phil.  1:6). 

When  we  get  to  glory  and  each  of 
us  is  a  "finished  product"  of  His 
grace,  all  the  glory  and  praise  will 
go  to  Him  alone  and  it  will  continue 
through  the  ages  to  come.

Living  Is  Loving

"Living  for  Jesus"— what  is  the 
meaning  of  this  phrase?  If  you  con- 
sult a  dictionary  vou  will  learn  that 
the  word  "live"  has  various  meanings. 
To  live  is  to  be  alive,  and  certainly 
we  do  gain  our  life  from  Jesus.  To 
live  means  to  procure  the  means  of 
subsistence,  and  here  too  we  find  this 
in  Jesus.  However  all  this  is  what 
we  receive  from  Him.  What  is  our 
dutv  in  living  for  Him?  Once  again 
we  consult  the  dictionary  where  we 
discover  that  to  live  is  to  pass  life 
in  a  specific  fashion.  Therefore  to 
live  for  Jesus  is  to  pass  life  in  the 
fashion  Jesus  has  commanded. 

If  we  were  to  search  the  Scrip- 
tures for  the  commandments  of  Jesus, 
we  would  find  many  such.  But  one 
day  Jesus  gave  to  a  man  a  summary 
of  all  His  commandments.  "Master, 
which  is  the  great  commandment  in 
the  law?"  this  man  asked  Jesus.  Jesus 
replied:  "Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord 
thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with 
all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind. 
This  is  the  first  and  great  command- 
ment. And  the  second  is  like  unto  it, 
Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as 
thyself." 

In  these  two  commandments  we 
find  the  fashion  in  which  Jesus  would 
have  us  to  live.  First,  we  must  love 
God  supremely,  and  secondly,  we 
must  love  our  neighbor  as  ourselves. 
Are  these  two  rules  of  conduct,  or 
living  to  be  applied  at  all  times  and 
in  all  places?  The  answer  is  yes,  in 
all  times  and  in  all  places.  Therefore 
to  live  for  Jesus  in  Africa  one  must 
love  God  first  and  his  neighbor  sec- 
ond. 

To  live  for  Jesus  in  Africa  one 
must  first  realize  her  love  for  God. 
Only  when  one  puts  God  first  in  all 
things  can  one  forsake  all  the  dear 
familiar  things  of  the  homeland  for 
the  unknown  and  far-away  things  of 
Africa.  True,  other  people  have  left 
home  and  loved  ones  to  go  far  away, 
but  thev  have  other  motives  for  their 
conduct.  The  motive  of  the  mission- 
ary is  only  love  for  God. 

The  climate  of  Africa  is  not  the 
pleasant  climate  of  North  America. 
Neither  are  the  African  ways  of  liv- 
ing the  convenient  American  ways. 
Yet  if  one  endeavors  to  live  for  Jesus 
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in  Africa,  she  will  try  to  forget  about 
the  heat  and  the  inconvenience  of 
her  daily  life.  She  will  love  God  so 
much  that  these  hard  things  of  her 
life  will  be  unimportant  to  her. 

Far  from  home  one  mav  have  a 
very  peculiar  disease.  This  disease  is 
commonly  known  by  the  name 
"homesickness."  Living  for  Jesus  in 
Africa  may  mean  pushing  aside  the 
thoughts  of  home  in  order  to  put  love 
for  God  above  all  else. 

It  mav  be  easy  to  say  we  love  God. 
Who  could  say  that  we  do  not  love 
Him?  But  He  is  not  before  our  eyes 
that  we  ma)'  see  our  actions  toward 
Him.  That  is  not  true  of  our  neigh- 
bor. Living  for  Jesus  is  loving  one's 
neighbor. 

The  African  sitting  by  his  fire 
strumming  his  primitive  musical 
instrument  is  not  hard  to  love  be- 
cause he  is  so  interesting.  But  the 
same  African  mav  become  a  trial 
just  as  neighbors  in  America  some- 
times are  trials.  It  is  when  the  African 
tries  one  that  the  missionary  knows 


whether  or  not  she  loves  her  neigh- 
bor as  herself. 

One  hot  evening  I  had  started  to 
eat  mv  supper  when  some  children 
came  to  the  door.  They  wanted 
something  which  I  had  left  in  mv 
office.  My  first  impulse  was  to  tell 
them  to  come  back  the  next  day. 
Before  I  could  say  the  words  I  re- 
membered that  I  am  here  to  love  the 
African.  I  left  the  table  and  went 
out  to  the  office  to  get  what  the 
children  wanted.  Their  smiles  of 
pleasure  were  more  than  ample  re- 
ward. I  was  ashamed  of  my  reluctance 
to  please  them.  It  took  effort  to  live 
for  Jesus  that  hot  evening.  And  I 
am  sure  that  living  for  Him  requires 
an  earnest  effort  always. 

So  day  after  day  one  must  search 
her  heart  to  see  if  she  loves  God. 
Day  by  day  little  chores  come  to  test 
her  love  for  her  neighbor.  Living 
for  Jesus  in  Africa  is  just  loving  God 
above  all,  and  loving  one's  neighbor 
as  oneself.  To  do  that  is  to  live  for 
Jesus  anywhere.

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The  teen-age  son  of  a  Baptist  pas- 
tor friend  of  mine  in  a  southern  city 
recently  answered  an  ad  in  a  sports 
magazine  for  a  small  trinket,  for 
which  the  boy  sent  twenty-five  cents. 
Back  came  the  trinket— and  half  a 
dozen  unspeakably  obscene  pictures. 
Letters  followed  from  an  "art" 
company  in  California,  telling  the 
boy  he  could  get  more  such  pictures 
and  that  he  could  sell  them  to  his 
schoolmates  at  a  profit. 

Shocked  and  angered,  the  parents 
of  that  boy  turned  the  pictures  over 
to  their  local  postmaster,  who  sent 
them  to  the  Post  Office  Department 
in  Washington.  I  learned  from  an 
official  in  Washington  that  a  quick 
check  found  no  "art"  firm  at  the  ad- 
dress given.  The  merchants  of  smut 
had  shifted  to  another  place.  But  they 
are  doubtless  still  in  business! 

The  incident  discloses  a  com- 
paratively new  angle  of  the  big  traf- 
fic in  indecent  publications  of  all 
kinds— a  drive  to  sell  pornographic 
prints  to  teen-agers  in  junior  and 
senior   high    schools. 

"This  is  one  of  the  most  vicious 
and  criminal  activities  of  the  whole 
pornography  business,"  Post-Master 
General  Arthur  E.  Summerfield  told 
a  group  of  churchmen.  "I  urge  every 
parent,  every  teacher,  every  person 
who  finds  such  filth  coming  through 
the  mails  to  send  it  immediately 
to  the  Post  Office  Department.  We 
shall  try  our  best  to  catch  up  with 
these   merchants   of  obscenity." 

Mr.  Summerfield  estimates  that 
one  million  children  received  obscene 
material  through  the  family  mail  box 
during  1959,  and  that  if  the  vicious 
racket  is  not  checked,  the  volume  of 
this  smut  will  double  within  four 
years. 

It  is  well  for  people  who  believe  in 
decency  to  take  stock  of  our  battle- 
lines.  Are  we  gaining— or  losing— in 
this  fight  to  combat  the  moral  cor- 
ruption and  spiritual  destruction 
caused  by  pornography? 

Some  hopeful  progress  has  been 
made.  The  Churchmen's  Commis- 
sion for  Decent  Publications,  organ- 
ized in  April  1957,  representing 
thirty  Protestant  denominations,  has 
led  a  vigorous  crusade  to  arouse 
Christian  people  to  their  responsi- 
bility to  enforce  the  laws  against  ob- 
scenity in  our  states  and  communi- 
ties. 

'Why  should  not  all  Christian 
people  join  in  this  common  crusade 
against  pornography  and  for  decent 
publications?"  asks  Dr.  Clyde  W. 
Taylor,  NAE  Public  Affairs  Direc-

tor,  who  served  as  the  commission's 
first  secretary. 

Progress  was  made  also  on  the 
legislative  front  during  the  1959 
session  of  Congress.  This  writer  had 
the  privilege  of  appearing  before  the 
subcommittee  of  the  Committee  on 
Post  Office  and  Civil  Service  last 
May,  to  plead  for  stronger  penalties 
for  the  mailing  of  obscene  publica- 
tions. Other  officials  of  our  group  ap- 
peared, and  I  am  happy  to  say  that 
the  legislation  we  backed  was  passed 
and   signed  by   the  President. 

Chairman  of  the  subcommittee, 
Representative  Kathryn  E.  Granahan 
of  Pennsylvania,  declared:  "Obscene 
publications  serve  to  impair  the  years 
of  training  that  parents  have  devoted 
to  their  children." 

Both  the  Southern  Baptist  and  the 
American  Baptist  Conventions  in 
their  annual  meetings  last  spring 
passed  resolutions  vigorously  con- 
demning the  traffic  in  pornography 
and  urging  families  to  provide  and 
utilize  literature  that  is  pure  and 
wholesome.  Numerous  other  denomi- 
national bodies  have  taken  similar 
action.  Many  are  shaping  plans  for 
specific  activities  in  the  crusade 
against  smut. 

Last  September  in  Chicago,  the 
National  Congress  of  Parents  and 
Teachers,  under  the  leadership  of 
Dr.  J.  C.  Moffitt  of  Provo,  Utah, 
chairman  of  the  P.T.A.  committee 
on  comics,  movies,  radio,  and  tele- 
vision, called  upon  its  eleven  and 
one-half  million  members  to  start 
a  concerted  drive  to  wipe  out  the  dis- 
tribution of  pornographic  literature. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  forces 
benefiting  financially  from  the  vile 
traffic  in  printed  materials,  includ- 
ing magazines,  pictures,  and  obscene 
"comics,"  estimated  at  $500  million 
a  year,  seem  more  determined  than 
ever  to  force  their  wares  upon  the 
public.  Besides  the  drive  to  create 
a  demand  for  obscenity  among  teen- 
agers, they  are  stepping  up  the  dis- 
tribution of  indecent  reading  material 


and  obscene  playing  cards  for  young 
men  in  military  service.  Also,  the 
market  for  pornography  among  col- 
lege students,  young  men  and  women 
alike,  is  being  cultivated. 

Most  alarming  of  all,  perhaps,  is 
the  turn  toward  obscenity  in  moving 
pictures  and  television  shows.  A  dis- 
patch from  Hollywood  dated  last 
August  17  by  the  Chicago  Daily 
News  service  says: 

"The  barriers  [to  pornography  in 
movies  and  TV]  are  down.  Court 
decisions  have  opened  the  gates  for 
Hollywood.  Daring  new  movies  are 
being  prepared.  A  Marlon  Brando 
film  has  as  its  theme  rape  and  the 
problems  of  a  girl  made  pregnant 
by  it."  Then  followed  a  long  list  of 
subjects,  ranging  from  bad  taste  to 
downright  vicious,  being  filmed. 

Yes— the  bars  are  down.  The  book 
Elmer  Gantry,  by  the  late  cynical 
agnostic  Sinclair  Lewis,  a  brazenly 
false  portrayal  of  preachers  in  gen- 
eral and  their  alleged  motives  in  par- 
ticular, will  be  ready  for  showing 
this  winter.  Reports  from  Hollywood 
recite  numerous  other  such  films. 

Television  shows,  which  come 
more  intimately  into  the  family  cir- 
cle for  every  home  that  has  a  TV 
set,  are  following  suit,  and  in  many 
instances,  leading  the  way  in  aban- 
doning all  inhibitions  and  showing 
"sex  for  sex's  sake,"  "torrid  love 
scenes,"  and  suggestive,  dirty  glori- 
fication of  prostitution  and  adultery. 

What  has  become  of  the  "moral 
code"  which  used  to  govern  the  con- 
tent of  moving  pictures,  radio  pro- 
grams, and  television  shows?  What 
about  the  "self-policing"  which  these 
industries  used  to  do  in  order  not 
to  violate  the  laws  of  decency  or  of- 
fend religious  principles?  They  are 
out  the  window.  They  are  passe- 
no  longer  in  force.  The  reason? 
"Court  decisions  have  opened  the 
gates,"  says  the  Hollywood  reporter. 

Legal  censorship  has  been  dealt  a 
crushing  blow  by  recent  decisions  of 
federal  courts.   A  New  York  judge 
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(NOTE:  The  Hon.  O.  K.  Armstrong 
is  staff  writer  for  the  Reader's 
Digest.  Former  member  of  Congress, 
1951-52.  Former  member  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  Missouri.  One  of 
his  best-known  and  most  widely 
quoted  articles  is  "We  Teach  Our 
Children  to  Pray."

ruled  that  Lady  Chatterley's  Lover 
cannot  be  barred  from  the  mails  be- 
cause "Victorian  ideas  of  morality 
should  no  longer  apply  in  modern  so- 
ciety! Here  is  a  book  so  dirty  in  its 
unabridged  edition  that  it  offends 
the  sensibilities  of  every  person  who 
respects  womanhood  and  seeks  to 
protect  the  minds  of  impressionable 
youths  from  smut;  yet,  says  a  federal 
court,  it  cannot  be  barred  from  cir- 
culation because  our  morals  have 
changed! 

In  its  last  term  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court  reversed  a  court  of  appeals  in 
barring  obscene  moving  pictures,  and 
here  are  some  of  the  words  of  its 
astonishing  decision:  "Its  guarantee 
[the  Constitution's  guarantee  of  free 
speech]  is  not  confined  to  the  ex- 
pression of  ideas  that  are  conven- 
tional or  shared  by  a  majority.  It 
protects  advocacy  of  the  opinion  that 
adulterv  may  sometimes  be  proper, 
no  less  than  advocacy  of  socialism 
or  the  single  tax."  To  which  Justices 
Douglas  and  Black,  the  well-known 
"liberals,"  add:  "I  can  find  in  the 
First  Amendment  no  room  for  any 
censor  whether  he  is  scanning  an  edi- 
torial, reading  a  news  broadcast,  edit- 
ing a  novel  or  a  play,  or  previewing 
a  movie."  In  other  words,  anything 
goes,  the  skv  is  the  limit,  and  so  let 
the  smut  go  through! 

Meantime,  juvenile  delinquency 
and  crime  are  increasing  bv  almost 
a  steady  seven  percent  a  year!  Court- 
rooms are  congested  with  cases  of 
teen-age  assault,  violence,  and  even 
rape  and  murder.  There  can  be  no 
disputing  the  words  of  FBI  Chief  J. 
Edgar  Hoover  that  "obscene  literature 
is  a  major  factor  in  the  growth  of 
juvenile  delinquency." 

Chief  Postal  Inspector  David  H. 
Stephens  declares:  "That  juvenile  de- 
linquency stems  in  large  part  from  the 
demoralizing  influence  of  exposure 
to  obscenitv  and  pornography  is  well 
known  to  all  law  enforcement  groups. 
Time  after  time  in  our  investigations 
of    armed    robber  v,    extortion,    em- 


bezzlement, and  forgery  it  is  learned 
that  those  responsible  for  such  crimes 
were  early  collectors  of  obscene  pic- 
tures and  films.  Also  in  many  vicious 
murders  and  crimes  involving  sex  is 
often  disclosed  that  criminals  re- 
sponsible were  addicts  to  porno- 
graphic and  sadist  material." 

Are  we  Christian  people  going  to 
shrink  from  this  challenge  that 
comes  from  the  smut  merchants,  the 
entertainment  industry,  and  the 
courts  as  well?  Or  are  we  going  to 
rise  up  to  carrv  the  battle,  unitedly 
and  courageously,  on  every  front? 

What  can  we  do?  I  suggest  this 
program  of  action: 

1.  We  who  are  parents  can  watch 
for  obscene  materials  through  the 
mails  and  see  to  it  that  our  children 
are  protected  bv  the  postal  author- 
ities. 

2.  We  can  write  a  letter  to  our 
two  United  States  senators  and  the 
congressman  from  our  district,  ask- 
ing what  they  are  doing  to  strengthen 
the  laws  against  obscenitv  and  the 
distribution  of  indecent  materials  by 
mail,  truck,  or  anv  other  means  of 
transportation,  and  pledging  support 
to  their  efforts  to  protect  the  public 
from  this  immoral  tide.  We  can  con- 
tact our  state  senators  and  legisla- 
tors, our  district  attorneys,  and  muni- 
cipal police,  to  become  familiar  with 


state  and  local  laws  against  obscenity 
and  see  to  it  that  they  are  enforced. 

3.  We  can  organize  Decent  Liter- 
ature Councils  in  our  communities, 
composed  of  outstanding  men  and 
women  of  all  faiths,  representing 
business  and  labor,  education,  and 
welfare,  and  so  on.  We  can  help 
them  make  surveys  of  the  newsstands 
and  bookstores  to  determine  what 
publications  violate  the  laws  against 
indecency  and  pornography,  and  call 
upon  law-enforcement  officials  to 
take  proper  action. 

4.  Without  any  official  censorship, 
we  can  unite  in  our  communities  to 
protest  to  our  local  newspapers 
against  lurid  and  suggestive  adver- 
tisements of  sex  movies;  to  our  local 
radio  and  TV  stations  against  lewd 
and  dirty  programs;  to  our  movie 
proprietors  against  films  that  present 
in  an  attractive  manner  crime  and 
sex. 

5.  We  can  demand  that  moral 
codes  be  revived,  to  govern  the  out- 
put of  every  film,  every  radio,  tele- 
vision, or  other  entertainment  pro- 
duction with  respect  to  decency  and 
morality. 

Eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of 
liberty.  It  is  likewise  the  price  we 
must  pay  to  combat  the  aggressive 
forces  of  organized  indecencv,  crime, 
and  immorality.

As  we  enter  a  new  year,  let  us 
consider  our  time  for  the  Lord- 
consider  that  each  one  of  us  is  given 
twenty-four  hours  in  each  day,  seven 
days  a  week,  and  fifty-two  weeks  in 
each  vear.  Each  one  of  us  has  as 
much  time  as  the  other  person;  vet 
what  a  difference  there  is  in  the  re- 
sults of  each  one. 

Some  Christians  cannot  find  time 
to  read  their  Bible  or  to  pray;  others 
say  they  do  not  have  time  to  attend 
laymen's  meetings,  help  in  a  bov's 
club,  a  jail  service,  or  visit  the  sick 
and  shut-ins.  They  do  not  have  time 
to  witness  for  the  Lord  to  a  sin-sick 
neighbor. 

Someone  has  quoted  some  people 
who  said  thev  had  no  time  for  God, 
no  time  for  church,  no  time  for  de- 
votions, no  time  for  doing  His  will; 
but  everyone  of  them  has  had  time 
to  die.  How  true!  Those  people  who 
have  no  concern  for  things  spiritual 
have  a  moment  coming  when  their 
frail,  mortal  bodies  will  no  longer 
draw  the  breath  of  life,  when  their 
heart  will  have  beaten  its  last  beat. 

We  are  not  too  impressed  with 
those  people  who  say  they  have  no 
time  for  God.  It  is  hard  for  earnest 
Christians  to  imagine  anvone's  day 
being  so  full  of  caring  for  the  neces- 
sary duties  of  life  that  there  is  no 
time  left  to  lift  the  heart  and  head 
to  God.  And  we  are  less  impressed  by 
the  man  who  is  so  filled  with  the  mad 
pace  of  earning  a  living,  keeping  his 
home  and  family  in  a  respectable 
condition  that  Sunday  must  be  spent 
in  sleeping  and  recreation.  Certainly 
some  adjustments  must  be  made 
somewhere.  If  men  say  thev  have  no 
time  to  go  with  their  families  to 
Sunday  school  and  church,  no  time 
to  be  a  right  example  as  the  head  of 
their  households,  it  is  no  wonder  we 
have   juvenile    delinquency. 

How  dull,  uninteresting  and  use- 
less must  a  life  seem  which  is  lived 
week  after  week  without  the  bless- 
ing and  inspiration  of  daily  com- 
munion with  God,  and  being  in  the 
house  of  the  Lord  on  His  day.  One 
must  feel  like  a  mole  underground 
—always  in  darkness— no  specific  aim 
or  goal  in  life;  no  future  and  very 
little  for  the  present. 

What  a  difference  to  the  one  who

delights  to  serve  the  Lord  in  any  and 
every  way  possible,  to  worship  and 
fellowship  with  the  saints  in  His 
house.  It  is  easy  to  find  time  to  serve 
the  Lord  once  the  habit  is  formed. 
I  ime  spent  in  communion  with  I  Iim 
comes  naturally.  Needless  to  say, 
the  life  that  puts  the  Lord  first  has 
far  less  trouble  fitting  the  rest  of 
life  with  its  problems,  needs,  and 
longings  into  the  other  twenty-four 
hours  of  the  day.  Then  we  also  find 
the  secret  blessing  God  has  for  us  in 
giving  to  Him  at  least  our  tenth.  We 
find  the  nine-tenths  of  the  income 
spine  further. 

Perhaps  the  words  of  Thomas  R. 
Kelly  in  "A  Testament  of  Devotion," 
best  expresses  the  thought  of  finding 
time  for  God.  "Do  you  want  to  live 


in  such  an  amazing  divine  presence 
that  life  is  transformed  into  peace 
and  power  and  glory  and  miracle?  If 
you  do,  then  you  can.  But  if  you  say 
you  haven't  the  time  to  go  down  into 
the  recreating  silences,  I  can  only 
say  to  you,  Then  you  don't  really 
want  to;  you  don't  love  God  above 
all  else  in  the  world,  with  all  your 
heart  and  soul  and  mind  and 
strength.'  For,  except  for  spells  of 
sickness  in  the  family  and  when  the 
children  are  small,  when  terrific 
pressure  comes  upon  us,  we  find 
time  for  what  we  really  want  to  do." 
Lives  with  time  for  God  twenty- 
four  hours  of  each  day  are  spiritually 
rich  lives.  Joy  fills  the  heart  in  the 
midst  of  troubles;  there  is  strength 
to  do  the  labors  of  the  dav.  There  is 
understanding  to  enlighten  the  soul 
for  decisions  to  be  made.  We  covet 
for  all  a  deeper  dedication  of  time, 
self,  and  substance  to  Him,  and  we 
believe  life  will  become  a  beau- 
tiful symphony  of  highs  and  lows, 
of  majors  and  minors,  all  with  a 
beautiful      response      toward      God.

NEW  BEDFORD,   MASS.   The 

American  Heritage  Committee  has 
announced  that  the  Freedom  Book 
Award  for  1959  will  be  given  to  a 
young  American  Protestant  layman 
who  spent  ten  vears  in  Russian  slave- 
labor  camps.  John  H.  Noble,  of 
Wheaton,  111.,  received  the  award  at 
a  Thanksgiving  Day  ceremony  cli- 
maxing the  observance  of  "Know 
Your  America  Week"  in  New  Bed- 
ford. His  book,  J  Found  God  in  So- 
viet Russia,  tells  the  story  of  clergv- 
men  and  lavmen  who  conducted 
secret  worship  services  in  the  camp 
where  he  was  held.  Noble  was  ar- 
rested in  Eastern  German v  in  1945 
and  held  prisoner  at  Vorkuta  slave- 
labor  camp  and  other  prisons  for  ten 
years  despite  his  American  citizen- 
ship. Converted  to  Christianity 
through  Russian  Baptists  in  the 
camps,  Noble,  35,  devotes  much  of 
his  time  to  speaking  at  Youth  for 
Christ  rallies.  He  is  sales  manager  of 
a    Bible    publishing    house. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  During 
the  first  nine  months  of  1959,  mur- 
ders, rapes,  stabbings,  and  felonious 
assaults  have  mounted  to  a  tragic  new 
high.  So  says  the  Federal  Bureau 
of  Investigation  in  a  report  based  on 
preliminary  crime  data  filed  by  Po- 
lice Departments  in  554  cities  over 
25,000  population.  The  FBI  said 
that  the  statistics  reveal  an  increase 
of  5  percent  in  forcible  rapes,  4  per- 
cent in  murders,  and  7  percent  in 
aggravated  assaults. 

ALBUQUERQUE,  N.  MEX. 
Frank  Takes  Gun,  president  of  the 
native  American  Church,  an  Indian 
group,  is  appealing  to  the  U.  S.  Su- 
preme Court  a  decision  bv  the  Tenth 


Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  that  the 
Navajo  Tribal  Council  was  within 
its  rights  in  banning  the  use  of  pey- 
ote  for  sacramental  purposes.  Peyote, 
a  cactus  bud  drink,  has  been  used  by 
members  of  the  church  group  in  its 
traditional  religious  ceremonies.  The 
Navajo  Tribal  Council,  however, 
charged  that  peyote  is  a  harmful,  in- 
toxicating drug  capable  of  inciting 
Indians  to  violence  and  therefore 
banned  its  use.  Challenging  the  right 
of  the  Indian  tribe  to  govern  its  own 
internal  affairs,  the  federal  govern- 
ment in  the  past  has  approved  the 
council's  anti-pevote  ordinance.  Early 
in  1959,  the  legislature  passed  a  law 
legalizing  the  use  of  peyote  for  re- 
ligious purposes,  but  the  legislation 
does  not  apply  to  the  Navajo 
Reservation  in  the  state  which  is 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Tribal 
Council   and   Navajo   courts. 

MINNEAPOLIS,  MINN.  The 
completed  schedule  for  American 
Evangelist  Billv  Graham  in  his  visit 
to  West  Africa  early  in  1960  has  been 
announced  bv  Jerry  Beavan,  director 
of  the  African  Campaigns.  At  pres- 
ent in  Africa  to  head  up  the  pre- 
paratory work  for  the  campaigns, 
Beavan  announced  that  Dr.  Graham 
will  speak  at  large  public  meetings 
in  eight  cities  in  the  three  West 
African  countries  of  Liberia,  Ghana, 
and  Nigeria.  Opening  Jan.  21,  these 
include  Monrovia,  Liberia;  Accra 
and  Kumasi,  Ghana;  and  Lagos, 
Ibadan,  Kaduna,  Enugu,  and  Jos- 
all  in  Nigeria.  In  each  of  the  cities 
only  one  or  two  public  meetings  will 
be  addressed  bv  Dr.  Graham,  but 
a  preliminary  campaign  of  approxi- 
mately a  week's  duration  will  be 
conducted  in  each  citv  by  one  of  his 
associate  evangelists.  In  addition  to 
the  public  meetings  to  be  addressed 
by  Dr.  Graham,  there  will  be  other 
meetings  for  "special  interest  groups," 
such  as  ministers,  missionaries,  stu- 
dents,   businessmen,    and    so   on. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  The 
Post  Office  Department  of  the  United 
States  of  America  has  taken  special 


note  of  the  Centennial  of  Wheaton 
College.  From  January  to  June  30, 
1960,  a  special  slogan  cancellation 
will  be  used  on  mail  at  Wheaton, 
111.,  reading  "100  years  Wheaton 
College   since    I860." 

MEMPHIS,  TENN.  Dr.  Lee,  73, 
one  of  America's  best-known  Baptist 
leaders,  and  one  of  its  most  eloquent 
pulpit  orators,  has  announced  plans 
of  retirement.  On  the  eve  of  his  32d 
anniversary  as  pastor  of  the  Bellevue 
Baptist  Church,  Dr.  Robert  Greene 
Lee  announced  his  retirement  ef- 
fective  in    February. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  An 
ordained  clergyman,  employed  as  a 
minister  of  music  or  religious  educa- 
tion, is  eligible  to  exclude  from  fed- 
eral income  tax  a  housing  allowance 
paid  to  him  in  lieu  of  a  parsonage, 
according  to  a  new  regulation  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Service.  The  refu- 
tation stresses,  however,  that  those 
employed  in  such  church  positions 
must  be  ordained  as  ministers  of  the 
Gospel,  authorized  to  perform  all 
sacerdotal  duties  customary  to  their 
denomination. 

In  1954  Congress  had  provided  that 
ministers  of  religion  who  receive 
housing  allowances  in  lieu  of  par- 
sonages are  entitled  to  exclude  the 
allowance  from  taxable  income.  For 
many  years  the  rental  value  of  a  par- 
sonage has  been  excludable  from  tax- 
able income,  and  the  law  passed  in 
1954  equalized  the  status  of  all 
clergymen.  Now  the  new  three-page 
regulation  has  been  issued  to  clarify 
certain  problems  that  have  developed 
about  the  application  of  the  statute. 
A  "minister  of  religion,"  the  new 
regulation  spells  out,  must  be  or- 
dained and  employed  in  duties  asso- 
ciated with  a  church  or  church-re- 
lated institution.  Even  though  a  min- 
ister of  music  may  have  a  doctorate 
in  sacred  music,  he  does  not  qualify 
unless  he  is  actually  ordained.  Any- 
one who  does  not  qualify  must  not 
only  pay  tax  on  his  housing  allow- 
ance, but  must  also  pay  on  the  rental 
value  on  any  living  quarters  supplied 
him  bv  the  church.  Anyone  who 
erroneously  has  excluded  such  hous- 
ing arrangements  from  his  taxable  in- 
come is  advised  to  contact  his  local 
District  Director  to  correct  his  re- 
turns. The  Revenue  Service  says 
that  no  penalty  is  imposed  when  a 
taxpayer  voluntarily  corrects  a  mis- 
take, although  the  tax  is  collected 
with  interest  from  date  due.

RESOLUTIONS- 

Making  and  Breaking 


Did  you  make  any  resolutions  that 
you  could  break?  If  so,  you  have  put 
the  cart  before  the  horse!  God's  busi- 
ness is  just  the  opposite.  He  has  to 
break  a  person  before  He  can  make 
him.  Resolutions  would  be  in  order 
if  they  are  ones  that  want  God's  will 
and  way.  One  of  the  thrills  of  rodeo 
life  is  to  see  one  of  the  rough  and 
tough  cowpokes  get  on  a  rugged, 
untamed,  killer  horse,  and  ride  him 
"to  the  finish"  when  he  can  then 
guide  the  horse  by  a  slight  pull  on 
a  rein.  Sometimes  the  Lord  has  to 
ride  His  children  who  are  persistently 
wild  so  that  He  can  guide  them  by 
the  reins  of  their  heart.  There  are 
many  illustrations  of  this  paradox  in 
God's  Word,  but  I  want  to  call  your 
attention  to  three  different  kinds— 

BREAKING  OF  THE  LOAVES 

All  of  you  are  familiar  with  the 
miracle  of  the  feeding  of  the  5000, 
but  have  you  ever  wondered  why 
Christ  broke  the  loaves?  Could  He 
not  have  distributed  unbroken  loaves? 
Yes!  But  then  He  would  not  have 
been  able  to  teach  the  real  signifi- 
cance that  He  was  the  Bread  of  Life. 
He  could  not  have  been  the  lifeline 
that  feeds  the  soul.  In  John  6:51 
Jesus  said  that  this  bread  is  His  flesh 
which  He  "will  give  for  the  life  of 
the  world."  Most  certainly  His  body 
was  broken  on  the  tree  that  He  might 
bring  many  souls  into  His  bodv,  the 
church.  He  could  not  become  the 
living  Bread  until  He  became  the 
dying  Bread.  Oh!  With  what  great 
satisfaction  we  can  sing  that  song 
anew   and  afresh: 

Thou  art  the  bread  of  life,  O  Lord, 

to  me, 
Thy    holy    Word    the    truth    That 

saveth  me; 
Give  me  to  eat  and  live  With  Thee 

above; 


Teach   me   to   love   Thy   truth,    For 
Thou    art    love. 

When  we  apply  the  real  significance 
of  this  broken  Bread  to  our  lives 
in  order  that  He  will  make  us  one 
of  His  own,  then  we  can  take  the 
next  step  which  is  found  in  Mark 
14:3-9- 

BREAKING  OF  THE  BOX 

When  Jesus  was  in  Bethany  just 
before  going  to  Jerusalem  and  to 
the  cross.  He  was  anointed  with 
a  eostlv  ointment  by  Mary  of  Beth- 
any. Jesus  said  that  what  "she  hath 
done  shall  be  spoken  of  for  a  memo- 
rial of  her."  She  had  to  break  this 
alabaster  box  to  show  her  love  to 
Christ.  Judas  Iscariot,  the  first  Com- 
munist, said  she  had  wasted  this 
eostlv  perfume  which  could  have 
been  sold  for  300  pence  and  given 
to  the  poor.  This  same  traitor  who 
complained  about  this  devoted  wom- 
an's sacrifice  of  love  turned  right 
around  and  sold  Christ  for  one-third 
that  amount  [30  pieces  of  silver 
equals  100  pence  or  about  one-third 
of  a  vear's  wages  for  a  working  man]. 

When  I  realize  what  praise  and 
commendation  Christ  placed  upon 
this  woman  [notice:  "memorial  of 
her"],  I  cannot  possibly  fathom  why 
some  Christians  neglect  giving  of 
their  tithe,  time,  and  talent  to  the 
Lord.  Have  you  broken  any  ala- 
baster boxes  lately?  God  will  repay 


over  and  above  that  we  ask  or  think. 
But  remember!  We  can  onlv  make 
our  life  a  sweet  savor  of  perfume  as 
we  break  our  alabaster  boxes  and 
anoint  His  feet!  That  leads  us  to 
the  next  thing  that  must  be  broken. 

BREAKING  OF  THE  PITCHER 

In  Judges  7:19  and  20  we  read 
about  faithful  Gideon.  You  recall 
the  story  how  Gideon  was  to  do  the 
job  for  God,  and  how  his  army  of 
fighting  men  was  whittled  down 
from  32,000  to  300.  God  did  this  to 
teach  him  a  lesson  of  total  depend- 
ence upon  Him.  For  not  only  did  God 
cut  this  small  army  down  to  be  out- 
numbered 437  to  one,  but  He  told 
Gideon  that  he  was  to  fight  the 
enemy  with  a  clay  pitcher  and  a 
trumpet!  All  they  had  to  do  was  to 
break  the  pitcher  to  allow  the  can- 
dle to  shine  forth,  and  to  sound  the 
trumpet  for  the  charge.  There  are 
manv  Christians  "tootin'  their  horns" 
todav,  but  only  a  few  are  sounding 
the  charge!  There  are  manv  break- 
ing pots  today  too,  but  few  are  allow- 
ing their  light  to  shine  forth!  Unless 
this  self-will,  self-glory  is  broken, 
His  light  could  never  shine  forth. 
Do  you  not  see  that  God  wants  to 
break  vou  before  He  can  make  you? 
Yes!  The  breaking  of  the  Bread 
brings  eternal  life!  The  breaking  of 
the  alabaster  box  brings  a  fragrant 
life!  The  breaking  of  the  clay  pitcher 
brinas  an   abundant  life!

Who  died  upon  the  cruel  tree? 
To  think  of  His  great  sacrifice  at  Calv'rv,

A  Good  Year! 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1959  we  are  moved  to  repeat 
with  emphasis  the  words  of  the  psalmist:  "Thou  crown- 
est  the  year  with  thy  goodness;  and  thv  paths  drop  fat- 
ness" (Ps.  65:11).  David  was  no  doubt  remembering  the 
overflowing  blessings  of  God  both  upon  himself  and 
upon  the  nation.  This  was  not  only  cause  for  thanks- 
giving but  also  the  guarantee  of  future  potential  bless- 
ing from  the  beneficent  hand  of  Jehovah. 

Not  only  is  this  statement  superbly  beautiful  poetic 
language,  but  it  is  also  brimful  of  spiritual  meaning. 
Literally  the  verse  reads:  "Thou  hast  crowned  the  year  of 
thy  goodness;  and  thy  tracks  drop  fatness."  Each  year 
is  one  of  God's  grace  and  goodness.  The  psalmist  may 
have  been  thinking  of  one  particular  year  or  of  all  the 
years  of  his  experience  with  God.  In  either  case  he 
meant  to  convey  the  idea  that  God  is  good  and  each  year 
He  bestows  upon  men  such  an  abundance  of  His  good- 
ness that  the  year  may  be  said  to  be  "crowned"  with 
divine  favor. 

We  learn  two  important  spiritual  lessons  from  this 
passage.  First;  God  is  the  Giver  of  goodness.  Later  James 
reminds  us:  "Everv  good  gift  and  every  perfect  gift  is 
from  above,  and  cometh  down  from  the  Father  of  lights, 
with  whom  is  no  variableness,  neither  shadow  of  turning" 
(James  1:17).  The  Scripture  contains  much  of  this 
emphasis.  Whatever  men  have  which  is  good  has  come 
from  God.  Also  whatever  God  gives  is  good.  Men 
should  always  receive  what  God  gives  in  the  right  spirit 
and  not  complain  even  though  it  is  difficult  for  them 
to  see  the  goodness  in  what  God  has  given.  Second,  God 
gives  abundantly.  Blessings  from  heaven  come  in  show- 
ers and  rivers,  not  by  measure.  Wherever  we  find  the 
tracks  of  God  we  find  "fatness."  Verses  9  to  13  of  this 
psalm  abound  with  superlatives.  God  does  not  just  water 
the  ridges,  He  waters  them  abundantly.  The  valleys 
not  only  have  corn  in  them,  but  they  are  covered  with 
corn. 

How  true  to  experience  is  everv  word  and  the  fullest 
meaning  of   this  wonderful   psalm. 

This  has  been  a  good  year  in  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions! Many  souls  have  been  won  to  Christ  in  our  new 
churches  and  missions.  Branch  churches  have  been 
started.  General  extension  and  growth  both  materially  and 
spiritually  have  been  seen.  New  buildings  have  been 
constructed.  Our  Brethren  Church  Pioneers  are  reaching 
out  with  new  vision  and  faith  in  a  stronger  movement 
to  enter  and  capture  new  territory  for  Christ.  Yes;  this 
has  been  a  good  year  under  the  blessing  of  God. 

We  praise  God  and  thank  each  of  our  friends  who 
have  helped  make  Brethren  Home  Mission  victories  and 
advances  possible  during  1959. 


A  Roman  Catholic  President? 

Could  a  Roman  Catholic  be  elected  president  of  the 
United  States?  There  could  be  only  one  answer,  "Yes." 
There  are  thirtv-nine  million  Roman  Catholics  on  their 
church  roll  in  America  today.  You  may  be  sure  that 
each  voting,  loval  Catholic  will  cast  a  vote  for  the  Cath- 
olic candidate,  whether  Democratic  or  Republican.  To 
say  anything  else  would  deny  the  basic  doctrine  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church.  Additional  political  maneuver- 
ing could  account  for  many  millions  of  votes  for  such  a 
man.  Then  there  are  many  "tolerant"  Protestants,  or  those 
who  profess  no  religion,  who  would  feel  it  to  be  dis- 
criminatory not  to  vote  for  a  man  because  of  his  religion. 
A  Roman  Catholic  president  could  very  well  be  a  real- 
ity as  the  next  leader  of  our  Nation.  Don't  underesti- 
mate the  possibilities! 

On  every  hand  Roman  Catholics  are  being  appointed 
or  elected  to  public  offices  where  their  influence  may 
be  felt.  Occasionally  we  hear  newscasters  belittling  those 
who  would  even  dare  to  suggest  that  a  Protestant  should 
not  vote  for  a  Roman  Catholic  for  president.  They  say 
that  religion  should  no  longer  be  an  issue  in  public  affairs. 

This  is  a  blind  and  unrealistic  view  of  the  whole  sit- 
uation. Either  such  people  are  ignorant  of  the  doctrines 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  or  else  they  are  ignoring 
these  doctrines.  It  is  utterly  impossible  for  a  completely 
loyal  Roman  Catholic  to  also  be  a  completely  loyal 
American  citizen.  The  Catholic  Church  claims  complete 
and  absolute  infallibility  in  its  interpretation  of  the  Bible 
and  its  pronouncements.  Remember,  what  the  member 
thinks  makes  no  difference.  It  is  the  church  which  is  to 
be  obeyed.  The  Bible  is  a  secondary  matter  to  this  system. 
It  is  interpreted  to  suit  the  immediate  needs  of  the  church 
which  change  through  the  centuries. 

The  Roman  Catholic  Church  has  always  had  as  a  basic 
aim,  regardless  of  its  statements  for  public  consumption, 
the  merging  of  church  and  state,  which  means  that  the 
church  will  dominate  the  state.  Today  endeavors  are 
being  made  to  supplant  our  public  school  system.  The 
laws  and  canons  of  the  Church  of  Rome  could  easily  re- 
place the  constitution  of  the  United  States.  America  is 
on  the  preferred  list  of  the  Catholic  church  to  become  its 
number  one  bastion  for  resource,  development,  and  de- 
fense. It  is  indeed  the  brightest  spot  in  the  Catholic  sun. 

It  seems  difficult  to  convince  many  Protestants  that 
one  of  our  most  dangerous,  if  not  the  most  dangerous 
enemy  of  true  Christianity  and  our  American  way  of  life 
today,  is  the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 

A  Roman  Catholic  president  will  certainly  help  to 
make  the  danger  more  imminent  and  effective.

Being  specific  and  regular  in  vour 
requests  will  bring  power  to  bear 
in  each  of  these  difficult  mission 
fields.  Watch  for  reports  of  answers 
to  praver  in  the  Missionary  Herald, 
in  the  monthly  news  letter  or  in 
the  news  of  the  Pioneers.  Be  sure  to 
call  these  victories  to  the  attention  of 
vour  family  so  that  thev  too  may'  re- 
joice with  vou  in  what  God  has 
wrought.  The  United,  faithful  enthu- 
siastic praver  support  of  every  mem- 
ber of  The  Brethren  Church  will  aid 
greatly  in  the  extension  of  the  Gos- 


pel  in  America  and  will  be  the  source 
of  rich  encouragement  to  the  individ- 
ual missionary  on  the  field.

FIVE  MILLION  JEWS  NEED  CHRIST 


The  average  Christian  does  not 
realize  that  America  is  the  home  of  a 
vast  multitude  of  Jewish  people.  The 
largest  number  of  Jews  in  any  one 
nation  on  earth  is  the  missionary  re- 
sponsibility of  the  true  church  of 
Jesus  Christ  in  the  United  States  to- 
day. More  than  five  million  of  the 
twelve  million  Jews  in  the  world  live 
at  our  threshold. 

Much  of  this  Jewish  population  is 
concentrated  in  the  larger  city  cen- 
ters. New  York  City  has  more  than 
two  million  Jews.  Philadelphia  has 
more  than  400,000,  and  Chicago 
close  to  the  same  number.  In  the  area 
of  our  own  Brethren  Messianic 
Testimony,  the  Fairfax  district  of  the 
city  of  Los  Angeles,  there  are  about 
185,000  Jews.  But,  in  manv  smaller 
communities  and  scattered  over 
America  there  are  manv  Jewish  fami- 
lies most  of  whom  are  engaged  in 
some  tvpe  of  public  business,  and 
who  should  be  evangelized  bv  faith- 
ful missionaries. 

Yet,  with  this  easily  accessible  and 
challenging  mission  field  before  us, 
there  is  really  relatively  little  interest 
in  Jewish  missions  in  the  average 
church  or  denomination.  A  great 
bulk  ol  the  evangelization  of  the  Jew 
in  America  today  is  accomplished  bv 


independent  missions  which,  of 
course,  derive  their  support  from  vari- 
ous local  church  groups.  We  know 
that  Satan  has  a  special  hatred  for 
Jewish  missions,  and  well  he  might 
because  the  Saviour  who  came  was  a 
Jew  and  the  Bible  is  distinctly  a  Jew- 
ish book.  What  two  factors  are  more 
important  in  the  salvation  and  eter- 
nal hope  of  both  Jew  and  gentile? 

Regardless  of  our  feelings  or  atti- 
tudes the  Bible  clearly  commands  the 
evangelization  of  the  Jew.  The  verse 
which  is  used  as  widely  as  any  to 
emphasize  the  power  of  the  Gospel 
speaks  specifically  of  the  Jew  and 
even  uses  the  word  "first"  to  empha- 
size his  spiritual  need.  It  is  true  that 
no  man  has  anv  absolute  priority  on 
the  Gospel  in  this  age,  but  to  say  the 
least  there  is  a  strong  urgency  ex- 
pressed here  to  get  the  Gospel  to  the 
Jew.  Paul  was  the  "apostle  to  the 
Gentiles"  and  yet  almost  inevitably 
in  his  preaching  in  Acts  13  through 
28  he  went  to  the  Jewish  synagogues, 
and  sometimes  "first."  The  general 
commands  of  all  Bible  commissions 
to  evangelize  the  peoples  of  the  earth 
automatically  include  the  Jew. 

The  National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches  is  a  Bible  church. 
Therefore,   we  have  established  our 


own  Jewish  mission  in  Los  Angeles 
and  there  our  three  faithful  mission- 
aries, Reverend  and  Mrs.  Bruce  But- 
ton and  Miss  Isobel  Fraser  are  rep- 
resenting all  of  us  among  that  great 
multitude  of  Jews.  Each  member  of 
our  church  may  have  some  justi- 
fiable pride  in  the  Lord  because  of 
His  provision  for  this  work. 

But,  think  of  three  missionaries 
among  185,000  Jews!  Even  though 
they  may  make  10,000  calls  in  one 
year  in  Jewish  homes  and  pass  out 
thousands  of  pieces  of  literature,  this 
hardly  scratches  the  surface  of  this 
great  sea  of  Jewish  humanity.  As  far 
as  we  know  there  is  not  one  indi- 
vidual in  our  Fellowship  in  prepara- 
tion for  Jewish  mission  work.  We 
must  pray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest 
to  thrust  forth  laborers  into  this  field 
so  that  our  testimony  may  also  be  ex- 
tended to  Jews  in  other  great  cities. 

Remember,  this  is  a  Brethren  Jew- 
ish mission.  We  can  expect  none  but 
Brethren  people  to  support  it.  We 
need  your  gifts  the  whole  year  round 
for  this  special  ministry  God  loves  to 
bless.

Wednesday  evening  is  always  a 
time  of  anticipation  here  at  469  North 
Kings  Road,  for  this  is  one  of  the 
evenings  during  which  Jewish  peo- 
ple meet  at  the  mission  for  a  time  of 
Bible  study.  We  can  never  be  sure 
just  what  might  happen  at  one  of 
these  gatherings,  but  we  always  look 
to  the  Lord  to  keep  things  running 
smoothly  and  to  apply  the  Word  of 
God  to  the  needy  hearts  present.  Most 
of  our  people  have  no  means  of  trans- 
portation and  this  necessitates  the 
mission  staff's  gathering  them  up 
from  their  homes,  bringing  them  to 
the  meeting,  and  then  taking  them 
back  to  their  homes  after  the  service. 
And  even  though  this  does  not  sound 
too  difficult,  still,  such  an  experience 
can  constitute  a  real  day's  work.  Let 
me  tell  you  of  one  of  our  evenings. 

Recently  I  left  the  mission  at  about 
six-thirty  o'clock  on  Wednesday  eve- 
ning to  pick  up  mv  first  load  of  Jew- 
ish folk.  My  first  stop  was  out  in 
the  San  Fernando  valley  to  pick  up 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  Mr.  A.  is  elderly, 
a  believer,  and  not  in  good  health. 
His  wife  is  elderly,  is  not  a  believer, 
and  in  good  health.  As  we  received 
them  into  the  car  and  started  for 
Hollywood  to  pick  up  several  other 
people,  Mr.  A.  began  to  tell  me  of 
the  difficulty  he  was  having  with  his 
health.  Immediately  his  wife  began 
to  ridicule  him,  and  before  it  was 
over  I  had  to  tell  her  she  would  have 
to  be  quiet  if  she  was  to  remain  in 
the  car.  It  seems  that  the  friction 
that  exists  between  these  two  (for 
there  is  friction)  centers  around  Mr. 
A's  love  for  the  Lord  Jesus.  If  he 
were  to  compromise  his  position,  I  am 
sure  his  wife  would  treat  him  dif- 
ferently. But  he  loves  the  Lord  and 
maintains  a  good  testimony  before  his 
wife  even  though  she  does  abuse  him 
about  his  belief.  Almost  without  fail, 
his  last  words  to  me  each  Wednes- 
day night  are  "Brother  Button,  please 
remember  to  pray  for  me.  And  pray 
For  my  wife,   too." 

Our  next  stop  is  in  Hollywood  to 
Dick  up  Mr.  B  and  his  gentile  wife. 
Mr.  B  has  been  a  believer  for  a  num- 
ber of  years.  He  is  well  up  in  years 
md  a  great  talker  (you  see,  he  was 
i  ormerly  a  preacher).  When  he  and 
lis  wife  get  in  the  car,  and  he  starts 
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to  talk,  everyone  is  hard  pressed  to 
get  a  word  in  edgewise.  This  is  his 
one  failing  which  his  wife  recognizes, 
and  from  time  to  time  she  openly  re- 
bukes him  because  of  it.  Of  course, 
such  a  rebuke  adds  to  the  "zest"  of 
living  the  life  of  a  missionary. 

Our  next  friend  is  Mrs.  C.  She 
lives  alone  and  has  attended  mission 
meetings  for  years.  She  still  has  to 
take  a  real  stand  for  the  Lord  and 
she  knows  it.  As  soon  as  she  gets  in 
the  car,  Mr.  A,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  B. 
attempt  to  witness  to  her.  And  al- 
ways, Mrs.  A  (the  unbeliever)  talks 
to  her  in  Yiddish  in  a  low  voice  try- 
ing to  discount  all  that  the  others  are 
saving.  After  about  fifteen  blocks  of 
this,  one  begins  to  feel  like  asking 
everyone  to  be  quiet  for  a  moment 
when,  low  and  behold,  we  are  at  the 
next  stop. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  D  are  already  wait- 
ing outside,  and  by  the  time  they  are 
safely  tucked  into  the  station  wagon 
and  we  are  underway  again,  Mrs.  D 
has  taken  over  and  is  telling  one  of 
her  experiences.  All  seem  interested, 
and  the  balance  of  the  trip  is  made 
to  the  mission  with  only  one  voice 
sounding.  I  discharge  my  passengers 
and  start  out  for  another  group  of 
people.  In  a  matter  of  a  few  minutes 
we  are  back  at  the  mission  once 
again. 

We  find  that  Miss  Fraser  has  ar- 
rived with  a  carload  of  people  and 
from  the  sound  of  the  talking,  every- 
one is  trying  to  say  something  to 
everyone  else.  Will  it  be  possible  to 
quiet  them  enough  to  begin  the  meet- 
ing? Seems  impossible,  but  as  Mrs. 
B  assumes  her  place  at  the  piano, 
Miss  Fraser  calls  out  the  number  of 
the  first  hymn  and  we  are  singing. 
Next  comes  the  Scripture  reading 
and  prayer  time.  During  the  read- 
ing of  Scripture  there  is  a  knock  on 
the  door,  and  when  it  is  opened  Mr. 
G  comes  in  and  quietly  takes  a  seat. 
The  Scripture  reading  is  finished  to 
the  accompaniment  of  quiet  greet- 
ings from  the  entire  company  to  Mr. 
G,  and  it  is   time  for  prayer. 

We  alwavs  try  to  stress  the  im- 
portance of  prayer  to  our  people, 
therefore  we  ask  for  requests  and 
many  times  there  are  testimonies  as 
to  answered  prayer.   These   requests 


are  down-to-earth,  practical  requests, 
such  as  finding  a  lost  ring,  renting 
of  a  room,  the  material  welfare  of 
loved  ones,  the  health  of  loved  ones, 
and  so  on.  From  time  to  time  there 
will  be  a  request  for  one  who  needs 
the  Lord!  We  pray  for  each  and  every 
request  separately,  and  have  seen 
some  real  answers  to  our  prayers. 

Next  follows  another  hymn,  then 
perhaps  a  special  number  by  our 
daughter,  Diane,  or  a  recorded  selec- 
tion by  a  Jewish  cantor  or  Christian 
singer.  Then  comes  time  for  the  Gos- 
pel message.  Because  Jewish  people 
are  good  listeners  and  also  good  "re- 
memberers," one  must  be  careful  to 
base  everything  that  is  said  on  the 
Word  of  God.  We  end  the  message 
promptly  at  nine  o'clock  and  close 
with  prayer.  So  far  our  meeting  has 
been  in  session  one  hour.  Now  comes 
our  time  of  fellowship  and  open  dis- 
cussion. 

Since  this  is  the  second  time  that 
our  latecomer,  Mr.  G,  has  attended, 
everyone  is  interested  in  what  he  will 
say  or  ask.  When  I  go  over  to  greet 
him,  he  starts  asking  questions  and 
immediately  he  and  I  get  into  a  dis- 
cussion on  the  Word  and  Messiah. 
All  this  time,  Mr.  A  and  Mr.  B  edge 
over  toward  us  and  at  the  first  op- 
portunity they  enter  into  the  con- 
versation and  zealously  try  to  show 
Mr.  G  where  he  is  in  error.  Finally, 
it  becomes  necessary  to  restrain  Mr. 
A  and  Mr.  B  and  continue  the  dis- 
cussion with  Mr.  G  alone.  During 
this  time  we  are  being  served  coffee 
and  cake  by  Mrs.  Button,  Diane,  and 
Miss  Fraser,  and  trying  to  answer 
questions  brought  up  by  other  peo- 
ple. 

At  about  ten  o'clock  preparation 
is  begun  to  take  the  people  home,  and 
by  ten-thirtv  the  car  is  loaded  with 
our  first  group.  When  these  have 
reached  home,  back  we  come  for  the 
second  load.  As  we  start  to  take  this 
group  home  Mr.  and  Mrs.  B  and 
Mr.  A  trv  to  witness  to  Mrs.  A  and 
the  rest  of  the  trip  is  made  to  the  tune 
of  Scripture  quotations. 

At  eleven-thirty  we  are  back  in 
the  mission  ready  for  a  good  night's 
sleep.  We  thank 'God  that  in  spite  of 
all  the  hubbub,  there  is  something 
restful  about  Jewish  missions. 
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Since  the  ancient  mysteries  of 
Babylon  to  the  present  day,  paganism 
has  taken  many  and  varied  forms  and 
expressions.  It  can  flourish  as  a  great 
state  religion  with  all  the  pomp  and 
authority  of  a  world  government,  or 
it  can  be  the  burden  of  a  primitive 
isolated  people.  In  whatever  form  it 
is  found,  it  contains  the  basic  ele- 
ments of  fear,  immorality,  and  sac- 
rifice to  the  spirits.  Through  the 
changing  events  of  history  and  geog- 
raphy paganism  may  acquire  a  new 
cloak.  It  remains  the  same  in  origin 
and  goal,  Satanic  and  destructive  to 
the  souls  of  men.  Today  one  can  see 
it  at  work  in  America  both  in  Nava- 
joland  and  in  the  "beatnik"  cellars 
of  Venice-West,  California. 

A  movement  in  missions  which 
came  with  the  drift  from  the  funda- 
mentals of  the  faith  was  the  western- 
ization of  so-called  under-privileged 
peoples  of  the  world.  Emphasis  was 
placed  on  better  technologies,  better 
agronomies,  better  educations.  These, 
all  good  in  themselves,  should  never 
have  been  the  replacement  for  spirit- 
ual regenerations  of  peoples  and 
tribes.  Today  the  results  are  being 
seen  in  the  rumblings  in  Asia  and 
Africa—  neopaganism. 

Navajoland  has  been  under  the 
pressures  of  European  cultures  since 
the  sixteenth  century.  Outwardly 
they  grasped  the  materials  that  were 
of  value  in  a  changing  world.  Horses, 
sheep,  weaving,  agriculture,  clothing 
—all  these  have  come  to  the  primitive 
Navajo  in  recent  years.  Ceremonially 
thev  gathered  new  phases  and  rites 
from  their  new  neighbors,  the  Pueb- 
lo peoples  of  the  Rio  Grande  river 
valley,  the  Spanish  padres,  the  white 
settlers,    traders,    government    work- 


NEOPAGANISM  19!

ers.  There  is  a  continuing  accretion 
of  material  things  today.  Vehicles, 
particularly  trucks,  are  replacing  the 
wagons.  Many  of  the  ceremonies  that 
were  once  sacred  and  fear-filling  to- 
day begin  with  cheap  wine  and  end 
in  a  murder—  neopaganism. 

Though  the  forms  change,  though 
the  general  level  of  life  may  progress 
materially,  where  paganism  is  the 
foundation  of  the  life  it  will  reassert 
itself  in  its  basic  nature,  fear,  im- 
morality, and  sacrifice. 

This  fact  was  brought  to  mind  very 
vividly  recently  in  an  experience  with 
the  people  of  Navajoland.  A  young 
man  with  the  advantages  of  some 
modern  secular  education,  a  late 
model  Chevrolet  truck,  and  ready  ac- 
cess to  a  local  bar  was  recently  laid 
away  in  the  burial  grounds  of  the 
mission  station.  He  drank  himself  to 
death!  Death  was  as  real  as  if  he  had 
died  in  battle  with  the  Utes  two 
hundred  years  ago.  But  it  was  an 
ignominious  death  for  a  young  man 
from  a  tribe  as  strono  and  warlike  as 


his  great-grandfathers  had  been.  We 
might  have  expected  to  read  of  such 
an  experience  in  the  life  of  a  modern 
apartment  house  dweller  in  America; 
but  this  man  lived  and  died  in  a 
hogan— a  mud-covered  lodge  of 
twisted  juniper  logs— a  victim  of 
paganism— neopaganism. 

The  family  gathered  for  the  burial 
of  the  son  and  brother.  They  even 
requested  pictures  of  the  man  in  his 
burial  garments  before  interring.  The 
grief-stricken     mother     stroked     the

head  of  her  only  son  with  the  same 
emotions  that  any  mother  would  have 
done;  if  she  could  only  have  him 
back! 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  burial  a 
family  consultation  was  held.  It  has 
been  the  custom  in  Navajoland  for 
many  years  past  to  send  the  man's 
horse  into  the  next  life  with  him 
by  killing  it  near  the  graveside.  No 
one  would  dare  to  keep  the  horse  or 
sell  it,  for  that  one  would  die  also. 
But  this  was  a  man  living  under  neo- 
paganism,   he    had    left    the    horse 
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economy.  It  was  finally  decided  that 
his  truck  must  be  destroyed  with  his 
burial.  We  suggested  that  the  truck 
be  sold  and  that  the  money  be  used 
to  help  his  children.  No;  it  couldn't 
be  done  because  his  name  had  been 
carved  into  the  steering  wheel!  Again 
we  suggested  the  purchase  of  a  new 
steering  wheel.  No;  the  truck  must 
"die"  also! 

Family  men  drove  the  truck  to 
the  edge  of  a  can  von  near  the  mission 
schoolhouse  where  the  driver  jumped 
out,  letting  the  truck  plunge  into 
the  rockv  bottom.  The  truck  remain- 
ed upright  and  surprisingly  little 
damaged.  Soon  one  of  the  voung  men 
attacked  the  truck  with  an  axe. 
Smashed  hood,  dented  fenders, 
scarred  cab  resulted  from  this  out- 
burst of  neopaganism.  The  face  of 
the  voung  man  was  set  in  fear.  Wind- 
shield and  windows  soon  disappeared 
in  a  shower  of  rocks.  Dead  wood  and 
brush  was  soon  heaped  in  a  pyre, 
gasolene  was  added,  and  in  a  few 
minutes  the  cab  was  burned  clean 
of  the  reminders  of  the  former  owner. 
The  family  who  had  been  mutely 
watching,  turned,  mounted  their 
horses  and  rode  home.  At  the  end 
of  the  traditional  four-day  mourning 
period,  the  family  members  came 
again  to  look  over  the  scene.  More 
fire  was  added  to  consume  parts  of 
the  truck  that  looked  salvageable.  A 
week  later  the  mother  came  again  to 
look  at  the  grave  to  be  sure  it  hadn't 
been  molested  or  robbed.  In  a 
strangely  modern  setting  paganism 
had  held  its  victims  in  a  grip  of  fear 
—neopaganism  that  is.

Your  gifts  will  help 
maintain  the  boarding  school  where 
the  missionary  staff  will  have  an  op- 
portunity to  work  with  the  boys  and 
girls  throughout  the  major  portion  of 
their  formative  years.

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CHICAGO.  The  Christian  Medi 
cal  Society  has  purchased  a  two- 
story  building  at  1 1 22,  Westgate, 
Oak  Park,  111.,  and  expects  to  move 
into  its  new  quarters  early  in  Feb- 
ruary, announces  Executive  Director 
Raymond  Knighton.  The  new  build- 
ing, valued  at  $80,000,  will  house  the 
offices  now  located  at  127  S.  Wacker 
Dr.,  Chicago,  and  serve  as  a  ware- 
house for  the  great  quantity  of  drugs 
distributed  by  CMS.  During  1959, 
Knighton  said,  approximately  $500,- 
000  in  drugs  was  given  to  the  world 
missionary  medicine  enterprise.  Dr. 
Ralph  Blocksma,  of  Grand  Rapids, 
Mich.,  is  CMS  president. 

LOS  ANGELES,  CALIF.  Rev. 
Robert  Phillips,  born  of  missionary 
parents  in  Hong  Kong,  has  been  ap- 
pointed bv  the  Bible  Institute  of  Los 
Angeles,  Inc.,  as  Assistant  Super- 
intendent of  the  Hong  Kong  Depart- 
ment of  the  historic  Southern  Cali- 
fornia organization.  Shortly  after  the 
founding  of  Biola  in  Los  Angeles,  a 
similar  work  was  started  in  the  Hu- 
nan province  of  China.  More  than 
half  a  million  dollars  was  invested 
in  the  work  of  training  Chinese  youth 
to  reach  their  own  peoples  with  the 
Gospel.  With  the  rise  of  Commu- 
nism, the  Reds  forced  the  Biola  staff 
out  of  Hunan  into  Hong  Kong. 

PARIS.  After  long  debate,  Presi- 
dent Charles  de  Gaulle's  Cabinet  has 
agreed  to  the  principle  of  state  aid  to 
French  church  schools  (which  are 
mostly  Roman  Catholic).  As  soon 
as  the  bill  is  drafted,  church  schools 
are  expected  to  bow  to  state  authority 
in  the  matter  of  scholastic  programs 
and  teachers'  qualifications.  Presi- 
dent de  Gaulle  pushed  through  the 
highly  controversial  bill  reportedlv 
because  he  did  not  want  it  left  hang- 
ing while  he  was  out  of  the  country 
visiting  Senegal  and  Mauritania. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  A  radio 
broadcasting  company  listing  Dr. 
Billv  Graham  as  president  has  filed 
an  application  with  the  Federal  Com- 
munications Commission  for  a  stand- 
ard radio  broadcasting  station  of 
10,000  watts  power  in  Black  Moun- 
tain, N.  C.  The  Blue  Ridge  Broad- 
casting Co.  filed  the  application  for 
a  commercial  station  to  operate  on 
a  frequency  of  1010  kilocycles  at 
Black  Mountain,  near  Asheville. 
Since  nighttime  operations  would 
cause  interference  with  other 
stations  already  on  the  air,  the  sta- 
tion   would    operate    daytime    hours

only  and  cover  a  considerable  area 
of  western  North  Carolina  with  a 
program  format  emphasizing  music, 
sports,  news,  and  public  service  pro- 
grams. 

CHICAGO,  ILL.  A  new  major  in 
missionary  broadcasting  will  be  added 
to  the  missionary  technical  course 
next  fall  by  the  Moody  Bible  In- 
stitute. Purpose  of  this  new  three- 
year  program  is  to  train  broadcast 
technicians  for  Christian  radio  sta- 
tions around  the  world.  Practical 
laboratory  work  in  construction,  in- 
stallation, and  maintenance  of  broad- 
cast equipment  will  be  done  as  well 
as  actual  studio  assignments  in  con- 
nection with  WMBI,  Moody's  own 
5000-watt  radio  station.  Additional 
work  in  recording,  remote  pickups, 
and  programing  is  included  to  pro- 
vide a  well-rounded  background  for 
broadcast  technicians. 

SAN  FRANCISCO,  CALIF.  The 
office  of  the  State  Attorney  General 
has  sent  an  investigator  to  Elsinore, 
Riverside  County,  to  look  into  reports 
of  anti-Semitic  acts  there.  Asst.  Atty. 
Gen.  Charles  A.  O'Brien,  chief  of  the 
division  of  criminal  law  enforcement, 
said  he  has  received  several  letters 
from  persons  stating  that  law  en- 
forcement in  Elsinore  had  broken 
down.  Pointing  out  that  this  was  all 
"hearsay,"  O'Brien  said  that  reports 
told  of  anti-Semitic  slogans  painted 
on  a  synagogue  and  of  damage  to 
windows  in  the  homes  of  Jewish  resi- 
dents. 

NEW  YORK.  Plans  have  been  an- 
nounced here  for  the  new  $2,500,- 
000  headquarters  for  the  World 
Council  of  Churches  in  Geneva.  At 
the  annual  meeting  of   the   Friends 


of  the  World  Council  of  Churches, 
former  Presiding  Bishop  Henry  Knox 
Sherrill  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal, 
chairman  of  the  international  com- 
mittee in  charge  of  fund-raising  ef- 
forts, announced  plans  for  a  modern 
structure  with  275  offices  and  a 
centrally-located  chapel,  library,  and 
meeting  room  for  200  to  400  persons. 
"To  be  constructed  if  and  when  need 
should  arise,"  a  proposed  second  wing 
would  contain  an  additional  169  of- 
fices. 

NEW  YORK.  King  George  D.  K. 
Rukidi  III  of  Toro  in  the  East  Afri- 
can territory  of  Uganda,  has  offered 
land  in  his  countrv  to  build  a  Protes- 
tant and  Roman  Catholic  church.  On 
a  six-week  unofficial  visit  to  the  U.S., 
the  English-speaking  monarch  said 
he  would  also  help  in  building  church 
schools.  At  a  reception  in  his  honor 
he  declared  that  only  the  increased 
practice  of  Christianity  can  protect 
his  500,000  subjects  from  Communist 
propaganda.  Although  four-fifths  of 
the  people  in  the  British  protector- 
ate of  Uganda  are  Christians,  there 
are  very  few  churches  there. 

PARIS.  Professor  William  Sanford 
LaSor  of  Fuller  Theological  Semi- 
nary, Pasadena,  Calif.,  has  been 
asked  to  serve  on  the  editorial  board 
of  Revue  de  Qumran,  a  quarterly- 
periodical  published  here.  Revue  de 
Qumran,  an  international,  interfaith, 
and  polylingual  publication,  is  de- 
voted entirely  to  the  discussion  of 
the  Dead  Sea  Scrolls.  The  editor-in- 
chief  is  Abbe  Jean  Carmignac,  a 
French  Catholic  scholar.  Regular  con- 
tributors to  the  scholarly  publication 
are  Protestants,  Catholics,  and  Jews 
from  many  countries.  Published  in 
English,  French,  German,  Italian, 
Latin,  and  Spanish,  the  periodical 
goes  to  scholars  and  institutions  in 
all  parts  of  the  world.  Professor  La- 
Sor will  be  in  charge  of  the  biblio- 
graphical section  that  appears  in  each 
issue,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to 
keep  the  scholarly  world  informed  of 
all  publications  on  the  Dead  Sea 
Scrolls,  in  whatever  language  and 
whatever   country. 

WASHINGTON,    D.    C.    The 

Friends  (Quakers)  Committee  on  Na- 
tional Legislation,  after  an  analysis  of 
funds  voted  by  the  last  session  of 
Congress,  charges  that  almost  71  cents 
out  of  the  American  taxpayer's  dol- 
lar will  go  for  war— either  military 
preparation  or  to  meet  the  cost  of 
past  conflicts.

Rev.  Joseph  B.  Bubar 
presents  a  description  of  the  Bri^ds  pro- 
gram in  the  following  article.

"No  man  ever  stands  so  straight 
as  he  who  stoops  to  lift  a  boy."  I  do 
not  know  the  origin  of  that  statement, 
but  I  do  know  there  are  more  than 
fifteen  million  boys  in  America  be- 
tween ages  eight  and  eighteen  who 
are  waiting  tor  a  straight  man  to  stoop 
and  lift  them  up  to  Christ.  They  are 
waiting  for  someone  to  help  train 
them  for  a  place  of  Christian  leader- 
ship in  today's  society. 

For  two  years  John  was  America's 
most  wanted  man.  As  a  boy  he  at- 
tended Sunday  school  until  his 
teacher  failed  to  command  his  de- 
mand for  leadership.  Then  he  was 
kicked  out  as  a  "bad  boy."  But  John 
continued  to  grow.  He  became  a  great 
leader  and  was  worshiped  by  many 
as  a  hero.  One  day  his  picture  ap- 
peared on  the  front  pages  of  the  na- 
tion's newspapers— gangster  John 
Dillinger's  leadership  had  come  to 
a  sudden  climax.  He  had  been  shot 
through  the  head  in  front  of  a  Chi- 
cago theater.  Another  wasted  life, 
causing  grief  and  sorrow  to  many, 
in  hell  today  because  no  man  could 
stoop  low  enough  to  reach  him  for 
Christ. 

Another    John    grew    up    on    the 


streets  of  Chicago  without  attending 
Sunday  school  or  hearing  the  Gospel 
until  he  was  twelve.  One  day  a  pas- 
tor saw  him  watching  a  group  of  boys 
playing  in  front  of  the  church.  The 
pastor  invited  him  to  join  the  boys' 
club.  Today  John  is  pastor  of  a  thriv- 
ing church  in  the  south. 

Five  years  ago  this  same  John  saw 
Allen  watching  a  Brigade  boys'  club 
playing  ball  in  the  church  parking  lot. 
Allen  was  twelve  years  old  and  the 
leader  of  a  juvenile  gang.  Pastor 
John  invited  him  to  join  Brigade. 
Today  Allen  has  completed  the  en- 
tire Brigade  achievement  program. 
He  has  attained  Brigade's  highest 
award— the  Herald  of  Christ.  And 
now  he  attends  a  Christian  college 
preparing   for   Christian    service. 

Christ  made  the  difference  in 
these  lives.  But  straight  men  stooping 
to  lift  these  boys  to  Christ  was  the 
secret  to  the  different  paths. 

Eighty  percent  of  Christian  men 
have  been  reached  for  Christ  before 
they  were  eighteen  years  old.  Ninety- 
two  percent  of  Christian  leaders  dedi- 
cated their  lives  to  Christian  service 
before  eighteen  years  of  age.  The 
future  of  America  rests  upon  what 
the  men  of  evangelical  churches  do 
with  bovs  today. 

Pastor  John  Danish,  of  Irving, 
Texas,  with  one  of  the  most  suc- 
cessful boys'  club  ministries  in  Amer- 
ica today  claims,  "Most  of  us  do  not 
have  the  patience  to  provide  the  min- 
istry boys  need  today.  We  want  to 
reach  them  in  the  big  rallies  and  then 


forget  them  until  the  next  rally,  or 
we  want  to  reach  them  when  they 
are  men.  We  are  not  willing  to  reach 
a  lad  for  Christ  at  eight  while  his 
heart  is  tender,  and  then  stand  with 
him  for  ten  vears  to  guide  and  train 
him.  But  that  is  the  price  of  building 
the  Christian  leadership  needed  for 
today." 

Christian  Service  Brigade  has  been 
raised  up  of  God  in  recent  years  to 
provide  such  a  ministry  for  boys.  A 
sister  organization.  Pioneer  Girls,  pro- 
vides a  parallel  program  for  girls 
eight  to  eighteen  vears.  Brigade  is  a 
local  church  boys'  ministry  serving 
only  among  churches  in  agreement 
with  its  basic  standards  of  faith. 

Today  there  are  more  than  1 100 
Brigade  clubs  in  forty  states  in  the 
U.S.A.,  seven  provinces  of  Canada, 
and  on  several  mission  stations.  Local 
leaders  must  be  born-again  believers 
and  give  evidence  of  a  wholesome 
Christian  testimony  and  separated 
life. 

Six  basic  program  objectives  of  the 
club  ministry  are: 

(1)  To  win  bovs  to  Christ.  Basi- 
cally, Brigade  is  a  local  church  lay- 
men's movement.  A  thorough  leader- 
ship training  course  is  provided  for 
the  men  of  the  church  to  give  back- 
ground in  bovs'  club  technique, 
counseling,  and  leadership.  One  of 
the  most  natural,  unforced  opportu- 
nities to  lead  a  boy  to  Christ  is  pro- 
vided for  the  leader  as  the  bov  passes 
through  each  phase  of  his  achieve- 
ment. 
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(2)  To  hold  boys  through  the  criti- 
cal adolescent  years.  Seventy  per- 
cent of  vouth  are  lost  to  the  church 
and  Sunday  school  during  these 
years.  Boasts  of  large  primary  and 
junior  department-attendance  records 
do  not  overcome  deficient  interme- 
diate and  senior  Sunday-school  rec- 
ords. A  recent  survey,  however,  re- 
vealed that  46  percent  of  the  boys 
in  the  Brigade  Battalion  division  are 
fourteen  vears  of  age  or  older. 

(3)  To  present  a  well-balanced  pro- 
gram. Brigade  does  not  play  a  "one- 
string"  program  that  meets  the  needs 
of  only  a  few.  Its  program  seeks  to 
relate  Christ  to  every  phase  of  every 
boy's  life.  Rather  than  duplicating 
other  church  functions,  Brigade  seeks 
to  give  balance  to  the  total  Christian 
education  program  bv  its  distinctives. 
The  "man-boy"  relationship  and  the 
individual,  rather  than  class,  interest 
provide  opportunity  for  excellent  per- 
sonal guidance.  A  Bible  study  pro- 
gram teaches  the  boy  how  to  study 
the  Word  of  God  for  himself.  In 
ductive,  systematic,  and  doctrinal 
Bible  study  is  integrated  with  phys- 
ical activity,  vocational  crafts,  hikes, 
camping,  and  sports.  This  technique 
teaches  bovs  that  the  Word  of  God  is 
a  natural  part  of  everyday  life— as 
natural  as  the  things  ne  does  for 
physical  development.  This  type  of 
Bible  study  is  rarely  offered  a  bov  in 
any  other  phase  of  the  church  Chris- 
tian   education    program. 

(4)  To  provide  leadership  train- 
ing through  leadership  opportunity 
within  the  club  itself.  Training  older 
boys  to  lead  younger  bovs  is  a  basic 
principle  of  the  Brigade  program  (II 
Tim.  2:1-2).  The  men  who  lead  the 
clubs  are  provided  with  leadership 
training  material  geared  to  the  boys. 
After  a  leader  has  trained  key  boys 
in  his  group,  he  gives  each  one  a  posi- 
tion as  noncommissioned  officers  in 
the  club.  This  training  for  boys  is 


furthered  by  special  leadership  con- 
ferences on  Christian  college  cam- 
puses during  the  Christmas  holidays. 
Local  churches  send  outstanding  bovs 
for  five  days  of  intensive  training  in 
leadership,  club  technique,  the  Word 
of  God,  and  problems  in  Christian 
living.  Brigade  has  recently  been 
deeded  1800  acres  of  land  in  North- 
ern Michigan  on  which  to  build  a 
leadership  training  center  where 
bovs  will  receive  two-week  periods  of 
extensive  leadership  training. 

(5)  To  build  boys  into  the  local 
church  structure.  The  focus  of  the 
entire  Brigade  program  is  on  the  local 
church.  The  club  meetings  are  held 


in  the  church  bv  Christian  laymen. 
Brigade  becomes  a  means  of  feeding 
bovs  into  the  Sunday  school,  youth 
fellowship,  and  church  services. 

Christian  Service  Brigade  is  a 
missionary  service  organization.  It 
depends  in  large  part  upon  the 
churches  to  whom  it  ministers  for 
the  support  of  its  work.  The  pro- 
gram as  such  is  not  for  sale.  How- 
ever, most  churches  with  a  mission- 
ary vision  for  bovs  do  share  in  main- 
taining and  developing  the  Brigade 
outreach.  Such  churches  usually 
place  Brigade  in  their  missionary 
budget  or  help  support  a  staff  man. 

The  clubs  finance  themselves. 
Each  week  the  bovs  bring  their 
"shares"  as  a  free  will  offering  for 
the  support  of  the  club.  These  of- 
ferings usually  meet  the  full  ex- 
penses of  the  clubs.  The  boys  pay  a 
twenty-five  cent  registration  fee  each 
year  to  the  national  organization  to 
cover  costs  of  chartering  the  groups 
each  year.  Boys  also  buy  their  own 
books.  Uniforms  and  other  equip- 
ment are  available. 

One  meeting  each  month  the  boys 
give  their  shares  for  missions.  This 
money  mav  be  sent  through  Brigade 
headquarters  to  missionaries  work 
with  boys  or  mav  be  given  to  one 
of  the  missionaries  of  the  local  church. 
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"For  he  hath  made  him  to  be  sin  for  us, 
who  knew  no  sin;  that  we  might  be  made 
the  righteousness  of  God  in  him"  (II  Cor.  5:21). 


IMPUTATION 


Imputation  means  to  lay  to  the  ac- 
count of  another;  to  call,  reckon,  or 
count.  "He  hath  made  him  to  be  sin 
for  us,  who  knew  no  sin;  that  we 
might  be  made  the  righteousness  of 
God  in  him"  (II  Cor.  5:21). 

God  imputed  or  reckoned  our  sins 
to  Christ,  and  then  imputed  Christ's 
righteousness  to  us.  "Imputation"  is 
a  very  powerful  word.  It  can  cancel 
out  the  truth.  It  makes  no  difference 
how  sinless  Christ  was,  when  our  sin 
was  laid  to  His  account,  He  died.  And 
it  makes  no  difference  how  un- 
righteous a  man  may  be,  when 
Christ's  righteousness  is  laid  to  his 
account,  he  stands  dressed  in  Christ's 
righteousness  alone,  faultless  to  stand 
before  the  throne. 

I  was  buying  milk  tickets.  The 
man  was  counting  them  out  when 
suddenly  he  exclaimed,  "Oh,  I  don't 
have  enough  quart  tickets."  Then 
pausing  a  second,  he  said,  "Here  take 
these  pints,  wc  will  call  them  quarts." 
I  laid  out  a  ticket  calling  for  a  pint 
of  milk,  but  he  laid  quart  value  to 
it   and   I   received   a   quart  of  milk. 

ABRAHAM    AND    IMPUTATION 

Although  our  Lord  was  sinless,  yet 
when  God  blamed  Him  for  our  sin, 
He  died;  and  it  is  just  as  real  when 
His  righteousness  is  laid  to  our  ac- 
count. This  raises  a  question,  how 
can  I  have  righteousness  imputed  to 
me?  Let  us  note  how  righteousness 
was  imputed  to  Abraham. 

Certain  parts  of  the  human  body 
dies  at  certain  ages.  Our  first  set  of 
teeth  died  at  early  school  age,  and 
in  later  years  the  reproductive  organs 
die.  It  was  to  such  a  man  that  God 
was  talking  when  He  told  Abraham 
that  he  would  have  children  as  the 


sand  upon  the  seashore  innumer- 
able. 

Abraham  began  to  figure  it  out. 
Sarah  is  ninety  years  old;  she  can- 
not have  a  child.  I  am  too  old,  but 
"being  not  weak  in  faith,  he  con- 
sidered not  his  own  body  now  dead, 
when  he  was  about  an  hundred  vears 
old,  neither  yet  the  deadness  of 
Sarah's  womb"  (Rom.  4:10).  If  God 
does  that,  He  must  be  able  to  bring 
a  live  thing  out  of  a  dead.  If  God  does 
that,  He  must  be  a  God  with  resur- 
rection power. 

"God,  I  believe  you  can  do  it," 
cried  Abraham. 

"Abraham,  you  are  the  kind  of  a 
man  I  want  up  here  in  heaven." 

That  was  all  there  was  to  it.  As 
soon  as  Abraham  believed  in  a  God 
with  resurrection  power,  "it  was  im- 
puted to  him  for  righteousness''  (Rom. 
4:22). 

But  what  do  I  care  how  Abraham 
was  saved?  He  has  been  dead  for 
centuries.  I  am  more  interested  in 
myself. 

"Now  it  was  not  written  for  his 
sake  alone,  that  it  was  imputed  to 
him;  but  for  us  also,  to  whom  it 
shall  be  imputed,  if  we  believe  on 
him  that  raised  up  Jesus  our  Lord 
from  the  dead"  (vv.  23-24).  Thus,  we 
are  saved  like  Abraham,  by  believing 
on  a  God  with  resurrection  power. 

DAVID  AND  IMPUTATION 

Let  us  note  what  David  says  about 
imputation,  and  also  let  us  note  that 
imputation  works  in  two  ways,  a 
negative  and  a  positive  direction. 

First,  let  us  consider  negative  im- 
putation—something God  does  not  do. 
"Blessed  is  the  man  to  whom  the  Lord 
will  not  impute  sin"  (Rom.  4:8).  We 


are  sinners,  but  God  does  not  lay  it 
to  our  account. 

We  may  pass  up  a  red  light.  They 
take  us  before  the  judge  and  the 
judge  demands: 

"Did  you  pass  up  that  red  light?" 
"Yes,"  you  stammer,  "I  guess  I  did." 
"Twenty-five  dollars  fine,  sir." 
You  are  about  to  fall  over  when 
the  judge  says:  "Wait  a  moment,  we 
will  just  not  lay  it  to  your  account." 
That  is  exactly  what  God  did.  But 
God  does  not  stop  there,  He  does  a 
positive    act    and    dresses   us    up    in 
Christ's   righteousness  by   "imputing 
righteousness  without  works"  (v.  4). 
The  judge  says:  "We  will  not  lay 
it  to  your  account,"  and  with  great 
jov,  vou  turn  to  leave,  but  the  judge 
calls  you  back:  "Here  is  $75  go  buy 
yourself  a  new  suit  of  clothes."  That 
is  exactly  what  God  does.  He  does 
not  impute   our   sin    to   us,   but   He 
does  impute  the  merits  of  Christ  to 
us  and  dresses  us  up  in   His  right- 
eousness. 

NEGATIVE  IMPUTATION 

I  was  holding  meetings  in  San 
Bernardino,  and  someone  took  us 
out  for  dinner.  "Which  restaurant 
will  we  go  to?"  someone  asked.  Some- 
one named  an  eating  place.  "That's 
good."  Someone  named  another. 
"That's  better."  Another  was  men- 
tioned, "That's  not  bad." 

I  got  to  thinking.  "Not  bad."  But 
maybe  it  is  no  good  either.  That  is 
just  what  negative  imputation  does 
for  us.  It  just  leaves  us  "not  bad,"  but 
we  have  no  positive  standing  and  are 
no  good  either. 

Several  vears  ago,  a  young  man  in 
Indiana  was  paroled  to  try  to  make 
his  life  over  again.  He  did  very  good. 
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He  stayed  in  a  Christian  home,  went 
to  church  and  was  doing  fine,  but 
one  night  some  rascals  about  town 
took  him  out  and  gave  him  a  hard 
send-off. 

That  young  man  was  no  doubt 
better  than  those  rascals,  but  to  them 
he  was  just  "not  bad."  He  was  just 
a  pardoned  criminal  with  no  positive 
standing.  If  the  Governor  of  Indiana 
would  have  adopted  that  voung  man, 
given  him  a  room  in  the  State  House 
and  let  him  run  the  family  car,  those 
rascals  would  never  have  bothered 
him,  for  he  would  have  had  a  posi- 
tive  standing. 

I  used  to  think  all  I  wanted  was 
to  have  my  sins  forgiven,  which  is 
negative  imputation,  but  I  don't  want 
to  stop  there  now.  I  would  get  to 
heaven  all  right,  for  there  are  no  sins 
to  my  account,  but  I  would  just  be 
"not  bad."  I  would  be  a  little  nobody. 
A  couple  of  angels  would  look  over 
and  see  me  and  one  would  ask,  "Who 
is  that?" 

"Oh,  he  is  one  of  those  sinners 
from  the  earth." 

"Come  on,  let's  go  this  way.  We 
don't   want    to   meet   him." 

POSITIVE    IMPUTATION 

But  positive  imputation  gives  me 
the  merits  of  Christ.  I  would  be  walk- 
ing down  the  streets  of  heaven  and 
an  angel  would  ask,  "Who  is  that?" 

"Oh,  that  is  one  of  our  Lord's  best 
friends.  Our  Lord  loved  him  so  much, 
He  went  all  the  way  down  to  earth 
to  redeem  him  and  bring  him  up 
here. 
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"He  did?  Come,  let's  get  acquaint- 
ed with  him." 

What  a  wonderful  thing  imputa- 
tion is.  It  takes  our  sin,  and  we  will 
move  about  heaven  with  the  merits 
of  Christ  laid  to  our  account. 

I  used  to  think  I  knew  something 
of  what  it  means  to  have  my  sins 
imputed  to  Christ  and  have  my  sins 
forgiven,  but  I  couldn't  see  anything 
to  having  Christ's  righteousness  im- 
puted to  me  until  a  few  years  ago.  I 
wish  I  could  bring  it  to  the  mind  of 
my  reader  with  the  force  it  came  to 
my  mind  when  I  realized  what  it 
means  to  have  the  merits  of  Christ 
laid  to  my  account. 

I  went  to  Seattle  to  speak  to  a 
college  and  when  I  arrived,  the  presi- 
dent was  not  there,  so  I  went  into 
another  office.  The  man  was  busv 
and  just  nodded  his  head  and  paid 
no  more  attention  to  me.  I  was  puz- 
zled. I  have  spoken  in  ninetv  dif- 
ferent colleges,  seminaries,  Bible  In- 
stitutes, and  so  on,  and  thev  were 
usually  looking  for  me  and  were 
friendiv.  But  this  man  was  not  in- 
terested and  paid  no  attention  to  me. 

I  did  not  know  what  to  do,  but 
finally  I  thought  if  I  told  him  mv 
name,  it  might  do  some  good.  But 
alas,  that  did  not  impress  him  a  bit. 
I  was  puzzled,  but  I  tried  again.  "I 
have  come  to  speak  at  chapel."  I 
stammered. 

"Oh,  no.  Chapel  arrangements  are 
all  made.  So  and  So  is  to  sing.  So 
and  So  is  to  speak.  Chapel  arrange- 
ments are  all  arranged." 

Well  I  was  out.  I  had  ridden 
several  miles  in  a  taxi  that  morning. 
It  was  one  of  those  dark,  drizzly, 
foggy,  lonesome  mornings,  and  I  was 
twenty-five  hundred  miles  from 
home,  and  I  was  out. 

Then  I  remembered  I  had  the  let- 
ter in  my  pocket  from  the  president, 
so  I  handed  it  to  him.  He  read  it 
and  exclaimed:  "Oh,  the  president 
had  to  go  to  the  hospital  this  morn- 
ing. He  must  have  forgotten  to  tell 
me." 

Up  to  that  moment  I  was  just  "not 
bad."  He  did  not  have  a  thing  against 
me.  But  I  was  no  good  either.  I  was 
just  a  little  nobody  who  was  wander- 
ing about  the  streets  of  Seattle  and 
wanted  to  speak  to  his  students,  but 
when  he  read  that  letter,  he  laid  to 
mv  account  the  merits  of  the  presi- 
dent of  the  school.  He  cancelled  his 
chapel  arrangements,  marched  in 
seven  hundred  students,  had  me 
speak  to  them  and  even  invited  me 
to  come  back  again. 

What  a  wonderful   thing  to  have 


the  merits  of  a  president  laid  to  our 
account.  Anything  he  would  say, 
would  be  done  for  me.  If  he  would 
say  the  word,  the  guest  room  would 
be  reserved.  If  he  would  notify  the 
dining  room,  my  meals  would  be  set 
before  me  in  a  place  of  honor.  To 
have  the  merits  of  the  Lord  of  glory 
laid  to  our  account,  points  to  honor 
that   is   beyond   our   comprehension. 

RECEIVING   ANOTHER'S  MERITS 

One  day  two  young  men  met  in  an 
open  field  and  bound  their  hearts  in 
a  covenant  of  love,  a  covenant  that 
would  not  only  effect  themselves, 
but  their  children  on  down  through 
coming  generations.  It  was  Jonathan 
and  David. 

Time  passed  and  Jonathan  fell  on 
Mount  Gilboa.  More  time  passed  and 
David  was  made  king.  Then  one  day, 
David  was  sitting  in  his  palace,  or 
somewhere,  musing  over  former  years, 
and  Jonathan  came  to  his  mind.  "Oh, 
Jonathan,  how  I  wish  you  were  here. 
If  you  were  here,  I  would  lavish  the 
wealth  of  a  kingdom  upon  you."  But 
Jonathan  was  dead. 

Then  David  had  another  thought. 
Maybe  Jonathan  had  some  living 
relatives.  Old  Ziba,  the  household 
servant  would  know— call  him  in. 

"Ziba,  is  there  any  of  the  house  of 
Saul  to  whom  I  can  show  the  kind- 
ness  of   God    for   Jonathan's   sake?" 

"Well,"  said  Ziba,  "Jonathan  has 
a   son." 

"What,"  cried  David  in  great  ex- 
citement, "Jonathan  has  a  son?

"You  don't  want 
him.  His  name  is  Mephibosheth.  He 
lives  in  Lodebar,  place  of  no  pasture.

A 
gaunt  little  half-starved  figure,  drag- 
ging himself  over  the  dirt  floor  of  his 
miserable  shack  hears  the  rumble  of 
chariot  wheels.  He  drags  himself  over 
to  the  door  and  his  face  turns  pale.  It 
is  a  chariot  from  the  palace  of  the 
king.  Has  the  king  found  his  hiding 
place?  Is  the  king  bent  on  revenge? 

The  chariot  rumbles  up  to  the  door 
and  stops.  "Mephibosheth,  the  king 
requires  your  presence  at  the  court." 
Then  seeing  the  look  of  terror  upon 
the  poor  man's  face,  he  says:  "The

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Brigade  Airman  Camp 
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Six  specially  selected  Brigadiers  at- 
tended the  first  Batallion  Frontier 
Trails  Airman  Camp  ever  held  last 
summer.  Glen  Ivy  Hot  Springs  Camp 
and  airstrip  near  Corona,  Calif,  was 
the  site  for  the  camp. 

Besides  the  usual  activities  of  camp- 
ing, such  as  swimming,  hiking,  rifle- 
ry,  archery,  leadership  training,  and 
Bible  Exploration,  these  fellows  had 
accelerated  courses  in  ground  school 
studies  and  flight  instruction  in  a 
Piper  trainer,  a  Cessna  140,  and  a 
Cessna  182. 

In  charge  of  classes  in  aerial  navi- 
gation and  aerodvnamics  was  E.  W. 
"Hatch"  Hatcher,  a  top-flight  mis- 
sionary pilot  home  on  furlough. 
"Hatch"  has  been  with  Missionarv 
Aviation  Fellowship  for  the  past 
eleven  years. 

In  charge  of  meteorologv  and  flight 
instruction  was  Frank  Ritchie,  who 
took  time  off  from  his  duties  as  a 
commercial  flight  instructor  for  the 
Martin  Air  School  at  Orange  County 
Airport. 

The  boys,  all  from  the  Los  Angeles 
area,  were  fifteen  and  sixteen  years 
old.  All  worked  hard  on  their  craft 
requirements  for  Airman's  rank.  And 
in  the  tests  given  at  the  end  of  the 


week,  Walter  Keller  came  out  all- 
around  top  man,  with  Greg  Hyde 
being  the  best  flight  student. 

Early  in  the  week  the  boys  con- 
centrated on  ground-school  studies, 
and  rescraped  the  dirt  airstrip.  Near 
the  end  of  the  week  each  boy  was 
taken  up  individually  with  the  in- 
structor and  allowed  to  take  over  the 
controls  for  part  of  the  flight. 

For  their  closing  session,  Jim  Trux- 
ton,  vice-president  of  Missionary 
Aviation  Fellowship,  flew  in  to  con- 
gratulate the  fellows  on  the  fine  job 
they  had  done.  He  also  encouraged 
them  to  plan  carefully  for  their  fu- 
ture, keeping  God  and  His  service 
well  in  mind.

Servants  carry  the  lame  man 
out  to  the  chariot  and  then  begins 
the  long  ride  back  to  the  palace  of 
the  king.  During  that  long  ride, 
Alephibosheth  is  wondering  what 
has  happened  to  change  affairs  in 
his  drab  existence. 

Ah,  but  Mephibosheth  did  not 
know  that  long  years  before  he  was 
born,  two  young  men  had  met  in 
an  open  field  and  had  bound  their 
hearts  in  a  covenant  of  love,  a  cove- 
nant that  would  effect  his  own  ex- 
istence clear  on  down  to  the  day  of 
his  death. 

The  chariot  arrived  at  the  palace. 
Servants  carried  the  lame  man  into 
the  palace.

Divine  Provision  for  the  School 

December  and  January  is  always  an  important  season 
of  the  year  for  Grace  Theological  Seminary  and  Grace 
College.  This  is  the  season  when  representatives  of  the 
school  try  to  reach  all  the  churches  of  the  Brotherhood 
with  information  about  the  needs  and  progress  of  the 
school.  It  is  during  these  months  that  the  annual  offer- 
ing is  usually  taken  for  the  school,  many  of  the  churches, 
perhaps  most  of  them,  setting  aside  the  final  Sunday  of 
January  to  lift  the  offering.  This  is  the  season  of  the  year 
when  the  financial  needs  of  the  school  are  usually  most 
acute.  One  year  is  ending  and  funds  are  often  depleted, 
and  the  new  year  is  beginning  and  returns  from  the  an- 
nual offering  have  not  vet  been  received. 

This  year  the  need  was  felt  even  sooner.  Depletion  of 
funds  began  in  November.  By  Thanksgiving  time  die 
need  became  so  acute  that  it  appeared  that  funds  in  the 
amount  of  $10,000  would  need  to  be  borrowed  to  finish 
out  the  month.  On  the  very  day  when  such  a  move  was 
being  contemplated,  the  Lord  met  the  need  with  a  large 
gift  from  one  church.  It  was  indeed  an  answer  to  prayer. 
In  the  month  of  December  a  similar  need  developed  that 
was  double  that  of  November.  Half  the  amount  had  to 
be  borrowed  in  order  to  meet  pressing  needs.  The  other 
half  of  the  obligations  went  unpaid,  and  it  looked  as 
though  they  might  have  to  be  carried  over  to  January. 
But  again,  the  Lord  did  the  unexpected.  He  sent  in  suf- 
ficient funds  over  one  week  end  so  that  when  added  to 
the  trickle  over  the  last  ten  days  of  December,  there 
was  enough  in  the  treasury  to  cover  all  the  financial  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  school  for  December,  including  the 
amount  that  was  borrowed.  You  may  be  sure  that  there 
w,:s  a  season  of  thanksgiving. 


A  Call  to  All  the  Churches 

It  will  be  greatly  appreciated  by  the  school  if  all  the 
faithful  contributors  whom  the  Lord  has  so  graciously 
used  to  carry  on  this  work  will  arrange  if  possible  to  get 
their  gifts  in  to  the  school  at  an  early  date.  We  do  de- 
sire  that  these  funds  will  go  through  the  church  treas- 
uries. Then  if  church  treasurers  can  forward  such  funds 
to  the  school  as  soon  after  the  end  of  January  as  possible, 
this  may  forestall  any  further  financial  crises.  There 
will  be  funds  accumulating  from  the  monthly  envelope 
plan,  as  well  as  from  the  annual  offering.  These  funds 
through  the  years  have  been  the  support  without  which 
Grace  Seminary  and  College  could  not  have  continued  to 
carry  on  its  work. 


Seminary  Preserves  Faith 

Grace  Theological  Seminary  has  taken  for  its  purpose 
through  the  years  that  of  preserving,  as  well  as  develop- 
ing, the  faith  of  those  who  have  entrusted  themselves 
to  the  school  for  theological  education.  We  are  not  un- 
aware of  the  fact  that  students  come  to  the  school  with 
an  incomplete  faith.  But  we  believe  that  everyone  came 
with  a  true  and  good  faith.  And  this  we  have  sought  to 
defend,  preserve,  and  develop. 

The  writer  was  amazed  to  read  in  the  columns  of  a 
large  city  newspaper  several  statements  in  a  report  of 
a  well-known  theological  seminary  in  the  United  States. 
"One  of  the  unpublished  functions  of  a  seminary  is  to 
destroy  a  man's  faith  ...  A  good  share  of  the  fresh-out- 
of-college  students  who  go  to  seminary  are  not  yet  dry 
behind  their  theological  ears.  Thev  are  products  of  a  de- 
nominational system  that  has  led  them  into  the  ministry 
but  has  at  the  same  time  kept  them  religiously  cloistered. 
One  of  the  first  problems  for  this  kind  of  student  is 
the  seminary's  approach  to  the  Bible.  The  scholar's  critical 
view  of  the  Bible  is  unsettling  to  the  student  who  comes 
out  of  a  literalistic,  proof-text  tradition  which  holds  that 
every  dot  and  tittle  of  Scripture  is  divinely  wrought  in 
the  version  of  the  Bible  he  happened  to  cut  his  teeth  on." 

The  writer  of  this  editorial  has  been  associated  with  a 
seminary  for  almost  thirty  years,  and  in  all  that  time  he 
has  never  vet  met  a  student  who  held  the  attitude  ex- 
pressed in  this  paragraph.  All  new  students  have  been 
sufficiently  acquainted  to  know  that  the  Bible  is  inspired 
in  its  original  autographs.  They  needed  to  learn  much, 
but  they  did  know  that  translations  of  the  Scriptures  were 
not  always  able  to  convey  all  that  was  in  the  original 
languages.  But  insofar  as  thev  were  faithful  and  ac- 
curate  translations  thev  could  be  said  to  be  inspired. 

Reference  to  the  "literalistic,  proof-text  tradition"  and 
"every  dot  and  tittle"  of  Scripture  has  a  context  that  may 
not  be  familiar  to  many  who  might  read  a  report  like 
this  in  the  newspaper.  These  are  phrases  that  strike  at 
the  very  heart  of  the  orthodox  faith,  and  the  movement 
they  represent  is  aimed  at  destroying  the  foundations  of 
the  Christian  faith. 

Orthodoxy  through  the  centuries  has  rested  its  case 
upon  the  verbal  inspiration  of  the  Bible.  No  less  a  theo- 
logian than  Jesus  Christ  himself  declared  "one  jot  or  one 
tittle  shall  in  no  wise  pass  from  the  law,  till  all  be  ful- 
filled" (Matt.  5:18).  By  this  statement  He  narrowed  the 
importance  of  the  Scripture  down  to  the  smallest  letter  in 
the  Hebrew  language  ("jot")  and  even  to  the  portion  or

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A  Visit  to  Gibeah  and  Gibeon

One  day  recently  a  number  of 
our  school  group  investigated  the 
sites  of  several  of  the  ancient  cities 
of  Benjamin.  We  began  first  with 
Gibeah  (which  today  bears  the  name 
of  Tell  el-Ful),  since  it  is  closest 
to  our  headquarters  in  Jerusalem. 
When  we  ascended  this  mound,  we 
save  attention  first  to  the  "lay  of 
the  land"  before  making  an  examina- 
tion of  the  mound  itself.  We  were 
all  struck  with  the  shortness  of  dis- 
tances to  various  points  that  one 
reads  about  in  the  Old  Testament 
record.  To  the  south  lay  Jerusalem 
and  the  Mount  of  Olives,  only  about 
three  miles  away.  To  the  east  we 
could  look  down  across  the  desolate 
wilderness  of  Judaea  to  the  Jordan 
Vallev  and  the  Dead  Sea,  and  to  the 
mountains  of  Gilead  and  Moab  ris- 
ing up  behind  them.  Northward  we 
could  see  the  modern  twin  cities  of 
Ramalah  and  Bira,  and  to  the  right 
of  them  the  probable  site  of  ancient 
Ramah,  home  of  the  Prophet  Sam- 
uel. Bevond  this,  but  hidden  from 
view,  is  Bethel  still  only  about 
twelve  miles  away.  To  our  west  the 
dominating  feature  is  Nebi  Samwil. 
To  the  right  of  it  but  hidden  bv  the 
shoulder  of  a  hill  is  modern  El-Jib, 
which  in  Bible  times  had  the  name 
of  Gibeon.  This  town  lies  only  six 
miles  from  our  vantage  point  at 
Gibeah. 

The  ruins  of  Gibeah  were  exca- 
vated by  W.  F.  Albright  in  the  years 
1922,  1923,  and  1933.  The  material 
remains  of  this  site  he  identified 
with  three  important  stages  of  the 
city's  history.  There  were  evidences 
of  a  village  there  which  by  the  pot- 
tery stvles  and  other  considerations 
could  be  dated  to  the  transition  pe- 
riod between  the  Late  Bronze  age 
and  the  Earlv  Iron  age;  that  is  about 
1200-1100  B'C.  This  village  showed 
the  marks  of  having  been  destroyed 
by    fire.    The    destruction    probably 


coincides  with  the  catastrophe  record- 
ed in  Judges  19  and  20,  where  we 
are  told  that  the  other  tribes  of  Is- 
rael fought  with  Benjamin  and 
burned  Gibeah  in  punishment  for  a 
vile  deed  committed  there. 

The  second  phase  of  the  city's 
occupation  was  well  marked  by  walls 
of  fortifications  which  Albright  had 
uncovered  and  which  we  were  able 
to  trace  with  the  aid  of  his  pub- 
lished reports.  The  excavated  sec- 
tions showed  the  southwest  corner  of 
the  fortifications  which  were  erected 
in  the  days  when  Saul  was  King  of 
Israel  and  when  Gibeah  was  the  cap- 
ital. It  was  here  that  Saul  held  court, 
and  where  his  jealousy  of  David  was 
nurtured.  Very  properly  it  is  known 
as  Saul's  city  (I  Sam/l0:26;  15:34; 
22:6;  23:19;  26:1).  These  fortifica- 
tions also  were  destroyed  by  fire,  pre- 
sumably during  the  war  with  the 
Philistines,  and  then  rebuilt,  prob- 
ablv  in  Saul's  own  lifetime. 

The  third  important  period  of  the 
town's  occupation  was  during  the 
days  of  the  divided  monarchy.  The 
site  had  earlier  been  abandoned,  and 
when  it  was  reoccupied,  a  strong 
fortress  tower  was  built  over  the 
ruins  of  the  southwest  corner  of 
Saul's  fortifications.  The  rest  of 
Saul's  fortress  was  destroyed  in  rob- 
bing it  of  stones  for  the  tower.  Once 
destroyed,  and  later  rebuilt  in  the 
seventh  century  B.C.,  the  tower  was 
finally  ruined  by  Babylonian  invasion 
under  Nebuchadnezzar. 

Another  site  we  visited  on  this  oc- 
casion was  Gibeon,  now  called  El- 
Jib.  This  place  was  only  recently 
excavated  by  J.  B.  Pritchard,  whose 
most  recent  season  of  excavation  was 
last  summer,  and  on  which  some  of 
the  personnel  of  our  school  assisted. 

Gibeon  is  known  to  the  Bible 
reader  as  the  city  whose  inhabitants 
deceived  Joshua  and  the  Israelites 
into  making  a  covenant  with  them, 


and  thus  secured  themselves  from 
war  and  destruction  (Josh.  9).  Some 
members  of  the  excavation  at  El- 
Jib  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  mod- 
ern Gibeonite  has  not  lost  his  cun- 
ning. In  Joshua's  day  the  city  was 
one  of  considerable  importance 
(Josh.    10:2). 

The  most  impressive  thing  to  be 
uncovered  by  the  excavations  is  Gib- 
eon's  great  water  pool.  The  best  way 
to  give  the  reader  an  impression  of 
the  size  of  this  pool  is  to  refer  him 
to  the  article  by  Professor  Pritchard 
in  the  Saturday  Evening  Post  of 
February  8,  1958,  which  is  illustrated 
by  a  splendid  picture.  As  I  stood  be- 
side this  great  water  pool  I  found  it 
so  much  easier  to  visualize  the  com- 
bat between  the  followers  of  Abner 
and  Joab,  as  described  in  II  Samuel 
2:12-17.  Before  the  excavations  be- 
gan there,  nothing  of  this  pool  was 
visible,  but  it  is  now  wholly  laid  open 
to  the  sight.  It  must  have  continued 
for  a  very  long  time  as  an  important 
water  source  because  nearly  five- 
hundred  years  after  Joab's  day  it  is 
referred  to  as  "the  great  waters  that 
are  in  Gibeon"  (Jer.  41:12). 

It  would  have  been  interesting  to 
study  the  site  of  Gibeon  as  the  lo- 
cation of  a  most  important  center  of 
worship  before  the  construction  of 
the  sanctuary  at  Jerusalem.  First 
Kings  3:4ff.,  I  Chronicles  21:29,  and 
II  Chronicles   1:3  all  suggest  that  a

careful  look  at  the  topography  of  Gib- 
eon and  its  environs  in  the  light  of 
Gibeon's  role  as  the  principal  high 
place  might  be  rewarding.  Thus  far, 
the  excavations  do  not  seem  to  have 
yielded  anything  on  this  subject.

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Which  College?

Question:  What  is  your  opinion 
about  the  advantages  of  Christian 
colleges?  How  can  I  be  a  witness  and 
win  people  to  Christ  if  most  of  the 
kids  are  already  Christians  in  a  Chris- 
tian school? 

Discussion:  Before  you  make  up 
your  mind  about  the  advantages  or 
disadvantages  of  attending  a  Chris- 
tian college,  you  should  take  a  care- 
ful look  at  the  purpose  of  attending 
college.  The  main  purpose,  I  be- 
lieve, is  not  to  witness.  Rather,  it  is 
to  learn  and  develop.  Of  course,  wit- 
nessing is  important.  However,  dur- 
ing the  years  from  approximately 
seventeen  to  twenty-two  when  most 
young  people  are  attending  college, 
the  main  objective  is  to  gain  knowl- 
edge and  prepare  yourself  for  life. 
Since  this  is  true,  you  should  by  all 
means  attend  a  Christian  school 
where  vou  can  develop  the  best  and 
learn  the  right  things. 

It  is  wonderful  and  stimulating  to 

o 

know  that  those  around  you  are 
deeply  interested  in  vou.  This  is 
characteristic  of  a  Christian  school. 
Non-Christian  institutions  try  to  de- 
velop this  quality  also,  but  teachers 
who  do  not  know  Christ  cannot  pos- 
siblv  have  the  same  devotion  to  their 
students  as  those  who  are  believers. 
You,  as  a  Christian  student,  can  at- 
tend a  non-Christian  college  almost 
unnoticed.  But  in  a  Christian  insti- 
tution vou  would  be  considered  a 
worthwhile  individual  and  receive 
due  recognition.  You  can  enter  into 
leadership  activities  wholeheartedly 
and  develop  vour  personalitv  in  this 
way.  This  is  important. 

The  undergraduate  courses  which 
are  offered  at  Christian  schools  are 
much  like  those  offered  elsewhere. 
They  are  the  generally  required 
courses,  such  as  English,  science,  his- 
tory,  education,  psychology,  and  so- 
ciology. Hence,  you  can  get  most  of 
the  same  courses  in  an  undergraduate 
Christian  college  as  you  can  in  a  non- 
Christian  one.  Then  if  requirements 
demand  it,  vou  can  transfer  later  on

or  take  graduate  work  in  another 
school  which  offers  specialized  train- 
ing in  your  line. 

The  teachings  of  a  Christian  col- 
lege are  usually  more  factual  and  ac- 
curate than  those  of  a  non-Christian 
school.  Christian  teachers  have  ac- 
cess to  secular  knowledge,  and  in 
addition  they  have  spiritual  under- 
standing that  non-Christians  do  not 
have.  For  example,  history  cannot 
be  accurately  interpreted  apart  from 
God's  dealings  with  man.  Psychology, 
for  example,  goes  far  afield  unless  it 
is  Christ  centered.  Science  too  is  like- 
ly to  be  guesswork  if  professors  ignore 
Cod's  handiwork.  Thus,  the  qualitv 
of  scholarship  is  often  much  higher 
at  a  Christian  college  than  at  a  non- 
Christian  one. 

Another  advantage  of  attending  a 
Christian  college  is  developing 
friendships.  Friendships  you  gain  at 
a  Christian  college  or  a  Bible  insti- 
tute will  be  lifelong.  Not  long  ago 
I  heard  a  man  say  that  he  attended  a 
non-Christian  college  to  do  his  under- 
graduate work.  He  then  said  that 
years  later  he  had  nothing  in  com- 
mon with  those  with  whom  he  had 
gone  to  school.  In  fact,  he  never 
heard  of  them  anymore.  But  it  is 
verv  different  at  a  Christian  school. 
The  friends  you  make  there  will  be 
lasting  friends  because  thev  love  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  And  through  the 
vears  they  will  mean  much  to  you. 

Another  advantage  of  attending 
a  Christian  college  has  to  do  with 
dating   and   marriage.   As   a   college 


student  you  should  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  meet  other  young  people 
your  age  with  whom  you  can  have 
fellowship,  and  from  whom  vou  can 
choose  your  life's  partner.  To  be 
frank,  "picking''  is  often  slim  in  non- 
Christian  colleges  where  there  may 
be  only  a  handful  of  Christians.  It 
is  not  enough  for  a  Christian  simply 
to  marrv  another  Christian.  One 
should  have  sufficient  choice  to 
marry  the  right  Christian. 

At  a  Christian  college  you  will 
also  learn  how  to  live  the  Christian 
life.  This  where  die  Christian  col- 
lege has  no  competition.  There  you 
learn  the  joy  of  dedication  to  Christ. 
You  rise  above  worldlv  standards  and 
reach  the  place  in  Christian  expe- 
rience where  God  can  use  you  might- 
ilv.  Do  vou  want  the  joy  of  living 
out-and-out  for  Christ?  Are  you  look- 
ing for  the  blessings  that  accompany 
true  consecration?  At  a  fine  Bible 
institute  or  a  Christian  college  dedi- 
cated  living  is  the  natural  kind  of 
life. 

At  a  Christian  college  vou  have  the 
advantage  of  learning  God's  Word. 
Outstanding  Bible  scholars  teach 
Bible  courses— some  of  these  are  re- 
quired of  all  students.  In  addition, 
the  Nation's  outstanding  lavmen  and 
ministers  speak  at  chapel.  The  ideal 
time  to  learn  the  Word  of  God  thor- 
oughly is  when  vou  are  a  young  per- 
son. If  vou  do  not  build  thorough 
Bible  knowledge  into  your  teens  and 
twenties,  vou  may  never  do  it.  And 
to    neglect   such    training   is   to   dis- 
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regard  the  most  important  prepara- 
tion in  life. 

What  is  more,  at  a  Christian  col- 
lege you  are  more  likely  to  learn 
God's  will  for  your  life.  God  does 
have  a  unique  program  for  each  life, 
and  He  has  one  for  you.  There  is 
no  place  where  you  can  learn  about 
the  opportunities  of  Christian  serv- 
ice as  well  as  in  a  Christian  school. 
Here  the  needs  of  the  various  mis- 
sion fields  are  carefullv  presented. 
Student  groups  are  organized  to  learn 
more  about  the  opportunities  for 
Christians  in  various  fields  of  serv- 
ice. 

Another  advantage  of  attending  a 
Christian  college  is  that  in  all  pos- 
sibility you  will  have  to  leave  home 
in  order  to  attend.  Unfortunately, 
too  many  Christian  young  people 
never  leave  their  parents  until  thev 
get  married.  As  wonderful  as  it  is 
to  have  the  influence  of  godly  par- 
ents, it  is  also  advantageous  to  be  in 
an  environment  where  you  cannot 
turn  to  mother  or  dad  for  every  de- 
cision. This  helps  you  to  stand  on 
your  own  two  feet,  to  become  self- 
reliant  and  independent.  There  are 
great  numbers  of  young  people  whom 
God  could  use  if  they  would  be  will- 
ing to  leave  Main  Street  in  their  own 
hometown.  Going  away  to  school  in- 
troduces you  to  new  cultures  and 
environments.  It  opens  the  curtains 
to  new  vistas  and  permits  you  to  see 
greater  challenges  of  Christian  serv- 
ice. 

Another  advantage  of  attending 
a  Christian  school  is  the  witnessing 
you  will  do.  Nearly  every  evangeli- 
cal Christian  college  and  Bible  in- 
stitute has  an  organized,  aggressive 
program  whereby  all  students  learn 
to  witness  in  many  different  situa- 
tions with  various  groups.  They  visit 
the  hospitals,  witness  in  jails,  dis- 
tribute tracts,  make  house-to-house 
calls,  give  testimonies  at  meetings, 
preach  in  various  local  churches,  and 
participate  in  many  other  activities. 
Actually,  most  students  attending 
Christian  colleges  witness  much  more 
than  Christians  who  are  attending 
non-Christian  institutions.  And  such 
activities  in  a  Christian  school  are 
consistent  and  well  planned. 

In  considering  the  advantages  of 
both  Christian  and  non-Christian 
schools,  remember  that  a  tree  planted 
in  poor  soil   doesn't  have   the  same 


chance  as  the  one  that  is  planted  in 
good  soil.  Children  do  not  develop 
because  they  resist  food.  Just  as  a 
swimmer  needs  to  get  into  the  water, 
so  young  Christians  need  spiritual 
activity.  Christ  himself  took  His  dis- 
ciples aside  where  they  would  be  un- 
molested by  worldly  interference. 
Surely  your  college  days  are  a  time 
of  preparation.  What  better  place 
could  you  be  than  with  the  Lord's 
people  in  a  Christian  institution 
where  you  and  other  Christian  young 
people  can  grow  strong  for  God  and 
country? 

P.  S.  Have  you  ever  seriously  con- 
sidered the  matter  of  stewardship?  I 
have  often  wondered  how  a  Chris- 
tian   could    take    his   money    (really 


God's  money)  and  give  it  to  non- 
Christian  professors  in  a  non -Chris- 
tian school,  to  tear  down  the  be- 
liever's faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
(Paying  a  professor  to  destroy  your 
faith).  As  I  look  into  the  Scriptures 
and  study  the  matter  of  stewardship, 
I  believe  that  some  Christians  are 
certainly  going  to  be  held  account- 
able for  taking  money  which  God 
has  given  them  and  putting  it  into 
the  pockets  of  godless  professors, 
who,  in  turn  may  cause  a  Christian 
young  person  to  lose  his  faith.

There  are  manv  factors  which  in- 
fluence the  lives  of  Christians  in  this 
changing  world  dominated  by  mod- 
ern science.  Everything  we  do  and 
everything  with  which  we  come  in 
contact  has  left  an  impression  of  some 
kind  stamped  upon  our  minds.  When 
I  look  back  through  the  years  of  my 
personal  experiences,  the  one  factor 
which  has  influenced  mv  life  most  is 
the  Christian  school  which  I  attended 
for  eleven  years. 

Occasionally  I  come  in  contact  with 
people  who  are  opposed  to  Christian 
schools.  Before  a  proper  and  balanced 
evaluation,  they  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  spiritual  laxness  is  pro- 
moted  bv   evervdav    Christian    high 

J  O 

school  training.  Thev  sav  a  student 
in  a  Christian  high  school  leads  such 
a  sheltered  life  because  of  both  the 
parents  and  the  school  that  he  is  un- 
able later  to  cope  with  the  everyday 
standards  of  the  average  unsaved  per- 
son. Their  second  idea  is  that  a  Chris- 
tian young  person  should  attend  a 
secular  school  because  it  gives  him  a 
better  opportunity  to  be  a  witness 
for  the  Lord.  I  found,  through  what 
a  Christian  school  meant  in  mv  life, 
that  these  are  misconceptions. 

A  Christian  school  endeavors  to 
present  Christian  doctrine,  ideals,  and 
atmosphere  to  the  students  in  re 
lation  to  their  daily  lives.  The  student 
of  such  a  school  is  able  to  cope  with 
the  problems  of  the  world  because 
he  has  had  the  proper  foundation  for 
victorious  living. 

I  found  also  that  bv  being  in  an 
environment  where  Christ  is  pre- 
eminent,  the   student's   spiritual   life 


has  a  better  opportunity  to  grow. 
Then,  when  he  is  no  longer  a  "babe 
in  Christ,"  he  will  be  ready  and  able 
to  serve  the  Lord  in  whatever  ca- 
pacity God  may  choose  for  his  life. 
Such  a  student  will  be  more  familiar 
with  the  spiritual  standards  and  ideals 
which  make  one  better  prepared  to 
lead  someone  to  the  Lord.  Spiritual 
laxness  will  not  be  produced  if  he  is 
willing  to  be  a  usable  vessel  of  God. 

While  I  was  attending  Brethren 
High  School  in  California,  I  learned 
that  the  Lord  could  only  use  me 
when  mv  life  was  clean  and  accept- 
able in  God's  sight.  By  seeing  other 
Christian  young  people  walking  with 
the  Lord,  I  saw  my  life  was  not  re- 
flecting God's  perfect  nature.  With 
the  spiritual  guidance  I  received  from 
teachers  and  friends,  I  was  able  to 
give  the  Lord  first  place  in  my  life. 

Brethren  High  School  meant  a  lot 
to  me  because  of  the  wonderful  Chris- 
tian fellowship  on  the  part  of  both 
teachers  and  students.  This  was  the 
main  factor  I  considered  when  I  de- 
cided upon  the  college  I  would  attend. 
I  wanted  a  college  where  I  knew  I 
would  have  the  fellowship  I  have 
been  so  accustomed  to  experiencing 
in  hioh  school.  Learning  all  I  could 

o  o 

about  many  of  the  Christian  colleges, 
I  finally  decided  on  Grace  College  be- 
cause of  its  spiritual  emphasis. 

At  Grace  College  I  have  found 
wonderful  Christian  fellowship.  The 
students  have  opened  their  hearts  to 
me,  and  I  feel  right  at  home.  The

In  the  study  of  history  it  is  pos- 
sible to  note  certain  factors  or  prin- 
ciples with  regard  to  God's  dealing 
with  men  and  nations.  These  are 
always  constant  and  unchangeable 
as  they  are  part  of  the  Christ  who  is 
".  .  .  the  same  yesterday,  and  today 
and  for  ever." 

The  preceding  article  (Nov.  28) 
pointed  out  the  extent  to  which  the 
leaders  of  Soviet  Russia  have  gone 
in  denying  the  existence  of  God  and 
defying  His  holy  name.  While  it 
should  be  these  Communists  who 
ought  to  be  trembling  with  fear,  too 
often  it  is  the  Christian  who  manifests 
the  fearful  attitude.  The  believer, 
more  than  anyone  else,  should  know 
something  of  the  manner  in  which 
God  vindicates  His  holiness.  There 
are  several  outstanding  examples  of 
individuals  who  tried  to  rule  God  out 
of  their  thinking,  only  to  learn  too 
late  that  eventually  He  must  be  con- 
sidered. 

The  first  illustration  of  this  fact 
is  described  in  the  nineteenth  chapter 
of  II  Kings  where  we  are  told  of 
the  desperate  situation  which  faced 
Jerusalem  and  the  nation  of  Israel. 
The  people  were  in  peril  of  their  lives 
as  the  forces  of  Assyria  were  arrayed 
against  them.  The  messenger  of 
Sennacherib  conveyed  his  threats  to 
Hezekiah  and  boldly  compared  the 
gods  of  the  other  nations,  which  As- 
syria had  subdued,  with  Jehovah  God 
of  Israel.  This  was  filling  the  cup  of 
iniquity  to  overflowing  and  God's 
wrath  was  experienced  suddenly.  The 
historical  record  states  that  that  same 
night  ".  .  .  the  angel  of  the  LORD 
went  out,  and  smote  in  the  camp  of

the  Assyrians  an  hundred  fourscore 
and  five  thousand:  and  when  they 
arose  early  in  the  morning,  behold 
they  were  all  dead  corpses.  So  Sen- 
nacherib king  of  Assyria  departed." 

Another  instance  of  immediate 
judgment  is  discussed  in  the  Book 
of  Esther  which  mentions  the  plot  of 
Haman  to  liquidate  the  Jews.  The 
king,  Ahasuerus,  had  insomnia  and 
called  for  a  copy  of  the  historical 
record  of  Persia,  and  in  it  he  found 
recorded  an  intrigue  to  assassinate 
the  king.  When  inquiry  was  made  to 
find  out  if  the  one  who  had  saved 
the  life  of  the  king  had  been  re- 
warded, and  it  was  determined  that 
the  revealer  of  the  plot  had  not  been 
so  honored,  the  next  act  of  the  king 
was  to  make  amend  for  this  neglect. 

This  is  the  beginning  event  of  a 
series  of  developments  which  resulted 
in  the  destruction  of  the  archenemy 
of  the  Chosen  People  of  God.  Haman 
provided  the  means  for  his  own 
execution,  having  constructed  the 
gallows  which  were  to  be  used  for 
disposing  of  Mordecai  who  was  to 
Haman  the  epitome  of  the  Chosen 
People  and  the  special  object  of  his 
Satanic  hatred  for  the  things  per- 
taining to  God.  Notice  in  Esther  6:1 
that  it  was  on  the  night  that  the  king 
could  not  sleep  that  God  began  to 
work  providentially  for  His  people, 
to  spare  them  from  annihilation. 

The  third  and  final  illustration 
from  sacred  history  is  found  in  the 
fifth  chapter  of  Daniel.  This  particu- 
lar case  concerns  Belshazzar,  the 
Chaldean  king,  who  was  in  the  midst 
of  making  a  pompous  celebration  to 
impress    his    subordinates   while   his 


father,  Nabonidus,  was  engaged  in 
battle  with  the  Medes  and  the  Per- 
sians. The  existence  of  the  Chaldean 
Empire  was  measured  in  the  matter  of 
hours  now  as  the  enemy  pressed  in 
upon  this  scene  of  festal  debauchery. 
Yet,  the  revelry  continued  as  the 
pillars  of  the  kingdom  began  to  crum- 
ble. Nothing  was  too  profane  to  do 
if  it  added  to  the  sensual  pleasure 
and  delight  of  those  lords  and  their 
king.  Belshazzar  called  for  the  holy 
vessels,  which  had  been  brought  from 
the  Temple  in  Jerusalem  during  the 
reign  of  Nebuchadnezzar.  From 
these  he  was  unknowingly  to  drink 
his  last  sip  of  wine.  Even  as  the 
golden  and  silver  vessels  were  filled 
with  wine,  the  cup  of  iniquity  for 
the  Chaldean  Empire  was  also  filled, 
and  the  wrath  of  God  descended 
suddenly.  The  announcement  of 
judgment  came  not  only  in  that  same 
night,  but  also  in  the  same  hour  the 
handwriting  appeared  on  the  wall.  It 
spelled  out  the  doom  of  another  na- 
tion for  defying  the  Lord  and  de- 
faming His  holy  name. 

An  interesting  rumor  appeared  in 
some  of  the  newspapers  and  a  book 
of  the  Western  world  in  1957.  The 
general  thesis  that  was  set  forth 
dealt  with  the  circumstances  sur- 
rounding the  death  of  Stalin  on 
March  5,  1953.  According  to  these 
accounts,  Stalin  had  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  it  was  necessary  to 
deport  all  of  the  Jews  of  the  Soviet 
Union  to  Siberia.  This  decision  aross 
out  of  the  so-called  "doctors'  plot," 
which  was  an  attempt  by  some  Jew-

ish  doctors  to  assassinate  Stalin. 
When  the  Premier  presented  this  plan 
to  the  members  of  the  Communist 
Party  Presidium,  he  was  faced  with 
opposition  by  a  few.  At  this  manifesta- 
tion of  insolence,  Stalin  flew  into  a 
fit  of  rage  and  demanded  that  Beria 
(chief  of  the  secret  police)  take  ac- 
tion to  put  down  this  open  rebellion. 
The  final  blow  to  the  plan  came 
when  Beria  stated  that  he  was  also 
in  opposition  to  the  proposal.  Stalin's 
anger  led  to  a  cerebral  hemorrhage. 
The  members  of  the  Party  Presidium 
thought  that  this  was  only  a  spell, 
but  it  marked  the  end  of  another 
finite  being  who  thought  that  he 
could  ignore  the  infinite  God.  While 
one  cannot  vouch  for  the  historical 
accuracy  of  this  story,  there  was  much 
mystery  surrounding  the  death  of 
Stalin.  The  truth  probably  never  will 
be  known,  but  perhaps  God  in  a 
providential  manner  disposed  of  a 
modern  Haman. 

In  view  of  these  few  instances  of 
God's  care  for  His  own  and  the  way 
in  which  He  jealously  guards  His 
name,  Christians  ought  to  be  encou- 
raged and  strengthened  in  the 
knowledge  ".  .  .  that  the  most  High 
ruleth  in  the  kingdom  of  men,  and 
giveth  it  to  whomsoever  he  will." 
When  the  cup  of  iniquity  is  full,  the 
wrath  of  God  will  be  poured  out  on 
those  who  in  their  feeble  way  chal- 
lenge the  Almighty!

NEW     TESTAMENT      WORD      STUDIES— 2

BETROTHED 

Three  times  in  the  New  Testament 
the  word  "betrothed"  or  "espoused" 
(mnesteiio)  appears,  always  referring 
to  the  relationship  of  Mary  to  Joseph. 
Matthew  1:18:  "His  mother  Mary 
was  espoused  to  Joseph."  Luke  1:27: 
"A  virgin  espoused  to  a  man  whose 
name  was  Joseph."  Luke  2:5:  "Mary 
his  espoused  wife."  It  will  be  noticed 
that  following  the  discovery  of  Mary's 
condition  by  Joseph,  and  his  con- 
templating of  divorce,  he  proceeded 
by  angelic  order  to  marry  his  be- 
trothed (Matt.  1:24).  Yet  Luke  still 
refers  to  Mary  as  "betrothed"  some 
months  after  the  marriage  (Luke  2:5). 
The  importance  of  this  whole  matter 
in  the  Christian  view  of  Christ's  birth 
requires  our  understanding  of  Jewish 
betrothal. 

Betrothal  in  the  Jewish  marriage 
tradition  was  much  more  binding 
than  present-day  "engagement."  It 
was  actually  more  important  than  the 
wedding,  for  at  the  betrothal  the 
agreement  was  reached  between  the 
bridegroom  (or  his  parents)  and  the 
parents  of  the  bride.  At  this  time  the 
prospective  groom  made  a  gift 
(dowry)  to  the  bride's  family  (Gen. 
34:12;' I  Sam.  18:25).  The  legal  for- 
malities required  the  man  either  to 
state  his  intention  in  a  prescribed 
manner  before  witnesses,  or  else  pre- 
pare a  written  statement  properly  wit- 
nessed, which  along  with  a  piece  of 
money,  was  delivered  to  the  woman 
(Edersheim,  LTJ,  I,  149). 

After  the  betrothal  ceremonies,  an 
interval  of  usually  a  year  elapsed  be- 
fore the  groom  would  escort  the  bride

to  his  own  home.  However,  this  pe- 
riod of  betrothal  was  so  binding  that 
divorce  proceedings  were  required  to 
break  the  agreement.  The  penalty 
prescribed  for  a  woman  who  was  un- 
faithful during  this  period  was  death 
(Deut.  22:23-24),  although  the  pen- 
alty apparently  was  not  often  applied. 
Perhaps  the  woman  described  in  John 
8:1-11  was  such  a  person.  Hence 
Joseph  was  about  to  begin  divorce 
proceedings  against  Mary  when  he 
learned  of  her  condition  (Matt.  1. 
19). 

Applying  this  information  to  the 
New  Testament  passages,  we  learn 
from  Luke  1:27  that  Gabriel's  an- 
nouncement of  Mary's  conception  was 
made  to  her  while  she  was  in  the 
state  of  betrothal,  during  the  interval 
between  betrothal  and  marriage.  Mat- 
thew 1:18-25  reveals  that  also  during 
this  betrothal  period,  Joseph  discover- 
ed Mary's  condition  and  was  plan- 
ning a  quiet  divorce.  Because  he  truly 
loved  her,  he  had  no  wish  to  cause 
her  death  nor  a  public  scandal,  but 
intended  to  use  the  lax  divorce  laws 
of  his  day.  But  the  angel's  explanation 
to  Joseph  of  the  supernatural  con- 
ception caused  him  to  marry  her  at 
once  without  waiting  for  the  date 
previously  agreed  upon.  Thus  when 
Jesus  was  born,  Joseph  was  his  legal 
father. 

The  reference  in  Luke  2:5  at  the 
time  of  Jesus'  birth  to  Mary  as  "his 
espoused  wife"  (literally,  "the  one 
betrothed  to  him")  indicates  that  even 
though  Joseph  had  now  taken  Mary 
to  live  with  him  as  his  wife,  the 
physical  union  of  marriage  had  not 
been  consummated  (cf.  Matt.  1:25), 
and  thus  our  understanding  of  their 
relationship  needed  some  restrictive 
qualification. 

The  beautiful  custom  of  betrothal 
provided  the  symbolism  for  Paul's 
description  of  believers  and  their 
absent  Lord.  "I  have  betrothed  you 
to  one  husband"  (II  Cor.  11:2,  a 
different   Greek  verb,  however).

The  camp  of  conservative  theologians  was  stirred  with 
activity  during  the  latter  part  of  1959  when  The  West- 
minster Press  released  the  book:  "The  Case  for  Orthodox 
Theology"  by  Edward  John  Carnell.  Dr.  Carnell  is  the 
professor  of  Apologetics  at  Fuller  Theological  Seminary, 
Pasadena,  Calif. 

On  December  4,  1959,  a  roundtable  discussion  of  the 
book  was  conducted  in  Pierce  Memorial  Chapel  on  the 
Wheaton  (111.)  College  campus.  A  near-capacity  crowd

In  the  interest  of  the 
defense  of  the  faith,  and  as  a  safeguard  against  error 
creeping  in  without  a  voice  being  raised,  these  pages  are 
dedicated. 

The  February  6  issue  will  carry  additional  reactions 
to  the  book  by  other  Brethren  men.  Space  did  not  per- 
mit complete  coverage  in  this  issue. 
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INTRODUCTION 

BY  HERMAN  A.   HOYT,   Th.D. 


(Editor — Dr.  Herman  A.  Hoyt  was  the 
moderator  of  the  discussion  at  Grace  Theo- 
logical Seminary  on  December  15.  The  fol- 
lowing remarks  were  read  by  Dr.  Hoyt  as 
introductory  to  the  discussion  of  the  book 
"The  Case  tor  Orthodox  Theology"  by  Dr. 
Edward   Carnell.) 

The  purpose  of  this  discussion  to- 
day is  twofold:  (1)  First,  to  evaluate 
a  book  with  emphasis  upon  what  we 
feel  are  errors;  and  second,  to  set 
forth  clearly  the  position  of  Grace 
Theological  Seminary  in  relation  to 
some  of  the  assertions  made  in  this 
book. 

This  book  is  entitled,  "The  Case 
for  Orthodox  Theology,"  written  by 
Dr.  Edward  John  Carnell.  This 
book,  along  with  two  others,  was  writ- 
ten at  the  invitation  of  the  publishers. 
These  books  were  intended  to  pro- 
vide "a  clear  statement  of  three  con- 
temporary theological  viewpoints  by 
convinced  adherents  to  these  posi- 
tions." These  THREE  theological 
viewpoints  are:  liberal  theology,  neo- 
orthodox  theology,  and  orthodox  theo- 
logy. It  is  the  third  of  these  that  con- 
cerns us  todav. 

With  the  area  of  Protestantism  that 
claims  to  hold  to  orthodox  theology, 
this  book  has  attracted  wide  attention. 
It  has  not  only  excited  great  interest, 
but  also  grave  concern,  if  not  pro- 
found consternation.  And  already 
sharp  criticism  has  appeared  in  lead- 
ing theological  journals. 

Within  the  faculty  and  student 
body  of  a  great  institution,  long  famed 
for  its  adherence  to  the  Christian 
faith  and  spiritual  standards  of  con- 
duct, this  book  has  produced  unrest, 
if  not  uncertainty.  And  this  effect 
was  deemed  sufficient  cause  to  ar- 
range for  a  panel  discussion  covering 
the  movement  of  thought  in  this  book. 
We  are  not  unaware  that  a  similar 
concern  is  apparent  in  our  own  midst. 
And  lest  silence  give  anyone  the  im- 
pression that  Grace  Theological 
Seminary  and  Grace  College,  agree 
completely  with  this  book  or  is  in  any 
way  shaky  in  its  stand,  we  take  this 
occasion  as  an  opportunity  to  declare 
ourselves. 

The  author  of  this  book  defines 
orthodoxy  in  the  opening  sentence  of 
his  discussion:  "Orthodoxy  is  that 
branch  of  Christendom  which  limits 


the  ground  of  religious  authority  to 
the  Bible"  (Page  13).  Every  person  in 
this  gathering  who  knows  the  grounds 
upon  which  this  school  was  founded 
will  understand  why  we  are  ready 
to  accept  that  statement  as  describing 
us.  Two  sentences  later  the  author 
declares,  "The  purpose  of  this  book 
is  to  state  and  defend  the  orthodox 
faith"  (Page  13).  It  is  therefore  to  be 
assumed  that  the  argument  which 
follows  is  a  clear  statement  and  a 
valid  defense  of  the  orthodox  faith.  If 
it  develops  that  this  is  not  true,  then 
surely  this  school  has  a  right  to  make 
clear  its  own  position  at  any  and  all 
points  where  it  is  felt  that  this  book 
misrepresents  or  undermines  its  stand. 

Here  are  the  reasons  why  this  is 
necessary  in  connection  with  this 
book.  By  training,  any  fair-minded 
person  must  conclude  that  Dr.  Car- 
nell should  be  able  to  declare  himself 
on  orthodoxy.  He  is  a  graduate  of 
Wheaton  College,  a  graduate  of 
Westminster  Theological  Seminary, 
holds  the  Th.D.  degree  from  Harvard 
University,  and  his  Ph.D.  from  Bos- 
ton University.  By  experience,  it 
must  be  admitted  that  he  should  be 
able  to  represent  the  truth  of  ortho- 
doxy. He  taught  for  some  time  in 
Gordon  Divinity  School.  Since  its 
organization  Dr.  Carnell  has  been  the 
professor  of  Apologetics  in  Fuller 
Theological  Seminary.  He  has  also 
written  a  number  of  books  that  have 
received  wide  acclaim.  By  position 
also,  there  is  further  reason  to  con- 
clude that  his  voice  should  be  able 
to  speak  with  authority  for  those 
who  claim  to  be  orthodox.  He  is  not 
only  professor  of  Apologetics  in  Ful- 
ler Theological  Seminary,  but  for 
some  time  he  was  also  president  of 
that  school. 

When  it  is  remembered  that  Ful- 
ler Theological  Seminary  was  found- 
ed by  Dr.  Charles  E.  Fuller,  who 
for  more  than  thirty  years  has  been 
the  voice  of  "The  Old  Fashioned  Re- 
vival Hour,"  in  which  all  of  us  have 
rejoiced,  and  to  which  many  have 
given  and  for  which  many  have 
prayed,  a  book  from  one  of  the  pro- 
fessors of  the  school  founded  by  Dr. 


Fuller  takes  on  new  significance.  The 
purpose  of  this  school  was  to  defend 
and  perpetuate  orthodoxy.  Then  in 
addition,  it  must  be  remembered  that 
the  publishers  dignified  the  author 
by  selecting  him  from  among  all  the 
orthodox  theologians  of  the  land  as 
the  one  who  was  sufficiently  compe- 
tent to  serve  as  the  standard-bearer 
for  orthodoxy.  These  reasons  make 
his  book  a  significant  publication  on 
the  subject  of  orthodoxy  in  this  hour. 
On  the  basis  of  these  reasons  we  are 
therefore  justified  in  concluding  that 
his  voice  carries  an  element  of  au- 
thority and  finality.  Since  many  may 
conclude  that  this  is  the  last  word 
on  this  subject,  we  are  forced  to  make 
answer.  And  the  purpose  of  this  an- 
swer is  first,  to  protect  against  con- 
fusion which  this  book  might  pro- 
duce; and  second,  to  present  our  own 
conclusions  which  have  long  been 
and  still  remain  guiding  principles 
of  Grace  Theological  Seminary  and 
Grace  College. 

We  want  to  be  absolutely  fair  in 
representing  what  we  are  doing  here 
today.  We  are  not  engaging  in  per- 
sonalities. We  are  not  evaluating 
Dr.  Carnell.  We  believe  he  is  a 
Christian,  and  we  believe  that  he  is 
on  our  side.  Our  purpose  is  to  scru- 
tinize his  book.  We  cannot  agree 
with  all  that  he  has  written  in  this 
book.  There  is  much  in  the  book 
with  which  we  can  agree.  But  there  is 
much  with  which  we  cannot  agree. 
And  if  we  have  been  able  to  discern 
the  general  movement  of  thought  in 
the  book,  then  with  this  we  cannot 
agree.  There  is  a  case  for  orthodoxy, 
but  we  are  certain  that  this  is  not  it. 

This  discussion  is  not  intended 
to  be  a  discussion  of  the  merits  of 
Fuller  Theological  Seminary.  It  is 
inevitable  that  a  man  and  his  school 
come  into  view  when  his  book  is  re- 
viewed. This  we  regret.  This  is  not 
our  fault  nor  is  it  our  purpose.  It  is 
the  content  of  this  book  that  now  con- 
cerns us. 

Please  keep  it  in  mind  that  time 
forbids  that  we  deal  with  everything 
in  this  book.  We  cannot  give  our- 
selves to  more  than  those  matters 
which  breach  the  breastwork  of  de- 
fense. When  the  flood  waters  are 
surging  in,  defenders  rush  to  the 
breaches  in  the  dike.  This  does  not 
mean  that  they  do  not  appreciate  the 
place  where  the  dike  is  holding. 
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Dr.  Edward  John  Carnell,  until 
recently  president,  and  now  profes- 
sor of  Apologetics  at  Fuller  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  Pasadena,  Calif., 
has  been  recognized  for  several  years 
as  a  leader  and  spokesman  for  the 
movement  within  conservative 
Protestantism  which  has  become 
known  as  the  "new  evangelicalism." 

While  claiming  to  represent  all  that 
is  worthwhile  in  orthodox,  "classical'' 
theology,  Dr.  Carnell  by-passes  a 
rather  unique  opportunity  to  set 
forth  in  clear  and  forceful  terms  the 
entire  counsel  of  God  (for  example, 
we  find  in  this  book  no  presentation 
of  the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity,  or  of 
the  Deity,  Virgin  Birth,  and  Second 
Coming  of  Christ),  and  instead  de- 
scends to  bitter  and  unloving  attacks 
against  fundamental  Christians.  All 
those  who  differ  with  him,  even  on 
points  that  are  generally  considered 
to  be  well  within  the  circle  of  ortho- 
doxy, are  labelled  as  "cultic,"  and  as 
suffering  from  "ideological  thinking." 
This  includes  those  who  dare  to 
question  the  accuracy  of  the  Revised 
Standard  Version  (page  114);  those 
who,  like  J.  Gresham  Machen,  have 
dared  to  separate  from  apostate  de- 
nominations (pages  114-117;  133- 
137);  those  who  seek  to  live  a  separ- 
ated life  (pages  120-121,  124);  those 
who  elevate  obedience  to  the  Great 
Commission  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
to  a  place  of  pre-eminence  (pages  122- 
123);  and  those  who  believe  that  God 
Avill  literally  fulfill  His  promises  to 
the  nation  of  Israel  (pages  64,  117- 
118).  Although  the  book  simply 
bristles  with  provocative  and  ques- 
tionable assertions,  only  a  few  can 
be  touched  upon  here. 

Calling  Into  Question  the  Inerrancy 
of  Scripture 

Although  Dr.  Carnell  does  give 
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some  quotations,  and  even  makes 
some  statements  of  his  own  that  sug- 
gest  a  high  view  of  Scripture  (pages 
36-37),  there  are  other  statements 
that  cannot  help  but  raise  serious 
question.  For  example,  "Orthodoxy 
may  never  officially  decide  whether 
the  Holy  Spirit  corrected  the  docu- 
ments from  which  the  Chronicler 
drew  his  information.  But  this  ir- 
resolution does  not  affect  the  theology 
of  the  church,  for  Paul  received  his 
theology  directly  from  Jesus  Christ 
(Gal.  1:11-12).  He  did  not  draw  on 
existing  documents"   (page    111). 

Now  Dr.  Carnell  himself  might  not 
wish  to  carry  this  principle  to  its 
logical  conclusion;  but  the  fact  re- 
mains that  the  principle  of  Biblical 
exegesis  which  he  here  enunciates 
calls  into  question  the  inerrancy  of 
any  part  of  the  Bible  which  incor- 
porates written  sources,  such  as 
Kings,  Ezra,  Nehcmiah,  Luke,  and 
many  other  books.  It  is  poor  conso- 
lation indeed  to  be  assured  by  Dr. 
Carnell  that  the  Apostle  Paul,  at  least, 
"did  not  draw  on  existing  documents."

Elevating   Love  Above  Doctrine 

Dr.  Carnell  states:  "Although 
Jesus  plainly  says,  'By  this  all  men 
will  know  that  you  are  my  disciples, 
il  you  have  love  for  one  another' 
(John  13:35),  orthodoxy  often  says, 
'By  this  all  men  will  know  that  you 
are  my  disciples,  if  you  defend  ortho- 
dox doctrine.'  .  .  .  While  doctrine 
illuminates  the  plan  of  salvation,  the 
mark  of  a  true  disciple  is  love,  not 
doctrine  ,  .  ."  (page  128). 

It  is  indeed  astonishing  to  read 
such  words  from  the  pen  of  a  well- 
trained  theologian  like  Dr.  Carnell; 
lor  it  is  only  on  the  foundation  of 
true  Christian  doctrine  that  the 
fruit  of  Christian  love  can  grow  (II 
Pet.  1:5-7).  Furthermore,  while  the 
Apostle  Paul  could  rejoice  that  Christ 
was  being  preached,  even  by  those 
who  did  so  out  of  envv,  strife,  and 
contention,  and  not  out  of  motives 
of  love  (Phil.  1:15-18),  he  had  noth- 
ing but  a  curse  to  pronounce  against 
those  who  preached  "any  other  gospel 
unto  you  than  that  which  we  have 
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preached  unto  you,"  whether  it  be 
Paul  himself  or  an  angel  from  heaven 
(Gal.  1:8-9)! 

Our  Lord's  statement  in  John  13: 
35  has  often  been  taken  out  of  its 
general  Biblical  context,  and  thus 
perverted.  The  world  cannot  grasp 
the  truth  of  Christian  doctrine;  but 
it  can  appreciate  the  effects  of 
Christian  love.  Nevertheless,  it  is 
what  a  man  believes  that  determines 
whether  or  not  he  is  a  true  disciple 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  in  the  sight 
of  God,  and  in  the  sight  of  Chris- 
tians: ("If  ye  continue  in  my  word, 
then  are  ye  my  disciples  indeed'' 
[John  8:31];  "If  thou  shalt  confess 
with  thy  mouth  the  Lord  Jesus,  and 
shalt  believe  in  thine  heart  that  God 
hath  raised  him  from  the  dead,  thou 
shalt  be  saved"  [Rom.  10:9];  "If  there 
come  any  unto  you,  and  bring  not 
this  doctrine,  receive  him  not  into 
your  house,  neither  bid  him  God 
speed;  for  he  that  biddeth  him  God 
speed  is  partaker  of  his  evil  deeds" 
[II  John  10-11]).  To  insist,  there- 
fore, that  "the  mark  of  a  true  dis- 
ciple is  love,  not  doctrine,"  is  to  deny 
the  Scriptures  and  to  open  the  door 
wide  to  theological  liberalism. 

Allowing  an  Animal  Ancestry  for 
Man 

"The  Genesis  account  implies  an 
act  of  immediate  creation,  but  the 
same  account  also  implies  that  God 
made  the  world  in  six  literal  days; 
and  since  orthodoxy  has  given  up 
the  literal-day  theory  out  of  respect 
for  geology,  it  would  certainly  for- 
feit no  principle  if  it  gave  up  the 
immediate-creation  theory  out  of  re- 
spect for  paleontology.  The  two 
seem  quite  parallel  ...  If  God  was 
pleased  to  breathe  his  image  into  a 
creature  that  had  previously  come 
from  the  dust,  so  be  it"  (page  95). 

Such  a  view,  of  course,  completely 
contradicts  the  Biblical  testimony 
concerning  the  creation  of  man. 
Genesis  2:7  says  that  "the  LORD 
GOD  formed  man  of  the  dust  of  the 
ground."  But  "the  dust"  cannot  mean 
here  a  previously  evolved  animal, 
for  in  3:19  God  said:  "Dust  thou  art, 
and  unto  dust  shalt  thou  return."  And 
Paul  states  that  "there  is  one  kind  of 
flesh  of  men,"  and  "another  flesh  of 
beasts"  (I  Cor.  15:39).  How  illogical 
to  insist  upon  an  animal  ancestry  for 
Adam's  body,  when  Eve  was  super- 


naturallv  taken  from  Adam's  side 
(Gen.  2:22,  and  I  Cor.  11:8:  "The 
man  is  not  of  the  woman;  but  the 
woman  of  the  man"),  and  when  the 
Bible  explicitly  teaches  the  imme- 
diate creation  of  the  bodies  of  both 
our  original  parents  (Gen.  1:27,  and 
Matt.  19:4:  "Have  ye  not  read,  that 
he  which  made  them  at  the  beginning 
made  them  male  and  female."  Sup- 
posed animal  ancestors  would  already 
have  been  male  and  female!).  Pre- 
sumably Biblical  evidence  is  not  the 
final  criterion  of  truth  for  Dr.  Car- 
nell,  however,  for  he  claims  that 
"vital  faith  builds  on  general  faith, 
and  general  faith  is  a  resting  of  the 
mind  in  the  sufficiency  of  the  evi- 
dences" (page  95,  compare  pages  83- 
84). 

Abandoning  the  Biblical  Doctrine  of 
the  Millennium 

"Dispcnsationalism  is  anxious  to 
have  the  church  raptured  in  order 
that  an  earthly  Semitic  kingdom 
might  be  founded.  But  this  anxiety 
is  fathered  by  a  capital  theological 
error.  Unless  the  future  of  saved  Jews 
falls  within  the  general  life  of  the 
church,  we  replace  the  spirit  of  the 
Gospel  with  the  spirit  of  Old  Testa- 
ment Judaism  .  .  .  Dispcnsationalism 
was  formulated  by  one  of  the  nine- 
teenth-century separatist  movements, 
the  Plymouth  Brethren.  Hitherto,  all 
Christians  had  believed  that  the 
church  fulfills  the  prophecies  of  the 
Old  Testament,  and  that  the  future 
of  saved  Jews  falls  within  the  general 
life  of  the  church.  Dispensationalism 
overturned  this  time-tested  confes- 
sion bv  contending  that  the  church 
is  only  an  interim  period  between  two 
Jewish  economies,  the  Old  Testament 
and  the  millennium,"  pages  64,  117). 

It  will  doubtless  come  as  a  surprise 
to  many  that  Dr.  Carnell  rejects  the 
notion  that  God  will  literally  fulfill 
His  promises  to  the  nation  of  Israel. 
Even  more  surprising  is  his  statement 
that  before  the  rise  of  the  Plymouth 
Brethren  movement  in  the  nineteenth 
century  "all  Christians  had  believed 
that  the  church  fulfills  the  prophecies 
of  the  Old  Testament."  But  it  is  a 
well-established  fact  that  the  Chris- 
tian church  adhered  to  a  pre  millen- 
nial interpretation  of  Old  Testament 
prophecies  during  the  first  three  or 
four  centuries  of  its  existence.  For 
example,  Justin  Martyr  wrote  about 


the  year  135  A.D.:  "I  and  others, 
who  are  right-minded  Christians  on 
all  points,  are  assured  that  there  will 
be  a  resurrection  of  the  dead,  and  a 
thousand  years  in  Jerusalem,  which 
will  then  be  built,  adorned,  and  en- 
larged, [as]  the  prophets  Ezekiel  and 
Isaiah  and  others  declare"  (Dialogue 
With  Trypho,  LXXX). 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion,  I  must  say  that  I 
have  been  deeply  shocked  and  sad- 
dened by  reading  this  book:  If  it 
represents  a  trend  in  evangelical 
theology  today,  those  who  know  and 
love  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  His 
infallible  Word  need  to  be  alerted 
to  its  characteristics  and  warned 
against  its  consequences.  In  the  words 
of  another  reviewer,  "There  is  a  case 
for  orthodoxy,  but  it  is  not  found  in 
this  book.  Better  that  it  had  not  been 
written  at  all— unless  it  should  spur 
someone  to  write  the  book  that  ought 
to  be  written.  .  .  .  One  may  pray  that 
as  Professor  Carnell  returns  to  his 
full-time  teaching  and  writing  he  will 
re-examine  his  whole  position,  sense 
the  futility  of  the  course  he  defends 
in  the  second  half  of  this  volume,  and 
come  to  regret  the  injustice  he  has 
done  to  the  very  cause  of  the  Gospel 
to  which  he  is  without  doubt  com- 
mitted. Then  he  may  devote  his 
talents  to  championing  orthodoxy  as 
the  only  hope  for  a  generation  in 
desperate  need  of  that  gospel"  (Rob- 
ert E.  Nicholas,  The  Westminster 
Theological  Journal,  November  1959, 
p.  95)/ 

INTELLECTUAL  STAGNATION? 
By  John  Rea,  Th.D. 

In  his  book  The  Case  for  Orthodox 
Theology,  Dr.  Carnell  lists  as  one  of 
the  perils  of  orthodoxy  as  the  intel- 
lectual stagnation  among  Christians 
of  the  last  generation  or  two.  He  lays 
this  torpor  to  the  charge  of  the  funda- 
mentalists (pp.  119,  120).  He  and 
Dr.  George  Ladd,  also  of  Fuller  Semi- 
nary, believe  that  fundamentalists 
have  separated  themselves  from  the 
field  of  general  education,  belittling 
the  value  of  general  wisdom  and 
holding  that  only  a  Bible  education 
is  necessary.  Elsewhere  (p.  110),  Dr. 
Carnell  claims  that  contemporary 
orthodoxy  does  very  little  to  sustain 
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Every  informed  person  is  aware  of 
the  great  ideological  conflict  which 
exists  in  the  political  world  of  today. 
In  its  most  dramatic  form,  it  is  seen 
in  the  conflicting  philosophies,  ideas, 
and  systems  of  the  Free  World  vs  the 
Communist  World,  or  "East"  vs 
'West."  While  in  this  ideological 
stage,  and  when  physical  conflict  is 
at  a  minimum,  it  is  popularly  referred 
to  as  the  "cold  war." 

What  many  do  not  seem  to  real- 
ize is  that  another  ideological  cold 
war  has  been  declared  in  the  eccle- 
siastical world.  In  this  conflict  too, 
the  battle  is  basically  one  of  ideas, 
and,  as  in  the  political  war,  propa- 
ganda is  one  of  the  chief  weapons. 

One  of  the  principles  behind  the 
propaganda  technique  is  that  of  psy- 
chological "conditioning."  One  does 
not  need  special  training  in  this  field 
to  be  able  to  recognize  this  principle 
at  work.  It  is  illustrated  in  the  story 
of  the  shepherd  boy  who  cried, 
'Wolf,  wolf,"  until  everyone  began 
to  ignore  him.  And  when  the  "wolf" 
finally  appeared,  no  one  heeded  the 
warning,  for  they  had  been  condi- 
tioned to  look  upon  it  as  false.  There 
is  another  blunt  way  to  put  the  mat- 
ter: if  you  repeat  something  often 
enough,  loudly  enough,  many  will  be- 
gin to  accept  it  as  truth  even  though 
it  may  be  false. 

With  this  principle  the  propa- 
gandist, political  or  religious,  arms 
himself. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  article  to 
trace  the  development  of  one  line 
of  the  recent  religious  propaganda 
that  has  had  a  devastating  effect  upon 
the  Christian  church.  (It  should  be 
observed  that  many  who  have  fallen 
into  these  errors  have  done  so  un- 
consciously, and  are  thus  more  to 
be  prayed  for  than  censured.)  There 
appears  to  be  four  stages  in  the  de- 
velopment: 

"DON'T   BE   NEGATIVE!" 

This  rather  harmless  sounding  ad- 
monition is  the  starting  point.  Jt  is 
insisted   that  it   is  unnecessary,   un- 


christian, and  unwise  to  say  anything 
about  anyone  or  any  group  or  any 
movement  that  is  not  commendary. 
A  man  who  claims  to  be  a  Christian 
recently  walked  out  of  a  Brethren 
church  because  something  was  said 
from  the  pulpit  that  put  Christian 
Science  in  an  unfavorable  light 
(evidently  the  same  man  was  not  of- 
fended over  what  Christian  Science 
has  to  say  about  the  blood  of  Christ). 
A  professor  in  a  conservative  Chris- 
tian theological  seminary  left  his  Bap- 
tist church  because  the  pastor  refused 
to  join  with  a  liberal  in  a  united  meet- 
ing and  told  his  congregation  why. 
The  principle  is  applied  to  our  at- 
titude toward  the  Roman  Church. 
The  following  example  was  picked 
as  a  sample:  "Sunday,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
—  will  use  as  his  sermon  theme,  "My 
Audience  With  Pope  John  XXIII.' 
Through  this  message  he  hopes  to 
create  a  'bridge  of  understanding'  of 
Protestant  and  Catholic  differences, 
which  he  feels  is  the  only  way  people 
will  come  to  mediate  their  differ- 
ences." 

The  dangerous  thing,  of  course, 
is  that  there  is  an  element  of  truth 
to  the  bare  statement.  We  who  are 
evangelical   dare  not  become   guilty 


of  "negativism";  that  attitude  of  con- 
stant hostility  which  suspects  every- 
thing and  sees  only  the  bad  side  of 
every  issue.  Our  sermons  must  not 
be  only  "the  case  against."  Much  of 
the  Word  of  God  is  a  positive  procla- 
mation. 

But  there  is  a  world  of  difference 
between  this,  and  the  absolute  cen- 
sorship which  demands  that  we  abdi- 
cate our  appointed  place  of  responsi- 
bility to  pronounce  against  sin,  false 
doctrine,  and  dangerous  trends.  Even 
in  this,  we  must  be  wise,  and  gracious, 
and  careful;  but  with  all  our  strength 
we  must  resist  this  attempt  to  gag 
our  pulpits. 

AREAS  OF  FELLOWSHIP  (?) 

"Although  our  differences  are 
great,  there  are  still  some  areas  for 
fellowship  and  united  action." 

And  by  this  device,  our  evangeli- 
cal friend  finds  himself  swept  away 
in  a  tide  of  committee  activities  for 
civic  action,  ministerial  floats,  and 
smut  campaigns. 

Once  again,  there  is  an  element 
of  truth  involved.  Just  because  the 
man  next  door  is  a  liberal  preacher 
doesn't  mean  the  wives  cannot  speak 
over  the  back  fence,  or  the  children 
can't  play  hide-and-seek  together. 
There  may  even  be  a  place  for  a 
"united  front"  on  some  issues.  And 
in  the  proper  context  this  principle 
can  be  accepted  by  the  evangelical. 
But  when  he  suddenlv  recognizes  it 
as  the  tool  of  a  master  plan  to  mani- 
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pulate  him  into  a  compromise  of  his 
convictions,  he  feels  he  must  object. 

But  although  he  would  like  to 
point  out  the  problems,  he  has  al- 
ready been  conditioned  by  the  pre- 
vious maneuver,  and  he  suddenly 
remembers  the  motto:  "Only  positive 
suggestions  allowed."  He  would  like 
to  point  out  the  recent  observation  of 
Vance  Havner:  "Leander  S.  Keyser 
and  Gresham  Machcn  championed 
the  faith  once  for  all  delivered.  .  .  . 
Some  of  these  old  worthies  have  been 
much  maligned  since,  especially  as  it 
has  become  almost  an  unpardonable 
sin  to  condemn  false  doctrine."  But  to 
his  new  friends  Vance  Havner  would 
probably  be  considered  a  hopeless  re- 
actionary. 

UNITED  EFFORTS  (?) 

"Our  differences  must  not  be  too 

serious  after  all,  look  how  successful 
our  united  efforts  have  been." 

The  ministerial  float  won  the 
grand  prize  in  the  Christmas  Parade 
(the  committee  said  they  especially 
appreciated  the  religious  motif).  The 
pornography  has  been  taken  out  of 
the  reach  of  the  children  by  the  drug- 
gist ("anything  to  cooperate  with  the 
Lord").  And  it  would  be  a  shame  to 
disrupt  the  new-found  unity. 

The  argument  runs  like  this:  if  we 
can  have  a  successful  campaign 
against  smut  on  the  newsstands,  why 
can't  we  cooperate  on  a  program  of 
church  extension,  or  a  united  com- 
munity service,  or  a  citywide  "evan- 
gelistic" campaign?  The  logic  is  so 
plausible,  and  the  "spirit"  of  the  meet- 
ing   so    good    that    our    evangelical

brother  completely  overlooks  the  fal- 
lacy. It  doesn't  dawn  on  him  until 
too  late  that  the)'  have  moved  from 
the  area  of  the  primarily  civic  into 
the  area  of  the  primarily  spiritual, 
and  that  the  new  activities  will  in- 
volve theological  content,  doctrinal 
convictions,  and  spiritual  commit- 
ments. 

To  start  things  off,  one  of  the  local 
churches  invites  a  Roman  priest  in 
to  address  the  men's  meeting.  This, 
of  course,  is  only  in  the  interests  of 
"broadening  the  dimension  of  mutual 


understanding."  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  the  same  pastor  had  pre- 
viously said  that  he  could  not  preach 
a  gospel  message  and  give  an  invita- 
tion "like  Billy  Graham"  because  it 
would  be  misunderstood  and  cause 
confusion  in  his  church.  They  just 
didn't  do  things  that  way. 

The  evangelical  started  to  say 
something,  but  he  ended  up  mum- 
bling "never  mind"  as  he  realized  that 
such  obscurantist  objections  would  be 
drowned  with  cries  of  "For  shame." 

OUR   FINAL   GOAL(?) 

"We  are  nearing  our  final  goal: 
complete   religious   togetherness." 

It  is  not  the  ecumenical  organ- 
ization that  bothers  me,  it  is  the 
ecumenical  dynamic.  It  is  impos- 
sible to  realize  the  dedication  of  the 
men  concerned  unless  one  can  as- 
sociate with  them  for  awhile.  This 
commitment  to  the  principle  of  total 
ecumenism  is  a  driving  force,  a  faith, 
a  passion.  Many  of  them  are  willing 
to  sacrifice  every  other  loyalty  to  this 
grand  goal. 

Ecumenicity  is  not  a  dream,  it  is 
a  fact.  It  has  received  general  ac- 
ceptance  from  a  large  segment  of 
Protestantism.  And  the  wheels  of 
ecclesiastical  machinery  are  slowly 
grinding  toward  a  new  liaison  be- 
tween Rome  and  organized  Protes- 
tantism. This  spirit  is  exemplified 
by  a  recent  statement  from  the  arch- 
bishop of  York,  described  as  the  sec- 
ond highest  prelate  in  the  Church  of 
England.  Dr.  Ramsay  said  he  "would 
be  perfectly  willing  to  accept  the 
Pope  as  presiding  bishop  among  the 
bishops  of  Christendom  'first  among 


equals'  but  not  as  infallible.  He  said 
he  would  be  willing  to  address  Pope 
John's  council  if  it  involved  no  com- 
promise of  his  beliefs  and  'would  wish 
to  tell  such  a  gathering  that  the  An- 
glican church  is  a  part  of  the  true 
Catholic  church   of  Christ.' "

with  new  arguments  the  case  for  the 
inspiration   of   the   Bible. 

Dr.  Carnell  intimates  that  in  the 
realm  of  Biblical  scholarship  funda- 
mentalists have  become  stagnant. 
Who  dares  to  disparage  the  scholarly 
contributions  in  the  Old  Testament 
field  of  Oswald  T.  Allis,  who  has 
written  The  Five  Books  of  Moses, 
and  The  Unity  of  Isaiah;  R.  Laird 
Harris,  Inspiration  and  Canonidty 
of  the  Bible;  John  W.  Klotz,  Genes, 
Genesis,  and  Evolution;  Merrill  F. 
Linger,  Israel  and  the  Arameans  of 
Damascus,  Archaeology  and  the  Old 
Testament,  and  others;  and  Edward 
J.  Young,  My  Servants  the  Prophets, 
Old  Testament  Introduction,  Studies 
in  Isaiah,  Thy  Word  is  Truth,  and  so 
on?  In  the  New  Testament  field, 
there  are  the  commentaries  of  Wil- 
liam Hendriksen  on  The  Gospel  of 
John  in  two  volumes,  I  and  II  Thes- 
salonians,  and  I  and  II  Timothy  and 
Titus;  Charles  C.  Ryrie,  Biblical 
Theology  of  the  New  Testament; 
Ned  Stonehouse,  Paid  Before  the 
Areopagus,  and  The  Witness  of  Lidie 
to  Christ;  and  Merrill  C.  Tennev, 
The  New  Testament:  A  Survey, 
John:  The  Gospel  of  Belief;  Galations: 
The  Charter  of  Christian  Liberty, 
and  the  Genius  of  the  Gospels.  And 
in  the  field  of  apologetics  is  Cornelius 
Van  Til,  The  Defense  of  the  Faith. 
None  of  these  recent  works  of  living 
scholars,  who  are  willing  to  stand 
in  the  fundamentalist  camp,  could  be 
criticized  as  being  pools  of  stagnant 
water  or  as  fountains  run  dry!

Mr.  Jen- 
son concluded  his  article  by  declaring:  "The  answer  to  juvenile 
delinquency  cannot  be  found  in  a  program,  but  in  a  person- 
Jesus  Christ." 

In  this  issue  of  the  Missionary  Herald  we  salute  hundreds  of 
teen-agers  across  this  Nation  who  are  faithfully  living  for  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  At  school,  work,  and  in  "sports"  many  of 
these  have  excelled.  At  the  same  time  they  have  boldly  taken 
their  stand  for  Christ,  and  are  not  ashamed  to  be  known  as 
"Christian"   young  people.

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INGERSOLL    BOWS    TO    CHRIST

On  one  occasion  the  infidel 
Ingersoll  was  to  lecture  on  "The 
Foundations  of  the  Christian 
Faith."  There  was  living  in  the 
same  city  a  former  schoolmate  who 
had  started  upon  the  legal  profes- 
sion with  great  promise,  married  a 
lovely  woman,  and  was  the  father 
of  two  children.  Drink  had 
dragged  him  down  so  low  that  it 
ruined  his  home,  broke  the  heart 
of  his  wife,  sent  his  children  into 
the  street,  and  lost  him  his  good 
name,  character,  and  friends. 

Found  one  night  lying  drunk 
in  an  alley,  he  was  taken  to  a  home, 
washed,  fed,  and  put  to  bed  by 
a  Christian  worker  who  besought 
him  to  change  his  course  .  .  . 
God's  grace  transformed  him  into 
a  sober  Christian.  He  rebuilt  his 
shattered  home,  brought  back  his 
children  from  the  streets,  restored 
the  roses  to  his  wife's  cheeks,  and 
attained  again  to  respectability  in 
his  calling.  Reading  in  the  news- 
papers the  notice  of  Ingersoll's 
lecture,  he  wrote  him  the  follow- 
ing letter: 

"My  Dear  Old  Friend,  I  see 
that  tonight  you  are  to  deliver  a 
lecture  against  Christianity  and 
the  Bible.  Perhaps  you  know  some 
of  my  history  since  we  parted.  I 
disgraced  mv  home  and  family, 
lost  my  character  and  all  that  a 
man  can  hold  dear  in  this  world. 
You  mav  know  that  I  went  down 
and  down  until  I  was  a  poor  de- 
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spised  outcast,  and  when  I  thought 
there  was  none  to  help  me  and 
none  to  save,  there  came  one  in 
the  name  of  Jesus  who  told  me 
of  His  power  to  help,  of  His  lov- 
ing-kindness and  tender  sympathy, 
and  through  the  story  of  the 
cross  of  Christ  I  turned  to  Him. 
I  brought  my  wife  back  to  my 
home,  and  gathered  my  children 
together  again,  and  we  are  happv, 
now,  and  I  am  doing  what  good  I 
can. 

"And  now,  old  friend,  would 
you  stand  tonight  before  the  peo- 
ple of  Pittsburgh,  and  tell  them 
what  vou  have  to  sav  against  the 
religion  that  will  come  down  to 
the  lowest  depths  of  hell  and  find 
me  and  help  me  up  and  make  my 
life  happy  and  clothe  my  chil- 
dren and  give  me  back  my  home 
and  friends— will  you  tell  them 
what  you  have  to  say  against  a  re- 
ligion like  that?" 

Mr.  Ingersoll  read  the  letter  be- 
fore his  audience,  and  he  said: 
"Ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  have 
nothing  to  say  against  a  religion 
that  will  do  this  for  a  man.  I  am 
here  to  talk  about  a  religion  that 
is  being  preached  bv  the  preach- 
ers. You  can  find  fault  with  the 
church,  but  there  stands  One  su- 
preme, and  no  man  has  ever  dared 
to  point  his  finger  at  the  character 
of  Christ  and  find  any  fault  with 
Him."

Teen-agers  Thin 


STEPHEN  STUTZMAN  was  born  March 
11,  1942  in  Washington.  D.  C,  where  he 
has  lived  nearly  all  his  life.  He  is  a  senior 
at  Herndon  High  School.

Time  and  again  I  read  stories 
about  the  senseless  and  brutal 
crimes  that  are  committed  by 
teen-agers  today.  At  one  time  such 
articles  angered  me,  but  now, 
more  and  more,  they  arouse  a 
feeling  of  pity.  As  a  Christian, 
I'm  unlike  these  juvenile  delin- 
quents; yet  really,  Christ  is  the 
only  difference.  Frequently,  how- 
ever, I  seem  to  forget  this.  The 
problem,  I  think,  is  that  Chris- 
tian young  people  and  unsaved 
young  people  have  stereotyped 
one  another. 

In  the  eyes  of  the  world  I,  a 
Christian,  am  a  "real  square."  On 
the  other  hand,  I  am  often  in- 
clined to  think  of  all  unsaved  teen- 
agers as  real  or  potential  juvenile 
delinquents.  When  we  strike  up 
a  friendship  though,  I  find  that 
he's  really  not  such  a  bad  guy  after 
all.  He  in  turn  discovers,  I  hope, 
that  I'm  actually  something  more 
than  a  "square."  I've  got  some- 
thing a  "square"  doesn't  have— 
Christ. 

I'm  convinced  that  by  befriend- 
ing unsaved  teen-agers,  rather  than 
shving  away  from  them,  as  I  am 
more  inclined  to  do,  and  by  ac- 
cepting them  as  persons,  rather 
than  as  a  social  type,  I  will  be 
able  to  introduce  them  to  my  Sav- 
iour and  to  a  life  free  from  de- 
linquency, triumphant  over  all. 
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bout  Juvenile  Delinquency 


"Even  in  laughter  the  heart  is 
sorrowful;  and  the  end  of  that 
mirth  is  heaviness"  (Prov.  14:13). 
One  of  the  most  heartbreaking 
pictures  on  the  American  scene  to- 
day is  the  crumbling  moral  founda- 
tion upon  which  our  society  is 
based— spiritual  needs  have  given 
way  to  material  desires,  parent  love 
and  discipline  have  been  sup- 
planted bv  apathy  and  indifference 
—juvenile  delinquency  is  but  a  re- 
flection of  that  general  spiritual 
breakdown. 

No  scene  on  earth  is  so  sad  as 
the  young  person  who  searches 
blindly  for  an  anchor  for  the  fu- 
ture—searches for  certainty;  truth 
which  will  be  as  true  tomorrow 
as  it  is  today. 

At  onlv  one  place  can  we  find 
both  a  Rock— our  anchor  against 
the  storms  of  life— and  perfect 
truth.  "He  [God]  is  the  Rock  .  .  . 
a  God  of  truth"  (Deut.  32:4).  It 
is  a  solemn  question,  one  which 
confronts  everv  thoughtful  per- 
son: can  God  be  denied?  Christ 
said:  "I  am  the  way,  the  truth, 
and  the  life"  (John  14:6).  He 
promises  that  "I  [Christ]  give  unto 
them  [that  accept  Him]  eternal 
life;  and  they  shall  never  perish" 
(John  10:28),  and  assures  us  that 
"In  me  ye  might  have  peace" 
(John  16:33). 

"How  shall  we  escape,  if  we 
neglect  so  great  salvation"  (Heb. 
2:3). 
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JEAN  PITTMAN  was  "a  church  mem- 
ber" for  many  years;  yet  she  did  not 
come  to  know  the  Lord  until  just  twenty- 
three  days  before  she  graduated  from 
high  school.  Through  the  preaching  of 
Evangelist  Dean  Fetterhoff.

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JUVENILE  DELINQUENT 


"Arsonists  Set  Fire  to  College 
Floats";  "Boys,  Girls  Rob  Man  of 
$84."  What  is  the  answer  to  juve- 
nile delinquency,  I  wonder  as  I 
read  the  headlines  from  my  home- 
town newspaper?  The  authorities 
propose  many  tentative  causes. 
Eliminate  these,  they  say,  and  de- 
linquency will  stop.  One  theory 
is  that  delinquency  arises  out  of 
poverty  and  want;  yet  how  does 
that  account  for  the  large  number 
of  delinquents  from  well-to-do 
homes  and  families?  As  the  young- 
est member  in  a  family  of  thirteen, 
I  have  known  plenty  of  hunger 
and  want  and  poverty.  I,  then, 
should  be  a  delinquent.  No;  that 
is  not  the  answer. 

The  Bible  says:  "As  he  [a  man] 
thinketh  in  his  heart,  so  is  he." 
I  wonder  if  a  teen-ager  can  sit 
through  one  of  the  immoral  pic- 
tures being  flashed  on  the  screens 
of  the  theaters  around  the  coun- 
try today  and  not  think  it  in  his 
heart,  or  absorb,  what  he  is  see- 
ing? I  wonder  if  teen-agers  can 
observe  the  godlessness  of  par- 
ents and  other  adults  without  hav- 
ing it  mar  their  lives?  Still,  I  do 
not  believe  that  these  are  the  pri- 
mary causes  of  juvenile  delin- 
quency. What  of  the  number  of 
delinquents  from  godly,  Christian 
homes? 

Basically  the  problem  of  the 
teen-ager  is  the  same  as  that  of  the 
adult.  Man  was  created  by  God  for 
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fellowship.  For  this  reason  there 
is  a  great  void  in  the  heart  of  every 
human  being  that  onlv  God  can 
fill.  When  a  voung  person  rejects 
the  truth  of  the  Gospel,  refuses 
to  accept  Jesus  Christ  as  his  per- 
sonal Saviour  and  Redeemer  from 
sin,  he  feels  lonely  and  empty, 
and  his  delinquency  is  a  futile 
searching  for  something  to  fill  the 
place  reserved  for  Jesus,  and 
Jesus  alone.  Someone  once  asked 
the  multi-millionaire,  John  D. 
Rockefeller,  how  much  money  it 
took  to  make  a  man  happy.  I  don't 
think  I'll  ever  forget  his  answer: 
"Just  a  little  bit  more."  Teen- 
agers today  are  constantly  look- 
ing for  just  a  little  bit  more  of 
whatever  they  can  find  to  make 
them  happy.  How  unsuccessful 
they  have  been!  Jesus  says  in 
Revelation  3:20:  "Behold,  I  stand 
at  the  door  and  knock:  if  any  man 
hear  my  voice,  and  open  the  door, 
I  will  come  in  to  him,  and  will 
sup  with  him,  and  he  with  me." 
Truly  Christ  is  the  answer!  "Come 
unto  me  all  ye  that  labor  and  are 
heavy  laden  and  I  will  give  you 
rest."  I  know  this  promise  of  the 
Lord  to  be  true.  It  has  been  proven 
in  mv  own  heart  and  life.  Yes;  if 
everv  teen-ager  would  but  receive 
Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and  Saviour, 
and  find  the  peace  and  jov  of  real 
life  in  serving  Him,  I  am  sure  that 
juvenile  delinquency  would  cease 
to  be  a  problem. 
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THE  KEY 

to 
"Rock  and  Roll" 


If  I  would  say  that  I  liked  Rock- 
n-Roll,  it  would  not  be  conducive 
to  a  good  Christian  testimony  be- 
cause there  are  so  many  worldly 
things  connected  with  it.  The  trou- 
ble with  Rock-n-Roll  is  that  many 
teen-agers,  even  Christian  teen- 
agers, listen  to  the  radio  night  and 
day.  These  Christian  teen-agers 
think  more  about  being  able  to 
talk  about  the  most  popular  song 
and  singer  with  the  gang  than  thev 
do  of  telling  the  gang  that  Jesus 
Christ  died  for  their  sins. 

Also  we  ought  to  obey  God.  In 
His  Word  He  savs:  "And  what- 
soever ye  do  in  word  or  deed,  do 
all  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ"  (Col.  3:17).  Songs  are 
words  put  to  music.  I  can't  sing 
the    words    of    Rock-n-Roll    songs 

o 

in  Jesus'  name,'  and  I  believe  that 
you    as   a    Christian    cannot    con- 
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scientiously    either.    Many    times 
they  are  cheap  and  suggestive. 

And  what  about  you,  who  don't 
know  Christ?  Wouldn't  you  like 
to  be  able  to  sing,  "I'm  so  happv, 
and  here's  the  reason  why,  Jesus 
took  my  burdens  all  away,"  and 
know  that  this  is  true?  You  may 
have  this  happiness  by  simply 
doing  as  the  song  savs:  "Believe 
on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  thou 
shalt  be   saved."

It  was  the 
voice  of  a  woman.  The  gates 
opened  wider,  and  then  I  wit- 
nessed a  sight  which  if  eternitv 
can  wash  it  awav  from  my  mind, 
time  never  can.  It  was  a  woman. 
Two  policemen  walked  in  front, 
two  behind.  One  stalwart  man 
held  firmly  the  arm  on  the  right, 
and  another  the  arm  on  the  left. 
Her  hair  was  uncombed  and  mat- 


Her  right 
temple  was  blackened  with  bruises; 
clots  of  dry  blood  stood  upon  her 
left  temple.  Her  clothes  were  torn 
and  bloodstained.  She  tried  to 
wrench  her  arms  from  the  grasp 
of  the  police.  The  very  atmosphere 
of  the  morning  was  laden  with  her 
curses  and  her  oaths.  She  tossed 
her  head  wildly  as  the  six  police- 
men dragged  her  down  the  pas- 
sageway and  through  the  gates. 

What  could  I  do?  One  more 
moment  and  the  golden  opportu- 
nity would  be  gone.  Could  I  offer 
prayer?  No;  there  was  not  time. 
Could  I  sing?  It  would  have  been 
absurd.  Could  I  give  her  money? 
She  could  not  take  it.  Could  I 
quote  a  verse  of  Scripture?  She 
would  not  heed  it.  Whether  it  was 
an    angel's    suggestion    or    not,    I 
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never  stopped  to  think,  but  the  im- 
pulse of  a  burning  desire,  which 
filled  my  heart  as  she  passed,  made 
me  step  quickly  forward  and  kiss 
her  upon  her  cheek. 

Whether  the  police  were  taken 
off  their  guard  by  my  extraordi- 
nary action  and  had  released  their 
grasp  I  do  not  know,  but  with  one 
wrench  she  freed  her  arms,  and 
clasping  her  hands  as  the  wind 
spread  her  matted  and  dishevelled 
hair,  she  looked  toward  the  gray 
skies  and  said,  "My  God!"  looked 
wildlv  around  for  a  moment,  and 
then  said:  "My  God,  who  kissed 
me?

No- 
body has  ever  kissed  me  since  my 
mother  died."  Lifting  her  tattered 
apron,  she  buried  her  face  in  her 
hands,  and  like  a  little  lamb,  she 
was  led  to  the  vehicle  which  took 
her  to  prison. 

Later,  I  went  to  the  prison  in 
the  hope  of  seeing  her,  and  at  the 
door  stood  the  warder. 

When  I  approached  the  warder, 
she  said:  "We  think  her  mind  has 
gone.  She  does  nothing  but  pace 
up  and  down  her  cell,  asking 
every  time  I  go  in  if  I  know  who 
kissed  her." 

"Would  you  let  me  go  in  and 
speak  to  her?"  I  said.  "I  am  her 
best  and  only  friend.  Would  you 
let  me  so  right  inside  her  cell?" 

"Yes,  yes."  She  opened  the  door, 
and  I  crept  in.  Her  face  was  clean, 
her  eves  were  large  and  beautiful, 
and  she  said:  "Do  you  know  who 
kissed  me?  When  the  policemen 
were  bringing  me  in  here  the  other 
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morning  somebodv  in  the  crowd 
stepped  up,  and  put  a  kiss  on  my 
face.  Do  you  know  who  it  was?" 
And  then  she  told  me  her  story. 

"When  I  was  a  little  girl,  seven 
years  old,  my  widowed  mother 
died;  she  died  very  poor,  although 
she  was  of  gentle  birth.

When  she  was  dying  she  called 
me  to  her,  and  took  my  little  face 
in  both  her  hands,  and  kissed  it, 
and  she  said:  'My  poor  little  girl;

"For  as  the  rain 
cometh  down,  and  the  snow  from 
heaven,  and  returneth  not  thither, 
but  watereth  the  earth,  and  maketh 
it  bring  forth  and  bud,  that  it  may 
give  seed  to  the  sower,  and  bread 
to  the  eater:  so  shall  my  word  be 
that  goeth  forth  out  of  my  mouth: 
it  shall  not  return  unto  me  void, 
but  it  shall  accomplish  that  which 
I  please,  and  it  shall  prosper  in  the 
things  where  to  I  sent  it"  (Isa.  55: 
10-11). 

The  San  Francisco  Chronicle,  in 
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ord  of  God 


a  recent  editorial,  said:  "Nothing 

can  stop  the  Bible.  It  is  useless  to 

call    it    the    world's    best    seller, 

though    it   is,   because   that   term 

implies  comparison— and   there  is 

nothing  else   that   even   remotely 

compares  with  the  Bible  in  popular 

circulation." 

The  Bible,  or  parts  of  it,  has 

now   been    translated   into    1,027 

languages.  It  is  the  most  Wonder- 
ed        O 

ful  book  the  world  has  ever  seen. 
It  is  estimated  that  there  are  more 
than  200,000,000  Bibles.  Placed 
end  to  end  thev  would  make  a  line 
17,000  miles  long. 

It  is  the  oldest  book.  The  five 
books  of  Moses  were  written  seven 
hundred  years  before  Rome  was 
built. 

It  is  the  truest  book.  Other 
books  may  err,  the  Bible  cannot, 
simplv  because  its  Author  is  the 
eternal  God— the  God  who  can- 
not lie.  All  that  He  says  is  truth. 

It  is  the  best-loved  book.  Men 
have  laid  down  their  lives  for  it: 
they  have  purpled  the  heather  on 
Scotland's  hills  with  their  blood, 
died  in  Italy's  valleys,  in  Spain's 
inquisitions,  in  Rome's  prisons 
rather  than  give  it  up.  The  rack, 
the  gallows,  and  the  stake  have 
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failed  to  make  the  Lord's  saved 
ones  give  up,  deny,  or  cease  to  love 
the   Bible. 

"The  word  of  God  is  quick,  and 
powerful,  and  sharper  than  any 
twoedged  sword,  piercing  even  to 
the  dividing  asunder  of  soul  and 
spirit,  and  of  the  joints  and  mar- 
row, and  is  a  discerner  of  the 
thoughts  and  intents  of  the  heart. 
Neither  is  there  any  creature  that 
is  not  manifest  in  his  sight"  (Heb. 
4:12-13). 

An  example  of  the  power  of  the 
Word  of  God  is  seen  in  the  fol- 
lowing story.  Two  servants  of  God 
were  quoting  Scripture  on  the 
street  corner  of  a  small  Wiscon- 
sin town.  One  young  man,  pass- 
ing by  on  his  way  to  a  tavern, 
heard  onlv  the  words  "ye  must  be 
born  again."  Again  and  again 
they  repeated  themselves  to  him. 
While  he  sipped  his  beer  he 
thought  of  them;  when  he  went 
to  bed,  they  came  to  him;  when 
he  milked  the  cows,  they  troubled 
him.  He  had  no  rest,  no  peace— 
the  Word  of  God  was  speaking  to 
him.  The  next  Saturday  he  went 
to  the  corner  where  he  had  heard 
these  words,  and,  seeing  there  the 
men  again  preaching,  he  asked 
them  how  he  could  be  born  again; 
and  there  he  accepted  the  Son 
of  God  as  his  Saviour. 

The  Bible  is  to  be  reverenced, 
read,  believed,  obeyed,  treasured 
in  the  heart,  practiced  in  the  life. 
Do  you  read,  believe,  and  love  the 
Word  of  God?

"But  I  fear  lest  by  any  means,  as 
the  serpent  beguiled  Eve  through 
his  subtilty,  so  your  minds  should 
be  corrupted  from  the  simplicity 
that  is  in  Christ"  (II  Cor.  11:3). 

If  we  could  conduct  an  experi- 
ment, including  every  reader  of 
this  article,  the  result  would  illus- 
trate an  important  principle.  If  you 
were  asked  to  describe  a  crooked 
stick,  each  one  of  our  descriptions 
would  vary  greatly;  however,  if 
you  were  asked  to  describe  a 
straight  stick,  there  would  be  very 
little  room  for  variation.  There  are 
-many  types  of  crookedness,  but 
there  is  only  one  "straight."  Like- 
wise, the  forms  of  wickedness  are 
manifold,  while  righteousness  and 
truth  are  pure  in  their  simplicity. 

The  Message  Is  Simple 

"Christ  died  for  our  sins  accord- 
ing to  the  scripture"  (I  Cor.  15:3). 
This  sublime,  but  simple,  story 
has  been  transforming  lives  for 
2,000  years.  Only  recently  I  read 
the  account  of  a  young  and  popu- 
lar preacher  who  was  called  one 
night  to   the  bedside  of  a   dying 
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woman  in  one  of  the  poorer  sec- 
tions of  London.  After  climbing 
the  trembling  stairs  and  entering 
the  forlorn  room,  he  seated  him- 
self beside  the  bed  and  began  to 
speak  of  courage  and  hope  and 
comfort,  and  like  virtues— as  was 
his  custom  in  his  own  pulpit  from 
week  to  week.  But,  the  dying 
woman  cut  him  short:  "These 
things  are  fine,  but  they're  not 
what  the  likes  o'  me  need;  can't 
vou  just  tell  a  poor  old  woman 
how  to  get  in?"  Accepting  his  re- 
buke, the  young  preacher  related 
the  story  of  Jesus  and  His  love,  of 
Calvary  and  its  meaning.  It  was 
a  storv  he  knew  very  well,  but  had 
pushed  into  the  background  in  his 
all-out  effort  to  address  himself  to 
"the  contemporary  issues."  "And 
while  I  was  at  it,"  he  later  added, 
"I  got  myself  in  too." 

Only  the  glorious  Gospel  can 
meet  the  need  of  the  human  heart 
in  its  final  extremity.  And  it  is  a 
simple   story. 

The  Event  Is  Simple 

"Believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  and  thou  shalt  be  saved" 
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(Acts  16:31).  The  simplicity  of 
faith  has  been  a  stumbling  block 
to  many.  We  have  been  taught  that 
in  life,  "you  don't  get  something 
for  nothing."  But  this  is  not  al- 
ways the  case.  In  fact,  the  most 
precious  possessions  of  life  are  ab- 
solutely free— the  air  we  breathe, 
genuine  friendships,  the  love  of 
wife  or  husband,  the  devotion  of 
a  little  child,  even  life  itself.  Tliese 
cannot  be  bought. 

So  it  is  with  salvation.  If  salva- 
tion cost  one  penny,  thousands 
would  therebv  be  excluded,  for 
there  are  thousands  who  do  not 
have  a  penny.  If  you  had  to  raise 
your  hand  to  be  saved,  thousands 
would  thereby  be  excluded,  for 
there  are  those  who  have  no  hands. 
In  short,  if  there  were  any  such 
merely  human  requirements,  those 
requirements  would  exclude  some- 
one .  .  .  but  any  man  can  believe. 

Any  man  can  throw  himself  on 
the  mercy  of  God,  and  voice  the 
honest  and  humble  prayer  of  the 
true  penitent,  "Lord,  I  believe, 
help  thou  mine  unbelief."  The 
Bible  promises  that  at  this  moment 
"Tis  done!  The  great  transaction's 
done 

I  am  my  Lord's,  and  He  is  mine." 

Whether  it  be  the  little  child, 
the  teen-ager,  the  university  stu- 
dent, the  poor  widow,  the  success- 
ful businessman,  or  anyone  else 
.  .  .  the  ground  at  the  foot  of  the 
cross  is  level.  All  are  on  the  same 
basis:  "For  by  grace  are  ye  saved 
through  faith,  and  that  not  of 
yourselves:  it  is  the  gift  of  God,  not 
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of    works,    lest    any    man    should 
boast." 

The  Life  Is  Simple 

"And  ye  are  complete  in  him" 
(Col.  2:10).  I  am  becoming  in- 
creasingly convinced  that  for  the 
bejiever  it  is  more  difficult  not  to 
live  a  victorious  life  in  Christ,  than 
it  is  to  live  it.  In  order  to  appro- 
priate and  enjoy  all  our  blessings 
in  Him,  we  have  only  to  utilize  the 
means  of  grace  which  He  has 
provided:  the  Word  of  God,  the 
exercise  of  prayer,  and  Christian 
fellowship,  among  others.  But,  in 
order  to  frustrate  the  grace  of  God 
in  our  lives,  we  must  avoid  the 
Word  of  God  in  spite  of  the  heart's 
hunger  to  feed  upon  it;  we  must 
ignore  the  "still  small  voice"  of  the 
Spirit  of  God  who  faithfully  con- 
victs of  sin  and  seeks  to  guide;  we 
must  evade  the  opportunities  for 
fellowship  with  others  who  share 
our  faith  with  all  its  spiritual  com- 
pensations; we  must  reject  every 
opportunity  to  witness  to  others  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  we  know  ours 
is  the  only  life-givino  message.  And 
in  addition  to  this,  we  must  put 
up  with  the  frustrations,  and  mis- 
eries, and  heartache  which  must 
accompany  such  rebellion. 

It's  so  much  easier  to  just  "let 
go  and  let  God  have  His  way."  All 
that  is  necessary  for  salvation  and 
the  Christian  life  is  provided  for 
us.  We  have  only  to  acknowledge 
and  receive  it. 

I  thank  God  for  the  simplicity 
of  salvation.

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"I  was  born  "Ruth  Shellabar- 
ger,"  on  a  farm  near  Covington, 
Ohio,  but  the  family  moved  to 
Covington  before  I  started  to 
school.  Here  I  attended  the  Sun- 
day school  of  the  Christian 
Church  with  some  girls  who  lived 
across  the  street,  but  at  times  went 
with  girl  friends  on  the  other 
corner  to  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
My  father's  family  belonged  to 
the  Church  of  the  Brethren,  but 
this  was  too  far  from  our  end  of 
town  for  us  to  walk. 

My  father  died  when  I  was  eight 
years  old,  and  we  moved  to  a  farm 
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near  West  Milton,  Ohio,  with 
my  mother's  parents.  Again  I  at- 
tended Sunday  school  at  the  Chris- 
tian Church,  although  this  grand- 
mother's family  background  was 
Methodist.  It  was  here  I  also  came 
into  my  first  association  with  a 
member  of  the  Jewish  race.  How- 
ever, it  was  at  the  suggestion  of 
a  Quaker  girl,  that  I  walked  the 
sawdust  trail  in  a  tabernacle  spon- 
sored by  the  combined  churches. 
A  Mr.  Forsythe  was  the  evangelist. 

After  graduating  from  high 
school,  I  attended  business  col- 
lege and  worked  for  two  years  as 
a  stenographer.  But  along  came  a 
voung  man  by  the  name  of 
"Barnes"  who  brought  me  to  Day- 
ton, to  live.  The  First  Brethren 
Church  was  not  very  far  away  and 
we  began  going  to  Sunday  school. 
In  October  1925,  my  husband  and 
I  were  baptized  and  became  mem- 
bers of  the  church.  Three  weeks 
later  he  lost  his  fight  with  cancer, 
and  I  was  left  with  four  small 
children.  We  liked  to  eat,  and  in 
those  days  the  authorities  frowned 
on  folks  running  around  without 
clothes  on,  so  I  went  back  to 
work. 

I  found  a  temporary  job  as  a 
typist,  and  then  a  permanent  job 
as  a  stenographer.  At  this  place 
there  were  too  many  "cuss  words" 
floating  around,  so  I  didn't  stay 
very  long.  Then  my  Father-in- 
Heaven  provided  a  job  as  a  stenog- 
rapher with  another  company— 
not  too  far  from  home  and  con- 
venient to  school,  and  I  have  been 
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with  them  ever  since  (33  years). 

More  than  twenty-six  hundred 
years  ago,  Nahum  (1:7)  wrote: 
"The  Lord  is  good,  a  strong  hold 
in  the  day  of  trouble;  and  he 
knoweth  them  that  trust  in  him." 

The  Bible  contains  many  prom- 
ises to  those  who  place  their  trust 
in  Christ,  but  if  we  couldn't  be 
sure  that  "He  knoweth  them  that 
trust  in  him,"  those  promises  would 
mean  little. 

Before  coming  to  The  Brethren 
Church,  I  was  exposed,  to  a  great- 
er or  lesser  extent,  to  the  reli- 
gious teachings  of  eight  or  more 
different  denominations,  and 
while  I  knew  a  great  many  Bible 
stories,  it  took  our  own  Brethren 
church  to  teach  "trust." 

I  have  never  had  much  of  this 
world's  goods,  but  I  have  never  had 
to  go  hungry,  have  always  had 
clothes  to  wear,  and  a  home  to  live 
in.  Many  troubles  could  have  hap- 
pened over  the  years  that  didn't, 
and  I  am  sure  that  my  Heavenly 
Father  appointed  one  of  His  best 
guardian  angels  to  look  after  me. 

As  I  near  the  age  when  In- 
dustrv  says  I  should  retire,  I  feel 
mv  Heavenly  Father  has  another 
job  lined  up  for  me.  He  has  taken 
care  of  me  thus  far,  and  I  am 
sure  "He  knoweth  them  that 
trust  in  him."

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Historians   seeking    to   discover

the  major  influences  which  have 
molded  the  course  of  American  his- 
tory find  that  the  Bible  has  played 
a  significant  role.  Within  the 
pages  of  this  greatest  of  all  docu- 
ments lie  the  inspiration  for  the 
Declaration  of  Independence,  the 
Bill  of  Rights,  and  the  Four  Free- 
doms. 

The  Bible  was  the  first  textbook 
of  the  American  colonies.  It  was 
the  most  important  factor  in  the 
educational  system  of  those  years, 
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for,  both  in  private  and  public 
schools,  the  Bible  was  the  chief 
text.  In  the  New  England  Primer, 
used  extensively  in  the  elementary 
schools  for  more  than  a  century 
before  the  Revolutionary  War, 
characters  from  the  Bible  were 
used  in  teaching  the  three  R's. 

Making  the  Bible  better  known 
appeared  to  be  the  whole  purpose 
of  earlv  American  education.  Of 
the  ten  colleges  founded  before 
the  Revolution  and  still  in  exist- 
ence, nine  were  begun  to  give 
adequate  training  to  ministers  of 
the  Gospel.  These  were  Harvard, 
William  and  Mary,  Yale,  Prince- 
ton, Washington  and  Lee,  Colum- 
bia, Brown,  Rutgers,  and  Dart- 
mouth. The  tenth,  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  developed  from 
a  charity  school  founded  by  George 
Whitefield,  the  great  Bible  evan- 
gelist. 

Thomas  Jefferson,  who  was 
asked  to  frame  the  Declaration  of 
Independence,  was  learned  in  the 
Bible.  Much  of  the  beauty  and 
clarity  of  his  prose  was  acquired 
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through  years  of  reading  of  the 
New  Testament,  which  he  mas- 
tered in  Greek,  Latin,  French,  and 
English  in  order  to  compile  a  col- 
lection of  excerpts  covering  the 
life  and  teachings  of  Jesus. 

Where  but  in  the  Bible  had  he 
learned  that  men  are  equal  under 
God  and  are  endowed  by  their 
Creator  with  certain  inalienable 
rights?  Jefferson  was  expressing  in 
immortal  phrases  the  convictions 
which  had  led  to  the  Revolution 
and  which  men  had  first  gleaned 
from  the  Word  of  God. 

One  of  the  earliest  acts  of  Con- 
gress was  to  approve  the  printing  of 
a  large  edition  of  the  Bible  and 
officially  recommend  it  to  the 
people  of  the  land.  The  desire  to 
maintain  the  Bible's  influence  in 
American  life  led  to  the  formation 
of  the  Bible  Society  movement 
whose  purpose  was  to  make  the 
Bible  available  to  every  household 
in  the  rapidly  expanding  country. 
Nowadays  this  function  is  con- 
ducted on  an  infinitely  broader 
scale  bv  the  American  Bible  So- 
ciety, founded  in  1816,  which 
prints  millions  of  Bibles,  Testa- 
ments, and  Scripture  portions  in 
many  languages  and  dialects,  and 
distributes  them  to  the  populations 
of  teeming  cities  and  to  obscure 
people  living  in  the  remotest 
corners  of  the  earth. 

The  influence  of  the  Bible  on 
American  life  has  never  waned, 
for  each  year  since  1800  it  has 
been  a  national  best  seller.

What  It  Was 


7959 — A  Year  of  Great  Blessing 

Thanks  be  unto  God!  He  gave  us  a  very  wonderful 
year  in  Brethren  Foreign  Missions.  During  1959  we 
passed  the  one  hundred-mark  in  the  number  of  mis- 
sionaries serving  in  our  seven  fields— the  seventh  having 
been  opened  during  1959.  I  believe  the  total  number  of 
missionaries  is  now  106.  Also,  we  passed  the  $300,000- 
mark  in  the  annual  offering  for  foreign  missions.  As  you 
will  see  elsewhere  in  this  issue,  the  total  in  gifts  was 
$301,894.20.  In  1958  the  total  was  $283,381.27,  and  in 
1957  it  was  $293,530.99.  In  1959  our  annual  offering 
was  the  largest  in  Brethren  foreign-mission  history.  We 
passed  the  22,000-mark  in  baptized  believers  in  Brethren 
churches  in  various  fields,  and  there  are  over  12,000 
awaiting   baptism. 

7959 — Response  During  December  Did  It! 

On  December  1,  1959,  we  were  almost  $20,000  be- 
hind the  total  of  December  1,  1958.  Then  God  moved 
in  the  hearts  of  all  of  us  and  we  gave.  The  total  men- 
tioned above  was  the  happy  result.  We  want  to  thank 
God  for  His  blessings,  and  to  thank  all  of  you  people 
for  your  response.  Including  income  from  sources  other 
than  gifts,  the  grand  total  for  the  year  of  1959  was 
$323,962.06. 

J959_ Second  Highest  Year  of  F.M.  Expenses 

In  1957  our  expenses  were  the  highest  in  Brethren 
foreign-mission  history— an  amount  of  $354,914.68.  In 
1959  the  total  was'  slightly  less-$347,227.69.  This 
means  that  our  excess  of  expenses  over  income  was  $23,- 
265.63,  and  that  our  notes  payable  climbed  by  just 
about   that  amount. 

7959 — Nine  Adult  Missionaries  Sent  Out 

During  1959  there  were  nine  adult  missionaries  sent 
to  the  various  fields.  Within  a  year  all  of  these  will  be 
in  full  productivity  in  the  winning  and  teaching  of 
souls.  Considering  all  the  costs  in  sending  out  these  nine, 
the  total  will  considerably  exceed  the  $23,000  mentioned 
above.  So,  the  year  of  1959  was  actually  a  year  of  very 
economical  operation.  Expenses  would  not  have  exceeded 
income  should  we  have  sent  no  missionaries,  it  would 
seem.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  quite  probable  that  the 
sending  out  of  these  new  missionaries  inspired  all  of 
us  to  give  far  more  than  these  missionaries  actually  cost 
us  in  their  going  out.

What  It  Will  Be 


1960 — Eleven   More  Soon   Ready   To  Go 

These  eleven  candidates  have  prepared  themselves  as 
we  have  suggested.  They  have  been  encouraged  and 
challenged  by  the  needs  and  possibilities  of  our  fields. 
In  addition,  these  eleven  will  cost  us  about  533,000. 
This,  with  the  deficit  of  1959  added  to  the  total  of  our 
wonderful  offering  of  1959,  will  present  our  challenge 
for  1960— that  is,  if  we  are  to  continue  in  the  business 
of  sending  out  new  missionaries,  and  at  the  same  time 
doing  a  reasonably  commendable  job  of  caring  for  the 
veterans  on  the  fields.  That  total  is  $358,000.  Our  goal 
for  1960  just  dares  not  be  less  than  that  amount  if  we 
are  to  do  what  the  Lord  has  outlined  for  us,  and  to  do 
it  without  another  excess  of  expenditure  over  income. 
This  amount  mentioned  as  a  goal  does  not  include  any 
more  for  the  renewing  and  replacement  of  equipment, 
or  for  new  buildings  than  the  minimum  spent  in  that 
activity  last  year. 

7960 — Shall  We  Attempt   This  Rapidly  Expanding 
Program? 

It  is  your  program  as  much  as  it  is  ours.  What  do 
you  want  done?  Shall  we  retrench?  Shall  we  attempt  to 
just  hold  our  own?  Or,  shall  we  expand?  It  is  well  to  re- 
mind ourselves  that  the  Devil  is  not  satisfied  with 
just  holding  his  own.  The  isms  are  not  so  satisfied.  It 
has  been  the  privilege  of  your  general  secretary  to  visit 
in  the  foreign-mission  dinner  meetings  in  six  of  our 
eastern  districts  recently.  If  I  interpret  the  attitude  of 
these  men  and  women  of  God,  they  will  be  satisfied 
with  nothing  less  than  expanding  to  the  extent  that 
the  Lord  has  supplied  the  trained  and  dedicated  workers. 
If  it  is  possible  to  interpret  the  excellent  response  on  the 
part  of  you  thousands  of  foreign-mission  donors,  it  is 
that  we  move  ahead,  treading  softly,  and  be  sure  we  are 
in  the  center  of  His  will  as  we  go.  Were  we  to  move 
ahead  only  when  every  step  is  clear  to  our  physical  sight, 
we  would  make  little  progress  in  the  Lord's  work.  Can 
we  send  out  the  additional  eleven  and  still  care  for  all 
the  other  106?  Sight  would  say  "No."  Walking  by 
sight  we  would  not  dare  send  out  one  of  them.  But 
walking  by  faith  and  not  by  sight,  do  you  agree,  "We 
dare  not,  not  send  them"? 

Have  you  heard  it?  Almost  every  news  report  is  re- 
peating it.  Our  President  declared  it;  economists  agree. 
We  have  ahead  of  us  a  "Decade  of  Unprecedented  Pros- 
perity." It  is  the  Lord  who  gives  us  the  power  to  get 
wealth  (Deut.  8:18),  and  we  should  put  Him  first  in

Had  this  article  been  entitled,  "A 
Report  of  the  Second  National  Con- 
ference of  the  Brethren  Churches  of 
the  Central  African  Republic,"  you 
might  not  want  to  read  it.  But,  that  is 
what  this  is— a  report  from  confer- 
ence. We  hope  that  vou  will  be 
interested  enough  to  read  this  short 
article.  However,  before  vou  read 
further,  let  me  tell  vou  that  the 
title  is  deceiving,  although  vou  will 
discover  that  the  African  brethren 
did  have  something  to  say  about 
drinking  coffee. 

Do  vou  remember  vour  first  trip 
to  National  Conference?  Do  you  re- 
member how  excited  and  eager  you 
were?  Recalling  those  days  will  make 
you  happy  that  vour  African  brethren 
could  have  such  joy  as  vou  had.  Do 
you  remember  vour  long  journey 
from  Philadelphia  or  Los  Angeles 
to  Winona  Lake?  Psychologically, 
your  African  brethren  made  a  much 
longer  trip  than  you  did.  You  stopped 
at  different  towns  on  your  journey, 
but  everywhere  you  stopped  your 
language  was  spoken.  Your  African 
brethren  journeved  through  tribal 
areas  where  different  languages  were 
spoken.  Thev  ventured  into  regions 
where  their  fathers  could  not  go- 
that  is,  go  and  return  alive.  Those 
savage  davs  of  their  fathers  are  so 
near  to  the  present-day  Africans  that 
thev  never  journey  without  fearful 
thoughts  for  their  lives.  What  will 
happen  to  them  on  the  road?  Onlv 
God  knows. 


Do  vou  remember  those  wonderful 
moments  as  vou  arrived  at  the  con- 
ference grounds  and  vou  saw  vour 
friends?  Your  African  brethren  had 
the  same  joy  as  thev  gathered  at 
Bouca.  The  fathers  of  The  Brethren 
Church  (who  took  seriously  the  ad- 
monition to  greet  each  other  with  a 
holv  kiss)  would  have  been  delighted 
with  the  back-slapping  and  blowing- 
in-ears  which  took  place  at  Bouca. 
Those  first  few  excited  moments  of 
greeting  are  probably  the  most  im- 
portant ones  of  the  conference.  It 
matters  not  what  stvle  the  kissing— 
American,  French,  African  or  any 
other— the  Lord  must  be  happy  to 
see  such  joy  among  his  children. 

Perhaps  vou  wonder  what  kind 
of  preaching  one  hears  at  an  African 
conference.  Could  vou  have  been 
there  and  understood,  vou  would 
have  said  to  yourself:  "This  man 
preaches  like  a  Brethren.''  The  doc- 
trines of  the  church  were  expressed 
in  an  African  language  and  enlivened 
with  African  antics.  It  is  really  too 
bad  that  vou  were  not  there,  for  vou 
would  have  enjoved   the  preaching. 

Now  vou  may  be  saving:  'An 
African  might  mimic  a  white  man 
preaching,  but  what  about  business 
sessions?  Can  he  conduct  business?" 
We  might  answer  in  the  affirmative, 
mark  finis,  and  stop.  But  are  you 
not  wondering  about  that  cup  of 
coffee? 

The  first  item  of  business  was  the 
election   of  officers.   The  moderator 


was  Jean  Mane,  a  name  familiar  to 
you  who  read  the  missionary  reports. 
Jean  (John  in  English)  was  born  a 
heathen.  The  Gospel  as  vet  was 
unknown  in  Oubangui-Chari  when 
Jean  first  saw  the  light  of  day.  The 
years  have  put  physical  limitations 
upon  him,  but  nothing  was  lacking 
in  the  way  he  conducted  the  busi- 
ness sessions.  Manv  a  man  with  more 
training  might  have  envied  him  his 
poise.  We,  as  we  watched  him, 
thanked  God  for  the  privilege  of 
being  in  Africa  that  we  might  see 
what  He  can  do  with  men  like  Jean. 

Now  what  shall  we  sav  of  the 
secretary?  Simon  Nambojouina,  an 
instructor  at  the  Bible  Institute,  was 
elected.  A  table  was  provided  for  his 
use.  That  of  course  is  normal  pro- 
cedure for  any  conference.  Now  in 
addition  to  depositing  his  papers  on 
the  table,  he  also  deposited  himself 
thereon.  That  is  not  normal  con- 
ference procedure.  But  had  you  been 
there  to  see  the  condition  of  the 
table,  you  would  have  admired  the 
feat.  One  table  leg  leaned  east,  an- 
other west;  one  leaned  north  and 
the  other  south.  However,  both  the 
table  and  the  secretary  survived  the 
conference.  And  we  can  add  that 
the  minutes  could  not  have  been 
straighter  had  the  table  legs  been 
straight. 

After  the  election  the  delegates 
were  given   the  opportunity   to  pre-

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Missionary  Literature  a  Growing  Ministry

(Editor's  note:  Brother  Don  Span- 
gler,  our  missionary  printer  in 
Africa,  attended  the  annual  con- 
ference of  Evangelical  Literature 
Overseas,  held  near  Stroudsburg, 
Pa.,  in  December  1959.  The  major 
portion  of  his  report,  though 
written  especially  for  the  field 
in  Africa,  should  be  of  general 
interest.) 


I  found  the  Eighth  Annual  ELO 
Conference  to  be  very  enlightening, 
profitable,  and  deeply  spiritual,  above 
and  beyond  all  of  mv  expectations. 
For  the  physical  and  statistical 
aspects,  there  were  140  people  regis- 
tered representing  68  missionary  so- 
cieties, covering  the  whole  world. 
The  work  of  the  ELO  is  divided  into 
three  categories:  producing,  pub- 
lishing, and  distributing  literature. 

We  hear  of  missionary  activities 
being  curtailed  in  certain  countries, 
and  talk  about  having  limited  time 
left  on  the  field,  but  it  was  revealed 
in  a  recent  survey  that  there  is  no 
place  in  the  world  that  is  closed  to 
Christian    literature.    This    includes 


the  Iron  Curtain  and  Bamboo  Cur- 
tain countries.  Right  now,  today, 
there  is  a  steady  stream  of  Christian 
literature  flowing  into  Red  China 
from  missionary  printers  in  southeast 
Asia. 

There  were  many  experiences  and 
ideas  from  other  fields  that  could 
be  adapted,  modified,  or  amplified, 
and  put  to  use  in  our  various  Breth- 
ren fields.  I  will  try  to  report  on  those 
that  dealt  with  Africa  and  the  work 
in  general. 

It  is  conceded  that  we  can  use 
more  pictures  in  our  printing,  but 
we  should  examine  and  see  what  the 
African  sees  in  a  picture.  Two  ex- 
amples were  given.  Never  use  pro- 
file shots  because  they  only  show- 
one  eye  on  a  person,  and  any  African 
knows  a  person  has  two  eves.  And, 
a  native  was  shown  a  picture  that 
had  a  mountain  in  the  background 
with  an  antelope  running  up  the 
side  of  it.  In  the  foreground  was  an 
elephant  on  one  side  and  a  man 
aiming  at  the  antelope  on  the  other 
side.  When  asked  what  he  saw,  the 
native  said  the  man  was  shooting 
at  the  elephant  because  there  was 
much  more  meat  on  it  and  that  the 
antelope  (shown  in  perspective)  was 
too  small. 

We  should  train  African  Chris- 
tians to  write  and  encourage  them 
in  it;  this  will  grow  more  and  more 
evident  in  the  "New  Africa"  which 
is  developing.  It  must  be  done  with 
much  praver  and  guidance  from  the 
Holy  Spirit. 

It  has  been  said  that  there  are 
three  stages  in  training  natives  to 
write:  1,  The  "rah-rah"  stage,  which 
follows  a  literature  conference  where 
the  missionary  is  inspired  to  new 
heights;  2,  The  disappointment  stage 
that  comes  after  several  attempts  that 
fail;  3,  The  triumphant  stage  that 
comes  after  much  praver  and  travail. 
After  we  have  successfully  trained 
the  native  to  write,  he  is  more  real- 
istic in  his  writing  where  we  some- 
times tend  to  drift  into  a  "Pollvanna" 
attitude.  We  should  not  limit  our- 
selves to  training  the  native,  but  work 
with  him.  Manv  times  the  missionary 
must  change  and  adapt  himself  to  the 
native. 


What  types  of  literature  should 
we  use?  In  the  Congo,  they  are  using 
tracts,  tract-of-the-month  clubs, 
seriated  tracts,  monthlv  magazines, 
and  correspondence  courses  in  the 
Bible.  The  tracts  have  a  coupon 
to  be  filled  out  and  returned  when 
more  information  is  wanted  and  this 
gives  the  missionary  an  opening  for 
follow-up  work.  This  can  be  done 
by  more  literature,  or  by  personal 
work.  It  was  brought  out  that  in  the 
Congo  there  is  42  percent  literacy, 
and  there  are  75  percent  of  the  chil- 
dren in  school.  What  a  terrific  chal- 
lenge! 

How  is  a  program  like  this  to  be 
financed?  The  answer  is  the  same 
as  in  finding  natives  to  train  to 
write.  Through  much  intercessory 
prayerl  A  literature  program  should 
be  as  indigenous  as  possible.  In  fact, 
in  the  Congo  the  natives  would 
price  literature  higher  than  the  mis- 
sionaries would.  We  have  an  ad- 
vantage in  the  magazine  field  at 
present,  in  that  there  is  little  or  no 
competition  from  secular  magazines. 
Experience  has  shown  that  in  this 
field,  40  percent  to  50  percent  of  the 
readers  are  non-Christians.  If  we 
are  to  hold  our  advantage,  we  must 
build  a  familv  magazine  with  a  strong 
evangelical  theme.  One  that  is  just 
a  religious  magazine  will  lose  out. 

Much  thought  was  given  to  the 
distribution  of  literature  and  what 
should  be  distributed.  There  is  a 
great  need  for  vital  Christian  liter- 
ature, and  when  we  are  thinking  of 
producing  a  book,  booklet,  or  other 
literature,  we  should  not  say,  'Will 
this  book  sell?"  but,  "Is  this  book 
worth  selling?"  Who  should  distrib- 
ute literature?  Those  who  know  and 
discern—  every  vital  Christian.  Qual- 
ity is  to  be  desired  above  quantity, 
and  we  need  more  of  each.  How 
should  we  distribute?  Mention  was 
made  of  advertising  evangelism  in 
the  newspaper,  over  the  radio,  and 
reference  from  the  pulpit.  These  were 
all  tied  in  with  a  follow-up  program 
that  used  literature.  The  missionary 
who  carries  a  literature  kit  and  dis-

(Editor's  note:  Miss  Kolb,  of  Philadelphia, 
visited  our  field  in  Africa  last  fall.  She 
has  written  of  some  excitement  she  wit- 
nessed.) 

Wednesday,  October  28,  1959,  was 
a  nice,  quiet  da}'  in  a  nice,  quiet, 
restful  place  called  the  "Medical 
Center"  at  Boguila.  At  five  o'clock 
it  was  almost  time  to  get  supper 
ready.  We  returned  some  kevs  to  the 
doctor  at  the  hospital. 

Quiet?  Who  said  that  a  hospital 
is  a  place  for  quiet  and  rest?  Whv 
were  an  excited  man  and  child  run- 
ning toward  us?  Why  was  there 
screaming  in  the  village?  When  thev 
reached  us,  we  asked  why  they  were 
so  upset.  He  said:  "Someone  has 
turned  into  a  buffalo  and  is  killing 
people."  Further  questioning  revealed 

that   there   was   fighting   and   blood- 
ed o 

shed  going  on  in  the  village,  but  the 
cause  was  unknown. 

Wild  tales  were  spreading  and 
hvsterical  mothers  came  running 
with  their  children  to  the  dispensarv 
seeking  protection.  Someone  spied 
the  open  door  of  the  examining  room 
and  rushed  in.  One  after  another 
rushed  in.  Who  said  that  the  room 
onlv  holds  twenty  people?  There 
must  have  been  fortv  or  more  in 
there  by  then. 

Two  Arabs  came  on  the  path  that 
leads  from  the  road.  One  had  on  a 
red  robe— no,  he  had  been  wounded, 
his  robe  was  supposed  to  be  white. 
The  other  Arab  was  limping.  Help 
was  needed  for  these  men.  What  a 
sight  beyond  these  Arabs— local  vil- 
lagers with  spears,  bows  and  arrows, 
knives  and  clubs!  Who  would  want 
to  help  the  wounded  Arabs  with  all 
those  weapons  in  sight?  It  would  be 
Mary  Ann  Habegger,  a  missionary 
nurse,  who  could  only  see  someone 
wounded  and  someone  needing  her. 
She  paid  no  attention  to  the  others 
who  told  her  to  at  least  wait  until 
Dr.  Mason  came  with  a  gun.  She 
met  them  over  at  the  ward  buildings. 

Mary  Ann  started  to  care  for  the 
deep  head  wounds  of  the  one  Arab. 
No  one  moved,  not  even  the  villagers! 
One  of  the  Arabs  spoke  to  Mary  Ann: 
"We  came  here  because  we  know 
this  is  a  'village  of  safety.'"  A  na- 


tive nurse,  who  accompanied  Mary 
Ann,  tended  to  the  deep,  bleeding 
spear  wounds  of  the  other  Arab. 
The  spear  had  completely  pierced 
through  his  thigh.  Dr.  Mason  came 
along,  but  then  he  saw  that  his 
gun  was  not  necessary.  He  needed 
his  medical  skill  and  spiritual  guid- 
ance as  the  villagers  with  their 
weapons,  ready  to  fight,  gathered 
around  him  to  tell  him  what  had 
happened.  You  could  only  see  a  bit 
of  his  white  outfit  as  they  stood  sur- 
rounding him.  For  those  who  were 
too  excited,  the  local  village  judge 
grabbed  their  weapons  from  them. 

Up  the  path  came  some  villagers 
carrying  another  victim  on  their 
shoulders.  They  passed  by.  Was  that 
a  spear  sticking  out  of  that  woman? 
Here  came  some  more  villagers  with 
a  man  on  their  shoulders.  He  looked 
as  if  he  had  been  in  the  way  of  a 
weapon  also.  Up  to  the  dispensary 
they  went.  More  people  came.  Not 
another  wounded!  Yes;  he  was  being 
carried  in  a  hammock.  Here  came 
someone  else  being  helped  to  the  dis- 
pensarv. 

Another  nurse,  Edith  Geske,  re- 
lieved Mary  Ann  in  tending  the 
wounds  of  the  Arabs,  for  she  was 
needed  at  the  dispensary.  Shortly 
thereafter,  other  Arabs  came  to  see 
how  badly  their  brothers  were  hurt. 
The  villagers,  who  were  waiting,  all 
came  forward  at  once.  What  was 
going  to  happen?  The  local  judge 
was  the  group's  spokesman.  As  the

discussion  went  on,  Edith  and  the 
native  nurse  prayed  that  God  would 
quiet  hearts  and  give  wisdom  in  ad- 
vising them  to  wait  until  the  next 
day  to  settle  the  matter.  After  some 
moments,  the  Arabs  who  had  come 
turned  and  left.  What  a  relief! 

A  night's  job  awaited  the  doctor 
and  the  nurses.  The  spear  had 
pierced  the  woman's  face  and  throat 
eight  inches.  In  order  for  Dr.  Mason 
to  remove  the  spear,  one  of  the  na- 
tive nurses  hacksawed  the  protrud- 
ing end.  The  woman  was  in  shock 
but  was  able  to  talk.  She  and  her 
husband  said,  upon  questioning,  that 
she  was  a  believer,  but  that  she 
hadn't  been  living  for  the  Lord.  She 
was  instructed  how  to  get  right  with 
the  Lord.  About  an  hour  after  her 
surgery,  she  died. 

For  one  villager  there  was  no  hope. 

With  chest  and  abdominal  wounds, 

he   survived   only   a    half-hour.    His 

relatives  and  friends  took  him  home 

with    much    sorrow   in    their   hearts. 

Another  villager  had  his  hand  slash- 
es 

ed,  requiring  many  stitches.  His  face 
and  back  had  more  injuries.  A  fourth 
villager  had  a  bad  gash  in  his  leg, 
requiring  more  suturing. 

What  to  do  with  the  Arabs?  The 
local  villagers  blamed  the  Arabs  for 
turning  their  people  into  animals. 
The  lives  of  the  Arabs  were  in  the 
hands  of  the  missionaries.  The  only 
thing  to  do  was  to  care  for  their 
wounds  and  lock  them  up  in  one 
of  the  hospital  ward  rooms.  There 
they  were  safe  until  the  French 
policemen  came  to  take  them  away. 

Supper  was  in  shifts  that  night. 
After  everyone  had  eaten,  Mary  Ann 
and  Dr.  Mason  returned  to  do  more 
sewing  up.  The  rest  of  us  had  prayer 
meeting.  Yes;  it  was  prayer  meeting 
night.  Praver  was  surely  needed  for 
the  missionaries  that  night.  Did  you 
go  to  prayer  meeting  on  October 
28  when  vour  church  was  opened  for 
prayer?  You  were  not  at  Boguila  to 
help,  but  that  is  no  excuse;  you 
were  near  vour  church  so  that  you 
could  go  a  little  distance  to  pray  with 
other  Christians.  We  never  know 
when  our  prayers  are  needed  most. 
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We  must  be  constantly  praying  for 
the    missionaries. 

The  power  of  Satan  is  strong,  but 
we  know  that  the  power  of  the  Lord 
is  stronger!  The  native  Christians 
need  our  prayers.  They  have  not  had 
the  training  and  education  that  we 
have.  The  people  all  around  them 
are  still  worshiping  in  their  heathen 
way.  It  is  hard  to  stand  alone  in  a 
crisis  when  your  background  is  one 


of  idol  worship.  Could  you  do  it^1 
Prav  for  the  Christians  that  thev 
will  grow  in  the  knowledge  of  the 
Lord. 

Thursday  the  French  policeman 
came  and  took  the  two  Arabs  and 
a  villager,  the  one  with  the  injured 
leg,  to  jail.  The  other  villager  was 
kept  at  the  hospital,  for  the  policeman 
was  afraid  that  he  would  die  on  the 
road. 


SHOULD   A   CHRISTIAN    DRINK 
COFFEE?

sent  their  questions.  You  would  have 
thought  that  you  were  in  a  "popcorn" 
meeting.  Questions  flew  thick  and 
fast.  Some  of  them  were  not  thought 
out,  some  were  barbs  to  prick  a  broth- 
er (let  brotherly  love  continue),  but 
some  were  questions  of  real  impor- 
tance to  the  church.  Ways  and  means 
of  building  and  caring  for  church 
buildings,  proper  care  of  sick  pastors, 
conducting  of  schools,  all  were 
questions  which  received  the  care- 
ful attention  of  the  delegates.  What 
about  Christians  who  use  tobacco 
or  alcoholic  beverages?  At  this  ques- 
tion, all  over  the  building  there  arose 
shouts  of  "Put  him  out!"  "Take  his 
name  off  the  list!"  (Let  the  church 
roll   on.) 

Now  for  the  question  which  vou 
have  been  wanting  to  hear.  The 
question  was  voiced  something  like 
this:  "What  shall  Christians  do  at  the 
time  of  the  death  of  a  former  church 
member  who  had  failed  to  repent 
of  his  sins?"  Here  is  the  answer:  "A 
saint  who  fell  and  has  not  vet  fixed 
his  affair  to  have  fellowship  with 
the  church,  and  he  dies,  the  saints 
may  fix  a  hole  to  bury  him.  But  they 
may  not  gather  to  drink  coffee,  or 
gather  money  for  him,  or  sing  hymns 
over  him." 

And  there  you  have  what  was 
said  about  drinking  coffee.  True 
enough  the  subject  is  touched  onlv 
incidentally  in  another  question,  but 
we  warned  vou  at  the  beginning  that 
the  title  was  deceiving.  This  answer 
of  the  conference  delegates  reveals 
the  attitude  of  African  Christians  to 
many  perplexing  questions.  The 
Africans,  in  common  with  Christians 
the  world  over,   enjoy   gathering  in 


informal  groups,  to  sing,  talk,  and 
enjoy  a  cup  of  coffee  or  tea.  When 
the  Christians  feel  that  their  pres- 
ence at  such  a  gathering  would  not 
be  a  testimony  for  holy  living,  as  in 
the  case  of  a  gathering  at  the  time  of 
the  death  of  a  fallen  Christian,  they 
believe  it  best  to  forego  that  gather- 
ing.  However,  thev  are  ready  to 
render  service  to  a  bereaved  family. 
The  Christians  may  dig  the  grave, 
but  there  is  nothing  more  that  they 
can  do.  The  gathering,  the  talking, 
the  singing,  the  drinking  of  coffee, 
all  is  to  be  given  up  in  order  to 
withdraw  from  every  brother  that 
walketh  disorderly. 

The  conference  was  soon  over 
and  the  secretary  read  his  minutes. 
As  thev  heard  once  again  the  items 
of  business,  the  delegates  called  out: 
"Yes,  ves,  that  is  the  way  it  was." 
Some  called:  "We  said  it  like  that." 
And  there,  vou  see,  is  a  new  and 
more  interesting  way  of  approving 
the  minutes.  As  we  listened,  we  were 
glad  for  the  things  we  had  seen  and 
heard.  The  /African  has  taught  us 
many  lessons,  but  what  could  be 
better  than  the  lesson  on  drinking 
of  coffee?  All  things  are  lawful;  but 
not  all  things  are  expedient.  All 
things  are  lawful;  but  not  all  things 
edify. 

The  delegates  have  been  home 
long  enough  that  their  tracks  are  no 
longer  visible  in  the  deep  dust  of 
the  roads.  The  task  of  the  church 
remains.  Will  vou  pray  for  the 
church  in  Africa  that  always  she 
may  honor  Jesus  Christ?  If  you  thus 
pray,  vou  will  soon  forgive  the  mis- 
sionary who  put  a  misleading  title 
to  an  article  to  get  you  to  read  it. 
And  if  you  thus  pray,  you  will  find 
that  your  home  church  will  be  happv 
to  have  vou  there,  for  you  will  be 
a  Christian  whom  the  Lord  can  use. 


What  caused  the  upheaval?  We 
will  probably  never  know.  But  the 
four  villagers  had  been  drinking  too 
much  native  beer,  made  by  the 
woman  involved.  When  the  two 
Arabs  came  by,  these  four  accused 
them  of  turning  the  local  villagers 
into  animals.  When  the  demons  of 
Satan  come  through  alcohol,  men 
become  as  animals. 

The  Sunday  following  my  de- 
parture, the  local  pastor  informed  the 
missionaries  that  he  had  warned  these 
very  people  who  had  been  drinking, 
that  the  judgment  of  God  would  fall 
upon  them  if  thev  did  not  stop  their 
drinking  parties  that  had  been  going 
on  for  davs.  The  Wednesday  fol- 
lowing this  warning  was  the  day  of 
the  riot.  The  Sunday  that  I  was  there, 
a  man  came  forward  to  accept  the 
Lord  Jesus  as  His  Saviour.  Later  it 
was  discovered  that  he  was  the  hus- 
band of  the  woman  who  had  died. 

Does  Africa  need  missionaries?  Do 
the  missionaries  need  our  prayer  sup- 
port? Do  the  native  Christians  need 
our  prayers?  You  answer  the  ques- 
tion!

plays  literature  when  he  speaks  is 
the  one  who  sells  literature.  A  warn- 
ing is  in  place  at  this  point;  we 
should  always  use  the  "love  motive" 
and  not  the  "profit  motive." 

There  are  four  areas  involved  in 
the  literature  ministry,  and  a  mis- 
sionary should  have  a  small  amount 
of  training  in  all  four  and  much  in 
his  major  area.  These  four  are:  1, 
Administration;  2,  editing;  3,  pro- 
duction, and  that  includes  art  lay- 
out, printing,  et  cetera;  and  4,  sales 
and  distribution.  Formal  education  is 
available  in  all  of  these  to  a  mis- 
sionary in  his  furlough  years  in  case 
he  missed  out  on  training  in  the 
literature  ministry  when  in  school 
but  later  finds  himself  involved  in 
a  literature  program  on  the  field. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  board  for 
making  it  possible  for  me  to  attend 
this  conference,  and  feel  that  it 
would  be  well  worth  the  time  spent 
for  each  missionary  home  on  fur- 
lough to  attend  future  conferences 
of  this  organization.

Sometimes  when  we  "look  over" 
an  organization,  we  miss  the  most 
obvious.  As  a  pastor,  I  am  interested 
in  anything  that  will  increase  the 
effectiveness  of  our  local  church  pro- 
gram. In  this  regard,  Christian  Serv-

ice  Brigade  does  a  destinctive  job. 
Relationship 

First  of  all,  the  time-pattern  of  this 
bovs'  work  is  complementarv  to  other 
church  functions.  Brigade  clubs  meet 
on  a  "neutral"  night  and  for  that  rea- 
son thev  appeal  to  bovs  who  are  not 
familiar  with  the  time  pattern  of 
Sundav  school,  church,  or  vouth 
meetings.  It  is  a  small  step  from  a 
neutral  night  to  other  church  func- 
tions. What  pastor  does  not  welcome 
a  red-blooded  kid  into  his  Sundav 
school  and  church  by  way  of  Bri- 
gade? 

The  next  distinctive  I  call  the 
"dress  distinctive."  I  have  three  boys 
of  mv  own.  Thev  are  regular  fellows. 
One  is  a  college  fullback;  another,  a 
high-school  athlete,  and  the  other  a 
junior-high  four-letter  man.  I  am 
amused  when  we  are  about  to  go  to 
a  church  service.  "Dad,"  they  sav, 
"What's  the  pitch?  Do  we  have  to 
dress  up  tonight?  How  about  ties? 
Can  we  wear  a  sports  jacket?"  Be- 
cause of  mv  background,  I  like  to 
see  mv  boys  dressed  up  at  church 
services,  and  I  insist  on  it.  I  notice, 
however,  that  on  the  way  home  in 
the  car  the  ties  are  off  and  shirt  col- 
lars are  open.  Do  I  make  the  point 
clear?  Brigade  is  a  place  where  boys 
are  taught  the  Word  of  God,  led  to 
Christ,  and  given  solid  principles  of 
Christian  living,  but  the  boys  go 
dressed  as  boys!  And  there  is  no  doubt 
but  that  the  Brigade  uniform  has 
appeal  too.  At  Brigade  meetings  boys 
are  dressed  as  boys  like  to  be  dressed. 

Let's  look  again.  I  like  the  boy-to- 
bov  and  man-to-bov  relationship  of 
Brigade.   In   almost  every  other  de- 
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partment  of  our  church  these  bovs 
are  meeting  with  girls.  Don't  mis- 
understand me.  They  should  have 
such  opportunities,  but  I  am  con- 
vinced that  a  boy  needs  a  buddy  and 
a  bov  needs  to  know  clean-cut  men 
of  God.  This  boy-man  pattern  is 
healthv  in  Brigade. 

Recreation 

Another  thing.  How  manv  bovs 
have  a  recreational  program  on  a 
Christian  level?  Most  of  these  bovs 
plav  games  with  guvs  who  do  not 
know  the  Lord.  Mv  boys  have  all 
participated  that  way,  but  the  pro- 
fanitv  and  lack  of  fair  plav  many 
times  is  a  little  rough  to  take.  In 
spite  of  it,  I  have  urged  my  boys 
to  be  "in  there"  playing  it  hard 
and  living  it  clean.  That  is  what  hap- 
pens at  Brigade  athletic  events.  The 
bovs  of  mv  church  are  real  com- 
petitors. I  am  proud  of  them.  Win  or 
lose,  they  do  a  job. 

Was  there  ever  a  day  when 
"spectatoritis"  was  more  prevalent? 
Somebodv  said  not  long  ago  that  tele- 
vision will  bring  on  a  set  of  human 
beings  with  big  ears  and  big  eyes  be- 
cause nothing  else  is  used.  Thousands 
watch  the  games,  but  how  many  play? 
Listening  to  a  radio,  watching  tele- 
vision, buzzing  around  in  a  hot  rod, 
or  going  to  a  weekly  school  game  can 
never  take  the  place  of  all-around 
track  competition,  a  torrid  set  of  ten- 
nis or  water  sports  such  as  Brigade 
provides. 

Reality 

Some  parents  object  on  the  fear  of 


possible  injuries.  One  of  mv  boys  in 
high  school  was  injured  in  a  soccer 
game.  He  lost  a  vear  of  school  and 
may  have  a  permanent  limp,  but  I 
still  prefer  that  to  the  bovs  who  are 
"drug  store  dupes"  only  interested  in 
a  car  ride  and  a  necking  party.  Some 
may  sav:  "Preacher,  that's  being 
rather  frank."  I  say  we  had  better 
get  frank  and  seek  to  develop  our 
bovs  spirituallv,  mentallv,  and  phys- 
ically. We  have  no  time  to  lose. 
Rccentlv  a  universitv  student  in  our 
city  was  killed  by  nine  teen-agers  with 
a  lead  pipe  and  a  pop  bottle  so  that 
they  could  get  sixty-five  cents  for 
admittance  to  a  dance!  It  is  time  we 
got  down  where  these  kids  live  and 
help  them. 

But  there  is  one  more  thing.  I  like 
the  vocational  pattern  of  the  Brigade 
program  too.  As  a  pastor  and  educa- 
tor, I  am  amazed  at  the  lack  of  per- 
spective and  purpose  in  our  boys.  I 
suppose  recent  wars  and  compulsory 
military  sendee  have  helped  bring  on 
the  "I'll  just  get  a  job  and  go  to 
work"  attitude.  Brigade  introduces 
bovs  to  many  vocations  bv  helping 
them  meet  specialists  in  their  fields. 
Bovs  get  out  of  the  narrow  pattern 
of  their  home  or  neighborhood  to  the 
inviting  fields  of  challenging  voca- 
tions. 

By  this  time  I  must  have  made  my- 
self clear.  I  cannot  see  how  a  pas- 
tor who  believes  the  Bible  as  we  do 
and  is  all  for  evangelism,  Bible  study 
and  Christian  leadership  training 
can  be  without  the  splendid  work  of 
Christian  Service  Brigade. 
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Evaluation  of  Dr.  Carnell's  Book 


The  Case  for  Orthodox  Theology

The  evaluation  of  a  book  with 
which  one  is  not  in  full  agreement 
can  easily  be  misconstrued  as  a  per- 
sonal pronouncement  of  anathema 
upon  every  aspect  of  the  work  in 
question,  upon  other  books  bv  the 
author,  and  even  upon  the  author 
himself.  Such  misrepresentations 
both  of  the  evaluator  and  the  object 
of  evaluation  are  usually  the  result 
of  a  lack  of  discernment  and  critical 
reflection.  If  I  mav  digress  for  a 
moment,  I  should  like  to  suggest 
that  development  of  discernment  and 
proper  use  of  critical  reflective 
thinking  is  one  of  the  primary  ob- 
jectives of  Christian  education. 

In  June  1953,  Edward  John  Car- 
nil  1  was  my  teacher  for  a  two-week 
intercession  course  on  the  "Thought 
of  Soren  Kierkegaard."  On  that  oc- 
casion  mv  impression  of  Dr.  Carnell 
was  that  he  earnestly  desired  to  fur- 
ther the  cause  of  orthodox  Chris- 
tianity and  to  encourage  his  students 
to  develop  into  mature,  thinking 
Christians.  Subsequent  to  that  time 
I  read  with  keen  interest  the  writ- 
ings of  Dr.  Carnell.  On  many  points 
I  found  myself  disagreeing  with  him 
on  basic  issues  in  apologetics  but 
not  with  his  motives  and  intentions. 

The  book  The  Case  for  Ortlwdox 
Theology  is  quite  disturbing  in  several 
aspects,  a  few  of  which  I  shall  en- 
deavor to  point  out  in  the  space  al- 
lotted. 

The  following  observations,  made 
more  or  less  from  the  perspective  of 
one  whose  interests  are  philosophical- 
ly oriented,  are  rather  general  in 
character.  These  criticisms  should 
not  be  construed  as  suggesting  that 


Dr.  Edward  Carnell  is  now  an 
avowed  liberal  or  neo-orthodox.  He  is 
an  orthodox  theologian  who  has  writ- 
ten some  things  which  mav  indicate 
a  trend  away  from  the  orthodox  faith. 
Other  criticisms  will  be  made  which 
are  much  more  specific  and  technical 
in  nature.  Obviously,  both  types  of 
evaluation  are  valuable  and  neces- 
sary. 

1.  The  book  does  not  do  what  it 
purports  to  do;  namely,  to  give  the 
case  for  orthodox  theology.  In  the 
preface  (page  13)  the  author  states: 
"The  purpose  of  this  book  is  to  state 
and  defend  the  orthodox  faith."  It  is 
difficult  to  determine  the  real  in- 
tention of  this  book,  especially  since 
the  author  declares  one  thing  and 
apparently  accomplishes  something 
else. 

This  book  has  served  as  a  means  of 
causing  many  Christians  to  think 
more  deeply  about  their  faith,  their 
motives,  and  incentives  for  daily 
Christian  living,  and  their  presenta- 
tion of  orthodox  theology.  It  can  be 
read  as  a  corrective  of  the  shortcom- 
ings surrounding  some  orthodox 
groups.  And  this  motive  was  implied 
in  the  preface  (p.  14):  "I  have  tried 
to  be  prophetic  in  my  approach.  This 
has  not  been  easy,  for  a  prophet  must 
speak  against,  as  well  as  to  his  peo- 
ple." 

In  my  estimation  this  raises  a  basic 
question  as  to  whether  this  book  was 
written  to  or  for  orthodox  people?  If 
so  the  title  should  be  changed  to  fit 
the  contents.  A  more  appropriate 
title  might  be  "An  Evaluation  of 
Orthodoxy;  Its  Strengths  and  Weak- 


2.  There  is  a  definite  weakness  in 
Dr.  Carnell's  presentation  of  the  doc- 
trine of  inspiration  and  the  authority 
of  Scripture.  He  uses  the  term 
"plenary"  (meaning  the  Bible  is  fullv 
inspired)  but  seems  to  avoid  a  defi- 
nite stand  on  verbal  inspiration.  At 
only  one  point  does  he  use  the  term 
"verbal"  and  it  is  in  a  quotation  from 
Robert  S.  Candlish  (see  p.  42). 

Carnell  says  he  advocates  the 
orthodox  view  of  the  authority  of 
Scripture,  but  he  concedes  far  too 
much  in  following  "authoritative" 
pronouncements  of  the  various 
sciences.  His  view  of  the  authority  of 
Scripture  is  weakened  by  prolonged 
presentation  of  the  difficulties  con- 
fronting orthodoxy. 

3.  The  general  tenor  of  Dr.  Car- 
nell's  book  is  uncharitable.  In  his 
treatment  of  such  subjects  as  "funda- 
mentalism" he  misjudges  on  the  basis 
of  its  weaker  segments. 

Dr.  Carnell  is  guilty  of  making 
generalizations,  such  as  "Funda- 
mentalism is  orthodoxy  gone  cultic" 
(p.  113).  Then  too,  his  references  to 
J.  Gresham  Machen,  dispensation- 
alism,  his  charge  of  intellectual  stag- 
nation, and  his  statement  concerning 
"the  negative  ethic"  are  all  generali- 
zations. 

Dr.  Carnell  seems  to  employ  satire 
to  prove  his  point.  Satire  as  a  literary 
device  is  a  poor  excuse  for  the  mis- 
representations and  wholesale  con- 
demnation of  those  with  whom  the 
author  is  at  variance.  Actually,  the 
book  has  impressed  me  as  lacking 
good  taste  and  kindness,  and  ends  in  I 
outright  sarcasm. 
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Review  of  Dr.  Carnell's  Book 


The  Case  for  Orthodox  Theology

{EDITOR:  While  in  agreement  with  the 
general  tenor  of  this  review,  the  editorial 
committee  of  The  Brethren  Missionary 
Herald  does  not  wholly  agree  with  cer- 
tain concessions,  interpretations,  and  con- 
demnations  of   this   review.) 

Dr.  Edward  J.  Carnell  would  seem 
to  be  a  logical  scholar  to  represent 
the  position  of  orthodox  Protestants. 
He  has  received  basic  theological 
education  in  conservative  evangelical 
schools  (A.B.,  Wheaton;  B.D.,  West- 
minster) and  has  been  prominently 
associated  from  its  beginning  with  a 
seminary  that  is  blessed  with  the 
name  and  support  of  Dr.  Charles  E. 
Fuller,  one  of  the  most  famous  funda- 
mentalist preachers  of  our  time.  Car- 
nell has  a  long  list  of  fine  publica- 
tions, which,  though  they  have  not 
won  unvarying  agreement  among 
scholarly  Fundamentalists,  have  won 
praise  for  valiant  defense  of  orthodox 
faith.  Yet,  from  almost  all  orthodox 
quarters  there  has  been  a  wide  range 
of  criticism  of  this  most  recent  work 
—from  the  mild  charge  of  making 
"unnecessary  concessions"  to  severe 
reprimand  as  a  sneering  tirade  against 
Fundamentalists. 

The  book  has  some  real  excel- 
lencies. The  author  tends  to  be  frank 
about  weaknesses  and  errors  in  the 
orthodox  camp.  But  this  tendency  is 
carried  to  an  extreme,  ending  up  in 
wild  cracks  at  about  every  party  in 
his  camp.  The  book  is  stimulating  for 
Fundamentalists.  And,  if  Scripture 
quoting  is  good,  it  can  be  said  that 
much  of  the  Bible  is  quoted.  He  also 
preaches  the  Gospel.  The  first  half 
of  the  book  is  a  thoroughgoing  Re- 

r 

formed  statement  of  faith.  It  is,  how- 
ever, scarcely  distinguishable  from 
amillennial  faith. 


The  book  begins  with  a  defective 
definition  of  orthodoxy:  "Orthodoxy 
is  that  branch  of  Christendom  which 
limits  the  ground  of  religious  au- 
thority to  the  Bible."  By  such  a  defi- 
nition Carnell  would  include  within 
the  framework  of  orthodoxy  millions 
of  heretics,  ancient  and  modern,  who 
have  thought  they  got  all  of  their 
theology  from  Scripture.  A  definition 
which  puts  the  Orthodox  in  company 
with  Pelagius,  the  Socinians,  Russell, 
and  dozens  of  other  crackpots  and 
fools  needs  some  qualification.  What- 
ever else  orthodoxy  may  be  it  is  more 
than  a  method  of  constructing  theo- 
logy, for  it  is  also  commitment  to  the 
evangelical  doctrines  of  salvation  by 
grace  through  faith  in  the  divine 
Son  of  God.  Sola  Scriptura  must  be 
supplemented  by  sola  fides  to  give  the 
true  picture  of  Protestant  orthodoxy. 

In  "covenantal"  fashion  the 
church  is  not  to  be  distinguished  from 
Israel,  says  Carnell.  No  mention  is 
made  of  any  special  significance  to 
Pentecost  in  relation  to  the  founda- 
tion of  the  church.  The  Bible  pre- 
scribes no  particular  form  of  church 
government.  While  this  is  orthodox 
enough,  it  is  most  inconsistent  for  this 
particular  author.  What  has  happen- 
ed to  his  Baptist  ordination?  Congre- 
gational polity?  Shall  we  baptize  in- 
fants also? 

Resting  the  authority  and  iner- 
rancy of  the  Old  Testament  on  the 
authority  of  Jesus  and  of  the  New 
Testament  on  the  infallible  authority 
of  the  Holy  Ghost  conferred  on 
apostles,  he  is  thoroughly  orthodox  in 
his  doctrine  of  Scripture.  Revelation 
is  propositional,  he  says,  dissociating 


himself  from  Neo-orthodox  dialectical 
theology. 

While  forcefully  condemning  dis- 
pensationalism  as  "cultic"  the  author 
develops  a  cult  of  his  own  in  his 
chapter  on  hermeneutics.  Romans 
and  Galatians,  in  a  manner  remi- 
niscent of  hyper-dispensational  use  of 
the  Prison  Epistles,  are  exalted  as  the 
only  truly  systematic  expositions  of 
essential  doctrine.  Bullinger  and 
O'Hair  allowed  at  least  three!  In  the 
midst  of  meaty  wheat  the  author 
mixes  much  chaff  of  half-digested 
reading  on  prophecy  and  quotes  with 
approval  to  the  effect  that  "all  the 
promises  and  predictions  in  Scripture 
relative  to  the  future  glories  of  the 
Jews  and  Jerusalem  are  to  be  under- 
stood of  the  Christian  church  .  .  . 
all  that  is  said  of  feasting  and  splen- 
dor ...  is  to  be  interpreted  spiritually." 
Are  our  Lord's  words  about  "feast- 
ing and  splendor  (Luke  22:30-31)  to 
be  ruled  out,  too?  Were  the  apostles 
mistaken  in  their  hopes  (Acts  1:6; 
Rom.  11)?  If  Carnell  accepts  any 
form  of  premillennialism  he  is  at 
pains  to  avoid  saying  so.  He  appar- 
ently approves  of  "classical  premil- 
lennialism" (bibliography,  p.  65)  ap- 
parently ignorant  that  classical  pre- 
millennialists  (or  chiliasts)  have  been 
receiving  for  eighteen  centuries  the 
very  positions  he  vehemently  rejects. 

The  chapter  on  proofs  is  far  be- 
low the  standard  set  in  his  books  on 
apologetics. 

The  chapter  on  difficulties  and  the 
following  one  on  perils  are  some- 
times naive  (as  regards  his  reader-

THE    'PLENARY'     INSPIRATION 

Unless  there  is  authority,  there  is 
chaos.  Unless  there  is  a  norm  of 
final  authority  in  spiritual  matters, 
there  is  no  assurance  for  time  or  eter- 
nity. Final  authority  in  Christian 
thinking  rests  upon  the  plenary  (full, 
complete,  absolute)  inspiration  of  the 
Bible.  In  no  case  does  any  Bible 
writer  ever  leave  any  doubt  of  this 
authority.  Bible  lovers  have  acknowl- 
edged it.  Errors  in  transmission  and 
translation,  so  greatly  magnified  by 
the  critics  of  this  wonderful  Word, 
have  not  hindered  sincere  faith, 
neither  weakened  the  Bible  message. 
Variations  in  versions  and  transla- 
tions only  stimulate  Bible  lovers  to 
more  careful  and  prayerful  study.  We 
need  final  authority  in  our  day.  Un- 
less we  find  it  in  the  Bible,  we  are 
without  it.  In  the  Holy  Scriptures 
as  originally  given  we  do  have  the 
full,  complete,  and  absolute  message 
of  authority  for  our  day  or  any  day 
in  spiritual  matters.

QUESTIONS   FOR   DR.  CARNELL 

A  few  auestions  crossed  my  mind  as  I  read 
the  chapter  entitled  "Perils"  in  The  Case 
for  Orthodox  Theology,  and  as  I  listened 
to  the  defense  of  these  things  at  the  panel 
discussion  in  Wheaton. 

When  Dr.  Carncll  severely  criti- 
cizes his  brethren  for  a  "negative"  ap- 
proach to  separation  and  accuses  them 
of  "intellectual  stagnation"  and  a  "cul- 
tic"  mind,  is  he  readv  to  carry  his  line 
of  argument  to  its  logical  conclusion? 
When  he  gets  into  the  realm  of 
smoking,  dancing,  movies,  and  so 
forth,  and  argues  that  the  Funda- 
mentalist mentality  is  cubic  when  it 
draws  some  lines,  is  he  saying  that 
no  lines  should  be  drawn  or  is  he 
merely  objecting  to  where  the  lines 
are  drawn?  Does  he  suppose  he  could 
draw  the  lines  in  such  a  way  that  he 


would  be  free  from  all  cultic  im- 
plications? 

Docs  Dr.  Carnell  himself  dance, 
smoke,  and  so  on,  and  if  not,  is  it 
because  he  is  cultic  or  is  it  perhaps 
because  he  has  some  earnest,  sincere 
Scriptural  convictions?  And  if  this 
be  so,  is  it  not  possible  that  the  great 
majority  of  his  fundamental  brethren 
have  convictions  that  are  just  as  sin- 
cere and  based  upon  the  same  Word 
of  God? 

What  did  you  expect  to  accomplish, 
Dr.  Carnell,  when  you  set  up  those 
"straw  men"  and  knocked  them  down 
in  this  chapter?  When  you  said 
smoking  is  no  greater  evil  than  drink- 

o  o 

ing  coffee  to  excess  (and  you  would 
have  to  go  a  long  way  to  get  some 
disagreement  on  that  point  even  in 
fundamental  circles),  did  you  sup- 
pose vour  argument  would  cut  down 
the  coffee  consumption  among 
Fundamentalists,  or  did  you  want  to 
open  the  door  for  some  immature 
young  Christians  to  indulge  in  smok- 
ing?  Are  you  so  naive  as  to  think 
that  this  type  of  argument  is  not  a 
two-way  street?  When  you  say, 
"David  danced  before  the  Lord,"  to 
try  to  prove  in  this  way  that  some 
Fundamentalists  draw  a  circle  smaller 
than  the  Bible  when  they  condemn 
dancing,  do  you  suppose  young  peo- 
ple today  will  confine  their  activities 
in  dancing  to  an  expression  of  their 
faith  or  the  traditions  of  their  nation? 
When  you  accuse  Fundamen- 
talists of  withdrawing  from  the  broad 
stream  of  human  affairs  and  of  losing 
touch  with  classical  theology,  is  it  not 
possible  that  in  your  endeavor  to 
return  vou  have  withdrawn  from  the 
broad  stream  of  reality  and  have  lost 
touch  with  vour  brethren  and  what 
they  are  really  teaching  and  practicing 
in  the  realm  of  separation  and  prac- 
tical holiness?

The  Evangelicals  have  battled  in 
recent  years  for  "the  faith  once  for 
all  delivered  unto  the  saints"  (Jude 
3),  when  higher  criticism  and  mod- 
ernism  seemed  to  sweep  the  realm  of 
Christendom.  More  recently  the 
critic's  citadel  has  begun  to  crumble 
for  lack  of  foundation  and  proper 
building  material.  Much  credit,  apart 
from  the  sovereign  grace  of  God,  must 
be  given  to  those  who  stood  bv  their 
Bibles  in  unshaken  faith. 

Now  from  the  former  president  of 
a  purported  evangelical  seminary,  we 
learn  that  these  conservatives  or 
"Fundamentalists"  as  Dr.  Carnell 
calls  them,  have  become  "cultic"  or 
"an  army  without  a  cause."  Using 
poor  taste  and  ingratitude,  he  bit- 
terly attacks  with  such  charges  as  in- 
tellectual stagnation,  mediocre  men- 
tality, separatism,  and  fanaticism. 
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One  wonders  after  reading  this 
book,  if  the  author  would  have  ad- 
vised Luther  to  remain  with  the  hier- 
archy of  Rome.  Where  is  the  credit 
for  those  who  have  preached  the 
truth,  stood  by  the  cardinal  doctrines 
of  the  Word,  those  who  have  sent 
thousands  to  the  mission  fields  of 
the  world  and  supported  them  in 
real  passion  to  see  souls  saved?  Where 
would  we  be  today,  theologically 
speaking,  had  the  Conservatives  re- 
mained silent  in  the  battle  with  the 
Modernists? 

The  book,  The  Case  for  Orthodox 
Theology"  brought  tears  of  disap- 
pointment to  my  soul.  I  want  to 
thank  God  for  men  who  love  God's 
Word  and  stand  by  it.  Term  them 
"Fundamentalists"  or  what  you  will, 
they  are  the  instruments  that  God 
used  to  bring  me  to  Christ  and  place 
me  in  the  gospel  ministry.

ship)  and  often  discourteous.  While 
committed  to  the  inerrancy  of  Scrip- 
ture himself,  he  perilously  conceals 
the  fact  through  many  pages  wherein 
the  opponents  of  inerrancy  are  made 
to  appear  more  clever  than  its  defend- 
ers. The  reader  must  persevere  to 
the  end  of  his  chapter  to  discover  that 
Carnell  has  not  betrayed  the  "case 
for  orthodox  theology."  Meanwhile 
he  loses  his  case  with  many  of  his 
readers  (as  reactions  have  demon- 
strated). 

The  last  part  of  the  book  is  most 
regrettable.  Many  of  orthodoxy's  most 
loyal  defenders  are  placed  in  the 
worst  possible  light.  Incidentals  are 
confused  with  essentials;  friends  and 
foes  alike  are  stabbed  and  beaten  in 
the  fray. 

It  is  sad  that  in  the  extremelv 
sensitive  matter  of  inspiration  the 
author  was  not  more  careful.  Let  us 
hope  that  Dr.  Carnell  will  reconsider 
many  of  his  statements  and  then 
write  a  better  book  (as  he  certainly 
is  able  to  do)  without  reference  to  his 
feelings  and  resentments,  telling  us 
what  the  case  for  orthodoxy  really 
is,  as  well  as  improving  his  concep- 
tion of  what  it  is. 


THE   LAST  (?)    SIGN   TO   THE   CHURCH

Current  events  in  recent  years, 
have  been  moving  along  the  chan- 
nels  laid  down  in  the  prophetic  Word 
of  God.  Almost  every  angle  of  so- 
ciety  today  is  in  the  exact  position  we 
would  expect  it  to  be  when  our  Lord 
comes  back  for  His  own. 

The    Last    (?)    Sign 

But  one  sign  that  might  well  be 
termed  the  last  sign  to  the  church 
has  stood  unmoved.  All  about  has 
been  change  and  movement,  but  this 
last  sign  has  stood  like  a  block  of  ice, 
frozen  solid  by  the  icy  blast  of  the 
Cold   War. 

But  even  as  I  write  these  lines 
(Dec.  1959),  the  balmv  breezes  are 
blowing;  the  ice  is  beginning  to  melt 
and  the  little  rivulets  are  flowing  to- 
gether  and  there  is  a  rumble  of  a 
mightv  Niagara,  as  countless  thou- 
sands  are  shouting  that  magic  word 
—"Peace"— "Peace"— "Peace." 

President  Eisenhower  is  hailed  as 
"The  Prince  of  Peace."  His  trip  is 
a  "Pilgrimage  in  quest  of  peace."  It 
is  a  "new  chapter  in  world  history." 
It  is  an  "easing  of  tension."  It  is 
"exceeding  cordial." 

Verilv,  is  this  the  last  cry  to  the 
church  to  prepare  to  meet  her  Lord? 
Or  will  there  be  another.  This  may 
well  be  called  the  first,  but  no  one 
can  say  that  it  is  not  the  last. 

The    Second   Coming 

Paul  informs  us  that  a  time  is 
coming  when  the  "dead  in  Christ" 
and  the  living  Christians  will  be 
caught  up  to  meet  the  Lord  in  the 
air  (I  Thess.  4). 

It  is  onlv  natural  that  we  ask  con- 
cerning the  "times  and  seasons,"  but 
we  know  "perfectly  [through  proph- 
ecy] that  the  day  of  the  Lord  [the 
Tribulation]  so  Cometh  as  a  thief  in 
the  night  [suddenly  and  unannounc- 
ed.] For  when  thev  [the  world]  shall 
say,  Peace  and  safety;  then  sudden 
destruction  cometh  upon  them  .  .  . 
But  ye,  brethren  [the  true  church] 
[this  is  a  message  to  the  church  of  the 
last  time]  are  not  in  darkness  [we 
have  the  light  of  prophecy],  (I  Thess. 
5:1-4). 


Sudden   Destruction 

When  the  world  in  general  is  put- 
ting its  trust  in  a  false  peace,  the 
Tribulation  will  break  upon  them. 
Verily,  if  Russia  would  agree  to  junk 
her  bombs  and  melt  her  guns,  de- 
ceived humanitv  might  forget  that 
Russia  has  long  been  cultivating  the 
most  frightful  disease  germs,  and  may 
have  tons  of  poison  gas  hidden  away 
in  some  secret  cove  all  ready  to  burst 
forth   upon    an   unsuspecting  world. 

Rapture    Before    Tribulation 

"The  mystery  of  lawlessness  doth 
already  work:  only  there  is  one  that 
restraineth  now  [this  seems  to  re- 
fer to  the  Holy  Spirit,  who  holds 
back  the  spirit  of  lawlessness  from 
his  position  in  the  church]  until  he 
be  taken  out  of  the  way  [at  the 
Rapture],  and  then  shall  be  revealed 
the  lawless  one"  [the  Antichrist]  (II 
Thess.  2:7  ASV). 

The  outstanding  personage  of  the 
Tribulation  will  be  the  Antichrist, 
but  the  Antichrist  will  not  be  re- 
vealed until  immediately  after  the 
Rapture  of  the  church.  Thus  just 
before  the  Tribulation  breaks  the 
world  will  be  crying,  "Peace  and 
safety,"  and  just  before  the  Tribu- 
lation breaks  the  church  will  be  re- 
moved. Thus  the  last  cry  the  church 
may  hear,  before  she  hears  the  shout 
of  her  Lord,  may  be  the  world  cry- 
ing, "Peace  and  safety." 

Again  we  remind  ourselves  that  no 
one  can  sav  that  this  is  not  the  last 
call  to  the  church.  At  any  rate,  "Let  us 
not  sleep,  as  do  others;  but  let  us 
watch  [like  the  wise  virgins]  and  be 
sober"  and  rejoice  that  "God  hath  not 
appointed  us  to  wrath,  but  to  obtain 
salvation  bv  our  Lord  lesus  Christ" 
(I  Thess.  5:6,  9). 

Verily,  I  am  on  my  tiptoes.  Almost 
everyone  in  Bethlehem  missed  the 
birth  of  our  Lord,  but  I  have  my  eyes 
open  for  anything  that  might  herald 
the  coming  of  my  Lord.  I  would 
rather  go  a  little  too  far  than  to  be 
so  slothful  that  I  would  miss  some 
sign   mv   Lord   might   have  me   see.

THE  PLACE  OF  TRUE  LOVE 

"Because  iniquity  shall  abound,  the  love  of  many  shall 
wax  cold"  (Matt.  24:12).  In  these  days  when  the  god- 
less philosophy  of  communism  is  infiltrating  our  be- 
loved America,  we  see  sin  abounding  and  love  extinct. 
We  hear  of  the  communal  system  in  Red  China  taking 
the  place  of  the  home.  We  hear  of  government  controlled 
institutions  caring  for  their  children  in  place  of  the 
home.  We  hear  of  mothers  working  twelve  to  sixteen 
hours  a  day  for  the  Party  instead  of  hearing  "mother's 
place  is  in  the  home."  "Free  love"  is  advocated  and  true 
love  ridiculed.  A  period  of  pre-marital  illicit  experimen- 
tation to  avoid  frustration  is  loudly  advocated  by  edu- 
cators in  place  of  purity  as  a  virtue  upon  which  to  build 
a  happy  home.  What  home  can  exist  without  trust  in 
each  other?  The  very  basis  for  true  love  is  trust  in  one's 
lover.  Love  "believeth  all  things"  (I  Cor.  13:7).  To  be- 
lieve is  to  trust.  How  thrilling  to  lean  on  the  shoulder  of 
one's  beloved  (remember  the  honeymoon?),  without  say- 
ing a  word,  conversation  isn't  necessary— just  true  love, 
honest  trust  in  one's  own  beloved!

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Parent  Study

Words  without  number  have  been 
written  on  the  subject  of  child  psy- 
chology, child  growth,  understand- 
ing children,  child  care.  Although  I 
must  admit  to  having  limited  access  to 
books  of  this  nature,  I  have  been 
unable  to  locate  much  which  would 
indicate  that  parents  are  under  study 
bv  their  children.  Yet  from  personal, 
firsthand  observation  of  my  own  and 
sundry  other  children  from  many 
cultural  backgrounds  I  have  had  the 
deep  conviction  that  parents  are 
being  studied.  We  just  don't  know 
anvthing  about  the  studv  because  the 
results  are  not  being  tabulated. 

Because  I  felt  I  simply  had  to 
know  what  children  are  thinking  and 
expecting  of  parents,  I  started  to  dig 
by  asking  questions.  Being  in  a  posi- 
tion where  I  could  ask  high-school 
students,  their  ideas  on  the  subject 
were  tailor  made. 

One  dav  as  every  student  came 
into  the  various  classes  I  teach  they 
found  two  questions  on  the  black- 
board: 1.  What  do  vou  expect  of 
your  parents?  2.  What  do  vou  expect 
of  your  teachers?  The  same  questions 
were  placed  on  the  board  in  the 
school  library  so  as  not  to  miss  the  stu- 
dents I  supervise  in  study  hall. 

Students  were  given  a  week  to  get 
the  assignment  in.  They  were  told  it 
was  not  a  required  paper;  rather  it 
was  to  be  a  means  of  expressing  their 
personal  ideas  on  the  subject,  and 
their  names  did  not  have  to  appear 
on  the  paper.  I  was  not  interested  in 
personalities,  per  se,  but  rather  in 
what  the  teen-agers  expected  of  those 
personalities. 

The  replies  were  astounding,  to 
put  it  mildlv.  To  further  amaze  me, 
most  of  the  students  affixed  their 
names  to  the  papers!  In  this  I  felt 
a  sense  of  unashamed  and  glad  re- 
lease of  emotions  long  bottled  up  in 
hearts  of  the  students.   Thev  reallv 


wanted  an  adult  to  know  something 
of  how  they  felt  on  the  subject! 

As  I  share  with  you  these  glimpses 
from  the  hearts  of  these  teen-agers, 
will  you  allow  the  searchlight  from 
these  observations  probe  the  recesses 
of  your  hearts?  The  light  may  reveal 
deficiencies  and  point  up  the  need 
of  some  re-evaluation  in  meeting  the 
needs  of  your  own  teen-agers  with 
greater  spiritual  insight  and  effi- 
ciency. 

"I  wish  my  mother  would  act  like 
an  ordinary  American  woman,"  wrote 
one  thirteen-year-old.  I've  been  pon- 
dering that  statement  ever  since.  I'd 
like  to  know  what  the  girl's  idea  of 
"an  ordinary  American  woman"  is. 
From  what  I  know  of  the  mother  I 
would  surmise  that  the  girl  wants 
her  mother  to  be  herself.  The  mother 
tries  to  be  what  she  isn't.  Her  daUgh- 
ter  reflects  that  verv  attitude  in 
school.  I've  asked  myself  many  times 
since  reading  that  rather  poignant 
statement:  "Does  the  girl  realize  how 
much  of  her  mother's  attitude  she  is 
both  absorbing  and  reflecting?  And 
in  that  knowledge  is  she  unhappy;  is 
she  hoping  a  change  in  her  mother 
would  change  her  also?"

le  mother  is  a 


professing  Chris- 
tian, but  her  divorce  is  a  tragedy 
to  that  family  of  four  children.  To 
the  daughter  who  expects  and  wants 
her  mother  to  be  "herself,"  the  divorce 
is  irreconciliable  with  her  words. 
How  has  this  mother  failed? 

A  fourteen-year-old  boy  informed 
me  by  way  of  his  evaluation  of  par- 
ents that  the  latter  are  "dopes"  when 
they  give  too  much  monev  to  their 
children,  and  such  giving  is  worse 
yet  if  the  "kids"  don't  have  to  earn 
it.  "Some  parents  give  their  children 
money  like  you  would  give  feed 
to  chickens.  And  that's  bad  for  their 
children." 

In  mv  book  that  boy  went  down  as 


a  youthful  sage.  Too  many  working 
parents  today  attempt  to  make  up  for 
the  lack  of  parental  oversight  and 
personal  presence  in  the  home  by 
giving  money  and  the  things  which 
money  can  buy.  How  cheap  is  the 
tag  they  place  on  parental  privilege 
and  responsibility! 

Can  a  dollar  pray  for  an  erring 
child?  Is  it  possible  for  a  dollar  to 
take  a  personal  interest  in  the  acti- 
vities of  children?  When  did  you  last 
see  a  dollar  sit  down  and  with  love 
and  patience  direct  a  rebellious  heart 
and  willful  feet  away  from  self-de- 
structive mischief?  Will  a  dollar  ever 
have  a  soft  shoulder  and  a  sweet 
voice  upon  which  the  frustrated,  dis- 
appointed, bewildered,  teen-ager  can 
rest  his  weary  head  and  heart  and 
find  reassurance? 

The  Scriptures  tell  us  that  the 
"love  of  money"  (not  money  itself) 
is  the  root  of  all  evil.  Love  in  the  right 

o 

place,  centered  in  Christ  will  keep 
love  for  our  children  in  its  proper 
focus. 

Let  us  remember  that  our  chil- 
dren read  us  like  books.  Are  we  being 
ourselves,  or  does  hypocrisy  stalk  our 
testimony?  With  which  are  we  the 
more  generous,  money  and  the  things 
which  money  can  buy,  or  with  our 
own  person?  You  have  known  people 
who  would  give  you  the  last  dime 
they  had,  or  the  last  cherished  pos- 
session they  own  if  you  had  needed 
these.  But  many  such  persons  don't 
know  the  joy  or  thrill  of  giving  them- 
selves, their  persons.  What  do  we 
give  to  our  children  in  this  area?  How 
wise  we  will  be  to  take  new,  personal 
inventory  as  we  remember  to:  "Keep 
thy  heart  with  all  diligence;  for  out 
of  it  are  the  issues  of  life"  (Prov.  4:23).

When  the  voices  of  a  congrega- 
tion join  in  singing  the  beloved 
"Tell  Me  the  Story  of  Jesus,"  or 
"Saved  bv  Grace,"  I  feel  like  lifting 
my  heart  in  thanksgiving  to  the  Lord 
for  the  life  of  Fanny  Crosby.  It  is 
because  of  the  faith  and  determina- 
tion of  this  blind  girl  that  much  joy 
and  blessing  is  brought  into  your  life 
and  mine. 

Fannv  was  born  in  the  village  of 
Southeast,  in  New  York  on  March 
24,  1820.  Shortly  after  her  birth,  her 
father  died.  This  forced  her  mother 
to  go  to  work,  so  her  godlv  grand- 
mother came  to  the  home  to  care  for 
little  Fannv. 

When  Fanny  was  only  six  weeks 
old,  her  eves  became  inflamed,  and 
blindness  resulted  when  a  quack  doc- 
tor treated  them  with  poultices  that 
were  too  strong. 

Her  grandmother  knew  that  Fanny 
would  never  be  able  to  see  the 
beauties  of  nature  with  her  eyes,  so 
she  devoted  her  life  to  opening  the 
treasures  of  God's  wonderful  world 
to  her  imagination.  She  learned  to 
know  the  melodies  of  the  birds  until 
she  was  able  to  distinguish  each  bird 
by  its  song.  She  was  quick  to  recog- 
nize new  songs  from  unfamiliar  birds. 
It  was  from  her  grandmother  that 
Fannv  learned  much  about  the  love 
of  the  Heavenly  Father.  She  memo- 
rized much  Scripture— many  Psalms, 
Proverbs,  the  Book  of  Ruth,  and 
much  of  the  New  Testament. 

The  desire  to  studv  in  a  school  for 
the  blind,  and  to  learn  to  read  for 
herself  grew  strong  in  Fanny's  heart. 
She  began  to  prav  about  this  desire. 
Even  though  her  prayer  was  not  an- 
swered at  once,  Fanny's  faith  was 
strong  that  God  would  bring  this  to 
pass. 

Finally  her  faith  was  rewarded  and 
she  was  enrolled  as  a  student  in  the 
New  York  Institute  for  the  Blind. 

Fanny  studied  hard  and  diligentlv, 
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but  her  talent  for  poetry  soon  blos- 
somed and  flourished  with  encourage- 
ment from  her  teachers.  For  twelve 
years  she  studied  in  the  Institute, 
spending  much  time  in  art  and  music. 
Then  she  remained  eleven  years 
longer  as  a  teacher.  She  married  a 
brilliant  blind  teacher,  and  thev  spent 
fortv-four  happy  vears  together. 

Though  a  verv  religious  person, 
Fannv  did  not  reallv  vield  her  life 
complete] v  to  the  Lord  until  she  was 
thirty-one.  From  this  time  forth,  there 
was  a  marked  increase  in  the  spiritual 


depth  of  her  poetry.  In  faith  she 
looked  to  the  Lord  to  guide  her  writ- 
ins  that  it  might  be  used  to  bring 
glorv  to  Him  and  blessing  and  hope 
to   manv. 

One  evening,  after  she  had  spoken 
in  the  Bowery  Mission,  a  young  man 
received  Christ  as  his  Saviour.  Fanny 
went  home  and  wrote  the  wonderful 
words  to  "Rescue  the  Perishing."  This 
hvmn  is  numbered  among  the  five 
most  famous  of  her  writings  which 
are  sung  in  manv  lands  and  bring 
blessings  to  hearts  all  over  the  world. 

As  long  as  Christians  lift  voices 
in  songs  of  praise  to  God,  the  name 
of  Fannv  Crosbv  will  be  remembered 
as  one  who  had  real  faith  to  trust  the 
Lord  to  use  her  handicapped  bodv  to 
bring  words  of  comfort  and  peace 
to  thousands.

"I  didn't  marry  a  preacher. 
Neither  did  I  ever  receive  a  definite 
call  to  be  a  missionary,"  Vivian  Altig 
states.  Yet,  she  has  spent  most  of  her 
married  life  as  a  preacher's  wife,  and 
the  major  part  of  her  time  since 
1949  on  the  mission  field.  She  ex- 
plains that  at  the  time  they  were  mar- 
ried Keith  was  attending  a  trade 
school  preparing  to  be  an  automobile 
mechanic.  However,  he  had  alreadv 
graduated  from  the  Bible  Institute 
of  Los  Angeles,  and  the  Lord  led 
them  into  the  pastorate  and  then 
later  to  Grace  Seminary.  Brother  Al- 
tig's  seminarv  graduation  came  in 
1943. 

The  Altigs  were  in  the  pastorate

to  begin  a  Brethren  work  there. 
Brother  Altig  became  interested;  then 
enthusiastic  about  the  prospect.  His 
wife  had  no  doubt  about  her  place 
being  at  her  husband's  side,  and  she 
was  willing  to  go  wherever  the  Lord 
would  lead  them.  Consequently,  thev 
arrived  in  Brazil  in  February  of  1949 
to  pioneer  a  Brethren  testimony  in 
the  Amazon  region. 

Vivian  Carol  Force  was  born  in 
Greeley,  Nebraska.  The  family 
moved  to  California  when  she  was 
eleven.  The  following  year  she  ac- 
cepted Christ  as  her  Saviour  during 
children's  meetings  being  held  in 
what  is  now  the  South  Gate  Brethren 
Church.  Later  she  became  a  charter 
member  of  the  South  Gate  church. 

Vivian  finished  grade  and  high 
school,  and  went  on  to  graduate  from 
Biola.  During  her  time  at  Biola,  she 
says,  she  began  to  really  live  for  the 
Lord  and  to  be  yielded  to  Him.  Also 
during  her  Biola  days  she  became 
Mrs.  J.  Keith  Altig.  Although  a  num- 
ber of  years  passed  before  they  went 
to  the  mission  field,  she  says  she  is 
so  glad  that  she  had  had  some  formal 
preparation  and  could  go  along 
wholeheartedly  with  the  Lord's  call 
to  her  husband.  Vivian  plavs  the 
piano,  organ,  and  accordion,  and  she 
and-  ter  husband  both  sing.  This 
musical  ability  has  been  an  asset  in 
their  missionary  work. 

The  Altigs'  three  children  accom- 
panied them  on  that  first  trip  to 
Brazil.  Janice  and  Jean  were  both  in 
their  early  teens  and  proved  a  real 
help  to  their  parents  in  those  first 
missionary  endeavors.  However,  after 
a  couple  of  years  the  girls  returned 
to  the  United  States  in  the  considera- 
tion of  their  education.  Steven  was 
only  five  when  the  family  went  to 


Brazil.  Up  until  1959  Steve  was  with 
his  parents  on  the  field.  Now  he  is 
remaining  in  the  U.S.,  making  his 
home  with  one  of  his  sisters.  Janice 
is  now  Mrs.  George  McDonald  and 
the  mother  of  a  little  boy  and  a  baby 
girl.  Jean  is  Mrs.  Don  Hedrick,  and 
she,  too,  has  a  babv  daughter.  Both 
families  live  in  Southern  California. 

About  the  time  this  issue  of  the 
Missionary  Herald  will  be  appearing, 
Keith  and  Vivian  Altig  will  be  ar- 
riving again  in  Brazil  to  begin  an- 
other  term  of  service.  Mrs.  Altig 
states: 

"You  might  think  I  am  running 
away  from  hard  work  when  I  say  I'm 
happy  we  are  on  the  foreign  field, 
and  I  believe  vou'd  be  a  bit  justified. 
As  I  look  around  and  observe  Chris- 
tian work  here  at  home,  I  feel  it  is 
much  harder  and  less  satisfying  to 
the  natural  part  of  me.  I  like  the  field 
of  Brazil,  I  love  the  Brazilians  and 
enjoy  the  Portuguese  language,  but 
to  be  able  to  tell  someone  about  the 
salvation  by  faith  in  Christ  for  the 
very  first  time  is  the  most  thrilling 
part  of  mv  work." 

Nevertheless,  there  are  few  who 
would  view  a  missionary's  life  as 
being  free  of  "hard  work"!  The  duties 
which  come  to  the  wife  of  a  pastor, 
plus  oversight  in  the  Christian  day- 
school  work— the  physical  strain  of 
the  humid  tropical  climate— the  very 
"different"  way  of  living— the  desire 
to  make  Christ  known  to  teeming 
masses  of  people  totally  ignorant  of 
Flis  saving  grace— these  and  many 
other  things  make  up  the  life  of  Mrs. 
Altig  on  the  field  in  Brazil.  Won't 
vou  remember  to  pray  particularly 
for  this  one  who  is  a  WMC  "birth- 
day missionary"  for  this  year?

SOAP    FOR    THE    NAVAJOS 


Mrs.  Civilla  J.  Brubaker,  of  Whea- 
ton,  Ilk,  WMC  council  writes:  "I 
was  interested  in  the  soap  recipe 
printed  in  the  November  WMC 
number  of  the  Missionary  Herald.  I 
have  been  making  soap  for  my  own 
use  for  about  eight  years  and  along 
the  way  I  have  picked  up  some  help- 
ful suggestions  from  others,  and  I 
would  like  to  pass  them  on.  To  a 
double  recipe  as  you  have  given,  I 
add  four  tablespoons  of  vinegar.  This 


tends  to  take  awav  the  homemade 
smell  and  helps  to  whiten  the  soap. 
Also,  after  all  the  ingredients  have 
been  put  together,  I  beat  the  soap 
for  five  to  ten  minutes  or  longer  be- 
fore pouring  it  out  to  set.  This  whips 
air  into  it,  and  it  will  float  in  water. 
Old  cloth  can  be  used  to  line  the 
box  the  soap  is  to  be  poured  into.  It 
will  pull  off  readily  when  the  soap 
is  cut."

EPHESIANS  4:1-16 


"Walking  With  Christ  in  the  Church"

This  month  we  begin  the  second 
half  of  our  year  and  the  second  half 
of  our  book.  You  recall  in  our  open- 
ing study  we  suggested  that  three 
words  unlock  the  message  of  the  Book 
of  Ephesians.  They  are  "sit,  walk  and 
stand."  The  word  "sit"  is  the  key  to 
the  first  three  chapters.  It  is  found 
in  2:6.  This  reveals  that  God  in  His 
perfect  knowledge  beforehand  (1:4- 
5)  has  included  all  of  us  who  be- 
lieve in  Christ,  completely  in  Him, 
that  we  were  with  Him  when  I  le 
died  on  the  cross,  when  He  was  raised 
from  the  dead,  and  when  He  ascend- 
ed up  to  His  Father's  right  hand. 
Amazing  as  it  mav  sound,  this  verse 
says  He  "hath  raised  us  up  together, 
and  made  us  sit  together  in  heavenly 
places  in  Christ  Jesus." 

God's  salvation  is  not  an  uncer- 
tain journey  by  us  to  end  in  perhaps 
heaven  (if  we  hold  out!)  or  the  other 
place  (if  we  don't!),  but  it  is  so  sure 
that  it  is  all  revealed  as  taking  place 
"in  heavenly  places  in  Christ."  In 
1:3  we  have  already  been  blessed 
with  every  blessing  of  the  Spirit  "in 
heavenlv  places"  (see  studv  1).  In 
chapter  2  we  are  seated  "in  heavenly 
places"  (see  studv  3).  In  chapter  3 
God  is  right  now  showing  unto  the 
principalities  and  powers  "in  heaven- 
lv places"  His  wisdom  in  the  church 
(see  studv  5).  While  so  many  of  the 
world  are  trying  to  climb  the  ladder 
of  success  so  that  thev  can,  as  peo- 
ple say,  "sit  on  top  of  the  world," 
God  wants  you  and  me  who  have 
been  saved  to  know  that  "we  are  sit- 
ting in  heaven."  Onlv  as  we  know 
this  and  what  it  means  through  re- 
ceiving all  He  has  for  us  in  these 
three   chapters,   will   we  be   able   to 


"walk  with  Jesus"  or  "live  for  Jesus" 
as  our  year  theme  expresses  it. 

Notice  the  word  "bodv"  in  verses 
4  and  12  and  twice  in  verse  16.  This 
refers  to  the  true  church  of  Christ 
made  up  of  every  born-again  believer 
from  Pentecost  (Acts  2)  till  the  time 
our  Lord  comes  for  us  in  clouds  (I 
Thess.  4:13-18;  I  Cor.  15:50-58). 
Those  of  us  who  are  saved  are 
"called"  (this  is  "vocation"  in  v.  1 
and  means  literally  "an  invitation"  as 
to  a  banquet— see  Rev.  3:20)  to  be 
members  in  this  body  of  Christ  (v. 
1  2).  It  is  all  important  that  we  realize 
that  we  do  not  become  members  by 
walking,  but  that  as  members  we 
should  walk  in  a  certain  way.  This 
is  set  forth  in  4:1  through  6:9. 

The  first  half  of  chapter  four  tells 
us  how  to  walk  with  Christ  in  the 
church. 

AMONG    FELLOW   CHRIS- 
TIANS 4:1-3) 

Because  we  have  become  citizens  of 
heaven,  Paul  pleads  with  us  to  walk 
in  a  manner  which  honors  our  call- 
ing. The  heart  of  sin  is  I.  And  the 


heart  of  pride  is  I.  The  heart  of 
most  trouble  among  us  who  are  God's 
born-again  children,  whether  we  be 
old  or  voung,  is  an  unbending  I. 
(Note:  If  vour  pastor  or  anvone  in 
your  group  has  H.  A.  Ironside's  book, 
/i7  the  Heavenlies,  be  sure  to  read 
pages  168  through  172  in  vour  meet- 
ing.) 

Among  our  fellow  Christians  and 
among  our  sisterhood  members  we 
are  to  walk  as  follows: 

1.  "With  all  lowliness  .  .  ."  This 
word  is  used  here  and  in  Philippians 
2:3.  (Please  read.)  The  word  means 
"modestv";  that  is,  "an  utter  lack 
of  self-assertiveness." 

2.  "With  all  meekness."  Jesus  says: 
"For  I  am  meek  and  lowly  in  heart" 
(Matt.  11:29).  The  root  meaning  of 
the  word  "meekness"  is  humilitv. 
This  is  a  spirit  which  never  takes  of- 
fense. Is  there  anvone  in  vour  sister- 
hood who  has  ever  had  her  feelings 
hurt?  Perhaps  we  should  ask  if  there 
are  any  of  us  who  haven't  had  our 
feelings  hurt?  Someone  says  or  does 
something  unkind  and  .  .  .  whooh! 
We  flare  up  and  get  angry  or  get

3.  "With  all  longstiffering."  This 
means  "to  endure  with  unruffled 
temper."  How  often  have  we  said:  "I 
can't  stand  that  person!"  If  Jesus  had 
treated  us  the  way  we  sometimes  treat 
others,  we  would  never  have  had  an 
opportunity  to  be  saved. 

4.  "Forbearing  one  another  in  love." 
The  other  place  the  word  "forbear- 
ing" is  used  is  in  Colossians  3:13.  It 
means  "to  put  up  with."  Dr.  Ironside 
translates  the  verse:  "With  all  mod- 
esty and  humbleness  of  spirit,  with 
unruffled  temper,  lovingly  putting 
up  with  all  that  is  disagreeable  in 
other  people."  And  we  might  add: 
"And  I  will  pray  for  them  to  have 
grace  to  so  act  when  they  have  to 
put  up  with  the  same  in  me." 

Only  by  living  and  walking  thus 
can  we  say  we  are  trying  to  keep  the 
"oneness  of  the  Holv  Spirit"  which 
exists  in  the  true  church. 

IN  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE  (4:4-13) 

The  sevenfold  unity  of  the  Chris- 
tian faith  are  in  verses  4  to  6.  In 
verse  7  we  are  told  that  every  one  of 
us  has  received  special  grace  from 
our  Lord  to  serve  Him.  It  is  not  for 
us  to  choose  what  we  want  to  do  but 
to  learn  His  choice  for  us.  Then,  in 
His  ability,  we  should  serve  to  help 
build  up  the  true  church,  the  body  of 
Christ  (v.  12).  The  sooner  we  yield 
ourselves  to  the  complete  control  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  (v.  3),  the  sooner  the 
whole  company  of  God's  children 
will,  in  the  unity  of  the  faith  (be- 
lieving God's  truth)  and  in  personal 
knowledge  of  Christ,  grow  up  as 
God  wants  us  to.  Most  of  you  who 
are  sisterhood  girls  are  interested  in 
growing  up  into  full-grown  women. 
You  should  want  to  be  the  best  pos- 
sible for  the  Lord.  You  don't  want 
to  do  anything  to  hinder  your  nor- 
mal growth  and  development.  Even 
so,  it  is  God's  purpose  that  all  be- 
lievers grow  into  maturity  "unto  a 
perfect  [full-grown]  man,  unto  the 
measure  of  the  stature  of  Christ"  (v. 
13).  This  is  exactlv  what  we  have 
been  saved  for  (Rom.  8:29). 

IN    THE    TRUTH    (4:14-16)

"This  little  light  of  mine,  I'm  going 
to  let  it  shine,"  even  on  this  island 
that  is  so  different.  It  is  wonderful 
to  know  that  no  matter  where  we  are, 
Jesus  is  the  same  and  we  can  live  for 
Him.  But  living  here  is  different 
than  in  the  States. 

For  instance,  the  weather  is  al- 
ways warm,  even  at  night.  No  sweat- 
ers, no  blankets,  no  glass  on  the 
windows  are  necessary,  and  very  few 
screens  are  used  on  windows  and 
doors. 

The  shopping  centers  are  a 
"breath  of  home";  that  is,  the  dime- 
stores.  But  drive  a  few  blocks  down 
the  road  and  there  are  all  sorts  of  little 
buildings  called  stores.  This  is  a  land 
of  extremes. 

The  driving  of  cars  on  the  island  is 
amusing.  Horns  are  honking  all  of 
the  time.  One  ladv  said  that  the  first 
person  to  honk  had  the  right-of-wav. 
I  believe  it.  Traffice  laws  are  not  al- 
ways observed,  so  one  must  be  on  his 
toes  to  watch  for  cars  turning  left  on 
red  signals,  backing  up  against  traf- 
fic, and  so  forth. 

There  are  a  few  big  supermarkets 
which  make  one  feel  at  home.  All 
fruits  and  vegetables  are  wrapped  in 
cellophane  and  are  verv  expensive. 
Everything  is  in  bags  of  some  sort. 


As  we  grow  in  the  Word  of  God  and 
hide  it  in  our  hearts,  we  will  not  be 
easily  fooled.  We  can  build  up  each 
other  bv  always  "speaking  the  truth 
["thy  Word  is  truth"— John  17:17]  in 
love."  This  should  be  our  constant 
concern.  This  way  we  will  help  each 
other  to  grow  up  into  Christ.  He  is 
the  Head  of  the  bodv  which  is  the 
church.  Each  one  of  us  is  a  mem- 
ber. Only  as  we  individually  walk  in 
perfect  communion  with  Christ  will 
we  be  members  which  build  up  the 
body. 

Notice  that  it  is  all  accomplished 
"in  love"  (vv.  2,  15-16).  God's  love  is 
the  life  of  our  salvation  from  start 
to  finish.  "The  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is 
love"  (Gal.  5:22). 


As  vet  we  have  not  learned  what  all 
the  strange  looking  fruits  and  vege- 
tables are  or  how  thev  should  be 
cooked  and  eaten.  Since  some  of  the 
labels  on  the  can  goods  are  in  Span- 
ish, we  get  a  real  surprise  when 
the  can  is  opened— if  we're  too  bash- 
ful to  ask  what  is  inside.  Even  the 
flavor  of  Koolade  is  in  Spanish.  Good 
thing  we  aren't  color  blind. 

Every  school  has  a  uniform  so  that 
the  children  all  dress  alike.  Then 
there  is  no  class  distinction  where  one 
family  can  dress  better  than  another. 
All  of  the  classes  are  taught  in  English 
which  makes  it  hard  for  children  who 
know  only  how  to  speak  Spanish  as 
thev  speak  at  home. 

The  girls  are  all  dark  complexioned 
with  black  hair.  Some  wear  their  hair 
short,  others  real  long  in  a  pony  tail. 
When  they  aren't  in  their  school 
uniform,  they  really  like  to  dress  up. 
Cotton  dresses  like  vou  wear  in  the 
summer  are  worn  here  all  year 
around. 

Can  vou  imagine  your  house  with- 
out windowpanes  and  screens?  The 
majority  of  homes  here  just  have 
metal  shutters,  or  as  they  call  them 
jalousies  in  the  windows.  The  front 
and  back  door  usually  stands  wide 
open.  That  lets  the  cool  air  blow 
through  the  house.  For  this  breeze  we 
are  thankful. 

Of  course,  the  language  of  the  is- 
land is  Spanish.  But  there  are  some 
who  understand  English.  If  you  talk 
to  them  in  English,  they  will  answer 
in  Spanish  or  just  smile  at  vou  if  they 
cannot  speak  English. 

The  people,  however,  are  very 
helpful.  They  delight  in  being  of 
service  to  you;  of  course,  it  may  take 
longer  or  not  be  right,  but  thev  try. 

Every  year  on  Good  Friday  there 
are  several  parades.  Our  hearts  go 
out  to  those  who  are  worshiping  a 
dead  Christ.  Oh,  to  proclaim  the  liv- 
ing Saviour  to  these  people.  But  the 
living  Saviour  thev  will  see  and 
know  first  will  be  Christ  living  in 
us.  Prav  with  us  that  our  lives  might 
shine  and  be  living  examples  of 
Christ  our  Saviour.

"O  Jesus  Lord  and   Saviour,   I  give 
mvself  to  Thee, 
For  Thou,  in  Thv  atonement,  didst 

give  Thvself  for  me; 
I  own   no  other  Master,  my  heart

My  life  I  give,  henceforth  to  live, 
O  Christ  for  thee  alone." 

The  chorus  of  this  hymn  ex- 
presses so  clearlv  what  the  life  of  a 
Christian  should  be  that  it  seems 
unnecessary  to  add  anvthing  more. 

Yet  because  the  life  of  a  mission- 
ary on  the  field  of  service  faces  con- 
ditions so  different  from  those  in 
the  homeland,  clarification  may  be 
in  order. 

First  of  all  to  be  a  successful  mis- 
sionary, it  is  absolutely  necessary  to 
be  wholly  and  entirely  yielded  to  the 
Lord.  He  must  have  first  place  in 
your  heart  and  life.  He  demands  it 
according  to  Matthew  10:37-38:  "He 
that  loveth  father  or  mother  more 
than  me  is  not  worthy  of  me:  and  he 
that  loveth  son  or  daughter  more 
than  me  is  not  worthy  of  me.  And 
he  that  taketh  not  his  cross,  and  fol- 
loweth  after  me,  is  not  worthy  of  me." 
Christ  must  be  our  first  love  be- 
cause He  only  is  able  to  give  the 
wisdom,  courage,  and  guidance  that 
is  necessary  on  the  mission  field. 

When  you  board  the  ship  or  plane, 
and  the  gang  plank  is  pulled  in;  you 
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face  the  fact  that  you  will  be  a  for- 
eigner in  a  foreign  land.  You  won't 
have  all  the  privileges  vou  have  en- 
joyed in  your  own  free  America. 
There  will  be  occasions  when  vou 
will  thank  the  Lord  that  He  is  vour 
Cuide  and  that  He  changes  not. 

You  will  be  one  of  many  other 
missionaries.  It  may  be  necessary  to 
live  in  close  quarters  with  them. 
They,  like  you  will  have  minds  of 
their  own,  and  there  mav  be  times 
when  the  wills  will  clash  because 
of  different  ideas.  It  will  then  be 
your  privilege  to  prav  to  the  One 
who  is  enthroned  in  your  heart:  "Lord 
Thy  will  be  done;  help  me  to  yield 
to  Thy  leading." 

The  people  with  whom  you  work 
and  minister  will  be  so  different. 
Some  will  be  lovely  and  receptive, 
others  will  be  repulsive  to  the  flesh. 
There  will  be  the  lepers,  some  with 
their  open  smelly  sores,  or  others  with 
large  tropical  ulcers  and  filthy  bodies. 
But  all  without  Christ  and  need  to 
know     I  lim    as    Saviour.     You     are 


Christ's  representative  among  them, 
and  as  He  was  gracious  to  the  poor, 
the  blind,  the  sick,  and  the  maimed, 
vou  must  be  able  to  sav:  "Lord  as 
Thou  didst  give  Thvself  for  me,  so 
help  me  to  give  myself  for  these." 

You  will  have  afflictions  of  the 
body:  parasites,  fevers,  sometimes 
loneliness;  vour  faith  will  be  tested 
when  you  meet  up  with  the  ever 
present  snakes,  wild  animals,  and  the 
climate,  and  many  other  things  that 
are  contrary  to  our  liking.  But  Christ 
being  Master  of  your  life  will  enable 
you  to  overcome  all  of  these  trials. 

You  will  be  in  constant  conflict 
with  the  enemy  of  our  souls,  Satan. 
You  are  on  His  territory.  You  are 
invading  His  realm  over  which  He 
has  been  Master  for  centuries.  He  is 
a  wicked,  unrelenting  foe.  He  will 
be  a  constant  thorn  in  vour  flesh.  He 
will  sift  you  at  times  almost  beyond 
endurance.  But  because  Christ  is  en- 
throned upon  vour  heart,  you  will 
be  able  to  "resist  the  devil,  and  he 
w  ill  flee  from  you"  (James  4:7).

Dear  Girls: 

I  was  born  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  attended 
a  Methodist  church.  It  was  at  the  age  of  fifteen  that  I  accepted 
the  Lord  as  Saviour,  but  it  wasn't  until  the  following  vear  that 
I  was  willing  to  yield  mv  life  to  Him. 

As  a  teen-ager,  one  of  mv  stipulations  for  marriage  was  that 
I  would  never  marrv  a  doctor  or  a  minister.  In  September  of  1941 
|ohn  and  I  were  married  and  at  that  time  he  was  employed  by  the 
Philadelphia  Inquirer.  We  took  as  our  life  verses  Psalm  37:4  and 
5  and  truly  the  Lord  has  been  faithful  in  all  things.  Just  prior 
to  our  wedding  we  had  united  with  the  Third  Brethren  Church 
of  Philadelphia. 

Two  years  later  Uncle  Sam  "invited"  John  into  the  service. 
This  truly  was  a  training  time  for  me,  for  I  traveled  from  place 
to  place  with  my  husband,  even  to  the  leading  of  a  daily  va- 
cation Bible  school  of  the  Swedish  Baptist  Church  at  Sioux  Falls, 
S.    Dak. 

It  was  during  this  time  that  the  Lord  spoke  to  John  about 
entering  the  ministry.  It  was  a  struggle  for  me  more  than  John, 
but  we  came  to  the  place  where  we  were  willing  to  say  yes  to 
the  Lord. 

In  December  1945,  we  were  blessed  with  our  first  child, 
Sandra.  After  Uncle  Sam  dismissed  my  husband,  we  made  plans 
to  go  to  Winona  Lake  where  John  was  to  begin  his  studies  at 
Grace  Seminary. 

While  at  Grace  Seminary  we  worked  together  serving  a 
student  pastorate  at  Salem,  Ind.  Upon  graduation  John  accepted 
the  call  to  serve  the  church  at  Lake  Odessa,  Mich.,  and  it  was 
during  this  time,  September  1949,  that  our  second  girl  Sharon 
was  born. 

It  wasn't  long  until  we  left  the  north  and  headed  for  John- 
son City,  Tenn.  where  we  served  in  a  home-missions  pastorate, 
and  it  was  here  that  our  son  Stephen  was  born  in  October  1952. 
After  a  few  years  we  headed  north  again  to  serve  at  the  Listie 
(Pa.)  church  and  after  several  years  again  headed  south  to  Alex- 
andria, Va.,  where  we  are  serving  at  the  present  time. 

The  Lord  has  blessed  during  our  years  of  service  for  Him. 
There  have  been  many  trials  and  heartaches,  but  yvhen  we  com- 
pare them  to  those  of  our  Lord,  they  seem  to  fade  into  insignifi- 
cance. One  of  our  greatest  joys  is  that  each  one  of  our  children 
have  accepted  Christ  as  Saviour,  and  Sandra  has  indicated  an 
interest  in  attending  Grace  College.  Trulv  the  "Lord  hath  done 
great  things  for  us;  whereof  we  are  glad."

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A   MISSIONARY  STORY  FOR   YOUNG  AND   OLD

The  glittering  stars  of  the  South- 
er o 

ern  Cross  gradually  lost  their  bril- 
liance and  the  calm  of  a  tropical  dawn 
smoothed  the  troubled  surface  of  the 
great  Amazon  River  as  Raimundo, 
the  houseboy  on  the  missionary 
launch  A  Graca,  slowly  awoke  and 
stood  erect  on  the  deck.  It  took  him 
a  moment  to  wake  up  completely 
and  when  he  did  a  troubled  look 
appeared  on  his  round,  brown  face. 

Raimundo's  job  was  to  help  the 
missionary  as  he  went  from  place  to 
place  preaching  the  Gospel  to  the 
people  in  isolated  villages  along  the 
banks  of  the  Amazon  River  in  Brazil. 
He  had  to  cook,  clean,  help  run 
the  launch,  and  do  anything  else  that 
would  help  in  the  work. 

He  always  had  enough  to  eat  and 
a  place  to  sleep,  so  this  wasn't  what 
bothered  him.  It  was  something  the 
famous  doctor  had  said  in  the  serv- 
ice last  night.  This  wonderful  man, 
who  was  the  head  of  a  large  Bible 
training  school  in  North  America, 
had  come  to  visit  the  graduates  of 
his  school  who  were  preaching  in 
various  places  along  the  river.  The 
missionary,  Senhor  Jeronimo,  was 
taking  the  doctor  to  these  villages 
in  the  launch,  and  was  interpreting 
while  the  doctor  spoke.  Last  night 
the  doctor  had  spoken  of  the  need 
for  every  believer  to  be  a  witness  for 
the  Lord  and  to  tell  other  people 
about  the  Saviour. 

Raimundo  had  been  a  believer  for 
many  months  and  had  been  very 
happy  to  think  how  his  sins  were 
forgiven  and  of  how  much  the  Lord 
loved  and  cared  for  him  but  had 
never  thought  that  he  could  do  any- 


thing for  the  Lord  himself.  He  was 
afraid  to  get  up  and  speak  and  could 
hardly  read  because  he  had  gone  to 
school  onlv  a  few  months.  It  seemed 
to  him  that  there  was  just  nothing  he 
could  do;  yet  the  doctor  had  said  that 
the  Bible  said  everyone  should  do 
something  for  Jesus.  The  boy's 
troubled  look  deepened  as  he  dressed 
and  washed  and  prepared  for  the 
dav's  work. 

"Perhaps  I  will  find  something 
in  the  Bible  to  help  me,"  he  said  to 
himself  as  he  reached  for  his  precious 
copy  which  the  missionary  had  given 
to  him.  The  book  just  naturally 
seemed  to  open  at  Matthew  28: 1 9-20 
and  he  read  slowly  and  haltingly  in 
Portuguese  the  words:  "Go  ye  there- 
fore and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing 
them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
.  .  .  and  lo,  I  am  with  thee  alway, 
even  unto  the  end  of  the  world." 
With  a  deep  sigh  of  real  anguish  he 
dropped  to  his  knees  and  asked  God 
to  enable  him  to  be  a  good  witness 
for  him.  Refreshed  and  strengthened, 
he  arose  and  began  to  prepare  the 
breakfast  for  the  passengers  and  crew 
of  the  launch. 

Soon  everyone  on  board  A  Graca 
was  awake  and  moving  about.  This 
was  a  wonderful  trip  and  Raimundo 
was  as  excited  as  could  be  about  it. 
Not  only  was  the  famous  doctor  on 
board  but  also  eight  other  missionaries 
and  national  pastors.  They  had  come 
from  several  missions  and  churches 
to  go  on  the  trip  with  the  doctor. 
This  was  to  be  a  trip  he  would  never 
forget,  he  knew,  as  everyone  was  so 
happv  and  full  of  fun. 


Raimundo  could  understand  a  lot 
of  the  words  the  "Americanos"  said 
because  he  had  been  with  Senhor 
Jeronimo  for  many  months,  and  the 
missionary  had  been  teaching  him. 
What  he  couldn't  actually  under- 
stand he  could  guess  at  from  the  tones 
of  the  voices  and  the  way  the  words 
were  said. 

"Raimundo,  Raimundo,  venha  ca." 
It  was  the  voice  of  Senhor  Jeronimo 
calling  from  the  pilot  house. 

"Ja  vem,"  answered  Raimundo  as 
he  ran  to  see  what  was  wanted. 

In  a  few  words  the  missionary  ex- 
plained that  Raimundo  must  serve 
the  breakfast  right  away  as  it  was 
necessary  to  start  as  soon  as  possible 
because  they  must  be  in  Belem,  the 
big  city  at  the  mouth  of  the  river,  for 
an  important  meeting  that  night.  The 
large  opera  house  had  been  rented 
and  many  hundreds  of  people  would 
be  out  to  hear  the  visitor  from  North 
America.  Evervthing  possible  must 
be  done  to  see  that  nothing  hindered 
their  arriving  in  plenty  of  time  for 
this  big  meeting. 

Senhor  Jeronimo  explained  all  this 
very  carefully  to  Raimundo,  and  the 
boy  knew  why.  He  looked  away 
and  kicked  the  deck  of  the  launch 
with  his  bare  toe.  He  had  the  bad 
habit  of  not  taking  care  of  the  gear 
on  board  so  that  sometimes  the  launch 
was  delayed  when  they  had  to  stop 
for  emergency  repairs.  This  was  bad 
enough  anytime  but  would  be  espe- 
cially bad  today  since  thev  had  to 
be  in  Belem  that  evening. 

Raimundo  wanted  to  get  there  too 
for  the  meeting  because  his  father 
and  mother  would  be  there  and  thev 
had  never  accepted  Christ.  He  was 
praying  that  tonight  they  would  pub- 
licly confess  Christ  as  their  Saviour. 

Senhor  Jeronimo  stopped  speaking 
and  Raimundo  hurried  away  to  serve 
the  coffee.  The  motor  started  with  a 
roar,  and  they  began  their  long  day's 
journey  to  the  distant  city. 

Raimundo  handed  the  doctor  his 
cup  of  coffee.  The  great  man  smiled 
and  patted  him  on  the  head.  "Rai- 
mundo," he  said,  "You  are  O.K."  The 
boy  didn't  know  exactly  what  it 
meant,  but  knew  it  was  something 
nice  so  he  smiled  back  at  the  man. 

"Sank  you  v'ry  much,"  he  said  in 
halting  English.

THE  IDEAL  CHRISTIAN  LAYMAN  (John  1:35-42) 


It  must  be  remembered  that  God 
himself  calls  our  attention  to  two 
classes  of  Christians,  and  these  two 
classes  are  very  much  in  evidence 
in  the  lavmen  in  every  one  of  our 
churches  todav.  There  is  the  carnal 
Christian  and  the  spiritual  Christian. 
To  be  carnally  minded  is  to  miss 
God's  directive  will,  and  the  end  of 
such  a  man  will  be  "saved;  vet  so  as 
by  fire"  (I  Cor.  3:11-15).  The  spiritual 
Christian  is  one  who  has  died  to  self 
and  is  concerned  only  in  doing  God's 
perfect  will.  His  constant  prayer  is 
"Have  thine  own  way.  Lord"  (Phil. 
1:21). 

A  little  bov  asked  his  father,  who 
professed  to  be  a  Christian,  "Daddy, 
what  is  a  Christian?"  After  the 
father  had  made  a  good  attempt  to 
paint  the  picture  of  a  Christian  in 
the  bov's  mind,  the  lad  asked  again: 
"Daddy,  have  I  ever  seen  one?"  Does 
vour  son  or  your  neighbor's  son  see 
in  vou  a  Christian?  We  want  to 
show  vou  a  Christian,  and  we  be- 
lieve he  is  an   ideal  Christian  too. 

If  vou  will  look  at  verse  40  of  our 
Scripture  lesson,  vou  will  see  "one 
of  the  two  which  heard  John  speak, 
and  followed  him,  was  Andrew, 
Simon  Peter's  brother."  We  know  that 
Andrew  was  a  Christian  because  he 
was  a  follower  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  He  was  happy  to  listen  to 
John  until  he  saw  Christ,  but  from 
the  very  moment  he  beheld  Christ, 
Tie  longed  to  be  with  Christ.  He 
longed  also  to  know  where  Christ 
dwelt.  So  it  is  with  every  soul  who 
really  loves  Christ  today. 

I've  a  longing  in  my  heart  for  Jesus 
Tve  a  longing  in  my  heart  to  see  his 

face; 
I  am  wearv,  oh,  so  weary,  of  traveling 

here  below, 
I've  a  longing  in  mv  heart  for  Him.'' 

When  Andrew  had  spent  a  day 
and  a  night  in  the  presence  of  Christ, 
he  was  a  new  creation  in  Christ.  And 


Andrew  became  an  ideal  Christian  as 
we   shall   see. 

1  He  was  a  Soul-winner  (w.  41- 
42).  Notice  the  two  things  about 
Andrew  here.  First,  he  had  a  clear 
testimony  (v.  41).  "We  have  found 
the  Messias,  which  is  being  inter- 
preted  the  Christ."  He  did  not  speak 
of  Christ  as  the  Way-Shower,  nor  a 
great  Example,  nor  as  a  Martyr  who 
died  for  a  good  cause.  "We  have  met 
the  Christ." 

Second,  he  brought  Peter  to  Jesus 
(v.  42).  He  did  not  send  him  or  sug- 
gest that  Peter  think  it  over  a  week. 
He  brought  him  to  Jesus.  Whom 
have  vou  brought  to  the  Lord  Jesus? 
But  vou  say:  "I'm  just  an  ordinary 
man."  So  was  Andrew  (Mark  1:16). 
He  was  a  fisherman. 

2  He  had  a  love  for  children  (John 
6:5-9).  It  was  Andrew  who  noticed 
the  lad.  In  Mark  10:13-16  we  have 
the  picture  of  many  Christians  who 
sin  against  the  children  by  failing  to 
win  them  for  Christ  while  they  are 
voung.  When  we  feel  too  important 
to  deal  with  boys  in  a  bovs  club  or 
to  teach  a  Bible-school  class,  let  us 
remember  that  God's  standard  of  sal- 
vation is  still  the  child  (Matt.  18:3). 

3  He  had  a  missionary  vision  (John 
12:20-22).  Here  we  find  Greeks  who 
wanted  to  meet  Christ,  in  spite  of 
what  Christ  had  previously  said.  An- 
drew didn't  miss  an  opportunity  to 
introduce  men  to  Christ.  The  Greeks 
said  to  Philip:  "Sir,  we  would  see 
Jesus."  When  Philip  told  Andrew, 
there  was  no  hesitation.  Andrew,  ac- 
companied by  Philip,  went  and  told 
Christ.  Have  you  talked  to  Christ 
about  someone  recently?  Most  of  us 
find  it  very  easy  to  talk  about  others, 
but  are  we  talking  about  them  to  the 
Lord  who  can  help  them? 

4  He  was  interested  in  the  coming 
again  of  our  Lord  (Mark  13:1-4). 
There  are  those  who  profess  to  love 
Christ  who  would  not  think  this 
characteristic   as   an    ideal    Christian 


essential.  However,  the  blessed  hope 
is  a  hope  we  must  love  if  we  are  to 
receive  the  crown  of  righteousness 
(II  Tim.  4:8).  The  Christian  who 
loves  this  hope  has  a  vindicating  ho-pe, 
knowing  that  someday  all  shall  be 
made  right  (II  Thess.  1:7-9).  Lie  has 
a  motivating  hope  which  is  so  sorely 
needed  in  these  days  when  so  many 
have  fallen  asleep  as  the  disciples  of 
old  (Rom.  13:11).  He  has  a  purifying 
hope,  and  how  we  need  this  hope  in 
these  apostate  days  (I  John  3:1-3). 
Finally,  he  has  a  clarifying  hope,  and 
this  helps  him  to  be  a  blessing  to 
many  whose  hearts  are  failing  them 
for  fear  (II  Thess.  2:1-3). 

5  He  was  filled  with  the  Holy 
Spirit  (Acts  1:12-14).  Without  the 
filling  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  Andrew 
would  have  failed  in  the  first  four 
points.  Dear  friend,  if  vou  would  be 
an  ideal  Christian,  vou  must  pray: 
"Pill  with  Thy  Spirit  till  all  shall  see 
Christ  only,  always  living  in  me."

"We  couldn't  get  along  without 
you,  Raimundo,"  the  doctor  said.  Sen- 
hor  Jeronimo  told  Raimundo  what 
it  meant  and  he  felt  a  warm  glow 
of  pleasure  at  the  praise. 

Two  of  the  others  who  were  travel- 
ing along  with  them  helped  do  the 
dishes  and  tidv  up  the  launch,  and 
then  Raimundo  began  to  cook  the 
beans,  rice,  and  meat  which  would 
be  their  lunch.  The  morning  passed 
quickly,  lunchtime  came  and  went 
with  two  of  the  Brazilian  pastors 
helping  with  the  work  this  time. 

Raimundo  was  just  about  to  put 
up  his  hammock  and  take  a  little  nap 
as  he  usually  did  after  lunch  when 
once  more  Senhor  Jeronimo  called 
him   to  the  pilot  house. 

"Raimundo,"  he  said,  "The  doctor 
and  I  want  to  go  into  the  cabin  for 
a  time  of  prayer  and  planning  for 
the  service  tonight.  We  don't  dare 
stop  because  we  can't  get  to  Belem 
unless  we  keep  moving,  so  you  take 
the  wheel  for  a  while." 

The  boy  felt  a  great  surge  of  jov 
in  his  heart.  He  loved  piloting  the 
launch.  Eagerly  he  grasped  the  wheel 
as  the  missionary  and  the  doctor  went 
into  the  cabin.  He  felt  as  if  he  were 
really  doing  something  for  the  Lord 
now.  Perhaps  this  was  how  God 
could  use  him  in  His  service. 

It  was  hot.  The  air  felt  like  a  warm, 
moist  blanket.

Jesus  Christ  II  Appearing 

This  was  the  title  of  a  full-page  ad  in  the  Los  Angeles 
Times  on  December  25,  1959.  It  apparently  was  financed 
by  three  religious  organizations,  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Los  Angeles,  Temple  Israel,  and  the  Blessed 
Sacrament  Church,  also  of  Los  Angeles.  Whoever  Jesus 
Christ  II  is,  he  was  scheduled  to  speak  or  manifest  him- 
self in  these  three  churches  January  25,  27,  and  29,  1960. 

This  supposedly  divinely  appointed  individual  we  are 
told,  was  to  speak  of  the  first  Christ  and  the  human  ani 
mals  which  persecuted  Him.  Apparently  this  "second 
Christ"  committed  himself  to  God  November  21,  1959. 
Immediately  God  spoke  to  him  directly  and  commissioned 
him  to  represent  God  and  to  reveal  Him  and  His  wor- 
ship to  others. 

The  entire  ad  was  an  abstract,  mystical,  religious 
statement  about  God  and  His  only  Son.  To  determine 
the  purpose  of  such  a  mass  of  abstractions  is  difficult. 
However,  it  no  doubt  appealed  to  the  religionist  and 
especially  to  those  who  search  for  a  path  to  God  which 
by-passes  both  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  the  attitudes 
and  decisions  which  are  necessary  to  know  His  blessing 
in  salvation. 

As  always  in  new  religious  formulas  two  things  are 
true.  The  clearly  revealed  plan  of  God  for  the  salvation 
and  spiritual  help  of  human  souls  is  notably  absent.  Also 
a  great  question  mark  is  left  over  the  person  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  It  is  at  least  inferred  that  He  is  only 
a  great  man  among  men.  Nothing  more  than  this  would 
be  necessary  to  satisfy  the  language  used  in  the  ad. 

The  Bible  nowhere  indicates  the  coming  of  Jesus 
Christ  II.  It  does  say  that  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the 
first  Christ,  according  to  the  ad,  was  "his  only  be- 
gotten Son"  ( |ohn  3:16).  Shall  we  look  for  another?  How 
can  we  be  sure  of  anything  about  the  person  and  work 
of  Christ  unless  we  unqualifiedly  accept  the  revelation 
of  God's  Word  about  Him  and  the  fact  that  He  is  God's 
only  Son?  Neither  the  title  of  the  ad  nor  the  accompany- 
ing copy  can  be  justified  on  the  basis  of  revealed  divine 
truth.  There  will  be  no  Jesus  Christ  II!  No  man  has 
any  right  to  assume  that  name  in  relation  to  our  Lord  in 
any  sense.  Whoever  this  individual  is,  he  is  a  usurper  of 
a  divinely  bestowed  title  and  position  in  God's  plan. 

Even  though  there  is  a  reference  to  the  cross  of  Christ 
and  the  "draining  of  His  blood  and  fluids"  in  the  ad,  there 
is  no  indication  that  this  has  any  relation  to  salvation. 
The  Scripture  says  of  our  Saviour:  "Neither  is  there 
salvation  in  any  other:  for  there  is  none  other  name  under 
heaven  given  among  men,  whereby  we  must  be  saved" 


(Acts  4:12).  Paul  gave  the  divine  formula  for  salvation 
to  the  Philippian  jailer:  "Believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
and  thou  shalt  be  saved,  and  thy  house"  (Acts  16:31). 
Talking  about  Christ,  no  matter  how  profound  or  in- 
structive the  message  may  be,  will  not  help  lost  men 
get  to  heaven.  His  person  and  work  must  be  related 
to  man's  spiritual  need.  Complete  faith  in  Him  for  the 
salvation  of  the  soul  is  necessary. 

On  every  hand  today  there  are  subtle,  and  manv 
times  plausible,  doubts  expressed  about  the  person  of 
Christ.  Is  He  equal  with  God?  Is  He  God  in  the  fullest 
significance  and  meaning  of  the  word?  In  fact,  we  often 
find  in  our  personal  work  that  this  question  seems 
more  interesting  to  a  plain  unbeliever  or  a  religionist 
than  the  relationship  of  his  own  soul  to  God  and  his  own 
eternal  destiny.  This  is  certainly  a  cunning  and  stra- 
tegic approach  by  Satan.  If  a  man  refuses  to  accept  the 
deity  or  Godship  of  Jesus  Christ,  he  has  with  one  stroke 
of  unbelief  removed  any  possibility  of  his  own  salvation. 
If  Jesus  Christ  is  a  mere  man  and  not  the  God-man, 
even  though  He  may  be  accorded  a  place  as  the  greatest 
of  men,  He  is  merely  a  sinner  among  sinners,  who,  him- 
self  needs  to  be  saved.  Sinners  cannot  effectively  die  for 
the  sins  of  other  sinners.  Both  alike  are  guilty  and  under 
the  judgment  of  a  holy  God.  There  must  be  one  who 
is  sinless;  one  who  is  alreadv  at  peace  with  God;  who  is 
on  the  same  level  as  God  morallv,  who  will  give  him- 
self for  the  sins  of  others.  Jesus  Christ,  the  only  and 
unique  Son  of  God,  was  the  only  one  who  qualified 
because  He,  himself,  is  God  and  God  is  sinless.  As  the 
second  member  of  the  Godhead  He  became  the  Lamb 
of  God,  the  perfect  sacrifice  for  the  sins  of  men  as  His. 
blood  was  shed  and  He  died  on  the  cross.  God's  justice 
and  holiness  were  thus  satisfied.  Now  men  are  for- 
given and  saved  from  the  guilt  and  penalty  of  their  sins. 
through  receiving  Christ.  On  the  basis  of  His  work  and 
righteousness  and  onlv  on  this  basis  are  men  blessed 
eternally  bv  God. 

Why  did  the  Apostle  John  write:  "Llerebv  know  ve 
the  Spirit  of  God:  Every  spirit  that  confesseth  that  Jesus. 
Christ  is  come  in  the  flesh  is  of  God:  And  every  spirit  that 
confesseth  not  that  Jesus  Christ  is  come  in  the  flesh  is  not 
of  God:  and  this  is  that  spirit  of  antichrist,  whereof  ve 
have  heard  that  it  should  come;  and  even  now  alreadv  is. 
it  in  the  world"  (I  John  4:2-3)? 

He  wrote  it  to  care  for  such  situations  as  we  find  here. 
In  this  one  respect,  at  least,  all  false  religions  can  be 
placed  in  one  category.  Thev  deny  the  deity  of  Jesus.

Lives  Dedicated  to  a  Task

God  works  in  mysterious  ways  His 
wonders  to  perform.  In  some  places 
He  brings  forth  a  church  like  a  mush- 
room. A  few  vears  go  by  and  the 
church  is  self-supporting  with  a  good- 
sized  congregation.  However,  this  is 
not  the  story  of  the  Johnson  City 
(Tenn.)  church.  It  is  a  testimony  of 
lives  dedicated  to  the  task  of  seeing 
a  self-supporting  Brethren  church. 
"We  are  pressing  on  the  upward  way" 
has  been  the  motto  of  the  Grace 
Brethren  Church  of  Johnson  City, 
Tenn.,  for  the  past  ten  years.  The 
heights  have  been  high  and  the  way 
has  been  steep.  Now  after  ten  years 
of  patient  pressing  on  with  God,  the 
height  of  financial  self-support  has 
been  reached.  A  hearty  thank  you 
goes  to  the  members  and  supporters 
of  The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  for  their  patient  guidance 
and  gracious  assistance.  As  we  begin 
to  walk  alone,  we  also  want  to  thank 
the  Southeast  District  Mission  Board 
for  their  generous  assistance. 

The  Johnson  City  Brethren 
Church  began  in  1948  as  a  Bible 
class  in  the  home  of  the  Stanley 
Edgars  under  the  leadership  of  Rev. 
Earle  Peer,  the  pastor  at  that  time 
of  the  Vernon  Brethren  Church  at 
Limestone,  Tenn.  Mrs.  Edgar  was 
the  daughter  of  S.  M.  Coffey,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Ghent  Brethren  Church 
in  Roanoke,  Va.,  although  the  ma- 
jority of  the  members  in  this  Bible 
class  were  from  another  denomina- 
tion.  They  had  become   dissatisfied 


with  the  modernistic  inroads  in  their 
church.  Only  one  family,  other  than 
Mrs.  Edgar,  was  Brethren.  This  was 
the  Clay  Guinn  family  from  the 
Limestone   church. 

The  organizational  meeting  was 
held  on  April  25,  1949.  Russell 
Ogden,  a  student  at  Bob  Jones  Uni- 
versity, was  called  as  the  first  pas- 
tor. Charter  membership  was  closed 
on  the  26th  day  of  October,  1949, 
with   twenty-five  members. 

The  Seventh  Day  Adventist 
Church  became  the  next  meeting 
place.  However,  the  group  bought 
the  Lutheran  Church  on  the  corner 
of  Lamont  Street  and  Watauga  Ave- 
nue in  the  fall  of  1949,  and  they 
have  been  meeting  there  ever  since. 

Rev.  John  J.  Burns  replaced  Rus- 
sell Ogden  as  pastor  in  June  1950. 
Mr.  Burns  led  the  people  until  1954. 
The  Sunday-school  attendance  reach- 
ed the  103  mark  on  November  5, 
1950.  Then  it  grew-  to  a  high  of  121 
in  1951.  After  that,  however,  it 
dropped  back  below  one  hundred. 
After  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Burns 
in  Januarv,  the  pulpit  was  supplied 
bv  visiting  speakers  until  the  coming 
of  Rev.  Dean  Risser  in  May  1954. 
Mr.  Risser  pastored  the  church  until 
February  1959.  The  pulpit  was  again 
filled  bv  guest  speakers  until  August 
1959,  when  my  wife  and  I  came  onto 
the  field. 

We  have  had  a  blessed  six  months 
here  in  Johnson  City.  We  have  found 
the  people  hard  working,  possessing 


a  burden  for  the  lost,  and  a  desire  to 
grow  spiritually  and  numerically.  God 
has  blessed  with  a  stability  and 
growth  in  attendances.  On  lanuary 
10,  1960,  our  official  self-supporting 
celebration,  our  Sunday-school  at- 
tendance was  102.  This  was  the  first 
time  it  had  been  above  one  hundred 
since  1951.  The  preaching  attend- 
ance record  was  broken  with  eighty- 
eight  present  in  the  morning  service. 
On  January  17  our  BYF  record  was 
broken  with  thirtv-two  in  attendance. 
On  January  8  and  9  our  young  people 
brought  home  the  Southeast  District 
BYF  attendance  banner  from  the 
youth  rally.  There  were  twenty-two 
young  people  who  drove  185  miles 
one  way  to  this  district  youth  rally, 
and  it  was  a  real  thrill  for  them  to 
win  the  attendance  banner. 

The  Grace  Brethren  Church  of 
Johnson  City  is  on  the  march.  The 
sun  that  has  been  back  of  the  clouds 
is  beginning  to  shine  through.  Our 
new  Sundav-school  addition  is  nearly 
completed.  This  will  give  us  six  new 
Sundav-school  rooms,  a  nursery,  a 
new  ladies'  lounge,  and  a  new  kitch- 
en. All  the  work  except  the  block 
and  brick-laving  has  been  done  by 
the  men  of  the  church.  They  are  to 
be  commended  for  their  hard,  sacri- 
ficial work. 

God  has  and  is  doing  great  things 
for  us;  whereof  we  are  glad.  We  re- 
quest  your  prayers  as  we  go  forth  to- 
gether dedicated  to  do  a  work  for  our 
wonderful  Lord  and  Saviour.

NEW   EXPERIENCES

From  the  time  she  started  to  kin- 
dergarten, our  daughter,  Diane,  has 
attended  a  Christian  school.  This 
vear,  for  several  reasons,  we  decided 
it  was  time  to  subject  her  to  the 
public  schools.  The  first  good  reason 
was  that  some  of  our  Jewish  people 
were  wondering  if  we  were  trying 
to  keep  her  separated  from  their  chil- 
dren, and  secondly,  and  perhaps  not 
so  important,  it  had  become  too  ex- 
pensive for  us  to  keep  her  there. 

Upon  our  return  from  our  itinera- 
tion trip  this  summer,  Diane  con- 
tracted pneumonia  and  was  not  able 
to  go  back  to  school  for  three  weeks. 
So  her  first  dav  was  somewhere  near 
the  first  of  October,  and  both  Sandra 
and  I  accompanied  her  to  meet  the 
teacher.  As  we  left  the  house,  excite- 
ment ran  high.  It  was  something  she 
wanted  to  do  for  a  long  time.  I  noticed 
she  was  carrying  a  shoe  box,  and 
upon  opening  it,  I  discovered  it  was 
filled  with  tracts  and  several  New 
Testaments. 

"Diane,"  I  said,  "do  you  think  it 
is  good  policy  to  carry  all  this  to 
school  on  your  first  day?  I  know  you 
want  your  new  friends  to  hear  about 
the  Lord,  but  don't  you  think  it 
would  be  better  to  wait  until  an  op- 
portunity presents  itself  without  you 
pushing  this  down  their  throats  on 
the  first  day?'' 

Diane  had  been  in  on  our  "opera- 
tions" long  enough  to  realize  I  was 
making  sense.  "Okay,"  she  said,  and 
I  took  the  box  home  with  me. 

Several  days  later  she  burst  into 
the  house.  "Guess  what!  As  I  was 
walking  home  with  the  girls,  they 
were  all  telling  what  they  thought 
was  the  most  important  thing  in  the 
world.    Know    what    I    told    them?" 

I  was  busy  with  lunch  and  at  first 
I  didn't  realize  what  she  was  saying. 
"What?"  I  asked. 

"I  told  them  that  knowing  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  as  my  Saviour  was  the 
most  important  thing  in  the  world 
to  me." 


"And  what  was  their  reaction?"  I 
wondered. 

"They  said  that  was  very  nice,  but 
money  was  much  more  important." 

"Do  you  see  what  I  meant  by  wait- 
ing for  your  opportunities?"  I  asked 
her.  "Keep  on  your  toes  and  always 
be  ready  if  the  opportunity  presents 
itself— and  it  will." 

Several  weeks  later  I  was  startled 
to  see  her  racing  up  the  street  with 
her  ponytail  flying.  Bang!  went  the 
door.  "Where's  my  Bible?"  she  was 
saying  as  she  dashed  into  her  room. 
"One  of  the  girls  said  that  men  came 
from  fishes  and  I  want  to  show  her 
what  really  happened."  By  this  time 
she  had  her  Bible  and  was  off  again. 
From  my  kitchen  window  I  could  see 
down  Rosewood  Avenue.  On  the  curb 
about  a  block  away  sat  six  little  girls. 
Overhead,  two  huge  palm  trees 
waved  in  the  breeze.  It  didn't  occur 
to  me  at  the  time,  but  it  would  have 
made  a  lovely  picture. 

From  my  window  I  could  watch 
what  was  going  on.  Diane  was  stand- 
ing in  front  of  them  with  the  Bible 
and  talking,  throwing  her  hands 
around  like  only  those  who  live  with 
Jewish  people  can  do.  An  hour  passed 
and  still  they  were  there.  One  mother 
came  in  a  car  looking  for  her  child. 
I  saw  one  little  girl  get  up  and  go  to 
the  car,  throw  in  her  sweater,  and  go 
back  again  to  the  group.  None  of 
them  had  had  their  lunch  because 
the  school  is  on  half-day  sessions  and 
they  are  released  at  12:20.  But  at 
last  it  was  over,  and  Diane  came 
home  with  a  pleased  expression  on 
her  face. 

"Well,"  I  said,  "how  did  it  go?" 

"You  know,  Mother,  they  really 
hadn't  heard  anything  like  that  be- 
fore. I  told  them  how  God  made  man 
from  the  dust  and  I  showed  them 
in  the  Bible.  Louise  said  her  mother 
told  her  man  came  from  a  fish  be- 
cause scientists  said  so  and  they  are 
always  right." 

"And?" 


She  shrugged.  "I  told  her  if  God's 
Word  said  something  else,  then  the 
scientists  were  wrong.  Besides,  I  told 
them  about  Jesus  and  how  He  could 
forgive  their  sins.  I  showed  them 
what  the  Bible  said  and  they  thought 
it  was  very  interesting." 

I  wondered  what  would  happen 
when  their  mothers  heard  about  it. 

On  the  way  home  from  school  next 
dav,  one  of  the  other  girls  expressed 
appreciation  of  the  discussion  and 
said  she  would  like  to  hear  more 
some  other  time.  Louise,  however, 
continued  to  come  to  the  house  and 
to  have  lunch  with  Diane.  She  took 
home  tracts  and  other  literature  to 
read.  Just  before  Christmas,  she  was 
here  again.  This  time  her  mother 
came  for  her  and  introduced  herself. 
We  had  a  nice  time  chatting  about 
nothing  in  particular. 

Last  week,  Louise  came  again  for 
lunch.  Afterward,  she  called  her 
mother  and  told  her  about  the  de- 
licious pinon  nuts  the  "missionaries 
from  New  Mexico"  left  here. 

"Um-hm,"  I  thought  to  mvself. 
"That  does  it." 

Sure  enough,  a  day  or  so  later 
Louise  became  very  cold.  Melody, 
another  of  Diane's  new  friends,  told 
her  Louise  thought  she  was  "crabby, 
not  very  nice,  and  thought  she  knew 
everything." 

So,  for  the  time  being  at  least,  the 
discussions  are  at  an  end.  What 
happens  next  is  anybody's  guess. 
Diane  knows  she  can  expect  no  last- 
ing friendships  among  these  little 
girls.  It  seems  that  in  these  times,  it 
is  the  accepted  thing  to  use  His  name 
in  vain— to  cheat  if  you  can  get  away 
with  it— to  tell  untruths.  The  only 
thing  that  really  brings  a  sincere  don't 
from  parents  is  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

Have  you  ever  heard  of  the  La 
Habra  Brethren  Church?  No?  Let  me 
tell  you  how  this  new  church  came 
into  being. 

It  was  during  the  summer  of  1958 
that  the  people  of  the  First  Brethren 
Church  of  Whittier  seriously  accept- 
ed the  challenge  of  establishing  a 
new  Brethren  church  in  this  area. 
Several  areas  were  surveyed  and  fi- 
nally a  two-acre  parcel  of  land,  in 
the  adjoining  town  of  La  Habra,  was 
purchased  from  a  Christian  familv 
for  the  favorable  price  of  $23,000. 
This  propertv  included  a  modest  two 
bedroom  home.  In  mid- August  $100 
earnest  monev  was  paid  from  the 
General  Fund  of  the  First  Brethren 
Church.  The  property  was  placed  in 
a  ninetv-dav  escrow  and  purchased 
subject  to  zoning  for  a  church.  The 
$5,750  needed  for  the  down  payment 
was  met  within  the  ninety  days.  On 
November  12,  1958  the  purchase  was 
consummated.  Through  faithful  and 
sacrificial  giving  the  First  Brethren 
Church  of  Whittier  has  since 
cleared  the  property  from  debt.  A 
mortgage  burning  service  is  planned 
in  the  very  near  future. 

The  public  dedication  service  was 
on  Sundav  afternoon,  January  4, 
1959.  On  January  11,  1959  the  first 
worship  service  was  held  with  eleven 
people  present.  The  beginning  was 
slow  but  the  few  were  faithful  and 
God  gave  growth.  The  first  year  of 
the  La  Habra  Brethren  Church  has 
been  a  year  of  wonderful  spiritual 
victories.  The  Spirit  of  God  has 
wrought  salvation  in  four  homes  in 
the  immediate  neighborhood.  We 
know  of  six  souls  that  have  passed 
from  death  unto  life  because  of  the 
testimony  of  this  new  church.  Eleven 
have  followed  the  Lord  in  baptism. 
It  is  thrilling  to  see  these  and  older 
Christians  growing  in  spiritual  things. 
At  our  fall  communion  service  (34 
were  present)  a  recently  saved  man 
testified:  'A  few  months  ago  I  was 
searching    for    something— I     didn't 


even  know  what  I  was  searching 
for-until  I  found  Christ."  Another 
man  told  how  Christ  had  not  only 
saved  him  but  had  changed  his  entire 
life.  These  men  are  now  active  mem- 
bers in  our  church. 

The  attendance  has  shown  a  steady 
increase  this  past  year.  The  third 
quarter  of  1959  the  weekly  average  in 
Sunday  school  was  forty;  during  the 
fourth  quarter  it  was  forty-nine.  Our 
high  point  was  January  3  when  fiftv- 
nine  were  in  Sunday  school  and  sixty- 
seven  attended  the  morning  worship 
service.  Despite  very  limited  fa- 
cilities, afforded  by  a  modest  two- 
bedroom  home  and  a  parked  school 
bus,  attendance  has  risen. 

The  people  of  the  La  Habra  Breth- 
ren Church  are  trusting  God  to  en- 
able them  to  erect  a  permanent  sanc- 
tuary, Sunday-school  rooms,  and 
social  hall  this  summer.  For  many 
months  the  trustees  have  been  work- 
ing and  planning  that  our  new  build- 
ing might  soon  be  erected.  The  peo- 
ple of  the  La  Habra  Brethren  Church 
have  a  vision  of  the  spiritual  needs 
of  this  community. 

God's  abundant  and  evident  bless- 
ing has  been  upon  the  La  Habra 
Brethren  Church.  The  people  of  the 
First  Brethren  Church  of  Whittier  are 
in  very  close  touch  with  this  new 
work.  They  not  only  read  and  hear 
but  see  how  God  is  blessing  and 
using  their  gifts.  This  is  a  tremendous 
encouragement.  Man)7  have  prayed, 
given,  and  worked  that  this  new 
church  might  be  a  reality.  Will  you 
pray  for  us?  Pray  that  (1)  God  will 
lead  us  clearly,  especially  in  our 
building  decisions;  (2)  that  more  peo- 
ple will  be  saved  and  built  up  in 
the  faith;  (3)  that  we  might  do  all 
things  with  an  eye  singled  to  the 
glory  of  God.  We  need  your  prayers.

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Sunday  Schools  Must  Evangelize

Evangelism  is  the  principal  purpose 
of  the  Sunday  school.  Winning  the 
lost  is  not  a  secondary  matter,  it  is 
basic  to  all  church  work,  including 
the  Sunday  school.  Souls  must  be 
saved.  A  fisherman  may  spend  his 
day  picking  flowers,  or  enjoying  the 
beauties  of  the  fields,  but  his  skill 
as  a  fisherman  is  determined  by  how 
full  his  basket  is  at  the  close  of  the 
dav. 

The  Sunday  school  must  lead  peo- 
ple to  Christ.  "Ye  must  be  born 
again,''  is  still  basic,  and  the  Sunday 
school  must  engage  in  this  sublime 
occupation.  Sunday  schools  that 
have  been  positively  evangelistic 
have  been  growing  schools.  They 
grow  fastest  when  the  fires  of  evan- 
gelism burn  hottest. 

Evangelism  will  save  the  Sunday 
school  from  surface  efforts.  Social 
work  concerns  itself  with  the  outside 
of  the  platter,  but  true  evangelism 
deals  with  the  inside.  It  leads  to  a 
new  heart  and  life.  While  education 
makes  strong  men  and  culture  makes 
attractive  men,  Christianity  makes 
good  men.  Dr.  Truett  said:  "All  the 
ethical  culturists  in  the  world  could 
not,  with  their  dainty  gospels,  pro- 
duce one  life  like  that  of  Carey,  or 
Judson,  or  Livingstone  in  an  eternity 
of  years." 


An  evangelistic  Sunday  school  will 
develop  effective  soul-winners.  The 
fine  art  of  soul-winning  is  developed 
by  winning  souls.  At  Fort  Wayne, 
Ind.,  lies  the  body  of  Sammy  Morris, 
the  ebonv-faced  African  boy  who 
had  the  knack  of  winning  souls  with- 
out  ever  having  been  taught  that  fine 
art.  A  burning  heart  can  teach  us 
more  about  personal  work  in  one 
week  than  a  seminary  course  could 
teach  us  in  three  years. 

With  burning  hearts,  the  Sunday- 
school  worker  can  study  and  plan  and 
go  after  the  lost. 

An  evangelistic  Sunday  school  will 
build  a  great  church.  No  church 
becomes  great  except  through  an 
evangelistic  spirit.  The  method  in 
different  churches  will  vary  but  the 
spirit  will  be  the  same. 

The  superintendent  should  center 
the  work  of  evangelism  in  the  Sun- 
day school.  He  should  direct  the 
work  of  every  department  of  the 
school  toward  evangelism  as  its  ul- 
timate  goal.  He  should  promote  soul- 
winning  visitation  among  the  work- 
ers,  making  them  feel  that  visiting 
is  not  a  fever  for  number,  but  a  pas- 
sion for  souls.  These  two  fundamental 
truths  must  be  kept  before  us:  I.  lost 
people  are  not  coming  to  our  Sun- 
day   schools    of    their    own    accord. 


Somebody  must  go  after  them.  2.  The 
mission  of  the  church  and  Sunday 
school  is  to  seek  that  which  is  lost. 
Sunday-school  workers  must  give  the 
Christlike  invitation:  "Come  unto 
me,  all  ye  that  labour  and  are  heavy 
laden,  and  I  will  give  you  rest." 
Christ  commands  us  to  go  out  into 
the  highways  and  hedges  and  compel 
them  to  come  in.  They  will  be  com- 
pelled by  your  impelling  love. 

Let  the  whole  Sunday  school  be 
consumed  with  a  burning  evange- 
listic flame. 

Let  the  superintendent  center  his 
whole  program  in  evangelism. 

Let  the  chorister  sing  in  notes  of 
evangelistic  appeal. 

Let  the  secretary  read  his  figures 
in  terms  of  potential  numbers  for  the 
kingdom. 

Let  the  treasurer  count  his  money 
in  terms  of  jewels  for  Christ. 

Let  the  usher  lead  people  to  their 
seats  as  though  he  were  leading  them 
to  a  mercy  seat. 

Let  the  teachers  teach  out  of  im- 
passioned hearts. 

Let  the  whole  Sunday  school  sense 
in  their  deepest  souls  the  worth  of  a 
lost  sinner.— Sunday  Schools  Revi- 
talized.

If 
you  are  a  born-again  Christian,  you 
are  already  rich  beyond  measure,  but 
personal  wealth  can  also  be  yours. 
You  can  store  up  a  great  treasure 
that  will  never  pass  away.  Here  is 
the  secret  of  this  great  wealth.  God 
tells  us  in  Matthew  6:19-20:  "Lay  not 
up  for  yourselves  treasures  upon 
earth,  where  moth  and  rust  doth  cor- 
rupt, and  where  thieves  break  through 
and  steal:  but  lay  up  for  yourselves 
treasures  in  heaven,  where  neither 
moth  nor  rust  doth  corrupt,  and 
where  thieves  do  not  break  through 
nor  steal."  These  few  words  are  from 
God's  Holy  Word.  Here  then  is  God's 
way  for  eternal  wealth. 

How  may  we  lay  up  "treasures  in 
heaven?"  The  answer  is  found  in 
Matthew  6:33:  "But  seek  ye  first  the 
kingdom  of  God,  and  his  righteous- 
ness; and  all  these  things  shall  be 
added  unto  you."  We  need  to  put 
first  things  first.  Search  out  God's 
Word  for  God's  will,  there  you  will 
find  that  once  you  have  been  saved, 
baptized,  and  taken  into  God's 
church,  His  desire  for  your  life  is 
separation:  "Touch  not  the  unclean 
thing"  (II  Cor.  6:17).  With  your  life 
clean  you  are  a  vessel  that  is  ready 
to  be  used  of  the  Lord.  Here  then  is 
your  command  in  Acts  1:8:  "But  ye 
shall  receive  power,  after  that  the 
Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon  you;  and 
ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both 
in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judaea,  and 
in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost 
part  of  the  earth."  Find  your  place 
of  service  in  winning  souls  for  the 
cause  of  Christ,  and  store  up  for 
yourselves   riches   in   heaven. 

Soul-winning  is  one  of  the  greatest 
parts  of  the  Christian  experience. 
Next  to  being  saved,  the  greatest 
thrill  of  a  lifetime  is  winning  some- 
one  else  to  Christ.  This  is  one  phase 
of  Christian  work  that  cannot  be 
learned  in  the  classroom,  or  from 
books.  It  is  a  work  that  can  only  be 
learned  by  personal  experience.  It  is 
good  to  read  up  on  methods,  testi- 
monies, wavs  and  means  of  soul- 
winning,  but  all  the  reading  in  the 
world  will  not  make  a  soul-winner  out 
of  you.  In  order  to  store  up  the 
treasures  in  heaven,  vou  must  win 
souls. 

Too  many  have  the  Satan-inspired 
idea  that  soul-winning  is  the  preach-

er's  job.  Yes;  it  is  true  that  this  is  part 
of  his  work,  but  God's  Word  plain- 
ly teaches  that  every  born-again 
child  of  God  is  to  be  a  witness  to  the 
saving  power  of  Jesus  Christ.  What 
does  a  witness  for  Christ  mean?  This 
is  a  real  problem  to  many,  and  it 
may  be  )'our  problem.  A  witness  is 
someone  who  tells  what  he  knows, 
not  what  he  thinks,  or  what  might 
be.  He  tells  what  he  knows  about 
Christ,  what  He  has  done  for  him, 
and  what  He  can  do  for  the  hearer. 
If  you  are  saved,  tell  about  it.  Tell 
everyone  you  have  an  opportunity 
to  tell. 

Invite  people  to  come  to  Sunday 
school,  ask  them  to  come  to  church, 
bring  them  to  evangelistic  meetings, 
men's  fellowship,  BYF,  WMC, 
SMM,  Boys  Club,  King's  Men,  and 
any  other  meeting  where  they  can 
hear  the  Gospel  and  come  to  know 
Christ.  All  this  is  witnessing  in  a 
sense  and  may  be  the  thing  that  will 
win  some  soul  to  Christ.  All  this 
speaking  for  the  cause  of  Christ 
stores  up  riches  in  heaven  for  the  one 
witnessing.  But  the  most  blessed  ex- 
perience  comes  to  the  person  who 
takes  time  to  learn  real  soul-winning, 
sits  down  with  the  unsaved  friend, 
and  leads  him  to  a  saving  knowledge 
of  Christ,  then  follows  through  with 
a  constant  witness  in  Christian  liv- 
ing, and  Christian  fellowship  with 
the  one  who  has  been  led  to  Christ. 

Soul-winning  is  God's  business 
through  the  believer.  It  is  eternal 
business.  No  successful  business  con- 
cern would  go  blindly  into  a  new 
area  to  sell  its  products  without  first 
investigating,  and  preparing  its  sales- 
men for  the  task.  God's  business 
must  be  run  the  same  way.  Our  work- 
ers must  be  the  right  kind  of  work- 
ers, and  they  must  have  the  proper 
instruction.  This  is  the  pastor's  job, 
or  the  one  selected  to  train  others.  It 
is  understood  that  the  pastor  will  do 
this  work  of  visitation,  winning  of 
souls,  and  every  part  of  getting  out 
a  witness  for  Christ,  so  we  will  not 
enter  into  his  work. 


The  work  of  the  layman  or  lay- 
woman  is  one  of  the  greatest  needs  in 
our  churches.  What  can  the  lay 
members  do  to  help  the  cause  of 
Christ  in  our  churches?  There  are 
several  very  important  jobs  that  need 
to  be  done,  and  everyone  is  respon- 
sible to  do  them:  "Therefore  if  any 
man  be  in  Christ,  he  is  a  new  crea- 
ture: old  things  are  passed  away;  be- 
hold, all  things  are  become  new.  And 
all  things  are  of  God,  who  hath 
reconciled  us  to  himself  bv  Jesus 
Christ,  and  hath  given  to  us  the 
ministrv  of  reconciliation"  (II  Cor. 
5:17-18).  So  everyone  who  is  in 
Christ  has  the  same  responsibility 
of  bringing  others  unto  a  peaceful 
relationship  with  God. 

Let's  start  with  the  easiest  type 
of  visitation.  This  is  the  kind  of  visi- 
tation that  all  can  do.  Visit  the 
membership.  Too  often  the  sick  mem- 
ber is  neglected  when  confined  to 
the  home,  or  in  the  hospital.  We  have 
Scriptural  evidence  that  visiting  the 
sick  is  a  godly  act,  for  it  says  in  Mat- 
thew 25:36:  "I  was  sick,  and  ye  visit- 
ed me."  This  portion  of  the  Scripture 
teaches  that  when  you  do  it  unto 
one  of  God's  children,  you  are  doing 
it  unto  Christ  himself,  "Inasmuch  as 
ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least 
of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done 
it  unto  me"  (Matt.  25:40).  How  many 
lonely  people  we  have  because  mem- 
bers are  so  indifferent  to  this  great 
ministry  of  visiting  shut-ins,  and 
those  afflicted  of  body.  The  visiting 
of  members  by  one  another  for  fel- 
lowship is  also  a  very  much  needed 
ministry. 

Often  the  new  member  who  comes 
into  the  church  wants  to  become  a 
real  part,  only  to  be  shoved  away  in 
a  corner  and  left  to  feel  unwanted. 
Many  who  would  have  been  greatly 
used  of  God  in  the  church  have  been 
driven  away  by  unfriendliness,  and 
by  the  lack  of  real  Christian  fellow- 
ship. Visit  the  new  members  and  old 
alike  to  keep  up  the  warm,  family 
feeling  among  our  people.  This  kind 
of  service  can  be  done  by  all  mem- 
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bers.  Get  in  on  the  blessing  and  be 
a  worker  for  God  if  you  are  too  shy, 
or  backward  to  do  any  other  kind  of 
visiting.  It  may  be  that  in  your  visit- 
ing the  members,  you  may  learn  to 
visit  new  prospects  as  well. 

The  next  easiest  type  of  visitation 
is  "on  the  spot'  visitation.  Each  one 
of  us  should  always  be  ready  to  give 
an  "on  the  spot''  witness.  There 
are  hundreds  of  opportunities  to  tell 
others  about  Christ  in  our  everyday 
lives.  In  the  shop,  in  the  grocerv 
store,  on  the  street,  over  the  back- 
yard fence,  and  wherever  we  find 
people.  These  people  need  Christ  in 
the  most  part.  We  know  Him,  and 
need  to  tell  them.  Be  readv  bv  a  con- 
sistent life,  a  friendly  smile,  and  a 
willing  heart  to  tell  them  what  vou 
know  when  the  Holy  Spirit  makes 
the  opening. 

This  next  type  of  witnessing  is  a 
little  more  complicated  than  the 
others  but  nevertheless  very  impor- 
tant. If  we  are  to  tell  others  about 
Christ,  we  have  to  know  where  they 
are.  We  have  to  "seek"  that  which  is 
lost  in  order  to  find  them.  Survey 
work  is  hard  and  so  often  it  seems  so 
useless,  but  it  is  a  very  important 
part  of  getting  out  the  Gospel.  With- 
out survey,  much  time  is  wasted  and 
spent  in  the  wrong  places.  Here  is  a 
work  that  anyone  can  do  that  will  do 
it.  When  asked  to  come  out  to  sur- 
vey a  new  section  or  town,  or  an  old 
section  where  many  changes  have 
been  made,  come  out  and  join  in 
on  the  fun.  Make  it  a  real  blessing 
in  vour  life,  and  help  the  pastor  to 
know  where  future  members  of  the 
church  can  be  found.  How  you  do 
it  is  up  to  your  pastor.  But  do  it  is  the 
main  thing. 

Now  for  the  hardest,  and  most 
blessed  of  all  visitation.  The  per- 
sonal soul-winner.  Let's  make  a  visit 
together.  We  will  visit  Mr.  John 
Doe  tonight.  We  must  be  prepared 
before  we  go  so  we  will  take  our 
Bibles,    some    good    literature    and 
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tracts  to  leave  with  him,  and  a  copy 
of  our  church  beliefs  and  practices 
with  the  time  of  the  order  of  our 
services.  In  order  to  let  the  Holy 
Spirit  have  free  reign  in  our  visit, 
we  will  have  a  season  of  prayer  be- 
fore entering  into  his  house.  Don't 
forget  his  name,  for  to  any  person, 
the  name  is  important  to  them.  Use  it 
with  respect  and  as  often  as  will  keep 
the  conversation  friendly. 

Before  we  go  in  we  must  have  the 
understanding  that  only  one  of  us 
will  try  to  talk  at  a  time  to  avoid  con- 
fusion. We  will  not  interrupt  one 
another,  and  only  speak  when  the 
one  speaking  indicates  he  is  finished. 
This  is  the  preparation  that  all  visi- 
tors should  make  before  calling  on 
a  prospect.  The  call  should  be  that 
of  a  spiritual  nature.  So  often  the 
visit  is  carried  away  with  secular  con- 
versation, and  the  effort  is  wasted 
and  the  soul  is  not  won  or  prepared 
for  salvation.  Go  to  the  home  expect- 
ing a  spiritual  blessing,  and  you  will 
come  away  blessed  even  if  the  pros- 
pect does  not  make  a  decision  for 
Christ.  If  you  present  salvation,  and 
give  a  clear  witness  for  Christ,  de- 
pend  upon  the  Holy  Spirit  to  do  His 
part  in  the  winning  of  the  soul.  If 
the  opening  presents  itself,  try  to  con- 


vince the  prospect  to  make  a  decision, 
but  never  force  or  press  for  a  de- 
cision until  vou  are  sure  the  prospect 
is  ready.  It  has  been  said,  "never 
pluck  a  plum  until  it  is  ripe."  This 
also  applies  to  salvation.  Never  force 
a  profession  from  a  person  until 
thev  are  readv  for  the  "possession." 

When  we  consider  this  great  busi- 
ness  of  soul-winning,  it  is  with  a  great 
burden  that  we  realize  that  only 
about  five  percent  of  born-again 
Christians  ever  win  another  person  to 
Christ.  When  we  look  at  the  national 
statistics  of  our  own  National  Fel- 
lowship of  Brethren  Churches,  it  is 
with  shame  that  we  must  confess  that 
this  same  thing  is  true  of  us.  Would 
that  God  will  stir  our  hearts  to  ful- 
fill the  great  commission,  "Go  ye 
therefore,"  and  then  see  some  going. 

"So  you  want  to  be  rich?"  Do  you 
really?  Then  join  the  happy  throng 
that  have  joined  the  ranks  of  soul- 
winners  for  Christ.  Store  up  your 
riches  in  heaven  while  there  is  yet 
time.  Lav  aside  some  of  your  own 
personal  pleasures  and  hobbies  around 
home  and  let  God  have  His  way  for 
a  change.  May  the  Lord  bless  each 
one  as  we  prepare  to  fill  our  eternal 
storehouse  in  heaven  with  riches  to 
be  enjoyed  for  eternity.

The  current  was  stronger  than  he 
thought  it  would  be,  so  instead  of 
crossing  at  an  angle  he  swam  straight 
upstream;  then  suddenly  cut  straight 
across.  He  thought  for  a  few  minutes 
that  he  could  never  make  it,  but  at 
last,  with  his  lungs  almost  bursting 
and  his  hands  feeling  like  lead 
weights  on  the  ends  of  his  arms,  he 
felt  the  soft  mud  of  the  bank  under 
his  feet.  He  staggered  weakly  through 
the  deep  mud  and  clutched  hold  of 
the  root  of  a  tree,  resting  for  a  few 
moments  before  tying  the  string.  He 
could  see  the  men  on  the  boat  watch- 
ing anxiously.  He  pulled  the  rope 
through  the  water  and  tied  it  securely 
to  a  large  tree  root. 

When  the  rope  was  secure,  Rai- 
mundo  shouted  and  waved  his  hand 
as  a  signal  to  start  the  launch  motor 
and  for  the  men  to  begin  pulling  on 
the  rope.

Raimundo  didn't  say  a  word.  He 
could  only  swallow  and  smile  and 
rub  his  eyes  a  little.  Thev  seemed 
to  sting  a  lot  lately.

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EDITORIALS

"The  Word  of  the  Lord  .  .  .  From  Jerusalem" 

An  interesting  news  item  by  Dean  Herman  A.  Hoyt, 
appearing  on  page  147,  tells  of  a  recent  gift  to  Grace 
College  from  the  Ford  Foundation  through  Indiana  Uni- 
versity, making  it  possible  for  certain  classes  to  receive 
added  instruction  by  television.  Immediately  most  of  us 
can  think  of  advantages  and  disadvantages  in  using  such 
a  method  of  teaching.  One  of  the  advantages  is  that  of 
receiving  instruction  from  some  of  the  most  celebrated 
authorities  in  their  particular  fields.  Another  is  the  pos- 
sibility of  receiving  instruction  in  a  wider  variety  of  sub- 
jects and  in  little-known  areas— something  that  would 
be  impossible,  particularly  in  the  smaller  colleges.  On 
the  side  of  the  disadvantages  is  the  ever-present  danger 
of  hearing  lectures  which  may  not  be  wholly  compatible 
with  the  views  of  a  Christian  college,  such  as  Grace. 
There  are  two  answers  to  this  objection.  In  the  first  place, 
it  is  much  easier  to  "tune  out"  such  a  television  lecturer 
than  it  is  to  "shut  off"  an  objectionable  professor  who  has 
established  himself  with  a  sizable  segment  of  the  student 
body.  Some  of  us  found  this  out  to  our  sorrow  in  another 
institution  twenty-five  years  ago. 

In  relation  to  the  present  program  at  Grace,  it  should 
be  observed  that  such  telecasts  are  received  during  the 
first  half  hour  of  a  class  period  with  the  local  professor 
present.  The  last  twenty  minutes  of  the  period  are  then 
available  for  comments  by  the  teacher  in  charge,  and 
for  discussion  with  the  class.  He  can  always  have  the 
final  rebuttal.  This  method  of  instruction  in  some 
courses  can  do  a  great  service  for  Christian  young  peo- 
ple. For,  although  they  "are  not  of  this  world,"  thev 
are  still  "in  the  world"  and  must  walk  through  it  suc- 
cessfully. As  they  do  so,  sooner  or  later  they  will  be  ex- 
posed to  ideologies  and  philosophies  which  are  not  com- 
patible with  their  Christian  views.  It  will  be  a  great  ad- 
vantage if  they  can  meet  and  face  some  of  these  in  a 
school  where  they  will  also  be  shown  how  to  "give  an 
answer  to  every  man  that  asks  them  a  reason  of  the 
hope  that  is  in  them"  (see  I  Pet.  3:15-16). 

The  possibilities  in  giving  instruction  through  tele- 
vision are  tremendous,  and  it  is  now  evident  that  the  day 
will  soon  come  when  millions  of  students  in  the  elemen- 
tarv  schools,  high  schools,  and  colleges  will  receive  a 
part  of  their  teaching  in  that  way.  As  he  views  these  de- 
velopments, the  student  of  the  Bible  has  to  wonder  if 
this  may  be  the  method  that  will  be  used  in  the  day 
when  Christ  returns  to  take  over  the  affairs  of  this  world 
and  reign  as  King  of  kings  and  Lord  of  lords.  For,  it  is 
written,    "Behold    he    cometh    with    clouds;    and    every 


eye  shall  see  him"  (Rev.  1:7).  That  all  should  see  Him 
in  that  day  when  His  feet  once  more  stand  upon  the 
Mount  of  Olives  is  a  phenomenon  considered  scientifically 
impossible  a  few  years  ago.  Now  it  is  possible  from  a 
strictly  human  standpoint.  Then,  it  is  also  written  that 
"the  law  shall  go  forth  from  Zion,  and  the  word  of  the 
Lord  from  Jerusalem"  (Mic.  4:2).  This  also  is  possible 
through  purely  natural  methods,  and  the  tremendous 
thrill  of  that  possibility  was  impressed  upon  me  last 
spring  when  I  had  the  unique  opportunity  of  participat- 
ing in  a  broadcast  from  Radio  Jerusalem! 

While  our  Lord  may  employ  some  other  method  in  His 
great  teaching  program,  it  is  reasonable  to  believe  that 
He  will  make  use  of  the  laws  of  the  universe  which  He 
created,  laws  which  man  is  just  beginning  to  learn  some- 
thing about.  Certainly,  radio  and  television  leave  no 
room  for  doubt  concerning  the  possibility  of  the  whole 
earth  receiving  instruction  from  the  only  perfect  Teach- 
er the  world  has  ever  known— the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

What  You  Owe  Your  High-school  Young  People 

Pastors,  Sunday-school  teachers,  youth  directors,  and 
parents:  if  vou  are  within  traveling  distance  of  Winona 
Lake,  you  should  urge  your  young  people  who  are  now 
high-school  seniors  to  attend  High  School  Dav  at  Grace 
College  on  March  25.  More  than  this,  you  should  bring 
them,  if  necessary.  One  decision  can  change  the  whole 
course  of  their  life.  There  are  many  young  people  at 
Grace  College  today  who  will  be  eternally  grateful  be- 
cause someone  was  sufficiently  interested  in  their  welfare 
to  bring  them  to  Winona  Lake,  where  they  could  actually 
look  in  on  life  at  a  Christian  college  and  see  the  differ- 
ence for  themselves.  More  groups  of  young  people  are 
being  brought  to  the  campus  for  Senior  Day  each  year. 
A  full  program  has  been  sent  to  each  church.  Look  it 
over;  pray  about  it;  then  bring  them  to  the  Grace  campus.

A  crisis  in  the  field  of  higher  edu- 
cation across  the  United  States  has 
forced  responsible  individuals  to  seek 
new  ways  of  meeting  educational 
needs.  The  needs  have  grown  out  of 
two  factors  operating  in  present-dav 
societv.  The  first  is  the  amazing  in- 
crease  in  population,  thus  increasing 
the  number  of  students  who  are  going 
to  college.  The  other  is  the  financial 
appeal  attracting  teachers  into  more 
lucrative  occupations. 

To  offset  these  two  factors  many 
efforts  are  being  made  to  increase  the 
facilities  for  handling  an  increasing 
student  bodv.  Insofar  as  it  is  pos- 
sible, teachers'  salaries  are  being 
raised  and  fringe  benefits  are  being 
added.  To  enable  teachers  to  reach 
manv  more  students  than  can  crowd 
into  one  classroom,  a  large-scale  pro- 
gram is  now  under  way  to  use  tele- 
vision . 

A  large  grant  from  the  Ford  Foun- 
dation under  the  administration  of 
Indiana  Universitv  is  now  being  used 
to  promote  such  an  enterprize.  This  is 
directed  toward  the  teaching  of 
courses  in  historv  in  non-Western 
areas,  such  as  Russia,  India,  China, 


Japan,  Africa,  and  others.  This  pro] 
ect  is  under  the  direction  of  the  his- 
torv department  of  Indiana  Univer- 
sitv with  Dr.  John  M.  Thompson 
heading  the  movement.  Alreadv  a 
course  in  Russian  Historv  has  been 
broadcast  from  Indianapolis,  Fort 
Wavne,  and  South  Bend.  And  fur- 
ther courses  are   being  planned. 

In  other  centers  of  population 
courses  in  language,  chemistrv,  phvs- 
ics  are  being  made  available  to  the 
public  with  nationally  known  men 
doing  the  teaching. 

Recently  the  newspapers  of  In- 
diana carried  announcements  of  a 
project  of  this  type  originating  from 
Purdue  Universitv.  Educational  pro- 


grams will  originate  at  Purdue  Uni- 
versity, and  will  be  rebroadcast  from 
a  DC  7  airplane  circling  above. 
These  programs  will  cover  portions  of 
at  least  six  states  in  this  vicinity. 

A  school  that  takes  advantage  of 
these  educational  programs  will  be 
able  to  offer  the  course  to  its  stu- 
dents, receive  the  tuition  for  the  same 
but  at  no  cost  other  than  the  price  of 
the  receiving  set  and  its  operation. 
This  will  enable  many  schools  to 
take  advantage  of  men  who  are  ex- 
perts in  their  fields  without  the  ex- 
pense of  adding  them  to  the  staff.

At  9:30  p.m.  on  Sunday,  February 
7,  1960,  "Invitation  to  Life"  was 
broadcast  for  the  first  time  over  radio 
station  WRSW,  Warsaw,  Ind.

A  committee  of  students  has  been  ap- 
pointed to  plan  and  prepare  the  pro- 
grams, utilizing  as  many  as  possible 
of  the  students  of  the  two  schools  in 
the  actual  production  itself.  The  re- 
sponsibility for  the  program  has  been 


assumed  bv  the  Inter-School  Council 
composed  of  the  officers  of  both  stu- 
dent bodies. 

Gospel  music  bv  the  radio  choir, 
musical  ensembles  and  soloists,  test- 
imonies and  evangelistic  Bible  mes- 
sages comprise  the  format  of  the  pro- 
gram. The  speaking  will  be  done 
for  the  most  part  by  students  of  the 
seminary  and  college  who  will  preach 
for  four  programs  each.  Professor 
William  Male  of  the  seminary  faculty 
has  been  asked  to  deliver  the  first 
series  of  messages. 

It   is   the   sole   aim   of   the    "Invi- 


tation to  Life"  program  to  present 
Christ  to  men  and  women  as  the  only 
source  of  an  abundant  and  rich  life. 
The  sponsors  are  praying  that  God 
will  use  this  means  to  the  salvation 
of  manv  souls.  Will  you  pray  with 
us  to  this  end? 

The  tapes  of  these  programs  will  be 
available  in  the  near  future  for  use 
bv  interested  pastors  and  friends  on 
their  own  broadcasts.

ANTIQUITIES

Note:  Professor  Bess  is  now  in  the  Holy 
Land  studying  under  a  year's  scholarship 
granted  by  the  American  Schools  of  Oriental 
Research. 

I  eagerly  engaged  in  the  recent  tour 
which  our  American  School  of  Orien- 
tal Research  made  of  the  sites  of  an- 
tiquity in  Syria,  since  much  of  Bible 
history  is  interrelated  with  that  of 
Syria.  The  trip  was  of  three  weeks 
duration,  and  made  by  means  of  the 
trusty  carry-all,  equipped  for  rugged 
service. 

We  entered  Syria  at  the  border 
town  of  Dera'a,  having  passed 
through  that  portion  of  Jordan  an- 
ciently called  Gilead.  Not  far  from 
this  town  is  the  site  of  Ramoth-Gil- 
ead,  a  place  contested  by  King  Ahab 
of  Israel  with  the  Arameans  of  Da- 
mascus. We  reached  Damascus  the 
same  day  and  spent  several  days  there, 
acquainting  ourselves  with  this  fasci- 
nating city,  while  at  the  same  time 
waiting  to  acquire  special  military 
permission  to  enter  zones  from  which 
travelers  are  normally  excluded.  The 
government  of  Syria  and  the  De- 
partment  of  Antiquities  were  so  gra- 


cious as  to  grant  us  these  special 
privileges. 

Damascus  first  figures  in  the  Bible 
record  in  the  storv  of  Abraham,  who 
acquired  his  servant  Eliezer  from 
there,  presumably  when  on  his 
journey  from  Haran  to  Canaan.  But 
it  was  already  an  ancient  and  impor- 
tant city,  as  we  may  infer  from  extra- 
Biblical  sources.  The  city  has  a  more 
prominent  place  in  the  Bible,  how- 
ever, in  the  days  of  David,  who  con- 
quered it  and  added  it  to  his  king- 
dom. It  soon  regained  its  independ- 
ence and  became  a  continuous  source 
of  trouble  to  the  Israelite  kings  who 
ruled  from  Samaria. 

The  Damascus  which  we  visited  is 
really  of  two  contrasting  parts:  There 
is  the  new  and  modern  sector  with 
its  lovely  buildings  and  wide  streets, 
with  gardens  and  parks  watered  by 
its  cleai  running  streams  !, munis  I  nun 
ancient  times  (II  Kings  5:12);  and 
there  is  also  the  old  sector  with  its 
large  and  interesting  suq  (market 
district)  where  tourists  delight  to  shop. 
It  was  in  this  older  section  that  we 
came  upon  "the  street  which  is  called 
straight"  (Acts  9:11)  where  Paul  met 
with  Ananias  on  the  occasion  of  his 
conversion.  We  walked  the  entire 
length  of  this  street,  and  had  pointed 
out  to  us  the  place  where  tradition 
says  the  house  of  Ananias  stood. 

Continuing  northward,  we  paused 
briefly  at  Hama,  the  Biblical  Hamath, 
which  was  in  Old  Testament  times 
an  Aramean  kingdom  once  allied 
with  King  Ahab  of  Israel  and  others 
in  an  effort  to  prevent  the  southerly 
expansion  of  Assyria  (the  battle  of 
Oarqar  in  853  B.C.).  Our  immediate 
goal  was  Aleppo,  the  metropolis  of 
northern  Syria,  a  modern  city  super- 
imposed on  a  very  ancient  one.  Cune-

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iform  texts  inform  us  that  the  city 
was  a  thriving  Amorite  kingdom 
when  Hammurabi  was  king  in  Baby- 
lon (18th  century,  B.C.)  and  that 
later  it  succumbed  to  the  Hittites 
and  became  an  important  outpost  of 
Hittite  civilization.  We  visited  the 
citadel,  which  is  surmounted  by  an 
Arab  castle,  a  fortification  of  cru- 
sader times.  The  mound  represents 
the  accumulated  debris  of  millen- 
niums of  occupation. 

The  next  leg  of  our  journey  in- 
cluded a  large  portion  of  what  could 
be  called  upper  Mesopotamia.  Swing- 
ing eastward  we  followed  the  right 
bank  of  the  Euphrates  River  all  the 
way  to  Abu  Kamal,  which  is  right 
at  the  Syrian-Iraqi  border.  In  this 
vicinity  we  walked  over  the  great 
mound  which  represents  what  re- 
mains of  the  ancient  Amorite  king- 
dom  of  Mari.  This  too  was  a  power- 
ful state  in  the  18th  century  B.C., 
but  centuries  before  then  it  was  a 
center  of  magnificent  Sumerian 
civilization.  French  excavators  at  the 
site  have  recovered  a  large  corpus  of 
cuneiform  tablets,  official  state  let- 
ters of  the  Amorite  kings  and  their 
subordinates.  The  study  of  these  let- 
ters has  given  us  considerable  infor- 
mation about  the  life  and  customs  of 
upper  Mesopotamia  in  the  days  when 
Abraham,  and  later  Jacob,  hved  in 
the  valley  of  the  Balih  River.  They 
have  been  of  immense  help  in  estab- 
lishing the  historical  and  cultural 
background  of  the  Biblical  patriarchs. 

After  retracing  our  way  briefly, 
and  visiting  other  ruins  along  the 
way,  we  turned  and  proceeded  north- 
ward across  "the  land  of  the  two 
rivers,"  following  generally  the  val- 
ley of  the  Habur.  We  continued  all 
the  way  to  Qamishly  on  the  Turkish 
border,  and  then  turned  westward, 
following  the  border.  For  some  of  this 
driving  we  had  roads  in  the  proper 
sense,  but  most  of  the  time  we  were 
following  just  tracks  across  the  steppe- 
land,  varied  according  to  the  indi- 
vidual whims  of  earlier  drivers.  We 
generally  could  maintain  our  bear- 
ings by  keeping  in  sight  the  tele- 
graph lines. 

Along  the  way  we  visited  quite  a 
number  of  tells,  such  as  Tell  Brak, 
Tell  Chagar  Bazar,  Tell  Halaf,  and 
others.  A  tell,  I  should  perhaps  ex- 
plain, is  an  artificial  mound  built  up 
over  a  span  of  time  by  the  accumu- 


lating debris  of  successive  genera- 
tions  of  occupation  so  that  such  a 
mound  represents  the  site  of  an  an- 
cient town  or  city.  To  the  casual 
traveler  they  may  provoke  no  interest, 
and  perhaps  mav  not  even  be  dis- 
tinguished from  natural  hills;  but  to 
the  archeologist  or  historian  they  are 
of  the  greatest  significance.  As  we 
walked  over  these  mounds  we  gather- 
ed  a  few  select  pieces  of  broken  pot- 
tery, and  then  exercised  ourselves  by 
trying  to  decide  on  the  basis  of  such 
and  such  a  potsherd's  characteristic 
shape  or  decoration,  whether  it  dated 
from  one  or  another  period  of  the 
bronze  age,  or  of  the  iron  age.  In 
this  manner  we  could  assess  in  a  gen- 
eral way  during  what  periods  of  an- 


cient history  the  mound  was  occu- 
pied. At  Tell  Quweirat  we  were 
received  by  a  party  of  German  exca- 
vators then  at  work  on  the  mound, 
directed  by  the  renowned  scholar, 
Professor  Anton  Moortgat.  They 
graciously  welcomed  us  and  enter- 
tained us  overnight. 

The  westward  progress  of  our  party 
was  halted  at  Tell  Abiad  by  various 
tributaries  of  the  Balih  then  in  flood. 
Since  there  were  no  bridges,  and  the 
streams  were  too  high  for  fording,  it 
was  necessary  to  turn  southward  to 
Raqqa,  and  cross  the  Euphrates  there, 
from  whence  we  could  follow  paved 
highway  to  Aleppo.

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What  Should  a  Congregation  Expect  of  Its  Pastor?

(Editor's  note— A  subsequent  article 
by  Dr.  Kent  on  the  subject,  "What 
the  Pastor  Has  a  Right  to  Exf  ect  from 
His  Congregation,"  will  appear  next 
month  in  the  Educational  number 
of  the  Missionary  Herald.) 

In  an  exhortation  to  the  "good 
minister  of  Jesus  Christ,"  the  Apostle 
Paul  says:  "But  thou,  O  man  of  God, 
flee  these  things;  and  follow  after 
righteousness,  godliness,  faith,  love, 
patience,  meekness"  (I  Tim.  6:11). 
The  pastor  in  a  special  sense  is  a 
man  of  God.  This  being  so  the  church 
has  a  right  to  expect  the  things  of 
him  which  are  in  conformity  with 
such  a  designation. 

First,  the  church  has  a  right  to  ex- 
pect that  its  pastor  will  preach  the 
Word  of  God.  If  he  is  the  man  of 
God,  he  ought  to  proclaim  the  mes- 
sage of  the  ( )ne  u  hose  name  he  hears. 
He  accepted  ordination  for  this  pur- 
pose. This  is  his  supreme  responsi- 
bility. 

[esus  said  to  Peter  at  the  time  of 
his  ordination,  "Feed  mv  sheep."  Paul 
said  to  Timothy  in  a  most  solemn 
charge,  "Preach  the  word."  He  al- 
ready  had  said  to  the  elders  of  Ephe- 
sus  as  he  was  taking  his  departure 
from  them  for  the  last  time:  "Take 
heed  therefore  unto  yourselves,  and 
to  all  the  flock,  over  the  which  the 
FIolv  Ghost  hath  made  you  over- 
seers, to  feed  the  church  of  God, 
which  he  hath  purchased  with  his 
own  blood"  (Acts  20:28).  This  is 
what  a  congregation  has  a  right  to 
expect— to  be  fed  with  the  manna 
from  heaven.  To  engage  in  such  a 
ministry  is  a  holy  and  incomparable 
privilege. 

When  Andrew  Jackson  became 
president  of  the  United  States  he  was 
overwhelmed  with  office  seekers. 
Among  them  was  a  minister  of  the 
Gospel.  Mr.  Jackson  said  to  him: 
".And  what  do  you  do  here?"  He 
replied:  "I  am  a  minister  of  the  Gos- 
pel." Whereupon  Jackson  said:  "Then 
go  home,  mv  dear  man,  and  preach, 
for  I  have  no  office  so  high  as  that." 
Man  of  God,  preach  the  Word.  Let 
there  be  no  hunger  in  the  pew. 


Second,  the  church  has  a  right 
to  expect  its  pastor  to  have  a  shep- 
herd heart.  The  word  "pastor"  means 
shepherd.  It  is  taken  from  the  sheep- 
fold  with  all  the  close  contacts  that 
the  shepherd  has  with  his  flock. 

To  be  a  good  pastor  the  man  of 
God  must  have  a  heart  of  compas- 
sion, an  intense  desire  to  minister  to 
needy  humanity.  In  this  respect  he 
ought  to  be  like  the  "Good  Shepherd" 
whom  he  represents.  We  know  some- 
thing of  the  shepherd  heart  of  Christ. 
Fie  looked  upon  the  multitudes  with 
all  their  sin  and  need,  and  longed  to 
help  them  and  did. 

The  minister  must  love  people,  the 
little  children,  the  vivacious  youth, 
those  of  mature  years  who  bear  so 
many  of  life's  burdens,  and  the  old 
people  who  are  going  down  the  west- 
ern slope.  He  will  be  very  sympa- 
thetic with  those  who  are  ill  and  de- 
pressed. He  will  seek  through  love 
and  personal  contact  to  win  the  err- 
ing back  to  fellowship  with  God. 

The  dav  for  the  old-fashioned  pas- 
toral call  is  not  past.  The  complexi- 
ties of  modern  life  may  make  it  diffi- 
cult ofttimes,  but  the  good  pastor  will 
not  fail  to  enter  the  homes  of  his 
parishioners  in  time  of  need.  The 
church  has  a  right  to  expect  that  its 
pastor  will  develop  skill  in  minister- 
ing to  their  hearts  and  homes. 

Third,  the  church  has  a  right  to 
expect  that  the  minister  shall  be  free 
from  reproach  in  his  personal  life 
and  habits.  A  favorite  word  of  Paul 


in  his  pastoral  epistles  is  the  word 
"godliness."  It  appears  ten  times  in 
the  three  letters.  In  one  short  exhor- 
tation he  says  to  Timothy,  "Exercise 
thyself  rather  unto  godliness"  (I  Tim. 
4:7).  Evidently  this  is  a  matter  to 
which  every  minister  needs  to  give 
constant  attention.  The  inspired 
writer  is  greatly  concerned  lest  the 
man  of  God  fail  to  maintain  his  high 
standard  of  godly  living. 

Therefore  in  harmony  with  the 
Word  of  God  every  congregation  has 
a  right  to  expect  that  their  leader 
shall  live  a  life  beyond  reproach,  free 
from  bad  or  questionable  habits,  a  life 
of  good  report,  "a  vessel  unto  honour, 
sanctified,  and  meet  for  the  master's 
use." 

Fourth,  the  church  has  a  right  to 
expect  that  its  pastor  will  keep  his 
own  spirit  under  control.  There  will 
be  manv  times  when  he  will  see 
things  which  will  arouse  his  ire.  But 
a  part  of  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  self- 
control.  A  minister  who  loses  his 
temper  and  speaks  in  a  rage  will  lose 
his  influence.  It  may  be  in  a  church 
business  meeting  that  things  do  not 
go  according  to  his  desire,  that  words 
may  be  spoken  that  will  not  meet 
with  his  approval.  Then  is  the  time 
to  manifest  self-control.  It  will  win 
in  the  end.  At  the  Leipsic  debate 
Luther  held  a  bunch  of  flowers  in 
his  hand  and  when  bitter  words 
were  spoken,  he  would  smell  them! 
It  seemed  to  ease  the  present  tension. 

Fifth,  the  church  has  a  right  to 
expect  its  pastor  to  be  generous  in  his 
giving  to  the  Lord's  work.  It  will  be 
inconsistent  for  him  to  stress  the 
grace  of  giving  if  he  is  niggardly  in 

o  o  o  DO  J 

his  own  giving.  It  will  be  useless  for 
him  to  talk  about  tithing  if  he  is  not 
a  tither.  He  ought  to  be  liberal  for 
the  sake  of  his  example,  as  well  as  for 
the  blessing  it  will  bring  to  his  own 
soul.  Let  the  pastor  not  only  preach 
the  responsibility  of  stewardship,  let 
him  also  be  an  honest  steward  him- 
self. 

Sixth,  the  church  has  a  right  to 
expect  that  the  minister  be  a  student. 
He  cannot  neglect  his  study  and  ex- 
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pect  to  keep  fresh  and  interesting. 
The  quickest  way  for  a  minister  to 
fossilize  is  to  neglect  studying.  This  is 
a  matter  of  life  and  death  to  his  use- 
fulness. He  must  always  be  a  stu- 
dent of  the  Word  using  ever}'  avail- 
able means  to  make  his  studv  more 

j 

meaningful.  He  must  studv  methods 
whereby  he  can  become  more  ef- 
fective in  presenting  the  life-giving 
Word  to  others.  He  must  also  be  a 
student  of  the  times  and  of  human  na- 
ture, the  better  to  fit  the  Word  to  the 
particular  need. 

Seventh,  the  church  has  a  right 
to  expect  the  pastor  to  be  filled  with 
the  Spirit  of  God.  To  be  filled  with 
the  Spirit  of  God  is  the  privilege  of 
everv  Christian.  But  who  needs  this 
filling  so  much  as  the  man  of  God 
in  the  pulpit  and  in  the  parish? 
With  the  message  of  God  to  declare 
and  the  life  of  godliness  to  be  ex- 
emplified, he  must  have  an  emptying 
of  self  and  a  filling  of  the  Spirit  if 
he  is  to  fulfill  his  task  and  bear  the 
likeness  of  his  Master.  There  can  be 
no  substitute  for  this. 

When  the  pilgrim  to  Mecca  leaves 
that  shrine,  sacred  to  every  Moham- 
medan, the  incense  of  the  place  clings 
to  his  clothes  as  he  passes  through  the 
streets.  So  it  will  be  if  the  minister 
has  become  anointed  and  filled  bv 
the  Holv  Spirit.  All  his  garments 
will  smell  of  mvrrh,  and  aloes,  and 
cassia.  He  will  have  about  him  the 
sweet  odor  and  scent  of  the  Rose  of 
Sharon  and  the  Lily  of  the  Vallev. 

How  nearly  is  the  congregation's 
expectation  realized  in  vour  ministry 
as  a  pastor?

Nourished  in  the  Words 


NEW      TESTAMENT     WORD     STUDIES— 3

CONFORM 

Conformed?  Or  transformed?  The 
difference  is  vital  to  the  Christian 
life.  The  Greek  verb  "conform" 
(suschematizo)  appears  onlv  twice  in 
the  New  Testament.  It  occurs  both 
times  with  the  negative,  and  is  trans- 
lated "not  fashioning  yourselves"  (I 
Pet.  1:14),  and  "be  not  conformed" 
(Rom.  12:2).  (Though  various  forms 
of  the  English  word  "conform"  ap- 
pear elsewhere  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment, they  are  translations  of  dif- 
ferent Greek  words.)  A  study  of  the 
Scriptural  teaching  based  upon  this 
word  reveals  a  precious  truth  about 
the  true  nature  of  believers,  and  a 
pertinent  warning  against  a  constant 
danger. 

To  the  Greeks,  the  word  when 
used  passively  meant  "to  conform 
one's  self  to  another's  pattern"  (Thay- 
er, Greek-English  Lexicon).  It  is  the 
root  of  our  English  word  "scheme," 
which  refers  to  a  plan  or  program 
which  one  follows.  Thus  the  verb 
denotes  the  adoption  of  an  external 
bearing  or  fashion,  as  distinguished 
from  the  word  morplie  denoting  that 
which  is  essential  and  permanent. 
This  distinction  is  clearly  illustrated 
in  manv  non-Biblical  papyrus  manu- 
scripts (Moulton  and  Milligan,  Vo- 
cabulary of  the  Greek  New  Testa- 
ment, p.  619).  Consequently,  the  two 
Biblical  uses  of  "conform"  command 
Christians  not  to  fashion  their  lives 
after  a  pattern  derived  from  the  sin- 
ful world,  for  this  would  not  be 
an  accurate  representation  of  their 
true   nature. 


would  be  entirely  too  expensive.  So 
Indiana  University  has  decided  to 
make  a  gift  of  $200  from  the  Ford 
Foundation  grant  for  the  purchase 
of  a  television  set  so  that  Grace  Col- 
lege may  take  advantage  of  the  broad- 
cast.  This  will  not  only  make  the 
course  in  Russian  History  available  to 
its  students,  but  it  will  also  open  up 
an  increasing  number  of  opportuni- 
ties for  enlarging  the  curriculum  of 
the  school. 


In  I  Peter  1:14  it  commands  be- 
lievers not  to  conform  themselves  to 
the  standards  of  their  previous  un- 
saved life.  "As  children  of  obedience, 
not  conforming  yourselves  to  the 
lusts  which  characterized  vour  former 
state  of  ignorance"  (paraphrase). 
Such  action  is  unthinkable  for  the 
Christian  because  it  would  be  a 
reversion  to  a  "scheme"  of  life  which 
is  not  truly  expressive  of  his  new- 
spiritual  nature.  Believers  are  now 
"children"  whose  new  nature  is  that 
of  "obedience''  to  God  because  thev 
have  been  born  of  Him.  Consequent- 
ly, their  conduct  must  be  "in  accord 
with  the  Holv  One"  who  called  them 
(I  Pet.  1:15  literal).  Worldliness  in 
Christians  is  not  a  normal  way  of 
life. 

Likewise,  Paul  commands  in  Ro- 
mans 12:2:  "Be  not  conformed  to 
this  world:  but  be  ye  transformed." 
Though  the  Christian  is  in  the  world, 
and  must  ever  be  a  witness  to  it,  he 
must  always  maintain  a  certain  de 
tachment  from  it.  Its  standards  can- 
not be  his  standards.  He  must  re- 
member his  pilgrim  status.  The  secret 
lies  not  in  conforming,  but  in  being 
transformed.  The  next  study  in  this 
series  will  consider  what  that  involves. 
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Registration  Hits   New 
Second   Semester   Record

The  spring  semester  at  Grace  Col- 
lege and  Seminar)'  has  opened  with 
an  overall  attendance  well  above  that 
of  the  corresponding  time  a  vear  ago. 
The  total  stands  at  267  for  the  col- 
lege and  116  for  the  seminary,  a 
grand  total  of  383.  This  compares 
with  a  total  of  344  for  the  spring  of 
1959.  It  is  a  little  below  the  record 
392  for  the  fall  semester,  but  this  is 
normal.  The  second  semester  never 
quite  reaches  the  total  of  the  first 
semester  of  any  year.  The  present  en- 
rollment of  383  is  the  most  ever  re- 
corded for  a  second  semester. 

According  to  custom  the  new  se- 
mester got  under  way  with  impressive 
convocation  services.  The  college  con- 
vocation  was  held  on  Monday,  Jan- 
uary 25,  and  the  seminary  convoca- 
tion took  place  on  the  following  dav. 
On  these  occasions  the  administra- 
tive officers  and  the  faculty  members 
appeared  in  academic  regalia  and 
marched  in  a  processional  to  the 
services.  The  college  convocation  was 
held  in  the  lower  auditorium  of  the 
seminary  building  with  Dr.  Karl 
Krieder,  dean  of  Goshen  College,  as 
the  speaker.  He  spoke  on  the  sub- 
ject, "The  Pursuit  of  Excellence,"  in 
which  he  warned  against  possessing 


a  mediocre  complex,  and  challenged 
the  students  to  be  satisfied  with  noth 
ing  less  than  the  best  in  the  way  of 
scholastic   attainment. 

On  Tuesday,  the  26th,  the  semi- 
nary convocation  was  observed  in  the 
chapel  with  Rev.  Mark  Malles,  pas- 
tor of  the  First  Brethren  Church  of 
Fort   Wayne,    Ind.,   as   the   speaker. 


He  challenged  his  audience  with  a 
message  on  "The  Grace  of  Readi- 
ness,"  using  as  a  basis  Paul's  state- 
ment in  Romans  1:15:  "So,  as  much 
as  in  me  is,  I  am  ready  to  preach  the 
gospel  to  you  that  are  at  Rome  also." 

Both  convocations  included  special 
music  under  the  direction  of  Profes- 
sor Donald  Ogden.  Thev  concluded 
with  recessionals  and  the  realization 
that  now  a  new  semester  had  begun. 
With  the  first  semester  in  the  back- 
ground, but  its  many  blessings  un- 
forgotten,  the  schools  look  forward 
to  the  second  semester  as  the  climax 
to  the  best  year  ever  on  Grace  cam- 
pus.

Books  by  McClain  and  Whitcomb  Win  Acclaim 


One  mark  of  a  competent  educa- 
tional institution  is  the  recognition 
given  to  the  scholarly  productions  of 
its  faculty.  In  recent  surveys  of  con- 
temporary theological  literature,  two 
faculty  members  of  Grace  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  have  been  thus  honored 
by  the  inclusion  of  their  books  in 
selected  lists  of  worthwhile  works. 

The  editors  of  Christianity  Today 
have  published  a  list  of  twenty-five 
titles  which  they  designate  as  "The 
best  books  of  1959  from  a  strictly 
evangelical  point  of  view."  Appear- 
ing on  the  list  are  Dr.  Alva  J.  Mc- 
Clain's  Greatness  of  the  Kingdom, 
which  is  cited  as  "an  exhaustive 
Biblical  expositions";  and  Dr.  John  C. 


Whitcomb's  Darius  the  Mede,  which 
is  described  as  "a  noteworthy  archeo- 
logical  contribution  in  support  of  the 
historicity  of  Daniel." 

To  have  two  books  chosen  from 
the  faculty  of  Grace  Theological 
Seminary  for  inclusion  in  a  list  re- 
stricted to  twenty-five  "best"  books 
of  1959,  would  seem  to  be  a  fairly 
good  score. 

The  merit  of  Dr.  McClain's  vol- 
ume was  also  recognized  by  inclusion 
in  another  1959  selected  list  of  the 
best  "Twenty-five  Books  Evangeli- 
cal in  Sentiment."  These  selections 
were  made  by  United  Action,  which 
is  the  official  organ  of  the  National 
Association   of   Evangelicals,   an   in- 


VISITING    SYRIAN    ANTIQUITIES

The  last  point  of  major  signifi- 
cance which  we  visited  was  on  the 
Mediterranean  coast,  near  Lattakia 
at  Ras  Shamra.  In  ancient  times  it 
was  the  location  of  a  small  but  im- 
portant city-state  named  Ugarit.  The 
excavators  found  at  Ugarit  cuneiform 
texts  which  were  in  a  Semitic  lan- 
guage hitherto  unknown  to  the 
scholarly  world,  but  closely  akin  to 
ancient  Hebrew.  By  comparison  with 
it  a  number  of  obscure  points  of  Bibli- 
cal Hebrew  grammar  have  been  clari- 
fied. Furthermore,  the  Ugaritic  texts 
contain  important  religious  docu- 
ments that  shed  a  vast  amount  of 
light  on  the  Canaanite  religion,  and 


enable  us  to  understand  better  the  de- 
nunciation which  the  Old  Testament 
prophets  made  of  Baalism. 

M.  Claude  Schaeffer,  the  distin- 
guished archeologist  in  charge  of  the 
excavations  at  Ugarit,  was  in  the 
midst  of  his  twenty-second  annual 
season  of  excavation  when  we  ar- 
rived. He  extended  us  a  cordial  wel- 
come and  explained  the  lay-out  of  his 
excavations.  Later,  at  tea  time,  he  and 
our  director,  Professor  Marvin  Pope 
of  Yale,  led  in  a  lively  and  stimu- 
lating discussion  over  the  relation  of 
the  Ugaritic  texts  to  the  study  of  the 
Old  Testament. 

Considerations  of  space  prompt  me 
to  omit  reference  to  other  interesting 
features  of  our  trip,  but  I  conclude 
by  acknowledging  that  I  was  greatly 
enriched  by  the  adventure. 


terdenominational  organization  of 
various  Christian  bodies.  The  editors 
describe  Dr.  McClain's  book  as  "A 
distinct  contribution  to  the  field  of 
Biblical  Theology,  covering  both  Old 
and  New  Testaments." 

Dr.  Whitcomb's  book  was  given 
special  commendation  by  the  noted 
Old  Testament  scholar,  Dr.  Edward 
I.  Young,  who,  in  a  review  of  re- 
cent books  in  that  field,  gave  warm 
praise  to  Whitcomb  both  for  his 
scholarship  and  his  support  of  a  high 
view  of  the  inspiration  of  the  Scrip- 
tures. Dr.  Young  notes  that  "There 
is  a  need  for  the  production  of  more 
specialized  monographs  such  as  that 
of  Whitcomb  on  Darius  the  Mede 
.  .  .  They  must  also,  if  they  are  truly 
to  serve  the  church  of  God,  reveal 
an  attitude  toward  the  Scriptures 
such  as  that  expressed"  by  "professor 
Whitcomb's  work." 

It  is  gratifying  to  have  two  more 
volumes  added  to  the  increasing  num- 
ber of  books  written  by  the  faculty  of 
Grace  Theological   Seminary,   books

which  have  received  acclaim  and  are 
true  to  the  Word  of  God. 

In  a  time  such  as  this,  when  even 
the  testimony  of  our  Lord  to  the  in- 
spiration of  the  Bible  is  being  ques- 
tioned or  explained  away,  the  Breth- 
ren may  be  thankful  for  a  school 
wwhere  the  inerrancy  and  infallibility 
of  Holy  Scripture  is  held  and  taught 
without  compromise,  and  whose  fac- 
ulty are  united  in  their  belief  that  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  must  be  given  the 
place  of  supreme  authority  in  all  mat- 
ters of  faith  and  life.

JERUSALEM  (EP)-The  excava- 
tion of  a  fortress  along  the  southern 
coast  of  Israel,  has  uncovered  an  an- 
cient Hebrew  inscription  which  arch- 
eologists  sav  was  prepared  sometime 
between  the  sixth  and  third  century, 
B.C.  The  letter  is  14  lines  written 
in  ink  on  a  potsherd  and  was  found 
in  five  pieces  at  the  fortress  gate.  The 
Israeli  Exploration  Society  in  co- 
operation with  the  Government  De- 
partment of  Antiquities  is  undertak- 
ing the  excavation,  according  to  the 
Jerusalem  Post. 

The  inscription  on  the  letter  be- 
gins: "May  my  lord  the  prince  hear 
the  words  of  his  servant."  Other  lines 
are    barely    legible    and    incomplete. 


Thev  will  be  deciphered  from  infra- 
red light  photographs  after  the  com- 
pletion of  the  excavations.  The  in- 
scription is  reminiscent  of  the  Lachish 
Letters  which  were  found  in  the 
guardroom  of  the  fortress  at  Lachish. 
Thev  consist  of  a  group  of  Hebrew 
letters  written  just  before  the  de- 
struction of  Jerusalem  in  586  B.C. 
from  the  officer  of  a  fortress  in 
ludah    to    his    superior    in    Lachish.

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Dear   Brother   Kriegbaum: 

This  letter  will  probably  be  as 
much  of  a  surprise  to  you  as  it  is  to 
me  to  be  writing  it.  Nevertheless,  I 
feel  certain  you  will  remember  me— 
a  short  period  of  time— somewhere 
about  twenty-four  years  ago.  It  does 
not  seem  possible  that  this  much  time 
has  elapsed,  but  when  I  stop  and 
consider  the  events  which  have  oc- 
curred during  those  years,  I  can 
readily  realize  it. 

If  you  will  remember  the  period  of 
time  you  preached  Christ  in  Wales- 
boro,  five  miles  south  of  Columbus, 
I  think  you  will  remember  me,  as  I 
know  you  will  also  remember  some 
of  the  others.  It  was  during  this  time 
that  I,  along  with  several  others,  took 
Christ  as  our  Saviour,  and  we  were 
all  baptized.  Our  (and  especially  my 
own)  zeal  for  Christ  and  His  teach- 
ings was  so  great  that  we  carried  it 
into  school.  It  rubbed  off  on  my  own 
first  cousin  who  was  the  teacher  at 
the  time.  Today  he  is  an  ordained 
minister  in  a  Pennsylvania  town. 

I  was  somewhere  between  twelve 
and  thirteen  years  old  then,  and  the 
years  have  fled  down  the  road  since 
in  a  rush.  It  was  not  long  after  this 
that    you    left    for    California.    You 
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went  on  to  greater  things  and  I  went 
the  other  way.  At  about  fifteen 
years  of  age  I  suddenly  discovered 
there  was  another  world  other  than 
the  one  I  knew,  and  definitely  other 
than  the  world  you  had  opened  for 
us.  I  learned  there  were  movies,  girls, 
worldly  entertainment,  and  other 
things— all  the  myriad  fleshly  pleas- 
ures and  desires.  As  in  a  dream  (as  I 
look  back  now)  I  was  as  suddenly 
caught  up  in  this  world  as  I  had  been 
in  the  one  you  had  shown  us.  Mv 
interest  and  curiosity  was  so  great 
that  I  forgot  Jesus,  and  turned  to  ex- 
plore this  new  world. 

And  explore  I  did!  In  a  few  short 
years  I  learned  every  rotten  sensation 
there  was.  Some  I  did  not  partake  of 
in  reality,  but  I  did  mentally,  and 
this  was  as  guilty  as  though  I  had 
done  so  in  actuality.  But  whatever, 
I  lost  the  greatest  joy  1  ever  had. 

At  twenty  I  was  both  smoking  and 
drinking.  At  twenty-two  I  was  home 
from  World  War  II.  I  began  to  drink 
heavily.  I  knew  nothing  about  alco- 
holism;  yet  I  was  an  alcoholic.  The 
first  time  I  took  a  drink  at  eighteen 
and  one-half  years  of  age  I'd  man- 
aged  in  three  and  one-half  to  four 
hours  to  get  blind  drunk!  At  twenty- 
two  I  was  married  and  for  four  years 
continued  to  drink.  We  had  two 
wonderful  children  born  to  us— a 
boy  and  a  girl.  Our  marital  status 
was  very  poor  and  got  much  worse. 
I  drank  more.  At  twenty-five  I  real- 
ized there  was  an  alcoholic  problem. 
I  was  so  far  in  the  maze  that  Satan 
had  wound  about  me,  I  was  men- 
tally, physically,  and  definitely  spirit- 
ually almost  bankrupt. 

My  wife  had  been  raised  in  a  lib- 
eral denomination.  I  met  her  pastor, 
and  was  so  impressed  by  him  that 
after  he'd  married  us,  I  joined  his 
church.  However,  this  was  not  the 
answer.  There  seemed  to  be  some- 
thing missing  in  his  congregation.  To 
this  day,  I  still  have  the  same  feel- 
ing. I  believe  now,  I  know  what  it 
is.  There  is  no  fellowship  among 
these  people.  They  seem  to  be  miss- 
ing the  fact  that  they  need  to  let 
Christ  into  their  lives  completely, 
even  as  I  needed  to.  Thus,  as  I  pon- 
der it  now,  I  see  what  I  missed  there. 
It  was  Christ! 

Nevertheless  at  twenty-five,  I 
joined  Alcoholics  Anonymous.  It  was 
a  somewhat  successful  move,   for  I 


left  alcohol  completely  alone  for 
four  and  one-half  years.  For  while 
AA  is  a  wonderful  thing  for  many 
people,  it  somehow  was  not  enough 
for  me.  The  reason  was  simple:  First, 
I  had  the  desire  to  stop  drinking,  but 
not  for  myself!  For  my  wife,  who  bv 
this  time  was  vehement  about  drink- 
ing (small  wonder!).  And  secondly, 
I  failed  to  turn  my  life  over  to  God, 
as  one  of  the  twelve  steps  of  AA 
suggestions.  I  was  still  self-willed  and 
held  out  reservations.  Therefore,  I 
did  not  change.  All  that  changed 
was  the  fact  that  I  no  longer  drank. 
We  in  AA  call  it  a  "dry-drink."  Basi- 
cally AA  is  good;  it  is  divinely  based, 
but  unless  a  man  applies  it  com- 
pletely, and  without  reservations,  it 
does  not  work  successfully  as  far 
as  helping  the  alcoholic  to  change 
his  whole  way  of  life. 

In  1955  after  four  and  one-half 
years  of  sobriety,  my  wife  left  me.  As 
a  man  I  had  not  improved.  I  had 
merely  stopped  drinking.  After  near- 
ly five  months  I  finally  gave  up  trying 
to  be  reconciled  with  her,  and  then  I 
began  to  drink  again.  Two  months 
later  my  mother  died,  my  father  had 
passed  away  in  1941. 

Then  my  wife  came  back,  but  from 
October  1955  to  December  1959  I 
drank,  and  while  not  so  heavily  as 
before,  I  drank.  All  the  old  problems 
were  still  there  and  magnified  a 
hundredfold  by  alcohol. 

Our  marital  relations,  which  had 
never  been  good,  were  even  further 
strained  until  1959  in  January  when 
our  marriage  became  a  stark,  cold 
farce.  We  were  husband  and  wife 
living  alone  with  each  other. 

A  friend  of  mine  had  tried  to 
find  sobriety  through  AA.  He  had 
failed.  Then  he  was  somehow  intro- 
duced to  the  Grace  Brethren  Church 
in  Winchester,  Ind.  He  was  con- 
verted, and  his  alcoholic  problem  was 
gone.  He  has  passed  away  since,  but 
he   never   was   again    troubled   with 

o 

alcohol  until  his  death.  This  man 
tried  repeatedly  to  interest  men  in  his 
church  and  in  Jesus  Christ.  But  I 
was  too  far  in  the  mire  to  accept 
this.  I  used  all  manner  of  excuses. 
I  was  O.K.  I  belonged  to  a  church! 
I  was  intelligent,  I  could  handle  my- 
self all  right.  And  so  his  efforts  went 
for  naught. 

More  time  passed.  Home  was  like 
a  nightmare  as  I  look  back  now.  Fi- 


nally in  December  we  separated.  I 
left.  I  immediately  got  drunk!  Six  days 
later  I  realized  suddenly  diat  drink- 
ing was  not  the  answer.  That  evening 
I  was  in  an  Illinois  hospital  where 
seventy-some-year-old  Mother  Mar- 
garet has  the  most  famous  alcoholic 
ward  in  the  world.  And  I  went  there 
because  I  felt  I  was  divinely  directed 
to  do  so.  Actually  I  had  very  little 
to  do  with  it. 

And  it  was  there  that  I  found  the 
answer.  Not  only  did  I  need  AA 
and  sobriety,  but  I  needed  the  Lord. 
AA  alone  could  never  be  enouoh! 

Six  days  later  I  came  back  home  to 
find  my  wife  had  filed  suit  for  di- 
vorce. We  are  still  separated,  and  it 
appears  she  is  going  through  with  it. 
However,  I  have  turned  my  life  over 
to  my  Master  this  time,  and  I  feel 
that  if  the  divorce  becomes  final,  it 
will  have  been  God's  will. 

Quite  through  accident  a  few  days 
ago,  I  met  another  member  of  the 
Grace  Brethren  Church  in  Winches- 
ter, Ind.  We  talked  for  two  hours.  He 
suggested  I  visit  the  church  and  also 
meet  the  pastor.  So  on  this  past  Sat- 
urday, I  called  him  and  we  had  a  talk. 
Call  it  coincidence  or  call  it  the  hand 
of  God,  but  regardless,  I  discovered 
that  you  and  he  are  good  friends. 
When  I  learned  this,  I  couldn't  be- 
lieve it. 

Last  night  I  attended  their  evening 
service.  This  morning  I  am  writing 
to  you.  And  so,  after  twenty-three 
years,  I  suddenly  awake,  as  from  a 
deep  sleep  and  know  once  again  that 
I  need  Christ.  With  the  Lord's  help 
I  am  prepared  to  take  up  where  I  left 
off  at  the  age  of  fifteen  and  begin 
even  as  a  child  to  study  His  Word 
and  endeavor  to  live  not  as  I  wish 
to  live,  but  as  He  wills.  To  you  in 
the  ministry  who  come  in  contact 
with  these  stories  every  day,  it  prob- 
ably is  not  amazing  at  all,  but  to  me, 
it  is  overwhelming. 

I  have  so  many  things  to  learn— 
beginning  with  the  simplest  truths. 
And  I  need  His  guidance  every  hour. 
After  so  many  years  of  living  in  cor- 
ruption and  self-will,  seeking  pleasure 
and  actually  not  knowing  what  I  was 
seeking,  it  seems  an  almost  insur- 
mountable  obstacle  to  try  to  change. 
But  I  know  that  Jesus  Christ  can 
change  me,  and  He  will. 

May  God  bless  and  keep  you  all.

GIVE   IT   A    GOOD    START

Whether  in  a  race,  business,  or  the 
Lord's  work,  the  end  result  is  often 
determined  b\  how  well  we  get  off 
at  the  start.  The  success  of  your  boys' 
club  mav  be  determined  by  the  vi- 
sion, dedication,  planning,  training, 
and  organizing  before  vou  have  the 
first   meeting. 

1  he  strong,  positive  endorsement 
of  Christian  Service  Brigade  for 
Brethren  churches  by  the  National 
bellow  ship  of  Brethren  Churches  is 
.1  good  starting  point.  This  is  an  ex- 
pression of  determination  to  make 
Brigade  successful  under  God  among 
Brethren  churches.  Anything  short  of 
this  attitude  will  result  in  weak,  half- 
hearted boys'  work.  We  stand  with 
you  to  make  your  club  healthy  and 
attractive  to  boys. 

A  vision  of  what  your  boys'  club 
should  accomplish  is  a  basic  starting 
point.  Anything  less  than  winning 
the  unsaved  boy,  guiding  and  train- 
ing him  to  mature  Christian  leader- 
ship and  service  is  a  betrayal  of  our 
trust  of  the  Gospel  and  disobedience 
to  the  Great  Commission. 

Now  ,  how  can  you  get  a  productive 
club  going  in  your  church? 

The  appointment  of  a  boys'  work 
committee  is  essential  at  the  start. 
What  is  everybody's  business  becomes 
nobody's  business.  Responsibility  for 
basic  organization,  selection  of  proper 
leadership  and  general  oversight  of 
the  total  work  must  be  pinpointed  to 
a  committee  of  three  to  five  men. 
These  men  must  have  a  burden  to 


see  boys  reached  for  Christ,  though 
thev  may  not  serve  in  actual  leader- 
ship themselves. 

The  praverful,  careful  enlistment 
and  training  of  club  leaders  before 
the  club  is  launched  is  crucial.  It  is 
difficult  for  a  man  to  train  for  lead- 
ership and  lead  a  club  at  the  same 
time.  He  needs  to  know  the  basic 
philosophy  of  boys'  work,  understand 
the  program,  and  how  to  successfully 
plan  and  carry  it  out.  He  needs  to 
know  what  to  expect  of  boys  at  vari- 
ous age  levels.  The  leader  must  know 
how  to  counsel  boys  and  lead  them 
to  Christ. 

This  training  is  available  to  lead- 
ers through  the  Brigade  training 
course  which  is  available  bv  corre- 
spondence. "But  where  can  we  find 
leaders?"  you  are  asking.  The  answer 
is  not  simple.  How  did  you  get  lead- 
ership to  start  your  church?  There 
was  much  prayer,  followed  bv  laying 
the  need  before  those  whom  God  had 
led  into  your  fellowship.  You  started 
with  what  you  had  and  kept  on  pray- 
ing and  asking  God  for  more.  "The 
harvest  truly  is  great,  but  the  la- 
bourers [who  will  accept  responsi- 
bility] are  few"  has  been  true  of  everv 
generation,  and  it  will  be  until  the 
Lord  returns.  But  until  the  task  is 
finished,  we  keep  on  praying  and  en- 
listing for  Christ. 

Planning  bv  the  leaders  and  com- 
mittee is  an  important  starting  point. 
This  planning  should  include  a  sur- 


vey of  the  boys  in  the  church  and  the 
unreached  bov  potential  in  the  com- 
munity. Long  range  planning  for  a 
full  year  and  detail  planning  bv  the 
leaders  for  the  immediate  future  will 
spell   the  difference  between  a  club 

that    dies    of    stagnation    or    blooms 
o 

into  a  growing,  vibrant  ministry. 

Older  bovs  who  have  innate  lead- 
ership ability,  a  good  testimony,  and 
a  cooperative  spirit  should  be  trained 
to  serve  as  junior  leaders  in  the  club. 
Planning  your  activities  so  that  you 
work  through  these  bovs,  rather  than 
only  for  them,  will  determine  in  part 
how  well  you  reach  and  hold  older 
teen-age  boys. 

Sounds  like  a  big  job  before  you 
even  get  started,  doesn't  it?  Well,  it 
is— it  is  the  biggest  job  ever  committed 
to  men— the  winning  and  training  of 
lives  for  whom  Christ  died  so  that 
our  church  and  Nation  will  benefit 
from  trained  Christian  leadership  for 
the  vears  ahead.  Brigade  will  provide 
vou  with  the  training,  the  guidance 
bv  field  staff  men,  and  the  program 
materials  necessary  for  a  successful 
boys'  work.  A  month  to  prepare?  Yes, 
three  months— perhaps  six  months. 
But  that  isn't  too  long  to  lay  a  good 
foundation  for  a  work  that  will  glorify 
our  Lord  and  will  last  until  He  re- 
turns! 

1  hope  to  meet  many  of  you  at  the 
finish  line  and  hear  the  shouts  of 
triumphant  victory  because  you  took 
time  to  get  off  to  a  good  start.

I  have  recently  come  across  your 
booklet  Freemasonry  and  Christianity 
by  Dr.  Alva  J.  McClain. 

I  was  a  Mason,  and  32d  degree, 
and  Shriner  for  twenty  years.  I  also 
was  in  Christian  Science  at  the  same 
time,  and  did  not  once  realize  how 
filthy  both  organizations  are  toward 
the  Lord. 

I  am  a  Russian-born  Hebrew  be- 
liever. Up  until  the  age  of  fifteen  I 
was  in  Orthodox  Judaism.  An  un- 
timely death  of  a  baby  in  our  family 
caused  my  orthodox  Dad  to  turn 
from  the  Lord,  and  I  followed  suit. 
For  about  twenty  years  I  considered 
myself  an  atheist. 

I  have  been  a  cantor  in  the  syna- 
gogue (for  about  two  years),  and  for 
a  little  while  a  Christian  Science 
practitioner. 

From  all  of  the  above,  the  Lord, 
in  His  mercy,  freed  me.  Now  I  am 
going  about  witnessing  in  Christian 
businessmen's  groups,  churches,  and 
men's  fellowship  groups,  and  so  forth. 

I  spoke  to  the  men's  groups  at  the 
Norwalk  Brethren  Church  at  Nor- 
walk,  Calif.,  a  week  ago  Tuesday 
night.  The  minister  there  gave  me 
the  booklet  that  I  mentioned,  after 
I  made  it  very  clear  that  a  real 
Christian  cannot  possibly  be  a  mem- 
ber in  the  Masonic  Lodge,  or  anv 
other  organization  where  there  are 
unbelievers. 

I  like  that  booklet  and  would  like 
to  know  if  you  have  some  available. 
I  won't  need  many,  just  a  half  dozen 
or  so,  because  it  isn't  easy  to  con- 
vince Masons— even  as  I  was  blind 
to  the  truth  all  of  those  vears. 

Incidentally,  when  we  came  from 
Russia  in  1906,  we  settled  in  South 
Bend.  So,  Winona  Lake  is  no 
stranger  to  me.  I  recall  having  heard 
Billy  Sunday  preaching  when  I  was 
a  boy.  I  was  not  impressed  then  be- 
cause we  Jews  are  brought  up  to  hate 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Praise  the  Lord,  He  bothered  about 
my  life  enough  to  get  me  out  of  that 
horrible  pit  that  I  was  in,  and  I  have 
been   born-asain.

The  Isms  Have  Come! 

Dr.  Orville  Jobson  reports  that  a  voting  French  couple 
have  arrived  in  Bangui  to  establish  Seventh-Day  Ad 
ventism.  Others  isms  are  already  there.  The  Jehovah's 
Witness  movement  purposes  to  visit  every  home  in  Hono- 
lulu every  two  years.  Years  ago  on  a  bulletin  board  in 
France  we  saw  announcements  of  the  services  of  three 
different  isms  in  the  same  public  hall.  In  our  fields 
opened  in  more  recent  years,  thev  were  present  and  well 
entrenched  when  our  missionaries  arrived. 

We  are  not  criticizing  them  for  their  earnestness. 
Thev  are  ready  to  give  abundantly  of  their  substance, 
even  their  lives  if  needed,  to  promote  the  religion  in 
which  thev  believe.  We  are  sadlv  impressed,  however, 
with  the  apparent  lethargy  on  the  part  of  Bible-believing, 
born-asain  believers.

We  have  had  the  gospel  message  for  2,000  years.  Our 
Brethren  fraternity  has  been  in  existence  for  over  250 
years.  Our  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches 
has  had  over  twenty  years  to  get  going.  We  have  made  a 
little  progress— oh,  great  progress  measured  bv  where  we 
were  a  few  years  ago.  Yet,  our  expansion  is  as  nothing 
compared  to  the  expansion  of  the  isms.  Choose  to  study 
any  one  of  them,  and  you  will  be  amazed  at  the  progress 
thev  are  making. 

While  our  missionaries  lead  their  believers  in  simple 
worship  in  small  chapels,  or  often  in  the  living  room 
of  the  missionary,  the  isms  have  the  beautiful  temples 
and  tabernacles  costing  into  the  hundreds  of  thousands 
—yes,  even  millions  of  dollars.  We  are  not  jealous,  we  are 
onlv  challenged.  What  must  the  poor  believers  of  the 
various  lands  think  of  us  and  of  our  love  for  the  Lord 
Jesus? 

If  it  is  a  matter  of  love,  then  it  is  hard  not  to  conclude 
that  the  isms  love  their  forms  of  worship  more  than  we 
believers  love  our  blessed  Lord.  I  do  not  want  to  think 
that,  do  you?  Can  you  disprove  it?  Please  do! 

If  it  is  a  matter  of  training,  then  they  have  succeeded 
in  manifold  ways— and  for  us,  well,  our  successes  have 
been  few  indeed.  Oh,  how  we  need  to  train  all  of  our 
people  how  to  give  hilariously  to  all  the  arms  of  our 
church. 

If  it  is  a  matter  of  fear,  then  they  must  fear  the  dis- 
pleasure of  a  system,  or  the  eternal  consequences,  much 
more  than  we  fear  to  displease  our  loving  Saviour. 

You  agree— or  do  you?  Probably  vou  give  mental  assent. 
But  if  there  is  nothing  more  than  mental  assent,  vou 
will  do  nothing  about  it.  But  if  vou  agree,  and  are  really 
stirred  in  your  thinking,  you  will  probably  sit  down  this 
very  evening  and  write  a  good  big  check  for  foreign 
missions,  or  some  other  w:orthv  work  of  Christ;  then 
follow  up  in  the  passing  weeks  and  months  by  giving 
sacrificiallv.   Let's  prove   to  ourselves   that  we   love   our 


Lord  Jesus  more  than   the  isms  love  the  systems  of  re- 
ligion to  which  they  have  committed  themselves. 

Get  Acquainted  With  the  Missionaries! 

You  will  never  have  a  better  time  to  do  this  than  dur- 
ing the  annual  Missionary  Rallies.  Have  you  attended 
those  in  your  area  or  in  your  church?  Do  you  plan  to 
attend?  You  owe  it  to  yourself,  to  the  missionaries,  and 
especially  to  our  blessed  Lord  to  attend  and  to  know 
the  missionaries  and  their  work.  When  you  pray,  do 
you  ever  say:  "Lord,  bless  the  missionaries."  That  is  fine, 
but  how  much  better  to  say:  "Lord,  bless  Missionary 
Smith,  and  Missionary  Black."  You  will  feel  more  like 
praying  personally  and  intimately  when  vou  know  the 
missionaries  well.  In  many  large  denominations  and 
with  many  independent  missionary  societies,  it  is  next 
to  impossible  to  know  the  missionaries.  One  oreat  bless- 
ing  with  respect  to  our  Brethren  missions  is  that  every 
member  of  every  Brethren  church  has  within  possible 
reach  the  opportunity  to  know  every  missionary  per- 
sonally.

Poverty

In  the  San  Juan  area  of  Puerto 
Rico,  many  of  the  waterways  are 
lined  with  thousands  of  very  poor 
homes  which  could  almost  be  called 
hovels.  They  are  often  built  on  stilts, 
standing  up  out  of  the  water.  The 
areas  swarm  with  small  children. 
These  are  the  conditions  where  thou- 
sands upon  thousands  of  people  live. 

The  Puerto  Rican  government  and 
the  city  governments  in  the  San  Juan 
area  are  doing  something  about  this 
situation.  With  government  finance 
and  assistance,  many  new  housing 
developments  have  been  completed 
and  many  more  are  in  the  process  of 
being  built.  Usually  each  unit  con- 
tains ten  to  twenty  apartments  for 
families  in  the  low-income  brackets. 
Most  buildings  are  of  poured  con- 
crete, and  well  equipped  and  com- 
fortable. One  can  drive  for  miles 
through  these  housing  developments. 
The  government  is  encouraaina  the 
thousands  of  families  who  had  lived 
along  the  rivers  to  move  into  the  new 


units,  along  with  the  others  who 
themselves  choose  to  live  in  these 
apartments.  The  government  is  to  be 
commended,  and  the  people  who  live 
in  these  units  are  to  be  congratulated. 

There  is  another  poverty,  however, 
which  is  more  terrible  than  this 
which  we  have  been  mentioning.  It 
has  worse  effects  than  does  living 
in  poor  houses  under  very  unsani- 
tary conditions.  It  is  not  cured  bv 
building  large  housing  projects  and 
moving  the  poverty-stricken  people 
into  them.  People  living  in  two-, 
three-,  or  four-bedroom  private  homes 
suffer  from  this  same  poverty.  Yes; 
even  the  thousands  of  people  living 
in  the  mansions  on  those  beautiful 
hills  suffer  from   the  same  malady. 

Poverty  toward  God  is  what  we 
have  in  mind.  It  is  not  limited  to 
Puerto  Rico  or  to  any  other  mission 
field.  The  lands  of  highest  civiliza- 
tion, of  greatest  wealth,  of  intellectual 
enlightenment  have  this  same  terrible 
poverty.  It  cannot  be  cured  by  build- 


ing better  houses  or  by  moving  peo- 
ple out  of  unsanitary  conditions.  It 
cannot  be  cured  by  securing  a  gov- 
ernment loan  and  building  a  beau- 
tiful home.  It  cannot  be  cured  bv 
having  a  successful  and  expanding 
business.  This  poverty  is  the  plight  of 
all  men  until  thev  have  come  to  know 
the  source  of  God's  riches. 

We  do  know  the  source  of  God's 
riches.  These  riches  are  in  Christ 
Jesus,  and  those  who  have  Jesus 
Christ  as  their  personal  Saviour  have 
these  riches  (II  Cor.  8:9).  Those  of 
us  who  personally  know  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  become  the  carriers  of 
the  riches  to  lost,  povertv-stricken 
men  (Matt.  28:19;  II  Tim.  2:2).  To 
tell  of  these  "riches  in  glory  by  Christ 
Jesus"  is  the  reason  the  missionaries 
go.  There  are  those  who  go,  and 
those  who  send  them.  Together  we 
have  part  in  this  great  ministry. 
Won't  you  help  to  get  this  Good 
News  of  the  great  riches  out  to  the 
poverty-stricken  millions? 
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Progress   in  the  African  Church

It  is  with  much  interest  that  we 
follow  the  Brethren  home-missions 
building  program.  The  Lord's  bless- 
ing is  evident  in  every  home-mission 
issue  of  the  Missionary  Herald.  I  still 
remember  very  vividlv  Brother 
Grubb's  presenting  the  home-mission 
program  when  I  was  home  on  fur- 
lough. It  seemed  to  me  that  nobodv 
could  possiblv  leave  that  meeting  and 
not  be  determined  to  do  his  ut- 
most to  help  in  the  great  challenge. 

Here  in  Africa  great  things  have 
also  been  accomplished  in  the  church- 
building  program.  The  accomplish- 
ment seems  especially  true  when  we 
see  with  what  sacrificial  giving  it  has 
been  done.  There  are  now  eight 
permanent  churches  in  our  field 
which  have  been  built  in  the  last  few 
years,  ranging  from  350  to  2,000  in 
seating  capacity.  Five  congregations 
want  to  build  this  coming  year.  Manv 
more  are  hoping  that  it  will  be  pos- 
sible for  them  to  build  permanent 
church  buildings  in  the  near  future. 

It  might  be  of  interest  to  know  how 
one  of  our  smaller  congregations,  the 
one  at  Boguila,  went  about  building 
their  church.  About  two  years  ago 
the  members  decided  to  start  a  build- 
ing fund.  At  first  the  members  who 
were  working  for  us  had  me  take  out 
of  their  wages  a  little  every  month. 
Later  they  worked  out  a  plan  where 
every  member  would  give  a  certain 
amount.  The  kind  of  church  building 
thev  were  going  to  build  would  cost 
140,000  francs,  or  $550,  and  would 
seat  350  folks.  However,  this  meant 
that  all  work  would  need  to  be  do- 
nated with  the  exception  of  a  few 
days  of  carpenter  and  mason  work. 
The  140,000  francs  represented  about 
2,300  working  days,  common  labor 
earning  thirty  cents  a  day.  It  is 
very  difficult  for  them  to  save  any- 
thing when  their  clothes  and  other 
necessities  of  life  cost  the  same  as 
our  needs. 

You  might  wonder  what  kind  of 
church  could  be  built  for  $550.  First, 


remember  this  represents  material 
only  and  is  largely  in  the  permanent 
roof.  The  church  does  have  a  cement 
base  and  walls  halfway  up  with 
pillars  to  the  roof  line.  The  roof 
structure  is  of  hardwood  with  alu- 
minum for  the  roof  itself.  The  build- 
ing, though  not  fancy,  is  strong  and 
built  to  last  thirty  years  or  more.  The 
former  church   buildings  were   good 

o  o 

only   for   two   to   seven   years. 

The  time  came  when  the  Boguila 
congregation  had  gathered  70,000 
francs,  which  was  half  the  total  cash 
needed.  For  many  months  the  mem 
bers  had  also  been  making  brick, 
gathering  wood  to  burn  the  brick, 
getting  stone  for  the  foundation,  and 
such  things.  This  then  entitled  them 
to  make  application  to  the  loan  com- 
mittee for  a  loan  of  the  balance  of 
70,000  francs  needed. 

This  loan  committee  was  formed 
a  few  years  ago  with  capital  available 
from  a  few  West  Coast  businessmen 
in  the  United  States.  The  committee 
consists  of  three  African  pastors  and 
three  missionary  pastors.  They  qualify 
or  reject  the  applications  on  the  basis 
of  ability  to  repav  the  loan  at  three 
percent  interest  in  a  five-year  period, 
on  their  spirituality,  and  on  their 
overall  church  program. 

However,  when  the  above-men- 
tioned church  applied  for  a  loan, 
their  application  was  rejected  mainly 
because  they  had  dismissed  their  old 
pastor  and  had  chosen  a  new  one. 
The  loan  committee,  not  knowing 
all  the  facts,  was  afraid  that  there 
might  not  be  harmony  in  the  con- 
gregation. 

This  was  a  tremendous  disappoint- 
ment to  the  church.  They  had  al- 
ready started  the  building  and,  in  the 
way  that  they  express  themselves, 
they  said  "shame  would  kill  them" 
because  for  many  miles  around  peo- 
ple knew  that  they  had  started  the 
building  and  now  it  looked  as  if 
thev  might  not  be  able  to  finish  what 
thev  had  started. 


But  the  old  saying  once  again  held 
true:  "Where  there  is  a  will  there  is 
a  way."  All  my  workmen  had  two 
years'  vacation  pay  coming,  and  of 
course  they  had  all  made  big  plans 
about  how  they  were  going  to  spend 
this  money.  Nevertheless,  I  reminded 
them  that  this  might  be  the  remedy 
to  keep  them  from  getting  "killed  by 
shame."  So  they  called  a  meeting, 
and  after  much  talking  and  heated 
discussion  the  final  answer  was  that 
every  member  would  give  the  full 
two  years'  vacation  pay  to  the  church 
building  fund.  This  then  supplied  a 
bit  over  half  the  money  still  needed. 
They  managed  to  talk  a  local  chief 
into  loaning  them  the  balance  of  the 
needed  money,  to  be  repaid  in  one 
year.  Therefore,  by  their  sacrificial 
giving  of  money  and  the  many,  many 
days  of  free  labor,  they  were  able  to 
have  their  church.  It  was  a  joy  to 
be  present  at  the  dedication  service 
a  few  months  ago. 

The  thrilling  part  of  all  this  was 
that  long  before  the  church  was 
finished  men  and  women  came  to  the 
Lord.  This  had  not  happened  for 
many  years  at  the  Boguila  church. 
Thev  will  need  to  enlarge  their 
church  verv  soon— the  way  it  looks 
now— but  then,  the  thirty-one  mem- 
bers of  the  church  should  find  things 
much  easier  with  the  increasing  mem- 
bership. And  so  the  African  church  is 
going  forward  in  spite  of  the  Evil 
One  who  constantly  lurks  so  very 
close.  But  the  Lord  is  able  and  in  the 
end  He  will  prevail. 

We  have  just  returned  from  a  va- 
cation which  gave  us  the  opportunity 
to  observe  other  mission  work  in 
Africa,  and  it  has  been  gratifying  and 
praiseworthy  to  Llim  to  see  how  far 
our  local  African  church  has  come. 
May  it  continue  to  grow  in  Him 
in  the  houses  of  the  Lord  that  they 
are  building,  and  may  it  all  be  to  His 
glory.

Thirty-Four   Dedicated   Years

In  May  of  1959  Miss  Elizabeth 
Tyson  completed  thirtv-four  years  of 
dedicated  service  in  her  beloved 
Africa.  Not  only  did  Miss  Tyson 
minister  to  the  phvsical  needs  of  the 
African  population,  but  multitudes 
came  to  know  the  Lord  through  these 
kindiv  ministrations. 

Years  ago  Miss  Tyson's  dedicated 
Christian  parents  instilled  in  her 
a  love  for  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  It 
was  during  a  missionary  rally  that 
she  heard  the  call  of  the  Lord  to 
missionary  service.  In  her  preparation 
for  the  useful  years  ahead,  she  grad- 
uated from  the  Women's  Southern 
Homeopathic  Hospital  in  Philadel- 
phia and  from  the  Missionary  Train- 
ing Institute  at  Nyack,  N.  Y. 

Miss  Tyson  made  application  to 
The  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of 
the  Brethren  Church  in  1923,  sailed 
for  France  in  October  of  1924,  studied 
in  France  for  several  months,  and  ar- 
rived on  the  field  in  Africa  in  May 
of  1925.  Three  days  after  her  arrival 
in  Africa,  Dr.  Florence  Gribble  asked 
her  to  take  over  the  medical  work 
at  the  Yaloke  station.  She  accepted 
the  invitation,  and  used  an  open 
veranda  of  a  storehouse  and  an  old 
medicine  cabinet  with  three  bottles 
of  medicine  in  it.  She  saw  a  great 
transformation  during  the  passing 
years— Yaloke  now  has  a  modern  six- 
room    dispensary    and    a    pharmacy 


room  stocked  with  the  latest  and  the 
best  of  modern  drugs.  The  day  be- 
fore Miss  Tyson  left  for  home  250 
patients  were  treated,  this  in  compari- 
son with  twenty  patients  the  first 
day  she  served  in  Africa.  During  the 
last  vear  on  the  field  she  ministered 
at  the  birth  of  some  200  babies.  Hers 
was  one  of  the  best  known  maternity 
wards  in  all  of  Central  Africa. 

Miss  Tyson  purposes  to  retire  from 
active  missionary  service  at  the  end 
of  her  present  furlough.  She  is  mak- 
ing her  home  with  her  aged  mother 
at  Flatficld,  Pa.  She  will  be  happy 
to  be  available,  however,  in  confer- 
ence and  missionary  rally  work  upon 
invitation.  She  is  an  honored  mem- 
ber of  the  First  Brethren  Church  of 
Philadelphia. 

The  following  is  an  excerpt  from 
a  letter,  dated  December  1,  1959, 
sent  to  Miss  Mary  Emmert  by  Mrs. 
J.  L.  Steudler,  concerning  Miss  Ty- 
son's departure  from  Yaloke.  We 
thank  Miss  Emmert  for  sharing  this 
with  us. 

'A  month  ago  an  important  event 
took  place  at  Yaloke.  Our  nurse  who 
had  been  here  for  nearly  thirty-five 
years  made  her  adieux  before  return- 
in"  to  America  to  retire.  It  was  more 

o 

touching  than  anything  I  had  ever 
seen.  There  was  a  ceremony  at  the 
church  where  she  gave  her  last  ad- 


monition to  these  men  and  women 
whom  in  many  cases  she  had  helped 
to  bring  into  the  world.  Her  hos- 
pital maternity  department  is  known 
clear  to  Bangui. 

"She  spoke  exactly  the  right  words, 
knowing  full  well  that  she  would 
never  see  them  here  below  again. 
They  listened  very  attentA'ely  to  her 
counsel  for  their  physical  welfare 
and  especially  for  their  spiritual  life 
—exactly  what  a  mother  would  have 
said  to  her  children  in  like  circum- 
stances. 

"Each  one  made  it  a  point  to  shake 
her  hand  before  leaving,  and  gifts 
rained  upon  her:  peanuts,  eggs,  reed 
baskets,  even  a  Huguenot  cross  and 
chain,  also  gifts  of  money.  But  the 
most  touching  were  the  tears  of  griel 
from  many  of  them,  among  whom 
were  the  native  nurses  with  whom 
she  had  labored  for  so  many  years, 
whom  she  had  trained  herself,  teach- 
ing them  not  only  their  trade,  but 
also  giving  them  an  education.  All  of 
these  black  people  in  tears  moved  me 
deeply;  it  was  as  if  a  corner  of  para- 
dise had  opened— there,  where  there 
will  be  no  difference  of  race,  nor  bit- 
terness among  nations. 

"The  departure  by  truck  several 
days  later  was  also  inspiring.  It  was 
hard  for  the  nurse  who,  having  spent 
half  of  her  life  at  Yaloke,  was  leaving 
it  forever."

WATCHMAN,  WHAT  OF  THE  NIGHT? 

Watchman,  what  of  the  night? 
Watchman,  what  of  the  night? 

The  watchman  said,  The  morning 
cometh,  and  also  the  night. 

It  was  hot  at  eight  o'clock  that  De- 
cember morning.  The  haze  of  white 
dust  which  glared  on  every  side  was 
having  little  effect  upon  the  heat 
of  the  sun.  At  that  hour  of  the  morn- 
ing the  sun  was  well  started  on  its 
daily  journey  across  the  sky  of 
Africa.  It  was  not  the  hour  of  early 
birds.  Anyone  who  intended  to  work 
during  the  day  had  been  up  and  at 
it  for  hours.  Eight  o'clock  was  a  nice 
hour  for  a   Catherine  in  Africa. 

There  was  a  gathering  that  morn- 
ing.  The  Bible  Institute  had  its  an- 
nual commencement.  The  largest 
crowd  to  gather  for  such  an  occasion 
spread  itself  over  benches,  on  the 
dry  grass,  and  on  the  dustv  road  under 
the  trees  of  the  Bible  Institute 
grounds.  There  were  familiar  faces  in 
that  large  crowd,  familiar  faces  that 
are  seen  gathering  every  Sunday  for 
worship.  1  here  were  other  well- 
known  faces,  faces  that  had  not  been 
seen  at  Bible  Institute  for  months 
or  years.  There  were  strange  faces, 
faces  that  perhaps  looked  upon  the 
scenes  at  the  Bible  Institute  for  the 
first   time. 

There  was  nothing  unusual  about 
the  services.  The  sound  of  shuffling 
feet  and  the  sight  of  a  cloud  of  dust 
announced  the  arrival  of  the  seniors 
to  receive  the  honors  of  the  day. 
There  was  the  usual  singing  of 
hymns,  the  usual  special  musical 
number  by  the  seniors,  the  usual  cry- 
ing of  babies.  As  the  sun  climbed 
higher,  umbrellas  were  raised  here 
and  there  to  protect  their  luckv  own- 
ers from  the  increasing  heat.  An  ex- 
cellent message  was  given  to  the 
seniors.  After  the  diplomas  were  pre- 
sented, the  seniors  left  their  benches 
to    form    a    line    where    their   many 


friends  and  well-wishers  could  come 
to  squeeze  their  hands  in  a  bone- 
cracking  clasp  which  is  typical  of  the 
African  handshake.  Cameras  made 
their  appearance,  so  seniors  posed  and 
posed  again  to  satisfy  their  vanity, 
as  well  as  the  owners  of  the  cameras. 
Then  all  was  over.  Soon  the  seniors 
and  other  students  were  starting  out 
on  the  dusty  roads  to  make  the  jour- 
ney to  their  faraway  homes. 

There  was  nothing  but  the  usual 
program.  But  what  of  that  sound 
ringing  in  the  ears?  It  was  not  hard 
to  imagine  someone  calling  out  in  a 
loud  resonant  voice:  "Watchman, 
what  of  the  night?"  Was  the  watch- 
man on  the  other  side  of  the  wall  that 
the  call  was  repeated:  "Watchman, 
what  of  the  night?"  In  imagination 
the  answer  was  carried  back:  "The 
morning  cometh,  and  also  the  night."

Where  will  the  fearful 
night  fall  upon  those  men  and  wom- 
en who  sat  in  the  bright  sunlight  of 
that  December  morning?  Oh,  that 
each  one  of  them  might  be  like  the 
watchman  of  old  who  cheered  as 
well  as  warned.  Might  each  one 
call  to  the  passers-by  in  African  fash- 
ion, "The  morning  cometh."  Might 
there  be  none  who  will  fail  to  add, 
"And  also  the  night." 

Chills  of  apprehension  tickle  up 
your  spine  as  you  think  of  the  hor- 
rible scenes  that  coming  night  will 
witness.  Have  vou  thought  of  your 
responsibility  as  vou  see  the  night 
approaching?  "I  exhort  .  .  .  that  .  .  . 
supplications,  pravers,  intercessions, 
and  giving  of  thanks,  be  made  for  all 
men." 

The  diplomas  were  given  out  in 
the  bright  sunlight.  "Prav  for  all 
men."  Pray  for  these  men  and  women 
who  are  taking  their  places  on  the 
walls.  Prav  that  as  night  falls  each 
one  may  be  faithfully  calling  out, 
"The  morning  cometh."  Until  that 
morning  dawns,  may  you,  too,  be  a 
faithful  watchman  praying  for  all 
men.

"In  the  sixth  month  the  angel  Ga- 
briel was  sent  from  God  unto  a  city 
of  Galilee,  named  Nazareth"  (Luke 
1:26). 

This  is  space  travel  indeed.  Verily, 
the  issues  of  Gabriel's  trip  were  tre- 
mendous, for  he  "being  caused  to  fly 
swiftly"  (Dan.  9:21)  bore  the  mes- 
sage to  earth  and  announced  the 
coming  birth  of  Israel's  King.  The  dif- 
ficulties involved  in  such  a  trip  were 
inconceivable  as  he  sped  tli rough 
the  empty  void  of  outer  space  from 
the  throne  of  God  to  the  humble  vil- 
lage of  Galilee. 

Of  course,  angels  belong  to  another 
realm  and  are  masters  of  time  and 
space;  but  from  the  human  stand- 
point, the  difficulties  of  such  a  trip 
are  insurmountable. 

THREE  MAPS 

A  series  of  three  maps  in  the  Geo- 
graphical Magazine  were  of  much  in- 
terest to  me.  The  first  map  was  of  our 
solar  system.  There  in  the  center- 
was  the  sun  with  its  family  of  planets 
about  it.  The  earth  is  some  ninety- 
three  millions  of  miles  away.  It  is 
so  far  away  that  light,  traveling  at  the 
fearful  rate  of  186,000  miles  a  sec- 
ond, takes  eight  minutes  to  reach  the 
earth. 

Then  farther  out  were  Jupiter,  Sat- 
urn, Neptune,  and  finally  Pluto, 
some  four  thousand  million  miles 
away,  each  spinning  in  their  orbit  in 
perfect  obedience  to  the  Creator's 
will.  Verily,  what  tremendous  big- 
ness these  figures  set  before  us. 

The  second  map  was  of  the  Milkv 


Way  svstem— a  great  galaxy  of  mil- 
lions of  great  blazing  suns— a  system 
in  shape  somewhat  like  a  plate  set 
edgeways  toward  us.  The  Milky  Way 
is  so  large  that  a  star  on  one  edge 
sending  its  light  to  a  star  on  the 
other  edge,  at  the  rate  of  186,000 
miles  a  second,  takes  one  hundred 
thousand  years. 

Our  solar  system  belongs  to  the 
Milky  Way  system.  It  was  squeezed 
together  into  a  tiny  point  of  light  and 
given  its  place— almost  lost  in  the 
vastness  of  the  Milky  Way  system. 

The  third  map  was  of  outer  space 
where  millions  of  other  Milky  Way 
systems  declare  the  glory  of  their 
God  and  show  forth  the  inconceivable 
greatness  of  His  handiwork.  Then 
the  Milky  Way  galaxy  was  squeezed 
together  into  a  tiny  point  of  light 
and  given  its  place  among  the  other 
systems  of  outer  space. 

All  of  this  is  the  second  heaven. 
The  Bible  speaks  of  three  heavens. 
The  first  heaven  is  where  the  birds 
fly.  The  second  heaven  is  where  the 
stars  dwell.  The  third  heaven  is  God's 
presence.  It  was  into  this  third  heaven 
where  Paul  was  caught  up,  and 
where  he  heard  "unspeakable  words" 
(II  Cor.    12:4). 

ACROSS  OUTER  SPACE      ' 

Again  we  remind  ourselves  that 
angels  are  not  limited  by  human 
frailties,  but  let  us  just  peep  into 
some  of  the  difficulties  that  Ga- 
briel's trip  would  present  to  a  man 
who  would  plan  such  a  journey  for 
himself. 


As  Gabriel  would  leave  his  position 
of  standing  "in  the  presence  of  God" 
(Luke  1:18),  he  would  flash  past 
galaxy  after  galaxy,  with  his  eye 
focused  upon  a  certain  spot.  After  he 
would  travel  countless  trillions  of 
trillions  of  miles,  he  would  see  a  little 
speck  of  light.  Finally,  it  would  begin 
to  grow  larger,  and  he  would  enter 
the  Milky  Way  system  of  stars. 

On  and  on  he  would  speed.  Finally, 
after  inconceivable  distances,  he 
would  come  to  the  solar  system  and 
pass  the  orbit  of  Pluto.  Four  thou- 
sand million  miles  away  is  the  sun, 
and  near  its  blazing  mass  is  a  tiny 
speck  of  dust,  the  object  of  his  jour- 
ney. 

DIFFICULTIES  AND  DANGERS 

But  on  and  on  he  goes  until  he 
is  within  one  hundred  miles  of  the 
earth  when  a  new  difficulty  presents 
itself.  That  earth  is  speeding  around 
its  orb  faster  than  any  bullet  has  ever 
gone— eighteen  miles  a  second.  Verily, 
how  is  he  to  land  upon  that  fleeting 
orb  and  establish  his  footing? 

Kci  enth  .m  official  of  a  large  air- 
craft company  told  his  audience  that 
the  difficulty  in  landing  an  object 
on  the  moon  was  not  so  much  in  get- 
ting the  object  up  there,  but  because 
of  the  speed  at  which  the  moon  is 
traveling,  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
get  an  object  at  any  certain  point  at 
the  same  time  the  moon  gets  there. 

If  my  reader  may  see  no  difficultv 
here,  let  him  try  this.  Go  to  the  open 
country  and  hang  your  handkerchief 
on  a  tree.  Then  have  someone  with

a  gun  stand  a  half-mile  away  and 
shoot  at  your  handkerchief.  Then 
you  stand  on  a  stump  in  between,  and 
as  the  bullet  whizzes  past,  jump  on 
the  bullet  and  ride  in  and  get  your 
handkerchief.  This  illustrates  the  law 
of  possibilities  Gabriel  would  have 
encountered  had  he  been  in  the  hu- 
man realm. 

But  soon  the  surface  of  the  earth 
becomes  visible  and  he  can  see  Africa. 
He  knows  that  Palestine  is  near  the 
upper  comer  of  Africa,  so  he  prepares 
to  make  a  flash-landing. 

But  a  new  difficulty  presents  it- 
self. Not  only  is  the  earth  traveling 
round  its  orb  faster  than  any  bullet 
has  ever  gone,  but  it  is  also  revolving 
on  its  own  axis  at  a  thousand  miles 
an  hour.  If  he  seeks  to  make  a  land- 
ing on  a  tiny  plot  of  ground  called 
Palestine,  he  must  be  aware  because 
by  the  time  he  gets  down  there, 
Palestine  will  be  miles  away  and  he 
will  land  right  in  the  Mediterranean 
sea. 

SPEED 

It  takes  light,  traveling  at  the  rate 
of  186,000  miles  a  second,  several 
million  years  to  get  to  us  from  the 
most  distant  star,  but  Gabriel  made  it 
in  about  four  minutes,  and  did  not 
seem  to  be  out  of  breath  or  even 
weary    when    he    talked    to    Mary. 

One  rime  Daniel  started  to  prav 
and  Gabriel  "being  caused  to  fly 
swiftly"  appeared  and  informed  Dan- 
iel that  when  he  began  to  pray,  he, 
Gabriel  had  started  out,  and  here  he 
is  some  four  minutes  later  (it  takes 
about  four  minutes  to  read  Daniel's 
prayer)  (Dan.  9:23). 

SPACE  PLATFORM 

Several  vears  ago  I  memorized  the 
fourth  and  fifth  chapters  of  the  Book 
of  the  Revelation.  Then  I  would  lie 
in  bed  or  on  the  lawn  and  imagine 
those  scenes  as  those  two  chapters 
would  pass  through  mv  mind.  There 
is  the  great  crystal  pavement— a  solid 
diamond  miles  across.  There  is  the 
throne  scene  with  the  indescribable 
Deity  upon  it.  And  the  four  great  liv- 
ing creatures.  There  are  more  than 
one  hundred  million  angels,  great 
shining  sons  of  light,  who  have 
winged  their  way  in  from  the  depths 
of  space  and  who  stand  upon  the 
bleachers  of  glory  and  cheer  and 
cheer  as  our  Lord  receives  His  title 


deed  and  proceeds  to  take  possession 
of  the  earth. 

A  FLASH  OF  REALITY 

As  I  would  thus  meditate  upon  this 
space  platform  and  the  teeming  per- 
sonality upon  it,  I  would  imagine  my- 
self stepping  upon  it  and  mingling 
with   the  saints  of  all  ages. 

Once,  when  I  was  in  deep  medi- 
tation, I  had  a  split  second  of  reality 
and  actually  felt  that  I  was  there.  I 
drew  back  with  fear  and  unworthi- 
ness.  But  the  verse  that  brings  peace 
to  our  heart  is  Colossians  1:12,  He  has 
"made  us  meet  to  be  partaker  of  the 
inheritance  of  the  saints  in  light." 

THE  GLORY  OF  HEAVEN 

It  was  in  the  early  gray  dawn  that 
we  sat  upon  a  roof,  looking  up  into 
the  morning  sky.  Suddenly  the  whole 
horizon  was  ablaze  with  a  glaring  red, 
the  light  of  an  atomic  bomb  some 
four  hundred  miles  away. 

The  light  of  the  atomic  bomb  is 
so  intense  that  the  human  eye  can- 
not look  at  it  and  live.  Probably  the 
light  of  the  atom  is  the  nearest  thing 
we  have  on  earth  to  the  glory  of 
heaven,  for  our  Lord  dwells  "in  a 
light  which  no  man  can  approach 
unto"  (I  Tim.  6:16).  The  glory  of 
heaven  would  simply  destroy  our 
mortal  body. 

ENTERING  THAT  GLORY 

I  was  holding  meetings  in  Phila- 
delphia;  one  night  my  strength  was 
so  low  I  felt  I  might  almost  die  in 
the  pulpit.  After  the  message  I  went 
into  the  pastor's  studv,  opened  the 
window,  and  sat  in  the  cold  air  to 
keep  my  heart  beating. 

Later  I  went  to  the  pastor's  home 
and  went  to  bed.  I  lay  there  with 
my  eyes  closed  wondering  what  I 
could  do  if  my  heart  began  to  bother 
in  the  night.  As  I  lay  thinking  along 
that  line,  I  opened  my  eyes  and  my 
room  was  flooded  with  a  very  bright 
light,  and  for  the  briefest  part  of 
a  second  I  thought  my  heart  had  quit 
bsatina  and  I  was  entering  the  glories 
of  heaven.  The  fact  was,  I  had  slept 
all  night  and  the  sun  was  shining  in 
at  my  window. 

Verily,  our  hearts  cry  out  with  joy 
and  thanksgiving  to  our  God,  who 
has  made  it  possible  for  us  to  know 
that  whether  we  live  or  die  we  are 
the  Lord's. 


TRIALS 

BV  A.   B.  SIMPSON 

Trial  affords  us  a  fine  opportun- 
ity to  witness  for  Christ  by  our  ex- 
ample. Nothing  speaks  for  Him  so 
emphatically  as  a  patient,  gentle  spirit 
bearing  in  silent  meekness  the  abuse 
and  wrong  which  others  may  heap 
upon  us,  and  often  we  shall  find 
that  when  we  are  right  with  people, 
God  makes  them  right  with  us. 

A  good  woman  in  Stockholm 
(Sweden)  had  started  a  nursery  for 
friendless  and  helpless  children,  but 
one  of  the  little  inmates  was  a  con- 
stant trial  to  her.  His  body  was  dis- 
eased, his  temper  was  intolerable.  He 
seemed  to  have  no  gratitude  or  ap- 
preciation for  any  kindness  shown 
him  but  was  always  cross  and  dis- 
contented, while  in  addition  his  face 
was  always  covered  with  sores,  his 
form  distorted  and  repulsive,  and 
everything  about  him  utterly  forbid 
ding. 

At  last  one  day  she  had  been  tell- 
ing the  Lord  that  her  burden  was  too 
hard  to  bear.  Just  then  there  came  a 
kind  of  vision  of  her  Lord,  and  she 
seemed  to  see  Him  bending  over  with 
a  look  of  great  love  and  saying  to 
her:  "My  dear  child,  I  have  loved 
and  borne  with  you  for  more  than 
half  a  century.  Cannot  you  for  Mv 
sake  love  and  bear  with  this  wretched 
child?"  Her  soul  was  thrilled  with 
such  a  sense  of  His  love  that  the  very 
joy  awoke  her,  and  there  before  her 
was  the  miserable  child.  But  her  heart 
was  so  filled  with  the  Saviour's  love 
that  she  seemed  to  love  everything 
else  for  His  sake,  and  bending  down 
she  gently  kissed  the  child,  when 
all  at  once  her  own  spirit  seemed  to 
have  passed  into  him  and  the  little 
one  looked  up  with  a  smile  that  she 
had  never  seen  before,  and  he  threw 
his  arms  around  her  neck  and  began 
to  caress  her. 

From  that  time  on  the  disposition 
of  the  child  was  changed.  The  Sav- 
iour's love  had  touched  her  heart,  and 
she  had  just  passed  it  on  to  the  little 
heart  to  whom  she  was  in  the  place 
of  God,  and  she  had  her  reward  in 
the  beautiful  transformation  she  saw 
from  that  rime  in  her  little  charge. 
From  that  day  forward  the  little  one 
was  completely  changed. 
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Reaching  Older  Fellows

Boys  in  their  older  teens  are  being 
reached  for  Christ  through  a  Chris- 
tian boys'  club  ministry.  Contrary 
to  the  opinion  that  clubs  attract  only 
junior-age  boys,  a  recent  survey  of 
more  than  1,000  Christian  Service 
Brigade  bovs'  clubs  revealed  that  50 
percent  of  the  25,000  members  are 
in  the  Battalion  division  (boys  12-18). 
The  survey  also  showed  that  45  per- 
cent of  these  bovs  in  the  Battalion 
division  are  between  the  ages  of 
fourteen  and  eighteen  years. 

Many  churches  starting  a  boys' 
club  plan  to  begin  with  the  junior 
age.  Most  common  reasons  are:  (1) 
There  are  many  junior-age  boys  in 
the  church  and  Sunday  school,  but 
not  enough  intermediates  and  sen- 
iors to  start  a  club;  (2)  the  church 
lavmen  are  interested  in  the  junior- 
age;  (3)  the  church  is  in  a  suburban 
community  where  there  are  many 
more  junior-age  boys;  (4)  club  for 
the  teens  has  been  tried  and  found 
inadequate  l"  hold  the  oldei  bovs' 
interest. 

Christian  Service  Brigade  en- 
courages a  church  to  start  the  Bat- 
talion (boys  12-18)  before  the  Stock- 
ade (bovs  8-11)  if  the  church  is  un- 
able to  start  both  at  the  same  time. 
Several  reasons  are  apparent: 

1.  If  there  are  only  a  few  boys  in 
the  intermediate  and  senior  years  of 
the  Sunday  school,  it  is  far  more  im- 
portant to  begin  the  Battalion  first. 
Efforts  should  be  concentrated  on  the 
greatest  need  in  the  church.  This 
need  points  up  the  mission  field  in 
the  community  of  unreached  boys 
who  may  be  won  to  Christ  through 
the  Brigade  club  ministry. 

2.  As  juniors  turn  twelve  years 
old,  where  do  they  go  if  there  is  no 


older  club?  Thev  are  at  the  end  of 
the  club  street  just  when  they  need 
the  ministry  most.  Seventy  percent 
are  lost  to  the  Sunday  school  during 
this  age  because  there  is  not  an  ade- 
quate program  in  the  church  to  hold 
their  interest. 

3.  If  a  club  for  the  juniors  is  start- 
ed first,  Brigade  becomes  "kid  stuff" 
in  the  minds  of  the  older  bovs.  Thus 
it  becomes  more  difficult  to  reach 
older  bovs  later. 

4.  There  is  a  great  need  in  the  sub- 
urban community  for  the  right  kind 
of  club  for  teen-agers.  Delinquency  is 
speeding  up  in  these  communities 
faster  than  in  urban  areas. 

5.  Surveys  of  local  communities 
often  show  many  teen-age  boys  who 
have  been  uprooted  from  an  in-town 
church  and  have  no  church  connec- 
tion in  the  community.  Perhaps  bovs 
of  other  faiths  are  being  overlooked. 
Many  of  them  need  Christ  too. 


6.  If  the  older  club  is  started  first, 
junior  bovs  have  a  well-organized 
club  to  move  into  when  they  turn 
twelve,  rather  than  leaving  a  well 
established  Stockade  to  step  into  a 
new  Battalion  that  is  inferior  in 
organization  and  program  due  to  lack 
of  experience  on  the  part  of  the  lead- 
ers. 

7.  More  adult  leadership  is  re- 
quired for  the  Stockade  than  the  Bat- 
talion. The  older  club  division  is  built 
on  a  junior  leadership  principle  of 
older  bovs  leading  younger  boys. 
Stockade-age  boys  are  individualists 
that  are  not  mature  enough  to  de- 
velop strong  leadership  abilities  or 
to   build   strong   team   plav. 

The  Battalion  division  represents 
a  very  wide  range  of  ages— twelve  to 
eighteen  years.  There  are  few  ex- 
ceptional situations  where  the  na- 
tional organization  recommends  di- 
viding this  club  horizontally  with 
boys  twelve  to  fourteen  in  one  di- 
vision and  bovs  fifteen  to  eighteen  in 
another.  However,  when  a  church 
proves  that  it  is  ready  in  quality  of 
leadership,  number  of  boys,  and  stage 
of  development  of  the  club,  such  a 
move  may  be  made. 

Brigade  holds  the  fifteen  to  eight- 
een vear-old  boy  for  several  basic 
reasons.  Most  bovs  this  age  are  in- 
terested in  leadership.  The  oppor- 
tunity to  hold  a  place  of  leadership  in 
the  club  has  a  strong  appeal.  The 
Brigade  Battalion  is  built  upon  the 
principle  of  leadership  training 
through  leadership  opportunity  with- 
in the  club  itself— older  boys  lead- 
ing younger  boys.  The  average  Bri- 
gade Battalion  of  twenty-five  bovs 
provides  opportunity  for  nine  junior 
leadership  positions. 

The  motive  behind  leadership  is 
also  important.  Being  a  leader  just 
for  the  value  of  being  a  leader  will 
interest  some  boys.  But  this  older 
teen-age  boy  can  be  challenged  with 
the  fact  that  he  is  training  to  be  a 
leader  for  Christ.  Service  to  Christ 
presents  one  of  the  strongest  points 
of  appeal.  In  the  club  he  has  op- 
portunity to  lead  boys  to  Christ.  He 
has  opportunity  to  help  evangelize 
the  community.  Clubs  for  older  boys 
often  become  entertainment  only— 
a  club  for  bovs  themselves  usually 
develops  selfish  attitudes,  rather  than 
an  attitude  of  service  to  Christ  and 
others.

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What  Teachers  Expect  of  Christian  Boys  and  Girls 


The  beginning  of  a  school  term  is 
exciting  on  the  part  of  a  teacher— 
especially  this  one!  Why  do  I  say 
that?  Because  a  child  is  ready  and 
eager  to  know  about  life  around  him. 
As  a  parent  vou  may  sav:  "I'm  glad, 
too,  because  now  I  can  have  time  to 
do  the  necessary  things  around  the 
house  without  interruptions."  How- 
ever, when  the  day  finally  comes  for 
the  first  child  to  depart  for  a  half  or 
full  day  a  tear  or  two  may  accompany 
the  goodbv.  You  realize  now  your 
child  of  five  or  six  is  ready  to  enter 
school. 

You  ask  yourself  as  many  parents 
do:  "Where  have  I  failed  or  excelled 
in  mv  child's  home  training?"  This  is 
brought  to  your  attention  more  force- 
fully several  months  after  school  has 
started  in  the  fall  (or  spring  if  vou 
live  in  the  southern  hemisphere). 

"Sometimes  my  child  seems  easily 
taught,  and  other  times  things  seem 
hard  for  him  to  understand."  This  is 
actually  part  of  mental  development, 
and  varies  as  does  his  physical  stature. 
Parents  and  educators  are  doing  the 
same  thing  in  life's  chosen  profession. 
Now  you  ask:  "What  does  a  teacher 
expect  from  Christian  bovs  and  girls 
at  school,  and  how  can  I  help  in 
mv  home  to  meet  these  expectations?'' 

Because  I'm  not  a  mother,  but  an 
"auntie"  living  in  a  home  where 
three  preschoolers  are  now  learning 
and  developing  in  various  stages,  one 
observes  the  aspirations  of  parents 
for  their  children.  As  a  teacher  of  the 
upper  elementary  grades,  mv  observa- 
tions are  now  keen  with  interest  in 
the  preschool-age  child.  What  makes 
these  "sweet  bundles  of  protoplasm" 
tick  before  they  reach  me  with  their 
childish  vivaciousness,  and  grown- 
up  ideas.  My  students  have  always 
been  received  into  the  classroom  with 
their  habits  somewhat  established,  but 
subject  to  change  "in  the  twinkling 
of  an  eye,"  and  especially  a  sixth- 
grade  boy  or  girl! 

The  thoughts  of  a  child  at  home 
are  deep,  and  his  faith  is  uninhibited. 
What  an  excellent  place  to  start.  God 
started  here,  we  too  start  here!  "Train 
up  a  child  in  the  way  he  should  go: 
and  when  he  is  old,  he  will  not  de- 
part from  it."  Mom,  this  sacred  por- 


tion of  God's  Word  is  true  and  it 
works.  Dad,  vou  can  help  in  this 
training  too!  Your  son  or  daughter 
needs  both  of  vou.  Children  trained 
in  prayer,  the  Bible,  and  Christian 
living,  will  early  in  life  receive 
Christ  as  their  personal  Saviour.  This 
is  the  basic  aim  for  a  Christian  home. 

You  ask,  "How  can  we  parents, 
help  our  child's  teacher  by  training 
him  at  home  in  his  stages  of  develop- 
ment?" 

Basically,  we  know  that  children 
vary.  Scores  of  books  have  been  writ- 
ten about  physical  development,  men- 
tal maturity,  but  really  very  little  has 
been  written  about  his  spiritual 
growth.  These  three  interwoven  will 
produce  wholesome  Christian  living. 
The  desire  of  a  parent  for  his  child  is 
comparable  to  the  desire  of  a  teacher 
for  the  student.  Now,  what  are  some 
"things"  teachers  expect  of  Christian 
bovs  and  girls?

Miss  Hanson  has  been  a  teacher  for  ten 
years  in  the  public  and  Christian  schools  in 
this  country  and  in  a  Missionaries  Chil- 
dren's School  in  Costa  Rica.  She  has  done 
summer  missionary  work  in  Canada,  Alaska.

know  how  to  observe  the  traffic  sig- 
nals or  crossing  signs.  (3)  To  be  able 
to  play  happily  in  a  group.  (4)  Learn 
to  be  kind  and  considerate  of  others 
(5)  To  know  the  difference  between 
right  and  wrong.  (6)  Be  able  to  tie 
his  own  shoes.  (7)  Identify  his  own 
coat,  sweater,  and  possessions.  (8)  Be 
able  to  take  care  of  toilet  needs.  (9) 
Be  able  to  wash  and  dry  his  hands. 
(10)  Be  able  to  drink  alone.  (11)  To 
know  that  God  made  the  world. 

The  teacher  of  kindergarten  ex- 
pects  everyone  in  her  class  to  do  these 
suggested  "things"  and  more.  From 
the  Christian  bov  and  girl  she  ex- 
pects them  to  keep  the  rules  and 
standards  just  the  same.  The  teacher 
depends  upon  a  Christian  to  be  con- 
sistent anywhere  that  child  may  be, 
in  class,  on  the  playground,  on  his 
way  to  and  from  school,  and  in  the 
home. 

In  the  First,  Second  and  Third  Grades 

(1)  To  establish  good  habits  for 
arriving  on  time  at  school.  (2)  Be  able 
to  take  responsibility.  (3)  To  respect 
the  property  of  others.  (4)  Be  able  to 
recognize  personal  belongings,  papers, 
pencils,    books,    coats    and    sweaters. 

(5)  Secure  plenty  of  sleep  that  will 
aid  in  study  comprehension.  (6)  Be 
provided  with  a  hankie  or  tissue  to  be 
used  when  necessary. 

The  standards  of  kindergarten  are 
the  steps  and  foundation  on  which 
the  primarv-grade  child  builds.  Basi- 
cally the  child  must  distinguish  right 
from  wrong.  This  is  the  greatest  dis- 
cipline problem  of  a  child,  youth,  and 
an  adult  through  life.  A  Christian  boy 
or  girl  has  Jesus  as  his  helper  at  all 
times. 

In  Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth 

(1)  That  his  character  be  honest, 
unselfish,  and  fair.  (2)  That  good 
citizens  at  school  make  good  citizens 
in  the  community.  (3)  That  he  will 
pledge  himself  to  help  others.  (4) 
That  he  will  keep  off  the  property  of 
others  while  going  to  and  from 
school.  (5)  That  if  he  should  ride 
the  schoolbus,  rules  will  be  obeyed. 

(6)  That  personal  cleanliness  will  be

"A  river  I  could  not  pass  over" 
(Ezek.  47:5). 

How  much  we  learn  in  the  little 
daily  testings  of  life!  Often  these  little 
trials  that  "vex  our  souls  suddenly 
loom  up  as  tremendous  rivers.  Rivers 
that  would  drown  us  in  despair,  un- 
less we  by  faith  pass  through  them. 

How  often  we  exercise  our  faith  in 
the  great  trials  and  sorrows,  but  think 
we  can  solve  our  everyday  problems 
in  our  own  strength  and  wisdom. 

I  remember  a  river  I  could  not  pass 
over  in  my  early  days  as  a  very  young 
and  inexperienced  mother.  All  the 
"phases"  of  childhood  were,  to  me, 
a  mystifying  experience,  an  untracked 
wilderness. 

I  was  very  conscientious,  and  each 
new  development  in  the  life  of  my 
first  born  was  of  utmost  importance. 
I  worried  lest  I  should  fail  my  Lord 
in  his  training. 

When  he  was  two  years  old  he  en- 
tered into  a  typical  negativistic  pe- 
riod. With  this  came  temper  outbursts 
each  time  he  faced  frustration.  If  he 
were  building  with  his  blocks,  they 
would  eventually  topple  over,  and 
my  precious  son  would  burst  into 
tears  and  lay  on  the  floor  and  kick. 

I  was  most  distressed,  for  I  did 
not  how  to  handle  the  situation. 
I  grieved  lest  I  should  blunder  in 
handling  it.  I  thought  to  myself:  "If 
he  acts  like  this  at  two,  what  will  he 
he  as  a  teen-ager?" 

As  I  worried  and  fretted,  I  plan- 
ned. I  must  find  a  child  psychologist. 
I  needed  help! 

Then  in  my  distress,  God's  Word 
came  to  my  mind.  "If  any  of  you 
lack  wisdom,  let  him  ask  of  God— 
and  it  shall  be  given  him"  (James  1: 
5). 

I  fell  to  mv  knees  in  prayer,  and 
earnestly  asked  my  Father  for  the  wis- 
dom He  had  promised  me. 

The  peace  of  God  filled  my  soul 
and  all  fretting  and  worrying  ceased. 
Then  I  was  free  to  receive  from  Him 
the  wisdom  I  had  sought. 

I  did  not  hear  an  audible  voice,  but 
God  worked  in  my  heart  and  mind, 


and  I  saw  that  the  trouble  was  with 
myself.  I  had  been  holding  the  reins 
too  tightly.  I  was  trying  too  hard.  I 
was  expecting  too  much  of  a  two- 
year-old.  I  was  too  cross  and  irritable. 

The  calmness  that  filled  my  soul 
was    contagious.    My    beloved    son, 


sensing  the  difference  in  his  mother, 
relaxed  and  the  problem  was  solved. 
That  doesn't  mean  he  never  had  an- 
other tantrum.  But  when  he  did,  I 
took  it  in  stride,  and  they  became 
fewer  and  farther  between. 

How  often  the  lesson  I  learned 
that  morning  has  come  to  my  mind  as 
I  faced  new  and  more  perplexing 
problems.  How  could 
James   1:5  and  6. 

Rearing  children  is  the  most  tre- 
mendous responsibility  in  the  world. 
Who  could  presume  to  do  it  without 
the  wisdom  that  God  gives?

TO  THE  NAVAJOS 


By  Rev.  Evan  Adams 


It  would  be  difficult  to  estimate 
the  number  of  meals  prepared  and 
served  at  the  Navajo  Mission  school 
by  Mrs.  Mary  Baer,  school  dietician, 
during  the  past  eight  years  as  head 
of  the  school-food  program.  Many  a 
child  has  been  nourished  to  health 
through  her  special  ministry  in  the 
kitchen.  To  the  children  she  is 
"Grandma."  The  boys  dormitory  gets 
her  special  attention  each  evening 
with  the  Bible  stories  and  the  tuck 
into  the  blankets.  Her  ministry  at 
the  Brethren  Navajo  Mission  started 
when  she  was  already  in  her  mid- 
fifties.  The  Lord  had  begun  the  prep- 
aration long  before. 

Raised  on  a  farm  in  north  central 
Ohio  in  a  family  of  stern  German 
parentage,  she  learned  early  the  re- 
warding experiences  of  a  hard  day's 
cooperative  work.  By  the  time  she 
was  seventeen  years  of  age,  she  had 
gone  to  Saskatchewan,  Canada  to 
help  her  brothers  homestead  the  wild 
prairies.  There  she  was  cook  and 
helper  to  the  family  of  pioneering 
men.  Back  home  in  Ohio  she  helped 
with  her  family  again  after  the  death 
of    her    mother.     Her    marriage    to 


Marion  Baer  and  living  with  her 
family  on  a  farm  during  the  depres- 
sion years  taught  more  lessons  in  fru- 
gality. Then  followed  the  death  of 
her  husband. 

In  an  effort  to  care  for  her  chil- 
dren and  provide  the  means  for  their 
education,  she  moved  to  town  and  be- 
gan to  make  a  home  for  unwanted 
and  unfortunate  children  sent  to  her 
bv  the  probate  courts.  So  her  family 
grew.  Nearby  in  a  little  grocery  store 
building,  a  group  of  Christians  be- 
gan to  hold  worship  services  to  which 
she  began  to  take  her  own  children 
and  those  in  her  home  for  whom  she 
was  caring.  (This  was  the  beginning 
of  the  Grace  Brethren  Church  of 
Mansfield,  Ohio.)  It  was  here,  under 
the  teaching  of  the  Word  of  God  that 
she  became  awake  to  all  the  realities 
of  the  Christian  life.  Here  her  chil- 
dren came  to  the  Lord. 

Later  she  became  the  head  cook 
for  a  public  school  in  Mansfield, 
Ohio,  where  she  gained  the  expe- 
rience of  group  cooking.  Little  did  she 
realize  that  the  Lord  had  a  large  fam- 
ily of  Navajo  boys  and  girls  waiting 
for  someone  to  love  and  feed  them.

cared  for  at  home.  (7)  That  he  will 
choose  his  friends  wisely. 

The  teacher  expects  the  children 
to  be  happy  when  they  arrive  at 
school.  If  the  morning  is  pleasant 
around  the  breakfast  table,  it  will 
help  to  make  them  happy  when  they 
arrive  on  the  school  grounds.  A  child 
knows  his  parents  love  him  when  he 
is  properlv  cared  for.  He  feels  se- 
cure! He  know  his  Heavenly  Father 
is  with  him  because  the  family  prav- 
ed  and  read  from  the  Word  of  God 
before  he  left  for  school.  If  a  song 
was  sung  at  family  worship,  its  mes- 
sage will  probably  continue  in  the 
mind  of  the  child  throughout  the  day. 

Teachers  expect  the  same  rules  and 
standards  of  the  home  to  be  kept  in 
class.  She  depends  upon  a  Christian 
child  to  bear  a  consistent  testimony 
in  class,  on  the  playground,  and  to 
and  from  his  home. 


In  the  May  1959  issue  of  the  Na- 
tional Parent-Teaclier  magazine  was 
an  article  entitled:  "What  Makes  a 
Good  School  Day?"  Over  1,000  stu- 
dents listed  the  things  that  helped 
make  their  schoolday  good.  Out  of 
about  thirty  basic  items  statis- 
tics showed  that  student's  schoolwork 
was  better  when  there  was  happiness 
at  home.  This  ranked  number  nine 
on  the  tally  sheets. 

Children  are  sensitive  to  the  atti- 
tudes of  their  teachers,  parents,  and 
adults  in  general. 

Is  your  life  Spirit-tilled.  Christ- 
centered?  Is  there  a  frown  on  vour 
face?  Get  it  off!  Smile!  And  vour 
child  will  smile  with  vou.  Is  there 
mirn ucd  helore  \ou  the  image  of  a 
growing  personality  that  sees  in  vour 
face  the  image  of  the  Son  of  God? 

o 

Remember  how  the  face  of  Moses 
shone  when  he  came  down  from  the 
mount?  The  holy  glow  was  so  bright 
that  the  children  of  Israel  could  not 
look  upon  him.  We  reflect  what  is 
in  the  heart. 


When  a  teacher  is  happy  and  well 
prepared,  the  day  is  better  for  every- 
one. Parents  in  the  home  and  teach- 
ers at  school  have  a  great  task.  Let's 
keep  our  hearts  and  thoughts  on  Him. 

The  influence  of  a  Christian  home 
helps  teachers  and  influences  Chris- 
tian boys  and  girls  to  help  their  class- 
mates. The  trulv  Christian  home  dis- 
plays orderliness,  cleanliness,  and 
godliness.  A  teacher  expects  these 
three  characteristics  from  all  his  stu- 
dents that  come  from  Christian 
hi  niics. 

A  Christian  boy  or  girl's  stand- 
ards should  be  high  with  a  heart 
that  is  pure,  a  mind  that  is  c-lean,  and 
a  tongue  that  speaks  well  of  others. 
They  should  be  polite  by  nature  and 
their  manners  always  in  good  taste. 

Some  of  mv  happiest  moments  in 
the  classroom  have  been  the  teaching 
of  Christian  boys  and  girls.  Teaching 
is  fun  and  especially  for  this  teacher! 
Why?  Because  God  has  a  plan  and 
purpose  for  every  Christian  child.

EPHESIANS  4:17-32 

God  expects  us  who  have  received 
His  Son  into  our  hearts  to  "walk 
worthy  of  the  calling  wherewith  ye 
were  called"  (4:1).  We  are  in  Christ, 
and  Christ  is  in  us.  We  are  sealed 
by  the  Holv  Spirit  who  also  dwells 
in  us,  and  are  "sitting  in  heavenly 
places  in  Christ''  (2:6)  in  our  spirit- 
ual life,  being  built  into  a  "holv 
temple  in  the  Lord"  in  which  God 
is  living,  and  will  live  forever  accord- 
ing to  2:21  and  22. 

Since  all  these  things  are  true  of 
each  one  who  is  really  saved,  God 
expects  our  walk  or  behavior  to  show 
it.  The  first  and  most  important  area 
of  our  walk  is  in  the  church.  This  is 
set  forth  as  a  walk  in  "the  unity  of 
the  Spirit"  (v.  3)  and  in  "the  unitv 
of  the  faith"  (v.  13),  "speaking  the 
truth  in  love"  (v.  15).  In  this  way- 
each  one  of  us  is  built  up  in  our 
wonderful  Lord.  Our  relationship  to 
each   other  as  Christians  is  forever! 

However,  the  church  is  not  our 
only  area  of  living.  We  also  live  in 
the  world  and  in  our  study  for  this 
month  God's  instruction  is  how  be- 
lievers are  to  walk  in  the  world. 
(Read  John    17:14-18   in   which   our 


"Walking  With  Christ  Before  the  World" 

Lord  prays  for  His  disciples.)  Chris- 
tians are  "not  of  the  world"  but  are 
"in  the  world."  He  prays  that  the 
Father  will  "sanctifv"  or  set  us  apart 
or  separate  us  from  the  world  through 
His  Word  which  is  truth.  When 
God's  truth  is  in  our  minds  and  we 
live  it,  this  prayer  of  our  Lord  is 
fulfilled  in  us.  Most  of  the  teaching 

o 

or  our  passage  is  negative  in  form. 
Notice  how  manv  "not's"  and 
"no's"  there  are.  And  notice  the  words 
"neither,"  "put  off,"  and  "put  away." 
In  teaching  as  in  electricity  and  in 
arithmetic,  there  must  be  both  posi- 
tive and  negative,  plus  and  minus,  if 
there  is  to  be  balance. 

/.    "Walk    Not    as    Other    Gentiles 
Walk!"    (4:17-22) 

Our  first  reaction  is  "why?  What's 
wrong  with  it?"  God  tells  us  several 
things. 

1.  Unsaved  gentiles  walk  in  the 
vanity  or  emptiness  of  their  minds 
(17).  The  world  prides  itself  on  its 
knowledge,  wisdom,  and  learning. 
But  "the  fear  of  the  Lord  is  the  be- 
ginning of  knowledge  [and  wisdom]."

The   unsaved   "know    not   God"    (II 
Thess.    1:8). 

2.  Unsaved  folk  have  darkened  in- 
tellects. This  refers  both  to  their 
emotions  and  mental  powers,  and  it  is 
true  because  they  are  alienated  from 
the  life  of  God.  And  "God  is  light" 
(I  John  1:5).  Their  capacity  to  know 
is  darkened,  not  enlightened,  as 
they  so  often  claim  and  believe. 

3.  Unsaved  folk  have  Mind  hearts. 
The  reason  for  the  above  conditions 
is  found  here.  Blindness  means  "hard- 
ening" and  is  a  medical  term  for 
"callous  hardening."  Remember  how 
tender  vour  feet  were  when  you  first 
went  barefooted  in  the  spring;  then 
how  calloused  they  became  later  on? 
This  is  the  sad  story  of  the  lost  world. 
Sin  hasn't  changed  anvmore  than 
the  stones  have  grown  soft  under 
foot.  But  by  constant  allowance  and 
indulgence  of  what  God  declares  to 
be  wrong  and  failure  to  obey  what 
He  says  to  be  right,  our  consciences 
lose  their  keen  sense  of  right  and 
wrong! 

4.  Unsaved  folk  are  often  past 
feeling  (19).  These  words  mean 
drugged,  dopev,  stupid,  and  medically 
under  an  anesthetic.  They  mean  to 
lose  the  sense  of  pain.  When  in  pos- 
session of  one's  senses,  sitting  on  a 
thumbtack  will  cause  one  to  jump 
halfway  across  the  room,  but  if  you 
are  "out"  under  anesthesia  a  doctor 
can  "carve  you"  as  he  pleases,  and 
you  won't  flinch  (at  the  time).  What 
a  lesson  for  us.  We  live  in  a  world 
"past  feeling"  which  is  running  fast 
and  loose  in  every  form  ol  sin  "with 
greediness."  This  means  "always 
wanting  more"  because  their  sins 
never  satisfy,  and  they  will  bring 
them  to  the  lake  of  fire  (Rev.  21:8

We  are  onlv  safe  when  we  refuse  to 
listen  to  the  world  and  its  standards  of 
value  in  these  things,  remembering 
that  "ye  have  not  so  learned  Christ" 
(v.  20).  If  we  claim  to  be  saved  and 
still  walk  as  the  unsaved  walk  we 
probablv  have  never  really  been 
taught  by  Christ  (v.  21). 

//.   "Renewed  in   the  Spirit   of   Your 
Mind"  (4:23-29). 

We  are  to  "put  off"  the  old  man 
or  the  old  manner  of  life  and  "put  on" 
the  new  man,  the  new  life  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  (see  Rom.  13:14). 
Instead  of  having  the  empty  mind 
(v.  17)  we  are  to  "be  renewed  in  the 
spirit  of  vour  mind"  through  the 
Word  of  truth  (Rom.  12:2).  Let's  be- 
lieve God  when  He  says:  "Therefore 
if  anv  man  [or  girl]  be  in  Christ, 
he  is  a  new  creature"  (II  Cor.  5:17). 
This  "new  creature"  is  not  a  series 
of  new  resolutions  but  the  creation 
of  a  new  life  by  God  in  us.  It  is  ex- 
pressed m  right  !i\  ing  low  aid  others 
and  true  holiness  or  separation  to 
God.  The  earmarks  of  this  new  life 
are  found  in  verses  25-29.  They  are 
truth  and  cleanness  in  speech,  hon- 
esty and  generosity  in  our  work  and 
wealth  and  avoidance  of  wrath  or 
hatred  toward  others.  A  summary  is 
given  (v.  31)  of  things  which  we  are 
to  "put  away." 


///.    "Grieve    Not    the    Holy    Spirit" 
(4:30-32). 

In  this  passage  again  we  see  the 
Triune  God.  The  Father  is  presented 
in  verse  24.  The  Holy  Spirit  (v.  30) 
is  in  us  to  produce  His  fruit  (Gal. 
5:22-23)  which  I  Ie  will  bring  to  full 
harvest  at  the  redemption  of  our  bod- 
ies (Rom.  8:23).  In  our  closing  verse, 
which  is  our  memory  verse,  our  at- 
tention is  turned  to  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  whose  sacrifice  of  himself  on 
Calvarv  made  it  right  for  God  to  for- 
give us  and  to  become  our  Father 
in  heaven.  Since  He  has  so  freely  for- 
given us  who  were  helpless,  self- 
willed,  enemies  of  God  (Rom.  5:6, 
8,  10),  wc  should  forgive  fellow  mem- 
bers  of  the  family  with  growing  kind- 
ness and  tenderheartedness.  And  this 
we  do  not  because  we  think  our  fel- 
low believers  deserve  it,  but  because 
we  have  become  members  of  God's 
family  in  receiving  this  kind  of  treat- 
ment from  Him  when  we  deserved 
His  wrath! 

Our  studv  this  month  shows  us  that 
we  should  walk  without  compromise 
with  the  world  and  live  without  con- 
flict among  God's  children.  How  we 
need  to  read  carefully,  memorize 
prayerfully  and  live  faithfully  these 
words.  Lord,  let  Thy  Word  and 
these  words  especially  be  manifest 
in  our  lives.

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NURSING  FOR  JESUS

"Nurse,  may  I  have  a  glass  of 
water?"  With  a  quiet  and  assuring 
smile  the  nurse  leaves  the  room,  and 
returns  with  a  cool  glass  of  water. 
She  helps,  John,  the  bed-ridden  pa- 
tient into  a  comfortable  position,  then 
offers  the  water.  His  wife,  quite 
crippled  with  arthritis,  sits  near  by 
and  says:  "We're  surely  glad  you  can 
stop  by  three  times  a  week.  John  is 
always  able  to  get  some  rest  after 
his  bath  and  says  his  leg  feels  so 
much  better  after  you  change  the 
bandages." 

Many  times  in  meditation  after  a 
dav's  work,  I  recall  multiplied  in- 
stances like  this.  I  thank  my  Lord  for 
leading  me  into  the  Public  Health 
Nursing  profession  as  a  means  of 
doing  Christian  work. 


This  type  of  nursing  is  not  dull  and 
monotonous.  I  very  seldom  know  the 
exact  situation  I  will  find  when  I 
enter  a  home  to  give  either  bedside 
care  or  do  some  form  of  health  teach- 
ing. Here  is  the  challenge,  for  it  re- 
quires close  communion  with  mv 
Lord  so  that  I  might  better  understand 
the  problem  or  sorrow  of  the  patient. 
Occasionally,  when  I  am  asked  what 
my  belief  is,  I  must  be  ready  to  give 
an  answer  for  the  hope  that  is  with- 
in me.  At  all  times  it  is  necessary  to 
give  care  with  patience,  kindness,  and 
love.  I  know  this  does  not  come  about 
through  the  exercising  of  the  will,  but 
only  as  I  commit  my  daily  work  to 
God  and  ask  for  His  divine  help. 
Sometimes  the  physical  illness  is 
minor  compared  to  the  inward  prob- 


lems and  struggles  that  weigh  heavily 
upon  the  patient.  I  am  then  remind- 
ed of  God's  Word  in  James  1:5,  for 
I  need  to  draw  heavily  on  God's 
wisdom.  My  opinion  in  solving  prob- 
lems would  not  mean  much,  but 
through  the  Word  of  God  and  His 
all-wise  counsel,  heart-rending  catas- 
trophes  can  be  alleviated  and  mended. 
Praying  for  my  patients  is  a  vital 
part  of  my  work,  for  I  witness  life 
and  death.  Life  is  in  the  new-born 
baby  who  has  yet  a  future  ahead  of 
him  in  this  world  and  for  eternity. 
Death  is  in  the  diseased  and  emaciat- 
ed body  of  the  aged  and  senile  pa- 
tient who  is  now  on  the  brink  of  eter- 
nity. Whither  bound  I  know  not— 
but  my  prayer  is  that  I  may  serve  in 
love  for  the  salvation  of  precious 
souls.

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It's  Not  Easy 

To  Be  Different

Living  for  Jesus  in  Argentina  is  an 
experience  that  is  quite  different  from 
anything  people  ordinarily  encounter 
in  the  United  States.  In  some  respects 
the  Christian  life  is  easier,  and  in 
other  respects  it's  more  difficult;  but 
we  know  that  no  matter  where  we 
are  or  how  rough  or  steep  the  path 
might  be  over  which  He  leads  us,  His 
grace  is  always  sufficient,  and  in  Him 
we  find  the  strength  and  help  to  live 
victoriously  our  life  in  Christ. 

In  see  just  what  living  for  Jesus 
in  Argentina  is  like,  let's  look  into 
the  life  of  a  Christian  girl  whom 
we'll  call  Elena.  Elena  is  a  very 
friendly  and  likable  girl,  but  because 
she  is  a  Protestant  she  is  looked  down 
upon  and  shunned  by  most  of  the 
girls  at  school  and  in  her  neighbor- 
hood. Because  of  her  "religion"  she 
can't  be  popular  with  the  others,  and 
her  companions  are  few.  All  this 
makes  Elena  a  little  sad,  of  course; 
and  there  must  be  times  when  she's 
tempted  to  give  up  her  evangelical 
stand  so  that  everyone  will  like  her. 

Perhaps  she  thinks  about  the  first 
time  she  mentioned  to  the  group  that 
she  was  a  Protestant  and  wonders 
sometimes  if  it  wouldn't  have  been 
better  if  she  had  never  said  anything. 
After  all.  the  others  never  talked 
about  their  religion,  and  if  she  hadn't 
testified  purposely  as  to  her  stand, 
they  would  have  presumed  that  she 
was  a  Roman  Catholic  just  like  every- 
one else.  But  down  deep  in  her  heart 
she  realizes  that  she  wouldn't  be 
pleasing  Jesus  if  she  hadn't  told  them, 
and  she's  glad  that  He  is  her  friend 


and  that  He  loves  her.  This  more 
than  makes  up  for  not  having  many 
friends. 

And  there  are  other  temptations 
that  come  into  Elena's  spiritual  life. 
She  knows  that  the  other  girls  in 
school  cheat  and  copy  and  have  others 
do  their  homework  for  them,  and  be- 
cause of  this  are  able  to  get  better 
grades  and  still  have  plenty  of  time 
to  spend  doing  other  things.  How 
many  times  she  becomes  weary  of  hav- 
ing to  spend  so  much  time  studying 
and  not  having  very  much  time  left 
to  do  the  things  she  wants  to  do  and 
is  tempted  to  follow  the  example  of 
the  others!  And  how  many  times  the 
others  even  stay  home  from  school 
to  do  something  else  they  want  to  do 
and  then  take  a  note  to  the  teacher 
saying  they  were  sick!  There  are  days 
when  she  would  like  to  stay  home 
too;  and  after  all,  doesn't  everyone 
else  do  it?  Why  can't  she  do  it  too? 

The  other  girls  have  more  spending 
money  and  so  many  more  things  than 
she  has,  and  it  isn't  because  their 
parents  have  more  money  or  give 
them  more  than  hers  do.  She  wouldn't 
want  to  swipe  money  at  home  all  the 
time  like  the  others  do  or  swipe  some- 
thing very  often  in  stores  or  other 
public  places,  but  couldn't  she  do 
it  just  occasionally?  But  then  she 
tells  herself  that  even  just  a  little  bit 
wouldn't  be  pleasing  to  Jesus,  and 
she  does  want  to  please  Him. 

One  thing  that  requires  extra 
courage  to  live  for  Jesus  is  when 
Elena  and  her  family  are  invited  for 
dinner    with     unsaved    relatives    or 


friends.  As  is  the  custom  in  Europe 
and  many  South  American  countries, 
wine  is  served  with  the  meals  instead 
of  water.  To  refuse  it  sets  one  apart 
as  a  very  queer  person  because  no  one 
can  understand  just  why  the  drink- 
ing of  a  little  wine  could  possibly  be 
objected  to. 

And  the  biggest  temptation  of  all, 
perhaps,  is  to  go  to  the  "plaza"  those 
special  nights  every  week  when  the 
girls  walk  around  the  "plaza"  clock- 
wise and  the  boys  counter-clockwise 
for  an  hour  or  two  or  even  more.  So 
many  of  the  other  girls  have  boy 
friends,  and  many  of  them  met  theirs 
at  the  "plaza,"  and  she  doesn't  have 
one.  There  are  so  few  boys  at  church, 
and  the  ones  that  do  go  aren't  in- 
terested in  her— at  least,  not  yet.  How 
she  would  like  to  have  a  boy  friend 
too,  and  maybe  if  she  were  to  go  to 
the  "plaza"  she  could  get  one.  He 
wouldn't  be  a  Christian,  but  would 
that  matter?  Yes;  in  her  heart  she 
knows  that  it  does  matter;  but  how 
many  times  Satan  tries  to  tell  her  that 
even  an  unsaved  boy  friend  is  bet- 
ter than  none  at  all.  But  then  too, 
those  special  nights  at  the  "plaza"— 
Thursday  and  Sunday  nights— are 
just  the  nights  that  there's  a  service  at 
church,  and  she  knows  that  Jesus 
wouldn't  want  her  to  miss  the  serv- 
ices in  order  to  go  to  the  "plaza"  even 
if  she  could  find  a  Christian  boy 
there. 

There  are  many  other  temptations 
that  Elena  must  continually  fight, 
but  we've  seen  enough  now  to  know 
that  living  for  Jesus  in  Argentina  isn't 
easy.  How  we  praise  the  Lord  that 
there  are  many  "Elenas"  who  are 
living  for  Him  and  are  experiencing 
sweet  peace  and  lasting  joy  because 
thev  have  found  that  living,  for  Jesus 
is  far  better  than  living  for  them- 
selves. Won't  vou  live  for  Him  too?

"Thou  wilt  keep  him  in  perfect 
peace,  whose  mind  is  stayed  on  thee: 
because  he  trusteth  in  thee"  (Isa.  26: 
3). 

Men  everywhere  are  crying 
"Peace!"  World  leaders  are  making 
every  effort  to  establish  a  semblance 
of  peace  that  will  be  global  in  scope. 
However,  with  all  the  intentions  and 
commendable  labors  in  this  direction, 
peace  is  still  not  known  nor  under- 
stood. 

Centuries  ago  the  old  Prophet 
Isaiah,  who  walked  intimately  with 
God,  gave  to  mankind  the  secret  for 
perfect  peace.  Isaiah  knew  that 
peace,  for  he,  as  few  men,  knew  and 
understood  the  heart  of  God,  the 
ways  of  God,  and  the  will  of  God. 
Isaiah  knew  these  cardinal  facts  be- 
cause he  had  submitted  himself  to 
the  God  of  peace. 

Isaiah  had  a  proper  perspective  of 
God.  Men  today  assume  that  anv 
peace  this  world  is  to  know  will  be 
the  result  of  their  labor,  but  the  old 
prophet  clearly  indicates  that  God 
is  the  author  of  peace,  when  he  de- 
clared, 'Thou  [God]  wilt  keep  .  .  ." 
Not  only  had  Isaiah  experienced  this 
peace  of  God,  but  he  declared  that 
any  man  can  know  that  peace  who 
will  surrender  absolutely  to  the  Lord 
Jehovah.  No  man  can  know  nor 
receive  the  benefits  of  the  peace  that 
God  wants  every  man  to  have  until 
he  by  faith  comes  to  God  for  salva- 
tion. The  ultimate  purpose  of  God  for 
desiring  every  man  be  at  peace  with 
Him  is  that  man  might  be  with  the 
Lord  throughout  eternity.  The  peace 
that  God  wants  each  one  to  have  is 
eternal. 

What  is  the  nature  of  this  peace?

The  Bible  declares  that  the  peace 
which  God  gives  to  man  is  "perfect." 
What  is  "perfect  peace?"  Paul,  writ- 
ing to  the  church  at  Philippi  spoke 
of  that  peace  "which  passeth  all 
understanding"  (Phil.  4:7).  Paul  de- 
clares that  the  peace  of  God  is  be- 
vond  human  comprehension.  In  writ- 
ing to  the  believers  at  Colosse  Paul 
again  refers  to  the  peace  of  God,  say- 
ing: "And  let  the  peace  of  God  rule 
in  your  hearts  .  .  ."  (Col.  3:15).  As 
Paul  desired  to  see  this  peace  in  the 
hearts  of  the  Colossians,  even  so  be- 
lievers today  should  heed  the  ad- 
monition of  God's  Word,  and  seek 
to  exhibit  to  all  men  the  peace  that 
should  be  in  the  heart  of  every  child 
of  God. 

A    Condition 

God  does  not  make  promises  to 
man  without  making  a  condition  for 
man.  God  promises  His  peace  to  the 
soul  which  meets  the  conditions  that 
God  himself  sets  down.  The  condi- 
tion in  our  text  (Isa.  26:3)  is  "whose 
mind  is  stayed  on  thee.  .  .  ."  God  has 
promised  to  give  peace  to  that  one 
who  causes  his  own  mind  to  be  estab- 
lished on  God.  When  a  man  is  mind- 
ed to  fix  his  life  on  God,  he  will  know 
the  peace  of  God.  Regardless  of  race, 
nationality,  station  in  life,  or  degree  of 
rank,  man  can  know  the  perfect  peace 
of  God  when  he  meets  the  conditions 
that  God  has  established. 

In  Paul's  letter  to  the  Romans  (10: 
11-13)  he  declared:  "Whosoever  be- 
lieveth  on  him  shall  not  be  ashamed. 
For  there  is  no  difference  between 
Jew  and  Gentile:  for  the  same  Lord 
over  all  is  rich  unto  all  that  call 
upon  him.  For  whosoever  shall  call 


upon  the  name  of  the  Lord  shall  be 
saved."  The  Holy  Spirit  himself 
makes  one  great  and  final  plea  to 
man  to  know  this  perfect  peace,  for 
His  invitation  is  "Come.  And  let  him 
that  heareth  say,  Come.  And  let  him 
that  is  athirst  come.  And  whosoever 
will,  let  him  take  the  water  of  life 
freely"  (Rev.  22:17). 

The  Faith 

What  is  the  secret  of  having  this 
perfect  peace?  Isaiah  gives  the  an- 
swer to  this  question  by  saying  ".  .  . 
he  trusteth  in  thee"  (Isa.  26:3).  Trust 
is  not  a  word  that  can  be  taken  light- 
ly or  spoken  carelessly.  Trusting  in 
the  Lord  implies  an  act  on  the  part 
of  a  man  by  which  he  literally  com- 
mits everything  to  God,  including  his 
life,  his  work,  his  family,  his  wealth, 
health,  and  future.  When  this  is  ac- 
complished in  the  heart  and  life  of  an 
individual,  then  the  power  of  God 
is  exerted  in  that  life,  and  the  result 
is  perfect  peace.  Consider  Abraham, 
David,  and  Paul.  Did  not  each  of 
these  suffer  many  adversities?  Did 
not  each  of  these  have  trials?  Even 
so,  did  any  one  of  these  regret  diat 
they  had  "trusted"  the  Lord,  and  did 
God  ever  fail  them  when  they  "trust- 
ed"? 

Isaiah  26:3  begins  with  God 
"Thou"  and  ends  with  God  "Thee." 
The  secret  of  "perfect  peace"  is  when 
the  Almighty  God  of  heaven  and 
earth  is  the  beginning,  the  end,  and 
the  core  of  our  lives.  He,  the  gracious 
One  of  eternity  is  the  Creator,  Sus- 
tainer,  and  Saviour,  so  how  can  we 
but  know  "perfect  peace"  if  our  mind 
is  stayed  on  Him.

"Mr.  C— ,  do  you  have  any  board- 
ing facilities  at  the  school?  If  not, 
do  you  know  of  anyone  who  could 
help  me  for  a  week  or  ten  days  while 
I'm  in  the  hospital?  My  husband 
can't  stay  home  from  work  to  look 
after  the  children.  I  hoped  that  since 
the  children  go  to  your  school,  there 
might  be  someone  who  would  be 
willing  to  look  after  them." 

The  woman's  voice  indicated  des- 
peration. It  was  high-pitched,  quer- 
ulous. 

"We  have  no  boarding  arrange- 
ments  on  the  campus  as  yet,  although 
we  are  seriously  considering  the  pos- 
sibilities. However,  it  may  be  that 
Mrs.  Miller  will  help  you.  She  had  a 
teen-ager  from  our  student  body  liv- 
ing with  them  last  year.  I'll  ask  and 
see  what  she  says." 

Next  day  Mr.  C—  cornered  me  on 
my  way  from  one  class  to  another. 
"I'd  like  to  see  you  the  first  free 
period  vou  have.  Something  impor- 
tant." 

"Sixth  period  is  the  first  I'm  free. 
See  you  then." 

Womanlike,  I  wondered  and 
guessed  through  the  hours  until  I  saw 
Mr.  C— .  I  should  have  known,  for 
this  man  has  insisted  that  our  home 
is  tailor-made  to  help  youngsters  get 
on  the  right  spiritual  track. 

"Althea,  how  would  you  like  to 
look  after  a  brother  and  sister,  ages 
seven  and  nine  for  a  week  or  ten 
days  while  their  mother  is  in  the  hos- 
pital? I  know  your  preference  is  teen- 
agers, but  this  mother  is  in  need  of 
help  now.  The  kids  attend  our  school. 
They  are  of  another  faith;  yet  among 
all  their  friends  there  is  no  one  to 
help  when  they  need  it." 

"But  I  have  an  extra  child,  the 
little  boy  from  Tampa.  Anyway,  I'd 
rather  have  teen-agers,  if  I'm  goino 
to  have  anyone  else  in  the  home.  But 
I  will  pray  about  it  and  talk  to  my 
husband.  I  must  admit  it  is  difficult 
lor  me  to  turn  down  the  request  of 
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another  mother  who  needs  help.  I 
remember  how  grateful  I've  been 
when  some  goodhearted  mother  took 
my  youngsters  under  her  wing  when 
I  had  to  be  away. 

After  pointing  out  that  most  of  the 
extra  work  incident  to  the  care  of  two 
small  children  would  devolve  largelv 
upon  me,  my  cautious  and  long-suf- 
fering husband  agreed  to  bring  the 
youngsters  into  our  home.  That  was 
six  weeks  ago.  They  are  still  with  us. 
The  experience  has  been  good  for  us 
all.  Although  some  of  my  days  are 
exhausting  in  their  demands  on 
strength  and  time,  it  is  thrilling  to 
realize  the  undergirding  power  of 
my  Father  before  whom  every  mo- 
ment of  my  entire  life  span  is  an 
open  book.  Is  He  limited  by  the  in- 
herent limitations  of  my  flesh,  or 
emotions  or  intellect?  Never! 

One  doesn't  work  with  life  very 
long,  be  that  life  in  children  or  adults, 
before  he  is  impressed  with  an  out- 
standing fact.  God  is  limited  only  by 
the  human  will.  Look  where  you  will 
and  as  long  as  you  please,  you  will 
never  find  that  God  forces  His  will 
upon  any  man,  saved  or  unsaved.  He 
made  His  creatures  to  glorify  and 
enjoy  Him  forever.  God  wants  this 
done  on  a  voluntarv  basis. 

The  will  is  a  moving,  motivating 
force  in  man's  behavior.  When  that 
will  is  turned  over  without  reservation 
to  the  onlv  One  able  to  direct  right- 
eously,  astounding  and  wonderful 
things  happen  to  and  through  even 
the  poorest  human  "stick." 

Are  you  wearv  of  the  dailv  stress 
and  strain,  perhaps  to  the  point  of 
rebelling?  Your  Father  understands 
because  His  heart  yearns  for  you  to 
trust  Him  for  every  little  detail.  "If 
any  man  will  to  do  his  will,"  he 
cannot  help  but  remember  "there 
hath  no  temptaton  taken  you  but 
such  as  is  common  to  man:  but  God 
.  .  .  will,  with  the  temptation  also

O.  "My  sister  is  engaged  to  be 
married  to  a  fine  Christian.  He  seems 
to  possess  every  attribute  which  a  sin- 
cere Christian  girl  would  ever  want 
or  need  in  a  husband.  However,  I 
am  bothered  about  a  matter  related 
to  this  young  man's  past  which  has 
just  come  to  light,  or  at  least  has  come 
to  our  attention.  He  did  not  withhold 
the  information  from  my  sister. 

"This  voung  man  is  divorced.  It 
seems  his  wife  of  a  very  short  time 
and  when  they  were  both  quite 
young  committed  adulterv  and  then 
obtained  a  divorce.  My  sister  has  been 
reared  to  know  that  divorce  is  not 
permissible  for  God's  people;  yet  she 
wants  to  marry  this  man.  Will  she 
not  be  going  against  her  own  con- 
science, as  well  as  against  God's 
Word,  if  she  marries  him?  I'd  like 
to  help  her  in  seeing  and  doing  what 
is  right  before  she  pays  an  awful  price 
for  her  marriage."  Northeast  Mary- 
land. 

A:  The  very  word  "divorce"  strikes 
terror  to  the  heart  of  most  well- 
taught,  Bible-believing  Christians.  It 
is  a  tragedy  of  our  day  that  divorce 
reaches  its  unsavory  fingers  down  into 
the  very  heart  of  God's  work  among 
His  people,  causing  untold  grief. 

There  are  at  least  two  reasons  why 
I  cannot  conclusively,  arbitrarily  an- 
swer your  question  either  yes  or  no. 
First,  your  letter  does  not  indicate 
whether  the  young  man's  unhappy 
first  marriage  was  before  or  after  he 
was  saved.  Without  condoning  di- 
vorce at  all,  especially  among  God's 
people,  I  am  of  the  conviction  that 
the  salvation  which  comes  through 
Jesus  Christ  takes  care  of  one's  past 
to  the  smallest  or  greatest  detail. 

The  most  we  can  do,  indeed,  the 
best  thing  we  can  do  for  your  sister 
and  those  with  like  knotty  and  hu- 
manly insoluble  problems  is  to  pray 
for  the  work  and  will  of  God  to  be  ac- 
complished, no  matter  what  the  cost. 
I  know  you  are  glad,  as  am  I,  that  the 
resolving  of  such  problems,  and  the 
judgments  which  we  will  all  inevit- 
ably face,  are  in  the  hands  of  our 
omniscient  Father-God  who  reads  the 
motives  of  each  heart.

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GOING  TO  SLEEP

I  am  a  missionary  in  Taiwan. 
There  is  nothing  profound  about 
this,  for  I  am  only  working  where  the 
Lord  has  placed  me.  The  other  day 
I  read  an  article  from  a  Christian 
magazine,  and  the  subject  has  been 
much  upon  mv  heart.  Perhaps  the 
reason  the  article  so  stirred  my  heart 
is  that  here  among  the  Chinese  all 
missionaries  are  seeking  to  make  their 
work  indigenous,  even  though  some 
feel  that  it  is  too  much  to  expect  these 
folk  to  carry  their  own  work. 

Our  Responsibility 

The  basic  problem  lies  in  the  lack 
of  teaching  the  Word  to  the  national 
believers,  and  I  feel  the  lack  lies  in 
the  same  place  in  the  States.  Tithing 
was  before  the  law.  Abraham  and 
Jacob  are  our  first  examples,  and 
God  blessed  them  too.  Pastors  are 
too  timid  to  mention  money.  Many 
apologize  for  mentioning  it  from  their 
pulpits,  when  they  have  the  Word  of 
God  to  stand  upon  for  supporting 
God's  own  work.  The  one  person  that 
never  apologized  for  asking  for  money 
for  His  work  was  Dr.  L.  S.  Bauman 
because  he  saw  it  was  for  the  be- 
liever. I  began  from  the  first  to  tithe 
what  I  received  from  doing  washing 
at  home  and  other  small  tasks  which 
my  mother  had  me  do.  Where  did 
I  learn  the  truth  on  tithing?  In  the 
church!  From  Dr.  Bauman.  He  pre- 
sented it  from  God's  Word,  and  I 
could  not  quarrel  with  God  about  diat 
matter.  Oh,  may  God  give  to  us  pas- 
tors who  will  teach,  yes,  teach  what 
is  in  the  Word,  with  power  and  au- 
thority. Let  us  not  be  ashamed  to  give 
the  Word!  Then  The  Brethren 
Church  will  have  its  missionaries  out 
on  the  field. 

One  factor  puzzled  me  when  on 
furlough.  Through  an  article  that  ap- 
peared in  the  Missionary  Herald  in 
1957  I  was,  spurred  to  contribute  a 
gift  to  Brethren  foreign  missions  that 
I  knew  was  humanly  impossible  to 
give.  My  own  money  was  so  low  at 
the  time,  I  hardly  had  enough  to  live 
on.  But  I  purposed  to  give  a  certain 


amount  anyway.  If  that  amount  came 
in  by  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  I 
would  have  been  glad.  But  secretly, 
I  longed  to  see  that  gift  given  by 
Easter  Sunday  which  was  then  a 
month  away.  God  gave  me  my  heart's 
desire  in  three  weeks,  with  even  a 
wee  bit  over  my  stated  amount.  The 
next  year  I  went  over  that  amount. 
God  will  bless  us  if  we  want  to  give. 
Since  coming  to  the  field,  all  my 
kinds  have  gone  into  the  work  here 
to  mainly  purchase  literature  to  give 
out  while  learning  the  language,  and 
into  other  Taiwan  ministries.  But  I 
was  thinking  of  how  I  would  like 
to  give  again  to  our  Brethren  work. 

Now  for  the  puzzling  part.  That 
same  year  of  1957  the  word  was  given 
that  the  foreign  missionary  offering 
did  not  meet  the  need  of  those  al- 
ready on  the  field,  and  the  board  was 
borrowing  to  carry  on.  Did  my  heart 
ever  ache!  I  was  wondering  if  our 
Brethren  ways  were  equal!  It  was  not 
that  I  had  done  so  much  that  year, 
but  I  had  tried  to  do  my  best.  "What 
were  the  wage  earners  doing  that  year 
with  their  money?"  was  my  heart 
cry.  Where  is  the  sacrifice  of  our 
Brethren  people  even  for  those  who 
are  willing  to  forsake  home,  parents, 
friends,  and  jobs  for  the  Gospel's 
sake?  The  country  that  I  am  in  is  not 
like  Africa;  yet  people  think  I  have 
given  up  a  lot  of  conveniences  to 
come  here.  Why  it  is  a  privilege,  even 
with  all  the  misunderstandings  that 
come  due  to  the  language  barriers. 
Are  God's  ways  unequal?  When  He 
asks  us  to  do  a  task  for  Him  and  we 
feel  it  unfair,  is  it? 

Truthfully  I  feel  that  the  person, 
child,  or  grown-up  will  miss  a  lot  in 
glory  for  not  giving  more  into  God's 
work,  financially  and  in  time.  One 
matter  that  caused  trouble  in  my 
homelife  was  my  tithing  to  the 
church.  My  father  did  more  com- 
plaining about  this  than  almost  any 
other  one,  but  I  still  kept  on  tithing, 
for  I  knew  God  would  be  pleased  in 


my  following  Him  in  this.  He  has 
never  failed  at  any  time  to  provide  for 
my  needs.  I  have  been  in  very  straight 
places  many,  many  times,  at  home 
and  abroad.  When  family  forsakes  a 
person,  then  the  Lord  takes  up  that 
one  and  cares  for  him.  Praise  God, 
His  ways  are  not  our  ways. 

Our  Bulwark 

I  see  that  the  prayer  meeting  is 
only  twenty-six  percent  of  our  total 
membership  .  .  .  the  very  powerhouse 
of  God  not  being  used.  How  des- 
perate can  we  get  in  our  Brethren 
churches?  I  personally  count  a  lot 
on  prayer  on  the  field.  I  cannot  ad- 
vance without  it.  But  our  churches 
at  home  do  not  seem  to  think  it  im- 
portant to  do  something  about  it. 
For  the  last  few  years  now  I  have 
watched  that  particular  phase  of  our 
work.  How  can  we  advance  in  the 
work  of  God  when  we  are  not  down 
upon  our  faces  before  God.  It  looks 
like  a  substitution  of  God's  power 
for  our  own  methods  to  accomplish 
His  work.  To  me  the  prayer  meet- 
ings are  the  greatest  need  in  the  line 
of  services.  It  stands  as  a  bulwark 
against  Satanic  forces.  I  surely  have 
met  more  opposition  this  term  than 
my  first  one.  Other  missionaries  have 
said  the  same  thing:  I  believe  it  is 
because  the  home  forces  are  going  to 
sleep  on  the  job.  Many  missionaries 
have  left  Taiwan  (Formosa)  in  the 
last  four  years.  It  is  tragic!  Most  of 
the  cases  have  been  due  to  very  seri- 
ous illnesses  and  accidents. 

May  we  as  The  Brethren  Church 
become  alert  to  our  task  for  His  sake. 
It  is  God's  work  we  want  to  accom- 
plish. Some  people  get  "huffed"  at 
the  preacher  for  asking  for  funds  to 
do  God's  work.  I  wonder  what  the 
Lord  must  think?  Surely  as  He  told 
the  children  of  Israel  through  Mal- 
achi:  "Will  a  man  rob  God?  Yet  ye 
have  robbed  me.  But  ye  say,  Where- 
in have  we  robbed  thee?  In  tithes 
and  offerings."  So  He  is  speaking 
to  us  as  a  bodv  of  believers  that  name 
HIS  NAME.'

The  Law  of  Kindness

Grace  thought  the  tray  was  such 
a  lovely  gift;  that  is,  until  Ann  saw 
it.  Ann  could  have  said:  "I'm  glad 
Tom  gave  you  something  pretty."  But 
instead  she  said:  "I  have  one  just  like 
it.  It  didn't  cost  very  much." 

The  fact  that  the  gift  Grace  had 
thought  so  lovely  was  inexpensive, 
spoiled  it  for  her.  Ann  robbed  her 
friend  of  pleasure. 

All  too  many  times  we  needlessly 
hurt  one  another  by  a  thoughtless 
word.  Ruth's  husband  earned  a  small 
salary,  and  when  a  dress  was  given 
to  her,  she  was  delighted.  But  Marie 
made  a  remark  to  the  effect  that  it 
was  not  very  becoming.  That  hurt, 
especially  as  Ruth  had  to  wear  the 
dress.  She  could  not  buy  another. 
Marie  soon  forgot  what  she  said,  but 
Ruth  remembered  it  every  time  she 
wore  the  dress  to  church. 

The  woman  who  is  thoughtless 
enough  to  make  unkind  remarks 
builds  a  wall  between  herself  and  her 
friends,  gradually  losing  them.  This 
is  because,  as  said  Pythagoras,  five 
centuries  before  Christ:  "A  wound 
from  the  tongue  is  worse  than  a 
wound  from  a  sword;  for  the  latter  af- 
fects only  the  body,  the  former  the 
spirit." 

We  are  inclined  to  excuse  our- 
selves by  saying  that  it  is  more  natural 
for  some  to  be  kind  than  for  others, 
but  actually,  kindliness  is  governed 
by  a  law.  When  the  Bible  speaks  of 
the  worthy  woman,  it  says:  "In  her 
tongue  is  the  law  of  kindness"  (Prov. 
31:26). 

We  have  to  train  ourselves  to  obev 
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a  law.  Obedience  does  not  come  nat- 
urally. Remember  when  you  learned 
to  drive,  how  carefully  you  memorized 
the  traffic  laws,  how  ardently  you 
practiced  them,  and  how  slowly  you 
drove  until  you  knew  them. 

Some  drivers  never  do  take  the 
time  to  learn  to  obey  the  traffic  laws. 
They  are  ever  causing  trouble  on  the 
road.  Others  train  dremselves,  and  it 


is  a  pleasure  to  ride  with  them.  The 
same  is  true  of  the  law  of  kindness. 
You  can  ignore  it  and  go  recklessly 
down  the  road  of  life,  or  you  can 
train  yourself  to  be  kind. 

"I  wonder  how  Vera  got  her  kind 
disposition,"  said  Eva.  "She  never 
seems  to  say  anything  that  hurts  any- 
one." 

"I  think  she  does  it  by  watching," 
explained  Mabel.  "She  told  me  that 
she  once  had  a  terrible  habit  of  say- 
ing sharp  things,  thinking  they 
sounded  clever.  One  day  she  hurt 
someone  deeply,  and  decided  she  must 
overcome  her  bad  habit. 

"After  that,  every  night  when  she 
prayed,  she  asked  the  Lord  to  re- 
mind her  of  the  unkind  things  she 
had  said,  and  confessed  them.  Grad- 
ually, she  said  unkind  things  less  and 
less,  until  now  she  has  a  reputation 
of  being  kind."

make  a  way  of  escape."  The  will 
which  ceases  to  struggle  for  self-as- 
sertion  and  rests  satisfied  in  Jesus 
Christ  will  experience  the  trudi  of 
God's  promise:  "As  thy  day,  so  shall 
thy  strength  be"  (Deut.  33:25). 

Do  all  these  results  make  being 
expendable  worthwhile?  Of  course. 
I  have  discovered  that  much  of  weari- 
ness "folds  its  tents  like  the  Arab, 
and  as  silently  slips  away."  Extra 
work  piled  atop  a  full  schedule  of 
schoolteaching  and  mothering  mv 
own  family  takes  on  a  splendor  in 
light  of  what  Jesus  Christ  has  ac- 
complished. There  is  no  paradox  in 
losing  a  life  in  order  to  save  it. 


Many  people  pause  today  before 
eating  food  with  the  uncomfortable 
query:  "Is  it  safe?  is  it  pure?  has  it 
been  tested?" 

The  late  rise  of  frozen  foods,  for 
example,  increased  the  pressing  of 
the  question.  Housewives  are  properly 
concerned.  But  they,  and  the  rest  of 
us,  may  rest  assured  that  the  Gov- 
ernment  is  constantly  setting  new 
lanes  of  control  to  insure  the  highest 
measure  of  food  safety.  The  revised 
Federal  Food,  Drug  and  Cosmetic 
Act,  passed  in  '38,  has  proved  a 
strong  arm  of  strength.  The  Food  and 
Drug  Administration  maintains  an 
elaborate  laboratory  system,  and  the 
number  of  tests  and  checks  for  the 
safetv  of  the  public  increases  by 
the  year.  In  the  words  of  George 
Larrick,  chief  of  the  U.S.  Food  and 
Drug  Administration,  "In  my  opin- 
ion, it  is  much  safer  to  eat  today 
than  fifty  or  one  hundred  years  ago." 

"Poisoned  Food"  .  .  .  there  is  chill 
to  those  words.  But  a  deeper  chill 
ought  to  come  when  the  spiritual  level 
is  brought  to  view,  and  where  the 
safety  of  souls  for  eternity  is  at  criti- 
cal stake.  How  many  today  are  feed- 
ing on  the  "poisoned  food"  of  false 
teaching,  deceiving  doctrine,  man- 
made  religion,  and  alas!  do  not  seem 
to  be  aware,  nor  to  care  enough  for 
their  spiritual  safety  to  seek,  or  to 
ask  for  some  inspection,  some  guar- 
antee for  that  which  is  spiritually  in- 
haled! The  great  god,  "Anything 
Goes"  takes  first  place  for  the  under- 
scoring of  that  which  is  professed  of 
profession. 

We  need  disbelievers  today.  "Be- 
lieve not  every  spirit,  but  try  the 
spirits  whether  they  are  of  God:  be- 
cause many  false  prophets  are  gone 
out  into  the  world"  (I  John  4:1), 
"after  the  working  of  Satan  with  all 
power  and  signs  and  lying  wonders" 
(II  Thess.  2:9).  For  pure  food  there 
is  nothing  like  the  Word  of  the  liv- 
ing  God,  and  Jesus  Christ  as  the 
Bread  of  life  (John  6:35)  is  full 
nourishment  without  question,  with- 
out doubt,  without  reserve.  "This  is 
ray  beloved  Son  .  .  .  hear  ye  him" 
(Matt.  17:5)  is  the  cry  and  approval  of 
heaven  to  all  earthlings  for  those 
things  which  are  primary  and  eternal.

25  Millions  To  Fight  Juvenile  Delinquency 

Over  a  five-year  period  the  United  States  Government 
probably  will  grant  this  financial  aid  to  city  and  state 
agencies  fighting  delinquency  among  young  people.  This 
huge  amount  of  money  will  be  administered  by  the 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare  Department,  and  a  new, 
twelve-man  National  Advisory  Council  on  Juvenile  De- 
linquency. The  Senate  already  has  approved  this  bill,  and 
the  expectation  is  that  it  will  pass  the  House  easily. 

This  is  a  fine  move  bv  our  Government.  Youth  de- 
linquency has  been  a  mounting  problem  annually.  More 
teen-agers  are  being  brought  before  law  enforcement 
agencies  each  year.  We  are  told  that  by  1970  probably 
two  million  young  people  will  face  the  court  annually. 

We  are  reading  constantly  about  the  amazing  and 
cruel  crimes  committed  by  kids.  These  youngsters  move 
in  gangs  into  the  late  hours  of  the  night.  Every  possible 
effort  should  be  advanced  to  check  the  tide  of  teen-age 
crime. 

The  most  effective  agency  in  the  world  to  do  this  is 
none  other  than  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ.  Yet,  she 
has  the  least  money  to  do  the  job  and  seems  least 
interested  in  doing  it.  Her  impact  in  this  area  of  Chris- 
tian endeavor  is  infinitesimal  compared  to  the  need. 
Bv  1970  there  will  be  16  million  young  people  in  the 
fourteen  to  seventeen-age  bracket.  Unless  the  church 
greatlv  increases  the  tempo  of  its  activity  in  this  area 
we  will  not  reach  all  of  these  teen-agers  with  the  Gospel 
message  even  once. 

It  is  indeed  tragic  that  the  U.  S.  Government  is 
forced  to  try  to  do  the  job  the  church  could  be  doing 
much  better. 

Florida   Housing  to  Zoom 

Florida  will  be  the  only  State  in  the  South  Atlantic 
area  to  show  an  increase  over  1958  in  residential  building 
this  year,  and  Orlando  will  lead  the  Nation  in  per- 
centage increase.  The  Miami-Fort  Lauderdale  area  will 
see  28,500  new  housing  units  in  1960.  The  entire  State 
will  grow  55.2  percent  within  the  next  ten  years.  A  re- 
cent national  survey  indicates  that  Florida  will  be  the 
most  rapidly  growing  state  during  that  period. 

The  far  West  will  be  up  25  percent.  The  fastest  grow- 
ing region  on  a  percentage  basis  is  the  far  West. 

By  1970  the  bulk  of  the  Nation's  population  will  still 
be  concentrated  along  the  East  Coast  and  the  Great  Lakes 
area.  Flovvever,  this  picture  will  continue  to  change. 

These  population  forecasts  which  are  carefully  worked 
out  by  competent  men  and  tabulated  through  IBM  ma- 
chines are  very  valuable  to  businessmen  in  planning  fu- 


ture sales  programs  and  extension  of  manufacturing  fa- 
cilities. 

They  should  he  even  more  vahiahle  to  the  evangelical 
churches  of  America.  If  church  extension  is  a  planned 
program,  and  it  certainly  should  be  so,  then  we  should  be 
planning  to  meet  this  regional  increase  in  population 
with  a  greater  gospel  impact. 

To  do  this  we  must  have  the  essential  ingredients 
necessary  in  establishing  a  New  Testament  church- 
men, money  to  support  them;  families  who  are  willing 
to  migrate  for  Christ,  leadership,  and  an  indomitable 
pioneer  spirit  and  faith  in  Jesus  Christ. 

These  factors  are  all  available  in  increasing  quantity 
if  and  when  the  Lord's  people  dedicate  themselves  to  the 
task.  This  burden  lies  directly  upon  the  local  church. 
The  motto  of  Brethren  Church  Pioneers  is  Biblical: 
Every  Brethren  Church  start  a  branch  church!  This  plan 
may  easily  be  extended  into  areas  where  there  are  no 
Brethren  churches  by  using  the  facilities  of  district  and 
national  organizations. 

Business  interests  have  worked  out  all  the  statistics  for 
us  at  no  cost  to  ourselves.  The  least  we  can  do  is  pre- 
pare to  meet  the  challenge. 

New  Words  for  Missions? 

Recentlv  an  editorial  appeared  in  a  religious  magazine 
under  the  above  title. 

Says  the  editor:  "We  have  inherited  a  number  of  con- 
cepts that  carry  with  them  a  kind  of  spiritual  imperialism 
we  now  reject  .  .  .  we  are  embarrassed  by  the  words  we 
use  to  describe  missionaries  and  their  work." 

"Consider  the  term  'foreign  missions.'  We  have  tried 
to  stop  talking  about  'foreigners'  in  the  condescending 
tone  once  so  common." 

"One  denomination,  in  rejecting  the  words  'foreign 
missionary,'  has  designated  their  personnel  abroad  as 
'fraternal    workers.'" 

It  seems  fair  to  conclude  that  behind  such  thinking 
there  is  a  doctrinal  problem  which  is  abroad  generally 
in  the  church.  The  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Brother- 
hood of  Man  would  easily  lead  to  such  reasoning.  If  all 
men  are  brothers  in  the  true  spiritual  sense,  then  all  we 
need  is  fraternity.  If  there  are  two  spiritual  families 
among  men— the  family  of  God  and  the  family  of  Satan 
—which  truth  is  taught  in  God's  Word,  then  we  need 
"missions"  and  we  need  "missionaries."  The  family  of 
God  owes  something  to  the  family  of  Satan— the  gospel 
message.  The  highest  mission  in  all  the  world,  whether 
at  home  or  abroad,  is  to  be  a  missionarv  for  Christ  to 
lost  souls.

Lester  Kevser,  with  their  families, 
began  work  the  following  week.

The  crew 
was  readv  to  leave  for  the  next  build- 
ing program  about  September  1,  1959. 
We  enjoved  the  fellowship  of  these 
missionarv  families  very  much  while 
thev  were  with  us. 

Our  building  is  functional  and 
practical,  as  well  as  attractive.  Our 
architect,  Mr.  Robert  Foltz,  did  an 
excellent  job.  The  first  unit  (a  Sun- 
day-school unit  with  a  chapel)  is  so 
planned  that  the  main  unit  can  be 
added  later  with  no  physical  dis- 
turbance of  the  first  unit,  all  of  which 
will  later  be  used  for  classrooms.

Mission  Board  and  the  Home  Mis- 
sions Council  representatives  in  ef- 
forts to  obtain  a  meeting  place  and  a 
pastor.

To  the  strains  of  that  old  familiar 
hymn,  "Where  He  Leads  Me  I  Will 
Follow,"  I  walked  down  the  aisle 
to  publicly  confess  Jesus  Christ  as 
my  personal  Lord  and  Saviour.  It 
happened  just  five  short  years  ago 
in  the  First  Brethren  Church  in 
Waynesboro,  Pa.  Before  this  time  I 
had  attended  services  regularly  for 
fourteen  vears  at  another  church,  but 
never  understood  the  plan  of  salva- 
tion.

"PEDDLING" 


BY  ISOBEL  FRASER 


"I  don't  care  for  people  who  ped- 
dle their  religion.  Why  do  you  bother 
us?  We  don't  try  to  convert  you.  Our 
rabbis  even  try  to  discourage  gen- 
tiles who  would  embrace  Judaism." 
This  is  often  the  reaction  we  receive 
when  we  call  from  door  to  door  in 
Jewish  homes  in  the  Fairfax  area. 
Why?  Why,  then,  do  we  "peddle"  our 
faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  to 
them?  Because  it  is  the  New  Testa- 
ment method  (Acts  20:20),  and  we 
believe  the  only  way,  regarding  the 
Jew,  of  "preaching  the  Gospel  to 
everv  creature"  (Mark  16:15).  Few 
Jews  attend  church  or  other  Chris- 
tian gatherings;  therefore,  it  is  our 
place  to  take  the  message  of  recon- 
ciliation   to   them. 

For  the  most  part  our  calling  is  re- 
ceived with  indifference.  Our  liter- 
ature is  usually  accepted  and  some- 
times a  definite  witness  can  be  given. 
Occasionallv  someone  will  open  up 
and  enter  into  a  discussion  on  the 
claims  of  the  Word  of  God.  Have  we 
wasted  our  time  in  going  to  those  who 
are  indifferent?  We  believe  not,  for 
we  are  fulfilling  God's  command  of 
warning  them  (Ezek.  3:18),  and  can 
say  with  Paul:  "Your  blood  be  upon 
your  own  heads;  I  am  clean"  (Acts 
18:6).  At  times  we  find,  too,  that 
some  who  are  indifferent  upon  our 
first  contact  respond  upon  future 
door-to-door  calling. 

Furthermore,  the  interested  ones 
would  not  have  been  contacted  ex- 
cept bv  the  door-to-door  calling. 
These  are  followed  up  with  after- 
noon calls  and  invitations  to  our 
various  meetings.  This  is  the  pur- 
pose of  our  "peddling"— to  find  such 
ones.  I  he  lollowing  is  the  story  of 
one  of  these  contacts: 

Several  months  ago  I  was  calling 
in  an  apartment  on  North  Curson 
Avenue.  Mrs.  T.,  a  Jewess  in  her 
forties,  answered  the  door  of  one 
of  the  apartments.  I  offered  the 
Mediator  to  her,  explaining  that  this 
was  a  pamphlet  by  Jewish  men  re- 
garding the  Messiah,  and  that  we, 
of  course,  believed  that  Jesus  was 
the  Messiah.  Our  interest  was  that 
both  Jews  and  gentiles  consider  these 


claims.  She  very  graciouslv  invited 
me  into  the  apartment,  and  we  stood 
in  the  kitchen  discussing  subjects 
relative  to  Messiah.  She  told  me  that 
her  backoround  was  Hasidim  (a  verv 
strict,  orthodox  Jewish  sect),  and 
that  her  father,  a  rabbi,  had  returned 
to  Israel  and  died  there.  She,  herself, 
was  quite  open,  had  read  many  books 
on  religion,  and  listened  to  religious 
broadcasts.  She  said  that  Jesus  might 
be  the  Messiah,  but  she  balked  at  the 
idea  of  His  being  God.  This  opened 
the  discussion  to  a  consideration  of 
the  virgin  birth  and  other  Old  Testa- 
ment passages  on  the  deity  of  Mes- 
siah, such  as  Isaiah  7:14;  9:6  and  7; 
chapter  53;  and  Zechariah  12.  She 
read  these  passages  from  my  Bible 
hut  said  she  wanted  to  check  them 
for  herself  in  a  Jewish  Bible.  The 
call  ended  that  dav  with  an  invita- 
tation  to  call  back.  I  left  her  the  ref- 
erences on  the  Scriptures  we  had 
discussed  so  that  she  could  do  some 
personal  investigating. 

Shortly  after  that  I  tried  to  con- 
tact her  in  the  afternoon,  but  no  one 
was  at  home.  Then  one  dav  recentlv 
I  made  another  attempt  to  see  her. 

As  I  reached  the  door,  I  could  hear 
talking  and  wondered  if  Mrs.  T.  had 
companv.  What  would  be  her  re- 
sponse to  mv  call?  When  she  opened 
the  door,  I  introduced  mvself  and 
reminded  her  that  I  was  the  young 
lady  who  had  discussed  Messiah 
and  the  Bible  with  her  some  months 
ago.  She  remembered  me,  invited  me 
in,  and  excused  herself  to  complete 
a  telephone  conversation  that  I  had 
interrupted.  (Too  often  this  is  used 
as  an  excuse  for  not  talking  to  me). 
She  quickly  concluded  the  conversa- 
tion saying  a  "friend"  had  just  stop- 
ped by.  She  had  just  returned  home 
shortly  before  I  arrived  and  was  hav- 
ing her  lunch.  Would  I  have  a  cup 
of  coffee  with  her?  To  this  I  am 
never  adverse.  As  she  was  preparing 
the  refreshment,  she  said  that  she  had 
some  questions  to  ask  me. 

She  was  quite  frank  as  we  talked. 
She  said  she  did  not  want  to  offend 
me,  but  felt  we  would  be  wasting 
our  time  it  we  were  not  open  with 


one  another.  To  this  I  agreed.  There- 
upon she  posed  her  first  question  re- 
garding the  birth  of  Christ.  Why  did 
it  have  to  be  this  way?  To  her  this 
was  repulsive.  This  gave  an  oppor- 
tunitv  to  again  consider  some  of  the 
Scriptures  we  had  looked  at  the  time 
before.  I  was  careful  to  show  her  in 
my  Bible  where  the  Old  Testament 
ended  and  the  New  Testament  be- 
gan so  that  she  might  be  sure  it  was 
the  Old  Testament  we  were  con- 
sidering. So  we  again  read  the  fore- 
mentioned  passages.  Mrs.  T.  knew 
I  Iehrew ,  for  she  had  lived  in  Israel 
from  an  earlv  age  until  she  was  seven- 
teen years  old.  So  we  had  a  "give 
and  take"  on  the  Hebrew  word  for 
virgin.  She  also  told  me  of  her  own 
persona]  experience  with  regard  to 
Jewish  prejudice  on  the  part  of 
"Christians."  This  gave  me  the  op- 
portunity to  explain  who  Christians 
are  and  to  give  part  of  my  own  ex- 
perience of  conversion.  Anti-Semi- 
tism is  one  of  the  great  barriers  with 
which  the  missionary  has  to  contend. 

About  that  time  we  were  inter- 
rupted bv  the  appearance  of  the  gas 
man  to  check  her  stove.  After  he 
left  we  resumed  our  conversation. 
The  deitv  of  Christ  was  another 
problem  that  bothered  her.  If  He 
was  the  Son  of  God,  how  could  He 
be  God?  This  brought  a  considera- 
tion  of  the  Trinity  and  of  the  Flebrew 
word  for  one  as  found  in  the  Shema 
(Deut.  6:4)  and  regarding  man  and 
wife   (Gen.    2:24). 

Another  question  she  asked  me 
was  if  she  should  become  a  Chris- 
tian, how  would  she  know  that  God 
would  not  punish  her  for  leaving  her 
own  faith?  After  all,  the  Jews  had 
followed  these  traditions  for  almost 
6,000  vears.  Mv  answer  to  her  was 
that  she  needed  to  study  her  Old 
Testament  Scriptures  to  see  whether 
or  not  Christianity  and  its  teachings 
were  the  fulfillment  of  the  Old 
Testament  promises.  Along  this  line 
we  discussed  the  Sabbath  as  God's 
sign  to  Israel  (Exod.  31:17),  for  she 
wondered  why  we  worshiped  on  Sun- 
dav.  We  also  considered  the  prophet, 
such  as  mentioned  bv  Moses  (Deut. 
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A  Branch 
That's  Growing

This  is  the  pioneering 
spirit  that  will  help  every  church 
start  a  branch  church  and  make  it 
possible  to  enter  many  new  cities 
where  The  Brethren  Church  is  not 
well  known. 

Ralph  Colhurn,  pastor  of  the 
mother  church  dropped  us  a  note 
saying:  "We  just  closed  a  week  of 
special  meetings  with  Rev.  Harry 
Trover  of  Winona  Lake  in  our 
Graceview  branch.  God  blessed  with 
over  forty  decisions.  We  praise  the 
Lord  for  these.  We  had  anticipated  a 
tent  meeting  but  the  Lord  closed  the 
door  and  so  the  meeting  was  held  in 
the  house  with  crowds  up  to  eighty." 

Following  the  meeting  at  Grace- 
view,  Mr.  Trover  held  an  additional 
two-day  meeting  at  the  Grace  Breth- 
ren Church,  Fort  Lauderdale,  and 
twelve  more  decisions  were  recorded. 
Not  only  is  the  branch  growing  but 
also  the  mother  church.

The  expositional  work  in  this  vol- 
ume is  done  by  Charles  W.  Carter 
and  the  exegesis  bv  Ralph  Earle.  This 
volume  is  the  second  of  a  planned 
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Many  ol  the  greatest  truths  of 
Christianity  are  closely  interwoven 
with  prophetic  truth,  both  fulfilled 
and  unfulfilled.  In  the  mind  of  God 
there  is  no  difference  between  history 
and  prophecy.  Everything  is  in  the 
eternal  present  as  He  sees  the  ages. 

A    Foundation    Truth 

One  of  the  great  and  foundation 
truths  of  Christianity  is  the  virgin 
birth  of  the  Saviour,  which  for  cen- 
turies remained  a  quiet  prophecy. 
The  first  intimation  of  this  is  found 
in  the  Word  of  God  in  Genesis  3:15. 
Here  God  declares  as  He  speaks  to 
Satan,  who  then  appeared  as  a  ser- 
pent: "I  will  put  enmity  between  thee 
and  the  woman,  and  between  thy 
seed  and  her  seed:  it  shall  bruise  thy 
head,  and  thou  shalt  bruise  his  heel." 

In  this  passage,  there  is  a  promise 
concerning  the  incarnation  of  the 
Son  of  God.  The  only  one  who  is 
able  to  bring  judgment  upon  Satan  is 
God  himself.  Yet  this  God  is  to  ap- 
pear as  the  seed  of  woman. 

In  the  second  place,  it  is  definitely 
revealed  that  the  promised  victory 
comes  in  nowise  through  the  seed  of 
man.  The  victor  over  Satan  is  not  to 
be  a  son  of  Adam's  sinful  race.  These 
are  only  and  always  the  victims  of 
Satan. 

Heel   and    Head 

Furthermore,  it  is  revealed  in  this 
passage  that  the  One  who  brings 
judgment  up. mi  the  serpent  and  Satan 
will  himself  need  to  suffer.  His  heel 
is  to  be  bruised.  On  the  cross  of  Cal- 
\ar\  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  seed 
ol  woman,  suffered  death  in  order 
to  bring  victory.  It  was  an  unspeak- 
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able  death,  altogether  miraculous  in 
that  Christ  himself  was  sinless.  That 
death  was  signified  as  a  wound  in 
the  heel.  It  further  indicates  that  the 
power  of  the  Saviour  was  so  great  that 
He  completely  subdued  the  evil  one 
with  His  heel,  wherein  the  evil  one 
is  wounded  in  the  head.  The  con- 
flict between  God's  Son  and  the 
Devil  is  not  a  conflict  from  head  to 
head  or  from  foot  to  foot,  but  the  head 
of  the  evil  one  and  only  the  heel  of 
the  Saviour. 

Adam  and  Eve 

The  truth  set  forth  in  the  virgin 
birth,  and  the  truth  set  forth  in  the 
experiences  of  Adam  and  Eve  in 
the  garden,  carry  on  throughout  the 
generations  of  humanity.  According- 
ly, upon  the  basis  of  what  we  read 
in  Genesis,  the  Apostle  Paul  writes 
in  I  Timothy  2:12-14:  "But  I  suffer 
not  a  woman  to  teach,  nor  to  usurp 
authority  over  the  man,  but  to  be  in 
silence.  For  Adam  was  first  formed, 
then  Eve.  And  Adam  was  not  de- 
ceived, but  the  woman  being  deceived 
was  in  the  transgression.  Notwith- 
standing  she  shall  be  saved  in  child- 
bearing,  if  they  continue  in  faith 
and  charity  and  holiness  with  so- 
briety." 

Concerning  this  passage,  many 
questions  have  been  asked.  Does  a 
woman  dare  to  teach  the  Bible?  Must 
she  be  in  silence  in  the  services  of 
worship?  Did  God  constitute  Adam 
and  Eve  with  the  same  emotional 
makeup?  Does  the  bearing  of  children 
have  anything  to  do  with  the  salva- 
tion of  a  mother? 

In  answer  to  these  questions,  there 
is  definitely  a  certain  tvpe  of  teach- 


ing which  God  has  never  committed 
to  any  woman.  This  particular  teach- 
ing, or  giving  of  revelation  previously 
hidden,  without  the  aid  of  the  com- 
pleted Bible  which  we  possess  today, 
was  never  given  to  women.  (How- 
ever, no  man  since  the  apostles  has 
that  right  either,  since  we  now  have 
the  entire  Word  of  God.  As  for  the 
simple  exposition  of  the  truths  as 
found  in  the  Bible,  this  is  done  oc- 
casionally more  efficiently  by  women 
than  men.  The  solution  to  the  prob- 
lem is  made  less  difficult  when  we 
note  the  context  of  the  entire  second 
chapter  of   First   Timothy. 

The  basis  for  the  subject  matter  of 
the  chapter  is  laid  down  when  Paul 
tells  us  in  verse  7  that  he  is  "a  teach- 
er of  the  Gentiles  in  faith  and  verity." 
That  indicates  whatever  Paul  could 
do  for  the  gentiles,  he  did  not  al- 
low a  woman  to  do.  From  Galatians 
1:10-12,  we  discover  that  Paul  was 
able  to  teach  by  direct  revelation.  He 
did  not  need  to  depend  upon  any 
book  or  human  wisdom.  That  kind 
of  teaching  no  woman  could  ever  do. 
Such  revelation  was  confined  to  Paul 
and  others  of  the  apostles.  This  prin- 
ciple is  maintained  also  in  I  Corin- 
thians 14:34-36.  Here  again  Paul, 
under  the  inspiration  of  the  Spirit 
of  God,  reminds  us  that  when  it 
comes  to  matters  of  definite  revela- 
tion, women  are  to  keep  silent  in  the 
assemblies,  and  if  they  desire  to 
learn  anything  (by  way  of  revelation), 
they  should  get  it  from  their  husbands 
at  home,  and  the  reason  is  clearly 
set  forth!  The  Word  of  God  did  not 
come  through  the  channel  of  women. 

Eve   Was   Deceived,  but   Not   Adam 

Perhaps     someone     may     wonder 
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what  this  has  to  do  with  prophecy 
and  the  virgin  birth.  The  relation- 
ship  is  very  close,  since  I  Timothy 
2  explains  that  "Adam  was  first 
formed,  then  Eve.  And  Adam  was 
not  deceived."  The  temptation  from 
the  Devil  had  a  different  effect  upon 
Adam  than  it  had  upon  Eve.  Eve 
was  deceived.  She  actually  lost  her 
spiritual  equilibrium  and  positively 
believed  the  statement  of  the  Devil. 

Adam  was  not  deceived,  even 
though  he  was  guilty  of  the  same  sin 
of  which  Eve  was  guilty.  Some  might 
even  think  that  Adam's  sin  was  the 
greater,  but  without  attempting  to 
weigh  the  seriousness  of  the  trans- 
gression of  either  Adam  or  Eve,  the 
fact  remains  that  because  of  the  dif- 
ference in  their  background,  God  has 
laid  down  some  definite  principles 
which  follow  through  the  ages. 

One  of  these  principles  is  that 
women  are  not  to  be  used  as  a 
channel  to  give  original  divine  reve- 
lation. All  such  original  divine  reve- 
lation comes  through  man,  as  the 
Apostle  Paul  wrote  to  womankind 
in  general:  "What?  came  the  word 
of  God  out  from  you?  or  came  it  unto 
you  only?"   (I  Cor.    14:36). 

Has  Woman  an  Inferior  Position? 

It  might  appear  on  the  surface 
from  this  that  womankind  has  been 
given  somewhat  of  an  inferior  posi- 
tion, but  a  second  thought  and  ex- 
amination of  the  Word  of  God  will 
indicate  that  such  is  not  the  case. 
There  is  one  precious  privilege  given 
to  womankind  which  has  been  denied 
to  men.  This  privilege  is  stated  in  I 
Timothy  2:15.  She  (womankind) 
shall  be  saved  in  childbearing.  Liter- 
allv,  she  shall  be  saved  in  the  bear- 
ing of  the  child.  That  is,  God's  entire 
plan  of  salvation  hinges  not  upon 
what  men  are  able  to  do,  but  upon 
the   fact   that  as   a   result   of  divine 


grace,  God  committed  the  bearing  of 
the  phvsical  bodv  of  the  Saviour  to  a 
woman.  The  Messiah  and  Saviour 
was  to  be  virgin-born.  This  gives  us 
a  more  logical  understanding  of  Gen- 
esis  3:15,  wherein  we  are  told  that 
it  is  the  seed  of  woman  (not  the  seed 
of  man)  that  is  to  bruise  the  serpent's 
head.  Thus  the  virgin  birth  was  fore- 
told earlv  in  the  first  book  of  the 
Bible. 

The  Virgin  Birth  According  to  Isaiah 

Passing  now  to  Isaiah  53:1-3,  we 
discover  another  allusion  to  the  vir- 
gin birth.  The  Messiah,  according  to 
this  passage,  was  to  come  out  of 
drv  ground.  Who  could  doubt  but 
that  this  points  to  the  fact  that  the 
birth  of  Christ  could  never  take 
place  without  the  supernatural  di- 
vine element. 

In  no  uncertain  terms  we  discover 
from  Isaiah  7:14  that  "a  [the]  virgin 
shall  conceive,  and  bear  a  son,  and 
shall  call  his  name  Immanuel."  It 
was  not  stated  definitely  how  this 
conception  would  take  place,  but  in 
the  Book  of  Luke  a  further  prophetic 
utterance  was  given  bv  the  angel 
Gabriel  when  he  spoke  to  the  Vir- 
gin Mary  thus: 

"The  Holv  Ghost  shall  come  upon 
thee,  and  the  power  of  the  Highest 
shall  overshadow  thee:  therefore  also 
that  holv  thing  which  shall  be  born 
of  thee  shall  be  called  the  Son  of 
God." 

1.  The  virgin  birth  of  Christ  was 
carefullv  set  forth  in  Bible  prophecy. 

2.  The  virgin  birth  of  Christ  be- 
came a  historical  fact  bv  divine  mir- 
acle in  perfect  harmonv  with  Bible 
prophecy. 

3.  The  virgin  birth  is  the  expres- 
sion of  God's  grace  that  a  woman 
should  bear  the  Saviour,  without  the 
aid  of  any  man. 

4.  The  virgin  birth  is  an  essential 
truth  of  the  Christian  faith.  With- 
out it  the  whole  structure  of  divine 
redemption  fails  for  lack  of  a  Saviour 
who  is  both  a  sinless  man  and  God 
incarnate. 

God's  Providence  Revealed 

Turning  now  to  the  case  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  it  was  definitely 
stated  to  Mary  in  Luke  1:31-33:  "And, 
behold,  thou  shalt  conceive  in  thy 
womb,   and  bring  forth   a  son,   and 


thou  shalt  call  his  name  IESUS. 
He  shall  be  great,  and  shall  be  called 
the  Son  of  the  Highest:  and  the  Lord 
God  shall  give  unto  him  the  throne  of 
his  father  David:  and  he  shall  reign 
over  the  house  of  Jacob  for  ever;  and 
of  his  kingdom  there  shall  be  no 
end." 

Several  practical  facts  which 
should  be  of  value  to  us  in  this  dav 
may  be  noted  as  based  upon  these 
truths: 

1.  Since  the  Lord  Jesus  was  the 
oldest  in  the  home  of  Joseph  and 
Mary,  the  kingly  line  would,  of 
necessity,  pass  through  llim.  But 
since  He  has  no  offspring  accordino 
to  the  flesh,  He  remains  the  only  man 
in  the  universe  who  has  a  right  to 
the  throne  of  David.  If  He  had  died 
(without  a  resurrection),  it  would 
have  been  possible  by  Jewish  law 
for  someone  else  to  carry  on  the  line, 
but  since  He  arose  from  the  dead, 
He  still  holds  that  right. 

2.  Since  the  Lord  Jesus  has  gone 
back  to  heaven  after  His  resurrection, 
there  is  no  man  living  on  earth  who 
has  the  right  to  the  throne  of  David. 
Therefore,  the  throne  of  David  can 
be  in  nowise  identified  with  any 
earthly  government  today.  This  pre- 
cludes forever  the  preposterous  and 
unscriptural  notion  that  King  George 
VI  might  be  sitting  upon  the  throne 
of  David.  The  ridiculous  notion  of 
British  Israelism  which  exalts  the 
throne  of  England  to  the  place  of  the 
throne  of  David  in  these  days,  known 
as  the  Times  of  the  Gentiles,  is 
thoroughly  discredited. 

All  these  providential  circum- 
stances taken  together  further  estab- 
lish  the  fact  that  since  the  line  of 
David  was  cut  off  with  Jesus  of 
Nazareth,  and  since  anv  other  chil- 
dren born  of  Joseph  and  Marv  would 
have  the  curse  of  Coniah  upon  them, 
there  is  today  not  a  single  man  on  all 
the  face  of  the  earth  who  could  claim 
the  undisputed  right  to  reign  upon 
the  throne  of  David. 

Thus  our  Lord  stands  out  as  the 
Son  of  God  and  the  Son  of  Man,  the 
only  One  who  can  be  King  of  kings 
and  Lord  of  lords,  the  only  sinless 
Saviour,  all  because  there  was  a  day 
a  little  over  1,900  years  ago  when  die 
word  of  the  prophet  was  fulfilled: 
"Behold  the  virgin  shall  conceive, 
and  shall  call  his  name  Immanuel" 
(Isa.  7:14). 
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HIS  SHEEP

The  Gospel  according  to  John  re- 
cords that  wonderful  discourse  in  the 
tenth  chapter,  bv  our  Lord  on  "The 
Good  Shepherd." 

This  chapter  reminds  us  that  our 
Lord  is  spoken  of  in  the  Scriptures 
not  only  as  "The  good  shepherd,"  (v. 
11),  "I  am  the  good  shepherd;  the 
good  shepherd  giveth  his  life  for 
the  sheep,"  but  also  over  in  the 
Epistle  to  the  Hebrews  He  is  called 
"The  great  shepherd  of  the  sheep," 
as  the  One  whom  God  brought  again 
from  the  dead.  Peter  refers  to  Him 
;:s  "  1  he  chief  shepherd,"  who,  when 
He  shall  appear  again  before  His 
own,  will  bring  crowns  of  glory.  So 
we  see  Jesus  in  the  role  of  "the  good 
shepherd"  laying  down  His  life  for 
I  lis  sheep  and  as  "the  great  shep- 
herd" in  I  lis  present  ministry  for 
them,  and  then  as  "the  chief  shep- 
herd" who  will  bring  rewards  to  His 
faithful  undershepherds  when  He 
i  omes  again. 

I  his  truth  is  beautifully  portrayed 
in  the  Psalms.  Most  folk  can  recite 
the  twenty  third  Psalm  from  memory. 
This  Psalm  starts  like  this:  "The  Lord 
is  my  Shepherd,  I  shall  not  want." 
The  Psalm  does  not  deal  with  the 
past  nor  the  future  but  with  the 
present,  except  in       e  last  verse  we 


have  that  wonderful  conclusion  to  a 
Shepherd-led  life.  But  did  you  ever 
consider  the  twenty-second  Psalm? 
A  careful  reading  of  it  will  reveal 
its  great  prophetic  significance.  The 
very  first  verse  of  the  Psalm  22  be- 
gins like  this:  "My  God,  my  God, 
why  hast  thou  forsaken  me?"  Jesus 
uttered  those  words  as  He  hung 
bleeding,  suffering  untold  agony  on 
that  cruel  cross.  This  is  a  vivid  de- 
scription of  the  terribleness  of  the 
death  of  the  Son  of  God— a  death 
that  we  rightly  deserve  to  suffer  be- 
cause of  our  sins  against  a  holy  God. 

Psalm  22  would  make  a  horrible 
nightmare  all  bv  itself.  It  would  re- 
veal God  as  only  a  just,  sin-hating 
God— and  He  is  a  just,  sin-hating 
God.  In  Psalm  23  we  see  an  un- 
speakable and  radiant  beauty,  a  love 
of  the  Shepherd  for  His  sheep.  A 
sovereignty  that  gives  absolute  secur- 
ity. Ah,  what  a  gem  of  beauty,  what 
noble  expression  of  thought,  only  a 
man  in  full  fellowship  with  his  Lord 
and  Saviour  could  ever  write  a  master- 
piece like  that.  Millions  of  men  and 
women  have  died  in  hope  with  that 
Psalm  on  their  fevered  lips.  Psalm 
23  was  only  possible  after  the  psalm- 
ist had  written  Psalm  22.  Before  the 
Lord  could  he  our  Great  Shepherd, 


He  had  to  be  our  Good  Shepherd 
who  gave  His  life  for  His  sheep.  It 
was  love  that  made  Him  willing  to 
take  mv  place  on  that  cross  that  the 
enmity  between  man  and  God  might 
be  justified.  Before  you  and  I  can 
have  an  audience  with  a  holy  God 
we,  too,  must  be  holy.  Praise  God, 
Christ  imputes  that  holiness,  and 
clothes  with  His  righteousness  all 
who  will  bv  faith  accept  Jesus  Christ 
as  Lord  and  Saviour. 

In  Psalm  24  the  Lord  is  revealed 
in  all  of  His  kingly  glory.  The  Lord 
Jesus  is  coming  back  again  to  this 
earth,  and  every  eye  shall  see  Him 
and  the  whole  world  will  acknowl- 
edge Him  as  King  of  kings  and 
Lord  of  lords.  When  is  He  coming  for 
His  sheep?  The  exact  hour  is  un- 
known, but  the  event  should  be 
momentarily  anticipated.  In  this 
Psalm  Jesus  Christ  is  presented  in  the 
role  of  the  Good  Shepherd  who  gives 
His  life  for  the  sheep,  the  Great 
Shepherd  in  I  lis  present  protecting 
ministry  for  His  sheep,  and  the  Chief 
Shepherd  who  is  coming  again  to 
reward  His  sheep. 

Why  does  the  Lord  call  His  chil- 
dren "sheep"?  In  traveling  over  the 
country  I  have  observed  flocks  of 
sheep   and   with   the   sheep   there   is 
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a  shepherd,  a  few  dogs,  and  usually 
a  horse.  Why?  Sheep  are  prone  to 
wander  and  are  easily  lost.  Isaiah 
said  centuries  ago:  "All  we  like  sheep 
have  gone  astray;  we  have  turned 
every  one  to  his  own  way."  Sheep 
are  not  happv  in  a  pigsty— only  pigs 
—and  the  Apostle  Peter  refers  to 
false  professors  of  Christianity  as 
sows  wallowing  in  the  mire. 

Jesus  repeatedly  says,  "My  sheep." 
What  right  does  He  have  to  owner- 
ship? The  Apostle  Peter  settled  that 
for  us  long,  long  ago  when  he  wrote: 
"Forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  ye  were 
not  redeemed  with  corruptible  things, 
as  silver  and  gold,  from  your  vain 
conversation  received  bv  tradition 
from  vour  fathers;  but  with  the  pre- 
cious blood  of  Christ"  (I  Pet.  l:18ff). 
Not  onlv  does  Christ  say,  "My 
sheep,"  but  He  also  says,  "I  know 
them."  When  Paul  wrote  to  Timothy 
he  said:  "The  Lord  knoweth  them 
that  are  his"  (II  Tim.  2:19).  Does  God 
know  my  name?  Why,  Christ  said  the 
very  hairs  of  your  head  are  num- 
bered. He  knew  Adam  bv  name  when 
He  called  to  that  disobedient  man: 
"Adam,  where  art  thou?"  He  knew 
Cain  by  name  when  He  asked: 
"Where  is  thv  brother  Abel?"  after 
an  unprovoked  murder.  He  knew 
Moses  by  name  when  He  called  him 
to  lead  the  children  of  Israel  from 
Egyptian  bondage  when  He  asked: 
"What  is  that  in  thine  hand?"  He 
knew  Elijah  bv  name  when  that 
great  prophet  had  just  prayed  down 
fire  from  heaven  and  then  had  run 
off  because  a  wicked  woman  sought 
his  life— "What  doest  thou  here, 
Elijah?"  He  knew  Saul  of  Tarsus  bv 
name  while  he  was  on  the  road  to 
Damascus  to  persecute  those  who  fol- 
lowed Jesus  Christ.  The  Lord  called 
from  heaven  in  a  light  brighter  than 
the  noonday  sun:  "Saul,  Saul,  why 
persecutest  thou  me?"  Say— He  knows 
vour  name,  too.  And  when  He  calls 
your  name  no  one  else  can  answer. 

And  God  knows  more  than  your 
name.  He  knows  your  thoughts,  your 
motives,  vour  ambitions.  David,  the 
psalmist,  found  that  out  when  he 
cried  out  to  God:  "Create  in  me  a 
clean  heart,  O  God;  and  renew  a 
right  spirit  within  me"  (Ps.  51:10). 
He  didn't  ask  for  a  dry  cleaning  of 
a  filthv  mouth  or  appetite.  He  prayed 
for    a    brandnew    clean    heart.    He 
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wanted  the  very  source  of  his  desires 
made  new.  Is  this  the  cry  of  your 
heart?  Jesus  alone  has  the  satisfactory 
answer. 

Jesus  not  only  said:  "I  am  the  Good 
Shepherd  ...  I  know  my  sheep," 
but  also,  "I  am  known  of  mine." 
Can  you  say  with  the  Apostle  Paul: 
"I  know  whom  I  have  believed,  and 
am  persuaded  that  he  is  able  to  keep 
that  which  I  have  committed  unto 
him  against  that  day?"  Do  you  know 
your  Shepherd?  If  you  do,  you'll  love 
Him  and  you'll  want  to  always  be 
close  to  Him  in  vour  daily  pilgrimage. 

I  heard  of  a  traveler  in  the  land  of 
Palestine  tell  how  one  day  he  came 
upon  a  flock  of  sheep  with  the  shep- 
herd. He  asked  the  names  of  some 
of  the  sheep  and  then  called  them. 
At  the  sound  of  their  names  thev 
looked  up  and  then  went  back  to  their 
grazing.  Then  this  traveler  asked  the 
shepherd  to  call  them  bv  name  and 
when  he  did— yes,  you  guessed  it— 
thev  came  one  bv  one  running  to 
the  shepherd's  side. 

Jesus  said:  "I  am  the  good  shep- 
herd ...  I  know  mv  sheep  .  .  .  they 
know  me."  Wonderful,  isn't  it?  Don't 
vou  wish  He  had  stopped  right  there? 
Well— many  of  you  who  claim  to  be 
the  sheep  of  His  pasture  are  living 
as  if  He  had  stopped  there! 

But  listen  to  this:  "I  am  the  good 
shepherd  and  know  my  sheep  .   .   . 


my  sheep  hear  my  voice  .  .  .  and 
they  follow  me:  and  I  give  unto  them 
eternal  life;  and  they  shall  never 
perish,  neither  shall  any  man  pluck 
them  out  of  mv  Father's  hand."  Now 
you  want  this  gift  of  "eternal  life," 
don't  you?  How  do  vou  get  it?  Bv 
quitting  your  bad  habits  and  treating 
your  neighbor  decently?  You  ought  to 
do  these  things  anyway,  but  they  are 
not  the  way  to  life  eternal,  jesus 
said,  "My  sheep  follow  me."  Are 
you  following  Jesus  like  Peter  the 
night  of  his  Lord's  betrayal  and  ar- 
rest—"alar  off"?  (  )i  like  John,  the 
last  disciple  at  the  cross,  into  whose 
care  Christ  committed  His  mother, 
and  the  first  disciple  at  the  empty 
tomb  three  days  later?  No  wonder 
our  Lord  committed  to  the  Apostle 
John  His  last  recorded  words  as  found 
in  The  Revelaton  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Are  you  following  Jesus  or  some 
human  philosophy?  Are  you  follow- 
ing the  Good  Shepherd  who  laid 
down  His  life  for  the  sheep?  Are  you 
identified  with  Jesus  and  that  blood- 
stained cross?  "Whosoever  will  come 
after  me,  let  him  deny  himself,  and 
take  up  his  cross,  and  follow  me." 
Again  listen  to  His  words:  "Follow 
me,  and  I  will  make  you  fishers  of 
men  ...  If  ye  love  me,  keep  my  com- 
mandments. 

His  sheep  are  blood-brought;  are 
you  a  member  of  His  Hock?

EDITORIALS

PRAYERS  THAT  ARE  SELDOM   PRAYED 


"Pray  Ye  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest" 

Several  years  ago,  in  a  home-mission  board  meeting, 
we  were  discussing  the  tremendous  need  for  men  to 
enter  the  ministry  as  pastors.  Suddenly  one  of  the 
board  members  burst  into  tears.  When  he  was  able  to 
control   himself,   he  said:    "Men,   in   more   than    twenty 

years  that  I  was  a  member  of  the church,  not 

one  young  man  from  that  church  entered  the  Chris- 
tian ministry.  That  is  a  tragedy.  I  wonder  why  that 
church  existed."  Since  then  my  heart  has  ached  many 
times  as  I  have  seen  so  many  of  the  very  finest  young  men 
in  The  Brethren  Church,  go  into  secular  vocations.  I 
have  wondered  whether  many  of  us  have  failed  the  Lord 
and  them  somewhere  along  the  line.  Many  of  these 
young  men  have  natural  abilities  that  would  qualify 
them  to  "desire  the  office  of  a  bishop"  (I  Tim.  3:1). 
"Why  do  they  not  seek  to  enter  the  ministry,"  I  asked. 
Then,  one  dav  as  I  was  reading  my  Bible,  the  Lord 
opened  my  eyes  to  something  in  a  familiar  passage  of 
Scripture  that  I  had  read  many  rimes.  Yet  I  had  never 
really  observed  before  the  force  of  Christ's  words:  "The 
harvest  truly  is  plenteous,  but  the  labourers  are  few; 
pray  ye  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth 
labourers  into  his  harvest"  (Matt.  9:37-38).  As  a  pastor, 
I  had  prayed  for  my  young  people,  but  I  had  never 
praved  this  prayer! 

Christian,  are  you  concerned  when  months,  or  even 
years  pass  by  in  your  church  without  any  of  your  young 
men  desiring  to  enter  the  ministry?  Perhaps  you,  too, 
should  reflect  a  bit  upon  your  own  prayer  life.  You  have 
prayed  for  the  missionaries;  you  have  prayed  for  those 
to  whom  they  have  gone.  You  have  prayed  for  your  pas- 
tor; you  have  prayed  for  those  to  whom  he  is  ministering. 
But,  be  honest  now:  how  much  time  have  you  spent  in 
praying  "the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will  send 
forth  labourers  into  his  harvest"? 

There  is  a  greater  need  for  capable  young  men  to 
enter  the  seminary  and  prepare  for  the  ministry  than 
ever  before.  Let  us  not  neglect  our  voung  men  by  fail- 
ing to  ask  God  to  lav  His  hand  upon  them  and  send 
them  forth  into  His  harvest. 

"Prayers  for  All  That  Are  in  Authority" 

Several  months  ago,  when  the  Russian  dictator  was 
swaggering  about  as  he  made  his  first  visit  to  America, 
a  startling  editorial  appeared  in  a  prominent  news 
magazine.  It  was  entitled,  "Prayers  for  Krushchev."  The 


editor,  David  Lawrence,  had  this  to  say:  "We  have  just 
seen  at  close  range  the  dictator  of  a  huge  empire  who, 
forsaking  the  things  of  the  Spirit,  glorifies  materialism 
.  .  .  The  whole  world  today  lives  amid  the  terrors  spread 
by  the  ruler  of  the  Soviet  empire.  As  did  Napoleon  and 
Hitler,  another  follower  of  Satan  ignores  the  precepts 
of  a  God-given  Gospel  and  seeks  more  and  more  power 
over  vast  numbers  of  men,  women,  and  children  in  other 
lands.  .  .  .  Nikita  Krushchev  must  some  day  face  his 
Maker.  How  long  beforehand  will  the  Soviet  tyrant 
come  to  see  that  communism,  in  disregarding  human 
liberty  and  rejecting  God's  Word,  faces  the  same  pun- 
ishment as  was  visited  upon  the  people  of  Sodom  and 
Gomorrah  who,  too,  spurned  God?"  Mr.  Lawrence  then 
reminds  us  that  tyranny,  by  its  very  nature,  cannot  al- 
ways endure,  "for  it  brings  to  bear  eventually  the 
strongest  force  known  to  us  all— moral  force."  Then  he 
adds:  "It  is  a  force  that  can  prompt  us  to  pray  to  God 
to  instill  in  the  Soviet  ruler  an  abiding  faith  in  His 
power." 

Now,  the  Scriptural  admonition  is  clear:  "I  exhort 
therefore,  that,  first  of  all,  supplications,  prayers,  inter- 
cessions, and  giving  of  thanks,  be  made  for  all  men; 
for  kings,  and  for  all  that  are  in  authority"  (I  Tim.  2: 
1-2).  Yet,  we  are  startled  when  someone  suggests  that 
we  should  pray  for  a  ruler  who  gives  vent  to  tempers 
of  anger  and  whose  hands  drip  with  the  blood  of  thou- 
sands whom  he  has  slaughtered.  Our  indignation  rises  to 
new  heights  each  time  we  read  or  hear  of  his  ribald 
acts.  But,  how  many  of  us  have  ever  prayed  for  him? 
How  many  of  us  pray  regularly,  even,  for  our  President 
and  others  in  places  of  authority  in  our  own  country. 

There  are  two  good  reasons  why  such  prayer  "is  good 
and  acceptable  in  the  sight  of  God  our  Saviour"  (v.  3). 
The  first  pertains  to  our  own  welfare,  "that  we  may  lead 
a  quiet  and  peaceable  life  in  all  godliness  and  honesty" 
(v.  2).  The  second  is  an  underlying  knowledge  that  we 
have  a  great  God  "who  will  have  all  men  to  be  saved,  and 
to  come  unto  the  knowledge  of  the  truth"  (v.  4).  Is  the 
idea  of  such  prayer  repulsive  to  you?  Let  us  never 
lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  the  Lord  "is  not  willing  that 
any  should  perish,  but  that  all  should  come  to  repentance" 
(II  Pet.  3:9),  and  that  our  God  can  "save  them  to  the 
uttermost  that  come  unto  God  by  him"  (Heb.  7:25).  He 
can  therefore  save  a  blaspheming  tyrant  such  as  Krush- 
chev. Can  it  be  that  the  man  came  to  this  awful  condition 
because  no  man  cared  enough  for  his  soul  to  pray  for 
him? 
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In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Bible  speaks  so  clearly  on 
the  subject  of  the  creation  of  Adam  and  Eve,  there 
are  an  increasing  number  of  "evangelical''  scholars  todav 
who  are  surrendering  to  the  evolutionary  theory  of  man's 
origin.  During  the  past  year  two  books  have  appeared 
which  advocate  the  viewpoint  that  Adam's  body  was 
simplv  that  of  some  animal  that  had  been  evolved  through 
millions  of  years  of  gradual  changes  until  God  put  within 
it  an  eternal  soul. 

The  first  book,  Evolution  and  Christian  Thought  To- 
day, is  edited  by  Dr.  Russell  L.  Mixter,  professor  of 
Zoology  at  Wheaton  College,  and  contains  the  following 
statement  by  Cordelia  Erdman  Barber  (who  taught  geo- 
logy at  Wheaton  College  from  1949  to  1954):  "There  are 
strong  hints  in  the  [Genesis]  account  that  God's  creative 
activity  was  a  process  involving  time  and  materials.  In 
the  case  of  man,  this  is  definitely  indicated,  but  literal 
translation  also  points  to  it  in  the  other  phases  of  crea- 
tion" (p.  151).  In  the  same  volume,  Walter  R.  Hearn  and 
Richard  A.  Hendry  conclude:  "The  authors  of  this 
chapter  consider  the  expressions  in  Scripture  regarding 
the  creation  of  life  to  be  sufficiently  figurative  to  imply 
little  or  no  limitation  on  possible  mechanisms"  (p.  69). 

In  The  Case  For  Orthodox  Theology,  Dr.  Edward  John 
Carnell,  professor  of  Apologetics  at  Fuller  Theological 
Seminary,  states:  "Since  orthodoxy  has  given  up  the 
literal-day  theory  out  of  respect  for  geology,  it  would 
certainly  forfeit  no  principle  if  it  gave  up  the  im- 
mediate-creation theory  out  of  respect  for  paleontology. 
The  two  seem  to  be  quite  parallel  ...  If  God  was  pleased 
to  breathe  His  image  into  a  creature  that  had  previously 
come  from  the  dust,  so  be  it"  (p.  95). 

God's  Word  on  Man's  Creation 

In  opposition  to  the  theories  of  modern  thinkers,  the 
Scriptures  speak  plainly  of  the  instantaneous,  non- 
evolutionary  creation  of  Adam  and  Eve  bv  God.  The 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  stated  that  "he  who  made  them 
from  the  beginning  made  them  male  and  female"  (Matt. 
19:4,  cf.  Gen.  1:27).  But  would  not  supposed  animal 
ancestors  have  been  male  and  female  already?  Secondly, 
Genesis  2:21-23  clearly  indicates  that  Eve  came  out  of 
Adam  and  not  from  the  animal  kingdom  bv  some  evolu- 
tionary  process.  This  is  confirmed  by  the  Apostle  Paul: 
"The  man  is  not  of  the  woman;  but  the  woman  of  the 
■man"  (I  Cor.  11:8).  If  Eve  received  her  body  in  this 
purely  supernatural  way,  why  should  anyone  postulate  an 
evolutionary  development  for  Adam's  body?  Such  a  view 
would  be  completely  inconsistent.  In  the  third  place,  the 
Bible  teaches  that  Adam's  body  was  made  "out  of  the 
dust  of  the  ground"  (Gen.  2:7),  not  out  of  the  body  of 
some  animal.  The  term  "dust"  here  obviously  cannot  re- 
fer to  animal  ancestry,  for  in  Genesis  3:19  God  said:  "Dust 
thou  art,  and  unto  dust  shalt  thou  return."  This  cannot 
mean  that  man  shall  return  to  his  former  animal  state! 

There  are  two  additional  arguments  from  Scripture 
that  make  the  theory  of  human  evolution  untenable.  The 
Apostle  Paul  stated  that  "there  is  one  kind  of  flesh 
of  men,"  and  "another  flesh  of  beasts"  (I  Cor.  15:39). 
How  could  this  be  true  if  Adam's  body  came  from  the 
animal   kingdom?   Finally,    the   phrase   "man    became   a 
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living  soul"  (Gen.  2:7)  cannot  permit  the  idea  of  an 
evolutionary  development  of  Adam's  body.  The  Hebrew 
phrase  "living  soul"  is  translated  "living  creature"  in 
Genesis  1:21,  and  24,  thus  demonstrating  that  Adam 
could  not  have  been  a  "living  creature"  (an  animal) 
before  he  "became  a  living  soul"  (a  human  being). 

In  conclusion,  Christians  must  insist  upon  the  essen- 
tial unity  and  the  supernatural,  non-evolutionary  crea- 
tion of  the  human  race.  Otherwise,  there  could  be  no 
such  thing  as  human  sin  or  eternal  salvation  through  the 
blood  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord  (Rom.  6:23,  Heb.  2:9,  14). 
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A     WALK     AROUND 
OLD1.  JERUSALEM 


i 
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I  lu'  Mount  ill  (  )livcs  is  -in  c\ 
cellent  place  from  which  to  get  one's 
first  view  of  the  citv  as  a  whole  as 
it  relates  to  its  environs.  When  we 
left  the  American  School  from  its 
position  to  the  north  of  the  Old  City, 
we  climbed  the  Mount  of  Olives  to 
the  east  by  way  of  the  new  road  that 
leads  past  the  Augusta  Victoria  hos- 
pital. We  walked  laterally  along  the 
summit,  coming  to  the  site  which 
tradition  marks  as  the  place  of  our 
Lord's  ascension.  Without  crediting 
too  seriously  much  of  the  current  tra- 
dition, we  know  that  we  are  in  the 
area  where  our  Lord  spent  sacred 
hours  with  Llis  disciples  before  His 
ascent  to  elorv,  and  that  our  feet 
tread  where  His  have  trod. 

The  view  from  this  vantage  point 
is  spectacular.  To  the  east,  portions  of 
the  Dead  Sea  are  visible  beyond 
stretches  of  barren  Judean  wilder- 
ness. Closer  to  hand  is  Bcthphage, 
and  Bethany  is  quite  close  though 
mostly  hidden  from  view.  Southward 
can  be  seen  the  tortuously  twisting 
road  to  Bethlehem.  Bethlehem  itself 
is  not  visible,  but  beyond  it  the  moun- 
tain of  the  Herodium  juts  up  like  a 
sentinel.  Nordiward  lies  the  now 
abandoned  Hebrew  university  and 
Lladassah  hospital,  guarded  but  un- 
used under  the  terms  of  the  armistice. 
To  the  northwest,  the  loftv  eminence 
of  Nebi  Samwil  appears  in  splendid 
isolation,  emphasizing  its  claim  to  be 
the  disputed  site  of  ancient  Mizpah. 

Our  attention  soon  comes  to  center 
directly  westward  upon  the  walled 
city  of  old  Jerusalem.  What  a  stir- 
ring sight  il  is,  and  as  we  stand  and 
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oaze  our  minds  beoin  to  turn  the 
pages  of  sacred  history.  Presently  we 
begin  to  pick  out  single  objects  of 
interest.  Most  prominent  is  the  Tem- 
ple area,  dominating  the  terrace  at 
the  southeast  corner  of  the  wall. 
Within  its  precincts  is  the  mosque  of 
the  Dome  of  the  Rock— the  second 
most  holv  place  in  the  affections  of 
the  Muslim  world.  Its  dome  is  cur- 
rently being  refurbished  with  a  new 
metallic  surface  of  gold  color,  and 
the  entire  structure  is  being  renovated 
inside  and  out.  Although  the  Temple 
area  has  for  centuries  been  main- 
tained as  a  Muslim  holy  place,  the 
site  is  also  sacred  to  Christians  and 
Jews  as  the  former  location  of  the 
Solomonic,  Post-exilic,  and  Herodian 
temples.  The  eve  also  singles  out 
from  among  other  prominent  features 
the  Antonia  and  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Sepulchre. 

Between  the  Mount  of  Olives  and 


the  city  runs  the  Brook  Kidron,  to 
which  we  now  descend  in  order  to  fol- 
low its  course  southward.  On  the 
way  down  the  mountainside  lies  a 
beautiful  garden  which  the  Latin 
church  has  memorialized  as  the  Gar- 
den of  Gethsemane.  Within  the  gar- 
den are  a  number  of  olive  trees  whose 
large  and  gnarled  trunks  testify  to 
considerable  age,  though  they  cer- 
tainly do  not  go  back  to  the  first 
century.  Nonetheless,  it  was  doubt- 
less amid  such  trees  and  in  the  same 
vicinity  that  our  Lord  agonized  for 
you  and  me. 

We  continued  down  the  slope  and 
reached  the  floor  of  the  valley;  then 
turned  southward  alono  its  course. 
We  passed  the  so-called  tombs  of 
Absalom,  James,  and  Zechariah,  and 
presently  arrived  at  the  spring  of 
Gihon,  which  lies  at  the  bottom  of 
the  hill  upon  which  the  original  I 
Jebusite  citv  of  Jerusalem  was  built.   |

There  was  once  a  nearly  vertical 
shaft  which  led  from  the  outlet  of  this 
spring  upward  through  the  hill  to 
within  the  citv  wall.  It  was  probably 
up  this  shaft  that  Joab  clambered 
to  take  the  city  for  David.  Some 
centuries  later  Kino  Hezekiah's  enoi- 
neers  cut  a  tunnel  from  this  spring 
which  sloped  more  gradually  down 
grade  and  ran  through  the  hill  itself 
to  emerge  on  the  other  side  into  the 
mouth  of  the  Tvropean  valley.  The 
water  from  the  spring  was  thereby 
channeled  through  the  tunnel  to  col- 
lect at  the  other  end  in  the  pool  of 
Siloam.  Pilgrims  of  today  if  equipped 
with  flashlights  and  the  proper  foot- 
wear can  grope  their  way  through  the 
tunnel  from  the  spring  to  the  pool; 
or  they  may  simply  walk  on  down 
the  Kidron  valley  to  where  the  Tyro- 
pean  valley  joins  it,  and  come  upon 
the  pool  of  Siloam  there.  Hezekiah's 
motive  in  tunneling  the  water  awav 
from  the  spring  source  to  collect  at 
the  pool  was  in  order  to  provide  a 
convenient  supply  of  water  within  the 
walls  of  his  city. 

Upon  leaving  the  pool  of  Siloam 
we  mav  walk  up  the  Tvropean  valley, 
now  nearly  filled  in  with  the  accumu- 
lating debris,  to  enter  into  the  present 
walled  citv  on  the  south  side.  In 
doing  so  we  have  walked  along,  both 
sides  of  the  long  spur  called  the  hill 
of  Ophel,  which  was  the  original  site 
of  Jerusalem,  and  the  city  of  David. 
Today  it  is  left  outside  the  walls,  and 
as  one  looks  down  upon  it  from  the 
south  wall  he  sees  mostly  gardens 
with  a  few  scattered  dwellings.  The 
fact  makes  one  realize  that  the  name 
Zion  has  moved  about  from  location 
to  location  in  the  long  history  of  Jeru- 
salem. Today  the  name  signifies  a 
different  hill. 

Our  entrance  into  the  walled  citv 
on  the  south  side  brings  us  close  to 
the  Temple  area,  called  bv  the  Mus- 
lims the  Haram.  We  may  enter  to  get 
a  closer  look  at  the  mosques  within 
the  enclosure,  and  also,  if  pre-ar- 
ranged, we  may  descend  below  the 
terrace  level  at  the  southeast  corner 
to  inspect  an  area  which  has  been 
identified  by  some  as  Solomon's 
stables.  The  outside  face  of  the  west 
wall  of  the  Haram  area  became 
known  as  the  Jewish  wailing  wall 
because  in  by-gone  days  this  spot  was 
as  close  as  the  Jews  might  come  to 
the   place   where   the   Temple    once 
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The  pavement  excavated  beneath  the  Sisters  of  Zion  Convent  in  Jerusalem,  and  probably  the 
Pavement  upon  which  Pilate  set  his  judgment  seat  (John  19:13).  The  stones  were 
scored  deeply  to  give  grippage  to  the  feet  of  the  horses  that  dragged  the  Roman  chariots 
through    the    area. 


stood— there  they  came  to  mourn  the 
loss  of  the  place  so  sacred  to  them 
and  so  central  to  their  history.  Today 
there  are  no  Jews  at  the  wailing  wall, 
for  the  entire  old  city  is  in  the  hands 
of  the  Jordanian  Arabs,  and  with  a 
state  of  war  existing,  Jews  are  quite 
naturally  excluded. 

As  we  continue  in  a  northward 
course  through  the  city,  we  postpone 
our  interest  in  the  fascinating  little 
shops  along  the  way  until  another 
day,  and  come  to  a  street  which  marks 
the  northern  boundary  of  the  Temple 
area.  In  the  days  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
this  was  the  northern  boundary  of  the 
walled  city,  but  the  present  wall,  built 
in  the  middle  ages,  is  some  distance  to 
the  north.  At  the  northwest  corner  of 


the  Temple  area  there  are  remains  of 
what  was  once  the  Antonia,  a  fortress 
built  by  Herod  the  Great  and  named 
in  honor  of  his  friend  Mark  Anthony. 
It  is  at  this  point  that  the  tourist  is 
shown  the  Ecce  Homo  arch,  and  told 
that  Jesus  stood  upon  this  arch  when 
Pilate  brought  Him  forth  to  display 
to  the  multitude.  Actually,  the  Ecce 
Homo  arch,  so-called,  was  construct- 
ed by  I  ladrian  sometime  after  A.D. 
135,  and  so  played  no  part  in  the 
Passion.  However,  a  portion  of  the 
area  on  which  the  Antonia  stood  is 
now  covered  bv  the  convent  of  the 
Sisters  of  Zion,  and  as  we  enter  there, 
a  sister  kindly  directs  us  to  excava-

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In  a  previous  article  we  considered 
some  of  the  things  a  congregation 
has  a  right  to  expect  of  its  pastor, 
things  relating  to  the  preaching  of 
the  Gospel,  to  his  work  as  a  shepherd, 
to  his  own  personal  life  and  habits, 
to  his  position  as  a  steward  of  God, 
et  cetera.  In  this  article  we  will  con- 
sider some  of  the  things  the  pastor 
has  a  right  to  expect  of  his  member- 
ship. No  pastor  can  do  his  best 
without  the  cooperation  of  his  mem- 
bers. Neither  can  a  church  perform 
its  best  ministry  without  cooperation 
with    its   pastor. 

The  pastor  and  the  congregation 
have  many  things  in  common.  Thev 
have  like  responsibilities.  They  serve 
the  same  Lord  and  are  members  of 


the  same  mystical  body.  Both  one  day 
shall  give  account  of  their  steward- 
ship  at  the  judgment  seat  of  Christ. 
These  truths  argue  strongly  for  com- 
plete harmony  between  pastor  and 
congregation  as  they  labor  together 
in  the  church. 

In  dealing  with  some  of  the  things 
the  pastor  has  a  right  to  expect  of  his 
congregation,  let  me  call  attention 
to  several  verses  in  the  first  part  of 
the  first  chapter  of  Philippians,  which 
definitely  pertains  to  anv  congrega- 
tion. Paul  and  Timothv  were  writ- 
ing "to  all  the  saints  in  Christ  Jesus" 
at  Philippi  (1:1)  and  by  extension  to 
any  group  of  God's  people.  In  the 
following  verses  are  some  definite 
responsibilities  belonging  to  anv 
church. 

First 

The  pastor  has  a  right  to  expect  a 
growth  in  Christian  experience  on 
the  part  of  his  congregation.  Paul 
was  "confident  of  this  very  thing, 
that  he  which  hath  begun  a  good 
work  in  you  will  perform  it  until 
the  day  of  Jesus  Christ"  (v.  6).  In 
other  words,  he  expected  to  see  evi- 
dences of  growth  in  spiritual  life 
on  the  part  of  God's  children.  They 
should  not  always  be  babes  feeding 
on  the  bottle  of  immaturity. 

Growth  is  the  normal  experience 
for  the  Christian  even  as  it  is  for  the 
new-born  infant.  "But  grow  in  grace, 
and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ"  (II  Pet.  3:18). 
This  is  God's  expectation.  Unless  His 
children  permit  things  to  come  into 
their  lives  that  cause  spiritual  disease 
or  fail  to  partake  of  proper  spiritual 
food  there  will  be  growth.  These  two 
things  inhibit  spiritual  growth,  and 
it  is  the  believer's  fault  if  they  are 
present  to  stunt  development  in  the 
things  of  God.  When  a  pastor  faith- 
fully proclaims  God's  Word,  he  has 
a  right  to  expect  that  his  members  will 
apply  it  to  their  lives  and  thus  become 
separated  from  the  diseases  of  the 
soul  which  deform  and  retard  spiritual 
growth.  He  also  has  reason  to  expect 
that  thev  will  feed  upon  the  heav- 
enly manna  which  will  enable  the  be- 
liever to  develop  into  spiritual  ma- 
turity. 

Second 

The  pastor  has  a  right  to  expect 
that  the  critical  spirit  will   be  kept 


in  abeyance.  Paul  prayed  on  behalf 
of  the  Philippians  that  "your  love 
may  abound  yet  more  and  more  in 
knowledge  and  in  all  judgment"  (v. 
9).  From  this  we  gather  that  if  there 
is  to  be  judgment  or  criticism  of  fel- 
low members  in  the  church,  it  should 
be  done  in  love  and  with  a  con- 
structive purpose.  How  quick  some 
folks  are  to  judge  the  motives  of  others 
when  they  act  a  bit  out  of  the  ordi- 
nary! Ofttimes  these  snap  judgments 
are  wrong  and  cause  serious  injury. 
Experiences  like  these  have  come 
close  to  most  of  us  at  times,  hence 
the  need  for  Paul's  prayer  for  the 
church. 

Need  it  be  said  that  there  ought 
to  be  fair  judgment  with  respect  to 
the  pastor?  I  once  heard  of  a  church 
member  who  carried  with  him  a  note- 
book in  which  he  kept  a  list  of  mis- 
takes of  his  pastor!  Of  course,  there 
is  always  room  for  helpful,  construc- 
tive criticism.  But  there  is  no  room  for 
faultfinding,  censorious,  heart-burn- 
ing criticisms.  Thev  belittle  the  one 
guilty  of  them,  injure  the  one  toward 
whom  thev  are  directed,  and  hurt  the 
testimony  of  the  church,  for  to  a  large 
extent  the  pastor  represents  the  con- 
gregation in  the  community. 

One  wonders  how  manv  slanderous 
criticisms,  how  much  gossip  and  in- 
jurious talk  would  actually  be  ex- 
pressed if  love  really  controlled  the 
heart.  Yet  this  is  the  ideal  the  Apostle 
sets  before  us. 

Third 

The  pastor  has  a  right  to  expect  an 
approval  on  the  part  of  his  con- 
gregation of  all  things  that  promote 
God's  cause.  Paul  prayed  that  the 
church  might  approve  all  things  that 
are  excellent  (v.  10).  The  verb  used 
by  the  Apostle  was  also  used  with 
reference  to  the  assaying  or  testing 
of  metals.  It  needs  to  be  known 
whether  the  ore  is  good  or  worthless. 
And  so  members  of  the  church  ought 
readily  to  distinguish  between  the 
things  which  will  forward  God's  work 
and  those  which  will  not.  Together 
pastor  and  membership  ought  to  ap- 
prove of  every  worthy  enterprise. 

The  pastor  may  thus  expect  that 
the  laymen  will  possess  a  deep  con- 
sciousness of  their  personal  responsi- 
bility to  God.  Responsibility  is  not  all 
on  the  side  of  the  preacher.  It  is 
a  tragedy  when  the  pastor  is  expected 
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to  carry  the  whole  load.  It  is  equally 
tragic  when  the  congregation  has  to 
urge  the  pastor  to  bear  his  responsi- 
bility. A  vital  cooperation  is  the  ideal. 
The  pastor  should  be  able  to  count 
on  his  members  to  support  the  var- 
ious departments  of  the  local  church. 
He  also  has  the  right  to  expect  them 
to  support  the  program  of  the  de- 
nomination as  a  whole  with  its  mis- 
sionary enterprises,  its  educational  in- 
stitutions, its  publication  interests, 
et  cetera.  He  has  a  right  to  expect 
that  they  will  be  fair  in  the  financial 
support  of  the  Lord's  work.  In  short, 
he  has  a  right  to  expect  that  they 
will  put  the  work  of  the  church  "on 
the  preferred  list."  In  no  other  way 
can  the  members  of  the  church  show 
themselves  worthy  stewards  of  God. 

Fourth 

The  pastor  has  a  right  to  expect 
sincerity  in  the  life  of  his  members. 
This  we  gather  from  the  text  wherein 
the  Apostle  prays  that  the  church 
"may  be  sincere  and  without  offence 
till  the  day  of  Christ"  (v.  10).  The 
word  sincere  comes  from  two  Greek 
words  which  taken  together  mean  to 
judge  by  sunlight,  as  when  the  pur- 
ity of  a  jar  of  honey  is  judged  by  hold- 
ing it  up  to  the  light.  It  carries  the 
idea  of  being  pure  and  unsullied,  free 
from  offence.  Sincerity  is  the  op- 
posite of  hypocrisy,  affectation,  de- 
ceitfulness,  dishonesty.  The  Christian 
is  expected  to  be  separated  from  all 
uncleanness.  He  is  to  be  a  radiant 
example  of  the  faith,  not  a  mere  pro- 
fessor of  it.  He  ought  to  be  separated 
unto  the  things  of  God  in  fullest 
measure. 

The  sincerity  of  one's  profession 
will  be  manifest  bv  a  consistent  daily 
walk  with  God  and  a  constant  interest 
in  and  support  of  the  things  of  God. 
Such  a  one  will  indeed  reckon  him- 
self as  dead  unto  sin  and  alive  unto 
God.  It  will  be  perfectly  evident  he 
has  experienced  the  transforming 
power  of  God.  Because  of  the  means 
of  grace  which  the  church  provides, 
the  pastor  has  a  right  to  expect  sin- 
cerity of  deportment  on  the  part  of  his 
membership.  This  will  include  faith- 
ful attendance  at  the  services  of  God's 
house.  Folk  cannot  minimize  the 
services  of  the  church  and  maintain 
their  sincerity.  Many  church  mem- 
bers today  are  manifesting  their  in- 
sincerity at  this  point. 


Fifth 

The  pastor  has  a  right  to  expect 
that  his  members  will  make  a  prac- 
tical application  of  the  Gospel  to 
their  daily  living.  Paul  expresses  the 
ideal  that  the  church  shall  be  "filled 
with  the  fruits  of  righteousness"  (v. 
11).  The  inwrought  righteous  life  of 
the  believer  ought  to  be  expressed 
in  righteous  living  before  the  world. 
This  is  the  principal  thing  for  which 
a  pastor  labors.  He  rejoices  every 
time  he  sees  the  Christian  graces 
exemplified  in  his  members.  His  heart 
is  saddened  when  he  sees  failure  at 
this  point.  God  has  supplied  the 
means  whereby  His  children  can  have 
victory  in  their  lives,  and  He  ex- 
pects no  less  than   this  from  them. 


Thus  the  pastor  expects  a  stand- 
ard of  life  and  conduct  from  his 
members  much  higher  than  can  be 
expected  from  those  of  the  world  who 
know  no  Christ  and  have  no  church 
affiliation.  He  looks  for  the  luscious 
ripe  grapes  of  love,  joy,  peace,  good- 
ness, longsuffering,  unselfishness, 
sympathy,  and  loyalty  on  the  vine 
of  their  lives.  Are  they  there? 

In  the  foregoing  paragraphs  we 
have  mentioned  a  few  of  the  things 

o 

the  pastor  expects  to  see  in  his  mem- 
bership. When  he  sees  them  he  re- 
joices and  takes  courage,  for  he  knows 
that  the  Word  of  God  is  having  its 
effect  and  folks  are  maturing  in  the 
knowledge  and  likeness  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.

tions  below  the  convent  which  dis- 
play objects  that  have  a  far  greater 
claim  to  authenticity.  There  one  sees 
a  beautifully  worked  and  well  pre- 
served Roman  pavement,  which  may 
well  be  the  pavement  upon  which 
Pilate  set  his  judgment  seat,  called 
in  the  Greek  Lithostroton,  but  in  the 
Aramaic,  Gabbatha'  (John  19:13). 
Upon  the  stones  of  this  pavement  are 
scratched  the  figures  used  for  games 
at  which  the  Roman  soldiers  whiled 
away  their  leisure  time.  One  such  set 
of  figures  seems  to  have  been  de- 
signed for  the  game  basilikos  (royal), 
and  perhaps  it  was  at  this  point  that 
the  Roman  soldiers  mockingly  crown- 
ed our  Lord  with  thorns. 

The  via  dolorosa  or  way  of  the  cross 
naturally  begins  adjacent  to  this  place. 
If  we  are  given  to  ceremony,  we  can 
plan  to  arrive  at  this  point  on  a  Fri- 
day afternoon  and  follow  the  Fran- 
ciscan monks  as  they  make  their  way 
from  station  to  station  according  to 
their  tradition.  We  may  prefer  rather 
to  go  quietly  and  alone  ignoring 
those  parts  of  the  tradition  which  do 
not  have  Biblical  support.  At  a  point 
close  to  the  end  of  this  journey  the 
way  passes  by  (or  rather,  over)  the 
remains  of  the  second  wall,  which 
marked  the  boundary  of  the  city  on 
the  northwest  at  the  time  of  the  cru- 
cifixion.   Close    upon    passing    this 


boundary  (but  now  well  within  the 
city)  we  arrive  at  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Sepulchre,  a  large  edifice  which 
covers  the  traditional  sites  of  both 
the  crucifixion  and  the  entombment 
of  Christ.  To  be  sure,  both  of  these 
sites  are  disguized  almost  beyond 
recognition  by  an  overlay  of  marble, 
metal  and  trinkets,  but  some  natural 
features  can  be  discovered. 

The  present  writer  is  of  the  dis- 
position to  accept  the  tradition  which 
locates  Calvary  and  the  resurrection 
tomb  at  this  place.  I  may  very  well 
deplore  many  of  the  things  that  go 
on  there,  and  some  of  the  objects 
exhibited  are  no  doubt  unhistorical, 
but  the  identification  of  the  site  it- 
self seems  to  rest  on  sound  archeo- 
logical  evidence.  A  rival  location 
north  of  the  city  called  "Gordon's 
Calvary"  or  the  "Garden  Tomb"  does 
not  appear  to  have  this  support.  How- 
ever, it  is  about  the  loveliest  place  in 
Jerusalem  to  go  for  meditation  and 
prayer,  and  it  does  display  a  first  cen- 
tury tomb  that  must  be  similar  to 
what  our  Lord  employed  in  a  more 
simple  and  natural  environment. 

At  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Sepul- 
chre we  conclude  our  walk  in  and 
about  the  old  city  of  Jerusalem,  hav- 
ing spent  the  day  and  taxed  our 
energies.  Many  fascinating  days  of 
probing  about  in  this  history-laden 
city  await  us,  but  we  have  made  our 
first  acquaintance  with  the  ancient 
city,  and  we  have  stood  on  hoi; 
ground.

Editor's  note — Arthur  Gordon  attended  Grace  College  for 
two  years,  after  which  he  enrolled  in  Grace  Seminary,  grad- 
uating in  1954.

Class  of  1954 


How  many  times  have  you  heard 
the  expression:  "I  like  our  pastor, 
but  .  .  ."?  I  wonder  how  many  min- 
istries have  been  hindered  by  this 
expression.  "I  like  our  pastor,  BUT 
he  lacks  tact  in  dealing  with  people." 
"I  like  our  pastor,  BUT  he  does  not 
have  a  glowing  personality."  "I  like 
our  pastor,  BUT  he  does  not  visit 
enough."  "I  like  our  pastor,  BL7T  his 
speaking  voice  is  sort  of  monotonous." 
On  and  on  we  could  go— the  list  is 
endless.  The  "buts"  are  numerous  and 
varied  when  speaking  of  pastors  and 
their  work.  When  was  the  last  time 
you  made  such  a  remark  concerning 
your  pastor? 

As  true  as  the  statement  may  be; 
nevertheless  it  should  not  be  said.  No 
good  can  come  from  such  remarks. 
Remember,  even  though  he  is  in  the 
ministry,  your  pastor  is  a  human 
being  and  subject  to  all  of  the  temp- 
tations and  shortcomings  to  which 
you  arc— possibly  even  more. 

"Yes,"  vou  say,  "but  his  short- 
comings are  hindering  the  work  in 
our  church;  souls  are  no  longer  being 
saved,  Christians  are  leaving  and  go- 
ing  elsewhere  to  church."  This  might 
very  well  be  true,  but  your  pastor 
needs  something  more  than  your  dis- 
cussion of  his  faults  with  others. 

The  need  of  every  minister  of 
Christ,  whether  missionary,  evange- 
list, teacher,  or  pastor  is  deeper  than 


the  mere  shortcomings  which  are 
obvious  on  the  exterior.  All  have  a 
deep  need  of  the  heart  which  when 
met  will  cause  his  few  faults  to  fade 
into  insignificance.  This  need  is  the 
fullness  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  his  life 
and  ministry. 

After  a  service  one  night,  Dwight 
L.  Moody  was  approached  by  two 
ladies  who  had  been  in  attendance. 
He  was  shocked,  and  somewhat  irri- 
tated when  the  women  told  him  they 
were  going  to  pray  that  he  might  be 
filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit.  At  the 
time  he  was  attracting  fairlv  large 
crowds,  with  a  few  souls  being  saved. 
Before  long,  however,  Mr.  Moody, 
too,  realized  the  need  of  the  fullness 
of  God,  the  Holy  Spirit,  in  his  min- 
istry. He  began  to  pray  with  these 
ladies  for  this  fullness.  Two  vears 
later— according  to  his  testimony— 
Moodv,  while  walking  down  a  street 
in  New  York  City,  received  the  an- 
swer to  this  prayer.  From  that  time 
forward  the  ministry  of  this  man  of 
God  was  phenomenal.  He  preached 
the  same  sermons,  in  the  same  way, 
at  the  same  places,  but  great  things 
began  to  happen.  Thousands  were 
brought  under  conviction  of  sin  and 
saved.  Other  thousands  were  strength- 
ened in  the  faith  and  emboldened  in 
witnessing. 

If  you  would  help  your  pastor  and 


your  church,  begin  earnestly  to  pray 
for  the  fullness  and  the  power  of 
God's  Spirit  in  them.  Much  more 
will  be  accomplished  bv  such  a  prayer 
than  all  the  talking  you  and  your  fel- 
low church  members  can  do.  Believe 
that  God  wants  to  bless  the  work 
and  pray  accordingly.  The  Bible  de- 
clares that  "God  ...  is  a  rewarder  of 
them  that  diligently  seek  him"  (Heb. 
11:6). 

1  am  fully  aware  that  all  Chris- 
tians do  not  agree  regarding  the  work 

o  o  o 

of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  life  of  the 
child  of  God,  but  one  thing  upon 
which  I  think  we  do  agree  is  that  we 
need  the  Holy  Spirit  with  all  His 
power  to  operate  in  and  through  us  if 
we  are  to  bear  eternal  fruit.  This 
vour  pastor  needs.  Likewise,  your 
church,  and  each  working  member  of 
vour  church.  Yes,  YOL7  also  need  this 
experience. 

Rather  than  discussing  among 
yourselves  the  faults  of  vour  pastor, 
begin  today  to  petition  God  that  the 
Holy  Spirit  might  come  in  power 
into  vour  midst.  The  command  from 
the  Bible  is:  "Be  not  drunk  with  wine 
.  .  .  but  be  filled  with  the  Spirit" 
(Eph.  5:18).  And  the  promise  follows, 
".  .  .  vour  heavenly  Father  [shall] 
give  the  Holy  Spirit  to  them  that  ask 
him"  (Luke '11:13).

TRANSFORMED 


Christian  conduct  is  not  mere  obe- 
dience to  a  code,  but  the  exhibition 
of  an  entirely  new  life.  The  Christian 
thus  differs  sharply  and  basically 
from  the  adherents  of  all  other  re- 
ligions, for  he  has  received  super- 
naturally  a  new  nature  which  pro- 
vides the  inner  dynamic  for  his  con- 
duct, rather  than  merely  possessing 
a  different  set  of  rules  to  live  bv. 
This  remarkable  fact  is  the  basis  of 
Christian  living,  and  is  indicated  in 
the  New  Testament  by  the  various 
uses  of  the  word  "transform"  (meta- 
morphoo,  which  occurs  four  times 
(Rom.  12:2;  Matt.  17:2;  Mark  9:2; 
II  Cor.  3:18). 

The  command  to  be  transformed  is 
given  in  Romans  12:2:  "Be  not  con- 
formed to  this  world,  but  be  ve 
transformed."  The  Christian  life  is 
not  a  conformity  to  some  outward 
model  which  is  foreign   to  the  new 


nature  (cf.  the  previous  study  in  this 
series  on  the  word  "conform"). 
Rather,  it  is  a  changed  life  which  is 
the  product  of  the  new  birth  within. 
The  Greek  word  metamorphoo  gives 
us  the  English  term  "metamorphosis." 
We  use  it  to  describe  the  biological 
transformation  of  the  cocoon  into  the 
butterfly,  a  transformation  produced 
by  the  life  within  the  cocoon  itself 
in  which  the  essential  form  of  the 
creature  is  finally  displayed.  Thus, 
transformation  should  be  the  normal 
experience  of  regenerated  persons. 
Only  as  this  development  is  hindered 
by  reversion  to  unspiritual  living  does 
it  fail  to  occur. 

An  illustration  of  transformation  is 
found  in  the  two  uses  of  metamor- 
phoo  in  the  Gospels.  Both  instances 
describe  Christ's  transfiguration. 
"And  [He]  was  transfigured  before 
them,  and  his  face  did  shine  as  the 
sun"  (Matt.  17:2).  ".  .  .  and  he  was 


transfigured  before  them,  and  his 
raiment  became  shining"  (Mark  9:2). 
Luke  describes  Jesus  with  slightly 
different  terms,  "the  fashion  of  his 
countenance  was  altered"  (Luke  9: 
29).  On  this  momentous  occasion,  the 
essential  nature  and  glory  of  Christ, 
which  was  veiled  during  His  min- 
istry, was  briefly  displayed  to  the 
astonished  eyes  of  three  disciples. 

The  final  appearance  of  metamor- 
phoo  in  the  New  Testament  suggests 
the  method  of  accomplishing  this 
transformation  in  the  Christian  life. 
"But  we  all  with  open  face  beholding 
as  in  a  glass  the  glory  of  the  Lord 
are  changed  into  the  same  image 
from  glory  to  glory,  even  as  by  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord"  (II  Cor.  3:18).  The 
new  nature  implanted  by  the  Spirit  of 
God  in  every  believer  manifests  itself 
in  stages,  "from  glory  to  glory."  It 
occurs  as  believers  are  enlightened  bv 
the  Holy  Spirit  in  their  understand- 
ing as  to  the  will  of  God  as  found 
in  Jesus  Christ  (cf.  Rom.  12:2).  And 
as  believers  behold  Christ  in  His 
Word,  they  assume  more  and  more  of 
His  likeness.  The  process  will  con- 
tinue until  we  see  Him  face  to  face 
(I  John  3:2).  Then  any  unattractive- 
ness  will  be  gone  forever,  and  as  the 
butterfly  emerges  from  the  nonde- 
script cocoon  never  to  return,  so  be- 
lievers shall  find  the  fulfillment  of 
all  that  is  theirs  today  in  prospect, 
but  then  in  full  experience.

Except  for  the  mild  antagonism  of 
Moslems,  Billy  Graham  has  experi- 
enced gratifying  response  to  his 
preaching  during  his  ten-week,  nine- 
country  "Safari  for  Souls"  in  Africa 
begun  Tan.  20.  At  the  start  of  the 
second  half,  however,  he  was  barred 
by  the  Sudanese  government  from 
holding  a  meeting  in  Khartoum, 
scheduled  for  March.  No  reason  was 
given,  but  members  of  the  Graham 
team  point  out  the  martial  law  is  still 
in  force  in  Sudan  and  the  meeting 
would  have  conflicted  with  observ- 
ance of  the  Moslem  holy  month  of 
Ramadan.  At  rallies  here,  Graham 
addressed  approximately  9,000  Rho- 
desians  in  a  non-segregated  audience 
—reportedly  the  largest  multi-racial 
meeting  ever  held  in  the  Central 
African  Federation.  Some  400  whites 
and  Africans  responded  at  the  close 
of  the  service  when  Evangelist  Gra- 
ham invited  his  listeners  to  make 
"decisions  for  Christ." 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  For  the 
first  time,  the  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment is  placing  slogan  cancellations 
in  use  in  13  major  post  offices  in 
a  drive  to  encourage  the  public  to  co- 
operate with  its  enforcement  cam- 
paign against  obscene  literature  in 
the  mail.  Special  dies  bearing  the  can- 
cellation slogan:  "Report  Obscene 
Mail  to  Your  Postmaster"  have  been 
sent  to  postmasters  in  the  nation's  ten 
largest  post  offices:  New  York  City, 
Chicago,  Philadelphia,  Washington, 
St.  Louis,  Los  Angeles,  Baltimore, 
Boston,  Detroit,  and  Cleveland.  The 
slogan  will  also  be  used  at  Miami, 
Fla.,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  New  Orleans, 
La.,  and  will  be  available  for  other 
post  offices,  if  postmasters  or  postal 
inspectors  request  it. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  As  de- 
bate continued  surrounding  the  Air 
Reserve   Training   Manual   with   its 
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charges  of  communism  in  the 
churches,  the  U.  S.  Air  Force  dis- 
closed that  the  author  of  the  pamph- 
let was  a  civilian  employee  who  is  a 
member  of  a  Southern  fundamen- 
talist church.  Author  of  the  text- 
book, according  to  the  Air  Force,  is 
Homer  H.  Hyde,  54,  a  technical 
writer  employed  at  Lackland  Air 
Force  Base,  San  Antonio,  Tex.  He  is 
a  choir  singer  and  active  layman  at 
Grace  Baptist  Temple  in  San  An- 
tonio. Interviewed  by  newspaper  re- 


porters, Hyde  said  that  he  asked  his 
pastor,  Dr.  Bemie  Rodgers,  if  the 
charge  was  true  that  the  Commu- 
nists had  infiltrated  the  nation's 
churches.  He  said  that  Dr.  Rodgers 
told  him  this  was  true,  and  suggested 
that  he  contacted  radio  evangelist 
Billy  James  Hargis  of  Tulsa,  Okla. 
I  largis  sent  the  Air  Force  writer  a 
number  of  documents,  including  his 

o 

own  pamphlet  accusing  the  National 
Council  and  its  leaders  of  "Treason 
to  God  and  Country."  He  also  sent 
him  a  booklet  issued  by  Circuit  Rid- 
ers, Inc.,  which  alleged  that  30  of  the 
95  scholars  who  prepared  the  Re- 
vised Standard  Version  of  the  Bible 
were  Communist-tainted.  Hyde  said 
that  he  incorporated  long  quotations 
from  the  material  in  the  manual  he 
was  drafting.  Employed  by  the  Air 
Force  for  18  years,  Hvde  defends  the 
statements  he  made  in   the  manual.

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The  Challenge  of  the 

CROSS

The  "preaching  of  the  cross"  is  an 
invitation  to  the  unconverted.  To  the 
converted  it  is  a  challenge!  We  need 
to  spend  more  time  "beneath  the 
cross  of  Jesus."  It  is  an  excellent  place 
for  meditation  and  edification!  To 
live  in  the  atmosphere  of  the  cross 
will  put  a  certain  spiritual  health  into 
one's  being  ...  a  certain  "fire"  into  a 
soul!  It  is  here  that  one  may  get  his 
directions  in  life,  and  gain  the  right 
perspective.  The  cross  is  a  place  of 
challenge! 

A  Challenge  To  Die 

When  Jesus  said,  "If  any  man  will 
come  after  me,  let  him  deny  himself, 
and  take  up  his  cross  daily,  and  fol- 
low me,"  He  had  just  spoken  of  his 
coming  death,  and  now  gives  the  in- 
vitation for  men  to  follow.  A  cross 
has  only  one  meaning— death!  We 
will  wear  crosses  on  our  clothing,  or 
about  the  neck  as  an  ornament,  but 
Jesus   wants   men    to   die   that   they 

might    live    again.    Professing   Chris- 
es O  O 

tians  are  too  much  "alive"  today.  They 
count  their  life  dear  unto  themselves. 
Self-denial  is  a  rare  experience  to- 
day. We  are  taught  to  believe  that 
only  the  easy  and  the  pleasant  is 
right.  Modern  advertising  has  given 
us  an  ease  complex,  to  the  point 
where  we  feel  that  anything  involving 
effort,  inconvenience,  unpleasantness, 
and  so  forth,  is  wrong!  Let's  stav 
around  the  cross  until  we  are  ashamed 
of  our  soft  little  ways— our  "flowery 
beds  of  ease"! 

If  we  would  truly  be  "crucified 
with  Christ"  so  that  this  verse  were  to 
become  more  than  a  nice  verse  to 
quote,  and  would  become  a  reality, 
self  would  cease  to  be  on  the  throne 
to  be  catered  to  and  pampered.  This 
hour  demands  men  dead  to  self  and 
alive  unto  God!  Open  the  Bible  my 
friend,  meditate  on  the  cross,  medi- 
tate until  you  are  challenged  to  die! 
Only  then  will  we  begin  to  live! 


A  Challenge  to  Purpose 

The  reader  of  the  Scriptures  in 
studying  the  life  of  Jesus  soon  real- 
izes that  His  whole  life  focused  upon 
the  cross.  For  "this  hour"  He  came 
into  the  world.  Everything  else  was 
incidental.  He  was  born  to  die.  This 
was  His  sole  purpose  for  coming!  He 
came  "to  give  his  life  a  ransom"— 
"to  lay  down  his  life  for  his  sheep" 
The  passages  are  many  setting  forth 
this  truth.  His  mind  was  girded  to 
one  purpose  only! 

Let  us  linger  at  the  cross!  Let  us 
consider  our  pointless  and  scattered 
minds  with  their  loose  ends  flailing 
about!  Our  minds  are  pressured  and 
pulled  by  a  thousand  things!  No 
wonder  Peter  exhorts  us  "to  gird  up 
the  loins"  of  our  minds!  Paul  said: 
"This  one  thing  I  do."  A  blunt  nail  is 
hard  to  drive.  Let  us  be  pointed!  Let 
us,  at  the  cross,  get  the  true  perspec- 
tive. As  Jesus  had  this  one  event 
ever  before  Him,  so  His  own  people 
need  to  spend  time  contemplating  the 
cross.  Like  Martha,  we  are  "cum- 
bered about  with  many  things."  Like 
Mary,  we  need  to  "choose  the  better 
part  which  shall  not  be  taken  away 
from  us."  Planned  neglect  is  the  need 
of  the  hour!  There  is  a  need  to  neg- 
lect the  secondary  for  the  primary! 
We  are  majoring  in  minors!  There 
needs  to  be  a  self-pruning  for  more 
fruitfulness! 

A  missionary  told  of  orders  to 
evacuate  all  American  citizens  from 
Seoul,  Korea.  It  was  to  be  done  with- 
in an  hour!  The  Communists  were 
at  the  gates!  American  planes  landed! 
People  were  rushing  to  the  airport! 
Men  drove  up  in  Cadillacs  and  Pack- 
ards,  jumped  out,  and  threw  the  car 
keys  to  coolies  standing  by,  escaping 
only  with  a  suitcase!  Earthly  pos- 
sessions meant  little— life  was  at  stake! 
Later,  even  the  suitcases  had  to  be 
thrown  on  a  pile  and  left  because  of 
no  room.  The  minds  of  these  men 
were  girded  with  one  word— escape! 


Here  at  the  foot  of  the  cross,  let  our 
minds  be  focused  on  true  values  and 
our  task  of  carrying  this  Gospel  by 
lip  and  life  while  it  is  day!  The  cross 
is  a  challenge  to  have  a  girded,  pur- 
poseful mind! 

A  Challenge   To  Love 

This  may  seem  a  trite  and  common 
saying,  but  how  too  often  is  this 
word  "love"  limited  within  the  con- 
fines of  the  Bible!  John  3:16  is  much 
quoted  with  emphasis  on  the  words 
"so  loved."  Let  us  not  forget  the  first 
of  John's  epistles!  Let  us  hear  the 
words  exhorting  to  love  not  "in  word 
.  .  .  but  in  deed  and  in  truth."  Again, 
we  are  afraid  of  nail  prints— love  that 
costs.  The  thirteenth  chapter  of  First 
Corinthians  needs  to  get  out  of  the 
Bible!  It  needs  to  get  into  the  actual 
experience  of  individual  Christians 
and  the  church!  Stand  at  the  foot  of 
the  cross  and  read  this  thirteenth 
chapter.  The  cross  is  only  the  begin- 
ning—we are  to  be  living  channels. 
In  the  light  of  the  cross,  and  under 
the  gaze  of  the  crucified  Christ,  let  us 
be  ashamed  of  our  un-Christlikeness 
and  here  take  up  the  challenge  to  be 
a  channel  of  love  to  a  love-hungry  and 
needy  world.  Many  cold  and  hard 
hearts,  impossible  situations,  would 
melt,  evaporate,  and  disolve  with 
love  touching  them.  There  would  be 
marked  victories  which  arguments, 
and  cold,  keen,  logic  fail  to  achieve. 

Let  us  remain  at  the  foot  of  the 
cross  till  Calvary  love  permeates, 
equips,  and  challenges  us!  Love  will 
melt  off  many  of  the  rough  spots 
which  clash,  and  irritate,  and  cause 
friction  in  church  life!  A  weary  world 
will  be  better  to  see  Christ  at  work! 

A  Challenge   To  Give 

Paul  pointed  to  the  cross  when 
he  said  that  he  wanted  to  see  the 
same  grace  in  the  Corinthian  Chris- 
tians as  was  in  the  Lord  Jesus.  "For 
your  sakes  he  became  poor,  that  ye 
through  his  poverty  might  be  rich" 
(II  Cor.  8:9).  This  was  that  grace. 
Spending  time  in  the  cross  atmos- 
phere has  a  way  of  touching  the 
heartstrings  and  loosening  the  purse 
strings!  One,  as  a  Christian,  cannot 
stay  very  long  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
cross  without  being  challenged  to 
give  liberally,  and  more  liberally. 
"Give    till    it    hurts."    Yes;    while    it 
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hurts,  and  after  it  hurts.  That  is  the 
"Jesus  way"!  That  is  the  challenge  of 
the  cross! 

A    Challenge    To   Go 

One  cannot  remain  long  at  the 
cross  in  his  thinking  without  con- 
sidering  the  distance  from  heaven 
to  the  "hill"  outside  Jerusalem.  Dis- 
tance, not  only  to  be  measured  in 
miles,  whatever  they  might  be,  but 
distance  measured  in  depths  of  hu- 
mility. "He  humbled  himself,  and 
became  obedient  unto  death,  even 
the  death  of  the  cross."  What  majes- 
tic hymns  have  been  written  con- 
cerning this!  What  gems  of  Scripture 
slow  with  this  truth  of  Christ's  hu- 
miliation!  One  does  not  remain  long 
at  the  foot  of  the  cross  thinking  of 
"the  Word  that  was  made  flesh,  and 
dwelt  among  us"  until  we  feel  the 
stir  of  the  missionary  impulse.  Un- 
less we  "go"  the  Gospel  stops,  and  it 
is  for  naught  that  Christ  died!  The 
mission  call  may  be  across  the  table, 
across  the  street,  across  town,  or 
across  the  ocean! 

The  cross  is  the  promise  of  His 
guidance,  protection,  help,  and  bless- 
ing. The  cross  proves  His  concern, 
and  that  He  will  be  with  us  to 
finish  the  work  begun!  He  is  waiting 
to  carrv  on  the  work  through  His 
ambassadors.  Missionary  praying  is 
going.  Missionary  giving  is  going. 
Spend  time  at  the  cross.  Lay  your 
heart  there  till  it  absorbs  Calvary  love 
— missionary  love! 

A  Challenge   To  Pray 

Praver  is  an  integral  part  of  God's 
redemptive  plan.  It  is  interwoven 
throughout  the  Book  of  Acts  and  the 
Epistles.  Certainly,  He  that  sent  His 
Son  to  die  will  with  Him  freely  give 
us  all  things  if  we  will  but  ask.  He 
that  did  not  withold  His  Son  from 
dying  for  us  while  we  were  yet  sin- 
ners—will not  withold  the  lesser 
things  for  which  we  ask— things 
vitally  connected  with  the  plan  of 
redemptive  love.  God  depends  on  our 
prayers.  He  has  ordained  it  so!  Con- 
template Calvary!  Christ  alone  can 
save,  but  Christ  cannot  save  alone!  He 
has  ordained  witnessing!  He  has  or- 
dained prayer!  We  are  laborers  to- 
gether with  God!  Pause  at  the  cross. 
Surely  He  shall  not  have  died  in  vain 
because  His  own  fail  to  pray!

(FIRST    IN    SERIES) 

In  the  New  Testament  account  of 
the  crucifixion  of  our  Lord,  we  are 
listening  to  the  story  that  our  God 
loves  most  to  tell,  for  it  is  His  good 
news  to  sinful  men  ol  what  He  has 
accomplished  for  their  salvation  and 
blessing.  Central  in  His  counsels  and 
the  central  fact  of  historv,  He  seeks 
by  every  means  to  make  it  known, 
and  will  take  every  occasion  to  tell 
it.  /Mas,  that  men  are  so  slow  to  hear! 

Yet  how  artlessly  is  the  story  told! 
Xo  chronicler,  left  to  his  own  wis- 
dom, would  hawe  related  the  most 
momentous  event  of  time  and  eter- 
nity as  it  is  related  here.  Into  no  brief 
chapter  would  he  have  compressed  it 
but  expanded  it  into  a  volume,  ex- 
hausting all  language  to  heighten  the 
effect  of  the  narrative.  But  the  Spirit 
of  God  is  the  narrator,  and  from 
the  glad  tidings  He  has  omitted  no 
word,  nor  added  one,  writing  down 
what  He  designed  as  a  part  of  Holy 


Scripture  so  that  wherever  the  story 
should  be  told  these  events  that 
transpired  at  the  cross  must  be  told 
in  connection  with  it.  In  every  detail 
can  be  heard  the  heartbeat  of  the  in- 
finite  God  in  His  vearning  over  sin- 
ful  men,  and  each  one  is  in  itself  a 
complete  Gospel. 

Let  us  take  up  these  details  in  the 
order  in  which  we  find  them,  and 
may  He,  who  caused  it  to  be  written 
after  His  own  plan,  tell  it  once  more 
in  our  ears  and  begin  anew  in  our 
hearts  the  song  of  the  Lord. 

The    Two   Barabbases 

"Then  released  he  Barabbas  unto  them:  and 
when  he  had  scourged  Jesus,  he  delivered 
him    to    be    crucified." 

The  cross  on  which  our  Lord  was 
crucified  was  not  made  for  Him— 
save  in  the  counsels  of  God  from  all 
eternity:  it  was  made  for  a  murderer 
and  seditionist  named  Barabbas.  It 
was  the  custom  of  the  Roman  gover- 


nor of  Judea,  on  the  occasion  of  the 
Passover  to  release  a  Jewish  convict 
as  a  favor  to  Israel,  and  Pilate,  find- 
ing "no  fault"  in  "that  just  person" 
would  willingly  have  released  Jesus 
of  Nazareth,  but  the  people  demand- 
ed Barabbas  instead. 

Why  has  that  dishonored  name 
become  a  part  of  Holy  Scripture?  It 
is  there,  like  every  other  name  in  the 
Bible,  because  of  its  meaning:  "son 
of  his  father."  It  is  there  because  it 
is  a  representative  name— a  Bible 
name  for  every  sinner  who  is  but  a 
son  of  his  father,  born  once  and 
dead  in  treaspasses  and  sins.  But 
Barabbas  does  not  go  to  the  cross 
prepared  for  him.  Another  Barabbas, 
SON  OP  HIS  FATHER,  only  be- 
gotten and  well  beloved,  goes  to 
that  cross  in  his  stead  and  vours  and 
mine.  And  an  old  legend  has  it  that, 
as  the  darkness  gathered  round,  Bar- 
abbas  ran  to  its  foot  and,  smiting  his 
breast,  cried:  "O  thou  Jesus  of  Naz- 
areth, I  know  not  who  Thou  art,  but 
this  I  know:  Thou  art  hanging  there 
in  my  place!"  If  it  is  true,  we  shall 
one  day  behold  that  murderer  glori- 
fied. For  his  cry  expresses  the  faith 
that  saves.  "Thou  art  there  in  my 
place!  It  was  my  sins  that  nailed 
Thee  there!  Yea,  my  sins  held  Thee 
there,  not  the  Roman  soldiers  stand- 
ing guard,  but  my  sins  that  kept  ten 
legions  of  angels  from  flying  to  Thv 
relief!"  O  soul,  do  you  but  say  that 
to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  you 
are  saved  and  safe  forever! 

The  Scarlet  Robe 

"Then  the  soldiers  of  the  governor  took 
Jesus  into  the  common  hall,  and  gathered 
unto  him  the  whole  band  of  soldiers.  And 
they  stripped  him.  and  put  on  him  a  scarlet 
robe." 

Scarlet!  It  is  the  color  of  sin!  For 
thus  it  is  written:  "Though  your  sins 
be  as  scarlet."  "All  the  soldiers,"  act- 
ing for  the  Roman  Empire— the  whole 
world— in  "the  common  hall"  where 
all  the  people  gather,  are  occupied 
in  the  stripping  of  the  Saviour  and  in 
covering  Him  with  the  scarlet  robe. 
And  the  Spirit  of  God  must  tell  it  to 
explain  why  that  sinless  One  should 
die!  Our  sins  enswathe  Him,  wrap 
Him  round,  are  "laid  upon"  Him, 
while  they  that  array  Him  in  scarlet 
take  His  own  garments.  This  is  the 
Gospel!  My  sins  on  Christ!  His  rai- 
ment upon  me!

The  Crown  of   Thorns 

"And  when  they  had  platted  a  crown 
of  thorns,  they  put  it  upon  his  head,  and  a 
reed  in  his  right  hand :  and  they  bowed  the 
knee  before  him,  and  mocked  him,  saying. 
Hail,  King  of  the  Jews!" 

The  last  king  of  David's  dynasty 
ever  crowned  in  Jerusalem  is  crowned 
with  thorns  in  mockery  of  His  kingly 
claims.  The  hand  that  vet  shall  wield 
"a  rod  of  iron"  holds  now  a  reed, 
and  the  brow  that  alone  is  worthy 
of  the  "many  diadems"  wears  a  chap- 
let  of  thorns.  The  hour  of  the  dia- 
dems is  not  yet  come  and  the  thorns 
are  the  price  He  must  pay  for  these. 

But  here,  again,  the  Spirit  of  God 
is  proclaiming  God's  good  news,  for 
those  thorns  on  the  head  of  the 
King  reveal  Him  in  His  Saviour- 
hood,  bearing  the  curse  of  which  the 
thorn  has  become  the  symbol. 

The  third  chapter  of  Genesis  re- 
cords the  denunciation  of  the  curse 
upon  creation  because  of  sin.  So 
widespread  and  far-reaching  has  it 
become  that  "the  whole  creation 
groaneth  and  travaileth  in  pain  to- 
gether until  now"  (Rom.  8:22).  To 
that  chapter  we  must  turn  to  find 
the  full  significance  of  the  crown  of 
thorns.  There  we  find  no  less  than 
seven  features  of  the  curse,  and  every 
one  has  been  fully  met  by  our  Lord. 

First,  is  the  fact  itself— "Cursed 
is  the  ground  for  thy  sake."  But  be- 
hold how  He  has  fulfilled  that  which 
was  written  of  Him  (Deut.  21:23): 
"Christ  hath  redeemed  us  from  the 
curse  of  the  law,  being  made  a  curse 
for  us:  for  it  is  written,  Cursed  is  every 
one  that  hangeth  on  a  tree"  (Gal.  3: 
13). 

Second— "In  sorrow  shalt  thou  eat 
of  it  all  the  days  of  thy  life."  And 
He  of  the  thorn-crowned  brow  was 
"a  man  of  sorrows,  and  acquainted 
with  grief"  (Isa.  53:3),  saying,  as  He 
faced  the  cross:  "My  soul  is  exceed- 
ing sorrowful,  even  unto  death" 
(Matt.  26:38). 

Third— "Thorns  also  and  thistles 
shall  it  bring  forth  to  thee."  Behold 
that  which  became  the  symbol  of  the 
curse  woven  into  a  crown  for  God's 
Son! 

Fourth— "In  the  sweat  of  thy  face 
shalt  thou  eat  bread."  Of  Him  who 
was  made  a  curse  it  is  written:  "And 
his  sweat  was  as  it  were  great  drops 
of  blood  falling  down  to  the  ground" 
(Luke  22:44). 


Fifth— "Till  thou  return  unto  the 
ground;  for  out  of  it  wast  thou  taken: 
for  dust  thou  art,  and  unto  dust  shalt 
thou  return."  And  centuries  before 
our  Lord  was  born,  David,  by  the 
Holy  Ghost,  put  upon  His  lips  these 
words:  "Thou  hast  brought  me  into 
the  dust  of  death"  (Ps.  22:15). 

Sixth— God  had  forewarned  Adam 
that  death  should  be  the  result  of  dis- 
obedience. Now  the  sentence  is  exe- 
cuted. "So  he  drove  out  the  man"— 
out  from  the  garden  of  delight,  where 
God's  presence  had  been  manifested. 
That  is  death— separation  from  God. 
To  this  also  Christ  has  answered. 
In  that  outside  place,  amid  the  thick 
darkness,  He  cried:  "My  God,  my 
God,  why  hast  thou  forsaken  me?" 

Seventh— "He  placed  at  the  east 
of  the  garden  of  Eden  Cherubims, 
and  a  flaming  sword  which  turned 
every  way,  to  keep  the  way  of  the 
tree  of  life."  But  that  flaming  sword 
has  been  quenched  in  holy  blood,  as 
it  is  written:  "Awake,  O  sword, 
against  mv  shepherd,  and  against 
the  man  that  is  my  fellow,  saith  the 
Lord  of  hosts"  (Zech.  13:7).  Thus 
did  the  Lord  of  life  and  glory  receive 
the  curse  that  was  our  due,  that  we 
might  be  blessed  forever! 

Simon  of  Cyrene 

"And  as  they  came  out,  they  found 
a  man  of  Cyrene,  Simon  by  name: 
him  they  compelled  to  bear  his  cross." 

Another  name,  of  a  stranger  from 
Cyrene,  fills  a  place  in  the  Word  of 
God.  Simon  means  "hearkening." 
That  is  more  than  hearing,  for  to 
hearken  is  "to  give  heed  in  order  to 
comply."  Cyrene  has  a  strange  mean- 
ing: it  is  "the  supremacy  of  the 
bridle."  And  how  eloquent  as  the 
dwelling  place  of  "the  hearkener"! 
Here  is  the  true  man  of  faith.  He  is 
under  the  restraint  of  what  he  has 
heard!  Behold  him  with  a  cross  on  his 
back,  following  Christ!  Coming  up  to 
the  Holy  City  for  a  gala  day,  he 
espies  the  crowd  surrounding  the 
judgment  hall  and  shoulders  his  way 
to  the  entrance  as  our  Lord,  surround- 
ed bv  soldiers,  emerges.  Here  the  sol- 
diers, as  is  their  lawful  right,  impress 
him  into  their  service,  and  lay  the 
Saviour's  cross  upon  his  ample  shoul- 
der. And  in  a  holy  symbolism  we  be- 
hold  the  mark  of  the    "hearkener." 


The  Christian's  badge  is  a  cross,  not 
on  his  watch  chain,  but  on  his  back: 
"I  have  been  crucified  with  Christ." 

Skull  Place 

"And  when  they  were  come  unto  a  place 
called  Golgotha,  that  is  to  say,  a  place  of 
a   skull   .   .    .   they  crucified  him." 

The  world  boasts  of  its  wisdom  and 
cries  it  up  in  our  ears  as  the  highest 
attainment.  It  summons  us  to  listen 
to  its  voice  and  to  be  satisfied  with 
its  conclusions.  To  its  fairs  and  exposi- 
tions it  invites  us  to  behold  its  achieve- 
ments, and  it  loudly  prates  of  prog- 
ress as  it  points  to  the  luxurious  ap- 
pliances of  our  enlightened  civiliza- 
tion. But  it  sadly  disappoints  us. 
Progress?  Yes;  we  gratefully  acknowl- 
edge it.  But  when  it  comes  to  remov- 
ing death  for  the  sting  of  death  which 
is  sin,  or,  indeed,  any  of  the  darkest 
shadows  that  have  blighted  man's 
few  years  of  life,  there  has  been  no 
step  of  progress!  Men  still  die,  still 
groan  with  conscious  guilt,  still  suf- 
fer the  anguish  of  pain  and  sorrow. 
The  sea  of  life,  surging  at  our  feet, 
is  briny  with  human  tears,  and  man's 
wisdom  has  found  no  remedy. 

The  apostle  descants  upon  the  wis- 
dom of  this  world  and  its  glaring 
contrast  with  the  wisdom  of  God, 
saving: 

"Where  is  the  wise?  where  is  the  scribe? 
where  is  the  disputer  of  this  world?  hath  not 
God  made  foolish  the  wisdom  of  this 
world?  For  after  that  in  the  wisdom  of  God 
the  world  by  wisdom  knew  not  God,  it 
pleased  God  by  the  foolishness  of  preaching 
to  save  them  that  believe.  For  the  Jews 
require  a  sign,  and  the  Greeks  seek  after 
wisdom:  but  we  preach  Christ  crucified, 
unto  the  Jews  a  stumblingblock,  and  unto 
the  Greeks  foolishness:  but  unto  them  which 
are  called,  both  Jews  and  Greeks.  Christ 
the  power  of  God.  and  the  wisdom  of  God 
.  .  .  The  Lord  knoweth  the  thoughts  (rea- 
sonings) of  the  wise,  that  they  are  vain" 
(I  Cor.    1:20-24:    3:20). 

Foolish  the  wisdom  of  this  world 
and  vain  the  reasonings  of  the  wise! 
Christ  is  the  WISDOM  OF  GOD, 
and  in  Him  "are  hid  all  the  treasures 
of  wisdom  and  knowledge."  "In  him 
was  life;  and  the  life  was  the  light  of 
men."  Behold  the  sinister  spot  where 
the  extremes  meet— "skull  place"- 
the  utter  wreck  of  human  wisdom! 
Would  you  know  God's  estimate  of 
man's  boasted  wisdom?  Behold  the 
place  where  Jesus  dies!  Would  you 
know  man's  estimate  of  God's  wis- 
dom? Gaze  upon  the  cross  erected 
there!— Continued  in  next  issue.

Residence  Project  Nears  Reality 


A  plot  of  ground— pictured  on  the  cover  of  this  issue, 
and  including  the  orchard  and  the  little  white  cottage— 
lving  just  east  of  the  Grace  College  Music  Annex  and 
along  the  new  paved  roadway  from  Kings  Highway  into 
the  Seminary  building,  has  recently  been  purchased  bv 
the  foreign  Missionan  Societ\  and  has  brought  the  pro 
posed  additional  missionary  residences  at  Winona  Lake 
a  step  nearer  to  reality. 

There  will  be  room  for  ten  apartments— some  small, 
some  large.  The  plan  is  to  build  the  first  four  of  these 
as  a  unit  in  the  area  just  behind  the  sign  in  the  pic- 
ture. Each  apartment  will  have  a  living  room,  kitchen  and 
dinette,  bedroom,  and  bath  with  about  500  square  feet 
in  each  apartment.  In  addition,  there  will  be  ample 
utility  and  storage  space.  It  will  be  possible  to  go  from 
one  apartment  to  another  without  going  out-of-doors. 

The  apartments  will  be  one  story,  built  on  a  cement 
slab,  and  prepared  especially  for  retired  missionaries  with 
their  comfort  in  mind.  The  apartments  will  be  used 
chiefly  for  the  retired  missionaries,  although  at  times  it 
may  be  convenient  for  couples  without  children  to  live 
in   them.  The  present  Missionary  Residence  at  Fourth 


and  Chestnut  in  Winona  Lake  will  be  used  for  larger 
missionary  families. 

A  large  part  of  the  credit  for  this  new  residence 
project  goes  to  the  National  WMC.  Several  years  ago 
thev  became  interested  in  the  residence  needs  of  our 
missionaries  and  began  a  five-year  project  looking  toward 
these  new  residences  now  soon  to  be  built.  During  the 
past  three  years  the  ladies  have  given  about  $10,000, 
and  the  goal  is  for  at  least  $3,000  per  year  for  the  next 
two  years.  The  sincere  thanks  of  our  missionary  family 
and  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  So- 
ciety go  to  the  ladies  of  the  WMC  for  this  very  kind  and 
helpful    endeavor. 

To  those  who  know  something  of  building  costs  it  will 
be  evident  that  this  very  fine  gift  of  $15, 000-$  17,000 
will  care  for  only  about  half  the  cost  of  the  lot  purchase 
and  residence  erection.  We  will  need  to  look  to  the  Lord 
and  His  people  to  supply  the  additional  funds.  It  is 
the  belief  of  the  board  of  trustees,  however,  that  the  step 
of  faith  should  be  taken  in  beginning  this  project  soon. 
The  building  committee  of  the  FMS  is  moving  as  rapidly 
as  possible  with  building  plans.

Last  evening  the  TV  began  to  cut  capers,  and  then  quit  altogether.  To- 
day the  repair  man  came.  "Sixty  dollars,  please,"  he  said. 

Yesterday  I  needed  to  go  to  the  bank.  The  clerk  said:  "Sixty  dollars, 
please;  your  auto  payment  is  due." 

I  don't  know  why  that  tree  didn't  move.  I  tried  to  move  it.  My,  what  a 
fender!  The  man  at  the  garage  said:  "Sixty  dollars,  please,  and  it  will  be  like 
new"— of  course! 

It  wasn't  very  painful,  but  I  did  think  I  should  have  some  X-rays.  The 
doctor  only  took  five  or  six  pictures,  but  very  gently  said,  "Sixty  dollars, 
please." 

The  old  drapes  weren't  so  bad,  but  they  just  didn't  fit  into  the  decor. 
They  sold  us  the  new  material  at  a  very  reasonable  price— "Just  sixty  dollars, 
please." 

One  of  our  board  members  wrote  to  me  a  few  weeks  ago  and  made  a 
suggestion.  It  was  that  we  might  challenge  every  Brethren  family  to  give  at 
least  $60  per  family  to  the  work  of  Foreign  Missions  in  this  Sixtieth  Anni- 
versary year  of  our  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  It  sounded  good  to  me!  Of 
course,  it  would  be  no  challenge  to  hundreds  of  our  families;  we  hope  these 
families  will  determine  with  God's  help  to  increase  their  foreign-mission  giv- 
ing by  at  least  twenty  percent.  But  $60  per  family  for  1960  will  be  a  great 
challenge  to  thousands  of  Brethren  families.  It  would  be  wonderful  if  every 
Brethren  family  would  determine  to  give  at  least  $60  this  year  to  Brethren 
foreign  missions.  However,  some  may  find  it  impossible  to  do  that.  Some 
derive  their  income  from  pensions.  Such  giving  might  be  hard  for  these 
people,  although  we  have  many  pensioners  with  no  other  income  who  are 
giving  $60  or  more  per  year.  Many,  many  other  families  can  do  much,  much 
more.  It  is  entirely  possible  for  us  to  average  $60  per  family  for  Brethren 
foreign  missions  in   1960,  our  Sixtieth  Anniversary  year. 

What  would  be  the  result  of  such  giving?  A  total  offering  of  5493,000! 
That  would  care  for  all  our  current  operating  needs,  repay  the  deficit  of 
last  year,  send  out  all  the  candidates  ready  to  go,  and  leave  us  about  SI 00,000 
for  expansion  into  unreached  areas  of  the  world. 

Thanks,  Mr.  Board  Member,  for  your  fine  suggestion.  We  believe  God's 
people  will  consider  the  matter  carefully  and  prayerfully.  The  prospect  for 
the  future  is  bright— bright  as  the  promises  of  God!  If  God's  people  trust 
Him,  whether  the  offering  is  $493,000  or  not,  it  will  be  just  enough  for 
supplying  the  needs  of  God's  servants  in  foreign  lands.

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Africa  .  .  .  Literate  and  Illiterate

For  a  couple  of  minutes,  try  to 
think  what  your  life  would  be  if 
there  were  nothing  for  you  to  read. 
Take  away  all  radios  and  television. 
The  only  communications  would  be 
by  word  of  mouth.  Your  only  educa- 
tion would  be  that  transmitted  orally 
or  the  experience  you  gained  through 
doing  or  watching  others  do.  In  fact, 
in  a  very  short  time  you  would  be 
illiterate.  It  is  hard  to  visualize,  but 
our  standard  of  living  would  de- 
teriorate very  rapidly  until  we  would 
be  no  better  off  than  most  Africans. 
Mr.  Arthur  Larson  of  the  U.  S.  In- 
formation Agency  has  said:  "The  fate 
of  the  world  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
people  who  read  books."  This  is 
proved  by  the  way  a  very  small  min- 
ority of  Africans,  who  have  been 
abroad  and  received  an  education  and 
can  read  the  history  of  countries  like 
ours  who  have  thrown  off  the  voke 
of  colonialism,  are  inciting  their  fel- 
low-countrymen to  a  high  fever  of 
nationalism.  But  if  Mr.  Larson's 
statement  is  true,  how  much  more 
might  the  spiritual  destinv  of  1.5  bil- 
lion people  rest  in  the  hands  of  us 
who  can  provide  the  literature  they  so 
desperately  need!  It  is  our  War  of 
Words! 

In  1957  it  was  reported  by 
UNESCO  that  the  world  population 
was  growing  at  the  net  rate  of  47 
million  annually.  This  means  that 
the  task  of  world  evangelism  is  be- 
coming greater  by  128,000  souls  per 
day.  It  is  estimated  that  less  than  two 
percent  of  the  world  population  is 
vitally  Christian.  In  other  words,  the 
world  is  growing  non-Christian  at 
the  rate  of  thirty-three  million  an- 
nually. In  all  of  this,  Africa  is  4.8 
percent  Christian.  World  literacy  is 
increasing  at  the  rate  of  approximate- 
ly fifty-two  million  annually,  and 
Africans  are  among  those  in  the  fore- 

o 

front  who  are  clamoring  to  be  taught 

o  o 

to  read.  In  our  mission  field,  they 
are  not  only  asking  to  be  taught  in 
their  own  language,  but  also  in 
French  which  is  the  diplomatic  lan- 
guage of  the  country.  Every  govern- 
ment has  its  program   to  reduce  il- 


literacy. The  Communists  have 
twenty  million  fanatical,  driving 
propagandists  who  are  wholly  dedi- 
cated to  getting  their  "mess-age"  to 
the  world.  Their  attractive  magazines 
are  printed  in  twelve  of  the  world's 
principal  languages  and  reach  fifty- 
five  percent  of  the  world  population. 
According  to  the  UNESCO  report, 
they  exceed  the  circulation  of  the 
Bible.  Literature  is  a  tactical  missile 
in  the  ideological  warfare  that  has 
been  sweeping  the  world  the  last  few 
years.  It  is  a  loaded  missile. 

Now  Scripture  tells  us  that  Chris- 
tian literature  is  written  for  two  pur- 
poses. John  20:31  says  that  it  is  writ- 
ten for  evangelism:  "But  these  are 
written,  that  ye  might  believe  that 
Jesus  is  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God; 
and  that  believing  ye  might  have 
life  through  his  name."  Luke  1:4  tells 
us  that  it  is  written  for  education: 
"That  thou  mightest  know  the  cer- 
tainty of  those  things,  wherein  thou 
hast  been  instructed."  Literature  is 
persistent.  When  one  lays  it  down, 
another  picks  it  up.  It  may  not  be  for 
a  week  or  a  month,  but  when  it  is 
picked  up,  its  message  is  just  as  fresh 
as  when  it  was  first  written.  It  never 
talks  back  nor  argues,  except  as  the 
Holy  Spirit  convicts  the  person  read- 
ing it.  Literature  needs  no  orienta- 
tion as  in  the  case  of  new  mission- 
aries arriving  on  the  field.  Literature 
is  economical,  working  around  the 
clock  on  the  initial  cost.  In  most  coun- 
tries that  cost  is  lower  than  in  the 
United  States.  It  will  reach  more 
people  in  a  shorter  time  than  by 
personal  contact. 

What  types  of  literature  are  being 
used  on  the  mission  field  in  Africa 
today?  We  will  start  by  naming  the 
lowly  tract.  You  ask— "A  tract  min- 
istry in  Africa,  a  land  which  is  still 
predominantly  illiterate?"  In  the  Bel- 
gian Congo,  which  is  forty-seven  per- 
cent literate,  the  Conservative  Bap- 
tist Mission  is  having  very  good 
success  with  tracts.  They  use  Tract 
of  the  Month  clubs;  seriated  tracts; 
that  is,  tracts  that  run  in  serial  form 
like  a  continued  story,  and  just  ordi- 
nary tracts.  They  send  them  out  by 
native  workers,  eolporters,  and  com- 
mercial truck  drivers  who  distribute 


them  to  the  villages  along  their  routes. 
When  they  started  their  Tract  of  the 
Month  club,  they  printed  3,000  per 
month.  Now  they  are  printing  100,- 
000.  On  the  back  of  each  tract  is  a 
coupon  for  the  reader  to  fill  out  and 
mail  in  if  he  wants  additional  infor- 
mation or  help.  This  gives  an  oppor- 
tunity for  the  missionary  or  the  na- 
tive pastor  to  follow  up  and  witness 
of  our  Saviour  and  oftentimes  leads 
to  a  decision  for  the  Lord.  These  are 
often  followed  up  with  a  correspond- 
ence course  in  Bible  study. 

Native  eolporters  are  sent  out  sell- 
ing Bibles,  Gospels,  and  Christian 
books  that  are  written  so  the  native 
can  understand  them.  When  a  Gos- 
pel of  John  is  sold,  the  first  lesson 
of  a  correspondence  course  is  included 
free.  When  this  lesson  is  completed 
and  mailed  in,  contact  is  made  to  en- 
roll the  individual  for  the  complete 
course.  This  will  often  have  a  chain 
reaction,  with  others  wanting  to  en- 
roll and  those  who  are  enrolled  try- 
ing to  teach  others  what  they  have 
already  learned. 

This  brings  us  to  another  type  of 
literature  that  has  been  growing  bv 
leaps  and  bounds:  the  Christian  maga- 
zine. The  primary  aim  of  the  Chris- 
tian magazine  is  to  present  Christ 
and  the  Christian  concept  of  life  with 
a  view  of  getting  action.  The  African 
Challenge,  published  by  the  Sudan 
Interior  Mission,  is  probably  the  best 
known  and  most  widely  circulated 
magazine  in  this  field.  Its  circulation 
is  close  to  one  million  copies  per 
month  at  present.  It  started  out  as 
just  a  church  people's  magazine,  but 
surveys  showed  that  a  change  in  ap- 
proach was  needed  so  that  it  might  be 
an  effective  publication.  Now  it  is 
a  family  magazine  with  a  strong 
evangelistic   emphasis. 

At  present  the  Christian  magazines 
enjoy  a  unique  position  in  Africa. 
There  is  no  competition  from  secular 
magazines.  What  a  terrific  challenge! 
Are  we  going  to  meet  this  challenge, 
or  are  we  going  to  sit  idly  by  and  let 
the  world  come  and  take  our  place? 
If  we  are  to  do  anything  about  it,  we 
will  need  an  increase  in   personnel

inside  a  packed  house,  the  Inaugura-

In  spite  of  the  intense  opposition 
to  the  work  in  the  past  few  months, 
the  meeting  was  well  attended  and  we 
counted  at  least  250  inside  the  build- 
ing.

When  we  look  at  the  little  mud- 
house  that  has  been  our  meeting 
place  for  the  past  three  years  and  then 
look  at  the  beautiful  new  temple 
which  now  stands  on  the  very  spot 
where  we  raised  a  tent  for  three  con- 
secutive years,  we  can  hardly  be- 
lieve our  eyes.

and  this  very  soon.  In  1957,  the  Inter- 
Varsitv  Christian  Fellowship  made  a 
survey  which  revealed  that  sixty  mis- 
sion boards  working  out  of  North 
America  were  in  immediate  need  of 
233  literature  missionaries.  If  ever 
there  was  a  field  wide  open  for  young 
people  choosing  their  life  work,  this 
is  it!  At  present,  there  are  eight  mass- 
appeal  Christian  periodicals  in  Africa, 
a  continent  over  five  times  the  size 
of  the  United  States.  Compare  this 
with  the  number  of  Christian  pe- 
riodicals published  in  the  United 
States.  And  consider  that  this  is  one 


of  the  most  effective  types  of  liter- 
ature there  is. 

So  far,  I  have  said  nothing  about 
the  work  in  literature  on  our  own 
Brethren  field  in  Africa,.  We  are  just 


beginning  in 


literature  program. 


Education  has  a  good  start  now,  and 
we  have  a  growing  need  for  a  pro- 
gram in  literature.  But,  are  we  going 
to  be  able  to  meet  this  need?  Our  pro- 
gram was  already  full  to  the  limit  of 
the  personnel  on  the  field,  and  we 
have  lost  five  missionaries  in  the  past 
two  years:  Four  more  missionaries  will 
probablv  be  retiring  within  the  next 
five  or  six  years.  To  replace  these,  we 
have  sent  one  couple  to  the  field 
and  have  three  single  persons  in 
France  preparing  to  go  to  the  field. 


This  barely  allows  us  to  break  even, 
and  makes  no  provision  for  enlarging 
our  program. 

Science  is  appealing  to  young  peo- 
ple todav  with  a  lot  of  glamorous- 
sounding  projects.  Unfortunately, 
many  of  these  are  either  designed  to 
destroy  life,  or  have  the  potential  to 
do  so.  The  challenge  I  am  present- 
ing to  you  now  is  just  as  big  or  bigger, 
has  a  greater  force  behind  it,  and  in 
the  end  will  prove  more  powerful. 
What  is  more  important,  it  will  not 
destroy  life,  but  will  be  a  means  of 
saving  souls  from  destruction.  Can 
vou  sit  there  and  do  nothing  about  it? 
Take  this  matter  to  the  Lord  now; 
ask  Him  to  show  vou  what  He  wants 
vou  to  do  about  it.

Because  the 
staff  is  constantly  seeking  to  learn  more  about  their  work,  thev  have  been 
regular  winners  in  their  division  in  the  Brethren  National  Sunday  School 
Contest. 
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ANY  small  churches  are  doing 
a  big  job  with  bovs  through 
Brigade  clubs.  In  farming  communi- 
ties, in  newly-organized  suburban 
churches— sometimes  in  the  home 
basement  of  a  church  member  where 
no  church  building  is  available,  men 
are  gathering  boys  together  for  an 
effective  club  ministry. 

Successful  boys'  clubs  in  small 
churches  depend  on  several  factors: 

1.  Vision  of  pastor  and  people.  The 
use  of  leadership  in  the  church  will 
largely  be  determined  by  the  attitude 
at  this  point.  How  important  is  win- 
ning and  training  boys  for  Christ 
through  the  club  ministrv  in  relation 
to  other  phases  of  the  church  activity? 

2.  Dedication  of  leadership  to 
Christ.  To  reach  boys  for  the  Lord, 
leaders  must  set  their  eyes  on  Christ, 
not  on  the  surrounding  circumstances. 

3.  Determination  to  follow  the  test- 
ed program.  Brigade's  program  for 
boys  is  the  culmination  of  years  of 
testing  and  experience.  Such  experi- 
ence has  revealed  that  departure  from 
this  established  pattern  does  not  build 
an  effective  club  work  that  will  last. 
Sometimes  churches  turn  to  a  mere 
sports  activity  because  it  is  momen- 
tarily popular.  It  may  require  less 
preparation  on  the  part  of  leaders, 
but  fails  to  give  the  bovs  full  develop- 
ment. 

4.  Patience  to  begin  small.  With  a 
limited  number  of  boys  or  inadequate 
facilities,  it  may  require  several  vears 
to  reach  the  desired  goal.  But  such 
patience  is  likewise  required  to  build 
churches  and  Sundav  schools.  Few 
things  that  really  last  come  into  being 
overnight. 

5.  Discipline  in  leadership  train- 
ing and  preparation.  Occasionally 
men  feel  that  the  Brigade  training 
course  is  a  waste  of  time.  Instead, 
the  course  is  designed  to  help  leaders 
know  boys  better  and  to  effectively 
lead  the  clubs.  The  church  must 
take  sufficient  time  to  adequatelv 
train  men  before  the  club  is  started. 
This  way  boys  participate  in  a  well- 
organized  program  that  is  going  places 
right  from  the  start. 

Brigade  as  a  service  agency  is  ready 
to  help  the  small  church.  Here  is 
how: 

1.  Leadership  training  by  means  of 
a  correspondence  course.  Presently 
an  average  of  175  men  complete  the 
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Brigade    leadership    training    course 
month  I  v. 

2.  Staff  help.  Presentation  of  the 
program  to  churches  and  men's 
groups,  leaders'  conferences,  noncom 
conferences,  retreats  for  adults  and 
boys,  and  consultation  with  leaders 
is  part  of  the  staff  assistance  available. 

3.  Program.  Complete  manuals 
and  equipment  are  provided  for  boys 
in  Brigade. 

What  are  Brigade's  minimum 
standards  for  the  club? 

1 .  At  least  one  commissioned  leader 
who  has  met  the  standards  in  his 
spiritual  life  and  completed  the  Bri- 
gade training  course  by  correspond- 
ence. 

2.  Eight  or  more  registered  bovs  for 
each  club. 

3.  Weeklv  club  meetings. 

Some  farming  and  scattered  COUn- 
try  areas  find  it  impossible  to  meet 
each  week.  Special  consideration  is 
given  such  cases  and  charters  are 
issued  to  groups  meeting  semi-month- 
ly or  groups  with  less  than  eight 
bovs  when  earnest  effort  to  meet 
minimum  requirements  has  been 
made.  However,  weekly  meetings 
result  in  more  effective  boy's  work. 

Clubs  need  mature  men  in  leader- 
ship to  counsel  with  boys  in  their 
spiritual  and  Christian  living  prob- 
lems. However,  Brigade  provides  an 
effective  training  program  for  older 
bovs  to  serve  as  junior  leaders  (non- 
coms)  to  serve  under  adult  leader- 
ship. A  well-trained  Battalion  leader 
invests  special  time  in  training  older 
bovs  for  leadership.  Older  boys  also 
may  serve  under  adult  leadership  in 
the  Stockade  program. 

Proper  committee  action  and  sup- 
port is  important  for  the  small  church 


in  administering  the  program.  Ideallv 
three  to  five  men  are  best  for  the 
committee.  Sometimes  in  small 
churches  the  board  of  deacons  serves 
but  care  should  be  exercised  that  they 
have  a  real  interest  in  boys  and  in  the 
club. 

In  the  small  and  rural  church  the 
pastor  often  leads  as  Captain,  taking 
the  training  course  before  serving. 
Such  a  pastor  sees  in  Brigade  the  po- 
tential of  developing  leadership  for 
his  church  among  the  bovs  who  will 
shortly  be   the  men   of  the  church. 

This,  however,  will  require  the 
same  patience  that  Paul  had  in  train- 
ing Timothv  from  a  boy. 

When  churches  are  limited  in 
leadership,  it  is  best  not  to  try  to 
expand  the  club  work  among  bovs 
of  the  community  too  quickly.  Strang- 
ers to  the  club  and  church  should 
not  be  invited  until  the  junior  lead- 
ership is  well  trained  and  the  club 
meeting  format  well  organized. 

When  there  are  less  than  eight 
bovs  to  a  club,  the  games  can  be 
adapted  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
small  group.  However,  there  should 
be  the  same  active  and  spirited  games 
as  found  in  the  Brigade  basic  pro- 
gram supplement  book. 

Bovs  in  small  communities  need 
Brigade  for  well-rounded  Christian 
training  just  as  much  as  the  boys  in 
the  large  city.  Laymen  in  the  coun- 
try church  need  an  outlet  for  Chris- 
tian service— Brigade  can  meet  this 
need.  And  Christ  challenged:  "Who- 
soever shall  save  his  life  shall  lose  it: 
But  whosoever  shall  lose  his  life  for 
mv  sake,  shall  find  it.''

THE  GOSPEL 
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CRUCIFIXION 
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The  Cup 

"They  gave  him  vinegar  to  drink  mingled 
with  gall:  and  when  he  had  tasted  thereof, 
he  would  not  drink." 

The  stupefying  draught,  merci- 
fully offered  to  crucified  criminals, 
He  refuses.  Unseen  hands  are  press- 
ing to  His  lips  another  cup  which 
He  must  drain  to  its  awful  dregs— 
the  cup  of  divine  wrath  against  sin! 
That  I  Ie  will  not  refuse  in  order 
that  by  emptying  He  may  change 
it  into  a  cup  of  everlasting  bliss  for 
all  who  will  to  drink.  For  this  He 
will  give  himself  to  the  complete  en- 
durance of  all  that  God's  judgment 
involves,  accepting  no  relief  from  men 
that  He  may  afford  them  full  re- 
lief   from    all    the    consequences    of 


The  Seamless  Dress 

"And  they  crucified  him,  and  parted  his 
garments,    casting    lots." 

In  John's  Gospel  the  Spirit  of  God 
enlarges  upon  this  detail,  as  follows: 

"Then  the  soldiers,  when  they  had  cruci- 
fied Jesus,  took  his  garments,  and  made 
four  parts,  to  every  soldier  a  part;  and  also 
his  coat:  now  the  coat  was  without  seam, 
woven  from  the  top  throughout.  They  said 
therefore  among  themselves.  Let  us  not 
rend  it,  but  cast  lots  for  it,  whose  it  shall 
be:  that  the  scripture  might  be  fulfilled, 
which  saith.  They  parted  my  raiment  among 
them,  and  for  my  vesture  they  did  cast 
lots.  These  things  therefore  the  soldiers 
did"    (John    19:23-24). 

It  was  the  custom  of  the  soldiers 
that  officiated  at  such  an  execution 
to  take  the  garments  of  their  victim 
as  their  fee,  and  these  having  per- 
formed their  brutal  functions  proceed 


to  the  division  of  the  Saviour's  rai- 
ment, when  thev  discovered  the  seam- 
less robe.  It  must  must  not  be  rent. 
Thev  will  cast  the  lot  to  determine  the 
ownership.  And  the  Spirit  of  God  en- 
larges upon  this  feature  of  the  story, 
lingering  over  it  in  His  love,  as 
though  He  would  call  our  particular 
attention  to  what,  otherwise,  we 
might  have  passed  by  unnoticed.  For 
that  seamless  tunic  is  the  figure  of 
another  robe.  It  is  that  of  which  we 
hear  the  prophet's  full  heart  singing: 

"I  will  greatly  rejoice  in  the  Lord,  my  soul 
shall  be  joyful  in  my  God:  for  he  hath 
clothed  me  with  the  garments  of  salvation, 
he  hath  covered  me  with  the  robe  of  right- 
eousness, as  a  bridegroom  decketh  himself 
with  ornaments,  and  as  a  bride  adometh 
herself  with  her  jewels"    (Isa.  61:10). 

It  is  that  "best  robe"  required  to 
fit    the    returning    prodigal    for    the 
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Father's  house  and  for  the  feast 
which  the  Father's  love  provides. 

Adam  and  Eve,  in  their  expensively 
purchased  knowledge,  discovered  that 
they  were  naked.  And  that  shameful 
word  became  God's  description  of 
the  sinner's  moral  state— naked!  Noth- 
ing of  his  own  in  which  to  hide; 
having  no  righteousness  to  commend 
him;  sin  his  onlv  claim  upon  God! 
He  must  have  a  garment— one  of 
God's  own  pattern,  of  His  materials 
and  of  His  providing,  its  color  a 
death-stain. 

"Unto  Adam  also  and  to  his  wife  did  the 
Lord  God  make  coats  of  skins,  and  clothed 
them"    (Gen.   3:21). 

Here  is  the  first  emergence  in 
Scripture  of  the  great  truth  of  vi- 
carious sacrifice.  Those  animals  must 
die,  their  blood  be  spilt,  to  provide  a 
garment  for  that  naked  pair.  Again 
and  again  does  this  symbol  of  sal- 
vation appear  in  Scripture  until  here 
at  the  cross  its  full  meaning  is  made 
plain. 

Behold  them  for  whom  it  is  pro- 
vided—His foes!  Hands  stained  with 
blood  bear  that  garment  away.  Men 
guiltv  of  His  death  appear  in  His 
raiment.  Wondrous  grace!  "When 
we  were  enemies,  we  were  recon- 
ciled to  God  by  the  death  of  his  Son" 
(Rom.  5:10).  For  us  whom  sin  had 
alienated,  who  were  at  enmity  against 
God,  and  who  hated  Him  despite  His 
love,  hath  that  garment  been  pro- 
vided. 

Behold  its  infinite  cost.  The  Lord 
of  heaven  hangs  in  nakedness  and 
shame  upon  a  felon's  cross,  not  shrink- 
ing from  the  terrible  price  demanded 
by  our  sin.  John's  is  the  burnt-offer- 
ing Gospel,  and  in  keeping  with  its 
character  dwells  upon  this  detail,  for 
the  Burnt  Offering  was  flayed  that 
all  its  perfection  might  be  seen,  and 
the  skin  was  given  to  the  priest.  So 
now  thev  strip  the  Lord  of  His  cloth- 
ing that  it  might  be  given  to  others. 

Let  none  think  of  adding  to  the 
value  of  this  robe  or  of  enhancing 
its  comeliness  by  any  works  of  his 
own.  It  is  the  most  beautiful  dress  our 
God  has  ever  seen,  the  "best  robe" 
—no  inferior  garment  sufficing  for 
our  need  and  none  better  to  be  found. 
Read  again  Isaiah's  song  and  learn 
that  the  Saviour's  raiment  not  only 
covers  vour  moral  nakedness,  hiding  it 
forever,  but  is  at  once  an  adornment 
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for  God's  holy  eyes:  "As  a  bridegroom 
decketh  himself  with  ornaments,  and 
as  a  bride  adorneth  herself  with  her 
jewels." 

The  soldiers  cast  the  lot  to  decide 
whose  the  robe  shall  be.  The  lot 
was  Israel's  recourse  for  determining 
the  mind  of  God,  as  it  is  written: 

"The  lot  is  cast  into  the  lap;  but  the  whole 
disposing  thereof  is  of  the  Lord"  (Prov. 
16:33). 

That  is,  when  the  lot  was  cast  to 
decide  a  matter,  the  choice  was  God's. 
And  what  has  He  decreed  as  to  "the 
robe  of  righteousness"?  Onlv  this, 
that  it  is  for  the  man  of  faith— for 
the  believer  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
as  it  is  written: 

"Even  the  righteousness  of  God  which  is 
by  faith  of  Jesus  Christ  unto  all  and  upon 
all   them   that   believe"    (Rom.    3:22). 

This  wondrous  story  is  the  Gospel, 
and  the  Gospel  is  a  testimony  to  be 
believed,  not  something  to  be  done. 
It  is  the  record,  not  of  what  God  ex- 
pects men  to  do  or  to  become,  but 
of  what  has  been  done  once  for  all 
for  them.  The  moment  a  sinner  be- 
lieves the  Gospel,  God's  righteousness 
is  upon  him— vivid  still  the  figure  of 
a  garment— covering  him  from  head  to 
foot  and  establishing  him  in  a  per- 
fected position  before  God.  This  is 
that  "grace  wherein  we  stand"— saved 
and  safe  forever!  This  is  God's  good 
news.  The  naked  sinner  may  come 
to  Jesus'  cross  to  say  with  Paul,  "The 
Son  of  God,  who  loved  me,  and  gave 
himself  for  me,"  and  return  clad  in 
the  garments  of  salvation. 

The  Superscription 

"And  sitting  down  they  watched  him 
there:  and  set  up  over  his  head  his  ac- 
cusation written.  THIS  IS  JESUS  THE  KING 
OF  THE  JEWS." 

It  was  written  "in  Hebrew,  and 
Greek,  and  Latin"— for  all  the  world 
to  read.  And  when  the  chief  priests 
besought  Pilate  to  change  it  to  "He 
said,  I  am  King  of  the  Jews,"  he  re- 
plied, "What  I  have  written  I  have 
written."  Yea,  and  God  would  have 
palsied  the  hand  that  would  have 
dared  to  change  that  superscription. 
For  He  who  hung  there  is  the  King, 
the  cross  securing  that  title  to  Him 
forever!  When  He  ascended  on  high, 
the  title  went  with  Him.  He  is 
coming  back  to  manifest  it.— Con- 
tinued  next  issue.

The  Apostle  Paul  understood  the 
importance  of  the  victorious  resur- 
rection when  he  wrote  to  Timothy 
and  recorded,  "Jesus  Christ  .  .  .  hath 
abolished  death,  and  hath  brought  life 
and  immortality  to  light  through  the 
gospel"  (II  Tim.  1:10).  Death  could 
not  contain  the  Lord  Jesus.  And 
neither  will  death  claim  you,  my 
dear  friend,  if  your  are  in  Christ. 
That's  right!  You  may  fall  asleep  in 
Christ  and  wake  up  in  glory  with 
the  redeemed  of  all  ages,  but  you 
shall  never  actually  die.  You  are  in 
possession  of  eternal  life  right  now 
which  shall  never  end.  So,  you  can't 
die!  And  the  proof  of  this  wonderful 
fact  is  the  news  that  Jesus  rose  from 
the  dead  as  the  firstfruits  of  them 
that  slept.  Hence,  if  He  arose  from 
the  grave,  so  will  you  .  .  .  who  are 
in  I  Iim!  In  fact,  "If  Christ  be  not 
risen,  then  is  our  preaching  vain" 
(I  Cor.  15:14).  Oyer  five  hundred 
witnesses    saw    the    Lord    Jesus    this 


side  of  the  grave,  and  yet  man  has  the 
nerve  to  say:  "Ah,  what's  beyond  the 
grave?  No  one  ever  came  back  from 

o 

death!"  How  foolish  to  talk  so  ri- 
diculously when  the  Son  of  God 
himself  returned  after  three  days  in 
the  grave  to  set  our  hearts  at  liberty 

o 

concerning  the  resurrection  and  the 
power  attached   thereto. 

Just  as  Jesus  predicted  the  cross 
upon  which  He  was  ultimately  to  be 
hung  so  He  also  prepared  His  own  by 
informing  them  of  the  resurrection. 
Did  He  not  declare  "I  am  the  resur- 
rection and  the  life:  he  that  believeth 
in  me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall 
he  live:  And  yvhosoever  liveth  and 
believeth  in  me  shall  never  die" 
(John  1 1:25-26).  You  can't  argue  with 
such  positive  statements  as  this.  It 
might  be  hard  to  believe  if  you  and 
I  were  standing  in  the  midst  of  His 
own  on  that  day  when  He  graciously 
gave  them  this  promise.  But  now, 
even  they  know  of  the  ultimate  ful- 
fillment of  the  fact  of  this  portion 
of  the  Word.  And,  if  they  know  of 
the  fact,  so  can  vou  and  I  know 
the  same  singular  fact  that  life 
abounds  in  the  resurrected  being  who 
is  already  recreated  in  Christ  Jesus 
as  though  he  were  alive  from  the 
death  of  sin.  For  once  again  the  Word 
of  God  speaks  and  informs  us,  "You 
hath  he  quickened,  who  were  dead 
in  trespasses  and  sin"  (Eph.  2:1). 
Being  born  again  into  the  family 
of  God  is  just  like  coming  out  of 
death  into  life,  for  Romans  6:5  re- 
minds us:  "We  shall  be  also  in  the 
likeness  of  his  resurrection."  And 
once  again  the  promise  is  given:  "He 
which  raised  up  the  Lord  Jesus  shall 
raise  up  us  also  by  Jesus"  (II  Cor. 
4:14).  What  more  could  the  re- 
deemed child  of  God  ask  than  to  be 
placed  in  the  so  glorious  position  of 
walking  on  resurrection  ground  con- 
tinuously  as  the  result  of  the  vic- 
torious resurrection  of  our  blessed 
Saviour! 

A  second  significant  fact  concern- 
ing  the  victorious  resurrection  of 
Christ  is  this:  Satan's  power  over 
death  has  been  broken.  The  ultimate 
consignment  to  the  lake  of  fire,  eter- 
nally, has  been  pronounced  by  the 
fudge   of  all   the   earth.   The   doom

of  the  Devil  has  been  declared.  It  is 
simply  a  matter  of  time  before  the 
final  destiny  of  the  Prince  of  the 
Power  of  the  Air  will  be  effected, 
for  it  has  already  been  announced. 
And  this  particular  fact  should  be 
a  consolation  to  vou  and  me  who  are 
in  Christ.  Certainly,  the  Wicked 
One  will  haunt  us  long  after  we  are 
born  again  into  the  family  of  God. 
Surely,  he  will  design  to  hinder  our 
testimony  for  Christ,  once  we  are 
saved.  But  he  never  need  have  the 
final  victory  over  us,  for  He  that  is 
in  us  is  greater  than  he  that  is  in 
the  world.

As  I  look  out  of  mv  window,  across 
the  green  countryside  to  the  distant 
hills,  I  can  see  a  glint  of  brightness 
from  the  sun,  still  unseen  here.  My 
heart  swells  with  joy  when  I  look  on 
the  beauties  the  "all-seeing  God"  set 
in  this  great  creation  for  the  pleasure 
of  anyone  who  looks  for  them. 

The  green  hills  and  budding  trees 
speak  of  new  life.  The  songs  of  the 
birds  remind  us  of  the  joy  that  comes 
with  the  newness  of  life,  not  only  in 
the  natural  sense,  as  in  tender  green 
grass  and  the  buddino  of  flowers,  but 
also  in  the  spiritual  as  well.  "Thou 
[God]  hast  put  gladness  in  my  heart" 
(Ps.  4:8). 

The  new-born  Christian  looks  out 
from  his  spiritual  habitation  and  sees 
a  view  much  like  the  one  from  my 
window— the  newness  and  beauty 
of  a  spiritual  life,  for  he,  now,  is 
dwelling  in  mountains  of  spiritual 
beauty. 

As  in  natural  life,  before  one  has 
traveled  far  he  finds  deserts  and 
wastelands  where  there  is  little  evi- 
dence of  new  life.

Then  we  remember  there  is  a  rock 
to  which  we  can  flee  and  find  refuse

from  storms  of  life,  or  the  heat  of 
sin's  deserts,  and  a  man  (the  Lord) 
shall  be  as  a  hiding  place  from  the 
wind,  and  a  covert  from  the  tempest, 
as  the  shadow  of  a  great  rock  in  a 
weary  land  (Isa.   32:2). 

The  beauty  of  springtime  brings 
to  our  mind  the  newness  of  the  resur- 
rected life  of  our  Lord,  and  the  tears 
of  Mary  that  glistened  as  the  dew  on 
the  new-grown  grass  while  she  stood 
outside  the  sepulcher  and  wept,  and 
saw  that  the  body  of  her  Lord  was 


gone.  She  did  not  know  that  the 
empty  tomb  spoke  of  the  greatness  of 
the  rock  which  is  our  habitation  after 
w-e  let  faith  roll  away  the  stone  of 
sin  and  unbelief  that  separates  us 
from  God. 

Mary  didn't  realize  that  the  stone, 
v\  hich  had  been  rolled  away  from  the 
sepulcher,  put  her  much  closer, 
spiritually  speaking,  to  her  Lord. 
Neither  had  she  fully  understood 
when  Jesus  had  spoken  of  His  death, 
burial,  and  resurrection. 

After  the  disciples  had  departed, 
Mary  lingered  near  the  tomb.  She, 
weeping  and  stooping  down,  looked 
into  the  sepulcher.  The  angels,  sitting 
within  said:  "Woman,  why  weepest 
thou?"  Mary  answered:  "Because  they 
have  taken  mv  Lord  away." 

We  are  so  often  disturbed  and 
afraid  because  we  fail  to  heed  the  re- 
assuring words  that  sav:  "All  things 
work  together  for  good  to  them  that 
love  God,  to  them  who  are  the  called 
according  to  his  purpose"  (Rom.  8: 
28). 

The  open  tomb  rebukes  our  lack 
of  faith.  1  wonder  that  we  do  not 
hear  the  resurrected  Saviour  saving 
to  us,  as  he  said  to  the  two  disciples 
as  he  walked  with  them  on  the  road 
to  Emmaus  that  Easter  Day:  "O  fools, 
and  slow  of  heart  to  believe." 

Dear  friend,  outside  of  Christ,  does 
it  seem  that  God  is  far  awav  and 
uninterested  in  vou?  Not  so!  Psalm 
34:18  savs:  "The  Lord  is  nigh  unto 
them  that  are  of  a  broken  heart;  and 
saveth  such  as  be  of  a  contrite  spirit." 
Just  as  He  was  near  and  saw  Mary's 
tears  and  distress.  He  sees  the  dis- 
tress of  the  lonely,  sin-sick  heart.

What  mother  is  there  who  does 
not  know  what  it  is  to  have  a  broken 
heart?  To  reallv  love  is  to  open  the 
door  to  sorrow.  For  it  is  only  those 
whom  we  love  deeply  who  have  the 
power  to  break  our  hearts. 

Every  mother  knows  the  suffering 
and  anguish  of  sitting  by  the  bedside 
of  a  precious  son  or  daughter  in  whose 
bodv  the  ravages  of  disease  or  pain 
are  taking  their  toll.  In  such  an  hour, 
when  she  knows  not  whether  death 
will  put  forth  his  icy  hand  and 
claim  the  child  of  her  love,  a  mother's 
heart  knows  the  in-rushing  of  the 
floodgates  of  sorrow. 

What  Christian  mother  knows  not 
the  bitter  disappointment  of  seeing 
her  own  beloved  stray  from  the  teach- 
ings she  has  so  carefullv  and  praver- 
fully  given  her  child  from  the  earliest 
davs? 

When  sin  puts  forth  its  enslaving 
chains  upon  her  beloved,  a  mother's 
heart  is  crushed  and  overcome  with 
grief.  In  distress,  she  wonders  if  her 
child  will  recover  himself  from  the 
error  of  his  ways  or  will  go  on  into 
perdition. 

[n  these  experiences  and  many 
other  hours  of  sorrow  and  travail,  I 
have  found  faith  a  priceless  balm. 

In  a  recent  trial  of  affliction,  I 
opened  my  Bible  and  was  amazed 
how  many  promises  are  given  to  those 
in  sorrow.  Indeed,  I  was  convinced, 
as  never  before,  that  the  Bible  was 
written  to  the  broken  in  heart.  "Bless- 
ed are  those  who  mourn:  for  they 
shall   be  comforted." 

As  I  sought  an  answer  to  mv  dis- 
ci 

tress,  the  Word  of  God  brought  such 
comfort  that  mv  sorrow  was  turned 
into  jov  unspeakable.  I  understood, 
lor  the  first  time,  what  Paul  meant 
when  he  said:  "Most  gladly  therefore 
will  I  rather  glorv  in  mv  infirmities, 
that  the  power  of  Christ  may  rest 
upon  me." 

Faith,   undergirded   and  based  on 
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the  promises  of  God,  is  the  power  that 
cuts  the  chains  that  bind  us  to  this 
world  and  allows  our  spirits  to  soar 
as  eagles  over  all  our  afflictions. 

In  this  testing  when  I  wept  until 
I  could  weep  no  more,  when  I  praved 
until  there  were  no  more  words  to 
sav,  I  discovered  that  I  had  come  to 
know  God  much  more  personallv  and 


in  a  more  real  way  than  I  had  ever 
known  Him  before. 

Trulv,  "Tribulation  worketh  pa- 
tience: and  patience,  experience." 
What  Christian  does  not  long  for 
a  greater  experience  with  the  Lord. 

I  found  the  truth  of  the  verse,  "The 
eternal  God  is  thy  refuge,  and  under- 
neath are  the  everlasting  arms." 

I  also  found  out  how  true  it  is  that 
"weeping  mav  endure  for  a  night,  but 
jov  cometh   in    the  morning." 

Our  "Light  affliction,  which  is  but 
for  a  moment,"  vet  it  "worketh  for 
us  a  far  more  exceeding  and  eternal 
weight  of  glorv.'' 

Thank  God  for  testings  and  trials 
and  heartaches  and  sorrows.  Only 
faith  in  the  eternal  God  will  enable 
to  do  this.

What  a  blessing  it  is  to  be  "Living 
for  Jesus"  (SMM)  "Under  His 
Wings"  (WMC)!  The  Lord  does  so 
wonderfully  guide  in  all  things,  even 
in  the  choosing  of  our  yearly  themes. 

The  WMC  is  the  mother  of  SMM. 
Women  Manifesting  Christ  are  re- 
sponsible  for  organizing  and  main- 
taining a  Sisterhood  of  Mary  and 
Martha  in  the  local  churches.  They 
should  help  and  encourage  the  girls 
to  "Do  GOD'S  will"  (SMM  Slogan). 
How  thankful  we  are  that  more 
women  are  realizing  this  and  doing 
something  about  it. 

What  is  the  purpose  of  SMM?  It 
is  ( 1 )  to  promote  a  deeper  devotion  to 
Christ  among  the  girls  of  the  church; 
(2)  to  increase  the  spirit  of  sisterhood 
among  them;  (3)  to  do  missionary  and 
benevolent  work  and  other  tasks  that 
they  can  perform  for  the  Lord. 

What  better  way  do  we  have  for 
teaching  our  girls  to  worship  and 
serve  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  than 
through  SMM?  The  colors,  green, 
and  white,  have  definite  spiritual 
significance.  White  signifies  worship, 
reminding  us  of  Mary.  Green  sig- 
nifies service,  representing  Martha 
(Luke  10:39-40). 

SMM  was  started  in  Philadelphia 
by  Mrs.  Mary  Bauman.  The  national 
work  began  in  1913  with  twenty-one 
Sisterhoods.  It  was  reorganized  in 
1939.  Now  we  have  about  200  groups 
with  approximately  2400  girls.  Praise 
the  Lord  for  this  growth! 


The  month  of  April  has  been  set 

aside  as  the  Birthday  month.  A  special 

thank  offering  is  taken  at  this  time  for 

the  higher  education  of  the  foreign 

missionaries'     children.     At     present 

there  are  seven  missionary  children 

receiving  this  aid  of  $100  a  year.  The 

money  is  given  to  the  Foreign  Mis- 
ts o 

sionarv  Society  who  add  to  this 
amount.  We  are  happy  to  say  that 
there  is  a  reserve  in  this  fund.  We, 
also,  have  an  investment  of  $2500 
with  the  FMS.  The  interest  of  which 
is  applied  to  the  Higher  Education 
fund. 

In  addition  to  this  Birthday  Proj- 
ect we  have  a  National  Project  each 
year.  It  has  been  the  custom  to  take 
Foreign  Missions  one  year  and  Home 
Missions  the  next.  Last  year  support 
was  given  for  Miss  Barbara  Hulse  in 
Brazil.  This  year  it  is  a  car  for  Miss 
Isobel  Fraser  of  the  Brethren  Mes- 
sianic Testimony.  Will  you  join  us 
in  prayer  concerning  the  selection  of 
a   national   project  for  next  year? 

Rolling  Bandages  for  Africa  was 
started  in  1918  when  the  Gribble 
party  first  sailed.  The  SMM  sent 
bandages  along  with  them.  Two 
years  later  James  Gribble  sent  an  ap- 
peal to  the  SMM  to  supply  bandages 
semi-annually  to  the  extent  of  a  box 
14  inches  square  by  24  inches  long. 
This  box  could  not  have  possibly 
contained  more  than  1,000  bandages! 
Total  number  of  bandages  rolled  last 
year  exceeded  36,000.  (Sandra  Chap- 


man, the  1958-59  Bandage  Queen, 
alone  rolled  4,517.)  Our  missionaries 
tell  us  they  could  still  use  more.  So 
let  us  continue  to  help  the  girls  by 
securing,  tearing,  and  sewing  the 
material.  Remember,  to  receive  credit 
each  girl  must  roll  her  own  bandages. 

Before  the  girls  can  be  blessed 
serving  the  Lord  in  the  above  men- 
tioned wavs,  they  must  be  made  to 
realize  their  need  of  a  personal  re- 
lationship with  Him.  Special  empha- 
sis is  placed  upon  daily  quiet  time, 
including  Bible  reading  and  prayer. 
Memorization  of  Scripture,  Bible 
study,  and  witnessing  are  also  stressed. 

The  SMM  girls  of  today  are  the 
future  WMC.  Let  us  set  the  example 
in  our  own  lives,  remembering  that 
"We  are  his  workmanship,  created  in 
Christ  Jesus  unto  good  works,  which 
God  hath  before  ordained  that  we 
should  walk  in  them"  (Eph.  2:10).

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"Living  for  Jesus  in  'AH'  That  We  Do"

The  thought  expressed  in  the  above 
title  was  no  doubt  in  the  mind  of  T. 
O.  Chisholm  as  he  wrote  the  words 
to  our  SMM  theme  song  for  this  vear 
"Living  for  Jesus."  This  certainlv 
should  be  the  purpose  of  each  one  of 
us  as  we  endeavor  to  live  for  our  Sav- 
iour each  day. 

Should  we  look  into  the  Webster 
dictionary  we  would  find  one  mean- 
ing listed  for  the  word  "all"  is  to  be 
"wholly"  or  "completely."  Therefore, 
when  we  sing  "Living  for  Jesus  in 
'all'  that  I  do,"  it  means  that  our  every 
action  is  that  which  is  glorifying  to 
Christ. 

Have  you  ever  taken  time  to  think 
what  the  word  "all"  means  to  vou  as 
you  sing  this  theme  song?  In  the 
Word  of  God,  our  Lord  was  speak- 
ing to  a  lawyer  who,  "asked  him  a 
question,  tempting  him,  and  saving, 
Master,  which  is  the  great  command- 
ment  in  the  law?  Jesus  said  unto 
him,  Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy 
God  with  all  thv  heart,  and  with  all 


thy  soul,  and  with  all  thv  mind. 
This  is  the  first  and  great  command- 
ment" (Matt.  22:35-38).  When  it 
came  to  the  devotion  we  should  show 
for  God,  Christ  didn't  leave  anything 
out— our  heart,  our  soul,  our  mind— 
everv  fiber  of  our  being  was  included. 
Once  we  have  given  our  heart  to  the 
Lord  there  should  be  no  reserving 
part  of  that  life  for  self. 

Think  for  one  minute  some  of  the 
things  which  this  word  "all"  covers 
in  vour  Christian  life.  In  the  home 
we  should  be  living  for  Jesus  in  "all" 
that  we  do.  Yes;  in  those  things  which 
are  sometimes  distasteful,  those  things 
which  we  dislike  to  do,  those  duties 
which  seem  so  cumbersome,  we 
should  be  living  for  Jesus. 

In  school  can  you  truly  say  that 
vou  are  living  for  Jesus  in  all  things? 
Do  vour  classmates  find  vou  kind, 
considerate,  and  pleasant  at  all  times. 
Do  vour  school  chums  want  to  know 
your  Saviour  because  you  are  living 
for  Him  in  their  presence? 


At  work  do  you  find  your  job  so 
pressing  that  it  is  impossible  to  "live 
for  Jesus,"  or  even  there  in  the  face 
of  problems  and  difficulties  do  you 
show  forth  the  Saviour.  Do  those  with 
whom  you  work  realize  that  "you 
have  been  bought  with  a  price:  there- 
fore [vou]  glorifv  God  in  your  body, 
and  in  vour  spirit,  which  are  God's" 
(I  Cor.  6:20)? 

What  about  in  the  church?  Are 
you  reallv  living  for  Jesus  there  too? 
Perhaps  the  thought  comes  to  your 
mind.  Don't  we  all  live  for  Jesus 
there?  But  it  is  possible,  even  in  the 
Lord's  work,  to  fail  to  live  for  Jesus 
in  all  that  we  do.  There  are  times 
in  the  Lord's  work  that  we  fail  to 
think  before  we  speak  and  thus  hurt 
someone's  feelings.  There  are  times 
when  we  refuse  to  do  some  task  be- 
cause there  is  no  glorv  attached  to  the 
job.  There  are  times  when  we  may 
fail  to  step  aside  gracefully  from  a 
place  of  honor,  when  someone  is 
found  more  qualified  to  do  the  task. 
In  the  work  of  the  church  we  should 
be  living  for  Jesus  in  all  that  we  do. 

Let  each  one  of  us  take  account 
of  our  lives  in  order  that  we  may  say 
with  the  writer  of  our  theme  song— 
"My  life  I  give,  henceforth  to  live,  O 
Christ,  for  Thee  alone."

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EPHESIANS  5:1-17 

The  word  "walk"  appears  eight 
times  in  Ephesians.  Three  of  these 
are  in  our  studv  for  this  month.  In 
2:2  it  is  "walked"  (past  tense)  de- 
scribing how  we  lived  before  the 
Lord  saved  us.  In  2:10  it  looks  to  the 
future  as  it  tells  how  the  Lord  ex- 
pects us  to  walk  since  He  has  saved 
us.  The  other  six  in  chapters  4  and 
5  describe  our  behavior  as  the  chil- 
dren of  God  in  this  present  evil 
world. 

The  FBI  has  just  released  the  in- 
formation that  1959  shows  a  seven 
percent  increase  in  crimes  of  violence 
over  1958!  Lawmen,  as  well  as  those 
who  have  to  do  with  education,  jus- 
tice, and  decency,  are  alarmed.  De- 
linquent among  adults  and  youth 
threatens  to  become  an  epidemic. 
Sober  and  godlv  students  of  the  Bible 
and  trends  in  society  twenty  to  thirty 
years  ago  warned  that  this  would 
come  unless  there  was  a  return  to  God 
and  Bible  moralitv.  Many  observers 
honestlv  wonder  if  the  tide  can  be 
turned. 

However,  evil  davs  are  not  new. 
Unrighteousness,  wickedness,  vio- 
lence, and  every  form  of  wrong 
against  man,  and  sin  against  God 
have  been  with  us  from  the  begin- 
ning. Adam  and  Eve  listened  to  Sat- 
an's lie,  disobeyed  God,  and  opened 
the  door  to  sin  and  death.  Their  first 
born,  Cain,  became  the  first  murder- 
er when  he  crimsoned  his  hands  in 
the  blood  of  his  brother  Abel.  Only 
the  born-again  ones  have  been  able 
to  rise  above  the  downdrag  of  sin 
road  since  that  time.  We  who  are 
Christ's  in  1960  are  to  "walk  with 
Christ"  step  by  step  so  that  we  might 
not  drift  into  worldly  ways  and  be 
sucked  into  the  current  of  present-day

evil,  thus  ruining  our  testimonv  and 
losing  our  rewards  at  the  judgment 
seat  of  Christ  when  He  returns  for 
us.  First,  we  are  to: 


I.  "WALK  IN  LOVE"  (5:1-2) 

In  view  of  our  heavenlv  calling 
(4:1;  2:6)  and  the  fact  that  we  are 
"sealed  with  that  Holv  Spirit  of  prom- 
ise" (1:14;  5:30)  we 'are  to  "be  fol- 
lowers of  God,  as  dear  children."  The 
word  "followers"  translates  the  one 
from  which  we  get  our  words  "mimeo- 
graph" and  "mimic.'''  It  means  "imi- 
tators." A  mimeograph  produces 
copies  like  the  original  copy  or  sten- 
cil. So,  in  salvation,  God  plans  that 
we  "should  be  conformed  to  the 
image  of  his  Son"  (Rom.  8:39).  Little 
children  are  born  imitators.  Remem- 
ber how  you  used  to  love  to  play 
"house."  Each  had  a  part— "You  be 
the  Mommv  and  I'll  be  the  Daddy." 
Dolls,  teddy  bears,  dogs,  cats,  or 
empty  chairs  were  the  children  if 
there  were  not  other  children  to  play. 
We  played  Sunday  school,  church, 
wedding,  and  even  funeral.  Just  like 
the  things  we  saw  and  were  impressed 
by.  Even  so,  as  God's  dear  children 
we  are  to  imitate,  mimic,  and  act  like 
Him.  He  has  told  us,  "Be  ye  holv,  for 
I  am  holy"  (I  Pet.  1:16). 

God  is  love.  Therefore  we  are  to 
"walk  in  love."  Our  example  is  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  himself,  who  gave 
himself  for  us  on  the  cross.  We  are 
not  to  love  our  fellow  Christians  as 
thev  love  us  or  as  other  Christians 
love  each  other,  but  as  He  loved  us. 
(Study  carefully  I  John  4:7-12.)  In 
this  way  our  lives  become  fragrant 
and  well-pleasing  to  God.  If  we  live 
in  the  love  of  God  and  let  His  love 
controls  us,  we  can't  go  far  wrong.

Lest  we  confuse  this  love,  which  is 
holy,  with  the  so-called  love  of  the 
world,  which  is  often  sordid  and 
degrading,    we   are   told   to— 

11.   "WALK  AS  CHILDREN  OF 
LIGHT"  (5:3- J  3) 

LIncleanness  in  thought,  word,  and 
action  are  "out"  so  far  as  God's  dear 
children  are  concerned,  (esus  came 
to  save  His  people  "from"  their  sins 
—not  "in"  them!  Sex  in  the  will  of 
God  within  the  relationship  of  mar- 
riage is  designed  to  be  a  blessing, 
and  it  is  clean,  pure,  and  undefiled. 
But  as  it  is  thrown  at  us  in  news- 
papers, many  modern  books,  maga- 
zines, movies,  and  TV,  it  is  filled 
with  shame,  heartache,  and  heart- 
break. We  need  to  be  well-taught  in 
these  matters  from  God's  Word  so 
that  we  do  not  find  ourselves  over- 
taken and  ensnared. 

Impurity  in  mind,  speech,  or  con- 
duct is  not  "becoming"  to  the  child 
of  God  (w.  3-4).  When  we  are  told 
that  a  certain  dress  or  outfit  is  not 
becoming  to  us  we  get  the  point.  It 
doesn't  do  anvthing  for  us,  it  is  un- 
attractive or  detracts.  We  want  to  be 
attractive.  Our  lives  are  to  adorn  the 
Gospel  (Phil.  1:27).  And  unclean 
conduct  or  conversation  ruin  our  at- 
tractiveness as  Christians  and  detract 
from  our  loveliness  as  God  makes  us 
in  Christ.  These  things  ruin  the  hope 
of  heaven  for  those  who  give  them- 
selves over  to  them  (v.  5).  And  the} 
ruin  the  lives  now  of  those  who  live 
in  them  (v.  6).  Don't  let  anyone,  re- 
gardless of  how  smooth  or  attractive, 
"fast-talk"  you  into  thinking 
clean  living  is  out  of  style  c 
loose  living  goes  unpunisht 
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are  empty  words  which  do  not  make 
sense. 

Jesus  is  "the  light  of  the  world" 
(John  8:12).  Since  we  have  been 
saved  bv  Him,  we  are  "light  in  the 
world."  If  we  walk  with  Him,  have 
fellowship  with  Him,  and  enjoy  His 
companionship,  we  must  "walk  in  the 
light"  because  there  is  no  darkness  in 
Him  (I  John  1:4-10).  We  should  be 
so  taken  up  with  Jesus  that  our  very 
lives  will  be  a  rebuke  to  this  sort  of 
thing.  Don't  be  fooled  by  the  appear- 
ance of  glamour,  merriment,  and  fun. 
Walk  in  obedience  to  the  Word  ol 
God,  and  vou'll  experience  the  true 
thrills  of  life  (Ps.  84:11),  and  you'll 
miss  the  heartbreak,  shame,  and  dis- 
grace. Finally,  we  are  to— 

111.  -WALK  CIRCUMSPECTLY" 

(5:14-17) 

It  is  a  tragedy  that  some  of  us  who 
are  God's  dear  children  are  overtaken 
in  these  evil  things.  We  still  have 
our  old,  sinful,  self-willed  nature.  If 
we  indulge  it,  we  may  become  drowsy 
and  fall  asleep  temporarily  in  these 
evil  ways  of  the  world.  And  God 
calls  in  alarm  to  anyone  who  might 
be  "sleeping"  among  those  of  the 
world  who  is  "dead"  in  his  sins. 
He  warns  such  to  "Wake  up!"  "Get 
up  and  get  out"  from  among  such 
and  Christ  will  give  us  light.  Some 
among  us  can't  see  anything  wrong 
with  things  that  displease  God  for 
this  very  reason.  Sin  blinds  and 
drugs. 

Only  as  we  let  the  light  of  God's 
Word  shine  into  our  hearts  will  we 
be  able  to  walk  circumspectlv.  Trans- 
lated into  our  speech  this  means: 
"Watch  Your  Step!"  When  we  see 
this  sign  we  know  that  we  are  in 
danger  even  though  we  may  not 
know  the  danger  itself.  If  we  have 
any  sense,  we  become  alert.  If  we 
are  not  careful,  we  may  get  hurt  or 
suffer  real  loss.  Industry,  traffic,  and 
schools  have  their  safety  programs. 
These  are  to  save  us  from  bodily 
harm.  This  verse  and  this  passage  is 
one  of  God's  "safety  slogans"  and 
a  battery  of  "flasher  signals"  for  His 
children  so  that  we  might  be  spared 
spiritual  and  eternal  loss. 

We  have  God's  Word,  and  we  are 
indwelt  by  His  Holy  Spirit.  There 
is  no  excuse  for  anyone  of  us  to 
play  the  part  of  the  fool  in  life.

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Is  It  Different  in  Kentucky? 


When  I  mentioned  to  a  Christian 
man  that  I  was  to  write  something 
entitled  "Living  for  Jesus  in  Ken- 
tucky," he  quickly  laughed  and  re- 
plied: "Living  for  Jesus  in  Kentucky 
is  the  same  as  living  for  Jesus  any- 
where else."  This  statement  has 
caused  me  to  think  much  about  what 
he  said. 

Generally  speaking,  I  am  sure  that 
this  man  and  I,  and  yes,  even  you, 
would  agree  that  no  matter  where  we 
may  be  throughout  the  entire  world 
there  are  certain  things  that  we  all 
must  do  to  live  for  Jesus  Christ.  We 
all  know  there  must  be  the  reading 
and  studying  of  the  Bible,  the  Word 
of  God.  There  must  be  prayer,  wit- 
nessing, support,  and  attendance  of 
the  church,  and  a  daily  living  for 
Christ. 

But  if  I  were  to  say  that  washing 
clothes  and  cooking  in  Kentucky  are 
the  same  as  washing  clothes  and 
cooking  any  place  else— I'm  positive 
that  many  of  our  womenfolk  would 
rise  up  and  beg  to  differ  with  me. 
Generally  speaking  this  is  true,  but 
are  there  not  many  other  things  that 
enter  in  to  make  it  easier  or  harder? 

I  am  reminded  of  many  of  our 
Kentucky  mothers  who  carry  all  the 
wash  water  from  a  well  at  the  bottom 
of  a  hill— or  from  the  river— build  a 
fire  outside  to  heat  it;  then  carry  it 
inside  to  a  washer  or  tub  and  board. 
How  much  easier  it  would  be  to  turn 
the  hot  water  faucet  and  press  the 
button  on  the  automatic  washer  and 
dryer.  How  much  easier  to  turn  the 
button  on  the  electric  stove  than  to 
go  out  and  find  kindling,  cut  it,  and 
then  build  a  fire  in  the  wood  stove? 

Yes,  living  for  Jesus  in  Kentucky 
is  the  same  as  living  for  Jesus  any- 
where else,  but  there  are  some  things 
that  make  it  harder  and  again  some 
things  that  make  it  easier.  When 
asked  why  he  had  moved  to  Cincinn- 
ati, Ohio,  one  of  our  young  men 
answered:  "It's  hard  livin'  in  these 
hills." 

As  I  sit  this  morning  enjoying  the 
peace  and  quiet  of  the  beautiful  hills 
of  Kentucky,  I  can  see  the  rooftops 
of  several  little  houses  nestled  among 


the  mass  of  green  trees.  My  mind 
travels  on  up  the  hollers.  Whether  I 
go  up  Sugar  Camp,  Bull  Creek,  Hell 
for  Certain,  Grassy  or  Wilder  Branch, 
life  would  be  much  the  same  as  up 
Peach  Orchard  holler. 

I  can't  help  wondering  how  many 
girls  from  the  city  would  don  their 
best  clothing  (heels  impossible,  girls!), 
trudge  a  mile  or  two  down  the  holler, 
which  in  places  is  little  more  than  a 
wide  path,  muddy,  rocky,  danger  of 
snakes,  and  many  times  through  rain 
and  snow.  There  are  always  the  wet 
bushes  brushing  against  your  clothes 
—briers  that  seem  to  delight  in  reach- 
ing  out  and  tearing  your  prettiest 
dress.  As  a  mother  said  to  me:  "By  the 
time  we  reach  the  chapel,  we  feel  like 
we  need  to  go  back  home  and  start 
all  over  again."  Then  there  is  the  re- 
turn trip  home— no  lights  anywhere, 
sleepy  voung'uns  to  carry— back 
through  the  mud  and  snow— to  say 
nothing  of  the  coal  fire  that  has  gone 
out  and  left  the  house,  oh,  so  cold! 
Yes;  oh  so  cold! 

To  rekindle  the  fire  would  help, 
but  so  much  more  is  needed— a  burn- 
ing desire  in  the  hearts  of  the  parents 
to  personally  know  Christ,  serve 
Christ,  and  live  Christ.  Our  many 
unconcerned,  indifferent,  unresene- 
rate  parents  today  make  it  harder 
to  live  for  Christ— not  only  in  Ken- 
tucky, but  where  you  live  too! 

Many  of  our  faithful  Christians 
have  made  a  special  effort  to  attend 
every  night  of  a  three-week  revival 
meeting.  I  wonder,  would  you?  Isn't 
it  easier  to  step  into  the  car  and  get 
out  in  front  of  the  church? 

Girls,  think  of  the  many  things 
you  have  to  help  vou  live  for  Jesus 
that  our  voung  people  do  not  have. 
There  are  no  Youth  for  Christ  meet- 
ings on  Saturday  nights  with  all  their 
inspiration  and  challenge— no  Chris- 
tian schools  to  attend— very  little  if 
any  Christian  literature  or  magazines 
and  books  in  the  homes.  There  is 
very  little  enforcement  and  en- 
couragement to  keep  one  in  school. 
There  are  no  joyous  sings  with  other 
churches— a  Bible  lesson,  but  no 
Bible  Clubs  in  our  high  school.  There

are  very  few  young  men  who  are 
Christians  for  our  Christian  girls  to 
date.  Isn't  it  harder  to  live  for  Jesus 
with  no  Christian  companions? 

A  Christian  father  said:  "I  think 
it  is  harder  to  live  for  Jesus  here  in 
Kentucky  because  when  a  man  ac- 
cepts Christ,  he  almost  stands  alone. 
There  are  such  few  men  here  who 
are  Christians.  If  we  had  the  support 
and  help  of  other  men,  it  would  help 
us." 

As  we  think  of  the  things  that  make 
it  harder  to  live  for  Jesus  we  are 
reminded,  too,  of  some  of  the  things 
that  make  it  easier  to  live  for  Jesus 
in  Kentucky.  At  Drvhill  there  are 
no  places  of  amusement,  no  dances, 
no  theaters,  no  drive-ins,  no  televi- 
sion, not  many  voung  people  with 
cars— all  this  makes  it  easier  to  live 
for  Jesus  as  vou  voung  people  in  the 
city  can  well  testify  to. 

So,  after  much  meditation  I  have 
decided  that  generally  speaking  liv- 
ing for  Jesus  in  Kentucky  is  the  same 
as  living  for  Jesus  anywhere  else,  but 
I  must  go  a  step  further  and  say 
that  surely  circumstances  and  en- 
vironment make  it  easier  or  harder.

Living  for  Jesus  in  the  parsonage 
is  verv  much  like  living  for  Jesus 
in  any  other  home.  However,  because 
it  is  the  home  of  the  pastor,  the  under- 
shepherd  of  God's  people,  it  has  a  pe- 
culiar place  of  responsibility  and 
blessing. 

To  be  the  wife  of  a  pastor  is  a  vo- 
cation. It  is  a  "holy  calling."  She  is 
called  to  serve  the  Lord  in  oneness 
of  spirit  and  purpose  with  her  hus- 
band. Her  work  is  not  office  holding 
in  the  church,  but  that  of  encourag- 
ing, sharing  burdens,  and  in  making 
the  way  easier  for  the  "man  of  God." 

Living  for  Jesus  in  the  parsonage 
is  to  glorifv  Christ  and  to  make  Him 
known.  This  is  the  purpose  of  all  our 
Christian  living  in  everv  sphere  of 
life,  but  nowhere  should  there  be  a 
finer  example  of  it  than  in  the  par- 
sonage. In  the  church  God's  Word  is 
proclaimed.  In  the  parsonage  God's 
Word  is  lived  out.  May  God  enable  us 
to  live  in  the  power  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  and  by  faith  so  that  others 
might  come  to  Him  and  be  blessed. 
Mav  the  home  be  a  concrete  example 


of  genuine  love,  of  family  worship, 
and  child  training.  May  God's  faith- 
fulness and  power  be  shown  as  we 
live  for  Him,  and  may  other  homes 
be  blessed  through  our  home. 

This  being  an  example  is  not  some- 
thing irksome,  not  something  tacked 
on  as,  "I  must  do  this  because  some- 
one is  watching  and  will  criticize," 
but  because  the  love  of  Christ  con- 
strains us.  This  makes  it  a  happv 
thing. 

Living  for  Jesus  in  the  parsonage 
brings  the  privilege  of  ministering  to 
the  needs  of  others.  Folk  come  to  the 
parsonage  in  times  of  sickness,  death, 
trouble,  and  need.  You  may  be  the 
human  channel  through  which  God 
brings  blessing  and  guidance.  All 
these  things  bring  an  opportunity  to 
witness  for  Christ. 

Living  for  Jesus  in  the  parsonage 
means  using  vour  house  for  the  Lord. 
I  liis  means  extra  cleaning,  washing, 
meals  for  many  guests.  But  when  we 
do  these  tasks  for  Him,  our  service 
of  love  to  them  is  as  unto  Him.  The 
blessings  are  rich  indeed! 


The  children  of  the  parsonage  like- 
wise have  a  peculiar  place  of  oppor- 
tunity and  blessing.  "P.  K."  does  not 
mean  perfect  kids.  However  under 
God  thev  can  do  much  to  live  out  in 
example  the  teachings  of  God's  Word. 
They  can  be  a  real  help  or  hindrance. 
If  you  are  a  P.  K.,  thank  God  for  it 
and  live  for  Him  among  the  children 
and  vouth  of  the  church  and  com- 
munity. How  far  reaching  in  bless- 
ing to  others  you  can  be  as  you  live 
for  Christ  in  the  parsonage. 

The  other  day  I  heard  a  young  girl 
say:  "Oh,  I'll  never  marrv  a  preacher." 
If  God  should  call  you  to  be  the  wife 
of  a  pastor,  thank  Him  for  the  privi- 
lege. The  joy  of  service  far  out  weighs 
the  sacrifice.  For  many  years  I  have 
lived  in  the  parsonage,  and  I  would 
not  exchange  my  vocation  for  any 
other. 

We  who  live  in  the  parsonage  are 
verv  human.  If  in  some  unguarded 
moment,  we  fail,  don't  criticize,  but 
pray  that  God  will  enable  each  one 
of  the  household  to  live  for  Jesus  in 
the  parsonage.

generously."

The  very  mention  of  the  word 
"traitor"  arouses  in  most  of  us  a 
feeling  of  disgust  and  perhaps  even 
hatred.  Decent  people  everywhere 
have  always  despised  traitors.  Take, 
for  exampje,  the  case  of  Quisling  in 
the  World  War  II.  To  a  loyal  Nor- 
wegian, the  name  of  Quisling  is 
enough  to  cause  a  violent  reaction  of 
hatred.  For  Quisling  was  a  man  train- 
ed in  Norway's  military  academy, 
given  a  rank  of  major,  employed  bv 
the  League  of  Nations,  and  trusted 
bv  his  government  with  important 
business.  But  it  was  Quisling  who 
secretly  assisted  the  Germans  in  their 
invasion  of  Norway,  and  it  was  Quis- 
ling who  used  his  power  to  bring 
about  Norway's  total  collapse  under 
German  rule. 

Small    wonder   that   the   name   of 
Quisling  is  so  despised!  When  World 


the  Saviour.  In  Judas  we  see  a  pic- 
ture of  what  the  human  heart  is  like. 
We  see  that  in  spite  of  the  finest 
example  in  the  world,  the  finest 
preaching  in  the  world,  and  the  finest 
fellowship  and  environment  in  the 
world,  still  some  men  never  respond 
to  the  Gospel  in  order  to  be  saved. 
Consider  with  me  that  kiss  of  Judas. 

A  Hyprocite's  Kiss 

In  the  first  place,  that  kiss  was 
a  hvprocite's  kiss.  For  three  years 
Judas  had  been  carrying  on  a  huge 
masquerade.  He  had  been  living  a  lie. 
He  had  probably  heard  Christ  speak 
a  hundred  times  about  the  Pharisees 
and  call  them  whited  sepulchers, 
vipers,  hvpocrites.  Every  time  he 
heard  that,  he  must  have  thought  to 
himself  how  much  the  Saviour  hated 
hvpocrisv.   Again  and  again  he  saw

The  Traitor's  Kiss" 
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War  II  was  ended  and  the  Germans 
were  expelled  from  Norway,  Quisling 
was  arrested  for  betraying  his  coun- 
try  and  shot  by  a  firing  squad. 

But  the  most  infamous  traitor  of 
them  all  was  not  Quisling  or  Arnold 
or  Brutus  or  Absalom.  It  was  the  man 
who,  on  the  night  of  Christ's  arrest 
in  Gethsemane,  planted  a  kiss  on  the 
cheek  of  Jesus  and  let  Him  be  seized 
by  Temple  soldiers. 

Judas  is  the  traitor  whose  black 
deed  has  gone  down  in  history  as 
the  foulest  act  of  treachery  ever  per- 
formed in  a  world  that  is  used  to 
such  things  as  this.  It  is  bad  enough 
as  we  read  the  story  to  realize  that 
one  of  Jesus'  disciples  was  a  traitor, 
but  to  have  betrayed  Him  with  a  kiss 
seems  to  reveal  the  utter  shameless- 
ness  and  daring  of  this  man  who  had 
been  one  of  the  closest  associates  of 


how  Christ  was  able  to  look  through 
the  outward  show  that  men  were 
prone  to  put  on  and  to  see  the  in- 
nermost soul  of  a  man.  But  up  to 
the  very  last,  Judas  remained  a  hypo- 
crite, pretending  to  be  something  he 
knew  in  his  heart  he  was  not. 

An   Ingrate's   Kiss 

This  kiss  was  also  an  ingrate's  kiss. 
Think  of  it!  Judas  was  betraying  the 
One  who  had  led  him  for  three  vears, 
the  One  who  had  been  his  teacher, 
the  One  who  had  perhaps  healed  him 
of  any  sicknesses  he  had  had,  the  One 
who  had  shown  him  nothing  but  love 
and  kindness  and  compassion.  It  was 
enough  that  Judas  did  not  believe  in 
the  Saviour.  That  is  hard  enough  to 
understand.  But  how  this  man  could 
bring  himself  to  betray   the   Son  of 


Man  with  a  kiss  staggers  our  imagina- 
tion.  Apparently  he  had  almost  no 
appreciation  for  all  Jesus  had  done  for 
him. 

You  and  I  might  never  have  been 
guiltv  of  the  treachery  of  a  Judas, 
but  we  may  have  been  guilty  of  the 
sin  that  led  to  his  treachery.  Do  we 
reallv  appreciate  what  Christ  has 
done  for  us?  Have  we  really  appro- 
priated the  blessings  of  salvation 
through  Christ?  The  person  who 
hears  the  message  of  the  Gospel  but 
continues  in  his  sin  and  rejection  is 
committing  the  sin  of  Judas.  He  is 
spurning  the  gift  of  the  Son  of  God, 
just  as  surely  as  though  he  planted 
a  kiss  of  betraval  upon  the  Saviour's 
cheek. 

A  Coward's  Kiss 

This  was  also  a  coward's  kiss.  Here 
was  a  man  who  had  gathered  a  great 
multitude,  a  lynch  mob,  to  bolster  his 
courage  in  the  job  he  was  doing.  He 
was  a  coward.  He  had  counted  the 
cost  of  serving  Christ  and  decided  the 
cost  was  too  great.  He  couldn't  take 
the  self-denial,  he  couldn't  bear  the 
persecution,  he  couldn't  separate  him- 
self from  the  world.  He  had  found 
that  it  wasn't  easy  to  be  a  Christian. 
It  takes  men  with  backbone,  with 
the  courage  of  their  convictions,  with 
perseverance  in  spite  of  persecution, 
to  be  effective  Christians. 

A  Kiss  of  Death 

Finally,  this  was  a  kiss  of  death. 
When  Judas,  the  betrayer,  lifted  his 
face  to  kiss  his  Master,  it  was  a  kiss 
of  death  for  both  of  them.  It  was 
the  signal  bv  which  Jesus  was  arrested 
and  tried  and  convicted  to  death  by 
crucifixion.  But  it  was  also  a  kiss  that 
meant  death  for  Judas— both  physical 
and  spiritual  death.  For  Judas  was 
signifying  by  that  kiss  that  he  was  not 
a  Christian.  That  meant  that  when  he 
died,  his  soul  would  be  forever  lost. 
He  would  suffer  eternal  death  in- 
stead of  eternal  life. 

While  we  criticize  Judas,  let  us  not 
forget  to  examine  our  own  hearts. 
Have  we  not  been  hypocritical  at 
some  time  or  other,  pretending  to  be 
what  we  are  not?  Have  we  not  been 
ungrateful  for  the  blessings  of 
heaven?  Have  we  not  been  cowardly 
when  it  came  to  taking  a  stand  for 
Christ?  May  God  forgive  us.

"If  you're  going  to  build  outside  the 
city  limits,  you'd  better  think  about 
your  water  supply/  Harrv  said.  "After 
I  bought  this  home,  that  diner  across 
the  highway  drilled  their  well  deeper. 
Then,  in  order  to  get  enough  water 
I  had  to  hand  out  over  a  hundred 
dollars  to  sink  my  well  deeper." 

Tom  was  listening  attentively. 
"Well,  there's  no  commercial  enter- 
prise near  where  I  plan  to  build,"  he 
said.  "I  won't  have  that  trouble." 

But  men  have  other  difficulties  in 
their  search  for  water. 

Several  months  later  Tom  had  a 
well-driller  on  his  property.  It  wasn't 
too  long  before  thev  were  pumping 
water.  For  a  while  the  stream  was 
cloudy,  but  gradually  it  cleared.  How- 
ever, Tom's  wife  thought  it  had  a 
queer  odor. 

To  be  on  the  safe  side,  he  called 
the  state  inspector  to  come  and  test 
it.  This  man  condemned  the  well. 
"You  see,"  he  said,  "vou  are  in  lime- 
stone country.  All  around  you  there 
are  rock  outcroppings.  Filth  and  ni- 
trates follow  the  exposed  rock  under- 
ground. You  will  have  to  dig  deeper." 

Tom  called  in  another  well-driller 
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who  suggested  digging  at  a  different 
spot.  Dav  after  day  he  drilled  until, 
finally,  he  gave  up.  The  driller  had 
not  produced  water,  and  people  said 
Tom  was  foolish  but  he  paid  for 
that  dry  hole  in  the  ground  also. 
Almost  two  thousand  dollars  invested 
in  wells,  but  not  a  drop  to  drink! 

That  is  a  lot  of  money  to  spend, 
particularly  when  vou  have  nothing 
to  show  for  it.  But  Jesus  said:  "If  any 
man  thirst,  let  him  come  unto  me  and 
drink"  (John  7:37).  The  Lord  gives 
freely,  abundantly.  Everybody  needs 
and  thirsts  for  spiritual  water.  Every- 
body has  a  desire  to  worship  some- 
one or  some  thing. 

Many  try  to  find  satisfaction  in 
pleasure.  Thev  run  here  and  there, 
try  one  thing  after  another.  Some 
realize— after  wasting  vears  of  their 
lives— that  worldly  pleasures  are 
tainted  with  sin. 

Again  thev  start,  seeking  in  the 
place  and  way  which  seems  right  to 
them.  Thev  do  the  best  thev  can,  try 
to  "treat  everybody  right,"  and  even 
attend  church  occasionally.  Fortu- 
nately, some  awake  to  the  realization 
that  life  on  the  human  plane  is  dry 


and  empty  of  anything  that  satisfies 
the  thirst  of  the  soul. 

Then  thev  hear  that  Christ  has 
made  provision  to  satisfy  all  who 
really  "hunger  and  thirst  after  right- 
eousness." He  told  the  Samaritan 
woman  at  Jacob's  well:  "If  thou  knew- 
est  the  gift  of  God,  and  who  it  is  that 
saith  to  thee,  Give  me  to  drink;  thou 
wouldest  have  asked  of  him,  and  he 
would  have  given  thee  living  water 
.  .  .  Whosoever  drinketh  of  the  water 
that  I  shall  give  him  shall  never 
thirst;  but  the  water  that  I  shall  give 
him  shall  be  in  him  a  well  of  water 
springing  up  into  everlasting  life" 
(John  4:10,  14). 

Jesus  satisfied  the  spiritual  thirst 
of  the  Samaritan  woman  and  many 
of  her  neighbors.  For  they  testified. 
"Now  we  believe  .  .  .  and  know  that 
this  is  indeed  the  Christ,  the  Saviour 
of  the  world"   (John   4:42). 

We  can  with  joy  draw  water  from 
the  wells  of  salvation  simply  by 
calling  in  repentance  upon  Christ. 
What  He  did  for  the  Samaritans,  He 
will  do  for  us.  The  knowledge  of  sins 
forgiven  will  well  up  in  our  hearts 
giving  us  the  assurance  or  everlast-

Numbered  With  Transgressors 


And  the  Spirit  of  God  records  it  as 
proving  the  inspiration  of  His  own 
Word,  for  centuries  before  He  had 
said  through  the  lips  of  Isaiah:  "And 
he  was  numbered  with  the  trans- 
gressors" (Isa.  53:12).  And  Mark,  after 
recording  the  crucifixion  of  the  two 
thieves,  added:  "And  the  scripture 
was  fulfilled,  which  saith,  And  he 
was  numbered  with  the  transgressors" 
(Mark  15:28).  But  the  fact  is  by  no 
means  exceptional,  for  everything  that 
occurred  at  the  cross  was  foretold  in 
the  Old  Testament.  His  silence  be- 
fore His  accusers  had  been  spoken 
of  bv  Isaiah:  "As  a  sheep  before  her 
shearers  is  dumb,  so  he  openeth  not 
his  mouth."  The  reviling  of  the  pass- 
ers-by as  they  wagged  their  heads 
was  foretold  by  David,  who,  bv  in- 
spiration, put  the  words  upon  Christ's 
lips:  "I  became  also  a  reproach  unto 
them:  when  they  looked  upon  me 
they  shaked  their  heads"  (Ps.  22:7; 
10c):25).  The  very  words  that  express- 
ed their  mockery  were  a  quotation 
from  the  twenty-second  Psalm:  "He 
trusted  on  the  Lord  that  he  would  de- 
Ihcr  him:  let  him  deliver  him,  seeing 
he  delighted  i  him."  The  parting  of 
His  garment  nd  the  casting  of  the 
lot  were  tin  ment  of  what  David 

wrote   in   Psalm   2     18,  and  His  cry 
of  abandonment    <  .  -\aet  quota- 

254 


tion  from  the  first  verse  of  that  Psalm. 
The  refraining  of  the  soldiers  from 
breaking  His  legs,  as  was  customary, 
and  the  piercing  of  His  side  were  ac- 
cording to  the  infallible  Word.  Ro- 
man custom  can  be  broken,  but  not 
Scripture,  and  it,  centuries  before, 
had  declared,  "He  keepeth  all  his 
bones:  not  one  of  them  is  broken" 
and  again,  "They  shall  look  upon  me 
whom  they  have  pierced"  (Ps.  34:20; 
Zech.  12:10).  And  these  are  not  all. 
A  score  more  were  fulfilled  in  those 
few  hours. 

Yet  not  alone  as  proving  the  in- 
spiration of  Scripture  is  this  recorded: 
it  proclaims  the  divine  provision  for 
all  men.  We  were  transgressors!  "For 
whosoever  shall  keep  the  whole  law, 
and  vet  offend  in  one  point,  he  is 
guilty  of  all"  (James  2:10).  Choose 
anv  of  God's  holy  commandments, 
whose  infraction  mav  be  least  or  most 
immoral,  and  say,  "I  have  broken 
this  one";  the  moment  vou  take  that 
place  of  self-judgment  and  confession 
you  shall  find  One  at  vour  side, 
not  to  condemn  but  to  save  you,  for 
it  was  for  this  that  He  was  numbered 
with  the  transgressors. 

Moreover,  this  is  recorded  because 
it  promulgates  the  divine  method. 
Not  only  is  He  numbered  with  the 
transgressors,  but  actually  takes  their 
place  which  we  have  seen  in  the  case 
of  Barabbas.  Not  for  His  own  sins 
but  for  yours  and  mine  is  He  there, 
dving,  "the  just  for  the  unjust,  that 
he  might  bring  us  to  God";  "made 
sin  for  us,  who  knew  no  sin,  that  we 
might  be  made  the  righteousness  of 
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God  in  him." 

Moreover  still.  His  crucifixion 
with  thieves  is  recorded  because  it 
provided  for  their  salvation.  One  of 
those  thieves  became  saved! 

"And  one  of  the  malefactors  which  were 
hanged  railed  on  him,  saying.  If  thou  be 
Christ,  save  thyself  and  us.  But  the  other 
answering  rebuked  him,  saying.  Dost  thou 
not  fear  God.  seeing  thou  art  in  the  same 
condemnation?  And  we  indeed  justly:  for  we 
receive  the  due  reward  of  our  deeds:  but 
this  man  hath  done  nothing  amiss.  And  he 
said  unto  Jesus.  Lord,  remember  me  when 
thou  comest  into  thy  kingdom.  And  Jesus 
said  unto  him.  Verily  I  say  unto  thee.  Today 
shalt  thou  be  with  me  in  paradise"  (Luke 
23:39-43). 

One  lower  in  the  scale  of  human 
depravity  it  would  be  difficult  to  find. 
Condemned  to  die  an  ignominious 
death  on  account  of  his  crimes,  he, 
while  standing  at  the  very  gates  of 
death,  dares  to  revile  and  blaspheme 
the  Son  of  God.  "And  they  that  were 
crucified  with  him  reviled  him" 
(Mark  15:32)-  But  a  ray  of  divine 
light  enters  that  darkened  heart,  en- 
abling  him  to  apprehend  the  glory 
of  that  Person  at  his  side;  to  believe 
in  Him  as  the  long-promised  Messiah 
and  to  understand  that,  though  dying 
now,  He  must  return  in  the  future  to 
His  kingdom.  And  to  Him  he  turns 
with  a  prayer  that  is  at  once  a  cordial 
to  the  Broken  Heart,  "Jesus"— he 
knew  the  meaning  of  that  name,  "Sav- 
iour"—"remember  me  when  thou 
comest  into  thv  kingdom." 

So  our  Lord  shall  have  some  fruit 
from  His  death  even  before  it  occurs, 
shall  gather  a  sheaf  from  this  unlikely 
field— enemies  mocking,  all  the  world 
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against  Him,  darkness  gathering 
round!  Without  an  upbraiding  word, 
nor  even  a  reference  to  the  blasphemy 
in  which  the  thief  has  been  but  now 
engaged,  He,  so  eager  to  save,  makes 
answer:  "Todav  shalt  thou  be  with 
me  in  paradise."  Marvelous  grace! 
Snatching  out  of  the  very  jaws  of 
death  a  man  unfit  to  live  on  earth, 
and,  without  question  or  condition, 
fitting  him  to  associate  with  himself 
in  paradise!  And  He  remains  to  this 
hour  the  same  wonder-working  Sav- 
iour. "There  was  one  such  case,"  they 
say,  "that  none  might  despair;  yet 
only  one  that  none  might  presume." 
But  let  us  rather  say  that  this  is  a  pat- 
tern case  of  salvation,  described  so 
carefullv  that  none  can  possibly  mis- 
take it. 

Once  more,  the  crucifixion  of  the 
thieves  with  Christ  is  recorded  be- 
cause it  portrays  our  identification 
with  Him.  We  were  malefactors, 
thieves  all,  born  so,  whether  or  not 
we  have  taken  what  was  not  our  own. 
And  in  the  counsels  of  God  we  have 
been  crucified  with  Christ,  as  He  af- 
firms. 

"Knowing  this,   that   our  old   man   is   cruci- 
fied with  him"    (Rom.  6:6). 
"I    am    crucified    with    Christ"    (Gal.    2:20). 

Thus  has  God  made  complete  rid- 
dance of  us  as  sinners.  All  that  we 
were  has  disappeared  from  His  sight 
at  the  cross  and  in  the  grave  of  His 
Son.  His  own  whom  He  now  sees 
in  Christ  He  sees  as  a  new  creation. 
How  good  to  have  from  Him  this  as- 
surance—not of  what  we  have  ex- 
perienced, but  of  what  He  counts  as 
true  of  us.  The  very  knowledge  of  it 
makes  for  holiness  of  life. 


The   Darkness  and  the   Interpreting 
Cry 


"Now  from  the  sixth  hour  there  was  dark- 
ness over  all  the  land  unto  the  ninth  hour. 
And  about  the  ninth  hour  Jesus  cried  with 
a  loud  voice,  saying.  .  .  .  My  God.  my  God. 
why  hast  thou  forsaken  me?" 

Taking  this  phenomenal  darkness 
and  this  strange,  weird  cry  together, 
the  one  explains  the  other.  There  are 
beautiful  lines  in  an  old  hymn  that 
we  like  to  sing: 

"Well  might  the  sun  in  darkness  hide, 

And  shut  his  glories  in, 
When  Christ,  the  mighty  Maker  died 
For  man,  the  creature's,  sin." 


But  this  is  inadequate  as  an  expla- 
nation of  the  darkness,  making  it  but 
an  expression  of  nature's  svmpathv 
with  her  dying  Lord.  His  cry  inter- 
prets it  differently.  If  "God  is  light," 
as  Scripture  affirms,  then  this  super- 
natural darkness  at  middav  is  but  the 
witness  that  He  has  withdrawn  him- 
self, has  left  His  beloved  Son  to 
the  cruel  will  of  wicked  men. 

"Why?"  The  only  man  that  ever 
dared  sav  that  to  God,  and  the  only 
time  in  His  career  that  He  said  it, 
cried  'Whv?"  and  was  not  answered. 
When  have  the  righteous  been  for- 
saken of  God?  Scripture  says, 
"Never!"  "I  have  been  young,  and 
now  I  am  old;  yet  have  I  not  seen  the 
righteous  forsaken,  nor  his  seed  beg- 
ging bread"  (Ps.  37:25).  Behold  this 
strange  and  solitarv  contradiction:  the 
onlv  righteous  One  in  the  absolute 
sense  that  ever  lived,  forsaken  of  God, 
and  confessing  it  in  the  face  of  His 
foes!  And  some  of  those  very  foes  have 
heard  Him  say: 

"He  that  sent  me  is  with  me:  the  Father 
hath  not  left  me  alone:  for  I  do  always  those 
things   that   please   him"    (John    8:29). 

Yet  now,  as  with  insulting  hands 
thev  lift  up  that  perfect  One  to  die, 
the  heavens  become  blacker  than 
night,  not,  as  thev  surelv  fear,  in 
token  of  God's  anger  against  them, 
but  as  His  crv  explains  it,  in  token 
that  God  has  forsaken  the  Son  of  His 
love.  Who  shall  explain  this  mystery 
—who  interpret  this  one  exception  to 
all  God's  ways  with  the  righteous?  He 
has  done  so!  And  in  a  psalm  written 
a  thousand  years  before!  Oh,  if  the 
unsaved  who  read  these  words  could 
but  know  the  depth  of  their  interest 
in  that  unanswered  cry!  To  learn  it 
thev  have  onlv  to  turn  to  the  psalm 
from  which  it  is  quoted.  There  shall 
they  find  His  own  explanation.  It  is 
the  twenty-second  Psalm— the  psalm 
of  the  sin  offering,  describing  the 
crucifixion  in  all  the  brutal  details 
and  written  by  David  concerning  his 
greater  Son  and  Lord,  whose  voice 
is  heard  throughout.  It  begins  with 
this  crv  of  abandonment: 

"My  God.  my  God.  why  hast  thou  forsaken 
me?  why  art  thou  so  far  from  helping  me, 
and   from  the   words  of   my   roaring?" 

But  listen!  the  same  Voice  still, 
amid  the  awful  darkness,  answering 
His  own  cry  and  justifying  God  for 
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forsaking  Him:  "But  thou  art  holy." 
It  is  a  sufficient  answer,  explainino 
all  the  mystery.  God  is  holy  and  can 
have  no  part  with  sin,  as  His 
prophet  declared: 

"Thou  art  of  purer  eyes  than  to  behold  evil, 
and  canst  not  look  on  iniquity"   (Hab.  1:13). 

Sin  upon  the  sinless  One?  Yes! 
Yours  and  mine!  Under  the  awful 
load  He  bows  His  head  in  death! 
Christ  in  darkness!  Christ  forsaken 
of  God  because  He  is  "made  sin  for 
us"  and  treated  as  a  sinner  in  our 
place! 

Outside  the  limits  of  Israel's  camp 
a  fire  perpetually  burned.  Upon  it 
the  carcasses  whose  blood  was  of- 
fered for  sin  were  consumed.  Of  this 
the  Apostle  speaks  in  Hebrews  13:11 
and  12,  as  follows: 

"For  the  bodies  of  those  beasts,  whose  blood 
is  brought  into  the  sanctuary  by  the  high 
priest  for  sin,  are  burned  without  the 
camp.  Wherefore  Jesus  also,  that  he  might 
sanctify  the  people  with  his  own  blood, 
suffered   without   the  gate." 

To  Golgotha  they  take  Him  to  die 
as  one  unfit  to  die  within  the  sacred 
precincts  of  the  holy  city,  crowned  of 
old  with  the  glory  of  Jehovah's  pres- 
ence. That  outside  place  marks  Him 
as  the  true  Sin  Offering.  There  He  is 
lifted  up  from  earth  to  die  in  ex- 
pression of  earth's  rejection  of  Him 
—lifted  up  to  heaven,  as  though  ap- 
pealing for  heaven's  approval  of  that 
rejection,  lifted  up  between  heaven 
and  earth  as  though  unfit  for  either! 


Six  and  Nine 


Whv  are  these  numbers,  "from 
the  sixth  hour  unto  the  ninth  hour," 
here,  showing  that  the  darkness  en- 
dured for  three  hours?  Like  every 
other  detail  they  add  their  testimony 
to  the  meaning  of  the  holy  sacrifice. 
Three  is  the  number  of  divine  full- 
ness; the  number  of  Christ  himself: 
"In  him  dwelleth  all  the  fullness  of 
the  Godhead."  Six  is  the  number  of 
sinful  man  and  nine  is  that  of  judg- 
ment. "Now  the  righteousness  of  God 
...  is  manifested"  in  Christ's  bearing 
the  judgment  of  sin,  exhausting  its 
penalty  so  that  it  can  never  be  again 
exacted,  the  sword  of  divine  justice 
forever  sheathed  in  His  broken  heart 
for  all  who  believe.— Continued  nexl 
issue.

The  God-wan   Faces   Death 

Men  through  the  ages  have  faced  many  difficulties 
and  heart-breaking  experiences.  Often  these  factors  have 
changed  the  courses  of  lives,  families,  nations,  and  some- 
times the  course  of  the  entire  world. 

But,  no  man  ever  knew  so  much  about  what  he  faced 
in  the  future  and  still  walked  unflinchingly  into  the  jaws 
of  the  most  trying  experiences  and  even  death,  as  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

In  Luke  9:51  the  writer  states  concerning  our  Lord: 
"And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  time  was  come  that  he 
should  be  received  up,  he  stedfastly  set  his  face  to  go 
to  Jerusalem." 

Remember,  His  identity  and  nature,  far  from  making 
Him  immune  to  pain,  suffering,  and  heartbreak,  rather 
make  these  things  more  acute  than  they  could  ever  be 
in  any  other  being  because  He  had  a  perfect  body. 

Jesus  Knew  His  Time  Had  Come

"It  came  to  pass 
the  sovereign  plan  of  God.  This  is  the  time  in  the  his 
tory  of  the  world,  in  God's  chronology,  when  Jesus 
Christ  is  to  20  to  the  cross,  be  buried,  raised  from  the 
dead,  and  ascend  into  heaven. 

All  Christ's  prophetic  statements,  the  implication  of 
this  verse  and  what  follows,  indicate  that  Jesus  knew  the 
time  had  come  for  Him  to  fulfill  the  plan  of  God  in 
providing  redemption  for  lost  men.  This  had  been  settled 
long  ago  according  to  Acts  2:22-24. 

Jesus  Knew  What  Would  Come 

Jesus  knew  the  truth  of  Psalm  22  which  was  written 
centuries  before  He  came  in  Bethlehem's  manger.  In 
minute  detail  the  events  preceding  and  during  His 
death  on  Calvary  are  set  down.  In  Luke  9:22,  27,  31 
He  clearly  outlines  His  soon-to-come  experiences. 

Jesus  knew  He  would  endure  an  agonizing  experi- 
ence in  Gethsemane  and  wrestle  with  His  Father  in 
prayer.  Thus  He  made  preparation  for  His  death,  while 
His  disciples  peacefully  slept.  He  knew  He  would  be 
betrayed  and  sold  for  thirty  pieces  of  silver  by  the  hypo- 
critical Judas.  He  knew  about  the  scoffing,  spittings, 
revilings  of  the  mob  in  Pilate's  judgment  hall.  He  knew 
in  complete  detail  the  nature  of  the  death  He  would 
die.  The  picture  of  His  future  was  clear  in  the  mind 
of  Christ.  Nowhere  in  Scripture  is  the  foreknowledge  of 
our  Lord  more  apparent  than  here. 


Jesus  Set  His  Face  Toward  Jerusalem 

Yet  our  Lord  "stedfastly  set  his  face  to  go  to  Jerusalem." 
Isaiah  in  chapter  50,  verse  7  refers  to  this  when  he  writes: 
"Therefore  have  I  set  my  face  like  a  flint."  Flint  is  hard 
and  unbending.  From  the  standpoint  of  changing  His 
purpose  and  its  complete  accomplishment  Jesus  would 
ignore  all  that  He  knew  He  must  endure.  The  disciples 
must  have  seen  something  like  this  in  the  face  of  Jesus 
in  Mark  10:32,  and  they  were  astonished. 

Have  you  ever  seen  the  set  of  the  jaw  of  a  man  who 
has  made  a  difficult  decision  and  the  look  of  determina- 
tion on  his  face  as  he  prepares  to  follow  through? 

There  was  only  one  wav  the  Saviour  could  go  now— 
toward  Jerusalem!  The  fact  that  absolutely  nothing  could 
deter  Him  from  fulfilling  His  purpose  has  meant  our 
salvation  and  eternal  blessing. 

All  the  events  in  connection  with  the  crucifixion  hap- 
pened according  to  the  divine  schedule  even  to  the 
burial  of  Christ. 

Jesus  Arose  From  the  Dead 

This  determination  of  Christ  finally  resulted  in  His 
resurrection  from  the  dead,  the  same  Christ  who  set  His 
face  toward  Jerusalem. 

As  He  met  with  His  disciples,  victorious  over  death 
and  finished  with  the  painful  experiences  of  Calvary, 
and  also  having  the  joy  of  knowing  He  had  completed 
God's  will  in  redemption,  His  face  must  also  have  told 
a  wonderful  storv. 

On  the  Mount  of  Transfiguration  we  are  told  that 
"his  face  did  shine  as  the  sun"  (Matt.  17:2).  Certainly 
this  looked  forward  to  His  resurrection  glorv. 

His  face  is  shining  from  the  glory  today  upon  those 
who  are  willing  to  receive  Flim  as  Saviour. 

Which  Way  Shall  Our  Faces  Be  Set? 

Jesus  is  our  example!  We  need  not  go  to  Calvary.  But 
we  must  carry  its  message.  This  fact  carries  with  it 
just  as  great  an  urgency  as  Jesus  felt  when  He  went  to 
Jerusalem.  In  John  9:4  He  says:  "I  [we]  must  work  the 
works  of  him  that  sent  me."  There  is  no  alternative. 

This  redemptive  message  is  to  the  whole  world. 

Through  our  own  Foreign  Missionary  Society  we  are 
sending  missionaries  across  the  globe  with  the  message 
of  the  Gospel.  It  is  not  only  our  privilege  but  our  duty 
to  support  this  great  work  throughout  the  entire  year 
and  in  a  special  way  during  this  particular  time  of  the 
year.  No  sacrifice  we  may  make  in  doing  this  can  even 
approximate  what  Jesus  did  for  us.

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What  Easter  Means  to  Me

Editor's  Note:  The  following  article  appeared  in  the  Saturday  April 
5,  J 958,  edition  of  the  Warsaw  Times-Union  daily  newspaper.  It  was 
a  "guest  editorial"  by  Richard  P.  DeArmey,  pastor  of  the  Winona 
Lake  Brethren  Church  and  the  message  went  out  to  a  circulation  of 
approximately  10,000  area  residents  the  day  before  Easter  Sunday. 
We  now  present  the  same  message  to  a  circulation  of  approximately 
10,000  Brethren  Missionary  Herald  subscribers  the  day  before  Easter 
I960  (dateline  April  16,  1960).  Thank  God  it's  a  message  that 
never  chang.es. 


When  Christians  meet  together  on 
Easter  Sunday,  or  on  what  is  often 
called  Resurrection  Sunday,  we  join 
in  a  service  of  praise  and  thanksgiv- 
ing for  the  life,  the  hope,  and  the  as- 
surance we  enjoy  because  "Christ 
died  for  our  sins  according  to  the 
scriptures;  and  that  he  was  buried, 
and  that  he  rose  again  the  third  day 
according  to  the  scriptures"  (I  Cor. 
15:3-4).  Separated  from  the  truth 
of  His  resurrection,  the  observance 
of  the  day  would  be  just  another  holi- 
day and  certainly  not  a  "holy  day." 
The  Easter  season  has  real  meaning 
only  as  it  is  related  to  the  resurrec- 
tion of  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  meaning 
of  His  resurrection  can  be  found  onlv 
in  the  inspired  Word  of  God. 

This  resurrection  from  among  the 
dead  was  not  an  ethereal,  mystical, 
spiritual  resurrection.  The  Bible 
testifies  clearly  that  Jesus  Christ  came 
forth  bodily  on  the  third  day  accord- 
ing to  the  Scriptures.  According  to 
Paul,  as  recorded  in  I  Corinthians  15: 
"He  was  seen  of  Cephas,  then  of  the 
twelve  ...  of  about  five  hundred 
brethren  at  once  .  .  .  then  of  all  the 
apostles."  And  when  the  resurrected 
Son  of  God  appeared  to  Thomas, 
who  had  said  he  would  not  believe 
without  proof,  Jesus  said:  "Reach 
hither  thy  finger,  and  behold  my 
hands;  and  reach  hither  thy  hand, 
and  thrust  it  into  my  side"  (John  20: 
27). 

Likewise  when  He  appeared  to  the 
disciples  in  Jerusalem  and  they  were 
terrified,  thinking  they  had  seen  a 
spirit,  Ele  said  unto  them:  "Why  are 
ye  troubled?  And  why  do  thoughts 
arise  in  your  hearts'?  Behold  mv  hands 


and  my  feet,  that  it  is  I  myself: 
handle  me,  and  see;  for  a  spirit  hath 
not  flesh  and  bones,  as  ye  see  me 
have.  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken, 
he  showed  them  his  hands  and  feet 
.  .  .  and  they  gave  him  a  piece  of 
broiled  fish  and  of  a  honeycomb.  And 
he  took  it,  and  did  eat  before  them" 
(Luke  24:37-43).  Jesus  did  all  these 
things  to  prove  the  reality  of  His 
resurrected  body,  and  He  explained 
further  in  the  following  verses: 
"These  are  the  words  which  I  spake 
unto  vou  .  .  .  that  all  things  must  be 
fulfilled,  which  were  written  in  the 
law  of  Moses,  and  in  the  prophets, 
and  in  the  psalms,  concerning  me 
.  .  .  Thus  it  is  written,  and  thus  it 
behoved  Christ  to  suffer,  and  to  rise 
from  the  dead  the  third  day." 

The  fifteenth  chapter  of  First  Co- 
rinthians contains  the  answer  to  two 
greal  questions  c  oncei  ning  the  resur 
rection  of  the  dead:  "How  say  some 
.  .  .  there  is  no  resurrection  of  the 
dead?"  and,  "How  are  the  dead  raised 
up?  and  with  what  body  do  they 
come?"  Embodied  in  the  answer  to 
these  questions  is  what  is  often  called 
the  "hope"  of  the  Christian.  It  is  the 
hope  of  the  resurrection  of  the  body 
from  the  grave.  This  resurrection  is 
guaranteed  to  us  by  the  raising  of 
Christ  and  shall  be  accomplished  at 
I  lis  <  oming,  "(  In  isl  is  i  isen  I  rom  the 
dead  .  .  .  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all 
be  made  alive.  But  every  man  in  his 
own  order.  Christ  the  firstfruits: 
afterward  they  that  are  Christ's  at 
his  coming"  (I  Cor.  15:20-23).  It  was 
because  of  this  blessed  hope  that 
Paul  could  laugh  in  the  face  of  death 
as  he  stood  at  the  brink  of  the  grave. 


Death   had   lost  its  sting;   the  grave 
was  devoid  of  victorv  (I  Cor.  15:54- 

57). 

On  Resurrection  Day  Christian 
ministers  all  around  the  world  will 
preach,  as  Paul  of  old  on  Mars  Hill, 
the  message  of  the  risen  Christ.  To 
Christians  a  message  of  assurance- 
assurance  of  eternal  life  and  hope;  to 
all  men  it  will  also  be  a  message  of 
assurance— but  assurance  of  a  right- 
eous judgment  "Because  he  hath  ap- 
pointed a  day,  in  the  which  he  will 
judge  the  world  in  righteousness  by 
that  man  whom  he  hath  ordained; 
whereof  he  hath  given  assurance  unto 
all  men,  in  that  he  raised  him  from 
the  dead"  (Acts  17:31).  The  dawn- 
ing of  another  Resurrection  Sunday 
will  mean  the  dawning  of  another  op- 
portunity for  men  to  hear  and  be- 
lieve and  escape  the  judgment  of 
God.  Jesus  declared:  "Verily,  verily, 
I  sav  unto  you,  He  that  heareth  my 
word,  and  believeth  on  him  that 
sent  me,  hath  everlasting  life,  and 
shall  not  come  into  condemnation 
[judgment];  but  is  passed  from  death 
unto  life." 

On  Mars  Hill  when  they  heard  of 
the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  "some 
mocked:  and  others  said,  We  will 
hear  thee  again  of  this  matter  .  .  . 
howbeit  certain  men  clave  unto  him 
and  believed."  On  April  17  when 
people  hear  of  the  resurrection,  some 
will  mock,  some  will  doubt,  and  some 
will  believe.  But  only  to  those  who 
believe  the  record  of  God  about  the 
risen  Christ  can  this  day  bring  as- 
surance of  eternal  life  and  the  blessed 
hope. 
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Giving  Life's  Blood 
for  Home  Missions

A  few  weeks  ago  I  had  an  opportunity  to 
fulfill  a  promise  I  had  made  to  Miss  Evelyn 
Fuqua  to  help  her  in  some  meetings.  I  wait- 
ed for  three  years  at  least  to  fulfill  that  prom- 
ise. No  doubt  she  thought  I  was  just  putting 
her  off,  but  that  wasn't  the  case.  I  don't  have 
as  much  time  for  meetings  as  I  used  to  when 
I  was  free  from  pastoral  duties.  Anyway,  the 
day  arrived,  and  so  I  started  to  Dryhill,  Ky. 
I  drove  as  far  as  Richmond,  Ky.,  where  the 
snow  was  so  deep  that  the  State  Highway 
Department  had  closed  the  road.  I  had  to 
stay  there  for  the  night.  The  next  morning 
the  snow  was  so  deep  that  one  couldn't  see 
the  steps  on  the  porch.  I  shoveled  a  way  out 
from  behind  the  car,  bought  a  set  of  chains, 
which  wasn't  easy  on  a  Sunday  morning,  and 
started  over  the  hill  to  Dryhill,  125  miles 
away.  I  arrived  about  2:00  p.m.  after  having 
passed  the  largest  number  of  wrecked  cars 
and  trucks  I  have  ever  seen.  That  night  at  the 
meeting  we  had  eight  people  in  the  audience. 
The  snow  was  so  deep  that  people  couldn't 
get  to  church.  The  attendance  rose  to  about 
thirty-five;  then  another  storm  swept  that 
southeast  section  of  the  U.S.A.  This  time 
power  and  telephone  lines  went  down.  Then 
we  had  no  lights,  no  water,  no  heat— "no 
nothing!"  We  just  looked  at  snow  and  more 
snow!  Since  folks  weren't  able  to  get  out  to 
the  meetings,  we  ventured  out  to  their  homes. 
We  slipped  and  slithered,  climbed  hills  and 
waded  streams,  but  we  had  many  opportuni- 
ties to  deal  with  souls  who  would  never  have 
come  to  the  meetings.  I  believe  the  Lord  knew 
about  it  and  planned  it  that  way. 

On  Saturday  before  the  meetings  closed, 
we  went  down  to  Hyden  to  get  medicine  for 
some  neighbors.  Upon  entering  the  hospital 
the  doctor  looked  at  me  with  a  hungry  look 
and  said:  "I  want  a  pint  of  your  blood  for  a 
young  mother  about  to  have  a  baby."  After 
giving  what  I  thought  was  my  life's  blood 
during  the  week,  this  doctor  wanted  me  to 
make  it  literal.  Well,  I  gave  blood  and  found 
out  later  it  was  for  a  young  woman  that  Miss 
Evelyn  had  been  trying  to  win  for  Christ. 
Why  shouldn't  a  preacher  give  his  blood,  as 
well  as  his  time  and  energy,  for  Jesus? 

In  conclusion  I  want  to  say  that  Miss 
Evelyn  Fuqua  is  doing  a  man's  job  down  there 
in  Dryhill,  and  has  fought  and  overcome 
obstacles  that  would  have  challenged  any 
man  to  his  utmost.  She  is  a  perennial  fountain 
of  optimism.  I  received  a  real  lift  for  my  own 
heart  from  this  experience.  I  believe  God 
will  in  His  own  time  bring  good  for  His  own 
glory  out  of  such  a  meeting.

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BLINDNESS    IN    PART

"For  I  would  not,  brethren,  that 
ve  should  be  ignorant  of  this  mystery. 
lest  ye  should  be  wise  in  your  own 
conceits;  that  blindness  in  part  is 
happened  to  Israel,  until  the  fulness 
of  the  Gentiles  be  come  in"  (Rom. 
11:25). 

Most  of  us  in  this  lifetime  never 
fully  appreciate  the  God-given  gift 
called  "sight."  As  with  most  of  the 

o 

blessings  God  showers  upon  us,  we 
are  prone  to  accept  this  gift  of  seeing 
as  a  matter  of  course.  We  have  never 
known  any  other  situation,  and  we 
do  not  expect  to  be  called  upon  to 
face  life  without  our  sight.  Our  at- 
titude is  "It  just  can't  happen  to  me." 

But  there  arc  those  to  whom  sight- 
lessness  becomes  very  real.  During  the 
last  year  I  was  able  to  deal  with  quite 
a  few  such  people,  all  of  whom  were 
Jewish.  They  had  normal  vision  at 
one  time.  Then,  tragedy  struck.  Sight 
was  immediately  gone,  or  gradually 
disappeared,  and  the  individual  was 
left  to  face  life  without  the  wonder- 
ful privilege  of  seeing.  God's  great 
gift  had  been  withdrawn.  What  were 
thev  to  do?  Some  of  these  people  have 
been  able  to  adjust  themselves  to  their 
new  situation.  Others,  however,  have 
not  as  vet  been  able  to  adjust  and 
have  instead  become  embittered  to- 
ward life  and  other  people.  Just  one, 
of  all  I  have  dealt  with,  has  found  a 
sufficient  answer  to  his  difficulty.  It 
is  his  testimony  that  the  Lord  Jesus 
is  sufficient  even  in  this  trial. 

Truly,  sightlessness  is  a  great  tra- 
gedv  in  the  phvsical  realm.  Perhaps 
this  is  the  reason  the  Lord  saw  fit 
to  use  sightlessness  as  an  illustration 
of  the  desperate  position  of  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel  in  the  condemnation  to 
spiritual  rebellion.  The  Lord  speaks 
through  the  Apostle  John  saying: 

"Therefore  thev  could  not  believe, 
because  that  Esaias  said  again,  He 
hath  blinded  their  eyes,  and  hardened 
their  heart;  that  they  should  not  see 
with  their  eyes,  nor  understand  with 
their  heart,  and  be  converted,  and  I 
should  heal  them"  (John    12:39-40). 

But  even  the  situation  of  phvsical 


blindness  seems  to  fail  to  condition 
the  Jewish  heart  for  a  better  recep- 
tion of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus,  the  Mes- 
siah. 

For  some  time  it  has  been  the  de- 
sire of  the  staff  of  the  Brethren  Mes- 
sianic Testimony  to  establish  a  teach- 
ing ministry  among  the  Jewish  blind 
of  our  area.  We  do  believe  the  hear- 
ing of  the  Word  of  God  is  able  to 
lead  all  to  conviction  of  personal  sin 
and  acceptance  of  Jesus  as  Saviour, 
Lord,  and  Messiah.  We  have  had 
contact  with  many  of  these  people  for 
over  a  year  and  have  dealt  with  them 
as  individuals,  meanwhile,  waiting 
for  the  Lord  to  give  us  the  oppor- 
tunity to  establish  a  Bible  class  for 
them  as  a  group.  We  have  not  wanted 
the  suggestion  to  come  from  us,  but 
rather  from  one  of  them.  While  a 
few  have  attended  our  Wednesday 
evening  Bible  class,  we  have  felt  it 
would  be  better  for  all  concerned  if 
a  meeting  especially  designed  for  the 
sightless  could  be  established.  Re- 
cently our  prayers  were  answered  in 
this  regard. 

One  of  the  blind  Jewish  men,  who 
is  a  believer  in  Jesus,  approached  me 
with  the  suggestion  that  a  "Bible 
Club"  (as  he  called  it)  could  do  a 
work  among  his  blind  friends.  It 
was  his  desire  that  these  friends  would 
find  the  Lord  Jesus  as  Saviour  and 
Messiah,  and  he  felt  perhaps  our  mis- 
sion could  be  used  to  accomplish 
this  purpose.  Would  we  be  interested? 

Would  we  be  interested?  Would 
we  be  interested  in  a  teaching  min 
istrv  among  these  dear  folk?  I  should 
say  we  would!  It  was  just  what  we 
had  been  praying  for,  as  we  explained 
to  this  blind  Jewish  believer.  With 
the  help  of  this  man  a  meeting  date 
was  set  (March  21),  and  fifteen  peo- 
ple were  invited.  Out  of  that  num- 
ber six  were  in  attendance  at  our  first 
meeting.  Others  expressed  regret  that 
previous  commitments  prevented 
them  from  coming  but  promised  to 
attend  the  next  meeting.  And  so  our 
Bible  Class  for  the  Blind  was  launch 
ed. 


Our  meeting  started  at  twelve 
noon.  Members  brought  whatever 
they  wished  to  eat,  and  coffee  and 
tea  were  served  by  the  mission.  After 
a  time  of  fellowship  around  the  table, 
we  adjourned  to  the  reading  room 
for  the  planned  program  of  the  day. 
This  consisted  of  a  time  for  good 
music,  a  discussion  of  the  current 
news  topic  of  interest,  and  the  pre- 
sentation of  the  Word  of  God.  The 
latter  part  of  the  program  will  be 
varied  from  time  to  time  by  question 
and  answer  sessions  concerning  the 
prophetic  and  Messianic  portions  of 
the  Bible. 

My  blind  Jewish  believer  helped 
greatly  in  the  planned  program  por- 
tion of  our  meeting.  He  constantly 
directed  the  tone  of  the  meeting  to- 
ward the  Bible  and  the  Lord,  and  the 
others  seemed  to  accept  it.  In  fact, 
the  first  meeting  was  enjoyed  so 
much  that  all  have  promised  to  at- 
tend our  next  gathering  and  will  see 
to  it  the  others  are  there  also.  Several 
have  even  asked  permission  to  bring 
friends  who  were  not  included  in  the 
first  meeting  invitation.  Of  course, 
we  readily  gave  permission  for  others 
to  attend. 

Truly,  sightlessness  is  a  great 
tragedy.  But  sightlessness  is  much 
more  tragic  when  one  is  also  spirit- 
ually blind,  and,  thus,  separated  from 
the  Lord.  It  will  be  our  purpose  to 
help  these  physically  blind  Jewish 
people  receive  spiritual  sight.  The 
question  is  "What  is  the  best  meth- 
od by  which  to  accomplish  this?"  As 
yet  we  do  not  have  the  answer,  but 
we  are  sure  our  Lord  has  the  answer. 
Will  you  pray  that  we  might  know 
His  mind  in  this  matter  and  have  His 
wisdom  in  our  dealings  with  these 
people  who  so  desperately  need  the 
comfort  and  hope  that  only  He  is  able 
to  give. 

Is  it  not  wonderful  to  know  that 
even  among  these  Jewish  folk  blind- 
ness only  in  part  is  happened  to  . 
rael?  Even  among  these  God  has 
remnant. 
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Home  Mission  Workshop  Highlights

The  home-mission  workshops  conducted  an- 
nually by  The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  for  all  of  its  missionaries  were  spiritual 
high  lights  again  this  year.  All  of  the  Western 
missionaries  gathered  at  the  La  Loma  Breth- 
ren Church  in  Modesto,  Calif.,  February  16, 
17,  18.  The  Eastern  missionaries  met  at  the 
First  Brethren  Church  in  Fort  Wayne,  Ind., 
one  month  later,  March  15,  16,  17. 

Rev.  J.  Paul  Miller  and  Rev.  Mark  Malles 
along  with  their  respective  churches  were  ex- 
cellent hosts.  The  members  of  these  churches 
provided  housing  for  the  missionaries  and 
most  of  the  staff.  They  also  prepared  and 
served  breakfasts  and  noon  meals  at  a  very 
minimum  expense  to  the  Council.  The  eve- 
ning meals,  times  of  rich  spiritual  fellowship, 
were  held  in  the  churches  and  catered  by  out- 
side interests.  Many  families  from  the  local 
churches  joined  in  the  evening  sessions  and 
profited  by  the  timely  instruction  given.  Much 
appreciation  must  be  expressed  to  the  local 
churches  for  their  housing  provisions,  use  of 
church  facilities,  and  cooperation.  Without 
this  help  the  workshops  would  be  financially 
impossible.  Here  is  one  means  of  aiding  the 
home-mission  work  in  The  Brethren  Church. 

The  workshops  are  designed  to  be  instruc- 
tive, inspirational,  and  helpful  in  coping  with 
current  problems  and  opportunities  in  church 
extension.  New  methods  and  ideas  are  pre- 
sented annually  to  further  aid  in  the  rapid 
development  of  each  mission  point.  Mission- 
aries have  opportunities  to  exchange  ideas, 
learn  of  others'  problems,  and  share  one  an- 
others'  burdens  in  prayer.  This  all  serves  to 
bring  about  a  more  effective  force  for  Christ. 

Each  day  the  program  began  at  8:30  a.m. 
with  the  reading  of  papers  on  "The  Challenge 
of  Church  Extension,"  "The  Problems  of 
Extension  Work,"  and  "Methods  for  Mission- 
ary Promotion."  These  were  given  by  Dr.  L.L. 
Crubb  and  Rev.  Lester  E.  Pifer.  The  second 
hour,  taught  by  Rev.  Richard  P.  DeArmey, 
pastor  of  the  Winona  Lake  Brethren  Church, 
was  devoted  to  a  discussion  and  presentation 
of  an  effective  program  for  new  converts. 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday's  third  hours  were 
devoted  to  a  lecture  on  "Public  Relations"  and 
a  display  and  demonstration  of  many  types 
of  excellently  prepared  church  advertising 
material  by  Mr.  Arthur  Davenport  of  Creative 
Promotional  Service,  Oklahoma  City,  Okla. 
This  same  hour  on  Thursday  was  used  for 
a  discussion  on  "Crime  in  the  U.S.A."  Mr. 
Frank  Pearson,  district  attorney  of  Stanislaus 
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County,  Modesto,  Calif.,  and  Corporal  Ed- 
ward Jackson,  Ohio  State  Patrol  detective,  led 
these  discussions  in  the  respective  workshops. 

Realizing  the  importance  of  the  pastor's  wife 
we  have  tried  when  possible  to  have  special 
women's  classes  dealing  with  the  ministry 
and  help  of  the  pastor's  wife.  Mrs.  Thomas 
Hammers  conducted  this  part  of  the  Eastern 
workshop  this  year. 

A  very  important  phase  of  the  workshop 
is  the  inspirational  sessions  at  11:30  a.m.  and 
7:00  p.m.  each  day.  Dr.  Robert  Shaper,  pastor 
of  the  Bethany  Community  Church  at  Sierra 
Madre,  Calif.,  and  Dr.  Ralph  Stoll,  pastor 
of  Calvary  Baptist  Church  in  Altoona,  Pa., 
the  respective  speakers,  certainly  challenged 
our  hearts  from  the  Word  of  God. 

Rev.  Harold  Etling,  National  Sunday 
School  director,  spoke  at  each  of  the  workshops 
on  "Sundav-School  Extension  and  Develop- 
ment." He  also  spoke  to  the  ladies  on  "Prep- 
aration of  and  for  Vacation  Bible  School."  At 
the  Western  workshop  Dr.  Charles  Mayes, 
pastor  of  the  First  Brethren  Church  of  Long 
Beach,  Calif.,  spoke  on  "The  Case  for  Ortho- 
doxy,"  "The  Importance  of  Dispensational 
Teaching,"  and  "Aids  for  Illustrative  Preach- 
ing." Likewise,  at  the  Eastern  workshop  Dr. 
John  Whitcomb,  professor  in  Grace  Semi- 
nary, brought  an  interesting  discussion  on 
"The  Case  for  Orthodoxy,"  and  Dr.  Herman 
Hoyt,  dean  of  Grace  Seminary  and  College, 
presented  valuable  material  on  the  other  sub- 
jects mentioned  above.  This  material  was 
extremely  helpful  in  this  critical  hour  of  our 
teaching  of  the  Word  of  God. 

Dr.  L.  L.  Grubb  directed  the  home-mission 
forums  each  afternoon  at  which  time  current 
problems  were  dealt  with  in  a  constructive 
way.  The  exchange  of  ideas  and  the  bring- 
ing  to  light  of  issues  that  are  faced  in  the  de- 
velopment of  a  home-mission  point  made  this 
one  of  the  most  valuable  times  of  the  whole 
workshop. 

Following  the  evening  inspirational  service 
we  were  privileged  to  have  in  each  of  the 
workshops  Dr.  Horace  Dean  of  Christ  for 
America,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  to  speak  on  "Visi- 
tation Evangelism."  Dr.  Dean  has  been  used 
of  God  in  helping  to  get  an  effective  and  prac- 
tical visitation  program  started  in  many 
churches  across  our  land.  His  challenge,  the 
practical  helps,  and  a  frank  discussion  of  the 
problems  involved  were  a  crowning  conclu- 
sion to  the  instruction  of  the  day.

Sad  Affair 


(Editor's  Note:  The  following  edi- 
torial appeared  in  the  Taos  News, 
Taos,  N.  Mex.,  on  Thursday,  March 
17,  1960,  and  was  sent  to  us  by  Rev. 
Sam  1.  Homey.) 

For  the  third  time  in  a  few  short 
weeks  an  unknown  person  or  per- 
sons has  destroyed  the  outside  lights 
at  the  Canon  Brethren  Church.  Each 
time  these  lights  are  replaced  the 
cost  is  $24.  During  a  Tuesday  eve- 
ning service  last  week,  gasoline  was 
drained  from  the  cars  of  worshipers, 
and  it  was  only  three  months  ago 
that  the  Brethren  church  in  Cordil- 
lera was  defaced  with  filth  placed  on 
the  pulpit,  and  Bibles  and  hymnbooks 
strewn  on  the  floors  before  Sunday 
morning  service. 

Whether  these  acts  are  aimed  at 
The  Brethren  Church  in  particular 
or  at  the  first  church  available; 
whether  it  is  a  followed  plan  by  re- 
ligious or  non-religious  fanatics;  or  if 
it  is  just  someone's  idea  of  prankish- 
ness— it  is  a  frightening  occurrence 
for  anv  community  to  have  to  con- 
tend with. 

When  one  man's  church  is  defiled, 
so  may  be  another  man's  house  of 
worship;  and  if  one  man  covets  re- 
spect for  his  way  of  thinking,  he 
must  give  that  respect  in  return. 
Protestant,  Catholic,  Jew  or  atheist- 
all  are  deserving  of  their  opinions  and 
differences,  for  even  though  they 
worship  separately,  they  must  work 
and  live  together. 

The  Rev.  Sam  Homey  has  offered 
a  $50  reward  for  the  arrest  and  con- 
viction of  the  desecrators.  A  town, 
a  country,  a  world  has  come  to  a  fine 
pass  when  a  man  must  offer  a  reward 
to  protect  his  church.  That  protection 
and  help  should  come  from  the  people 
of  the  community  whether  they  are 
members  of  that  particular  denomina- 
tion or  not.  The  idea  of  all  churches 
and  synagogues  is  to  remind  us  of 
our  likenesses,  not  our  differences.

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Seven  Sayings  on  the  Cross

FLORA,    INDIANA 


Last  words  are  precious  words.  We 
draw  near  the  bedside  of  a  dying 
friend  and  listen  for  the  faintest 
whisper  and  cherish  those  words  the 
rest  of  our  life.  And  so  with  our  Lord. 
He  spoke  just  seven  times  on  the 
cross,  and  we  can  well  believe  that 
they  were  weightv  words  indeed. 

Intercession 

Our  Lord  had  been  arrested  in 
Gethsemane,  taken  before  the  priests 
and  Roman  governors.  He  had  been 
condemned,  scourged,  and  crucified, 
but  during  it  all  He  had  opened  not 
His  mouth  in  self-defense. 

But  now  He  is  on  the  cross,  and  is 
preparing  to  speak.  Verily,  what 
words  will  issue  from  those  lips? 
Will  He,  like  Elijah,  call  fire  down 
upon  His  tormentors?  One  faint 
whisper  from  those  lips  and  twelve 
legions  of  angels  will  spring  to  His 
assistance. 

"Father  forgive  them"  (Luke  23: 
34).  How  glad  we  are  for  that  first 
word.  Mankind  has  forsaken  Him, 
but  He  is  still  in  conscious  fellowship 
with  the  Father. 

"Forgive  them."  Was  that  prayer 
ever  answered?  On  the  day  of  Pente- 
cost, Peter  said  "ye"  crucified  Him 
(Acts  2:23).  Three  thousand  who 
were  guilty  of  His  crucifixion  were 
forgiven  that  dav. 

Salvation 

"Lord,  remember  me  when  thou 
comest  into  thy  kingdom  .  .  .  Verily, 
I  say  unto  thee,  Today  shalt  thou  be 
with  me  in  paradise"  (Luke  23:42- 
43). 

If  I  were  asked  for  the  greatest  dis- 
play of  faith  ever  recorded,  I  might 
point  to  the  penitent  thief.  What  a 
sight  he  beheld.  There  was  a  man 
spiked  to  a  Roman  cross;  His  brow 
was  pierced  with  countless  thorns; 
His  face  was  a  mass  of  spit,  and  dirt, 
and  blood,  and  yet  in  that  suffering 
form  the  thief  saw  a  King  and  a  king- 
dom. 


Verily,  did  ever  a  sight  so  vile 
beget  a  faith  so  great?  But  faith 
cometh  not  by  sight,  but  by  hearing 
the  Word  of  God  (Rom.  10:17).  But 
where  did  the  thief  hear  the  Gos- 
pel? Verily,  there  was  no  Gospel 
preached  on  Mount  Calvary  that  dav. 

We  might  think  of  the  thief  as  an 
old  man,  hardened  in  crime  and  sin. 
But  may  he  not  have  been  a  young 
man,  reared  in  a  godly  home  where 
the  sacred  scroll  was  read  and  hon- 
ored? True,  there  was  a  vail  over  the 
Jewish  heart  when  the  Old  Testa- 
ment was  read:  "Nevertheless  when  it 
[the  heart]  shall  turn  to  the  Lord, 
the  vail  shall  be  taken  away"  (II  Cor. 
3:15-16). 

It  was  so  in  my  own  life.  I  had 
memorized  the  Scripture,  "For  by 
grace  are  ye  saved"  (Eph.  2:8),  but 
thev  meant  absolutely  nothing  to  me 
until  someone  quoted  that  verse.  The 
Lord  pulled  back  the  vail  over  my 
heart  and  I  came  down  with  a  "bang." 
It  was  the  first  I  realized  salvation  is 
by  grace. 

With  these  things  in  mind,  let  us 
just  peep  into  the  mind  of  the  peni- 
tent thief  and  see  what  is  passing 
there. 

Oh,  I  am  so  weary.  I  wonder  how 
soon  I  will  die.  DIE— what  a  fear- 
ful word  for  me.  Here  I  am  a  voung 
man,  and  soon  I  will  die.  Father  often 
read  from  the  sacred  scroll:  "Mv  son, 


if  sinners  entice  thee,  consent  thou 
not"  (Prov.  1:10). 

I  knew  Barabbas  was  a  wicked 
man;  I  knew  I  should  not  go  out  with 
him  in  that  robbery  that  night.  But 
he  was  so  insistent.  And  then,  he 
offered  me  half  the  spoil  and  assured 
me  that  we  would  never  be  caught. 
But  here  I  am,  as  father  often  read: 
"The  soul  that  sinneth,  it  shall  die." 
What  else  can  I  remember  from 
the  sacred  scroll?  "He  was  wounded 
for  our  transgressions"  (Isa.  53:6).  I 
wonder  who  that  "he"  is.  It  isn't  me, 
I  am  wounded  for  my  own  transgres- 
sions. I  wonder  where  Barabbas  is.  I 
thought  he  would  be  on  that  center 
cross.  But  that  man  is  not  Barabbas. 
I  wonder  who  he  is. 

What  else  can  I  remember?  "He 
was  led  as  a  lamb  to  the  slaughter." 
I  wonder  who  that  "he"  is.  It  isn't 
me,  I  fought  like  a  tiger. 

What  else?  "All  we  like  sheep  have 
gone  astray"— like  a  sheep.  Ah,  that 
sounds  like  me.  A  sheep  doesn't  aim 
to  get  lost.  It  just  wanders  around 
on  the  other  side  of  the  lot  and  can- 
not find  its  way  back.  Father  used  to 
send  me  out  after  the  lost  sheep.  Oh, 
I  wish  someone  would  come  out  after 
me. 

What  else  do  I  remember?  "He 
hath  laid  on  him  the  iniquity  of  us 
all."  I  wonder  who  that  "he"  is— and 
just  then  the  Holy  Spirit  reached 
back  into  that  thief's  mind  and  pulled 
back  the  vail. 

"Oh,  it  is  He— it  is  He— 'Lord,  re- 
member me  when  thou  comest  into 
thy  kingdom.' " 

The  head  moved  round,  the  tired 
eyes  opened,  the  bruised  lips  parted, 
"Thief,  I'll  meet  you  today  in  para- 
dise." 

And  what  words  are  these.  Here 
was  a  thief,  a  man  not  fit  to  live  on 
earth,  suddenly  made  fit  to  live  in 
heaven  throughout  an  endless  eter- 
nity. Unseen  hands  had  lifted  the 
load  of  sin  from  off  his  shoulders 
laid  them  upon  Him  on 
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cross.  The  thief  rejoiced  in  a  new- 
found salvation,  while  our  Lord  cried: 
"My  God,  my  God,  why  hast  thou 
forsaken  me?" 

Consolation 

"Woman,  behold  thy  son."  Why 
did  He  call  her  "woman,"  why  did 
He  not  call  her  by  the  endearing 
name  of  mother?  Mary's  heart  was 
breaking.  She  had  heard  the  howling 
of  the  angry  mob;  she  had  trudged 
up  the  long,  long  road  to  Calvary; 
she  had  heard  the  dull  thud  of  the 
mallets  as  they  drove  the  spikes 
through  His  hands  and  feet;  she  had 
stationed  herself  as  near  to  the  cross 
as  possible  and  there  she  waited. 
"Oh,  if  He  only  knew  that  she  were 
there;  if  He  would  only  leave  her  a 
parting  word"— and  then  the  head 
moved  round. 

"Mother!  I  am  so  glad  you  are 
here!  You  are  the  most  wonderful 
mother  in  all  the  world!" 

We  might  think  there  would  be 
some  such  words,  but  no,  just  the 
word  "woman."  For  a  long  time  I  did 
not  think  our  Lord  treated  His  mother 
right,  but  I  do  not  like  to  be  disap- 
pointed with  anything  our  Lord  does, 
so  I  asked  Him  why  He  did  it,  and 
sometime  later  my  heart  came  to  rest 
as  two  or  three  reasons  came  to  mind. 

1.  Did  not  our  Lord  know  that  as 
the  centuries  would  pass,  a  false  re- 
ligious system  would  arise  that  would 
worship  Mary?  And  did  He  not  thus 
remove  any  encouragement  for  their 
blasphemous  exercise? 

2.  It  was  the  seed  of  the  woman 
that  was  to  bruise  the  serpent's  head, 
(Gen.  3:15),  might  He  be  reminding 
her  of  that  fact? 

3.  But  why  should  we  unduly  hon- 
or Mary?  True,  she  was  the  mother  of 
our  Lord,  but  were  there  not  ten 
thousand  other  women  in  Israel, 
whose  greatest  desire  was  to  be  the 


mother  of  our  Messiah?  Rather  let 
Mary  rejoice  that  she  was  thus  hon- 
ored. 

Once  a  woman  cried  out:  "Blessed 
is  the  womb  that  bare  thee,  and  the 
paps  which  thou  hast  sucked."  Quick- 
ly our  Lord  retorted:  "Yea,  rather 
blessed  are  they  that  hear  the  word 
of  God  and  keep  it"  (Luke  11:27). 
And  that  was  all  that  Mary  did.  She 
just  heard  the  Word  and  did  it. 
When  the  angel  informed  her  of  the 
will  of  God  for  her  life,  she  just  said: 
"Be  it  unto  me  according  to  thy 
word."  But  thousands  of  other  earnest 
souls  have  done  exactly  the  same 
thing,  and  it  is  not  the  way  of  our 
God  to  honor  one  above  another,  "For 
if  there  be  first  a  willing  mind,  it  is 
accepted  according  to  that  a  man 
hath,  and  not  according  to  that  he 
hath  not"  (II  Cor.  8:12). 

God  will  reward  Mary  for  her 
labor  of  love,  but  He  holds  out  the 
same  reward  for  any  other  earnest 
parent,  for  "whoso  shall  receive  one 
such  little  child  in  my  name  receiveth 
me"  (Matt.  18:5).  Might  the  home 
be  childless?  Then  let  it  open  its  arms 
to  an  orphan  child  and  diligently 
bring  it  up  for  the  Lord,  and  the  re- 
ward will  be  akin  to  that  for  Mary. 

The   Cry    of    Desolation 

"My  God,  my  God,  why  hast  thou 
forsaken  me?"  What  a  cry  of  desola- 
tion. A  short  time  ago  we  were  re- 
joicing that  He  was  in  conscious 
fellowship  with  the  Father,  but  now 
Fie  hangs  alone  and  even  the  Father 
is  gone. 

Judas  forsook  Him  for  money;  the 
disciples  forsook  him  for  fear;  Pilate 
forsook  Him  for  political  advantage; 
the  Jews  forsook  Him  because  of 
envy,  but  Thou,  why  hast  Thou  for- 
saken me?  I  did  not  sin  against  Thee. 

A  husband  comes  home  late  at 
night.  A  robber  is  in  the  house.  Wife 


is  asleep  and  knows  nothing  about  it, 
but  as  the  husband  enters  the  back 
door,  he  sees  a  man  leaving  by  the 
side  door.  That  man  accuses  his  wife. 
He  blames  her  and  drives  her  from 
him.  That  wife  could  say:  "Why  hast 
thou  forsaken  me?  I  did  not  sin 
against  you." 

We  might  be  able  to  forgive  the 
husband  because  he  was  mistaken. 
But  what  do  we  have  here?  The 
Father  blames  His  Son  for  sins  His 
Son  did  not  do,  and  punishes  Him 
for  those  sins,  and  yet  He  knows  all 
the  time  His  Son  did  not  commit 
them. 

Verily,  that  is  hard  to  take.  Why 
did  not  our  Lord  just  come  down 
from  the  cross  and  refuse  to  take  it? 
And  here  comes  to  light  a  wonderful 
truth. 

As  a  little  boy,  I  always  wanted  to 
go  to  heaven.  I  thought  it  would  be 
wonderful  to  enjoy  the  beauties  and 
peace  of  glory,  but  it  never  crossed 
my  mind  that  our  Lord  would  care 
a  snap  of  His  finger  if  I  got  there  or 
not.  And  then  the  truth  of  Hebrews 
12:2  came  to  my  mind.  Christ  "For 
the  joy  that  was  set  before  him  en- 
dured the  cross."  Now  He  endured 
the  cross  that  I  might  get  to  heaven. 
Verily,  it  was  the  joy  of  seeing  me 
in  heaven  that  kept  Him  on  the 
cross.  Thank  God. 

The  Cry  of  Exhaustion 

"Jesus  knowing  that  all  things  were 
now  accomplished,  that  the  scripture 
might  be  fulfilled,  saith,  I  thirst" 
(John    19:28). 

Do  we  wonder  what  our  Lord  was 
doing  as  He  hung  upon  the  cross? 
Verily,  those  were  no  idle  hours,  for 
His  mind  went  back  throughout  the 
entire  Old  Testament  Scriptures  and 
He  checked  off  every  prophecy  (that 
had  to  do  with  His  death)  as  it  was 
fulfilled,    and   not   until    He    knew 
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that  all  things  were  fulfilled  did  He 
call  for  a  drink. 

Who  killed  Christ?  The  Jews.  All 
right,  for  they  demanded  His  death. 
But  who  did  kill  Him?  The 
gentiles,  for  it  was  Pilate  who  gave 
the  order.  But  really,  who  did  kill 
Him?  "I  lay  down  my  life  ...  no  man 
taketh  it  from  me"  '(John  10:17-18). 
And  we  can  be  glad  for  those  words, 
for  had  man  killed  Him,  He  might 
have  died  five  minutes  before  some 
tiny  Scripture  had  been  fulfilled  and 
our  salvation  would  not  have  been 
complete.  He  kept  His  hand  upon 
the  throttle  that  controlled  His 
life  until  all  was  fulfilled;  then  He 
dismissed   His   spirit. 

One  prophecv,  uttered  a  thousand 
years  before  He  was  born,  was  in 
process  of  fulfillment  six  hours  too 
soon  and  He  stopped  it,  and  later 
called  for  its  fulfillment. 

It  was  written:  "They  gave  me  also 
gall  for  my  meat:  and  in  my  thirst 
they  gave  me  vinegar  to  drink"  (Ps. 
69:21).  When  they  crucified  Him, 
they  gave  Him  that  very  drink,  but 
He  refused  it.  He  was  to  drink  gall 
"In  my  thirst,"  and  at  the  begin- 
ning of  His  crucifixion,  the  terrible 
burning  thirst  of  crucifixion  had  not 
yet  come  down  upon  Him.  He  must 
suffer,  and  suffer  until  "My  strength 
is  dried  up  like  a  potsherd,  my  tongue 
cleaveth  to  my  jaws;  and  thou  hast 
brought  me  into  the  dust  of  death" 
(Ps.  22:15).  And  it  was  not  until  then 
that  He  called  for  fulfillment. 

Since  our  Lord's  mind  was  going 
throughout  the  Old  Testament 
Scriptures  and  since  He  did  not  call 
for  a  drink  until  He  knew  it  was  all 
fulfilled,  let  us  just  imagine  what 
might  have  been  going  through  His 
mind  as  He  hung  upon  the  cross. 

Well,  here  I  am.  Four  thousand 
years  ago,  I  entered  the  Garden  of 
Eden  and  told  Adam  that  sometime 
the  seed  of  the  woman  would  bruise 
the  serpent's  head.  Those  years  have 
passed  and  here  I  am.  And  then  His 
mind  went  through  Isaiah  53,  Psalm 
22,  and  other  Scriptures. 

It  is  written:  "He  was  numbered 
with  the  transgressors."  Yes,  I  can 
check  that  off.  Here  I  am,  hanging 
between   two   thieves. 

'They  pierced  my  hands  and  my 
feet."  That  is  fulfilled,  for  I  am 
spiked  to  a  Roman  cross. 
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He  "made  intercession  for  the 
transgressors."  I  can  check  that  off, 
for  I  said  Father  forgive  them. 

"All  my  bones  are  out  of  joint." 
Yes;  as  I  hang  here,  the  weight  of  my 
body  pulls  down  on  the  nails  in  my 
hands  until  it  has  stretched  out  the 
ligaments  and  my  bones  are  all  out  of 
joint. 

"They  part  my  garments  among 
them,  and  cast  lots  upon  my  vesture." 
I  can  also  check  that  off  for  a  few 
moments  ago,  a  soldier  laid  my  san- 
dals over   there;  and  under-garment 


over  here.  He  made  four  piles,  "Oh," 
he  cried,  "Too  many  clothes,  what 
will  we  do  with  the  vesture?" 

"Rip  it  into  four  parts  and  give  us 
each  a  part,"  cried  a  soldier  carelessly. 

"Oh,  no,"  cried  the  first,  "it  is 
woven  without  seam  through  out, 
let's  not  rend  it."  "All  right  pitch  up 
a  nickle,  I'll  take  heads."  So  they 
cast  lots  for  my  vesture,  that  is  ful- 
filled. 

"I  may  tell  all  my  bones."  Yes,  that 
is  fulfilled.  As  I  hang  here  on  the 
cross  the  skin  is  stretched  so  tightly 
over  my  ribs  and  other  bones,  they 
can  easily  see  all  my  bones. 

Finally  when  our  Lord  knew  that 
all  Scripture  was  fulfilled  except  one, 
He  called  for  its  fulfillment,  "I 
Thirst." 

Cry    of    Consummation 

"It  is  finished."  What  was  finished? 
What  He  came  to  do  was  finished. 
Suppose  you  hear  a  trickle  of  water  in 
the  bathroom  some  night.  You  turn 
off  the  water  and  next  morning  you 
call  a  plumber.  The  plumber  pounds 


and  hammers  around  a  couple  of 
hours,  then  throwing  his  tools  into 
the  case,  he  says,  "It  is  finished."  But 
what  is  finished?  What  he  came  to 
do  is  finished. 

And  so  with  our  Lord.  Some  thirty- 
three  years  ago  a  Babe  was  born  in 
Bethlehem,  and  the  night  He  was 
born  (when  He  cometh  into  the 
world)  He  spoke  to  the  Father,  "Sac- 
rifice and  offerings  thou  wouldst 
not,  but  a  body  hast  thou  prepared 
me"  (Heb.  10:5).  And  it  is  through 
the  offering  of  that  "body  that  we  are 
sanctified." 

Now  those  thirty  years  have  passed. 
That  body  has  been  offered.  The 
purpose  for  which  it  was  formed  has 
been  accomplished  and  He  cried  "It 
is  finished." 

The  Cry  of  Resignation 

"Father,  into  thy  hands  I  commend 
my  spirit"  (Luke  23:46). 

And  let  us  not  think  that  these 
words  are  any  after  thought  in  the 
mind  of  our  Lord.  Verily,  calamity  of 
all  calamities  is  to  come  to  the  mo- 
ment of  death  having  made  no  pro- 
vision for  the  spirit. 

Men  will  go  to  great  effort  to 
provide  for  the  body.  They  will  lay 
out  green  lawns,  set  rows  of  shady 
trees,  build  marble  mausoleums,  and 
make  bronze  caskets  so  at  the  moment 
of  death  they  can  say  to  the  under- 
taker: "Into  thy  hands  I  commend 
my  body."  But  alas  they  forget  the 
spirit. 

But  not  so  with  our  Lord.  Long 

ages   ago   there   had   been   a   Consul- 
ts o 

ration  among  the  Godhead.  They 
would  create  man.  Man  would  sin, 
and  the  Son  would  die  for  man's 
sin.  But  He  would  not  remain  dead, 
for  a  contract  was  formed  that  the 
Father  would  raise  Him  from  the 
dead,  and  it  was  through  the  blood 
of  this  "everlasting  covenant"  that  our 
Lord  was  "brought  again  from  the 
dead"  (Heb.  13:20). 

And  the  same  God  stands  ready 
today  to  enter  into  covenant  relation 
with  whosoever  will.  He  promises  at 
the  moment  of  death,  to  take  the 
spirit  to  the  heavenly  paradise,  there 
to  wait  with  the  spirits  of  other  just 
men  made  perfect,  until  the  resur- 
rection. Then  He  will  unite  the 
spirit  with  the  transformed  body  and 
take  the  redeemed  man  to  dwell 
Him  forever. 
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God's  Wrath  Revealed 
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"For  the  wrath  of  God  is  revealed  from 
heaven  against  all  ungodliness  and  unright- 
eousness of  men"    (Rom.  1:18). 

This  "horror  of  great  darkness"  is 
the  full  display  of  God's  righteous 
wrath  against  sin  as  it  falls  upon  the 
holy  One  standing  for  the  unholy. 
And  thus  it  is  but  a  faint  outward 
shadow  of  the  deeper  darkness  with- 
in pressing  upon  the  Saviour's  soul. 
We  can  see  the  nails  that  hold  His 
hands  and  feet,  but  not  the  cruder 
darts  that  pierce  His  heart;  can  under- 
stand the  stupefying  draught  which 
He  refused,  but  not  the  bitter  cup 
which  He  drained;  can  appreciate 
the  desertion  of  His  disciples,  but  not 
the  averted  face  of  God. 

And  if  this  great  darkness  is  the 
revelation  of  God's  wrath,  then  is  it 
the  most  solemn  warning  to  sinners, 
for  it  foreshadows  the  "outer  dark- 
ness" into  which  the  rejecters  of  His 
Son  must  eternally  go.  If  the  tender- 
est  lips  in  all  the  world  had  never 
said:  "He  that  believeth  not  shall  be 
damned"  (Mark  16:16);  if  He  had 
never  warned:  "He  that  rejecteth  me 
.  .  .  hath  one  that  judgeth  him"  (John 
12:48),  the  darkness  at  Calvary  would 
have  sufficiently  warned  all  men.  If 
God  turned  His  face  away  from  His 
beloved  Son,  "holy,  harmless,  un- 
defiled"  because  sin  was  but  imputed 
to  Him,  what  will  He  do  with  the 
sinner  whose  sins  are  his  own  bv 
nature  and  practice,  when  that  sinner 
stands  at  His  bar?  Let  him  answer 
the  question  who  can. 

The  Finished   Work 

"After  this.  Jesus  knowing  that  all  things 
were  now  accomplished,  that  the  scripture 
might  be  fulfilled,  saith.  I  thirst.  Now  there 
was  set  there  a  vessel  full  of  vinegar:  and 
they  filled  a  spunge  with  vinegar,  and 
put  it  upon  hyssop,  and  put  it  to  his  mouth. 
When  Jesus  therefore  had  received  the 
vinegar,  he  said,  It  is  finished:  and  he  bowed 
his  head,  and  gave  up  the  ghost"  (John  19: 
28-30). 

All  things  must  be  according  to 
what  has  been  written  and  our  Lord 
cannot  die  until  He  has  uttered  one 
word,   "I   thirst,"  and  that,  not  that 


the  thirst  might  be  quenched  but 
"that  the  scripture  might  be  fulfilled." 
As  John's  is  the  Burnt-offering  Gos- 
pel (which  alone  mentions  this  detail) 
it  does  not  disclose  the  agony  of  the 
cross  as  the  others  do,  and  this  "I 
thirst"  is  written  to  reveal,  not  the  ter- 
rible thirst  of  the  crucifixion,  but  the 
complete  subjection  of  Christ  to  the 
Word  of  God.  Long  before  had  it 
been  written:  "In  my  thirst  they 
gave  me  vinegar  to  drink"  (Ps.  69:21), 
and  it  is  that  writing,  not  the  thirst, 
that  forces  the  cry  from  His  lips. 

Thus  all  is  done  according  to  the 
infallible  Word  of  God,  and  it  is 
now  for  the  Holv  Sufferer  to  pro- 
claim it  with  His  expiring  breath:  "IT 
IS  FINISHED,"  while  God  makes 
answer  in  the  rent  veil,  the  rent 
rocks,  the  opened  graves,  manifesting 
His  supreme  delight  in  the  finished 
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work,  which  has  brought  rest  to  His 
heart  at  last,  by  taking  Him  who  has 
accomplished  it  out  of  death  and  ex- 
alting Him  in  the  highest  heavens. 
Behold  now  that  once  humbled  Alan 
sitting  at  the  right  hand  of  God! 
"When  he  had  bv  himself  purged 
our  sins,  [he]  sat  down  on  the  right 
hand  of  the  majesty  on  high"  (Heb. 
1:3).  "Sat  down"  because  His  work 
is  done!  "Sat  down"  as  one  that  rests 
from  toil!  O  soul,  if  He  has  purged 
your  sins,  they  are  purged!  If  He  has 
not  attended  to  every  stain,  you  are 
lost  and  He  dare  not  be  where  we 
behold  Llim.  Here  is  the  full  proof 
of  the  finished  work:  He  who  hung 
on  the  nails  for  vour  sins  is  exalted 
in  heaven  without  them— forever  put 
away.  Think  not  of  adding  aught  to 
it  by  work  of  your  own— and  thus 
tarnish  the  luster  of  His  glory,  but 
take    the    rest    which    His    finished 


work  provides  for  your  heart  and  for 
the  heart  of  God.  "We  which  have 
believed   do   enter   into   rest"    (Heb. 

4:3). 

Rending  of  the  Veil,  the  Rocks,  the 
Graves 

"And,  behold,  the  veil  of  the  temple  was 
rent  in  twain  from  the  top  to  the  bottom; 
and  the  earth  did  quake,  and  the  rocks  rent; 
And  the  graves  were  opened;  and  many 
bodies  of  the  saints  which  slept  arose.  And 
came  out  of  the  graves  after  his  resurrection, 
and  went  into  the  holy  city,  and  appeared 
unto   many." 

The  veil  was  the  heavily  woven, 
richly  embroidered  curtain  hanging 
between  the  holy  place  and  the  most 
holy  of  the  Temple.  Within  the  last 
named  enclosure  had  appeared  the 
glory— symbol  of  God's  presence.  In 
a  dwelling  place  concealed  He  had 
until  now  abode.  But  the  cause  of  all 
distance  between  himself  and  men 
has  been  removed,  and  He  rends 
the  veil  to  proclaim  His  liberty  to 
come  out  in  grace  to  sinners  and  to 
show1  the  open  way  into  His  presence 
for  all  who  accept  that  grace.  "Hav- 
ing .  .  .  boldness  to  enter  into  the 
holiest  bv  the  blood  of  Jesus,  by  a 
new  and  living  way,  which  he  hath 
consecrated  for  us,  through  the  veil, 
that  is  to  say,  his  flesh  .  .  .  Let  us 
draw  near  with  a  true  heart  in  full 
assurance  of  faith"  (Heb.   10:19-22). 

The  rending  of  the  rocks  is  nature's 
response  to  her  Creator's  crv,  the  old 
creation  making  way  for  the  new, 
whose  foundation  His  death  has  laid, 
and  the  rending  of  the  graves  pro- 
claims the  power  of  His  death  over 
death  for  all  His  own. 

Those  who  came  out  of  those  open- 
ed graves  were  doubtless  that  special 
company  of  Old  Testament  saints 
who  bv  faith  looked  for  a  heavenly  in- 
heritance. Of  them  we  know  only 
what  is  revealed  in  the  eleventh  chap- 
ter of  Hebrews.  Since  faith  cometh 
by  hearing  the  Word  of  God,  and  by 
faith  "they  looked  for  a  city  which 
hath  foundations,"  it  is  plain  that 
God  spoke  to  them  of  that  heavenly 
city,  though  no  record  of  the  revela- 
tion is  made  in  the  Old  Testament, 
the  hopes  of  national  Israel  being 
entirely  earthly.  When  Christ,  on  the 
morning  of  His  resurrection,  ascended 
to  heaven,  He  took  those  resurrected 
ones  with  Him,  to  form,  with  himself, 
the  antitype  of  the  first  fruits.

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This  is  the  occasion  of  the  year 
when  we  remind  ourselves  anew  and 
afresh  of  the  sufferings  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  According 
to  historians  there  were  probably  two 
million  people  in  the  city  of  Jeru- 
salem during  the  Passover  time  when 
our  Lord  was  crucified.  Our  Lord 
must  have  suffered  great  anguish 
even  before  He  was  brought  before 
the  people  where  He  was  rejected  of 
men  because  we  read  of  this  in  the 
Garden  of  Gethsemane  and  from  the 
Mount  of  Olives  as  He  overlooked 
Jerusalem.  But  there  are  six  definite 
physical  wounds  known  to  medical 
science  which  our  Lord  suffered  as 
"He  hath  made  him  to  be  sin  for  us, 
who  knew?  no  sin."  Not  only  are  these 
wounds  revealed  in  the  Gospels,  but 
thev  are  also  prophesied  in  the  Old 
Testament. 

Bruising 

In  Isaiah  53:5  we  read  that  "He 
was  bruised  for  our  iniquities."  Also 
in  Isaiah  53:10:  "It  pleased  the  LORD 
to  bruise  him."  We  read  the  fulfill- 
ment in  Matthew  26:67  that  "they 
spit  in  his  face,  and  buffeted 
[bruised]  him."  The  word  buffet 
means  to  strike  with  savage  force 
with  a  clenched  fist.  Historians  write 
that  the  Roman  soldiers  played  a 
game  called  "hot  hands"  on  the  victim 
who  was  to  be  crucified.  They  would 


spit  into  the  face  of  the  victim  and 
then  strike  him  with  a  clenched  fist 
and  would  ask  the  victim  who  hit 
him,  and  at  the  same  time,  they  would 
make  a  bet  with  one  another  to  see 
if  the  victim  could  guess  right.  No 
wonder  Isaiah  prophesied  that  His 
"visage  was  marred  more  than  any 
man"  (Isa.  52:14).  Every  time  I  see 
a  boxing  match  I  cease  not  to  wonder 
how  our  Lord  could  have  taken  the 
physical  torture  of  these  brutal  bullv 
playboys. 

Laceration 

In  Psalm  129:3  we  read:  "The 
plowers  plowed  upon  my  back;  they 
made  long  their  furrows."  The  ful- 
fillment  is  found  in  Matthew  27:26 
when  we  read  that  Jesus  was  scourg- 
ed. Historians  reveal  that  the  scourge 
was  not  the  "cat  o'  nine  tails"  to 
sting  the  victim,  but  it  was  a  single 
lash  of  strong  leather  with  a  piece 
of  metal  or  glass  or  ivory  embedded  in 
the  end  of  it.  When  this  strap  was 
wielded  by  a  big  muscular  brute,  it 
would  cut  the  victim's  back  on  each 
stroke,  even  to  the  point  of  pene- 
trating to  the  bone.  The  normal 
stripes  for  such  a  scourge  was  forty 
less  one.  Undoubtedly  the  victim's 
ribs  or  vertebrae  may  have  been  seen 
after  such  a  beating.  No  wonder  the 
psalmist  writes  (Ps.  22:17)  "I  may 
tell  all  mv  bones:  they  look  and  stare 


upon  me."  Yes;  my  friends,  He  was 
wounded  for  our  transgressions! 

Penetration 

This  is  a  wound  where  a  sharp 
pointed  piece  of  wood  or  metal  en- 
ters the  flesh  and  punctures  it.  When 
they  mocked  our  Lord  they  also  plat- 
ted a  crown  of  thorns  and  put  it  upon 
His  head  and  smote  it  with  a  reed 
(heavy  club).  Each  stroke  of  that 
club  would  have  driven  the  long 
thorns  (historians  say  they  were  from 
a  black  locust  of  carob  tree  which 
had  thorns  sometimes  up  to  five 
inches  in  length)  into  His  skull. 
When  Adam  and  Eve  sinned,  they 
not  onlv  brought  the  curse  of  sin 
upon  all  men,  but  they  brought  a 
curse  upon  the  ground  which  brings 
forth  such  thorns  and  thistles  (Gen. 
3:17-18).  Imagine  the  great  difference 
there  will  be  in  the  kingdom  age 
when,  as  Isaiah  55:13  says:  "Instead 
of  the  thorn  shall  come  up  the  fir 
tree,  instead  of  the  brier  shall  come  up 
the  myrtle  tree."  The  marred  face  of 
our  Lord  takes  on  a  different  picture 
of  beauty  and  loveliness  when  we 
know  that  He  was  wounded  for  our 
transgressions.  The  story  is  told  of  a 
little  boy  who  reached  the  age  when 
he  began  to  notice  things  and  to  make 
contrasts.  One  day  he  noticed  his 
mother's  hands  were  all  marrec 
"Mumsv,"   he  said,  "Why  i 
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hands  so  homely?  Why  aren't  they 
like  Bobby's  mother's  hands?"  The 
mother  told  him  that  when  he  was 
little  he  had  gone  too  close  to  the 
fireplace  and  his  clothes  caught  fire, 
she  desperately  tore  his  clothes 
from  him  and  burned  her  own  hands. 
She  said:  "Now  these  are  the  awful 
scars  that  are  left."  With  that  the 
little  boy  looked  up  into  her  sweet 
face  and  said:  "Mommv,  vou  have  the 
most  beautiful  hands  in  the  whole 
wide  world."  My  friend,  our  Lord's 
vision  was  marred,  but  He  still  is  the 
most  wonderful   Person    there  is. 

Perforation 

In  Psalm  22:16  we  read:  "They 
pierced  my  hands  and  my  feet." 
Imagine!  This  form  of  punishment 
was  prophesied  approximately  a  thou- 
sands years  before  its  inauguration! 
This  knowledge  could  come  from 
none  other  than  the  Spirit  of  God 
because  there  was  no  other  mode  like 
it  before.  The  Jewish  mode  of  punish- 
ment was  stoning;  the  babylonian 
was  the  fiery  furnace;  the  Persian  was 
the  lion's  den;  the  other  countries  had 
varied  modes,  but  none  so  horrible  as 
the  Romans.  In  Matthew  27:35  we 
read,  "And  they  crucified  him."  They 
perforated  His  hands  and  His  feet 
as  they  drove  the  big  spikes  through 
them.  When  they  lifted  the  cross  with 
His  body  on  it  and  dropped  it  into 
the  hole,  undoubtedly  the  Scripture 
(Ps.  22:14)  was  fulfilled,  which 
reads:  "All  my  bones  are  out  of  joint." 
The  hymnwriter  Isaac  Watts  ex- 
pressed his  affection  for  the  One  who 
was  wounded  for  our  transgressions: 
"See  from  His  head,  His  hands,  His 
feet, 
Sorrow  and  love  flow  mingled  down; 
Did  e'er  such  love  and  sorrow  meet, 
Or  thorns  compose  so  rich  a  crown?" 

Incision 

An  incision  is  a  wound  made 
from  a  keen-edged  instrument.  In 
Zechariah  12:10  we  read:  "They  shall 
look  upon  me  hom  they  have 
pierced."  Our  Lord's  side  was  riven 
by  the  soldier's  swot  s  we  read  in 
John  19:34:  "One  of  tl      soldiers  with 


a  spear  pierced  his  side."  Of  course 
our  Lord  was  alreadv  dead  when  this 
soldier  did  this,  but  someone  might 
ask:  "Well,  why  did  that  soldier  have 
to  do  such  a  terrible  thing  to  a 
corpse?"  The  answer  is  very  simple 
because  all  Scripture  must  be  ful- 
filled. That  leads  us  to  the  last  wound 
as  we  see  Him  wounded  for  our 
transgressions. 

Bursting 

In  Psalm  22:14  we  read:  "I  am 
poured  out  like  water  .  .  .  my  heart  is 
like  wax;  it  is  melted  in  the  midst  of 
mv  bowels  [inner-most  being]."  What 
does  the  psalmist  prophesy?  He  tells 
us  that  Christ  would  die  of  a  broken 
heart.  How  would  we  have  known 
that  if  the  soldier  had  not  done  this 
inhumane  act  of  spearing  the  side  of 
our  Lord?  Thus  the  writer  John  gives 
the  detailed  account  in  John  19:34: 
"Forthwith  came  there  out  blood  and 
water."  The  word  "came  out"  means 
gushed  out.  This  is  a  contradiction 
of  biological  truth  because  blood  will 
not  gush  from  the  arteries  of  a  dead 
man;  there  must  be  the  pulsation  of 
the  heart.  Does  that  mean  the  Scrip- 
tures arc  wrong?  If  so,  then  so  is  the 
prophecv.  Medical  science  has  proven 
that  the  heart  is  encased  in  an  elastic 
sac  called  the  pericardium  which  is 
capable  of  great  distension.  If  the 
heart  wall  should  rupture,  the  blood 
would  rush  into  this  sac  causing  great 
distension.  Then,  if  the  sac  were 
pierced  from  below,  gravity  would 
cause  the  blood  and  the  accumulated 
water  to  crush  forth.  Medical  science 
also  states  that  the  ruptured  heart  is 
definitely  a  broken  heart,  and  this 
explains  the  presence  of  the  water 
and  the  blood.  Psalm  69:20  says:  "Re- 
proach hath  broken  mv  heart;  and  I 
am  full  of  heaviness."  When  we  think 
of  what  our  blessed  Saviour  did  for 
us  in  His  death,  we  should  never 
cease  to  thank  Llim  for  it. 

He  truly  was  wounded  for  our 
transgressions.  He  was  wounded  but 
not  killed.  In  John  19:30  we  read: 
"He  gave  up  the  ghost."  This  word 
in   the  original  language  is  a  word 

o  O        o 

which  means  "to  yield"  or  "to  sur- 


render." There  are  other  cases  of 
people  dying  and  the  same  English 
words  are  used,  but  the  Greek  words 
are  different.  Our  Lord  is  the  only 
One  who  had  this  power  to  just  yield 
over  His  life.  Everyone  of  us  will 
try  to  suck  in  every  ounce  of  air  we 
can  when  we  depart  this  world.  That 
is  the  reason  it  is  sometimes  called 
the  death  rattle. 

Why  was  He  wounded?  "That  he 
bv  the  grace  of  God  should  taste  death 
for  every  man"  (Heb.  2:9).  Also  in 
Hebrews  2:14  so  that  "He  might  de- 
stroy him  that  had  the  power  over 
death,  that  is,  the  devil."  It  must 
have  caused  Him  much  suffering  to 
see  humans  reject  Him  before  He 
gave  himself  a  ransom  for  all,  but 
imagine  the  worst  suffering  as  He 
sees  many  more  rejecting  Him  after 
He  was  wounded  for  them.  For  them 
He  will  be  the  Judge,  but  for  us  He 
is  the  Saviour.  We  are  bought  with  a 
price,  a  tremendous  price!  We  are  not 
our  own;  we  ought  to  desire  to  serve 
Him  and  to  please  Him  in  all  that  we 
do. 

The  storv  is  told  of  a  little  lad  who 
would  come  to  watch  the  football 
players  practice  at  a  certain  univer- 
sity. The  bov  would  follow  the  play- 
ers up  and  down  the  field  and  kept 
his  eyes  glued  on  the  star  halfback. 
When  he  would  tell  his  father  about 
the  practice  sessions,  he  would  ex- 
claim: "Dad,  when  I  get  big,  I'm 
going  to  be  a  halfback  just  like  Bill 
Jones!"  One  evening  the  lad  did  not 
appear  at  practice,  and  the  football 
players  asked  about  him,  only  to 
learn  that  he  had  been  stricken  with  a 
dangerous  disease  and  needed  a 
blood  transfusion  to  save  his  life. 
Many  of  the  players  made  their  way 
to  the  hospital  to  give  blood,  but 
there  was  only  one  that  had  the  right 
type.  Days  later  when  the  little  fel- 
low was  recovering,  his  father  sought 
to  cheer  him  up  by  reminding  him: 
"It  won't  be  long  until  vou  can  watch 
the  fellows  practice,  and  then  you 
can  learn  to  be  that  great  halfback!" 
But  the  lad  soberly  replied:  "No  Dad, 
I  can't  be  a  halfback  now!  Because 
I've  got  the  blood  of  a  tackle  in  me 
now,  and  I'll  have  to  be  the  best 
tackle  in  the  whole  wide  world!"  Yes; 
mv  friends!  He  was  wounded  for 
our  transgressions!  He  was  bruised 
for  our  iniquities!  We  ought  to  be 
the  best  that  He  would  have  us  to  be 
because  of  it.

"A  Great  and  Effectual  Door  Is  Opened  Unto  Me" 

These  words  were  written  1900  years  ago  by  the  Apos- 
tle Paul  (I  Cor.  16:9).  But,  never  in  the  history  of  the 
Christian  church  has  the  challenge  of  the  open  door  to 
Christian  service  been  greater  than  it  is  today.  The  op- 
portunity' for  preparation  through  basic  college  train- 
ing and  concentrated  study  in  the  Word  of  God  through 
seminarv  instruction  is  now  accessible  to  all  young  peo- 
ple. There  is  likewise  an  opportunity  to  learn  the  most 
effective  and  proved  methods  of  work. 

Modern  methods  of  travel  now  make  it  possible  to 
reach  remote  places  of  the  world  in  a  matter  of  hours,  or 
in  a  few  days  at  the  most.  Here  in  the  homeland,  the  auto- 
mobile has  greatly  expanded  a  minister's  field  of  service. 
A  few  vears  ago,  scores  of  missionaries  died  of  jungle 
fevers  and  other  diseases.  Some  did  not  even  live  to  reach 
their  fields  of  service.  Today,  through  the  miracle  of  mod- 
ern medicine,  their  lives  are  spared  and  they  can  live  in 
good  health.  Better  living  facilities  and  equipment  make 
life  tolerable  in  even  the  more  forbidding  places. 

Language  barriers  are  now  being  broken  down  in  many 
lands  as  additional  tongues  and  dialects  every  year  are 
reduced  to  writing.  Improved  methods  of  study  make  it 
possible  to  learn  foreign  languages  in  considerably  less 
time.  Printing  has  lent  a  helping  hand  to  place  thousands 
of  portions  or  entire  copies  of  the  Bible  into  the  hands  of 


perishing  men;  whereas,  in  the  Early  Church  a  precious 
hand-copied  manuscript  or  two  was  all  that  could  be  left 
with  a  group  of  people,  and  such  manuscripts  had  to 
be  circulated  among  several  churches.  Today,  the  levels 
of  literacy  also  are  rising  rapidly,  making  it  possible  for  a 
minister  or  missionary  to  converse  more  intelligentlv  with 
those  who  need  the  Gospel,  and  to  leave  printed  por- 
tions of  the  Word  and  Christian  literature  with  them. 
Radio  and  television  are  doing  their  part  by  breaking 
through  millions  of  doors  with  the  Gospel— through  doors 
that  arc  otherwise  closed  to  ministers  and  missionaries. 
The  population  explosion  in  America  is  throwing  the 
door  of  opportunitv  open  more  widely  than  ever  before  to 
young  people  right  here  at  home.  Cities  are  mushrooming, 
and  in  these  vast  areas  new  communities  appear  almost 
overnight.  Many  of  these  new  sections  do  not  possess  a 
single  church  or  gospel  testimony.  The  need  for  pastors 
has  become  so  acute  that  some  denominations  have 
reached  the  point  of  desperation.  One  of  these  reports 
a  thousand  pastorless  churches;  another  has  seven  hun- 
dred churches  without  pastors.  In  hundreds  of  rural 
areas  of  America  churches  are  closing  because  pastors 
cannot  be  secured.  What  a  day  of  opportunity  it  is  for 
men  who  are  ready  to  hear  God's  call  to  go  out  and  gather 
in  the  harvest!  Yes;  "a  great  and  effectual  door  is  open- 
ed" to  Christian  voung  people  today.  Truly, 
"We  are  living,  we  are  dwelling 

In  a  grand  and  awful  time; 
In  an  age  on  ages  telling, 

o  o  o' 

To  be  living  is  sublime!" 

"And  There  Are  Many  Adversaries" 

In  these  days  of  growing  opposition  to  the  proclamation 
of  the  Gospel,  most  of  us  are  tempted  to  lay  the  heavier 
emphasis  upon  the  second  half  of  this  great  missionary 
verse  (I  Cor.  16:9).  It  is  true  that  the  adversaries  are  many 
and  that  doors  in  some  places  are  closing.  Some  have 
already  closed.  But,  has  this  not  always  been  the  case? 
Never  were  the  doors  more  tightly  closed,  humanly 
speaking,  than  they  were  in  the  days  of  the  apostles  and 
the  Early  Church.  Rome  attempted  to  shut  and  officially 
seal  them.  As  a  result,  thousands  of  Christians  gave  their 
lives  for  Christ  in  an  effort  to  pass  through  with  the 
Gospel.  Their  faithful  witness  eventually  burst  wide 
open  the  doors  of  opportunity  that  godless  rulers  and 
Satan-inspired  religions  had  attempted  to  hold  closed. 
Mighty  pagan  temples,  once  the  seat  of  wild  orgies,  be-

came  deserted  and  crumbled  into  the  dust.  Some  were 
transformed  into  Christian  churches.  Satanic  adversaries 
could  never  stand  when  consecrated  men  and  women  ad- 
vanced behind  the  shield  of  faith  and  in  the  power  of  pre- 
vailing praver. 

In  our  churches  today  it  is  high  time  for  us  to  face 
several  questions  squarely.  Are  we  the  kind  of  Christian 
men  and  women  who  are  unafraid  to  pass  through  doors 
in  spite  of  many  adversaries?  Is  Christian  heroism  such 
a  rare  quality  these  days  that  every  time  someone  dies  for 
his  faith  in'  Christ  and  for  the  sake  of  the  Gospel  it 
becomes  an  occasion  for  the  writing  of  a  book?  Think 
what  it  would  have  been  in  the  Early  Church!  Are  we 
failing  to  show  our  young  people  that  an  effectual  door 
of  service  is  open  to  them— the  door  to  the  greatest 
opportunity  in  all  the  world?  Are  we  reminding  them 
that,  while  the  adversaries  are  many,  "greater  is  he  that 
is  in  you  than  he  that  is  in  the  world."  Are  we  praying 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  He  will  thrust  our  young 
people  forth  into  His  harvest?  If  we  are  doing  anything 
less  than  this,  doors  will  continue  to  close,  and  we  will 
tragically  fail  them.  We  will  likewise  fail  our  Lore 
neglecting  our  responsibility  to  the  great  eomi 
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A  Great  Door  and  Effectual 
Is  Opened  Unto  Me 


Editor's  note — Have  you  ever  wondered  just  what  it  is  like  to  be  stricken  by  dreaded 
polio?  to  endure  the  experience  of  life  in  an  iron  lung  for  months?  to  adapt  yourself 
to  a  completely  new  set  of  circumstances,  most  of  which  bring  you  face  to  face  with 
problems   and   handicaps   that   are   almost    immeasurable? 

One  of  the  last  times  I  remember  seeing  Arthur  Gordon  was  at  a  school  retreat  shortly 
before  his  graduation  from  Grace  Seminary  in  1954.  The  men  were  playing  softball. 
and  he  was  one  of  the  pitchers!  Little  did  any  of  us  then  realize  that  the  muscles 
which  were  able  to  deliver  the  ball  across  the  plate  with  such  speed  £nd  control 
would  in  a  few  months  not  be  able  to  sustain  or  move  even  as  little  an  article  as  a 
pencil.  But,  through  it  all,  Arthur  Gordon  has  learned,  better  than  most  of  us  will 
ever  learn,  the  real  meaning  of  the  Apostle's  words:  "Therefore  I  take  pleasure  in 
my  infirmities,  in  reproaches,  in  necessities,  in  persecutions,  in  distresses  for  Christ's 
sake:  for  when  I  am   weak,  then  am  I  strong"    (II  Cor.    12:10). 

This  story  of  the  sufficiency  of  God's  grace  in  the  hour  of  a  man's  greatest  need  is 
one  which  should  be  read  and  pondered  by  every  one  of  us.  If  it  effects  you  as  it  did 
me,  you  will  be  ashamed  of  the  way  you  often  complain.  It  will  also  call  forth  a 
new  dedication  of  your  abilities  to  the  Lord  who  so  greatly  desires  to  use  them,  and 
whose  grace  is  just  as  sufficient  for  your  every  need  as  it  has  been  for  that  of 
Arthur  Gordon.— F.R.B. 


".  .  .  and  there  are  many  adver- 
saries"   (I    Cor.    16:9). 

I  had  often  heard  and  quoted,  and 
occasionally  preached  Romans  8:28. 
I  knew  that  "all  things  work  together 
ioi  <-«,<  ul  to  them  thai  lo\  e  ( »od,  to 
them  who  are  the  called  according  to 
his  purpose,"  but  I  had  never  ex- 
perienced it  in  adversitv.  I  was  to  be 
trained  in  this  school,  however,  and 
to  find  in  it  an  open  door  to  service 
never  dreamed  of.  Let's  20  back  a 
few  years  to  pick  up  the  story. 

I  was  reared  in  a  Christian  home; 
attended  a  gospel  church.  However, 
my  life  was  one  of  hypocrisy  until 
I  was  about  nineteen.  Jesus  described 
it  well  in  His  scathing  denunciation 
of  the  religious  pretenders  of  His  day: 
"Ye  are  like  unto  whited  sepulchres, 
which  indeed  appear  beautiful  out- 
ward, but  are  within  full  of  dead 
men's  bones,  and  of  all  uncleanness." 
The  change  in  my  life  took  place 
aboard  a  troop  transport  somewhere 
on  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  We  were  four 
days  out  of  New  York,  headed  for  the 
German  battlefield,  when  God's 
Spirit  caused  me  to  realize  my  awful 
condition.  That  Liberty  Ship  became 
for  me  an  altar  where  I  found  true 
liberty  in  Christ  Jesus.  This  was  the 
beginning,  of  new  things. 


Back  in  the  States  after  the  war, 
the  Lord  led  me  to  The  Bible  In- 
stitute of  Pennsylvania  and  then  to 
Grace  College  and  Seminary.  From 
1946  through  1954  many  precious 
hours  were  spent  studying  the  Word 
of  God,  learning  more  of  the  God  of 
the  Word,  under  consecrated  men  of 
God. 

Schooldays  all  done  and  the  duties 
of  a  student  pastorate  terminated,  my 
wife  and  I,  with  our  three  children 
moved  to  Williamsburg,  Ohio.  There 
we  were  to  help  found  the  First  Bap- 
tist Church  of  Williamsburg.  For 
eleven  weeks  we  kept  busy  with  the 
many  demands  of  such  a  work.  Then 
the  unexpected  happened— adversity 
came  in  like  a  flood,  literally  sweep- 
ing us  off  our  feet.  At  the  time  we 
didn't  recognize  it,  but  succeeding 
months  have  proven  that  this  was  ac- 
tually "a  door  .  .  .  opened  unto  me  of 
the  Lord."  There  wasn't  a  choice  to 
enter  or  not,  as  was  true  with  the 
Apostle  Paul,  and  with  Moses  who 
chose  "to  suffer  affliction,"  unless 
perhaps  the  choice  was  made  several 
weeks  before  when  on  my  knees  I 
asked  for  a  fruitful  ministry  at  any 
cost.  At  any  rate,  the  door  was  flung 
open   and   we   entered. 

The    headlines    of    a    Cincinnati 


newspaper  (Aug.  22,  1955)  told  the 
story:  "FATHER  OF  2  POLIO  VIC- 
TIMS IS  STRICKEN  BY  SAME 
DISEASE."  Jack,  our  oldest,  and 
Joyce,  our  youngest,  were  admitted 
to  the  Cincinnati  General  Hospital  on 
August  15.  I  was  admitted  on  August 
21.  James  didn't  have  to  be  hospital- 
ized, and  Marilynn,  my  wife,  was 
spared  to  act  as  chief  consoler  for  her 
family.  The  children  recovered  quick- 
ly, but  daddv's  muscles  refused  to  re- 
turn. 

Lving  entombed  in  an  iron  lung, 
one  is  prone  to  wonder,  "Why?"  I 
was  no  exception.  After  all,  what  good 
would  seminarv  training  do  me  in 
this  "breathing  monster?"  It  took  me 
about  a  month  to  say,  "Yes,  Lord," 
and  almost  immediately  He  admin- 
istered the  antidote  to  my  doubts. 
One  day,  in  a  period  of  about  ten 
hours,  three  nurses  accepted  Christ 
as  their  Saviour  as  they  stood  by  mv 
bed.  There  were  several  more  dur- 
ing the  next  few  months.  I  learned 
that  the  Lord's  Spirit  was  not  hin- 
dered by  physical  weakness.  I  needed 
this  encouragement. 

The  months  sped  quickly  by.  I 
graduated  from  the  iron  lung  to  a 
portable  respirator  and  oscillating 
(rocking)   bed.   I  was   taught  glosso- 
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pharyngeal  breathing,  or,  as  it  was 
nicknamed,  "frog-breathing."  This 
allowed  me  some  freedom  from  the 
respirator  and  from  anxiety.  "Frog- 
breathing"  consists  of  trapping  air  in 
the  mouth  and  forcing  it  with  a 
pump-like  motion  of  the  tongue  and 
pharynx  down  through  the  windpipe 
into  the  lungs.  This  is  not  automatic 
as  is  normal  breathing,  and  it  is  quite 
tiring,  thus  the  respirator  must  al- 
ways be  resorted  to. 

Eventually  I  was  transferred  to  a 
rehabilitation  center  at  Columbus, 
Ohio,  where  I  found  new  hope  for 
my  immobile  body.  I  discovered  that 
a  stick  held  in  the  mouth,  could  be- 
come in  many  ways  a  substitute  for 
paralyzed  hands  and  arms.  I  found 
that  a  motor-driven,  chin-operated 
wheelchair,  could  very  well  become 
an  adequate  substitute  for  paralyzed 
legs.  I  had  already  learned  that  a 
machine  could  become  a  substitute 
(a  lifesaving  substitute)  for  the  dia- 
phragm. Now  it  remained  only  for 
mv  wife,  my  parents,  and  me  (the 
brains—?)  to  arrange  our  home  for 
maximum  use  of  my  new  "arms"  and 
"legs"  and  "diaphragm." 

We  had  a  "switchboard"  installed, 
within  easy  reach  of  mv  "magic-wand" 
(the  name  given  my  mouth-stick  bv 
one  of  my  correspondents).  The  six 
electric,  push-button  switches  en- 
abled   me    to    turn    on    and   off   the 


radio,  television,  typewriter,  tape  re- 
corder, record  player,  and  light.  The 
radio  was  placed  within  reach  and 
adapted  with  extensions  on  the  vol- 
ume and  tuning  buttons.  A  remote 
control  was  installed  for  the  tele- 
vision. The  typewriter,  given  to  me 
by  the  Cincinnati  branch  of  the  IBM 
Company,  proved  to  be  a  real  bless- 
ing. The  company  had  it  specially 
made  for  my  needs.  The  platen  ac- 
commodates a  continuous  supply  of 
paper  which  allows  me  to  tvpe  page 
after  page  as  long  as  I  wish,  without 
assistance.  The  paper  has  been  per- 
forated so  it  can  be  torn  into  regular 
size  sheets.  Mv  father  made  a  table 
for  the  typewriter  which  holds  it  at 
the  proper  height  and  slant  for  my 
stick. 

A  special  phone  was  installed  bv 
the  telephone  company.  1  press  the 
"on"  button  to  get  the  operator  and 
place  the  call,  and  the  "off"  button 
to  conclude  it.  A  mike  on  the  phone 
picks  up  my  voice,  and  a  loudspeaker 
brings  the  voice  of  the  other  party 
into  the  room. 

Reading  has  become  very  enjoy- 
able as  a  result  of  a  small  pulpit 
which  rests  on  the  arms  of  my  chair, 
directly  in  front  of  me.  With  the 
eraser-tipped  "magic-wand,"  I  turn 
the  pages  of  books  and  magazines 
easily.  Sometimes  a  page  will  not 
yield  to  mv  stick;   then   I  must  call 


for  one  of  my  four  other  pairs  of 
hands  (of  my  family).  I  [aving  the 
pulpit  on  the  chair  allows  me  to  read 
any  time,  and  also  to  hunt  out  the 
best-lighted  spot. 

The  motor  chair  has  been  a  very 
important  piece  of  equipment  in  this 
set-up.  It  carries  me  to  all  of  the 
special  apparatus.  It  gives  me  access 
to  five  rooms  in  our  house.  I  operate 
the  chair  by  pushing  a  lever  with  mv 
chin.  To  press  down  on  the  lever 
sends  the  chair  forward  at  about 
eight  miles  per  hour.  To  push  it  up, 
sends  the  chair  backward.  To  push 
the  lever  to  the  side,  turns  the  chair. 

For  some  time,  however,  the  port- 
able respirator  presented  us  with  a 
real  problem.  How  could  I  enjoy  a 
motorized  chair  when  the  breathing 
unit  restricted  me  to  one  spot?  Ne- 
cessity again  became  the  mother  of 
invention  when  we  found  a  way  to 
attach  the  respirator  behind  the 
chair.  Now  wherever  I  went,  the 
respirator  followed.  But  the  electric 
cord  to  the  breathing  unit  became  our 
next  problem,  and  I  frequently  had 
to  be  untangled.  We  purchased  a 
retractable  reel  with  thirty  feet  of 
cord,  and  hung  it  overhead  in  about 
the  middle  of  the  house.  This  gave 
me  plenty  of  carefree  driving  room. 
I  was  cautioned,  however,  not  to 
turn  the  wrong  way  and  hang  myself. 

To  breath  during  the  day  I  use  the 
portable  respirator;  at  night  I  use  the 
rocking  bed.  Both  of  these  utilize 
gravity.  The  respirator  inflates  and 
deflates  a  rubber  bladder  which  is 
strapped  to  the  stomach,  inside  a  belt- 
like cuirass.  The  bladder  inflates, 
pushing  the  diaphragm  up,  forcing 
air  from  the  lungs.  It  deflates,  letting 
the  diaphragm  fall  (by  gravity), 
drawing  air  into  the  lungs.  The  bed 
rocks,  first  feet  down  then  head 
down,  like  a  child's  see-saw.  The  foot 
goes  down  thirty  degrees— the  head, 
ten  degrees.  The  foot  goes  down,  let- 
ting the  diaphragm  fall,  pulling  air 
into  the  lungs.  The  head  goes  down 
(not  much  below  level),  forcing  the 
diaphragm  up,  pushing  air  from  the 
lungs.  Despite  what  you  may  think, 
this  allows  for  a  comfortable  night's 
sleep. 

My  wife  transports  me  from  bed 
to  chair  and  vice  versa  with 
draulic  lift.  This  piece  of  a 
takes  the  place  of  two  stro 
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and  means  the  difference  between 
staving  in  the  hospital  and  going 
home.  My  seat,  while  being  trans- 
ported, is  a  large  square  of  nylon 
which  is  clamped  to  the  long  arm  of 
the  lift.  A  long  handle  pumps  the 
arm  up,  and  a  small  lever  lowers  it. 
Whether  being  placed  in  bed,  the 
chair,  or  the  bathtub,  the  hydraulic 
lift  saves  many  a  strained  back  (both 
of  patient  and  attendant).  "Frog- 
breathing"  comes  in  handv  during 
these  times  of  transfer. 

When  I  go  for  a  ride,  the  house 
current  is  forsaken  for  a  battery 
which  powers  the  portable  respirator. 
Because  our  porch  is  high  off  the 
ground,  my  father  constructed  an  ele- 
vator. It  operates  electrically,  with  a 


two-way  switch.  A  ramp  runs  from 
it  to  the  edge  of  our  yard.  The  ramp 
is  just  the  height  of  the  floor  in  our 
Volkswagen  Microbus.  When  the 
"bus"  is  in  position,  and  the  double 
doors  on  the  side  are  open,  I  can  be 
rolled  into  it  very  easily,  chair  and 
all.  The  respirator  and  batterv  stand 
beside  the  chair.  The  world  looked 
quite  different  to  me  the  first  time  I 
ventured  out,  after  being  shut  in  for 
several  months.  The  Lord  has  been 
very  good  in  allowing  me  these  won- 
derful  conveniences.  With  my  sub- 
stitute "diaphragm,"  "legs"  and 
"arms,"  I  found  I  wasn't  so  handi- 
capped after  all.  A  whole  new  world 
of  service  opened  up  before  me.  Paul 
calls  it,  "a  great  door  and  effectual."

Many  people  (Christian  and  non- 
Christian)  encouraged  me  to  write 
for  publication.  I  had  never  done  this 
before,  and  was  hesitant,  but  decided 
to  give  it  a  try.  You  can  imagine  mv 
joy  when  a  letter  came  from  the 
American  Tract  Society  saying  thev 
had  accepted  my  manuscript  (the 
first),  and  that  it  would  be  in  print 
soon.  A  check  was  enclosed.  After 
this  I  took  a  correspondence  course 
in  writing  and  was  more  or  less  of- 
ficially on  my  way  to  a  writing  career. 

My  new  aspirations  to  write  ma- 
terialized in  August  of  1957  (just 
two  years  after  our  first  encounter 
with  the  adversary),  in  the  form  of  a 
six  page,  mimeographed,  monthly  de- 
votional, called  "Triumph."  The  mail- 
ing list  consisted  of  800  names  taken 
from  cards  which  were  sent  to  me  in 
the  hospital.  This  past  August  ('59), 
"Triumph's"  second  anniversary, 
showed  a  mailing  list  of  3500  and  a 
new  printed  format.  Hundreds  of 
letters  have  been  received,  telling  of 
blessings  brought  through  its  pages. 
Its  name  was  taken  from  II  Corin- 
thians 2:14:  "Now  thanks  be  unto 
God,  which  always  causeth  us  to  tri- 
umph in  Christ,  and  maketh  manifest 
the  savour  of  his  knowledge  by  us  in 
every  place."  "Triumph"  is  mv  favor- 
ite project,  but  my  "magic  wand" 
keeps  busy  with  other  articles  also. 

I  type  an  article  each  week  for  a 
church  paper,  and  one  for  a  local 
newspaper.  I  do  one  quarterly  for  a 
secular  magazine.  I  have  five  tracts 
in  print,  and  hope  to  have  more.  Once 
I  wondered  what  I  could  do;  now  I 
wonder  where  I  shall  find  time  to  do 
what  I  have  to  do. 

Definitely,  this  door  was  opened 
unto  us  of  the  Lord,  and,  although 
there  were  many  adversaries,  His 
grace  has  become  effectual.  God  al- 
ways leadeth  us  in  triumph  in  Christ. 
I  love  Him  more  today  than  ever  be- 
fore. Thanks  be  unto  God.  Sometimes 
I  cry,  "Lord,  take  this  cup  from  me"; 
but  I  must  always  add;  "Neverthe- 
less, if  Thy  name  cannot  be  glori- 
fied except  I  drink  it,  Thy  will  be 
done."

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PARADISE 

When  Jesus  at  Calvary  promised 
the  repentant  thief,  "Today  shalt  thou 
be  with  me  in  paradise"  (Luke  23: 
43),  He  uttered  a  statement  that  has 
brought  comfort  to  countless  believers 
ever  since.  Regardless  of  past  sin- 
fulness, it  is  clear  that  true  faith  in 
Christ  results  in  eternal  enjoyment 
of  His  presence,  and  death  brings 
no  interruption. 

The  Greek  word  paradeisos  is  ac- 
tually a  loanword,  incorporated  into 
the  language  from  Persia.  In  its 
Hebrew  form  it  appears  in  the  Old 
Testament  three  times  (Neh.  2:8; 
Eccl.  2:5;  S.  of  Sol.  4:13)  to  denote 
an  orchard,  forest,  or  park.  When  the 
Hebrew  Scriptures  were  translated 
into  Greek  (the  so-called  Septuagint 
Version),  paradeisos  was  used  twenty- 
seven  times,  many  of  these  occur- 
rences referring  to  the  Garden  of 
Eden    (e.g.   Gen.    2:8-10,    15-16). 


Nourished  in 
the  Words 

NEW     TESTAMENT     WORD     STUDIES— 5 

By  Homer  A.  Kent,  Jr.,  Th.D. 

This  literal  usage  of  "paradise"  to 
denote  the  place  of  man's  bliss  be- 
fore the  Fall  gave  rise  to  the  theo- 
logical  use  of  the  term  as  a  name  for 
the  place  of  bliss  after  death.  Conse- 
quently, rabbinical  literature  termed 
the  place  to  which  the  righteous  dead 
went  as  "paradise,"  in  contrast  to 
Gehenna,  the  place  of  torment  for  the 
wicked.  Our  Lord's  contemporaries 
were  thus  fullv  aware  of  this  usage. 

Jesus  seems  to  confirm  the  main 
lines  of  this  Jewish  understanding 
in  His  account  of  Lazarus  and  the 
rich  man  (Luke  16:19-31).  Following 
death,  the  rich  man  is  found  in  Hades 
(v.  23),  the  realm  to  which  the  Old 
Testament  depicts  both  righteous  and 
wicked  as  going  at  death  ("Hades" 
is  the  Greek  equivalent  to  the  He- 
brew term  "Sheol").  Lazarus  also  is 
in  Hades  but  in  a  section  separated 
by  an  impassable  gulf.  Furthermore, 
the    rich    man    is    tormented    while 


Lazarus  is  comforted  in  "Abraham's 
bosom"  (v.  25).  That  which  is  termed 
"Abraham's  bosom"  is  apparently 
equivalent  to  "paradise."  Hence  Jesus 
promised  that  He  and  the  thief  would 
enter  the  realm  of  the  dead  together, 
into  that  part  where  the  righteous 
were. 

The  other  two  New  Testament  oc- 
currences of  "paradise,"  however,  sug- 
gest a  most  significant  development. 
Paul     describes     himself     as     beino 

o 

"caught  up  to  the  third  heaven"  (i.e. 
God's  dwelling  place),  and  in  the  next 
sentence  he  explains  this  fact  as 
"caught  up  into  paradise"  (II  Cor.  12: 
2-4).  In  Revelation  2:7  it  describes 
the  tree  of  life  as  located  "in  the 
midst  of  the  paradise  of  God."  Thus 
these  later  occurrences  of  the  term 
use  it,  not  of  a  part  of  Hades  where 
the  righteous  dead  are  confined  till 
the  resurrection,  but  of  the  very  pres- 
ence of  God  himself.  Consequently, 
many  conclude  that  the  "host  of  cap- 
tives who  ascended  with  Christ  at  His 
resurrection  and  ascension  (Eph.  4:8, 
literal  trans.)  were  the  Old  Testa- 
ment saints,  and  at  that  time  para- 
dise was  removed  from  Hades  to  the 
third  heaven.  This  understanding  ac- 
cords well  with  Philippians  1:23  and 
II  Corinthians   5:8.

As  the  Passover  lambs  were 
being  slain  the  Lamb  of  God  was 
pouring  out  His  blood  for  us  that  we 
might  escape  the  judgment  of  death. 

O  i  JO 

Joseph  of  Arimathaea  obtained  per- 
mission from  Pilate  to  give  the  body 
of  the  Lord  decent  burial,  so  he  took 
the  body  down,  and  wrapped  it  in 
linen;  then  laid  it  in  a  sepulcher  that 
was  hewn  in  the  stone,  in  which  no 
one  had  vet  been  buried.  Because 
the  Sabbath  was  soon  to  begin  (at 
sundown)  there  was  not  time  to 
gather  spices  and  ointments  that  were 
used  in  preparing  a  bodv  for  burial. 
The  body  was  entombed  hastily,  but 
not  before  some  of  the  faithful 
women  had  observed  where  it  had 
been  placed  (read  Luke  23:50-56). 

The  Discovery 
Luke  24:1-12 

In  the  dim  morning  on  the  first 
day  of  the  week,  a  group  of  the 
women  who  had  been  to  the  tomb 
on  the  eve  of  the  Sabbath  made  their 
way  out  of  the  city  and  along  the 
path  that  led  to  the  garden  where 
the  tomb  was  located.  They  carried 
spices  and  ointments  with  which  thev 
intended  to  embalm  the  body  of  the 
Lord.  Like  the  rest  of  His  followers, 
they  had  failed  to  profit  by  the  Lord's 
efforts  to  prepare  them  for  the  dark- 
ness through  which  thev  were  now 
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passing.  They  were  dull  of  heart  and 
had  not  caught  His  repeated  proph- 
ecies of  His  resurrection  after  death. 

Therefore  they  were  amazed  as 
thev  approached  the  rockv  hillside  to 
find  the  heavy  door  of  the  tomb  lying 
to  one  side  upon  the  ground.  Going 
into  the  tomb,  thev  discovered  that 
the  bodv  of  the  Lord  was  not  there! 
As  they  excitedly  discussed  this  new 
turn  of  events,  they  suddenly  became 
aware  of  two  men  standing  by  them 
whose  garments  shone  with  the  daz- 
zling   brightness    of    the    sun. 

The  angels  asked  a  question,  then 
made  a  statement,  then  called  to  their 


remembrance  the  words  which  Christ 
had  spoken.  The  question  was:  "Why 
seek  ye  the  living  among  the  dead?" 
The  statement  was:  "He  is  not  here, 
but  is  risen."  Then  they  reminded 
the  women  that  Jesus  had  said  these 
things  would  happen.  They  had  been 
dull  of  spiritual  perception,  but  now 
they  remembered.  And  they  ran  to 
tell   the  disciples. 

The  Appearance 
Luke  24:13-34 

On  that  same  day,  two  of  the  dis- 
ciples left  Jerusalem  for  their  home 
in  the  village  of  Emmaus.  They  were 
grief-stricken  as  they  walked  along 
the  road  talking  of  the  terrible  events 
of  the  last  several  days.  Jesus,  with- 
holding His  identity  from  them, 
joined  them  as  thev  walked  and  asked 
them  of  their  conversation  and  the 
cause  of  their  evident  sadness. 

They  were  amazed  that  here  should 
be  a  man  who  did  not  know  what 
had  happened  in  Jerusalem!  Gravely 
thev  told  the  story  of  the  crucifixion. 
"But  we  trusted  that  it  had  been  he 
who  should  have  redeemed  Israel," 
they  said  sadlv.  Then  thev  told  Him 
of  the  incredible  tale  the  women  had 
brought  that  verv  morning  of  having 
gone  to  the  tomb  and  finding  it 
empty,  and  having  heard  the  testi- 
mony of  the  angels  that  He  had 
risen. 

Now  it  was  the  Lord's  turn.  Thev 
did  not  vet  know'  who  He  was.  "O 
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fools,  and  slow  of  heart  to  believe 
that  all  the  prophets  have  spoken" 
—thus  He  began  to  rebuke  them  for 
unbelief.  Skillfully  He  began  then 
to  unfold  the  meaning  of  the  sacred 
Scriptures.  He  took  them  back 
through  the  prophecies,  pointing  out 
that  suffering  and  death  had  been 
connected,  in  many  instances,  with 
predictions  about  the  comino  Ales 
siah. 

They  were  still  talking  when  they 
came  to  their  destination  in  Emmaus. 
It  was  evening,  and  the  Lord  accepted 
their  invitation  to  turn  in  with  them 
at  their  place  of  lodging.  At  the  sup- 
per table  He  made  himself  known 
to  them  in  the  blessing  and  break- 
ing of  bread.  Then  He  vanished  out 
of  their  sight,  leaving  them  amazed 
and  utterlv  thrilled  at  the  fact  that 
He  was  indeed  alive.  Thev  returned 
immediately  to  tell  the  others  at  Jeru- 
salem that  thev,  too,  had  seen  the 
Saviour  alive! 

The  Closed  Doors 
Luke  24:35-48 

We  can  hear  the  excited,  though 
hushed,  conversation  of  the  disciples 
after  they  heard  the  testimony  of  the 
two  who  had  just  returned  from 
Emmaus.  What  a  day  this  had  been! 
Rumors  were  flying  fast  and  far.  The 
authorities  were  becoming  aroused 
so  that  the  disciples  were  meeting  be- 
hind locked  doors  for  fear  of  them. 
What  were  they  to  make  of  these 
stories  that  came  first  from  the 
women,  and  then  from  Peter,  and 
now  from  the  two  from  Emmaus? 

Abruptly  all  conversation  stopped. 
Unannounced,  without  knocking  at 
the  door,  without  even  opening  the 
door,  the  Lord  was  standing  in  their 
midst.  And  they  were  afraid.  They 
actually  were  not  yet  convinced  that 
He  had  arisen. 

Knowing  their  fear.  He  demon- 
strated the  reality  of  His  resurrection 
bv  showing  them  His  hands  and  feet 
that  had  been  scarred  in  the  cruci- 
fixion, bv  encouraging  them  to  touch 
Him  that  they  might  feel  that  He  was 
real,  and  bv  taking  food  and  eating  it 
before  them.  Then  He  did  with  them 
as  He  had  done  with  the  two  on 
Emmaus  road. 
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Faith  Sees  Beyond  The  Ingenuity  Of  Man

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The  empty  tomb  of  Jesus  Christ 
has  become  prosaic  in  modern 
thought.  A  grave  in  a  cemetery  is 
certainly  uninteresting  and  unimagi- 
native. The  monumental  shrines  of  a 
memorial  garden  are  certainly  evi- 
dences of  a  cold  matter  of  fact  called 
death. 

Mary  Magdalene  stood  without  the 
empty  tomb  and  tears  flushed  her 
eyes  and  dampened  her  cheeks.  The 
empty  tomb  brought  nothing  but  tears 
of  fear  as  she  stood  gazing  into  the 
humanly  unanswerable  (John  20:11). 
Her  throbbing  heart  received  its  re- 
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ply  when  the  angel  said  unto  her: 
"Fear  not  ye:  for  I  know  that  ye  seek 
Jesus,   which    was   crucified.    He   is 
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not  here:  for  he  is  risen,  as  he  said. 
Come,  see  the  place  where  the  Lord 
lay.  •  ■  •  And  they  departed  quickly 
from  the  sepulchre  with  fear  and 
great  joy;  and  did  run  to  bring  his 
disciples"  (Matthew  28:5-6,  8).  Al- 
though the  angel  had  spoken  to  her, 
she  still  had  fear.  Praise  God,  that 
fear  vanished  a  few  moments  later 
when  with  her  eves  she  saw,  and  with 
her  ears  she  heard  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  The  risen  Christ  brought  free- 
dom  from  fear. 

Faith  Conquers  Fear 

We  live  in  a  day  of  fear.  Fear  in 
domestic  life.  Fear  in  social  life.  Fear 
in  economic  life.  Fear  about  national 
and  international  suicide  by  the  use 
of  the  atomic  or  cobalt  bomb.  Fear 
of  war  with  our  allies,  so-called.  Fear 
of  want.  Fear  of  militarism.  Fear  of 
capital  and  labor.  Fear  of  socialism. 
Fear  of  materialism.  In  a  world  of 
sin  and  chaos  the  unregenerate  man 
is  closing  his  eyes  to  truth  if  he  de- 
nies fear.  Our  Lord  uttered  prophetic 
words  and  said  that  this  age  would 
close  with  "men's  hearts  failing  them 
for  fear"  (Luke  21:26).  The  centuries 
have  rolled  bv  since  the  woman 
stood  at  the  tomb,  but  we  today  dare 
not  condemn  those  fearful,  faint- 
hearted women,  for  like  the  two 
Mary's  at  the  tomb,  men  seek  with 
fear  the  living  among  the  dead. 

The  world  of  unregenerate  men  are 
staggering  blindly  among  the  graves 
of  earth  seeking  pursuits,  possessions, 
and  pleasures.  Thev  seek  in  vain,  for 
such  seeking  brings  nothing  but  fear 
and  heartaches  because  of  the  im- 
perfect state  of  this  earth,  which 
knows  the  sting  of  sin. 

Blind  men,  these  worldlings  are, 
struggling  for  existence  among  the 
graves  of  philosophy,  sociology,  and 
ideology.  Blind  men,  these  mundane 
mortals,  taken  by  the  craze  for 
money,  materialism,  and  merriment. 
Blind  men,  these  carnal  creatures, 
caught  in  the  whirlpool  of  misan- 
thropy, thus  mere  haters  of  mankind 
living  only  for  self.  Blind  men,  these 
unspiritual  souls,  victims  of  preten- 
tion, pride,  and  profession.  What 
apathy  to  see  blind  leaders  leading 
the  blind  and  together  they  are  fall- 
ing into  the  open  grave  of  religion 
the  victims  of  blind  fear. 

In  I  John  4:18-21  states:  "There  is 


no  fear  in  love;  but  perfect  love 
casteth  out  fear:  because  fear  hath 
torment.  He  that  feareth  is  not  made 
perfect  in  love.  We  love  him,  be- 
cause he  first  loved  us.  If  a  man  say, 
I  love  God,  and  hateth  his  brother, 
he  is  a  liar:  for  he  that  loveth  not 
his  brother  whom  he  hath  seen, 
how  can  he  love  God  whom  he  hath 
not  seen?  And  this  commandment 
have  we  from  him.  That  he  who 
loveth  God  loveth  his  brother  also." 
When  a  heart  is  filled  with  the 
love  of  God  in  Jesus  Christ,  we  see 
more  than  an  emptv  tomb.  We  have 
seen  Jesus,  the  risen  Christ.  Casting 
all  our  cares  upon  him,  we  know 
he  cares  for  us  (I  Pet.  5:7). 

Faith    Concludes    Freedom 

The  empty  tomb  was  not  a  moti- 
vating force  to  Thomas.  Thomas  was 
not  one  who  would  be  fooled.  Thomas 
was  "from  Missouri,"  and  he  had  to 
see  the  Lord  with  his  own  eyes. 
Thomas  lived  in  the  day  of  Socrates, 
Plato,  and  Aristotle.  Far  be  it  from 
Thomas  to  be  the  victim  of  supersti- 
tion. Far  be  it  from  Thomas  to  be 
given  over  to  hallucinations  or  neu- 
rotic  tendencies.   Thomas  doubted! 

Eight  davs  after  the  resurrection, 
Jesus  appeared  unto  the  disciples  a 
second  time,  only  this  time  Thomas 
was  present.  It  was  not  the  empty 
tomb  that  convinced  Thomas,  it  was 
the  risen  Christ  that  brought  forth 
the  words  of  belief  from  Thomas, 
"Mv  Lord  and  my  God"  (John  20: 
28). 

The  words  of  our  Lord  to  Thomas 
are  words  for  us  today.  Jesus  said  to 
him:  "Thomas,  because  thou  hast  seen 
me,  thou  hast  believed:  blessed  are 
they  that  have  not  seen,  and  yet 
have  believed." 

Many  are  the  thousands  of  souls 
todav  who  are  standing  between  the 
resurrection  and  the  revelation  be- 
wildered and  in  bondage  to  sin  sim- 
ply because  they  will  not  take  the 
word  of  the  resurrection  bv  faith. 

It  was  impossible  for  Jesus  Christ 
to  be  held  in  bondage  by  men,  nails, 
tomb,  and  soldiers.  The  Roman  seal 
could  not  keep  him  confined.  Sheol 
was  helpless  in  its  attempt.  It  was 
utterlv  impossible  because  Jesus 
Christ  was  and  is  the  Prince  of  Life 
(Acts  3:15).  D.  L.  Moody  once  said: 
"Some  day  you  will  read  in  the  paper 


that  Dwight  L.  Moody  is  dead.  Don't 
believe  a  word  of  it,  for  I  shall  be 
more  alive  then  than  I  am  now." 
How  true,  for  the  resurrection  of 
Jesus  Christ  has  removed  the  shack- 
les of  bondage,  and  imparted  and  im- 
puted a  freedom  from  bondaoe  to 
sin  in  this  life  and  freedom  from 
death  in  the  life  to  come. 

Faith   Concedes  Fruit 

The  tomb  of  Jesus  Christ  had  be- 
come a  shrine  in  Paul's  day.  No  doubt 
Paul  had  known  much  concernino 
the  tomb  of  Jesus  Christ  when  he 
was  on  the  road  to  Damascus.  Had 
that  tomb  brought  about  the  con- 
version of  Saul.  If  anything,  it  had 
hut  added  to  his  rage  against  the 
early  Christians.  It  was  on  the  road 
to  Damascus  that  Paul  met  Christ 
Jesus  face  to  face,  and  talked  with 
Him.  It  was  not  the  tomb,  it  was  the 
risen  Christ  that  converted  Saul  of 
Tarsus.  Follow  the  life  of  Saul  whose 
name  was  changed  to  Paul.  Imme- 
diately upon  his  conversion,  he  went 
forth  to  preach  the  good  news  of  sal- 
vation from  sin.  The  living  Christ 
gives  us  a  living  message.  As  a  tour- 
ist, one  might  visit  the  Bible  lands, 
and  see  the  supposed  hill  of  Calvary, 
and  recall  only  a  dying  man;  or  one 
might  visit  the  supposed  tomb  of 
Jesus,  and  think  only  of  a  buried 
man;  and  after  having  seen  all  the 
so-called  holy  places,  that  tourist 
could  return  home  and  know  nothing 
more  than  stories  of  a  dead  man 
named  Jesus.  But  praise  be  unto  God, 
the  believer  can  stand  with  the 
Mary's,  the  disciples,  Thomas,  and 
Paul,  and  by  faith  see  a  risen  Christ 
who  ever  liveth  as  our  Saviour.  Bv 
faith  we  can  know  that  we  are 
"seated  in  heavenly  places." 

The  risen  Christ  makes  possible 
a  personal  testimony,  for  those  who 
have  experienced  salvation  within 
their  souls.  The  risen  Christ  calls 
some  to  service  on  the  foreign  field 
to  proclaim  the  message  of  salvation 
by  grace  through  Him.  The  risen 
Christ  causes  the  redeemed  to  dedi- 
cate their  time,  talents,  and  treasures 
to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  that  they 
might  all  be  used  for  His  glory.  The 
risen  Christ  moves  men  to  action. 
The  risen  Christ  gives  men  courage 
to  speak  about  sin,  salvation, 
life  eternal. 
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Once  Noah  faced  a  world  under 
condemnation  and  sin.  Noah  turned, 
walked  up  the  gangplank,  stepped 
across  the  threshold  and  into  the  ark. 
God  closed  the  door,  and  in  the  ark, 
Noah  just  floated  over  God's  judg- 
ment upon  sin.  If  the  ark  went  over 
a  mountain,  Noah  went  over  a  moun- 
tain; if  the  ark  went  north,  Noah 
went  north. 

And  so  with  our  salvation.  "The 
wages  of  sin  is  death"  (Rom.  6:23), 
but  we  enter  the  Ark  Christ  Jesus, 
and  through  union  with  Christ  we 
pass  over  God's  judgment  upon  sin. 
We  are  crucified  with  Christ,  buried 
with  Him  and  risen  with  Him,  and 
even  now  are  seated  in  heavenh, 
places  with  Him. 

Crucified  With  Christ 

"I  am  crucified  with  Christ"  (Gal. 
2:20).  Right  here  is  where  many  make 
a  mistake.  They  think  if  they  accept 
Christ  as  Saviour  when  they  are 
twenty-five  years  old  that  all  their 
sins  are  forgiven  for  all  those  twenty- 


five  vears,  but  if  they  live  twenty- 
five  more  years,  thev  must  keep 
themselves  saved  bv  their  own  good 
works.  But  let  us  remember  that 
Christ  died  for  all  our  sins  long 
before  anv  of  them  were  committed. 
What  a  calamity  to  have  all  our  sins 
forgiven  for  forty  years,  and  then 
about  two  weeks  before  we  die  we 
do  something  and  lose  it  all. 

The  Old  Man 

"Knowing  this,  that  our  old  man 
is  crucified  with  him"  (Rom.  6:6). 
Our  sins  have  nothing  to  do  either 
with  our  salvation  or  our  security. 
God  does  not  crucify  our  individual 
sins. 

"That  which  is  born  of  the  flesh 
is  flesh"  (John  3:6).  This  gives  us  a 
nature  that  is  "not  subject  to  the 
law  of  God,  neither  indeed  can  be" 
(Rom.  8:7)  and  it  is  this  old  "man" 
that  God  crucifies. 

Suppose  a  little  boy  were  to  steal 
a  candy  bar  on  Monday,  a  pencil 
on  Tuesday,  and  a  bottle  of  ink  on 


Wednesdav,  and  keep  that  up  for  a 
month.  Finallv,  the  authorities  arrest 
him,  but  his  father  would  pav  for  his 
sins,  and  he  would  be  set  free.  Next 
Monday  he  would  steal  another 
candy  bar,  on  Tuesday  he  would  steal 
another  pencil,  and  so  on  through  the 
week. 

Then  on  Saturday  they  would  ar- 
rest him  again,  and  the  father  would 
pay  the  bill— no,  they  do  not  do  that. 
Thev  take  care  of  the  boy  -who  does 
the  stealing.  And  so  does  God  do 
the  same,  He  crucifies  the  old  man 
who  does  the  sinning.  Thus  our  in- 
dividual  sins  have  nothing  to  do 
with  either  our  salvation  or  our  se- 
curity. 

Still  Alive 

But  the  strange  thing  is  this. 
Even  though  the  old  man  is  cruci- 
fied, vet  he  is  still  alive  and  will 
pester  you  as  long  as  you  live.  That 
is  the  way  with  crucifixion.  Hang 
a  man  and  he  dies.  Shoot  a  man  and 
he  dies.  But  crucify  a  man  and  they 
sometimes    live    for    two    davs.    Our 
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Lord  was  crucified;  yet  He  lived 
for  six  long  and  weary  hours. 

Thus  we  are  to  ignore  the  old  man 
and  treat  him  as  though  he  were 
dead.  "Reckon  ye  also  yourselves  to 
be  dead  indeed  unto  sin,"  and  count 
vourself  to  be  "alive  unto  God"  bv 
feeding  the  new  man.  That  is  the 
way  they  did  Christ.  They  ignored 
Him  and  even  parted  His  garments 
and  took  them  for  themselves,  even 
though  our  Lord  would  be  alive  for 
six  hours  yet. 

Thus  since  "the  wages  of  sin  is 
death,"  and  since  I  have  been  cruci- 
fied with  Christ,  then  the  penalty  of 
sin  has  no  hold  upon  me,  for  "he 
that  is  dead  is  freed  from  sin"  (Rom. 
6:7). 

Sometimes  they  hang  a  man  in  the 
state  prison  as  payment  for  a  crime. 
Years  ago  a  bodv  that  had  been  pro- 
nounced dead  by  the  physician  was 
immediately  turned  over  to  the  friends 
outside  the  prison.  But  thev  learned 
that  the  men  outside  had  rigged  up 
an  ambulance  with  all  manner  of 
instruments  to  restore  life,  and  once 
thev  actually  got  a  bodv  to  breathing 
again  for  a  short  time. 

Suppose  a  man's  crime  called  for 
death.  Suppose  thev  hanged  him  and 
the  phvsician  pronounced  him  dead. 
But  suppose  the  friends  on  the  out- 
side world  would  be  able  to  bring 
him  back  to  life  again.  What  would 
they  do  with  the  man?  Of  course  they 
would  hang  him  over  again.  Not  at 
all.  There  is  not  a  law  in  our  land 
that  could  touch  that  man,  for  when 
he  was  pronounced  dead  for  his  crime, 
he  was  free  from  his  sin.  And  so, 
I  am  crucified  with  Christ;  never- 
theless I  live  (Gal.  2:20)  and  the  pen- 
alty for  mv  sin  is  settled  forever. 

Buried  With  Christ 

"We  are  buried  with  him  by  bap- 
tism into  death"  (Rom.  6:4).  The 
crucifixion  of  the  old  man  is  to  be 
so  real  that  we  bury  him  and  abso- 
lutely refuse  to  obey  him.  We  are  to 
"Put  off  .  .  .  the  old  man  .  .  .  and 
.  .  .  put  on  the  new  man"  (Eph.  4: 
22,  24),  and  "walk  in  newness  of 
life." 

Some  people  however,  do  a  poor 
job  in  burying  the  old  man.  Thev 
keep  their  pocketbook  out  and  re- 
serve some  habits  and  pleasures,  but 
God  wants  all  or  none. 


I  was  holding  meetings  in  Spokane, 
Wash.  One  night  we  were  to  have 
a  communion  service  with  baptism 
just  before.  Someone  suggested  to  a 
young  woman  that  she  wear  a  rub- 
ber cap  for  baptism  so  that  her  hair 
would  be  dry  for  communion.  But 
no— she  would  be  baptized  all  over, 
hair  and  all. 

But  that  is  fair.  Suppose  a  voung 
man  and  a  voung  woman  were  to 
ask  me  to  marrv  them.  I  would  say 
to  the  young  woman:  "Do  vou  take 
this  man  whose  hand  vou  hold  to  be 
your  lawfully  wedded  husband?"  and 
she  would  sav,  "I  do."  Then  I  would 
say  to  the  young  man,  "Do  you  take 
this  woman  whose  hand  you  hold  to 
be  your  lawfully  wedded  wife?"  And 
he  would  sav,  "Er— well— er,  I  will 
give  her  nine-tenths  of  mv  love.  There 
is  another  woman  I  want  to  spend 
some  time  with." 

"Nothing  doing,"  cries  the  voung 
woman.  She  wants  all  of  that  voung 

o 

man  or  none.  And  so  does  God  wish 
a  full-hearted  consecration. 

Risen    With    Christ 

"And  hath  raised  us  up  together, 
and  made  us  sit  together  in  heavenly 
places  in  Christ  Jesus"  (Eph.  2:6). 
Our  position  is  even  now  seated  with 
Christ  in  the  heavenly  places.  When 
we  believed  on  the  Lord,  we  "were 
sealed  with  the  Holy  Spirit  of  prom- 
ise ..  .  until  the  day  of  redemption" 
(Eph.  1:13-14).  Our  salvation  is  se- 
cure the  moment  we  believe,  but  we 
do  not  receive  the  fullness  of  our 
salvation  until  the  day  of  redemption 
at  the  second  coming  of  our  Lord. 

If  it  is  really  true  that  we  have 
been  crucified  with  Christ  and  buried 
with  him,  and  if  we  truly  are  risen 
with  Christ,  then  let  us  act  like  it 
and  "seek  those  things  which  are 
above,  where  Christ  sitteth  on  the 
right  hand  of  God"  (Col.  3:1).  Then 
when  Christ  shall  appear  at  His  sec- 
ond coming,  "Then  shall  ye  also  ap- 
pear with  him  in  glory." 

The  Monkey  and  the  Muskrat 

So  important  is  it  that  we  render 
wholehearted  service  to  our  Lord  that 
three  times  in  one  chapter  He  warns 
that  if  a  hand  or  a  foot  should  cause 
us  to  stumble,  we  should  cut  it  off 
and  even  pluck  out  an  offending  eye, 
rather   than    "go  into  hell,   into   the 


fire  that  never  shall  be  quenched" 
(Mark   9:43). 

A  monkey  does  not  do  that.  Some- 
times they  cut  a  small  hole  in  a  cocoa- 
nut  and  put  rice  inside  and  put  the 
cocoanut  in  a  tree.  The  monkey  oets 
his  paw  full  of  rice,  but  alas,  he  can- 
not get  it  out.  All  he  would  need  to 
do  is  to  let  go  the  rice,  but  he  will 
hold  on  to  the  rice  and  let  them  catch 
him  and  kill  him. 

But  a  muskrat  believes  in  Scripture. 
When  the  trap  snaps,  he  will  try 
to  get  free,  but  finding  his  efforts 
fruitless,  he  will  gnaw  off  his  foot. 
He  believes  that  if  his  right  foot  of- 
fends him,  he  had  better  gnaw  it 
off.  The  muskrat  would  rather  only 
have  three  feet  and  be  able  to  run 
up  and  down  the  banks  than  to  have 
all  four  feet  and  have  someone  to 
skin  him.  Verily,  may  mankind  learn 
wisdom  from  both  the  monkey  and 
the  muskrat. 

Salvation  Is  Real 

There  is  a  big  difference  between 
a  boat  in  the  water  and  the  water  in 
the  boat.  There  is  a  big  difference 
between  a  Christian  being  in  the 
world  and  the  world  being  in  a  Chris- 
tian.

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  The  U. 

S.  1960  Census  will  include  mission- 
aries among  American  citizens  liv- 
ing and  working  abroad  and  will  be 
counted  officially  for  the  first  time. 
Special  census  forms  will  be  dis- 
tributed to  overseas  Americans  who 
will  be  urged  to  fill  them  out  and 
return  them  to  the  proper  authorities. 
Although  members  of  the  Armed 
Forces  and  their  families  overseas  had 
been  included  in  previous  census, 
no  effort  had  been  made  to  tally 
Americans  abroad. 


BLOOMINGTON,  ILL.  A  Ken- 
tuckv  circuit  court  has  ruled  that  in- 
come-producing property  owned  by 
Illinois  Wesleyan  University,  a  Meth- 
odist institution  here,  is  subject  to 
state  and  local  taxes.  Since  1957,  the 
college  has  owned  an  office  building 
in  downtown  Louisville,  Ky.  Origin- 
ally it  had  been  ruled  by  the  Jeffer- 
son County  tax  supervisors  that  the 
property  was  exempt,  but  the  Ken- 
tucky Tax  Commission  overruled  the 
supervisors.  The  college  then  appeal- 
ed to  the  circuit  court,  which  has  now 
upheld  the  Commission.  Taxes  on  the 
building  amount  to  about  $42,000. 
College  officials  explained  that  the 
school  had  proposed  to  use  the 
$42,000  to  provide  student  scholar- 
ships if  no  tax  was  levied. 

WASHINGTON,  D.   C.   LI.   S. 

Postmaster  General  Arthur  E.  Sum- 
merficld  has  rcc  nested  Congress  to 
raise  postage  rates  for  religious  and 
other  non-profit  peri  icals  entered  as 
second-class  matter.  1    e  new  recom- 


mended rate  would  more  than  double 
the  postage  bill  of  small  publications 
weighing  less  than  \Vz  ounces  and 
would  have  varying  effects  on  larger 
magazines,  depending  on  the  volume 
of  advertising  and  the  centrality  of 
their  publishing  location  with  respect 
to  the  majority  of  their  subscribers. 
An  increase  is  also  recommended  bv 
postal  authorities  for  third  class  mat- 
ter which  would  impose  on  church 
groups  another  25  percent  increase 
on  the  bulk  mailings  of  printed  mat- 
ter. 

JERUSALEM.  An  Israeli  govern- 
ment inspector  of  antiquities  has 
found  an  ancient  Hebrew  letter  dat- 
ing from  the  second  half  of  the  sev- 
enth  century  B.C.  It  is  allegedly  the 
oldest  one  ever  found,  and  was  turned 
up  at  a  seaside  fort  near  Yavneh  in 
southern  Israel.  Dr.  Yosef  Naveh, 
who  made  the  discovery,  said  the  let- 
ter was  written  on  a  piece  of  pottery 
bv  a  peasant  to  a  royal  governor  at 
the  time  of  Jeremiah.  This  letter  is 
believed  to  be  nearly  50  vears  older 


than  the  famed  Lachish  Letters  un- 
earthed in  1935  (Lachish  was  Judah's 
chief  fortress  city  mentioned  more 
than  12  times  in  the  Old  Testament.) 
The  recently-discovered  letter 
opens  as  follows:  "May  my  Lord,  the 
Prince,  hear  the  word  of  his  servant." 
The  writer  then  complains  that  while 
he  was  harvesting  near  the  fort,  his 
cloak  was  taken  away.  .  .  .  "All  my 
brethren  will  witness  in  my  behalf 
that  I  am  innocent,"  the  writer  says. 
The  words  bring  to  mind  an  Exodus 
passage  on  the  judgments  of  the  law 
which  says:  "If  thou  at  all  take  thy 
neighbor's  raiment  to  pledge,  thou 
shalt  deliver  it  unto  him  by  that  the 
sun  goeth  down"  (Exod.  22:26). 

NEW  YORK.  Each  day,  some 
2,500  homes  are  broken  daily  in  this 
country.  The  reason?  Monsignor 
George  A.  Kelly,  director  of  the  Fam- 
ily Life  Bureau  in  the  New  York 
Roman  Catholic  Archdiocese,  said  it 
is  because  of  their  denial  of  marriage 
as  a  sacred  sacrament.  At  their  an- 
nual Communion  breakfast,  some 
200  Columbiettes  of  the  New  York 
Chapter,  Knights  of  Columbus,  heard 
him  declare  that  in  the  LI.

Second  Offensive 
in  Gueugnon

In  some  respects  Gueugnon  (pro- 
nounced, roughly,  "gun-yoh")  is  dif- 
ferent from  many  French  cities.  Most 
of  the  houses  lack  the  forbidding 
stone  walls  with  their  bolted  gates. 
When  one  knocks  at  a  door,  he  is 
often  greeted  with  a  friendly  "entrez," 
rather  than  a  suspicious  look  from  the 
corner  of  a  window. 

But  spiritually  it  is  like  the  others. 
It  is  essentially  pagan. 

Rather  careful  investigation  reveals 
that  in  this  city  of  7,000  there  are 
no  more  than  two  born-again  Chris- 
tians: Monsieur  and  Madame  Jouvre, 
formerly  associated  with  the  Centre 
Evangelique  in  Lyon.  To  be  sure, 
there  are  others  who  claim  to  be 
Christians,  but  it  is  not  the  kind  of 
Christianity  taught  in  the  New 
Testament  Scriptures.  The  nearest 
Protestant    church     (not    necessarily 


evangelical)  is  twenty  miles  away 
where  a  few  people  gather  together 
every    other   week. 

In  the  January  issue  of  the  Mission- 
ary Herald,  an  article  bv  Missionarv 
Fred  Fogle  appeared  recounting  the 
venture  of  a  team  of  men  from  Lyon 
into  this  city  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
tributing Scripture  portions  in  the 
homes.  A  second  effort  was  made  the 
first  week  of  March,  when  another 
team  made  the  trip  to  attempt  to 
place  the  Bible  or  New  Testament 
into  the  hands  of  the  people  and  to 
deal  with  them  personally.  A  second 
purpose  was,  of  course,  to  bring  en- 
couragement to  the  Jouvre  family 
and  to  conduct  a  worship  service  in 
their  home. 

The  results  of  this  second  trip 
will  give  you  something  of  a  diag- 
nosis of  the  spiritual  heartbeat  of  a

typical  French  city.  When  you  mul- 
tiply Gueugnon  bv  36,000— the  num- 
ber of  cities  and  towns  with  no  gos- 
pel witness— vou  begin  to  realize  the 
seriousness  of  the  challenge  which  we 
as  Brethren  have  assumed  in  entering 
France  with  the  message  of  salvation. 

Approximately  200  visits  were 
made,  each  involving  a  personal  con- 
versation. From  these  200  homes 
about  ten  people  claimed  that  either 
they  or  their  relatives  owned  a  Bible 
(one  or  two  gave  indication  that  they 
did  not  even  know  what  the  Bible 
was). 

Ten  people  bought  New  Testa- 
ments at  the  equivalent  of  forty  cents 
each,  and  three  bought  Bibles  for 
SI. 50.  Incidentally,  the  price  was  no 
obstacle  to  any,  for  all  the  homes 
were  comfortably  furnished,  and  not 
a  few  possessed  TV  sets.  Any  who 
showed  the  slightest  interest  were 
given  free  Scripture  portions. 

Very  few  indicated  any  concern 
whatsoever  for  their  spiritual  con- 
dition. One  woman  said:  "I  am  as 
saved  as  anyone  else!  not  more,  but 
not  less."  A  man  responded  with 
rising  anger:  "I  have  everything  that 
I  need."  Others  said:  "Everyone  has 
his  own  belief,"  or  "I  am  free  to  be- 
lieve what  I  choose";  but  the  ma- 
jority simply  replied  with  a  flat  and 
final  "This  does  not  interest  me  at 
all." 

Yet,  there  was  reason  for  encourage- 
ment. For  instance,  there  was  the  man 


who  replied:  "I  am  not  interested, 
for  I  do  not  believe  these  things."  In 
the  ensuing  conversation.  Brother 
Fogle  and  his  partner  pointed  out 
that  they  believed  because  thev  had 
put  God  to  the  test,  and  had  found 
that  His  Word  is  true.  Interest 
mounted,  and  the  interview  ended 
with  the  man  buying  a  New  Testa- 
ment. Others  were  visibly  moved  bv 
the  conviction  of  their  guilt. 

In  future  years  there  may  be  a 
Brethren  church  in  the  city  of  Gueug- 
non. This  is  the  fervent  desire  of 
Monsieur  and  Madame  Jouvre.  Be- 
cause of  this  desire,  Jouvre  will  be 
spending  much  time  in  future  months 
visiting  those  who  have  shown  in- 
terest and  attempting  to  win  them 
for  Christ— a  task  which  requires 
courage  and  devotion  on  his  part,  for 
in  his  position  as  postal  inspector  he 
is  known  bv  a  goodly  number  of  the 
people. 

That  a  Brethren  church  be  estab- 
lished in  Gueugnon  is  also  the  desire 
of  your  two  missionary  families,  who 
have  gone  to  live  in  a  spiritually  un- 
responsive country  because  it  is  a  part 
of  the  world  which  Jesus  Christ  has 
commanded  us  to  evangelize. 

But  whether  or  not  a  Brethren 
church  will  be  established  in  Gueug- 
non will  depend  largely  on  how  much 
Brethren  Christians  in  America  de- 
sire it:  upon  how  seriously  thev  are 
treating  their  obligation  to  missions. 
You  have  a  greater  interest  in  mis- 


sions than  the  average;  otherwise  you 
would  not  have  taken  the  time  to 
read  this  article.  If  you  then,  being 
representative  of  others,  allow  the 
challenge  of  Gueugnon  and  of  France 
to  leave  your  thinking  and  praying, 
you  will  probably  never  read  about 
any  church  being  established  in  this 
city.  Neither  will  you  read  about  any 
great  blessing  of  God  in  this  needy 
country. 

No  seed  ever  sprouted  unless  it 
received  the  proper  moisture.  Some 
seed  has  been  planted  in  a  little 
French  city  far  away  from  where  you 
live;  will  you  help  us  water  it  with 
your  prayers?

The  above  title  was  used  as  a  heading  on  some 
prayer  reminders  we  had  printed  and  distributed 
while  we  were  in  the  homeland,  and  it  perhaps 
caused  some  people  to  say:  "Why,  they  aren't 
on  the  field  again,  they  are  still  at  home."  That 
is  why  it  was  with  a  sigh  of  relief  that  I  felt 
the  wheels  of  the  plane  touch  down  on  Brazil- 
ian soil  and  we  truly  were  "again  on  the  field"! 

Never  have  the  plans  of  anyone  gone  so  com- 
pletely awry  as  did  ours.  Instead  of  a  trip  across 
country  by  truck,  we  went  by  jet  plane  part  of 
the  way  and  bv  ordinary  plane,  train  and  car  the 
rest  of  the  way.  We  felt  God's  protective  hand 
upon  us  very  definitely  when  after  a  ninety-mile 
trip  in  the  rain  and  the  dead  of  night  over 
the  hillv,  twisting  roads  of  North  Carolina  and 
Virginia,  a  wheel  came  off  the  car  in  which  we 
were  riding  just  as  we  arrived  in  the  city  of 
our  destination  and  were  going  slowly  around 
a  corner.  To  complete  the  journey,  instead  of 
a  trip  by  ship  from  New  York  to  Belem,  we 
went  by  plane  with  a  blessed  and  interesting 
stopover  in  Puerto  Rico. 


The  furlough  year  was  a  wonderful  experi- 
ence. We  saw  the  restoration  to  health  of  loved 
ones.  We  were  able  to  welcome  the  arrival  of 
two  little  granddaughters.  We  traveled  many 
miles  in  deputation  work  for  our  mission  and 
enjoyed  the  best  of  fellowship  with  many  pas- 
tors and  members  of  our  brotherhood  as  well  as 
other  friends  and  relatives.

The  opportunity  is  at  our  doorstep. 
Another  fine  young  family  is  ready 
for  the  mission  field.  This  time  it  is 
the  Robert  J.  Cover  family,  and  the 
field  is  Argentina.  It  is  hoped  that 
they  may  leave  the  United  States  the 
latter  part  of  August.  They  will  spend 
most  of  a  year  in  language  school  in 
San  Jose,  Costa  Rica,  according  to 
present  plan,  and  following  this  will 
proceed  to  the  field  to  which  God  is 
calling  them.

At  the  end  of  this  seminary  year

degree.  During  his  seminary  training 
he  has  served  as  pastor  of  the  Com- 
munity Grace  Brethren  Church  of 
Warsaw,  Ind.,  and  for  most  of  that 
time  has  served  in  a  most  acceptable 
manner  in  the  office  of  the  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  also.  Mrs.  Cover 
has  been  a  true  helpmeet  in  the 
work  of  the  pastorate,  and  at  times 
has  also  served  in  the  FMS  office. 

The  outfit  appeal  known  as 
"Argentina  Outfit  No.  1"  has  been 
sent  to  the  Missionary  Outfit  Club 
chairmen  and  pastors  of  our  Brethren 
churches.

Sufficient 
funds  are  not  being  received  to  care 
for  the  outfit  needs  of  new  mission- 
aries; therefore,  the  supplemental 
amounts  must  be  taken  from  the 
General  Fund.

of  helping  in  this  very  practical  way.

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THE  CHURCH?

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Something     is    wrong    with     the 

o  o 

church  today.  In  spite  of  the  largest 
enrollment  in  history,  the  church  is 
not  exhibiting  the  power  it  ought  to 
exert  upon  its  community  and  the 
world.  Especially  is  this  true  among 
fundamental  groups  today.  Those  of 
us  who  preach  the  Gospel  as  we  find 
it  revealed  in  God's  Word  ought  to 
be  marching  forward,  but  in  too  many 
cases  we  are  retreating.  What  is  the 
reason  for  this? 

Four  words  fairly  well  summarize 
the  condition  of  the  church  today. 
They  are:  Conformed,  Confused, 
Contrary,  and  Content. 

Conformed 

One  of  the  basic  reasons  for  the 
lack  of  power  among  churches  today 
is  that  they  are  conformed.  Paul  told 
us  in  Romans  12:2:  "Be  not  con- 
formed to  this  world:  but  be  ye 
transformed  by  the  renewing  of  your 
mind,  that  ye  may  prove  what  is  that 
good,  and  acceptable,  and  perfect,  will 
of  God."  "Nonconformity"  used  to 
be  the  watchword  of  the  Christian 
church.  Those  in  England  who  dared 
to  stand  true  to  the  Word  of  God 
when  church  leaders  and  councils 
were  distorting  it  were  known  by  the 
name  "Nonconformists."  But  today 
the  one  thing  we  seem  to  hate  most 
is  to  be  branded  as  a  nonconformist. 
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This  is  true  in  other  areas  besides  re- 
ligion. We  buy  a  new  car,  not  because 
we  need  it,  but  because  our  neighbors 
have  one.  We  read  certain  books,  at- 
tend certain  meetings,  enter  certain 
sports  and  hobbies— not  because  we 
are  naturally  inclined  toward  them, 
but  because  everybody  else  is  doing 
it.  Most  of  us  are  in  a  desperate  strug- 
gle to  get  into  the  little  groove  that 
society  has  prepared  for  us,  and  once 
we  find  it,  we  will  do  our  best  to 
stay  in  it  until  we  die.  This  has  be- 
come such  a  distinguishing  mark  of 
our  society  that  at  last  a  few  are  be- 
ginning to  rebel  against  it.  Conse- 
quently, the  strange  enigma  known  as 
the  "beatnik"  has  arisen.  The  beatnik 
is  the  nonconformist  of  our  day.  Un- 
fortunately, many  of  them  in  their  de- 
sire to  overthrow  the  shackles  of  con- 
formity have  also  thrown  aside  all  re- 
straint in  the  matter  of  morals, 
decency,  and  religion.  But  at  least 
they  have  the  courage  to  rebel  against 
the  society  in  which  they  live. 

Christians  don't  seem  to  have  that 
courage  anymore.  We  ought  to  be  the 
leaders,  not  they,  in  the  matter  of  non- 
conformity. But  instead  the  church 
like  every  other  institution  is  being 
swept  along  in  the  tide  of  least  resis- 
tance. Today  the  cry  is  not  so  much, 
"What  can  I  do  to  please  the  Lord?" 
as  it  is,  "How  far  can  I  go  in  worldly 
practices  and  still  remain  a  Chris- 
tian?" The  dance  hall,  the  gambling 


table,  the  juke  box,  the  movie  theater, 
have  all  invaded  the  church  itself  and 
where  once  a  voice  was  lifted  by  the 
church  in  condemnation  of  the  de- 
grading influences  of  these  and  other 
things,  today  that  voice  is  still. 

Conformity— that  is  the  ideal  today. 
We  must  avoid  any  hint  of  fanaticism. 
We  must  not  be  guilty  of  being 
thought  "peculiar."  We  must  be  con- 
formed to  all  the  world's  practices. 
Some  may  say:  "At  least  this  is  not 
true  in  The  Brethren  Church."  Per- 
haps it  is  not  to  a  large  degree,  and 
for  this  we  praise  God.  But  con- 
formity is  always  a  danger  to  any 
congregation,  any  denomination.  If 
we  fail  to  emphasize  our  pilgrim  char- 
acter, our  separated  stand,  we  will 
soon  fall  into  this  error. 

How  does  one  guard  against  con- 
formity? Some  have  tried  one  way 
and  some  another  to  keep  the  church 
pure,  but  it  all  boils  down  to  the  fact 
that  it  is  our  relationship  with  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  that  is  at  fault 
when  we  begin  to  conform  to  this 
world  and  its  attractions.  There  is 
not  enough  study  of  God's  Word,  not 
enough  prayer,  not  enough  surrender 
to  the  will  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  And 
not  until  we  individually  do  some- 
thing about  this  lack  will  the  church 
—the  true  church-begin  to  move  for- 
ward again  as  it  did  in  the  days  of  the 
apostles. 

Confused 

It  is  bad  enough  to  be  conformed, 
but  it  is  perhaps  worse  to  be  confused. 
We  are  seeing  confusion  as  never  be- 
fore right  now  in  fundamental  circles. 
Where  so-called  fundamentalists  used 
to  be  fairly  united  on  the  major  issues, 
today  there  is  all  manner  of  con- 
fusion.

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Are  Symbols

Some  years  ago  in  Los  Angeles,  at 
the  close  of  a  Sundav  morning  serv- 
ice,  a  man  said  to  me  as  he  shook  my 
hand:  "Pastor,  my  wife  and  I  have 
decided  to  unite  with  this  church." 
Naturally,  I  expressed  mv  pleasure 
and  told  him  that  I  would  be  glad 
to  come  to  their  home  during  the 
week  and  explain  our  ordinances  to 
them.  Immediately,  he  replied:  "Oh, 
my  wife  and  I  would  expect  to  com- 
ply with  whatever  baptism  your 
church  may  require."  I  can  recall  al- 
most the  exact  words  of  mv  answer: 
"Brother,  as  much  as  I  would  like 
to  have  you  and  your  wife  unite  with 
our  church,  it  would  be  better  for 
you  not  to  be  baptized  at  all  if  you 
are  doing  so  onlv  because  the  church 
requires  it.  It  would  be  better  for  vou 
to  do  so  because  the  Bible  teaches 
it.  Your  responsibility  is  not  to  me  or 
to  this  church,  but  to  God  and  to  His 
Word.  I  would  count  it  a  privilege, 
if  I  could  show  you  what  the  Bible 
teaches  about  baptism." 

No  one  who  knows  me  would  call 
me  "a  narrow  denominationalist." 
Ten  years  of  my  life  were  spent  teach- 
ing in  an  interdenominational  Bible 
Institute.  I  speak  regularly  at  inter- 
denominational conferences  and  those 
of  other  denominations.  I  am  a  mem- 
ber of  the  board  of  the  Winona  Lake 
Bible  Conference.  For  six  months  I 
was  interim  pastor  in  a  church  of  an- 
other denomination.  I  serve  on  two 
mission  boards  outside  The  Brethren 
Church.  With  all  this,  however,  I 
am  still  Brethren,  and  I  have  never 
found  it  necessary  to  sacrifice  my 
convictions  or  compromise  them  in 
the  least  on  the  subject  of  baptism. 
As  a  teacher  my  advice  to  students 
was  alwavs  this:  "Now  is  the  time  to 


settle  your  convictions  from  a  care- 
ful examination  of  the  Bible  and  all 
other  available  evidence.  Then  go 
where  vour  convictions  take  you."  I 
still  believe  this  to  be  good  advice. 

Importance   or  Complete  Obedience 

Does  it  make  any  difference 
whether  or  not  we  require  baptism  by 
trine  immersion  in  our  churches?  It 
does  if  complete  obedience  to  the 
Word  of  God  means  anything  at  all 
to  us.  God  has  always  demanded 
nothing  less  than  full  obedience  to 
His  commands.  The  Bible  is  filled 
with  examples. 

What  it  costs  to  partially  obey  after 
one  understands  God's  command  is 
well  illustrated  in  the  case  of  King 
Saul.  He  was  told  by  the  Lord  to 
"go  and  smite  Amalek,  and  utterly 
destroy  all  that  they  have,  and  spare 
them  not"  (I  Sam.  15:3).  But  Saul, 
fearing  the  people  and  preferring  to 
be  popular  with  them  (v.  24),  only 
partially  obeyed  God's  command  and 
"spared  the  best  of  the  sheep  and  of 
the  oxen"  (vv.  8-9).  When  he  report- 
ed to  Samuel:  "I  have  performed  the 
commandment  of  the  Lord,"  the 
prophet  faced  him  with  the  sin  of 
his  incomplete  obedience  (vv.  13-14). 
Saul  made  the  familiar  excuse  that  it 
was  the  people's  doing  and  that  it 
was  done  for  a  good  purpose— "to 
sacrifice  unto  the  Lord"  (v.  15).  Be- 
cause of  this,  he  felt  his  obedience 
was  sufficient  (vv.  20-21).  But,  God 
did  not  see  it  that  way.  Note  the 
force  of  Samuel's  words:  "Hath  the 
Lord  as  great  delight  in  burnt-offer- 
ings  and  sacrifices,  as  in  obeying  the 
voice  of  the  Lord?  Behold,  to  obey 
is  better  than  sacrifice,  and  to  hearken 


than  the  fat  of  rams.  For  rebellion  is 
as  the  sin  of  witchcraft,  and  stub- 
bornness is  as  iniquity  and  idolatry. 
Because  thou  hast  rejected  the  Word 
of  the  Lord,  he  hath  also  rejected 
thee  from  being  king"  (vv.  22-23). 
The  price  Saul  paid  for  partial  obe- 
dience was  a  terrible  one  indeed! 

The   Commands   of   Christ 

Someone  may  sav:  "That  is  from 
the  Old  Testament  when  men  were 
living  under  the  law."  We  answer: 
"Are  the  words  of  Christ  any  less 
binding?"  Jesus  said:  "If  ye  love  me, 
keep  mv  commandments"  (John  15: 
23).  Again:  "Why  call  ye  me  Lord, 
Lord,  and  do  not  the  things  which  I 
say?"  (Luke  6:46).  No  words  could 
be  stronger  than  those  of  the  Apostle 
John,  who  wrote  of  Christ's  com- 
mands: "Hereby  do  we  know  that  we 
know  him,  if  we  keep  his  command- 
ments. He  that  saith,  I  know  him, 
and  keepeth  not  his  commandments, 
is  a  liar,  and  the  truth  is  not  in  him" 
(I  John  2:3-4).  If  these  words  from 
the  Apostle  John  seem  to  be  very 
severe,  consider  the  testimony  of  the 
Apostle  Paul  regarding  the  impor- 
tance of  the  words  of  Christ:  "If  any 
man  teach  otherwise,  and  consent  not 
to  wholesome  words,  even  the  words 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  to  the 
doctrine  which  is  according  to  godli- 
ness; he  is  proud,  knowing  nothing, 
but  doting  about  questions  and  strifes 
of  words,  whereof  cometh  envy, 
strife,  railings,  evil  surmisings,  per- 
verse disputings  of  men  of  corrupt 
minds,  and  destitute  of  the  truth, 
supposing  that  gain  is  godliness:  from 
such  withdraw  thyself"  (I  Tim.  6:3- 
5).    Certainly    then,    complete    obe- 
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In  Old  Testament  times,  placing  the 
symbol  of  blood  on  the  lintel  and 
sideposts  of  the  doorway  in  the  exact 
manner  prescribed  was  a  matter  of 
life  or  death.

dience  to  the  Word  of  God  is  no  less 
important  today  than  it  was  in  Old 
Testament  times! 

Importance    of    Symbols 

At  this  point  someone  may  say: 
"But  baptism  is  only  a  symbol.  Those 
who  practice  forms  other  than  trine 
immersion  believe  the  truth  itself 
about  baptism,  just  as  we  do.  So, 
what  difference  does  it  make  whether 
or  not  we  require  it?''  Such  reason- 
ing, of  course,  is  somewhat  superficial, 
for  even  society  in  general  recognizes 
the  importance  of  correct  symbols.  A 
bride  does  not  place  her  wedding 
ring  on  any  finger  that  suits  her 
fancy.  She  wears  it  on  the  proper 
finger  and  on  the  proper  hand.  True, 
she  would  be  no  less  married  if  she 
were  to  wear  it  upon  her  thumb,  but 
the  symbol  would  mean  little  to 
others  who  would  look  upon  it. 

To  illustrate  again,  suppose  some- 
one should  say:  "What  difference 
does  it  make  whether  the  American 
flag  has  forty-nine  stars  or  twenty- 
five,  or  whether  it  has  thirteen  stripes 
or  ten?  The  truth  concerning  the 
history  and  structure  of  our  country 
is  the  same."  The  fact  of  the  matter 
is  that  anything  less  than  the  proper 
number  of  stripes  cannot  properly 
speak  of  the  thirteen  original  colonies 
of  our  country,  and  anything  less  than 
the  proper  number  of  stars  cannot 
adequately  symbolize  the  union  of  all 
the  states  into  one  nation.  That  is 
why,  at  great  expense,  the  number 
of  stars  in  the  blue  field  of  the 
American  flag  is  being  changed  twice 
in  one  year,  from  forty-eight  to  fifty. 
Why?  Because  correct  symbols  are 
important. 
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Imagine  a  lodge  changing  its  svm- 
bols  or  ritualistic  requirements  in 
order  to  include  some  who  do  not 
agree  with  such  rites!  If  fraternal 
organizations  consider  symbols  im- 
portant, how  much  more  should  the 
church  whose  ordinances  were  author- 
ized by  the  Lord  himself. 

Obedience  in  Symbols 

It  should  be  observed  that  the  re- 
quirement of  complete  obedience  to 
God's  commands  extends  even  to 
symbols.  Once,  when  the  children  of 
Israel  were  without  water,  God  com- 
manded Moses  to  "smite  the  rock,  and 
there  shall  come  water  out  of  it,  that 
the  people  may  drink.  And  Moses  did 
so  in  the  sight  of  the  elders  of  Israel" 
(Exod.  17:6). 

Later,  in  another  time  of  need,  God 
again  commanded  Moses:  "Speak  ye 
unto  the  rock  before  their  eves;  and 
it  shall  give  forth  his  water"  (Num. 
20:8).  In  his  impatience  over  the  con- 
tinual murmuring  of  the  people, 
"Moses  lifted  up  his  hand,  and  with 
his  rod  he  smote  the  rock  twice:  and 
the  water  came  out  abundantly"  (see 
vv.  9-11). 

Now,  you  will  note  that  the  result 
was  the  same,  and  water  came  forth 
a  second  time,  just  as  it  did  the  first. 
Someone  might  have  said  of  Moses' 
incomplete  obedience:  "What  dif- 
ference does  it  make?  It  was  only  a 
change  in  form;  the  result  was  the 
same."  Indeed,  it  is  evident  that 
Moses  felt  that  way.  Yet,  God  told 
Moses  that  this  act  of  disobedience 
would  cost  him  an  earthly  reward  for 
forty  years  of  faithful  service:  "There- 
fore ye  shall  not  bring  this  congrega- 
tion into  the  land  which  I  have  given 


them"  (v.  12).  Moses  did  not  enter 
the  Promised  Land.  Why  God's 
severity?  In  his  partial  obedience, 
Moses  had  destroyed  a  divinely-or- 
dained symbol.  Symbols  are  important 
with  God,  for  we  are  told,  "that 
Rock  was  Christ"  (I  Cor.  10:4). 

What  shall  we  say  then  about  bap- 
tism? If  Jesus  commanded  baptism 
by  immersion  to  symbolize  a  burial, 
then  nothing  less  than  immersion 
will  adequately  convey  the  idea.  If 
He  commanded  a  three-in-one  bap- 
tism (trine  immersion)  to  symbolize 
the  work  of  a  three-in-one' (triune) 
God  in  our  salvation,  then  nothing 
less  than  the  proper  symbol  will  ade- 
quately convey  the  truth  He  intended 
nor  will  such  baptism  obey  the  com- 
mand He  gave.  It  is  folly  for  us  to 
say  that  the  Bible  teaches  trine  im- 
mersion, and  then  refuse  to  require 
it  in  the  place  where  God  has  made 
us  overseers. 

Offending   the  Conscience 

Should  such  a  requirement  of  obe- 
dience in  our  churches  offend  the 
conscience  of  sincere  Christian  peo- 
ple who  do  not  see  eye-to-eye  with 
us?  Absolutely  not!  We  can  always 
have  fellowship  with  God's  people 
who  do  not  understand  the  full  teach- 
ing of  the  Bible  in  regard  to  baptism. 
Fellowship  is  one  thing.  The  neces- 
sary unity  of  conviction  in  matters 
that  characterize  a  denomination  is 
another.  Understanding  the  teaching 
as  we  do,  we  are  obligated  to  fully 
obey  it  ourselves  and  to  require  com- 
plete obedience  in  that  portion  of  the 
body  of  Christ  for  which  God 
made  The  Brethren  Church  r 
ble.

WEIGHTS

Clocks  with  weights  have  always 
fascinated  me,  whether  they  are  the 
"saucy"  little,  carved  cuckoo  clocks 
or  the  big  lumbering  hall  clocks.  The

There  are  "window  weights"  that 
lift  the  window  higher.  "Weights" 
often  lift  people  to  God.  Some  peo- 
ple are  in  heaven,  or  on  their  way 
because  something  "drove"  them  to 
God.  The  Psalmist  David  said:  "Be- 
fore I  was  afflicted  I  went  astray." 
There  are  weights  that  hold  things 
in  place— as  row-boat  anchors,  or 
paper  weights. 

Still  another  use  of  weights  is  when 
a  car  is  brought  into  a  garage  to  get 
the  wheels  "balanced."  When  need- 
ed, weights  of  various  sizes  are  put 
around  on  the  rim  so  that  the  wheel 
runs  more  smoothly.  God  knows 
when  we  are  getting  "out  of  balance." 
He  is  wise  as  to  where  the  "weights" 
need  to  be  placed.  No;  these  are  not 
always  pleasant,  but  who  can  say  that 
they  are  not  for  our  good?  Those  who 
fish  know  the  value  of  the  "sinker" 
which  enables  them  to  reach  the  fish. 
There  are  people  who  need  to  be 
reached  and  "caught"  for  their  own 
good,  but  sometimes  pride,  business, 
or  something  keeps  us  "above"  until  a 
"weight"  comes  along  that  sinks  our 
pride  and  slows  up  our  business  so 
that  we  reach  those  that  need  reach- 
ing. If  this  has  been  a  "weighty" 
subject,  it  is  "weighted"  to  think! 
about! 


WHAT'S  WRONG  WITH  THE 
CHURCH?

For  example,  one  thing  that  always 
characterized  the  Bible-believing 
Christian  was  a  sincere  expectancy 
of  the  soon  return  of  our  Lord.  Funda- 
mentalists were  united  on  this.  They 
might  not  see  eye  to  eye  on  some 
other  things  but  in  eschatology,  the 
doctrine  of  the  last  things,  they  found 
a  common  rallying  point.  But  in  re- 
cent years  the  great  fundamental  col- 
leges and  seminaries  have  begun  to 
veer  away  from  this  position.  The 
premillennial,  pretribulation  rapture 
of  the  believer  is  an  outmoded  doc- 
trine in  many  places  today. 

We  are  also  getting  confused  about 
whom  to  support,  whose  messages  we 
should  hear,  and  for  whom  we  should 
pray.  A  battle  royal  is  being  waged 
over  this  matter.  Good  arguments  are 
being  presented  on  both  sides,  and 
undoubtedly  mistakes  are  being  made 
on  both  sides.  Meanwhile  the  cause 
of  Christ  is  suffering. 

Christians  today  scarcely  know 
whom  to  believe.  They  don't  know 
whether  the  Bible  should  still  be  re- 
garded as  verbally  inspired.  They 
don't  know  whether  to  look  for  our 
Lord's  return  or  not.  They  don't 
know  whether  to  pray  for  certain  men 
or  not.  Confusion  is  certainly  an  apt 
description  of  the  church  today. 

What  is  the  answer  to  this  prob- 
lem? Only  the  Lord  knows  where  it 
will  end.  But  surely  the  only  way  to 
avoid  confusion  in  spiritual  matters 
is  the  return  to  the  Word  of  God.  It 
is  our  only  source  of  appeal  in  mat- 
ters of  confusion.  And  we  should 
fray  that  God  will  overrule  in  these 
troubled  times  and  restore  harmonv 
to  His  flock. 

Contrary 

Conformity  and  confusion  are  great 
problems  today,  but  so  is  contrariness. 
When  our  children  are  unmanageable 
and  disobedient,  we  call  them  "con- 
trary." They  won't  listen  to  what  is 
good  for  them;  thev  won't  play  well 
with  the  other  children;  they  must 
have  their  own  way.  Unless  they  get 
it,  they  stamp  their  feet  and  throw 
a  tantrum  or  go  off  in  a  corner  and 
sulk,  and  we  parents  are  faced  with 
a  discipline  problem. 


One  of  the  saddest  facts  in  regard 
to  the  church  today  is  that  it  is  being 
crippled  by  this  very  sort  of  thing.  Its 
leaders  are  arguing  over  what  many 
times  are  inconsequential  matters.  Its 
members  cannot  get  along  with  each 
other.  Each  has  his  own  way  of  doing 
things  and  no  outside  interference  is 
welcomed.  Too  often  Christians  have 
taken  the  command  of  Jude  to  con- 
tend for  the  faith  and  used  it  as  a 
license  to  be  contentious  for  the  faith. 

The  church  will  never  go  forward 
as  long  as  these  things  are  true.  Only 
where  God's  people  are  united  not 
only  in  their  adherence  to  the  Word, 
but  also  in  love  for  one  another,  can 
the  Holy  Spirit  truly  do  an  effective 
work.  Many  times  this  is  the  explana- 
tion for  the  lack  of  power  within  a 
church  when  otherwise  it  is  faithful 
to  the  Gospel  and  faithful  in  prayer. 
Its  people  are  contrary  and  God  can- 
not bless. 

Content 

Perhaps  the  most  serious  indict- 
ment of  all  is  that  the  church  is  con- 
tent today.  Too  many  are  content  to 
let  things  go  on  as  they  are,  to  let 
others  be  the  soldiers  of  the  cross 
while  they  "be  carried  to  the  skies 
on  flow'ry  beds  of  ease."  Content- 
ment has  settled  down  like  a  blanket 
upon  too  many  otherwise  God-honor- 
ing churches.  We  have  become  con- 
tent to  soak  up  the  doctrines  and  the 
blessings  like  sponges  but  we  so  sel- 
dom think  about  personally  sharing 
what  we  have  received.  We  are  con- 
tent just  to  "hold  the  fort"  for  Jesus 
is  coming,  rather  than  to  try  to  en- 
large our  borders.  We  are  content 
to  give  God  a  pittance  of  our  time,  our 
energy,  our  talents,  our  money. 

Such  is  the  sad  condition  in  much 
of  the  church  today.  It  is  conformed, 
confused,  contrary,  and  content.  But 
in  spite  of  these  faults,  the  true 
church  is  still  the  greatest  institution 
on  earth.  It  is  still  the  thing  dearest 
to  the  heart  of  Christ.  Let's  do  what 
we  can  to  correct  these  faults  if  they 
exist  in  our  own  lives  and  our  own 
church.  Our  situation  is  far  from 
hopeless.  In  fact,  of  all  institutions  in 
the  world  the  church  is  the  only  one 
that  is  assured  of  continuance  right 
up  until  the  end  of  the  age.  The  gates 
of  hell  cannot  prevail  against  it.  May 
we  not  be  ashamed  at  Christ's  com- 
ing.

IN  THE  SMALL  CHURCH

Wherever  there  are  boys  who  need 
Christ  and  Christian  training,  there 
is  a  need  for  the  Christian  boys'  club 
whether  in  small  churches  or  large. 
Sometimes  small  churches  hesitate  to 
consider  boys'  club  work  because  a 
few  men  must  bear  the  responsibility. 
Three  typical  problems  facing  the 
small  church  are  discussed  in  this 
article. 

"Our  church  is  too  small."  When 
is  a  church  "too  small?"  Is  your 
church  actually  too  small  or  has  it 
caught  a  dose  of  "small  church 
phobia"  that  will  always  keep  it  small 
until  you  let  God  use  you  to  do 
something  about  the  smallness?  Ac- 
tually, the  potential  outreach  of  your 
church  is  as  great  as  the  promises  of 
God.  Often  the  small  church  has 
greater  opportunity  to  do  a  more  ef- 
fective job  with  boys  than  the  larger 
church.  God  may  be  just  waiting  for 
some  man  in  your  church  to  believe 
Him  and  obey.  David  killed  Goliath 
and  put  the  Philistine  army  to  rout 
while  the  entire  army  of  Israel  was 
saving:  "It  can't  be  done!"  David 
dared  to  believe  God.  Faith  must  be 
willing  to  run  risks! 

The  Brigade  type  program  can  be 
successful  in  your  church  if  there  is 
one  dedicated  leader  and  one  boy. 
Paul  proved  this  truth  with  Timothy. 
Often  the  Christian  boy's  club  has 
been  a  source  of  revival  and  the  key 
to  major  growth  in  a  local  church. 

"Our  church  is  in  the  country, 
serving  a  farming  community.  We 
face  a  transportation  problem."  Some 
of  our  urban  and  city  churches  face 
even  greater  transportation  problems 
with  members  traveling  as  high  as 
fifteen  and  twenty  miles.  Yet  they 
have  been  successful  in  reaching 
boys.  Sometimes  "car-pools"  are  ar- 
ranged. Sources  include  leaders  who 
pick  up  boys  along  the  way.  Some 
older  boys  are  trusted  with  the  family 


car  or  truck.  Grouping  church  activ- 
ities the  same  evening  permits  par- 
ents to  bring  their  boys  to  club  and 
then  participate  in  their  own  meet- 
ing sometimes  held  in  other  than  the 
church.  Some  churches  combine 
club  meeting  night  with  visitation 
program. 

'"Our  church  building  is  small  and 
inadequate."  Some  churches  have 
solved  this  problem  by  engaoino 
school  gyms  or  other  public  property 
near  the  church.  However,  it  is  al- 
ways recommended  that  the  club  be 
held  at  the  church  if  possible  even 
though  the  facilities  may  be  less  ade- 
quate. 

One  church  in  a  small  community 
removed  the  chairs  from  their  audi- 
torium for  Brigade  meetings  for  six 
years  until  they  were  able  to  erect 
a  fine  Christian  education  building 
geared  to  effective  club  activity.  This 
is  not  a  recommended  answer,  but 
this  little  church  has  produced  five 
Heralds  of  Christ  in  Brigade  during 
the  past  seven  years. 

The  pastor  of  a  small  church  in  a 
farming  area  in  New  York  state  who 
also  serves  as  a  Brigade  Captain  re- 
cently wrote:  "It  is  wonderful  to  be 
able  to  meet  in  our  new  church  base- 
ment. For  the  past  two  years  we  met 
in  the  parsonage  and  held  our  game 
period  in  the  large  adjacent  garage." 

No  doubt  your  particular  problem 
in  the  small  church  is  different,  but 
I  am  equally  confident  that  when 
there  are  men  willing  to  dedicate 
themselves  to  winning  and  training 
boys  for  Christ  because  they  have 
been  called  of  God  to  boy's  work, 
the  problem  can  be  surmounted  and 
boy's  club  can  be  effective.

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"TRAIN  UP 


A  CHILD"

Pick  up  a  newspaper  any 
day  and  you  are  likelv  to  find  in 
its  pages  the  details  of  another  episode 
in  one  of  our  nation's  most  perplex- 
ing and  least-understood  problems- 
juvenile  delinquency. 

While  it  is  true  this  problem  has 
plagued  the  world  since  the  day  God 
asked  Cain  about  his  brother  Abel,  it 
is  also  true  that  in  spite  of  this  great 
backlog  of  experience  in  dealing  with 
youth,  civilization  has  largely  failed 
to  recognize  the  basic  causes  of  juve- 
nile delinquency. 

What  are  these  basic  factors?  Of 
course,  the  child  has  certain  material 
needs  which  must  be  supplied  if  he 
is  to  survive.  But  it  is  the  spiritual 
need,  the  intangible  desire,  which 
must  be  satisfied  if  all  the  outward 
sions  of  discontent  are  to  be  removed 

o 

from  the  child's  life. 

Christian  education  will  help  fill 
this  need.  And  while  we  shall  con- 
tinue to  use  advantageously  every 
agency  we  have  for  functional  Chris- 
tian teaching,  we  must  first  enlist  the 
home.  It  is  the  parents  who  must 
actuallv  take  the  initiative  in  train- 
ing up  a  child  in  the  way  he  should 
go.  The  Sundav  school  attempts  to 
bring  the  child  into  right  relationship 
with  God  and  teach  him  to  pray  and 
understand  God's  Word;  yet  without 
the  co-operation  of  parents  this  train- 
ing program  of  the  Sundav  school 
falls  far  short  of  its  potential.  Train- 
ing is  a  matter  of  constant  supervision, 
admonition,    and    guidance.    Parents 


have  the  child  seven  days  a  week 
during  his  most  formative  years,  while 
the  Sundav  school  has  him  not  more 
than  an  hour  a  week.  The  authority 
of  parents  over  their  children  and  the 
influence  they  have  are  equaled  bv 
no  other  institution.  Theirs  is  the 
privilege  and  theirs  the  responsibility 
to  bring  the  child  up  in  the  "nurture 
and  admonition  of  the  Lord." 

The  smallest  child  should  be  taught 
in  the  lwme  how  sin  came  into  the 
world,  its  serious  consequences,  God's 
provision  of  a  Saviour,  and  his  own 
personal  need  for  the   Saviour. 

Perhaps  a  year-old  child  cannot 
pray  with  his  parents  or  understand 
much  about  what  they  are  saving,  but 
he  can  see  them  pray  and  sense  their 
reverence.  A  parent  to  whom  God  is 
real  and  who  lives  accordingly  is 
teaching  his  child  to  live  rightly  by 
his  very  example. 

Dr.  Hurst  R.  Anderson  has  said: 
"The  most  important  period  in  a 
child's  life  is  from  birth  to  the  age 
of  eight.  Of  this  period,  six  vears  are 
spent  entirely  in  the  home."  He  goes 
on  to  sav  that  homelife  should  do  six 
things  for  the  child: 

1 .  Develop  in  the  child  a  feeling 
of  security. 

2.  Present  a  balance  between  con- 
cern for  self  and  concern  for  others. 
This  cannot  be  pushed  off  on  the 
schools  or  courts. 

3.  Develop  the  ability  to  work  co- 
operatively with  others. 

4.  Teach  self-control  and  self-dis- 


cipline.   Lack    of    these    is    a    major 
cause  of  juvenile  delinquency. 

5.  Inculcate  a  set  of  values,  morals, 
and  ethics. 

6.  Develop  a  devotion  to  truth. 

A  home  where  God  reigns  supreme 
can  do  much  to  develop  these  basic 
principles  that  must  be  instilled  if  our 
children  are  to  follow  God's  plan  as 
thev  grow  up. 

There  is  no  greater  gift  than  godly 
parents.  Those  who  trust  God  for 
their  own  spiritual  needs  will  natur- 
al I v  want  to  share  this  wonderful 
peace  and  security  with  their  children. 
There  is  no  experience  more  satisfy- 
ing nor  more  rewarding  than  lead- 
ing a  child  to  Christ.  It  is  a  serious 
thing  to  be  a  parent.  But  it  is  a  won- 
derl  u!  '  ipportunin  il  Cod  i  ules  in 
the  home.

KEPT     ...    I    PETER     1 :3-9 

1  am  so  glad  that  the  Scripture 
says  that  a  Christian  is  "kept  by 
the  power  of  God."  If  our  salvation 
were  dependent  upon  our  ability  to 
keep  ourselves,  I  am  sure  none  of  us 
would  ever  be  saved.  We  are  "kept 
by  the  power  of  God  through  faith 
unto  salvation  ready  to  be  revealed 
at  the  last  time." 

Some  years  ago  1  had  an  experi- 
ence that  vividly  impressed  these 
words  upon  my  heart  and  mind. 

I  had  a  favorite  radio  station  that 
was  a  joy  to  listen  to  as  I  went  about 
my  daily  chores.  I  enjoyed  this  station 
because  it  carried  so  many  gospel 
programs.  However,  we  know  that 
where  God  works,  Satan  is  also  busy. 
The  enemy  of  our  souls  also  purchas- 
ed time  on  this  station  to  propagate 
his  lies  through  one  of  his  cults. 

Often  I  turned  the  radio  off  when 
these  false  teachers  came  on.  Some- 
times, however,  I  would  get  too  busy 
to  stop  what  I  was  doing. 

On  one  occasion,  after  hearing 
this  program  of  deception,  the  most 
awful  doubts  began  to  take  hold  of 
my  mind  and  soul.  Satan's  "Yea,  hath 
God  said?"  began  to  work  in  my 
heart.  "How  did  I  know  that  the 
Bible  was  God's  Word?"  "How  did  I 
know  that  Jesus  Christ  was  the 
Eternal  God?"  "How  do  you  know 
th.it  you  have  the  truth  and  all  other 
teachinas  are  false?"  These  and  other 
doubts  plagued  my  soul. 

1  know  now  that  I  was  in  the 
Devil's  crucible.  The  agony  of  my 
soul  was  so  great  that  I  became  phys- 
ically ill.  The  temptation  was  so 
powerful  that  I  could  scarcely  pray. 
I  could  only  cry  out:  "Oh  God,  may 
I  know  the  truth  beyond  a  shadow 
of  a  doubt." 

I  had  become  so  ill  that  1  had 
to  go  to  bed.  Through  my  tears,  I 
leaned  over  and  almost  automatically 
turned  on  my  radio.  It  was  then  that 
my  soul's  deep  needs  were  met. 

A  man  of  God  was  preaching  from 
the  Word.  I  cannot  recall  the  speaker 
or  his  text,  but  I  shall  never  forget 
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the  sweet  assurance  that  came  to  mv 
heart  as  the  Spirit  of  God  stablished 
mv  wavering  faith  through  the 
preaching  of  His  Word.  The  message 
that  came  to  my  heart  was  to  the 
utmost  satisfaction  of  all  the  deep 
needs  of  my  soul— God  had  spoken 
to  me. 

Everv  doubt  vanished.  The  peace 
that  passes  all  understanding  entered, 
and  keeps  my  heart  and  mind  through 
Christ  Jesus. 


I  know,  on  my  own,  Satan  would 
have  destroyed  my  faith.  Praise  God 
when  our  faith  is  in  Him.  He  keeps 
us  by  His  omnipotence  through 
Christ. 

Those  doubts  have  never  bothered 
me  again.  I  also  learned  not  to  listen 
to  the  old  Serpent.  Had  Eve  not  lis- 
tened, the  whole  course  of  human 
historv  might  have  been  different. 

This  "trial  of  my  faith"  taught 
me  that  truly  faith  is  more  precious 
than  gold  that  perisheth,  though  it 
be  tried  by  fire.  He  alone  is  able 
to  keep  us  from  falling.  It  is  wonder- 
ful to  know  that  I  was  kept  and  will 
always  be  "kept  by  the  power  of 
God."

"Used  of  Him"

jour  missionary  women  the  National  WMC  organization 
is  supporting  this   year. 


Miss   Tyson   at    work 


In  The  Brethren  Missionary  (pred- 
ecessor of  the  Brethren  Missionary 
Herald)  for  January  1925,  there  ap- 
peared the  testimony  of  a  missionary 
nurse  who  had  recently  gone  to 
France  for  language  study  before 
going  on  to  Africa.  The  testimony 
reads  as  follows: 

"Elizabeth  S.  Tyson— 'Bless  the 
Lord,  O  my  soul:  and  all  that  is 
within  me,  bless  His  holy  name.  Bless 
the  Lord,  O  my  soul,  and  forget  not 
all  his  benefits'' (Ps.  103:1-2). 

"As  my  thoughts  go  back  over  my 
life  I  would  praise  and  bless  the  Lord 
for  all  the  benefits  He  has  so  richly 
bestowed  upon  me. 

"I  was  born  in  Montgomery 
County,  Pennsylvania,  and  lived 
there  until  nine  years  of  age,  when 
my  parents  moved  to  Philadelphia. 
As  my  parents  were  Christians,  I 
was  taught  the  principles  of  the  Chris- 
tian faith  very  early  in  life.  When 
but  twelve  years  of  age  I  realized 
that  I  was  a  sinner,  and  one  night  in 
a  cottage  prayer  meeting  the  Lord 
saved  me  by  His  grace  and  gave  me 
the  assurance  of  salvation.  When  still 
a  child,  I  promised  the  Lord  that  if 
He  would  open  the  way  I  would  be 
one  of  His  witnesses  in  Africa.  Short- 
ly after  my  conversion  I  united  with 
The  Brethren  Church  at  Tenth  and 
Dauphin  Sts.,  Philadelphia. 

"I  received  my  education  in  the 
public  schools  of  Philadelphia,  and 
later   entered   the   Woman's   Home- 


opathic Hospital  for  a  nurse's  train- 
ing course.  After  graduating  I  spent 
several  years  doing  private  nursing 
and  institutional  work. 

"For  a  time  it  seemed  as  if  the 
vision  and  call  that  I  had  received 
when  a  child  had  been  forgotten,  but 
the  Lord  reminded  me  of  my  vows 
through  one  of  His  faithful  serv- 
ants.  I  entered  the  Missionary  Train- 
ing Institute  at  Nyack,  N.  Y.,  to 
prepare  for  the  Lord's  work  in  the 
regions  bevond. 

"I  applied  to  the  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Board  of  the  Brethren  Church  for 
service  in  Africa  and  was  accepted 
conditionally.  But  the  Lord  answered 
prayer  and  removed  every  obstacle.  As 
I  go  to  the  'Dark  Continent  of  Africa' 
the  praver  of  my  heart  can  best  be 
expressed  by  the  words  of  Frances 
Ridley  Havergal: 

"Oh,  use  me,  Lord,  use  even  me, 
Just  as  Thou  wilt,  and  when,  and 

where. 
Until  Thy  blessed  face  I  see, 
Thy  rest,  Thy  joy,  Thy  glory  share." 
Now,  in  1960,  there  are  countless 
souls    in    the    "Dark    Continent    of 
Africa"  who  can  bear  witness  to  the 
fact  that  God  answered  Miss  Tyson's 
prayer  and  did  use  her  in  a  wonder- 
ful way  in  His  service. 

Having  left  the  United  States  in 
October  1924  for  language  study  in 
France,  Miss  Tyson  first  set  foot  on 
African  soil  in  May  1925.  Dr.  Flo- 
rence Cribble,  one  of  the  Brethren 


pioneer  missionaries  in  Africa,  im- 
mediately asked  the  new  missionary 
nurse  to  assume  the  chief  responsi- 
bility in  medical  work  at  the  Yaloke 
station.  This  Miss  Tyson  did  gladly, 
and  for  all  her  years  on  the  field 
Yaloke  remained  her  headquarters. 

A  vast  change  was  wrought  during 
the  nearly  thirty-five  years.  Out  of 
"practically  nothing  to  work  with" 
in  the  beginning  days  there  came,  in 
time,  a  modern  well-equipped  dis- 
pensary and  pharmacy.  The  maternity 
work  was  always  a  great  burden  on 
Miss  Tyson's  heart,  and  it  took  years 
of  patient  plodding  to  see  results  in 
this  realm— but  eventually  there  were 
results  in  getting  the  women  to  come 
into  the  dispensary  for  care.  During 
her  last  year  on  the  field,  there  were 
200  little  black  babies  born  there  at 
the  Yaloke  maternity  ward.  It  is  im- 
possible to  estimate  the  number  of 
mothers,  babies,  and  others  who  bene- 
fitted through  her  loving  ministra- 
tions through  the  years! 

Miss  Tvson  writes:  "I  do  not  feel 
that  my  life  and  services  were  used 
only  in'the  medical  field,  but  through 
this  avenue  of  service  many  have 
come  to  know  the  Lord  as  their  Sav- 
iour, and  also  being  able  to  serve  the 
church  leaders  of  Africa  and  the 
Christian  community  of  the  church 
has  given  me  much  joy  and  saiisl ac- 
tion. The  small  verse  that  accc 
panied   my   first   testimony   .

Scripture:    Ephesians   5:18 — 6:4 

What  we  really  are  shows  up  in 
our  homelife!  We  can  put  on  fronts 
before  the  world— and  sometimes  all 
of  us  are  guilty  of  showing  our  best 
to  comparative  strangers  and  our 
worst  to  those  who  are  closest  to  us 
in  family  ties.  I  remember  an  old- 
fashioned  towel  rack  in  my  grand- 
parents' bathroom  when  I  was  a  small 
boy.  It  had  a  motto  on  it:  "Home, 
Sweet  Home:  The  Place  Where  We 
Are  Treated  Best— and  Grumble 
Most!"  Our  professed  spirituality  may 
be  only  the  result  of  self-effort.  In 
the  close  quarters  of  the  home,  we 
let  down,  and  anything  can  happen— 
and  often  does!  Severe,  cutting  words, 
quarrelling,  lack  of  love,  and  all 
sorts  of  manifestations  of  the  self- 
life  are  the  result.  Does  it  have  to  be 
this  way?  Definitely  No!  God's  pro- 
vision of  the  Holy  Spirit  makes  it 
possible  for  every  one  of  us  to  be  con- 
tinually— 

Walking  With  Christ  in  the  Spirit- 
Filled  Life  (Eph.  5:18-21). 

If  it  is  a  sin  for  a  Christian  to  be 
drunk  with  strong  drink— and  it  is— 
it  is  also  a  sin  for  any  Christian  to 
not  be  a  Spirit-filled  Christian!  When 
drink  fills  a  man,  it  controls  the  man. 
He  does  all  sorts  of  things  he  would 
not  normally  do  if  he  were  himself. 
Usually  these  things  are  degrading 
and  vile,  even  though  occasionally 
they  might  be  humorous.  So,  when 
the  Holy  Spirit  of  God  fills  the  life 
of  God's  child,  He  controls  God's 
child.  He  enables  us  to  do  what  we 
are  not  able  to  do  by  ourselves  (read 
Gal.  5:22-23).  This  "fruit  of  the 
Spirit"  is  God's  normal  life  for  you 
and  me  all  the  time.  (Read  these 
verses  in  the  Amplified  New  Testa- 
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Verse:  Ephesians  5:18-21 

ment  and  other  modern  speech  testa- 
ments.) God  commands  each  of  us  to 
"keep  on  being  filled  with  the  Holy 
Spirit." 

Such  a  life  is  characterized  by  a 
song-filled  heart.  There  is  much  song 
and  some  music  in  the  world,  but 
most  of  it  is  shallow.  Psalms  (Old 
Testament),  hymns,  such  as  "My 
Faith  Looks  Up  to  Thee";  and  spirit- 
ual songs,  such  as  "What  a  Friend 
We  Have  in  Jesus"  appeal  to  the  girl 
who  walks  with  Christ  and  the 
catchy  tunes  and  shallow  sentiments 
of  even  the  better  worldly  songs 
lose  their  appeal.  Such  a  life  is  a 
thank-filled  life  (v.  20)  with  no  room 
for  complaining,  crabbiness,  moodi- 
ness, and  grumbling.  Such  a  life  is 
free  from  the  spirit  of  pushing  other 
folks  around,  snubbing  or  gossiping 
about  them.  Instead  we  honestly  try 
to  keep  our  proper  place  with  all 
others  who  belong  to  the  Lord  as  He 
shows  us  in  Flis  Word.

dom  <>f  this  man  of  God.  No  sister- 
hood girl  can  do  anything  better  than 
pray:  "Lord,  so  work  in  my  heart 
to  make  me  the  kind  of  young  woman 
that,  in  case  it  is  your  will  for  me 
to  marry,  I  might  be  the  kind  of  wife 
this  passage  and  others  describe.  And, 
Lord  lead  me  to  the  kind  of  young 
man  this  passage  describes." 

Romance  of  the  modern  maga- 
zines, movies,  and  T.V.  fails  to  make 
good  on  its  promises  and  leaves  be- 
hind a  trail  of  blighted  hearts,  blast- 
ed  hopes,  and  broken  homes.  It  takes 
more  than  moonlight,  soft  music,  per- 
fume, "cute  gals,"  and  "sharp  guys" 
to  make  a  Christian  home.  It  takes 
nothing  less  than  Christ  in  com- 
mand in  the  heart  of  both  wife  and 
husband.  Even  the  happiest  mar 
riage  outside  of  Christ  is  not  to  be 
compared  with  Christian  marriage  in 
the  will  of  God.  A  word:  The  best 
way  to  keep  from  marrying  an  mi 
saved  man  is  to  not  keep  company 
with  unsaved  fellows.  Walk  so  com- 
pletely with  Christ  that  those  who 
want  your  company  will  also  want 
His.  Be  sure  your  "heart-throb"  in 
courtship  loves  your  Lord  or  he  may 
turn  out  to  be  your  "heart  ache"  after 
marriage.  If  you  doubt  this  writer, 
talk  with  your  pastor,  godly  parents, 
Sunday-school  teacher,  or  counselor. 

Walking   With   Christ  in   Home  Re- 
lationships (Eph.  6:1-4). 

See  also  Colossians  3:20  and  21. 
Sometimes  teen-agers  and  even  jun- 
iors get  the  impression  that  obedience 
of  children  to  parents  (especially 
Christian  parents)  is  old-foggy  or  "for 
the  birds"!  Not  on  your  life! 
and  always  has  been,  right!  I 
pleasing  to  the  Lord.  This  v. 
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should  not  only  be  subject  or  obedient 
to  them  but  that  we  should  honor 
and  respect  them.  Obedient  children 
are  happy  children.  Obedient,  re- 
spectful children  have  God's  prom- 
ise of  a  long,  happy  life.  Even  when 
parents  sometimes  are  unwise  or  ap- 
parently severe  in  discipline,  it  is 
better  to  obey,  cheerfully,  than  to 
rebel  or  sulk.  The  only  exception  to 
this  is  if  a  parent  should  ask  us  to 
do  something  that  is  contrary  to  God's 
Word.  Then,  we  must  obey  God 
rather  than  man,  even  if  that  man  be 
our  earthly  father  (Matt.  10:33-39). 
Remember  that  the  longest  journey 
is  made  a  step  at  a  time.  As  long  as 
your  life  seems  to  stretch  out  before 
you,  realize  that  none  of  us  is  sure 
of  tomorrow.  Let's  make  sure  that 
today's  steps  are  ordered  by  the  Lord. 
Begin  each  day  by  communion  with 
Him,  and  turn  over  the  day  with  all 
it  holds  of  good  or  ill  to  the  indwell- 
ing Holy  Spirit  that  He  may  fill  you 
for  every  opportunity  and  challenge. 
As  the  song  expresses  it,  "Anywhere 
with    Jesus,   I   can   safely   go."  Anv- 


lesus, 

where    without    Him    is    a    path    of 
danger,  disappointment,  and  disaster. 
"The  Lord  God  is  a  sun  and  shield: 
the  Lord  will  give  grace  and  glory: 
no  good  thing  will  he  withhold  from 
them   who  walk   uprightly"   (Ps.    84: 
1 1).  A  good  motto  for  our  home  is 
the  old  fashioned  one:

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Looking  Toward  Hawaii

For  those  living  in  Hawaii,  it  means 
enjoying  the  beauties  of  nature  and 
the  warmth  of  an  ideal  climate,  of 
which  God  was  lavish  in  His  creation. 
Mauka  (toward  the  mountains)  we 
see  the  rugged  mountain  peaks  jutting 
up  into  the  sky.  Makai  (toward  the 
sea)  we  see  the  beautiful  blue  waters 
of  the  Pacific  and  along  the  beach 
the  waves  rolling  in  over  the  golden 
sand.  As  we  view  the  general  con- 
tour of  the  land,  we  see  the  pictur- 
esque cocoanut  palm  as  it  dominates 
the  horizon.  The  temperature  varies 
very  little  the  year  round  and  is  ideal 
for  those  who  enjoy  the  great  out- 
doors. As  we  drive  along  the  high- 
way, we  may  see  flowered  hedges 
blooming  brightlv,  sometimes  border- 
ing fields  of  vanda  orchids. 

Within  the  city  there  is  much  to 
see,  modern  as  well  as  Oriental,  and 
in  some  instances,  ancient  customs 
and  habits.  We  see  the  older  Oriental 
in  his  native  dress,  the  vounger  ladies 
and  girls  in  their  mummius  and 
brightly  colored  Hawaiian  prints 
with  fragrant  plumeria  leis,  and  the 
men  and  boys  with  their  bright 
"Aloha"  shirts. 

Hawaii  has  been  called  the  tour- 
ist's plavground.  It  is  not  only  the 
tourist's  plavground,  but  the  cross- 
roads of  religion,  as  well.  On  the 
Island  of  Oahu  we  find  many  Bud- 
dhist and  Shinto  temples.  One  tem- 
ple cost  a  half-million  dollars  to 
build.  Inside  the  temple,  on  a  raised 
platform  at  the  front  of  the  audito- 
rium is  a  large  gold  Buddha  weighing 
about  750  pounds.  To  this  large 
temple  and  other  small  Buddhist  and 
Shinto  shrines,  the  Oriental  comes 
seeking  peace  for  his  soul.  There  are 
yet  others  who  seek  inner  peace  and 
spiritual  health  at  the  shrine  of  some 
other  false  religion  or  cult. 

Some  young  people  are  seeking 
joy  in  the  pleasures  of  this  world, 
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such  as  dancing,  parties,  movies,  and 
the  like.  But  those  things  do  not  and 
cannot  satisfy  the  human  heart.  But, 
thank  the  Lord,  this  is  not  the  whole 
storv.  We  have  seen  other  young 
people  come  to  know  the  Lord  as 
Saviour.  What  a  joy  to  see  them  bring 
their  Bibles,  search  the  Word,  hide 
God's  Word  in  their  hearts,  and  then 
go  out  and  witness  to  others.  God 
has  permitted  us  to  see  some  out- 
standing conversions  here,  and  we 
are  continuing  to  see,  even  at  present, 
lives  of  both  the  adult  and  voung  per- 
son being  yielded  to  the  Lord. 

I  am  reminded  of  one  young  man 
who  went  home  from  a  meeting  and 
told  his  parents  he  was  no  longer 
going  to  worship  Buddha,  that  was 
a  "junk"  religion.  He  told  them  the 
Bible  says:  "Thou  shalt  have  no  other 
gods  before  me."  He  said  he  was 
going  to  worship  the  true  God. 
Through  this  voung  man's  witness, 
his  mother,  several  months  later, 
came  to  know  the  Lord  Jesus  as  her 
Saviour  too.  Another  young  man  who 
had  accepted  the  Lord  brought  his 
mother  to  know  the  Lord  through 
quoting  only  a  part  of  John  3:16. 

We  believe  the  people  here  are 
very  similar  to  those  of  your  own  lo- 
cality, with  the  exception  of  their 
Oriental  back  ground.  To  this  we 
might  add  one  further  exception,  that 
of    the    Oriental    religions    predomi- 


nance, especially  among  the  older 
generation.  I  believe  if  you  were  to 
take  a  cross  section  of  the  average 
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church  on  the  Mainland,  it  would 
furnish  a  fairly  accurate  commen- 
tary on  the  people,  their  activities,  and 
worship  of  the  Islands  here. 

It  was  our  joy  this  past  week  to 
call  on  a  Samoan  family,  who  had 
only  recently  come  from  Samoa,  in 
which  there  were  ten  children.  They 
were  of  another  religious  body,  but 
how  refreshing  it  was  to  talk  with 
them.  The  home  ties  were  very'  close 
and  strong,  and  it  seemed  as  though 
the  callousness  of  sin  had  not  yet  set 
in.  As  we  talked  with  the  mother 
and  seven  of  the  children  about  the 
Lord,  thev  said  they  were  not  sure 
of  their  salvation,  but  were  eager  to 
learn  "the  way."  Each  one  of  these 
voung  people  yvere  given  a  Bible 
and  found  the  Scriptures  which  were 
being  read,  and  then  eagerly  accepted 
the  Lord  as  their  Saviour  upon  the 
invitation.  This  was  our  first  experi- 
ence of  this  nature,  in  which  we  saw 
eight  in  a  family,  the  father  and  one 
other  not  being  present,  accept  Christ 
as  Saviour  at  one  time.  What  a  pic- 
ture to  see  a  family  united  in  the 
Lord  and  seeking  to  know  His  will. 

There  is  joy  in  living  for  Jesus 
in  Hawaii  when  we  can  point  others 
to  Christ,  that  they  might  come  to 
know  Him  and  live  for  Him  too.

JERUSALEM,  ISRAELI  SEC- 
TOR. One  of  the  biggest  and  most 
difficult  archeological  expeditions 
ever  undertaken  in  the  Hoi)'  Land, 
a  two-week  search  of  caves  dotting 
the  sheer  cliff  above  the  Dead  Sea, 
has  unearthed  at  least  one  ancient 
parchment  fragment  containing  a 
Biblical  passage.  The  expedition,  led 
by  Hebrew  University  archeologists, 
also  produced  two  groups  of  fragile 
twisted  papyrus  documents  or  letters, 
as  yet  unopened,  and  also  leather 
jackets  worn  by  Hebrew  rebels  who 
fought  against  the  Romans  almost 
2,000  years  ago.  Virtually  intact,  the 
jackets  were  the  first  of  their  kind 
ever  uncovered. 

CHICAGO,  ILL.  Two  additions 
and  one  resignation  from  the  facultv 
at  Moody  Bible  Institute,  Chicago, 
were  announced  recently  by  Dr.  S. 
Maxwell  Coder,  dean  of  education. 
Joining  the  Moody  faculty  next  fall 
will  be  Dr.  John  Rea  of  Winona 
Lake,  Ind.,  and  Mr.  Paul  S.  Haik 
of  Dallas,  Texas.  Dr.  Howard  F.  Vos 
of  the  Moody  faculty  is  leaving  to 
take  a  position  with  Trinity  Seminary 
and  Bible  College  in  Chicago.  Dr. 
John  Rea  is  presently  teaching  Old 
Testament  at  Grace  Theological 
Seminary.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Prince- 
ton University  and  has  an  M.A.  from 
Wheaton  College  and  a  Th.D.  from 
Grace  Theological  Seminary.  Mr. 
Haik,  who  formerly  taught  at  North- 
western College  and  Pillsbury  Baptist 
College  in  Minnesota,  has  an  A.B. 
from  Wheaton.  He  has  a  Th.M.  from 
Dallas  Theological  Seminary  and  is 
currently  completing  his  residence 
work  there  for  a  Th.D. 

HARRISBURG,  PA.  The  Rev. 
William  H.  Alexander,  pastor  of  the 
First  Christian  Church  of  Oklahoma 
City  and  Republican  nominee  for  the 
LI.S.  Senate  in  1954,  died  with  his 
wife  and  their  pilot  in  an  airplane 


crash  here  on  Apr.  3.  The  party  had 
been  en  route  to  Hershey,  Pa.,  where 
Dr.  Alexander  was  scheduled  to  de- 
liver the  principal  address  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  conference  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Association  of  Chief  School 
Administrators.  Dr.  Alexander  had 
served  as  national  chaplain  for  the 
Republican  party  when  President 
Eisenhower  was  elected  for  the  first 
time  in    1952. 

LOS  ANGELES.  The  Rt.  Rev. 
Francis  Eric  Bloy,  bishop  of  the 
Episcopal  Diocese  of  Los  Angeles,  has 
joined  with  the  executive  council  of 
the  diocese  in  a  strong  protest  against 
the  proposed  "Bible  Storyland"  Park 
in  the  Cucamonga,  Calif.,  area.  A 
group  of  promoters  headed  bv  Jack 
Haley,  Nat  Winecoff,  and  Donald  F. 
Duncan  had  announced  plans  for 
the   $15   million   park   last  January. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  Dr.  Ar- 
thur S.  Flemming,  Secretary  of 
Health,  Education,  and  Welfare,  has 
announced  his  intention  on  confer- 
ring with  religious  leaders  regarding 
"degree  mills."  Such  a  meeting  would 
be  advisable,  he  said,  "inasmuch  as 
degree  mills  frequently  award  so- 
called  religious  degrees."  Secretary 
Flemming  declared  that  the  U.S.  Of- 
fice of  Education  has  compiled,  on 
the  basis  of  information  derived  from 
a  questionnaire  sent  to  the  schools 
themselves,  a  "list  of  alleged  educa- 
tional institutions  whose  activities  are 
questionable  because  they  purport  to 
grant  educational  degrees  without  re- 
quiring the  usual  academic  perform- 
ance. "Degree  mills,"  he  charged, 
"undermine  the  reputation  of  Ameri- 
can education  at  home  and  abroad" 
and  create  "hostility  toward  this  coun- 
try on  the  part  of  their  overseas  vic- 
tims." Accompanying  Dr.  Flemming's 
statement  was  a  list  of  30  alleged 
"degree  mills."  Included  were:  Belin 
Memorial  University,  Manassas,  Va.; 


American  International  Academy, 
New  York  City;  Institute  of  Meta- 
physics, Birmingham,  Ala.;  The 
Church  of  Light,  Los  Angeles;  Bur- 
ton College  and  Seminary,  Manitou 
Springs,  Colo.;  American  Divinity 
School,  Pineland,  Fla.;  Blackstone 
School  of  Law,  Chicago;  Kondora 
Theosophical  Seminary,  Chicago; 
Pioneer  Theological  Seminary,  Rock- 
ford,  111.;  University  Extension  Con- 
servatory, Chicago;  Washington  Na- 
tional University,  Chicago;  Central 
School  of  Religion,  Indianapolis; 
Trinity  College,  Indianapolis;  Texas 
Theological  Seminary,  Fort  Worth; 
Webster  University,  Atlanta,  Ga.; 
Milton  University,  Baltimore;  West- 
ern University,  San  Diego;  Golden 
State  University,  Hollywood,  Calif.; 
and  Metropolitan  LIniversitv,  Glen- 
dale,  Calif.  There  are  a  score  of 
others. 


WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  Chris- 
Hanky  Today,  Protestant  fortnightly, 
says  that  modern  ministers  are  con- 
tending against  a  false  picture  of  their 
profession  that  is  becoming  increas- 
ingly distorted  in  the  public  mind. 
Many  works  of  modern  literature,  as 
well  as  popular  presentations  through 
mass  media,  contribute  to  the  dis- 
tortion of  the  clergy  image,  the  maga- 
zine declared  in  an  editorial  in  its 
April  25  issue.  Other  problems  faced 
by  the  modern  minister  include  the 
"bureaucratizaton  of  the  denomina- 
tions" and  the  pressures  of  "organiza- 
tional living,"  Christianity  Today 
said.  The  editorial,  "The  Minister  in 
the  Mirror,"  pictured  the  contempo- 
rary pulpiteer  as  "(1)  the  mouthpiece 
of  a  national  religious  establishment 
that  is  getting  more  'big-brotherish' 
every  year;  (2)  the  overworked  opera- 
tor of  a  church  that  has  become  a 
sociable  option  of  suburban  living; 
and  (3)  the  beatific  son  of  encourage- 
ment, who  dispenses  phychologized 
Bible  stories  to  people  whose  mothers 

believed  in  going  to  church."  "In  be- 
es      o 

tween  the  extremists,"  the  magazine 
added,  "the  average  Protestant  min- 
ister is  seeking  simply  and  honorably 
not  only  to  discharge  the  Great  Com- 
mission but  to  win  the  rightful  re- 
spect of  his  fellow  men.  He  asks  no 
'benefit  of  clergy,'  but  he  does  ask  to 
be  judged  as  a  man  rather  than  as  an 
exploited  image." 
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"ND  US  YOUR  HAND/

|esus  said  unto  him,  I  am  the  way, 
the  truth,  and  the  life;  no  man  cometh 
unto  the  Father,  but  bv  me  (John 
14:6). 

Some  weeks  ago  I  was  talking  with 
a  minister  neighbor  of  mine,  who 
has  been  a  minister  of  the  Gospel  of 
Christ  for  manv  years.  He  expressed 
quite  a  bit  of  leniencv  toward  preach- 
ers who  do  not  believe  in  the  Virgin 
Birth  of  Christ.  He  asked  whether 
Christ  could  not  have  come  from  the 
throne  of  God  and  been  the  Son  of 
God,  even  though  He  were  born  of 
the  seed  of  Adam.  To  his  question  I 
replied  as  follows: 

"Indeed,  our  Lord  and  Saviour 
could  not  have  come  from  the  throne 
of  God  and  been  born  of  a  human 
father  and  still  claim  to  be  the  Son 
of  God,  or  'to  be  equal  with  God' 
(Phil.  2:6),  or  to  have  all  power 
given  Him  in  heaven  and  in  earth" 
(Matt.  28:18). 

If  Jesus  had  been  born  of  a  human 
father.  He  would  have  been  in  need 
of  a  redeemer  the  same  as  anyone 
who  was  ever  born  of  the  seed  of 
Adam  or  ever  will  be  until  the  end  of 
time.  His  death  on  the  cross  would 
have  meant  nothing.  He  would  have 
been  the  same  as  the  two  thieves 
who  were  crucified  with  Him.  All 
three— ves,  the  whole  world  would 
have  died  without  a  redeemer  (Matt. 
1:18-25:   Luke   1:26-38;  Isa.   7:14). 

Moreover,  to  say  that  Christ  was 
not  born  of  a  Virgin  would  mean  that 
Matthew's  story  of  the  Virgin  Birth  is 
untrue.  Do  vou  recall  that  this  story 
was  verified  by  the  angel  to  Joseph? 
If  some  say  that  Joseph  was  the 
father  of  Jesus  then  both  Joseph  and 
Mary  would  have  been  false  wit- 
nesses and  guiltv  of  adultery. 

To  denv  the  Virgin  Birth  is  a  rank 
insult  to  God  and  to  Christ,  and  ac- 
cuses both  Joseph  and  Mary  of  being 
villainous  characters.  It  would  make 
Christ  the  greatest  imposter  that  ever 
came  to  the  world.  It  would  knock 
out  the  whole  plan  of  salvation  as  por- 
traved  in  both  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments. 


It  was  necessary  that  God  send  us 
a  Redeemer  in  His  Son  because  Adam 
lost  his  sonship  through  disobedience. 
Adam  died  spirituallv  as  soon  as  he 
ate  the  forbidden  fruit.  It  meant  ever- 
lasting separation  from  God  for  him 
and  all  his  descendants  with  the  ulti- 
mate death  of  their  physical  bodies. 
The  seed  of  Adam  was  corrupt  and 
produced  after  its  kind,  making  it  of 
the  utmost  importance  for  Christ  to 
be  born  of  a  Virgin.  Life  produces 
its  kind.  Adam's  seed  produced  death. 
God's  seed  produced  life  everlasting. 
He  who  was  born  of  the  Virgin  Mary 
was  the  pure  Seed  of  God. 

We  mentioned  earlier  that  they 
who  are  born  of  Adam's  seed  are 
already  dead  spirituallv.  Physical 
death  comes  to  the  bodv  after  it  has 
run  its  span  of  life.  Death,  as  we 
know  it,  did  not  come  to  Christ,  for 
we  read  in  Acts  2:24  that  it  was  not 
possible  for  Christ  to  be  holden  of  it 
(death).  Down  in  the  thirtv-first  verse 
it  tells  us  that  neither  did  His  flesh 
see  corruption.  Why  could  Jesus  not 
die  nor  His  body  see  corruption?  Be- 
cause He  was  born  of  pure  and  in- 
corruptible seed.  For  the  same  reason 
lesus'  blood  was  also  incorruptible. 
If  this  was  not  true.  His  body  would 
have  begun  to  decay  as  soon  as  He 
gave  up  the  Ghost.  Jesus  did  not 
die  from  complete  weakness  nor  total 
loss  of  blood,  for  "Jesus,  when  he 
had  cried  again  with  a  loud  voice, 
yielded  up  the  Ghost"  (Matt.  27:50). 

God  gave  us  His  onlv  begotten 
Son;  Jesus  gave  us  His  life.  He  gave 
it  of  His  own  free  will.  Jesus  said 
concerning  His  life,  "No  man  taketh 
it  from  me  ...  I  have  power  to  lay 
it  down,  and  I  have  power  to  take  it 
up  again"  (John  10:18).  Notice  He 
said  that  no  man  could  take  His 
life.  You  recall  that  in  speaking  to 
His  disciple  who  had  drawn  his 
sword  and  stretched  forth  his  hand 
in  Jesus  defence,  He  said,  "Thinkcst 
thou  that  I  cannot  now  pray  to  my 
Father,  and  he  shall  presently  give 
me  more  than  twelve  legions  of  an- 
»els?"  (Matt.  26:53).  Is  it  any  won- 


der that  "when  the  centurion,  which 
stood  over  against  him,  saw  that  he 
so  cried  out,  and  gave  up  the  ohost, 
he  said,  Truly  this  man  was  the  Son 
of  God"  (Mark  15:39). 

Without  the  Virgin  Birth  of 
Christ,  his  death  on  the  cross  could 
not  have  atoned  for  the  sins  of  man. 
All  human  life,  past,  present,  and 
future,  would  still  be  in  sin.  Had 
there  been  no  Virgin  Birth,  no  re- 
demptive cross,  no  resurrection,  and 
no  ascension  to  glory,  His  own  could 
not  be  His.  Neither  could  man  ever 
have  expected  Christ  to  return  to  re- 
ceive His  own  (John  14:3),  nor  could 
man  ever  have  that  glorious  hope  of 
reigning  with  Him,  for  their  King, 
Jesus  Christ,  would  also  be  under  the 
power  of  Satan  with  them.  Satan's 
victory  would  have  been  complete. 

All  who  enter  the  kingdom  of  God 
must  enter  through  the  new  birth 
by  way  of  the  cross  (John  3:3-8,  14- 
18).  Everything  centers  in  the  cross 
of  Jesus  Christ  and  His  shed  blood 
and  is  not  centered  in  the  Sermon 
on  the  Mount.  The  Sermon  on  the 
xMount  would  be  meaningless  without 
the  cross.  The  Great  Commission 
given  to  the  apostles  in  Matthew  28: 
18-20  includes  the  whole  Gospel. 
This  Commission  is  based  upon  the 
Virgin  Birth,  the  cross,  the  resurrec- 
tion, the  ascension,  and  His  coming 
again.  The  glorification  of  Jesus 
Christ  came  through  these  same 
events.  Thus  He  became  a  living  re- 
ality, and  thus  He  can  become  a 
real  person  in  the  hearts  of  Christians. 

According  to  Matthew  7:13  and 
14,  it  is  quite  evident  that  the  whole 
world  will  not  accept  salvation  as 
some  so  blindly  believe.  However,  we 
are  told  that  whosoever  will  may 
come.  No  one  is  compelled.  There- 
fore as  all  Scripture  is  based  upon 
Christ  and  Him  crucified,  let  us 
stick  close  to  that  message  and  kin- 
dred  subjects  which  grow  out  of  that 
message.  Let  the  church  work  faith- 
fullv  for  the  salvation  of  souls.  "The 
Word  of  faith,  which  we  preach; 
that  if  thou  shall  confess  with  thy 
mouth  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  shalt  be- 
lieve in  thine  heart  that  God  hath 
raised  him  from  the  dead,  thou  shalt 
be  saved"  (Rom  10:8-9).  We  have 
the  promise  that  His  saints  sh; 
reign  with  Him  forever  and  < 
a  world  without  end.

SMOKING

PSALM  31:3 

For  thou  art  my  rock  and  my 
fortress;  therefore  for  thy  name's 
sake  lead  me,  and  guide  me. 


There  is  always  a  need  for  Chris- 
tian men  and  women  whose  lives  are 
a  positive  testimony  for  Christ.  To- 
day especially  people  are  searching 
for  truth  and  are  therefore  closely 
watching  those  who  profess  Christ. 
I  believe  one  of  the  greatest  single 

O  O 

hindrances  to  a  victorious  Christian 
life  is  the  smoking  habit,  and  par- 
ticularly cigarettes.  I  know  this  sounds 
extreme,  and  to  the  unyielded  Chris- 
tian who  smokes,  fanatical.  But  I 
used  to  smoke  a  pack  a  day,  and  I  feel 
qualified  to  write  from  my  own  ex- 
perience. 

I  soon  learned  after  I  accepted 
Christ  as  my  Saviour,  that  my  smok- 
ing habit  interfered  with  the  complete 
enjoyment  of  every  Christian  activity. 

One  of  the  first  things  I  asked  the 
man  who  led  me  to  Christ  was  "Does 
your  church  care  if  I  smoke?"  He 
told  me  tactfully  that  the  church  did 
not  give  out  a  list  of  "do's  and  don'ts," 
but  that  the  Holy  Spirit  would  speak 
to  my  heart  about  "things,"  and  just 
to  yield  to  Him.  This  certainly  was 
true  because  in  a  short  time  I  be- 
came uncomfortably  aware  of  my  left 
hand  holding  a  cigarette  while  my 
right  hand  was  holding  the  Bible. 


I  was  determined  not  to  see  any- 
thing wrong  with  smoking  and  read- 
ing  the  Bible  at  the  same  time,  but  I 
was  so  miserable  I  finally  decided  I 
wouldn't  smoke  while  studying  the 
Bible.  This  didn't  work  too  well  be- 
cause I  was  so  hungry  for  the  Word 
that  I  often  would  read  for  an  hour 
—a     long     time    for     an     inveterate 

smoker  to  go  without  a  cigarette.  Un- 
ci o 

less  you  have  had  this  habit,  you  can- 
not imagine  how  it  twines  itself  in 
and  out  of  everything  you  do.  If  you 
are  working,  you  need  a  cigarette. 
If  it  is  time  to  rest,  you  must  have  a 
cigarette,  if  you  are  alone,  or  if  COm- 
pany  comes  in,  if  you  are  sick,  well, 
blue,  happy,  sad  or  mad,  you  must 
have  a  cigarette! 

I  smoked  for  about  eight  months 
after  I  became  a  Christian,  and  I 
have  never  had  anv  one  thing  rob  me 
of  so  much  joy.  For  example,  during 
worship  services  my  heart  would  be 
flooded  with  joy  and  love  for  my 
Saviour,  for  the  minister,  and  the  dear 
Christians  around  me.  Tears  of  hap- 
piness would  fill  my  eyes,  and  as  I 
would  reach  in  my  purse  for  a  hand- 
kerchief, there  would  be  my  pack  of 
cigarettes  and  lighter,  an  uglv  re- 
minder  of  the  past.  Then  there  was 


communion.  I  love  our  communion 
service,  but  when  the  pastor  would 
have  us  bow  our  heads  in  a  moment 
of  silent  confession  and  prayer,  the 
Holy  Spirit  would  always  point  out 
smoking  to  me.  Even  though  I  knew 
the  Lord  loved  me,  I  knew  positively 
that  this  thing  grieved  Him;  vet  I 
could  not  put  it  away. 

Of  course  my  testimony  was  weak- 
ened. I  will  never  forget  one  after- 
noon when  I  excited!)'  told  my  broth- 
er-in-law how  much  I  loved  the  Lord, 
how  wonderful  it  was  to  be  a  Chris- 
tian, and  so  on.  He  listened  politely 
for  awhile,  then  said:  "If  you  really 
mean  everything  you  say,  you'd  quit 
smoking!"  This  worldly  man  also 
smoked,  but  he  had  certain  standards 
for  true  Christians,  and  I  didn't 
measure  up.  His  remark  really  hurt 
and  I  knew  then  that  I  would  never 
be  completely  happy  until  I  had  the 
victory. 

Some  people  can  quit  easily. 
Others  think  it  is  easy  and  boast: 
"I've  quit  lots  of  times!"  But  some  of 
us  find  it  almost  impossible  and  need 
help,  and  that's  the  reason  for  this 
article,  to  pass  along  my  experience, 
trusting  God  that  it  will  be  of  some 
help. 
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The  first  and  most  important 
question  for  vou  to  answer  honestiv 
is,  do  you  really  want  to  quit?  After 
three  or  four  "quittings  and  startings" 
I  realized  that  this  was  the  place  to 
"start  quitting."  Do  vou  really  want 
to  quit?  I  used  to  cry  around  to  my 
new  Christian  friends:  "Please  pray 
for  me  that  I  will  he  able  to  quit 
smoking!"  Periodically  I  would  call 
the  pastor's  wife  and  others  and  say: 
"In  the  morning  I'm  going  to  try  to 
quit  smoking.  Please  hold  me  up  in 
prayer."  It  is  hard  to  understand  how 
vour  mind  can  be  so  deceitful,  even 
to  yourself.  I  wanted  to  quit;  vet  'way 
down  in  my  heart  I  couldn't  bear  the 
idea  of  never,  never  having  another 
cigarette!  I  actually  used  to  think 
that  maybe,  somehow,  in  heaven  we 
could  smoke,  and  it  wouldn't  be  sin! 
I  didn't  want  to  face  a  life  without 
my  cigarettes;  therefore  all  my  at- 
tempts to  quit  were  hypocritical. 

When  you've  decided  that  you 
honestly  want  to  quit,  list  your  rea- 
sons (on  paper)  why  you  want  to  quit. 
You  may  not  have  admitted  to  your- 
self some  of  the  reasons.  Your  list 
mioht  look  something  like  this:  I  want 
to  quit  smoking  because: 

1.  I  know  I  could  be  a  better  wit- 
ness for  my  Lord.  Have  you  ever 
tried,  with  a  halo  of  smoke  around 
vour  head,  to  tell  someone  how  Christ 
delivers  from  sin? 

2.  It  is  injurious  to  my  health.  This 
does  not  affect  the  unsaved  too  much 
because  they  think:  "We  all  have 
to  go  some  time."  But  it  should  be 
important  to  the  Christian  who  has 
read  I  Corinthians  6:19  and  20: 
"Know  ye  not  that  your  body  is  the 
temple  of  the  Holy  Ghost  .  .  .  there- 
fore glorifv  God  in  your  body." 

3.  1  am  to  be  a  follower  of  Christ. 
Can  vou  imagine  Jesus  standing 
around  smoking  as  He  gave  the  ser- 
mon  on  the  mount? 

4.  It  costs  so  much.  How  much 
have  vou  given  to  missions  this  year? 

5.  It  looks  so  stupid.  What  on  earth 
possesses  us  to  puff  on  this  little  white 
thing  many  times  a  day?  Isn't  it 
ridiculous? 

6.  It  is  so  disgusting  to  non-smok- 
ers. Smoker's  breath  is  bad  enough, 
but  it  is  worse  to  fight  for  a  little 
oxygen  in  a  smoke-filled  room.  Don't 
kid  yourself  that  vou  can  brush  your 
teeth    and    no    one    will    know    vou 
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smoke.  A  tobacco  user  has  a  dis- 
tinctive odor  that  even  perfume  or 
shaving  lotion  will  not  hide. 

7.  It  robs  me  of  joy.  Make  your- 
self remember  the  many  times  your 
habit  has  interfered  with  Christian 
activities:  after  church  fellowship, 
restlessness  at  banquets  and  picnics, 
mixed  feelings  of  guilt  and  irritation 
around    non-smokers. 

You  want  to  quit  and  you  have 
vour  list  before  you.  Now  get  on  your 
knees  and  prav  that  God  will  make 
you  hate  smoking.  Admit  to  Him 
that  you  have  secretly  wanted  to  hang 
on  to  this  little  thing  and  still  have  all 
the  joys  of  Christianity.  Prav  that  He 
will  open  your  eyes  to  see  that  this 
is  a  thing  to  be  despised  and  feared. 
After  each  cigarette,  go  into  your  bed- 
room if  possible  and  tell  Him  you're 
sorry  vou  smoked  that  time.  Soon 
you  will  be  embarrassed  at  how  often 
you  have  to  ask  forgiveness  and  this 
in  itself  will  cause  you  to  hate  your 
encumbrance.

This  Is 

Q  DAY" 


Decide  on  a  day  that  you  will 
quit.  The  night  before  get  rid  of  all 
cigarettes  and  your  lighter.  Other 
times  when  I  had  tried  to  quit,  I 
left  cigarettes  in  the  house  because 
people  said  that  I  couldn't  really 
prove  myself  until  I  could  quit  with 
the  temptation  at  hand;  but  the  Bible 
savs:  ".  .  .  make  not  provision  for  the 
flesh,  to  fulfill  the  lusts  thereof" 
(Rom.  13:14).  Once  you  decide  that 
this  is  "Q-Day"  never,  never  toy  with 
the  thought  of  smoking.  If  you  allow 
vour  mind  to  consider  the  possibility 
of  having  even  a  puff,  it  won't  be 
any  time  until  Satan  will  have  a  cig- 
arette in  your  hand. 

Next,  feed  on  the  Word  of  God. 
All  cigarette  addicts  must  smoke 
after  each  meal.  I  fought  Satan  with 
the  Word  by  placing  some  piece  of 
Christian  literature  beside  my  plate; 
then  after  each  meal  instead  of  reach- 
ing for  a  cigarette  I  would  reach  for 


a  tract.  I  also  found  it  helpful,  since 
my  husband  still  smoked,  to  empty 
and  wash  his  ashtrays  as  soon  as  he 
left  in  the  mornings,  and  instead  of 
putting  them  back  in  their  places, 
I  replaced  them  with  bouquets  of 
flowers  or  Christian  reading  material. 
If  you  are  a  businessman  with  an  ash- 
tray on  your  desk,  put  it  on  some- 
one else's  desk.  Get  rid  of  book 
matches  in  your  suit  pockets-and 
even  though  you  are  not  a  cigar 
smoker,  if  some  happy  new  father 
gives  you  a  cigar,  get  rid  of  it  as  fast 
as  you  can  because  Satan  will  con- 
vince you  that  a  few  puffs  off  a  cigar 
is  not  the  same  as  smoking.  But  you 
will  be  so  discontent  with  the  taste 
of  the  cigar  you  will  think:  "I've  al- 
ready smoked,  might  as  well  buy  one 
more  pack  of  cigarettes."  If  you  work 
in  a  factory,  arm  yourself  for  the  cof- 
fee break  by  having  tracts  in  your 
shirt  pocket  instead  of  cigarettes. 
When  the  whistle  blows,  pull  out  a 
tract  and  read  it.  Bonus!  This  may 
give  you  an  opportunity  to  witness 
and  even  bring  a  soul  to  Christ. 

Lastly,  pray  without  ceasing,  liter- 
ally. Many  times  a  day  you  will  feel 
that  it  just  isn't  worth  it  and  vou 
will  quit  some  other  time.  Try  to 
recognize  this  as  Satan  and  resist 
him.  There  were  times  when  I  would 
run  into  my  bedroom  and  fall  on  my 
knees  and  "scold"  God:  "Lord  you're 
the  only  reason  I  want  to  quit!  Now 
help  me!"  I  don't  know  how  He  put 
up  with  my  wickedness,  but  He  al- 
ways helped  me.  "Submit  your- 
self to  God.  Resist  the  devil,  and  he 
will  flee  from  you"  (James  4:7).  Also, 
gear  vourself  for  a  long  range  battle. 
I  used  to  think  if  I  could  pass  the 
first  three  days,  I  would  no  longer 
want  to  smoke.  I  haven't  had  a 
cigarette  (praise  God)  since  May 
1953,  but  even  now,  occasionally  I 
have  a  desire  to  smoke.  But  my  con- 
stant prayer  over  and  over  has  been 
"Please,  Lord,  don't  let  me  smoke 
again."  It  is  wonderful  to  be  free  of 
that  senseless  habit.  How  I  praise  our 
Lord  for  the  victory!  "But  thanks  be 
to  God,  which  giveth  us  the  victory 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ"  (I 
Cor.    15:57). 

I  pray  that  you  too,  can  come  out 
from  under  the  hindrance  thai 
a  tinge  of  grev  on  all  your  ( 
joy. 


SURRENDER!

"Surrender!"  That's  the  command 
of  an  enemy— the  demand  of  a  con- 
quering foe— the  requirement  of  a  tri- 
umphant force.  A  conquered  general 
extended  his  hand  to  the  general  of 
the  conquering  arm,  but  it  was  re- 
fused with  these  words:  "Your  sword, 
please!"  Yes;  we  surrender  to  an 
enemy  when  we  are  forced  to  do  so, 
or  voluntarily  because  we  feel  that 
conflict  would  be  of  no  avail.  There's 
a  vast  difference  between  surrender 
and— 

Yield! 

"Yield!"  That's  the  requirement  of 
«.ur  Lord.  Yield!  Yield!  YIELD!  This 
word  permeates  the  entire  Scrip- 
tures concerning  the  work  of  the 
Holy  Spirit.  It  is  the  absolute  neces- 
sity to  the  fullness  of  the  Spirit.  Since 
this  is  so  vital  a  word  in  relation  to 
the  work  of  the  Spirit,  let  us  study 
it  as  used  in  the  Scriptures  to  dis- 
cover its  essential  meaning. 

In  II  Chronicles  30:8,  it  means  to 
the  hand.  The  people  of  the 
Lord  are  exhorted  not  to  be  stiff- 
necked  as  their  fathers  were,  but  to 
yield  (give  the  hand)  unto  the  Lord. 
The  yielded  hand  meant  the  yielded 
heart  and  life  as  well.  Give  the  Holy 
Spirit  your  hand. 

In  Romans  6:13,  16,  19,  the  word 
means  to  place  along  side  of.  It  means 
companionship  and  comradeship  and 
partnership.  It  means  to  form  an 
agreement  with,  to  covenant  together. 
"Yield  yourselves  unto  God."  "To 
whom  ye  yield  yourselves  servants  to 
obey,  his  slaves  we  are  to  whom  ye 
obey."  "As  ye  have  yielded  your 
members  servants  to  uncleanness  and 
to  iniquity  unto  iniquity;  even  so  now 


yield  your  members  servants  to  right- 
eousness unto  holiness."  Take  your 
stand  alongside  of  the  Spirit  in  agree- 
ment, in  covenant  relationships, 
yield  yourselves  unto  the  Spirit. 

In  other  Scriptures  the  word  yield 
means  to  give  up,  to  produce.  It  is 
used  thus  often  of  fruits  of  different 
kinds.  What  are  we  to  give  up?  Any- 
thing the  Spirit  wants.  So  often  we 
think  of  "giving  up"  as  meaning  only 
sacrifice.  We  think  in  negative  terms 
only.  Surely  we  must  give  up,  sacri- 
fice, permit  to  be  taken  out,  anything 
contrary  to  the  Spirit,  but  it  is  the 
positive  side  of  giving  up  that  we 
need  to  learn  how  to  do.  Produce 
something  for  the  Spirit,  give  it  up 
to  Him— yield  Him  the  fruit  of  our 
lives— give  up  to  1  lim  all  things  we 
are  and  possess.  Time,  talent,  sub- 
stance are  the  trio  often  stressed  in 
stewardship. 

In  Romans  12:1,  the  same  word 
"yield"  is  translated  "present."  The 
marginal  reading  is  "yield."  In  this 
verse  the  entire  being  is  in  view  we 
believe,  although  the  body  is  specifi- 
cally named.  This  is  the  theme  of 
the  entire  chapter  in  which  self  and 
service  and  substance  are  all  required 
in  vieldedness.  If  we  desire  to  have 
the  fullness  of  the  Spirit  we  must 
put  into  daily  practice  the  twelfth 
chapter  of  the  Book  of  Romans. 

Kept  Back 

In  the  Book  of  Acts  there  is  a  strik- 
ing contrast.  Concerning  Ananias  it 
is  said:  "Lie  kept  back  part  of  the 
price."  But  Paul  testifies:  "I  kept  back 
nothing."  Paul  is  speaking  concern- 
ing keeping  back  nothing  of  the  full 
Gospel,  he  did  not  trim  his  message 


to  suit  his  listeners.  But  Paul  could 
also  have  borne  the  same  testimony 
concerning  himself  and  his  life.  He 
lived  the  yielded  life.  Paul's  first  say- 
ing, "Lord,  what  wilt  thou  have  me 
to  do?"  became  the  motto  for  his  en- 
tire life.  Herein  lies  the  secret  of  the 
fullness  of  the  Spirit.  Keep  nothing 
back!  Yield  it  all! 

Yielded  to  Christ! 

The  Spirit's  supreme  mission  with- 
in us  is  to  exalt  Christ.  He  would 
lead  us  into  complete  vieldedness  to 
Christ  himself!  Sometimes,  like  Mar- 
tha, we  become  so  engrossed  about 
the  things  of  service  that  we  forget 
the  Master  of  service.  Mary  chooses 
the  better  part  which  abides,  she  be- 
comes engrossed,  enraptured  with 
Christ  himself!  This  is  what  vielded- 
ness to  the  Spirit  will  lead  us  to  do. 

"Take  my  life  and  let  it  be 
Consecrated,  Lord,  to  Thee." 

"Here  am  I,  send  me,"  said  Isaiah. 
"I  give  Him  everything,"  said  David 
Livingstone,  "pity  I  have  so  little  to 
give."  William  Booth  testified:  "God 
always  had  all  there  was  of  me." 

Yielded  Wills 

The  greatest  test  of  vieldedness  is 
in  the  realm  of  the  will.  Moody  one 
time  started  his  sermon  to  a  great 
audience,  in  which  he  knew  there 
were  defiant  infidels,  with  these 
words,  "Will  vou  be  saved?"  One 
bold  infidel  shouted  back,  "I  will 
not!"  Moody  said,  "That's  my  test," 
and  preached  a  masterful  sermon  on 
the  "Conflict  of  the  Wills"— man's 
will  opposing  God's  will.  Yielded 
wills!  "Wilt  thou?"  Unless  our  wills 
are  yielded  the  Holy  Spirit  cannot 
infill  us  or  energize  our  service  to 
Christ's  glorv.  Practice  daily,  con- 
stant, uninterrupted  vieldedness.  Re- 
member, fellow  Christians,  the  sin 
of  rebellion  is  one  of  the  greatest 
sins  a  Christian  ever  commits  and  is 
an  abomination  to  the  Lord. 

"Yes;  Lord,  I  will  say  yes,  yes  to  the 
Spirit's  call; 

Yes,  Lord,  I  will  say  yes,  and  give 
Thee  my  all  in  all; 

Thou  in  Thy  beauty  hast  won  my 
heart; 

Sweet  is  Thy  presence,  so  precious 
Thou  art; 

Yes;  Lord,  I  will  say  yes,  and  fol- 
low whate'er  befall."

Convention  of 

National  Association  of  Evangelicals  a  Great  Success 

The  annual  convention  of  the  NAE  was  held  at  the 
Palmer  House  in  Chicago,  111.,  during  the  latter  part  of 
April.  As  in  most  previous  years,  this  convention  was  a 
great  success  in  many  different  ways. 

Various  commissions  comprised  within  the  framework 
of  NAE  cover  about  every  facet  of  Christian  service. 
These  commissions  serve  as  clearing  houses  for  ideas, 
methods,  instruction,  and  all  kinds  of  assistance  to  the 
constituents.  The  Church  Extension  Commission  this 
year  presented  excellent  material  in  the  three  fields  of 
church  extension,  evangelism,  and  home  missions.  Ex- 
perts in  all  of  these  fields  answered  questions  during  panel 
discussions.  Actual  illustrations  of  the  mother  and  branch 
church  idea  were  shown  in  pictures. 

The  main  sessions  of  the  convention  were  stimulating 
and  spiritual.  Men  of  God  challenged  the  hearts  of  all  in 
attendance. 

The  NAE  is  doing  a  job  of  consolidating  and  strength- 
ening the  evangelical  forces  of  America.  The  influence 
and  overall  power  of  the  National  Council  of  Churches 
of  Christ  in  the  U.S.A.  is  increasing  constantly.  Unless 
some  agency  arises  to  represent  evangelicalism  and  its 
varied  national  needs,  the  time  could  come  very  quickly 
when  the  extension  of  our  influence  would  be  com- 
pletely controlled  by  the  Council.  In  the  area  of  church 


extension  in  some  large  American  cities  this  has  already 
happened.  It  would  have  been  impossible  for  some  evan- 
gelical groups  to  buy  property  for  a  church  location  with- 
out the  assistance  of  NAE. 

Since  America  is  without  doubt  the  last  citadel  of  true 
Christianity  in  this  world,  and  since  the  forces  of  un- 
belief, immorality,  and  crime  are  gradually  becoming 
more  powerful  in  our  own  Nation,  such  assistance  is  of 
vital  and  strategic  importance. 

Use  of  Alcoholic  Beverages  Among  Teen-agers  Increasing 

The  unfortunate  fact  is  that  most  adults  have  a  very 
limited  idea  of  what  goes  on  in  our  public  high 
schools  today.  A  little  information  filters  through  from 
our  own  teen-agers,  but  they  usually  do  not  talk  about 
the  worst  things. 

Among  the  most  vicious  attacks  on  our  high  school- 
ers  today  are  the  circulation  of  pornographic  literature, 
the  use  of  dope,  and  drinking  of  alcoholic  beverages.  The 
latter  is  especially  growing  very  rapidly.  The  use  of 
young  people  in  beer  ads  on  TV,  many  of  whom  look 
as  if  they  are  not  even  old  enough  to  be  high-school  sen- 
iors, has  helped  to  break  down  resistance  and  to  con- 
dition us  for  the  horrible  advance  in  teen-age  drinking. 
In  one  state  17.5  percent  of  the  high-school  students 
drink  alcoholic  beverages.  The  incidence  of  drunkenness 
among  teen-agers  has  increased  sharply  during  the  past 
five  years. 

This  leads  to  serious  accidents,  a  break  down  in 
morals,  and  practically  a  complete  lack  of  restraint. 

Never  in  all  the  history  of  the  human  race  has  there 
been  a  greater  challenge  to  reach  young  people  for 
Christ.  Many  millions  are  without  any  religious  train- 
ing whatever.  Many  additional  millions  are  not  receiving 
the  right  religious  training.  They  have  never  heard  the 
Gospel.  With  the  number  of  teen-agers  due  to  increase 
during  many  years  ahead,  our  churches  should  be  plan- 
ning for  an  all-out  youth  program  to  reach  young  peo- 
ple through  Christian  young  people.  This  means  train- 
ing our  young  people  for  serious  witnessing  about  Christ 
to  others.  Often,  if  they  are  encouraged,  thev  respond 
readily  to  this  opportunity. 

The  future  of  The  Brethren  Church  is  being  effected 
right  now  bv  our  failure  in  this  area  in  past  years.  Pas- 
tors, missionaries,  other  workers  are  needed  and  are  not 
now  available.  We  are  very  slow  to  see  our  opportuni- 
ties and  very  slow  to  grasp  them  when  we  do  see  them.

ize  our  individual  responsibilities  to 
the  Lord  and  to  His  program.  The 
service,  with  the  exception  of  the 
ground-breaking  itself,  was  held  in 
our  present  meeting  place  at  3554 
Cleveland-Massilon  Road.  Immediate- 
lv  following  the  message  we  assem- 
bled at  the  lots  where  the  ground- 
er 

breaking  ceremonv  was  held.  It  was 
opened  in  prayer  by  the  Sundav- 
school  superintendent,  James  Spahr. 
Robert  Burns,  pastor,  broke  the  first 
shove]  of  ground,  and  then  followed 
James  Spahr  and  the  members  of  the 
building  committee.  Andrew  Riise 
pronounced  the  benediction. 

Barberton,  with  its  34,000  popula- 
tion, plus  the  surrounding  areas,  is 
certainly  in  need  of  the  Gospel.  Less 
than  one-third  of  the  population  is 
affiliated  with  anv  Protestant  church, 
and  those  churches  which  are  pre- 
senting a  true  gospel  message  are 
verv  few.  The  area  in  which  we  are 
located  is  just  west  of  Barberton  in 
Norton  Township,  called  Norton 
Center. 

Our  first  plans  for  a  Brethren 
church  in  this  area  brought  Rev.  Les- 
ter  Pifer  from  The  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council,  who  met  with  us 
the  first  Wednesday  in  October  1958. 
We  organized  as  the  First  Brethren 
Church  of  Barberton,  Ohio,  on  Oc- 
tober 27,  1958,  with  just  eighteen 
people  as  the  charter  membership. 
On  April  19,  1959,  we  met  with  Dr. 
L.  L.  Grubb  to  discuss  the  possibilities 
of   home-mission    support. 

The  Lord  has  richly  blessed  us  in 
every  move  and  led  in  every  phase 
of  the  work.  Especially  did  He  show 


us  His  w  ill  in  the  purchasing  of  the 
lots.  We  were  led  to  a  man  of  out- 
standing integrity  from  whom  we 
bought  the  lots.  When  we  first  met 
with  Mr.  Fraterolli,  a  Roman  Cath- 
olic, he  asked  us  if  we  wanted  the 
lots,  and  we  assured  him  that  we  did. 
This  was  just  a  verbal  agreement  to 
purchase  the  lots  for  $15,000.  Soon 
the  news  got  around  that  the  lots 
were  going  to  be  sold  and  many  in- 
terested parties  made  an  attempt  to 
purchase  them,  even  offering  more 
money  for  them.  One  party  offered 
Mr.  Fraterolli  $20,000  for'  the  lots 
but  was  told,  "I  promised  Mr.  Burns 
and  the  men  of  the  church  that  I 
would  sell  to  them,  and  I  cannot  go 
back  on  my  word." 

We  praise  the  Lord  for  the  prayers 
and  support  of  Brethren  people  every- 
where. The  Akron  First  Church  has 
given  of  their  prayers,  time,  talents, 
and  finances.  Their  pastor,  Rev.  Rus- 
sell Ogden,  has  been  greatly  used  of 
the  Lord  in  helping  us  to  get  estab- 
lished. The  Northern  Ohio  District 
Mission  Board  is  giving  financial 
support  toward  our  lots.  And  we  are 
indebted  to  The  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council,  Inc.,  which  has 
made  our  hopes  for  a  Brethren  church 
and  a  new  building  a  reality. 

Our  people  have  been  very  faithful 
in  this  new  venture  of  faith,  and  God 
has  certainly  supplied  our  every  need. 
Our  great  desire  is  that  this  church 
might  be  a  place  where  lost  souls  will 
be  directed  to  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

The  Canon  Brethren  Church, 
Taos,  N.  Mex.,  continues  to  be  in  the 
news  due  to  an  unprecedented  wave 
of  vandalism  to  the  church.  The  last 
home-mission  issue  carried  an  edi- 
torial from  the  Taos  News  entitled 
"Sad  Affair."  A  number  of  times 
prior  to  that  incident  lights  had  been 
destroyed  and  other  damage  done. 
Then,  just  a  few  hours  preceding  the 
Easter  morning  service  a  German 
swastika  emblem  appeared  on  the 
wall  with  the  words  "German  Ges- 
tapos." 

The  news  of  this  latest  attack  ap- 
peared in  an  article,  "Vandals  Smash 
Church  Windows,"  which  was  print- 
ed in  the  April  25  issue  of  the  Albu- 
querque Journal.  This  time  two 
stained  glass  windows,  two  basement 
windows,  and  two  outdoor  floodlights 
were  broken  with  damage  estimated 
at  $100.  "There  is  no  logical  reason- 
ing for  the  vandalism  attacks  on  the 
church,"  says  Sam  I.  Homey. 


In  contrast  to  this,  the  good  news 
from  the  Taos  area  includes  two  over- 
night youth  rallies  in  recent  weeks. 
First,  the  Navajo  young  people  from 
the  Brethren  Navajo  Mission  visited 
Taos  for  a  vouth  rally,  and  while  they 
were  there,  thev  took  a  tour  of  the 
area. 

The  second  such  rally  included 
some  seventv  high  schoolers  from 
twelve  different  high  schools  in  the 
Denver,  Colo.,  area.  This  group  was 
sponsored  bv  Rev.  Paul  Eiselstein, 
missionary  of  the  American  Sunday 
School  Union.  These  young  people 
invaded  Taos  with  tracts  and  got  a 
close-up  view  of  the  missionary  chal- 
lenge of  the  Taos  Vallev.  Brother 
Hornev  led  the  tour  which  included 
the  Taos  Indian  Village  and  the  many 
historical  spots  nearby.

The  four  families  comprising  crew 
number  two— the  Donald  Sellers  fam- 
ily, the  Raymond  Sturgill  family,  the 
Lester  Keyser  family,  and  the  Bert 
Jordan  family— have  again  produced  a 
monument  to  the  grace  of  our  Lord.

"One  Hundred  and  Eighty  Degrees  Out"

There  is  an  expression  that  is  be- 
coming increasingly  popular  among 
the  voung  people  of  the  Fairfax  Dis- 
trict. It  is  the  expression,  "a  hun- 
dred and  eighty  degrees  out."  If  you 
want  to  express  the  non-conformity  of 
an  individual  with  generally  accepted 
ideas  or  desires,  you  simply  state:  "He 
is  a  hundred  and  eighty  degrees  out!" 
And  if  you  wish  to  imply  the  person 
is  an  ultra-non-conformist,  he  is 
classed  as  "a  hundred  and  ninety-two 
degrees  out."  The  word  "out"  implies 
"out  of"  or  "off"  the  course  one  is 
expected  to  follow.  This  phrasing 
might  be  classed  as  "beatnik"  jargon,

but  it  is  certainly  very  expressive  and 
descriptive.  One  hundred  and  eighty 
degrees  off  course  means  you  are 
headed  in  a  direction  that  is  exactly 
opposite  from  that  which  you  should 
be  following.  And  one  hundred  and 
ninety-two  degrees  off  course  conveys 
the  idea  that  vou  are  not  only  going 
in  a  direction  exactly  opposite  from 
the  one  vou  should  be  following, 
but  you  are  even  on  a  course  tangent 
to  that.  In  other  words,  vou  are  really 
lost. 

As  I  deal  with  my  Jewish  friends 
here  in  Fairfax,  I  find  they  are,  for 
the  most  part,  "a  hundred  and  ninety- 
two  degrees  out."  This  matter  of 
being  "off  course"  was  vividly 
demonstrated  to  me  just  the  other 
day. 

1  was  attracted  by  a  poster  headed 
"PROTEST!"  I  saw  it  in  a  bakery 
where  I  was  making  a  purchase.  The 
poster  was  produced  by  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Orthodox  Congregations 
(Jewish).  It  was  advertising  a  meet- 
ing wherein  the  actions  of  a  certain 
Jewish  governing  body  were  to  be 
discussed  and  criticized.  I  felt  it  might 
be  of  value  to  attend  the  meeting,  and 
so  I  did.  Upon  entering  the  hall 
where  the  meeting  was  to  be  held,  I 
found  600  or  700  Jewish  people 
gathered  and  there  were  about  forty 
rabbis  on  the  platform.  As  the  meet- 
ing started,  the  chairman  stated  the 
reason  for  the  gathering.  An  organ- 
ization  known  as  the  Federated  Coun- 
cil of  Jewish  Agencies  (comprised  of 
representatives   from   every   level   of 


the  Jewish  community)  had  made  a 
ruling  to  the  effect  that  the  offices 
of  the  Los  Angeles  Jewish  Com- 
munity Council  at  590  North  Ver- 
mont Avenue  would  be  closed  only 
six  of  the  thirteen  Jewish  holy  days 
of  the  year. 

The  desecration  of  the  uncelebrat- 
ed seven  Jewish  holy  days  was  of  real 
concern  to  these  people.  Two  ques- 
tions asked  by  two  of  the  rabbis  set 
forth  this  concern.  They  were:  "How 
can  they  recognize  December  25  as 
a  holiday  and  ignore  these  seven 
holy  days  we  hold  sacred?"  and,  "It 
is  not  enough  to  ask,  'What  will 
other  Jewish  communities  say  rela- 
tive to  our  desecration  of  the  holy 
days?'  Rather,  we  should  ask,  'What 
will  the  Govim  [gentiles]  think  of  us 
for  such  desecration?'  " 

The  reason  for  such  desecration 
was  given  as  ignorance  of  Torah  or 
the  law  (instruction  in  the  law  as 
given  in  the  five  books  of  Moses, 
Genesis  to  Deuteronomy);  and  the 
only  remedy  for  such  ignorance  was 
to  apply  pressure  to  the  offending 
board  and  at  the  same  time  expose 
to  the  Jewish  community  the  real 
issues  involved. 

This  disagreement  has  not  yet  been 
resolved.  To  know  there  are  those 
in  the  Jewish  community  who  recog- 
nize sacredness  is  real  encouragement. 
But  what  is  needed  now  is  for  them 
to  recognize  that  if  some  can  dese- 
crate "holy  days"  through  ignorance 
of  Torah,  then  it  is  entirely  possible 
to  desecrate  the  "Holy  Person"  of 
Jesus,  the  Messiah,  through  ignorance 
of  Navim  (the  prophets).  And  cer- 
tainly much  ignorance  exists  in  all 
Jewish  communities  in  this  area  of 
holy  Scripture. 

During  the  entire  meeting,  the 
word  "Torah"  (five  books  of  Moses) 
was  repeated  again  and  again  as  an 
authority  for  holy  living.  And  even 
though  the  prophets  are  full  of  ad- 
monition as  to  a  holy  life,  not  once 
were  thev  brought  into  the  picture. 
This  is  demonstrative  of  the  place 
the  prophets  are  accorded  in  the 
average  Jewish  religious  effort.  Sel- 
dom are  thev  referred  to.  and  when 


they  are,  the  words  of  the  prophet 
are  changed  to  agree  with  the  popular 
rabbinical  conception  of  Judaism.  In 
other  words,  it  is  a  case  of  the  blind 
leading  the  blind. 

Isaiah  summed  up  the  situation 
with  his  positive  statement:  "Go,  and 
tell  this  people,  Hear  ye  indeed,  but 
understand  not;  and  see  ye  indeed, 
but  perceive  not.  Make  the  heart  of 
this  people  fat,  and  make  their  ears 
heavy,  and  shut  their  eyes;  lest  they 
see  with  their  eyes,  and  hear  with 
their  ears,  and  understand  with  their 
heart,  and  convert,  and  be  healed" 
(Isa.  6:9-10).  But,  in  order  that  we 
should  not  become  discouraged,  God 
also  gave  us  further  word  through  the 
beloved  Paul  to  the  effect:  "I  would 
not,  brethren,  that  ye  should  be  ig- 
norant of  this  mystery,  lest  ye  should 
be  wise  in  your  own  conceits;  that 
blindness  in  fart  is  happened  to  Is- 
rael, until  the  fulness  of  the  Gentiles 
be  come  in.  And  so  all  Israel  shall  be 
saved:  as  it  is  written,  There  shall 
come  out  of  Sion  the  deliverer,  and 
shall  turn  away  ungodliness  from 
Jacob"  (Rom.   11:25-26). 

So  there  can  be  a  good  end  for  our 
Jewish  friends.  And  we  are,  according 
to  Paul,  a  means  to  that  end.  He 
states  in  Romans  11:30-31:  "For  as  ye 
[gentiles]  in  times  past  have  not  be- 
lieved God,  vet  have  now  obtained 
mercy  through  their  [the  Jewish  peo- 
ple] unbelief:  even  so  have  these  [the 
Jewish  people]  also  now  not  believed, 
that  through  your  [gentiles]  mercy 
they  [the  Jewish  people]  also  may  ob- 
tain mercy." 

Therefore,  let  us  all  strive  to  ful- 
fill our  obligation  to  our  Jewish 
friends  by  the  pressure  of  holy  living 
and  the  exposure  of  the  Scriptural 
truth  in  the  prophets  to  the  end  that 
they,  too,  might  realize  God  wishes 
to  "have  mercy  upon  all."  God  wants 
no  man  at  any  time  to  be  "a  hundred 
and  eighty  degrees  out"  or  "a  hun- 
dred and  ninety-two  degrees  out."  Fie 
wants  all  men  "zeroed  in"  on  Jesus, 
the  Messiah  and  Saviour— God,  mani- 
fest in  human  flesh.  Will  you  pra; 
for  Jewish  understanding 
truths  concerning  Messi;>

SEOUL,  KOREA.  This  year,  50 
years  after  the  translation  of  the  en- 
tire Scriptures  into  Korean,  the  edi- 
tion will  be  completely  revised,  ac- 
cording to  the  interdenominational 
Korean  Bible  Society.  Jubilee  ob- 
servances included  special  commem- 
orative services,  a  three-night  pres- 
entation of  a  drama  at  the  govern- 
ment's  Wongaksa  Theater  portraying 
the  history  and  work  of  the  Society, 
and  a  huge  exhibit  tracing  the  Bible 
in  Korea  from  its  introduction  in 
1832.  In  that  year,  the  Rev.  Karl 
Friedrich  August  Gutzlaff,  a  Ger- 
man missionary  to  China,  who  had 
translated  the  Bible  into  Chinese, 
presented  a  copy  to  a  Korean  county 
chief  during  coastal  explorations. 

BERLIN.  A  nine-hour  education 
schedule  will  be  imposed  upon  East 
Berlin  school  pupils  this  spring,  ac- 
cording to  officials  of  the  East  Ger- 
man Communist  regime.  Church 
leaders  are  alarmed  bv  the  move. 
They  say  the  full-day  education 
schedule  will  deprive  the  young  peo- 
ple of  any  possibility  of  an  independ- 
ent development  outside  of  Com- 
munist indoctrination  and  rob  the 
home  of  its  formative  influence. 
Under  the  new  system,  they  noted, 
students  will  be  in  school  from  8  a.m. 
to  5  p.m.,  they  thus  remain  the  whole 
day  long  under  the  influence  of  the 
atheistic  Marxist-Leninist  ideology. 
The  new  Red  plan  is  seen  as  spear- 
heading the  ultimate  introduction  of 
all-day  schooling  in  every  Soviet 
Zone  school.  It  is  in  line  with  the 
new  East  German  school  law  which 
both  Protestants  and  Catholics  have 
denounced  as  atheistic  in  character 
and  a  violation  of  freedom  of  religion 
and  the  rights  of  parents. 

NEUCHATEL,  SWITZER- 

LAND.   Citizens    of    this    predomi- 
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nantly  Protestant  canton  recently  de- 
feated a  proposal  to  make  church 
taxes  compulsory  instead  of  volun- 
tary in  a  popular  referendum  by  a 
40,394  to  11,419  vote.  The  proposal 
would  have  meant  a  constitutional 
amendment  making  even  those  who 
claim  no  religious  allegiance  subject 
to  the  church  tax.  Under  the  existing 
system,  taxes  for  the  support  of 
Protestant  and  Roman  Catholic 
churches  are  paid  only  bv  those 
whose  income  tax  returns  indicate 
a  religious  affiliation.  Fifty-seven  per- 
cent of  the  voters  of  the  canton,  where 
women  have  the  suffrage  as  well  as 
men,  turned  out  for  the  referendum. 

BALTIMORE,  MD.  You  are  wel- 
come to  park  on  the  lawn  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  Redeemer 
here  .  .  .  but  there's  an  "if"  involved. 
A  sign  on  the  lawn  says:  "You  are 
welcome  to  park  on  the  grass  at  the 
Church  of  the  Redeemer  only  if  you 
drive  your  car  across  vour  own  lawn 
once  a  week." 

MUNICH,  GERMANY.  An  In- 
ternational Study  Week  on  Mission 
Catechetics  will  be  held  in  Eichstaett, 
outside  Munich,  July  21-28,  just 
prior  to  the  37th  International  Euch- 
aristic  Congress.  The  Study  Week, 
sponsored  by  the  Roman  Catholic 
Institute  for  Mission  Apologetics  in 
Manila,  is  expected  to  have  major 
influence  on  the  way  catechism  is 
taught  in  the  United  States.  Some 
225  mission  bishops,  delegates  from 
mission  societies  and  outstanding  ex- 
perts on  catechetics  and  missiology 
from  Europe,  America,  and  mission 
lands  will  attend. 

HONIARA,  SOLOMON  IS- 
LANDS. The  "Southern  Cross,"  90- 
ton  vessel  of  the  Melanesian  Mis- 
sion   (Anglican),    was    wrecked    be- 


yond salvage  by  an  earthquake  and 
tidal  wave  at  Guadalcanal  in  the 
Solomons.  Blown  ashore  in  a  oale, 
the  mission  ship  was  subsequently 
destroyed  in  the  quake  and  resultina 
tidal  wave.  There  were  no  casualties. 
Built  two  years  ago  at  Sydney,  Aus- 
tralia, the  craft  linked  Bishop  Alfred 
Thomas  Hill,  of  Melanesia,  and  his 
helpers  with  his  far-flung  ocean 
diocese  from  his  land  quarters  here. 
Guadalcanal  was  the  scene  of  one 
of  American  forces'  earliest  and 
bloodiest  victories  in  the  Pacific  dur- 
ing World  War  II. 

SAN  FRANCISCO.  When  he 
was  in  San  Francisco  to  conduct 
Holy  Week  services,  Bishop  Hanns 
Lilje  of  Germany  paused  to  suggest 
a  possible  solution  to  South  Africa's 
racial  problems.  "South  Africa's 
whites  must  find  a  positive  and 
friendly  solution  to  their  racial  prob- 
lem while  they  still  have  time,"  said 
the  presiding  Lutheran  bishop  of  all 
Germany.  This  solution,  he  said, 
"must  include  real  education  and  a 
voice  in  the  government  for  the  Ban- 
tu." 

"It  must  also  be  based,"  he  added, 
"upon  as  many  friendly  personal 
relationships  [between  Negroes  and 
whites]    as  can   possibly  be  made." 

ISLAND  PARK,  N.  Y.  Arch- 
bishop Iakovos  of  New  York,  head  of 
the  Greek  Orthodox  Archdiocese  of 
North  and  South  America,  has  de- 
clared that  "without  hesitation  or 
doubt"  he  believes  that  a  small  pic- 
ture of  the  Madonna  in  the  home  of 
an  Orthodox  couple  here  has  actually 
wept  tears.  There  is  "no  explanation 
that  can  be  justified  by  human  think- 
ing" for  the  phenomenon,  he  said, 
describing  it  as  a  "sign"  and  "a  very 
good  omen  for  some  blessing  to  our 
nation  or  the  world." 

JERUSALEM.  Metropolitan  Isi- 
dores of  Nazareth  solemnly  conse- 
crated the  first  Greek  Orthodox 
church  recently— a  sanctuary  built  in 
independent  Israel  at  Shifream,  a 
small  town  in  western  Galilee.  The 
new  church  is  the  tenth  Christian  one 
built  with  the  support  of  the  Israeli 
Ministry  of  Church  Affairs.  I 
named  in  honor  of  Sts.  C 
and  Helena. 


GOD'S  WORD 

THROUGH  GLIMPSES   AT 

MAN'S  WORLD 


Ravensvvood  is  the  mirror  of  a  mod- 
ern movement.  Until  recently  it  was 
a  "picturecard"  sleepy  little  West 
Virginia  hamlet  of  some  1,175  inhabi- 
tants. Then  it  caught  the  eye  of  the 
giant  Kaiser  Aluminum  and  Chemi- 
cal Corporation  to  the  fancy  of  con- 
structing a  $226  million  manufac- 
turing plant.  As  one  reporter  put  it: 
"A  dynamic  new  life  has  opened  for 
Ravenswood!" 

There  are  many  "Ravenswoods"  in 
our  land,  experiencing  unparalleled 
opportunities  in  more  directions  than 
dreamed  of  yesterday;  increase  of 
population,  whole  new  villages  fill- 
ing in  the  wastelands,  influx  of  busi- 
ness, new  schools  and  churches, 
services  and  facilities  of  every  imagi- 
nable kind.  How  did  it  come  to  pass? 
Something  about  these  little  towns 
has  attracted  the  giants  of  commerce 
because  of  industrial  possibilities.  Of 
a  truth,  "dynamic  new  life"  is  being 
powerfully  infused. 

It  should  not  be  difficult  to  read 
the  spiritual  parallel  to  the  glory  of 
the  Gospel.  Life  for  many  might  not 
bear  much  of  surface  appeal,  and 
many  a  man  has  run  the  gamut  to 
come  out  a  near  ghost.  But  remember, 
beneath  that  dying  exterior  there  is  an 
internal  interior  which  calls  for  Cal- 
vary. "God  so  loved  the  world,  that 
he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son,  that 
whosoever  believeth  in  him  should 
not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life" 
(John  3:16)  is  the  grace-gate  to  glo- 
rious newness  of  life.  While  there  is 
life,  there  is  high  hope  of  eternal 
life  (John  17:3),  and  the  Gospel 
reaches  deep  down  to  lift  on  high 
the  life  that  has  been  touched  by 
"unparalleled  opportunities"  in  the 
spiritual  range. 

Men  mark  their  millions  for  the 
transformations  wrought  by  industry. 
Strange!  that  which  has  been  ac- 
complished on  vaster  scale  by  the 
operation  of  Calvary  do  not  seem  to 
move  in  at  least  equal  measure  upon 
the    heart-cords.     Strange    sense    of 
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value  for  these  days.  It  takes  money 
to  turn  a  town,  but  infinitely  more- 
much  more— to  transform  the  dwellers 
therein,  and  they  are  far  more  im- 
portant. Forgiveness  of  sins  and 
guarantee  of  heaven  are  far  greater 
"products"  than  could  e'er  be  turned 
on  the  wheel  of  man's  making.  Oh! 
for  a  deeper  realization  of  these  spirit- 
ual realities  in  such  a  time  as  today! 

Serious    but    Not    Seriously 

The  upward  surge  in  religion,  so 
marked  of  late,  has  unfortunately  not 
caused  too  many  to  surge  forward  to 
a  realistic  relationship  with  the  Re- 
deemer. 

A  symposium  recently  concluded 
at  the  University  of  Notre  Dame 
summed  up  this  present  problem  by 
the  arresting  sentence:  "The  typical 
American  has  developed  a  remark- 
able capacity  for  being  serious  about 

religion  without  taking  religion  Seri- 
es CD  O 

ously."  That  is  not  mere  play-on- 
words,  and  it  does  not  require  a 
learned  round  to  come  forth  with  such 
crushing  conclusion.  The  next-door 
neighbor  may  be  the  most  telling 
example  of  a  pseudo-seriousness 
which  is  the  most  tragic  joke  in  the 
universe. 

Men  are  taking  everything  quite 
seriously,  and  the  levity  of  a  day  not 
too  far  gone,  has  largely  passed  from 
the  scene.  There  is  greater  concern 
for  events  and  implications.  Satel- 
lites on  the  ground  in  the  form  of 
nations,  and  satellites  in  space  in  the 
shape  of  sinister  globes,  have  swept 
the  smile  from  many  a  face.  A  re- 
ligionist is  not  required  to  remind  of 
today's  gathering  storm  for  tomorrow's 
dreadful  darkness. 


But  that  former  levity  and  careless- 
ness has  been  dumped  upon  the  eter- 
nal soul!  Serious  about  religion  as  a 
mere  mental  matter,  but  a  suddenly 
vanished  seriousness  when  the  prob- 
ings  of  the  Almighty  would  come  to 
personal  grips  with  a  soul  which  all 
too  soon  shall  leave  the  body  cold  be- 
hind and  take  up  other  residence, 
where?  Well,  where  else,  when 
heaven  is  treated  as  hum-drum,  and 
the  junction  of  Calvary  but  a  crude 
joke? 

The  Lord  Jesus  Christ  surely 
scans  the  soul  with  utmost  serious- 
ness; there  is  nothing  light  about 
the  precious  flow  which  spurted  from 
the  riven  body.  Alas  however,  that 
He  receives  such  insulting  return 
from  the  many  who  couldn't  care  less 
where  the  heart-core  of  personal  in- 
terest is  at  stake!  Yet  it  shall  all  be 
taken  into  account  in  that  moment  in- 
dicated in  the  Word  as,  ".  .  .  after 
this,  the  judgment"  (Heb.  9:27).  Far 
better  to  be  smitten  with  spiritual 
seriousness  in  the  land  and  hope  of 
the  here-and-now  (II  Cor.  6:2)  giving 
heed  to  the  prime  point  of  "repent- 
ance toward  God  and  faith  toward 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ"  (Acts  20:21). 
This  is  the  time  for  due  spiritual 
seriousness! 

Soft  Saints  and   Feeble  Followers 

President  Eisenhower  and  Golf 
have  almost  become  "partners"  in  the 
eyes  of  many!  But  at  least  they  will 
have  to  admit  that  golf  has  gone  a 
long  way  in  restoring  physical  fitness 
to  our  Chief  Executiv 
two  serious  illnesses. 


to  our  Chief  Executive  following  his 
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Recent  scientific  research  has  un- 
veiled some  of  the  powers  that  God 
has  placed  in  the  physical  universe. 
However,  God  has  made  available 
and  placed  into  our  hands  a  greater 
power  which  shall  never  pass  away. 
Jesus  said  (Matt.  24:35):  "Heaven 
and  earth  shall  pass  away,  but  my 
words  shall  not  pass  away."  This 
being  true;  then  how  much  more 
ought  we  to  study  His  Book  and 
apply  it  to  our  hearts  and  lives.  Ne- 
hemiah,  the  layman  and  cupbearer, 
certainly  knew  the  power  of  the 
Word  as  he  wrote  of  how  it  would  af- 
fect the  children  of  God  of  his 
time  in  the  now  rebuilt  city  of  Jeru- 
salem. The  Word  brought  four  re- 
sults as  we  see  in  Nehemiah  13. 

Cleansing 

In  Nehemiah  13:4-9  we  read  that 
the  High  Priest  took  a  compromising 
attitude  toward  the  wicked  man  To- 
biah  who  had  opposed  the  work  of 
rebuilding  the  walls.  This  man  was 
given  a  most  important  and  sacred 
chamber  in  the  Temple.  This  cham- 
ber was  reserved  (typically  speaking) 
for  the  Messiah,  as  it  was  the  place 
where  the  offerings  and  frankincense 
were  stored.  Now  when  Nehemiah 
found  out  about  it,  he  proceeded  to 
cleanse  the  Temple.  The  presence  of 
evil  in  the  sacred  chamber  "grieved" 
Nehemiah  very  sore  and  he  cast  forth 
the  household  stuff  of  Tobiah.  The 
body  of  the  Christian  is  the  temple 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  sacred  cham- 
ber in  which  God  dwells.  But  when 
believers  store  some  of  the  household 
stuff  of  the  enemy  in  God's  temple, 
it  grieves  Him  and  there  needs  to  be 
a  cleansing  which  comes  through 
His  Word  (John   15:3;  I  John   1:9). 

During  the  bloodv  French  revolu- 
tion, voung  Prince  Louis,  called  the 
Little  Dolphin,  was  taken  prisoner 
by  the  revolutionists  after  they  had 
killed  his  parents,  King  Louis  XVII 
and  Marie  Antoinette.  He  was  a  femi- 
nine looking  boy  with  beautiful  curly 
hair.   The   revolutionists   thought   to 
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make  sport  of  him  before  they  killed 
him.  They  exposed  him  to  the  vilest 
and  foulest  of  life  and  attempted  to 
force  him  to  corrupt  himself.  But  the 
little  prince  clenched  his  fist  and 
said:  "I  will  not!  I  can  not  defile 
mvsclf  because  I'm  a  child  of  the 
king!  You  can  kill  me  and  I  will 
gladly  die,  but  I  will  not  corrupt  my- 
self!" This  ought  to  be  the  pulsating 
desire  of  our  hearts  as  those  who  are 
children  of  the  King!  Flee  sin!  Con- 
fess it  now!  After  the  cleansing  is 
done,  Nehemiah  teaches  by  the  Word 
that  there  was  another  need. 

Tithing 

The  people  were  not  obeying  the 
commandment  of  God  in  tithing 
(Neh.  13:10-14).  The  priests  were 
compelled  to  work  in  the  fields  to 
supply  their  own  sustenance.  Nehe- 
miah contended  that  this  was  forsak- 
ing the  house  of  God.  The  Bible  is 
very  clear  on  the  teaching  that  every 
Christian  should  be  a  systematic 
tither  and  giver.  God  blessed  and 
ordained  this  principle  before  He 
made  it  a  mandatory  requirement 
under  the  law.  In  Genesis  14  Abram 
gave  tithes  to  Melchizedek,  Genesis 
28  Jacob  gave  and  vowed  his  tithe 
to  God.  The  law  reaffirmed  and 
promised  a  blessing  (Mai.  3:10)  to 
those  who  gave  all  their  tithes  (the 
Jews  had  three  tithes  which  amount- 
ed to  about  22  percent  of  their  year- 
ly earnings).  If  the  Jew  under  law 
was  given  a  promise  and  the  bless- 
ing followed,  then  how  much  more 
we  who  are  under  grace  ought  to 
"prove  God."  God  will  never  trust  us 
with  more  if  we  do  not  take  care  of 
that  which  we  have.  Someone  has 
said:  "It's  not  what  you'd  do  with  a 
million,  if  riches  e'er  be  your  lot; 
but  it's  what  you're  doing  at  the 
present,  with  the  buck  and  a  quarter 
vou've    got!" 

The  Lord's  Day 

In  Nehemiah  13:15-22  we  read  that 


Nehemiah  was  grieved  because  the 
merchants  came  and  peddled  their 
wares  on  the  Sabbath.  This  was  a 
flagrant  violation  of  the  law  because 
God  set  aside  this  day  to  be  holy. 
Nehemiah  soon  pointed  out  their 
error  and  this  desecration  ceased  im- 
mediately. It  is  true  that  the  Chris- 
tian does  not  keep  the  Sabbath  be- 
cause it  is  a  covenant  for  Israel  only 
under  the  law  (Exod.  31:13),  for  we 
are  living  above  the  law  by  grace. 
But  remember!  If  we  forsake  the 
house  of  God  on  the  Lord's  Day, 
we  are  not  only  falling  short  of  God's 
command  (Heb.  10:25),  but  we  are 
grieving  the  Spirit  and  becoming  a 
stumbling  block  to  someone  else.  The 
word  sanctify  means  "to  set  apart." 
What  do  you  do  on  His  day  to  set 
it  apart?  I  know  an  ungodly  mer- 
chant who  owns  a  flower  shop  and 
he  told  me  he  could  not  possibly  go 
to  church  on  Sunday  because  his  big- 
gest dav  of  business  comes  on  Sun- 
dav,  and  especially  from  those  who 
go  to  church  and  are  released  about 
the  time  his  business  really  booms! 
How  do  you  spend  those  after-church 
hours?  Is  the  Lord  really  pleased 
with  it? 

Separation 

Here  is  the  pitiful  record  of  mixed 
marriages  (Neh.  13:23-27).  Through- 
out Israel's  history  we  learn  about 
the  result  of  the  mixed  multitude 
and  how  they  caused  Israel's  down- 
fall. God  never  intended  a  sheep  and 
a  pig  to  be  united  as  life  partners. 
This  principle  prevails  throughout 
the  entire  Word:  "Be  ye  not  unequal- 
ly yoked  together  with  unbelievers." 

Is  your  soul  saturated  with  the 
desire  to  do  His  will  and  to  be 
separated  unto  His  call? 

Revival  comes  through  the  Word 
which    will    show    you    the    proper 
cleansing,  guide  your  pocketbook  in 
tithing,  teach  you  the  right  wa 
set  aside  His  day,  and  instr 
in  the  life  of  separation

Bringing  the  matter  "up  front" 
illustrates  a  change  in  the  thinking 
of  many  regarding  physical  exercise. 
It  is  now  considered  a  necessity,  and, 
according  to  one  expert  this  is  wholly 
to  the  good,  referring  to  various 
groups  who,  "for  a  long  time  have 
been  intent  on  getting  America  back 
on  its  feet."  He  suggests  that  physi- 
cal exercise  would  go  far  in  trim- 
ming down  today's  tensions— and  trou- 
bles. 

The  matter  is  clear  enough  on  the 
physical  level,  but  somehow  tends  to 
become  clouded  when  carried  up  to 
the  spiritual.  Should  not  the  soul, 
which  is  bigger  than  body  in  the  light 
of  eternity,  also  require  exercise?  or 
do  we  consider  it  an  element  reserved 
for  preachers  and  missionaries  "and 
such  like"?  Little  wonder  that  much 
of  faith  fizzles  away  into  fatal  flabbi- 
ness,  and  life  becomes  light-weight, 
"tossed  to  and  fro  and  carried  about 
with  every  wind  of  doctrine"  (Eph. 
4:14). 

Paul  required  the  need  of  "exer- 
cise thyself  rather  unto  godliness"  (I 
Tim.  4:7),  and  illuminates  that  initial 
exercise  under  the  Spirit's  searching 
to  bring  life  into  the  orb  of  salva- 
tion's great  light.  Men  of  another  day 
spoke  much  of  "heart  exercise"  real- 
izing the  spiritual  warfare  incurred, 
but  today  this  has  become  altogether 
too  much  of  a  mere  mental  prop- 
osition. For  this  reason,  far  too  many 
fall  by  the  wayside  instead  of  fol- 
lowing The  Way. 

The  new  life  in  Christ  calls  for 
vigorous  exercise.  "Study  to  show 
thyself  approved  unto  God"  (II  Tim. 
2:15)  will  take  a  lot  of  dust  off  our 
Bibles,  and  drain  spiritual  sweat 
from  our  systems.  Of  prayer  it  is  re- 
quired: "when  thou  prayest  .  .  .  shut 
thy  door"  (Matt.  6:6),  and  that  de- 
mands top  spiritual  muscle,  crowd- 
ing out  all  else  so  that  the  heart  may 
be  crowded  closer  to  Christ.  In  this 
day  of  soft  saints  and  feeble  followers, 
spiritual  exercise  is  demanded,  and 
should  be  tops  in  our  spiritual  think-

So  often  we  hear  the  accusation 
that  there  is  a  lack  of  love  for  their 
brethren  on  the  part  of  fundamen- 
talists. For  sixteen  years  I  served  as 
a  pastor  in  the  denomination  where 
I  found  the  Lord  and  where  I  re- 
ceived my  earlv  training  in  the  Word 
of  God.  Amid  the  rapidlv  growing 
apostasy  in  that  church  I  attempted  to 
maintain  a  testimonv  for  the  true 
Gospel.  I  heard  this  accusation  re- 
peatedly, and  the  "gospel  of  love" 
constantly  harped  upon,  and  I  saw- 
how  it  worked  among  the  liberal 
churchmen  who  preached  it. 

I  saw  love  and  tolerance  shown  to 
the  pink  advocates  of  socialism  and 
the  recognition  of  communism.  I  saw 
love  and  loyalty  pressed  as  a  reason 
for  keeping  silent  about  the  inroads 
modernism  was  making  in  the  semi- 
nary and  colleges  of  the  denomina- 
tion. I  saw  love  and  understanding 
used    to    excuse    the    breakdown    of 


moral  standards  in  the  churches  and 
church  institutions.  I  saw  love  and 
humility  emploved  to  belittle  con- 
victions and  undermine  men's  faith 
in  the  great  Christian  teachings.  I 
saw  love  and  brotherhood  held  up  as

justification  for  cooperation  with 
Christ-denying  and  unscriptural 
organizations  and  programs.  I  saw 
love  exalted  as  the  onlv  reallv  im- 
portant  Christian    virtue. 


But,  strangely  enough,  I  saw  this 
love  directed  toward  everyone  except 
the  one  who  believed  the  Bible. 
Against  the  fundamentalist  these 
preachers  of  the  doctrine  of  love 
showed  unqualified  hate.  I  have  seen 
them  turn  white  with  anger  when 
a  Bible-believing  Christian  dared  to 
criticize  some  policy  or  refused  to  sup- 
port some  compromising  prooram.  I 
have  letters  in  my  files  in  which 
high  church  officials  use  scorn,  ridi- 
cule, name-calling,  threats,  misrep- 
resentation, and  lies— everv  conceiv- 
able tool  of  hatred— against  the  per- 
son who  would  cross  them. 

Recent] v  I  was  urged  to  read  some 
of  the  neo-evangelical  writings,  to  see 
for  mvself  their  wonderful  spirit  of 
Christian  love.  And  truly  it  was  re- 
markable. I  saw  love  for  the  intellec- 
tual person  who  has  difficultv  accept- 
ing the  facts  of  Christianity  and  who 
needs  another  road  to  faith.  I  saw 
love  and  broadmindness  toward  the 
one  who  would  give  up  the  doctrine 
of    creation    in    favor    of    biological

Son  of  German  Missionaries  at  Grace

(Note— The  ministry  of  Grace  Seminary  is  constantly  bearing  fruit,  either  directly  or  indirectly. 
For  the  past  several  years  Rev.  Robert  Munn  ('51)  has  been  a  teacher  at  the  European  Bible  In- 
stitute in  Paris,  France.  During  a  portion  of  that  time,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Florent  Toirac  also  taught 
in  the  school.  As  a  result  of  this  ministry  Frederick  Burklin,  a  son  of  German  missionaries  to  China, 
came  to  Grace.  Having  completed  his  college  work  here,  he  enrolled  in  the  seminary  and  grad- 
uated last  spring.  Two  years  ago  his  brother,  Werner,  followed  him  to  the  halls  of  Grace.  His 
testimony  will  be  of  interest  to  you. — P.R.B.) 


Have  you  ever  met  missionaries 
who  were  sent  from  Germany  to  a 
heathen  land?  And  that  even  during 
the  Nazi  time!  Meet  my  parents,  for 
they  are  one  couple,  and  I  can  assure 
you  there  were  many  more. 

I  was  born  into  their  family  during 
a  time  when  communistic  bandits 
were  on  their  heels.  The  city,  called 
Wuhu  (try  and  pronounce  it),  is 
located  on  the  famous  Chinese  stream 
Yang-Tse-Kiang.  At  the  age  of  six 
I  had  to  attend  school  in  Shanghai 
while  ray  folks  labored  in  the  interior 
among  China's  millions.  It  was  in 
Shanghai  some  ten  years  later  that  an 
old  British  missionary  showed  me  the 
way  to  Christ.  I  don't  remember  the 
date,  but  I  know  that  Christ  be- 
came a  source  of  joy  and  strength  in 


my  life,  and  ever  since  then  I  have 
experienced  that  God  is  a  "miracle 
God." 

Soon  after  my  conversion  the 
Communists  were  at  us  again,  but 
with  two  other  chums  I  managed 
just  in  time  to  leave  the  now  ner- 
vously buzzing  merchant  metropolis. 
Mv  destination  was  Germany,  the 
land  of  mv  forefathers,  true,  but  a 
land  that  I  couldn't  love.  The  time 
spent  in  the  Far  East  had  completely 
severed  me  from  the  patriotic  senti- 
ments my  parents  had  tried  to  im 
part  to  me.  So  I  was  more  than  glad 
when  I  had  the  opportunity  to  go 
to  America  as  a  guest  of  the  U.  S. 
State  Department,  and  a  church. 
The  months  went  swiftly  by,  and 
after  a  year  I  found  myself  back  in 


Europe,  this  time  in  joyeuse  Paris  at- 
tending the  European  Bible  Institute 
and  the  Sorbonne. 

After  mv  graduation  I  went  to 
Germany  to  tell  her  youth  of  the 
amazing  possibilities  one  can  find  in 
Christ.  Many  responded;  many  more 
rejected.  During  those  months  of 
intense  labor,  I  became  aware  of  the 
blank  spots  in  mv  education.  My  mir- 
acle-God had  a  way,  and  it  led  me  to 
Grace  College. 

This  is  my  second  year  at  Grace, 
and  to  mv  satisfaction  I  find  that  it 
is  a  school  where  Christ  is  honored. 
I  know  that  it  is  good  to  be  in  the 
will  of  God.  I  am  confident  that  as 
weeks  and  months  roll  by  I 
perience  more  unique  mirac 
onlv  God  can  perform.

The  Sniders  are  the  parents  of  Professor  Wayne  Snider,  history  teacher 
at  Grace. 


A  much-needed  piece  of  equipment  has 
recently  come  to  the  science  department  in 
the  form  of  a  very  fine  Spencer  Micro- 
scope. This  instrument,  in  beautiful  con- 
dition, came  as  a  gift  from  Mrs.  Edith 
Eggestein,  of  Naperville,  111.

furnishing  the  college  lounge  and 
snack  shop.

An  instrument  of  this  type  is  a  great  asset  to  the  teaching  program  of  the  music  department. 


WORKING 

An  interesting  family  of  Greek 
words  denoting  the  concept  of 
"work"  appears  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment. Such  words  as  energeia  (a 
working),  energeo  (I  work),  ener- 
gema  (activity),  and  energes  (active, 
effective),  have  given  us  our  English 
terms  "energy,"  "energize,"  and  "en- 
ergetic." The  particular  contribution 
of  this  Greek  word-family  is  its  de- 
scriptions of  energy  as  fully  active, 
and  effective  in  reaching  its  goal;  it  is 
not  mere  resident  energy,  but  energy 
in  operation. 

Some  non-Biblical  instances  will 
illustrate  this  clearly.  Plato  used  the 
adjective  form  to  describe  magis- 
trates who  should  not  imbibe  wine 
while  "on  duty"  (i.e.,  while  actively 
serving  in  their  profession).  Plutarch 
used  it  to  describe  land  "producing

enough"  to  feed  thousands.  The 
Greek  version  of  the  Old  Testament 
used  it  to  describe  "working"  days 
as  distinguished  from  the  Sabbath 
(Ezek.  46:1,  LXX).  The  noun  form 
was  used  medically  to  denote  drugs 
as  "working."  (For  these  and  other 
occurrences,  see  William  Barclay, 
More  New  Testament  Words,  pp. 
46ff.) 

One  of  these  words,  energeia  (work- 
ing), occurs  eight  times  in  the  New 
Testament  (all  bv  Paul),  and  depicts 
the  Christian  life  from  its  start  to  its 
consummation,  along  with  the  great 
evil  force  which  opposes  God  and 
believers.  In  each  instance  the 
thought  of  effective  action  is  retained. 
One  unusual  feature  is  that  every  oc- 
currence describes  supernatural 
power.  Six  times  the  power  of  God 
is  indicated;  twice,  the  power  of 
Satan.  Never  in  the  New  Testament 


is  mere  human  effort  depicted  by 
energeia.  An  examination  of  these 
eight  occurrences  reveals  some  impor- 
tant Scriptural  truths. 

In  II  Thessalonians  2:9,  1 1,  two  oc- 
currences describe  the  evil  operation 
of  Satan  who  successfully  energizes 
the  Antichrist,  and  thus  is  permitted 
bv  God  to  delude  the  world.  "Even 
he  whose  coming  is  according  to  the 
working  of  Satan  with  all  power  and 
signs  and  lying  wonders  .  .  .  And  for 
this  cause  God  sendeth  them  a  work- 
ing of  error,  that  they  should  be- 
lieve a  lie"  (ASV).  Mere  is  superna- 
tural power,  sufficient  for 
extraordinary  deeds,  and  capable  of 
ensnaring  vast  numbers  of  men. 

All  other  New  Testament  uses  de- 
scribe the  power  of  God  in  operation 
as  it  counteracts  and  eventualh  mcr 
whelms  Satanic  forces  (death,  sin, 
etc.)  which  have  crushed  men  since 
the  fall.  Two  uses  depict  this  divine 
energy  as  employed  in  raising  Christ 
from  the  dead,  and  this  demonstra- 
tion should  convince  every  believer 
of  God's  power  to  give  men  new  life 
in  Him.  "The  exceeding  greatness  of 
his  power  to  us-ward  who  believ<

I  saw 
love  again  excusing  cooperation 
with  Modernists  and  unbelievers  in 
the  work  of  preaching  the  Gospel! 

But  what  happens  to  this  doctrine 
of  love  when  these  new  champions 
of  orthodoxy  meet  the  fundamenta- 
list? Contempt  and  disparagement, 
reproach  and  name-calling  ("cultic"  is 
the  word),  false  accusations  and  in- 
sinuations—all the  tools  of  hatred  are 
again  called  into  use  against  the 
fundamentalist.  It  is  the  same  old 
tune,  but  a  different  voice  sineino:

"Makes  me  love  everybody, 
Except  a  fundamentalist." 

It  seems  that  nobodv  loves  a  fun- 
damentalist. The  reason  is  found  in 
John    15:17-20.

mighty  power,  which  he  wrought  in 
Christ,  when  he  raised  him  from  the 
dead"  (Eph.  1:19-20,  KJV).  "Ye  were 
also  raised  with  him  through  faith 
in  the  working  of  God,  who  raised 
him  from  the  dead"  (Col.  2:12,  ASV). 
Another  usage  presents  God's 
power  as  working  successfullv  in  en- 
abling   believers    to    perform     their 


God-given  ministries.  "Whereunto  I 
also  labour,  striving  according  to  his 
working,  which  worketh  in  me  might- 
ily" (Col.  1:29).  "Whereof  I  was  made 
a  minister,  according  to  the  gift  of  the 
grace  of  God  given  unto  me  bv  the 
effectual  working  of  his  power"  (Eph. 
3:7).  Christian  living  is  thus  shown 
to  be  not  a  reformation  of  one's  own 
energies  but  the  outworking  of  God's 
power  through  the  individual.  This 
idea  is  enlarged  to  cover  the  entire 
church  in  Ephesians  4:16,  where  the 


church  is  depicted  as  an  organic  body, 
deriving  its  power  and  unity  from 
Christ  who  insures  "the  working  in 
due  measure  of  each  several  part." 

Finallv,  the  resurrection  (or  rap- 
ture) of  our  bodies  will  occur  through 
the  operation  of  our  Lord,  "who  shall 
fashion  anew  the  body  of  our  hu- 
miliation, that  it  may  be  conformed 
to  the  body  of  his  glory,  according  to 
the  working  whereby  he  is  able  e 
to  subject  all  things  unto 
(Phil.

Prayer  is  a  common  practice 
among  all  religions.  At  prayer  call  the 
Mohammedan  bows  himself  to  the 
earth  and  pravs  to  his  Allah;  in  India 
the  Hindu  and  Buddhist  go  through 
their  forms  of  prayer;  in  Japan  the 
Shintoist  goes  often  to  the  temple 
of  the  sun  to  pray,  and  even  in 
America  men  and  women  find  their 
wavs  to  the  church  at  their  respective 
times.  Sad  though  it  he,  prayer  has 
become  so  common  place  in  some 
Christians'  lives  that  it  is  sorely  neg- 
lected. 

Prayer,  I  believe,  is  vital  not  only 
because  of  the  tremendous  need  that 
prevails,  but  also  because  God  has 
given  a  commandment  that  each  man 
pray.  Prayer  is  one  of  the  most  pow- 
erful weapons  that  the  Christian  can 
wield.  The  Apostle  Paul  rightly 
placed  it  along  with  the  Christian's 
armor  in  Ephesians  6. 

True  prayer  in  the  Bible,  in  simple 
terms,  is  "asking  of  God."  As  one 
has  said:  "Prayer  is  a  simple,  un- 
feigned, humble,  and  ardent  offer- 
ing of  the  heart  before  God,  wherein 
we  either  ask  things  needful,  or  give 
thanks  for  benefits  received."  It  is 
our  purpose  to  set  down  some  of  the 
necessary  elements  in  true  prayer. 

One  Must  Believe   That   There  Is  a 
God 

Will  you  take  your  Bible  and  turn 
to  that  great  faith  chapter  of  the  Book 
of  Hebrews?  Hebrews  11:6:  "But 
without  faith  it  is  impossible  to  please 
him:  for  he  that  cometh  to  God  must 
believe  that  he  is,  and  that  he  is  a 
rewarder  of  them  that  diligently  seek 
him."  You  will  notice  that  the  whole 
idea  hinges  on  one  word,  "faith." 
Enoch  won  himself  a  place  in  God's 
hall  of  fame  because  he  pleased  God. 
Why  did  he  please  God?  He  had 
faith!  Before  anyone  can  come  to 
God  that  one  must  have  an  implicit 
faith  in  God.  Faith  is  described  as 
the  hand  of  the  heart.  If  there  is  one 
who  reads  this  that  has  never  known 
such  faith,  to  receive  such  would  in- 
volve three  things  for  vou:  first,  a 
personal  belief  that  the  Lord  lesus 
Christ  is  the  only  begotten  Son  of 
God.  Secondly,  an  appropriation  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  your  per- 
sona] Saviour.  Thirdly,  a  committal 
of  your  soul  into  His  trust  and  keep- 
ing.  Every  man,  woman,  and  child 
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must  believe  that  there  is  a  God  be- 
fore he  can  come  unto  God  in  prayer. 

Down  in  the  Tennessee  mountains 
I  was  called  upon  to  visit  a  home 
where  a  woman  lay  dying.  I  shall 
never  forget  the  scene  that  I  saw  that 
afternoon  in  that  humble  mountain 
home.  A  mother  had  given  birth  to 
a  child  while  under  the  clutches  of 
blood  poisoning.  As  I  came  near  to 
the  bedside,  Mrs.  Yates  looked  up  at 
me  and  said  weakly:  "I  have  faith 
in  God,  won't  you  pray  for  me?"  After 
talking  with  her  for  a  few  minutes 
I  kneeled  in  prayer,  feeling  very  con- 
fident that  God  would  hear  and  bless. 
Three  weeks  later  I  saw  Mr.  Yates 
at  our  street  meeting,  and  as  he 
moved  toward  me  he  smiled  with  an 
outstretched  hand  saying:  "My  wife 
is  well  and  the  baby  is  doing  fine." 

I  want  to  point  out  to  you  that 
this  woman  had  faith  in  God.  She 
believed  in  God,  therefore  she  asked 
me  to  pray.  God  is  pleased  at  such 
faith  in  Him  and  He  will  hear  those 
who  call  upon   Him. 

One  Must  Believe  That  God  Is  Able 
To  Answer  Prayer 

Will  vou  notice  the  second  part  of 
our  text,  Hebrews  11:6:  "And  that 
he  is  a  rewarder  of  them  that  dili- 
gently seek  him."  Not  only  does 
the  believer  have  to  believe  in  God, 
but  he  must  believe  that  He  is  a  re- 
warder of  them  that  call  upon  Him. 

God  has  said  that  the  gold  and 
silver  are  His  and  the  cattle  upon  a 
thousand  hills.  Our  Heavenly  Father 
is  far  different  from  our  earthly  fath- 
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er.  "Mv  Father  is  rich  in  houses  and 
lands,  He  holdeth  the  wealth  of 
the  world  in  His  hands!"  Paul  in  his 
great  prayer  for  the  saints  in  Ephe- 
sians 3:20  speaks  of  this  very  thing. 
"Now  unto  him  that  is  able  to  do 
exceeding  abundantly  above  all  that 
we  ask  or  think,  according  to  the 
power  that  worketh  in  us."  He  is  not 
only  more  than  able  to  supply  our 
spiritual,  physical,  and  material  needs, 
but  in  matters  of  time,  place,  de- 
cisions, and  wisdom  He  proves  His  in- 
finite ability  to  do  more  than  our  fi- 
nite minds  can  conceive.  If  our  Father 
were  not  able  to  supply  that  which 
we  may  ask,  He  would  never  have 
spoken  these  words. 

Paul  is  our  classical  illustration  of 
this  point.  As  you  well  know  this 
Book  of  Ephesians  is  one  of  the 
prison  epistles,  probably  written  from 
Rome.  In  the  verv  beginning  of  this 
epistle  he  says:  "Blessed  be  the  God 
and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
who  hath  blessed  us  with  all  spiritual 
blessings  in  heavenly  places  in 
Christ."  Paul  knew  what  he  was  talk- 
ing about;  he  knew  that  God  is  able. 

I  wonder  how  many  of  us  have 
gone  beyond  what  God  has  asked  of 
us?  There  is  not  a  person  that  has 
ever  asked  one  thing  that  God  was 
not  more  than  able  to  supply.  Fur- 
thermore there  is  not  a  person  in  all 
the  world  who  has  exhausted  even 
one  section  of  our  Lord's  treasury. 
Could  it  be  that  we  have  limited  God 
in  freelv  bestowing  His  spiritual  gifts 
by  failing  to  believe  that  He  is  able 
to  fulfill  more  than  our  needs? 
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One  Should  Seek  His  Needs  in  Prayer 

Turn  now  to  one  of  the  familiar 
passages  which  we  have  quoted  many 
times,  Philippians  4:19:  "My  God 
shall  supply  all  vour  need  according 
to  his  riches  in  glorv  bv  Christ  Jesus." 
He  does  not  sav  anything  about  our 
wants  or  desires  but  simply  our  need. 

In  James  4:2-3  we  have  a  case 
where  some  men  did  not  ask  for 
their  needs.  "Ye  lust,  and  have  not:  ve 
kill,  and  desire  to  have,  and  cannot 
obtain:  ve  fight  and  war,  yet  ve  have 
not,  because  ve  ask  not.  Ye  ask,  and 
receive  not,  because  ve  ask  amiss, 
that  ye  may  consume  it  upon  your 
lusts." 

James  rebukes  these  people,  not 
for  praving,  but  rather  for  selfish 
praying,  praving  for  things  that  will 
fulfill  the  pleasures  of  their  selfish 
hearts.  It  was  as  if  he  said:  "Some- 
times vou  pray  for  victories  and  suc- 
cesses over  your  enemies;  yet  it  was 
not  your  aim  to  improve  the  ad- 
vantages vou  gain  so  as  to  promote  a 
love  for  God  and  deepen  vour  spirit- 
uality, but  pride,  vanitv,  luxury,  and 
sensuality  were  vour  motives.  You 
want  to  live  in  power  and  plenty,  in 
voluptuousness  and  in  sensual  pros- 
perity. Thus  vou  disgrace  devotion 
and  honor  of  our  God  by  your  gross 
and  base  ends:  and  therefore  vour 
prayers  have  been   rejected." 

I  remember  a  woman  who  always 
asked  that  the  people  pray  for  her 
husband's  salvation.  I  used  to  hear 
her  pray  and  would  wonder  why  God 
did  not  hear  her  cry.  Finally  the  time 
came  when  she  broke  down  and  asked 


God  to  forgive  her  of  her  selfish  de- 
sire. She  was  not  interested  in  her 
husband's  trampling  under  foot  the 
Son  of  God  and  his  being  lost  for- 
ever,  but  rather  that  as  a  Christian 
he  might  be  a  more  desirable  com- 
panion, that  she  might  be  more  at 
ease  in  the  presence  of  Christian  peo- 
ple. 

Could  it  be  possible  that  we  have 
committed  or  are  committing  such 
sins?  Is  it  possible  that  you  have  been 
asking  greedily  and  sensuously  ac- 
cording  to  your  selfish  desires?  It 
would  be  well  if  we  had  a  time  of 

pray- 


heart-searching  before  going  to 


One  Must  Seek  the  Will  of  God  in 
His  Prayers 

As  to  place,  we  are  told  in  I  Tim- 
othy 2:8  that  it  is  the  will  of  God 
that  men  pray  everywhere.  The 
American  Standard  Version  makes 
this  passage  even  more  clear,  for  it 
savs:  "I  desire  therefore  that  men 
pray  in  every  place." 

As  to  request,  I  would  like  to  have 
vou  turn  to  I  John  5:14  and  15.  Mere 
God  asks  us  to  pray  according  to  His 
will.  "And  this  is  the  confidence 
[boldness,  ASV]  that  we  have  in 
him,  that,  if  we  ask  any  thing  ac- 
cording to  his  will,  he  heareth  us:  and 
if  we  know  that  he  hear  us,  whatso- 
ever we  ask,  we  know  that  we  have 
the  petitions  that  we  desired  [asked, 
ASV]  of  him."  Some  people  have  the 
idea  that  prayer  is  simply  an  in- 
dependent method  by  which  one  can 
get  whatever  he  wants,  irrespective  of 


the  will  of  God  in  the  case.  Prayer 
is  not  a  way  of  getting  the  things 
that  God  does  not  want  us  to  have, 
but  rather  a  way  of  procuring  the 
things  that  God  wants  us  to  have 
and  has  planned  for  us. 

We  can  know  His  will  first 
through  the  reading  of  His  Word. 
Cod  has  revealed  His  will  in  His 
Word.  Suppose  we  want  to  lav  hold 
of  one  ol  1  lis  precious  promises,  we 
can  take  this  promise  before  Him  in 
prayer  with  unwavering  expectation 
that  He  will  do  what  He  has  prom- 
ised in  His  Word. 

Secondly,  we  can  find  the  will  of 
God  in  the  teaching  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  In  Romans  8:26  and  27  (ASV), 
we  are  told  that  the  Spirit  of  God 
prays  in  us,  drawing  out  our  prayer 
in  the  line  of  God's  will.  Surely  the 
Spirit  of  God  would  never  lead  us 
in  any  other  way  than  in  God's  per- 
fect will. 

Over  in  the  southern  part  of  Ohio 
is  a  man  who  has  been  paralyzed 
for  some  time.  This  man  accepted 
the  Lord  as  his  personal  Saviour 
quite  some  time  ago.  He  believes  that 
it  is  the  will  of  God  for  him  to  be 
active  in  the  prayer  ministry.  Over 
his  bed  is  a  large  bulletin  board  which 
has  a  large  number  of  prayer  re- 
quests. He  spends  hour  after  hour, 
lying  prostrate  on  his  bed,  continually 
praving  for  lost  souls,  missionaries, 
ministers,  and  various  Christian  work- 
ers. People  who  have  observed  him 
say  that  he  always  prays  according 
to  the  will  of  God  and  that  many 
men  and  women  have  received  the 
Gospel  and  have  been  saved  through 
this  man's  prayer  ministry.  This  is 
surely  borne  out  in  this  passage  be- 
fore us.  "And  if  we  know  that  he 
hear  us,  whatsoever  we  ask,  we  know 
that  we  have  the  petitions  that  we 
desired  of  him."  Also  Paul  says  the 
same  thing  to  Timothy:  "God  .  .  . 
will  have  all  men  to  be  saved,  and 
to  come  unto  the  knowledge  of  the 
truth." 

I  have  presented  some  of  the  ele 
ments  necessary  for  true  prayer.  First, 
a  man  must  believe  in  God  before  he 
can  pray.  Secondly,  a  man  must  be- 
lieve   that    God    is    able    to    answe 
praver.  Thirdly,  a  man  must  seel 
needs  in  prayer.  Fourthly,  a  ma 
seek  the  will  of  God  in  pr 
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Just  as  Mexico  had  yielded  under 
the  hand  of  Cortez  with  a  small  com- 
pany of  brave  followers  so  Pizarro 
thought  that  a  similar  experience 
might  be  repeated  in  a  conquest  of 
Peru,  a  country  of  whose  fabulous 
wealth  he  had  heard  such  glowing 
reports.  But  Pizarro  and  his  troops 
were  called  upon  to  suffer  such  in- 
describable hardships  that  his  soldiers 
were  about  to  desert  him,  and  already 
ships  from  the  homeland  had  arrived 
to  carry  them  back  to  Spain. 

Pizarro  told  them  plainly  that  they 
might  go  back  if  they  were  afraid  to 
20  on.  Then  he  drew  his  sword  and 
traced  a  line  from  east  to  west  on 
the  sand  and  pointing  toward  the 
south  he  said:  "Men,  before  you  lies 
toil  and  hunger,  drenching  storms, 
disease,  and  possibly  death;  but  there 
is  also  victory,  plus  great  wealth  and 
glory.  Behind  vou  is  ease  and  pleas- 
ure and  safety.  On  that  side  lies 
Peru  with  its  peril;  on  this  side  is 
Spain  with  its  comfort,  but  eternal 
disgrace.  Now,  men,  choose  whether 
you  will  go  back  to  Spain  or  whether 
you  will  go  on  to  Peru.  As  for  me, 
I  will  go  on." 

He  stepped  across  the  line  he  had 
drawn.  In  a  moment  his  faithful 
lieutenant  was  by  his  side,  saying, 
"I,  too."  And  then  came  another 
and  another  and  another,  until  the 
whole  of  his  brave  little  band  was 
at  his  side;  and  with  them  Pizarro 
swept  on  to  a  conquest  which  has 
ever  been  one  of  the  marvels  to  suc- 
ceeding generations. 

So  it  was  with  Paul.  Undoubtedly 
Paul  had  talked  with  Demas;  and 
we  can  easily  imagine  him  saying: 
"Demas,  before  us  is  Rome  with  its 
hardships,  its  dangers,  its  perils,  its 
sword,  its  prison.  Behind  us  is  Thes- 
salonica  with  its  comfort,  security, 
and  rest.  Now,  Demas,  if  you  prefer 
to  turn  back,  that  is  your  privilege, 


but  as  for  me,"  said  Paul,  "I  will  go 
on." 

Demos  Retrogresses 

The  story  of  Demas  has  a  fine 
prologue  but  a  very  poor  epilogue. 
When  Paul  was  imprisoned  in  Rome 
the  first  time,  Demas  was  with  him 
(Col.  4:14;  Philem.  24).  Without 
doubt,  Demas  must  have  demonstrat- 
ed the  same  passion  and  zeal  which 
always  characterized  the  warrior  for 
Christ,  Paul.  Demas  without  ques- 
tion had  spent  much  time  in  prayer 
with  the  faithful  apostle.  Demas 
probably  "gave  approval"  to  the 
preaching  of  Paul.  All  things  seemed 
favorable  for  Demas  to  become  a  great 
help  to  Paul  in  the  work  for  God. 

We  could  only  speculate  why 
Demas  first  followed  Paul.  The  name 
Demas  means  "popular,"  and  it  might 
be  that  Demas  wanted  to  be  some- 
thing in  the  "eyes  of  the  world,"  and 
thought  that  following  Paul  would 
prove  beneficial.  Regardless  of  what 
his  motives  were,  Demas  supposedly 
became  a  follower  of  Christ.  He 
worked  with  Paul,  and  traveled  with 
him  from  place  to  place.  In  these 
journeys  Paul  left  Ephesus  and  hur- 
ried to  Miletus  whence,  it  is  pos- 
sible, he  sailed  for  Corinth,  on  his 
way  from  that  city  to  Spain.  There 
is  no  record  as  to  when  he  reached 
Spain,  but  it  is  indicative  that  he  met 
trouble  almost  as  soon  as  he  landed. 
He  was  soon  arrested  and  taken  back 
to  Rome,  a  prisoner  of  Nero.  In 
chains,  Paul  was  being  taken  back 
to  that  damp  and  deserted  dungeon. 
Things  ahead  looked  dark!  The  im- 
mediate future  had  not  the  halo 
of  glory  and  prestige!  Demas  forsakes! 

Why?  A  thousand  times  we  might 
ask,  Why?  Why  did  Demas  forsake 
Paul?  Ah,  listen,  let  us  ask  another 
question,  Why  do  people  today  for- 
sake Christ?  if  this  can  be  answered. 


then  we  will  know  why  Demas  for- 
sook Paul. 

In  these  hours  of  discord,  disorder, 
and  disquietude,  we  are  alarmed  at 
the  disinterest  in  eternal  things.  The 
reason  people  are  falling  from  the 
faith  is  because— 

Thev  have  an  imperfect  knowledge 
of  Christ.  "They  on  the  rock  are 
thev,  which,  when  they  hear,  receive 
the  word  with  joy;  and  these  have 
no  root,  which  for  a  while  believe, 
and  in  time  of  temptation  fall  away 
.  .  .  which,  when  they  have  heard,  go 
forth,  and  are  choked  with  cares  and 
riches  and  pleasure  of  this  life,  and 
bring  no  fruit  to  perfection"  (Luke 
8:13-14). 

A  man  was  crossing  the  Mississippi 
on  the  ice,  and  fearing  it  was  too  thin, 
began  to  crawl  over  on  his  hands  and 
knees  in  great  terror.  Before  he  gained 
the  opposite  shore,  all  worn  out,  an- 
other man  drove  past  him  gayly,  sit- 
ting upon  a  sled  loaded  with  pig  iron. 
Ah,  say,  that  is  the  way  most  Chris- 
tians are  headed  toward  the  heavenly 
Canaan,  trembling  at  each  step  lest  a 
promise  of  God  should  break  be- 
neath them.  The  man  had  an  im- 
perfect knowledge  of  the  ice.  Many 
there  are  who  have  an  imperfect 
knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ. 

What  kind  of  a  Christ  do  we  have? 
We  must  attribute  to  Christ  the 
greatness  that  is  His.  Christ  is:  (a) 
Eternal,  being  identified  as  "The 
everlasting  Father"  (Isa.  9:6),  or  more 
literally  the  "Father  of  the  ages." 
Before  the  world  was,  Christ  is  (John 
1:1-3).  (b)  Unchangeable,  being  the 
"same  yesterday  and  today,  and  for- 
ever" (Heb.  13:8).  Praise  God,  we 
have  an  unchanging  Christ  in  a 
changing  world,  (c)  Omnipresent; 
that  is,  He  is  always  with  us  (Matt. 
28:20).  Oh,  how  thankful  we  need 
be  that  though  all  forsake,  Christ 
is  faithful.   All   the  friends  of  Paul 
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may  have  forsaken  him  as  he  head- 
ed for  the  Roman  dungeon;  but  the 
peace  of  God  flooded  his  soul,  and 
he  had  no  fear  of  the  flashing  blade 
which  was  to  sever  his  head  from  his 
scarred  bodv,  for  he  knew  Christ  was 
with  him.  (d)  Omniscient;  that  is, 
our  Lord  knoweth  all  things.  He 
knows  our  heartaches,  weaknesses, 
problems,  and  trials,  for  He  knows 
what  is  in  man  (John  2:24-25).  Thank 
God!  (e)  Omnipotent;  that  is,  Christ 
is  able  to  do  the  impossible.  Power 
to  heal  (Luke  4:39),  raise  the  dead 
(Luke  7:14-15),  and  control  nature 
(Matt.  8:26-27)  are  evidences  of  His 
power.  These  give  a  partial  picture 
of  the  greatness  of  our  Lord. 

2.  Thev  have  permitted  a  moral 
lapse.  This  is  exactly  what  happened 
to  those  mentioned  in  I  lebrew  s  6:4- 
6.  These  were  once  enlightened  (cp. 
Eph.  1:18)  and  had  literally  tasted 
of  the  heavenlv  gift,  the  good  Word 
of  God,  and  the  powers  of  the  world 
to  come,  even  as  Christ  tasted  of 
death;  vet  thev  fell  into  a  moral 
lapse  of  fruitlessness  for  Christ.  The 
first  step  to  a  moral  lapse  is  failure 
to  read  the  "Old  Book"  and  to  spend 
time  in  praver. 

A  woman  said  not  long  ago:  "I 
have  just  been  so  busv  this  past 
month  that  I  didn't  have  time  to  read 
mv  Bible."  Tragic;  ves,  pathetic! 
Christians  who  do  not  have  time  to 
read  and  prav  are  too  busv  for  their 
own  good.  Praverlessness  is  the  first 
step  into  carelessness.  Carelessness  is 
the  first  step  into  worldliness,  which 
brings  us  to  the  next  point. 

3.  We  are  susceptible  to  world- 
liness. How  manv  times  I  have  heard 
this  statement:  "I  don't  see  anvthing 
wrong  in  that."  So  manv  fail  to 
realize  that  before  Satan  can  be  vic- 
torious, he  must  make  us  blind.  A 
blind  man  doesn't  see  the  Grand 
Canvon  toward  which  he  is  walking 
either.  So,  manv  fail  to  see  the  dan- 
gers of  worldliness  until  after  thev 
have  hit  the  bottom.  It  has  been  said 
by  another:  "Compromise  is  the 
Devil's  crowbar."  We  can  be  so  sus- 
ceptible to  worldliness  that  we  come 
to  the  place  where  we  sav,  as  one 
voung  man  said  to  me  not  long  ago, 
"Thev  all  do  it."  Then  Satan  not 
onlv  has  us  blinded,  but  has  given  us 
the  initial  shot  which  will  finallv 
bring  a  spiritual  calamity. 


4.  Thev  are  forsaking  worship  and 
spiritual  living.  "Not  forsaking  the 
assembling  of  ourselves  together,  as 
the  manner  of  some  is;  but  exhorting 

o 

one  another:  and  so  much  the  more, 
as  ye  see  the  day  approaching"  (Heb. 
10:25).  There  is  a  tendencv  todav  on 
the  part  of  professing  believers  to  feel 
that  thev  have  fulfilled  a  responsi- 
bility if  thev  attend  "at  least"  one 
service  on  the  Lord's  Dav.  Praver 
meeting  is  for  the  old  and  decrepit, 
the  business  meeting  is  for  those  who 

o 

want  an  office,  and  communion  is 
for  those  who  don't  know  anv  bet- 
ter. Such  an  attitude  is  onlv  found  in 
a  heart  that  is  permeated,  saturated, 
and  dominated  bv  sin. 

A  babv  cries  for  food  because  he 
has  a  desire  for  it.  The  working  man 
wants  food  because  he  has  a  desire 
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"Demas 

hath 

forsaken 
me  .  .  ." 
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For  it.  The  born-again  child  of  God 
wants  the  "bread  of  heaven"  because 
he  has  an  inborn  desire  for  it,  where- 
bv  he  cries  Abba,  Father  (Rom.  8:15). 
Sitting  at  home  in  a  rocking  chair 
listening  to  a  saint  of  God  preach  the 
Word  is  a  blessing  for  a  sicklv,  elder- 
ly saint  of  God,  or  perhaps  a  sinner; 
but  one  who  professes  to  be  a  child 
of  God  and  is  able-bodied  enough  to 
eat  three  square  meals  a  day,  take  a 
drive  on  Sundav  afternoon,  and  at- 
tend sport  and  social  functions  is  not 
too  weak  to  sit  for  one  hour  in  God's 
house  on  God's  dav  and  hear  God's 
Word.  If  the  seat  is  too  hard,  take 
a  pillow  with  vou.  Forsaking  God's 
house  and  God's  people  and  merely 
coming  to  church  enough  to  keep 
vour  name  on  the  roll  is  a  disgrace  to 
the  blessed  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  and 
an  evidence  of  little  love  for  the 
things  of  Christ.  Oh,  God,  help  us  to 
grow  in  Thv  grace  that  we  might 
love  Thee  as  thou  didst  first  love  us. 
Grant  that  we  might  go  on  to  per- 
fection  in   Christ    Jesus,   not  forsak- 


ing  the  source  of  our  peace,  hope, 
joy,  comfort,  and  love. 

Mark   Progresses 

The  story  of  Mark  is  the  anti- 
thesis to  the  story  of  Demas,  in  that 
it  has  a  poor  prologue  but  a  fine 
epilogue.  Mark  was  the  cause  for  the 
unhappy  separation  of  Barnabas  and 
Paul.  .Mark  was  rejected  bv  Paul  as 
unworthy  to  accompany  him  because 
he  had  previously  abandoned  the 
work  of  the  Gospel  out  of  timidity  or 
indolence.  But  there  is  cause  for  re- 
joicing to  find  Mark  later  minister- 
ing patiently  and  obediently  to  the 
very  apostle  who  had  formerly  re- 
pudiated his  services;  still  more,  to 
know  that  he  preserved  and  prog- 
ressed even  unto  the  end,  and  was 
sent  for  by  Paul  to  encourage  him 
in  his  dying  hours.  What  a  contrast. 
Demas  forsakes  Paul  and  the  Gospel 
and  turns  back  to  the  world.  Mark 
forsakes  the  world  and  turns  to  Paul 
and  the  ministry  of  the  Gospel.  Mark 
was  a  mature  saint  of  God  with  a 
ripe,  Christian  character  in  which 
all  the  Christian  virtues  and  graces 
had  become  fixed  and  solidified  into 
permanence.  The  testimony  of  Mark 
came  from  a  heart  that  had  been 
changed   bv   the  grace  of  God. 

"A  new  heart  will  I  give  unto 
you;  and  a  new  spirit  will  I  put 
within  you:  and  I  will  take  away 
the  stony  heart  out  of  your  flesh, 
and  I  w  ill  give  vou  an  heart  of  flesh" 
(Ezek.  36:26). 

The  story  is  told  bv  a  missionary 
to  the  Red  Indians  in  our  Canadian 
territories  how  it  felt  to  be  in  the 
grip  of  the  death-freeze.  It  was  70 
degrees  below  zero,  and  as  the  traces 
of  the  dogs  that  carried  the  sleigh 
across  the  black  wastes  became  brok- 
en, he  jumped  off  to  repair  them.

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IN  GOD'S  GUARDHOUSE

Sometimes  the  Lord  has  to  put  us 
on  our  backs  to  make  us  look  up!  This 
has  been  mv  experience  very  re- 
cently. But  the  great  Apostle  Paul 
gives  us  a  comforting  promise  for 
everv  situation  in  which  the  saint 
finds  himself  and  every  experience  he 
might  undertake  in  the  Christian 
life.  When  Paul  wrote  the  fourth 
chapter  of  Philippians,  he  was  in  the 
guardhouse  of  Rome,  but  he  could 
say:  "Rejoice  in  the  Lord  alway:  and 
again  I  say,  Rejoice."  Paul  was  not 
sure  whether  he  would  be  beheaded, 
tortured,  persecuted,  or  released. 
Though  his  physical  environment 
was  Rome's  guardhouse,  yet  he  bold- 
ly claims  he  was  in  God's  guard- 
house in  verse  7  (ASV)  ".  .  .  shall 
guard  vour  hearts  and  minds  through 
Christ  Jesus."  Notice  that  he  did  not 
sav  'your  phvsical  body  or  personal 
comforts."  There  is  a  reason  because 
the  Christian's  blessings  are  heavenly 
and  not  earthly.  But  Paul  states  three 
requirements  to  receive  this  great 
promise: 

The  first  one  to  be  noted  is  'be 
careful  [anxious]  for  nothing."  The 
word  careful  is  an  old  English  word 
which  means  "anxious  care,  or  worrv." 
Paul  says:  "Stop  worrying  about  even 
one  thing!"  Jesus  says:  "Take  there- 
fore no  thought  for  the  morrow:  for 
the  morrow  shall  take  thought  for  the 
things  of  itself"  (Matt.  6:34).  Peter 
says:  "Casting  all  your  care  upon 
Ilim"  [for  vou  care  is  His  concern] 
(I  Pet.  5:7).  He  is  more  concerned 
about  the  future  and  your  problem 
than   vou   are  yourself. 

Worry  is  sin.  Modern  medicine 
reveals  that  approximately  50  per- 
cent of  all  ailments  are  classified  as 
psychosomatic  ailments.  The  prime 
and  foremost  experience  for  every 
Christian  is  to  enter  into  His  perfect 
rest.  The  word  "Sabbath"  means  rest 


and  Christ  brought  this  eternally  at 
the  cross.  Until  every  one  of  us  real- 
ize that  He  has  done  everything  and 
there  is  nothing  we  can  do  but  to 
accept  or  acknowledge  His  finished 
work,  we  can  never  enter  into  His 
rest.  Paul  says  in  Romans  6:1 1:  "Reck- 
on ve  also  yourselves  to  be  dead  in- 
deed unto  sin."  This  word  "reckon" 
is  a  mathematical  term  which  is  ab- 
solute and  you  must  accept  it  as  a 
factual  experience.  So,  the  child  of 
God  died  in  Christ  and  he  rests  in 
Christ.  God  wants  His  children  to 
be  anxious  for  nothing. 

The  second  requirement  is  "be 
prayerful  in  everything."  One  needs 
to  have  the  divine  hook-up  to  His 
power  line.  Many  pray  a  "round- 
about praver"  like  the  voung  preacher 
who  began  in  a  certain  prayer  meet- 
ing, "Dear  Lord  of  Hosts!  Father  of 
all  mankind!  Almighty!  Omnipotent! 
Omnipresence!  Omniscient!  and  so 
on."  But  the  dear  old  Scotch  lady 
kneeling   beside   him   had   the   right 


idea  when  she  interrupted  him  and 
yanked  him  by  the  coat-tail  and  said: 
"Just  call  Him  Father  and  tell  Him 
what  you  need!!" 

What  better  times  are  there  to 
pray  than  when  we  are  in  the  hard 
places,  or  doing  laborious  tasks,  or 
routine  duties,  or  when  the  "guard- 
house" situation  around  us  seems  to 
affect  us?  Prayer  is  our  offensive 
armor!  It  is  the  time  for  us  to  carry 
the  ball!  The  enemy  may  have  a 
strong  line,  but  God  will  find  a  hole 
to  break  through  for  the  touch  down! 

The  third  requirement  Paul  men- 
tions is  to:  "In  everything  .  .  .  with 
thanksgiving"  We  cannot  fully  learn 
this  until  we  have  taken  the  other 
two  steps  chronologically.  Ephesians 
5:20  says:  "Giving  thanks  always  for 
all  things."  Yes!  We  have  many  "all 
things"  in  the  Word  which  teach 
some  of  the  "all  things"  of  His  plan 
and  program.  One  of  our  African 
missionaries  told  of  a  leper  whose 
hands,  feet,  face,  and  practically 
whole  body  was  eaten  away,  yet  he 
said,  "Thank  God,  I'm  a  leper!"  He 
said  this  because  it  was  through  this 
dreadful  disease  he  came  to  the  mis- 
sion station  and  heard  the  message 
of  God's  "all  things."  The  word 
"thank"  was  formerly  "think"  in  the 
old  English.  Can  you  think  of  the  all 
things  to  be  thankful  for?  Though 
we  may  be  in  an  outward  uncom- 
fortable guardhouse  situation,  vet  be- 
lievers  can  realize  He  has  a  greater 
guardhouse  of  protection  as  He 
guards  our  hearts  and  minds  through 
Christ  Jesus.

An  interview  with   layman  Emmit  Adams

Question:  Brother  Adams,  just  when 
did  vou  go  to  Puerto  Rico, 
and  what  was  the  reason 
for  vour  going? 

Answer:  I  have  been  in  Puerto  Rico 
since  March  1955.  My  put- 
pose  in  going  was  to  man 
age  a  factory  for  a  California 
concern. 

Q:  How  did  it  happen  that  you  got 
so  interested  in  Christian  work  in 
Puerto  Rico? 

A:  Mv  wife  and  I  soon  saw  the  need 
of  a  gospel  testimony  in  Puerto 
Rico.  This  need  was  first  brought 
to  our  attention  when  we  set  out 
tn  find  a  fundamental,  gospel- 
preaching  church  in  which  to  fel- 
lowship. We  almost  got  dis- 
couraged because  of  the  language 
barrier  and  other  problems  in  per- 
forming service  for  the  Lord.  We 
did  not  know  Spanish  and  it  was 
difficult  for  us  to  fellowship  with 
other  believers.  But,  we  prayed 
that  the  Lord  might  help  us  and 
show  us  how  to  serve  Him,  and 
He  answered  in  a  very  definite 
way.  It  was  through  the  tract 
ministry  that  the  Lord  first  spoke 
to  us.  My  wife  and  I  began  to 
distribute  gospel  tracts  and  found 
that  the  people  were  eager  to 
receive  them.  We  know  that  a 
number  of  people  accepted 
Christ  as  the  result  of  gospel 
tracts.  And,  to  date  we  have  hand- 
ed out  somewhere  around  a  half- 
million   gospel   tracts! 

Q:  What  was  the  next  step  that  you 
took? 

A:  Seeing  that  there  was  such  great 
need  for  a  gospel  testimony  in 
Puerto  Rico  caused  me  to  write 


to  The  Foreign  Missionary  So- 
cietv  of  the  Brethren  Church, 
asking  that  someone  be  sent  to 
Puerto  Rico  to  investigate  the 
field.  There  were  so  many  ave- 
nues of  service  that  I  felt  surely 
this  was  a  ripe  mission  field.  As 
the  result  of  this  contact  with  the 
board.  Rev.  Kenneth  Ashman 
came  and  looked  over  the  field. 
He  was  tremendously  impressed 
and  took  back  a  report  to  the 
board. 

Q:  How  did  the  board  respond  to 
this  report? 

A:  The  board  was  also  impressed 
with  the  great  need,  and  voted  to 
accept  Puerto  Rico  as  a  field  of 
service,  and  to  begin  looking  for 
workers.  It  was  decided  that  this 
should  be  a  "self-support"  field; 
that  is,  the  missionaries  should 
earn  their  own  livelihood  and 
work  to  establish  a  testimony  in 
their  spare  time. 

Q:  Then  what  happened? 

A:  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Max  Brenneman 
volunteered.  Thev  received  their 
outfit  and  the  transportation  of 
that  outfit  to  the  field  through 
the  Missionary  Outfit  Club  of 
the  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 
But,  they  came  to  the  field  under- 
standing that  Brother  Brenneman 
would  work  to  support  his  family. 
This  he  has  done.  Thev  arrived  on 
the  field  March  12,'  1959,  and 
have  been  faithful  laborers  for 
the  Lord  in  Puerto  Rico  ever 
since!  Their  work  has  been  pri- 
marily with  the  English-speaking 
ministry.  Brother  Brenneman  has 
set  about  to  establish  an  English 
speaking  church  and  at  the  same 


time  has  begun  to  study  Spanish 
that  he  might  minister  in  the 
Spanish  language  as  well.  The 
English-speaking  church  has 
shown  progress,  souls  have  been 
saved,  and  a  body  of  believers  has 
been    brought   together. 

Q:  Can  vou  tell  us  about  the  com- 
ing of  the  second  missionary  fam- 
ily? 

A:  Yes,  the  second  missionary  fam- 
ily, the  fames  Dicksons,  arrived 
early  in  1960.  Almost  immediately 
Brother  Dickson  went  to  work  to 
support  his  family.  Also,  he  be- 
gan studying  the  Spanish  lan- 
guage, and  began  a  regular  work 
among  the  inmates  of  the  large 
prison  at  San  Juan.  He  has  been 
very  busv  to  say  the  least. 

Q:  In  addition  to  these  two  mis- 
sionary families,  what  other  work- 
ers do  vou  have? 

A:  Brother  Frank  DeVos  and  his 
family,  of  the  Third  Brethren 
Church  of  Philadelphia,  were 
very  helpful  in  getting  the  work 
established.  Brother  DeVos  is  a 
layman,  working  in  the  silk  in- 
dustry. He  was  in  Puerto  Rico 
for  quite  a  while,  but  has  since 
returned  to  Philadelphia.  We 
very  greatly  appreciate  the  work 
of  the  DeVos  family.  Also,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Raymond  Fulmer  from 
the  Bethel  Brethren  Church  of 
Osceola,  Ind.,  answered  the  call 
to  come  to  Puerto  Rico.  Brother 
Fulmer  is  a  lavman  and  has  done 
much  to  help  out  in  the  work 
there.  He  has  a  regular  job  for 
supporting  his  family  but  also 
helps  in  the  prison  work.  In  this 
prison    work,    thus    far    in    1960 
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we  have  seen  188  men  come  to 
Christ.  Of  these  188,  ninetv-four 
have  completed  Bible  courses,  and 
we  are  looking  forward  to  men 
who  will  soon  be  released  to  be- 
gin studying  for  worthwhile  min- 
istries on   the  outside. 

O:  Tell  us  something  about  the  pos- 
sibility of  a  Bible-institute  min- 
istrv. 

A:  The  board  also  sent  Dr.  John 
Whitcomb  to  Puerto  Rico  on  a 
trip  of  investigation.  His  mission 
was  to  find  out  the  possibilities 
for  a  Bible  institute.  He  made 
quite  an  extensive  studv  and,  in 
fact,  in  the  summer  of  1959  came 
down  and  held  the  first  sessions 
of  the  Bible  institute  program. 
I  believe  that  the  possibilities  are 
very  good.  This  first  vear  was 
just  a  beginning,  but  I  believe  it 
has  laid  a  foundation  for  a  worth- 
while ministrv  in  the  future.  I 
feel  that  it  must  be  conducted  in 
Spanish.  So,  whoever  carries  on 
this  work  in  the  future  should  be 
one  who  knows  theologv  and  also 
knows  the  Spanish  language. 
There  are  those  in  Puerto  Rico 
who  desire  to  get  further  train- 
ing in  their  education  in  a  theo- 
logical realm.  But,  many  cannot 
afford  to  come  to  the  United 
States  for  training,  and,  indeed, 
why  should  thev  come  to  the 
States  if  this  can  be  accomplished 
in  Puerto  Rico? 


Q:  Another  possibility  about  which 
I  have  heard  is  the  Christian-day- 
school  ministrv.  What  about  this 
work  for  the  Lord? 

A:  There  is  great  need  for  Christian 
dav  schools  in  Puerto  Rico.  There 
are  some  schools  there,  but  they 
are  filled  to  capacity  and  it  is 
very  difficult  to  get  children  into 
these  schools.  Not  onlv  would 
such  a  school  be  worthwhile  to 
the  pupil,  who  would  be  taught 
the  regular  studies  in  a  Christian 
atmosphere,  but  it  is  also  an  ave- 
nue of  Christian  service  for  voung 
people  trained  in  this  line.  We 
hope  before  very  long  we  will 
have  a  Brethren  Christian  day 
school  taught  in  the  Spanish  lan- 
guage in  Puerto  Rico! 

Q:  What  about  radio? 

A:  Radio  is  another  field  of  service 
which  the  Brethren  should  con- 
sider. Many  of  the  people  of  the 
Puerto  Rican  area  are  hungry  for 
the  Word  of  God.  They  would 
respond  to  a  radio  ministrv  which 
would  present  the  Word  of  God  to 
them.  In  fact,  this  has  been  prov- 
en. As  Brother  Ashman  and  I 
traveled  in  some  of  the  islands, 
we  found  many  who  kept  their 
radio  dials  tuned  to  a  Christian 
radio  station.  The  Brethren 
church  of  Wooster,  Ohio,  spon- 
sored a  dailv  radio  broadcast  for 
a   number  of  months.   We  hope 
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that  we  will  be  able  to  continue 
this  type  of  work  in  some  way. 

Q:  Now,  Brother  Adams,  please  tell 
us  what  a  layman  can  do  to  help 
support  the  work  in  Puerto  Rico? 

A:  First  of  all,  laymen  should  seek 
the  will  of  the  Lord  for  their 
lives.  Second,  laymen  should  pray 
regularly  for  the  work  in  Puerto 
Rico,  and  for  all  of  our  missionary 
endeavors.  Third,  laymen  should 
give  generously  of  their  funds  to 
help  in  this  and  other  missionary 
works.  Fourth,  laymen  can  go  to 
Puerto  Rico  to  work.  I  firmly  be- 
lieve that  a  man  should  be  will- 
ing to  leave  home  and  home  ties, 
including  business  ties,  to  help 
in  the  work  of  the  Lord.  This  is 
a  distinct  possibility  in  Puerto 
Rico.  There  are  avenues  of 
employment  open  to  laymen  there 
where  men  can  work,  earn  their 
living,  and  also  help  in  this  mis- 
sionary  endeavor.  Laymen  might 
even  wish  to  go  to  Puerto  Rico 
and  set  up  a  factory  on  the  tax- 
free  program.  They  would  need 
to  study  the  plan  and  know  just 
what  it  is.  Laymen  could  get  be- 
hind all  of  the  avenues  of  spread- 
ing the  Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  in  Puerto  Rico. 

There  are  approximately  two 
and  one-half  million  people  in 
Puerto  Rico  and  1  believe  that 
the  laymen  of  our  Brethren 
churches  can  do  much  in  helping 
to  reach  these  people  for  Christ. 
I  would  urge  laymen  to  help  to 
supply  gospel  tracts  and  pieces  of 
literature.  It's  amazing  how  many 
tracts  can  be  distributed  in  one 
day,  and  how  many  pieces  of 
gospel  literature  can  be  used  in 
one  visit  to  the  penitentiary.  We 
are  constantly  running  out  of 
these  needed  supplies.  Then,  there 
is  the  gospel  film  program  in 
Puerto  Rico.  I  have  received  great 
blessing  in  showing  gospel  films, 
and  have  seen  many  decisions  as 
a  result.  Laymen  can  help  sup- 
ply Spanish  films  for  this  work. 
Therefore,  1  would  urge  laymen 
to  be  active  in  their  support  of  the 
work  in  Puerto  Rico.  Above  all, 
please  pray,  and  then  do  what  t 
Lord  would  have  you  tod 
to  carry  on  this  ver; 
work.

Naturally,  on  Mother's  Day,  we 
do  something  special  for  our  mothers 
and  we  sav  something  appropriate 
to  and  about  them.

Foster  Tresise,  Brethren  missionaries 
serving  in  Hawaii,  led  to  a  service 
centering  in  the  theme  of  "Mission- 
ary Mothers."  And,  it  immediately 
became  apparent  that  of  all  the  wom- 
en of  the  Bible  who  were  especially 
honored  in  having  their  names  and 
deeds  recorded  in  The  Book,  the  ma- 
jority of  them  had  been   worthy  of 


such  honor  because  they  had  served 
the  Lord  in  the  presentation  of  their 
offspring  for  His  service— missionary 
service.  Such  was  the  case  with  Mary, 
Lois,  Eunice,  Hannah,  and  a  host  of 
others. 

We  ask  ourselves:  "Who  have  been 
the  great  mothers  down  through  the 
years?"  Many  names  prominent  in 
history  come  to  mind.  But,  is  worldly 
prominence  the  criteria  for  deter- 
mining greatness?  Obviously  no,  not 
in  the  sight  of  God.  In  regard  to  mis- 
sionaries who  have  journeyed  into 
barren  wastes,  uncharted  jungles,  hos- 
tile populations,  and  dangerous  sit- 
uations—the stalwart  men  who  have 
made    the    world's    history    good    in 


any    measure    of    goodness    we    may 
find— their  God-fearing  mothers  share 

o 

greatly  in  the  eternal  glory  of  their 
sacrificial  ministries. 

Then,  we  were  led  to  think  of  the 
"Missionary  Mothers"  on  the  various 
world  fields— thev  who  serve  as  faith- 
ful wives  and  mothers  under  adverse 
conditions  in  faraway  places  and,  in 
addition,  teach  classes,  direct  schools, 
journey  in  the  bush,  and  win  souls 
to  the  Lord— mothers  who  must  many 
times  be  separated  from  their  chil- 
dren for  long  periods  of  time,  even 
for  years.  These  "Missionary  Moth- 
ers" proved  to  be  a  real  challenge  to 
the  woman  who  would  serve  her  Lord 
well. 

And  so  we  honored  our  mothers 
on  Mother's  Dav.  But  we  found  a 
new  challenge  and  a  new  inspiration 
in  meditating  upon  the  tremendous 
blessing  that  "Missionary  Mothers" 
have  proven  themselves  to  be.

Rev.  Joseph  F.  Cantillon, 
assistant  professor  of  sociology  at 
Canisius  College  here,  has  compared 
the  film  to  a  "third-class  Western 
quickie."  Admitting  that  it  earned  an 
"11-Oscar  salute,"  he  still  charged 
that  it  is  a  "fraud  against  Christian 
teaching,  school-age  children,  the 
American  public,  and  history."  The 
picture,  according  to  Cantillon,  is 
"without  any  semblance  of  true  reli- 
gious feeling  or  even  common  hu- 
manity .  .  .  "Ben-Hur"  depicts  "sense- 
less brutality  piled  upon  brutality, 
cruelty  for  the  sake  of  cruelty.  The 
mentally  disturbing  effect  of  this 
pornographic  masochism  and  sadism 
is  incalculable."

Responsibilities   Bring    Blessings

CLEANING- House  and  Heart

I,  along  with  perhaps  every  other 
homemaker  over  this  great  land  of 
ours,  has  been  engaged  in  houseclean- 
ing  for  the  past  several  weeks.  Spring 
cleaning  is  a  job  I  have  never  par- 
ticularly relished.  In  fact,  it's  a  thing 
I  can  find  practically  every  reason 
under  the  sun  to  put  off,  but  once 
underway,  I  forge  feverishly  ahead 
looking  with  great  displeasure  upon 
anything  that  would  swerve  me  from 
mv  purpose. 

What  joy,  when  at  long  last  I  can, 
although  completely  exhausted,  fall 
into  a  chair  and  view  mv  handiwork! 
What  satisfaction  to  look  from  one 
glistening,  gleaming  thing  to  another. 
To  see  everything  in  its  place  with 
not  even  a  stray  marble  or  misplaced 
building  block  to  destroy  the  sym- 
metry. Oh,  that  it  might  always  stay 
in  such  a  state  of  perfection!  But 
with  three,  healthv,  energetic  chil- 
dren, plus  a  busy  round  of  daily  ac- 
tivities, household  cleanliness  is  a 
thing  that  must  be  diligently  sought, 
a  thing  to  be  carefully  maintained. 

As  I  pondered  over  this  whole 
idea  of  housecleaning,  I  began  to  see 
many  similarities  between  it  and  the 
keeping  of  my  heart  clean.  The 
heart,  of  course,  is  the  seat  of  my 
emotions  and  desires— the  place  where 
Jesus  wants  to  reign  supreme.  But 
can    He? 

I  was  appalled  as  I  sorted  through 
dresser  drawers  and  closets  to  find 
there  a  goodly  number  of  old  out- 
grown garments  ar>d  useless,  though 
some  very  pretty  trinkets,  to  which 
I'd  been  affectionately  clinging  for 
a  period  of  years.  Many  of  these 
things  I  should  have  destroyed  long 
ago;  yet,  there  they  were. 

Can  it  be  that  in  vour  life  and 
mine,  even  as  Christians,  there  are 
old  habits,  useless  desires  and  am- 
bitions, thoughtless  actions  and  deeds 


that  have  been  cluttering  up— occupy- 
ing—valuable  space  and  sapping  us 
of  spiritual  vigor  and  vitality?  These 
are  things  that  must  be  done  away 
with  before  our  heart  cleaning  can 
be  complete. 

As  I  progressed  in  my  cleaning,  I 
came  to  the  walls  and  ceilings.  There 
I  found  that  not  a  few  cobwebs  had 
formed.  Now  cobwebs  are  distressing 
things.  One  dav  there  may  not  be  a 
trace  of  a  single  one,  but  the  next  day 
you  may  find  several  swinging  as  ele- 
gantly  as  any  chandelier  from  your 
best  room  ceiling. 

And  dust  is  almost  as  bad.  It  is  a 
subtle  thing.  It  steals  in  silently  and 
unnoticed  but  in  a  short  period  of 
time  can  coat  and  dull  the  beauty 
and  glow  of  everv  piece  of  furniture 
in  vour  house.  A  daily  dusting  is 
really  quite  necessary  to  maintain  a 
home  in  the  generally  accepted  stand- 
ard of  cleanliness. 

I  wonder,  do  we  not  need  to  be 
equally  on  guard  in  keeping  cob- 
webs and  dust  from  forming  on  our 
hearts!  Dust  takes  the  radiance  and 
glow  from  the  furniture  which  it 
coats,  and  cobwebs  detract  from  the 
original  beauty  of  any  room.  So,  in 
like  manner,  dust  and  cobwebs  al- 
lowed to  form  and  to  settle  over  our 
hearts,  through  lack  of  fellowship 
with  our  Lord  in  daily  devotions 
with  Him,  rob  us  of  the  beauty  and 
radiance  of  our  testimony  for  Him.

the  offset.  Then  we  begin  to  real- 
ize  that  our  negligence  has  become 
a  pattern  of  behavior.  The  keen  de- 
light we  once  had  in  the  Word,  in 
prayer  and  in  witnessing  is  dulled  and 
the  communion  with  our  Lord  which 
once  was  ours  is  less  evident  to  those 
round  about  us.  As  daily  dusting  is 
necessary,  so  daily  heart  searching 
and  confession  of  sin  are  essential,  if 
our  lives  are  to  be  kept  to  the  God- 
established  standard  of  righteousness. 

As  I  do  not  particularly  relish 
housecleaning,  neither  do  I  delight  in 
heart  cleaning.

The  one  of  whom  I  am  writing 
today  is  not  myself  but  a  godly  wom- 
an who  has  recently  been  "loosed 
away  upward." 

I  have  been  a  close  witness  to  the 
blessings  of  faith  in  death,  as  well 
as  in  life.  This  dear  saint  lived  all 
of  her  Christian  life  a  constant  wit- 
ness to  the  grace  and  mercy  of  God. 
She  not  only  reared  a  large  family 
in  the  fear  and  admonition  of  the 
Lord,  but  found  time  to  minister  the 
Word  of  God  to  hundreds  of  other 
hungry  souls. 

She  opened  her  home  two  or  three 
times  a  week  to  the  study  of  God's 
Word.  To  these  Bible  classes  came 
teachers,  often  pastors,  and  mission- 
aries, but  primarily  laymen.  These 
came  from  many  different  churches 
and  denominations.  As  she  gave  her- 
self to  the  faithful  teaching  of  the 
Word,  large  numbers  of  hungry  souls 
found  Christ.  The  writer  is  among 
this  number. 

She  steadfastly  refused  to  be  side- 
tracked from  the  study  and  teaching 
of  the  Dible.  She  believed  its  every 
word;  it  was  manna  to  her  soul  and 
as  she  feasted,  others  were  fed  with 
the  overflow.  I  ler  witnessing  was 
not  confined  to  these  Bible  study 
classes,  but  she  was  truly  "instant 
in  season  and  out  of  season."  Any 
conversation  with  this  saint  would  be, 
sooner  or  later,  about  Christ.  "Bless- 
ed are  ye  that  sow  beside  all  waters." 
The  abiding  passion  of  her  life  was 
the  glory  of  the  Lord.

A 
narrow  and  emaciated  soul  could  not 
understand  one  given  wholly  to  the 
Lord.  She  was  falsely  accused  of 
wanting  to  start  a  church  or  a  cult. 
Believing   that   Satan   never   takes  a

vacation,  this  consecrated  one  never 
closed  her  classes  for  anyone  or  any- 
thing. All  family  affairs,  gatherings, 
weddings,    and    so    on,    had    to    be 

worked   around   the   classes.   If   grad- 
es 

uation  exercises  came  on  a  class 
night,  then  she  had  to  miss  the  grad- 
uation. In  spite  of  this,  no  child  felt 
as  loved  and  secure  as  those  blessed 
to  be  born  to  this  saint  of  God.  She 
was  always  ready  to  perform  her 
"Martha"  duties,  but  was  never  "cum- 
bered about  with  much  serving." 
Never  slack  in  discipline,  the  law  of 


kindness  was  always  in  her  mouth. 

As  soon  as  her  children  were  born, 
she  prayed  that  thev  might  be  born 
to  be  born  again.  From  birth  she  be- 
gan to  prav  for  the  one  each  of  these 
should  later  marry.  Truly  the  happv 
marriages  of  her  children  show  that 
marriages  are  "made  in  heaven."  She 
had  a  burning  passion  to  see  each 
of  her  children  and  grandchildren  in 
the  fold.  Her  faith  was  such  a  domi- 
nant factor  in  her  personality,  all 
could  readily  discern  the  reality  of  the 
truths  she  taught.  She  was  never  too 
busv  to  minister  to  the  individual 
needs  of  twenty-four  grandchildren, 
as  well  as  their  parents.

Ephesians  6:5-9 


OUR  DAILY  WORK 


By  John   M.  Aeby 


Our  "Walks  with  Christ  through 
Ephesians"  are  nearly  over.  After  this 
month,  just  one  more  trip  is  left  in 
this  series  of  studies.  This  walk  has 
to  do  with  a  very  important  part  of 
our  lives.  In  our  school  (our  present 
work)  and  in  our  later  employment 
in  the  full-time  ministry  of  the  Word 
of  God  or  as  full-time  Christian  wives 
or  mothers  .  .  .  whatever  our  calling 
mav  be  .  .  .  we  will  devote  about  one 
third  of  our  lives  to  our  work.  In 
some  cases  more— in  some,  less.  Do 
we  consider  our  school  just  something 
to  endure?  Are  we  just  putting  in 
our  time  because  we  have  to?  Un- 
fortunately, some  of  us  do  just  that. 
If  so,  we  are  likelv  to  look  upon 
our  work  later  as  a  bore.  We  may 
be  like  a  man  who  told  the  writer 
once:  "I  put  in  my  forty  hours  at 
dear  old  —  factory  for  just  one  reason: 
the  paycheck  I  get  at  the  end  of  the 
week."  He  knew  he  had  to  work  to 
keep  on  living  as  he  wanted  to  and 
so  he  "put  up  with"  his  job  to  get 
his  pay.  Needless  to  say,  he  has  never 
been  promoted. 

Such  is  not  the  proper  attitude  for 
us  who  are  God's  children.  Even 
worldly-wise  folk  tell  us  that  one  of 
the  secrets  of  a  happy  life  is  to  learn 
to  like  to  do  what  we  have  to  do. 
But  we  who  know  Christ  have  much 
higher  motives. 

The  Christian  Employee  (Eph.  6:5-8) 

In  Paul's  day  there  were  masters 
and  slaves,  as  well  as  free  men.  Mas- 
ters bought  slaves,  and  they  became 
members  of  the  household  and  were 
regarded  as  property  of  the  master.  In 
most  places  in  the  free  world  today, 
slavery  is  no  longer  practiced.  As  a 
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rule,  we  are  free  to  choose  our  own 
jobs  and  tvpe  of  work.  However, 
those  of  us  in  school  (under  16)  must 
attend  school.  Therefore,  the  in- 
struction of  this  passage  has  impor- 
tant lessons  for  each  of  us.  If  we 
learn  them  now  in  our  training,  they 
will  be  a  great  help  to  us  in  our 
later  work  lives. 

1,  We  should  be  obedient  to  our 
superiors  (teachers,  employers,  fore- 
men, superintendents,  verse  5).  This 
means  we  should  be  quick  to  do  what 
we  are  told  even  though  we  may  not 
like  to  do  it  (providing  it  does  not 
invoke  anything  wrong.)  There  is  no 
place  in  the  life  of  a  Christian  student 
or  employee  for  talking-back,  impu- 
dence, or  disrespect.  Someone  says: 
"If  they  are  nice  to  me,  I'll  be  nice 
to  them.  If  they  are  rude  to  me,  I  can 
be  rude  to  them."  Such  an  attitude 
not  only  gets  us  into  trouble  or  lose 
us  our  position,  but  it  is  disobedience 
to  Christ.  In  I  Peter  2:18  we  are 
told:  "Servants,  be  subject  to  your 
masters  with  all  fear;  not  only  to  the 
good  and  gentle,  but  also  to  the  fro- 
ward  [or  overbearing]."  Sometimes 
we  hear  of  students  in  classrooms 
"sassing"  their  teachers,  or  employees 
"telling  off"  their  employers  and  even 
cursing  them.  This  is  not  proper  or 
Christian  action. 

"With  singleness  of  heart"  means 
to  do  our  work  honestly,  not  to  pre- 
tend to  be  busy  when  we  are  not, 
nor  to  work  only  when  the  teacher  or 
boss  is  looking  but  loaf  when  their 
backs  are  turned.  The  Christians 
should  never  be  guilty  of  such  "eye- 
service"  or  "menpleasing." 

2.  We  should  realize  that  we  are 
always   serving   Christ   in    whatever 


we  do  (v.  6).  We  sometimes  think 
that  we  can  only  serve  Christ  as  mis- 
sionaries, teachers,  or  pastors.  This  is 
not  true.  Every  Christian  is  a  full- 
time"  servant  of  Christ,  regardless  of 
the  kind  of  job  he  holds.  Therefore, 
we  should  "do  the  will  of  God  from 
the  heart"  or  "put  our  whole  heart 
into  our  work"  in  school,  home,  store, 
or  wherever  we  serve. 

3.  We  should  do  all  our  work  with 
good  will  (v.  7).  All  of  us  know  the 
difference  between  an  enthusiastic 
spirit  and  a  poor  spirit.  Just  as  we 
like  to  play  games,  watch  or  take  part 
in  sports  where  the  participants  show 
a  good  spirit  and  feeling  serving 
Christ,  this  is  possible  in  everything. 
Brother  Lawrence,  a  devoted  Chris- 
tian of  another  day  who  lived  in  a 
men's  school  was  assigned  to  scrub- 
bing pots  and  pans  in  the  kitchen;  he 
hated  to  do  dishes  worse  than  any- 
thine.  But,  learning  the  truth  of  this 
verse,  he  actually  came  to  love  this 
work  and  made  the  pots  and  pans 
shine  as  a  service  to  the  Lord  who 
bought  Him.  The  secret  of  his  joy 
was  written  in  his  book,  Practicing 
the  Presence  of  Jesus. 

4.  We  should  look  to  the  Lord  for 
our  reward  (v.  8).  Someone  might  be 
inclined  to  say  to  all  this:  "Oh,  that 
will  do  to  tell."  It  remains  for  us  to 
see  that  we  are  not  to  expect  our  re- 
ward from  men  but  from  the  Lord 
whom  we  really  serve.  It  matters  not 
who  we  are  nor  where  we  serve,  if 
we  do  our  service  unto  Him.  He  1 
promised  that  not  a  cup  of  < 
water  oiven  to  one  in  Llis  n  i 

fail  to  receive  its  reward. 


The   Christian    Employer    (Eph.    6:9) 

Someday  some  of  us  studying  this 
lesson  will  be  supervising  other 
workers  or  teaching  pupils  in  a  class- 
room. What  about  our  part  then?  We 
should  be  just  as  fair,  honest,  and 
considerate  in  our  place  then  as  we 
are  to  be  now  as  servants.  People 
sometimes,  even  bovs  and  girls  and 
young  people,  think  that  it  doesn't 
matter  what  we  do  because  of  who 
we  are.  If  we  hold  an  important 
place,  we  think  we  can  get  away  with 
things  not  quite  right!  Not  so!  We 
have  a  Master  or  Lord  in  heaven. 
And  I  le  is  no  respecter  of  persons. 
This  means  He  is  not  a  "face-taker." 
What  we  do  counts,  and  we  shall  give 
a  complete  account  of  everything  we 
do   to   Him. 

The  point  of  our  studv  today,  the 
lesson  we  learn  from  our  "Walk  with 
Christ  in  Our  Daily  Work,"  is  that 
He  is  present  and  involved  and  in- 
terested in  everything  we  do.  There 
is  no  place  for  shoddiness,  careless- 
ness, halfheartedness,  or  any  such 
thing.  Let's  honor  Him  at  all  times 
with  the  best  we  can  do  in  school, 
on  the  job,  and  wherever  life  shall 
find  us.  Then,  at  the  end  of  life's 
road  and  all  along  the  way,  we'll  find 
real  joy  in  our  work  because  we  are 
really  serving  Him  in  everything. 
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Obedience—a  Necessity

Living  for  Jesus  means  many 
things.  One  of  the  most  important 
of  these  is  obeying  Jesus.  If  we  love 
Him  and  want  to  live  for  Him,  then 
we  will  obey  Him. 

We  all  know  that  as  good  daugh- 
ters  we  are  to  obey  our  parents.  If 
we  obey  our  mother  and  father  cheer- 
fully and  willingly,  we  are  imme- 
diately rewarded  with  an  expression 
of  love  from  them.  Small  children 
get  many  hugs  and  kisses  from  Moth- 
er and  Dad,  but  when  we  grow  older, 
most  of  us  look  for  other  expressions 
of  love.  Just  a  heartfelt  "thank  vou" 
really  helps  us  to  feel  appreciated.  Or 
maybe  a  pat  on  our  shoulder  or  a 
quick  smile  of  thanks  will  do.  But 
some  of  us  get  to  the  place  where  we 
expect  more  tangible  thanks  for  our 
obedience.  Do  some  of  vou  keep 
vour  rooms  clean  just  because  of  an 
allowance  that  will  be  paid  at  the 
end  of  the  week?  Are  some  of  you 
guilty  of  being  especially  "good" 
just  before  your  birthday  or  Christ- 
mas? It  is  part  of  our  nature  to  want 
to  be  "paid"  for  being  obedient. 

Just  as  our  parents  reward  us  for 
obedience,  Jesus,  too,  has  promised 
to  reward  us  for  obeying  Him.  The 
only  difference  is  that  His  rewards 
will  be  given  in  heaven.  Oh,  some- 
times  we  receive  earthly  blessings  too, 
but  Jesus  does  not  always  see  fit  to 
do  it  that  way.  Many  times  He  tests 
our  willingness  to  obev  Him  bv  let- 
ting us  suffer  for  righteousness  sake 
(II  Tim.  3:12).  To  illustrate  this 
truth  let  me  tell  vou  the  story  of 
two  high  school  boys  here  in  Taos  and 
the  different  results  they  experienced 
Irom  obeying  Jesus.  They  will  both 
be  rewarded  in  heaven,  but  their 
earthly  rewards  were  so  different. 

The  first  boy  had  a  test  to  take 
in  which  he  could  answer  all  the 
questions  but  one.  That  one  question 
was  about  two  movies  which  had  re- 
cently been  shown  in  the  local  thea- 
ter. He  had  not  attended  because  of 
his  Christian  beliefs  so  he  wrote:  "I 
cannot  answer  this  question  since 
my  faith  in  Christ  does  not  permit  me 
to  attend  movies."  He  expected  at  the 
least  to  get  a  public  ridiculing  from 


his  teacher.  Instead  he  got  the  high- 
est grade  in  his  class.  Sometimes  the 
Lord  does  give  blessings  here  on 
earth  for  obedience. 

The  second  boy  likewise  was  tak- 
ing a  test  at  school.  His  was  a  test 
about  evolution.  He  knew  what  he 
had  been  taught  in  school,  but  he 
also  knew  what  the  Bible  says.  Lie 
had  to  choose  whom  to  obev.  In 
order  to  solve  the  problem  he  an- 
swered thus:  The  text  book  says  (so 
and  so);  but  the  Bible  says  (thus  and 
thus).  He  felt  that  since  he  was  in 
school  he  was  required  to  know 
what  the  text  said,  but  as  a  Chris- 
tian he  should  make  it  known  that 
he  believed  the  Bible.  Each  question 
was  given  the  two  answers.  In  return 
for  his  effort  he  was  given  a  very  low 
grade  bv  his  teacher.  The  boy  knew 
his  grade  was  unfair,  but  he  was  not 
discouraged.  He  was  glad  to  suffer  a 
little   for   Jesus. 

I  think  one  of  the  hardest  places 
to  be  obedient  to  the  Lord  is  at  school. 
No  one  likes  to  be  a  "square."  All 
of  us  like  to  be  one  of  the  crowd. 
But  what  does  the  Bible  say?  In  II 
Corinthians  6:17  we  read:  "Where- 
fore come  out  from  among  them,  and 
be  ye  separate,  saith  the  Lord,  and 
touch  not  the  unclean  thing."  That 
does  not  mean  that  we  have  to  be 
unfriendly  or  that  we  have  to  be 
odd.  It  means  that  we  are  different  as 
Christians  because  we  do  not  "touch 
the  unclean  thing"  or  commit  the 
sins  of  the  crowd.  We  are  to  be  ready 
to  sav  No  when  asked  to  do  some 
thing  we  know  Jesus  would  not  have 
us  do. 

What  should  a  Christian  do  when 
someone  wants  to  copy  the  answers 
to  the  lesson  from  her?  What  should 
a  girl  do  when  asked  for  a  date  by 
a  non-Christian  bov?  What  is  a  Chris- 
tian girl's  responsibility  to  the  un- 
popular and  unlovelv  girls  at  school? 
It  isn't  always  easy  to  obey  the  Lord 
in  these  matters,  but  it  is  part  of  our 
testimony.  We  may  not  receive  ap- 
plause from  the  rest  of  the  crowd  for 
our  stand,  but  we  can  be  sure  of  a 
reward  in  heaven.  Read  II  Corin- 
thians 6:17  and   18. 
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HAVE  YOU  DONE  WHAT  YOU  COULD? 


I  am  Mrs.  Burdette  Lortz,  Iowa 
District  Patroness.  I  praise  God 
for  the  opportunity  He  has  given  me 
to  serve  Him  in  this  office.  When 
we  realize  what  our  Lord  has  done  for 
us,  we  have  a  desire  to  do  something 
for  Him,  not  that  we  mav  obtain 
salvation  bv  works  [only  by  God's 
grace  mav  we  be  found  righteous  be- 
for  Him,  Eph.  2:8-10]:  but  when  we 
have  Jesus  as  our  Saviour,  we  want 
to  show  forth  good  works  for  His 
glory. 

I  would  like  you  to  read  the  ac- 
count of  Mary  of  Bethany  in  Mark 
14:3-9.  Marv  loved  the  Lord  and 
yearned  to  please  Him.  In  this  ac- 
count we  find  that  she  anointed  the 
Lord  with  oil.  Now  some  of  the  peo- 
ple who  sat  nearbv  were  indignant, 
thinking  that  this  was  a  waste  of 
money  and  stating  thev  believed  that 
the  ointment  should  have  been  sold 
and  the  monev  distributed  to  the 
poor.  But  notice  what  Jesus  said:  "Let 
her  alone;  why  trouble  ve  her?  she 
hath  wrought  a  good  work  on  me. 
For  ye  have  the  poor  with  vou  al- 
ways, and  whensoever  ye  will  ye  may 
do  them  good:  but  me  ye  have  not 
always.  She  hath  done  what  she 
could:  she  is  come  aforehand  to 
anoint  my  bodv  to  the  burying"  (vv. 
6-8).  Her  love  and  faith  in  Him 
had  shown  her  the  fact  of  Jesus 
death,  and  she  had  anointed  Him 
before  His  burial.  If  vou  will  read  the 
accounts  of  the  women  who  went  to 
the  tomb  vou  will  find  that  Mary 
was  not  among  them.  Jesus  was  so 
pleased  with  her  deed  of  love  that  He 
said  (v.  9):  "Wheresoever  this  gos- 
pel shall  be  preached  throughout  the 
whole  world,  this  also  that  she  hath 
done  shall  be  spoken  of  for  a  memo- 
rial of  her."  But  the  verse  I  would 
like  to  emphasize  is  verse  8  when 
Jesus  said:  "She  hath  done  what  she 
could."  That  short  statement  im- 
pressed me  first  when  I  was  a  girl 
of  sixteen.  The  Lord  spoke  to  me 
through  these  words  showing  me  that 
my  life  was  His,  that  my  ways  were 
His,  and  the  things  He  would  ask 
me  do  might  not  always  be  what 
I  might  think  best;  thev  might  not 
make  sense  to  others  (what  Marv 
did    did    not    make    sense    to    those 


who  stood  by),  but  He  would  direct 
me  in  His  will  if  I  would  submit 
my  life  to  Him  and  He  would  never 
ask  anything  I  could  not  do  if  I  ac- 
knowledged Him. 

He  has  led  me  in  many  different 
avenues  of  service,  but  the  duties 
of  patroness  have  proved  to  be  a 
special  blessing  because  the  oppor- 
tunities are  so  manv  and  varied.  First 
of  all  is  a  wonderful  opportunity  to 
bring  girls  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
Everywhere  there  are  young  people 
who  want  to  go  to  heaven  but  do 
not  know  the  way.  As  patronesses  we 
can  radiate  the  love  of  Christ  in  our 
lives  and  show  genuine  love  for  them. 
Then  will  thev  have  courage  to  make 
inquiry  of  this  One  we  love.  In  every 
community  there  are  those  who  could 
be  reached  if  only  someone  cared.  As 
patronesses  and  SMM  girls  let  us 
avail  ourselves  of  every  opportunity 
to  win  others  to  Christ. 

Second,  we  may  serve  God  in 
SMM  through  missions.  Not  only  as 
we  give  of  our  monev  in  district  and 
national  offerings  but  in  prayer  and 
in  the  things  we  can  make  in  work- 
shop that  might  lift  the  burden  for 
some  of  our  missionaries  or  bring  joy 
to  them  by  an  occasional  gift— and 
don't  forget:  every  one  can  roll  band- 
ages. 

Third,  SMM  is  a  great  field  for 
training  young  people.  I  thank  God 
for  these  girls  when  I  see  them  pre- 
senting Bible  lessons,  giving  special 
numbers,  and  officiating  at  the  busi- 
ness meetings.  Helping  in  the  super- 
vising of  these  young  people  as  they 
prepare  to  be  the  church  of  tomorrow 
is  a  real  joy.  The  world  sorely  needs 
well-trained  workers,  and  I  pray  to 
God  that  the  SMM  girls  of  today  may 
be  ready  to  lead  the  generation  of 
tomorrow. 

Fourth,  we  may  serve  our  local 
church  through  Sisterhood.  There 
are  manv  tasks  that  the  girls  may  do 
to  assist  an  already  overburdened 
adult.  Manv  groups  help  in  nursery, 
special  music,  DVBS,  choir,  gifts 
and  cooperate  in  any  way  for  the 
honor  and  glory  of  the  Lord. 

Fifth,  an  avenue  of  service  we  have 
found  most  rewarding  is  bringing 
cheer    to    the    older    people    of    our 


churches.  Of  course  this  must  be  done 
in  accordance  with  the  health  and 
strength  of  each  individual  person; 
but  a  card,  a  box  of  cheer  pills,  a 
visit,  and  many  other  little  deeds  by 
SMM  girls  are  most  appreciated  by 
our  elderly  folk. 

Last,  but  certainly  not  least,  is 
Christian  fellowship  that  SMM  af- 
fords. Many  of  our  girls  are  scattered 
in  schools  where  few  young  people 
know  the  Gospel.  The  regular  meet- 
ings, as  well  as  the  social  times,  give 
our  girls  that  Christian  fellowship 
so  essential  to  all  believers.  Truly,  in 
SMM  there  is  a  task  for  everyone 
who  is  willing  to  serve. 

The  Apostle  Paul  says  in  I  Co- 
rinthians 9:20-22:  "And  unto  the 
Jews  I  became  as  a  Jew,  that  I  might 
gain  the  Jews;  to  them  that  are  under 
the  law,  as  under  the  law,  that  I 
might  gain  them  that  are  under  the 
law;  to  them  that  are  without  the 
law,  as  without  the  law,  (being  not 
without  law  to  God,  but  under  the 
law  to  Christ,)  that  I  might  gain 
them  that  are  without  the  law.  To  the 
weak  became  1  as  weak,  that  I  might 
gain  the  weak:  1  am  made  all  things 
to  all  men,  that  I  might  by  all  means 
save  some."  What  compassion  the 
apostle  shows  for  a  lost  and  dying 
world!  Dear  SMM  girls,  are  you  will- 
ing to  be  made  all  things  to  all  men 
that  by  this  you  might  be  able  to 
lead  someone  to  a  saving  knowledge 
of  Jesus  Christ?  Are  you  truly  in- 
terested in  the  salvation  of  the  young 
people  with  whom  you  come  in  con 
tact  everyday?  Or  do  you  shrug  off 
their  need  of  Christ  and  hope  some- 
one else  will  be  able  to  reach  them? 
Only  vou  and  the  Lord  know  the 
part  He  would  have  you  play  in  the 
salvation  of  others.  Jesus  said  of  Mary: 
"She  hath  done  what  she  could."  Let 
us  ask  ourselves:  "Could  Fie  say  that 
about  me?"

The  best  insurance  against  falling 
victim  to  error  in  one's  personal  faith 
is  the  proper  understanding  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Christianity  is  not  a  svstem 
of  cold  intellectual  dogma,  nor  of 
hot  emotional  rantings.  Christianity 
is  a  person.  That  person  is  Jesus 
Christ!  The  degrees  to  which  one 
understands  Him  determines  the  de- 
gree of  one's  spiritual  stability  and 
maturity. 

The  church  at  Colosse  was  basically 
correct  doctrinally,  but  was  being 
leavened  by  two  subtle  errors.  One 
was  the  leaven  of  legalism,  which 
manifested  itself  in  placing  sanctify- 
ing merit  upon  the  observance  of 
externalities.  Its  specific  manifesta- 
tion appeared  in  projecting  merit 
upon  the  observance  of  rules  for  cere- 
monial eating  and  drinking,  and  in 
the  obligatory  observance  of  certain 
holy  days,  especially  of  the  Sabbaths 
(Col.  2:14-16).  The  other  was  the 
leaven  of  mysticism,  which  mani- 
fested itself  in  exalting  intermediate 
beings,  such  as  angels  to  a  place  of 
adoration  and  worship  (Col.  2:18). 

The  remedy  for  both  errors  is 
presented  by  the  Apostle  Paul  in  his 
epistle  to  the  Colossian  church.  That 
remedy  is  Jesus  Christ.  A  concen- 
tration upon  Him  guarantees  deliv- 
erance from  the  empty  philosophies 
which  have  replaced  vital  Christianity 
in  an  ever-increasing  area  within 
Christendom.  When  one  centers  his 
attention  upon  the  transcendent  glory 
of  God's  dear  Son  (1:13),  the  vain 
speculations  of  the  worldly  wise  be- 
come increasingly  meaningless,  and 
life  takes  on  a  glow  and  a  glory  that 
resembles  the  golden  sunset  at  the 
end  of  a  perfect  day. 

One  may  observe  seven  primary 
facets  to  the  transcendent  glorv  of 
Christ  as  described  bv  Paul  in  Co- 
lossians    1:15-29. 

The  Glory  of  His  Person 

What  is  God  like?  At  best  man 
has  but  a  vague  meaningless  answer 
to  this  vital  question.  To  some  He  is 
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a  kindly  old  man  sitting  on  His  gilded 
throne  far  away  up  in  heaven,  wait- 
ing to  be  solicited  like  an  indulgent 
uncle  when  pressing  need  disturbs 
the  equilibrium  of  self-centered  man- 
kind. .  .  .  To  some  he  is  a  stern 
old  man  with  flashing  eyes  and  an 
adamant  face,  ever  ready  to  exact 
justice  from  a  wayward  member  of 
the  human  family.  To  others  He  is 
a  refuge  whither  they  may  flee  for 
an  escape  from  the  pressures  of  life. 
Others  think  of  him  as  a  sort  of 
"Managing  Director"  who  manipu- 
lates the  strings  that  control  the  uni- 
verse, moving  each  creature  like  a 
marionette.  Still  others  imagine  Him 
as  a  vague  oblong  blur"  (Phillips). 
None  of  these  have  an  adequate 
conception  of  the  reality  of  His  per- 
sonality. 

This  appalling  inadequacy  is  the 
result  of  man's  inability  to  lay  hold 
upon  God  in  the  abstract.  Just  as  it  is 
nigh  to  impossible  to  grasp  what 
goodness,  truth,  beauty,  and  life  are  in 
the  abstract,  so  it  is  impossible  to  ap- 
prehend what  God  is  like  apart  from 
a  visualized  reality.  The  patriarch  Job 
despairing  of  seeing  the  personal  God 
in  a  visualized  form  cried:  "Oh  that 
I  knew  where  I  might  find  him!  That 
I  might  come  even  to  his  throne.  .  .  . 
I  go  toward  the  east,  but  he  is  not 
there;  and  westward,  but  I  cannot 
perceive  him;  toward  the  north,  where 
he  is  working,  but  I  cannot  see  him: 
where  he  veilcth  himself  in  the 
south,  but  I  cannot  find  him"  (Job 
23:3,  8-9,  Lit.).  God  in  His  normal 
form  is  invisible.  He  is  spirit  as  Jesus 
pointed  out  to  the  Samaritan  woman 
at  Jacob's  Well  (John  4:24).  As  such, 
no  man  has  ever  seen  Him  (John  1: 
18).  As  such,  He  is  above  the  appre- 
hension of  the  understanding,  and 
beyond  the  reach  of  the  senses.  The 
limitations  of  the  creature  and  the 
intrusion  of  sin  make  impossible  any 
adequate  conception  of  the  invisible 
God.  "He  effectually  hides  himself 
behind  his  works"  (Findlay).  The 
dim  consciousness  of  His  presence 
that  flickers  within  the  spirit  of  every 
human,    without    any    compensating 
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medium  of  revelation,  has  long  since 
given  rise  to  maddening  frustration 
and  futility.  This,  in  turn,  has  pro- 
duced the  festering  sores  that  have 
erupted  upon  the  broad  bosom  of 
naturalistic  religions  of  the  world. 

To  bridge  this  fearful  gap  between 
infinite  Deity  and  finite  humanity 
a  visualized  revelation  of  what  God  is 
like  has  been  provided.  The  apostle, 
guided  by  the  hand  of  inspiration, 
wrote  unerringly:  "Who  is  the  image 
of  the  invisible  God." 

The  word  "image"  embodies  two 
primary  ideas  which,  when  under- 
stood, send  a  thrill  of  joy  and  satis- 
faction pulsating  through  one's  in- 
ner being. 

1 .  In  Christ  there  is  a  visual  rep- 
resentation of  what  God  is  like.  The 
thought  here,  according  to  Trench 
and  Lightfoot,  is  similar  to  that  which 
is  involved  in  the  imprint  of  the  head 
of  a  man  on  a  coin  as  that  of  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  stamped  on  a  one-cent 
piece.  Thus  one  may  observe  what 
Abraham  Lincoln's  head  was  like  bv 
studying  the  imprint  on  the  coin. 
Such,  however,  is  not  the  full  con- 
notation of  the  word  "image."  It 
signifies  more,  much  more  than  that! 

2.  In  Christ  there  is  a  visual  mani- 
festation of  God  himself.  Jesus 
Christ  is  not  onlv  a  true  representa- 
tion or  likeness  of  what  God  is  like. 
He  is  actually  God  manifesting  him- 
self in  a  visible,  tangible  form:  not 
just  a  representation,  but  a  manifesta- 
tion! No  longer  need  we  grope  in 
the  dark,  surrounded  by  vain  imagin- 
ings concerning  the  unseen  God.  Wc 
now  know,  for  we  have  seen  Him; 
we  have  seen  Jesus  Christ.  Philo- 
sophical speculations  yield  to  mani- 
fested certainties.  The  divine  mind 
has  been  expressed  through  lips  of 
flesh.  The  divine  love  has  been 
exercised  in  a  heart  of  flesh.  The  di- 
vine glory  has  been  exposed  upon  a 
brow  of  flesh.  The  divine  compassion 
has  been  expended  with  hands  of 
flesh.  The  divine  nature  has  bee 
exhibited  within  a  veil  of

Reading  the  Bible 

"How  much  time  should  you  give 
to  reading?"  This  question  com- 
menced a  survey  recently  released  by 
the  American  Management  Asso- 
ciation. Quite  the  significant  ques- 
tion, For  it  does  not  ask  how  much 
time  is  spent,  but  more  to  the  perti- 
nent point,  how  much  time  should  be 
spent.  And  then,  is  our  reading  worth- 
while and  uplifting? 

The  survey  was  conducted  among 
business  executives  and  brought 
forth  some  significant  facts.  The 
average  company  official  spends  two 
hours  and  forty-five  minutes  a  dav 
on  "must"  reading— reports,  business 
correspondence,  and  so  on.  An  addi- 
tional hour  and  a  quarter  is  spent  on 
"optional"  reading,  such  as  news- 
papers and  books.  The  survev  also 
gathered  that  he  subscribes  to  an 
average  of  eight  business  magazines. 

All  for  the  definite  purpose  of 
increasing  his  efficiency  and  pro- 
1110(111"  his  value  to  the  organization 
with  which  he  is  associated.  His 
reading  is  important  because  it  is 
underscored    with    the   imperative. 

The  application  ought  to  be  quite 
obvious,  relating  directly  to  our  at- 
titude toward  the  reading  of  the 
Bible.  It  must  be  faced  that  mere 
mental  recognition  of  the  value  of 
the  Word  will  never  possess  sufficient 
drive  to  translate  it  into  the  impor- 
tant area  of  "must"  reading.  The 
Lord  has  intended  His  Word  to  be 
a  too],  as  well  as  a  treasure;  an  in- 
strument, as  well  as  an  inspiration;  a 
daily  dynamic,  as  well  as  devotional 
delight,  but  sad  to  say,  His  intention 
is  often  thwarted  by  our  ignorance 
...  or  indifference. 

For  every  subject  under  the  sun 
there  is  more  than  one  textbook,  and 
choice  may  be  exercised.  But  where 
eternal  verities  are  concerned  the 
element  of  choice  is  dismissed,  for  as 
Sir  Walter  Scott  breathed:  "There  is 
only  one  Book."  It  alone  illuminates 
all  the  scope  and  area  of  time  and 
eternity  (Heb.  4:12),  and  there  is  the 
necessity    of    a    practical    "down-to- 


earth"  recognition  of  this  vitality  in 
every  area  of  living.  No  man  is  bet- 
ter prepared  than  he  who  can  de- 
clare: "Thy  words  were  found  and  I 
did  eat  them;  and  thy  word  was  unto 
me  the  joy  and  rejoicing  of  my  heart" 
(Jer.  15:16).  Love  for  the  W7ord 
grows  directly  from  love  for  the  Lord 
of  that  Word;  this  is  primary  and 
this  is  basic. 

Heaven's  Dictionary 

When  definitions  no  longer  de- 
fine, they  are  no  longer  definitions. 
One  of  the  significant  facts  of  our 
time  lies  along  this  line.  Words  are 
warped  of  original  meaning,  twisted 
to  form  all  manner  of  desired  shad- 
ing, so  that  one  is  almost  driven  to 
despair. 

Recently  a  news  publication  sought 
to  define  the  "modern  Republican" 
and  the  "modern  Democrat,"  these 
terms  having  come  to  the  fore  in  to- 
day's political  arena.  A  number  of 
leading  men  of  both  parties  were  ap- 
proached, and  the  answers  were  quite 
revealing.  No  two  of  either  group 
gave  the  approximately  equal  defini- 
tion! Perhaps  the  best  answer  came 
from  one  who  sighed:  "I  wouldn't 
know  how  to  define  it." 

The  spiritual  overshadowing  the 
political,  this  wandering  in  the  do- 
main of  definition  assumes  the  tragic 
aspect.  Words  such  as,  "faith,"  "sal- 
vation," and  the  definition  of  a 
"Christian"  have  come  to  mean  all 
things  to  all  men  revealing  a  basic 
ignorance  of  the  fixed  terminology 
of  the  Word  of  God.  Staggering 
through  life  this  way  will  but  lead  to 
the  wilderness  of  eternal  doom  even 
as  the  Word  clearly  declares:  "Wan- 
dering stars,  to  whom  is  reserved  the 
blackness  of  darkness  for  ever"  (Jude 
v.  13).  It  is  a  revealing  commentary 
on  spiritual  attitudes  that  men  treat 
their  souls  with  such  contempt.  Not 
so  for  the  body  and  today's  business 
where  all  things  must  be  set  out  in 
clear  "black-and-white."  For  many, 
eternity  has  been  evaporated  into 
wordy  emptiness. 

"Faith"  is  treated  as  a  religious 
gimmick,  but  the  Word  clearly  speaks 
of  "faith  in  Christ  Jesus"  (Col.  1:4), 
as  the  one  acceptable  term  before 
the  bar  of  the  Almighty.  "Salvation" 
mav  be  smudged  into  the  shape  of 
human  sentiment  here  below,  but  He 


has  illuminated  it  against  the  back- 
ground of  Calvarv:  "Delivered  .  .  . 
from  so  great  a  death"  (II  Cor.  1:10). 
And  as  for  being  a  "Christian"— 
well!  if  ever  a  word  was  warped  by 
this  world!  Many  stop  at  outward 
form,  neglecting  inward  foundation, 
missing  the  meaning  and  need  of 
passing  deep  beyond  and  within  to 
a  personal  identification  with  Christ 
through  the  possession  of  new  birth 
(John  3).  Where  eternal  issues  are 
involved  for  the  soul's  sake,  it  is  the 
best  part  of  wisdom  to  go  to  "heav- 
en's dictionary,"  the  Bible— and  thus 
be  dead  sure! 

Intelligent  but  Confused 

An  item  regarding  France  appear- 
ing recently  in  a  British  Newsletter 
carries  a  significant  spiritual  under- 
tone. "They  are  the  most  intelligent 
among  the  lot  of  us,"  the  Britisher 
commented  on  his  cross-channel 
comrades.  "France  is  that  country  in 
which  Western  civilization  has 
reached  its  highest  development." 

Then  came  the  point  in  referral, 
in  a  sudden  switch  of  writing.  'There 
is  a  great  example  of  confusion,  dis- 
aster and  ineffectiveness  everywhere 
present  in  this  nation."  The  Reason 
for  it?  "It  lies  with  the  men  who  are 
at  the  governmental  helm." 

Perhaps  one  might  wryly  add:  "If 
it  were  not  for  the  people,  the  nation 
would  be  all  right!"  But  this  intro- 
duction of  the  human  element  carries 
spiritual  significance  which  ought 
not  to  be  missed  in  this  late  day. 

One  immediately  recalls  the  Word 
which  declares:  "Wherefore  as  by 
one  man  sin  entered  into  the  world 
and  death  by  sin"  (Rom.  5:12),  find- 
ing the  exact  confirmation  in  any 
newspaper  for  any  page  on  any  day. 
One  side  tells  of  scientific  progress 
in  the  saving  of  life;  the  other  carries 
the  saga  of  some  gunman  snuffing 
out  life.  Of  a  truth,  the  world  is  not 
a  wonder,  but  rather  a  woe,  and  all 
because  of  the  stain  of  sin  which 
is  smeared  across  this  sphere. 

Man  seeks  to  reach  up,  but  is 
dragged  down  .  .  .  down  .  .  .  down; 
this  is  the  "double  trailing"  which  has 
marked  the  way  since  the  beginning 
of  history.  This  calls  for  the  sin  ele- 
ment which  is  the  core,  the  heart  of 
the  human  element,  to  be  taken 
into  serious  account.

A    LETTER    FROM    PUERTO    RICO 
By  Emmit  Adams 


Greetings  in  His  wonderful  name 
from  the  land  of  Puerto  Rico  to  our 
Brethren  Laymen  all  over  the  Broth- 
erhood. 

We  think  it  about  time  to  let  some 
of  you  men  know  what  is  going  on 
here  in  Puerto  Rico.  Since  we  have 
never  taken  time  to  tell  vou  what  we 
as  laymen  are  doing  here,  we  can 
understand  why  very  little  is  men- 
tioned about  the  lavmen  in  the  Mis- 
sionary  Herald. 

We  want  to  assure  every  layman 
in  the  Brotherhood  that  Puerto  Rico 
is  no  place  to  sit  down  and  let  some 
one  else  do  the  job.  We  are  proud 
of  the  fact  that  we  who  have  come 
to  Puerto  Rico  have  come  with  one 
purpose,  and  that  is  to  serve  the  Lord 
in  whatever  task  He  might  lav  upon 
our  hearts;  and  certainly  our  pur- 
pose is  to  tell  the  wonderful  story 
that  Christ  Jesus  came  into  the  world 
to   die   for   sinners. 

What  are  we  doing  today?  First 
of  all,  this  past  four  months,  January 
1  through  April,  we  have  seen  173 
men  receive  Christ  as  Saviour  in  the 
State  Prison  here;  we  give  Him  the 
praise  for  this.  I  might  say  that  we 
have  a  follow-up  system  with  every 
man;  if  these  men  are  transferred  to 
different  institutions,  we  keep  in 
close  contact  with  them.  We  en- 
courage these  men  to  read  the  Word 
of  God,  and  if  thev  desire,  we  enroll 
them  in  one  of  many  Bible  Courses 
that  we  have.  When  thev  complete 
the  first  Bible  Course  of  twenty-eight 
lessons  in  the  Book  of  John,  we  pre- 
sent them  with  a  diploma  and  a  copy 
of  the  whole  Bible.  Most  of  the  men 
want  to  continue  some  studv.  Broth- 
er James  Dickson  has  several  classes 
each  week  in  the  prison  for  those  who 
like  to  sit  in  on  this  type  of  teaching. 
This  is  proving  very  acceptable.  We 
find  that  Bibles  and  Testaments  are 
very  costly  at  times,  so  in  order  that 
our  supply  is  given  out  in  the  right 


manner,  we  only  give  a  Testament  to 
the  men  who  make  a  decision  for 
the  Lord  (we  hope  that  some  dav 
that  we  might  be  able  to  supply  every 
man  in  the  prison  a  copv  of  a  Testa- 
ment). Many  men  who  want  a  copy 
of  the  Testament,  must  earn  one  by 
memorizing  six  verses  of  Scripture  on 
salvation.  Sometimes  we  find  that  a 
man  will  realize  his  need  and  receive 
Christ  as  Saviour.  In  fact,  just  re- 
cently at  a  meeting  that  I  had  at 
one  of  the  meetings  at  the  prison,  my 
Interpreter   turned   to   me   and   said: 

Brother  Adams  I  want  mv  name  in 
that  book;  ves  sir,  I  want  my  name 
written  in  the  Lamb's  book  of  life." 

And  right  there  he  received  Christ 
as  his  Saviour.  This  is  just  one  of 
the  manv  thrills  we  have  had  in 
Puerto  Rico,  serving  the  Lord.  Some 
few  weeks  ago  it  was  the  joy  of  some 
of  us  to  sit  in  on  a  meeting  with  the 
warden  of  the  prison,  and  he  said: 
"there  is  evidence  that  men  are  being 
helped  bv  the  method  you  men  are 
using,"  we  were  told  that  the  entire 
prison  was  open  to  us  to  minister  to 
the  men  in  any  place  and  at  anv 
time  that  we  desired  to  come  to  the 
prison.  We  praise  the  Lord  for  this 
opportunity. 

There  is  much  more  that  could  be 
said  about  the  prison  work,  but  I 
might  sav  that  before  changing  the 
subject,  that  we  are  not  interested  in 
the  prison  work  just  one  night  a  week, 
but  vou  can  find  one  of  us  at  the 
prison  almost  daily.  We  could  use 
another  twenty-five  lavmen  in  the 
work  of  the  prison  alone,  but  we 
mean  men  who  really  want  to  do  a 
real  missionary  job. 

Now  we  find  that  prison  work  is 
only  a  small  part  of  the  laymen's  job 
here  in  Puerto  Rico.  We  have  our 
English-speaking  church,  under  the 
direction  of  Pastor  Maxwell  Brenne- 
man,  who  we  feel  the  Lord  really  di- 
rected   to   head   up   this  work.    The 


laymen  of  this  work  see  to  it  that 
every  man  is  busy  doing  somethincr, 
and  we  have  a  saying  here  if  we  are 
asked  to  do  something,  that  we  sav 
"I  would  just  love  to."  This  is  a  good 
policy  for  all  who  claim  the  name  of 
Christ  to  be  ready  to  say.  It  works 
miracles  in  your  life,  and  gives  the 
church  and  pastor  the  joy  that  some- 
one is  helping  to  back  the  job  which 
so  many  throw  on  the  backs  of  one 
or  two  people. 

One  other  ministry  that  we  feel  is 
very  important  in  the  life  of  a  lav- 
man  and  this  is  a  job  that  the  weak- 
est Christian  can  do.  This  is  film 
ministry.  This  is  a  need  that  every 
church  should  have  a  part  in.  We 
found  here  in  Puerto  Rico  that  most 
of  us  could  not  speak  Spanish,  and 
we  felt  helpless  doing  work  in 
Spanish-speaking  churches,  so  we 
began  to  pray  for  a  projector  16  mm 
and  the  Lord  gave  us  a  good  one.  We 
at  once  began  to  get  the  best  film 
that  we  could  find  and  in  the  first 
year  we  saw  over  500  souls  come 
to  Christ.  The  first  few  months  that 
we  began  this  work  we  had  services 
three  and  four  nights  each  week. 
Now  with  so  much  to  do  at  the  pris- 
on, we  have  cut  this  to  one  night  or 
so.  We  need  more  men  to  help  with 
this. 

We  also  find  that  there  is  a  great 
demand  for  we  as  lavmen  to  speak 
in  churches  all  over  the  Island.  You 
may  wonder  how  we  do  it  since  this 
is  a  Spanish-speaking  country.  In 
this  ministry  we  have  to  use  an  in- 
terpreter, which  I  feel  is  a  lot  of  fun. 
I  really  enjoy  it,  and  this  type  of  min- 
istry has  tremendous  challenge  to  us 
as  we  find  that  the  churches  really 
enjov  having  us  come  to  them.  I  have 
on  manv  occasions  spoke  in  churches 
every  night  of  the  week  until  1  was 
so  exhausted  that  I  just  had  to  slow 
down.  At  present  I  have  no  less  than 
one  night  a  week  in  some  church. 
The  reason  for  this  is  the  prison  and 
film  ministry.  It  was  my  joy  just 
recently  to  have  my  interpreter,  at  the 
invitation  to  realize  he  was  a  sinner 
and  he  received  Christ  as  his  Sav- 
iour. This  man  is  to  be  released  soon, 
and  already  he  has  made  arrange- 
ments with  Brother  James  Dickson 
to  start  learning  or  studyin 
Bible  and  this  man  has  p 
Lord  to  go  into  full-tirn.

EDITORIALS

The  Bible  and  Russia 

Again  the  Russian  Bear  has  raised  his  ugly  head, 
threateningly,  bludgeonly,  defying  the  Western  nations. 
The  nations  of  the  world  anticipated  with  keen  interest 
and  hope  the  Summit  Conference  of  the  great  world 
powers.  The  scuttling  of  the  Conference  was  just  an- 
other step  in  the  Russian  advance,  another  indication  of 
character  and  purpose,  a  threat  based  upon  self-realiza- 
tion and  brute  force. 

The  Bible  student  need  not  be  surprised  at  such  ac- 
tions. Bible  prophecy  has  for  years  told  of  the  character, 
nature,  and  force  of  this  people.  No  other  religion  has 
such  a  guide  book  to  the  future  as  Christianity.  In  the 
Bible  alone  do  we  read  of  Israel's  restoration,  of  a  final 
world  government,  of  a  coming  apostasy,  of  deepening 
deception,  of  wars  of  increasing  intensity,  of  governments 
blaspheming  God,  of  Rome's  fornication  with  the  kings 
of  the  earth,  of  the  reawakening  of  the  great  empires  of 
the  Last,  of  the  ultimate  appearance  of  the  archenemy 
of  God,  Antichrist,  whom  the  whole  world  will  worship 
and  obey.  The  prophets  long  ago  foretold  of  the  mir- 
acle of  our  time— the  appearance  of  Russia  as  a  mighty 
power,  enemy  of  God,  enemy  of  Israel,  terrible  in  her 
destructions. 

Ezekiel's  prophecy  in  chapters  38  and  39  give  an  ex- 
tended treatise  of  God's  warning  against  Gog  and  Magog. 
Leading  American  and  English  scholars  have  estab- 
lished the  fact  that  the  land  of  Magog  is  that  area  now 
known  as  modern  Russia.  Dr.  Wilbur  Smith,  in  his  book, 
World  Crises  and  the  Prophetic  Scriptures  gives  an 
extensive  summary  of  this  evidence  plus  some  interesting 
material  confirming  this  thesis  from  Russian  pens. 

1  he  Old  Testament  prophets  with  amazing  clarity 
speak  of  a  future  invasion  from  the  north,  terrible  in 
its  destruction  and  devastation.  "Evil  appeareth  out  of 
the  north,  and  great  destruction.  .  .  .  Behold  a  people  Com- 
eth from  the  north  country,  and  a  great  nation  shall  be 
raised  from  the  sides  of  the  earth.  Thev  shall  lav  hold 
on  bow  and  spear;  thev  are  cruel  and  have  no  mercy;  their 
voice  roareth  like  the  sea;  and  thev  ride  upon  horses  set 
in  array  as  men  for  war  against  thee,  O  daughter  of  Zion" 
(Jer.  6:1,  22-23.  See  also  1:13-15;  10:22;  Isa.  14:31;  41:25). 
Ezekiel's  passage  indicates  that  the  invasion  occurs  in 
Palestine,  directed  against  God's  people  Israel,  and 
against  God,  himself. 

The  time  of  this  invasion  is  also  given,  ".  .  .  in  the 
latter  years"  (Ezek.  38:8),  "in  the  latter  days"  (38:16). 
This  prophet  declares  that  this  will  come  when  Israel 
is  back  in  her  land  (38:8)  dwelling  in  security,  having 
no  need  of  walls  for  her  cities,  nor  bars,  nor  gates,  liv- 


ing in  a  state  of  prosperity,  the  very  thing  she  is  earnestly 
striving  for.  We  may  speak  of  the  present  return  of  the 
lews  to  Palestine  in  "unbelief,"  but  it  is  significant  that 
one  million  Jews  returned  to  their  land  in  a  three-year 
period,  for  the  first  time  in  1900  years.  Large  numbers 
are  returning  annually  giving  at  least  a  partial  fulfill- 
ment of  the  Old  Testament  promises. 

The  history  and  progress  of  Russia  to  a  world  power 
is  concisely  expressed  by  Joshua  Kunitz  in  his  book, 
Russia,  the  Giant  That  Came  Last.  Kunitz  says:  "For  a 
thousand  years  Russia  remained  to  all  appearances  an 
intellectual  and  spiritual  void  contributing  infinitesimally 
little  to  the  cultural  life  of  the  world."  A  Russian,  Peter 
Chaddaiev,  as  late  as  1834  characterized  his  country  as 
"a  blank  in  the  moral  order  of  the  universe.  We  have 
given  nothing  to  the  world,  taught  it  nothing.  We  have 
added  not  one  idea  to  the  body  of  human  thought."  From 
this  background  under  the  leadership  of  Ivan  the  Terrible, 
Peter  the  Great,  Catherine  the  Great,  the  teaching  of 
Karl  Marx  and  Frederick  Engels,  Lenin,  the  ensuing 
revolutions  of  1905,  1917,  Russia  emerged  to  her  present 
world  status.  According  to  the  modern  despotic  "Gog," 
Kruschev,  she  is  second  to  none. 

Russia  and  Christianity 

It  must  be  realized  by  Christian  people  that  Russia's 
fight  for  existence  and  progress  has  made  her  ruthless, 
fierce,  proud,  even  bloodv  at  times.  Her  basic  philosophy- 
is  dialectical  materialism.  Using  new  ideas  to  negate  the 
former,  striving  always  to  disintegrate  classes,  promoting 
the  masses,  destroying  all  and  whatever  comes  in  her 
way,  keeping  things  in  a  constant  state  of  flux  is  her 
way  of  life.  So  emphatic  is  the  materialistic  aspect  that 
no  room  is  allowed  for  recognition  of  the  spiritual.  In 
fact,  the  church,  the  Bible,  and  spiritual  concepts  have 
been  the  point  of  attack  in  the  advance  of  communism. 

The  Central  Committee  of  the  L1SSR  Communist  Party 
declared  in  1926:  "That  all  forms  of  religion  must  be 
fought  and  destroyed:  first,  because  it  is  a  servant  of  capi- 
tal; secondlv,  because  it  is  unscientific;  thirdly,  because 
it  imposes  a  morality  by  the  ruling  class  upon  the  toilers 
of  the  nation.  They  further  stated  that  religion  must  be 
rejected  for  good,  without  reservation  and  camouflage. 

The  Criminal  Code,  a  basis  for  Russian  law,  forbids 
in  this  hour  the  teaching  of  religious  beliefs  to  infants 
or  to  adolescents  in  state  or  public  educational  institu- 
tions; the  conducting  of  deceiving  acts  with  the  purpose 
of  arousing  superstition  in  the  masses  of  the  population;

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Navajo  Mission  Overloaded 


The  coverpage  is  symbolic  of  the 
burden  of  the  Brethren  Navajo  Mis- 
sion and  Boarding  School.  More 
manpower  is  needed  to  "push"  the 
many  projects  to  completion.  More 
gifts  are  needed  to  meet  the  new  re- 
quirements and  development  of  the 
overall  program.  We  would  like  to 
share  a  portion  of  a  letter  with  you 
from  vour  missionary  superintendent, 
Evan  Adams. 

Student  Housing  Building:  "This 
building  is  nearly  90  percent  com- 
plete. The  heating  and  electrical  sys- 
tems are  the  major  items  incomplete. 
There  is  some  plumbing  to  do,  the 
outside  porches  need  finishing,  the 
kitchen  is  unfinished  and  there  has 
been  no  floor  coverings  installed.  The 
rear  apartment  for  the  staff  couple 
has  been  framed  in  but  no  walls 
covered." 

Residential  Development.  "Exca- 
vations have  been  completed  for  two 
of  the  three  surplus  buildings  on  the 
compound.  Neither  the  footers  nor 
the  walls  have  been  started.  It  will 
take  approximately  $1,000  per  build- 
ing to  get  them  completed  on  base- 
ments with  plumbing.  After  com- 
pletion of  the  basements  and  footers, 
it  will  cost  approximately  $700  for 
the  house  mover  to  put  the  three 
houses  on  their  final  resting  place. 
We  cannot  go  any  further  on  these 
residential  buildings  until  there  is 
monev  specified  for  them." 

Electrical  Progress.  "REA  elec- 
tricity is  now  available  but  about  two 
weeks  too  late.  The  diesel  light  plant 
went  out  on  us  and  it  will  cost 
around  $200  to  put  it  in  working 
order.  We  had  a  buyer  for  the  plant 
prior  to  the  breakdown.  The  new 
power  line,  poles  and  installation  will 
cost  about  $1,000  but  this  is  only  a 
fraction  of  the  cost  of  one  new  ade- 
quate light  plant." 

Gas  Installation  Inadequate.  "The 
Southern  Union  Gas  Company  in- 
spected our  premises  recently  and  re- 
ported our  plumbing  inadequate  and 
unsafe.  As  a  result  all  gas  was  ordered 


turned  off.  Fortunately  we  were  out 
of  the  cold  season  and  could  set  by 
temporarily.  I  estimate  the  total  cost 
will  approximate  $2,000.  Already  one 
third  of  this  amount  has  been  received 
designated  for  this  unexpected  ex- 
penditure." 

Seirage  Disposal  Plant.  "This  is 
one  of  the  major  projects  we  are  fac- 
ing. It  will  be  necessary  to  install 
adequate  facilities  before  the  building 
can  be  put  to  use  as  far  as  plumbing 
is  concerned.  I  have  no  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  this  project." 

Boarding  School.  "This  year  would 
not  have  been  possible  without  the 
help  of  you  who  have  adopted  the 
children  and  provided  a  consistent 
faithful  support  of  them.  This  has 
been  our  biggest  and  heaviest  year. 
Costs  of  living  have  risen  until  the 
operation  of  the  school  costs  much 
more  than  former  years.  Has  it  been 
worth  all  the  trials  of  the  past  eight 
months?  Well,  what  is  the  life  of 
one  child  worth?  When  vou  con- 
sider that  we  have  had  more  than  fifty 
to  guide,  train,  discipline,  love,  and 
lead  to  our  Lord,  you  realize  that  we 
have  had  some  precious  lives  in  our 
care.  We  have  been  encouraged  by 
the  response  of  the  Navajo  children 
in  their  realizing  their  need  of  a  Sav- 


Vacations.  The  boarding  school 
children  have  been  on  vacation  now 
for  some  time.  The  staff  vacations 
are  getting  well  under  way.  The 
Larrv  Wedertz  family  returned  from 
their  California  trip  on  June  7.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Marvin  Lowerv  returned  on 
June  15.  Mrs.  Mary  Baer  returned 
to  her  home  in  Mansfield,  Ohio,  tak- 
ing with  her  Bessie  Trujillo.  Evan 
Adams  family  plan  to  leave  around 
June  15  for  a  vacation  trip  to  Cali- 
fornia. Miss  Angie  Garber  will  take 
her  vacation  about  August  1  and  will 
be  in  Winona  Lake  for  National  Con- 
ference. 

Howard  Vulgamore  Undergoes 
Surgery.  Howard  Vulgamore,  the 
Navajo  school  principal  who  has  been 


on  leave  from  the  mission  for  several 
months,  underwent  surgery  on  June 
8  at  Fort  Wayne,  Ind.  Special  prayer 
is  requested  for  Brother  Vulga- 
more's  recovery.  The  family  resides 
at  Winona  Lake,  Ind.,  during  this 
leave. 

We  trust  this  report  will  give  you 
a  better  idea  of  the  burden  under 
which  the  understaffed  mission  is 
working.  The  Navajo  Mission  Com- 
mittee composed  of  directors  L.  L. 
Grubb,  Chester  McCall,  Edison 
Yoder,  and  Harold  Boleskv  met  at 
the  Mission  June  4  and  5,  to  out- 
line future  plans  for  the  Mission. 
\  our  prayers  can  help  give  the  staff 
the  "push"  that  is  needed  to  keep 
the  work  moving,.

Fulfilling  Destiny 

We  Jews  are  a  perpetual  puzzle, 
not  only  to  ourselves,  but  also  to 
others.  We  reverse  the  ordinary  laws 
of  humanitv.  Whv  do  not  our  na- 
tional glories  propitiate  the  world 
and  bestow  upon  us  honor? 

The  world  hallows  the  land  whose 
language  expresses  the  soul  of  the 
immortal  Homer.  The  genius  who 
created  the  Parthenon  endears  the 
very  rocks  of  classic  Athens.  Her 
poets,  orators,  statesmen,  and  philo- 
sophers bring  Greece  the  reverence 
of  the  ages.  .  .  . 

Noble    Ancestry 

So  it  is,  and  shall  ever  be:  a  noble 
ancestry  transmits  its  glory  to  the  re- 
motest posterity. 

But  why  are  we  Jews  an  exception 
to  this  rule? 

The  Jew,  transcending  all,  is 
praised  by  few. 

High  above  Greece  and  Rome  soar 
the  sublimities  of  our  literature. 

Which  gentile  genius  rivals  Moses 
or  Paul?  David  sings  to  all  nations, 
races,  and  ages.  No  classic  literature 
equals  the  imagery  of  Isaiah,  Jere- 
miah, and  Ezekiel. 

And  when  we  pass  from  Judaism 
to  Christianity,  the  writings  of  the 
apostles  outshine  and  outsell  all  other 
literary  productions. 

Why  does  not  all  this  glory  of  the 
past  descend  upon  us  Jews  here  and 
now?  Whv  our  racial  isolation?  Why 
this  universal  lack  of  esteem? 

The  world's  estimate  of  us  is  as 
galling  as  it  is  unjust  and  ungenerous. 
Surpassing  all,  we  are  slighted  by  all. 
Even  our  commercial  aptitude  and 
success  bring  over  us  a  cloud. 

We  Jews  who  accept  Jesus  as  the 
Messiah,  who  do  not  see  "men  as 
trees  walking,"  have  solved  this  eni- 
gma. It  is  not  a  capricious  accident. 
It  has  its  roots  in  a  great  historical 
fact. 

If  Abraham  was  a  Jew,  if  Moses 
was  a  Jew,  if  David  was  a  Jew,  if  all 
the  prophets  and  writers  of  our  Scrip- 
tures were  Jews,  then  no  modern  Jew 
is  a  Jew  nor  can  he  be  one. 

Let  Me  Tell  You  Why 

The  Jew  is  not  a   Jew  when  he 


makes  the  religion  of  his  fathers  a 
mere  formality.  Among  the  nations 
of  the  world  he  wanders  to  and  fro, 
a  stranger;  boasting  of  a  law  which 
is  his  own  condemnation,  and  forget- 
ting a  redemption  which  is  salvation. 

But  there  is  another  essential  with 
which  the  modern  Jew  differs  from 
his  ancestors.  While  their  religion 
was  a  bondage,  it  was  also  a  joy. 
They  exulted  in  the  hope  of  a  Mes- 
siah to  come.  Not  theirs  the  vain  fan- 
cies of  gentile  poets  glowing  only  with 
the  might  of  arms. 

The  world  chants  Jewish  psalms, 
philosophers  quote  the  proverbs  of 
Solomon. 

The  sick  and  afflicted  learn  pati- 
ence and  submission  from  the  patri- 
arch  Job. 

The  world  grasps  faith's  deepest 
meaning  from  Abraham,  the  father  of 
our  people. 

The  souls  of  believers  are  borne 
heavenward  on  the  wings  of  poetry 
and  passion  by  the  writings  of  the 
sublime  Jewish  prophets. 

Hebrew  Scripture  is  bright,  not 
with  mortal  visions,  but  with  divine 
promises.  Through  the  cloud  of 
shame  and  suffering  Job  saw  a  living 
Redeemer;  Moses  predicted  Shiloh 
and  a  Prophet  greater  than  himself; 
David  sings  of  a  King  who  would 
rule  the  world  in  equity;  Isaiah,  hav- 
ing prepared  the  way  of  the  Messiah, 
cries:  "Behold  your  God!" 

This  hope  illuminated  youth,  ani- 
mated age,  inspired  the  nation.  Israel 
saw  on  ever)7  cloud  a  rainbow,  and 
knew  that  behind  the  gloom  was  a 
sun.  Jews  in  defeat  were  more  than 
conquerors,  for  a  victorious  Messiah 
would  at  last  fulfill  the  predictions  of 
their  sublime  prophets.  They  were  as- 
sured of  a  universal  peaceful  glory, 
undarkened  by  the  war  clouds  in 
which  nations  were  forced  by  greed 
and  passion  to  educate  their  sons  for 
military  slaughter. 

Twelve  Jews 

Nearly  2,000  years  ago  twelve  Jews 
began  a  work  which  seemed  to  the 
wise  of  this  world  a  folly.  They  were 
plebean  Jews.  Not  priests,  or  kings,

or  conquerors.  Publicans  and  fisher- 
men aspired  to  convert  a  world.  With- 
out education,  without  illustrious  an- 
cestry, without  oratory,  without  bank 
accounts  or  travelers'  checks,  it  was 
deemed  fanaticism.  These  humble 
witnesses  were  opposed  by  priests, 
scorned  by  philosophers,  martyred  by 
kings. 

Defying  all,  they  delivered  their 
message.  Nor  were  their  converts 
peasants  and  slaves,  but  priests  and 
rabbis  were  also  garnered  into  the 
fold  of  the  Good  Shepherd. 

Those  dauntless  Jews  proclaimed 
a  salvaton  that  is  molding  nations, 
inspiring  literature,  stimulating  sci- 
ence, and  shaping  history.   .    .   . 

In  studying  the  cause  of  these  re- 
suits,  we  Jews  will  find  that  Jesus 
builds  on  Moses.  Jesus  fulfills  Moses. 
Jesus  amplifies  Moses.  Jesus  exalts 
Moses. 

Who  translates  and  distributes  our 
Scriptures?  Is  this  the  work  of  us 
Jews?  Left  to  us  our  Hebrew  Bible, 
as  well  as  the  ponderous  volumes  of 
the  Talmud,  would  be  imprisoned  in 
the  dust  of  libraries. 

Spreading  the  Truth 

If  the  knowledge  of  God  is  covering 
the  earth  as  the  waters  cover  the  sea, 
through  whom  is  this  being  accomp- 
lished if  not  through  the  followers  of 
the  Messiah  Jesus? 

Christianity  alone  vivifies  our 
Scriptures  and  wings  it  over  our 
globe.  Touched  by  Jesus,  our  Hebrew 
Bible  speeds  like  an  angel  over  the 
face  of  heaven. 

What  would  we  Jews  gain  by  ac- 
knowledging Jesus  as  Messiah?  Why, 
I  am  fully  persuaded,  that  an  event  of 
this  magnitude  would  prove  a  veri- 
table revolution  among  the  nations. 

We  would  again  become  the  spir- 
itual leaders  of  the  world.  As  Isaiah 
said:  "This  people  have  I  formed  for 
myself;  that  they  should  declare  my 
praises"  (Isa.  43:21,  Lit.)  Each  Jew 
would  be  invested  with  a  halo,  trans- 
mitted from  the  glory  of  his  ances- 
tors. Israel  indeed  would  be  the  light 
to  lighten  the  gentiles.

forced  collections  in  aid  of  church 
or  religious  groups;  the  assumption 
by  religious  or  church  organizations 
of  administrative,  juridical  or  other 
public  legal  functions;  the  conduct 
of  religious  rites  in  public  institutions 
or  placing  of  any  religious  images  in 
such  institutions.  The  entire  govern- 
mental  philosophy  is  setup  to  destroy, 
take  away,  or  withhold  any  concept  of 
God  or  spiritual  power. 

In  the  Soviet  Union  itself  there  are 
millions  nearing  or  past  thirty  years 
of  age  who  can  remember  no  religious 
teachings  in  their  days  of  childhood 
or  youth.  The  Communist  Party  is 
marking  time  when  all  those  who 
held  such  concepts  will  die  off  and 
with  the  use  of  police  pressures  and 
terrorism  will  forbid  such  teachings  to 
begin  again.  There  is  no  question  but 
what  this  whole  system  is  under  the 
dominant  control  of  Satan. 

Will  the  United  States  or  any  or 
all  of  her  allies  defeat  Russia  in  her 
bid  for  world  conquest?  The  Bible 
does  not  answer  this  question  directly, 
except  to  indicate  that  in  the  endtime 
God  will  deal  with  this  northern 
horde.  God  says:  "I  am  against  thee, 
O  Gog  ...  I  will  turn  thee  back, 
and  put  hooks  into  thy  jaws"  (Ezek. 
38:3-4).  Russia's  fatal  mistake  will 
come  when  she  launches  her  attack 
against  Israel,  and  indirectly  against 
the  God  of  Israel.  How  many  nations 
will  she  drag  into  this  evil  scheme? 
America  could  become  a  part  of  this 
plot. 

The  unfolding  of  the  weird  drama 
before  our  very  eyes  ought  to  teach  us 
some  very  pertinent  facts.  We  are  in 
the  latter  days.  Certain  movements 
in  our  own  schools  and  public  insti- 
tutions, in  our  government,  in  the 
general  attitude  of  the  masses,  even  in 
the  philosophy  of  the  modern  church 
have  a  strange  kinship  to  that  of 
Russia.  Certainly,  we  know  that  the 
time  of  our  "redemption  draweth 
nigh."  The  Rapture  of  the  church  will 
come  before  this  mighty  invasion  of 
Palestine,  herein  is  also  our  Lord's 
coming.  Time  is  running  out.  Are  we 
ready  to  go?

INTRODUCTION  TO  THE 
NEW  TESTAMENT.  By  Henry 
C.  Thiessen.  Eerdmans  Publishing 
House.  $3.50. 

This  volume  is  a  revision  of  the 
original  printings,  and  the  author  has 
taken  into  account  archeological  dis- 
coveries  which  has  provided  new  light 
on  the  language  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment.  The  book  is  based  upon  the 
firm  conviction  of  the  author  that 
the  Bible  is  the  very  Word  of  God. 
Criticism  of  the  four  Gospels  is  heav- 
ily weighted  with  testimony  based  on 
the  historical  setting  with  particular 
attention  given  to  the  testimony  of 
the  apostolic  and  church  fathers.  The 
Pauline  Epistles  are  well  documented 
as  genuine.  Books,  such  as  II  Peter, 
and  John's  five  books  are  established 
as  authentic  and  reliable.  The  life 
and  work  of  Jesus  is  fully  confirmed. 
The  doctrine  and  practice  of  the 
Early  Church  is  fully  considered. 

FROM  TRAGEDY  TO  TRIUMPH 
By  H.  L.  Ellison.  Eerdmans  Pub- 
lishing House.  $2.50. 

This  is  a  well-written  study  of  the 
Book  of  Job.  The  author  presents  Job 
not  as  the  bearer  of  great  burden,  but 
rather  the  wisdom  of  God  in  His 
dealing  with  His  children  who  faith- 
fully follow  after  Him.  God  does  not 
always  reveal  His  ways  to  man,  but 
the  incomparable  majesty  of  God  is 
sufficient  in  every  trial  of  the  hu- 
man experience.  With  keen  and  prac- 
tical insight  the  author  has  thrown 
new  light  on  this  sacred  poem.  While 
the  presentation  is  scholarly  in  con- 
tent, it  is  popular  in  presentation. 

EZEKIEL  THE  MAN  AND  HIS 
MESSAGE.  By  H.  L.  Ellison. 
Eerdmans  Publishing  House.  $2.50 

Ezekiel  constitutes  one  of  the  most 
considerable   prophecies   of   the   Old 


Testament.  The  imagery  and  import 
of  the  book  has  attracted  students  in 
all  periods  of  history.  Christianity  To- 
day carried  this  evaluation:  'What 
Philip  was  to  the  Ethiopian,  Ellison 
may  well  prove  himself  to  be  the  one 
who,  seeking  further  guidance  in  the 
understanding  of  Ezekiel,  avails  him- 
self of  this  helpful  commentary."  This 
is  an  exposition  of  the  entire  book 
providing  the  reader  with  the  funda- 
mental message  of  the  prophet  in  a 
concise  manner. 

CROSS  WITHOUT  VELVET.  By 
Geoffrey  C.  Bingham.  Moody 
Press.    $2. 

Every  disciple  of  Jesus  Christ  is  a 
follower  who  is  obedient,  and  dis- 
ciplined. This  discipleship  is  costly. 
The  book  challenges  the  reader  to 
growth  in  Christ  by  denying  himself 
and  following  Christ.  The  author 
seeks  to  define  the  real  meaning  of 
discipleship. 

BIBLE  HIGHWAYS.  By  Ivor 
Powell.  Zondervan  Publishing 
House.  $2.50. 

In  this  volume  Scripture  texts  are 
linked  with  the  exposition  and  the 
illustration.  The  book  provides  ample 
illustrative  material  with  contem- 
porary  application. 

THE  PSYCHOLOGY  OF  COUN- 
SELLING. By  Clyde  M.  Narra- 
more.  Zondervan  Publishing 
House.  $3.95. 

This  skillfully  written  book  is 
adapted  to  all  those  active  in  coun- 
selling, such  as  pastors,  teachers,  and 
youth  leaders.  Dr.  William  Georgi- 
ades,  factulty  member  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Southern  California,  says  of 
this  book:  "This  is  the  finest  book 
on  counseling  I  have  seen.

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Down  through  the  pages  of  his- 
tory, men  have  arisen  who 
stand  for  only  an  instant  and  then 
disappear  again  into  oblivion.  Yet 
because  of  the  importance  of  their 
action  during  that  brief  period,  they 
are  remembered.  Nathan  Hale  is 
known  for  that  classic  statement:  "I 
only  regret  that  I  have  but  one  life 
to  lose  for  my  country."  Paul  Revere 
is  remembered  for  his  famous  mid- 
night ride  to  give  the  alarm  that  the 
"British  are  coming." 

Such  a  man  as  this  was  the  early 
Christian  Stephen.  All  the  facts  given 
us  about  Stephen  are  contained  in 
just  two  chapters— the  sixth  and 
seventh  chapters  of  the  Book  of  Acts. 
There  is  something  about  him,  how- 
ever, which  stamps  his  name  in- 
delibly upon  our  minds. 

Let  us  open  our  Bibles  to  the  sixth 
chapter  of  Acts  and  see  just  what 
is  written  about  Stephen.  It  is  im- 
portant to  note  that  the  only  char- 
acteristics given  about  Stephen  are 
spiritual  in  quality.  Nothing  is  said 
of  the  qualities  inherent  within  the 
man  himself.  That  is  the  key  to  any 
study  of  Stephen.  It  was  not  Stephen, 
the  man,  who  was  important;  it  was 
Stephen,  a  true  follower  of  Christ 
filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit  and  faith 
and  power,  that  counted. 

We  find  in  the  sixth  chapter  that  a 
disagreement  had  developed  within 
the  church  at  Jerusalem.  Even  at  this 
early  date  church  members  did  not 
always  agree,  but  notice  how  easily 
they  settled  their  difficulties.  It  isn't 
wrong  for  churches  today  to  have  dis- 
agreements if  they  can  settle  them 
as  easily  as  the  Early  Church  did.  The 
church  chose  seven  men  from  among 
them  to  tend  to  the  physical  needs 
of  the  members  and  thus  leave  the 
Twelve  Apostles  free  to  tend  to  the 
spiritual  needs.  The  result  is  found 
in  the  seventh  verse:  "And  the  word 
of  God  increased;  and  the  number  of 
the  disciples  multiplied  in  Jerusalem 
greatly." 

The  seven  men  chosen  by  the 
Early  Church  were  the  first  deacons, 
although  they  were  not  called  by 
that  name.  Pre-eminent  among  them 
was  Stephen.  Now  Stephen  was  a 
layman  and  his  job  as  a  deacon  was 
to  attend  to  the  physical  well-being 
of  the  church.  Yet  we  find  that  he 
was  not  content  with  that.  We  find 


him  going  out  among  the  people 
doing  great  wonders  and  miracles  and 
speaking  with  such  wisdom  that  none 
of  the  men  of  the  synagogue  could 
withstand  him. 

What  was  the  source  of  his  power? 
We  find  the  answer  given  in  verses 
5  and  8.  In  verse  5  it  says:  "And 
they  chose  Stephen,  a  man  full  of 
faith  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost."  In 
verse  8  we  find,  "And  Stephen,  full 
of  faith  and  power."  In  Acts  1:8, 
Christ  says:  "Ye  shall  receive  power, 
after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come 
upon  you."  Stephen  had  been  given 
that  power  through  yielding  himself 
and  allowing  the  Holy  Spirit  to  fill 
his  life.  That  can  be  the  only  source 
of  power  for  us  today.  Notice  that 
Stephen  was  a  layman.  It  is  not  only 
the  minister  who  should  have  this 
power,  but  every  Christian.  Also 
notice  that  Stephen  used  that  power 
in  witnessing  and  working  among  the 
people.  That  is  an  example  every  one 
of  us  should  follow. 

As  Stephen  became  prominent,  op- 
position sprang  up.  Men  first  at- 
tempted to  defeat  him  by  argument, 
but  they  soon  found  that  they  could 
not  resist  "the  wisdom  and  the  spirit 
by  which  he  spake."  Defeated  by  the 
truth,  these  men  stirred  up  the  peo- 
ple and  the  elders  and  the  scribes 
and  brought  him  before  the  council. 
The  true  caliber  of  Stephen's  op- 
ponents is  revealed  in  that  after  being 
fairly  vanquished  they  turned  to  force 
and  trickery  to  gain  their  end. 

The  council  before  which  Stephen 
was  brought  was  the  Sanhedrin,  the 
supreme  council  of  the  Jewish  peo- 
ple. It  was  made  up  of  the  rulers, 
elders,  and  scribes.  The  rulers  were 
the  leading  priests  and  officials;  the 
elders  were  the  heads  of  the  chief 
families  in  Israel;  and  the  scribes 
were  the  interpreters  of  the  law  and 
teachers  of  the  people.  The  Sanhed- 
rin was  truly  an  august  body  made 
up  of  the  leading  men  of  Israel.  It 
consisted  of  seventy-one  members 
with  twenty-three  constituting  a 
quorum.  But  an  important  trial  such 
as  this  would  find  practically  all  of 
the  members  in  their  places.  The  San- 
hedrin, when  in  session,  sat  in  a  half 
circle  with  the  president,  usually  the 
high  priest,  in  the  center.  Opposite 
this  group  sat  the  law  students  listen- 
ing to  every  case  so  that  they  might

become  more  accustomed  to  the  law. 

The  high  priest  of  the  council  at 
this  time  was  Caiaphas,  who  had  also 
been  the  high  priest  when  our  Lord 
was  tried  a  few  years  before.  Annas, 
the  father-in-law  of  Caiaphas,  was 
still  a  leading  figure  in  the  Sanhedrin 
also. 

There  was  one  other  man  at  that 
assembly  whom  we  should  notice. 
Saul  of  Tarsus  would  never  forget 
the  trial  that  day  throughout  the  rest 
of  his  life.  He  was  there  consenting 
to  the  death  of  Stephen.  Later,  as 
Paul,  the  beloved  apostle,  he  was  to 
understand  the  events  of  that  day  in 
a  new  way  and  ever  to  regret  his  part 
in  them. 

This  council  acted  as  the  supreme 
court  of  Israel.  They  had  supreme 
authority  in  religious,  civil,  and 
criminal  matters  in  the  Jewish  na- 
tion. They  were  denied  the  right  of 
sentencing  any  man  to  death  by  the 
Roman  Government;  yet  whenever 
their  anger  was  aroused,  even  the 
threat  of  censure  by  the  imperial  gov- 
ernment would  not  deter  them.  In  the 
trial  of  Stephen,  it  was  their  re- 
sponsibility to  give  him  a  fair  trial 
and  to  determine  whether  or  not  he 
was  guilty  of  the  charge  of  blasphemy 
against  Moses  and  God. 

However,  they  were  not  there  with 
the  intention  of  weighing  the  evi- 
dence but  to  find  an  excuse  for  bring- 
ing a  verdict  of  guilty.  The  accusers 
had  provided  that  excuse  by  bringing 
in  false  witnesses.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  the  charge  which  was  made. 
"This  man  ceaseth  not  to  speak 
blasphemous  words  against  this  holy 
place,  and  the  law:  for  we  have  heard 
him  say,  that  this  Jesus  of  Nazareth 
.  .  .  shall  change  the  customs  which 
Moses  delivered  us."  It  is  entirely 
possible  that  Stephen  did  make  a 
statement  similar  to  that.  He  may 
have  said  that  Christ  and  the  church 
were  going  to  supersede  the  laws  of 
Moses.  The  falseness  of  the  wit- 
nesses' testimony  would  then  lie  in 
the  fact  that  they  said  the  change 
was   to  be  brought  about  by  force 
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whereas  Stephen  meant  that  it  would 
be  a  voluntary  change. 

The  attitude  of  the  council  toward 
this  man  was  one  of  hatred.  It  really 
was  not  Stephen  whom  they  hated; 
it  was  the  things  for  which  he  stood. 
The  cause  for  their  hatred  can  be 
found  in  the  Gospel  of  John  3:19- 
20:  "This  is  the  condemnation,  that 
lisht  is  come  into  the  world,  and  men 
loved  darkness  rather  than  light,  be- 
cause their  deeds  were  evil.  For  every- 
one that  doeth  evil  hateth  the  light, 
neither  cometh  to  the  light,  lest  his 
deeds  should  be  reproved."  The  coun- 
cil claimed  to  be  upholding  the  law 
of  Moses,  but  their  very  actions  be- 
trayed them.  In  their  hatred  for  the 
light,  they  were  not  really  protecting 
the  law.  Christ's  own  words  clearly 
show  that  these  self-righteous  men 
did  not  truly  believe  Moses.  In  John 
5:46,  our  Lord  says:  "Had  ye  be- 
lieved Moses,  ye  would  have  believed 
me:  for  he  wrote  of  me."  These  men 
had  turned  away  from  the  Light  be- 
cause they  did  not  want  to  make  the 
changes  it  would  require.  Their 
hatred  for  Christ  and  His  followers 
was  bound  up  in  the  fact  that  their 
affections  were  of  the  world. 

The  Sanhedrin,  at  this  time,  was 
predominantly  Sadducee  in  make  up. 
The  Sadducees  were  men  whose  doc- 
trines clashed  more  with  those  of  the 
early  Christians  than  with  those  who 
had  the  doctrine  of  the  Pharisees. 
The  Sadducees  were  materialists. 
They  scorned  any  belief  in  the  resur- 
rection, the  existence  of  angels,  and 
the  idea  of  the  Spirit.  No  wonder 
these  men  opposed  Stephen,  for  he 
was  a  living  proof  that  these  things 
were  true. 

The  opposition  to  the  church  has 
always  been  from  the  Sadducee.  They 
are  with  us  today.  They  claim  to  be 
religious  and  members  of  the  church; 
yet  they  take  away  all  the  super- 
natural from  our  religion.  They  deny 
the  deity  of  Christ  and  the  miracles 
which  He  worked.  With  each  state- 
ment they  make  diminishing  the  min- 
istry and  deity  of  our  gracious  Sav- 
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iour,  they  are  denying  Christ  just  as 
much  as  these  Sadducees  had  done 
in  the  time  of  Christ  and  Stephen. 

The  next  outstanding  thing  in 
this  verse  is  the  attention  paid  Ste- 
phen by  the  council.  We  find  that  the 
men  of  the  council  looked  steadfastly 
upon  Stephen.  The  literal  meaning 
of  the  Greek  text  is  even  more  em- 
phatic than  that.  They  fastened  their 
gaze  intently  upon  Stephen  and  liter- 
ally gazed  into  him. 

They  were  watching  Stephen  to 
get  his  reaction  to  the  charges  which 
were  made.  They  were  trying  to  find 
any  trace  of  emotion  or  weakness 
which  would  stamp  him  as  being 
guilty  of  the  charge.  They  were 
gazing  at  Stephen  in  an  attempt  to 
overawe  him.  I  can  imagine  that  the 
sight  of  that  dignified  body,  gazing 
intently  upon  him,  caused  many  a 
prisoner  to  tremble  in  fear.  As  these 
men  turned  to  look  at  Stephen,  they 
saw  something  which  held  their  gaze 
transfixed  upon  his  face.  As  they 
looked  at  him,  they  forgot  about  their 
desire  to  detect  any  reactions  which 
might  prove  him  guilty  or  their  de- 
sire to  overawe  him.  They  were 
astonished  at  what  they  saw.  They 
were  the  ones  who  were  overawed. 
There  was  certainly  something  un- 
usual about  this  man. 

Psychology  tells  us  that  the  truest 
index  to  a  man's  character  is  in  his 
face.  The  expression  of  the  mouth, 
the  set  of  the  jaw,  and  the  appearance 
of  the  eyes  all  go  into  a  composite 
picture  of  a  man's  character.  Yet  as 
those  men  studied  the  face  of  Ste- 
phen, they  did  not  notice  the  char- 
acteristics which  made  up  the  man. 
There  was  something  there  they 
could  not  understand. 

I  would  like  to  have  seen  the  re- 
actions which  plaved  upon  their  faces 
as  they  gazed  at  Stephen.  Undoubt- 
edly there  were  expressions  of  fear, 
astonishment,  and  anger.  Yet,  if  I 
had  been  there,  I  know  that  my  gaze 
would  have  been  fastened  upon  Ste- 
phen, too.  All  the  others  would  have 
been  forgotten,  for  I  would  have  seen 
his  face  "as  it  had  been  the  face  of  an 


angel.' 


Now  we  are  not  given  much  de- 
scription of  the  appearance  of  angels 
in  the  Bible,  but  there  are  certain 
characteristics  which  we  all  associate 
with  them.  We  would  never  picture 
an  angel  as  having  marks  of  worry  or 


care  upon  his  face,  and  certainly  Ste- 
phen's face  must  also  have  been  a 
picture  of  angelic  calm.  He  had  a 
Saviour  who  had  said:  "Peace  I  leave 
with  you,  my  peace  I  give  unto  you: 
not  as  the  world  giveth,  give  I  unto 
you.  Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled, 
neither  let  it  be  afraid."  He  had 
the  peace  of  Christ  within  him  which 
was  enough  to  transcend  all  the 
doubts  and  fears  which  might  arise. 

Stephen  knew  that  he  must  face 
death  before  this  group  of  angry  men. 
Yet  it  was  not  something  to  be  feared, 
for  though  "the  wages  of  sin  is 
death;  .  .  .  the  gift  of  God  is  eternal 
life  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord." 
To  the  men  of  the  council  death  was 
a  fearful  thing,  but  not  to  Stephen 
who  could  see  beyond  the  grave.  He 
had  a  Saviour  who  had  won  the  vic- 
tory over  death. 

An  angel's  face  would  show  con- 
cern for  lost  souls.  According  to  He- 
brews 1:14,  angels  are  "ministering 
spirits,  sent  forth  to  minister  for  them 
who  shall  be  heirs  of  salvation."  In 
Luke  15,  we  find  that  "there  is  joy 
in  the  presence  of  the  angels  of  God 
over  one  sinner  that  repenteth." 

We  know  that  Stephen  was  con- 
cerned for  the  souls  of  his  persecu- 
tors. As  Stephen  was  dying  from  the 
terrible  vengeance  they  had  wreaked 
upon  him,  he  prayed  that  that  sin 
might  not  be  laid  to  their  charge.  To 
the  very  end  he  was  filled  with  pity 
for  these  blind  men.  This  concern 
written  upon  his  face  was  seen  by  his 
persecutors;  yet  it  only  served  to  deep- 
en their  hatred  toward  him. 

It  would  have  been  easy  to  become 
angry  at  the  men  who  were  bring- 
ing false  witness  against  him.  But, 
instead,  love  was  in  Stephen's  heart. 
This  was  a  proof  of  Stephen's  Spirit- 
filled  life,  for  one  of  the  prime  fruits 
of  the  Spirit  is  love— the  kind  of  love

The  project  was  sup- 
pressed on  recommendation  of  the 
Italian  Ministry  of  Defense,  which 
said  the  problem  of  conscientious  ob- 
jection does  not  exist  in  Italy.  "We 
do  not  want  films  which  might  teach 
our  young  men  the  existence  of  this 
problem,"  the  Ministry  said.  "We  al- 
ready have  enough  problems  with 
military  recruiting." 

AMMAN,  JORDAN.  Professor 
Joseph  P.  Free  of  Wheaton  College 
(111.)  told  reporters  of  the  Jerusalem 
Times  newspaper  that  his  archeolo- 
gical  team  has  uncovered  the  site  of 
ancient  Dothan.  Dr.  Free  and  asso- 
ciates have  worked  for  several  seasons 
at  a  site  allegedly  that  of  the  Biblical 
city  believed  to  have  been  built  5,000 
years  ago.  Now  the  archeologists  said 
they  have  not  only  found  the  city, 
but  have  also  located  the  site  where 
Joseph  was  cast  into  a  pit  and  later 
sold  into  slavery. 
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BIELEFELD,  GERMANY.  In 
honor  of  the  250th  anniversary  of 
the  Canstein  Bible  Society,  world's 
oldest,  representatives  of  Bible  so- 
cieties in  the  U.S.,  Brazil,  England, 
India,  Japan,  Germany  and  other 
countries  participated  in  services 
here  May  22-23.  The  society  was 
founded  in  1710  at  Halle,  a  German 
town  now  located  in  the  Soviet  Zone 
of  Germany,  and  later  moved  to  Wit- 
ten,  near  Bochum,  West  Germany. 
Its  founders  were  Hildebrandt  Frei- 
herr  von  Canstein,  a  devout  German 
pietist,  and  August  Hermann 
Francke,  a  famous  pietist  theologian. 
They  opened  CBS  originally  to  print 
a  popular-priced  Bible.  Germany  has 
today  35  Bible  societies,  the  largest 
of  which  is  the  Privilegierte  Wuert- 
tembergische  Bibelanstalt  in  Stutt- 
gart. 

NEW  YORK.  There  are  12  and 
one-half  million  Jews  throughout  the 
world,  and  approximately  5,367,000 
of  these  live  in  the  United  States.  So 
says  the  new  1960  American  Jewish 
Year  Book,  published  by  the  Ameri- 
can Jewish  Committee  and  the  Jew- 
ish Publication  Society.  It  reports 
that  there  are  only  nine  countries 
with  Jewish  communities  of  200,000 
or  more:  the  United  States,  the  Soviet 
Union,  Israel,  Great  Britain,  Argen- 
tina, France,  Canada,  Romania  and 
Morocco.  It  is  estimated  that  between 
two  and  three  million  of  the  3,500,000 
Jews  in  Europe  are  in  the  Soviet 
Union  and  its  satellites.  The  largest 
East  European  Jewish  community 
other  than  the  Soviet  Union  is  in  Ro- 
mania, numbering  220,000.  Interest- 
ing  sidelight:  the  population  of  Israel, 
according  to  the  Yearbook,  is  about 
1,837,000  Jews  and  225,000  non- 
Jews.  A  study  of  the  Yearbook  totals 
shows  that  enrollment  in  Jewish  re- 
ligious schools  in  this  country  is  now 


nearly  554,000,  an  increase  of  more 
than  131  percent  over  ten  years  ago. 
During  that  time  the  Jewish  popula- 
tion has  grown  only  about  15  to  20 
percent. 

PHILADELPHIA,  PA.  "If  it  was 
St.  Paul  coming,  instead  of  me," 
said  Dr.  Billy  Graham,  "there  would 
probably  still  be  some  in  disagree- 
ment." The  famed  evangelist  was  ad- 
dressing  a  breakfast  assembly  of 
nearly  1,200  Protestant  clergy  and 
lay  leaders  here  at  a  formal  pre- 
liminary to  his  scheduled  eight-week 
evangelistic  campaign  to  begin  here 
in    mid-July     1961.    Although     the 


board  of  directors  of  the  Greater 
Philadelphia  Council  of  Churches 
here  recently  decided  that  the  Coun- 
cil would  not  officially  support  the 
crusade,  many  of  the  leaders  were 
present  as  individuals  at  the  break- 
fast. 

CHICAGO,  ILL.  Readers  of  daily 
newspapers  here,  as  they  scan  the 
display  advertisements,  are  encoun- 
tering some  unusual  advertising  copy. 
One  ad,  for  example,  takes  most  of 
a  column  to  declare  that:  "Money  will 
buy  ...  a  bed,  but  not  sleep  . 
books,  but  not  brains  .  .  .  food,  but 
not  appetite finery,  but  not  beau- 
ty ...  a  house,  but  not  a  home  . 
medicine,  but  not  health  .  .  .  luxuries, 
but  not  culture  .  .  .  amusements,  but 
not  happiness  ...  a  church  pew,  but 
not  salvation  for  your  soul."  The  ad 
goes  on  to  say,  however,  that  "what 
you  can't  buy,  you  may  receive  as 
a  gift,  'For  the  wages  of  sin  is  death; 
but  the  gift  of  God  is  eternal  life 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.'  (Rom. 
6:23)"  The  ad  is  sponsored  by  the 
Christian  Reformed  Laymen's 
League.

which  denies  self  and  puts  the  wel- 
fare of  others  first. 

The  members  of  the  Sanhedrin  also 
saw  Christ  in  that  face  which  looked 
like  an  angel's.  Paul  writes  in  Gala- 
tians  2:20:  "I  am  crucified  with 
Christ:  nevertheless  I  live;  yet  not  I, 
but  Christ  liveth  in  me."  Stephen, 
through  a  Spirit-filled  life,  could  truly 
say  that  Christ  lived  in  him.  When 
the  men  looked  at  Stephen,  thev  did 
not  see  the  man,  but  they  saw  Christ 
within  him.  Stephen  was  only  a 
channel  through  which  the  light  of 
Christ  might  spread.  It  is  only  as  self 
disappears  that  Christ  is  seen  in  His 
true  qualities. 

The  outstanding  characteristic  as- 
sociated with  an  angel  is  a  divine 
supernatural  radiance.  Stephen's 
face  must  have  glowed  with  that 
same  radiance.  You  remember  that 
the  face  of  Moses  shone  after  he  had 
been  with  God  on  Mount  Sinai  for 
forty  days  and  nights.  The  radiance 
upon  Stephen's  face  can  be  associated 


with  close  fellowship  with  God 
through  the  Holy  Spirit  and  Christ 
dwelling  within.  Here  before  his 
persecutors  God  gave  Stephen  a  glori- 
ous manifestation  of  the  fact  that 
Christ  lived  within  him  and  was 
especially  close  to  him  in  a  time  of 
need.  It  was  truly  fitting  that  Stephen 
should  be  blessed  just  as  Moses  had 
been.  It  was  a  God-given  vindication 
of  Stephen  from  the  charge  of  blas- 
phemy against  Moses. 

Let  us  examine  our  faces  in  the 
light  of  Stephen's  face.  Now,  by  our 
faces  I  really  mean  our  lives,  not  just 
this  front  part  of  our  heads.  We 
should  examine  our  lives  daily  just 
as  much  as  our  faces. 

Have  I  that  peace  within  my  life 
which  Stephen  had?  Whenever  the 
ordinary  things  of  life  seem  to  be 
going  wrong,  most  of  us  begin  to 
fret  and  worry  about  them.  That  is 
a  sign  we  have  not  completely  sur- 
rendered our  lives  to  Christ.  When 
we  give  ourselves  to  Him  to  do  His 
bidding,  the  little  cares  and  wonr 
should  vanish  in  our  joy  at  h 
His  service.

EDITORIALS

Retrospect 

A  few  nights  ago  I  sat  on  the  platform  in  the  lovely 
new  Winona  Lake  Conference  Auditorium— one  of  the 
1250  people  who  were  present  at  the  twenty-third  an- 
nual commencement  of  Grace  Theological  Seminary.  A 
total  of  eighty-nine  voung  people  received  diplomas  and 
degrees.  This  was  the  largest  number  in  the  history  of 

the  school.  The  entire  evening  was  a  tremendous  bless- 
es 

ing  to  all  of  us  who  were  privileged  to  attend. 

The  greatest  thrill  of  the  evening  to  me  was  not  to 
be  found  only  in  the  colorful  sight  that  lay  before  my 
eyes.  As  I  sat  there  rejoicing  over  the  goodness  of  the 
Lord  to  the  school  during  another  year,  my  mind  wan- 
dered for  a  few  moments  back  over  the  twelve  years  that 
have  passed  since  I  came  to  join  the  staff  at  Grace  Semi- 
nary. It  suddenly  occurred  to  me  that  the  graduating 
classes  on  the  platform  with  me  numbered  more  than  the 
entire  student  body  of  the  school  twelve  years  ago!  At 
that  time  (the  fall  of  1947)  about  seventy  students  were 
enrolled. 

Checking  the  records  later,  I  found  that  in  the  spring 
of  1948  thirteen  students  graduated  from  Grace  Seminary. 
It  was  not  until  the  next  fall  that  the  school  added  a 
collegiate  division,  offering  two  years  of  work.  In  1953  a 
third  vear  of  college  work  was  offered,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  Grace  College  had  its  first  liberal  arts  grad- 
uate. In  1954  a  fourth  year  of  college  work  was  offered, 
and  that  year  nine  were  graduated  from  the  college,  in 
addition  to  a  much  larger  number,  who  completed  the 
seminary  program. 

I  cannot  adequately  describe  the  sense  of  joy  and 
satisfaction  that  filled  my  soul  as  I  sat  reminiscing.  All 
the  difficult  years  that  necessarily  attend  such  an  ex- 
pansion program,  all  the  testings  and  heartaches  I  had 
shared  with  my  colleagues  suddenly  lost  most  of  their 
magnitude.  Instead,  there  was  a  new  sense  of  gratitude  for 
God's  grace  and  goodness  in  giving  me  a  small  part  in 
the  development  of  such  a  fine  school.  I  realized  then  that 
all  the  labor  and  whatever  investment  in  money  I  had 
made    was    pre-eminently    worthwhile. 

But,  then,  another  cause  for  praise  came  to  me  as  I 
thought  of  the  many  other  members  of  the  Grace  family 
who,  through  their  prayers  and  sacrificial  gifts,  have 
made  the  very  existence  and  development  of  the  school  a 
possibility.  I  am  sure  that  those  of  you  who  have  taken 
such  a  vital  part  in  the  work  through  these  twenty-three 
years  must,  at  this  time,  feel  something  of  the  same  sense 
of  satisfaction  that  was  mine  on  the  evening  of  com- 
mencement. 


Prospect 

As  the  June  educational  number  of  the  magazine  goes 
to  press,  I  am  told  by  the  registrar  that  applications  for 
enrollment  in  the  seminary  are  already  coming  in,  and 
that  there  are  excellent  prospects  for  a  fine  junior  class 
next  September.  In  the  college  a  larger  proportion  of  stu- 
dents than  ever  before  have  indicated  their  intention  of 
returning  next  vear.  The  number  of  new  applications  is 
also  the  largest  the  school  has  ever  received  this  early  in 
the  summer.  We  face  the  prospect  of  the  largest  student 
body  in  the  school's  history— a  tremendous  challenge  to 
every  one  of  us! 

Since  so  many  of  you  who  read  these  columns  are 
members  of  our  Grace  family  and  have  shared  the  fi- 
nancial responsibilities  of  the  school,  I  feel  free  to  tell  vou 
about  our  very  urgent  need  as  we  face  the  summer 
months.  Unless  there  is  a  very  generous  response,  we  will 
be  running  into  debt.  Such  a  debt  would  have  to  be  paid 
out  of  our  tuition  income  next  fall.  If  that  were  necessary, 
the  school  would  be  handicapped  greatly  during  the  fall 
and  winter  months. 

Manv  of  our  Grace  family  may  not  realize  that  most 
of  the  school's  expenses  continue  on  unchanged  through 
the  summer.  There  are  three  payrolls  to  be  met,  each  of 
which  will  amount  to  $12,000.  There  are  the  sizable 
building  payments  to  be  made  each  month  at  the  bank, 
and  there  are  other  bills  to  be  paid.  Our  total  need  for 
these  responsibilities  during  the  next  three  months  will 
amount  to  about  $50,000. 

We  are  asking  each  of  you  to  join  us  in  making  this 
need  a  matter  of  definite  prayer.  If  you  feel  led  to  make 
a  gift  at  this  time,  use  one  of  the  Grace  Seminary  offer- 
ing envelopes  which  is  available  in  your  church.  Or, 
your  own  church  envelope  may  have  a  place  on  which 
you  can  indicate  the  amount  of  your  offering  to  the 
school.  It  is  so  easy  during  these  vacation  months  to  post- 
pone or  forget,  so  I  would  like  to  urge  you  to  make 
your  gift  now.  If  churches  will  forward  to  the  school 
whatever  gifts  they  may  be  holding  in  their  treasuries,  it 
will  be  greatly  appreciated. 

May  I  make  one  further  request?  Use  the  small  month- 
ly envelope  for  Grace  each  month  and  encourage  others 
to  join  the  Grace  family  to  do  the  same.  Most  of  us 
are  likely  to  forget  how  much  these  little  envelopes  have 
done  to  care  for  the  very  important  task  of  training  our 
voung  people  for  life  and  the  service  of  Christ.

"THE  OLD 

STONE  AGE"

Under  the  pressure  of  evolution- 
ary theories,  many  evangelical  Chris- 
tians today  are  prepared  to  date  Adam 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  years  ago 
and  to  consider  him  and  his  imme- 
diate descendants  as  primitiye  cave- 
men of  the  "Old  Stone  Age."  In  an 
article  on  Adam  in  the  new  Baker's 
Dictionary  of  Theology,  Paul  King 
Jewett  of  Fuller  Theological  Semi- 
nary concludes:  "Neither  the  chron- 
ological data  which  are  yielded  by  a 
literal  interpretation  of  the  text  [of 
Gen.  1-5],  nor  even  the  cultural  ac- 
coutrements of  the  narrative,  arc 
theologically  significant  to  an  under- 
standing of  the  Biblical  view  of 
Adam.  But  though  he  may  have  been 
a  stone  man  living  in  an  antiquity 
much  more  remote  than  has  been 
traditionally  supposed,  vet  Adam 
must  have  been  a  complete  man  .  .  ." 

More  recently,  Donald  Grey 
Barnhouse  has  written  an  article  en- 
titled "Adam  and  Modern  Science" 
in  the  May  1960,  issue  of  Eternity. 
Discussing  the  mutational  changes 
that  have  occurred  in  the  human 
race,  Barnhouse  states:  "I  am  ready 
to  believe  that  such  processes  have 
been  going  on  through  several  mil- 
lion  years.  And  I  accept  the  state- 
ment of  a  young  Christian  anthro- 
pologist that  true  man,  Homo  sapiens, 


has  been  on  this  earth  for  at  least 
180,000  years." 

In  their  zeal  to  be  found  in  step 
with  the  very  latest  pronouncements 
of  science,  eyangelical  Christians  have 
too  often  brushed  aside  the  clear 
teachings  of  Scripture  concerning  ori- 
gins. For  example,  the  fourth  and 
fifth  chapters  of  Genesis  clearlv  re- 
veal the  fact  that  Adam  and  his  de- 
scendants were  not  primitive  cavemen 
of  an  "old  stone  age."  They  built 
cities,  raised  cattle,  handled  the  harp 
and  pipe,  forged  cutting  instruments 
of  brass  and  iron,  and  even  built  an 
ark  with  three  decks  ?nd  a  carrying 
capacity  of  nearly  a  million  and  a  half 
cubic  feet! 

Not  only  does  Genesis  repudiate 
the  notion  that  the  first  men  were 
primitiye  savages,  but  it  also  refuses 
to  permit  human  history  to  b? 
stretched  to  cover  periods  of  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  years.  Certainly 
the  Flood  could  not  have  been  that 
remote,  for  the  Babylonians  had  a 
remarkably  accurate  tradition  of  the 
Flood  that  could  hardly  have  been 
handed  down  bv  oral  tradition  for 
more  than  three  or  four  thousand 
years.  And  if  the  period  from  Noah 
to  Abraham  (Gen.  11)  was  compara- 
tively short,  what  right  do  we  have  to 
insist  that  the  period  from  Adam  to 
Noah  (Gen.  5)  was  so  tremendously 


long?  Were  the  patriarchs  who  lived 
before  and  after  the  Flood  simply  il- 
literate, savage  cavemen  separated 
from  each  other  by  tens  of  thousands 
of  years  of  cultural  and  historical 
nothingness? 

On  one  occasion  the  Lord  Jesus 
said  to  the  "Biblical  scholars"  of  His 
day:  "Ye  do  err,  not  knowing  the 
scriptures,  nor  the  power  of  God" 
(Matt.  22:29).  I  believe  that  this  is 
one  of  our  basic  difficulties  today. 
Our  woeful  ignorance  of  what  the 
Scriptures  actually  teach  concerning 
the  Creation  and  the  Flood  largely 
explains  our  inability  to  withstand 
the  mighty  onrush  of  evolutionary 
theories  that  is  sweeping  the  church. 

That  there  are  gaps  in  the  genea- 
logies of  Genesis  5  and  1 1  seems  to 
be  undeniable.  But  that  such  gaps 
spanned  scores  of  thousands  of  years 
is  clearly  contradicted  by  Scripture. 
That  there  have  been  cavemen  in  the 
world  is  also  true.  But  such  men  have 
lived  and  even  now  are  living  as  de- 
generate contemporaries  of  the  civil- 
ized descendants  of  Adam  and  Noah. 
The  Bible  teaches  that  mankind  has 
not  eyolved  from  animal-like  men. 
but  rather  has  "devolved"  from  a  high 
position  of  fellowship  and  commun- 
ion with  God  (Rom.  1:20-32).  Onh 
God's  Word  can  give  us  t! 
view  of  the  origin  of  man.

Commencement  week  began  with 
the  annual  class  day  service  on  Sun- 
day morning,  May  29.

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Israel's  Postage   Stamps

Since  Israel  gained  independence 
in  1948,  Bible  themes  have  been  used 
on  many  of  the  nation's  stamp  issues.

Choice  of  Bible 
subjects  for  decoration  on  Israeli 
st?.mps  has  not  been  basicallv  to  point 
out  things  God  has  done  for  the 
Jews.  Emphasis  has  been  essentially 
on  nationalistic  pride  of  accomplish- 
ment by  modern  Israel  within  the 
framework  of  Israel's  Bible  heritage. 
Yet,  the  very  use  of  such  Bible  themes 
is  in  itself  quite  significant. 

The  principle  has  been  carried  out 
annuallv  on  every  set  of  Israeli 
stamps  issued  since  1951  to  celebrate 
the  New  Year  (Rosh  Hashana)  festi- 
val, faithfully  observed  among  all 
Jews.  One  year  such  a  series  of  stamps 
portrayed  fruit  mentioned  in  the  Song 
of  Solomon  with  appropriate  Bible 
verses  in  Hebrew  printed  in  the  mar- 
gins of  the  sheets  of  the  stamps.  An- 
other Rosh  Hashana  set  of  stamps 
showed  ancient  musicians  of  the  Tem- 
ple playing  various  musical  instru- 
ments mentioned  in  the  Old  Testa- 
ment. Again,  Bible  references  dealing 
with  the  instruments  were  printed  in 
Hebrew  in  the  stamp  sheets. 

One  New  Year  stamp  especially 
suggests  that  the  design  and  theme 
selected  was  not  primarily  intended 
by  the  Israeli  postal  officials  to  be 
"prophetic."  Issued  in  1954,  this  par- 
ticular stamp  shows  two  ancient  Is- 
raelitish  contemporaries  of  Moses 
walking,  a  long  stick  extending  across 
their  shoulders.  Suspended  from  the 
pole,  the  large  cluster  of  grapes  calls 
to  mind  the  account  of  the  twelve 
spies  that  entered  the  valley  of  Esh- 
col.  A  first  look  at  the  stamp  design 


THE  STAMP  PICTURED  at  the  head 
of  Dr.  Hamilton's  article  is  a  1954 
Israeli  New  Year  issue.  The  Hebrew 
in  the  sheet  margin  is  a  quotation 
from  Deuteronomy. 
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—intended  to  emphasize  the  pros- 
perity now  enjoyed  bv  Jews  in  land 
given  by  God  to  His  people  in  an- 
cient times— hints  at  prophetic  ful- 
fillment of  a  Bible  promise.  Two 
points  will  show  that  they  were  not 
primarily  interested  in  prophecy. 

First,  a  complete  reading  of  the 
record  of  the  spies  sent  to  look  over 
the  land  of  Canaan  (Num.  13).  The 
next  chapter  clearly  depicts  the  other 
side  of  the  account  and  theme  the 
1954  New  Year  stamp  of  Israel  was 
meant  to  tell.  Israeli  postal  authorities 
bypassed  the  record  of  Israel's  un- 
belief and  God's  punishment  there- 
of. In  so  doing  the  1954  New  Year 
stamp  gives  a  wrong  impression— 
that  the  people  of  modern  Israel  have 
greater  faith  in  God  than  their  fore- 
fathers of  Moses'  time.  If  the  present 
state  of  Israel  had  the  faith  foretold 
bv  Old  Testament  prophets,  then  the 
Jews  therein  would  accept  Jesus 
Christ  as  their  Messiah. 

Second,   the  picture  on   the   1954 


New  Year  stamp  seems  to  be  an  ex- 
ample of  antiquated  religious  art  re- 
cast in  modern  style.  Actually,  ac- 
cording to  a  student  of  Israeli  post- 
age stamp  designs,  the  scene  of  the 
two  spies  and  the  grape  cluster  is  a 
copy  of  the  registered  trade  mark  of 
Carmel  wines— produced  by  an  Is- 
raeli winery. 

Employment  of  Bible  topics  to  de- 
sign the  stamps  of  Israel  is  fascinating. 
Perhaps   this  is  a   sign   of  incipient

spiritual  revival  in  Israel  that  mav  vet 
lead  to  the  return  of  Christ.  Yet  the 
other  side  of  the  story  remains:  The 
state  of  Israel  seeks  solace  in  Old 
lestament  blessings  already  accom- 
plished but  rejects  the  blessings  which 
Isaiah,  Jeremiah,  and  the  other 
prophets  foretell  when  Israel  shall  at 
last  accept  Jesus,  their  Messiah. 

The  failure  of  the  Israeli  to  under- 
stand the  deeper  significance  of  the 
prophetic    symbols    which    they    are 


using  on  their  postage  stamps  and  in 
much  of  the  literature  and  advertising 
now  being  produced  bv  that  country 
is  exactly  what  we  should  expect.  Ac- 
cording to  the  prophets,  Israel  is  to 
return  to  the  land  in  unbelief  and 
continue  with  that  veil  over  their 
eves  even  while  the  work  of  restora- 
tion is  being  accomplished  (see  Ezek. 
36  and  37).  Only  the  personal  re- 
turn of  Christ,  when  He  spreads  His 
nail-pierced  hands  before  them  (Zech. 
13:6),  will  ever  change  this.  Not  until 
that  day  will  Israel  realize  the  full 
significance  of  the  prophetic  symbols 
which   they  now  employ.

FIRSTBORN 

When  Jesus  is  called  the  "first- 
born" son  of  Marv  (Luke  2:7),  the 
meaning  is  obvious  from  the  circum- 
stances of  the  narrative.  He  was  the 
first  child  born  to  the  Virgin  Mary. 
Thus  "firstborn"  (prototokos)  refers 
clearly  to  a  priority  in  time,  there 
being  no  children  born  to  Mary  prior 
to  Jesus.  (This  literal  usage  is  found 
also  in  Heb.  11:28.) 

However,  Mary  was  a  Jewess,  and 
the  opening  chapters  of  Luke's  Gos- 
pel are  clearly  Jewish  in  cultural  tone. 
Hence  Jewish  understanding  of  the 
term  "firstborn"  must  be  considered. 
In  the  Old  Testament,  "firstborn" 
referred  literally  to  the  oldest  off- 
spring of  men  (Gen.  25:13;  35:23; 
49:3)  or  animals  (Exod.  11:5;  12:29; 
13:15).  Since,  however,  the  oldest  son 
had  special  privileges  and  responsi- 
bilities in  the  family,  and  a  special

inheritance,  the  term  came  to  denote 
the  one  who  is  chief  or  first  in  rank. 
This  metaphorical  use  of  "firstborn" 
in  the  sense  of  positional  priority  is 
found  several  times  in  the  Old  Testa- 
ment. For  example,  in  Exodus  4:22, 
God  said:  "Israel  is  my  son,  even  my 
firstborn."  Compare  also  the  expres- 
sions "firstborn  of  death"  (Job  18: 
13),  and  "firstborn  of  the  poor"  (Isa. 
14:30). 

In  Biblical  descriptions  of  the  Mes- 
siah (cf.  Heb.  1:6),  this  latter  idea 
of  pre-eminence  was  the  dominant 
one.  When  this  fact  is  remembered, 
many  difficulties  of  interpretation 
are  avoided.  In  the  Christological 
statement  of  Colossians  1,  Christ  is 
called  "firstborn  of  all  creation"  (1: 
15)  and  "firstborn  from  the  dead"  (1: 
18,  cf.  Rev.  1:5).  Elements  of  both 
temporal  and  positional  priority  are 
doubtless  connoted  here,  although  the 


pre-eminence  of  Christ  in  position  is 
surely  the  most  important.  As  far  as 
time  was  concerned  Christ  was  pre- 
existent  as  compared  to  all  creation 
(the  Greek  genitive  of  comparison 
in  Col.  1:15  does  not  in  any  sense 
imply  that  Christ  himself  was  a  part 
of  creation),  and  He  was  also  the 
first  one  to  rise  from  the  dead  with 
a  true  resurrection  body  (all  other  pre- 
vious "resurrections"  seem  to  have 
been  a  return  to  mere  temporal  exis- 
tence; cf.  I  Cor.  15:20.  23).  More 
important  than  this,  however,  is  the 
pre-eminence  that  is  here  asserted  of 
Christ.  He  is  the  chief  or  sovereign 
over  all  creation,  and  by  his  resur- 
rection He  attained  a  higher  position 
than  all  others.  He  is  at  the  Father's 
right  hand,  and  will  cause  the  resur- 
rection of  others  (John  6:40;  5:28-29). 
Romans  8:29  describes  Christ  as 
"the  firstborn  among  many  brethren." 
He  is  and  always  will  be  the  Lord 
of  those  who  have  become  sons  of 
God  through  faith  in  Him.  The 
meaning  of  the  phrase  in  Hebrews 
12:23,  "church  of  the  firstborn"  is 
disputed,  but  if  it  refers  to  men,  it 
must  regard  true  believers  as  heirs 
of  God  and  thus  standing  in  rh; 
favored  relationship  of  position  v 
will  assure  them  of  their  J 
inheritance.

A  charge  that 
many  of  the  obscene  magazines  being 
sold  in  the  Linked  States  are  publish- 
ed in  Poland  under  the  direction  of 
the  Communists  has  been  issued  bv 
the  chairman  of  the  interdenomina- 
tional Churchmen's  Commission  for 
Decent  Publications.  "It's  been 
proven,''  said  U.  S.  Rep.  John 
Dowdy  (Dem.-Tex.),  "that  the  Com- 
munists are  using  pornographic  liter- 
ature, written  in  English,  to  infiltrate 
American  youth."  Chairman  of  the 
first  House  subcommittee  to  investi- 
gate obscenity  in  the  mails  in  1955, 
Mr.  Dowdy  said  that  the  pornography 
was  mailed  as  educational  material 
and  therefore  "in  effect  subsidized 
by  the  federal  government  which 
sponsors  educational  mailing."  He 
said  that  there  is  no  way  to  prosecute 
dealers  handling  the  literature  since 
"many  .  .  .  who  receive  the  smutty 
magazines  didn't  know  the  material 
was  pornographic."  Mr.  Dovvdv  re- 
vealed that  his  committee  now  has 
several  laws  pending  in  Congress  "to 
do  away  with  the  free  dissemination 
of  pornography." 

SOUTH  BEND,  IND.  (EP)- 
Plans  for  a  "Christian  High  School" 
are  being  prepared  by  Conservative 
Protestant  churches  in  South  Bend 
and  nearby  Mishawaka,  Ind.  Min- 
isters and  laymen  from  about  20 
area  churches  totaling  2,000  mem- 
bers  are  spearheading  the  project, 
which  they  hope  to  open  to  a  class 
of  ninth  oraders  next  fall.  Plans  call 
for  adding  a  higher  grade  each  year 
until  all  four  years  of  high  school 
are  offered.  Impetus  for  the  project 
came  in  part  from  the  Evangelical 
(Minister's  Fellowship  of  St.  Joseph 
County  with  guidance  from  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Christian 
Schools  organization.  Three  con- 
servative elementary  schools  are  now 
operated  in  the  South  Bend  area.

Still  Speaks

Among  the  many  wondrous  works 
of  God  must  be  listed  that  of  giving 
to  man  the  ability  to  speak.  An  ani- 
mal has  no  language  or  speech,  but 
man  understands,  uses,  and  invents 
language  svmbols.  Language  involves 
memorv,  concepts,  connections,  the 
recognition  of  similarities  and  many 
other  things  that  animals  do  not  have. 
Our  ability  to  speak  is  remarkable. 

Speech  was  given  for  a  definite 
purpose.  Through  it  we  are  able  to 
learn  the  ideas  and  thoughts  of  others. 
Thus  by  speech  God  gave  us  knowl- 
edge of  things  He  wanted  us  to  know. 

As  far  back  as  the  second  chapter 
of  the  Bible,  we  find  God  revealing 
His  will  to  man.  How?  Through  the 
medium  of  speech.  Throughout  the 
Old  Testament  we  read  of  God  speak- 
ing to  the  patriarchs,  judges,  priests, 
and  prophets. 

In  the  New  Testament,  He  spoke 
audibly  on  a  few  occasions.  At  the 
baptism  of  Jesus,  God  spoke.  On  the 
Mount  of  Transfiguration,  His  voice 
was  heard.  When  Saul  was  con- 
verted, it  was  heard  again. 

In  that  we  do  not  hear  His  audible 


voice  today  it  is  sometimes  thought 
He  is  silent.  But  God  still  speaks.  He 
speaks  to  us  today  in  at  least  five  re- 
markable ways. 

One  of  these  is  through  the  words 
of  Scripture.  He  has  said:  "Come, 
let  us  reason  together."  It  is  through 
the  Scripture  that  He  is  reasoning 
with  man.  He  speaks  to  the  human 
heart  of  its  need.  He  speaks  to  the 
wearv  with  words  of  comfort;  to  the 
wise,  He  speaks  with  words  of  wis- 
dom; to  the  humble,  He  speaks  in 
words   of   simplicitv. 

God  speaks  through  His  servants. 
Not  all  Christians  are  used  to  any 
great  extent  by  God  to  speak  to  men, 
but  God  uses  those  servants  who  are 
willing,  faithful,  and  pliable  in  His 
hands. 

God  speaks  through  gospel  music. 
How  often  a  hymn  has  brought  some 
message  of  comfort.  How  often  men 
have  heard  the  voice  of  God  with 
some  message,  be  it  one  of  rebuke, 
of  challenge,  or  of  consolation. 

The  voice  of  God  is  heard  in  ad- 
versity. Calamities  turn  the  minds 
of  men  toward  God  by  making  them 
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realize  their  helplessness  without 
Him.  The  history  of  Israel  stands 
as  a  great  chronicle  of  this  truth. 

In  His  goodness,  God  speaks  to 
men.  When  the  hammer  is  unable  to 
make  an  impression  on  a  hardened 
soul,  the  fire  of  love  can  melt  that 
heart.  Perhaps  this  voice,  however,  is 
the  most  seldom  heard  and  heeded. 
There  is  no  mistake  that  "we  love  him 
because  he  first  loved  us." 

There  is  never  a  time  in  life  when 
God  quits  speaking  to  the  hearts  of 
men.  It  is  indeed  a  tragedv  when  a 
heart  becomes  calloused  to  His 
voice,  which  comes  to  the  unsaved 
and  wayward  as  a  voice  of  pleading, 
and  to  His  children  as  a  voice  of 
communion.

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The  new  birth  is  the  starting  point 
of  a  spiritual  life.  We  cannot  sav  that 
we  are  the  children  of  God  until  we 
have  experienced  a  spiritual  birth  into 
I  lis  family.  This  experience  is  as  real 
as  our  first  birth  into  the  world.  No 
clearer  teaching  exists  in  the  Bible 
or  persists  in  Biblical  circles  than  the 
unqualifying  and  uncompromising 
necessity  of  the  new  birth.  It  is  a 
must  in  the  Word  of  God.  Jesus 
said:  "Ye  must  be  born  again."  That 
means  vou  must  be  born  again,  if  vou 
would  ever  be  saved  and  enjoy  heav- 
en with  saved  people.  There  are  few 
musts  in  the  Bible,  but  wherever  thev 
occur,  we  better  take  heed.  Our  own 
eternal  welfare  is  at  stake  in  this  in- 
stance. 

Some  people  trust  their  good 
works,  some  education,  some  their 
denominational  affiliation,  and  still 
others  trust  other  things.  However,  all 
of  these  things  put  together  will  never 
get  one  into  heaven.  Thev  cannot 
save.  "But  as  many  as  received  him, 
to  them  gave  he  power  to  become  the 
sons  of  God,  even  to  them  that  be- 
lieve on  his  name:  which  were  born, 
not  of  blood,  nor  of  the  will  of  the 
flesh,  nor  of  the  will  of  man,  but 
of  God"  (John   1:12-13). 

A  lost  sinner  is  in  need  of  an 
extraordinary  work  as  a  ransom  and 
as  an  acceptable  substitute.  Herein 
lies  the  key  to  your  own  conversation. 
You  must  realize  you  are  in  need 
of  something  more  than  is  humanly 
possible  for  you  to  produce.  Next, 
you  must  come  to  see  that  Christ  fills 
that  need.  The  Father  provided  the 
sacrifice  and  accepted  it.  God  always 
accepts  what  He  provides. 

All  of  the  good  works  mentioned 
above  have  their  place.  God  expects 
us  to  live  godly  and  righteously.  We 
do  say  it  is  folly  to  try  without  the 
proper  start.  The  new  birth,  known 
as  regeneration,  is  that  proper  start. 
It  has  not  been  committed  to  other 
things  to  save;  rather,  it  has  been 
committed  to  Christ  to  save.  There- 
fore,  the  new  birth  rests  upon  the 
merits  of  Christ's  sacrifice.  In  shed- 
ding His  own  blood.  He  became  the 
world's  greatest  blood  donor.  We  cor- 
rectly sing  about  it  in  the  song, 
"There  is  Power  in  the  Blood."  Any 
minimizing  of  the  efficacy  of  the 
blood  is  to  miss  God's  way.  Any 
scoffing   at    the    atonement   will    re-

suit  in  eternal  loss.  The  time  is  upon 
us  when  we  ought  to  acknowledge 
human  weakness  and  a  need  for  a 
supernatural  work  of  grace  to  bring 
us  to  God. 

Once  there  was  a  man  who  shook 
the  religious  world  with  a  restate- 
ment  of  the  already  known  truth: 
"The  just  shall  live  by  faith."  They 
cannot  live  by  sight  and  please  God. 
"Therefore  by  the  deeds  of  the  law 
there  shall  no  flesh  be  justified  in 
his  sight"  (Rom.  3:20).  And  again, 
"Not  by  works  of  righteousness 
which  we  have  done,  but  according 
to  his  mercy  he  saved  us,  by  the 
washing  of  regeneration,  and  the  re- 
newing of  the  Holy  Ghost"  (Titus 
3:5). 

There  is  an  outline  that  I  will  fol- 
low in  presenting  the  doctrine.  Will 
you  hear  it  now?  It  is  not  new.  It 
has  been  slighted.  Nevertheless,  it 
rests  upon  the  Word  of  God. 

When  Christ  came  to  earth  to  live 
as  a  man  He  experienced  the  incar- 
nation. When  a  single  soul  is  born 
into  the  family  of  God,  he  experiences 
regeneration.  Thus,  the  regeneration 
of  man  is  the  obverse  of  the  incarna- 
tion of  Christ. 

Biblical    Background 

There  are  several  assumptions  back 


of  the  new  birth.   All   of  these  are 
supported  bv  proof  tests. 

Man,  who  was  made  in  the  image 
and  likeness  of  God,  died  spiritually. 
By  this  we  mean  that  he  through  dis- 
obedience to  God's  righteous  de- 
mands,  fell.  Further,  bv  his  fall  he 
affected  all  his  posterity.  Every  soul 
entering  the  world  is  at  the  disad- 
vantage of  a  relationship  with  a  sin- 
ful race.  David  said:  "Behold,  I  was 
shapen  in  iniquity;  and  in  sin  did  my 
mother  conceive  me"  (Ps.  51:5).  Paul 
said:  "There  is  none  righteous,  no, 
not  one"  (Rom.  3:10).  We  may  not 
care  to  admit  it,  and  mav  differ  as 
to  the  nature  of  man  and  his  responsi- 
bility in  being  prone  to  wander.  How- 
ever, we  cannot  be  fair  and  honest 
in  our  thinking  and  deny  that  there 
is  something  there.  The  present  un- 
regenerate  nature  of  man  asserts  a 
fallen  condition.  Case  studies,  institu- 
tional records,  lawlessness,  criminal- 
ity, immorality,  delinquency,  and 
many  other  things  scream  at  us  and 
condemn  mankind.  This  is  not  pessi- 
mism. It  is  the  sensible  way  to  look  at 
the  problem.  Once  we  see  a  moral  and 
spiritual  weakness,  we  are  more  apt 
to  welcome  the  proposed  cure.  In  most 
cases,  men  still  wait  until  they  are 
sick  before  calling  a  doctor.  The 
first  assumption  is  that  man  died 
spiritually. 
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Man  is  not  a  child  of  God  by 
creation.  He  is  only  a  creature  of  God 
and  has  no  right  to  call  God  his 
Father  nor  all  men  his  brothers. 
First,  he  must  be  accepted  into  God's 
family.  That  was  the  positive  teach- 
ing of  Jesus.  Only  they  are  breth- 
ren who  do  the  will  of  Christ.  The 
teaching  of  the  universal  Fatherhood 
of  God  and  the  universal  brother- 
hood of  man  has  evolved  from  man's 
own  finespun  ideas  about  things.  It  is 
still  lacking  spiritual  support.  Jesus 
declared  in  John  8  that  some  peo- 
ple were  of  their  father  the  Devil. 

The  third  principle  is,  man  cannot 
help  himself.  He  may  be  refined  or 
cultured,  or  educated  bv  his  own 
efforts,  but  he  has  no  right  to  reckon 
these  as  God's  requirements  for  sal- 
vation. Of  course,  all  of  us  should 
do  good  and  show  mercy.  However, 
after  we  have  done  the  best  and  most 
we  can,  it  is  not  enough.  Trying  to 
do  right  will  never  create  a  life  of 
purity.  Did  vou  ever  hear  of  a  leopard 
changing  his  spots?  Can  an  Ethiopian 
change  his  skin?  It  is  the  nature  of 
a  bird  to  fly,  but  the  nature  of  a 
worm  to  crawl.  Now,  caterpillars  are 
worms  and  crawl;  yet  when  a  defi- 
nite change  takes  place,  out  of  the 
ugly  worm  emerges  a  beautiful  but- 
terflv  which  flies.  A  change  of  na- 
ture took  place. 


The  Work  of  Regeneration 

God  is  the  author,  I  John  1:13.  The 
Holy  Spirit  is  the  agent.  John  3:8. 
The  Word  of  God  is  the  instrument, 
I  Peter  1:23-25. 

It  is  not  a  declarative  act,  but  a 
work  of  God.  It  is  an  experience  of 
the  heart  and  soul  that  God  provides, 
thus  we  may  say  it  is  wrought  bv 
God. 

One  can  never  know  what  this 
means,  apart  from  the  Holy  Spirit. 
It  so  happens  that  the  Spirit  of  God 
brings  it  to  the  sincere  soul.  He  has 
been  appointed  to  do  the  work  of 
regeneration  as  truly  as  Christ  was 
appointed  to  die  on  the  cross. 

Regeneration  belongs  to  the  realm 
of  the  consciousness.  Do  not  become 
confused  by  believing  the  experience 
needs  to  be  subject  to  sense  per- 
ception. "Faith  cometh  by  hearing, 
and  hearing  by  the  word  of  God" 
(Rom.  10:17).  A  man  can  hear  and 
heed  the  Word  of  God  by  the  silent 
reading  of  it.  There  is  power  in  the 
Word,  and  the  Holy  Spirit  uses  it 
to  regenerate.  In  all  of  these  things 
we  must  cooperate.  Our  willingness 
will  open  the  door  for  God  to  save 
us. 

Purpose  of  the  Regeneration 

That  we  should  live  for  God  con- 
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Stitutes  the  chief  end  of  man.  If  we 
live  to  have  fun,  or  for  pleasure,  or  for 
the  acquisition  of  things,  we  are 
poor,  indeed.  Life  consisted  of  more 
than  the  abundance  of  things  a  man 
possesseth.  Our  lifework  before  con- 
version is  as  nothing  before  God. 
We  have  only  evil  and  dead  works  to 
our  credit.  It  matters  little  what  men 
say  about  works,  but  it  does  matter 
what  God  says  about  them.  After 
conversion  we  may  rightfully  expect 
good  works.  However,  too  often  dead 
'orks  persist.  Evil  works  are  utterly 
nconsistent  with  our  profession,  ex- 
perience, and  expectation  before  the 
Lord.  Paul  said  that  we  are  created 
unto  good  works.  Therefore,  -we 
should  live  for  God. 

To  bring  us  into  an  inheritance. 
As  members  of  God's  family,  we  are 
heirs  to  a  great  future  and  fortune 
(I  Pet.  1:3-4).  In  the  ages  to  come, 
God  will  show  us  new  things  and 
unfold  His  wonderful  grace  to  us, 
as  well  as  to  all  those  who  love  Him. 

Evidence  of  Regeneration 

Someone  may  rightfully  say,  how 
can  I  know  whether  or  not  I  have 
been  regenerated  or  born  again? 
What  has  been  said  may  sound  good. 
The  proposition  is  attractive— to  ac- 
cept and  claim  it  as  my  possession 
is  what  I  want,  but  how  can  I  be 
sure?  It  is  not  hard  to  know.  How- 
ever, vou  must  be  honest  and  fair 
with  yourself.  Put  yourself  to  this 
simple    test. 

1.  Have  I  reallv  been  convicted 
of  my  sin?   Saved  folks  have. 

2.  Have  I  recognized  a  need,  an 
emptiness,  or  vacancy  in  my  life  that 
I  could  not  fill?  Christians  have  ex- 
perienced  a   felt  need. 

3.  Has  there  been  any  evidence  of 
a  change  in  my  interests?  You  should 
be  a  new  creation  in   Christ  Jesus. 

4.  Have  I  changed  my  attitude  to- 
ward sin?  Christians  simply  cannot 
live  in  a  state  of  habitual  sin. 

5.  Have  the  old  sinful  habits  passed 
away?  Thev  should  disappear. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  you  have 
concluded  that  these  have  not  come 
to  vou;  if  vou  want  to  be  a  child  of 
God,  born  into  His  family,  then  ac- 
cept the  Lord  as  your  Saviour  now. 
The  Holy  Spirit  will  bring  about  I 
work  of  regeneration  in  \ 
and  life. 
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For  about  a  century  and  a  half,  a 
certain  European  engineering  project 
has  been  blowing  "hot  and  cold."  At 
times  it  almost— almost— but  then,  at 
other  times,  it  became  as  distant  as 
the  moon.  At  present  a  "warm  wind" 
is   blowing  favorably. 

It  is  the  old  plan  of  building  a  tun- 
nel under  the  English  Channel  to 
connect  England  and  France  by  land 
transportation.  Recently,  the  pros- 
pects of  a  common  European  market, 
and  the  value  thereof,  has  turned  the 
favorable  tide,  and  there  may  be,  at 
Ions  last,  the  sights  set  for  such  a  link- 
ing. 

But  for  1900  years,  men  have  been 
seeking  to  construct  another  tunnel 
under  a  deeper  dredging  and  to  con- 
nect to  a  greater  goal-port.  Ever  since 
Calvary,  men  have  rejected  the  coun- 
cil of  God,  the  rigid  rules  of  the  Gos- 
pel, and  sought  for  other  means  to 
"tunnel  through"  the  bed  of  con- 
demnation and  make  connection 
with  peace  and  souls's  eternal  har- 
bor. The  Gospel's  "yea"  has  been 
nulled  into  man's  "nay"  as  he  has 
sought  the  bypass  and  the  shortcut. 

Concerning  the  European  project, 
it  is  estimated  that  over  $280  million 
would  be  required;  that  is  a  lot  of 
currency,  and  nothing  has  been  esti- 
mated of  the  required  time  for  ac- 
tual construction.  Transfer  that  onto 
the  spiritual  stage.  How  much  of 
empty  effort,  precious  time,  misdi- 
rected sincerity  is  pressed  into  "Opera- 
tion Impossible"— seeking  to  gain  sal- 
vation favor  of  the  Almighty  with 
the  tokens  of  human  make  (Eph. 
2:9)!  Such  indeed  are  treacherous 
tunnels  which  shall  cave  in  at  life's 
last.  On  the  other,  and  saving,  hand, 
it  takes  such  little  effort  to  "right 
track"  and  look  away  to  the  pre- 
pared pathway  (I  Cor.  3:11). 

The   single   eye   and    the   faintest 
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whisper  Godward  is  enough  for  the 
marvelous  motions  of  "so  great  sal- 
vation" and  in  a  day  when  all  things 
seems  to  be  underscored  of  push-and- 
fury-and-motion,  it  is  well  to  be  re- 
minded of  these  blessed  elementals. 
"Jesus  paid  it  all"  may  appear  simple, 
but  modern  life  has  tragically  com- 
plicated it,  and  thus  missed  out  on 
the  best.  God's  way,  after  all,  is  "the 
best  way"  into  life  indeed  (John  17:3). 

Discoveries 

Each  age  discovers  new  energy 
sources  for  power  propulsion.  We 
have  passed  from  the  yesterday  of 
coal  into  the  today  of  oil,  and  already 
tomorrow  has  hurried  in  upon  us  with 
the  wonders  of  atomic  energy  in  the 
area  of  peacetime  utilization. 

Occasionally  you  will  read  of  a 
"thimbleful"  as  sufficient  to  send  the 
ship  on  its  transoceanic  crossing,  or 
drive  the  express  across  the  deep  di- 
vides. "One  may  dream"— but  much 
has  passed  the  dream  stage.  A  recent 
report  indicates  that  Great  Britain  is 
well  on  the  way  to  becoming  the  first 
nation  to  establish  nuclear  power  sta- 
tions as  the  mainspring  for  supplying 
industrial  energy.  Calder  Hall  is  al- 
ready in  operation.  Quite  signifi- 
cantly, the  report  remarks  that  such 
developments  are  necessary  for  the 
nation  to  survive  as  a  major  power; 
also,  the  older  forms  of  producing 
energy  are  passing  away. 

The  underlying  principle  applies 
for  many  matters.  The  old  modes  are 
declining  and  science  must  struggle 
for  new  systems.  But  it  should  be  a 
genuine  relief  to  realize  that  this 
does  not  apply  in  the  realm  of  things 
spiritual.  That  which  man  has  re- 
quired to  lift  him  out  of  the  bog- 
mires  of  sin  onto  the  plains  of  light 
and  life  and  liberty,  has  ever  been 
the  steadying,  undeclining,  un- 
changing same  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 


Calvary's  complete  transaction  in  the 
revealed  grace  of  "so  great  salva- 
tion"  (Heb.  2:3);  "with  whom  is  no 
variableness,  neither  shadow  of  turn- 
ing" (James  1:17). 

Men  may  speak  of  their  "Calder 
Halls"  where  science  is  serving,  but 
the  Word  of  God  would  focus  the 
full  attention  of  the  life  upon  "the 
place  .  .  .  called  Calvary"  (Luke  23: 
33)  where  eternal  verities  are  at 
stake  as  the  divine  deposit  of  power. 
Men  have  crowded  Calvary  out  of 
the  picture,  pinning  their  hopes  upon 
this  sphere's  systems,  and  in  doing  so 
have  passed  up  the  permanent  for  the 
temporary.  One  has  referred  to  this 
peacetime  application  of  nuclear 
energy  as  "the  new  injection"  real- 
izing that  infusion  is  necessary  for 
progress.  But  they  who  have  "pro- 
gressed beyond"  to  lay  hold  by  faith 
(Acts  20:21)  upon  the  grace  of  God  in 
Christ  (II  Cor.  8:9),  have  found  the 
true  wellspring  in  the  wonder  of  the 
new  creation  (II  Cor.  5:17).  We 
earnestly  desire  this  for  every  reader! 

Saving 

In  a  season  of  soaring  spending 
and  broken  budgets,  it  is  refreshing 
to  receive  news  of  millions  of  dollars 
a  year— saved!  An  official  of  the 
Atomic  Energv  Commission  has  re- 
leased the  good  news  that  nearly 
$400  million  a  year  are  being  saved 
by  American  industry  through  the 
use  of  radio-isotopes.  Going  further, 
this  official  has  estimated  that  this 
figure  would  increase  "several  fold" 
over  the  next  ten-year  period. 

But  why  not  "top-think"  on  the 
spiritual  level,  where  "saving"  is  con- 
cerned? Here  is  the  crucial  area 
where  saving  takes  on  highest  con- 
sequences and  deepest  outreach.  To 
save  spiritually,  in  the  light  of  eter- 
nity, is  to  effect  such  a  great  gain  as 
to  cause  the  top  bracket  of  financial 
figures  to  stumble  away  into  nothing- 
ness. 

"The  loss  of  friends  is  much— the 
loss  of  health  is  more— but  the  loss  of 
Christ  is  such  a  loss  as  nothing  can 
restore"— old  words  with  very  modern 
tracings.  Think  of  them  in  the  light 
of  the  "Number  One"  lesson  in  Eter- 
nal Economics:  "What  shall  it  profit 
a  man,  if  he  shall  gain  the  whole 
world,  and  lose  his  own  soul?"  (Mark 
8:36.)

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he  washing  of  the  saints'  feet, 
as  a  symbolical  ordinance,  is  a 
divine  command.  It  is  a  judicial  ap- 
pointment ordained  of  God  between 
the  Lord  and  the  saint  of  God.  It  is 
a  holv  ordinance!  An  ordinance  is  a 
divine  decree  to  be  obeyed  inasmuch 
as  it  illustrates  great  spiritual  truths. 
Paul  wrote  in  I  Corinthians  11:2: 
"Keep  the  ordinances,  as  I  delivered 
them  to  you."  He  received  these  ordi- 
nances from  the  Lord  and  was  pre- 
senting them  by  divine  authority. 
John  declares:  "Jesus  knowing  that 
the  Father  had  given  all  things  into 
his  hands,  and  that  he  was  come  from 
God,  and  went  to  God"  (John  13:3), 
lesus  washed  the  disciples'  feet  and 
commanded  His  followers  to  wash 
one  another's  feet.  Our  Lord  was 
conscious  of  His  Deity,  on  which 
basis  He  had  the  authority  to  institute 
this  holy  ordinance.  Onlv  God  can 
institute  a  divine  ordinance. 

An  Ordinance 

Our  responsibility  in  relation  to  di- 
vine ordinances  is  to  discover,  from 
the  Scriptures,  whether  the  command 
is  an  ordinance.  Not  every  command 
of  God  is  an  ordinance.  Having  dis- 
covered that  the  command  has  the  in- 
signia of  an  ordinance,  we  must  dis- 
cern what  spiritual  truth  and  doc- 
trines the  ordinance  svmbolizes.  Ours 
is  not  to  ask  the  reason  why,  but  to 
obey. 

We  ought  to  "avoid  foolish  and  un- 
learned  questions  that  engender 
strife,"  "avoid  foolish  genealogies  and 
contentions,"  concerning  customs  and 
traditions  of  men,  and  present  the 
positive,  Biblical,  authoritative,  sym- 
bolical teachings  of  our  divine  heri- 
tage  in  the  ordinance  of  Feet-washing. 
Our  mission  is  to  "earnestly  contend 
for  the  faith  which  was  once  delivered 
unto  the  saints"  (Jude  3). 

Symbolical  Teaching 

The  clear  teaching  of  Feet-wash- 
ing is  cleansing!  G.  Campbell  Morgan 
wrote:  "Christ's  washing  of  the  dis- 
ciples' feet  was  symbolical  of  a  daily 
cleansing  from  defilement."  Govett 
wrote:  "The  total  defilement  of  man 
as  a  sinner  is  set  forth  in  the  total 
immersion  of  a  believer  in  baptism. 
The  partial  uncleanness  as  a  saint 
is  set  forth  in  the  succeeding  washing 
of  Feet-washing."  The  Lord  declared

to  Peter:  "He  that  is  washed  needeth 
not  save  to  wash  his  feet,  but  is  clean 
every  whit:  and  ye  are  clean,  but  not 
all.  For  he  knew  who  should  betrav 
him;  therefore  said  he,  Ye  are  not 
all  clean"  (John  13:10-11).  Two 
words,  with  different  shades  of  mean- 
ing, were  used  by  our  Lord  here. 
When  Jesus  said:  "He  that  is  wash- 
ed," he  used  a  word  that  literally 
means  "washed  as  in  a  complete 
bath."  This  referred  to  the  complete 
washing  of  the  entire  body.  But  when 
Christ  said,  "save  to  wash  his  feet," 
He  used  a  word  that  means  just  to 
wash  the  object  named,  as  in  this 
case,  the  feet.  We  believe  that  the 
first  washing  named  bv  our  Lord  re- 
fers  to  the  "washing  of  regeneration," 
svmbolized  in  water  baptism.  The 
second  washing  refers  to  cleansing 
from  defilement,  svmbolized  in  Feet- 
washing.  Christ  virtually  taught  that 
all,  except  Judas,  were  clean  through 
regeneration,  but  that  Peter  and  the 
other  disciples  also  needed  to  be  made 
clean  from  defilement.  The  symboli- 
cal teaching  of  Feet-washing  is  this 
spiritual  cleansing.  Anv  other  truths 
illustrated  are  secondarv  and  not 
necessarilv  an  essential  part  of  the 
ordinance.

"The  present  ministry  of  Christ  is 
cleansing.  Cleansing  from  defilement 
is  His  present  work.  The  svmbol  of 
this  ministry  of  Christ  is  the  ordi- 
nance of  the  washing  of  the  saint's 
feet." 

Vitally  related  to  and  dependent 
upon  this  cleansing  is  the  fellowship 
with  the  Father  and  our  fellow  Chris- 
tians. John  declares  this  in  I  John  1: 
3-9.  Fellowship  with  the  Father  is 
only  possible  through  Jesus  Christ, 
but  if  we  profess  to  have  this  fel- 
lowship and  walk  in  sin,  we  practice 
not  the  truth  (v.  6).  But  cleansing 
is  provided  and  proffered  through 
the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ,  which 
"cleanseth  from  all  sin."  Upon  con- 
fession of  our  sins  we  are  forgiven, 
and  then  we  have  fellowship  with  the 
Father,  with  the  Son,  and  with  the 
Holy  Spirit.  The  evident  need  of  the 
disciples  in  the  upper  room  was 
cleansing.  Christ  declared  to  Peter: 
"If  I  wash  thee  not.  thou  hast  no 
part  with  me."  Our  Lord  was  not 
speaking  of  union,  but  of  our  com- 
munion with  Him.  The  Lord  cannot 
have  fellowship  with  a  defiled 
Christian!  The  atoning  blood  of 
Christ  answers  forever  to  all  that  the 
law  of  God  can  declare  as  to  the  be- 
liever's guilt  of  sin,  but  he  needs  con- 
stant  cleansing  from  the  defilement 
of  sin.  Th;s  constant  cleansing  is 
provided  on  the  basis  of  the  shed 
blood  of  Christ  and  obedience  to  the 
Word  of  God  (John  15:3,  17:17: 
Eph.  5:26-27). 

Illustration 

This  cleansing  is  illustrated  in  the 
ritualistic  approach  to  God  in  the 
arrangement  of  the  Old  Testament 
worship.  First  was  the  brazen  altar. 
Then  came  the  brazen  laver.  Both 
were  faced  before  entering  the  Holy 
of  Holies.  Bypassing  either  meant 
judgment  by  death  (Exod.  30:17-21). 
Dare  we  rush  into  the  blessed  fel- 
lowship of  the  Lord's  Supper,  or  the 
communion  of  the  Bread  and  the 
Cup,  without  first  facing  the  brazen 
altar  of  blood  atonement  and  the 
brazen  laver  of  cleansing?  Let  the 
world  sneer,  and  the  unbelieving 
church  reject,  but  we  must  thank  God 
for  the  Christian's  laver.  Praise  the 
Lord  for  the  advocating  ministry  of 
our  Lord  to  which  we  testify  when 
sincerely  observe  the  ordin 
Feet-washing.

Two  Africas 

During  the  week  there  came  to  my  attention  a  beautiful 
map  arrangement  entitled  "Two  Africas."

The 
color  yellow  indicates  those  countries  in  Africa  that  are 
self  determinative  as  to  government.  The  color  is  almost 
absent  from  the  map  of  1950,  but  there  is  little  else  on 
the  map  of  1960.  Possibly  no  area  of  the  earth  has  seen 
greater  change  in  this  decade.  Yet,  Africa  is  in  a  terri- 
fying way  indicative  of  the  whole  earth.  There  is  flux 
and  change  that  is  almost  unbelievable.  Non-Christian 
educators  who  have  always  considered  the  born-again  be- 
liever as  an  alarmist,  have  now  become  the  alarmists! 


The  Same  God 

"Change  and  decay,  in  all  around  I  see"  is  true,  but 
there  is  the  same  God,  and  He  is  our  Lord  and  Saviour. 
He  has  not  resigned  from  His  godship.  He  has  not  lost 
control  in  this  world.  God  is  permitting  His  world  to  be 
tested  bv  the  prince  of  this  world.  That  prince  is 
opposed  to  our  God  in  everything.  The  sad  part  is  that 
the  masses  of  men  are  under  the  control  of  this  re- 
bellious prince.  World  sorrows  result.  They  will  con- 
tinue as  long  as  this  prince  continues  in  control. 


The  Same  Gospel 

Man  has  always  been  a  failure  in  every  effort  to 
save  himself.

larlv  so.  Surely  He  does  not  use  demons.  Men— re- 
deemed men— are  to  be  the  messengers.  That  is  God's 
plan.  He  has  said:  "Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  na- 
tions ..."  He  has  no  other  plan  since  only  those  who 
have  been  redeemed  will  know  this  joy  that  they  may 
pass  it  on  to  others. 


The  Same  Methods 

God's  methods  are  men.  Almost  2,000  years  ago  He 
commissioned  us.  Todav,  the  masses  have  never  yet 
been  told.  Todav,  nineteen  people  are  born  into  the 
world  for  every  one  that  is  born  into  the  kingdom  of 
God.  We  haven't  enough  missionaries  to  even  care  for 
telling  the  Gospel  to  the  increase  in  our  world's  popula- 
tion. By  His  method,  God  indicates  some  to  "go"  and 
others  to  "send"  them.  It  is  for  God  to  indicate  our  place 
of  service.  But  God's  plan  and  the  method  are  not  at 
fault.  It  is  not  to  God's  charge  that  the  masses  of  men 
have  never  heard  the  Gospel. 


The  Same  Supply 

We  have  never  been  sufficient  unto  ourselves.  God 
must  supply  all  the  needs  of  His  servants  as  they  go 
and  preach.  God  has  placed  His  impress  in  the  hearts 
of  just  the  number  of  people  He  knows  to  be  needed  in 
this  global  gospel  ministry.  Why,  then,  is  there  the  plea 
for  messengers  in  all  of  our  foreign  lands?  It  must  be 
because  many,  many  of  those  upon  whom  God  has  put 
His  impress,  have  not  been  willing  to  go.  We  need 
men!  A  few  weeks  ago  I  had  a  tvpical  response.  I  had 
pleaded  for  those  to  go  with  the  message.  At  the  close 
of  the  service  there  came  to  talk  with  me  five  young 
ladies,  and  not  one  voung  man.  Now,  we  do  greatlv 
appreciate  the  willingness  of  all  the  dedicated  voung 
ladies,  and  we  can  use  them— but  WE  NEED  MEN. 


The  Same  Plan 

But,  "How  shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher?  And 
how  shall  they  preach,  except  they  be  sent?"  God  does 
not  use  angels  to  carrv  this  message— at  least,  not  regu- 


The  Same  Wealth 

Our  God  is  rich.  He  always  has  been.  The  cattle  on 
a  thousand  hills  are  His,  and  the  silver  and  the  gold.  God 
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Am  I  Above  the  Average? 


Am  I  above  the  average?  Am  I  even 
average?  Am  I  below  the  average?  I 
suppose  most  of  us  would  like  to  be- 
lieve we  are  above  the  average. 

Average  gifts  for  Brethren  Foreign 
Missions  in  1959  were  just  $12.25  per 
member  for  every  member  of  The 
Brethren  Church.  Twenty-six  percent 
of  our  Brethren  churches  equaled  or 
surpassed  the  average.  In  fact  four- 
teen percent  of  our  churches  gave 
fifty-eight  percent  of  our  offerings. 
Seventv-four  percent  of  our  churches 
had  an  average  giving  to  foreign  mis- 
sions  which  was  below  the  average. 
Twenty-eight  percent  gave  less  than 
S5  per  member,  and  five  percent  gave 
less  than  $1  per  member. 

Had  all  of  our  churches  with  a 
per-capita  gift  below  the  average 
come  up  to  the  average,  we  would 
have  had  $171,476  more  in   1959. 


If  all  of  our  churches  above  the 
average  in  1959  stay  above  the  aver- 
age in  1960,  and  all  of  our  churches 
below  the  average  come  up  to  the 
average  of  $12.25  per  member,  there 
will  be  an  offering  of  about  $450,000. 


What  a  godsend  that  would  be!  It 
would  care  for  all  of  our  current 
operation,  it  would  care  for  the  new 
missionary  candidates  under  appoint- 
ment, and  it  would  care  for  all  of 
our  deficit  incurred  in  recent  years! 
Don't  give  just  to  lift  an  averaoe! 
As  you  give,  give  to  please  the  Lord, 
and  in  appreciation  for  all  that  His 
grace  has  done  for  you! 


Witnessing  Among  Moslems  in  Maiaya   Faces  Growing   Restrictions 


Kuala  Lumpur,  Malaya  (FENS)- 
A  $1,700  (U.S.)  fine  can  be  the  pen- 
alty for  giving  or  selling  Christian 
literature  to  a  Moslem  in  the  State 
of  Malacca,  Islam  stronghold  in  this 
country.  A  similar  fine  can  be  levied 
against  any  Moslem  who  accepts  such 
literature. 

While  Islam  is  the  state  religion 
throughout  the  Federation  of  Mal- 
van  States,  other  groups  have  been 
free  to  work.  The  Malayan  Consti- 


tution provides  for  freedom  of  reli- 
gious practice  but  not  propagation. 
A  movement  is  now  under  way  to 
introduce  legislation  in  other  states 
similar  to  that  in  Malacca.  Mission- 
aries in  Malacca  must  confine  their 
ministry  to  the  local  Chinese  and  In- 
dians. No  public  gathering  may  be 
held  for  Moslems,  and  any  mission- 
ary so  accused  may  have  his  visa  re- 
voked.—EFMA  Missionary  News 
Service

The  specter  of  "racism"  is  casting 
its  shadow  over  the  continent  of 
Africa.  In  its  darkness  all  sorts  of 
injustices  are  being  committed  by 
men  aroused  by  hate  for  one  another. 
The  most  violent  occur  in  those  parts 
of  Africa  where  self-determination  is 
being  refused  or  too  grudgingly  given. 
The  United  Kingdom  and  France 
have  wisely  accepted  the  policy  of 
vielding  as  quickly  as  possible  the 
reins  of  the  governments  to  the  Afri- 
cans themselves,  thus  avoiding  inevi- 
table problems.  One  shudders,  how- 
ever, in  thinking  of  what  shall  take 
place  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa 
and  the  Portuguese  colonies.  Unless 
the  moderates,  black  and  white  alike, 
can  resolve  their  differences  and  come 
to  some  equitable  agreement,  inde- 
scribable suffering  is  surely  predict- 
able. 

But  "racism"  is  not  defined  in 
terms  of  black  and  white  alone. 
Wherever  men  exaggerate  the  rights 
of  their  own  group,  they  automati- 
cally deny  equal  rights  to  others. 
"Racism"  is  found  even  among  the 
Africans;  being  black,  however,  they 
can  find  other  symbols  of  differences 
—differences  of  language  and  cus- 
toms, for  example.  In  South  Africa 
there  is  hostility  between  the  so- 
called  "pure"  Africans,  the  ones 
mixed  with  white  "blood,"  and  those 
of  Asiatic  affinity.  In  Nigeria  an 
abyss  seems  to  be  separating  the  Mos- 
lem from  the  non-Moslem  popula- 
tions. 

Realizing  the  dangers  of  "racism," 
Mr.  Boganda,  the  first  president  of 
the  Central  African  Republic,  in 
which  The  Brethren  Church  has  mis- 
sionaries, insisted  that  all  people,  all 
tribes  have  equal  rights.  As  he  put 
it,  "Zo  kvve  zo";  that  is,  "Without 
distinction,  all  people  are  human 
beings." 

"Racism"  is  the  pathological  form

that  personal  animosities  and  aggres- 
siveness take  when  thev  are  seneral- 
ized  and  shared  by  a  homogenous 
group.  In  its  mildest  forms  we  see 
it  in  interschool  and  regional  com- 
petition. It  is  no  wonder  that  apart 
from  the  transforming  power  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  the  lives  of  Africans, 
we  can  see  it  in  their  midst  too:  one 
tribe  dislikes  another,  one  village 
dislikes  another  village  (in  the  same 
tribe).  Such  animosities  can  have 
serious  consequences  in  the  church 
in  Africa. 

Realizing  this,  the  ministerium  of 
The  Brethren  Church  of  the  Cen- 
tral African  Republic  in  April  once 
again  discussed  the  problem,  reaf- 
firming its  belief  in  the  oneness  of  the 
body  of  Christ.  It  considered  repre- 
hensible certain  symptoms  of  division 
in  the  church.  Several  African  pas- 
tors even  confessed  that  they  had 
not  waged  a  real  campaign  against 
tribalism,  and  others  that  they  had, 
in  fact,  lacked  love  in  their  relation- 
ships with  fellow  Christians  of  other 
tribes. 

The  Central  African  Republic  was 
officially  founded  on  December  1, 
1958,  but  the  unity  of  the  church  was 
long  ago  established:  "One  Lord,  one 
faith,  one  baptism,  one  God  and 
Father  of  all"  (Eph.  4:5-6).  The 
Brethren  Mission  has  encouraged  this 
oneness  bv  having  a  central  Bible  in- 
stitute,  and  now  that  public  trans- 
portation (buses)  is  available,  there 
is  a  General  Conference  of  all  the 
Brethren  churches.  The  Evangelical 
Trumpet  plavs  no  insignificant  part 
in  unifying  the  believers  as  it  brings 
news  and  Bible  teaching  to  them 
month  after  month. 

The  Africans  appreciate  and  enjoy 
the  fellowship  they  have  as  Chris- 
tians. Prayers  very  often  include 
thanksgiving  for  being  able  to  be  one 
in  Christ.  This  gives  the  lie  to  what 


Maurice  and  Marie 

the  eminent  professor  of  anthropology 
at  Harvard  University,  Clyde  Kluck- 
hohn,  has  said  in  his  book,  Mirror 
for  Man.  There  he  said  that  in 
America,  belief  in  the  efficacy  of 
prayer  and  observance  of  religious 
ethics  was  dead.  Obviously,  he  had  no 
acquaintance  with  evangelical  Chris- 
tianity which  is  characterized  by  the 
effective  working  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
in  America,  in  Africa,  and  all  over 
the  world. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  Christ  is  able 
to  and  does  transform  lives,  regard- 
less of  a  man's  skin  color  or  cultural 
background.  The  Gospel  is  the  power 
of  God  unto  salvation,  the  deliverance 
from  all  of  man's  evil  tendencies. 
This  includes  the  evil  and  regrettable 
inclination  to  consider  oneself  bet- 
ter than  another. 

The  hope  of  Africa  is  only  in 
Christ.  Unless  the  new  African  na- 
tions recognize  the  practical  merit  of 
Christ's  teachings  and  power  in  the 
lives  of  their  citizens,  they  shall 
know  no  peace.  Fortunately,  the  Cen- 
tral African  Republic  welcomes  the 
work  of  Protestant  missions,  and  our 
Mission  has  a  good  reputation.  The 
future  of  our  work  is  bright,  and  so 
is  that  of  the  African  church  in  that 
country.

Pray  for  this  very  im- 
portant part  of  our  ministry.

Macapa,  Brazil 
This  past  week  the  representative 
from  the  Bible  Society  in  Belem  was 
here  with  us.  He  stayed  in  our  home 
and  every  night  spoke  in  a  different 
church— Baptist,  Presbyterian,  Chris- 
tian, and  so  forth.  We  had  a  good 
time  of  fellowship.  One  day  I  took 
him  to  Mazagao  and  we  had  a  good 
meeting  there,  too.  Then  on  this  last 
Saturday  we  organized  the  officers 
of  the  local  chapter  of  the  Bible 
Society  here,  and  I  was  elected  presi- 
dent. Then  to  top  it  off,  they  voted 
to  send  me  to  the  Bible  Society  Gen- 
eral Assembly  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  on 
July  3-7.  The  Bible  Society  in  Rio 
de  Janeiro  will  pay  all  of  the  ex- 
penses for  the  different  representa- 
tives from  all  over  Brazil.  I  thought 
that  was  really  something  that  they 
would  choose  me  instead  of  one  of 
the  Brazilian  pastors  here  in  Macapa. 
Of  course,  I  have  been  here  longer 
than  any  of  the  other  pastors.  .  .  . 
Billy  Graham  will  be  here  in  Rio  on 
the  third  of  July.  It  is  supposed  to 
be  the  largest  evangelical  rally  ever 
held  in  South  America.

Batangafo,  Africa 
I  just  got  in  from  the  brush  last 
evening.  I  was  visiting  some  points 
that  are  away  out,  and  over  a  large 
part  of  the  year  the  roads  are  not 
passable.  During  most  of  February 
and  March  and  part  of  April  it  is  al- 
most unbearably  hot.   So,   we   don't 


get  out  there  nearlv  as  often  as  we 
should.  There  are  some  verv  large 
villages  and  the  people  are  quite 
backward  about  accepting  the  Gos- 
pel. They  have  been  very  much  in 
our  prayers.  At  last  we  are  begin- 
ning to  see  some  work  of  the  Spirit 
there.  We  have  three  points  where 
there  are  verv  earnest  leaders,  and 
thev  are  beginning  to  gather  a  small 
group  of  believers  around  them.  I  am 
trying  to  make  plans  to  visit  the 
farthest  point  by  boat  later  on.  It 
will  take  some  time  and  be  some  ex- 
pense. But  I  believe  it  will  be  well 
worthwhile. 

In  one  of  these  points  the  leader  is 
a  man  who  has  had  no  formal  train- 
ing at  all.  He  was  in  at  the  post 
one  day  and  his  friend  suggested 
that  they  come  to  the  chapel  on  Sun- 
day. He  wasn't  especially  interested, 
but  to  please  his  friend  he  came.  But 
when  he  heard  the  Gospel,  he  be- 
lieved. He  went  back  to  the  village 
and  immediately  began  to  witness. 
Soon  he  was  getting  the  people  to- 
gether for  services.  He  is  learning  to 
read  now  just  by  picking  up  a  little 
help  here  and  there  where  he  can 
and'  bv  perseverance. 

I  want  to  leave  tomorrow  P.M.  to 
visit  some  chapels.  Then  next  Mon- 
day we  are  due  at  Bouca  for  an  ex- 
amination of  ministerial  candidates. 
Then  I  have  another  ten-day  trip 
of  chapel  visitation  before  the  rainy 
season  and  gardens  set  in  in  earnest. 
So  you  see  what  we  mean  when  we 
speak  of  being  pretty  much  on  the 
go.  Between  the  first  of  November 
and  the  end  of  May  it  seems  we  have 
been  almost  half  the  time  away  from 
home.  Yet  I  suppose  that,  on  the 
average,  we  generally  pile  up  less 
kilometers  in  a  year  than  some  of 
our  fellow  workers.

San  Ysidro,  Calif. 
The  third-year  students  graduated 
on  Sunday,  May  29.  Brother  Mor- 
ales of  Tucson,  Ariz.,  brought  the 
message— a  good  one.  In  the  evening, 
with  his  help,  we  had  a  sort  of  "con- 
secration" service  for  the  three  men 
and  the  three  women.  Thev  all  gave 
short    testimonies    and    their    hopes 
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for  the  future.  Beginning  Monday 
night  each  of  the  men  gave  a  les- 
son  to  our  baptismal  candidates.  One 
taught  on  baptism  and  its  meaning, 
another  on  the  holy  communion  and 
its  svmbolism.  The  last  one  taught  on 
the  dutv  of  a  believer  to  his  church 
and  congregation.  We  had  plans  for 
a  Tuesday  night  class  too,  but  that 
didn't  materialize,  but  Wednesday 
night  was  devoted  to  the  classes  again 
with  less  time  than  ordinary  to 
prayer.  Thursday  night  we  went  to 
the  San  Die»o  church  and  had  the

baptismal  service.  I  baptized  the  first 
two  candidates  while  the  three  Mexi- 
can brethren  observed.  Then  each  of 
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them  in  turn  baptized  three.  Eleven 
obeyed  the  Lord  in  baptism,  six  voung 
men  and  five  young  women.  After 
that,  twenty-nine  of  us  (including 
the  newlv-baptized  eleven)  sat  around 
the  communion  tables.  I  presided  for 
the  most  part  with  the  new  pastors 
praying  for  the  various  symbols,  and 
so  forth.  Sunday  night,  the  fifth, 
ten  of  the  newly-baptized  people 
were  taken  into  membership  of  the 
missions.  The  eleventh  was  absent 
because  of  her  work.  The  new  pas- 
tors wanted  me  to  take  charge  of 
that  service,  and  they  helped  in  the 
confirmation  with  the  laving  on  of 
hands.  I  then  asked  the  pastor  of  the 
Tijuana  Mission  to  extend  the  right 
hand  of  fellowship  to  them  and  all 
were  quite  impressed  with  the  serv- 
ice. Thus,  I  have  taken  these  three 
through  about  all  of  the  pastoral  ex- 
periences as  participants  and  observ- 
ers. I  trust  that  it  will  help  them 
in  their  future  duties.

We're  enjoying  Brazil  very  much. 

So   far   our   only   complaint   is    that 

we  can't  make  faster  progress  in  our 

language   study.   I   guess   learning  a 


language  takes  considerable  time, 
and  I'm  afraid  there  is  no  substitute 
for  good  hard  study. 

We  like  the  people  here  very  much 
and  especially  our  other  mission- 
aries. .  .  . 

You  may  have  heard  by  now  that 
we  had  a  little  trouble  with  Jimmv. 
He's  running  around  with  his  arm 
and  shoulder  in  a  cast— broken  collar- 
bone. Jim  has  taken  it  real  well  and 
doesn't  seem  to  mind  the  cast  at 
all.  I'm  sure  I'd  hate  to  wear  one 
in  this  hot  weather.  He's  still  try- 
ing to  climb  trees  with  one  arm;  I 
guess  you  can't  keep  a  good  man 
down. 

I'm  sure  it's  no  news  to  vou  that 
these  people  are  onlv  superstitiouslv 
religious.  I  find  it  difficult  to  under- 
stand how  thev  can  do  some  of  the 
things  they  do  here  in  the  name  of 
religion.  The  dav  after  Good  Friday 
some  boys  threw  a  dummy  (sup- 
posedly Judas  Iscariot)  in  front  of  a 
bus  and  then  beat  it  and  threw  stones 
at  it  to  make  sure  it  had  died.  I 
couldn't  see  anv  religious  signifi- 
cance  and  the  whole  thing  was  more 
like  a  carnival  than  a  religious  ob- 
servance.  I  guess  this  happens  all 
over  Brazil  every  year  on  that  date. 
We  onlv  wish  that  we  could  see 
some  Brethren  churches  in  Brazil  the 
size  of  the  Catholic  churches.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  the  Gospel  is  the 
answer  to  the  needs  of  this  people.

(The  following  message  was  deliver- 
ed at  a  Memorial  Day  service  by  the 
author.  Rev.  William  Schaffer  is  a 
member  of  Civil  Air  Patrol,  and  holds 
the  rank  of  major.  He  is  the  pastor 
of  the  First  Brethren  Church,  Kit- 
tanning,  Pa.— Editor.) 

Our  text  for  this  occasion  is  taken 
From  fudges  8:2.  It  is  the  record  of 
Gideon  and  his  army  of  300  armed 
only  with  torches,  trumpets,  and 
pitchers.  It  was  a  night  attack  and 
the  enemy  was  so  confused  that  they 
practically  destroyed  themselves.  The 
next  day  men  of  the  tribe  of  Ephraim 
were  invited  to  come  and  help  them- 
selves to  the  spoils. 

But,  so  true  to  human  nature,  in- 
stead of  thanking  Gideon  and  his 
army  for  risking  their  lives  in  the 
battle,  the  men  of  Ephraim  began  to 
criticize.  While  gathering  to  them- 
selves  the  spoils  of  war,  enjoying  the 
unearned  victory,  these  ungrateful 
men  heaped  abuse  on  Gideon  and 
his  warriors. 

How  prone  we  are  to  bask  in  the 
victory,  to  enjoy  the  spoils  of  war, 
and  also  to  crticize  those  who  have 
risked  their  lives,  yes;  even  unto  death 
while  we  enjoy  the  liberty  of  liveli- 
hood, the  freedom  of  the  press,  the 
freedom  of  speech,  which  our  ene- 
mies would  take  away  from  us. 

The  account  relates  how  these 
men  of  Ephriam  did  chide  sharply 
with  Gideon  on  this  matter.  Allow  me 
to  quote  Gideon's  classic  reply— 
"What  have  I  done  in  comparison  of 
you?  Is  not  the  gleaning  of  the 
grapes  of  Ephraim  better  than  the 
vintage  of  Abi-ezer?"  There  are  times 
when  the  power  to  hold  one's  tongue 
is  greater  than  to  lead  an  army  or  to 
conquer  a  city. 

It  is  good  for  us  today  to  take  time 


to  pay  tribute  to  those  who  have 
served  in  the  cause  of  human  free- 
dom. We  here  today  who  are  enjoying 
the  benefits  of  their  sacrificial  service 
ought  never  to  forget  the  price  they 
paid  in  blood,  sweat,  and  tears— or  did 
thev  serve  in  vain? 

This  ancient  record  stands  reenact- 
ed  in  our  midst  today.  We  have  before 
us  some  of  the  living,  some  of  the 
graves  of  the  dead  who  in  past  years 
risked  life  and  limb,  and  also  suffered 
death  to  preserve  the  symbolism  of  a 
piece  of  cloth  made  of  colors,  red, 
white,  and  blue  with  thirteen  stripes 
and  a  galaxy  of  stars  in  a  field  of 
blue.  Yes;  we  have  here  representa- 
tives of  Gideon's  army.  Men  who 
were  willing  to  put  obedience  ahead 
of  personal  pleasure. 

Also,  we  have  here  represented, 
members  of  the  tribe  of  Ephraim. 
Men,  women,  and  children  who  are 
enjoying  the  inheritance  of  peace  and 
plenty  because  others  dared.  Their 
warfare  is  printed  in  ink  on  the  his- 
tory books— not  written  in  blood.  And, 
sad  to  sav,  for  the  most  part  we  are 
Ephraimites.  Is  it  not  true  that  we 
just  take  for  granted  the  freedom  from 
tyranical  oppression,  the  wanting  to 
believe  "it  can't  happen  again."  We 
are  enjoying  the  fruits  of  unselfish 
dedication.  Shall  it  be  proverbially 
true  that  as  a  Republic  we  are  eternal- 
ly ungrateful? 

God  forbid.  But  there  may  be  some 
of  us  who  think  that  those  who  have 
gone  forth  to  battle  against  the  enemy 
of  personal  freedom  and  social  jus- 
tice have  done  so  for  their  own  glory? 
I  hope  not.  Even  as  Gideon's  army 
went  forth  to  battle  for  Israel's  sake; 
the  victory  they  won  was  not  for 
themselves  alone  but  for  the  nation 
and  for  those  as  vet  unborn. 


If  our  motives  are  purely  selfish, 
then  we  have  betrayed  man's  most 
noble  characteristic.  Let  me  express 
it  in  the  words  of  Jesus  Christ.  "Great- 
er love  hath  no  man  than  this,  that 
a  man  should  lay  down  his  life  for 
his  friends"  (John  15:13). 

The  exercises  of  this  day  are  tra- 
ditionally twofold.  A  tribute  to  the 
dead  and  exhortations  to  the  living. 
May  there  always  be  a  Memorial 
Day  in  these  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica. May  we  always  hear  the  salute 
of  guns,  the  echo  of  taps,  the  unfurl- 
ing of  old  glory,  the  placing  of 
wreaths,  the  air  filled  with  martial 
music  and  a  few  words  of  tribute  to 
those  who  have  passed  on  to  their 
eternal  reward.  Also,  Lincoln's  Get- 
tysburg address  which  we  have  heard 
recited  on  this  occasion,  and  I  quote 
in  part,  "that  these  honored  dead 
shall  not  have  died  in  vain." 

And  now  with  your  kind  fore- 
bearance,  may  I  present  to  vou  a  chal- 
lenge not  only  for  today  but  for 
our  children  and  their  children's  chil- 
dren. We  are  presently  at  war.  Man 
is  always  at  war.  There  is  always  that 
constant  battle  within  his  heart  be- 
tween what  he  knows  to  be  right 
in  the  sight  of  God  and  what  he 
wants  for  his  own  selfish  purposes. 
There  is  that  constant  battle  between 
the  love  that  men  ought  to  exhibit 
as  exhorted  in  the  Word  of  God  and 
expressed  by  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ, 
"If  ye  love  me,  keep  my  command- 
ments" (John  14:15).  And  again  as 
written  by  the  Apostle  John  by  di- 
vine inspiration:  "Beloved,  if  God  so 
loved  us,  we  ought  also  to  love  one 
another"  (I  John  4:11).  When  our 
love  becomes  self-centered,  selfish, 
then  we  are  in  for  serious  trouble. 

And  so  the  battle  goes  on.  Some-

times  it  breaks  out  in  "a  hot  war." 
Today  we  are  internationally  fighting 
"a  cold  war."  And  should  this  "cold 
war"  suddenly  get  "hot,"  we'll  have 
no  one  to  blame  but  ourselves.  Do 
we  have  the  backbone  to  stand  up 
and  admit  that  we  have  failed  to 
exercise  the  greatest  privilege  God  has 
ever  given  mankind?  Here  we  are,  a 
Nation,  the  like  of  which  the  pages 
of  history  has  never  recorded  and  the 
life  of  which  may  never  again  be  wit- 
nessed in  this  age.  Here  we  sit  in  our 
easy  chairs,  some  with  vibrators,  will- 
ing to  be  amused  and  entertained  for 
the  most  part  bv  television,  not  car- 
ing whether  the  rest  of  the  world  ever 
knows  about  the  foundation  stones 
which  have  made  these  United  States 
of  America  the  envy  of  the  world. 

Allow  me  the  indulgence  of  turn- 
ing back  a  few  pages  of  our  history 
and  quote.  Away  back  in  the  year  of 
1620  we  read  from  the  Mavf lower 
Compact:  "In  the  Name  of  God, 
Amen."  We'll  turn  a  few  more  pages 
and  find  these  words  from  Thomas 
Jefferson:  "The  God  who  gave  us  life, 
gave  us  liberty  at  the  same  time."  Our 
founding  forefathers  were  steeped  in 
the  doctrines  of  Holy  Writ  or  how 
else  could  thev  have  written  such 
words  es  these  found  in  our  Declara- 
tion of  Independence,  "We  hold  these 
truths  to  be  self-evident,  that  all  men 
are  endowed  bv  their  Creator  with 
certain  inalienable  rights  and  among 
these  are  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit 
of  happiness,  and  to  secure  these, 
governments  are  instituted  among 
men,  deriving  their  just  powers  from 
the  consent  of  the  governed."  We 
have  here  five  great  truths— all  refer 
to  God.  We  print  on  our  money,  "In 
God  We  Trust."  On  the  back  of  our 
one-dollar  bills  a  latin  inscription  on 
our  great  seal  translated  "He  [God] 
has  prospered  our  beginnings."  We 
quote  the  great  Northwest  ordinance: 
"Religion,  morality,  and  knowledge 
being  necessary  to  good  government 
and  the  happiness  of  mankind,  school, 
and  the  means  of  education  shall  be 
forever  encouraged."  And  we  sing— 

"Our  father's  God,  to  Thee 
Author  of  liberty, 
To  thee  I  sing; 

Long  may  our  land  be  bright 
With  freedom's  holy  light: 
Protect  us  by  Thv  might, 
Great  God  our  King." 


We  pledge  allegiance  to  the  flag 
.  .  .  "One  nation  under  God  .  .  ." 
These  we  contend  are  some  of  the 
foundation  stones  which  our  fore- 
fathers laid  and  cemented  them  to- 
gether with  conviction  and  blood. 
These  are  some  of  the  foundation 
stones  that  men  have  since  died  for, 
and  we  pray  God  that  they  are  still 
worth  fighting  for. 

May  I  call  your  attention  to  the 
three  types  of  government  in  the 
world  today.  First  there  is  the  Secular. 
We  shall  not  burden  you  with  de- 
scriptive details,  only  to  mention  that 
in  this  tvpe  of  government  there  is 
no  mention  of  God  in  any  govern- 
mental documents.  The  worship  of 
God  may  be  tolerated,  there  may  be 
freedom  of  worship,  even  of  all  faiths, 
but  there  is  no  reference  to  God  or 
of  a  Divine  Being  in  any  official 
government  declarations.  Then  there 
is  the  Demonic  type  of  government. 
This  is  where  the  State  or  its  "Strong 
Man"  takes  the  place  of  God  and  is 
so  esteemed. 

It  was  credited  to  the  late  German 
Kaiser  that  when  during  his  highly 
successful  invasion  of  Belgium  some- 
one asked  him  the  cause  for  his  suc- 
cess and  he  is  quoted  as  saving,  "Ich 
unt  Got."  (I  and  God.)  Some  few 
decades  later  a  house  painter  and 
paperhanger  by  the  name  of  Adolph 
Hitler  was  asked  the  same  questions 
as  his  blitzkrieg  swept  through  Poland 
and  the  Netherlands.  Hitler  was 
satisfied  to  say  "Ich." 

Todav  our  most  formidable  foe 
that  is  bidding  for  the  souls  of  men 
under  what  we  believe  to  be  the 
power  of  demonism  is  none  other 
than  the  communistic  ideology.  We 
believe  it  to  be  the  master  plan  of 
Satan  in  his  last  desperate  attempt  to 
enslave  mankind  and  bind  them  up 
in  the  cords  of  their  own  selfishness. 
And  we  have  no  one  to  blame  but 
ourselves  if  and  when  this  "cold  war" 
gets  "hot."  In  a  great  measure  we 
have  failed  to  take  the  very  thing  to 
other  people  which  has  given  us  our 
freedom  with  all  its  attended  bless- 
ings. That  is,  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

In  the  third  type  of  government  we 
have  what  is  called  in  contrast  to  the 
other  two,  "A  Covenant  Nation."  A 
Covenant  Nation  recognizes  its  de- 
pendence upon  God  and  its  responsi- 


bility toward  God.  You  who  have 
witnessed  the  taking  of  the  oath  of 
office  from  the  President  of  our  be- 
loved Nation  to  the  lower  courts  have 
seen  the  Bible-the  Word  of  God 
used.  Why?  Because  we  believe  that 
by  its  standards  we  some  day  shall  be 
judged. 

But  it  seems  that  mankind  as  a 
whole  today  is  not  impressed  with 
the  warnings  of  impending  doom 
whose  clouds  of  judgment  are  already 
gathering  over  our  heads.  We  are 
more  concerned  about  beating  godless 
Russia  to  the  Moon.  We  are  spending 
billions  of  dollars  in  this  attempt 
while  the  Soviet  Union  is  winning 
the  world.  Now  think  for  a  moment, 
which  do  you  think  the  Russians 
want  most— the  Moon  or  this  Earth? 
What  would  thev  do  if  thev  did  get 
there  first?  What  would  we  do  with 
it? 

We  are  reminded  of  the  words  of 
our  Lord  who  knew  whereof  He 
spoke:  "What  shall  it  profit  a  man, 
if  he  shall  gain  the  whole  world  [or 
the  moon],  and  lose  his  own  soul? 
Or  what  shall  a  man  give  in  exchange 
for  his  soul?"  (Mark  8:36-37). 

With  men  and  women,  boys  and 
girls  by  the  millions  right  here  on  this 
earth,  todav,  who  never  knew  the 
satisfaction  of  a  satisfying  meal,  who 
never  had  a  restful  night  of  sleep, 
never  a  day  without  fear,  never  a 
moment  of  heartfelt  peace,  never  the 
hope  for  a  carefree  tomorrow— and 
vet  America  is  shooting  billions  of 
dollars  into  space  in  an  effort  to 
save  face  while  godless,  atheistic  com- 
munism continues  to  engulf  nation 
after  nation  by  extending  a  well-filled 
hand  to  the  needy,  only  to  shorten 
the  experience  back  of  it.  It  is  our 
honest  opinion  that  the  Russians  are 
using  diversionary  tactics,  causing  us 
to  try  for  the  moon  while  they  are 
winning  the  earth. 

Our  prayer  today  is  that  upon  con- 
fession of  our  sin  of  carelessness,  yes 
of  deliberate  disobedience— that  of 
sharing  with  the  world  the  founda- 
tion stones  of  life,  liberty,  and  the 
pursuit  of  happiness  as  guaranteed 
only  bv  the  acceptance  of  the  Gos- 
pel of  fesus  Christ;  that  our  God  will 
grant  us  a  reprieve  that  we  might 
yet  accomplish  His  will— "Go  ye  i 
all  the  world,  and  preach  the  C 
(Mark  16:15).

It  has  been  gratifying  to  note  this 
"growing  in  grace  and  in  the  knowl- 
edge of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 

The  college  has  granted  you  a  de- 
gree. Two  letters  seem  to  be  very 
little  evidence  of  four  years  of  sacri- 
fice, study,  and  perseverance.  How- 
ever, it's  a  good  start  on  the  alpha- 
bet of  life,  and  you  can  finish  the 
course  in  the  "school  of  experience." 
Your  matriculation  at  Grace  has  given 
you  a  personal,  an  educational,  and 
a  spiritual  basis  for  abundant  life 
ahead.  We  are  glad  for  you.

I  know  you  arranged  your  schedule 
so  that  you  could  spend  all  the  time 
possible  with  them.  For,  this  was 
really  a  graduation  exercise  for  them 
too.  Distance  and  local  obligations 
made  it  impossible  for  us  to  be  with 
vou  at  the  time.  Our  prayers  were 
there,  nonetheless. 

May  the  Lord's  richest  blessings 
follow  you  through  all  the  days  of 
your  life   ahead.

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Did  God  Attend  the 
SUMMIT?

May  16,  1960,  had  long  been  look- 
ed forward  to  as  the  world's  Red  Let- 
ter Day!  The  Big  Four  heads  of 
state  would  get  together,  iron  out 
the  wrinkles  galling  the  irritated  hide 
of  mortal  man,  set  up  a  basis  for  last- 
ing peace— give  or  take  a  few  hours, 
days  or  months— and  coexistence  of 
two  antithetical  ways  of  life  would 
be  a  reality.  But  alas  and  alack,  it 
was  not  to  be!  Three  hours  on  the 
Summit  and  all  was  over.  The  world 
reeled  under  the  impact  of  a  sledge- 
hammer disappointment.  Gloom 
shrouded  the  world  and  out  came 
the  crying  towels.  Headlines  scream- 
ed, "Summit  Torpedoed."  It  was 
labeled,  "The  Debacle  of  the  Cen- 
tury." Thick  and  fast  flew  similar 
epitaphs  over  the  ether  waves.  Com- 
munism had  showed  its  hand,  its  true 
self,  and  as  a  result  the  Utopian 
hopes  of  the  world  were  squashed  as 
a  man  would  step  on  a  beetle.  Anxiety 
spread  across  the  world  with  the  speed 
of  light.  The  Summit  Meeting  was 
a  failure! 

But  was  it?  Maybe  it  wasn't  a  fail- 
ure after  all.  Perhaps  it  was  a  tre- 
mendous success.  Greater  than  Yalta, 
or  Potsdam,  or  Teheran,  or  all  three 
put  together,  even  conceivably  greater 
than  Camp  David.  That  the  "spirit  of 
Camp  David,"  was  more  delusive 
than  conclusive,  is  now  quite  evident 
to  everybody! 

Now,  first  of  all,  and  perhaps  most 
important  of  all,  an  issue  should 
be  made  of  the  fact  that  uncounted 
thousands  of  earnest  Christian  people 
of  many  communions  in  many  lands 
on  both  sides  of  the  Iron  Curtain  had 
fervently  prayed  about  the  Summit 
Meeting.  Not  knowing  for  what 
they  should  specifically  prav,  many 
simply  petitioned,  "Thy  will  be  done 
...  on  earth."  Who  is  going  to 
stand  up  and  sav  that  His  will  was 
NOT  done?  That  He  did  NOT  hear 
these  prayers?   More  is  wrought  by 


prayer  than  the  world  (or  Mr. 
Khrushchev)  dreams!  It  might  not  be 
far  from  the  truth  to  affirm  that  ex- 
cept for  these  prayers,  the  Paris  Sum- 
mit might  have  come  to  be  acclaimed 
as  a  tremendous  success  while  in 
reality  remaining  a  blotch  on  history's 
page.  The  failure  of  the  Summit  may 
yet  be  seen  to  have  been  its  greatest 
success.  Paradoxical?  Talking  in  rid- 
dles? 

What  happened  at  the  Summit 
may  be  no  cause  at  all  for  despond- 
ency, but  jubilation.  This  supposi- 
tion could  be  based  on  the  fact, 
proved  fact,  that  man  proposes  but 
God  disposes!  Who  dares  rule  out 
God  from  that  three-hour  Summit  as 
though  He  might  have  been  on  va- 
cation,   or    at    best    a    disinterested 


spectator    on    the    side    line

side  lines.'' 
among  us  can  sav  with  proof  that  the 
will  of  the  Almightv  was  not  done  as 
regards  His  hidden  purposes,  His 
eternal  counsels,  and  with  reference 
to  the  long  range  universal  good  of 
being?  Who  can  say  with  authority 
that  what  happened  was  a  debacle,  a 
travesty?  That's  how  many  a  person 
must  have  regarded  another  three- 
hour  Summit  Meeting  a  couple  thou- 
sand years  back  when  the  forces 
of  darkness  and  evil  appeared  to  tri- 
umph gloriously  when  the  Best  of 
Men  was  nailed  to  a  cross  and  held 
up  to  the  derision  of  the  world.  The 
hellishness  on  that  Summit,  Mount 
Golgatha,  the  satanic  outburst,  was 
just  God  letting  evil  raise  its  uglv 
head  in  order  that  the  universe  might 
have  an  unforgettable  demonstration 
by  the  master  of  malignant  art;  that 
sin  might  appear  for  what  it  is— 
exceeding  sinful.  Could  it  have  been 
so  at  Paris?  Certainly  not  to  put  any 
other  man  that  breathes  on  a  par  with 
the  Saviour,  but  if  anyone  was  ever 
crucified  and  held  up  to  universal 
ridicule  without  actually  being  spiked 
to  a  cross,  it  was  the  President  of  the 


United  States,  Dwight  David  Eisen- 
hower, during  HIS  three  hours  on 
the   Summit  in   Paris. 

Many  a  person  is  asking,  "Where 
was  God?"  and  that's  what  a  lot  of 
earnest  people  were  asking  at  that 
other  Summit  in  the  faraway,  bygone 
dav?  And  the  truth  of  the  matter 
is,  He  was  right  there!  Right  there 
"reconciling  the  world  unto  himself," 
through  the  vicarious  sufferings  of 
His  Son.  What  looked  like  on  the 
surface,  the  greatest  conceivable 
tragedy,  wasn't  at  all.  God  was  there 
on  that  Summit,  Mount  Calvary,  in 
A.D.  30,  and  if  He  wasn't  present  at 
the  Summit  Meeting,  A.D.  1960, 
there  are  more  perplexing  questions 
to  be  answered  than  if  we  concede  He 
was  there. 

If  God  did  not  attend  the  Summit, 
perhaps  some  one  will  step  forward 
and  tell  us  just  who  it  was  that  en- 
abled President  Eisenhower  to  main- 
tain poise  and  calm  during  the  hours 
when  insults  and  diatribe  were  heap- 
ed upon  him.  Such  a  spewing  forth 
of  innuendos,  but  for  divine  aid  in- 
suring self-control,  could  have  pre- 
cipitated catastrophic  results  for  the 
entire  world!  And  who  do  we  think 
inspired  Mr.  Khrushchev  to  hold  up 
for  all  the  world  to  see,  to  spell  out 
for  all  to  hear,  what  is  the  true  spirit 
of  communism?  What  sane  and  sen- 
sible man,  and  he  probably  is  one, 
would  so  completely  pull  the  rug 
from  under  his  own  feet— all  by  him- 
self? Certainly  he  had  help  from 
somewhere,  a  lot  of  it. 

Probably  there  isn't  enough  money 
in  all  the  hated  capitalistic  world  to 
have  hired  Mr.  K.  to  burlesque  the 
true  character  of  the  men  and  the 
system  he  represents,  a  system  which 
threatens  to  enslave  the  world.  If 
God  wasn't  at  the  Summit,  who  was 
it  that  played  out  the  rope  with  the 
noose  at  the  end?  The  best  laid 
schemes  of  men,  all  men,  could  not 
have  so  skillfully  accomplished  the 
wonders  wrought  for  the  enlightening 
of  the  world  in  so  few  hours.  God 
must  have  been  at  the  Summit.  Who 
can  estimate  the  incalculable  amount 
of  good  accomplished.  Why,  Mr. 
Khrushchev's  few  hours  of  diarrhetic 
harangue  perhaps  did  more  good 
throughout  the  world  than  thousands 
of  hours  of  Voice  of  America  broad- 
casting. It's  likely  the  classic  example 
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of  all  time  of  a  man  opening  his 
mouth  and  putting  his  own  two  feet 
into  it.  What  an  example  of  the  fal- 
libility of  the  "strong  man"  of  the 
Kremlin— and  of  the  Communist 
world.  Lacking  even  the  power  to 
exercise  self-control. 

Dare  we  hold  to  the  morbid  idea, 
for  one  moment,  that  what  affected 
so  very  drastically  the  good  or  ill  of 
God's  world— as  represented  bv  Mess- 
ers  Eisenhower,  MacMillan,  De- 
Gaulle,  and  Khrushchev— could  pos- 
sibly have  escaped  His  notice? 

Some  hold  the  view  that  to  have 
held  the  Summit  in  the  first  place 
was  a  great  mistake.  Mistake,  or  no, 
we  need  to  remind  ourselves  that 
without  the  occasion  it  presented,  the 
world  would  be  without  the  vitupera- 
tive exhibition  of  hate,  intolerance, 
and  ferocity  which  the  world  probably 
needed.  This  outburst  could  have 
been  in  the  providence  of  God  a 
necessity  for  the  world.  The  image 
on  all  minds,  drawn  by  Mr.  Khrush- 
chev, of  communism  seizing  Presi- 
dent Eisenhower  bv  the  heels  and 
beating  his  head  against  a  wall  as  an 
infuriated  man  might  take  a  cat  bv 
the  tail  and  dash  its  brains  out, 
should  be  indelibly  stamped  there. 
This  is  a  prophecy  of  what  would 
happen  to  all  the  rest  who  might 
refuse  to  knuckle  down  should  the 
Communist  dream  ever  become  a 
reality.  The  Summit,  therefore,  was 
eminently  successful  in  bringing  this 
to  our  united  attention  bv  the  chief- 
est  of  spokesmen.  Having  accomplish- 
ed this,  the  Summit  could  hardly  be 
classified  as  a  flop,  a  debacle.  Even 
if  it  did  not  perform  the  well-inten- 
tioned original  objectives,  it  was 
monumentally    successful    in    others. 

With  all  deference,  Mr.  K.  might 
be  asked:  "What  takes  who  bv  the 
tail  and  beats  his  head  against  the 
wall?"  This  big  talk  is  reminiscent 
of  that  of  another  iron  curtain  char- 
acter stepping  from  the  pages  of 
sacred  history.  And  speaking  of  an 
"iron  curtain,"  he  was  wrapped  up 
in  one  being  covered  from  top  to  toe 
with  an  iron  coat  of  mail.  His  name 
was  Goliath.  The  countryside  rattled 
with    his    braggadocio.    "I    will    give

your  flesh  to  the  birds,"  he  shouted 
to  his  opponent.  And  he  fully  intend- 
ed to.  He  carried  a  spear  as  big  as  a 

wagon  tongue.  The  head  on  it  Weigh- 
ts O  O 


ed  twenty-five  pounds.  The  parallel- 
isms are  positively  remarkable,  for  the 
intended  victim  was  to  have  also  been 
a  "David"— the  ancient  counterpart 
of  Dwight  DAVID  Eisenhower. 
Amid  the  barrage  of  slanders  and  in- 
sults, David  the  shepherd  didn't  lose 
his  head.  Goliath  did!  Quietlv  and 
confidently  he  stood  his  ground.  With 
trust  in  God  to  justify  His  own 
cause,  a  simple  smooth  stone  hurled 
from  a  sling  was  applied  between  the 
joints  of  the  harness,  right  between 
his  eyes.  It  was  the  only  exposed 
part  of  the  giant's  "iron  curtained 
anatomy"— the  only  vulnerable  spot. 
He  fell  stunned,  his  head  was  cut 
off  with  his  own  sword,  and  confu- 
sion and  consternation  reigned  in  his 
realm.  What  looked  like  disaster  for 
David  and  his  people,  proved  quite 
the  opposite.  The  meeting  of  two, 
at  the  Summit,  afforded  an  excel- 
lent opportunity  to  see  just  who 
would  bite  the  dust— the  Godless 
braggart,  wrapped  in  an  iron  curtain, 
or  a  confident  man  of  faith. 

Call  it  a  failure,  if  vou  must,  but 
from  most  any  angle  viewed  the 
Summit  just  as  it  was  could  turn  out 
to  be  a  godsend  for  the  world— a 
hilarious  success!  An  eye  opener,  a 
new  lease  on  life  for  the  nations— 
in  that  what  happened  there,  acci- 
dental or  otherwise,  was  certainly  not 
according  to  the  Communist  rule 
book  and  timetable.  According  to 
Manuilskv  (the  same  Dimitrv  Z. 
Manuilsky  who  presided  over  the 
U.N.  Security  Council  in  1949), 
next  year,  at  the  latest,  was  the  date 
set  for  the  world  coup.  In  1931  he 
lectured  the  Lenin  School  of  Poli- 
tical Warfare.  On  that  occasion  he 
declared  communism's  calculated 
calendar,  which  at  the  Summit  Mr. 
Khrushchev  must  have  mussed  up 
like  a  bull  does  a  china  shop.  He  said: 
"War  to  the  hilt  between  communism 
and  capitalism  is  inevitable."  (Co- 
existence being  a  term  of  expedience.) 
"Today,  in  1931,  we  are  not  strong 
enough  to  attack.  Our  time  will 
come  in  twenty  or  thirty  years.  To 
win  we  shall  need  the  element  of 
SURPRISE.  The  bourgeouisie  will 
have  to  be  put  to  sleep."  (Think  how 
Mr.  K.  woke  us  up!)  "So  we  shall 
begin  bv  launching  the  most  SPEC- 
TACULAR PEACE  MOVEMENT 
(who    asked   for    the    Summit)    ON 


RECORD.  The  capitalistic  countries, 
stupid  and  decadent,  will  REJOICE 
TO  COOPERATE  to  their  OWN 
DESTRUCTION.  They  will  leap 
at  ANOTHER  CHANCE  TO  BE 
FRIENDS.  As  soon  as  their  guard  is 
down,  we  will  smash  them  with  our 
clenched  fist!"  A  la  Goliath!  A  la 
Khrushchev! 

^  Now,  but  for  the  crudeness  of  Mr. 
Khrushchev  in  alerting  the  world,  the 
Communist's  basic  plan  could  have 
eluded  us  in  this  age  of  all  sweet- 
ness and  light.  Nineteen  hundred 
sixty-one,  next  year,  was  the  ultimate 
year  for  the  finishing  stroke,  the 
smashing  by  the  clenched  fist  on  the 
heels  of  communism's  unprecedented 
peace  overtures.  Who  san  say  it 
was  not  God  who  induced  Mr.  K. 
to  sabotage  the  schedule,  and  in  so 
doing  wake  us  up,  in  his  vitriolic 
attack  on  President  Eisenhower. 

But,  where  do  we  go  from  here? 
Where  does  all  this  lead?  If  God  did 
attend  the  Summit,  and  if  Mr. 
Khrushchev  was  prodded  by  God  to 
toss  a  monkev  wrench  into  his  own 
machinery,  how  shall  it  all  be  in- 
terpreted? What  is  the  next  move? 

We  can  be  sure  whatever  else  the 
answer  to  the  question  might  include, 
it  cannot  possibly  exclude  the  time- 
less, world-embracing  commission 
issued  bv  Christ  at  the  close  of  the 
final  Summit  meet  with  I  lis  dis- 
ciples on  the  Mount  of  Olives.  In- 
cluded are  His  orders  to  evangelize 
the  world!  He  said:  "All  power  is 
given  unto  me  in  heaven  and  in 
earth.  Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all 
nations  ...  to  observe  all  things 
whatsoever  I  have  commanded  .  .  . 
and  lo,  I  am  with  vou  alwav,  even 
unto  the  end  of  the  world."  Teach- 
ing men  of  all  nations  to  observe 
what  Christ  commanded— well,  if  this 
is  not  the  answer  to  the  complexities 
of  the  world,  there  just  isn't  any  an- 
swer! Somewhere  within  the  scope 
of  all  that  is  comprehended  in  this 
commonly  referred  to  "Great  Com- 
mission," lies  the  hope  of  the  world. 

If  it  took  the  failure  of  a  contem- 
porary Summit  Meeting  to  give  im- 
petus to  the  nearly  forgotten  issues  of 
that  other  in  the  long  ago,  so  be  it. 
In  any  case,  there  are  certainly  evi- 
dences to  warrant  the  supposition 
concerning  the  Summit  I 
1960,  GOD  WAS  THE?

When  Ruth  comes  with  Naomi  to  Bethlehem,  her 
enlightenment  continues.  She  learns  the  gracious  gen- 
erositv  of  the  townspeople  to  two  needy  women.  Little 
bv  little  she  is  made  aware  of  the  great  truth  of  the  Kins- 
man Redeemer.  Finally,  her  past  life  is  completely  wiped 
out,  and  this  trusting,  teachable  voting  woman  wins 
an  exalted  place  among  the  ancestors  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Ghrist  himself.  How  far  she  has  come  in  a  few  short  years 
because  she  let  the  light  of  God's  truth  into  her  heart! 

We  todav  have  so  many  more  opportunities  for  en- 
lightenment, and  it  behooves  us  as  Women  Manifesting 
Christ  to  take  advantage  of  these  opportunities  so  that  we 
may  help  enlighten  other  women. 

As  national  literature  secretary,  I  rejoice  in  our  ex- 
panding literature  program.  We  all  recognize  that  our 
first  source  of  new  spiritual  light  comes  through  more 
study  of  God's  Word.  We  should  all  be  spending  as  much 
time  as  possible  in  it,  whether  reading  it  through,  fol- 
lowing our  WMC  reading  guides,  or  following  a  pre- 
determined reading  course  of  our  own  choosing. 

Another  source  of  spiritual  enlightenment  is  the 
monthly  devotional  and  missionary  program.  What  a 
blessing  these  are  to  our  hearts  as  the  lessons  are  pre- 
sented from  month  to  month.  It  is  the  policy  of  the 
WMC  to  furnish,  without  charge,  two  program  packets 
to  each  council.  However,  we  have  found  that  on  some 
occasions  councils  or  individuals  desire  additional  pack- 
ets. In  fairness  to  all,  it  has  been  necessary  for  the  execu-

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tive  committee  to  place  a  charge 
on  these.  For  WMC  members 
or  councils  this  charge  has  been 
set  at  $1.50.  For  non-Breth- 
ren groups  packets  will  be  avail- 
able at  S3.  Two  years  of  plan- 
ning, much  effort,  time,  and 
expense  go  into  the  preparation 
of  these  lessons,  and  these 
charges  seem  just  and  fair. 

At  the  present  time  we  still 
have  a  few  program  packets  on 
the  Book  of  Ruth  which  we  will 
make  available  to  anyone  desir- 
ing a  set  for  personal  use.  It  wil 
check  is  sent  with  the  order. 

Two  program  packets  for  the 
in  September  have  been  mailed  recently  to  all  councils. 
These  studies  will  also  be  available  later,  so  long  as  our 
extra  copies  last. 

Our  newest  means  of  enlightening  our  women  has 
been  the  introduction  of  the  Pen  Pointers.  Through 
these  we  learn  not  only  the  reason  for  WMC,  but  also 
how  to  make  our  local  councils  more  effective  in  their 
own  meetings,  in  the  church,  and  in  missionary  effort, 
both  home  and  foreign.  The  requests  for  Pen  Pointers 
during  this  year  have  been  very  gratifying.  These  re- 
quests should  come  directly  from  the  local  council  to 
the  national  literature  secretary.  It  seems  to  be  wise 
to  keep  such  supplies  centralized.  We  trust  that  women 
are  referring  again  and  again  to  their  Pen  Pointers. 
They  are  our  handbooks  to  better  and  richer  Christian 
service. 

One  important  duty  of  the  literature  secretary  is  to 
suggest  additional  reading  materials.  We  trust  that  we 
may  be  able  to  recommend  helps  for  spiritual  growth 
and  avenues  of  service,  as  well  as  stirring  missionary 
stories,  in  order  that  we  may  as  Women  Manifesting 
Christ  grow  together  in  spiritual  enlightenment.

BELIEVE  in  Prayer  Power

Please  read  Acts  12:1-17  before 
Teading  this  article. 

This  passage  in  the  Book  of  Acts 
reminds  me  so  very  much  of  myself, 
and  of  a  burden  for  an  unsaved  loved 
one.  On  January  21,  of  this  year,  just 
two  days  after  my  father's  death,  I 
received  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Norman 
Uphouse,  requesting  me  to  write  an 
article  for  the  July  WMC  issue  of 
the  Missionary  Herald.  I  believe, 
because  of  this,  that  the  Lord  would 
have  me  share  the  following  with  you. 

My  father,  who  had  reached  his 
seventieth  birthday  last  November, 
had  always  been  a  strong  man,  able 
to  do  anything  to  which  he  would 
put  his  mind  and  strength.  Even  at 
this  age  a  medical  check-up  revealed 
him  to  be  in  very  good  health. 

Those  of  our  family  who  love  the 
Lord  had  been  witnessing  to  him  of 
his  need  of  the  Saviour  ever  since  our 
own  days  of  first  seeing  the  Light. 
He  would  listen  attentively,  ask 
questions,  offer  his  own  ideas,  and 
so  on.  But  when  asked  if  he  would 
like  to  receive  Christ  as  his  person- 
al Saviour,  he  would  answer  either 
that  he  had  as  good  a  chance  to  get 
into  heaven  as  any  one  else,  or  that  he 
had  been  saved  and  baptized  when 
he  was  nine  years  old,  in  a  little  Bap- 
tist church  which  his  family  attend- 
ed. 

We  prayed  that  if  he  hadn't  been 
saved,  that  he  would  be;  or  if  he  had 
been  saved,  that  he  would  return  to 
Christ  for  fellowship,  would  begin 
to  go  to  church,  and  love  the  com- 
pany of  God's  people.  His  name  was 
always  upon  our  lips  in  time  of  pray- 
er. 

"But  the  end  of  all  things  is  at 
hand:    be    ye    therefore    sober,    and

watch  unto  prayer"  (I  Pet.  4:7).  This 
verse  seemed  to  fit  the  situation  of 
my  father,  and  ourselves  as  we  fi- 
nally began  asking  the  Lord  to  "lay 
him  low''  if  need  be,  to  save  him.  I 
remember  that  I  would  almost  shud- 
der as  these  words  were  uttered,  for 
I  didn't  want  my  loved  one  to  be 
hurt. 

However,  God  took  us  at  our  word 
and  answered  in  a  horrible,  but  mar- 
velous way.  December  29,  1959  was  a 
warm  winter  day  and  Dad  decided  to 
start  his  sand  and  gravel  plant  run- 
ning, to  build  up  the  winter  stock 
pile  a  little.  The  sand  was  wet  and 
sticky  and  began  to  clog  the  sand 
feeder  as  it  fed  down  onto  a  con- 
veyor belt,  which  would  take  it  to 
the  washing  and  separating  machin- 
ery. Dad,  as  he  had  always  done, 
went  over  to  clean  it  out  with  a  stick. 
His  glove  caught,  dragging  his  fin- 
gers, hand,  and  finally  his  arm  in 
around  a  heavy  pulley.  He  pulled  his 
own  self  free,  with  strength  that  only 
the  Lord  could  give.  He  came  walk- 
ing around  the  gravel  plant  where 
my  brother  was  working  (he  had  not 
heard  him  because  of  the  noise  of  the 
machinery),  holding  one  arm  with 
the  other— blood  pouring  from  face 
and  arm.  After  examination,  we  were 
told  that  his  right  arm  was  broken  in 
three  places  with  the  hand  almost 
severed.  Also,  he  suffered  deep  eye 
and  cheek  injuries  and  a  broken 
neck. 

He  lay  in  the  local  hospital  for 
two  weeks  with  one  of  the  family  at- 
tending him  constantly.  How  I  do 
praise  the  Lord  for  allowing  me  the 
privilege  of  caring  for  my  father  dur- 
ing those  long  nights.  One  precious 
night,  while  my  sister  was  with  him, 
she  was  reading  her  Bible.  Dad  be- 
gan to  tell  her  how,  when  he  was 
fastened  in  the  machinery,  he 
thought  he  was  near  death.  He  said: 


"God  must  have  had  a  reason  for 
not  taking  my  life  right  then.  You 
know,  Sis,  I  do  know  the  Lord  as  my 
Saviour,  for  I  accepted  Him  as  a  boy 
of  nine." 

My  sister  replied:  "Dad,  you  know 
there  is  no  other  name  under  heaven 
by  which  one  can  be  saved,  except 
the  name  of  Jesus." 

Dad  said:  "Yes,  I  know  this  and  I 
believe  it." 

We  took  him  to  Hines  Veteran 
Hospital  in  Chicago  to  recover,  but 
one  week  later  pneumonia  took  his 
life.  As  my  sister  told  all  of  us  after- 
wards about  this,  how  we  rejoiced 
and  praised  God  for  answered  prayer! 

I  believe  that  the  Christians,  who 
prayed  for  Peter's  release  from  prison, 
didn't  really  have  faith  that  what 
they  were  asking  would  come  to 
pass.  Because  of  this  they  were  aston- 
ished and  unbelieving  when  it  did 
happen.  This,  I  believe,  was  so  of  our 
ownselves  as  we  prayed  and  prayed 
for  such  a  long  time  for  my  father. 

As  an  encouragement  to  those  of 
you  who  have  been  praying  long  for 
loved  ones  and  friends  outside  of 
Christ,  or  for  any  other  burden  upon 
your  hearts,  I  would  leave  these 
verses: 

"Rejoice  in  hope;  patient  in  tribu- 
lation; continuing  instant  in  prayer" 
(Rom.   12:12). 

"Be  careful  for  nothing;  but  in 
everything  by  prayer  and  supplication 
with  thanksgiving  let  your  requests 
be  made  known  unto  God.  And  the 
peace  of  God,  which  passeth  all 
understanding,  shall  keep  your  hearts 
and  minds  through  Christ  Jesus" 
(Phil.  4:6-7).

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PEN  POINTER  PROBLEMS? 


If  vou  do  not  have  anv  Pen  Point- 
er problems;  if  your  council  has  made 
full  use  of  all  eight  Pen  Pointers;  if 
each  officer  and  committee  chairman 
is  fullv  acquainted  with  all  their 
duties;  if  each  WMC  member  knows 
all  the  projects,  programs,  plans, 
policies,  and  purposes  of  WMC;  if 
every  woman  can  turn  immediately  to 
the  proper  Pen  Pointer  to  answer 
anv  question  that  comes  up  as  to 
organization— local,  district,  or  na- 
tional— if  vou  know  the  best  ways  to 
help  our  missionaries— how,  when, 
and  where  to  send  missionary  gifts 
and  packages;  if  all  this  is  true  of 
your  WMC,  then  you  need  not  read 
anv  further  in  this  article. 

Just  in  case  there  might  be  one 
that  considers  they  do  have  problems, 
let  us  look  at  some  ways  to  use  our 
Pen  Pointers  to  greater  advantage. 

1.  Do  vou  have  a  Pen  Pointer 
committee  appointed? 

In  vour  new  local  constitution, 
article  VI  par.  3  it  is  suggested  that 
the  assistant  secretary  may  be  chair- 
man of  the  Pen  Pointer  committee. 
This  works  out  fine  because  she  is 
also  membership  chairman  and  should 
have  Pen  Pointers  on  hand,  espe- 
cially 'What  is  WMC,"  for  new 
members.  She  should  be  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  WMC  and  have  all 
the  information  she  needs  to  become 
so  is  in  the  Pen  Pointers.  Read  duties 
of  the  membership  committee  in 
"How  To"  Pen  Pointer.  I  wonder  if 
all  WMC's  use  proper  methods  in 
securing  new  members?  There  is  a 
proper  way  to  proceed. 

2.  Why  is  it  necessary  to  have  a 
special  Pen  Pointer  committee? 

Because  the  old  adage  is  true, 
"What  is  everybody's  business  is  no-

bodv's  business."  The  president  has 
too  many  things  to  look  after.  It 
should  be  some  one  who  constantly 
finds  and  presents  ways  to  keep  Pen 
Pointers  interest  alive  in  the  council. 
Perhaps  the  literature  secretarv 
could  make  it  her  special  interest  if 
she  were  appointed  as  such. 

3.  How  can  we  get  our  women  to 
use  the  Pen  Pointers? 

At  every  WMC  meeting,  ask  for 
a  Pen  Pointer  report,  the  same  as  any 
other  committee.  The  report  should 
be  short.  Make  it  interesting  perhaps 
in  a  form  of  a  quiz  or  a  review  of 
some  material  in  a  Pen  Pointer.  Oc- 
casionallv  a  quiz  will  be  found  in 
the  columns  of  the  Missionary 
Herald.  Clip  these  out  for  future  use. 

Use  "Beyond  Our  Borders"  during 
the  foreign-mission  season.  "Home 
Frontiers"  during  the  home-mission 
season  in  our  denomination. 

Distribute  "Working  in  My 
Church"  to  each  family  in  the  church. 
Be  sure  to  consult  with  your  pastor 
when  vou  wish  to  distribute  Pen 
Pointers  in  the  church  proper.  Also 
be  sure  that  he  has  been  given  a  copv 
of  each  Pen  Pointer  for  his  own  in- 
formation and  reference. 

4.  Why  are  the  Pen  Pointers  not 
numbered? 

Because  they  are  to  be  used  when 


needed— seasonal  and  upon  occasion. 
Just  now  the  new  officers  have  been 
elected.  Every  new  officer  should 
practically  memorize  "How  To"  in 
WMC.  You  might  be  surprised  to 
learn  the  various  duties  vour  office 
requires. 

"Ways  and  Means"  also  has  many 
different  ideas  to  use  to  awaken  in- 
terest in  offerings,  special  meetings, 
and  missionary  emphasis. 

5.  The  word  "Pattern"  has  been 
used  in  connection  with  WMC.  Just 
what  is  meant  by  "Pattern?" 

All  women  know  what  a  pattern 
is  for.  So  in  WMC  it  is  hoped  we 
can  follow  a  pattern  in  constitutional 
procedures,  in  program,  projects,  and 
plans.  As  in  all  patterns  we  use,  it  is 
sometimes  necessary  to  let  a  little  out 
here,  take  a  little  in  there,  but  the 
all-over  plan  will  be  the  same  across 
the  Nation. 

It  is  wonderful  to  know  you  are 
a  part  of  a  "Whole."  It  is  strength- 
ing  and  encouraging  to  realize  many 
other  councils  and  hundreds  of  wom- 
en are  working  together  in  a  common 
cause  of  missionary  interest.

EPHESIANS  6:10-24 


Walking  With  Christ  in  His  Strength 


BY   JOHN    M.   AEBY 


This  month's  studv  brings  to  an 
end  our  "Walks  With  Christ  through 
Ephesians."  It  is  our  prayer  that  a 
lifelong  love  for  the  riches  in  Ephe- 
sians might  have  been  kindled  in  each 
of  our  hearts  and  that  these  shall  form 
the  basis  of  deeper  and  more  profit- 
able studies  in  the  days  to  come. 

In  the  first  three  chapters  (first 
six  studies),  we  learned  of  our  position 
in  Christ— that  we  sit  together  with 
Christ  in  heavenly  places  (2:6).  Not 
until  we  appreciate  the  safety  which 
is  ours  in  our  Redeemer  are  we  fit- 
ted to  walk  in  all  the  relationships  of 
life  here  below  in  a  manner  which  is 
"worthy  of  the  calling  wherewith  we 
have  been  called"  (4:1).  This  "walk" 
has  been  dealt  with  in  our  last  five 
studies.  Our  closing  study  deals  with 
how  we  are  to  stand  against  our  ad- 
versary, the  Devil,  and  his  wicked 
spirits  in  heavenly  places  (2:2  and 
6:12).  If  all  the  Communists  were  in 
Russia  or  Red  China  and  never  came 
out  of  their  territory,  the  free  world 
would  have  little  to  worry  about.  If 
the  Devil  and  his  angels  were  in  hell 
(as  some  wrongly  believe),  the  Chris- 
tian would  have  an  easier  time  of  it. 
But  they  are  not!  The  Devil  has  access 
to  heaven  and  earth  (Job  1:7;  2:2), 
and  he  and  his  hosts  are  out  to  plun- 
der every  child  of  God  as  far  as  pos- 
sible (I  Pet.  5:8).  There  are  three 
things  in  our  study  which  will  help 
us  to  win  over  him  at  all  times. 

/.    The   Plea   to   Be   Strong 
in  the  Lord  (Eph.  6:10) 

We  have  chosen  this  as  our  mem- 
ory verse.  None  is  more  important. 
The  world  savs,  "Be  strong!"  It  means 


to  be  strong  in  ourselves.  This  may 
lead  to  worldlv  success  but  can  only 
lead  to  spiritual  failure.  Our  strength 
is  in  our  Lord  himself.  He  said  to  His 
disciples:  "Abide  in  me,  and  I  in  vou 
[remain,  dwell,  live,  settle  down,  stav 
put,  etc.  "in  me"]  .  .  .  for  without  me 
ye  can  do  nothing"  (John  15:4-5). 
Paul  says  in  Philippians  3:3  that  the 
true  Christians,  anions  other  things, 
"have  no  confidence  in  the  flesh." 
But  he  also  says  in  the  same  book 
(4:13)  "I  can  do  all  things  through 
Christ  which  strengtheneth  me!"  The 
currently  popular  Christian  song, 
"Just  a  Closer  Walk  With  Thee,"  is 
right  when  it  savs,  "I  am  weak,  but 
Thou  art  strong!  Jesus,  keep  me  from 
all  wrong." 

Go  back  over  the  studies  we  have 
had  and  see  how  fully  the  power  of 
Christ  is  ours.  Also  read  Matthew  28: 
18-20  and  Acts  1:8  and  see  again  that 
all  authority  is  Christ's  and  all  power 
for  life  and  service  comes  from  Him 
through  the  Holy  Spirit  who  dwells 
in  our  bodies  (I  Cor.  6:19-20). 

//.    The   Provision    of   Complete 

Protection  for  the  Believer 

(Eph.  6:11-17) 

Be  sure  to  study  this  portion  in  a 
good  commentary  like  Ironside  and 

o 

read  it  in  vour  Amplified  New  Testa- 
ment. Notice  that  our  protection  is 
(1)  Provided  by  God.  "Armour  of 
God."  God  knows  the  warfare  we 
must  face  and  He  has  faithfully  pro- 
vided for  our  complete  protection. 

(2)  Complete.  "The  whole  armour 
of  God."  As  we  look  through  these 
verses  we  find  that  every  part  of  the 
bodv  is  provided  for  except  the  back. 


The  reason  for  this  is  that  we  are 
told  to  "stand"  against  the  wiles  of 
the  Devil.  Four  times  we  are  told  to 
stand.  Peter  tells  us  to  "resist"  the 
Devil  (I  Pet.  5:9)  and  James  (4:7) 
savs:  "Resist  the  devil,  and  he  will  flee 
from  vou."  Resist  means  "to  oppose, 
withstand  to  the  face."  Therefore  we 
don't  need  protection  for  our  backs. 

(3)  Appropriated  by  us.  "Put  on 
.  .  .  take  unto  you  the  whole  armour 
of  God  .  .  .  that  vou  might  be  fore- 
armed and  come  out  the  winner  in 
every  battle  with  him."  (Paraphrase 
of  vv.  10,  13).  I  played  a  little  foot- 
ball in  college.  We  were  issued  com- 
plete  equipment  including  helmet, 
shoulder  and  chest  pads,  loin  and 
thigh  guards,  and  proper  shoes.  But 
the  coach  didn't  dress  us  up  for  the 
game.  Each  man  had  to  put  on  his 
own  outfit.  Even  so,  the  Lord  makes 
complete  protection  available  to  each 
of  us  for  Christian  victory  over  the 
world,  the  flesh,  and  the  Devil.  But 
we  have  to  "put  it  on"  by  faith.  If  we 
are  careless  at  any  point  that  is  where 
we  will  go  down  in  defeat. 

///.    The   Procedure   in   Conflict 
With  the  Enemy  (Eph.  6:17-20) 

If  the  doctor  tells  you  that  you 
have  pneumonia,  you  don't  get  a  ball 
bat  and  start  swinging  at  the  germs 
that  made  vou  sick!  You  get  a  shot 
of  penicillin  or  some  other  drug  which 
is  effective  in  fighting  the  "bugs"  in 
your  body.  So  in  a  spiritual  warfare, 
we  must  use  spiritual  weapons  and 
spiritual  strategy.  Read  carefully 
Corinthians  10:3-5.  Our  weapons  a 
two:

which  is  the  Word  of  God"  (v.  17). 
Does  this  mean  we  are  to  throw  our 
Dible  at  the  Devil  when  we  are  tempt- 
ed to  sin  like  Martin  Luther  was 
supposed  to  have  thrown  his  ink  bot- 
tle at  the  Devil  when  he  was  going 
through  a  spiritual  struggle?  Not 
quite!  The  word  used  for  "word"  here 
means  "saying."  Remember  Christ  on 
the  Mount  of  Temptation  always  met 
the  Devil  with,  "It  is  written  .  .  .!" 
But  each  time  it  was  a  different  ref- 
erence he  used  on  him.  The  verse  He 
quoted  fit  the  temptation  the  Devil 
threw  at  Him.  Even  so,  we  need  to 
learn  our  Bibles  so  that  we  have  a 
verse  that  fits  every  attack. 

(2)  "Praying  .  .  .  in  the  Spirit."  The 
sword  which  the  Spirit  wields  is  used 
to  stave  off  the  enemy  of  our  souls 
while  unceasing  prayer  of  every  form 


the  Bible  teaches  and  the  Holy  Spirit 
enables  us  to  use  not  only  keeps  him 
at  bay  but  claims  the  victory  which 
Christ  has  already  won  on  the  cross. 
Although  the  Devil  is  not  in  hell 
yet,  he  is  a  defeated  foe.  In  prayer 
we  claim  this  and  are  strengthened  in 
our  Lord. 

Our  strategy  is  twofold: 

(a)  We  are  to  be  watchful!  (v.  18). 
A  winning  team  cannot  use  sleepy 
ball  players.  Neither  can  we  win  in 
our  Christian  life  if  we  are  not  alert. 
Our  enemv  is  wily  (tricky,  deceptive, 
and  subtle).  If  he  only  came  up  and 
said:  "Hello,  I  am  the  Devil  and  I'm 
out  to  ruin  vour  life,"  not  many  of 
us  would  be  fooled.  But,  like  the 
Communists  (whom  he  inspires)  he 
wears  a  friendly  front  (II  Cor.  11:14- 
15).    However,    God   has    taken    his 


mask  off  in  the  Bible  so  that  the  alert 
Christian  may  know  every  trick  he 
uses  (II  Cor.  2:10-11). 

(b)  We  are  to  persevere  (v.  18).  If 
through  any  means  we  can  be  turned 
away  from  feeding  on  the  Word  of 
God  and  the  practice  of  Spirit-led 
prayer  our  enemv  will  gain  the  upper 
hand  in  short  order! 

Conclusion 

Our  aggressive  warfare  is  in  in- 
tercessory  prayer  for  "all  saints"  and 
especially  for  those  carrying  the  Word 
of  God  to  new  areas  (vv.  18-20). 

Peace,  love,  faith,  and  grace  are 
God's  portion  to  all  who  love  our 
Lord  Jesus  in  sincerity.  May  these  in 
abundance  belong  to  each  SMM  girl 
now  and  until  we  see  CHRIST 
face  to  face!  Amen! 
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HERE  AM  I"

From  this  time  forth,  I  have  had 
a  purpose  in  life.  I  listened  carefully 
to  the  Word  as  it  was  taught  by  faith- 
ful ministers,  teachers,  and  youth 
leaders.   God   was  working  out   His

perfect  will  in  my  life.  At  the  age  of 
fifteen  I  enrolled  at  a  Christian  high 
school  to  finish  my  last  two  years. 
Upon  graduation  from  high  school,  I 
entered  Bible  School.  It  was  my  bless- 
ed privilege  to  have  four  wonderful 
vears  studying  God's  Word. 

While  at  Bible  School  I  sought  to 
know  more  definitely  God's  will  for 
my  future.

"But  you  have  to  wait  until  you 
go  to  Africa  to  live  for  Jesus,"  I  hear 
someone  say. 

No,  my  friend,  I  have  had  many 
opportunities  to  witness  for  mv  Lord 
and  even  to  lead  several  to  know  Jesus 
as  their  personal  Saviour.  Just  this 
last  week  I  dealt  with  a  girl  who 
wanted  to  know  how  she  could  tell 
when  the  Lord  was  leading  her  to  do 
something.  Yesterday  she  said  she- 
was  interested  in  going  on  to  a  Chris- 
tian Bible  school  or  College. 

Many  will  be  the  opportunities  if 
we,  like  Abraham's  servant,  are  will- 
ins  to  be  led.  The  servant  said:  "I 
being  in  the  way,  the  Lord  led  me."

The   Small   Church

Many  small  churches  are  doing  a 
big  job  with  boys  through  Brigade 
clubs.  In  farming  communities,  in 
newly-organized  suburban  churches— 
sometimes  in  the  home  basement  of 
a  church  member  where  no  church 
building  is  available,  men  are  gather- 
ing boys  together  for  an  effective 
club  ministry. 

Successful  boys'  clubs  in  small 
churches  depend  on  several  factors: 

1.  Vision  of  pastor  and  people. 
The  use  of  leadership  in  the  church 
will  largely  be  determined  by  the 
attitude  at  this  point.  How  important 
is  winning  and  training  boys  for 
Christ  through  the  club  ministry  in 
relation  to  other  phases  of  the  church 
activity? 

2.  Dedication  of  leadership  to 
Christ.  To  reach  boys  for  the  Lord, 
leaders  must  set  their  eyes  on  Christ, 
not  on  the  surrounding  circum- 
stances. 

3.  Determination  to  follow  the 
tested  program.  Brigade's  program 
for  boys  is  the  culmination  of  vears 
of  testing  and  experience.  Such  ex- 
perience has  revealed  that  departure 
from  this  established  pattern  does 
not  build  an  effective  club  work 
that  will  last.  Sometimes  churches 
turn  to  a  mere  sports  activity  because 
it  is  momentarily  popular.  It  may 
require  less  preparation  on  the  part 
of  leaders,  but  fails  to  give  the  boys 
full  development. 

4.  Patience  to  hegin  small.  With 
a  limited  number  of  boys  or  inade- 
quate facilities,  it  may  require  several 
vears  to  reach  the  desired  goal.  But 
such  patience  is  likewise  required  to 
build  churches  and  Sunday  schools. 
Few  things  that  really  last  come  into 
being  overnight. 

5.  Discipline  in  leadership  training 
and  preparation.  Occasionally  men 
feel  that  the  Brigade  training  course 
is  a  waste  of  time.  Instead,  the  course 
is  designed  to  help  leaders  know  boys 
better  and  to  effectively  lead  the 
clubs.   The  church   must  take  suffi- 


cient time  to  adequately  train  men 
before  the  club  is  started.  This  way 
boys  participate  in  a  well-organized 
program  that  is  going  places  right 
from  the  start. 

Brigade  as  a  service  agencv  is 
ready  to  help  the  small  church.  Here 
is  how: 

1 .  Leadership  training  by  means  of 
a  correspondence  course.  Presently  an 
average  of  175  men  complete  the 
Brigade  leadership  training  course 
monthly. 

2.  Staff  help.  Presentation  of  the 
program  to  churches  and  men's 
groups,  leaders'  conferences,  noncom 
conferences,  retreats  for  adults  and 
boys,  and  consultation  with  leaders 
is  part  of  the  staff  assistance  avail- 
able. 

3.  Program.  Complete  program 
manuals  and  equipment  are  provided 
for  boys  in  Brigade. 

What  are  Brigade's  minimum 
standards  for  the  club? 

1.  At  least  one  commissioned  lead- 
er who  has  met  the  standards  in  his 
spiritual  life  and  completed  the  Bri- 
gade training  course  by  correspond- 
ence. 

2.  Eight  or  more  registered  boys  for 
each  club. 

3.  Weekly  club  meetings. 

Some  farming  and  scattered  coun- 
try areas  find  it  impossible  to  meet 
each  week.  Special  consideration  is 
given  such  cases  and  charters  are  is- 
sued to  groups  meeting  semi-monthly 
or  groups  with  less  than  eight  boys 
when  earnest  effort  to  meet  minimum 
requirements  has  been  made.  How- 
ever, weekly  meetings  result  in  more 
effective  boys'  work. 

Clubs  need  mature  men  in  lead- 
ership to  counsel  with  boys  in  their 
spiritual  and  Christian  living  prob- 
lems. However,  Brigade  provides  an 
effective  training  program  for  older 
boys  to  serve  as  junior  leaders  (non- 
coms)  to  serve  under  adult  leader- 
ship. A  well-trained  Battalion  leader 
invests  special  time  in  training  older 


boys  for  leadership.  Older  boys  also 
may  serve  under  adult  leadership  in 
the  Stockade  program. 

Proper  committee  action  and  sup- 
port is  important  for  the  small  church 
in  administering  the  program.  Ideal- 
ly three  to  five  men  are  best  for  the 
committee.  Sometimes  in  small 
churches  the  board  of  deacons  serves, 
but  care  should  be  exercised  that 
thev  have  a  real  interest  in  bovs  and 
in  the  club. 

In  the  small  and  rural  church  the 
pastor  often  leads  as  captain,  taking 
the  trainino  course  before  serving. 
Such  a  pastor  sees  in  Brigade  the  po- 
tential of  developing  leadership  for 
his  church  among  the  boys  who  will 
shortly  be  the  men  of  the  church. 

This,  however,  will  require  the 
same  patience  that  Paul  had  in  train- 
ing Timothy  from  a  boy. 

When  churches  are  limited  in  lead- 
ership, it  is  best  not  to  try  to  expand 
the  club  work  among  boys  of  the 
community  too  quickly.  Strangers  to 
the  club  and  church  should  not  be 
invited  until  the  junior  leadership  is 
well  trained  and  the  club  meeting 
format  well  organized. 

When  there  are  less  than  eight 
boys  to  a  club,  the  games  can  be 
adapted  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  small 
group.  However,  there  should  be  the 
same  active  and  spirited  games  as 
found  in  the  Brigade  basic  program 
supplement  book. 

The  small  church  must  first  decide 
if  they  really  want  a  boys'  club  pro- 
gram. Then  the  type  of  program  de- 
sired should  be  evaluated.  That  run- 
ning a  full  program  requires  more 
work  many  times  is  a  false  assump- 
tion. For  instance,  using  the  whole 
Brigade  program  with  leadership 
training  and  program  helps  will  re- 
quire less  time  and  effort  on  the  part 
of  leaders  than  a  locally  developed 
program  based  on  sports  or  crafts 
where  leaders  continually  seek  new 
appeals  to  keep  bovs  interested.

Perhaps  for  no  other  invention  can 
we  so  definitely  say,  "Praise  God," 
as  for  the  printing  press,  for  in  no 
other  invention  has  God's  hand  been 
more  evident  than  in  the  development 
of  the  printing  process  from  movable 
type.  It  is  reported  that  it  was  while 
Johannes  Gutenberg  was  searching 
for  a  means  of  spreading  the  Word  of 
God  that  he  discovered  the  method 
that  led  to  printing,  and  it  was  a 
copv  of  the  Bible  that  was  first  print- 
ed after  the  discovery. 

Regardless  as  to  what  degree  God's 
hand  was  exhibited  in  the  initial 
processes,  His  hand  has  been  much 
in  evidence  in  the  use  of  the  press, 
for  it  is  our  conviction  that  no  other 
means  has  approached  the  effective- 
ness of  the  printing  press  in  the 
spread  of  the  Gospel.  While  we 
praise  God  for  the  use  He  has  made 
of  the  radio,  television,  moving  pic- 
tures, slides,  recorders,  and  players, 
we  believe  thousands  will  be  in 
heaven  as  a  result  of  receiving  the 
Gospel  through  the  avenue  of  print- 
ing to  one  that  will  be  there  through 
the  medium  of  all  the  rest  of  these 
other  inventions  combined. 


Advantages   of   Printing 


The  advantages  of  spreading  the 
Gospel  by  the  avenue  of  the  press  are 
legion.  The  printing  press  has  an  ef- 
fective appeal.  It  is  a  known  fact  that 
some  85  percent  of  all  our  knowledge 
comes  to  us  through  the  eye-gate. 
Furthermore,  we  retain  much  better 
that  which  we  see  than  that  which  we 
hear.  So  the  printing  press  has  the 
advantage  of  appealing  to  the  sense 
by  which  we  most  readily  apprehend, 
and  by  which  we  best  retain. 

The  scope  of  the  printed  page  is 
tremendous.  Wherever  man  can  read, 
there  the  printed  page  has  its  mis- 
sion. It  can  go  where  the  voice  of  the 
speaker  can  never  be  heard.  Thou- 
sands who  may  never  be  lured  into  a

church  may  be  reached  with  a  tract, 
a  pamphlet,  or  a  gospel  magazine.  For 
instance,  Valentine  Burke  was  con- 
verted in  a  jail  as  he  read  a  news- 
paper account  of  Moody's  sermon  on 
the  conversion  of  the  Philippian  jail- 
er. Brought  up  in  the  Roman  Church, 
entirely  ignorant  of  the  Word  of  God, 
he  had  spent  twentv  of  his  forty 
years  in  jail,  when  he  was  lodged  in 
the  St.  Louis  jail  on  a  serious  charge. 
Seeing  the  headline,  "How  the  Jailer 
at  Philippi  Was  Caught,"  in  a  paper 
in  the  hands  of  a  fellow  convict,  the 
notorious  criminal  asked  to  see  the 
paper.  As  he  read  this  message, 
straight  from  God  to  him,  vet  coming 
in  such  a  singular  manner,  the  Spirit 
of  God  took  hold  on  his  heart  and 
before  long  he  was  saved.  Not  only 
was  he  saved  from  the  penalty  of  sin, 
but  he  lived  to  bring,  by  his  circum- 
spect life,  great  glory  to  the  One  who 
lifted  him  from  the  miry  clay,  and  set 
his  feet  upon  a  Rock,  and  established 
his  goings.  The  printing  press  pro- 
vided the  means  that  reached  into 
this  dreary  cell  and  robbed  hell  of  a 
promising  prospect. 

The  printing  press  greatly  en- 
hances an  otherwise  limited  ministry. 
By  the  printing  press,  many  who  have 
not  the  time,  or  the  strength,  or  the 
gifts,  or  have  other  limitations  for  a 
public  ministry,  may  have  a  glorious 
private  ministry.  Rowland  V.  Bing- 
ham tells  of  such  a  case  in  the  per- 
son of  a  little  Irish  woman  who 
lived  in  Toronto.  Her  voice  was  not 
strong,  and  she  had  to  stand  on  a 
chair  to  be  heard,  but  she  knew  God, 
and  her  prayer  life  was  a  marvel  in 
the  record  of  its  answers.  Just  before 
she  was  taken  home  to  glory,  she 
narrated  her  story  of  these  answered 
prayers  to  Mrs.  Rowland  Bingham, 
who  wrote  them  down.  These  were 
published  under  the  title  "An  Irish 
Saint,"  and  it  was  anticipated  the 
book  would  have  a  limited  local  cir- 
culation. 

The  first  edition  of  the  book  sold 
in  a  few  months  and  seven  editions 


were  printed  in  Canada,  four  in  the 
United  States,  and  a  large  one  in 
Britain.  Later  the  book  was  trans- 
lated into  Danish,  then  Chinese  and 
Spanish.  It  was  distributed  throuoh- 
out  South  America  by  the  Los  An- 
geles Bible  House.  A  little  woman 
whose  voice  could  not  be  heard  to 
the  limits  of  a  good-sized  hall;  yet 
by  the  printed  page  her  testimony 
reached  China,  Denmark,  South 
America,  and  the  English-spcakino 
world. 

The  printing  press  provides  an 
economical  way  of  spreading  the 
Gospel.  For  a  very  few  dollars  a  thou- 
sand tracts  can  be  printed,  and  some- 
times one  tract  goes  into  several 
hands.  For  a  few  dollars  a  Christian 
periodical  will  make  twelve,  twenty- 
six,  fifty-two  visits  to  a  home  every 
year.  Where  can  you  get  so  much  for 
so  little  in  fifty-two  visits  as  you 
can  from  the  Brethren  Missionary 
Herald. 


Our  Neglect 


We,  as  children  of  light,  do  not 
capitalize  as  we  should  on  the  possi- 
bilities of  printing.  Jehovah's  Wit- 
nesses and  Seventh-Day  Adventists 
dispense  their  literature  to  the  four 
corners  of  the  globe.  Roman  Cath- 
olics, by  large,  well-worded  display 
ads  in  leading  periodicals,  reach  all 
America  with  their  propaganda— 
"The  Bible  Is  a  Catholic  Book,"  and 
"The  Japanese  Priest  said:  'Dominus 
Vobiscum.' " 

Truly  Jesus  said:  "The  children  of 
this  world  are  in  their  generation 
wiser  than  the  children  of  light."  By 
an  intelligent,  Spirit-guided  use  of 
the  press  we  evangelicals  could  reach 
multiplied  millions  with  the  truth. 
We  could  use  ads  as  do  the  Catholics. 
We  could  economically  and  with  a 
minimum  of  effort  reach  more  homes 
than  the  Jehovah's  Witnesses  do,  and 
they  reach  many  of  them.  We  could 
greatly  edify  many  Christian  families 
by  placing  a  good  Christian  periodical 
in  the  home.  Our  church  bulletins 
might  sometimes  make  a  more  in- 
delible  impression  on  our  congreg; 
tions  than  our  sermons  do,  I 
use  of  a  well-chosen  message 
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WE   ARE   CHALLENGED! 

The  outreach  and  the  possibilities  of 
the  missionary  arm  of  the  printed 
page  should  challenge  every  child  of 
God.  We  firmly  believe  that  the  im- 
pact of  the  printed  page  is  more  po- 
tent in  these  days  than  perhaps  at  any 
time  in  our  history.  People  are  read- 
ing! We  must  present  the  Word  of 
God  in  the  most  effective  and  impres- 
sive way  possible.  To  do  this,  we  need 
your  prayers  and  gifts.  Give  through

Three  months  ago  I  sat  in  a  court- 
room and  heard  a  judge  say  "Twenty 
vears!"  He  was  pronouncing  sentence 
on  mv  twenty-one-year-old  son— a 
punishment  for  drinking,  gambling, 
and  robbery  which  ended  in  the 
shooting  and  near-death  of  a  man. 

The  sentence  might  have  been  less, 
but  mv  son  took  a  sneering,  defiant 
attitude  all  through  court,  ridiculing 
every  law  officer  who  spoke  to  him. 
But  the  crowning,  shocking  climax 
came  when  the  judge  sternly  asked: 
"Young  man,  don't  you  believe  in 
God?"  He  laughed  long  and  loud  as 
he  said,  "God?  Who's  that?"  Every 
eye  in  the  courtroom  turned  to  look 
at  me. 

I  went  to  Sunday  school  when  I 
was  small  and  learned  all  about  God. 
After  I  was  married  I  decided  to  go 
again  and  take  my  children.  I  could 
not  persuade  my  husband  to  go,  but 
the  children  and  I  went  regularly 
for  a  year.  Then  I  skipped  a  Sunday. 
Soon  I  skipped  two  or  three;  then  we 
went  onlv  on  special  days. 

Soon  I  joined  a  bowling  team  that 
competed  on  Sunday  afternoons.  I 
couldn't  go  to  church  and  get  ready 
to  leave  in  time  to  bowl— and  bowl- 
ins  was  such  fun. 

If  only  I  had  those  years  to  live 
over.  Night  after  night  I've  paced 
the  floor  with  the  words,  "God? 
Who's  that?"  echoing  in  my  ears. 

My  son  was  thirteen  the  Sunday 
the  police  came  as  I  was  leaving  with 
my  bowling  bag,  I  waited  impatiently 
while  he  told  me  my  son  had  been 
caught  breaking  a  window  the  night 
before.  I  practically  forgot  about  it 
and  went  on  my  merry  way.  By  now 
church  was  a  thing  of  the  past.  The 
years  went  by— to  end  up  in  a  court- 
room. 

When  I  think  of  the  wasted  years 
of  "having  fun"  instead  of  meeting 
God  at  His  appointed  place,  I  am 
sick  with  shame.

The  Most  Powerful  Preacher 

The  most  powerful  preacher  is  the  printed  page!  When 
the  emotion  and  emphasis  and  perhaps  even  the  truth  of 
a  spoken  sermon  have  largely  disappeared,  the  printed 
message  still  remains.  As  long  as  the  material  on  which 
it  is  printed  remains,  the  message  also  may  remain.  Its 
availability  reaches  beyond  the  four  walls  of  a  church 
building  into  any  circumstance  or  place  where  there  is 
a  desire  for  information. 

Therefore,  the  most  powerful  preacher  we  have  in 
our  Fellowship  is  the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald  minis- 
try through  its  different  facets.  The  recent  report  sent  to 
all  corporation  members  shows  the  extremely  wide  distri- 
bution of  Gospel  literature.  Our  magazine  constantly 
carries  splendid  Bible  teaching  articles.  This  is  a  wider 
ministry  than  we  could  possibly  have  through  any  other 
aspect  of  our  work. 

The  extent  of  this  ministry  through  the  Herald  Com- 
pany is  dependent  upon  the  amount  of  funds  which  are 
given  annually  for  this  purpose.  Each  member  of  our 
Fellowship  should  have  at  least  a  small  part  in  printing 
pamphlets,  tracts,  and  books  which  carry  the  true,  clear 
teaching  of  Scripture. 

June  and  July  are  the  special  months  for  this  offering. 
We  encourage  all  Brethren  to  help  as  God  makes  this 
possible. 

Moral  Rearmament  Program 

A  new  plan  called  the  Moral  Rearmament  Program  is 
now  in  operation  in  different  sections  of  the  world  with 
one  of  its  basic  purposes  to  combat  communism  every- 
where. 

There  seem  to  be  four  basics  to  this  program.  They 
are  absolute  honesty,  absolute  furity,  absolute  unselfish- 
ness, and  absolute  love.  These  are  indeed  high  and  worthy 
objectives.  The  purpose  is  to  achieve  perfection  in  these 
four  areas  of  morality. 

Apparently  this  is  not  a  church  related  program. 
Nothing  is  said  about  God  or  the  Bible. 

The  adherents  of  this  philosophy  claim  great  victories 
over  the  Communist  idealogv  in  various  places.  Thev 
feel  that  this  is  the  answer  to  communism,  and  that 
ultimately  the  Russian  influence  may  be  defeated 
through  it. 

One  of  the  leaders  of  this  movement  was  interviewed 
on  the  Today  program  by  Dave  Garroway  a  few  days 
ago.  In  the  course  of  the  interview  Mr.  Garroway  asked 
a  question:  "How  can  we  achieve  these  ideals?"  Even 


though  Mr.  Garroway  may  not  profess  to  be  a  Christian, 
he  certainly  asked  a  pertinent  question. 

Do  honesty,  purity,  unselfishness,  and  love  exist  as 
entities  in  their  own  right  as  tangible  things  exist?  Or, 
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are  these  things  produced  as  a  result  of  some  other 
power  or  influence?  The  ideals  are  fine.  But  do  we  pick 
these  things  off  the  shelf  as  we  might  groceries?  How 
can  we  be  absolutely  honest,  pure,  unselfish,  and  loving? 

Are  men  normally  and  naturally  this  way?  The  history 
of  man  says  "No!"  Men  and  nations  have  preyed  on  each 
other,  committed  crimes  against  each  other,  selfishlv 
appropriated  each  other's  goods,  and  shown  anything  else 
but  love.  The  Bible  says:  "There  is  none  righteous,  no, 
not  one  .  .  .  there  is  none  that  doeth  good,  no,  not  one" 
(Rom.  3:10,  12).  In  the  same  chapter,  verse  23,  we  are 
told  that  "all  have  sinned."  Daily  newspapers,  news- 
casts, the  normal,  natural  routine  of  men  and  nations 
proves  that  men  are  not  normally  honest,  pure,  unselfish, 
and  loving.  The  basic  nature  of  man  is  sinful.  David  said: 
"Behold,  I  was  shapen  in  iniquity;  and  in  sin  did  my 
mother  conceive  me"  (Ps.  51:5).  Sweet  waters  cannot  flow 
out  of  a  bitter  fountain.  How  can  these  four  moralities 
flow  from  a  heart  which  is  basically  in  complete  contrast 
to  them? 

We  ask  a  further  question.  Is  it  possible  for  man  to 
produce  these  moralities  consistently  and  universally 
through  his  own  will  power  or  efforts?  If  this  were  pos- 
sible on  a  sufficient  scale  to  change  men  and  the  world, 
why  was  this  not  accomplished  centuries  ago?  Man's  need 
has  been  the  same  since  Adam.  But  all  man's  moral 
intentions,  his  efforts  for  peace,  understanding,  ideal 
co-existence  have  failed  because  his  utter  and  complete 
depravitv  is  more  powerful  and  always  wins  the  victory. 
Therefore,  unless  man  has  some  power  to  change  or 
control  his  basic  nature,  he  cannot  be  consistently  and 
universally  honest,  pure,  unselfish,  and  loving! 

This  is  the  reason  we  believe  moral  rearmament  will 
fail.  The  ideas  are  fine,  but  the  power  to  achieve  them 
is  not  provided,  nor  is  it  available  except  through  Jesus 
Christ.  The  Bible  says:  "For  sin  shall  not  have  dominion 
over  you:  for  ye  are  not  under  the  law,  but  under  grace" 
(Rom.  6:14).  "That  as  sin  hath  reigned  unto  death,  even. 
so  might  grace  reign  through  righteousness  unto  eternal 
life  by  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord"  (Rom.  5:21).  Many  other 
New  Testament  verses  teach  that  power  over  sin  is  avail- 
able onlv  through  Jesus  Christ.  Those  who  receive  Him 
as  Saviour  immediately  have  this  power  available.  The 
Holy  Spirit  uses  the  power  of  Christ  within  the  believer

THE  GOSPEL  OUTREACH,  a  new 
eighteen-minute  color  and  sound  film,  has 
just  been  released  for  public  use  in  all  Breth- 
ren or  other  evangelical  churches. 

The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  has 
produced  this  film  to  show  how  it  is  possible 
for  an  older,  mature  church  to  establish  a 
branch  church,  and  thus  actually  become  a 
"mother"  church.  The  motion  picture  tells  an 
interesting  story  as  the  plot  unfolds.  The 
facts,  responses,  and  different  emotions  and 
attitudes  which  are  often  involved  in  start- 
ing a  new  church,  are  vividly  shown.  Erom 
beginning  to  end  when  finally  a  new  church 
building  is  constructed  and  dedicated  the  film 
holds  the  interest  of  the  viewer.  The  story  is 
true  to  the  Bible  and  shows  exactly  the  prac- 
tical processes  involved  in  church  extension 
in  these  challenging  days. 

Brethren  Church  Pioneers  will  find  this 
film  of  extreme  interest.  The  motto  of  Pio- 
neers, "Every  Brethren  Church  Start  a  Branch 
Church,"  is  a  major  theme.  The  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council  believes  that  by  plac- 
ing this  visual  education  aid  in  the  hands  of 
our  churches  many  people  will  see  as  they 
could  see  in  no  other  wav  how  it  is  realisti- 
cally possible  to  establish  churches  bv  the 
"mother"  church  plan.  Shown  clearly  are  the 
processes  through  which  the  Council  co- 
operates with  mother  churches  in  developing 
branch  churches.  Building  and  salary  appro- 
priations, the  assistance  of  the  Brethren  In- 
vestment Foundation,  the  work  of  the  Breth- 
ren construction  crews  and  general  help  of 
the  office  in  planning,  including  building 
plans  provided  bv  the  architectural  depart- 
ment, are  all  clearlv  shown  in  a  few  minutes. 
In  fact,  the  film  is  so  compact  that  in  the 
eighteen  minutes  for  its  showing  in  any  service 
of  the  church,  the  audience  will  receive  a 
complete  general  picture  of  the  work  of 
Brethren  church  extension.  It  is  a  picture  they 
will  not  forget! 


The  cooperation  of  the  pastor  and  church 
at  Fort  Lauderdale,  Fla.,  has  helped  to  make 
this  the  fine  film  that  it  is.

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Parkersburg  Pastor  Surrounded  by  Sunday-  school  Classes 
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Our  Parkersburg  church,  under  the 
energetic  leadership  of  Rev.  Richard 
Placeway,  is  growing  at  a  rapid  pace. 
Its  location  in  a  new  section  has  been 
a  strategic  factor  in  reaching  a  large 
number  of  new  homes,  for  they  are 
built  and  established  in  that  area. 
Very  few  weeks  go  by  without 
new  contacts  and  new  families  in 
attendance  in  the  Sunday  school  and 
church. 

Through  the  recent  census  it  has 
been  learned  that  the  population  of 
this  city  with  its  urban  sections  has 
doubled  since  the  last  count.  Our  lo- 
cation near  a  large  new  school,  and 
on  the  main  highway  running  south, 
has  helped  to  acquaint  folks  with  the 
presence  of  this  testimony  for  Christ. 

A  homecoming  day  was  held  on 
May  22  with  Rev.  Stanley  Hauser 
bringing  the  messages.  Over  seventy- 
five  were  served  at  the  noonday  meal 
and  new  records  were  set  in  attend- 
ance. It  is  becoming  more  and  more 
evident  each  week  that  this  first  unit 
building  is  not  adequate  to  take  care 
of  this  growing  congregation.  Pray 
for  plans  for  future  development. 
Every  available  room  (even  the  fur- 
nace room)  is  being  used  at  this 
moment  for  classes. 

The  Vacation  Bible  School  this 
year  was  a  tremendous  success.  The 
"Pioneering  For  Christ"  series  was 
used.  They  started  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  194  on  the  first  day.  The 
number  increased  to  a  total  of  275 
by  the  end  of  the  school.  They  had 
a  232  average  for  the  two  weeks. 
There  were  twelve  first-time  decisions 
recorded  in  the  meeting,  but  contacts 
with     new     families     through     the 
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school  will  prove  to  be  great  value 
in  future  growth.  An  offering  of  $137 
was  received  from  the  children. 

Since  Easter  twenty-five  people, 
mostly  adults,  have  been  baptized 
and  received  into  the  membership 
of  the  church.  Financially,  their  of- 
ferings have  steadily  increased  en- 
abling them  to  make  substantial  pay- 
ments on  their  building  indebtedness. 
The  ministry  of  our  Brother  Place- 
way  is  being  readily  received  in  the 
community  and  blessed  of  the  Lord. 

The  pastor  has  promoted  a  new 
system  in  connection  with  their  visi- 
tation program  that  has  been  in  use 
for  several  months.  Complete  picture 
notebooks  of  all  classes  of  the  Sun- 
day school,  building  facilities,   sam- 


ples of  teaching  material  have  been 
prepared.  The  visitor  carries  his  note- 
book along  with  him  on  the  call. 
With  it  he  is  able  to  acquaint  the 
prospect  with  the  teaching  personnel, 
the  people,  the  pastor,  the  materials 
being  taught  and  literally  "sell"  them 
on  his  church.  The  idea  is  unique,  it 
has  already  paid  for  itself  in  new  re- 
cruits. 

One  cannot  enter  or  leave  this 
church  without  recognizing  that  this 
is  a  missionary  minded  church.

My  New  Jewish  Friends 


By  Diane  Button 


(Diane  Button  is  the  eleven- year-old  daugh- 
ter of  Reverend  and  Mrs.  Bruce  L.  Button. 
She  has  just  completed  the  sixth  grade  in 
school.  Her  first  five  years  of  school  life 
were  spent  in  a  Christian  Day  School  where 
most  of  the  children  knew  the  Lord.  This 
year  she  attended  Rosewood  Avenue  Ele- 
mentary School  two  blocks  from  the  Breth- 
ren Jewish  Mission.  It  was  quite  a  step 
from  a  school  with  a  Christian  emphasis  to 
this  school  where  almost  all  the  children 
were  Jewish,  and  no  child  knew  the  Lord. 
But  Diane  faced  the  problem,  and  the 
solution  is  contained  in  the  following  ac- 
count as  told   by  her.) 

When  I  first  went  to  Rosewood 
Avenue  school  last  fall,  I  was  fright- 
cned.  I  had  never  been  to  a  public 
school  before.  Most  of  the  children 
were  Jewish,  and  I  didn't  know  what 
they  would  think  of  me,  especially 
when  they  found  out  what  my  par- 
ents do.  Later  on,  when  I  got  to  know 
the  children  better,  I  was  more  at 
ease.  They  were  like  all  other  chil- 
dren who  didn't  know  the  Lord 
Jesus  as  their  Saviour.  They  used 
His  name  a  lot  on  the  playground, 
and  no  one  seemed  to  care  very  much. 
Not  even  the  teachers. 

One  day,  on  the  way  home  from 
school,  I  started  to  talk  with  one 
of  my  friends.  You  see,  she  thought 
men  were  evolved  from  fishes,  so  I 
showed  her  in  the  Bible,  in  the  Book 
of  Genesis,  chapter  2  and  verse  7, 
where  it  said:  "And  the  Lord  God 
formed  man  of  the  dust  of  the  ground, 
and  breathed  into  his  nostrils  the 
breath  of  life;  and  man  became  a  liv- 
ing soul." 

In  that  same  chapter  and  in  verse 
19,  it  says:  "And  out  of  the  ground 
the  Lord  God  formed  every  beast  of 
the  field,  and  every  fowl  of  the  air; 
and  brought  them  unto  Adam  to  see 
what  he  would  call  them:  and  what- 
soever Adam  called  every  living  crea- 
ture,   that   was    the    name    thereof." 

I  wish  you  would  pray  for  this 
girl  that  she  might  come  to  know 
the  Lord  as  we  do,  and  that  she  might 
share  the  joys  that  we  do.  She  moved 
away  and  I  don't  see  her  anymore, 


but  I  was  able  to  tell  her  about  Jesus 
being  the  Messiah,  and  how  He  could 
save  her,  too,  if  she  would  let  Him. 

I  took  my  Bible  to  school  with 
me,  and  I  wasn't  ashamed  of  it.  The 
children  never  teased  me,  either. 

During  the  Jewish  holidays  last 
fall  (Yom  Kippur),  there  were  onlv 
four  people  in  my  room  including 
the  teacher.  At  Passover  time  this 
spring,  there  were  six  including  the 
teacher.  The  teacher  was  Jewish,  also. 
There  were  seventy-six  children  in 
my  class.  That  means  that  this  last 
semester  out  of  the  seventy-six, 
seventy  were  Jewish.  I  couldn't  find 
anyone  who  knew  the  Lord. 

One  of  my  friends  has  only  been  in 
America  a  little  over  a  year.  Her 
name  is  Sonia.  She  came  here  from 
Cuba.  Her  family  is  very  religious. 
They  are  called  "orthodox."  She  is 
never  in  school  on  the  Jewish  holi- 
days, and  she  really  does  go  to  the 
Temple  with  her  parents  and  broth- 
er. A  lot  of  my  friends  go  to  the 
Temple  now  and  then,  but  on  the 
Jewish  holidays  they  stay  home  from 
school  and  go  to  the  beach  instead. 
Sonia  is  very  sweet,  but  she  won't 
let  me  talk  to  her  about  Jesus.  She 
says:  "I  believe  in  my  religion  and 
you  believe  in  yours.  Let's  not  talk 
about  it."  But  I  try,  anyway.  It  seems 
almost  impossible,  but  nothing  is 
impossible  if  you  have  the  Lord  on 
your  side.  I  wish  you  would  prav  for 
Sonia. 

I  have  another  friend.  Her  name  is 
Jodi  and  the  way  we  became  friends 
is  quite  a  story.  She  went  through 
many  rough  times  at  school.  She  is 
really  nice  but  for  some  reason,  the 
children  were  very  mean  to  her.  They 
kept  teasing  her  about  something 
only  no  one  seemed  to  know  what 
it  was  they  were  teasing  her  about. 

One  day  the  teacher  asked  me  if 
I  would  be  a  friend  to  Jodi  because 
she  needed  a  real  friend.  I  said  of 
course  I  would.  The  children  told  me 


I  was  very  foolish  to  be  Jodi's  friend, 
and  they  tried  calling  me  names,  too. 
I  didn't  care.  They  even  threatened 
not  to  vote  for  me  when  we  had  the 
contest  very  much,  but  I  didn't 
speech  contest.  I  wanted  to  win  this 
think  I  could  be  a  good  testimony 
if  I  left  Jodi  just  because  of  wanting 
to  win  a  contest.  But  it  all  worked 
out  nicely  because  the  teacher  talked 
to  the  children  and  more  or  less  set- 
tled things  for  awhile. 

The  result  was  that  I  found  a  very 
nice  friend  in  Jodi.  The  nicest  thing 
of  all  happened  on  June  19.  Her 
mother  allowed  her  to  go  to  church 
with  me.  We  went  to  Pastor  Rem- 
pel's  church  that  day  to  visit,  and 
all  the  sirls  were  so  very  nice  to  her 
that  she  wants  to  go  with  me  next 
fall  all  the  time.  We  talked  about  the 
Lord  and  how  He  saves  people  from 
their  sins,  and  she  said  she  wants  to 
believe  in  Him.  So  I  wish  you  would 
prav  for  her,  too,  and  for  me  as  I 
talk  to  her  about  Him. 

Next  fall  I  will  be  going  to  Jun- 
ior High  School.  I  do  so  want  to 
win  Jewish  children  to  the  Lord.  I 
also  want  to  be  a  real  testimony  to 
all  my  friends.  I  want  my  life  to  show 
that  I  belong  to  Him.  I  know  that 
prayer  helps  and  I  wish  you  would 
pray  for  me.

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A  New  Look 

at  Lansing,  Michigan 


On  a  recent  visit  to  the  Grace 
Brethren  Church  at  Lansing,  we 
were  pleased  to  see  evidence  of  God's 
blessing  upon  this  new  testimony  in 
the  capital  city  of  Michigan.

From  our  aerial  sur- 
vey, the  church  is  almost  completely 


surrounded  bv  new  homes,  giving  us 
a  strategic  location  to  reach  one  of 
the  fastest  growing  sections  of  this 
city.

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The  Vernon  Brethren  Church  of 
Limestone,  Term.,  has  stood  as  a  land- 
mark for  many  generations.  Many  are 
the  songs,  the  prayers,  and  the  ser- 
mons that  have  echoed  through  the 
little  church  in  the  Tennessee  hills. 
Many  have  been  the  souls  that  have 
found  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and  Sav- 
iour within  its  doors.  However,  the 
vears  have  taken  their  toll,  and  the 
building  reveals  its  years  of  service. 
While  the  congregation  has  con- 
sidered for  vears  the  possibility  of  re- 
building, it  was  only  recently  that 
concrete   steps  were  taken. 

On  September  1,  1957,  Rev.  Clar- 
ence Lackey  became  the  pastor  of 
the  church,  following  in  the  steps  of 
his  faithful  predecessors,  each  of 
whom  had  his  part  in  the  spiritual 
upbuilding  of  the  church. 

After  much  prayer  and  planning, 
actual  construction  on  the  new  build- 
ing was  begun  on  May  31,  1960.  The 
new  church  is  located  on  U.S.  high- 
way HE,  about  halfway  between 
lohnson  City  and  Greeneville,  Tenn., 
and  about  seven-tenths  of  a  mile  from 
the   present  building. 

The  new  church  will  be  38  by  82 
feet,  and  of  brick  construction.  The 
main  auditorium  will  seat  250  people, 
and  is  adjoined  by  a  vestibule,  choir 
room,  pastor's  studv,  and  two  class- 
rooms. There  will  be  a  basement 
under  the  entire  structure,  and  is  so 
constructed  that  the  rear  basement 
windows  will  come  out  on  a  level 
with  the  parking  lot.  There  will  be 
six  Sundav-school  classrooms,  a  fel- 
lowship hall,  kitchen,  furnace  room, 
and  restrooms  in  the  basement. 

The  new  church  is  so  situated  that 
traffic  approaching  from  Johnson 
City  will  be  able  to  see  the  church 
for  over  two  miles,  and  from  the  op- 
posite direction  for  more  than  a  mile. 

Construction  is  in  "full  swing"  at 
the  present  time,  and  the  congregation 
expects  to  dedicate  about  November  1 
of  this  year.  The  contract  was  let 
to  a  local  builder.

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Great  doctrines  concerning  the 
person  and  work  of  Christ  are  set 
forth  in  the  ordinances,  which  the 
Lord  Jesus  gave  to  His  church.  These 
great  doctrines  underly  the  symboli- 
cal teachings  of  the  ordinances,  and 
illustrate  significant  spiritual  truths. 
In  John  13:1-17  there  is  an  illustra- 
tion of  the  self-emptying  of  Christ 
in  His  incarnation.  In  full  realization 
of  His  deitv,  Christ  arose  from  sup- 
per and  laid  aside  His  outer  garments. 
In  Philippians  2:6-8,  it  is  declared 
that  Christ  "emptied  himself"  (di- 
vested himself)  of  the  outward  in- 
signia of  glory  of  deity.  In  its  place 
He  took  unto  himself  the  "form  of 
a  servant."  During  the  period  of 
His  incarnation,  the  form  of  a  servant 
was  to  take  the  place  of  the  form  of 
Cod.  Even  so,  Christ  laid  aside  His 
outer  garment  and  in  its  place  He 
girded  himself  with  the  towel.  Christ 
did  not  empty  himself  of  His  essential 
deitv,  but  of  the  outward  insignia 
of  it.  In  its  place  He  assumed  the  out- 
ward insignia  of  humanity.  Christ 
was  God  manifest  in  the  flesh  when 
He  washed  the  disciples'  feet.  Peter's, 
and  all  the  other  disciples',  feet  were 
in  the  hands  of  God  manifested  in 
Christ.  But  it  was  God,  wrapped  in 
humanity  in  that  undivided  and  in- 
divisible union  of  deity  and  human 
itv.  What  a  striking  illustration  of 
the  incarnation,  at  least  of  the  out- 
ward aspects  of  it,  in  Feet-washing 
by  Christ. 

When  Christ  poured  the  water  into 
the  basin,  He  must  have  been  look- 
ing forward  to  the  cross,  where  and 
when  He  would  "pour  out  his  soul 
unto  death"  (Isa.  53:12).  He  poured 
out  His  soul,  as  well  as  shed  His 
blood,  in  His  sacrificial  death  on  the 
cross. 

Ihen  Christ  "washed  and  wiped" 
the  disciples'  feet.  They  were  clean 
feet  physically.  But  the  hearts  were 
not  clean.  They  were  contaminated 
with  sin.  Only  the  blood  and  obe- 
dience to  the  command  of  the  Lord 
could  cleanse  from  this  inner  filth. 
Christ  alone  could  cleanse.  He,  the 
Lord  Jesus,  washed  and  wiped  the 
feet,  not  just  to  illustrate  that  He 
"came  to  minister,"  but  because  He 
could  perform  the  spiritual  miracle 
ol  cleansing  which  Feet-washing 
symbolizes.  Christ  could  have  com- 
manded John  to  have  led  in  this  first 
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observance  of  the  ordinance  of  Feet- 
washing,  but  for  the  initial  observance 
and  the  divine  instituting  of  this 
ordinance  He  chose  to  do  this  himself. 
To  wash  and  wipe  also  illustrates  a 
complete,  thorough,  perfect  cleans- 
ing. The  feet  were  then  clean  and 
dry! 

The  real  test  is  in  the  fruit  it  pro- 
duces, the  harvest  gleaned,  the  ful- 
fillment of  its  promises.  Feet  are  il- 
lustrative of  our  walk  in  life.  We 
must  walk  according  to  the  ordi- 
nance or  it  becomes  mockery. 

Jesus  said:  "If  ye  love  me,  keep 
my  commandments."  Christ  declared 
I  lis  love  for  His  own  before  institu- 
ting this  ordinance.  What  shall  we 
say  then  concerning  those  who  go 
forth  from  the  observance  of  this 
ordinance  and  permit  their  hearts 
to  be  filled  with  the  "root  of  bitter- 
ness," their  mouths  to  become  chan- 
nels of  evil  speaking,  murmuring, 
whispering,  gossiping,  and  railing? 
What  shall  we  say  of  those  who  have 
observed  this  ordinance  in  form,  but 
who  go  forth  to  live  lives  of  wrath, 
anger,  malice,  and  are  possessed  of 
an  unforgiving  spirit?  We  must  con- 
clude that  such  were  insincere  in 
their  observance  of  the  rite,  or  they 
are  living  the  life  of  a  hvpocrite.  We 
must  live  the  love  of  God  set  forth 
in  this  observance.  If  we  live  this 
ordinance,  then  we  will  be  "kind 
one  to  another,  tenderhearted,  for- 
giving one  another,  even  as  God  for 
Christ's  sake  hath  forgiven  us."  Our 
adoration  for  our  Lord,  and  affection 
for  one  another  is  the  proof  of  the 
sincerity  of  our  observance  of  Feet- 
washing. 

Jesus  promised:  "If  ye  know  these 
things,  happy  are  ye  if  ye  do  them." 
Christ  promised  an  enduring  joy,  not 
just  a  fleeting  thrill.  He  promised 
that  the  joy  of  obedience  would  flood 
the  soul  in  sincere  observance  of  His 
divine  decree.  This  jov  was  to  be  en- 


during, not  a  fleeting  emotion.  What 
must  the  Lord  think  of  those  who 
come  from  Holy  Communion  and  im- 
mediately begin  to  complain,  find 
fault,  grumble,  and  reveal  a  dis-satis- 
fied,  discontented,  unspiritual,  divi- 
sive, cold,  unfriendly  attitude? 

The  practical  purpose  of  this  ordi- 
nance is  to  produce  progressive 
growth  in  sanctification  of  life.  It 
was  never  intended  as  a  panacea  for 
perpetual  practice  of  sin.  The  wash- 
ing of  the  feet  was  never  intended  to 
license  us  to  go  forth  in  forbidden 
paths  to  become  soiled  with  the  filth 
of  sin. 

The  great  need  of  this  hour  is  to 
present  a  practical  demonstration  of 
John  13  in  our  daily  living.  This  will 
be  the  greatest  piece  of  promotional 
propaganda  believers  could  put 
forth  to  gain  more  recruits  to  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Herein  lies  the 
practical,  spiritual  heritage  of  this 
Scriptural  ordinance.  Let  us  claim 
this  heritage!  May  we  never  be 
ashamed  of  it!  May  we  never  apolo- 
gize for  practicing  it.  Let  us  teach  it, 
preach  it,  print  it,  publicize  it,  and 
practice  it. 

Christ  taught  this  ordinance  by 
every  conceivable  method.  (1)  Christ 
commanded  it.  In  John  13:14,  Jesus 
said,  "If  I  then,  your  Lord  and  Mas- 
ter, have  washed  your  feet;  ve  also 
ought  to  wash  one  another's  feet." 
He  did  not  command  humility  or 
service,  but  Feet-washing.  (2)  Christ 
taught  by  His  own  example.  In  John 
13:15,  He  said:  "For  I  have  given 
vou  an  example,  that  ve  should  do 
as  I  have  done  to  you."  He  gave  a 
perfect  example,  the  only  perfect 
one  in  history.  (3)  Christ  taught  by 
the  object  lesson.  He  used  the  dis- 
ciples, especially  Judas  and  Peter, 
in  this  visual  method  of  teaching.  (4) 
Christ  introduced  an  incentive  in  His 
teaching— to  captivate  believers  into 
obedience    and    observance.

WHERE  DO  YOU 
SHINE?

What  would  you  think  about  a 
sailor  aboard  a  sinking  ship  who 
was  so  busy  polishing  the  brass  rail- 
ing that  he  didn't  have  time  to  man 
a  lifeboat?  Though  the  brass  railing 
glistened  like  pure  gold,  even  the 
most  skeptical  would  agree  that  the 
seaman  was  failing  to  put  first  things 
first.  Yet,  in  the  realm  of  the  spiritual, 
we  are  polishing  the  railing  every 
day  while  the  ship  is  going  down. 

Consider  that  over  half  of  the 
world's  billions  have  never  heard  the 
Gospel  once.  Eighty-three  times  a 
minute  someone  slips  out  into  eter- 
nity, someone  who  has  never  heard 
the  name  of  Jesus:  not  even  as  a  swear 
word! 

"Jesus,    the    name    that   charms    our 
fears, 
That  bids  our  sorrows  cease; 
Tis  music  to  the  sinner's  ears, 
Tis  life  and  health  and  peace." 

But  not  so  for  the  vast  majority  of 
the  world.  Still,  in  July  of  last  year 
we  spent  eighty-five  million  dollars 
for  new  church  buildings  alone  in 
the  United  States.  This  may  not 
sound  like  very  much  until  we  re- 
member that  eighty-five  million  dol- 
lars is  equal  to  half  of  the  entire 
amount  of  money  we  invest  in  foreign 
missions  in  a  whole  year! 

What  was  that  bit  about  the  brass 
railing? 

Certainly  new  church  buildings  are 
justifiable.  This  is  not  to  say  that 
church  building  in   America  should 


come  to  a  halt.  Of  course  not.  But  it 
does  seem  to  be  a  little  out  of  pro- 
portion, doesn't  it?  The  whole  mat- 
ter boils  down  to  this:  did  Jesus 
Christ  die  for  the  world,  or  didn't 
He?  Did  God  command  Christians 
to  go  into  all  the  world,  or  didn't  He? 
When  Christ  gave  the  Great  Commis- 
sion, He  said,  "To  everv  creature" 
(Mark  16:15). 

Bemember,  the  eighty-five  million 
dollars  for  one  month  was  for  new 
church  buildings  alone.  This  figure 
does  not  include  money  spent  for 
all  the  other  necessary  phases  of  the 
church  at  home.  Christians  today  are 
fighting  a  race  against  time.  World 
population  is  increasing  at  the  rate 
of  twenty  million  a  year,  and  in  spite 
of  the  modern  means  of  communica- 
tion and  transportation,  we  are  not 
keeping  up  with  this  pace  in  getting 
out  the  Gospel.  We  are  losing  the 
world  for  Christ  by  default.  "Too  lit- 
tle, too  late"  is  the  phrase  which 
characterizes  the  efforts  of  the  Chris- 
tian church. 

India  is  a  case  in  point.  Within  the 
past  three  years  there  has  been  a 
22  percent  increase  in  literacy  among 
the  more  than  400  millions  of  peo- 
ple in  this  great  country.  This  means 
that  now  one  out  of  every  four  men 
in  India  can  read.  But  what  are  they 
reading?  Well,  the  Communists  are 
supplying  70  percent  of  all  the  read- 
ing material  in  India  today— four 
pieces  of  literature  for  every  man, 
woman,  and  child.  To  a  large  extent 
Christian    missionaries    have    taught 


the  people  to  read,  but  we  on  the 
home  front  have  been  so  busy  pol- 
ishing the  brass  railing  that  we 
haven't  been  able  to  send  the  mis- 
sions personnel  Christian  literature  to 
put  into  the  hands  of  their  students. 
Recently  our  Youth  for  Christ  na- 
tional missionary  personnel  in  India 
met  together  and  voluntarily  agreed 
to  take  a  cut  in  their  already  meager 
salary  so  that  the  work  of  reaching 
India's  youth  for  Christ  could  con- 
tinue—while we  were  polishing  the 
rail!  And  this  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
on  one  Sunday  morning  in  April, 
thirty-two  young  people  united  with 
a  local  church  in  one  of  India's  large 
cities,  young  people  who  had  found 
the  Lord  as  a  result  of  YFC  clubs  in 
the  schools. 

Several  months  ago  I  had  the 
privilege  of  speaking  in  a  high-school 
assembly  program  in  the  interior  of 
British  Guiana.  The  audience  was 
composed  of  1,000  students,  most  of 
whom  were  either  Hindu  or  Mos- 
lem. A  cold  fear  stabbed  my  heart  as 
I  realized  that  these  kids  were  going 
to  embrace  some  ideology,  were  going 
to  die  for  something.  What  a  tragedy 
if  we  miss  them  for  Christ!  But  who 
is  going,  to  reach  them?  Our  lone  YFC 
director  in  British  Guiana?  Or  the 
few  other  missionaries  there? 

The  stark,  heartbreaking  reality 
of  these  illustrations  is  that  they  are 
typical  of  the  outreach  of  the  Chris- 
tian church  all  across  the  world. 

But  we  have  this  consolation:  the 
brass  railing,  reallv   glistens.

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Scholarships:  Something  new,  1  am  glad  to  report,  is 
being  done  by  the  Men's  Activity  Club  (Mac  Men)  of 
our  North  Riverdale  church,  Dayton,  Ohio.  Realizing 
that  many  fine  young  people  cannot  go  to  college  with- 
out financial  assistance,  these  men  have  set  up  a  scholar- 
ship fund  of  a  very  commendable  sum,  to  begin  with  the 
fall  term  this  vear.  Thev  have  chosen  to  designate  this 
gift  as  an  athletic  scholarship.  This  marks  the  first  as- 
sistance offered  to  a  Grace  student  in  this  field.

This  church  has  been  a  sub- 
stantial contributor  to  Grace,  but  the  men  felt  thev 
wanted  to  do  something  special,  over  and  above  regular 
giving.  This  scholarship  is  that  special  thing.  Since 
everyone  likes  to  see  a  winning  team,  and  since— well  the 
fact  that  the  assistant  pastor  is  a  brother  of  our  coach 
could  have  given  birth  to  the  idea— they  designed  this 
project  to  assist  a  bov  or  two  who  has  some  athletic 
ability,  as  well  as  a  need  for  assistance  in  his  school 
program. 

Scholarships  at  Grace  are  all  too  lew.  In  a  few  days 
the  committee  will  meet  to  award  the  ones  we  have 
to  students  who  have  applied.  There  will  not  be  enough 
to  go  around.  Some  scholarships  will  probably  be  split 
tip  to  help  more  students.  Even  so,  some  of  these  fine 
voting  people  will  be  disappointed.

Food  for  the  Family 

For  sometime  it  has  been  my  desire  to  inaugurate  a 
Bible  study  page  of  such  a  nature  that  it  would  be  of 
interest  to  every  member  of  the  family  as  thev  unitedly 
gather  about  the  Word  of  God.  This  week  (July  4-11)  it 
has  been  my  privilege  to  be  a  speaker  at  the  Fay-West 
Bible  Conference,  near  Connellsville,  Pa.  A  number  of 
church  groups  are  cooperating,  and  one  of  these  is  the 
First  Brethren  Church  of  Uniontown. 

The  speaker  with  whom  I  have  been  sharing  time  is 
Dr.  Lehman  Strauss,  pastor  of  the  Flighland  Park  Bap- 


tist Church,  (Highland  Park)  Detroit,  Mich.  Dr.  Strauss 
is  well  known  throughout  America  as  a  Bible  teacher 
and  author.  His  Bible  study  books,  now  numbering 
many  volumes,  are  sent  all  over  the  world  to  ministers  and 
missionaries,  and  they  have  encouraged  many  in  the 
study   of  God's  Word. 

In  the  days  when  Dr.  Strauss  lived  in  Philadelphia,  he 
often  enjoyed  the  fellowship  of  our  Brethren  people. 
Before  he  was  saved  he  heard  my  father,  Dr.  Louis  S. 
Bauman,  speak  on  prophecy  in  the  old  church  at  Tenth 
and  Dauphin,  and  heard  him  later  on  numerous  oc- 
casions. Lie  found  profit  from  the  ministry  of  Dr.  Alva 
J.  McClain  and  Dr.  R.  Paul  Miller  at  the  time  of  their 
pastorate  and  ministry  in  the  Philadelphia  School  of 
the  Bible,  where  Dr.  Strauss  later  served  on  the  faculty 
for  a  period  of  nine  vears. 

This  week  there  has  been  opportunity  for  many  hours 
of  precious  fellowship  together.  One  day  Dr.  Strauss 
took  occasion  to  commend  our  magazine  highly.  In  doing 
so,  he  added  one  suggestion:  that  each  month  we  have 
a  Bible  study  page  in  the  Educational  Number  which 
would  provide  an  opportunity  for  the  entire  family  to 
gather  about  the  Bible  and  study  it  together.  This  would 
not  be  intended  to  take  the  place  of  individual  and  pri- 
vate devotions,  but  it  would  afford  an  opportunity  pe- 
riodically for  group  studv  as  a  family— a  practice  which 
has  almost  become  a  thing  of  the  past.

The  Bible  is  the  most  profound 
literature  in  all  the  world.  It  is  in- 
spired (divinely  so),  interesting,  in- 
formative, instructive,  indestructible, 
infallible,  and  intriguing.  It  has  a 
wide  range  of  subjects  and  treats 
every  human  need.  Its  great  theme  is 
salvation  which  breathes  on  every 
page.  In  this  message,  "Five  Men 
and  Five  Trees,"  we  are  to  see  some- 
thing of  how  God  saves  men. 

The  Sinning  Man  Behind  a  Tree  (Gen. 
3:8) 

Genesis  three  is  one  of  the  most 
significant  and  important  chapters  in 
the  entire  Bible.  It  marks  the  entrance 
of  sin  into  the  human  race  and  God's 
provision  of  salvation.  We  see  here 
three  lines  of  truth: 

1.  The  Reason  for  the  Fall  (vv.  1- 
6). 

2.  The  Result  of  the  Fall  (vv.  7- 
14,    16-24). 

3.  The   Recovery   From    the   Fall 

(vv.   15,  21). 

The  sinner  behind  the  tree  is  one 
of  the  results  of  the  fall.  Why  is  he 
there?  Shame  drove  him  there!  Before 
the  fall  it  was  an  honor  to  Adam  and 
Eve  not  to  know  thev  were  naked, 
but  that  which  was  an  honor  became 
a  shame  and  a  disgrace.  But  the  sin- 
ning  man  behind  a  tree  in  his  sham 
("fig  leaves")  and  shame  ("hid  them- 
selves") brought  to  light  the  provision 
for  salvation.  The  recovery  from  the 
fall  can  come  to  man  only  through 
divine  Sovereignty  ("I  will"  v.  15), 
the  divine  Seed  (v.  15),  and  the  di- 
vine Sacrifice  (v.  21).  This  is  the 
provision    for    salvation. 


The  Sincere  Man  Under  a  Tree  (John 

1  48) 

If  the  sinning  man  behind  a  tree 
introduces  the  provision  for  salvation, 
the  sincere  man  under  a  tree  intro- 
duces the  prospect  for  salvation.  John, 
chapter  1  is  a  chapter  of  great  finds. 
"Andrew  .  .  .  findeth  his  own  broth- 
er Simon"  (vv.  40-41),  "Jesus  findeth 
Philip"  (v.  43),  and  "Philip  findeth 
Nathanael"  (v.  45).  Finding  men  for 
Christ  is  the  greatest  business  in  the 
world.  God  said:  "I  have  found  David 
my  servant"  (Ps.  89:20),  but  actually 
it  was  Samuel  whom  God  used  to 
find  David  (I  Sam.  16).  Are  you  per- 
mitting Him  to  use  you?  There  are 
many  prospects  around  just  like  |ohn 
and  Andrew  and  Simon  and  Philip 
and  Nathanael. 


Nathanael  was  skeptical  (v.  46). 
He  might  even  have  been  a  bit  cyni- 
cal and  prejudiced.  Nathanael  knew 
Nazareth  as  a  rural  village  back  in 
the  hills.  Nothing  important  ever  hap- 
pened there.  He  thought  big  things 
happened  in  bigger  places  like  Jeru- 
salem. But  Nathanael  was  sincere 
(v.  47).  He  was  "under  the  fig  tree" 
(symbolic  of  the  place  where  sincere 
religious  men  go  for  praver  and  medi- 
tation, see  Isa.  36:16;  Mic.  4:4;  Zech. 
3:10).  It  seems  from  the  context  in 
John  that  Nathanael  was  reading  the 
passage  in  Genesis  28  which  shows 
up  Jacob's  character,  guile  being  its 
chief  trait.  But  Nathanael  was  with- 
out guile;  he  was  not  two-faced;  he 
was  sincere.  There  are  manv  sincere 
persons  around  us  who  need  to  be 
found  for  Christ.  Finally,  Nathanael 
was  saved.  And  so  all  men  can  be 
saved!   Let  us  find  them  and  bring 


them   to  Christ.   They   are   the  pros- 
pects for  salvation. 

The  Seeking  Man  Up  a   Tree  (Luke 
19:1-10) 

In  dealing  with  the  sincere  man 
under  a  tree,  we  emphasized  the 
finding.  Here  we  lav  equal  stress  on 
the  seeking.  Jesus  said:  "He  that  seek- 
eth  findeth"  (Matt.  7:7-8;  Luke  11:9- 
10).  These  are  true  words,  and  all  who 
ever  sought  Him  will  testify  that  Ik- 
found  them.  Mary  is  a  case  in  point 
(John  20:11-16).  So  also  are  those 
disciples  whom  He  found  (]ohn  1: 
35-39,  50).  Also  note  how  the  verb 
found  in  verses  41  and  45  corres- 
ponds to  the  verb  seek  in  verse  38. 

Returning  to  Luke  19  and  Zac- 
chaeus  we  see  the  sinner  and  his 
plight  (vv.  1-4;  the  Saviour  and  His 
provision  (v.  5);  the  skeptics  and 
their  perplexity  (v.  7);  and  the  sal- 
vation and  its  proof  (vv.  8-9).  Zac- 
chaeus  was  a  sinner  by  location  (v.  1, 
cf.  Josh.  6:26),  as  well  as  bv  vocation 
(v.  2,  cf.  Luke  3:12-13).  When  Jesus 
came,  He  knew  where  Zacchaeus 
was,  who  he  was,  and  what  he  needed 
(v.  5).  The  skeptics  murmured  and 
they  misunderstood  (v.  7),  but  the 
heart-hungry  publican  gave  proof  of 
his  salvation.  He  pursued  salvation 
and  Jesus  saved  him.  The  seeking 
man  up  a  tree  demonstrates  the  pur- 
suit of  salvation. 

The  Saviour  on  the  Tree  (I  Pet.  2:24) 

Here  we  are  to  see  something  of 
the  price  of  salvation.  The  "tree"  here 
is  the  same  as  the  Hebrew  word  "gal- 
lows" in  Esther  5:14.  Three  times  i 
the  Book  of  Acts  this  word

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Ordinary  Wonders 
of  God's  Creation

This  is  an  age  of  science.  But  so 
has  been  every  age.  For  to  speak  of 
science  may  be  only  to  speak  of  an 
age  of  seeking  and  organizing  knowl- 
edge. In  recent  times,  however,  the 
tempo  of  investigation  has  increased, 
the  speed  of  communication  of  ideas 
has  increased,  and  the  accumulations 
and  applications  of  scientific  under- 
standings have  converged  and  been 
directed  into  the  everyday  language 
of  the  average  person.  Satellites  are 
commonplace,  outer  space  is  as  close 
as  one's  neighbor;  miracles  in  medi- 
cine, in  exploring  the  atom,  in  chang- 
ing the  landscape  are  everyday  oc- 
currences. In  the  hurry  and  bustle  of 
modern  life,  one  may  not  realize  that 
many  of  the  greatest  wonders  of  all 
of  creation  are  the  simple,  ordinary, 
routine  effects  we  take  for  granted. 

The  Book  of  Job  is  full  of  ques- 
tions about  many  of  these  ordinary 
thoughts  of  man  and  his  environ- 
ment.  Who  has  not  wondered  about 
the  snow  and  the  rain,  the  stars  and 
planets,  the  birds  and  the  beasts? 
The  Bible  does  not  attempt  to  be  a 
science  book  and  answer  these  ques- 
tions, except  to  assure  man  that  God 
has  had  a  purpose  in  these  creatures 
and  in  the  laws  which  govern  nature. 

Air   Conditioning 

When  you  got  up  today,  you 
took  a  deep  breath  of  air,  and  found 
it  about  one-fifth  oxygen  and  four- 
fifths  nitrogen.  Without  a  thought, 
you  finished  breakfast  and  went  to 
work.  A  mile,  ten  miles,  a  hundred 
miles  away,  you  took  a  breath  and 
found  that  it  was  one-fifth  oxygen 
and  four-fifths  nitrogen.  You  caught 
a  plane  from  New  York  to  California, 
and  confidently  stepped  from  the 
plane  in  Los  Angeles,  unconsciously 
expecting  to  breathe  the  same  air 
which  you  breathed  3000  miles  away. 
What  is  more  ordinary  than  air? 
And  yet  what  is  more  amazing  than 


the  engineering  which  performs  such 
a  feat  of  air  conditioning?  Imagine  the 
pumps,  compressors,  pipes,  and  power 
necessary  to  air  condition  a  building. 
Multiply  this  by  whatever  factor  you 
consider  necessary  to  air  condition  a 
continent,  an  ocean,  and  an  earth. 
Oxygen  is  necessary  to  life.  If  the 
percentage  of  oxygen  is  decreased 
radically,  loss  of  life  results,  as  may 
be  illustrated  by  recent  ice-box  and 
plastic-bag  suffocations.  Short  periods 
of  breathing  concentrated  oxygen 
are  beneficial  and  in  fact,  are  es- 
sential in  many  cases,  but  prolonged 
exposure  to  concentrated  oxvgen  has 
resulted  in  blindness. 

It  is  common  knowledge  that  after 
breathing  in  oxygen,  the  human  being 
breathes  out  a  mixture  containing 
carbon  dioxide.  To  this  is  added  the 
exhaust  fumes  of  automobiles,  the 
stack  gases  of  factories,  and  the  chim- 
ney smoke  of  fires  everywhere.  How 
shall  this  air  be  purified?  Plants 
need  liberal  quantities  of  carbon 
dioxide  for  the  process  of  photosyn- 
thesis, the  process  by  which  our  entire 
food  supply  is  manufactured  in  green 
plants.  In  the  utilization  of  carbon 
dioxide  for  the  production  of  sugars 
and  starches,  the  plants  cast  off  oxy- 
gen as  a  bv-product  so  that  the  cycle 
may  be  repeated. 

Imagine  the  accumulated  tons  of 
carbon  dioxide  over  a  city  such  as 
New  York  or  Chicago.  And  think  of 
the  jungle  areas  throughout  the  rainy 
tropical  regions  of  the  earth  manu- 
facturing oxygen.  Now  attempt  in 
some  way  to  insure  that  the  oxygen 
will  be  transported  to  the  city  so 
that  people  can  continue  to  breathe; 
and  provide  some  means  for  the  car- 
bon dioxide  to  be  removed  from  the 
city  and  returned  to  the  jungle  again. 
What  solution  do  you  find?  Winds, 
hurricanes,  lightnings,  sequences  of 
high  and  low  pressure  belts  moving 
across  the  earth.  But  from  whence  the 
winds?  The  earth  must  receive  heat 
from  the  sun  unevenly;  the  earth 
must  rotate  on  its  axis  to  speed  up 
and  to  slow  down  the  air  as  it  moves 
north  and  south  due  to  the  uneven 
heating.  There  must  be  huge  inter- 
changes  of  streams  of  air  high  in  the 
stratosphere  in  order  that  more 
gentle,  life-giving  currents  of  air 
might  circulate  in  the  atmosphere. 
Give  us,  Lord,  our  daily  breath. 
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The  Windows  of 
Heaven  Were  Opened

Bible  students  have  often  won- 
dered where  the  water  came  from 
that  God  used  to  destroy  the  ancient 
world  in  the  days  of  Noah.  The 
Book  of  Genesis  tells  us  that  "the 
waters  prevailed  exceedingly  upon 
the  earth;  and  all  the  high  mountains 
that  were  under  the  whole  heaven 
were  covered"  (7:20,  ASV).  But  this 
constitutes  a  serious  problem,  for  it 
would  take  six  or  seven  times  as  much 
water  as  we  find  in  the  oceans  today 
to  cover  the  highest  mountains  of  our 
present  earth. 

Two  Sources  for  the  Flood 

The  Scripture  speaks  of  two  dif- 
ferent sources  for  the  waters  of  the 
great  Flood:  "The  same  day  were 
all  the  fountains  of  the  great  deep 
broken  up,  and  the  windows  of 
heaven  were  opened"  (Gen.  7:11). 
In  the  first  place,  then,  it  would  seem 
that  vast  sub-oceanic  upheavals  and 
volcanic  eruptions  caused  the  seas 
to  encroach  upon  the  continental 
coasts  and  lowlands.  But  this  was  in- 
sufficient in  itself  to  cover  the  ante- 
diluvian mountains,  and  so  the  Scrip- 
tures go  on  to  say  that  "the  windows 
of  heaven  were  opened.  And  the  rain 
was  upon  the  earth  forty  days  and 
forty  nights."  It  is  the  second  of  these 
two  sources  that  will  claim  our  at- 
tention in  this  brief  study. 

Scientists  have  shown  through  re- 
cent experiments  that  if  all  the  water 
in  our  present  atmosphere  were  sud- 
denly precipitated,  it  would  only  suf- 
fice to  cover  the  ground  to  an  average 
depth  of  less  than  two  inches.  There- 
fore, a  global  rain  continuing  for 
forty  days,  as  described  in  the  Bible, 
would  have  required  a  completely 
different  mechanism  for  its  produc- 
tion than  is  available  at  the  present 
day.  The  process  of  evaporation  could 
not  have  been  effective  during  the 


rain,  since  the  atmosphere  imme- 
diately above  the  earth  was  already  at 
saturation  level.  The  normal  hydro- 
logic  cycle  would,  therefore,  have 
been  incapable  of  supplving  the  tre- 
mendous amounts  of  rain  the  Bible 
record  describes.  The  implication 
seems  to  be  that  the  antediluvian 
climatology  and  meteorology  were 
much  different  from  the  present. 
There  seems  to  have  been  an  atmos- 
pheric source  of  water  of  an  entirely 
different  type  and  order  of  magnitude 
than  now  exists. 

The    Antediluvian    Vapor    Canopy 

There  happens  to  be  definite 
Biblical  evidence  to  support  this  view. 
During  the  second  day  of  creation, 
God  divided  the  waters  of  the  great 
shoreless  ocean  that  originally  COV- 
ered  the  earth  (Gen.  1:2)  so  that 
part  of  it  was  lifted  into  the  sky  and 
part  was  left  on  the  earth,  later  to 
be  divided  into  seas  (Gen.  1:6-10). 
Between  these  two  great  oceans  was 

o 

a  "firmament"  (or  expanse)  called 
heaven,  in  which  birds  could  fly 
(Gen.  1:20),  and  in  which  the  light 
from  the  sun,  moon  and  stars  was  to 
be  refracted  and  diffused  to  give 
light  on  the  earth  (1:17).  The  "waters 
above  the  firmament"  seems  to  imply 
more  than  our  present  clouds  and 
atmospheric  water  vapor,  especially 
since  Genesis  2:5  implies  that  during 
this  time  rainfall  was  not  experienced 
on  the  earth  and  Genesis  9:13  im- 
plies that  rainbows  were  not  seen 
until  after  the  Flood. 

Since  these  upper  waters  did  not 
obscure  the  light  from  the  heavenly 
bodies  it  must  have  been  in  the  form 
of  invisible  water  vapor.  Such  a  vast 
expanse  of  water  vapor  would  have 
created  a  "greenhouse  effect"  in  the 
entire  world,  providing  warm  clim- 
ates even  in  the  arctic  regions.  But 


how  could  such  a  vast  ocean  of  water 
have  been  stored  in  the  sky  during 
the  centuries  between  the  second  day 
of  creation  and  the  Flood?  Even  to- 
day comparatively  little  is  know  about 
the  present  upper  atmosphere  of  the 
earth,  and  so  it  would  not  be  surpris- 
ing if  we  failed  to  understand  all  the 
scientific  details  of  such  a  vapor 
canopy  in  "the  world  that  then  was." 
It  is  known,  however,  that  the  re- 
gion above  about  eighty  miles  is  very 
hot,  between  100  and  3,000  de- 
grees Fahrenheit,  and  is  called  the 
thermosphere  for  this  reason.  High 
temperature  is  the  chief  requisite  for 
retaining  a  large  quantity  of  water 
vapor.  Furthermore,  it  is  known  that 
water  vapor  is  substantially  lighter 
than  air  and  most  of  the  other  gases 
making  up  the  atmosphere.  There  is 
nothing  physically  impossible,  there- 
fore, about  the  concept  of  a  vast  ther- 
mal vapor  blanket  once  existing  in 
the  upper  atmosphere. 

Thus,  the  opening  of  "the  windows 
of  heaven"  involved  nothing  less  than 
the  collapse  of  the  entire  antedilu- 
vian vapor  canopy  that  had  been  sus- 
pended many  miles  above  the  earth 
since  the  second  day  of  creation!  The 
addition  of  this  vast  ocean  of  water 
to  the  antediluvian  seas  resulted  in 
the  covering  of  "all  the  high  moun- 
tains under  the  whole  heaven"  with- 
in a  period  of  forty  days.  Because 
those  seas  were  shallower  and  the 
mountains  lower  in  elevation  than 
today,  the  waters  from  these  two 
sources  could  cover  the  entire  earth 
again  as  at  the  beginning  (Gen.  1:2). 

The  End  of  the  Flood 

When  the  Flood  had  accomplished 
the  purpose  for  which  God  had  : 
it,  the  waters  "returned  from 
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/frtor  ever,  O  Lord,  thy  word  is 
■F  settled  in  heaven"  (Ps.  119: 
89).  This  is  the  passionate  cry  of  the 
psalmist  in  the  midst  of  persecution. 
This  Word  is  not  settled  in  the 
earth.  If  it  were,  there  would  be  an 
end  of  all  turmoil,  and  strife,  and 
division. 

The   Psalm   Itself 

The  one  hundred  nineteenth  Psalm 
is  an  acrostic  on  the  Word  of  God.  It 
is  divided  into  twenty-two  move- 
ments of  thought,  one  for  each  letter 
of  the  Hebrew  alphabet.  Each  move- 
ment is  made  up  of  eight  verses  or 
stanzas,  and  each  one  of  these  begins 
with  the  same  letter  of  the  Hebrew 
alphabet.  These  twenty-two  divisions 
of  the  Psalm  combine  to  form  the 
longest  Psalm  in  the  Book  of  Psalms, 


of  this  indicates  the  prolonged  study 
the  psalmist  had  given  to  this  theme, 
the  searching  guidance  of  the  Spirit 
of  God,  and  the  sanctified  experience 
of  this  man  in   the  Word  of  God. 

The  Situation  of  the  Psalmist 

Every  great  writing  has  a  setting. 
And  this  is  true  for  this  Psalm.  The 
Spirit  of  God  uses  the  circumstances 
in  which  the  psalmist  finds  himself 
to  stimulate  him  to  write  this  superb 
meditation  on  the  practical  values 
and  worth  of  the  Word  of  God. 

The  psalmist  is  suffering  from 
persecution  (vv.  84,  86,  87).  He  feels 
that  he  is  a  stranger  in  the  earth  (v. 
19).  His  enemies  are  men  of  rank 
and  high  position  (vv.  23,  161),  and 
they  possess  both  the  power  and  the 
will  to  crush  him  (vv.  61,  69).  But 
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and  the  longest  chapter  in  the  entire 
Bible. 

The  Subject  of  the  Psalm 

There  is  one  theme  that  runs 
throughout  the  entire  Psalm.  That  is 
the  Word  of  God.  Ten  names  are 
used  to  refer  to  the  Word  of  God: 
"word,"  "saying,"  "testimonies," 
"way.  "judgment,"  "precept,"  "com- 
mandment," "law,"  "statute,"  "faith 
fulness."  In  every  verse  but  one  (v. 
122)  or  perhaps  two  (v.  132)  some 
excellency  or  virtue  of  the  Word  of 
God  is  extolled  as  it  exists  within  it- 
self or  in  its  relation  to  men.  Super- 
ficial thinkers  feel  that  it  "harps  on 
one  string,"  abounding  in  needless 
repetitions.  But  this  only  reveals  the 
shallowness  of  their  thinking  and 
the  carelessness  of  their  reading.  Ex- 
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amination  proves  that  the  psalmist 
does  not  repeat  himself  at  any  point. 
Variety  and  profundity  abound  with- 
in this  Psalm.  Though  he  uses  only 
a  few  words,  the  psalmist  has  pro- 
duced combinations  of  the  most  amaz- 
ing variety  in  displaying  the  scintil- 
lating facets  of  the  Word  of  God.  All 


even  though  he  recognizes  his 
enemies  (vv.  98,  159)  as  evildoers 
(v.  115),  and  wicked  in  the  fullest 
sense  of  that  word  (vv.  53,  61,  95, 
1 10,  119),  and  even  cries  out  to  God 
for  comfort  in  affliction  (v.  50),  it  is 
evident  that  there  is  one  thing  upper- 
most in  his  mind. 

As  he  looks  at  the  wicked,  he 
recognizes  their  attitude.  They  are 
full  of  pride  and  arrogance  and  self- 
sufficiency  (vv.  21,  51,  69,  78,  85, 
122).  Thev  look  with  reproach  and 
contempt  upon  him  and  his  faith  (vv. 
22,  39,  42).  He  is  thus  made  to  feel 
ashamed  before  them  (vv.  6,  46,  80, 
116),  His  enemies  hold  him  in  de- 
rision and  invite  him  to  join  them  in 
their  vanities  and  thus  to  share  in 
their  gain  (vv.  36-37). 

It  is  this,  more  than  anything  else 
that  stirs  the  psalmist  to  the  verv 
depths  of  his  being.  He  does  not  fear 
material  deprivation  or  physical  harm. 
But  there  is  something  that  he  fears. 
Through  his  lifetime  he  has  come  to 
love  the  Word  (v.  97).  To  him  this 
was  the  wav  of  truth  which  he  volun- 


tarily chose  (v.  30).  And  now  all  his 
hope  was  vested  in  this  Word  (v.  81). 
To  him  this  Word  was  everything.  It 
cleansed  his  way  (vv.  9-11),  gave  him 
understanding  (v.  73),  lighted  his 
path  (v.  105),  provided  substance  for 
thought  (v.  97),  it  was  his  rejoicing 
(v.  162),  it  was  wonderful  (v.  129). 
To  him  it  was  truth  (v.  151),  life 
(v.  154),  comfort  (v.  50);  it  brought 
him  to  God  (v.  57).  This  word  was 
forever  settled  in  heaven. 

Now  just  one  great  fear  possessed 
him.  It  was  the  fear  that  failure  to 
keep  that  word  or  turn  aside  from  it 
would  bring  upon  him  the  reproaches 
of  the  enemy  and  the  judgment  of 
God  (vv.  38-39,  63,  74,  79,  120).  To 
him  nothing  could  be  greater  calam 
itv.  This  reproach  would  not  only  be 
his,  but  it  would  be  upon  God  and 
His  Word.  The  strength  of  this  fear 
moves  him  to  close  this  song  with  a 
series  of  petitions.  His  intimate  under- 
standing and  experience  with  the 
Word  makes  him  realize  how  far  he 
has  strayed.  So  his  prayer  is  "Seek 
thv  servant"  (v.  176). 

The  Situation  Today 

When  the  psalmist  rose  to  the 
heights,  he  declared:  "For  ever,  O 
Lord,  thy  word  is  settled  in  heaven." 
In  this  statement  he  voiced  the 
grounds  for  the  utterance  of  Christ 
during  one  of  the  dark  hours  of  His 
own  life:  "Man  shall  not  live  bv 
bread  alone,  but  bv  every  word  that 
proceedeth  out  of  the  mouth  of  God" 
(Matt.  4:4).  The  psalmist  also  knew 
this,  and  many  were  the  times  this 
had  been  proven  to  him  as  a  fact 
already  settled  in  heaven,  and  for- 
ever in  force  as  an  operative  prin- 
ciple of  life.  Though  the  years  have 
slipped  by  since  the  psalmist  wrote 
this  Psalm,  there  is  still  the  same 
need  for  the  children  of  God  to  come 
to  the  undying,  undeviating  devotion 
to  the  Word  of  God  which  he  sets 
forth  in  this  Psalm.  In  fact,  there  is 
no  greater  need  today  on  the  part 
of  all  believers  than  to  realize  that  this 
Word  is  settled,  and  settled  forever, 
and  any  attempt  to  pare  down  its 
sense  or  trim  its  meaning  is  folly. 
Falling  prostrate  before  Him,  we 
need  to  prav  the  prayer  of  the  psalm- 
ist: "I  have  gone  astray  like  a  lost 
sheep:  seek  thv  servant;  for  I  do  not 
forget  thv  commandments"  (119:176). 
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FULNESS 

"Fulness"  (pleroiiw)  is  a  New 
Testament  word  with  both  an  ordi- 
nary and  a  technical  usage,  and  is 
made  especially  interesting  bv  a  sec- 
ond century  heresy  which  assigned 
to  it  a  specialized  meaning.  Its  basic- 
idea  denoted  that  which  fills,  or 
which  is  brought  to  its  full  capacity. 
Lexicons  list  occurrences  of  pleroma 
referring  to  a  ship's  cargo  or  crew 
which  has  reached  its  capacity  or  full 
complement.  It  described  the  "fill- 
ings" for  twelve  baskets  (Mark  6:43), 
and  the  "filling"  of  a  torn  garment 
by  a  patch  upon  it  (Mark  2:21). 

The  theological  uses  of  this  term 
are  particularly  interesting.  John  1: 
16  speaks  regarding  Christ:  "Of  his 
fulness  we  all  received,  and  grace 
upon  grace"  (ASV  margin).  Here  the 
term  seems  to  refer  to  the  complete 
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supply  of  grace  in  Christ,  from  which 
believers  may  continually  draw.  Two 
occurrences  in  Colossians  also  use 
this  term  of  Christ.  "It  was  the  good 
pleasure  of  the  Father  that  in  him 
should  all  the  fulness  dwell"  (Col. 
1:19  ASV).  "For  in  him  dwelleth  all 
the  fulness  of  the  Godhead  bodily" 
(Col.  2:9).  These  Colossian  uses 
definitely  predicate  the  fullness  of 
Deity  as  the  possession  of  Christ. 
This  is  especially  interesting  in  the 
light  of  a  most  influential  heresy  in 
the  Early  Church. 

Valentinus  (died  about  A.D.  160) 
produced  the  best  known  of  the  vari- 
ous Gnostic  systems.  In  Gnosticism 
the  various  attributes  of  God  are  as- 
signed as  names  to  angels.  Such 
names  as  Beginning,  God,  Heaven, 
Earth,  Abyss,  Darkness,  Water,  Spirit, 
Word,  and  Life  were  given  to  angelic 


aeons"  or  "emanations"  from  God.  In 
Valentinian  Gnosticism,  there  were 
thirty  such  aeons  in  fifteen  pairs,  and 
these  thirty  were  known  as  the 
Pleroma,  or  the  full  complement  of 
divine  characteristics. 

Of  course,  the  Gnosticism  of  Valen- 
tinus arose  nearly  a  century  after 
Paul  wrote  Colossians.  Therefore, 
we  cannot  urge  that  Paul  was  com- 
bating any  such  fully-developed  sys- 
tem. However,  the  ideas  which  Valen- 
tinus systematized  could  well  have 
existed  in  simpler  forms  in  Paul's  day 
so  that  many  see  in  Colossians,  as  well 
as  other  New  Testament  espistles, 
a  polemic  against  rudimentary  or  in- 
cipient Gnosticism. 

Of  this  much  we  can  be  certain: 
Paul  affirms  in  Colossians  1:19  and 
2:9  that  the  totality  of  the  divine  it 
tributes  resided  in  Christ,  even  during 
His  incarnation.  There  are  no  other 
mediating  agents,  such  as  angels  or 
aeons.  In  Christ  there  dwelled  per 
manently  (the  Greek  verbs  in  both 
verses  indicated  permanent  residence) 
all  the  fullness  of  Deity.  It  was  neith- 
er a  temporary  imposition  of  Deity, 
nor  an  illusory  experience,  but  was 
the  permanent  possession  of  the  di- 
vine essence,  when  He  became  man. 
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used  when  reference  is  being  made 
to  the  cross  on  which  Christ  died 
(5:30;  10:39;  13:29).  Our  text  reveals 
the  Person  on  the  cross— "his  own 
self";  the  purpose  of  the  cross— to 
"bare  our  sins";  and  the  power  of  the 
cross— "that  we  should  live  unto 
righteousness."  On  that  tree  Christ 
was  made  a  curse  for  us  (Gal.  3:13). 
He  did  not  become  our  sinbearer  in 
His  birth,  or  in  His  baptism.  On  the 
cross  alone  did  He  become  a  curse 
for  us.  On  the  cross  alone  did  He 
become  identified  with  our  sins  (II 
Cor.  5:21).  The  righteous  demands  of 
the  law  were  satisfied  fullv  when 
Christ  bore  in  His  body  the  penalty 
and  punishment  for  everyone  of  its 
violations.  Read  the  Ten  Command- 
ments (Exod.  20:3-17),  then  read 
Deuteronomy  27:26  and  Galatians 
3:10,  and  you  will  see  something  of 
the  burden  of  the  sin  He  bore.  It  was 


"the  sin  of  the  world"  (John  1:29), 
every  evil  thought,  word,  and  deed 
that  all  men  and  women  everywhere 
ever  committed.  This  is  the  price  of 
our  salvation! 

The  Saved  Man  Like  a  Tree  (Ps.  1 :3) 

The  inspired  writer  gives  to  us  a 
pen  picture  of  the  God-blessed  man. 
He  is  separated  (v.  1),  studious  (v. 
2),  and  secure  (v.  3).  He  is  "like  a 
tree  planted."  By  use  of  a  metaphor, 
the  psalmist  shows  the  security  and 
steadfastness  which  is  God's  pro- 
vision for  the  saved.  The  price  of 
salvation  was  great  enough  to  guar- 
antee  to  all  who  receive  Jesus  Christ 
productivity,  preservation,  and  pros- 
perity. God's  trees  should  be  like 
evergreens.  No  winter's  blast  nor 
summer's  heat  should  destroy  their 
beautv  and  blessedness.  Having 
drunk  deeply  of  the  Water  of  life, 
there  is  assured  the  believer  in  Christ 
that  he  can  be  a  happy,  useful,  and 
fruitful  Christian.  Such  a  man  is  the 
product  of  salvation. 


Summer    School 

Fifty-one  students  are  enrolled  in 
summer  sessions  at  Grace  College  this 
summer.  The  first  term,  from  June  6 
to  Julv  15,  found  students  busily 
studying  Philosophy  of  Education, 
World  History,  Physical  Science, 
World  Literature,  Health  Education, 
Educational  Psychology,  Geography, 
and  Methods  of  Teaching  Language 
Arts.

Many 
are  teachers,  who  need  additional 
work  to  renew  teacher  licenses;  others 
are  college  students  who  wish

Excitement  ran  high  in  1959  with 
publication  ol  a  fragment  of  the 
Gospel  according  to  Thomas.  The 
printed  portion  consists  of  "sayings" 
ol  |esus  supposedly  collected  by 
Thomas,  the  doubting  apostle.  In 
places  the  wording  of  the  manuscript 
sounds  like  that  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment Gospels.  So,  some  scholars, 
questioning  the  inspiration  and  in- 
tegrity of  the  New  Testament,  raised 
the  following  question:  "Could  the 
Gospel  according  to  Thomas  be 
based  on  an  older  Greek  manuscript 
than  one  or  all  of  the  four  evange- 
lists used  to  write  the  New  Testament 
Gospels?"  If  the  answer  were  affirma- 
tive, argued  some  scholars,  then  the 
wording  of  the  four  Gospels,  as  we 
have  them,  may  be  inaccurate— per- 
haps even  incorrect.  The  hinted  con- 
clusion: Hoyv  could  one  be  certain 
that  the  New  Testament  is  inerrant 
and  inspired?  Such  argument  is  tricky 
because  students  who  have  been  sup- 
porting such  a  view  have  not  been 
arguing  that  the  published  Gospel 
according  to  Thomas  belongs  in  the 
Bible.  Indeed,  the  November  9,  1959 
issue  of  Time  points  out  that  this 
"new  Gospel"  is  not  a  candidate  for 
inclusion  in  the  Bible  canon. 

What  is  this  manuscript  that  made 
headlines  in  1959  news  periodicals 
and  theological  journals?  Jars  con- 
taining the  manuscript  were  found  in 
a  library  near  Nag-Hamadi,  upper 
Egypt.  Preserved  now  in  the  Old 
Cairo  (Egypt)  Coptic  Museum,  the 
so-called  Gospel  according  to  Thomas 
is  said  to  have  been  written  between 
the  second  half  of  the  fourth  centurv 
and  the  middle  of  the  fifth  century 
A.D.  The  manuscript  is  written  in 
Sahidic  Coptic,  the  dialectal  form  of 
Egyptian  used  by  Egyptian  Chris- 
tians and  the  Coptic  church  at  that 
time.   This  manuscript   is  a   transla- 


tion, supposedly,  of  a  Greek  manu- 
script claimed  to  have  been  writ- 
ten about  A.D.  140. 

If,  as  some  scholars  propose,  the 
Greek  original  of  the  Gospel  accord- 
ing to  Thomas  was  written  near  mid- 
second  centurv  A.D.  and  was  source 
material  for  the  New  Testament 
Gospels,  what  then?  This  would 
mean  that  Matthew,  Mark,  Luke, 
and  John  wrote  their  Gospels  after 
they  had  died— an  impossible  feat. 
But    the   detractors    from    the    intcp- 
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rity  of  the  New  Testament  have  an 
answer:  Pious  men,  livino  after  the 
evangelists  had  died,  wrote  the  first 
four  books  of  the  New  Testament  and 
assigned  the  names  of  Matthew, 
Mark,  Luke,  and  John  to  them. 

Nobody  yvho  believes  that  the  Bible 
is  the  true  Word  of  God  will  fall 
for  such  a  wild  hypothesis.  The  truth 
of  the  matter  rests  in  the  fact  that  no 
manuscript  has  yet  been  found  that 
demonstrates  Matthew,  Mark,  Luke, 
and  John  did  not  write  the  Gospels 
bearing  their  names. 

What  is  the  significance  of  the 
Coptic  Gospel  according  to  Thomas? 
It  is  true  that  in  numerous  places 
the  wording  of  that  manuscript 
sounds  very  much  like  Jesus'  words 
reported  in  the  four  Gospels.  There 
are  many  statements  in  the  manu- 
script that  are  contrary  to  Christ's 
teaching.  The  Coptic  gospel  came 
from  a  Gnostic  library.  The  Gnostics 
were  a  false  sect  that  perverted  early 
Christian  doctrine.  Even  in  Paul's 
day  the  Gnostics  and  their  teaching 
was  developing.  Many  believe  that  it 
was  against  this  group  that  Paul's 
Colossian  epistle  was  directed  in 
criticizing  false  teachers.  Already  bv 
the  third  century  A.  D.  Gnosticism 
started  to  infiltrate  the  North  African 
and  Egyptian  churches. 

It  is  much  more  plausible  to  sup- 


pose that  the  Gospel  according  to 
Thomas  is  a  translation  or  adaptation 
of  one  or  all  of  the  New  Testament 
Gospels  filled  with  Gnostic  teaching 
to  propagate  the  heretical  Gnostic 
system.  We  have  a  rather  modern 
counterpart  of  that  in  the  Mormon 
Bible  made  by  Joseph  P.  Smith.  The 
Mormon  Bible  has  many  verses  in 
it  that  come  from  non-Biblical  sources, 
and  also  Bible  portions  that  have 
been  rewritten  in  terms  of  Mormon 
dogma. 

From  the  standpoint  of  New  Testa- 
ment church  history,  the  Gospel  ac- 
cording to  Thomas  is  of  interest.  The 
manuscript  gives  some  insight  into 
the  errors  taught  by  a  prominent  cult 
of  the  first  centuries  of  Christianity. 
The  contents  of  the  Coptic  gospel 
should  cause  those  who  love  the  Bible 
to  praise  God  that  such  writings  were 
rejected  from  the  Scriptures. 

The  so-called  Gospel  according  to 
Thomas  is  at  best  "another  gospel" 
incompatible  with  Christ's  real  teach- 
ing. Paul  said  that  another  Gospel 
"is  not  another"  (Gal.  1:7).  He  added: 
"If  any  man  preach  any  other  gos- 
pel unto  you  than  that  ye  have  re- 
ceived, let  him  be  accursed"  (Gal. 
1:9).  This  is  an  appropriate  charge 
against  the  Coptic  gospel  of  Thomas. 
It  does  not  harmonize  with  the  Gos- 
pel the  Apostle  Thomas  knew  and 
believed.  Most  important,  the  so- 
called  Gospel  according  to  Thomas 
does  not  magnify  Christ.

of  the  Devil.  Perhaps  we  need  the 
discipline  of  the  young  man  in  school 
who  placed  a  little  motto  over  his 
study  desk:  "No  Bible-No  Break- 
fast!" 

Job  was  pronounced  by  God  an  ex- 
ample of  what  a  righteous  man  ought 
to  be.  There  were  reasons  why  this 
man  could  live  as  he  did.

earth  continually"  (Gen.  8:3).  But 
since  the  earth  was  completely  cov- 
ered with  water,  this  could  have  taken 
place  only  as  continental  land  masses 
rose  to  new  heights,  and  oceanic 
basins  sank  to  new  depths  in  order  to 
contain  the  waters  of  both  ante- 
diluvian oceans.  The  entire  process 
was  beautifullv  described  in  Psalm 
104:6-9  (ASV):  "The  waters  stood 
above  the  mountains.  At  thv  re- 
buke they  fled;  at  the  voice  of  thy 
thunder  thev  hasted  away  (the  moun- 
tains rose,  the  valleys  sank  down) 
unto  the  place  which  thou  hadst 
founded  for  them.  Thou  hast  set  a 
bound  that  they  may  not  pass  over; 
that  thev  turn  not  again  to  cover  the 
earth."

PRAYING-? 


IN  A  RESTAURANT-?

"I  heard  the  crash  on  the  highway, 
but  I  didn't  hear  nobodv  pray."  So 
states  an  old  mountaineer  "hymn- 
tune"  in  ungrammatical  English.  A 
failure  to  pray  is  probably  one  of  the 
prevailing  bad  habits  of  many  Chris- 
tians. Recently,  I  have  been  impressed 
with  the  fact  that  so  few  folks  pray  in 
restaurants.  It  is  possible  to  eat  in 
restaurants  time  and  time  again,  but 
you  just  "don't  hear  anyone  pray." 

I  wonder  why  not?  I  have  eaten  in 
hundreds  of  restaurants— good  and 
bad— from  Manila  to  Miami  and  from 
Mexico  City  to  Marseilles,  and  not 
very  often  have  I  observed  people 
bowing  their  heads  to  return  thanks 
to  God  for  their  food. 

Does  this  mean  that  not  many 
Christians  eat  in  restaurants?  I  doubt 
it.  Rather  it  would  seem  to  indicate 
that  even  Christians  do  not  thank 
God  for  what  He  has  given  them. 
Not  long  ago,  in  Mexico  City,  I 
chanced  to  notice  a  group  of  people 
bow  their  heads  in  a  restaurant.  It 
was  such  an  unusual  event  that  I 
spoke    to    them   about   it   afterward.

Thev  explained  that  thev  were  a  fam- 
ily from  Alabama,  and  that  the  fath- 
er and  two  of  the  sons  were  ministers. 
Well,  of  course,  that  explains  it- 
ministers.  No;  I  don't  think  it  really 
explains  anything.  This  may  come  as 
a  shock  to  many  lay  readers,  but  I 
have  eaten  with  ministers  who  didn't 
pray,  either.  So,  being  a  minister  isn't 
the  solution. 

Fellowship  around  a  dinner  table 
in  a  restaurant  with  Christians  ought 
to  be  a  delightful  experience,  but 
many  times  the  early  moments  can 
prove  embarrassing— especially  if  you, 
accustomed  to  returning  thanks  for 
your  meal,  are  served  before  your 
dinner  friends.  They  are  talking  and 
you  can't  very  well  bow  your  head 
right  in  the  midst  of  their  conversa- 
tion, so  your  soup  grows  colder  and 
colder  while  you  wait  for  them  to 
take  the  hint.  Sometimes  thev  do! 
Or,  expecting  the  whole  Christian 
group  to  pray,  vou  politely  wait  until 
everyone  has  been  served.  And  then 
the  last  person  to  be  served  imme- 
diately reaches  for  the  gravy!  What 
are  you  to  do? 

Why  don't  we  Christians  pray  in 


restaurants?  Aren't  we  thankful?  Or 
are  we  ashamed?  I've  noticed  some 
Christians  who  bow  their  heads  in 
such  a  way  that  the  casual  observer 
would  think  the  person  were  merely 
examining  the  degree  to  which  the 
steak  was  cooked.  Of  course,  what  he 
was  really  doing  was  "praying."  But 
he  didn't  want  anyone  to  know  it. 

Other  folks  make  a  great,  elaborate 
task  out  of  arranging  their  napkin  on 
their  lap.  Thev,  too,  are  "praying"— 
in  case  vou  wondered  why  they  were 
so  particular. 

Sometimes  vou  may  observe  a 
Christian  who  drinks  his  glass  of 
water  with  much  gusto  before  the 
waiter  brings  his  order.  He  throws 
back  his  head,  closes  his  eyes,  and 
really  enjoys  the  rare  liquid.  In  case 
vou  didn't  know  it— and  he  hopes 
vou  don't— his  eyes  are  closed  be- 
cause   he    is    "praying." 

Foolish,  isn't  it!  But  how  about 
you?  Do  you  return  thanks  in  res- 
taurants? Or  are  you  one  of  the  many 
anonymous  Christians? 

A  waitress  in  a  swanky  West 
Coast  hotel  told  a  Christian  family 
that  she  had   worked   there  for  ten 
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vears,  and  this  was  the  first  time  she 
had  seen  anyone  prav!  Was  this  the 
first  Christian  family  to  eat  there  in 
ten  years? 

We  haye  friends  who  make  it  a 
rule  to  pray  only  when  the  value  of 
their  food  is  thirty-five  cents  or  more. 
Maybe  thev  have  something  there— 
all  I  know  is  that  the  Man  who  gives 

o 

us  our  basis  for  our  beliefs  said:  "In 
every  thing,  give  thanks."  So,  I  have 
no  argument  with  them.  But  He  has! 
Someone  said  to  me  recently:  "Why 
do  you  pray  in  restaurants— to  give 
thanks?  Or  to  be  a  testimony?"  He 
was  suggesting  that  if  a  person  had 
in  mind  to  be  a  "testimony"  that  he 
was  missing  the  point  of  praying  to 
oive  thanks.  But  the  Guide  Book  for 

o 

Christian  Living  says:  ".  .  .  be  thou 
an  example  of  the  believers,  in  word, 
in  conversation,  in  charity,  in  spirit, 
in  faith,  in  purity"  (I  Tim.  4:12). 
Our  public  praying  may  bring  heaven 
just  a  little  bit  closer  to  some  be- 
nighted soul. 

Returning  thanks  in  a  restaurant 
is  an  encouragement  to  other  Chris- 
tians. Some  months  ago  my  family 
and  I  ate  in  a  restaurant  in  Mexico, 
and  we  took  a  moment  to  thank  the 
Lord  for  the  food.  A  tourist  couple 
at  the  next  table  noticed  us,  intro- 
duced themselves  bv  saying  that  they, 
too,  loved  the  Lord.  (We  hadn't 
told  them  that  we  loved  the  Lord— 
thev  only  saw  that  we  prayed  in  a 
restaurant.)  As  a  result  of  this  inci- 
dent our  friendship  deepened  and  we 
told  them  of  a  certain  missionary 
need— not  our  own!  Their  hearts  were 
touched  and  they  have  since  invested 
thousands  of  dollars  to  meet  this  need. 
I  am  not  advocating  that  vou  pray 
in  restaurants  to  get  somebody  to  in- 
vest  in  vour  project  or  some  project 
you  may  know  about,  but  I  am  say- 
ing that  it  is  encouraging  to  others 
to  see   vou   prav. 

The  word  "example"  in  I  Timothy 
4:12,  referred  to  above,  means 
"model"  in  the  original  New  Testa- 
ment language.  We  are  to  behave 
so  that  those  watching  us  may  safely 
copv  us  as  real  followers  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  The  Author  of  our  faith 
said:  "In  everything  give  thanks,  for 
this  is  the  will  of  God"  (I  Thess. 
5:18). 

And  remember,  Jesus  "took  bread, 
and  gave  thanks"  (Luke  22:19).

after  the  Homegoing  of  Dawson 
Trotman,  founder  of  the  Navigator 
work.  Trotman  first  met  Dean  and 
Gene  aboard  the  Queen  Mary  in 
1948  and  challenged  them  to  base 
their  ministry  on  a  vital,  daily  re- 
lationship with  Christ.  The  Denlers 
had  completed  a  vear  at  Moodv  Bible 
Institute  and  were  en  route  to  Europe 
for  an   evangelistic-musical   tour.

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THE  MEANING  OF  PERSONS 


IN 


RELATION  TO  MARRIAGE 


What  should  married  life  be?  This 
article  is  an  attempt  to  point  out  some 
of  the  characteristics  of  the  marriage 
union,  and  how  this  relationship  can 
be  strengthened  bv  understanding 
the  "meaning  of  persons."  But,  first  of 
all,  a  discussion  of  the  terms  "person" 
and  "personage"  will  be  necessary 
before  proceeding. 

The  main  characteristic  of  the 
"personage"  is  automatism.  The  auto- 
matic routine  of  daily  living  tends  to 
de-personalize  individuals.  The  aver- 
age man  gets  up  in  the  morning,  eats, 
works,  shares  in  the  same  topics  of 
conversation,  goes  to  the  same  social 
activities,  and  renews  the  same  ac- 
quaintances, week  after  week.  He 
has  been  put  through  the  great  ma- 
chinery of  society,  and  has  come  out 
tjuite  conformable  to  its  rigid,  im- 
personal structure.  The  school  trains 
and  molds  our  personage,  for  the 
whole  of  our  education  goes  to  make 
up  what  is  termed  as  "the  personage." 

Another  characteristic  of  the  per- 
sonage is  artificiality.  Many  times, 
an  individual  acts  a  certain  way  be- 
cause of  what  other  people  might 
say,  instead  of  because  he  himself  de- 
sires to  behave  in  such  a  manner. 
Pascal  has  said:  "We  strive  contin- 
ually to  adorn  and  preserve  our  ima- 
ginarv  self,  neglecting  the  true  one." 


And  so,  in  this  pretense  of  being 
something  we  are  not,  we  clearly  see 
the  personage  looming  high,  and  the 
person— the  true  self— being  covered 
with  veneer.  As  this  necessity  to  con- 
form to  norms,  mores,  and  so  forth, 
has  been  imposed  upon  us,  it  be- 
comes  like   a   second   nature— an   in- 
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separable  part  of  the  personality. 
Many  Christians  try  to  fit  into  a  cer- 
tain role  of  what  a  Christian  ought 
to  be,  instead  of  allowing  the  Spirit 
of  God  to  issue  forth  from  their  lives 
the  Christlike  characteristics  of  love, 
joy,  and  peace. 

The  development  of  this  imperson- 
al attribute  in  man  and  society  today 
is  due  chiefly  to  the  total  mechaniza- 
tion of  society.  This  is  seen  in  the 
mass  production  in  industry,  and  in 


the  modern-day  teaching  method  that 
emphasizes  rote  memory  work  in 
place  of  thinking  and  reasoning  pro- 
cesses. Also,  the  world  of  science  has 
created  cold,  calculated  methods 
which  deaden  spontaneity  and 
emphasize  mechanization.  In  the 
hustle  and  bustle  of  the  age,  everv- 
one  seems  too  busy  to  share  secret 
burdens  and  to  establish  rapport  from 
"person  to  person." 

How  can  we  recognize  the  "per- 
son" when  we  see  it  emerge?  It  might 
be  best  illustrated  by  an  incident  told 
bv  Dr.  Paul  Tournier,  the  author  of 
Meaning  of  Persons.  A  man  came  to 
his  office  for  help  and  had  honestly 
told  him,  in  much  detail,  about  his 
life  and  himself.  Then  suddenly  the 
patient  said:  "I  admire  your  patience, 
listening  to  all  this,  when  much  of 
it  must  seem  to  vou  pointless."  There 
was  established  between  them  a  bond 
of  sympathy  and  affection,  which  was 
the  direct  result  of  their  honesty  and 
sincerity  one  toward  another.  1  he 
registration  of  all  this  data  (the  per- 
sonage) about  the  patient,  important 
as  it  may  have  been,  did  not  estab- 
lish the  contact  from  Dr.  Tournier 
to  his  patient's  person.  However,  the 
presence  of  their  mutual  sincerity 
caused  the  person  to  blossom  forth 
into  life.  The  person  is  characterized 
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bv  understanding,  honesty,  liberty, 
unhampered  communion,  and  ori- 
ginality. In  fact,  it  might  be  called 
the  "original  creation"  or  the  "true 
self." 

There  is  a  strange  relationship 
between  the  personage  and  the  per- 
son. The  development  of  the  person 
is  indispensable  to  real  life  and  to  the 
destruction  of  listlessness,  and  vet 
the  forms  of  the  personage,  which 
hide  the  person,  are  essential.  The 
person  is  usually  viewed  less  often 
than  the  personage. 

Certainly  we  can  see  the  need  of 
family  unity  in  the  home  today.  But 
what  does  the  "person"  have  to  do 
with  the  home  and  the  marriage  re- 
lationship? Alfred  L.  Murray  says 
that  married  life  is  endangered  un- 
less the  members  of  the  family  share 
together  joys,  problems,  and  amuse- 
ments. The  downfall  of  homes  today 
begins  when  men  go  off  to  their  clubs 
while  their  wives  stay  at  home,  or  vice 
versa.  Family  life  in  our  modern,  im- 
personal age  is  moving  toward  dis- 
tinct division.  Many  of  the  activ- 
ities of  present-day  American  life 
are  so  constructed  that  they  tend  to 
separate,  rather  than  unite,  man  and 
wife.  The  divine  admonition  regard 
ing  marriage  is  that  husband  and  wife 
should  forsake  others  and  cleave  to 
each  other.  That  is,  they  ought  to 
place  each  other  before  any  other 
earthling.  They  have  become  one 
flesh,  one  in  purpose,  one  in  agree- 
ment. Marriage  is  only  successful  if 
it  Involves  total  commitment.  The 
person  is  revealed  where  there  is 
honesty  and  when  the  soul  and 
heart  of  the  individual  is  laid  bare. 
There  is,  however,  no  such  thing  as 
complete  transparency  in  personal- 
ity, but  the  nearest  thing  to  it  is 
found  in   the  marriage  relationship. 

An  extremely  important  factor  in 
establishing  this  transparency  is 
dialogue— the  relationship  in  which 
the  husband  and  wife  freely  choose 
each  other  as  one  in  whom  they  can 
trust  and  confide.  So  many  couples 
today  cannot  even  talk  with  each 
other!  It  is  common  to  hear  a  house- 
wife say:  "I  don't  discuss  that  subject 
with  my  husband  because  it  irri- 
tates him  terribly.  He  just  gets  up- 
set, and  we  quarrel.  What's  the  use 
trying  to  discuss  it  when  it  just  puts 
us  a  little  further  apart?"  It  may  be 
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necessary  to  stop  friction  in  this 
way,  but  it  should  not  be  so.  This 
shows  a  lack  of  communion  and  con- 
fidence between  the  marriage  part- 
ners—a lack  of  dialogue,  if  you  please. 
The  first  essential  feature  of  the  per- 
son is  missing  in  the  above  situation. 
This  feature  is  "the  free  disposi- 
tion of  oneself."  It  involves  the  will- 
ingness on  the  part  of  the  one  to  share 
his  view  with  the  other  mate,  free 
from  fear  of  losing  his  status  if  the 
other  partner  disagrees  with  what  is 
said.  It  does  not  matter  so  much  that 
he  might  disagree,  but  the  impor- 
tant thing  to  the  wife  is  "Will  he  still 
think  as  much  of  me,  even  if  he  dis- 


agrees with  everything  1  say?"  True 
dialogue,  or  contact  between  persons, 
results  when  one  partner  can  freely 
approach  the  other  with  perfect  con- 
fidence of  gaining  his  understanding. 
We  see  in  this  relationship  a  free 
and  responsible  commitment  of  one- 
self without  anxiety  of  being  mis- 
judged. A  word  of  caution— even 
in  the  happiest  marriage,  personal 
contact  is  not  permanently  unbroken. 
It  is  not  something  which  can  be 
obtained  once  and  forever.  The  true 
dialogue  has  to  be  periodically  estab- 
lished between  man  and  wife  bv  the 
confession  of  any  hidden  secret.  In 
this  way  unity  is  maintained  to  a  de- 
sirable stability. 

A  marriage  should  be  composed  of 
two  responsible  individuals.  The  hus- 
band who  throws  all  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  household  on  his  wife  is 
not  only  being  inconsiderate  but  is 
also  showing  his  true  colors.  In  the 
act  of  being  freed  from  this  responsi- 
bility, he  reveals  that  he  is  seeking 
shelter  under  the  authority  of  his 
wife.   He  admits  his  failure  and  in- 


ability to  choose  and  to  make  mature 
decisions.  By  development  of  the  per- 
son, the  problem  may  be  alleviated, 
for  he  who  is  ruled  by  his  person  is  a 
responsible  individual. 

Of  course,  a  marriage  should  be 
tilled  with  love.  Love  is  not  self- 
centered,  but  should  be  a  real  adven- 
ture to  seek  out  and  find  the  person 
of  the  one  who  is  the  object  of  af- 
fection. This  is  the  real  meanino  of 
marriage— helping  one  another  to 
reach  the  full  status  of  being  per- 
sons, responsible  beings  who  will  face 
life  and  overcome  its  many  problems. 
Marriage  is  a  personal  sharing  in  the 
destiny  of  another  person.  What  a 
privilege  and  responsibilitv  this  is. 
II  married  couples,  whose  love  has 
perhaps  grown  cold,  would  once 
again  become  interested  in  their  mate 
and  his  inner  being,  we  would  see 
many  a  man  and  wife  falling  in  love 
all  over  again. 

As  Dr.  Tournier  puts  it:  "Marriage 
is  not  a  state,  but  a  boundless  ad- 
venture." When  it  stops  its  pro 
gression  forward  in  love,  in  new , 
vivacious  living  each  day,  it  becomes 
plain  boredom.  Boredom  is  the  num- 
ber one  enemy  to  am  marriage.  Love 
is  not  just  a  position  in  which  we 
find  ourselves.  It  should  be  ever  mov- 
ing on  to  greater  heights.  In  order  to 
have  this  movement,  though,  it  must 
be  regularly  cultivated,  watered,  and 
revitalized.  There  is  a  tendency  per- 
haps after  the  first  few  years  of  mar- 
ried life  to  let  love  slip  into  the 
mere  state  of  being.  I  he  husband 
or  wife  may  feel  that  he  knows  his 
mate  so  well  already,  that  little,  if 
any,  attempt  is  made  to  seek  further 
knowledge  of  his  personality.  1  his 
results  in  a  stifled  relationship  which 
loses  its  sparkle  and  adventuresome 
spirit.  The  love  shared  at  the  wed 
ding  hour  needs  to  increase  and  to 
grow  sweeter  and  even  more  de- 
sirable with  each  new  day.  If  it  does 
not  progress  and  remain  active,  it  may 
slip  away  into  a  coma,  end  up  in  a 
coffin,  and  be  planted  six  feet  under- 
ground. However,  this  vitality  and 
life  in  marriage  cannot  be  forced  or 
manufactured,  for  it  then  would  he 
a  product  of  the  personage  and  not  ol 
the  person.  It  springs  up  of  itself 
when  husband  and  wife  share  i 
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dialogue.  When  it  springs  up  from 
this  personal,  vital  contact,  vou  can 
be  sure  it  is  genuine. 

Finally,  and  the  most  important  fac- 
tor that  every  marriage  should  be 
built  on,  is  a  person  to  person  rela- 
tionship to  God.  In  fact,  one  cannot 
find  the  person  apart  from  God.  God 
is  a  Person.  So  is  Flis  Son  and  His 
Holv  Spirit.  Each  marriage  partner 
should  individually  make  this  per- 
sonal contact  with  God,  through 
Jesus  Christ.  Then  this  intimate  con- 
tact should  be  maintained  each  day, 
for  genuine  life  issues  forth  from 
dialogue  with  God.  The  principles 
of  seeking  personal  contact  with  God 
are  similar  to  those  we  use  in  seek- 
ing man's  person— honestv,  confi- 
dence, liberty,  and  trust.  The  wedded 
couple  needs  to  seek  God  together 
daily.  Usually  when  they  prav  to- 
gether about  specific  difficulties,  any 
bitterness  toward  each  other  strangely 
fades  into  sweetness.  In  the  light  of 
God's  values,  their  problems  may  turn 
out  to  be  very  trivial.  In  serious  prob- 
lems, as  they  together  wait  before 
God  in  faith,  He  will  intervene  and 
resolve  the  things  they  are  incapable 
of  resolving. 

Prayer  is  a  great  aid  in  finding  the 
person.  It  not  only  produces  a  psy- 
chological effect  which  is  very  much 
like  that  of  a  medical  cure,  but 
through  prayer,  the  "person"  is  dis- 
covered. Feelings  that  have  been  bot- 
tied  up  inside  often  find  their  re- 
lease in  prayer,  and  one  can  see  where 
he  has  been  acting  a  part.  He  can  see 
how  false  he  has  been  to  his  habitual 
way  of  life.  "In  prayer,"  savs  Dr. 
Tournier,  "is  released  a  new  surge  of 
life  which  renews  one's  entire  being." 
Thus,  through  God,  a  married  pair  is 
enabled  to  find  themselves,  each 
other,  and  God  in  reality.  A  verse  of 
Scripture  is  found  in  Philippians  3: 
10  which  may  well  apply  to  the  per- 
sonal, intimate  relationship  shared 
by  man  and  his  God,  and  man  and  his 
wife:  [For  my  determined  purpose  is] 
that  I  may  know  Him— that  I  may 
progressively  become  more  deeply  and 
intimately  acquainted  with  Him, 
perceiving  and  recognizing  and 
understanding  [the  wonders  of  His 
Person]  more  strongly  and  more 
clearly  (Amplified  New  Testament).

Late  News  From  Around  the  World 

Bangui,  Central  African  Republic— Dr.  Orville  Jobson  reports  that  on  July  18  the 
LI.  S.  Army  evacuated  to  Europe  ninety-one  women  and  children  of  the  Mission 
Evangelique  de  l'LJbangui  (combination  mission  of  the  Evangelical  Free  Church 
and  the  Swedish  Covenant  Church).  These  people  from  The  Congo  Republic 
had  sought  refuge  with  our  missionaries  in  Bangui  when  the  difficulties  began 
in  The  Congo.  The  men  of  the  MEU  mission  returned  to  The  Congo. 

San  Juan,  Puerto  Rico— Progress  in  the  Bible-institute-tvpe  classes  being  held 
here  this  summer  in  several  different  locations  bv  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Hill  Maconaghy, 
missionaries  on  furlough  from  Argentina,  has  been  very  encouraging. 

Paris,  France— Miss  Lois  Ringler  and  Miss  Evelyn  Schumacher  successfully  passed 
their  examinations  in  June  and  were  awarded  the  "superior"  diplomas,  Miss  Ring- 
ler's  being  given  with  "honorable  mention."  Miss  Lois  Miller,  who  has  been  in 
France  a  shorter  time  than  the  other  two  ladies,  is  continuing  her  study  through  the 
summer  in  an  attempt  to  receive  the  diploma  before  her  departure  for  Africa.  Miss 
Miller  and  Miss  Ringler  will  leave  for  Africa  on  September  3,  and  will  begin 
their  period  of  orientation  and  Sango  language  study  at  the  Bible  Institute  station. 
Miss  Schumacher  will  continue  in  France  for  another  vear,  seeking  to  attain  a 
higher  accreditation  which  would  enable  her  to  teach  in  the  French  schools  in  Africa. 

Bangui,  Central  African  Republic— Mrs.  Ida  Mae  Anthonv,  of  Conemaugh,  Pa., 
arrived  here  on  |ulv  16.  From  here  she  proceeded  to  the  Missionary  Children's 
School  at  the  Bible  Institute  station  near  Bozoum.  Substituting  for  Miss  Ruth  Kent, 
who  is  on  furlough  this  school  year,  Mrs.  Anthonv  began  her  teaching  duties  with 
the  new  term  on  August  1.

Conference  here  this  month  are  as  follows:  from  France,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Fred  Fogle;

Maconaghy;  from  Africa,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Don  Hocking,  Miss  Ruth  Kent,  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  J.  P.  Kliever,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  C.  B.  Sheldon,  Miss  Marie  Mishler,  Rev. 
William  Samarin;  also,  retired  missionaries  Miss  Grace  Bvron,  Miss  Florence  Bickel, 
Miss  Mary  Emmert,  Miss  Elizabeth  Tyson,  and  Mrs.  Rose  Foster. 

Boguila,  Central  African  Republic— Rev.  Martin  Garber  and  Rev.  Rov  Snyder 
have  returned  to  their  respective  stations  at  Bekoro  and  Bouca  after  spending  some 
weeks  at  the  Medical  Center  hospital  here.  Both  men,  though  they  reside  at  sta- 
tions some  distance  apart,  suffered  with  a  similar  serious  liver  ailment.

Macapa,  Brazil— Rev.  and  Mrs.  Eddie  Miller  have  returned  home  after  a  trip  to 
Rio  de  Janeiro  for  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Bible  Society  of  Brazil,  which  is 
held  once  every  three  years.  Brother  Miller  is  the  Bible  Society  representative  in  Mac- 
apa.

Counseling  Together  in  the  Lord! 

Shortly  after  vou  read  this,  we  as  a  Brethren  people 
will  be  counseling  together  in  the  Lord  relative  to  all 
of  our  Brethren  work.  Few  other  people  will  be  interested 
in  our  meetings,  but  unless  we  Brethren  people  are  very 
attentive,  greatly  interested,  and  mightily  challenged, 
it  will  be  a  great  and  useless  expenditure  of  time  and 
monev.

The  attitude  of  the  individual  delegate  will 
reveal  just  where  he  classifies  in  these  possibilities.  Let's 
counsel  together,  prav  together,  and  work  together— 
but  be  sure  we  are  laborers  together  with  God  (I  Cor. 
3:9).

Some  time  ago  we  reported  our  first 
leadership  training  camp  for  those 
who  would  establish  the  Eclaireur 
work  (teen-age  boys  groups).  These 
young  men  have  done  good  service. 
Although  a  few  of  them  were  not  well 
chosen  by  their  church  and  hence 
dropped  out,  the  remainder  have  con- 
tinued to  improve  in  qualities  of 
leadership  and  in  effectiveness  in 
service. 

After  this  first  camp  we  introduced 
the  work  to  the  churches,  especially 
making  sure  that  the  African  pastors 
understood  what  this  meant.  The 
pastors  for  the  most  part  were  in 
favor  of  it  because  their  missionaries 
counseled  them  to  accept  this  for  their 
teen-age  bovs  groups. 

Soon  these  pastors  were  saying 
that  this  was  a  work  that  would  as- 
sure the  presence  of  the  church  TO- 
MORROW. This  kind  of  talk  meant 
that  it  was  now  their  own! 

At  the  same  time,  work  was  being 
done  for  the  teen-age  girls.  This 
work  was  not  as  noticeable  as  that 
with  the  boys,  for  there  were  no 
camps  nor  big  fanfare  of  appeals, 
and  there  was  small  possibility  of 
having  camps  with  the  girls  since 
they  were  still  restricted  to  activities 
within  sight  of  their  village.  But,  the 
interest  was  just  as  keen,  and  leader- 
ship training  classes  were  formed. 
Those  coming  were  chosen  by  the 
church,  a  counselor,  and  a  teen-age 
leader  from  each  church,  as  the  min- 
imum. 

Immediately  the  sub-teen-agers 
wanted  something  also,  and  leader- 
ship   classes    were    created    to    train 


workers  for  them.  The  response  was 
immediate  and  very  encouraging. 
There  were  groups  of  happy  chil- 
dren and  parents. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  pas- 
tors of  the  Bekoro  field,  they  chose 
one  of  their  number,  Pastor  Martin 
Yerebe,  to  be  Chaplain-Counselor  for 
the  boys  work.  Camps  are  springing 
up  all  over  the  place,  and  Pastor  Yer- 
ebe makes  the  necessary  arrange- 
ments for  the  Bible  study  and  devo- 
tional messages  for  the  camps. 

At  district  conference  time,  coun- 
selors were  selected  for  the  girls 
work.  These  are  mothers  who  know 
how  to  read,  are  loved  by  the  girls, 
and  have  a  real  burden  for  young 
girls. 

o 

Much  instruction  was  needed  in 
everyday  living,  how  to  take  care 
of  clothing,  sew  on  buttons,  and  so 
forth.  Many  times  we  classify  "this" 
or  "that"  as  being  for  the  girls  or  for 
the  boys— but  both  groups  want  to 
know  the  "how"  of  these  things!  The 
boys  do  as  neat  a  job  of  sewing  on 
their  emblems  as  the  girls!  They  also 
embroider  their  initials  on  their  cloth- 
ing as  neatly  as  do  the  girls. 

These  young  people  have  a  defi- 
nite goal  in  Bible  and  church  know- 
ledge.  They  also  have  goals  for  prac- 
tical work  as  Christians.  They  have 
already  been  used  to  win  souls  to 
the  Lord. 

Nothing  created  more  excitement 
in  our  district  conferences  this  year 
than  the  Bible  drills  and  quizzes  that 
put  our  youth  groups  in  competi- 
tion with  each  other.  There  were 
over  1,200  teen-agers  at  our  four  Be- 

o 

koro  district  conferences  this  year. 
A  youth  conference  runs  concur- 
rently with  the  church  conference. 

There  is  also  real  enthusiasm  as 
the  goals  are  discussed,  merit  badges 
shown,  and  emblems  of  membership 
shown.  Each  group  has  three  classes 
of  members,  graded  according  to  ac- 


complishments and  tests  passed.  Now 
as  we  speak  of  this,  we  are  happv 
that  we  can  invite  you  in  with  us 
to  help  in  this  work!  These  emblems 
and  merit  badges,  instruction  book- 
lets, Bible-study  booklets,  and  so 
forth,  represent  an  investment  fund 
beyond  our  present  ability.  It  has 
been  approved  bv  our  field  council 
that  we  invite  vou  to  help  establish 
a  revolving  fund  for  youth  work  for 
all  our  Africa  fields;  the  minimum 
need,  one  thousand  dollars.  We  be- 
lieve you  will  help  in  this,  and  make 
it  possible  to  carry  a  stock  large 
enough  to  be  able  to  supply  those 
who  have  accomplished  their  goal 
with  the  emblem  showing  this. 

Bekoro  is  just  one  of  nine  divisions 
of  the  Africa  field.  The  work  is 
spreading  and  growing  by  leaps  and 
bounds  in  other  sections  also.  We 
know  you  will  want  to  get  in  on 
this  with  your  prayers— that  all  in 
responsible  positions  will  have  wis- 
dom and  vision,  as  well  as  the  per- 
severance and  patience  necessary. 
Pray  that  some  seminary  graduates 
with  youth  experience  will  come  over 
and  help.  No  worthwhile  activity  for 
the  Lord  rules  out  the  joy  of  sharing 
by  giving.  So  we  know  you  will 
want  to  help  with  your  financial  gifts 
so  that  this  revolving  fund  may  be 
set  up  and  be  large  enough  to  be 
practical;  and  that  the  necessary 
equipment  to  oversee  and  encourage 
this  may  be  made  available— compact 
station  wagons,  gasoline,  means  of 
creating  and  printing  helps,  projec- 
tors to  help  via  films,  and  so  forth, 
to  train  the  leaders. 

Do  we  want  a  church  in  Africa 
in  the  next  decades?  If  so,  we  need 
to  help  our  youth  in  Africa  today.  I 
have  not  mentioned  the  dangers,  the 
fears,  nor  the  enemies  to  our  kind 
of  work  in  Africa.  They  exist;  fray 
—that  is  better  than  talking  about 
these  matters.

Dear  Friends, 

"By  the  grace  of  God  I  am  what  I  am  .  .  ."  (I  Cor.   15:10). 

These  words  of  the  Apostle  Paul  are  verv  real  to  me  when  I  consider 
my  life,  what  I  am  in  mvself.  Everv  dav  I  wonder  why  the  Lord  saved 
me,  an  unworthy  sinner.  But  God  has  chosen  what  is  mean  and  despised 
in  the  world  (I  Cor.  1:28).  My  difficulty  is  not  this:  is  God  love,  but  rather, 
how  is  it  possible  that  God  loves  me? 

It  has  been  already  several  vears  since  I  was  saved,  and  in  spite  of  many 
difficulties,  weaknesses,  and  problems,  the  Lord  has  been  a  wonderful  De- 
liverer and  Provider  in  all  my  needs. 

How  amazing  it  is  that  He  even  called  me  in  His  service.  Three  vears 
ago,  in  a  time  of  extreme  need  and  darkness,  weakness  and  sickness,  the 
Lord  spoke  to  me.  In  that  time  of  being  put  aside,  I  said  Yes  to  a  desire  I 
had  had  already  for  years.  But  it  was  in  His  appointed  time.  Mv  thoughts 
were  directed  to  the  European  Bible  Institute  in  Chatou  near  Paris.  Every- 
body said  No  to  this  decision,  and  it  was  in  real  weakness  that  I  left.  But 
up  until  now  the  Lord  has  provided  in  all  things.  As  far  as  I  know  for  the 
moment,  the  Lord  called  me  to  France.  It  is  a  countrv  with  a  big  need  in 
spite  of  all  civilization.  Manv  workers  are  needed;  but  what  we  need  above 
all  is  a  Spirit-filled  life,  consecrated  in  all  its  aspects  to  His  will.  This 
is  not  onlv  the  task  for  His  servants,  but  also  vours,  who  are  praying  and 
sustaining  them.  Pray,  please,  for  this  needy  country  with  its  beauty  and 
culture,  but  also  with   its  tremendous  needs,  its  superstition,   its  darkness. 

I  will  be  verv  thankful  for  your  prayers  during  my  stay  in  Lyon.  It  will 
really  be  a  great  comfort  to  know  that  in  moments  of  distress  and  difficulties 
there  wall  be  people  who  are  praying.  May  the  Lord  bless  each  one  of  vou 
in  your  particular  circumstances.

Destination  Mazatlan

The  Mora  family  at  Ojitos  Rancho  near  Rosario 


When  one  desires  to  take  out  a 
tourist  permit  for  Mexico,  he  must 
indicate  the  place  of  destination.  I 
indicated  Mazatlan,  for  it  was  the 
nearest  citv  to  our  real  destination 
that  the  officials  would  recognize  as 
a  tourist  city.  Aside  from  a  somewhat 
sticky  heat,  Mazatlan  has  quite  an 
attraction  for  tourists.  It  is  slightly 
tropical— if  not  romantic— being  sit- 
uated just  below  the  Tropic  of  Can- 
cer. There  are  rockv  cliffs  and  small 
rock  islands  and  a  notable  curve  in 
the  coastline,  plus  a  few  palms  to 
help  somewhat  the  tropical  effect. 
There  is  a  bay  with  fishing  boats. 
Fish  are  in  abundance  and  shrimp 
is  as  common  as  hamburger.  Most  of 
the  tourists  visit  Mazatlan  during  the 
winter,  although  the  summer  cli- 
mate  is  not  unbearable  due  to  a  good 
sea  breeze  most  of  the  time. 

A  half-hour's  drive  bevond  Mazat- 
lan is  Rosario,  our  farthest  actual 
point  of  destination.  In  Rosario  and 
nearby  ranchos  live  the  Mora  family. 
Relatives  of  this  family  now  reside 
in  Tijuana,  and  our  main  Brethren 
mission  of  Tijuana  meets  in  the  home 
of  Senora  Aurora  Mora  de  Hernan- 
dez. Three  Brethren  students  from 
the  Bible  Institute  of  Baja  Califor- 
nia, a  Brethren  young  man  from  Ti- 
juana, and  I  stayed  four  nights  at 
one  of  the  ranchos  with  part  of  this 
family.  We  were  shown  perfect  hos- 
pitality. We  found  that  though  the 
people  were  very  friendly  to  us  and 
listened  to  the  message  of  salvation, 
there  is  need  of  much  prayer  that 
they  may  be  saved  out  of  an  old  life 
of  sinful  customs.  It  is  a  joy  and 
blessing  to  know  that  two  sisters  from 
this  large  family,  along  with  most  of 
their  children,  have  taken   the  step 


from  this  old  life  into  the  new  in 
Christ.  Two  other  young  men  in  the 
family  have  shown  their  desire  to 
live  for  Christ. 

Traveling  down  the  Sonora-Sin- 
aloa  coast  was  a  time  of  rich  bless- 
ing with  the  consciousness  of  the 
Lord's  presence.  The  young  men 
never  seemed  to  tire  of  singing  gos- 
pel  songs  or  choruses.  They  had  a 
real  desire  to  witness  to  fellow  na- 
tionals wherever  we  stopped.  In  a 
number  of  places  we  had  the  joy  of 
leading  some  to  profess  faith  in  the 
Lord.  In  Obregon  we  found  many 
who  were  interested  in  the  message 

o 

of  salvation.  Obregon  is  a  new  agri- 
cultural city  with  broad  streets  and 
a  beautiful  residential  area. 

Juan  Ramos,  who  graduated  this 
May  from  the  Bible  school,  was  verv 
active  in  personal  work  and  forceful 
in  his  preaching.  Jesse  Gonzalez  did 
a  good  job  in  dealing  with  people, 


especially  children.  He  had  the  jov 
of  leading  a  number  of  persons  to 
the  Lord.  Felipe  Yanez  had  his  first 
experience  in  dealing  with  others 
and  was  very  joyful  and  encouraged 
as  the  Lord  gave  him  freedom  to 
speak  to  souls  about  Christ.  Ricardo 
Flores  was  a  big  help  with  the  ac- 
cordion, and  all  did  a  good  job  in 
singing  in  the  services. 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  showing  the 
Moody  science  film,  "God  of  Crea- 
tion," on  fourteen  occasions.  One  of 
these  was  to  eighty  Rotarians  in  Ma- 
zatlan. The  Lord  opened  this  door 
through  a  prominent  medical  doctor, 
who  is  head  of  the  fire  department 
and    Social    Security    in    Mazatlan. 

From  the  various  services  and 
personal  contacts,  there  were  approxi- 
mately one  hundred  professions  of 
faith.  All  of  us  received  a  real  bless- 
ing, and  we  were  conscious  that 
others  were  praying  for  this  trip.

Arthur  Compton  says:  "Faith  gives 
the  courage  to  live  and  do.  Scientists, 
with  their  disciplined  thinking,  like 
others,  need  a  basis  for  the  good 
life,  for  aspiration,  for  courage  to  do 
great  deeds.  They  need  a  faith  to 
live  by.  The  hope  of  the  world  lies 
in  those  who  have  such  faith  and 
who  use  the  methods  of  science  to 
make  their  visions  become  real. 
Visions  and  hope  and  faith  are  not 
part  of  science.  They  are  beyond  the 
nature  that  science  knows.  Of  such 
is  the  religion  that  gives  meaning  to 
life." 


We  have  little  to  do  with  the  ori- 
gin of  life  and  the  end  of  life  on 
this  earth.  But  what  we  do  with  life 
is  our  responsibility.  This  fact  in- 
volves the  making  of  choices,  whether 
we  shall  be  honest  or  dishonest, 
whether  we  shall  use  life  for  self 
or  for  God.  Besides  these  great  de- 
cisions, there  are  numberless  minor 
ones  that  must  be  made  within  the 
framework  of  the  larger  decisions. 
The  name  of  the  end  of  this  life  is 
known  as  death,  but  having  made 
the  great  rightful  decisions,  death  is 
not  the  dead  end,  but  a  door  from 
this  life  to  the  life  beyond.  It  is  a

A  little 
faith  is  all  we  need  to  make  this  life 
worth  while. 


In  the  publication,  Mutual  Mo- 
ments, are  given  the  requisites  for 
a  full  life.  They  are:  Health  enough 
to  make  work  a  pleasure.  Wealth 
enough  to  support  your  needs. 
Strength  enough  to  battle  with  dif- 
ficulties  and  overcome  them.  Grace 
enough  to  confess  your  sins  and  for- 
sake them.  Patience  enough  to  toil 
until  some  good  is  accomplished. 
Charity  enough  to  see  some  good  in 
your  neighbor.  Faith  enough  to  make 
real  the  things  of  God.  Hope  enough 
to  remove  all  fears  of  the  future. 


We  learn  to  trust  God  after  we 
have  found  by  experience  that  only 
He  can  be  trusted  without  risk. 
Through  affliction,  we  learn  to  be 
thankful  for  things,  which  before, 
we  took  for  granted,  and  so  gratitude 
is  a  fragrant  flower  of  the  Christian 
life.  God  wants  us  to  accept  afflic- 
tion as  a  means  of  helping  us  into  the 
experience  of  gratitude  and  Chris- 
tian growth  and  in  no  wise  as  a  de- 


There  are  four  kinds  of  patience 
that  need  cultivation.  There  is  a 
patience  that  restrains  us  when  the 
impulse  arises  to  return  evil  for  evil; 
there  is  the  patience  that  is  required 
in  preparing  to  do  some  difficult 
task;  there  is  a  patience  that  makes 
us  slow  to  condemn  others;  and  there 
is  the  patience  that  helps  us  not  to 
give  up  something  worthwhile 
easily.  It  is  written:  "Let  patience 
have  its  perfect  work." 


One  of  the  most  common  sins 
is  that  of  ingratitude;  it  is  taking 
things  for  granted;  it  takes  the  form 
of  selfishness;  it  is  a  cancer  in  the 
soul;  it  boils  over  in  faultfinding  and 
criticism;  it  produces  a  coldness  in 
the  home  and  society;  it  irritates  social 
relations;  it  takes  the  joy  out  of  liv- 
ing; it  interferes  with  right  rela- 
tions with  God  and  man.  The  only 
cure  is  in  a  transformed  life  produced 
by  the  Spirit  in  which  praise  and 
thanksgiving  are   generated. 

Often  we  wonder  why  our  pray- 
ers are  not  answered.  It  may  be 
they  are  answered  No  instead  of 
Yes.  One  needs  keep  in  mind 
two  facts  relative  to  prayer:  One 
is  that  often  we  do  not  know  what  is 
best  and  so  our  asking  is  amiss;  the 
other  thing  to  remember  is  that  we 
need  to  trust  God  to  do  what  is 
best.  Much  emphasis  needs  to  be 
placed  on  perfect  trust  in  God  and 
the  necessity  of  attuning  our  prayer 
life  to  the  will  of  God  by  simple 
faith.  As  a  violinist  takes  time  to 
tune  his  instrument,  so  the  Chris- 
tian must  take  time  to  tune  his  life 
to  God's  will.

A   Hand  Which  Scrawls 

The  common  concern  over  the 
problem,  "Why  Johnnv  Can't  Read," 
may  now  be  linked  to  a  companion. 
Reports  from  educational  institutes  in 
various  parts  of  the  land  have  indi- 
cated that  "Johnny"  not  only  cannot 
read,  but  also,  he  cannot  write!  In- 
telligence on  the  one  hand  seemed  to 
be  matched  by  the  parallel  paradox 
of  illegibility. 

It  is  reported  that  two  out  of  every 
three  graduates  up  to  the  highest 
levels,  are  unable  to  write  clearly, 
distinctly.  This  has  a  direct  after- 
blow  as  these  graduates  enter  the 
business  and  commercial  world;  some 
ten  millions  of  dollars  are  lost  yearly 
as  a  result  of  sloppv  spelling,  pa- 
thetic penmanship  and  woeful  writ- 
ins.  Figures  and  formulas  are  fogged 
by  a  hand  which  scrawls  rather  than 
states;  the  right  may  be  in  the  mind 
but  that  which  spells  forth  of  stagger- 
ing figures  often  comes  out  rather 
wrong. 

Illegibility  has  lost  the  ground  for 
many  a  disaster  where  confusion  has 
swept  the  field  which  should  have 
been  clear  for  conquest.  The  appli- 
cation may  readily  be  directed  to 
many  fields,  and  the  reader  may  not 
have  to  look  too  far  beyond  himself 
for  an  arrow  of  affirmation. 

One  should  be  thankful  where 
eternal  verities  are  concerned  that 
the  message  of  redemption,  the  di- 
rectives of  deliverance,  the  way 
which  leadeth  straight  to  Calvary- 
all  of  which  are  marked  out  in  the 
one  Word— can  never  be  accused  of 
the  scratching  sentence,  so  a  soul  is 
left  to  quiver  with  confusion.  "I  am 
the  way,  the  truth,  and  the  life" 
(John  14:6)  declared  the  Lord  Jesus 
in  a  word  which  opens  a  plain  path- 
way to  those  provisions  which  are  the 
prime  need  of  the  soul.  The  way  is 
not  warped,  truth  is  not  kicked  out 
of  focus,  and  the  life  which  is  the 
light    of    men    has    never    suffered

pse! 


There  is  nothing  illegible  about 
the  message  of  the  Book.  Perhaps  it 
is  too  clear,  too  plain,  too  distinct  for 
the  comfort  of  a  soul  hiding  in  the 
cowardice  of  sin!  The  fingers  of  a 
man's  hand  which  wrought  over 
against  a  heathen  wall  (Dan.  5:5) 
was  no  childish  scrawl,  but  a  definite 
forming  of  judgment's  flaming  let- 
ters. But  then,  those  same  fingers 
were  nailed  to  Calvary  to  write  the 
greater  message  of  redeeming  love!

The  Blight  of  Boredom 

The  well-known  literary  critic 
Clifton  Fadiman  placed  this  strik- 
ing sentence  in  the  course  of  an 
essay:  "One  of  the  marks  identify- 
ing a  revolutionary  period  is  the 
speed  with  which  a  shocking  state- 
ment changes  to  a  boring  one."  Are 
we  in  such  a  period  today?  But,  then, 
times  are  always  out-of-joint  when 
sin  has  fractured  the  mainstream,  and 
we  do  quite  desperately  need  a  "re- 
verse revolution"  to  drive  back  to  God 
himself— and  to  Calvary. 

This  remark  furnishes  spiritual 
food-for-thought.  A  blight  of  bore- 
dom  has  burdened  our  times  where 
spiritual  issues  are  concerned.  There 
is  simplv  no  interest  in  the  eternal, 
for  the  trifling  and  the  temporary  has 
assumed  the  larger  place.  The  sophis- 
ticated life  so  vaunted  and  almost  wor- 
shiped is  deemed  the  pinnacle.  Truth 
which  is  meant  to  create  the  yearn- 
ing in  the  heart  merely  brings  the 
yawn  to  the  lips.  All  has  been  heard 
before  in  this  favored  land  where 
Bibles  blossom  everywhere.  "Famil- 
iarity breeds  contempt."  The  cutting 
edge  of  divine  reality  has  become 
blunted,  and  there  is  no  sense  of  the 
cutting.  A  highly  dangerous  state 
and  that  which  is  boring  today  shall 
become  bitter  burning  without  relief, 
without  release  in  the  realm  from 
whence  there  is  no  escape. 

Here,  too,  is  the  view  of  the  awe- 
some patience  of  the  Almighty.  Of  a 
mvstery,  He  is  "longsuffering  .  .  . 
not  willing  that  any  should  perish, 
but  that  all  should  come  to  repent- 
ance" (II  Pet.  3:9),  whispering  along 
time's  channels  the  same  word  from 
the  same  old  Book,  without  variation 
and  without  let-up.  Obviously  man  is 
of  high  moment  to  His  compassion- 
ate sight,  even  though  he  be  knocked 
into  a   number  among   numbers  by 


the  mechanical  melange  of  today. 
The  Old  Books  continue,  and  what 
a  wonder  when  a  verse  so  familiar 
that  it  almost  comes  to  mean  nothino 
is  read  just  once  more  .  .  .  and  mir- 
acle! The  light  breaks  and  boredom 
is  smashed  before  breaking  before 
His  Presence.  "My  Word  .  .  .  shall 
not  return  unto  me  void"  (Isa.  55: 
1 1 )  is  the  guarantee  of  its  power  for 
this  power- mad  yet  powerless  hour. 
He  has  His  own  ways  of  breaking 
through  the  boredom  and  leaving  a 
blessing  when  the  life  is  caused  to 
turn  and  be  touched  with  the  basics 
of  eternal  import. 

Urging  After  Uncertainty 

The  stock  of  a  well-known  chemi- 
cal company  spurted  to  a  new  high 
for  the  year  on  the  New  York  Stock 
Exchange  .  .  .  and  that  tells  a  reveal- 
ing story. 

It  has  been  reported  that  one  of 
the  manufacturing  divisions  of  the 
companv  had  developed  an  anti-can- 
cer drug  which  would  shortly  be 
placed  on  the  market  via  prescrip- 
tion. "Hope  springs  eternal  in  the 
human  breast"  and  revealed  itself  in 
this  instance  in  the  high  leap  on  the 
"big  board." 

Significantly  however,  the  m.inu- 
facturing  firm  issued  strong  denial; 
"It  was  never  known  to  be  useful  in 
human  treatment."  The  basic  com- 
pound, a  steroid,  is  "still  in  its  in- 
fancy clinically  .  .  .  many  studies  in- 
volving hundreds,  often  thousands  of 
patients,  will  have  to  be  conducted 
before  an  intelligent  evaluation  of 
the  drug's  utility  may  be  gathered." 

One  can  understand  the  grasp  of 
those  for  whom  hope  has  too  long 
lingered  on  the  far,  far  horizon.  But 
there  is  simply  no  excuse  for  such 
"urging  after  uncertainty"  where 
spiritual  issues  involving  the  basic 
affairs  of  life,  yea  unto  eternal  des- 
tiny itself,  are  at  stake!  Not  with  an 
open  Bible  and  the  clear  lettering 
therein. 

But  for  genuine  "positive  think- 
ing" nothing  can  supersede  "we  be- 
lieve  and  are  sure"  (John  6:69).  Many 
say:  "We  believe"  but  cannot  add, 
"and  are  sure"  because  they  are 
foundering  on  shifting  sand,  rathe 
than  fixed  bv  faith  on  Chris!

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CATERPILLAR 

OR 

BUTTERFLY? 

By  Mrs.  Lester  E.  Cook* 


"I  beseech  you  therefore,  brethren, 
by  the  mercies  of  God,  that  ye  pre- 
sent vour  bodies  a  living  sacrifice, 
holy,  acceptable  unto  God,  which  is 
your  reasonable  service.  And  be  not 
conformed  to  this  world:  but  be  ye 
transformed  by  the  renewing  of  your 
mind,  that  ve  may  prove  what  is  that 
good,  and  acceptable,  and  perfect, 
will  of  God"  (Rom.  12:1-2). 

This  passage  from  God's  Holy 
Word  has  been  the  turning  point  in 
the  lives  of  many  saints,  and  will  con- 
tinue to  bring  Christians  into  the 
right  relationship  with  their  Redeem- 
er as  time  goes  on.  As  is  often  true 
concerning  the  Word  of  God  and 
the  way  it  meets  our  personal  needs, 
there  are  probably  a  multitude  of 
truths  in  these  verses  which  stir 
hearts  in  different  ways. 

One  word  in  these  verses  will  be 
considered  with  the  expectation  that 
we,  as  God's  children,  may  catch 
a  glimpse  of  the  life  God  offers  to 
each  one  of  us.  In  verse  2,  we  are 
told  to  be  transformed.  This  word  in 
the  original  Greek  opens  up  a  picture 
that  God  desires  to  give  us  as  a  beau- 
tiful object  lesson.  The  word  is 
metamorphoo.  Does  this  word  sug- 
gest to  you  a  common  occurrence  in 
the  realm  of  nature?  Metamorphasis— 
that  process  in  which  the  ugly  cater-

pillar  is  transformed  into  a  beautiful 
butterfly. 

Surely  God  has  for  us  in  this  word 
a  picture  of  ourselves.  In  our  un- 
surrendered state,  we  show  forth  the 
characteristics  of  the  caterpillar.  Let 
us  make  a  few  comparisons  between 
the  caterpillar  and  ourselves.  Consider 
the  way  in  which  the  caterpillar 
clings  to  the  earth.  It  has  no  power 
nor  desire  to  lift  its  head  up  to  its 
Creator.  It  is  only  concerned  with 
this  earth  and  the  things  which  sur- 
round it.  And  so  we  as  self-willed 
Christians  cling  to  the  things  of  this 
world.  Jesus  Christ  is  not  our  central 
love,  but  rather  material  things  and 
circumstances  take  our  time  and 
thoughts  until  we  no  longer  even 
think  to  look  up,  but  seem  to  cling 
even  closer  to  our  world.  This  is 
contrary  to  God's  will  for  us.  He  tells 
us:  "Love  not  the  world,  neither  the 
things  that  are  in  the  world.  If  any 
man  love  the  world,  the  love  of  the 
Father  is  not  in  him"  (I  John  2:15). 
Are  our  lives  characteristic  of  the 
caterpillar  in  that  we  love  the  world? 

Perhaps  we  resemble  the  cater- 
pillar in  the  practical  outworking  of 
our  lives.  We  find  it  to  be  destruc- 
tive in  its  habits.  Rather  than  en- 
hancing our  flower  beds  and  gardens, 
it  crawls  over  the  leaves,  devouring 
them  until  they  no  longer  are  lovely 
or  fruitful.  This  is  because  the  cater- 
pillar is  interested  only  in  satisfying 
its  own  appetites. 

The  unyielded  Christian,  likewise, 
is  of  no  spiritual  value  to  men  nor 
to  the  One  who  bought  him  with  a 


price.  He  is  unable  to  produce  fruit 
because  his  only  interest  is  in  his  own 
pleasures,  needs,  and  appetites.  The 
unsaved  are  turned  farther  away  from 
Christ  as  they  come  into  contact  with 
this  type  of  Christian.  Christians, 
weak  in  the  faith,  often  abandon 
their  God-given  convictions  as  they 
behold  an  older  Christian  livino  for 
self.  Paul  was  on  guard  lest  he  be 
a  snare  to  a  brother  in  Christ,  as  he 
exclaimed:  'Wherefore,  if  meat  make 
my  brother  to  offend,  I  will  eat  no 
flesh  while  the  world  standeth,  lest 
I  make  my  brother  to  offend"  (I  Cor. 
8:13). 

Then,  finally,  let  us  consider  the 
outward  appearance  of  the  cater- 
pillar. There  is  nothing  lovely  about 
it  to  attract  us.  It  is  an  ugly  creep- 
ing thing  that  is  repulsive  to  look 
upon,  and  we  shudder  and  turn  away. 
Similarlv,  an  unabiding  Christian 
has  no  genuine  beauty.  There  are 
the  marks  of  pride  and  selfishness 
which  do  not  draw  men  to  the  Sav- 
iour, but  rather  repel  them. 

In  contrasting  the  caterpillar  with 
the  butterfly  after  metamorphasis  has 
taken  place,  there  is  no  point  at 
which  they  appear  the  same.  Every- 
thing has  been  transformed  as  the 
butterfly  emerges  from  the  cocoon  a 
new  creation.  The  earth  no  longer 
holds  the  attention  and  control  it 
did  before,  for  the  butterfly  has  a  new 
nature.  His  desire  is  to  fly,  to  make 
his  way  gracefully  above  the  earth. 
Christians  who  have  been  transform- 
ed bv  Christ  also  have  new  desires. 
The  earth  and  its  circumstances  no 
longer  attract  and  hold  them,  but 
rather  they  heed  the  admonition  to 
"Set  your  affections  on  things  above, 
not  on  things  on  the  earth"  (Col. 
3:2).  Though  adverse  circumstances 
occur  the  abiding  Christian  will  re- 
main above  them. 

While  the  caterpillar  is  destructive 
in  its  life,  we  find  the  butterfly  with 
the  opposite  characteristic.  It  is  good 
to  have  them  in  the  garden  as  they  go 
about  fertilizing  flowers  and  vege- 
table growth  from  which  they  draw 
their  food  supply.  They  are  actually 
producing  fruit  as  they  attend  to 
their  daily  life. 

Are  we  producing  fruit?' Can  it  be 
said   of  us   that  others  are  broi

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Introducing  the  Author  of  the  1960-61   WMC 
Bible  Studies-Charles  H.  Ashman,  Sr.,  D.D. 


The  Bible  studies  which  will  be 
used  in  all  local  WMC  meetings 
during  the  1960-61  year  have  been 
written  bv  Dr.  Charles  H.  Ashman  of 
West  Covina,  Calif.  Many  WMC 
women  would  like  to  know  some- 
thing about  Dr.  Ashman,  so  a  short 
biography  is  presented. 

Charles  H.  Ashman  was  born  in 
Galien,  Mich.,  February  12,  1886, 
and  accepted  Christ  as  his  Saviour 
in  January  1901  in  New  Troy, 
Mich.  He  graduated  from  Ashland 
College  in  1910  with  a  bachelor  of 
literature  and  bachelor  of  arts  de- 
gree. He  served  student  pastorates  at 
Miamisburg,  Ohio;  Bear  Creek, 
Ohio,  and  Fair  Haven,  Ohio.  His 
full-time  pastorates  included  Pleas- 
ant Hill,  Ohio;  Nappanee,  Ind.; 
Sunnyside,  Wash.;  Johnstown,  Pa.; 
Whittier,  Calif.;  Second  Brethren, 
Los  Angeles,  Calif,  and  West  Covina, 
Calif. 

Dr.  Ashman  was  honored  with  an 
honorary  doctorate  degree  by  Grace 
Seminary  in  1950.  He  devoted  a  num- 
ber of  years  to  full-time  evangelism 
and  Bible  Conference  ministry.  For 
twenty-eight  years  he  has  served  as 
a  member  of  the  Foreign  Missionary 
board,  and  has  served  on  the  Semi- 
nary board  since  its  organization.  He 
is  president  of  the  Ministerial  Emer- 
gency and  Retirement  Benefits  and 
has  served  three  different  terms  as 
Moderator  of  the  National  Confer- 
ence of  the  Brethren  Church.

"To  open  their  eyes  and  to  turn 
them  from  darkness  to  light,  and  from 
the  power  of  Satan  unto  God,  that 
thev  might  receive  forgiveness  of 
sins,  and  inheritance  among  them 
that  are  sanctified  by  faith  that  is 
in  me"  (Acts  26:18).' 

When  we  first  began  our  ministry 
in  Africa,  over  forty  years  ago,  we 
found  the  African  women  groping 
in  sin  and  darkness,  without  a  ray 
of  hope  in  their  darkened  hearts.  But 
God  was  merciful  in  sending  forth 
messengers  to  these  poor  benighted 
souls.  The  story  of  salvation  in 
Christ  was  made  real  to  their  hearts 
by  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  today  we  see 
changed  lives,  many  living  for  the 
glorv  of  the  Christ  thev  have  learned 
to  love. 

How  we  do  praise  the  Lord  that 
the  doors  of  the  Central  African  Re- 
public are  still  open  to  the  preaching 


of  the  Gospel,  for  there  are  many 
that  have  not  yet  received  the  Lord 
as  Saviour.  There  are  changes  all 
around  us,  and  the  end  is  not  vet. 
But  the  Gospel  does  not  change.  The 
foundation  of  God  standeth  sure,  the 
Lord  knoweth  them  that  are  His. 
But  we  need  to  pray  for  the  women 
as  civil  liberties  and  materialism 
sweep  the  country.  They  need  the 
guidance  of  the  Lord's  Spirit  so  that 
thev  shall  not  neglect  their  responsi- 
bilities to  their  homes.  Thev  too 
need  a  revival  of  God's  Spirit. 

This  past  year  has  been  one  of 
special  blessing  among  the  women 
here  in  Bangui.  Manv  new  women 
have  joined  our  ranks,  and  the  ones 
that  have  been  faithful  through  the 
vears  show  marked  spiritual  growth. 
Thev,  too,  are  "under  His  wings," 
joining  hands  with  their  sisters  across 
the    sea,    and    remembering    vou    at 


the  throne  of  Grace.  It  encourages 
them  to  know  that  you  are  praving 
for  them.  Truly  the  Lord  has  opened 
their  hearts  and  turned  them  from 
darkness  to  His  marvelous  light.  "It 
is  the  Lord's  doings  and  marvelous 
in  our  eves!" 

There  are  now  four  organized 
WMC  groups  in  this  city.  The  total 
attendance  is  about  400  each  week. 
This  year  they  are  studying  and 
memorizing  twelve  new  verses  from 
the  Word,  taking  the  lessons  on 
women  of  the  Old  Testament,  and 
using  studies  in  the  Acts  and  the 
Epistles  of  John. 

These  groups  had  representatives 
to  the  African  General  Conference 
last  year— one  of  them  being  the 
president  of  the  first  group  to  be 
established.  They  look  forward  to 
sending  representatives  this  year  also.

to  Christ  by  our  influence?  Do  Chris- 
tians love  their  Saviour  more,  and  are 
sinners  turning  to  Christ  because  of 
our  natural  function  of  giving  out  the 
Word  of  life? 

Finally,  the  outward  contrast  be- 
tween the  caterpillar  and  the  butter- 
fly is  the  most  noticeable.  How  beau- 
tiful the  butterfly  is!  We  always  stop 
to  admire  its  delicate  wings  and 
beautiful  color;  we  are  attracted  by 
its  appearance.  Did  you  realize  that 


it  is  not  pigment  in  the  butterfly's 
wings  which  gives  them  color,  but  it 
is  light  being  refracted  by  the  minute 
scales  on  the  wings?  In  a  similar 
manner,  the  beauty  which  we  see  and 
admire  in  the  surrendered  child  of 
God  is  not  his  own,  but  rather  it  is 
Christ,  who  is  the  Light  of  the  world, 
indwelling  and  shining  forth  through 
him. 

Are  we  caterpillar  or  butterfly 
Christians?

A  "Port  of  Riches"  for  Missionary  Activity 


To  the  southeast  of  the  United 
States,  in  the  midst  of  a  number  of 
other  islands  in  the  Caribbean  Sea- 
some  large,  some  small— lies  Puerto 
Rico.  This  island  has  become  a  popu- 
lar vacation  spot,  for  it  is  easily 
reached  by  air  from  Miami,  New 
York  City,  Chicago,  and  other  cities 
in  the  United  States.  With  the  beauty 
of  its  blue  sky  and  sea,  with  the  heavy 
rainfall  keeping  everything  green, 
and  with  an  average  temperature  in 
the  70's,  Puerto  Rico  is  being  visited 
by  more  and  more  tourists. 

Puerto  Rico's  history  goes  way 
back,  for  it  was  discovered  by  Colum- 
bus in  1493.  The  first  settlers  were 
Spanish,  and  Spain  managed  to  hold 
the  island,  though  other  countries 
attempted  to  get  it,  until  1899.  Then, 
at  the  end  of  the  Spanish-American 
War,  Spain  turned  over  Puerto  Rico 
to  the  United  States,  and  the  island 
is  now  a  territory  of  our  country. 

Many  native  Puerto  Ricans  have 
left  their  homes  and  have  come  to 
the  U.  S.  But  still  Puerto  Rico  has 
a  very  dense  population;  that  is, 
many,  many  people  living  on  that 
small  island.  The  native  population 


is  divided  among  descendants  of 
Spanish  settlers,  of  Negro  slaves,  and 
a  combination  of  the  two.  Many 
people  speak  English,  but  Spanish  is 
considered  the  official  language.  In 
Puerto  Rico,  as  in  other  Spanish- 
speaking  countries,  Roman  Catholi- 
cism is  considered  the  chief  religion. 

Until  the  island  became  an  Ameri- 
can possession,  there  was  really  no 
Protestant  missionary  work  there. 
Then  gradually  a  number  of  different 
societies  began  work  in  Puerto  Rico. 
However,  they  have  by  no  means 
been  able  to  reach  all  the  people  with 
the  Gospel,  and  besides,  some  of  them 
do  not  preach  the  true  Gospel. 

Within  recent  years  the  U.  S. 
Government  has  started  inviting 
manufacturing  companies  to  go  to 
Puerto  Rico— with  no  taxes  to  pay 
for  ten  years.  In  this  way  the  Puerto 
Rican  people  are  able  to  help  them- 
selves; thev  receive  regular  wages, 
live  in  better  homes  and  eat  better 
foods.  Their  main  food  now  is  beans 
and  rice  and  cooking  bananas  called 
plantinas. 

The  Brethren  Church  as  a  whole 
first  began  to  hear  about  Puerto  Rico 


only  a  few  years  ago.  Mr.  Emmit 
Adams,  a  Brethren  layman,  member 
of  our  church  in  Temple  Citv,  Calif., 
was  sent  by  his  company  to  live  and 
work  in  Puerto  Rico.  Right  away  he 
and  Mrs.  Adams  began  to  see  the 
spiritual  need  on  the  island.  They 
did  what  they  could  in  their  spare 
time— passing  out  all  the  tracts  they 
could  get,  and  Mr.  Adams  would 
often  preach  through  an  interpreter. 
Mr.  Adams  began  writing  to  the 
Brethren  Foreign  Mission  office  in 
Winona  Lake,  urging  that  something 
be  done  about  this  gospel-hungry 
land. 

Finally,  at  the  annual  meeting  in 
Winona  Lake  in    1958,  the  Foreign 
Missionary    Society    voted    to    make 
Puerto  Rico  its  seventh  mission  field. 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Maxwell  Brenneman 
volunteered  to  go  as  the  first  mission- 
aries. It  was  in  March  1959  that  the 
Brennemans    and     their    two    little 
daughters  arrived  in  Puerto  Rico  to 
begin  their  work.  The  second  mission- 
ary  family,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  James  Dick 
son  and  two  children,  arrived  on 
field  in  February   1960.  BotI 
lies  are  self-supporting  r 
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that  is,  earning  their  own  living  on 
the  field  For  this  is  the  way  the  For- 
eign Missionary  Society  has  set  up 
this  particular  mission  field  for  the 
present. 

This  work  in  Puerto  Rico  is  still 

too  new  for  us  to  know  exactly  how 

it  will   be  carried  on.   The  Brenne- 

mans  have  been  holding  Sunday  and 

midweek  church  services  since  soon 

after    their    arrival.    These   have    all 

been  held  in  English,  since  the  mis- 

sionaries   are   still   learning   Spanish. 

Also,  witnessing  is  being  done  in  a 

large    federal    prison,    and    this    has 

brought    good    results.    It    is    a    Chal- 
et o 

lenge  to  the  missionaries  to  learn 
the  Spanish  language  well  so  that 
they  may  speak  to  many  more  people. 
There  is  a  need  for  a  Bible  institute 
oi  Bible-training  school.  Christian 
Day  Schools  would  be  a  wonderful 
way  of  reaching  people,  for  there  is 
a  great  need  for  such  schools. 

Because  it  is  possible  for  U.  S. 
people  to  go  to  Puerto  Rico  and  get 
jobs  and  live  there  permanently,  many 
laymen  have  been  interested  in  doing 
this.  In  this  way,  though  not  being 
actual  missionaries,  they  could  help 
the  missionaries  in  their  work.  Al- 
ready some  laymen  and  families  are 
doing   this.    For  anyone   wanting   to 


go  to  Puerto  Rico,  whether  as  a 
missionary  or  a  lav  worker,  it  would 
be  ideal  to  learn  the  Spanish  lan- 
guage. Teachers  can  probably  be  used 
in  the  work  in  the  future.  And  of 
course,  anyone  wanting  to  be  a  regu- 
lar missionary  needs  to  have  Bible 
training. 

The  name  "Puerto  Rico"  means 
"Port  of  Riches."  Here  indeed  is  a 
place  for  fruitful  service.  There  is  so 
much  work  waiting  to  be  done  for 
the  Lord.  Sovie  are  able  to  go  as  His 
laborers  to  this  field.  All  those  who 
cannot  go  need  to  pray  that  many 
souls  may  be  claimed  for  Christ  that 
they,  too,  may  know  the  rich  bless- 
ing of  salvation  through  Him.

Born  on  a  farm  in  northern  Illinois 
—oldest  in  a  family  of  four  girls  and 
one  boy— I  always  enjoyed  farm  life 
and  am  happy  now  when  I'm  able 
to  make  occasional  weekend  visits  to 
my  father's  farm.  We  were  very  busv 
on  the  farm,  and  I  knew  what  it  was 
to  shoulder  my  share  of  the  tasks, 
especially  since  my  father  depended 
on  his  daughters  for  helpers— the 
one  son  being  the  "baby"  of  the  fam- 
ily. I  relished  school  and  expected  to 
become  a  schoolteacher  when  I  grew 
up. 

However,  during  my  last  two  years 
in  high  school,  commercial  art  be- 
came my  first  interest.  After  high 
school  I  took  a  two-year  course  at 
the  Chicago  Academy  of  Fine  Arts 
and  had  big  ideas  about  really  "going 
places"  in  the  art  world.  But  I  wasn't 
willing  to  stick  it  out  and  "suffer" 
for  the  sake  of  a  career.  ("You  just 
must  not  have  the  soul  of  an  artist!" 
one  of  my  former  art-school  friends 
remarked  to  me!)  I  made  several  at- 
tempts, but  sooner  or  later  would 
find  myself  back  home  on  the  farm, 
where  my  parents  always  welcomed 
me,  for  there  was  plenty  to  be  done 
there.  Then  my  mother  became  seri- 
ously ill  with  pneumonia  and  within 
a  few  days  she  had  left  us.  What  a 
shock  it  was  to  all  of  us!  My  brother 
was  nine  then— the  girls  stair-stepped 
upwards,  and  all  were  still  at  home. 
I  did  not  hesitate— my  place  seemed 


to  be  there  at  home,  filling  in  as 
"mother"  to  the  family.  For  three 
years  I  devoted  myself  completely 
to  the  task. 

Circumstances  in  my  personal  life 
(due  to  disappointment  in  love!) 
caused  me  to  seek  a  complete  change 
of  scenery.  Hence,  I  went  to  the 
West  Coast  to  visit  relatives  and 
friends,  work  part  time,  and  see  the 
country.  That's  how  I  became  ac- 
quainted, for  the  first  time,  with  The 
Brethren  Church.  I  had  decided  to 
stay  in  the  West,  in  a  little  town 
called  Harrah,  Wash.,  working  with 
my  cousins  there  in  the  post  office 
and  their  general  store.  Though  I 
had  been  a  church-goer  all  my  life,  I 
had  never  known  the  meaning  of  a 
"fundamental"  church.  Through  my 
attending  the  Harrah  Brethren 
Church,  in  due  time  the  truth  of 
the  gospel  message  penetrated  my 
dull  senses,  and  I  accepted  Christ  as 
my  Saviour  and  committed  my  life 
to  Him.  At  last  there  was  real  di- 
rection and  purpose  in  my  life! 

Feeling  that  the  Lord  wanted  to 
use  me  in  His  service,  for  preparation 
I  came  to  Winona  Lake  early  in  1951 
and  spent  one  semester  in  what  was 
then  called  the  collegiate  division  of 
Grace  Seminary.  Before  school  re- 
sumed in  the  fall  I  had  been  invited 
to  join  the  staff  of  The  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  Brethren 
Church.  Having  a) read v  a  keen  in- 


terest in  foreign  missions,  it  was 
wdth  joy  that  I  came  into  my  new 
position  as  office  secretary.  Now,  as 
I  look  back,  I  can  scarcely  believe 
I  have  spent  nearly  nine  wonderful 
years  in  this  work.  How  I  praise 
the  Lord  for  this  privilege! 

Yet,  in  His  mysterious  ways,  now 
God  has  brought  a  new  thing  into 
my  life— marriage  to  a  wonderful 
Christian  man.  When  the  FMS  of- 
fice door  opened  one  day  last  Jan- 
uary, the  visitor— coming  in  on  busi- 
ness—walked not  only  into  the  of- 
fice, but  into  my  life  as  well!  Not 
many  weeks  passed  until  Don  and 
I  had  decided  that  "this  is  it"  and 
that  somehow  through  the  years, 
God  had  kept  us  for  each  other.

We  strongly  feel  that  the  Christian 
voung  person  should  "be  an  example" 
in  all  matters,  at  all  times. 

Therefore,  we  re-affirm  the  posi- 
tion of  our  local  Youth  Committee 
that  at  no  time  shall  immodest  dress 
be  tolerated  in  anv  of  the  church- 
related  activities,  and  we  commend 
our  District  Youth  Committee  for 
their  convictions  on  this  matter,  and 
we  urge  our  National  Youth  Council 
to  lead  the  way  in  developing  a 
Christlike  procedure  in  all  matters 
relating  to  the  denominational  youth 
program. 

By  way  of  clarification  of  the 
above,  it  is  ruled  that  slacks  and 
pedal  pushers,  but  not  any  type  of 
shorts,  may  be  worn  by  the  girls  at 
the  athletic  events  of  our  youth  fel- 
lowship, and  that  the  boys  shall  de- 
sist from  wearing  abbreviated  sports 
clothing  of  any  nature. 

It  is  to  be  understood  that  this  is 
not  an  effort  to  force  any  conviction 
on  any  individual  or  family  as  to 
their  own  practices  in  their  own  pri- 
vate lives.  This  is  a  statement  of  the 
practice  to  be  followed  in  church-re- 
lated activities.  The  purpose  behind 
this  action  is  to  safeguard  the  testi- 
mony of  the  church,  and  to  develop 
a  high  standard  of  Christ-centered 
conduct  among  our  young  people.

RECONCILIATION

FIRST  BRETHREN  CHURCH

As  we  turn  to  the  plaintive  cry 
of  Job,  while  he  was  experiencing 
the  pangs  of  torment  and  horror,  a 
very  significant  statement  attracts  us. 
Job  had  considered  himself  full  of 
righteousness.  God  had  even  invited 
Satan  to  take  this  servant  Job  into 
consideration.  At  Satan's  suggestion, 
God  removed  the  barrier  which  sur- 
rounded Job  and  went  so  far  as  to 
give  Satan  full  power  over  him  with 
the  exception  of  the  power  to  take  his 
life. 

In  the  midst  of  his  harrowing 
experiences  Job  is  sought  out  by  his 
three  friends  who  attempt  to  comfort 
him.  But  their  words  prove  far  from 
comforting.  In  his  desperation,  he 
cries  out  against  the  seeming  ruth- 
lessness  of  God's  power.  Then  he 
adds:  "For  he  is  not  a  man  as  I  am, 
that  I  should  answer  him,  that  we 
should  come  together  in  judgment. 
There  is  no  umpire  betwixt  us,  that 
might  lay  his  hand  upon  us  both" 
(Job.  9:32  33,  ASV). 

The  pages  of  the  Old  Testament 
reveal  the  prominence  of  a  burning 
passion  for  religious  living.  The  en- 
tire system  of  Jewish  ritual  was  filled 
with  zeal  to  expiate  the  sins  of  men. 
A  sinning  population  needed  to  be 
reconciled  to  an  offended  God.  God 
did  not  change  His  attitude  toward 
man,  but  man's  sin  changed  the 
state  of  fellowship  between  himself 
and  God.  And  so  on  it  went:  man 
sinned,  fellowship  was  broken;  God 
was  constant,  but  man  was  estranged 
from  Him.  Under  such  circum- 
stances there  was  continual  mis- 
understanding insofar  as  man  was 
concerned. 

This  situation  was  pre-eminent  in 
Job's  mind  when  he  tried  to  under- 
stand God.  But  he  was  torn  between 


what  appeared  to  be  diametrically 
opposite  conclusions.  If  God  were  a 
righteous  God— and  Job  knew  that 
He  was— why  then  did  he  (Job)  suf- 
fer such  terrible  agony?  God  was 
righteous,  of  that  Job  was  convinced. 
Job  suffered;  there  was  no  argument 
about  that.  Yet  the  question  in  Job's 
mind  was,  Why?  Thus  his  wail,  for 
it  is  indeed  the  wail  of  one  in  despera- 
tion: "There  is  no  umpire  betwixt  us, 
that  might  lay  his  hand  upon  us 
both." 

As  I  think  of  Job  in  his  extremity, 
how  I  wish  that  God  might  have 
pulled  the  curtain  of  the  years  aside 
and  have  given  him  a  glimpse  of 
Jesus  Christ  on  Calvary's  tree.  Job's 
desire  has  been  fulfilled,  and  we 
are  the  recipients  of  the  fulfillment. 

Viewing  God  in  His  might  and  in 
His  holiness  and  in  His  power,  and 
considering  our  position  before  Him, 
our  hearts  would  fail  us.  A  holy  God, 
high  and  exalted;  a  sinful  race,  low 
and  degraded;  and  an  apparently  un- 
bridgeable chasm  lying  between  the 
two  extremities.  Man  needed  to  be 
saved,  but  man  as  man  could  do  noth- 
ing about  it.  God  realized  the  situ- 
ation, "For  he  knoweth  our  frame; 
he  rcmembereth  that  we  are  dust" 
(Ps.  103:14).  But  as  God  He  could 
do  nothing  about  the  matter.  So  He, 
in  His  infinite  wisdom,  purposed  His 
plan  from  all  eternity  past  to  remedy 
the  condition. 

With  the  onward  movement  of 
time  God  sent  His  Son  into  the  world, 
"not  to  condemn  the  world;  but  that 
the  world  through  him  might  be 
saved"  (John  3:17).  Jesus  himself 
proclaimed  to  the  world  that  "the 
Son  of  man  came  not  to  be  min- 
istered unto,  but  to  minister,  and  to 
give   his   life   a    ransom   for   many.'' 


Time  forbids  us  to  enter  into  the 
formal  proof  of  the  deitv  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Suffice  it  to  sav  in  the  lan- 
guage of  the  Word  of  God,  "And  the 
Word  became  flesh,  and  dwelt  among 
us  (and  we  beheld  his  glorv,  glory 
as  of  the  only  begotten  from  the 
Father),  full  of  grace  and  truth" 
(John  1:14,  ASV).  As  a  result  of  the 
fact  that  "God  was  in  Christ,  recon- 
ciling the  world  unto  himself"  (II 
Cor.  5:19),  we  find  the  perfect  ful- 
fillment of  Job's  request  that  he  might 
be  granted  an  umpire.  And  again,  as 
a  result  of  the  fact  that  God  became 
man  perfectly  in  the  incarnation  of 
Jesus  Christ,  the  writer  of  the  He- 
brew epistle  could  sav:  "We  have  not 
a  high  priest  that  cannot  be  touched 
with  the  feeling  of  our  infirmities; 
but  one  that  hath  been  in  all  points 
tempted  like  as  we  are,  vet  without 
sin"  (Heb.  4:15,  ASV). 

There  is  a  perfect  willingness  on 
the  part  of  God  to  meet  man  and 
to  forgive  sin.  In  Genesis  3:15  we 
note  God  saying:  "I  will  put  enmity 
between  thee  [Satan]  and  the  woman 
[sinner],  and  between  thy  seed  and 
her  seed;  it  [the  woman's  seed]  shall 
bruise  thy  head,  and  thou  shalt  bruise 
his  heel."  The  Deliverer  from  sin 
promised,  thus  expressing  the  fact  of 
God's  willingness  to  forgive  man's 
sin.  Even  though  God  is  a  God  of 
infinite  love,  that  perfect  love  must 
honor  His  perfect  justice. 

Again,  God  promises  the  children 
of  Israel  through  Moses,  "And  there 
[at  the  Mercy  Seat]  I  will  meet 
with  thee,  and  I  will  commune  with 
thee  from  above  the  mercy  seat" 
(Exod.  25:22).  This  presents  a  picture 
of  the  work  of  propitiation.  God  is 
willing  to  forgive  sins;  yet  the  de- 
mands of  justice  must  be  met.  In  the 
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text  of  the  Exodus  passage  we  find 
that  the  blood  was  to  be  sprinkled  on 
the  Mercy  Seat  as  a  covering  for  sin, 
thus  fulfilling  the  requirements  of 
justice,  so  that  God's  love  could  be 
uppermost  in  its  manifestation  as  God 
dealt  with  the  individual.  The  blood 
was  to  be  sprinkled  on  the  Mercv 
Seat  before  the  promise  of  God 
could  be  met.  In  other  words,  God 
could  not  meet  man  at  the  Mercy 
Seat  until  the  covering  for  sins  had 
been  effected,  regardless  of  His  per- 
fect willingness  to  forgive  sins. 

A  very  fine  illustration  of  this  great 
fact  lies  in  the  story  of  David,  in 
his  struggle  with  Saul.  The  Philis- 
tines  distrusted  David.  They  reason- 
ed thus:  "If  David  goes  down  into 
battle  with  us,  he  may  become  an  ad- 
versary, 'For  wherewith  should  this 
fellow  reconcile  himself  unto  his  lord? 
should  it  not  be  with  the  heads  of 
these  men?'"  (I  Sam.  29:4,  ASV). 
And  what  better  way  could  David 
have  chosen  to  appease  Saul's  wrath 
than  with  the  heads  of  the  enemies 
of  Saul? 

An  investigation  of  the  entire 
sacrificial  system  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment reveals  the  outstanding  fact  that 
God  was  reconciled  to  many  only 
when  man  met  the  conditions  as  they 
were  outlined  in  the  law.  In  this  way 
man  was  able  to  meet  God.  God  said: 
"Come  now,  and  let  us  reason  to- 
gether .  .  .  though  your  sins  be  as 
scarlet,  they  shall  be  as  white  as  snow; 
though  they  be  red  like  crimson,  they 
shall  be  as  wool"  (Isa.  1:18).  The 
basis  for  such  cleansing  and  absolu- 
tion is  found  in  the  obedience  of  the 
people  in  keeping  the  law.  Their 
sins  were  forgiven  as  they  observed 
the  feasts  and  made  the  sacrificial  of- 
ferings. But  these  sacrifices  had  to  be 
made  over  again. 

When  Christ  came  into  the  world 
to  save  men  from  eternal  condemna- 
tion, He  did  it  by  the  means  of  His 
shed  blood.  "But  Christ  having  come 
a  high  priest  of  the  good  things  to 
come,  through  the  greater  and  more 
perfect  tabernacle,  not  made  with 
hands,  that  is  to  say,  not  of  this  crea- 
tion, nor  yet  through  the  blood  of 
goats  and  calves,  but  through  his 
own  blood,  entered  in  once  for  all 
into  the  holy  place,  having  obtained 
eternal  redemption"  (Heb.  9:11-12 
ASV).  Man's  eternal  redemption  was 


purchased  on  Calvary's  tree.  Because 
Christ  entirely  fulfilled  God's  de- 
mands of  righteousness  by  His  shed 
blood,  He  could  not  be  held  by  the 
bonds  of  death.  He  arose  as  the  vic- 
tor over  death.  He  presented  His  own 
blood  at  the  Mercy  Seat  before  the 
Father,  not  on  His  own  behalf,  but  in 
behalf  of  those  for  whom  He  died. 
As  a  result  of  His  work  He  became 
the  surety  of  a  better  covenant,  for 
He  abideth  forever  with  an  un- 
changeable priesthood.  Because 
Christ  died,  men  may  draw  near 
unto  God  through  Him  because  He 
lives  to  make  intercession  (Heb.  7: 
22-25). 

When  Paul  speaks  of  this  ministry 
of  reconciliation  in  II  Corinthians 
5:19-21,  just  what  did  he  mean?  He 
says:  "God  was  in  Christ,  reconciling 
the  world  unto  himself  .  .  .  and  hath 
committed  unto  us  the  word  of  recon- 
ciliation" (II  Cor.  5:19).  We  have 
noted  that  Christ's  sacrifice  on  the 
cross  was  perfectly  satisfactory  to  the 
Father.  He  made  atonement  for  the 
sins  of  men.  Therefore,  as  far  as 
God  is  concerned,  redemption  is 
completed  in  Christ.  God  holds  no 
enmity  toward  men.  He  is  perfectly 
willing  to  forgive  men  their  sins  if 
they  will  but  come  to  Him  through 
Christ.  The  efficacy  of  Christ's  death, 
and  the  willingness  of  God  to  for- 
give sins,  is  of  no  effect  if  men  fail 
to  accept  the  sacrifice  which  is  wholly 
acceptable  to  God.  Thus  in  this  min- 
istry the  message  is  quite  simple,  and 
not  fraught  with  many  details. 

The  story  is  told  of  an  enthusiastic 
soul-winner  who  went  into  a  saloon, 
laid  his  arm  across  the  shoulders  of 
the  proprietor,  and  said:  "I  just  stop- 
ped by  to  tell  you  that  God  has  abso- 
lutely nothing  against  you."  In  his 
surprise  and  amazement,  the  saloon- 
keeper answered:  "I'd  sell  this  busi- 
ness today  if  I  thought  you  knew 
what  you  were  talking  about."  But  it 
is  positively  true.  God  has  nothing 
against  the  world  of  lost  men.  He  is 
reconciled  by  the  death  of  Christ. 
So  great  is  His  love  that  He  desires 
to  forgive  men  of  sins  on  the  basis 
of  the  atoning  death  of  His  Son. 
But  the  world  needs  to  know  that 
Christ  has  died,  not  simply  a  historic 
death,  but  for  the  sins  of  the  world. 

Brethren,  that  is  the  sum  of  our 
message   today.   We   have   no   other 


message  for  the  world.  A  "social  gos- 
pel" will  not  do.  No  sort  or  type  of 
"gospel"  short  of  the  Gospel  of  God's 
redeeming  love  will  do.  And  that  is 
our  all-important  task-that  of  tell- 
ing the  unsaved  world  of  Christ's 
reconciling  death.  That  death  recon- 
ciles God  to  man,  but  man  is  not 
reconciled  to  God.  Man's  reconcilia- 
tion depends  upon  his  acceptance  of 
God's  plan  of  salvation  through 
Christ.  And  think  of  it,  my  brethren 
in  Christ  Jesus,  "God  .  .  .  hath  com- 
mitted unto  us  the  word  of  recon- 
ciliation" (II  Cor.  5:19). 

Therefore  we  stand  as  ambassadors 
for  Christ.  We  are  His  representa- 
tives in  an  alien  country.  Men  are 
estranged  from  God  because  of  sin. 
We  are  sent  to  introduce  God  to  a 
hostile  world.  He  entreats  the  world 
by  us.  How  important,  then,  be- 
comes our  position.  Being  Christ's 
ambassadors,  as  the  Word  says  we 
are,  our  hearts  should  be  illuminated 
and  warmed  by  a  burning  passion  to 
do  what  Christ  would  have  us  do.  It 
is  His  desire  that  none  should  perish, 
but  that  all  should  come  to  repent- 
ance (II  Pet.  3:9).  That  same  desire 
and  passion  should  possess  and  fire  us 
in  our  service  for  Him. 

He  has  commited  unto  us  this 
marvelous  ministry.  Since  He  has 
made  such  a  committal  of  so  great 
a  trust,  what  should  be  our  attitude? 
It  is  mv  earnest  conviction  that  as 
God  entreats  the  world  bv  us  we 
must  present  a  true  picture  of  god- 
liness to  the  world  in  the  lives  that 
we  live.  In  like  manner,  we  are  lights 
in  a  benighted  world.  Christ  says: 
"Even  so  [or  because  of  this  fact] 
let  your  light  shine  before  men; 
that  they  may  see  your  good  works, 
and  glorify  your  Father  who  is  in 
heaven"  (Matt.  5:16,  ASV).  And 
how  could  we  better  glorify  our  Fath- 
er in  heaven  than  by  attracting  men 
and  women  to  Christ? 

Let  us,  therefore,  brethren,  give 
diligence  to  this  blessed  and  holy  min- 
istrv  which  has  been  committed  unto 
us  by  the  grace  of  God.  Let  us  be 
steadfast  in  our  presentation  of  Christ 
to  a  lost  and  dying  world,  lest 
remove  our  candlestick 
(Rev.  2:5).

From  the  office  of  the  Board  of 
Ministerial  Emergency  and  Retire- 
ment Benefits  of  the  National  Fel- 
lowship of  Brethren  Churches,  In- 
corporated. 

Not  including  our  foreign  miSSiOn- 
aries  we  have  205  ordained  and 
licensed  men,  according  to  our  last 
available  records. 

There  are  twenty  between  the  ages 
of  25-30.  Seventy-two  between  31- 
40.  Sixty-one  between  41-50.  Thirty- 
five  between  51-60  and  seventeen 
over  61. 

Eight  over  sixty-five  are  receivins 


$50  monthly  retirement  checks.  Two 
widows  receive  the  same.  These  have 
cooperated  by  giving  1  percent  of 
their  annual  salary.  Thirty-one  men 
are  now  cooperating  with  our  pro- 
gram. Twenty  churches  are  current 
with  the  3  percent  of  their  pastor's 
salary.  Eighty-three  carry  a  $1,000 
life  insurance  policy.  This  number 
includes  those  paying  their  1  percent. 
Thus  far  this  conference  year  we 
have  paid  out  $350  from  our  emer- 
gency fund.  Three  churches  have  re- 
newed their  payments,  as  well  as 
several  pastors.  An  ordained  man 
must  have  cooperated  with  his  1  per- 


cent for  ten  years  previous  to  the  re- 
tirement age  of  65  in  order  to  draw 
on  this  fund. 

It  is  unlawful  for  a  church  to  pay 
the  minister's  Social  Security,  but  a 
church  may  include  the  pastor's  1 
percent  with  the  3  percent,  making 
a  total  of  4  percent  when  payments 
are  made  to  this  office.  Some  pastors 
have  elected  not  to  support  the  Social 
Security  program.  Every  Brethren 
church  should  support  our  program 
regardless  of  the  pastor's  decision  on 
Social   Security.

Shall  We  Build  New  Churches? 

Each  member  of  the  National  Fellowship  of  Breth- 
ren Churches  helps  to  answer  this  question  in  one  way 
or  another.  Some  say  Yes,  others  say  No.  This  they 
do  by  their  individual  attitudes  in  prayer,  and  in  the 
giving  of  talent  and  material  things.  No  doubt  each 
member  of  our  Fellowship  sufficiently  appreciates  what 
they  receive  in  Bible  teaching  and  Christian  fellowship 
in  their  own  church  so  that  each  would  say:  "Let's 
have  many  more  churches  like  ours!"  Yet,  only  about 
one-third  of  the  total  membership  of  the  NFBC  are 
corporation  members  of  the  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council.  This  means  that  thev  gave  $5  or  more  to  Breth- 
ren home  missions  during  a  single  year.  There  are  fully 
appreciated  friends  who  give  less  than  $5  but  thev  give 
something.  But,  what  about  the  thousands  who  earn  some 
amount  annually  and  vet  who  give  nothing,  to  God's 
program  in  extending  the  church?  They  do  not  actively 
oppose  church  extension,  and  yet  they  do  nothing  to 
help.  If  these  would  assist  even  in  a  small  way  we  would 
have  a  substantial  increase  in  our  home-mission  offering. 

Be  a  Brethren  Church  Pioneer! 

Our  motto  is  "Every  Brethren  church  start  a  branch 
church."  The  initiative  for  starting  new  churches  should 
come  from  older  local  churches.  We  are  seeing  this  hap- 
pen in  a  wonderful  way  all  over  America.  Churches  are 
reaching  out  into  populated  areas  and  giving  some  of 
their  own  families  to  start  new  missions.  Then  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  is  assisting  them  in 
organizing  the  church,  buying  property,  securing  a 
pastor,  church  plans,  and  a  building.  The  local  church, 
the  Council,  and  the  district  work  together  to  bring  many 
new  churches  into  existence.  But  this  work  demands 
many  people  who  will  give  on  both  the  local  and  the  na- 
tional level.  If  10,000  more  Brethren  would  become 
church  pioneers  with  all  that  this  involves  the  next 
year  could  see  the  greatest  expansion  for  Christ  in  our 
history.

Make  America  Catholic 

This  is  and  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church.  The  success  of  their  program  of  promotion  and 
political  infiltration  is  apparent  in  the  nomination  of  a 
Roman  Catholic  for  the  presidency  of  the  United 
States.  This  nomination  is  one  of  the  most  tragic  things 
to  take  place  in  all  American  history. 

Yet,  there  are  many  people,  and  surprisingly  enough 
even  some  evangelicals,  who  fail  to  see  the  involvements  of 
this  fact.  Perhaps  this  is  so  because  they  know  so  little 
about  the  laws  of  the  RC  Church.  Before  the  coming 
election  every  Protestant  should  deem  it  an  absolute 
obligation  to  learn  more  about  this  system.  Books,  such 
as  Dr.  }.  B.  Rowell's,  Shall  the  Pope  become  'Supreme 
Arbiter'  among  the  Nations?  and  others  should  be  read. 

Unless  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  changes  its  canon 
law  and  its  entire  attitude  toward  Protestants,  the  hor- 
rible fact  is  that  during  a  period  of  time,  just  as  soon  as 
possible,  every  Protestant  in  America  will  face  religious 
persecution   which   could  easily  mean  physical   death. 

Astonishing  as  it  may  seem  in  this  enlightened  age 
the  following  statement  comes  from  the  up-to-date  Ec- 
clesiastical Law  governing  the  policies  and  purposes  of 
the  Papacy:  "NEVERTHELESS  IT  IS  A  CATHOLIC 
TENET  THAT  THE  CHURCH  MAY  JUSTLY 
INFLICT  ON  HERETICS  THE  PENALTY  OF 
DEATH"  (Suarez  2  de  Fide  Disp.  xx.,  sect.  3,  n.  28) 
(De  Luca,  S.  J.,  Dated  at  Rome,   1900). 

It  is  just  as  amazing  that  while  the  Church  of  Rome 
so  clearly  and  freely  publishes  her  intentions  as  to  what 
she  plans  to  do  with  Protestants  when  she  comes  to 
power,  millions  seem  utterly  oblivious  to  this  fact,  and 
are  prepared  to  hand  over  the  key  and  complete  control 
of  all  of  our  priceless  and  hard-won  liberties.  Millions 
of  Americans  read  periodicals  which  tell  in  small  print 
of  the  atrocities  now  being  committed  by  the  RC  Church 
in  South  American  and  foreign  countries  and  yet  never 
relate  such  a  possibility  to  our  own  land  if  this  church 
gains  similar  power  here.

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Dedication  Climaxes  a  Decade

"The  Lord  hath  done  great  thinos 
for  us;  whereof  we  are  glad"  (Ps. 
126:3).  These  words  of  the  psalmist 
express  our  state  of  mind  as  we  re- 
joice on  this  dav  of  dedication. 

Period    of    Reconnaissance 

Although  the  uninterrupted  his- 
tory of  the  Fairlawn  Brethren  Church 
is  but  two  years  and  seven  months 
of  age,  its  roots  run  back  a  number 
of  years  to  its  earliest  beginnings. 

It  was  in  1950,  when  the  Spicer 
family,  consisting  of  mother  Spicer 
(Ruth  to  her  friends),  and  six  chil- 
dren; Norma,  Frank,  James,  Fred, 
Darrell,  and  Robert,  lived  at  553 
West  Exchange  Street,  that  the  idea 
of  a  Brethren  church  on  the  west 
side  of  the  city  was  born.  Upon 
invitation  of  the  Spicers,  Dr. 
Gingrich  began  conducting  a  Bible 
class  in  the  Spicer  home.  He  was 
assisted  by  Rev.  Charles  Bergerson, 
a  Brethren  minister  then  engaged  in 
a  fruitful  ministry  in  the  city  of 
Akron.  The  class,  with  an  average 
attendance  of  approximately  sixteen, 
continued  from  June  3  to  November 
17,  when  it  became  necessary  to  dis- 
continue it,  but  the  bread  was  already 
cast  upon  the  waters,  from  which  it 
was  to  return  after  many  days  (Eccl. 
11:1). 

Then  came  a  series  of  Bible  classes 
in  the  home  of  the  Gingrichs  at  180 
White  Pond  Drive  in  the  Fairlawn 
area  during  the  years  1955-56  with 
Dr.  Gingrich  teaching  a  group  on 
great  prophetical  themes  and  a  series 
on  modern  cults  and  isms.  Another 
link  was  thus  forged  in  the  chain  of 
reconnaissance  efforts. 

The  next  effort  toward  a  west-side 
Brethren  church  was  made  June  ( 
1956,    when    evening    services

begun  in  the  auditorium  of  the  Fair 
lawn  Grade  School  with  Rav  Ging- 
rich, Jr.  serving  as  the  leader.  These 
gatherings  were  to  continue  until 
August  1,  1957,  when  it  was  necessary 
to  suffer  another  break  in  the  con- 
tinuity of  the  work,  but  not  without 
definite  progress  toward  a  perma- 
nency in  the  near  future. 

Establishing    the   Bridgehead 

The  burden  for  a  Brethren  work  in 
the  greater  Fairlawn  area  continued 
to  weigh  heavily  on  certain  hearts 
among  those  who  had  attended  the 
services  in  the  Fairlawn  school.  Fi- 
nally, after  much  prayer  and  repeated 
requests,  Dr.  Raymond  E.  Gingrich, 
Sr.  consented  to  lead  in  the  beginning 
of  the  new  phase  of  the  work.  Ac- 
cordingly, morning  worship  service 
and  Sunday  school  were  planned  to 
begin  the  first  Sunday  of  December 
(December  1,  1957).  That  first  serv- 
ice had  an  attendance  of  twenty-two 
and  an  offering  of  forty-five  dollars. 
Of  this  number  nine  were  members 
of  Brethren  churches;  thirteen  were 
not.  The  first  bridgehead  was  estab- 
lished. 

The  first  Sunday  evening  service 
in  the  present  uninterrupted  pro- 
gram was  held  March  2,  1958  with 
an  attendance  of  fiftv-nine,  and  an 
offering     of     $53.98.     The     second 

o 

bridgehead  ivas  established. 

The  first  public  decisions  for 
Christ  occurred  on  Sunday  evening, 
June  1,  1958,  by  a  father  and  daugh- 
ter combination:  Thomas  and  Vir-

Occupying  the  Land 

On  November  5,  1958,  an  agree- 
ment to  purchase  4.13  acres  of  land 
on  State  Route  176  (Ghent  Road) 
was  signed  by  Fairlawn  Brethren 
with  the  consent  and  assurance  of 
assistance  by  the  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council.  Arthur  Rude,  Fort 
Lauderdale,  Fla.,  architect,  and  mem- 
ber of  Grace  Brethren  Church  of  that 
city,  was  asked  to  begin  work  on 
plans  for  our  projected  building.  He 
was  assisted  by  Donald  Miller,  local 
Akron  architect.  Ground-breaking 
ceremonies  were  held  on  Labor  Day 
Sunday,  September  1959.  The  Breth- 
ren Construction  Company's  crew  ar- 
rived later  that  month.  After  a  series 
of  distracting  delays  the  actual  build- 
ing operation  began  early  in  October. 

Today  a  beautiful  edifice  stands  at 
754  Ghent  Road,  Akron  13,  Ohio, 
as  a  testimony  to  God's  grace,  and  the 
excellent,  dedicated  workmanship  of 
the  construction  crew.  The  building 
will  seat  approximately  335  in  the 
sanctuary,  and  has  a  full-sized  base- 
ment auditorium  with  a  tier  of  class- 
rooms along  one  side.  This  attractive 
building  was  formally  dedicated  to 
the  Lord,  Sunday,  July  17,  with  an 
aggregate  attendance  for  the  day  of 
563  and  a  total  offering  of  SI, 079. 

What  of  the  Future? 

One  of  the  fastest  growing  reSi- 
dential  areas  of  the  Akron  community 
surrounds  the  church  with  every  as- 
surance of  still  greater  future  growth 
guaranteed  by  the  Great  Lakes-to-Sea 


Waterway  lying  just  to  our  north, 
and  an  expanding  residential  com- 
munity immediately  around  us.  The 
future  is  bright  with  prospect  and 
challenge  to  our  people. 

When  Adoniram  fudson  was 
taunted  with  the  sneering  question 
relating  to  his  missionary  enterprise 
in  Burma  with  "What  is  the  outlook 
now?"  he  replied:  "It  is  as  bright  as 
the  promises  of  God."  William  Carey, 
father  of  modern  missions,  stimulated 
interest  in  missionary  work  in  India 
with  the  ringing  challenge:  "Expect 
great  things  from  God;  attempt  great 
things  for  God."  We  here  at  Fairlawn 
Brethren  purpose  to  combine  these 
two  memorable  principles  as  we  plan 
our  future  program. 

Davenport  Develops 
Need  for  Building 

The  Grace  Brethren  group  of 
Davenport,  Iowa,  is  rapidly  develop- 
ing to  the  point  where  a  building  is 
needed.  Their  present  meeting  place 
is  the  Armv  Reserve  quarters  and  it 
(the  Armv)  requires  the  use  of  it 
on  manv  Sundays. 

On  July  17,  1960,  it  was  necessary 
to  meet  in  an  open-air  service  at  the 
Duck  Creek  Park  because  the  re- 
serve building  was  not  available. 
There  were  fortv-four  present  for 
this  Sunday  and  following  the  serv- 
ice a  picnic  lunch  was  enjoyed  by 
the  entire  group. 

The  Davenport  group  is  studying  a 
course  on  soul-winning  that  meets 
each  Wednesday  night.  Pastor  Carl 
Key  and  Mrs.  Key  have  not  been  on 
the  field  for  one  year  yet  but  already 
the  need  is  there  for  a  building  and 
plans  are  being  considered  for  the 
home-mission  architect  to  develop.

The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  has  recommended  that  in 
meeting  the  challenge  to  "Double  in 
this  Decade,"  each  Brethren  church 
start  one  other.  This  plan  of  action 
works.  The  Grace  Brethren  Church 
of  Galion,  Ohio  is  today  a  small  but 
very  ample  proof  of  that  fact.  On 
Wednesday,  June  22,  1960,  the  first 
official  meeting  of  the  new  church 
was  held  in  the  rented  quarters  at 
201  South  Columbus  Street.  How 
fitting  that  the  first  service  should  be 
a  prayer  meeting,  for  that  is  the 
foundation  upon  which  this  new 
work  or  anv  new  work  must  be  built 
if  it  is  to  grow  with  God's  blessing. 

Approximately  four  years  ago  the 
interest  in  a  Brethren  testimony  in 
Galion  first  arose.  At  that  time  the 
Edward  White  family  (members  of 
the  Mansfield  Grace  Brethren 
Church)  moved  to  Galion.  Since  that 
time,  there  has  been  much  prayer 
concerning  this  matter.  Then  about 
two  vears  ago  the  Kenneth  Gulicks 
moved  to  Galion  from  the  First  Breth- 
ren Church  in  Wooster,  Ohio.  Fi- 
nally, the  Clarence  McMillens  from 
the  Kittanning,  Pa.  area  moved  here 
a  year  ago.  With  these  three  families 
as  a  basis,  along  with  some  other  peo- 
ple who  felt  that  their  own  churches 
were    perhaps    lacking    in    some    re- 


spects, the  Lord  led  Charles  Thorn- 
ton, his  wife  Janice,  and  their  three 
children  to  begin  a  weekly  Bible 
class  in  the  White's  home. 

This  class  was  begun  March  10  of 
this  year.  In  the  beginning,  the  class 
had  some  studies  in  prophecy.  Then, 
after  two  months  they  began  a  study 
in  the  Book  of  Romans.  By  means  of 
this  class,  other  families  were  con- 
tacted. 

In  April,  the  Mansfield  Church 
decided  to  back  up  the  Galion  work 
in  a  more  unified  way.  As  a  result, 
the  church  voted  to  assist  the  work 
by  prayer,  physical,  and  financial 
support.  This  last  assistance  was  en- 
couraged by  the  establishment  of  the 
"Galion  Expansion  Fund"  which  was 
made  up  of  designated  gifts.  God  has 
so  richly  blessed  in  this  way  that  re- 
cently the  Galion  group  received  a 
letter  stating  that  through  the  Lord's 
blessing,  the  Mansfield  church  had 
underwritten  the  Thornton's  support 
for  a  minimum  of  one  year.  This 
support  is  on  a  par  with  the  Breth- 
ren Home  Missions  allowance  for  a 
pastor.  Since  this  was  done,  Charles 
has  been  working  in  Galion  on  a  full- 
time  basis. 

With  the  financial  assistance  from 
the  Mansfield  church  and  many 
hours  of  donated  labor  by  the  people 


in  Galion,  the  building  which  was 
rented  was  cleaned  up,  painted,  and 
papered.  Some  of  the  men  built  a 
platform  and  Howard  Lehnhart,  of 
Mansfield,  built  and  donated  a  beau- 
tiful pulpit.  Hymnbooks  and  folding 
chairs  were  purchased.  To  make  it 
more  wonderful  yet,  some  of  the  Gal- 
ion folk  got  together  and  gave  a  lovely 
used  Conn  organ  to  be  used  in  the 
services. 

Since  June  22,  regular  services 
have  been  held  and  the  Lord  has 
been  bringing  out  people  to  the  serv- 
ices in  a  wonderful  wav.  Occasion- 
ally some  of  the  Mansfield  people 
visit  to  lend  encouragement  and  then 
return  to  their  church  better  able 
to  pray  for  the  work.  Truly,  as  it  has 
been  said,  our  future  is  as  bright 
as  the  promises  of  God. 

Should  anyone  know  people  in 
Galion  or  the  surrounding  area  who 
might  be  interested,  why  not  contact 
them  and  also  drop  a  note  to  Charles 
Thornton,  334  Grove  Avenue,  Gal- 
ion, Ohio?  He  will  try  to  follow  up 
any  leads.  A  man  in  Wooster,  Ohio 
contacted  us  about  a  family  and  now 
they  are  attending  the  church  serv- 
ices. Pray  for  the  work  that  through 
this  fellowship  men  and  women  will 
be  brought  to  the  Lord  and  strength- 
ened  in  the  faith.

affirms:  "It  is  not  necessary  that  the 
ministers  of  the  Church  should  them- 
selves execute,  like  butchers,  the  com- 
mand of  magistracy  of  the  Church.  It 
is  sufficient  that  the  ecclesiastical 
magistrate  should  be  the  death  judoe 
in  each  particular  case,  and  that  the 
ministry  of  the  civil  power  should  be 
absolutely  bound  to  supply  secular 
executioners." 

This  is  not  the  language  of  a  Nero, 
Hitler,  or  a  murderous  tyrant,  nor  is 
this  language  limited  to  the  Dark 
Ages  and  the  days  of  the  Spanish  In- 
quisition. Instead  it  is  the  clear  pro- 
vision of  the  modern  Church  of 
Rome  which  is  seeking  to  make 
America  Catholic. 

The  rate  of  Roman  Catholic  con- 
verts increases  annually.  There  are 
now  more  than  forty-two  million 
members  in  America  alone.  The  in- 
fluence of  the  Church  is  seen  in  all 
communications  and  educational 
media.  America  stands  in  the  shadow 
of  the  most  horrible  plague  in  her 
history. 

If  we  value  our  liberty  and  our 
heritage,  we  had  better  vote  on  a 
religious  and  not  on  a  political  basis 
this   November!

MINISTRY   IN   DEED!

"My  little  children,  let  us  not  love 
in  word,  neither  in  tongue;  but  in 
deed  and  in   truth"   (I  John   3:18). 

Our  opportunities  to  put  "feet" 
upon  our  witnessing  are  manifold, 
and  through  this  the  Lord  has  open- 
ed many  doors  to  further  the  Gospel 
testimony  among  some  of  our  con- 
tacts. Often  new  contacts  are  made 
as  Jewish  friends  call  upon  us  to 
minister  to  their  own  friends  who  are 
in  trouble  or  in  need. 

The  initial  contact  with  Mrs.  D. 
had  been  made  in  door-to-door  call- 
ing about  three  years  ago,  and  she 
was  always  open  to  a  discussion  re- 
garding the  Lord  and  His  Word,  but 
her  understanding  was  further  be- 
clouded by  the  teachings  of  Christian 
Science.  Going  with  her  to  visit  her 
mother  in  the  Jewish  Home  for  the 
Aged  once  a  month  was  one  of  our 
main  contacts  with  her.  Often  before 
going  there  I  had  lunch  with  her 
and  her  husband,  which  gave  me  an 
opportunity  to  witness.  On  several  of 
these  occasions  Mrs.  D.  told  of  con- 
tacts that  she  had  with  Jehovah  Wit- 
nesses and  with  a  neighbor  who  tried 
to  interest  them  in  Baha'i.  Though 
she  felt  that  she  could  not  adequate- 
ly answer  them,  I  was  thrilled  at  her 
perception  of  the  untruth  in  these 
false  teachings.  On  the  way  to  and 
from  the  visit  to  her  mother,  much  of 
the  conversation  was  of  a  spiritual  na- 
ture. Until  recently  her  mother  would 
come  back  with  us.  Then  after  sup- 
per at  Mrs.  D.'s,  I  would  pick  her 
up  for  our  Bible  class,  after  which  I 
took  her  back  to  the  Home.  Now 
she  is  not  well  enough  to  attend, 
but  Mrs.  D.  always  asks  me  to  read 
some  Scripture  for  her  mother.  This 
dear  elderly  Jewess  has  made  a  pro- 
fession of  faith  in  Christ  and  some 
times  speaks  of  Jesus,  but  because  of 
hardening  of  the  arteries  and  several 
strokes,  her  memory  is  poor. 

In  May  as  we  were  driving  home, 
Mrs.  D.  said  she  did  believe  that 
Jesus  is  God,  that  she  is  a  sinner  and 
that  He  had  died  for  her  sins.  But, 
at  first,  she  held  back  from  making 
that  definite  confession  and  accept- 


ance mainly  because  she  felt  there 
were  things  she  needed  to  clean  up 
in  her  life.  However,  upon  being 
shown  that  she  first  needed  to  make 
things  right  with  the  Lord  so  that 
He  could  help  her  meet  the  other 
needs,  right  in  the  car  she  confessed 
her  sin  and  asked  the  Lord  to  come 
into  her  heart  and  life.  Thus  her 
physical  birthday  also  became  her 
spiritual  birthday.  We  are  especially 
thankful  for  her  decision  at  this  time, 
for  our  contacts  with  her  will  not 
be  as  often  because  that  weekend 
she  and  her  husband  moved  to  one  of 
the  nearby  beach  towns.  Our  prayer 
now  is  for  her  establishment  in  the 
Lord  and  for  Mr.  D.'s  salvation. 

Providing  transportation  for  the 
blind  gave  me  mv  first  contact  with 
Mrs.  Ruben.  She  is  the  blind  Jew- 
ess who  accepted  the  Lord  at  our 
Bible  class  about  a  year  ago.  Though 
these  people  are  quite  handicapped, 
it  would  amaze  and  thrill  one  to 
see  what  they  are  able  to  do  for  them- 
selves. Some  of  these  folk  live  by 
themselves,  do  their  own  housework 
and  cooking.  Their  homes  and  per- 
sonal appearance  would  put  many 
sighted  people  to  shame.  Mrs.  Ru- 
ben is  one  of  these  who  is  able  to 
manage  quite  well  for  herself. 

Just  recently  Mrs.  Ruben  had  an 
infection  in  her  leg,  and  I  took  her 
to  the  doctor  for  treatment  on  sev- 
eral occasions.  I  was  with  her  when 
the  doctor  advised  that  she  go  to  the 
hospital  because  she  needed  to  be  off 
the  leg  completely,  and  she  had  no 
one  to  stay  with  her  constantly.  She 
was  in  the  hospital  over  the  week- 
end, and  when  I  visited  with  her 
yesterday,  one  of  the  first  things  she 
joyously  told  me  was  that  she  had 
attended  church  while  there.  She  had 
been  taken  to  the  chapel  in  her  bed! 
A  number  of  different  groups  came 
to  invite  her,  but  she  was  sure  to 
choose  the  right  group.  She  attended 
a  Presbyterian  service.  She  was  in- 
vited to  attend  a  Jewish  temple  serv- 
ice, but  she  told  the  person  that  she 
had  never  been  invited  to  a  temple 
service  before,  so  she  saw  no  reason 


to  start  now.  Besides,  "I  am  a  mes- 
siah"  (she  meant  a  messianist;  it  is 
her  way  of  saving  she  is  a  believer). 

At  the  time  Mrs.  Ruben  accepted 
the  Lord,  she  had  wanted  to  be  bap- 
tized, but  because  of  shingles  the 
baptismal  service  had  to  be  post- 
poned. Meantime,  she  went  through 
some  severe  tongue  lashing,  and  ex- 
perienced some  prejudice  on  the  part 
of  some  of  her  blind  Jewish  friends, 
and  so  she  has  drawn  back  from  this 
open  confession  of  her  faith.  What 
this  dear  Jewess  needs  most  of  all  is  to 
be  grounded  in  the  Word,  but  her  in- 
ability to  read  the  Bible  for  herself 
is  a  real  barrier.  She  attends  our 
Wednesday  Bible  class  regularly,  and 
as  often  as  she  can  goes  with  me  to 
the  evening  service  at  the  Inglewood 
church.  When  I  visit  with  her,  I  try 
to  read  a  portion  of  the  Word.  Mrs. 
Ruben  has  a  son  living  in  Los 
Angeles;  he  knows  of  her  belief  in 
Christ  and  does  not  object.  In  fact, 
he  has  read  some  of  her  Christian 
literature  and  says  he  likes  it. 

One  morning  several  months  ago 
Mrs.  F.,  a  Jewess  who  attends  our 
Friday  Bible  class,  asked  me  if  I 
would  go  to  see  her  sister's  Jewish 
friend  who  was  verv  despondent  and 
even  spoke  of  suicide.  I  had  met 
Mrs.  B.,  a  widow,  at  Mrs.  F.'s  home 
some  time  before  when  I  spent  sev- 
eral nights  with  Mrs.  F.  because  she 
was  afraid  to  stav  alone.  At  that 
time  I  had  a  wonderful  opportunity 
to  witness  to  these  two  women  and 
also  to  one  of  her  sisters  and  her 
brother-in-law. 

I  felt  that  the  best  thing  to  do  was 
to  get  Mrs.  B.  out  of  her  apartment, 
so  we  went  for  a  drive.  At  a  conven- 
ient place  we  parked  and  had  a  good 
talk.  Mrs.  B.  and  I  spent  most  of 
the  day  together  and  she  was  in  a 
much  better  frame  of  mind  when  I 
took  her  home.  Since  then  she  has 
attended  some  of  our  Friday  Bible 
classes  and  also  our  Monday  discus- 
sion groups. 

Mrs.  C,  an  elderly  Jewess  in  her 
seventies,  had  been  a  regular  attend- 
ant  at   our   Wednesday    Bible   class

several  years  ago,  but  stopped  be- 
cause she  said  she  could  not  believe 
what  was  taught.  Nevertheless,  we 
kept  in  touch  with  her  and  were  able 
to  assist  her  in  apartment  hunting 
and  moving  upon  several  occasions. 
Personallv,  I  believe  the  help  given 
to  her  gave  her  a  guilty  conscience, 
for  she  asked  me  of  her  own  volition 
a  short  time  ago  to  be  taken  to  the 
meetings  again. 

My  first  meeting  with  Mrs.  F. 
was  a  long  conversation  on  the  claims 
of  Christ  and  Old  Testament  proph- 
ecies. Subsequent  contacts  were  just 
as  open.  Always  on  her  coffee  table 
was  a  copy  of  the  Holy  Scriptures 
(the  Jewish  publication  of  the  Old 
Testament).  Attendance  at  our  meet- 
ing was  promised  but  never  kept 
until  I  learned  that  she  knew  one  of 
the  ladies  who  attended  our  Friday 
class.  So,  through  invitations  from 
both  of  us,  she  finally  came  and 
seemed  to  enjoy  herself.  That  night 
about  eleven  o'clock,  after  I  had 
taken  my  group  home,  I  had  a  phone 
call.  Mrs.  F.  had  lost  her  keys  and 
was  locked  out  of  her  bedroom;  had 
she  dropped  them  in  my  car? 
Wouldn't  you  know  this  would  hap- 
pen the  first  time  she  came  to  our 
meeting!  The  kevs  were  not  to  be 
found  in  my  car,  nor  at  Buttons', 
nor  near  Mrs.  F.'s  home;  therefore, 
I  had  an  overnight  guest.  The  next 
morning  at  Mrs.  F.'s  insistence  we 
had  breakfast  at  her  home.  The  lost 
keys  were  made  a  matter  of  prayer 
and  the  Lord  answered  this  request. 


Back  to  School 


"Back  to  school"  is  more  than  a 
slogan  at  the  Brethren  Navajo  Mis- 
sion and  Boarding  School.  Here  it 
means  cooking,  care,  clothing,  and 
teaching  for  about  fifty  Navajo  boys 
and  girls.  It  means  a  staff  of  not  only 
teachers,  but  also  cooks,  caretakers, 
maintenance  men,  dormitory  parents, 
and  supervisors.  It  means  school 
buildings,  dwellings,  equipment,  and 
vehicles.  It  means  construction,  re- 
placement, and  adding  new  facilities. 

"Back  to  school"  at  the  Mission 
means  backing  the  school  with  vour 
prayers  and  gifts.  First,  back  it  with 


vour  prayers  for  the  staff,  students, 
and  parents  of  students.  Each  year 
many  students  make  decisions  for 
Christ  and  many  more  parents  should 
be  reached. 

Secondly,  back  it  with  vour  gifts. 
Adopt  a  Navajo  boy  or  girl  individual- 
ly through  a  Sunday-school  class  or 
some  organization.

"For  many 
years  the  Roman  Catholic  church 
has  had  firm  control  here,"  Dr.  Pear- 
son is  quoted  as  saying,  "but  now 
the  tables  are  turned.  Premier  Fidel 
Castro  has  succeeded  in  loosening 
the  grip  of  the  Catholic  Church  on 
his  country,  and  now  evangelicals  are 
preaching  the  Gospel  in  parks  and  in 
open-air  meetings  and  are  enjoying 
liberty  like  they  have  not  known 
for  many  years."  A  Cuban  pastor 
told  the  World  Gospel  Crusade  of- 
fice: "Don't  believe  all  vou  read  in 
the  United  States  papers.  You  won't 
find  out  about  the  true  picture  from 
them.  You  hear  only  one  side— the  in- 
roads communism  is  making.  We  are 
thanking  God  for  the  freedom  He  has 
given  us  to  preach  the  Gospel." 

MOSCOW  (EP)-The  U.  S.  Em- 
bassy here  has  received  a  Bible  for 
presentation  to  Francis  Powers,  im- 
prisoned pilot  of  the  American  U-2 
plane  shot  down  over  the  Soviet 
Union.  Attorney  Lewis  Weiss  ex- 
plained he  brought  the  Bible  to  Mos- 
cow at  the  request  of  the  pilot's 
father.  Embassy  officials,  who  had 
not  been  permitted  to  see  Powers, 
were  uncertain  that  it  could  be  de- 
livered to  him.

Beloved  Friends  in  our  Lord: 

Momentous  days  fraught  with  perplexities  and  un- 
certainties are  upon  us.  This  first  year  of  a  new  decade, 
1960,  has  already  proven  it  will  bring  to  pass  some  of 
the  most  colossal  events  in  the  history  of  our  Nation 
or  the  world.

12.  The  deepening  "Apostasy"  (departing  from  the 
Christian  faith  and  the  Bible)  that  opens  the  door  for 
the  entrance  to  all  the  foreign  and  alien  ideologies  that 
are  responsible  for  undermining  our  Faith  and  Freedom.

Do  We  Need  a 


BRETHREN 
CATECHISM? 


Sad! 


Unfortunate! 


Tragic! 


A  few  months  ago  I  paid  a  visit 
to  a  home  out  in  the  country  near  our 
city,  and  spent  about  two  hours  with 
a  young  couple  there.  The  wife  had 
been  for  some  three  months  at  that 
time  under  the  regular  instruction  of 
visiting  Jehovah's  Witnesses.  Even  in 
that  relatively  short  period,  three 
months,  during  which  the  Witnesses 
came  and  spent  one  hour  with  her 
each  week,  this  woman  had  become 
quite  thoroughly  indoctrinated  with 
the  Satanic  beliefs  of  this  cult.  My 
efforts  to  show  her  the  truths  of  the 
claims  of  Jesus  Christ  seemed  in  vain. 

During  the  conversation,  she  told 
me  that  she  had  been  brought  up  in 
a  certain  nearby  church  (which  1 
happened  to  know  is  of  a  very  libera] 
persuasion),  and  she  had  attended 
faithfully  all  during  her  previous  life. 
She  knew  little  or  nothing  of  the 
Bible  as  a  result  of  these  vears  spent 
in  this  liberal  church,  according  to  her 
own  testimony. 


Immediatelv  I  jumped  to  the  con- 
clusion "See— that  just  shows  that 
the  folks  in  the  liberal  churches,  who 
don't  get  very  much,  if  any,  Bible 
teaching,  are  easy  marks  for  the  well- 
equipped  cultist  who  comes  to  their 
doors  with  a  well-planned  attack 
based  on  perverted  use  of  Scripture. 
Yes;  the  liberal  churches  sure  let 
their  folks  wide  open  for  Jehovah's 
Witnesses  and  the  like." 

With  that  quick  conclusion,  I 
breathed  a  bit  easier  as  I  thought  of 
the  fact  that  in  our  Brethren 
churches,  we  emphasize  the  open 
Bible  in  both  our  Sundav  schools 
and  our  churches.  Oh,  how  blessed 
we  are,  I  thought. 

About  two  weeks  after  that,  I  re- 
ceived a  very  rude  shock.  I  encount- 
ered another  young  woman  of  about 
the  same  age  (in  her  late  thirties). 
This  one  works  in  the  industrial  plant 
where  I  work.  She  has  been  under 
the  persistent  influence  of  a  voung 
man  who  is  a  very  zealous  member 
of  an  ultra-liberal  group  which  savs 
that  man's  mind  is  the  final  authority. 
She  told  me  on  our  first  meeting 
that  she  was  pretty  well  convinced  of 
the  member's  point  of  view.  Sub- 
sequent contact  with  her  revealed  the 
sad  fact  that  after  about  six  Sundav 
mornings  attending  their  meetings, 
plus  some  five-day-a-week  pressure  bv 
her  office  co-workers,  she  is  now  a 
definite  "convert"  to  their  system  of 
unbelief,  with  its  reliance  on  the 
supremacy  of  human  reason  and 
ethics. 

Sad?  Yes,  indeed.  Under  any  cir- 
cumstances, this  is  sad,  to  find  a  per- 
son for  whom  Christ  died  who  is  so 
blinded  bv  Satan.  But  the  most  sad 


part  of  all  is  this:  this  voung  woman 
is  a  member  of  a  Brethren  church. 

I  understand  that  she  has  attended 
one  of  our  Brethren  churches  for 
about  two  years,  and  somewhat  over 
a  year  ago  was  taken  into  the  mem- 
bership upon  profession  of  faith.  This 
discovery— her  being  led  astray  into  a 
false  religion— hurt  me  very  much. 
Here  was  one  who  was  nominally 
one  of  us,  who  had  publicly  pro- 
fessed faith  in  mv  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
as  her  personal  Saviour,  and  who  was 
now  willing,  upon  such  short  ac- 
quaintance with  a  false  religion,  to 
sell  out  and  align  herself  with  the 
enemy's  cause. 

Unfortunate?  Yes.  Tragic?  Yes. 
What  can  we  do  to  prevent  the  recur- 
rence of  such  cases?  A  good  question, 
indeed. 

Certainly  Satan  is  powerful.  He  is 
wily,  subtle,  dangerous.  Not  one  of 
us  is  completely  immune  to  his  at- 
tacks. And  nothing  short  of  a  com- 
plete, continual  committal  to  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  will  render  any  of  us 
entirely  safe.  So  no  easy  formula, 
no  cure-all  method,  can  be  devised, 
by  which  we  can  prevent  other  of 
our  Brethren  people  from  falling  vic- 
tim to  the  Devil's  tactics. 

A  primary  question  which  must 
be  raised  in  the  case  of  the  voung 
woman  whose  case  has  been  cited  is, 
of  course  "Was  she  ever  really  one 
of  us?  Has  she  truly  been  born 
again?"  I  John  2:19  explains:  "They 
went  out  from  us,  but  thev  were  not 
of  us;  for  if  they  had  been  of  us,  they 
would  no  doubt  have  continued  with 
us:  but  they  went  out,  that  they  might 
be  made  manifest  that  they  were  not 
all  of  us."  If  we  knew  the  answer  to 
these  questions,  we  would  have  more 
to  work  with.  If  the  woman  has  not 
been  born  again,  obviously  she  has  no 
real  strength  from  which  to  resist  the 
Devil  and  his  crowd. 

This  brings  me  to  the  question  in 
the  title  of  this  article:  "Do  we  need 
a  Brethren  'catechism'  "? 

I  can  almost  hear  a  gasp  of  horror 
from  some  of  our  Brethren  folks  at 
the  very  suggestion  of  such  a  thing. 
"Catechism?  Why  I  thought  we  got 
away  from  that  when  we  left  the 
.  .  .  church!  I  low  dare  you  suggest 
such  a  thing?" 

Yes;  'tis  unfortunately  true  that  the 
word  "catechism"  seems  to  carry  con- 
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notations  of  liberalism  or  Romanism. 
And  well-meaning  folks  who  im- 
mediately think  along  those  lines  cer- 
tainlv  have  a  point.  The  liberals  and 
the  Romanists  are  certainly  wrong 
when  thev  teach  that  Christianity  is 
something  we  grow  into  bv  means 
of  taking  instruction  and  then  satis- 
factorily answering  certain  questions. 

But  let  us  not  be  guilty  of  throwing 
the  babv  out  with  the  bath  water  by 
automatically  rejecting  a  practice  as 
of  no  value  whatsoever  just  because 
a  certain  group  who  happens  to  be 
doctrinallv  off  base  uses  it. 

If  the  name  "catechism"  is  too  ob- 
jectionable, let's  call  it  a  "converts' 
class"  and  reword  the  question  to 
read:  "Do  we  need  a  Brethren  con- 
verts' class?" 

Now  that  we've  eliminated  the 
name  barrier,  how  about  the  aims  of 
the  class?  The  primary  aims  would  be 
at  least  two: 

1.  To  reduce  the  losses  of  our  Breth- 
ren membership  to  false  religions  of 
any  sort,  including  Protestant  lib- 
eralism, Romanism,  and  the  cults 
which  take  such  a  high  toll.  (This 
would  be  accomplished  by  giving 
our  new  converts  [those  who  make 
professions  of  faith]  a  concentrated 
course  in  "What  Brethren  believe 
and  WHY"). 

2.  To  increase  the  quality  of  the 
church  by  making  the  acquiring 
of  membership  more  difficult,  per- 
haps sacrificing  quantity  in  favor 
of  quality,  and  reducing  the  tre- 
mendous turnover  rate  which  we 
now  experience  in  some  of  our 
churches  (seeing  folks  make  a  pro- 
fession of  faith  and  join  the  church 
—then  disappear  after  a  few  weeks, 
and  not  be  heard  of  again). 
With  reference  to  the  second  aim, 

I  understand  that  our  churches  on  the 
African  mission  fields,  and  possibly 
in  other  fields,  do  not  find  the  use  of 
a  "catechism"  class  objectionable;  in 
fact,  it  seems  to  be  standard  policy 
in  those  fields,  if  I  read  correctly, 
to  insist  upon  believers  attending 
classes  of  instruction  for  a  rather 
lengthy  period  before  being  baptized 
and  taken  into  the  church.  Could  it 
be  that  the  standards  of  the  African 
Brethren  church  are  higher  than  ours 
here  in  America? 

We  do,  in  our  Brethren  churches, 
pride   ourselves   to   a   certain   extent

that  we  are  a  denomination  which 
believes,  preaches,  and  teaches  "The 
Bible,  the  whole  Bible,  and  nothing 
but  the  Bible.''  And  that  is  certainly 
a  commendable  standard.  I  prav  that 
we  shall  never  lower  that  standard. 

But  I  am  sometimes  forced  to  won- 
der just  how  well  we  are  succeeding 
in  teaching  our  membership  the  basic 
doctrines  of  the  Bible  and  our 
church?  On  occasion  I  have  been 
very  sadly  disappointed  to  find  out 
just  how  little  some  of  our  people 
do  know  of  what  we  believe  and 
teach,  after  they  have  spent  years  in 
our  Brethren  Sundav  schools  and 
churches.  Could  it  be  that  they  just 
never  did,  in  those  years,  get  a  syste- 
matic, concentrated,  course  of  studv 
in  the  basic  truths  and  doctrines 
which  we  hold  so  dear? 

I  know  a  fine  young  man  who  has 
held  positions  of  leadership  in  one  of 
our  established  Brethren  churches,  a 
church  which  has  had  fine,  able  pas- 
tors. This  voung  man  told  me,  after 
he  had  been  in  the  church  for  some 
five  years,  that  he  saw  nothing  wrong 
with  infant  baptism  and  was  not  con- 
vinced that  the  Brethren  teaching  on 
baptism  was  necessarily  more  cor- 
rect than  the  other  (infant  baptism). 
I  wonder  if  this  young  man  ever  sat 
under  a  course  of  teaching  specifi- 
cally designed  to  show  him  WHY 
Brethren  believe  that  the  Bible 
teaches  believers  baptism  by  Trine 
Immersion  so  that  when  he  stands 
before  his  Sunday-school  class,  he 
shall  have  good  convictions  and  will 
stand  firm  for  what  we  believe  the 
Bible  teaches  on  this  and  on  other  im- 
portant truths. 

I  have  seen  on  a  number  of  oc- 
casions people,  both  young  and  old, 
go  forward  in  a  church  service  to 
make  public  profession  of  faith.  The 
pastor  will  take  the  hand  of  the  "in- 
quirer," and  ask  a  series  of  leading 
questions,  to  which  there  is  only 
one  obvious  answer— Yes.  Even  a  per- 
son who  was  quite  uncertain  of  what 
he  was  standing  there  would  be  led 
to  give  the  right  answer,  Yes.  A 
typical  question  might  be  "Dear 
friend,  you  are  coming  now  to  re- 
ceive Christ  as  vour  own  personal 
Saviour,  aren't  you?"  What  answer 
could  anyone  possibly  expect  to  such 
a  question  as  this?  Ninety-nine  peo- 
ple out  of  one  hundred,   I  daresay, 


would     give     the     "right"     answer. 

This  same  sort  of  procedure  fol- 
lows in  some  cases  at  the  baptismal 
service.  A  few  leading  questions  are 
put— sometimes  practically  puttino 
words  into  the  mouth  of  the  candi- 
date, and  he  or  she  quite  readily 
nods  the  head  Yes,  the  service  pro- 
ceeds, and  the  candidate  is  "in." 

I  wonder  if  this  is  pleasing  to  the 
Lord?  I  wonder  if  this  is  profitable 
to  the  candidate,  who  may  very  well 
be  sincere,  but  yet  not  fully  realiz- 
ing what  he  is  saying  Yes  to?  I  won- 
der if  this  overeagerness  on  the  part 
of  well-meaning  pastors  does  not  ac- 
count, at  least  in  part,  for  the  rela- 
tively high  loss  ratio  among  our  "con- 
verts"? 

This  sort  of  self-examination  of 
methods  requires  a  willingness  to 
swallow  pride.  Are  we  willing  to  sac- 
rifice higher  membership  figures, 
higher  "decision"  totals,  in  the  in- 
terest of  a  more  stable,  a  better- 
grounded  membership?  Do  we  really 
want  to  see  our  people,  those  who 
have  professed  faith  in  Christ  as  Sav- 
iour and  Lord,  stand  firm  against  the 
onslaughts  of  the  enemy? 

I  submit  to  you:  let  us  require 
that  our  folk  who  make  profession  of 
faith  attend  a  catechetical  class  (or, 
if  you  must,  a  converts'  class)  for  a 
sustained  period  until  the  individual 
person  who  wishes  to  unite  with  the 
church  can  himself  give  a  reason- 
able good  explanation  in  his  own 
words  (not  just  a  few  Yes  and  No 
answers)  of  what  he  believes  and 
why. 

Did  not  our  Lord  instruct  us  to 
"Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  na- 
tions, baptizing  them  in  the  name  of 
the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of 
the  Holy  Ghost;  teaching  them  to  ob- 
serve all  things  whatsoever  I  have 
commanded  you:  and  lo,  I  am  with 
you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the 
world.  Amen"  (Matt.  28:19-20).  In 
a  democratic,  congregationally-gov- 
erned  fellowship  such  as  ours,  this 
need  of  special  convert  teaching  can 
only  be  pointed  out  and  recommend- 
ed. Each  individual  pastor  and 
church  must  recognize  the  local  need 
and  act  upon  it. 

I  sincerely  pray  that  we  may 
estly    face    our    high    turnover 
and   consider   this   sugg 
solution.

KLEPTOMANIAC 


I  would  never  have  dreamed  he 
was  a  thief!  Our  acquaintance  had 
all  been  so  friendly  and  casual.  It 
started  one  evening  at  my  front  door. 
It  was  a  Tuesdav  in  August.  "An  en- 
tertainer turned  salesman,"  was  his 
smiling  approach  to  me.  But  I  was 
not  one  to  be  taken  off  my  guard 
so  easilv.  I  prodded  him  about  his 
background.  "Who  are  vou  with?" 
I  asked.  It  came  out  that  he  had  ties 
with  several  of  the  largest  distilleries. 
He  also  had  an  account  with  a  pros- 
perous tobacco  company.  "At  present," 
he  continued,  "I'm  an  agent  for  a 
leading    national    magazine. " 

So  I  let  him  come  into  the  living 
room  and  listened  to  him  for  a  couple 
of  hours.  On  learning  of  his  connec- 
tions,  I  took  pains  to  tell  him  of  my 
Christian  faith  and  love  for  Christ. 

"1  here  is  no  place  in  my  life  for 
such  things  as  liquor  or  tobacco," 
I  told  him  deliberately.  "As  a  Chris- 
tian, my  body  is  the  temple  of  the 
Holy  Spirit."  I  was  sure  these  words 
would  bother  or  affront  him.  But  no, 
he  was  totally  undisturbed  by  my 
convictions.  He  would  hold  his  views, 
I  could  hold  mine.  This  status  quo 
was  to  mark  all  our  subsequent  dis- 
cussions. 

In  a  lighthearted  moment  he 
slipped  off  on  an  off -color  story.  I 
was  quick  to  inform  him  such  things 
did  not  go  in  my  home.  In  fact,  I 
cut  him  off  sharplv. 

As  vou  may  imagine,  I  had  reserva- 
tions  on  the  truth  of  many  of  his 
stories.  Still,  I  must  admit  his  ex- 
periences often  excited  me.  After 
having  an  interesting  evening  to- 
gether  I  invited  him  to  come  back 
the  following  night.  "I  may  have  a 
helpful  influence  on  him,"  was  my 
naive  hope. 

It  took  my  wife's  words  to  remind 
me  that  his  return  visit  conflicted 
with  our  church  midweek  Prayer 
Meeting.  "I  should  attend,"  I  con- 
fessed, "But  I  must  stand  by  the 
invitation  I  have  given  this  friend." 
I  shared  with  her  some  of  the  things 
he  had  said  to  me.  Well,  to  put  it 
lightly,  she  was  reluctant  to  accept 
him.    "I    just   don't   trust   him,"   she 


would  say.  She  grew  steadily  more 
concerned  as  he  took  up  more  and 
more  of  our  family  life. 

My  entire  day  was  boring  in  com- 
parison with  my  evenings  with  this 
character.  He  had  an  imagination  that 
was  captivating.  I  would  sit  and 
laugh  mvself  sick  at  all  his  crazy 
experiences.  There  were  other  times 
that  my  hair  would  stand  on  end.  His 
scrapes  with  the  FBI  and  the  law 
were  absolutely  breathtaking. 

If  his  stories  were  true,  he  was 
also  an  "extra"  in  motion  pictures. 
But  he  couldn't  talk  about  this  with- 
out including  sex.  This  forced  me 
to  cut  him  off  time  and  time  again. 

Leave  My  Children  Alone 

Then  he  began  to  affect  my  teen- 
age son,  Charles,  and  my  nine-year- 
old  daughter,  Eloise.  They  just 
couldn't  wait  to  catch  his  latest  quip 
or  some  hair-raising  tale.  Thev  would 
have  stayed  up  all  hours  if  we  had 
allowed  it.  All  this  distraction  was 
hurting  their  studies  and  did  their 
health  little  good.  I  began  to  worrv 
about  this  fellow's  presence  in  our 
home. 

And  then  it  came.  The  "straw  that 
broke  the  camel's  back."  One  day 
several  of  my  best  books  turned  up 
missing.  I  searched  in  vain  for  them. 
"This  fellow  may  be  something  of  a 
thief,"  I  concluded.  "If  he  is,"  I 
continued,  "who  can  tell  what  else 
he's  taken  from  us?" 

It  all  looked  very  suspicious.  The 
next  day  I  was  so  wrought  up  about 
it  I  decided  to  check  on  him  next 
door.  Sure  enough,  he  had  taken 
things  there  too.  I  was  amazed  by  his 
subtle  maneuvers.  They  certainly 
confirmed  my  wife's  original  stand. 

In  one  home  he  had  entered  as  a 
religious  teacher.  "He  has  revealed 
the  truth  of  our  modern  cults,"  thev 
said.  Another  neighbor,  a  salesman 
down  the  block  knew  him  as  an  ef- 
ficiency expert.  "He's  showing  me 
the  latest  gimmicks,"  he  called  after 
me.  "The  sort  of  thing  a  successful 
salesman  can  put  to  use."  "He  cer- 
tainly has  a  lot  of  ways  of  getting 
in,"  I  concluded. 


To  all  of  these  people  I  suggest- 
ed a  check  of  their  belongings.  Most 
of  them  found  something  missing. 
At  one  friend's  home  I  noticed  no 
more  Christian  magazines.  In  another 
the  Bible  had  disappeared.  I  was  sur- 
prised to  hear  that  their  Sunday  and 
midweek  church  service  time  was 
spent  with  this  fellow.  As  I  left  this 
house,  the  husband  told  me  their 
family  altar  was  missing  too. 

A  few  days  later  I  met  this  fellow 
entertaining  at  a  neighbor.  He  paid 
scant  attention  to  me,  and  I  was  glad 
for  it.  I  had  come  to  talk  with  their 
teen-age  daughter  about  her  faith  in 
Christ.  Well,  this  fellow  monopolized 
the  whole  evening's  conversation.  He 
stole  all  serious  thinking  from  her 
mind  and  heart.  I  was  sick  about  it. 
Finally,  I  just  had  to  say  a  word  to 
the  girl's  mother  about  this  lack  of 
courtesy.  "Oh,"  she  exclaimed:  "It's 
that  way  all  the  time."  I  found  also 
that  she  had  a  five-year-old  boy  who 
was  emotionally  maladjusted  from 
loss  of  sleep,  all  from  this  fellow's 
visits.  I  walked  home  deeply  con- 
cerned about  what  I  might  do.

A  Thief  in  the  Woodpile 

At  long  last  I  realized  my  visitor 
was  afflicted  with  kleptomania.  Like 
an  inveterate  thief,  he  had  stolen  my 
books,  magazines,  and  time.  But  the 
chief  things  missing  were  my  close 
friendship  with  Christ  and  the  eve- 
nings spent  in  talking  with  my  friends 
and  family.  I'm  sure  that  others  are 
having  similar  experiences. 

Some  have  lost  things  of  real  value, 
not  trifles,  but  precious  family  things 
they  once  enjoyed  together.  Spiritual, 
social,  and  intellectual  experiences 
have  been  taken  from  them,  replaced 
by  only  a  moment's  crackpot  amuse- 
ment.

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EDITORIALS

Niagara  Falls  and  a  Drop  of  Rain! 

The  Falls  of  Niagara,  justly  celebrated  for  their  gran- 
deur and  beauty,  are  reckoned  among  the  seven  wonders 
of  the  world.  They  are  in  two  principal  parts,  separated 
bv  an  island.  The  greater  division  is  on  the  Canadian  side 
and  is  called  the  Horseshoe  Falls.  Its  height  is  155  feet, 
and  the  length  of  its  curving  crest  is  about  2600  feet. 
The  American  Falls  is  162  feet  high  and  1400  feet 
broad. 

One  can  sense  something  of  the  tremendous  power  of 
the  Niagara  as  he  visits  this  scenic  wonder.  The  flow 
of  water  in  the  river  at  mean  stage  is  said  to  be  about 
222,000  cubic  feet  per  second.  The  descent  of  this  stream 
at  the  Falls  and  in  the  rapids  just  above  them  affords  a 
theoretic  water  power  equal  to  nearly  4,000,000  horse- 
power. It  is  estimated  that  nearly  three  quarters  of  this 
is  practically  available.  The  annual  value  of  the  power 
generated  by  the  falls  can  only  be  reckoned  in  millions 
of   dollars. 

Recently,  while  engaged  in  a  Bible  Conference  at 
Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  Mrs.  Bauman  and  I,  together  with  our 
daughter,  Carolyn,  visited  this  great  masterpiece  of 
God's  handiwork.  We  watched  the  great  torrents  of 
water  pouring  over  the  precipice  with  a  mighty  roar 
and  fall  upon  the  rocks  below. 

We  stood  for  some  time,  too  awe-struck  to  sav  any- 
thing. Then,  the  question  was  asked:  "Where  does  all 
this  water  come  from?"  The  answer  was:  "From  the 
rain."  But,  again  the  question  was  raised:  "How  can 
the  water  continue  in  that  quantity  day  after  day,  year 
after  year,  and  century  after  century  without  being 
exhausted?" 

In  Niagara's  case,  a  constant  flow  of  water  is  supplied 
from  Lake  Erie.  But,  ultimately,  we  come  back  to  the 
same  answer.  Tiny  drops  of  rain,  falling  in  great  num- 
bers upon  the  ground,  form  the  little  brooks  that  flow 
unnoticed  through  the  meadows  of  Canada  and  some 
of  our  eastern  states.  These  join  with  others  to  make 
the  streams  and  rivers  that  pour  their  waters  into  the 
Great  Lakes.  Eventually  a  portion  of  this  water  is  re- 
leased to  become  the  mighty  torrents  of  the  Niagara. 

As  I  endeavored  to  answer  the  question  to  the  best 
of  my  ability,  my  thoughts  were  turned  to  another  won- 
der of  God's  handiwork— the  way  God  works  through 
His  people  to  bring  into  existence  such  institutions  as  the 
Foreign  Missionary  Society,  the  Flome  Missions  Council, 
and  Grace  Theological  Seminary  and  College.  Think  of 
the  power  bound  up  in  a  drop  of  rain  when  it  can  join 
other  raindrops  to  become  a  mighty  Niagara!  And  Chris- 


tian, think  of  the  power  of  your  gift,  though  it  may  seem 
small  in  itself!  When  consistently  and  faithfully  given,  it 

J      O 

has  a  way  of  joining  other  gifts  in  such  a  way  that  the 
power  of  God  is  eventually  manifested  in  the  work  of 
a  great  institution.  Who  could  estimate  the  power  of  The 
Brethren  Church  if  the  tiny  raindrops  of  time,  talent, 
and  money  were  joined  together  and  used  to  their  fullest 
potentiality?  If  we  could  only  realize  this,  there  would 
be  no  lack  of  volunteers  for  our  Brethren  organizations. 
Neither  would  there  be  anv  lack  of  funds  to  support 
and  maintain  them. 

Grace  Seminary's  Outreach 

The  fall  term  is  only  two  weeks  away.  As  the  opening 
of  another  school  year  approaches  and  applications  con- 
tinue to  come  in,  the  entering  junior  class  is  beginning 
to  take  on  definite  proportions.  Upwards  of  fifty  new 
students  have  already  submitted  their  applications.  These 
seminary  men  will  come  from  at  least  seventeen  states  and 
three  foreign  countries.  The  state  enrolling  the  largest 
number  is  Pennsylvania,  with  ten.  California  is  second 
with  six;  and  Indiana  is  third  with  four  applications  thus 
far. 

Twenty-five  colleges  and  universities  will  be  represent- 
ed in  the  junior  class  this  year.  A  list  of  these  schools  is 
interesting  and  imposing.  Included  among  the  universi- 
ties are:  George  Washington  (Washington,  D.C.), 
Princeton  (N.  J.),  LIniversity  of  California  (at  Berkeley), 
Uniyersitv  of  South  Carolina,  Indiana  Uniyersitv,  Long 
Island  University  (New  York),  LIniversity  of  Ontario 
(Canada),  Taylor  University  (Indiana),  Bob  Jones  Uni- 
versity (North  Carolina). 

New  seminary  students  will  also  come  from  the 
following  colleges:  Wheaton  (111.),  Pennsylvania 
State,  Eastern  Baptist  (Pennsylvania),  Bryan  (Tennessee), 
Adrian  (Indiana),  Northwestern  (Minnesota),  Long 
Beach  City  College  (Calif.),  and  Grace  (Indiana).  Twelve 
haye  enrolled  from  Grace  College  (the  highest  num- 
ber coming  from  any  one  school). 

Graduates  of  several  Bible  Colleges  will  be  represented 
in  the  new  class:  Philadelphia  College  of  Bible  (Pennsyl- 
vania), Pillsburv  Baptist  Bible  College  (Minnesota) 
Biola  (California),  Washington  (District  of  Columbia), 
Saint  Paul  Bible  College  (Minnesota),  and  Southeastern 
(Alabama).

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HISTORY  IS  HIS-STORY! 


Did  vou  ever  cringe  at  the  thought 
of  having  to  study  historv?  Have  you 
ever  questioned  the  value  of  such 
studv?  Manv  students  have  faced  this 
very  problem.  Yet,  historv  should  plav 
an  important  role  in  the  life  of  each 
Christian    scholar. 

The  defining  of  historv  is  a  major 
task.  One  noted  historian  asserts  that 
historv  is  what  historians  believe  to 
have  occurred.  There  is,  however,  no 
guarantee  that  they  will  record  all 
the  facts.  Obviously,  an  impossibilitv 
confronts  the  historian  on  every  hand, 
for  much  passes  from  the  scene  unre- 
corded. Then,  from  the  written 
record,  the  reader  must  expunge  all 
the  inadequate,  imperfect,  and  pre- 
judiced material.  At  best,  he  is  faced 
with  incompleteness.  He  must,  there- 
fore, select  his  historians  wisely.  Thev 
must  be  men  who  possess  good  char- 
acter and  comprehend  their  subject. 
Though  partially  correct,  this  view 
of  historv  fails  to  discern  its  real 
basis. 

Another  conclusion  presents  historv 
as  the  storv  of  a  man  or  a  nation 
whether  recorded  or  not.  According 
to  this  view,  therefore,  the  embel- 
lished saga  or  fanciful  legend  rep- 
resents history  as  adequately  as  the 
scientifically  transcribed  phenomena 
of  an  incident.  This  also  proffers  an 
incomplete  appraisal  of  history. 

Including  the  former  position;  yet 
arriving  at  the  ultimate  basis  of  all 
historv  is  the  interpretation  of  all 
events  as  His-Story.  In  other  words, 
history  is  a  record  of  the  hand  of 
God  working  in  men's  lives  in  order 
to  fulfill  His  eternal  plan.  This  view 
eliminates  accidents  or  inexplicable 
occurrences  in  the  stream  of  history. 
All  events  are  determined  by  God's 
direct  or  permissive  will.  To  the 
Christian,  this  is  certainly  a  com- 
forting thought. 

This  approach  must  be  pursued 
to  vindicate  the  appearance  of  his- 
tory in  the  curriculum  of  any  Chris- 
tian institution.  The  utterance  of 
prayer  preceding  class  or  the  Chris- 
tian environment,  does  not  constitute 
the  Christ-centeredness  of  the  course. 


The  task  that  befalls  the  teacher  is 
to  interpret  historv  as  His-Story.  To 
illustrate  the  validitv  of  interpreting 
historv  by  this  method,  three  dates 
(1066^  1815,  1940)  have  been  selected 
for  appraisal. 

In  mid-August  of  1066,  Duke  Wil- 
liam of  Normandy  (William  the  Con- 
queror) prepared  to  set  sail  for  Eng- 
land in  an  effort  to  make  secure  his 
claim  to  the  English  throne.  How- 
ever, the  expedition,  delayed  bv  con- 
trarv  winds  on  the  Channel,  remain- 
ed immobile  for  six  weeks.  During 
this  interval,  King  Harold  of  England 
patrolled  the  southern  shore  after 
hearing  rumors  of  William's  pro- 
posed invasion.  Then  in  mid-Septem- 
ber, Harold  Hardrada,  another  claim- 
ant to  the  throne,  and  Tostig,  King 
Harold's  brother,  invaded  northern 
England.  King  Harold  was  compelled 
to  forsake  his  post,  moving  northward 
to  meet  the  impending  menace. 
Meanwhile,  the  winds  calmed  and 
William  landed  on  September  28, 
1066.  After  annihilating  his  northern 
foe,  King  Harold  hurriedly  marched 
his  forces  southward,  covering  200 
miles  in  five  days.  Exhausted  and  in- 
adequately equipped,  Harold's  mili- 
tary forces  succumbed  in  one  day 
at  the  Battle  of  Hastings.  Unity  of 
England  was  now  assured.  Religiously 
England  never  became  a  province 
of  the  French-speaking  world.  Who 
calmed  the  winds,  and  who  diverted 
Harold's  attention?   God  did. 

In  March  1815,  Napoleon,  the 
continental  conqueror,  escaped  from 
his  exile  "home"  on  Elba  and  re- 
appeared in  France.  He  soon  restored 
his  empire  and  determined  to  van- 
quish his  archenemy,  England.  The 
showdown  occurred  at  Waterloo, 
near  Brussels.  Strategically  situating 
themselves,  the  English  prepared  for 
a  defensive  battle.  Throughout  the 
day,  the  English  thwarted  repeated 
thrusts  of  Napoleon's  forces.  Late  in 
the  day,  in  the  far  distance,  a  large 
bodv  of  troops  appeared,  marching 
toward  the  site  of  the  engagement. 
Shortly,  the  blue  uniforms  of  the 
Prussian  army  (England's  ally)  came

into  view.  Thus,  the  day  was  saved 
for  the  British  and  France  was  de- 
feated. Was  it  mere  chance  that 
caused  the  Prussians  to  arrive  when 
direlv  needed?  I  think  not. 

On  May  10,  1940,  German v  in- 
vaded neutral  Holland  while  the 
Luftwaffe  rained  death  upon  Bel- 
gium, Luxemhourg,  and  France.  The 
British  Expeditionary  Force  rushed 
to  the  aid  of  these  beleagured  nations. 
With  the  collapse  of  all  Belgian  re- 
sistance, the  left  flank  of  the  Anglo- 
French  forces  was  exposed.  Soon,  the 
Allies  appeared  trapped  along  the 
English  Channel  near  Dunkirk  with 
nothing  but  disaster  in  prospect.  Hit- 
ler, rejected  the  advice  of  his  chief 
of  staff  and  assigned  the  task  of  de- 
stroving  the  Allied  forces  to  the  Luft- 
waffe. However,  the  British  R.A.F. 
gained  superiority  in  the  air  around 
Dunkirk,  and  the  British  Navy  mobi- 
lized some  220  war  vessels  and  650 
other  craft  of  all  descriptions  for 
evacuation  purposes.  In  a  short  time, 
350,000  of  the  400,000  men  in  the 
British  force  were  evacuated  before 
the  Germans  finally  took  Dunkirk  on 
the  third  of  June.  Once  again,  God 
had  intervened  in  a  hopeless  situation 
and  performed  a  "modern"  miracle. 

Innumerable    other    incidents,    as 
well  as  these,  indicate  that  it  is  God 
who  controls  the  world  and  the  ac- 
tions of  it.  Thus,  a  Christian  should 
studv  history.   In   so  doing,  he  will 
become  aware  of  God's  hand  in  ever 
thing  about  him,  and  that  God  ' 
work  in  men's  lives  to  carr 
plan.  This  is  His-Story.

Food  for  the  Family 

The  Return  of  Christ  in  First  Thessalonians 


Note — Again  this  month  our  guest  writer  is  Dr.  Lehman  Strauss, 
nationally  known  Bible  teacher,  of  Detroit,  Mich.  This  study  will 
be  a  means  of  rich  blessing  to  all  who  anticipate  "the  coming  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ." — P.R.B.

Each  one  of  the  five  chapters  in 
First  Thessalonians  concludes  with 
an  emphasis  on  the  return  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  (1:9-10;  2:19-20;  3: 
12-13;  4:13-18;  5:22-23).  Upon  exam- 
ining these  passages  one  by  one  we 
can  see  five  aspects  of  truth  which 
relate  to  attitudes  and  actions  of  the 
Christian  in  view  of  Christ's  appear- 
ing. 

Anticipating  Our  Redeemer  (1:9-10) 

The  Thessalonian  saints  were  antic- 
ipating seeing  Him.  They  were 
"waiting"  (present  tense,  suggesting 
continuous  action).  They  were  wait- 
ing patientlv,  day  by  day,  to  meet 
the  person  who  had  redeemed  them. 
He  had  said:  "1  will  come  again" 
(John  14:3);  "I  will  come  to  you" 
(John  14:18,  28).  They  were  looking 
for  "this  same  Jesus"  (Acts  1:11),  "the 
Lord  himself"  (I  Thess.  4:16).  Thev 
were  looking  for  and  loving  His  ap- 
pearing (Titus  2:13;  II  Tim.  4:1,  8). 

Anticipating   Our   Reward   (2:19-20) 

The  "crown  of  rejoicing"  here  is 
the  soul-winner's  crown  (cf.  Phil. 
4:1).  After  the  Rapture  comes  the  re- 
ward. We  (believers)  must  all  appear 
before  "the  judgment  seat  of  Christ" 
(Rom.  14:10;  II  Cor.  5:10),  where 
rewards  will  be  given  or  withheld 
(see  I  Cor.  3:12-15).  Five  of  the 
crowns  mentioned  in  Scripture  are 
found  in  (1)  I  Corinthians  9:24  to  27; 
(2)  I  Thessalonians  2:19;  (3)  II  Tim- 
othy 4:8;  (4)  I  Peter  5:2  to  5;  and  (5) 
Revelation  2:10.  No  Christian  has 
gone  to  his  reward  as  yet.  The  re- 
ward will  come  to  us  after  the  Rap- 
ture. 

Anticipating    Our    Regeneration    (3: 
12-13) 

When  life  begins,  it  must  mature, 


it  must  advance.  The  Christian  must 
"press"  on  (Phil.  3:14),  "grow"  in 
grace  (II  Pet.  3:18),  "add"  to  his  faith 
(II  Pet.  1:15),  "increase  and  abound" 
(I  Thess.  3:12).  Here  in  First  Thes- 
salonians we  are  to  increase  and 
abound  in  "love."  This  is  the  char- 
acteristic word  of  Christianity.  Love 
is  the  first  of  the  ninefold  fruit  of  the 
Spirit  (Gal.   5:22). 

Love  is  the  greatest  commandment 
John  13:34-35 

Love  is  the  greatest  characteristic 

(I  Cor.  13:13). 

Love  is  the  greatest  constraint 

(11  Cor.  5:14). 

Love  is  the  greatest  covering 

(I  Pet.  4:8). 
We  are  to  increase  and  abound  in 
love  (extend  our  love  and  excell  in 
love)  "so  that  your  hearts  may  be 
made  so  steadfast  you  will  be  spot- 
lessly holy  before  God  our  Father  at 
the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  with 
all  His  holy  ones.  Amen"  (The  Berk- 
eley Version). 

Anticipating  His  Return  (4:13-18) 

These  verses  form  a  classic  on  the 
subject  of  Christ's  return.  They  are 
too  full  to  be  considered  in  detail 
here.  Following  is  a  suggested  out- 
line: 

1.  The  Reason— They  were  "igno- 
rant" concerning  the  future  of  the 
dead  saints  (v.  13). 

2.  The  Reasoning— "If  [granted  that] 
we  believe  .  .  ."  His  resurrection 
is  the  pledge  of  theirs  (and  ours) 
(v.  14;  cf.  I  Cor.  6:14;  15:16,  20). 

3.  The  Revelation— "The  Word  of 
the  Lord"  (v.   15). 

4.  The  return— "The  Lord  himself 
shall  descend  .  .  ." 


5.  The  Resurrection— "The  dead  in 
Christ  shall  rise  first" 

6.  The  Rapture— "We  which  are  alive 
.   .   .  shall  be  caught  up  .  .  ." 

7.  The  Reunion— "With  them   .   .   . 
to  meet  the  Lord  .  .  ." 

8.  The  Realization-'With  the  Lord" 
(cf.   John    14:3). 

9.  The  Rejoicing— "Comfort  one  an- 
other .  .  ." 

Anticipating  Our  Redemption  (5:23) 

Sanctification  is  a  process  and  is 
a  continuous  action  in  three  tenses. 
We  have  been  sanctified  positionally 
(Heb.  10:10);  we  are  being  sancti- 
fied practically  (John  17:17);  we  shall 
be  sanctified  perfectly  (I  Thess.  5:23). 
We  have  been  redeemed  from  the 
price  and  penalty  of  sin  (Eph.  1:7; 
Col.  1:14;  Heb.  9:12);  we  are  being 
redeemed  from  the  practice  and  pol- 
lution of  sins  (Matt.  1:21;  I  John  2: 
1-2);  we  shall  be  redeemed  from  the 
presence  and  possibility  of  sin  (Rom. 
8:23;  Eph.  4:30;  Luke  21:28).  The 
appeal  here  in  our  text  is  to  the  whole 
man  that  the  sanctification  of  each 
believer  might  extend  to  the  whole 
man  in  each  part.  Each  Christian 
must  strive  to  be  a  full  man  entire, 
complete,  sound  in  spirit,  soul  and 
body,  free  of  blame. 

Conclusion 

Anticipating  the  person  of  our  Re- 
deemer—no room  for  idolatry. 

Anticipating  the  prospect  of  our 
reward— no  room  for  idleness. 

Anticipating  the  progress  of  our  re- 
generation—no room  for  intolerance. 

Anticipating  the  power  of  His  re- 
turn—no room  for  ignorance.

On  a  number  of  occasions  while 
resident  in  Jerusalem,  I  was  visited  bv 
friends  from  America.  Whenever  time 
permitted,  I  endeavored  to  show  my 
visitors  some  of  the  Biblical  sites 
in  Jordan.  A  favorite  one-day  trip 
was  a  visit  to  Samaria,  and  if  vou  will 
let  your  imagination  play,  perhaps 
you  can  visualize  us  (or  better,  in- 
clude yourself)  on  just  such  a  visit. 

When  we  take  the  road  northward 


from  Jerusalem  along  the  top  of  the 
mountain  ridge,  we  naturally  pass  bv 
many  places  of  interest  to  Bible  stu- 
dents. We  have  scarcely  left  Jeru- 
salem before  we  see  the  mound  to 
the  right  of  the  road  anciently  called 
Gibeah,  where  King  Saul  erected  his 
capital  and  fortress.  The  remnants  of 
two  Roman  roads  may  be  seen  on  the 
left  side  of  the  road  and  in  the  same 
general  area,  which  fork  at  this  point. 
The  one  leads  off  to  the  coast  and 
Caesarea,  and  the  other,  inland  to- 
ward Damascus.  Shortly  we  pass  to 
the  right  side  of  a  ruin  which  has 
been  identified  bv  some  as  Mizpah, 
one  of  the  circuit  cities  of  Samuel. 
About  ten  miles  north  of  Jerusalem 
we  pass  the  twin  towns  of  Ramallah 
and  Bira,  both  modern  towns,  but 
the  latter  identified  as  the  site  of 
Biblical  Beeroth.  Two  miles  further 
and  we  pass  the  turn-off  to  Bethel, 
which  is  now  just  off  the  highway, 
but   which   in   ancient   times   was   a 


Jacob's  well,  and  there  we  stop  for  a 
closer  look. 

The  well  does  not  stand  openly 
accessible  to  yillagers,  as  it  did  in  an- 
cient times,  but  is  surrounded  now 
by  the  walls  of  a  partially  constructed 
Russian  Orthodox  Church.  We  enter 
the  enclosed  area  and  ring  for  the 
priest,  who  must  come  and  unlock 
the  passage  which  leads  down  to  the 
level  of  the  well,  for  the  present 
ground  level  is  two  or  three  meters 
higher  than  in  ancient  times.  At  the 
well  side  we  notice  the  grooves  in 
the  well  curbing  cut  bv  ropes  over 
great  periods  of  time.  The  priest 
obligingly  draws  a  pail  of  water,  and 
then  tips  a  portion  of  it  back  into  the 
well,  and  the  interval  we  listen  be- 
fore hearing  the  splash  of  it  illus 
trates  the  remarkable  depth  of  the 
well.  If  we  wish  to  risk  the  microbes, 
we  may  have  a  drink  from  the  well; 
but  we  mav  rather  content  ourselves 
with    the   fact   that   we   have   drunk 


major  wav-station  on  the  highway  from  that  living  water  from  which, 
going  north.  As  we  continue  north 
the  road  gets  more  difficult,  thread- 
ing through  the  narrow  and  pictur- 
esque "valley  of  thieves,"  and  twist- 
ing tortuouslv  to  cross  several  trans- 
verse cuts  in  the  main  ridge.  But  the 
road  straightens  again  when  we 
emerge  onto  the  lovely  valley  that 
leads  to  Shechem  and  to  our  first 
principal  stopping  point. 

The  northward  course  of  the  road 
is  temporarily  interrupted  just  after 
it  passes  Mount  Gerizim  on  the  left, 
to  turn  westward  through  the  pass 
between  Mount  Gerizim  and  Mount 
Ebal.  To  the  right  of  the  road  and 
just    before    the    turn,    we    come    to 


if  a  man  drink,  he  never  thirsts  again. 
We  emerge  again  into  the  sunlight 
and  lift  our  eves  to  the  summit  of 
Mount  Gerizim,  in  the  shadow  of 
which  we  stand,  and  relive  some  of 
the  events  of  the  fourth  chapter  of 
John.  We  visualize  the  gestures  of 
the  Samaritan  woman  as  she  points 
to  Mount  Gerizim  and  says:  "Our 
fathers  worshipped  in  this  mountain." 
And  we  gratefully  remember  the 
words  of  our  Lord  Jesus,  who  taught 
us  that  without  respect  to  place,  we 
must  worship  in  spirit  and  in  truth. 
Close  at  hand  is  a  place  which  the 
local  citizenry  points  out  as  the  tomb 
of  Joseph.  We  note  it,  and  dismiss  it, 
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and  turn  to  the  excavations  of 
Shechem,  which  are  also  quite  close 
to  us,  for  the  ancient  citv  of  Shechem 
sat  in  the  plain  at  the  eastern  end  of 
the  pass  between  the  two  mountains, 
closer  however  to  Ebal  than  to  Geri- 
zim.  The  ruins  at  Shechem  do  not 
detain  us  long,  partly  because  they 
are  so  difficult  to  interpret,  the  data 
with  which  to  interpret  them  having 
been  destroyed  with  the  excavation. 
However,  a  new  excavation  is  being 
made  currently  at  Shechem  bv  a  team 
of  highly  competent  archeologists, 
and  their  work  should  shed  much 
light  on  the  history  of  this  ancient 
city.  Our  group  contents  itself  with 
viewing  the  massive  walls  that  stand 
uncovered,  and  photographing  the 
great  east  gate,  recently  excavated, 
and  dating  to  about  1550  B.C. 

We  resume  our  journey  and  come 
to  the  modern  city  of  Nablus,  nestled 
in  the  pass  between  the  two  moun- 
tains. There  we  visit  the  synagogue 
belonging  to  that  sorry  remnant  of 
the  schismatic  Samaritans,  and  view 
a  rather  old  manuscript  of  the  Penta- 
teuch which  thev  represent  to  be 
many  centuries  older  than  it  actually 
is.  Afterwards  we  find  the  back 
road  that  leads  up  to  the  top  of  Mount 
Gerizim.  Up  there  we  enjoy  a  splen- 
did view  of  all  the  surrounding  coun- 
try,  and  see  also  the  place  where 
the  Samaritans  still  celebrate  annually 
their  passover  feast. 

Our  road  turns  gradually  north- 
ward again  beyond  the  pass,  and 
shortly  we  find  ourselves  confronted 
by  the  mount  upon  which  stood  an- 
cient Samaria.  One  can  see  imme- 
diately that  King  Omri   chose  it  as 


the  place  to  build  his  capital  for  its 
strategic  military  position,  for  it  cer- 
tainly looks  defensible.  We  leave 
the  highway  to  climb  up  its  slopes 
to  a  point  on  the  eastern  side  where 
the  present  village  of  Sebastia  now 
sits.  We  park  there,  and  proceed  bv 
foot  westward  and  upward  to  the 
summit  of  the  hill.  The  first  point 
of  interest  is  the  area  of  the  old  Ro- 
man forum,  outlined  bv  a  large  rec- 
tangle  of  Roman  columns,  some  stand- 
ing, some  fallen.  The  area  now  func- 
tions, however,  as  the  village  thresh  - 
ing  floor,  so  that  our  effort  to  vis- 
ualize the  process  of  Roman  com- 
merce is  somewhat  impaired  by  the 
sight  of  Arab  villagers  threshing  and 
winnowing  grain.  At  the  far  end  of 
this  rectangle  was  the  Roman  Basil- 
ica, and  there  the  standing  monu- 
ments are  more  numerous.  The 
standing  Roman  columns  have  been 
incorporated  into  the  walls  of  some 
modern  mud  huts  at  the  southwest 
corner  of  the  area,  which  shows  that 
antiquities  do  have,  at  times,  some 
utility. 

Near  to  this  southwest  corner,  and 
in  a  pit  dug  by  excavators,  one  is 
privileged  to  see  the  remnants  of  an 
ancient  citv  wall.  The  experts  dis- 
agree somewhat  as  to  whether  this 
wall  was  built  in  the  days  of  Omri, 
or  in  those  of  his  son  Ahab.  But 
since  the  combined  reigns  of  these 
two  fell  within  the  first  half  of  the 
ninth  century  B.C.  (approx.  878-852 
B.C.),  I  am  willing  to  let  the  question 
remain  unresolved!  It  is  the  style  of 
masonry  which  betrays  the  early  Is- 
raelite date  of  this  wall. 

We  circle  the  summit  to  the  north 
and  thus  are  able  to  look  down  to 
the  base  of  the  hill  upon  the  remnants 
of  the  vast  Roman  stadium.  The  Ro- 
man theater  was  also  on  this  side, 
but  the  excavators  were  obliged  to 
re-fill  it  after  studying  and  photo- 
graphing it,  so  it  is  no  longer  ex- 
posed to  view.  But  on  this  north  side 
we  come  to  a  great  tower  fortifica- 
tion.  It  was  originally  thought  to  be 
part  of  the  Israelite  fortifications  be- 
cause it  was  built  right  into  a  city 
wall  that  is  assuredly  Israelite.  How- 
ever, further  study  proved  the  tower 
to  be  a  later   Macedonian   addition. 

On  the  highest  point  of  the  hill 
are  the  ruins  of  the  royal  buildings. 
The  most  imposing  ruins  here  are  the 


steps  and  column  bases  of  the  Tem- 
ple which  Herod  the  Great  built 
and  dedicated  to  Caesar  Augustus. 
Just  south  of  the  temple  steps  and 
in  a  deeper  excavation  are  found 
what  are  believed  to  be  the  founda- 
tions of  Ahab's  palace,  and  those  of 
his  successors.  Within  these  spacious 
rooms  were  found  two  "small  finds" 
of  special  significance  to  students  of 
the  Bible.  The  first  was  a  collection 
of  a  large  number  of  fragments  of 
carved  ivory,  most  of  them  flat,  and 
having  the  appearance  of  having 
been  attached  to  furniture,  or  to  the 
wainscoting  of  a  room.  The  carvings 
reflect  strong  cultural  and  religious 
influences  from  Egypt  and  Phoeni- 
cia, and  give  literal  force  to  the  com- 
plaint of  the  prophets  (cf.  Amos  6:4). 
The  second  is  a  group  of  broken  pot- 
tery pieces,  upon  which  were  writ- 
ten invoices  recording  the  delivery  of 
roval  revenue.  The  invoices  are  writ- 
ten with  ink  in  Hebrew  and  provide 
valuable  information  for  scholars  of 
the  language.  But  they  also  inform  us 
of  the  nature  of  Ahab's  administra- 
tive system,  which  seems  to  have  been 
patterned  after  that  of  Solomon. 

We  complete  our  tour  of  the  sum- 
mit with  a  hasty  look  at  the  Byzan- 
tine, and  later  ruins  of  the  quaintly 
and  aptly  named  "Church  ol  the  In- 
vention of  the  Head  of  John  the  Bap- 
tist." The  tradition  that  the  head  of 
John  the  Baptist  was  buried  there 
can  possibly  be  traced  back  to  the 
fourth   century. 

At  the  foot  of  the  hill,  on  the  west 
side,  lies  a  massive  gate  to  the  city. 
The  remaining  construction  is  Hero- 
dian  and  Roman,  but  there  is  no 
doubt  that  the  Israelite  gate  stood 
at  the  same  spot,  admitting  that  north- 
ern and  w  estern  traffic  played  an  im- 
portant part  in  the  city's  history.  From 
this  gate  a  road  led  around  the 
southern  slope  of  the  hill,  flanked  by 
Roman  columns  and  many  shops.  A 
footpath  still  utilizes  this  route,  pass- 
ing between  the  standing  and  fallen 
columns.  We  meander  along  this  way 
as  we  return  to  the  car  and  begin  the 
drive  back  to  Jerusalem.  It  has  been 
just  a  short  day's  tour,  but  we  have 
browsed  through  centuries  ol  his 
tory,  much  of  it  sacred  history.  : 
land  where  nearly  everythir 
touch  and  see  has  its  fascin 
to  tell. 
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MAKE  A  DISTINCTION 

The  crucial  sections  of  the  Book 
of  Acts  which  deal  with  Jew  versus 
gentile  in  regard  to  salvation,  one 
Greek  word  appears  several  times, 
and  epitomizes  the  glory  of  the  Gos- 
pel. The  term  is  diakrino,  which 
means  to  make  a  distinction,  to  dif- 
ferentiate. It  is  formed  from  a  verb 
meaning  "to  judge"  and  a  prefix  sig- 
nifying "through"  or  "between." 
I  lence  the  compound  form  means  to 
judge  between  two  or  more  things, 
to  distinguish  or  differentiate. 

An  example  of  the  ordinary  use 
of  this  word  occurs  in  Matthew  16:3, 
where  Jesus  says:  "O  ye  hypocrites, 
ye  can  discern  the  face  of  the  sky; 
but  can  ye  not  discern  the  signs  of 
the  times?"  Here  it  refers  to  man's 
ability  to  distinguish  various  atmos- 
pheric conditions. 

The  four  uses  of  diakrino  in  Acts 
are  most  significant.  In  the  first  in- 
stance Peter  had  just  received  the 
vision  on  the  housetop,  in  which 
hi_  was  told  that  God  had  cleansed 
a!l    "unclean"   animals   and    that   he 
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could  eat  certain  meats  which  he  as 
a  Jew  had  never  touched  before. 
When  the  vision  passed,  Peter  was 
perplexed  as  to  the  full  import  of 
what  he  had  seen.  Was  the  vision 
provided  merely  to  announce  an  en- 
largement of  his  menu,  or  was  there 
a  more  far-reaching  significance?  The 
answer  was  provided  in  a  most  graph- 
ic manner.  A  delegation  of  gentiles 
sent  by  Cornelius  was  at  that  moment 
at  the  door.  Formerly,  Peter  as  a  Jew 
would  have  been  courteous  to  such 
men,  but  under  no  circumstances 
would  he  have  considered  lodging 
under  the  same  roof  with  them  nor 
eating  with  them  (cf.  Acts  10:28). 
This  Jewish  attitude  was  due  largely 
to  their  laws  of  uncleanness,  for  since 
gentiles  did  not  observe  the  Levitical 
dietary  laws,  no  Jew  could  eat  at  a 
gentile  table,  so  there  could  not  be 
any  really  close  relationships  between 
the  groups.  Thus  abrogation  of  die- 
tary restrictions  was  essential  to  any 
real  removal  of  distinctions. 

In  response  to  this  situation,  Peter 
was  told  by  the  Spirit  in  Acts  10:20 


(ASV):  "God  with  them,  making  no 
distinction,  for  I  have  sent  them." 
(Even  though  the  verb  form  is  middle 
voice  here,  the  basic  connotation 
seems  certain  to  be  involved,  espe- 
cially since  Peter  uses  the  active 
voice  form  in  describing  this  con- 
versation later  in  11:12.) 

The  second  instance  in  Acts  is 
found  in  11:2-3.  Word  had  reached 
Jerusalem  before  Peter's  return  that 
gentiles    had    been    evangelized    in

Caesarea.  When  Peter  eventually 
arrived,  some  of  the  Jews  "were  mak- 
ing distinction  with  him,  saying, 
Thou  wentest  in  to  men  uncircum- 
cised,  and  did  eat  with  them."  The 
centuries-old  prejudice  again  ap- 
appeared.  Peter's  explanation,  how- 
ever, was  that  the  Spirit  had  ordered 
him  to  go  with  these  gentiles  "mak- 
ing no  distinction"  (11:12),  and  this 
preferred  translation  is  used  in  the 
American  Standard  Version.  He 
showed  that  from  beginning  to  end 
this  whole  matter  was  God's  work, 
and  the  church  was  responsible  to  be 
sensitive  to  His  leading. 

The  final  Acts  occurrence  is  in 
15:9,  where  Peter  once  more  re- 
hearses the  Cornelius  episode,  after 
certain  Judaizers  had  again  ques- 
tioned the  validity  of  gentile  salva- 
tion apart  from  Jewish  ceremonies. 
He  reminds  his  audience  that  God 
"made  no  distinction  between  them 
and  us,  purifying  their  hearts  by 
faith."

This  list  of  schools,  in  addition  to 
those  represented  in  the  present  mid- 
dler  and  senior  classes,  serves  to 
show  how  the  testimony  of  The 
Brethren  Church  is  reaching  out 
across  the  country  and  into  many 
areas  through  the  ministry  of  Grace 
Theological  Seminary.  The  high  re- 
gard in  which  the  school  is  held  by 
many  Christian  leaders  outside  our 
own  denomination  has  often  become 
an  occasion  of  praise  to  God. 

Recently,  in  western  Pennsylvania, 
I  shared  time  on  a  Bible  conference 


program  with  a  well-known  Bible 
teacher  who  belongs  to  another  de- 
nomination. This  man  is  pastor  of  a 
large  church,  and  he  is  a  special  lec- 
turer from  time  to  time  in  two  semi- 
naries of  his  own  denomination.  Yet, 
twice  during  the  week  he  told  the 
people  of  that  conference:  "There  are 
only  two  theological  seminaries  in 
America  that  I  can  wholeheartedly 
recommend."  One  of  these  schools  is 
Grace.  Neither  school  belongs  to  his 
own  denomination. 

The  words  of  Jesus,  "A  prophet  is 
not  without  honor,  save  in  his  own 
country,"  can  apply  to  more  than  in- 
dividuals. Sometimes  I  wonder  if  we 
in  The  Brethren  Church  are  a  bit 
too  prone  to  take  the  goodness  of 
God  for  granted.  This  Bible  teacher 


is  not  the  only  minister  outside  The 
Brethren  Church  who  recognizes 
Grace  Seminary  as  a  school  that  is 
true  to  "the  faith  once  for  all  de- 
livered unto  the  saints,"  and  who  is 
recommending  it  to  his  young  men. 
Let  us  thank  God  for  our  school.  It 
is  a  worthy  institution  for  the  in- 
vestment of  your  prayers  and  your 
gifts.

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REQUISITES  FOR  SERVICE 


The  first  requisite  of  a  successful 
spiritual  service  is  a  firm  belief  in  the 
plenary  and  inerrant  inspiration  of 
the  whole  canonical  Scriptures.  Ac- 
cording to  mv  observation,  all  apos- 
tasy and  also  all  powerlessness  begin 
with  a  lessening  regard  to  the  holv 
Word  of  God.  If  God's  Word  is  set- 
tled in  heaven,  as  the  Bible  declares 
it  to  be,  vou  mav  be  sure  that  it  is 
also  settled  on  earth.  Faith  in  the 
Word,  therefore,  is  a  prime  requisite, 
if  we  are  to  serve  according  to  God's 
purpose  and  are  to  remain  steadfast 
and  unmovable,  abounding  in  His 
work  unto  the  end. 

A  second  requisite  is  a  sure  and 
abiding  belief  in  the  lost  condition 
of  all  souls  out  of  Christ.  It  will  be 
in  the  measure  that  vou  believe  this 
as  related  to  those  who  are  heathen 
and  who  are  not  heathen  that  vou 
will  be  constrained  to  give  your  lives 
to  the  perishing  multitudes  about 
vou.  This,  I  believe,  is  the  only  con- 
ception of  things  which  will  lead  us 
to  choose  and  maintain  evangelistic 
service.  Another  conception  may  lead 
us  into  general  altruistic  work.  But 
compassion  for  lost  and  perishing 
souls  is  the  onlv  motive  which  will 
make  us  preachers  of  the  saving  Gos- 
pel of  Christ.  Unless  we  speak  as 
living  men  to  dying  men  with  the 
old-time  Gospel  as  our  theme,  we 
and  our  organization  might  as  well 
cease  to  exist.  What  makes  our  serv- 
ice worthwhile  is  the  fact  that  God 
has  given  to  us  the  privilege  of  preach- 
ing a  divine  salvation,  and  thus  of 
plucking  brands  from  the  burning. 

A  third  requisite  is  that  we  should 
believe  in  the  person  and  power  of 
the  Holv  Spirit.  The  Spirit  is  more 
than  an  influence.  He  is  a  person. 
Moreover,  the  Spirit  is  more  than 
power.  He  himself  is  power.  It  is  evi- 
dent, therefore,  that  we  Christians 
are  not  left  spiritual  orphans  with- 
out divine  care  and  providing.  On  the 
contrary,  God  has  given  us  in  the 
Holv  Spirit  all  that  we  can  possibly 
need  or  desire  so  that  our  work  mav 


be  well  done  and  mav  be  from  first 
to  last  to  our  Father's  glorv.  It  is  like 
a  new  conversion  to  get  this  thought 
into  our  minds.  Charles  Kingsley 
was  once  asked  to  explain  the  secret 
of  his  success.  He  answered  simplv 
but  profoundly.  "I  have  a  Friend.'' 
We  too  mav  have  a  Friend,  constantly 
and  effectively,  in  God  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

A  fourth  requisite  is  that  all  work 
should  be  begun,  continued,  and 
ended  in  prayer.  At  first,  we  are  so 
consciously  helpless  that  we  pray. 
Later,  as  our  faith  increases,  we  real- 
ize our  weakness  before  new  prob- 
lems, and  thus  we  continue  to  pray. 
But  finally  success  is  assured,  and 
then  we  are  tempted  not  to  pray. 
It  is  just  then  and  there  that  loosing 
touch  with  God,  we  cease  to  expe- 
rience the  eternal  and  infinite  in  our 
service.  Such  a  conclusion  of  a 
spiritual  life  is  indeed  a  dire  calam- 
ity. 

Mv  thought  goes  back  to  Mr.  Hud- 
son Tavlor  as  a  man  who  dared  to 
trust  and  prav  to  the  end  of  his  life. 
When  I  first  met  him  in  London 
in  1887,  I  expected  to  see  a  man  with 
a  black  beard  and  a  full  round  voice. 
Instead,  I  found  him  a  little  man, 
with  a  blond  beard  and  a  quiet  and 
gentle  voice.  I  immediately  concluded 
that  his  power  was  not  in  his  person- 
ality, but  rather  in  God.  And,  as  the 
vears  of  my  acquaintance  lengthened 
out,  this  conclusion  was  increasing- 


ly confirmed.  He  won,  to  the  end 
of  his  life,  great  victories  with  God 
and  over  men.  But  the  secret  was 
always  communion  with  his  Father 
in  heaven. 

A  last  requisite  is  possessing  and 
maintaining  a  deep  humility.  Pride 
is  a  very  subtle  thing,  and  also  it  is 
very  despoiling.  It  creeps  upon  us 
like  some  great  monster  in  the  dark, 
and  suddenly  grapples  with  us  and 
destroys  us.  Humility,  therefore,  is 
not  an  easy  grace  to  secure,  and  espe- 
cially, it  is  not  an  easy  one  to  main 
tain.  But  this  is  true  that  it  is  a  most 
beautiful  characteristic;  indeed,  I 
think  it  is  the  most  beautiful  one 
which  exists.  Hence,  we  do  well  to 
ask  for  it  and  hold  it  fast.  And  this 
is  particularly  true  in  the  latter  days 
of  one's  life,  when  victories  have 
been  won  and  successes  have  been 
gained.  If  onlv  then,  as  well  as  in 
earlier  days,  we  may  bow  the  head 
and  walk  softly  before  God  and  men, 
how  perfect  an  ending  our  lives  will 
know. 

Two  ladies  at  Shanghai  once  got 
to  talking  about  Mr.  Taylor,  wonder- 
ing if  he  was  ever  tempted  to  be 
proud.  One  of  the  ladies  went  and 
asked  Mrs.  Taylor.  She  did  not  know. 
But  Mrs.  Taylor  went  and  asked  Mr. 
Tavlor.  He  was  surprised,  and  in- 
quired, "Proud  about  what?"  Mrs. 
Taylor  replied:  "Why  about  the 
things  you  have  done."  Then  imme- 
diately came  this  beautiful  answer: 
"I  never  knew  that  I  had  done  any- 
thing." And  Mr.  Taylor  was  right, 
he  never  had  done  anything,  for  it 
was  God  who  had  wrought  in  and 
through  him.  Only  there  was  this  dif- 
ference between  this  man  of  God 
and  some  other  persons:  he  knew  it, 
and  the  others  do  not.  As  it  was 
with  Mr.  Taylor,  so  it  should  be 
with  us.  When  we  have  done  all, 
great  and  grandly,  then  let  us  say, 
"We  are  unprofitable  servants,"  an 
so  give  the  glory  to  our  si 
service  to  God,  to  Him  alone 
— By  permission  of  China

Boy's  Club 
Leader?

A  Christian  boy's  club  leader 
should  be  called  of  God  to  lead  bovs, 
rather  than  "pushed  into  the  job  be- 
cause no  one  else  will  do  it."  The 
leader  that  is  called  of  God  makes 
his  work  a  ministry  instead  of  just 
"running  a  club."  He  measures  his 
success  bv  knowing  he  is  obeying 
God  instead  of  by  the  number  of  boys 
attending,  the  backing  of  the  church 
or  the  enthusiasm  of  the  game  period. 

Qualifications  for  a  boys'  club 
leader  are  found  in  II  Timothy  3:17: 
"That  the  man  of  God  may  be  per- 
fect, throughly  furnished  unto  all 
good  works." 

A  boys'  club  leader  must  be  a  man. 
Bovhood  is  the  training  period  for 
manhood.  Men  are  required  to  in- 
spire manliness  in  boys. 

The  club  leader  must  be  a  man 
of  God.  All  some  bovs  know  of  God 
is  what  they  see  in  a  Christian  leader. 
How  important  it  is  that  a  man  per- 
sonally experience  the  saving  grace 
of  God  through  Christ.  And  then  his 


life  must  be  disciplined  and  clean, 
unstained  bv  habits  that  could  cause 
a  boy  to  stumble.  He  is  humble  so 
boys  feel  free  to  come  to  him  with 
their  problems.  He  yields  himself  to 
the  Holy  Spirit  so  that  he  can  coun- 
sel bovs  with  the  mind  of  Christ.  He 
loves  bovs,  the  unpopular  as  well  as 
the  popular. 

The  man  of  God  is  throughly  fur- 
nished unto  all  good  works.  This  man 
uses  the  Word  of  God  in  counseling 
boys.  He  is  trained  in  the  techniques 
of  bovs'  club  work  through  leadership 
training  courses.  He  seeks  out  every 
opportunity  to  improve  his  ability. 

There  are  15,000,000  boys  in 
America  and  Canada  who  need  to  be 
reached  for  Christ  through  a  local 
club  ministry  right  now.  Are  there 
boys  in  your  community  that  your 
church  should  be  reaching  for  Christ? 
Stop  long  enough  to  listen  to  the 
voice  of  the  Holy  Spirit— God  may  be 
calling  vou!

Recently,   I   was  told   that  amono 

J  o 

Douglas  McArthur's  writings  there 
is  a  section  called  "Successful  War- 
fare." It  was  also  pointed  out  to  me 
that  this  great  general  has  said  that 
knowledge  of  the  enemy  was  in  the 
favor  of  the  victor. 

How  much  do  we  reallv  know  of 
Satan  and  how  he  works?  Do  you 
realize  that  the  Devil  has  a  plan  and 
a  strategy  for  his  operations?  I  would 
invite  vou  to  look  in  the  Bible  along 
with  me  and  let  us  turn  to  the  Book 
of  II  Corinthians.  The  Books  of 
Romans,  I  Corinthians,  and  II  Co- 
rinthians form  a  triad  of  tremendous 
teaching.  Romans  tells  us  what  God 
does  for  us;  I  Corinthians  tells  us 
what  God  does  through  us;  and  II 
Corinthians  tells  of  our  service 
for  Him.  Here  in  II  Corinthians  is 
where  Satan  gets  busv.  When  a  man 
starts  working  for  the  Lord  and  gets 
active  in  His  tasks,  watch  out,  for 
the  Devil  will  not  leave  you  alone. 

The  strategy  of  Satan  can  be  read 
in  II  Corinthians.  If  we  too  have  the 
knowledge  of  the  enemy,  we'll  be 
expecting  his  onslaught  and  he  will 
not  catch  us  off  guard. 

Satan   Blinds 

"But  if  our  gospel  be  hid,  it  is 
hid  to  them  that  are  lost:  in  whom 
the  god  of  this  world  hath  blinded 
the  minds  of  them  which  believe  not, 
lest  the  light  of  the  glorious  gospel  of 
Christ,  who  is  the  image  of  God, 
should  shine  unto  them"  (II  Cor. 
4:3-4). 

Talk  about  any  subject  and  peo- 
ple will  listen,  whether  it  be  the 
World's  Series,  automobiles,  scientific 
data,   but  start   talking   about   God's

plan  of  redemption  and  the  conversa- 
tion ends.  It  seems  so  strange  that 
reasonable,  clear  thinking  men  will 
go  to  great  lengths  to  settle  matters 
that  arise  in  business  or  matters 
which  effect  their  home;  but  these 
men  will  not  settle  the  issue  which 
is  for  their  eternal  home  and  re- 
lationship with  God.  Whv  is  this  so 
universally  true?  It  is  because  Satan 
is  blinding  the  minds  of  them  which 
believe  not. 

Satan    Beguiles 

"But  I  fear,  lest  bv  any  means,  as 
the  serpent  beguiled  Eve  through  his 
subtiltv,  so  your  minds  should  be 
corrupted  from  the  simplicity  that  is 
in  Christ"  (II  Cor.  11:3).  Eve  was 
deceived  and  down  through  the  years 
the  Devil  has  been  deceiving  the  mul- 
titudes. "Hath  God  said,"  were  words 
of  deceit  bv  Satan.  Also,  "For  God 
doth  know  that  in  the  day  ye  eat 
thereof,  then  your  eyes  shall  be  open- 
ed, and  ye  shall  be  as  gods,  knowing 
good  and  evil"  (Gen.  3:5).  As  he  de- 
ceived Eve,  and  has  been  deceiving 
men  and  women  down  through  the 
years,  so  Satan  will  beguile  vou. 

He  will  deceive  through  the  popu- 
lar ideas  concerning  himself.  Do  you 
know  who  painted  the  picture  of 
Satan  as  having  horns,  a  pitch  fork, 
and  so  forth?  He  painted  that  picture 
himself;  another  means  of  deception. 

Satan   Buffets 

"And  lest  I  should  be  exalted 
above  measure  through  the  abun- 
dance of  the  revelations,  there  was 
given    to  me   a   thorn   in   the   flesh, 

o 

the  messenger  of  Satan  to  buffet  me, 
lest  I  should  be  exalted  above  meas- 
ure"  (II  Cor.    12:7). 

I   have  just  finished  reading  the 
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Book  of  Job.  Talk  about  a  man  who 
had  a  right  to  throw  up  his  arms  in 
despair-Job  did!  Ele  received  four 
telegrams:  the  first  one  said  thai 
his  servants  had  been  slain;  he  had 
just  finished  reading  this  sad  news 
when  another  telegram  arrived,  which 
stated  that  his  flock  was  destroyed 
by  fire.  While  the  second  telegram 
was  being  read,  the  third  one  arrived 
which  said  that  his  prized  camels 
were  slain;  just  then  the  fourth  mes- 
sage arrived  which  announced  that 
his  sons  and  daughters  had  just  been 
killed. 

About  this  time,  most  of  us 
would  have  been  read\  foi  a  core 
nary.  Listen  to  the  Scriptures:  "The 
Lord  gave,  and  the  Lord  hath  taken 
away;  blessed  be  the  name  of  the 
Lord.  In  all  this  Job  sinned  not,  nor 
charged  God  foolishly"  (Job  1:21-22). 

Job  was  charged  with  the  reason 
he  only  served  God  because  he  was 
prosperous— however,  when  he  had 
lost  almost  everything,  he  still  bless- 
ed the  name  of  the  Lord. 

Don't  ever  underestimate  the  power 
of  the  enemy.  The  Devil  will  buffet 
you,  too.  He  will  do  all  in  his  power 
to  keep  the  lost  from  coming  to 
Christ,  and  he  will  exercise  his  power 
to  keep  the  Christian  outside  the  will 
of  God. 

Satan  may  get  some  well-meaning 
person  to  tell  you  that  you  are  work- 
ing too  hard,  and  then  you  start 
feeling  sorry  for  yourself.  He  may 
convince  vou  that  people  are  taking 
advantage  of  vou  and  you  are  not  ap- 
preciated. 

In   light  of  all   that  I   have  said, 
let  us  ha\*e  knowledge  of  the  enemy 
and   take  unto  ourselves  the  who. 
armor  of  God  (Eph.  6:11-17) 
may  fight  against  the  strati 
Devil.

NEWPORT,  R.  I.  Wednesday, 
Oct.  5,  has  been  designated  bv 
President  Eisenhower  as  a  National 
Day  of  Praver.  "It  is  not  by  our 
strength  alone,"  he  said  in  a  procla- 
mation issued  at  the  Summer  White 
House  here,  "nor  by  our  own  right- 
eousness, that  we  have  enjoyed  the 
abundant  gifts  of  our  Creator  .  .  ." 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  Chief 
Postal  Inspector  David  H.  Stephens 
has  reported  a  23  percent  increase 
in  the  number  of  arrests  for  ob- 
scenity in  the  mail  during  the  fiscal 
year  that  ended  June  30,  1960.  The 
report  showed  that  postal  agents, 
aided  by  local  police  and  FBI  agents, 
had  made  9,113  arrests  for  violation 
of  fraud  and  mailability  laws  in  the 
last  12  months.  It  revealed  an  even 
sharper  increase— 33  percent— in  the 
number  of  arrests  for  using  the  mails 
to  defraud. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  Radioac- 
tive fall-out  may  pose  a  health  men- 
ace to  Americans,  but  alcoholism 
is  a  more  serious  one.  So  says  Dr. 
Andrew  C.  Ivy,  head  of  the  clini- 
cal sciences  department  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois.  Addressing  the 
fifth  annual  Institute  of  Scientific 
Studies  for  the  Prevention  of  Alco- 
holism at  American  University  here, 
he  declared:  "The  dangers  from  radio- 
active fallout  are  guarded  against 
and  every  effort  to  protect  the  pub- 
lic is  made,  whereas  very  little  is  be- 
ing done  to  protect  the  public  from 
the  disastrous  effects  of  alcoholism." 


Dr.  Ivy  noted  that  the  number  of 
alcoholics  is  increasing  at  the  rate 
of  450,000  a  year.  He  pointed  out 
that  there  are  eight  million  known 
alcoholics,  and  that  20,000  persons 
die  and  400,000  are  injured  an- 
nually in  accidents  caused  by  drunk- 
en drivers. 

DALLAS,  TEX.  If  Democratic 
nominee  Sen.  John  F.  Kennedy  is 
elected  to  the  presidency  of  the 
United  States,  it  could  "spell  the 
death  of  a  free  church  in  a  free  state." 
So  warned  the  pastor  of  the  world's 
largest  Southern  Baptist  church  in  a 
recent  Sunday  sermon.  Kennedy's 
election,  said  W.  A.  Criswell,  pas- 
tor of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Dallas,  would  kill  "all  hopes  of  con- 
tinued full  religious  liberty  in  Amer- 
ica." "If  Kennedy  is  elected,"  said 
the  50-year-old  minister,  it  would 
inevitably  open  the  door  for  a 
United  States  ambassador  to  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church,  tax  sup- 
port for  Catholic  schools,  and  finally 
the  recognition  of  the  Roman  church 
above  all  others." 

LOS  ANGELES.  Representatives 
of  eight  Christian  radio  stations  met 
here  to  take  initial  steps  to  incorpo- 
rate under  the  name  of  Western 
Inspirational  Network.  Attending  the 
meeting  were  executives  of  KBBI, 
Los  Angeles;  KFCA,  Spokane,  Wash., 
KEAR,  San  Francisco;  KEBR,  Sac- 
ramento; KGDN  and  KGFM,  Seattle;

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  The 
Christian  Broadcasting  Association  of 
Honolulu,  Hawaii,  has  applied  to 
the  Federal  Communications  Com- 
mission for  authority  to  increase  the 
effective  power  of  its  station  KAIM- 
FM  from  5,600  watts  to  38,346  watts 
and  to  install  a  new  transmitter. 

LOS  ANGELES.  Since  July  1959, 
Gideons  International  placed  2,773,- 
462  Bibles  and  New  Testaments  in 
this  country,  Canada  and  52  other 
nations.  Reports  at  the  group's  61st 
annual  meeting  here  show  that  many 
of  the  Scriptures  replaced  those  worn 
out  or  taken  from  hotels,  motels,  hos- 
pitals, and  other  establishments.  "We 
can't  condone  stealing,"  said  Gideon 
president  Howard  S.  Armerding  of 
Lvnnfield,  Mass.,  "but  we're  secret] v 
rather  pleased  when  someone  takes 
one  home  because  he's  sincerely  in- 
terested in  reading  more."  Mr.  Ar- 
merding, who  was  re-elected  to  his 
second  term,  reported  that  Gideon 
membership  now  totals  about  12,000 
in  the  United  States  and  4,000  in 
other  nations.  Since  the  organiza- 
tion was  launched  in  1908,  he  said, 
more  than  44,000  Bibles  and  New 
Testaments  had  been  placed,  includ- 
ing some  1,000,000  in  Mexico  and 
100,000  in  Australia.  The  non-profit 
Bible-distributing  agency  was  found- 
ed by  Christian  businessmen. 

LITTLE  ROCK,  ARK.  The  nomi- 
nation of  Sen.  John  Kennedy  as  the 
Democratic  Party's  candidate  for  the 
presidency  may  be  the  "big  jar" 
needed  "to  wake  us  up  to  what  is 
happening  all  about  us."  So  says 
Editor  Erwin  L.  McDonald,  editor 
of  the  Arkansas  Baptist  N ewsmaga- 
zine,  a  Southern  Baptist  weekly 
newspaper  published  here.  In  a  July 
21  editorial,  McDonald  declared  the 
religious  issue  in  the  campaign  has 
been  injected  like  a  hypodermic 
needle  bv  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church.  "We  are  not  against  Catho- 
licism as  a  religious  faith  .  .  .  Roman 
Catholicism  is  more  than  a  religion. 
It  is  totalitarianism  with  a  world 
organization  centering  in  a  foreign 
land  and  denying  the  right  of  any 
religion  to  exist  outside  its  own  hier- 
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archy,"  wrote  McDonald.

Those  Who  Rule  Over  Us 

The  Word  of  God  teaches  very  clearly  that  we  are 
to  prav  for  those  who  have  the  rule  over  us.  It's  so 
much  easier  to  flay  than  it  is  to  fray.  We  should  be 
praving  most  earnestly  for  the  Lord's  will  to  be  done 
in  the  choosing  of  a  President.  He  represents  the  power 
that  rules  over  us.  We  should  not  criticize  after  he  is 
chosen  unless  we  have  prayed  earnestly  and  long  before 
that  selection.  If  we  have  done  that,  we'll  probably  not 
want  to  criticize. 


Those  Who  Have  the  Rule  Over  Them 

Our  missionaries  and  the  believers  in  various  lands 
face  more  critical  conditions  than  do  we.  Missionaries, 
especially,  are  but  guests  in  the  lands  where  they  serve. 
We  hope  they  mav  always  be  welcomed  guests.  It  is  a 
narrow  path  that  the  missionary  walks,  especially  when 
there  are  any  differences  between  the  national  believers 
and  the  government  under  which  they  live.  We  need 
to  be  much  in  prayer  for  the  missionaries,  but  we  should 
also  pray  continually  for  the  national  believers  in  all 
lands.  In  those  lands  where  believers  are  not  multi- 
tudinous or  powerful,  the  poor  national  Christians  often 
suffer  terribly  for  their  faith  and  faithfulness. 


Africa   Is   Important 

If  Africa  can  attract  the  unanimous  attention  of  the 
United  Nations  organization,  if  it  attracts  the  attention 
of  Russia,  and  if  the  United  States  of  America  and  other 
nations  of  the  free  world  are  readv  to  go  to  any  length 
to  stabilize  and  protect  Africa— then  Africa  must  be  im- 
portant. Of  course,  long  before  there  was  a  United  Na- 
tions organization,  we  knew  that  Africa  was  important. 
Souls  have  been  living  and  dving  in  Africa,  and  most  of 
those  dying  have  been  without  any  knowledge  of  Jesus 
Christ.  It  is  important  that  these  people  should  have 
political  freedom,  but  it  is  far  more  important  that  they 
should  know  Him  who  can  give  freedom  from  the  pen- 
alty, the  power  and,  finally,  the  very  presence  of  sin. 


in  the  African  church.  Pastors  who  know  the  peace  of 
God  will  know  how  to  stabilize  others  in  the  time  of  un- 
rest. The  government  in  our  part  of  Africa  has  been 
training  leaders  for  political  activity  for  the  last  ten  to 
fifteen  years.  We  have  been  doing  the  same  for  leader- 
ship in  spiritual  matters.  We  believe,  therefore,  that  the 
native  in  our  part  of  Africa  is  better  prepared  than  are 
most  others  to  come  into  a  time  of  crisis.

I  have  received  a  most  challenging  letter  from  a  lead- 
ing Brethren  layman.  I  quote  from  his  letter:  "I  have 
seen  a  real  need  for  the  challenging  of  lavmen  for  the 
service  of  Christ.  I  have  found  laymen  who  six  years 
ago  were  alwavs  serving  the  Lord  in  various  wavs,  and 
today  thev  hardlv  go  to  church.  I  have  been  in  the  homes

15.  These  missionaries  are  veterans  of  many  terms  in  Africa. 

Los  Angeles,  Calif.— Miss  Ruth  Gamboa,  new  missionary  to  Hawaii,  will  sail 
for  Honolulu  on  Sept.  9  to  begin  her  missionary  service. 

Winona  Lake,  Ind  —  At  this  writing,  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  FMS  has  not  yet 
completed  its  business  sessions.  However,  some  of  the  actions  are  being  listed  here. 
The  board  sessions  were  quite  extended  this  year  because  of  the  large  number 
of  missionaries  on  furlough  to  be  interviewed,  there  being  approximately  twenty- 
eight  of  these.  All  members  of  the  board  of  trustees  were  present  at  this  board 
meeting  season.  Some  items  of  interest  are  as  follows: 

1.  New  missionary  residence:  Final  plans  were  approved  by  the  board,  and  ground- 
breaking services  were  held  on  Friday  afternoon,  August  19.  A  full  report  will  be 
given   later. 

2.  Trustee  election:  Present  members  of  the  board  Dr.  Homer  A.  Kent,  Sr.,  Dr.  W. 
A.  Ogden,  and  Dr.  Bernard  N.  Schneider  were  re-elected.  In  addition,  Rev.  W.  Russell 
Ogden  was  elected  for  a  two-year  term,  and  Mr.  Ivan  Moomaw  was  elected  as  a 
layman  for  a  three-year  term.  Dr.  Charles  Mayes  asked  not  to  be  elected  again  as 
the  president,  and  Dr.  Schneider  was  elected  in  his  place.  Dr.  Mayes  had  served 
well  in  the  office  of  president  for  the  past  ten  vears.  The  president  of  the  board  is 
also    president    of    the    Society    corporations. 

3.  French-school  workers  employed— Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pierre  Andre  Waridel  of 
Switzerland  have  been  employed  to  serve  in  the  French-school  program  in  the 
Brethren  Africa  mission.  The  president  of  the  school  in  Switzerland  where  they  have 
been  attending  commented,  "They  are  the  best  we  have."  They  should  begin  service 
soon  after  October   1. 

4.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clark  Miller  appointed— -These  people  have  been  appointed  to 
serve  in  the  Brethren  mission  in  Argentina.  Mrs.  Miller  graduated  from  Grace  Col- 
lege in  1959  and  has  been  employed  in  the  FA'IS  office.  Mr.  Miller  graduated  from 
Grace  Seminary  in  1960.  They  have  enrolled  in  language  school  in  the  Rio  Grande 
Bible  Institute  at  Edinburg,  Texas,  and  will  begin  classes  early  in  September. 

5.  Business  agent  for  Africa— For  some  vears  there  has  been  a  need  for  a  business 
agent  to  carry  many  of  the  heavy  business  responsibilities  in  the  Africa  mission.  The 
board  of  trustees  has  approved  a  plan  looking  toward  the  employment  and  sending 
out  of  such  a  person  for  missionary  service.  The  qualifications  felt  necessary  will  be 
presented  shortly.  In  the  meantime,  readers  are  asked  to  pray  that  this  need  be  supplied.

PUERTO  RICO  REPORT

(Editor's  note:  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Hill  Maconaghy,  mission- 
aries on  furlough  from  Argentina,  spent  six  weeks  in 
Puerto  Rico  this  past  summer.  Brother  Maconaghy  is  re- 
porting on  their  activities.) 


Puerto  Rico,  a  land  of  bananas, 
pineapples,  sugar  cane,  coconuts,  ex- 
citing scenery,  and  friendly  people 
is  also  a  place  of  great  spiritual  need. 

It  was  on  this  island  that  it  was 
our  privilege  to  spend  six  never-to-be- 
forgotten  weeks  this  summer  to  lend 
a  helping  hand  to  our  self-supporting 
missionaries  and  laymen  who  are 
laboring  there.  Our  fellowship  with 
them  in  their  homes  and  in  the  work 
of  the  Lord  proved  a  great  blessing 
and  inspiration  to  us. 

The  great  reason  for  our  going 
was  to  conduct  a  summer  Bible  In- 
stitute. Last  year  this  was  conducted 
by  Professor  John  Whitcomb  of  the 
Grace    Theological    Seminary    staff, 


and  we  have  met  many  who  were 
greatly  blessed  in  the  classes  held  at 
that  time. 

This  vear  weekly  classes  were  held 
in  four  distinct  places.  It  was  planned 
this  way  in  order  to  reach  a  larger 
area  and  a  greater  number  of  people. 
This  seems  to  have  proven  a  good 
idea,  since  the  total  enrollment  was 
sixty-two  and  the  total  attendance 
was  255.  On  the  whole,  the  attend- 
ance of  those  enrolled  was  steady. 
The  closing  night  in  each  place  cer- 
tificates vyere  given  to  thirty-five  who 
completed  the  course.  A  very  en- 
couraging note  this  year  was  that  a 
number  of  people  baptized  by  trine 
immersion     attended     these     classes.

Thus,  we  were  able  to  reach  folks 
who  in  the  not-too-distant  future 
may  form  the  nucleus  of  a  Brethren 
Spanish-speaking  work  on  the  island. 
In  addition  to  the  Bible  Institute, 
simultaneous  classes  for  children 
were  conducted  by  my  wife  in  most 
of  the  places.  In  Canovanas,  a  town 
about  ten  miles  to  the  east  of  the 
metropolitan  area  of  San  Juan  where 
Bible  Institute  classes  were  held,  a 
Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  also 
was  conducted  for  a  week.  It  was  in 
charge  of  Mrs.  Raymond  Fulmer, 
formerly  of  Osceola,  Ind.  She  was 
assisted  by  Mrs.  Max  Brenneman, 
Winnie  Fulmer,  and  Ruth  Franco, 
daughter  of  the  Puerto  Rican  pastor. 
Mv  wife  taught  the  classes.   There

was  an  average  attendance  of  forty- 
eight. 

Every  Saturday  evening  several  of 
the  men  go  to  the  large  penitentiary 
located  in  Rio  Piedras  to  hold  gospel 
services.  This  work  is  under  the  di- 
rection of  Brother  Jim  Dickson,  and 
has  proven  very  fruitful.  Thev  first 
visit  the  men  in  their  cells,  and  then 
hold  meetings  in  two  or  three  distinct 
sections  of  the  institution.  They  en- 
oy  complete  liberty— that  is,  of  course, 
Brother  Dickson  and  those  who  ac- 
company him— not  the  prisoners!  A 
number  of  the  inmates  have  professed 
conversion  and  many  are  studying 
Bible  courses.  Because  most  of  this 
work  until  the  present  has  been  car- 
ried on  through  interpreters,  we  went 
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with  Brother  Dickson  on  several  oc- 
casions, and  had  the  opportunity  of 
speaking  to  the  men.  A  number  of 
them  professed  to  accept  Christ. 

There  is  also  another  layman  from 
the  States  who  is  carrying  on  a  testi- 
mony in  one  of  the  large  hospitals. 
Due  to  our  Bible  Institute  schedule 
it  was  not  possible  to  participate  in 
this  ministry. 

Sunday  mornings  and  evenings 
English  services  are  held.  Brother 
Brenneman  is  in  charge  of  this  phase 
of  the  work.  The  Sunday  school  and 
morning  worship  are  held  in  a  build- 
ins  belonging  to  the  "Evangelical 
Crusade,"  a  group  which  has  very 
kindly  permitted  the  Brethren  to  use 
their  quarters.  The  attendance  runs 
between  twenty-five  and  thirty-five. 
The  highest  during  our  stay  was 
forty-one.  The  evening  fellowship 
is  usually  held  in  the  carport  of  the 
Brenneman  home.  On  various  oc- 
casions we  were  given  the  oppor- 
tunity in  these  services  to  present  the 
need  of  our  field  in  Argentina. 

Next-to-the-last  Sunday  that  we 
were  on  the  island,  we  experienced 
one  of  the  highlights  of  our  sojourn 
there— a  threefold  communion  service. 
Five  people  partook  of  this  blessed 
service  for  the  first  time. 

Now,  back  home  and  thinking  of 
all  we  saw,  heard,  and  experienced 
while  in  Puerto  Rico,  we  feel  that 
the  greatest  need  of  your  missionaries 
and  their  co-laborers  in  that  needy 
field  is  PRAYER.  Theirs  is  truly  a 
tremendous  task.  Opportunities  are 
many.  Pray  that  they  may  have  the 
necessary  strength  and  wisdom  to 
establish  a  strong  Brethren  testimony 
for  Christ  on  that  island.  Pray  for 
them  in  the  studv  of  the  language, 
that  thev  may  soon  have  facility  in 
it,  and  be  enabled  to  undertake  a 
Spanish-speaking  work  in  that  Span- 
ish-speaking field.  Pray  that  they  may 
be  led  of  the  Lord  to  the  area  where 
He  would  have  them  establish  a  per- 
manent Brethren  testimony.

A  few  years  ago  an  appeal  was 
made  on  behalf  of  Mirta  Siccardi,  a 
polio  victim  and  the  youngest  daugh- 
ter of  the  Luis  Siccardis  who  have 
given  many  years  of  loyal  and  faith- 
ful service  in  the  Brethren  work  in 
Argentina.  An  operation  seemed 
urgent  to  prevent  complete  invalid- 
ism or  even  sudden  death. 

The  response  was  prompt  and 
generous  and  many  of  you  asked  to 
be  kept  informed  as  to  the  case.  We 
had  expected  to  do  that,  but  the 
treatment  has  been  long  and  diffi- 
cult and  many  times  disappointing. 
There  seemed  so  little  to  write.  Sur- 
gery was  not  possible  after  all.  When 
the  money  was  in  hand,  Mirta  was 
taken  to  Buenos  Aires  to  the  British 
Hospital  and  the  best  medical  care 


possible  made  available.  But,  after 
examination,  tests,  and  X-ravs  it  was 
the  unanimous  opinion  that  surgery 
was  too  great  a  risk  for  the  small 
gain  that  might  be  made.  Scoliosis, 
which  was  causing  the  deformity  of 
the  spine,  was  too  far  advanced. 
This  was  a  great  disappointment  to 
all,  but  Mirta  was  the  first  to  react, 
accepting  it  as  from  the  Lord's  hand. 
The  funds,  however,  made  pos- 
sible the  special  treatment  that  has 
brought  results.  And  now  after  four 
years  we  have  the  word  that  seems 
worth  sending  to  vou.  The  Lord  has 
wonderfully  undertaken,  and  the  doc- 
tor now  reports  that  there  has  been  a 
decided  change  in  the  spine  and  that 
the  danger  of  invalidism  or  sudden 
death  no  longer  exists.  She  does  not 


need  to  remain  in  bed  as  has  been  the 
case  for  the  past  several  years,  and 
has  been  given  permission  to  re- 
turn to  the  classroom  with  a  special 
seating  arrangement.  I  am  sure  that 
you  will  rejoice  with  us  in  this  news. 

Mirta  is  a  precious  girl,  gifted  and 
consecrated  to  the  Lord.  She  has  been 
a  testimony  to  many  during  these  past 
years.  Her  parents  are  in  charge  of 
the  Bible  Institute  home,  and  sev- 
eral of  the  students  have  testified  to 
taking  their  problems  to  Mirta's  room 
and  coming  away  blessed.  She  par- 
ticipated recently  in  a  Christian 
novel  contest  put  on  by  LEAL  in 
Latin  America,  and  won  fourth  place. 
She  was  competing  against  mature 
and  experienced  writers  with  books 
already  in  print.  Hers  is  to  be  pub- 
lished shortly  by  Moody  Press. 

Those  who  have  had  a  part  in 
Mirta's  return  to  a  measure  of  health 
can  rejoice  in  the  privilege  and  know 
that  the  returns  are  already  coming 
in.

CHRIST'S  CALL  TO  YOU 

For  the  care  of  sheep,  Christ  needs 
shepherds;  for  the  ingathering  of  the 
harvest,  He  needs  reapers;  for  the 
worldwide  proclamation  of  the  Gos- 
pel, He  needs  missionaries.

or  Light  and  Life?

The  question  is  often  asked  of  us 
why  missionaries  come  to  South 
America  when  there  is  no  need  for 
them.  Those  who  ask  this  question 
see  all  about  them  the  presence  of 
churches,  an  atmosphere  of  religion, 
and  a  certain  morality,  and  thev 
cannot  see  the  need  for  any  more 
than  already  exists.  One  must  admit 
that  the  people  for  the  most  part  are 
religious.  Their  children  are  bap- 
tized in  the  church;  the  young  folks 
take  their  first  communion  and  sweet- 
hearts are  married  in  the  church; 
and,  when  death  brings  separation, 
they  go  to  the  church  for  a  final 
ceremony  (if  thev  can  afford  it).  If 
it  were  only  religion  that  people 
need,  then  we  could  say  that  the 
missionaries  ought  to  go  home  and 
stay  home.  But,  folks  need  more  than 
outward  forms  of  religion.  Thev 
need  life  and  light,  and  the  religion 
that  they  profess  has  not  given  them 
either  one.  In  the  daily  walk  of  the 
people  one  does  not  see  the  fear  of 
God  controlling  their  lives.  Each  one 
does  more  or  less  what  seems  right  in 
his  own  eyes.  We  might  well  ask  the 
question  of  those  who  see  no  need 
for  foreign  missions  in  Argentina: 
Why  is  it  that  in  such  an  atmos- 
phere of  religion,  morality,  and  the 
presence    of   churches    so    little   evi- 


dence of  spiritual  life  is  seen  in  the 
individual   lives  of   the  people? 

The  answer  involves  a  number  of 
things,  but  in  a  few  words  I  think 
we  can  say  the  principal  reason  is 
that  these  people  do  not  have  a  per- 
sonal relationship  or  contact  with 
Jesus  Christ.  Yes;  they  believe  in 
Him.  They  participate  in  the  mass 
which  for  them  is  the  actual  sac- 
rifice of  Christ,  but  they  are  separated 
from  Him  by  a  human  priest.  They 
are  taught  that  they  cannot  approach 
Christ  except  through  the  church, 
and  the  church  is  represented  by  the 
priest.  Consequently,  they  never  at- 
tain the  goal  of  the  Apostle  Paul— 
"to  know  him  and  the  power  of  his 
resurrection." 

These  people  know  a  dead  Christ, 
but  thev  do  not  know  a  living  Christ. 
Their  whole  life  is  centered  around 
the  priest  and  not  around  Christ. 
They  fear  the  priest,  but  they  do  not 
fear  God.  (At  least  their  actions  do 
not  reveal  it.)  They  live  in  a  reli- 
gious cloud  that  obscures  the  Sun  of 
Righteousness  from  their  eyes,  and 
consequently  they  do  not  manifest 
personal  righteousness  in  their  lives. 
They  seek  to  save  themselves  bv 
their  own  righteousness,  but  rarelv 
does  this  righteousness  rise  higher 
than    the   personal    righteousness    of

their  priests.  We  do  not  condemn  the 
priest  nor  judge  his  personal  life; 
we  say  only  that  the  people  rise  no 
higher  than  he  as  a  man  can  rise, 
which  always  comes  short  of  the 
glory  of  God.  The  human  priest  suf- 
fers in  the  same  way  as  the  people 
to  whom  he  ministers  in  that  he  de- 
pends on  his  superiors  in  matters  of 
confession  of  sin.  In  other  words,  no 
one  can  have  the  full  assurance  that 
at  any  time  he  can  enter  the  pres- 
ence of  Jesus  Christ  to  confess  his 
sins  and  then  walk  out  of  that  pres- 
ence with  full  conviction  that  sins 
are  forgiven. 

Furthermore,  when  people  are  out 
of  the  sight  of  the  priest,  they  live  as 
they  please  knowing  that  he  can- 
not see  what  they  do.  The  true  be- 
liever, on  the  other  hand,  walks  every 
moment  with  the  consciousness  that 
he  is  in  the  presence  of  the  living 
God  who  knows  his  every  thought 
and  deed. 

We  who  live  in  this  land  hope  for 
progress  in  many  wavs,  but  until  these 
people  can  come  into  that  personal  re- 
lationship with  Jesus  Christ  there  will 
not  be  progress. 

Our  task  is  not  to  preach  religion 
to  them,  but  rather  to  lead  them  to 
Jesus  Christ  who  is  the  Light  and 
Life  of  the  world.  We  must  lead  them 
out  of  the  cloud  and  into  the  light. 
And  each  one  of  us  needs  to  walk  in 
such  close  harmony  and  relationship 
with  Christ  that  our  efforts  will  be 
to  that  end. 

It  is  a  long,  hard  struggle  for  most 
of  them  to  get  out  of  the  cloud  even 
when  thev  see  the  light.  They  need 
vour  prayers.  We  need  your  prayers. 
Brethren,  prav  for  us! 
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President  Recognizes  Trumpet 


The  President  of  the  Central 
African  Republic  paid  a  call  to  the 
mission  station  at  Bossembele  in  June. 
The  missionaries  there,  the  Hills 
and  Cones,  were  highly  honored  but 
not  too  flustered  to  ignore  the  op- 
portunity. Mr.  Cone,  the  editor  of  the 
Evangelical  Trumpet  since  our  re- 
turn to  the  States,  took  advantage  of 
the  occasion  to  tell  President  Dacko 
about  the  Trumpet,  how  it  had  been 
established  to  educate  the  people  and 
help  them  in  their  Christian  lives. 

The  President,  of  course,  is  an 
African,  a  person  born  near  the  town 
of  M'Baiki,  where  the  Kennedys  and 
Hockings  are  working.  He  realizes 
how  much  the  people  need  education, 
how  great  is  their  need  for  spiritual 
instruction.  He  is  also  aware  of  the 
need  for  unity  in  this  country  of  di- 
verse tribes  and  languages;  the  peo- 
ple must  be  conscious  of  a  oneness 
in  this  unified  and  progressive  coun- 
try. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  Trumpet  con- 
tributes to  the  realization  of  these 
needs.  Not  only  does  it  instruct  the 
people  about  the  world  in  which 
thev    live,    but    more    important,    it 


points  to  the  all-important  Christian 
life.  And  since  it  is  read  by  Chris- 
tians throughout  the  country,  it  uni- 
fies them,  Riving  them  a  feeling  of 
being  indeed  members  of  the  great 
family  of  God   through  Christ. 

When  Mr.  Cone  asked  the  Presi- 
dent to  make  a  contribution  to  the

paper  with  an  article,  he  was  glad  to 
do  so.  This  was  tape-recorded  right 
there  at  Bossembele  and  will  appear 
in  the  August  issue. 

Within  a  very  few  weeks  after 
this  occasion,  the  long-hoped-for  of- 
ficial recognition  of  the  paper  be- 
came a  reality.  The  President  himself 


did  what  was  necessary  for  this. 

In  the  four  years  of  its  existence 
the  Trumpet  had  never  been  officially 
recognized.  This  does  not  mean  that 
it  was  published  surreptitiously,  but 
that  although  allowed  to  circulate  in 
the  country  as  a  strictly  religious  bul- 
letin, it  could  not  be  granted  the 
benefits  of  a  recognized  paper.  (Pub- 
lishing privileges  in  France  and 
Africa,  it  should  be  noted,  are  not 
exactly  identical  with  those  in  Amer- 
ica.) 

Official  recognition  permits  its  dis- 
tribution at  a  lower  postal  rate.  More 
important,  by  far,  however,  is  the 
fact  that  now  the  Trumpet  can  be  en- 
larged in  size  and  its  ministry  ex- 
panded. It  can  become  the  paper  of 
the  country— a  Christian  family  paper 
proclaiming  the  Good  News  and 
the  Better  Life  in  Christ. 

Significant  also  is  the  fact  that  this 
event  marks  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  the  country  that  the  Sango 
language  has  been  permitted  as  a 
vehicle  of  communication  on  a 
countrywide  basis.  Up  until  this  time 
no  other  paper  had  ever  been  printed 
in   Sango. 


Life's  Purpose 


The  end  of  life  is  not  to  do  good, 
although  many  of  us  think  so.  It  is 
not  to  win  souls,  although  I  once 
thought  so.  The  end  of  life  is  to  do  the 
will  of  God.  That  may  be  in  the  line 
of  doing  good  or  winning  souls,  or 
it  may  not.  The  maximum  achieve- 
ment of  any  man's  life,  after  it  is  all 
over,  is  to  have  done  the  will  of  God. 
No  man  or  woman  can  have  done 
any  more  with  a  life;  no  Luther,  no 
Spurgeon,  no  Wesley,  no  Melanch- 
thon  can  have  done  any  more  with 
their  lives;  and  a  dairy  maid  or  a 
scavenger  can  do  as  much.

through  good  report  or  ill,  through 
temptation  and  prosperity  and  ad- 
versity, to  the  will  of  God,  wherever 
that  may  lead  us.  It  may  take  you 
awav  to  China,  or  you  who  are  going 
to  Africa  may  have  to  stay  where 
vou  are;  vou  who  are  going  to  be 
an  evangelist  may  have  to  go  into 
business,  and  vou  who  arc  going  into 
business  may  have  to  become  an 
evangelist.  But  there  is  no  happiness 
or  success  in  life  'til  that  principle  is 
once  taken  possession  of.

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REST  and  REFRESHMENT 
IN  RUTH 


By  Elias  D.  White,  Th.D. 


The  weary  traveler  through  the 
torrid  and  turbulent  times  of  the 
Judges  stumbles  into  the  quiet  and 
peace  of  the  Book  of  Ruth  with  re- 
lief and  joy.  A  spring  of  pure  devotion 
runs  eternally  through  its  fragrant 
shade,  and  the  fruits  of  godly  living 
are  in  abundant  evidence. 

Its  picture  of  God-honoring  home- 
life,  even  in  that  dark  hour  of  Is- 
rael's moral  history,  is  as  refreshing  as 
a  cup  fresh  from  the  well  at  harvest 
time,  and  certifies  the  presence  of 
God's  remnant  in  every  age  with 
knees  not  only  unbowed  to  Baal  but 
also  calloused  with  consistent  pros- 
trations before  Jehovah.  The  pious 
saluation  of  Boaz  to  his  reapers,  "The 
Lord  be  with  you,"  and  their  fervent 
response,  "The  Lord  bless  thee,"  is 
a  commentary  that  is  not  only  a  "gem 
of  purest  ray  serene"  from  those 
seemingly  hopeless  times,  but  it  also 
sends  a  shaft  of  its  precious  light  even 
to  our  darkening  days.  Boaz  had  no 
problems  of  industrial  relations! 

The  atmosphere  of  this  fragrant 
glen  is  in  blessed  contrast  with  the 
desert  winds  which  Elijah  felt  as 
he  journeyed  to  Horeb  to  cry  unto 
God  "I,  even  I  only,  am  left;  and 
they  seek  my  life,  to  take  it  away." 
We  need  this  refreshing. 

The  little  book  is  not  alone  ex- 
pressive of  its  day;  it  abounds  with 
typology.  And  its  spiritual  applica- 
tions, which  are  many  and  varied,  are 
exquisitely  poised.  Though  it  does 
not  prefigure  the  cross  with  such  pro- 
found detail  as  do,  for  instance,  the 
offerings  of  Leviticus,  nor  yet  does 
it  carry  with  it  the  far-reaching  les- 
sons to  the  contemporary  reader  in 
the  awful  holiness  of  God  and  the 
terrible  price  of  sin,  which  was  car- 
ried by  the  Levitical  passages;  yet 
the  story  of  Ruth  spoke  eloquently 
to  the  devout  reader  of  its  day,  and  it 
has  continued  to  speak  with  both 
winsome    simplicity    and    profound 


beauty  down  through  the  ages,  even 
until  the  days  of  the  members  of  the 
body  of  Christ. 

As  literature,  the  whole  is  immor- 
tal. The  passionate  outburst  of  Ruth 
as  she  clung  to  the  wasted  breast  of 
Naomi,  possesses  a  beauty  and  depth 
that  translations  of  translations  can- 
not dim.  That  one  speech  would 
alone  set  apart  the  book  as  a  classic, 
but  it  is  not  a  play  of  one  line,  or 
an  idyl  of  one  couplet.  It  sustains 
throughout  such  vividness  of  impres- 
sion on  so  high  a  plane  of  concept, 
all  so  warmly  interlaced  with  human 
tenderness,  and  tempered  with  deep 
religious  devotion  that  it  has  lived, 
and  will  live,  down  through  the  cen- 
turies. 

Though  the  title  heroine  is  Ruth, 
the  virtues  of  Naomi  stand  out  sig- 
nificantly in  a  casual  relationship. 
Strangely,  we  seem  to  single  out  for 
memory  Naomi's  "mara"  in  the  re- 
tort to  the  querulous  satisfaction  of 
the  townswomen  at  the  "House  of 
Bread  and  Praise,"  as  she  and  her 
trophy  of  love  moved  to  that  true 
place  of  Naomi's  blessing.  Ruth  had 
become  her  child  in  the  agony  of 
God's  chastening.  For  indeed,  the 
light  of  Naomi's  character  is  beau- 
tifully  constant  and  pure.  Certainly 
her  life  spoke  eloquently  to  both 
Ruth  and  Orpah  in  Moab,  and 
caused  Ruth,  at  least,  to  see  that 
here  in  the  life  of  Naomi  was  some- 
thing that  was  lacking  in  the  hearts 
of  the  women  of  Moab.  Even  in  the 
face  of  the  death  of  all  those  whom 
she  loved,  she  displayed  a  faith  and 
courage  be  von  d  the  powers  of  Moab's 
religions  to  produce.  She  was  a  liv- 
ing testimony,  and  an  example  of 
faith  in  Jehovah  God. 

The  character  of  Boaz  is  magnifi- 
cent. Discreet  silence  is  observed  con- 
cerning details,  and  his  portrait  is 
drawn  largely  through  his  relation- 
ships to  Ruth.   Such   lack  of  detail 


is  entirely  fitting  for  the  character 
study  of  one  who  is  to  foreshadow  so 
great  an  Antitype.  Boaz  is  set  forth 
as  the  noblest  manhood  of  his  day- 
kindly,  self-sacrificing,  and  just. 

It  is  almost  universally  agreed  that 
the  little  Book  of  Ruth  sets  forth  in 
type  the  church  in  one  aspect  of  her 
relationship  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
That  aspect  is  the  relationship  of  re- 
demption, and  is  the  second  of  two 
outstanding  Old  Testament  illustra- 
tions of  this  truth— the  first  beino 
the  redemption  of  Israel  from  Egypt, 
or  the  Exodus  type. 

The  typology  expressive  of  the 
relationship  between  Christ  and  His 
church,  in  the  Book  of  Ruth,  is  the 
type  of  the  Kinsman-Redeemer.  The 
concept  is  bound  up  in  the  Hebrew 
word  goel,  or  "redeemer,"  which  is 
the  particle  of  the  Hebrew  word 
gaal,  meaning  "to  deliver,"  or  "to 
redeem,"  or  "to  revenge."  Aside  from 
its  common  usage,  this  word  in  He- 
brew was  a  technical  term  used  to 
designate  a  person  who  as  a  near  rela- 
tive was  placed  under  certain  obliga- 
tions to  the  relative.  For  instance,  if 
an  Israelite  became  so  poverty-strick- 
en that  he  was  forced  to  sell  himself 
as  a  slave,  then  it  was  the  duty  of 
a  near  kinsman  to  be  his  "redeemer" 
(goel),  and  to  purchase  him  out  of 
slavery  (cf.  Lev.  25:47  ff.)  This  same 
redemption  was  to  be  made  of  the 
land,  the  familv  inheritance  from 
God  (v.  25ff),  and  if  a  woman  had 
been  left  a  widow  and  childless,  it 
was  the  established  custom  for  the 
goel  to  marry  her,  and  the  children 
by  this  union  were  not  to  be  his,  but 
should  carry  on  the  line  and  inheri- 
tance of  the  deceased  (cf  Deut.  25:5- 
10).  The  goel  also  became  the  re- 
venger of  blood,  in  the  case  of  a 
murder,  and  was  in  certain  cases  the 
beneficiarv    in    case    of    death.

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The  word  goel  is  used  some  diirty- 
eight  times  in  the  Old  Testament,  of 
which  nine  times  it  is  used  in  the 
Book  of  Ruth,  and  is  here  translated 
"kinsman,"  or  "near  kinsman."  The 
verb  form,  ga'al,  is  used  over  fifty 
times  in  the  Old  Testament,  and  is 
translated  five  times  in  the  Book 
of  Ruth,  "to  redeem." 

Thus  the  legal  and  historical  back- 
ground, as  well  as  the  background 
in  customs  and  manners  is  made 
clear  as  the  events  of  this  beautifully 
human  story  unfold.  Elimelech  and 
Naomi,  rightly  or  wrongly,  go  down 
into  Moab  to  sojourn  because  of  a 
famine.  There  the  two  boys  grow 
into  maturity  (their  stay  was  about 
ten  years),  and  after  the  father's 
death,  take  to  themselves  Moabitish 
wives.  When  the  two  boys,  as  well  as 
Elimelech  have  died,  Naomi  returns 
in  sorrow  to  Bethlehem,  taking  with 
her  the  gentle  and  faithful  Ruth  who 
has  been  won  by  the  character  and 
life  of  Naomi  to  a  belief  in  the 
God  of  Israel.  In  Bethlehem,  Ruth  is 
treated  kindly  by  Boaz,  a  godly  man 
of  wealth  and  position  who  is  a  goel, 
and  who  through  Naomi's  manage- 
ment  is  challenged  to  perform  his 
duty,  and  the  love  story  is  complete 
when  the  legal  details  are  disposed  of, 
and  the  home  is  established.  But 
God's  grace  is  more  abundantly 
demonstrated  in  that  this  Moabitish 
woman's  son,  Obed,  became  the 
grandfather  of  King  David,  of  whom 
was  born,  according  to  the  flesh,  the 
Lord  Jesus. 

Four  qualifications  have  been 
pointed  out  as  essential  for  an  active 
goel:  first,  he  must  be  a  near  kins- 
man; second,  he  must  be  able  to  re- 
deem; third,  he  must  be  willing  to 
redeem;  and  fourth,  he  must  himself 
be  apart  from  the  actual  trouble.  All 
these  are  at  once  seen  to  be  satisfied 
in  Boaz.  But,  looking  beyond  Boaz, 
we  see  the  Lord  Jesus  Ghrist  who 
clothed  himself  in  human  flesh  and 
experienced  human  life  that  He 
might  be  our  near  kinsman.  And  He 
being  the  God-man  was  able  to  re- 
deem us;  no  other  one  was  able  to 
experience  the  power  of  God's  wrath 
and  live.  Further,  He  was  willing 
to  redeem  us;  He  willingly  chose 
the  cross,  despising  the  shame,  and  is 
set  down  on  the  right  hand  of  the 
Majesty  on   high.   Finally,   He  was

apart  from  the  fall,  free  from  the 
curse.  He  was  the  beloved  Son  in 
whom  the  Father  was  well-pleased. 
He  bought  us  from  the  slave  market 
of  sin.  He  willingly  in  love  paid  the 
awful  price.  Soon  He  will  take  us 
to  His  own  home,  where  we  will  live 
with  Him. 

From  the  standpoint  of  Ruth  her- 
self, as  a  type  of  the  church,  the  book 
is  usually  outlined  by  chapters  as 
corresponding  to  the  movement  of  a 
typical  Christian  experience.  In  the 
first  chapter  we  see  Ruth  deciding. 
Under  the  influence  of  godly,  but 
human  Naomi,  she  is  constrained  to 
cast  in  her  lot  with  Naomi's  life, 
Naomi's  people,  and  Naomi's  God. 
In  the  second  chapter  we  see  Ruth 
serving.  She  goes  out  to  glean  in 
the  fields,  not  only  for  herself,  but 
as  a  labor  of  love  for  Naomi.  And 
she  is  led  step  by  step  by  Naomi's 
God.   In   the  third  chapter  we  find 


Ruth  entering  into  rest.  Through 
yielding  completely  to  Naomi's  lead- 
ership, she  is  brought  to  the  place 
where  she  could  "sit  still"  to  see  the 
establishment  of  her  position  as  the 
beloved  wife  in  the  home  of  the 
kinsman-redeemer,  thus  to  cease  from 
her  own  labors.  In  the  last  chapter 
she  is  rewarded  with  the  full  bless- 
ings of  that  wonderful  home,  even 
to  the  birth  of  a  son,  whom  Naomi 
took  to  her  own  breast. 

Truly,  the  pathway  through  the 
Book  of  Ruth  is  clearlv  marked  as 
is  our  path  by  the  Spirit's  presence; 
the  labor  in  it  is  that  of  love  as  is 
ours  for  His  dear  name;  and  the  fra- 
grant shade  is  not  unlike  the  "rest 
still  remaining  for  the  people  of  God," 
and  the  rewards  are  those  wholly 
bestowed  by  the  graciousness  of  the 
Giver,  but  wholly  beautiful  in  pros- 
pect of  the  consummation  of  the  lov- 
ing relationship.

HOME

Blessed  is  the  boy  whose  parents 
provide  a  Christian  home  where 
Christ  is  lived  as  well  as  taught.  The 
home  is  key  to  the  success  of  the 
Christian  boys  club,  and  many  times 
the  home  is  reached  for  Christ 
through  the  Christian  club. 

The  Club  Leader  and  His  Home 

Christian  activity  should  not  sub- 
stitute for  home  responsibility  (I 
Tim.  5:8).  The  club  leader  who  loses 
his  own  son  while  reaching  others, 
loses  also  his  testimony  to  boys. 

The  quality  of  the  time  spent  with 
families  is  as  important  as  the  quan- 
tity. Husband  and  wife  should  share 
together  in  boys  club  work,  discuss- 
ing problems,  preparing  for  meetings, 
praying,  encouraging  each  other. 

The  Boys  Club  and  the  Home 

The  Brigade-type  of  club  program 
is  designed  for  the  home,  as  well  as 
the  church.  Bible  study,  physical  de- 
velopment, vocational  crafts,  and 
many  of  the  service  projects  are  a 
part  of  a  well-balanced  daily  pro- 
gram for  the  boy  at  home.  It  is  de- 
signed to  draw  parents  into  their 
son's  world  of  activity  in  a  natural 
way  and  to  strengthen  the  father- 
son  relationship. 

Home  encouragement  is  necessary 
to  a  boys'  progress  in  the  Brigade- 
type  club  too.  Parents  can  help  in 
the  following  ways: 

1.  Get  to  know  the  program  itself. 

2.  Share  interest  in  the  boy's 
work. 

3.  Encourage  each  boy  to  plan  his 
achievement  for  daily  progress. 


4.  Arrange  family  schedules  to 
make  faithful  attendance  at  club 
meetings. 

5.  Visit  club  meetings  occasionally 
and  participate  in  special  events. 

6.  Give  due  praise  for  accomplished 
achievement. 

7.  Pray  for  the  working  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  through  the  program. 

Club  Leaders  Ministry  to  the  Home 

Club  leaders  should  endeavor  to 
contact  each  boy's  home. 

By  annual  letter  perhaps  early  in 
September.  The  letter  should  thank 
parents  for  their  son's  participation 
in  the  club;  describe  the  club  and 
what  it  is  designed  to  do  for  their 
son;  enumerate  some  of  the  special 
plans  for  the  year;  solicit  their  back- 
ing for  his  achievement  work  at  home, 
and  his  regular  attendance  at  club 
meetings. 

By  personal  contact.  A  personal 
visit  to  the  home  by  a  club  leader 
pays  great  dividends.  Present  the 
values  of  the  club,  explain  the  boy's 
guidebook  and  show  them  how  they 
can  help  their  son  in  the  program. 
Discuss  any  particular  problems  you 
have  encountered  with  their  son  in 
the  work.  If  it  is  an  unsaved  home, 
witness  to  them  concerning  Christ 
under  the  guidance  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  and  invite  them  to  fellowship 
with  you  at  church  as  a  family. 

Don't  fail  the  home  in  your  club 
ministry.  It  can  multiply  the  effective- 
ness of  your  service  to  boys  and  to 
the  total  ministry  of  the  church.  For 
information  write  to  Box  617,  Win- 
ona  Lake,   Indiana. 
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Are  Roman  Catholics 

Pulling  Their  Weight? 

This  article  was  taken  from  the  bulletin 
of  the  Ireland  Road  Brethren  Church,  South 
Bend,  Indiana,  and  originally  printed  in 
the   Grace   Challenge,   Flora,   Ind. 


This  pertinent  article  recently  ap- 
peared in  a  periodical  the  pastor  re- 
ceives, and  he  would  like  to  pass  it 
on  to  each  of  you. 

"Bv  their  own  statistics,  Catholics 
number  thirty-five  million  persons 
in  the  United  States.  This  includes 
babies,  in-laws,  and  others.  That  is 
exactly  20  percent  of  the  popula- 
tion. Yet  a  large  portion  of  governors, 
senators,  congressmen,  jurists,  and 
other  government  officials  belong  to 
this  number.  The  next  item  on  the 
agenda  is  the  election  of  a  president. 
How  much  weight  should  20  percent 
of  our  people  in  America  pull  any- 
way? 

Political  Favoritism 

"Out  of  the  national  treasury  they 
managed  to  get  $100  million  to 
compensate  for  damages  in  the  Philip- 
pines and  other  millions  to  repair  the 
Pope's  summer  home.  Our  govern- 
ment announced  before  our  bombs 
were  dropped  that  we  would  not  be 
responsible  for  damage  done  in  war; 
but  of  course  this  was  the  Catholic 
Church  so  we  did  pay  the  damage! 
The  Constitution  forbids  favoritism 
to  any  church  or  denomination,  but 
the  commission  at  Washington 
granted  a  license  for  a  television  sta- 
tion  to  Loyola  University  which  is 
operated  by  Jesuits  who  take  their 
orders  from  a  foreign  power,  the 
Vatican.  When  the  license  was  con- 
tested, a  judge  ruled  in  favor  of  the 
school. 

"Burlesquing"    Protestants 

"When  the  hierarchy  protested  the 
showing  of  the  Martin  Luther  film 
over  a  Chicago  television  station,  the 
management  acquiesced  and  showed 
it  not.  When  they  demand  that  a 
theater  not  show  a  certain  picture,  it 
is  not  shown,  lest  Catholics  be  of- 
fended. Practically  every  picture  in 
theater  or  on  television  which  presents 


any  kind  of  a  minister  in  a  decent 
or  heroic  role,  selects  a  priest.  When 
a  Protestant  preacher  is  portrayed  at 
all,  he  is  made  to  be  a  heel  or  an  im- 
becile. Just  let  one  priest  be  so 
ridiculed  by  the  motion  picture  in- 
dustry, and  it  would  fold  up  because 
of  Catholic  pressure!  Just  what  is 
weight-pulling  if  this  is  not? 

Real  Estate  "Deals" 

"When  the  Catholic  church  wants 
a  bit  of  city  property,  it  is  often  sold 
to  them  far  below  cost;  and  on  some 
occasions  the  city  has  bought  it  back 
at  a  fabulous  price.  In  many  states 
they  have  managed  to  get  their  chil- 
dren transported  at  government  cost 
to  parochial  schools.  Now  they  are 
determined  that  the  National  Gov- 
ernment shall  pay  the  whole  bill  for 
the  higher  education  of  their  children 


in  Catholic  colleges  and  universities. 
They  do  not  use  all  textbooks  used 
by  others,  but  they  have  a  big  voice 
in  their  content.  There  may  not  be 
much  weight,  but  there  is  a  lot  of 
pull  somewhere. 

"Multitudes  of  Catholics  are  good 
American  citizens.  They  are  entitled 
to  a  proportionate  voice  and 
proportionate  representation  in  all 
American  life,  but  they  are  not  en- 
titled to  run  the  whole  show.  Eighty 
percent  of  us  are  not  Catholics.  We 
have  a  few  rights  too.  ...  If  Roman 
Catholic  power,  in  America  today  is 
'just  a  fringe  influence'  may  the 
Lord  pity  the  rest  of  us  if  they  really 
do    get   on    the   inside!" 

MUCH  EXCITEMENT  will  be 
shown  during  the  political  campaign. 
Rallies  will  be  crowded,  and  men 
will  shout  themselves  hoarse,  for 
the  man  of  their  choice.  How  about 
some  enthusiasm  for  our  great  King?

Many  blessings  have  enriched  our 
lives  this  past  vear  while  trusting 
"UNDER  HIS  WINGS."  Our  an- 
ticipation this  vear  is  to  soar  to 
higher  grounds  and  "LET  GOD  BE 

glorified:' 

"That  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  may  be  glorified  in  you,  and 
ye  in  him,  according  to  the  grace 
of  our  God  and  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ"  (II  Thess.  1:12).  The  Apostle 
Paul  wrote  these  words  of  encourage- 
ment that  the  believers  at  Thessa- 
lonica  should  glorify  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  after  he  commended  them  for 
three  leading  graces:  faith,  love,  and 
hope.  "Remembering  without  ceas- 
ing your  work  of  faith,  and  labour  of 
love,  and  patience  of  hope  in  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ"  (I  Thess.  1:3).  We 
read  also  that  they  increased  in  these 
graces  in  II  Thessalonians  1:3,  4,  as 
time  continued.  Where  this  triad  of 
graces  is  found,  other  graces  will 
most  assuredly  be  present  also.  "These 
graces  are  like  the  shoots  that  grow 
from  the  bough  of  a  tree  in  succes- 
sive springs.  Each  year  has  its  own 
growth,  and  last  year's  growth  be- 
comes the  basis  for  the  next.  Thus  we 
have  first  faith;  then  shooting  from 
that  love;  and  then,  sustained  by 
both,  hope."  (A.  MaClaren) 

Faith 

Faith  is  the  basis  for  everything. 
Faith  works.  It  is  the  foundation  for 
all  work  which  God  does  not  consider 
as  "busy  idleness."  We  need  to  con- 
stantly be  on  guard  lest  our  work 
in  WMC  takes  us  "round  and  round" 


like  a  child  riding  the  merry-go- 
round.  When  the  time  of  activity  is 
ended,  he  descends  at  the  place 
where  he  started.

WMC  for  God's  glory.  How  long  is 
it  since  a  new  believer  was  sought  out 
and  encouraged  in  Christ  by  WMC 
ladies?  God  has  given  many  types 
of  personalities,  and  different  talents. 
Each  is  useful  to  Him.  With  all  our 
various  personalities,  talents  and  gifts, 
we  have  a  "oneness  in  Christ"  to 
work  with  diligence  for  His  glory. 

"Recalling  .  .  .  your  work  energized 
by  faith"  is  the  translation  in  the 
Amplified  Version  of  I  Thessalon- 
ians 1:3.  The  Word  of  God  must 
have  a  definite  and  important  place 
in  our  life  for  us  to  increase  in  the 
faith  that  energizes  work.  None  of  us 
can  neglect  the  reading  of  His  Word 
and  be  a  strong  Christian.  If  our  wit- 
nessing for  the  Lord  is  to  long  en- 
dure, we  must  take  time  for  our  regu- 
lar daily  devotions.

are  we  when  we  find  that  place  of 
usefulness  and  blessing.  Let  us  go 
often  to  our  Heavenly  Father  and 
ask  for  wisdom  and  guidance.  He  will 
not  fail  us. 

Love 

Out  of  faith  rises  love.  "Remember- 
in°  without  ceasing  .  .  .  your  labour 
of°love"  (I  Thess.  1:3).  Love  labors. 
Labor  is  more  than  work.  The 
Christian  knows  that  his  life  will  not 
be  one  of  ease,  but  there  must  be 
much  toil  and  labor.  This  wonder- 
ful grace  of  love  is  the  only  grace  that 
carries  us  through  difficulties  and  op- 
positions which  rise  against  us  from 
within  and  without  while  we  labor. 
Real  love  always  seeks  opportunities 
for  service.  A  service  that  will  bring 
delight  to  hearts  just  to  know  they 
are  doing  what  they  can,  be  it  little 
or  much,  for  His  glory.  Let  us  al- 
ways be  ready  to  include  the  new 
Christians  or  WMC  members  in  our 
places  of  service— our  labors  of  love. 

"Recalling  .  .  .  your  .  .  .  service  mo- 
tivated by  love"  is  the  Amplified 
translation.  Love  was  the  motive  be- 
hind their  labors  for  the  Lord:  love 
for  the  Lord  Jesus,  for  their  fellow 
believers,  and  those  lost  about  them. 
We  also  read  in  the  second  letter  to 


the  Thessalonians  that  they  were 
commended  for  their  love  that 
abounded  toward  each  other.  We  are 
to  do  good  unto  all  men,  but  espe- 
cially unto  them  that  are  of  the 
household  of  faith.  They  are  dear 
to  us,  because  they  are  near  to  God. 
The  more  we  know  of  Christ,  the 
greater  our  love  aboundeth  for  our 
sisters  in  the  Lord,  and  all  believers. 
When  we  abound  in  love  to  each 
other,  there  will  be  a  searching  for 
the  poor,  the  sick,  the  afflicted  that 
they  might  be  given  the  consolations 
they  need.  This  is  the  secret  for  a 
greater  missionary  zeal;  "and  the 
love  of  every  one  of  you  toward  the 
other  is  increasing  and  abounds" 
(Amp.    Ver.). 

Sometimes  we  sing:  "When  all  my 
labours  and  trials  are  o'er  .  .  .  that 
will  be  glory  for  me."  ft  will  be  glory 
for  us  if  our  work  of  faith,  and  labors 
of  love  have  been  based  on  things 
for  which  rewards  have  been  prom- 
ised. Some  of  these  are  acts  of  mercy 
and  love  (Luke  6:35),  faithfulness 
in  prayer  (Matt.  6:6),  hospitality  to 
the  brethren  (Matt.  10:42),  motives 
for  service  (II  Cor.  5:19),  souls  won 
for  Christ  (I  Thess.  2:19).  Others 
may  be  added  to  these  which  will 
guide  us,   not  only  in  our  personal 


lives,  but  also  in  our  WMC  plan- 
ning for  the  year.  Business,  govern- 
ment, education— in  every  field  there 
is  the  recognition  of  the  importance 
of  proper  organization.  Our  achieve- 
ments are  realized  when  there  is  a 
measure  of  organization.  It  enables 
us  to  do  many  things  that  we  could 
not  do  by  ourselves.  We  must  always 
be  on  guard  not  to  get  so  involved 
with  the  organization  that  we  lose  our 
missionary  vision.  It  has  been  said 
that  as  Christians  we  should  live  as 
though  the  Lord  is  coming  before  the 
sun  sets,  and  labor  as  though  He 
were  not  coming  for  a  thousand 
years. 

Hope 

Faith  works.  Love  labors.  Hope  is 
patient.  "Remembering  .  .  .  your  .  .  . 
patience  of  hope  in  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ"  (I  Thess.  1:3).  The  Ampli- 
fied translation  reads:  "Unwavering 
hope  in  the  return  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Messiah."  All  Christians 
believe  that  the  Lord  will  once  again 
appear.  Yet  it  is  possible  that  all 
Christians  are  not  patient  with  this 
hope.  To  have  this  patient  hope  will 
purify  us.  The  Apostle  Paul  knew 
not  when  he  might  die;  therefore 
he  labored  that  whether  present  or 
absent,  he  might  be  pleasing  to  Flim. 
This  hope  disciplines  us  to  live 
soberly,  righteouslv,  and  godly  to  re- 
flect His  glory. 

It  is  this  impelling  thought  that 
gives  guidance  to  many  decisions  we 
make.  The  return  of  our  Lord  is  put 
before  us  to  influence  our  daily  liv- 
ing. When  we  face  trials  and  tempta- 
tions with  patience,  we  glorify  the 
One  whose  return  we  are  anticipat- 
ing. At  times  when  we  are  tempted 
to  give  up  in  despair,  we  need  to  pray 
more  definitely  for  a  greater  infilling 
of  the  Holv  Spirit  to  be  more  patient 
toward  all.  "And  to  wait  for  his  Son 
from  heaven,  whom  he  raised  from 
the  dead,  even  Jesus,  which  delivered 
us  from  the  wrath  to  come"  (I  Thess. 
1:10).  With  this  hope  we  have  an 
anchor  for  our  trembling  hearts,  and 
a  shelter  when  the  storm  comes.  We 
are  "Looking  for  that  blessed  hope, 
and  the  glorious  appearing  of  the 
great  God  and  our  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ"  (Titus  2:13).  This  hope  is 
a  certainty  as  sure  as  history  and  as 
vivid  as  a  present  fact. 
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Our  theme  verse,  II  Thessalonians 
1:12  in  the  Amplified  Version  is 
"Thus  may  the  name  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  be  glorified  and  become 
more  glorious  through  and  in  you, 
and  may  you  [also  be  glorified]  in 
Him  according  to  the  grace  (favor 
and  blessing)  of  our  God  and  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Messiah,  the 
Anointed  One."  Some  are  strangers 
to  the  idea  that  Christ  is  glorified  in 
them,  or  their  being  glorified  in 
Him.  Christ  must  be  glorified  by  a 
life  of  faith  in  this  world  if  we  are 
to  be  glorified  with  Him  in  the 
world  to  come. 

Chemists  tell  us  that  the  black  coal 
and  the  diamond  on  your  finger  are 
varying  forms  of  the  one  same  sub- 
stance. The  power  that  takes  the 
black  coals  and  changes  them  into 
flashing  diamonds  causes  the  uni- 
verse to  wonder  at  such  results.  So, 
beginning  with  simple  faith  in  Him, 
and  seeking  in  some  humble  measure 
to  glorify  Christ,  we  hope  that  each 
blackness  will  be  changed  into  bright- 
ness; our  limitations  removed,  our 
weaknesses  changed  to  strength  so 
that  we  shall  be  like  Him.  Our  de- 
sire is  to  glorify  Him  after  He  has 
made  us  new  creations. 

Our  prayer  for  this  year  is  that 
we  will  manifest  these  graces: 

1.  That  your  faith  groweth  ex- 
ceedingly. 

2.  That  the  charity  of  every  one 
of  you  all  toward  each  other  abound- 
eth. 

3.  Your  patience  of  hope  in  the  re- 
turn of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  With 
the  increase  in  the  graces  of  Faith, 
Love,  and  Hope,  we  will  be  Women 
Manifesting  Christ,  and  "LET  GOD 
BE  GLORIFIED."

NATIONAL  WMC  OBJECTIVES 
FOR   LOCAL    COUNCILS    1960-61 

1.  DAILY  BIBLE  READING  AND  STUDY: 
First  Choice.  The  entire  Bible  in   1960-61. 

(Three  chapters  a  day,  five  on  Sunday.) 

Second  Choice :  I  and  II  Thessalonians, 
Psalms  25-41,  Proverbs,  Psalms  95-119.  Hosea. 
Isaiah  52-66,  Galatians,  Ezekiel  22-28,  Mat- 
thew, I  Corinthians,  I  Peter,  Daniel,  Acts, 
Psalms  67-94,  II  Peter.  Esther,  Song  of 
Solomon,  Hebrews,  Ecclesiastes,  and  Reve- 
lation. 

Third  choice:  Bible  reading  of  your  own 
choosing. 

2.  We  recommend  the  establishment  of 
daily  family  devotions  in  every  home.  If 
extra  help  is  needed,  seek  the  advice  of 
your  pastor.  We  also  recommend  that  the 
local  prayer  chairman  be  responsible  for  the 
family  worship  emphasis  in  the  local  coun- 
cils. 

3.  PRAYER  WARRIORS: 

Each  council  enlisting  prayer  warriors 
from  the  congregation.  We  urge  a  special 
emphasis  of  the  15th  day  of  the  month, 
using  prayer  helps  provided  by  our  de- 
nomination.

Witnessing  for  the  Lord  in  the  "Playground  of  the  Pacific" 


What  do  you  think  of  first  when 
Hawaii  is  mentioned?  A  beautiful 
paradise,  palm  trees,  ocean  waves, 
pineapples,  volcanoes?  And  what 
American  cannot  name  our  fiftieth 
state?  Most  people  would  enjoy 
living  in  Hawaii,  for  with  its 
pleasant  and  healthful  climate,  its 
outstanding  scenery,  its  fertile  val- 
leys, life  sounds  very  pleasant.  All 
these  things  form  a  part  of  the  Ha- 
waiian picture,  it's  true.  But  there 
is  also  more  to  the  picture— there  are 
a  half-million  people  living  in  these 
islands.  And  even  with  all  the  gifts 
of  nature  from  a  great  God,  men's 
hearts  do  not  naturallv  turn  to  Him. 
Does  He  want  them  to  know  His 
Son  as  their  Saviour?  Indeed  He 
does! 

Captain  James  Cook,  the  famous 
explorer  who  sailed  the  "South  Seas" 
late  in  the  eighteenth  century,  was 
the  discoverer  of  the  Hawaiian  Is- 
lands. However,  Capt.  Cook  named 
them  the  "Sandwich  Islands"  and 
thus  they  were  known  for  many  years. 
There  are  twelve  islands  in  the  Ha- 
waiian group  with  eight  of  these 
being  inhabited.  The  island  of  Ha- 
waii  is  the  largest.  It  is  on  Oahu  that 
we  find  Honolulu,  the  capital  and 
chief  port  city. 

Nowadays  there  are  not  many  na- 
tive Hawaiians  left.  But  you  will  find 
a  great  mixture  of  peoples— Chinese, 
Japanese,  Filipinos,  Portuguese,  and 
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many  other  nationalities.  This  is  one 
big  reason  why  Hawaii  is  really  a 
"foreign"  mission  field.  Also,  there 
are  many  "religions"  of  the  world 
found  there— Buddhism,  Shintoism, 
Mormonism,  and  various  others,  but 
very  little  true  gospel  testimony. 

It  may  sound  strange  now,  but 
there  was  a  time  when  the  Hawaiian 
Islands  were  considered  well  evan- 
gelized. The  earliest  mission  board 
to  work  in  Hawaii  then  withdrew, 
feeling  there  was  no  more  need  for 
foreign  missionaries.  But  this  con- 
dition    did   not   last! 

One  thing  which  made  U.S.  peo- 
ple especially  conscious  of  Hawaii 
was  the  Pearl  Harbor  bombings  on 
December  7,  1941.  Following  that 
time,  and  to  the  present,  many  U.S. 
servicemen  have  been  stationed  in 
Hawaii.  One  of  these  men,  a  Marine 
sergeant,  Edwin  Jones,  and  his  wife, 
had  come  to  know  Christ  as  their 
Saviour  at  the  Seal  Beach  (Calif.) 
Brethren  Church  not  too  long  before 
thev  were  sent  to  Hawaii.  They  be- 
gan to  talk  to  others  about  the  Lord, 
and  in  time  they  had  gathered  to- 
gether people  for  Bible  classes  and  a 
Sunday  school.  They  wrote  to  the 
Brethren  Missionary  Herald  at  Wi- 
nona Lake  telling  of  this  testimony, 
and  asked  for  any  help  which  could 
be  given.  The  letter  was  turned  over 
to  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of- 
fice.

An  appeal  was  made  for  workers 
to  go  to  Hawaii  to  take  over  this  work 
which  had  been  started,  for  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Jones  would  not  be  able  to  stay 
there,  for  "Uncle  Sam"  would  soon 
be  moving  them.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Fos- 
ter Tresise  became  the  first  Brethren 
missionaries  to  Hawaii.  They  arrived 
in  the  Islands  on  May  8,  1953.  There 
they  labored  as  the  only  Brethren 
missionaries  for  over  six  years.  In 
October  1959  the  second  missionary 
family  arrived— Rev.  and  Mrs.  Ed- 
mund Leech. 

The  Tresises  began  as  self-support- 
ing missionaries— earning  their  own 
living  and  doing  missionary  work, 
too,  but  after  several  years  the  foreign 
board  took  over  the  Tresises'  full  sup- 
port so  that  they  could  give  all  their 
time  to  the  Lord's  work.  The  first 
testimony  had  been  begun  on  the 
west  side  of  Oahu  Island,  in  the 
"Red  Hill"  area,  a  housing  district 
eight  miles  out  of  Honolulu  and  over- 
looking Pearl  Harbor.  Here  the  peo- 
ple have  their  own  quonset-type 
building,  called  "Grace  Chapel,"  and 
a  fine  testimony  has  been  carried  on 
with  the  regular  church  type  of  ac- 
tivity. Later  the  Tresises  moved  over 
to  the  east  side  of  the  island,  to  a  little 
city  called  Kailua  where  four-fifths 
of  the  population  is  Japanese.  Thi

and  this  they  have  carried  on  as  well 
as  keeping  up  the  Red  Hill  work. 

The  Leeches  settled  in  a  different 
direction  out  of  Honolulu,  in  a  new 
community  called  Waimalu,  where 
there  was  not  even  one  church  build- 
ing. They  began  services  with  a  Sun- 
day school  in  their  home  in  January 
1960,  and  they  are  reaching  many 
people  for  the  Lord.  They  are  look- 
ing forward  to  the  time  when  they 
can  have  a  church  of  their  own. 

There  is  much  opportunity  and 
challenge  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands 
to  reach  not  only  the  residents  of  the 
Islands,  but  the  great  numbers  of 
service  people  stationed  there.  Other 
pastor-teachers  are  needed.  There 
could  be  a  work  with  university 
students.  Laborers  are  needed  for 
Child  Evangelism  and  beach  Bible 
classes.  A  Christian  Day  School 
could  be  operated  and  children  and 
parents  reached  in  this  way.  Even 
with  other  fine  missionary  organiza- 
tions working  in  Hawaii,  there  is  far 
more  than  enough  for  all  to  do  in 
making  Christ  known  in  this  beauti- 
ful "Playground  of  the  Pacific."

He  told 
a  rally  of  publishing  leaders  at  the 
96th  annual  convention  of  the 
Church's  Ohio  Convention  that  even 
television  hasn't  slowed  the  boom  in 
religious  literature. 

"In  some  ways,"  Mr.  Wickwire 
said,  "television  can  actuallv  stimu- 
late the  reading  of  good  literature  by 
awakening  an  interest  in  travel,  and 
industry,  as  well  as  religion.  If  TV 
is  weaning  people  away  from  good 
reading,  the  publishers  with  whom  I 
work  aren't  aware  of  it,"  he  said. 
Literature  sales  of  his  denomination 
last  year  topped  $22  million,  he  re- 
ported.

From  the  Pasture 
to  the  Palace 

BY  ARTHUR  L.  PEKAREK 


The  title  sounds  like  fiction,  tut 
the  Bible  reveals  it  as  fact.  Truly 
there  are  fewer  fiction  stories  as  in- 
teresting as  the  truth  about  the  young 
sheepherder,  David,  who  became  the 
great  leader  and  king  of  Israel. 
In  the  face  of  juvenile  delinquency 
in  our  day,  it  behooves  every  young 
person  to  read  the  successful  life  of 
this  young  man  David.  His  life 
divides  adequately  into  three  parts: 
His  call,  his  training,  and  his  suc- 
cess. 

We  note  first  of  all  his  call  in  I 
Samuel  16:6-13,  which  is  a  spiritual 
and  eternal  call.  Truly  there  is  no 
success  with  God  in  the  natural 
realm.  I  care  not  how  far  a  person 
may  climb  up  the  ladder  of  fun, 
fame,  and  fortune,  for  he  is  nothing 
in  the  sight  of  God  if  it  is  all  in 
the  natural  man.  David  was  a  man 
who  believed  the  true  and  living 
God.  This  is  evident  when  he  faced 
the  giant  Goliath  and  rebuked  him 
by  saying:  "I  come  in  the  name  of 
the  Lord  of  hosts  .  .  .  whom  thou  hast 
defiled"  (I  Sam.  17:45). 

That  God  rejects  the  natural  is 
further  seen  as  Samuel  goes  to  Beth- 
lehem to  anoint  one  of  the  sons  of 
Tesse.  In  I  Samuel  16:6,  Samuel 
would  have  chosen  the  first  son, 
whom  he  judged  outwardly  and 
whose  name  Eliab  (God  is  my  Fath- 
er) would  surely  indicate  this  was 
God's  new  king.  But  God  said:  "No! 
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Samuel!  Don't  look  on  his  counten- 
ance, or  height,  because  I  look  on 
the  heart!  It's  true  that  this  fellow 
may  look  like  a  Romeo!  Or  a  Tarzan! 
Or  a  gorgeous  George!  But  he  isn't 
the  one,  nor  his  next  younger  eight 
brothers!" 

What  a  tremendous  blessing  to 
the  meek  and  lowly  shepherd!  God 
accepts  the  humble!  First  Samuel  16: 
7  says  that  "God  looketh  on  the 
heart."  In  verses  11  to  13  Jesse  men- 
tions David  as  the  "youngest"  or  the 
least,  and  one  who  is  just  a  shep- 
herd as  "he  keepeth  the  sheep."  But 
this  is  the  young  man  God  called! 
Why?  Because  he  was  ruddy  or  had 
that  out-of-doors,  athletic  look?  No! 
Because  he  had  a  "beautiful  coun- 
tenance?" No!  Because  he  was  "good- 
ly to  look  to?"  No!  (Note:  v.  12  does 
not  say  "to  look  at,"  rather  the  term 
is  "to  look-up  to"  or  one  who  was  de- 
pendable.) All  of  these  were  mere 
outward  manifestations  which  show 
real  quality  in  this  young  man  David, 
but  God  takes  none  of  these  in  ac- 
count when  He  calls  a  young  man  to 
prepare  for  a  job  for  Him.  He  will  by- 
pass the  great!  The  spectacular!  The 
qualified!  And  He  will  choose  that 
one  who  really  wants  His  will. 

Joseph  was  taken  from  prison  to 
be  the  prime  minister  of  Egypt!  Gid- 
eon was  taken  from  the  threshing 
floor  to  be  a  general  of  the  army! 
Amos  was  a  prune  picker  and  was 


called  to  be  a  prophet!  Many  other 
great  men  were  in  places  of  low 
estate  to  be  great  leaders  for  God: 
Peter,  James,  and  John  were  fish- 
ermen! William  Carey  was  a  shoe 
Cobbler!  James  Gribble  was  a  street- 
car conductor!  Only  God  can  take  the 
little  loaf  from  a  boy  and  feed  a  large 
multitude! 

The  second  aspect  of  David's  life  is 
his  training.  When  one  reads  the  life 
of  this  young  man,  one  marvels  at 
the  greatness  of  it.  It  is  no  wonder 
that  King  Saul  said  after  David 
slew  the  giant:  "Whose  son  is  this 
youth?"  His  training  consisted  of 
redeeming  the  time.  No  doubt  David 
wrote  most  of  the  Psalms  as  he 
walked  and  talked  with  God  on  the 
open  prairie  while  he  tended  the 
sheep.  First  Samuel  16:17  to  23  indi- 
cates that  he  redeemed  his  time  by 
singing  psalms  and  playing  his  harp 
well. 

The  harp  is  a  very  beautiful  instru- 
ment and  not  easily  mastered.  I  am 
sure  it  takes  hours  and  hours  of 
practice.  There  are  many  young  peo- 
ple today  who  have  had  talents  to 
play  musical  instruments,  but  be- 
cause they  could  not  see  the  hard 
work  of  practice,  they  have  placed 
their  instrument  on  the  shelf  as  well 
as  their  talent.  But  David  used  what 
qualities  God  gave  him.  In  I  Samuel 
16:18  there  are  six  recommendations 
which  are  written  by  David  himself; 
that  is,  by  his  own  life:  "cunning  in 
playing"  (he  was  no  sluggard  on  the 
harp!),  "mighty  valiant  man"  (he  was 
a  great  athlete!),  "man  of  war" 
(didn't  have  a  spaghetti  backbone!), 
"prudent  in  matters"  (he  practiced 
speaking  to  win  the  preacher  con- 
test!), "comely  person"  (good  char- 
acter, clean  cut),  "and  the  Lord  is 
with  him"  (this  is  the  greatest  of  all 
the  recommendations). 

His  training  also  consisted  in  prov- 
ing God.  He  took  his  BI  training 
and  got  his  BD  (Bl-burning  in- 
wardly; BD-Backside  of  the  desert). 
David  proved  God  many  times  on  the 
backside  of  the  desert.  In  I  Samuel 
17:34  to  37  he  proves  to  Saul  that 
he  is  qualified  to  fight  the  giant 
because  of  his  previous  training  and 
experience.  Faith  is  not  foolhardy!  It 
does  not  put  a  person  out  on  the  limb

that  can  be  chopped  off.  Hebrews 
11:1  says:  "Faith  is  the  substance 
[substantiating]  of  things  hoped  for." 
Our  hope  is  secure  and  should  be 
substantiated.  David  did!  It  says  that 
he  killed  a  lion  and  a  bear  when  thev 
came  to  get  his  sheep.  What  David 
did  to  the  giants  of  the  jungle  he 
can  do  to  the  giant  of  Gath!  He  had 
had  this  past  experience  because  he 
trusted  God,  so  now  he  is  going  to 
trust  God  to  give  victory  as  is  noted 
by  his  battle  cry:  "The  battle  is  the 
Lord's!" 

The  third  aspect  of  David's  life  is 
his  success.  David  rejects  the  natural 
armor  of  Saul  (I  Sam.  17:38-39), 
but  accepts  the  spiritual  armor  of 
God  (w.  40,  45-47).  It  says  he  took 
five  stones  from  the  brook.  Why?  Do 
you  think  he  was  not  sure  of  his 
aim?  If  so,  he  did  not  have  on  the 
armor  of  God.  I  am  sure  David  knew 
he  would  only  have  one  chance  at 
this  giant  and  he  knew  it  was  to  be 
fatal  when  he  so  shouts  to  the  giant 
(vv.  45-46).  Why  did  he  take  five 
stones  then?  There  is  a  twofold  rea- 
son: on  the  natural  plane  David  did 
not  know  but  what  the  four  brothers 
of  Goliath  would  betray  and  come 
in  defense  with  their  brother.  These 
giants  were  later  killed  by  David  and 
his  men  (II  Sam.  21:22). 

On  the  spiritual  plane,  which  gives 
us  the  real  application  in  overcom- 
ing all  the  giants  of  opposition  we 
meet  daily,  the  five  stones  represent 
the  Word  of  God.  I  believe  these  rep- 
resent the  five  books  of  Moses,  the 
Pentateuch,  or  the  law.  It  is  true  that 
he  only  used  one  stone  to  do  the  job. 
Our  Lord  Jesus  only  quoted  from  one 
book  when  He  warded  off  the  tempt- 
er in  Matthew  4. 

The  Word  of  God  is  our  offensive 
weapon  too  (Eph.  6:17),  and  we  need 
to  be  reminded  that  we  are  supposed 
to  use  it  dailv  against  the  giants  of 
this  world  who  can  be  cut  down  with 
the  Sword.  The  giant  was  so  sur- 
prised  by  this  weapon  that  a  thing 
like  that  had  never  entered  his  mind 
before!  David  was  the  victor  because 
he  depended  wholly  and  fully  on 
God!  He  had  on  the  invisible  armor 
(Eph.  6:10-18).  No  wonder  this 
young  man  went  from  the  pasture  to 
the  palace!

EDITORIALS

The  Most  Lawless  Civilized  Nation  on  the  Earth 

In  1959  crime  cost  each  American  $126.  One  major 
crime  was  committed  for  each  111  persons.  Organized 
crime  is  the  largest  single  business  in  America.  Syndicated 
gambling  is  the  largest  source  of  revenue  to  support  other 
aspects  of  crime. 

The  most  recent  release  from  the  FBI  in  Washington, 
D.  C,  covering  the  period  of  January  to  March  1960 
raised  the  serious  crime  total  7  percent  above  1959. 
Murders  showed  the  sharpest  rise,  up  1 1  percent.  Each 
of  the  other  two  crimes  against  the  person,  forcible  rapes 
and  felonious  assaults  with  dangerous  weapons  occurred 
with  5  percent  greater  frequency.  Highway  or  street  rob- 
beries increased  10  percent.  People  were  confronted  or 
robbed  in  their  homes  by  armed  and  strongarm  robbers 
with  6  percent  greater  frequency.  Burglaries  of  resi- 
dences increased  a  sharp  14  percent. 

So  goes  the  sordid  story  of  American  crime.  Each  year 
registers  an  increase  in  lawless  activity,  which  in  its  tempo 
surpasses  the  increase  in  population,  usually  by  at  least 
four  times. 

How  long  can  this  continue  without  seriously  limiting 
the  activities  of  our  Nation?  Warnings  to  stay  off  certain 
streets  after  dark  and  at  certain  times  have  been  issued 
by  police  departments  of  many  cities.  Safety  from  this  sort 
of  thing  on  the  highway  becomes  more  marginal  an- 
nually. Legitimate  business  cannot  survive  the  continuing 
and  more  powerful  impact  of  criminal  forces.  There 
are  some  accepted  businesses  now  that  are  controlled 
behind  the  scenes  by  criminal  minds.  The  general  moral 
declension  that  accompanies  such  criminal  activity  is 
alone  a  serious  matter.  Where  is  the  saturation  point? 

How  concerned  is  the  average  American  citizen  about 
this  and  other  related  matters? 

Questions  to  John  O.  Public  bring  a  variety  of  an- 
swers. Some  think  this  is  a  temporary  situation  which 
will  correct  itself  normally.  These  are  the  chronic  opti- 
mists who  think  the  world  is  getting  better  in  spite  of 
all  evidence  to  the  contrary.  Others  feel  that  our  law  en- 
forcement agencies  are  too  weak  or  too  small,  or  them- 
selves shot  through  with  corruption.  Still  others  have  no 
concern.  This  attitude  is  largely  based  on  our  past  his- 
tory of  liberty,  freedom  from  any  serious  subversive 
movements  and  certainly  a  false  sense  of  security.  In 
the  great  majority  of  instances  the  American  citizen 
views  this  matter  with  little  concern.  At  least  it  is  not 
serious  enough  for  his  fersonal  consideration  and  even 
action.  Yet  law  enforcement  agencies  keep  reminding  the 


public  constantly  that  what  is  needed  is  more  strong 
public  opinion  and  activity  against  this  sort  of  thing. 
Here  is  one  of  the  most  alarming  aspects  of  the  whole 
problem. 

There  are  some  great  Americans  who  are  concerned 
about  this  problem. 

Recently  former  President  Herbert  Hoover  called  on 
his  countrymen  to  help  end  the  frightening  moral  slump 
in  America.  He  urged  all  to  join  in  a  great  "spiritual 
drive"  against  immorality.  He  mentioned  the  increase  in 
crime,  in  juvenile  delinquency,  reports  of  political  cor- 
ruption, and  recent  disclosures  of  improper  and  deceptive 
business  practices.  Said  he:  "This  Nation  needs  a  re- 
birth, a  great  spiritual  force  .  .  ." 

Mr.  Hoover  is  correct.  Only  a  "spiritual  force,"  using 
the  term  in  a  Christian  sense,  will  slow  the  march  of 
crime  and  immorality  in  America.  This  spiritual  force 
is  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  Substantially,  until  a  man's 
heart  is  changed,  his  actions  will  not  change.  Penal 
institutions  ordinarily  do  not  make  model  citizens  out 
of  criminals.  But,  when  the  power  of  Jesus  Christ  by  the 
new  birth  grips  the  whole  human  being,  then  thoughts 
and  actions  and  attitudes  change.  Read  the  account  of 
one  such  case  elsewhere  in  this  magazine. 

Even  though  helping  the  criminal  is  highly  im- 
portant, in  order  to  strike  at  the  heart  of  this  problem 
we  ■must  keep  people  from  becoming  criminals.  In  order 
to  do  this  we  must  present  the  gospel  to  the  hearts  and 
minds  of  young  people.  Considering  a  burgeoning  popu- 
lation this  will  not  be  possible  on  a  nationally  effective 
scale  unless  thousarids  more  evangelical  churches  are 
opened  in  America}.  This  is  the  only  effective  and  per- 
manent answer  to  the  problem. 

All  Bible-believing  local  churches,  denominations,  fel- 
lowships  of  churches  should  be  reaching  out  constantly 
with  every  means  at  their  disposal  to  establish  branch 
churches,  Sunday  schools,  and  Bible  classes.  No  one 
group  can  do  this  whole  job  alone.  It  is  too  staggering 
and  gigantic. 

Our  challenge  in  the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches  is  clear.  As  others,  we  have  the  message  of 
eternal  life.  We  know  what  men  must  do  in  order  to  be 
saved.  We  know  that  the  only  power  which  makes  men 
good  is  the  power  of  God  through  Christ. 

Are  we  doing  our  share  in  meeting  the  spiritual  need 
of  the  Nation  which  has  afforded  us  liberty  and  the

In  October  of  1958  a  small  group 
of  people  with  a  burden  for  the  souls 
in  and  around  Trotwood,  Ohio  met 
to  form  a  Bible  class  with  the  pur- 
pose of  establishing  a  Brethren  testi- 
mony in  Trotwood.

The  church  and  Sunday  school  as 
shown  here  has  grown  under  the 
hand  of  the  Lord,  and  we  have  seen 
many  victories  for  Christ.  Now,  after 
months  of  planning  and  prayer,  we 
have  broken  the  ground  for  our  new 
building.  We  praise  the  Lord  for  this 
and,  as  he  tarries,  we  are  looking 
forward  to  a  fruitful  ministry  for 
Christ  in  this  area.  We  are  happy 
that  the  Brethren  construction  crew 
will  be  with  us  to  build  this  church. 
We  feel  sure  that  it  will  be  a  build- 
ing that  will  be  a  real  testimony  for 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  not  only  in  its 
physical  construction,  but  also  in  the 
spiritual  program  that  will  find  it 
as  its  center.

The  summer  rush  is  over  and  the 
workers  are  back  home.  We  had 
eight  weeks  of  hustle  and  hurry.  We 
have  had  two,  one-week  camps  with 
our  helpers  filling  a  real  need.

Most  all  of  the  chil- 
dren have  a  real  desire  to  learn. 
Pray  that  Satan  will  not  steal  away 
the  seed  that  has  been  sown. 

The  attendance  at  all  of  our  serv- 
ices has  increased  this  summer.  We 
had  more  than  145  two  weeks  ago 
in  Sunday  school.  In  our  regular  serv- 
ices we  have  had  three  decisions.  Two 
were  a  young  husband  and  wife— 
a  very  fine  young  couple. 


Our  summer  workers  were  Joyce 
Baker,  Evelyn  Cramer,  Phillip  R. 
Landrum,  and  Sandy  Cale,  all  of 
Grace  College.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bear- 
inger  were  here  for  the  camps  and 
part  of  the  Bible  school.  As  has  al- 
ways been  true  in  the  past,  we  can 
say  again,  we  have  had  another  good 
team.  Their  behavior  in  the  church 
and  community  was  above  reproach. 

There  were  three  young  people 
from  our  own  Clayhole  church  who 
taught  classes  and  did  a  very  fine 
job.  Joann  Mcintosh  and  Judy  Combs 
took  care  of  the  pre-school  children. 
Our  junior  church  building  was  used 
for  this  purpose.  Patty  Combs  help- 
ed with  the  primary  children.  On  de- 
cision day  Patty  had  twenty  chil- 
dren present  and  eighteen  of  them 
made  decisions  for  the  Lord. 

We  praise  God  for  these  victories 
and  feel  as  we  look  back  on  the 
work  that  it  was  worth  all  the  effort.

AN    EVALUATION

I've  known  three  Jewish  women 
for  approximately  nine  vears  now. 
They  are  my  friends,  and  in  this 
time  I  have  tried  to  win  them  to 
Christ.  I  haven't  done  this  vet.  I  am 
certain  most  people  reading  this  ar- 
ticle will  know  them  because  I  have 
written  many  times  about  them.  Their 
names  are  Frieda,  Sara,  and  Eleanor. 

Eleanor  is  aware  that  she  is  a 
sinner  and  that  Jesus  died  for  her 
sins.  She  has  a  New  Testament.  She 
has  had  much  reason  to  be  thank- 
ful in  knowing  us.  And  vet,  in  all 
this  time,  how  much  has  she  thought 
about  the  Messiah?  The  other  day 
we  sat  together  in  her  home.  "Elea- 
nor,"  I  said,  "what  have  vou  done 
about  reading  God's  Word?''  She 
just  looked  at  me.  She  doesn't  like  un- 
pleasant situations,  and  this  looked 
like  one. 

"You  know  I've  talked  to  you 
about  these  things  for  a  long  time. 
What  have  you  done  about  it?" 

Again  she  just  looked  at  me. 

"I  don't  like  to  keep  after  you 
about    these    things,    but    I    do    like 

o 

vou  and  there  is  no  middle  ground. 
Either  you  have  your  sins  forgiven, 
or  vou  are  bound  for  an  eternity 
in  hell." 

"Do  we  have  to  talk  about  it  now?" 
she  asked.  I  could  see  there  was  no 
response.  She  didn't  want  to  think 
of  eternity.  It  was  too  far  away. 

"You  know,  Eleanor,"  I  told  her, 
"it  isn't  something  anyone  forces  on 
you.  If  someone  offers  vou  a  gift 
and  you  don't  accept  it,  that  is  your 
decision." 

She  was  glad  to  let  it  drop  at  that. 

Sara  has  also  given  evidence  of 
little  or  no  interest  in  eternity.  One 
Saturday  as  we  were  on  a  shopping 
expedition,  Frieda  and  my  husband 
were  walking  along  the  sidewalk 
talking  quite  loudly  about  the  Lord. 
Sara  and  I  were  a  few  steps  behind 
them.  "Do  they  have  to  do  that  and 
ruin  the  day?"  she  asked.  Another 
time,  in  the  house,  we  were  discuss- 
ing the  world  situation.  "If  an  atom 
bomb    is    dropped,"     Sara    said,    "I 


wouldn't  think  of  mvself.  I  would 
think  of  the  children."  In  reality,  she 
doesn't  think  of  anything.  She  goes 
through  life  without  aim  or  purpose. 
She  accomplishes  nothing.  She  is 
busy,  busy,  busy  running  here  and 
there,  and  it  keeps  her  from  serious 
thought.  Eternity  is  far  away.  "I'll 
think  about  death  when  it  comes," 
she  told  me.  Then  it  is  too  late. 

Frieda,  of  the  three,  is  the  one 
I  had  the  least  hope  of  winning  in 
the  beginning.  But  of  the  three,  she 
is  the  most  promising. 

In  the  beginning,  Frieda  could  see 
nothing  but  evolution.  She  wouldn't 
even  let  me  open  a  Bible.  Then,  little 
by  little,  she  changed.  I  am  quite 
certain  this  was  because  the  prayers 
of  Brethren  people  all  over  our  Na- 
tion and  of  those  who  prayed  for  her 
—our  many  thanks.  Please  don't  stop 
now. 

There  began  many  long  extended 
conversations  on  the  telephone  with 
Frieda.  She  took  an  Old  Testament 
and  one  for  her  younger  sister,  Jeanie. 
Evolution  faded  from  the  picture. 
Sin  began  to  have  a  meaning  to  her. 
The  miracles  of  the  Bible  became 
real  and  meaningful.  The  Bible  was 
truly  God's  Word! 

Then  came  the  era  of  excuses. 
You  see,  if  the  Bible  is  God's  Word, 
then  there  are  a  lot  of  things  to  be 
explained.  The  fiftv-third  chapter  of 
Isaiah,  for  instance.  Two  winters  ago 
we  went  over  and  over  and  over  this 
chapter.  Unless  Frieda  could  admit 
Jesus  was  truly  the  Messiah  and  God, 
she  couldn't  admit  it  spoke  of  a  per- 
son. So  her  excuse  was  that  it  re- 
ferred  to   Israel. 

Then  she  branched  out  into  other 
Scriptures.  Wherever  she  turned, 
there  were  more  things  to  be  ex- 
plained. Over  and  over  I  have  tried 
to  explain  to  her.  I  have  tried  to  be 
patient  and  I  must  admit,  it  is  a 
difficult  thing  at  times.  One  day  we 
spent  five  hours  on  the  telephone. 
Another  day  we  walked  around  the 


block  about  fifteen  times— just  talk- 
ing about  sin  and  the  need  for  a 
sacrifice. 

Time  does  not  permit  me  to  dis- 
cuss the  things  we  talked  about  but 
they  covered  the  entire  Old  Testa- 
ment and  some  of  the  new.  She 
neither  cared  if  her  children  listened 
or  if  her  relatives  heard.  One  day  I 
was  really  concerned  for  her  because 
her  husband's  sister  overheard  part 
of  it  and  I  was  afraid  he  might  not 
allow  her  to  see  me  anymore.  One  of 
the  things  that  bothers  her  is  in 
Isaiah  63  where  it  speaks  of  the  An- 
gel of  His  Presence  and  His  Holy 
Spirit.  Another  is  Zephaniah  3:15. 
Thev  are  passages,  when  used  in  con- 
nection with  other  passages  of  Scrip- 
ture, she  can  find  no  explanations  to 
satisfy    her. 

I  don't  know  if  Frieda  will  be 
saved  but  I  do  know  she  must  be 
interested  or  she  wouldn't  be  con- 
stantly reading  the  Word  of  God. 
Though  she  is  trying  desperately  to 
find  explanations  for  the  things  she 
reads  there,  we  know  that  God's 
Word  does  the  convicting— not  what 
we  say. 

The  thing  that  really  thrilled  me 
happened  the  other  day.  Frieda  and 
Sara  were  visiting  me.  The  situation 
of  the  Summit  Conference  came  up. 
Sara  made  the  statement  that  no  one 
really  knew  what  would  happen 
next.  What  a  desperate  place  we  were 
in! 

"But  Sara,"  Frieda  said,  "don't 
vou  know  all  these  things  are  fore- 
told in  the  Bible?  Terrible  things 
are  going  to  happen  to  this  earth  and 
it's  all  in  the  Word  of  God." 

So  she  has  come  this  far.  Though 
she  tries  to  have  an  answer  for  all 
the  things  she  reads  in  God's  Word, 
still  she  has  no  answer  to  the  sin 
question.  Yet  she  believes  she  is  a 
sinner.  Is  it  onlv  a  short  step  from 
here?  Only  God  knows  this.  But  it 
seems  to  me  that  if  one  acknowledges 
sin,  he  MUST  seek  a  solution  to  it. 
Continue  to  pray  very  definitely  for 
Frieda.

JESUS  CHRIST

The  word  "consider"  means  to 
weigh  well  so  as  to  be  able  to  de- 
termine values.  It  asks  for  vour  at- 
tention. Think  about  Christ.  We 
think  of  others  and  how  great  they 
are.  Some  are  banqueted,  paraded, 
elevated,  praised,  and  rewarded.  Yet, 
their  greatness  is  much  less  than  the 
greatness  of  Christ.  In  Him  we  find 
everything  worthy  and  of  merit  for 
worship.  Consider  His  whole  life  and 
then  remember  He  has  left  us  a 
Christian  example.  To  follow  the 
Jesus  way,  means  that  first  one  must 
be  like  Jesus  in  submission  to  the 
Father's  will.  What  is  that  will  for 
your  life?  It  is  to  honor  the  Son  in 
all  things  even  as  He  honored  the 
Father. 

Jesus  Christ  the  Apostle  (Heb.  3:1) 

This  reference  is  the  only  one 
where  our  Lord  is  called  "the  Apos- 
tle." There  is  one  reference  (John 
13:16)  where  He  is  called  One 
"sent." 

Let  us  then  consider  the  first 
coming  of  Christ  because  that  Was 
when  He  was  sent  into  the  world. 
"For  God  sent  not  his  Son  into  the 
world  to  condemn  the  world;  but 
that  the  world  through  him  might  be 
saved"  (John  3:17). 

At  one  other  place  the  word  for 
"sent"  is  translated  "messenger"  (Phil. 
2:25).  Today  we  send  out  messengers 
to  preach  the  Gospel  and  call  them 
missionaries.  They  are  the  "sent  ones" 
of    God    today.    The    thing    which 
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makes  their  mission  important  is  their 
message.  The  apostles  were  sent  out 
with  a  message  about  Christ.  They 
continued  His  message.  He  preached: 
"He  that  believeth  on  him  is  not 
condemned:  but  he  that  believeth 
not  is  condemned  already." 

An  apostle  should  have  been  in 
the  presence  of  the  sender  at  one 
time.  He  should  have  received  a  com- 
mission from  him.  In  these  respects 
Christ  measured  up  to  the  require- 
ments of  an  apostle. 

He  Endured  Contradiction  of  Sinners 
(Heb.  12:3) 

He  endured  the  reproaches  of  men 
and  gainsayings  of  sinners  against 
himself.  Men  questioned  His  claims. 
They  disbelieved  His  works.  They 
accused  Him  falsely.  They  crucified 
Him  unmercifully.  All  His  life  some 
sought  His  death.  Nevertheless, 
long-suffering  was  characteristic  of 
God. 

The  more  we  consider  Him,  the 
more  we  are  encouraged  to  patience 
and  endurance.  We  should  run  with 
patience  lest  we  be  wearied  and  faint. 
This  means  we  should  be  settled 
and  stable  in  living.  It  will  make 
for  consistency. 

There  is  a  lesson  to  be  learned 
from  endurance  and  steadfastness, 
but  it  does  not  mean  that  these  save. 
Christ  alone  saves  by  what  He  has 
done. 

How  Great  This  Man  (Heb.  7:4) 

This  is  a  reference  to  Melchisedec 


who  is  the  type  of  Christ.  Melchis- 
edec was  a  great  man,  but  Christ 
was  greater.  We  discover  in  this 
chapter  an  encouragement  to  wor- 
ship. 

There  was  a  man  called  Abraham, 
father  of  the  Jews,  friend  of  God 
who   was   also   of   great   faith.   The 

o 

record  says  that  he  paid  tithes  to 
Melchisedec.  Our  consideration  is 
"Can  we  do  less  to  Christ  than 
Abraham  did  to  Melchisedec? 

Moses  was  great  and  promised 
that  another  prophet  would  come 
like  himself.  Moses  was  a  great  lead- 
er and  great  lawgiver.  We  under- 
stand Christ  to  be  greater  than  Moses 
in  these  things. 

Napoleon  was  a  great  man,  as 
the  world  calls  great.  Even  he  ad- 
mitted that  Christ  was  greater  be- 
cause Christ  built  a  kingdom  based 
on  love,  while  his  tottering  kingdom 
had  been  built  on  force. 

Take  all  of  the  great  men  of  the 
world  for  consideration,  and  you 
will  discover  all  have  imperfections 
and  failings  that  disqualify  them 
for  being  worshiped.  Paul  and  Bar- 
nabas saw  the  people  worshiping 
them  and  declared  that  it  was  wrong. 
They  reminded  the  people  that  they 
should  worship  God.  John,  the  evan- 
gelist, fell  at  the  feet  of  an  angel 
and  worshiped  him.  The  angel  said: 
"See  thou  do  it  not  .  .  .  worship 
God." 

God  alone  deserves  worship.  All 
the  composite  characteristics  for  good

There  were  amazing 
"bargains"  which  tempted  one  to 
load  up  and  take  to  the  folks  back 
home,  who  wouldn't  have  such 
opportunities. 

Seemed  to  center  about  the  Eskimo 
Inn.  If  one  were  to  be  separated 
from  his  friends,  he  could  feel 
confident  of  meeting  them  sooner 
or  later  at  the  Eskimo  Inn,  "Where 
Friends  Meet."

But  was  it  the  same  home  and  the 
same  training? 

)im  read  comic  books  about  the 
Mountain  Ridge  bandits,  and  just 
now  they  were  his  heroes. 

Bill  loved  the  books  in  the  Jungle 
Doctor  series,  which  show  the  bless- 
ing a  Christian  doctor  brought  to 
the  natives  in  Africa. 

"The  same  home"— Jim  on  the  sofa 
and  Bill  in  the  chair;  yet  they  were 
in  two  different  worlds  with  their 
books  and  their  thinking.  They  were 
5,000  miles  apart,  with  different 
heroes,  different  ideals,  growing 
into  different  personalities. 

Does  it  make  a  difference  what 
children  read?  Indeed  it  does!  Even 
one  book  or  one  issue  of  a  magazine 
can  change  a  life.  Multiply  that  by 
all  the  hours  people  spend  reading, 
and  you  have  a  tremendous  influence. 

Good  reading  costs  money,  but  so 
do  shoes,  orange  juice,  homes,  cars, 
TV  sets.  Good  reading  is  no  side 
issue,  unless  a  person's  thinking  is 
a  side  issue. 

We  must  learn  to  put  out  good 
money  for  Christian  reading,  just  as 

we  do  for  clothes  and  food.  A  family 

j 

budget  starting  with  fifty  cents  a 
week  for  Christian  reading  is  a  con- 
servative  minimum. 

And  there  are  ways  of  stretching 
that  money. 


You  give  your  children  gifts  at 
birthday  time,  Christmas  and  similar 
occasions.  Why  not  include  Chris- 
tian reading?  Let  their  uncles, 
grandmas,  and  other  relatives  know 
that  Christian  books  and  Christian 
magazines  are  welcome.  Mention 
books  and  magazines  as  your  favor- 
ites,   too. 

Children  need  Christian  reading 
now.  Their  characters  are  forming 
now.  Ten  years  later  will  be  too  late. 

Parents  need  Christian  reading, 
too.  They  especially  need  advice  on 
how  to  set  up  effective  Christ-cen- 
tered homes.  They  need  spiritual 
help,  information  about  their  own 
church  groups,  Bible  study,  and 
Christian  news. 

Christian  reading  can  save  the  un- 
saved—it often  has. 

Church  members  need  Christian 
reading  to  encourage  them  in  the 
work  of  Christ.  Thousands  of  Chris- 
tians have  become  interested  in  mis- 
sionary work  by  reading  about  the 
work  of  missionaries,  and  this  in- 
terest in  missions  has  in  turn  drawn 
them  closer  to  Christ. 

Christian  reading  material— and 
time  for  Christian  reading— should 
be  major  considerations  in  every 
home.  We  ought  to  watch   the  bal- 


ance between  such  reading  and  TV 
viewing.  Certainly,  if  more  time  is 
spent  for  seeing  secular  TV  programs 
than  for  Christian  TV  and  Christian 
reading  together,  something  is  badly 
wrong. 

You  are  what  5'ou  eat.  You  enjoyed 
that  hamburger,  but  at  the  same 
time  eating  it  did  something  to  you 
—it  grew  a  part  of  a  tooth  or  the 
muscle  of  vour  left  leg  or  a  hair  on 
your  eyebrow,  or  just  helped  replace 
worn  out  cells  throughout  your  body. 
It  became  part  of  you,  even  though 
you  ate  it  because  you  were  hungry 
without  thinking  what  it  would  do 
once  it  entered  your  body. 

So  it  is  with  Christian  reading. 
Once  it  enters  your  mind  it  will  be- 
come part  of  you. 

You  can  easily  see,  then,  how  it  is 
important  for  children  especially  to 
have  much  good  reading  and  not  the 
trash  of  the  drugstore  pulps  and  com- 
ics. Take  one  further  step  and  be- 
come aware  that  good  reading  is  like- 
wise  important  to  you. 

The  wise  parent  will  not  hesitate 
to  spend  for  Christian  reading  for 
his  home.  He  knows  that  it  is  an 
important  investment— as  important 
as  his  family  and  their  future  use- 
fulness for  Christ. 
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CHRISTIAN  PERIODICALS  are  indispensable  for  the 
Christian  family.  In  them  all  members  of  the  family  will 
find  material  that  is  pertinent  and  practical,  whether  it  be 
devotional  material  for  the  family  altar,  articles  of  great 
importance  for  the  adults,  or  missionary  stories  to  interest 
and  challenge  all,  especially  the  children,  to  consider  mis- 
sionary service.

How  can  we  say  the  human  race  is 
totally  depraved  when  so  many  un- 
saved people  are  such  good  honest 
neighbors? 

The  question  was  directed  to  a 
young  candidate  for  ordination.  Then 
the  man  answered  his  own  question. 
If  we  had  a  bottle  of  ink  and  a  glass 
of  water  and  put  one  drop  of  ink  in 
the  water,  the  whole  glass  of  water 
would  be  contaminated.  But  this  falls 
far  short  of  the  Scriptures,  for  God 
presents  the  human  race  as  not  just 
a  little  tainted  with  sin,  but  as  the 
very  ink  itself,  totally  depraved  and 
completely  condemned  before  Him. 

The   Doctor 

A  man  will  not  seek  a  doctor  until 
he  is  convinced  he  is  sick;  and  a  man 
will  not  seek  salvation  undl  he  thinks 
he  is  lost.  So  it  is  well  that  we  know 
what  God  has  to  say  about  humanity. 

The  doctor  says:  "Stick  out  your 
tongue!  Man,  your  tongue  is  as  white 
as  snow,  you  are  a  very  sick  man." 

"Let  me  examine  your  heart!  Man, 
that  thing  is  skipping  every  other 
beat,  if  it  stops  you  will  sure  die." 

"Let  me  see  your  tonsils!  Oh,  what 
a  bad  breath.  You  must  have  swallow- 
ed something  dead." 

That  is  exactly  what  God  says. 
"Let  me  see  your  tongue.  Your  ton- 
gue is  a  fire— a  world  of  iniquity" 
(James  3:6). 

"Let  me  examine  your  heart!  Your 
heart  is  deceitful  above  all  things, 
and  desperately  wicked"  (Jer.   17:9). 

"Let  me  look  down  your  throat! 
Your  throat  is  an  open  sepulcher" 
(Rom.  3:13).  What  a  bad  breath  man 
has,  just  like  an  open  sepulcher.  A 
neighbor  boy  and  I  decided  to  dig 
a  well.  We  found  a  place  where  the 
dirt  was  soft,  and  all  went  well  until 
we  ran  into  an  old  dead  rooster.  And 
the  stench  of  that  open  grave  was 
simply  unbearable.  That  is  exactly 
what  God  says  about  the  human  race 
—the  stench  of  an  open  grave. 

A    Dark    Picture 

God  paints  a  dark  picture  of  the 
human  race  indeed.  "The  poison  of 
asps  is  under  their  lips.  Whose  mouth 
is  full  of  cursings  and  bitterness, 
Their  feet  are  swift  to  shed  blood" 
(Rom.  3).  Our  mind  is  warped  and 
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we  cannot  reason  straight  because 
we  are  alienated  or  cut  off  from 
God  (Eph.  4:18).  Our  very  nature  is 
enmity  against  God  (Rom.  8:7).  We 
love  darkness  rather  than  light  (John 
3:19). 

We  are  like  a  dead  turde  floating 
down  the  river.  If  the  river  goes 
under  the  bridge,  the  turtle  goes 
under  the  bridge;  if  the  river  goes 
along  a  mountain,  the  dead  turtle 
goes  along  the  mountain— on  and  on, 
following  the  course  of  the  river 
until  it  flows  into  the  sea  and  dis- 
appears. 

And  so  the  human  race  is  "dead" 
in  sin,  "fulfilling  the  desires  of  the 
flesh"  and  under  the  direction  of 
Satan,  who  is  the  prince  of  the  power 
of  the  air,  ever  floating  down,  down 
"according  to  the  course  of  this  world" 
and  finally  disappearing  in  the  lake 
of  fire  forever  (Eph.  2:1-3). 

What  a  dark  hopeless  picture.  But 
men  began  to  improve  themselves, 
and  lift  themselves  into  a  higher  plane 
—or  at  least  we  often  hear  such 
words.  But  how  can  a  dead  turtle 
turn  and  swim  up  stream?  Only 
one  way.  Inject  new  life  into  that 
turtle  and  he  will  swim  against  the 
current.  That  is  exactly  what  God 
does.  He  "quickened  us"  or  made  us 
alive  (Eph.  2:5). 

What  a  repulsive  sight— a  dead 
slimy  turtle!  What  motive  would  lead 
God  to  come  to  our  rescue?  Noah 
"moved  with  fear"  prepared  an  ark 
(Heb.  11:7).  Joseph's  brethren  moved 
by  envy  sold  him  into  Egypt.  Christ 
moved  by  compassion,  healed  a  man. 
But  what  would  move  God  to  con- 
sider such  a  sight? 

The  human  race  was  moving  to- 
ward  the  lake  of  fire,  "but  God" 
stepped  in  and  because  of  His  great 
love  quickened  us  (Eph.  2:4)  and  pre- 
sented us  with  a  complete  salvation 
(Col.  2:10). 

Someone  might  give  you  an  orange. 
That  orange  is  complete,  but  when 
you  look  inside,  you  find  thai  it  is 
full  of  segments  and  each  segment  is 
complete  in  itself.  And  so  does  God 
hand  us  a  complete  salvation.  We 
cannot  add  to  completeness.  If  it  is 
complete,  it  is  complete.

in  all  men  are  not  equal  to  the  char- 
acteristics of  Christ.  In  spite  of  this, 
His  enemies  accused  Him,  being 
wrong  themselves.  They  rejected 
Him,  but  He  was  right. 

On  the  other  hand,  when  people 
realize  who  Christ  was  and  is  today, 
they  will  be  willing,  like  Thomas, 
to  say,  "My  Lord."  Further,  to  say 
like  Paul:  "Lord,  what  wilt  thou  have 
me  to  do." 

Christ  the  High  Priest  (Heb.   3:1) 

This  suggests  the  present  work  of 
Christ  as  our  Intercessor.  It  also 
includes  His  work  as  our  Mediator 
and  Advocate.  If  we  sin,  we  have  an 
Advocate.  This  means  that  Christ 
stands  ready  to  plead  our  case  and 
cause. 

In  evervdav  life,  one  who  has 
violated  the  law  and  is  brought  into 
court  feels  the  need  of  counsel  and 
representation.  As  a  result  he  em- 
ploys an  attorney.  This  man  pleads 
for  the  law-breaker.  Even  so,  Christ 
has  our  interests  at  heart  and  under- 
stands our  weaknesses  when  He 
stands  before  God  in  our  behalf. 

When  Christ  died  on  the  cross. 
He  made  atonement  for  our  sins. 
Now  He  lives  in  heaven  to  reconcile 
us  to  God.  The  atonement  and 
reconciliation  go  together.  They  give 
permanence  and  assurance  to  the 
work  of  Christ  in  the  plan  of  salva- 
tion. Christ  is  the  author  of  eternal 
salvation.  However,  only  those  who 
accept  Him  and  His  work  on  the 
cross  are  privileged  to  enjoy  the  bless- 
ings of  salvation.  If  you  have  not 
thought  about  this  before,  consider 
Christ  as  the  Author  and  Finisher 
of  your  own  salvation.  Out  of  the 
willingness  of  your  own  heart  come 
to  Him  and  receive  Him  as  your 
personal   Saviour. 

Christ  is  able  to  finish  what  He 
starts.  "Being  confident  of  this  very 
thing,  that  he  which  hath  begun  a 
good   work   in    you    will    perform   it 


until  the  dav  of  Jesus  Christ"  (Phil. 
1:6).  Having  this  confidence,  be- 
lievers may  come  to  Him  to  obtain 
mercy  and  find  grace  to  help  in  time 
of  need.  Any  High  Priest  who  could 
not  help  would  be  of  little  value.  We 
rejoice  to  say  that  Christ  has  never 
failed  to  help  those  who  come  to 
I  Iim. 

Conclusion 

After  considering  all  of  these 
things,  it  would  still  be  profitable  to 
consider  the  Sonship  of  Christ,  His 
sinlessness  or  His  glory,  and  ulti- 
mate triumph,  and  then  we  would 
not  exhaust  the  list  of  His  marvelous 
traits  and   attributes. 

However,  we  ought  to  look  at  the 
word  "profession."  Jesus  Christ  is  the 
Apostle  and  High  Priest  of  our  pro- 
fession. The  American  Standard 
Version  appropriately  translates  it 
"confession."  It  further  states  in  an- 
other place  that  "with  the  mouth 
confession  is  made  unto  salvation." 
We  confess  by  telling  the  truth.  The 
dictionary  says  that  confession  means 
to  acknowledge  oneself  to  be  at 
fault.  Confession  of  Christ  is  an  ad- 
mission of  our  own  guilt  and  the 
acceptance  of  Christ  as  guiltless.  It 
is  to  acknowledge  our  unworthiness 
and  Christ's  worthiness.  Our  confes- 
sion is  an  expression  of  our  heart's 
condition.  If  we  believe  in  our  hearts 
that  God  has  raised  up  Jesus  from 
the  dead,  we  assert  it  in  our  confes- 
sion. 

It  is  understood  that  none  will 
really  accept  Christ  without  a  felt 
need  for  Him.  On  the  fact  of  things, 
we  see  our  own  inability  to  gain 
heaven,  and  our  inadequacy  to  stand 
alone  before  God  in  judgment.  To 
be  prepared,  then,  in  such  a  way 
that  will  have  no  disappointments 
and  no  regrets,  we  must  have  Christ 
in  our  hearts.  He  alone  is  the  an- 
swer for  us  and  the  Author  of  our 
salvation. 


CONDEMNATION 
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But  when  we  look  inside,  we  find 
that  our  salvation  is  made  up  of  many 
segments,  and  every  one  is  complete 
in  itself  and  absolutely  important 
in  its  place.  In  fact,  we  do  not  have 
a  complete  salvation  if  even  one  is 
missing,  for  they  all  fit  together  per- 
fectly. Electricity  is  very  complicated, 
but  men  have  unwound  the  compli- 
cations and  a  little  child  can  press 
the  button  and  get  the  light.  And 
so  our  salvation  is  tremendously  com- 
plicated, but  Christ  unwound  all  the 
complications  and  presents  it  to  us 
as  a  complete  salvation. 

Big   Words 

Regeneration    gives  us  a  new  Ha- 
ft o 

ture  and  sanctification  develops  that 
nature.  Justification  gives  us  a  new 
standing.  Imputation  gives  us  a  new 
righteousness.  Redemption  buys  us 
out  of  the  slave  market.  Adoption 
gives  us  the  high  position  as  a  son. 
Reconciliation  removes  the  enmitv 
we  had  for  God.  Intercession  takes 
care  of  our  daily  sins.  Predestination 
makes  our  destination  sure.  Glorifi- 
cation is  the  unveiling  and  presents 
us  without  "spot  or  wrinkle"  (Eph. 
5:27).  Verily  what  a  salvation.  And 
it  even  includes  glorification  the  mo- 
ment  God  gives  it  to  us  for  it  is 
complete. 

God   Not    Tricky 

A  house  burned  sometime  ago  in 
Indiana.  My  father  built  that  house 
over  fiftv  years  ago,  and  when  he 
went  to  get  the  windows  there  was 
no  glass  in  them.  "Oh,"  they  said  in 
mock  surprise,  "did  you  want  them 
glazed?"  Now  anyone  knows  you 
want  glass  in  windows,  but  that  was 
their  trick  to  give  him  a  cheaper 
price  and  get  his  order. 

Some  people  think  that  God  is 
tricky.  God  says:  "If  you  will  believe 
on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  I  will  save 
vou."  But  thev  think  that  when  they 
do  believe  God  just  gives  them  an 
empty  frame,  and  they  must  fill  it 
in  with  their  own  good  works  to  get 
a  complete  salvation. 

But  God  tricks  no  one.  When  we 
believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  we 
get  a  perfect  salvation,  a  salvation 
that  includes  every  one  of  the  big 
words.

Record-Breaking  Enrollment  at  Grace  College 

As  the  educational  number  of  the  magazine  goes  to 
press,  it  is  registration  week  at  Grace  College.  Statistics 
are  not  yet  final,  but  already  all  enrollment  records  have 
been  broken.  Thus  far,  130  new  students  have  been 
registered  in  the  college.  Most  of  these  are  freshmen. 
These,  combined  with  148  students  who  have  returned 
and  36  part-time  students,  bring  the  total  enrollment 
of  the  school  to  314.  Statistics  on  the  new  seminary 
student  body  will  not  be  available  until  next  month  in- 
asmuch as  the  seminary's  registration  period  began  a  week 
after  that  of  the  college.  It  appears  that  the  enrollment 
will  be  somewhere  about  125,  bringing  the  total  num- 
ber of  students  on  the  Grace  campus  to  more  than  400. 
How  wonderfully  God  has  blessed! 

College  Education  Becoming  Increasingly  Necessary 

What  is  taking  place  at  Grace  is  a  reflection  of  the 
changing  picture  all  over  America.  It  is  predicted  that  bv 
1970  the  college  enrollment  will  nearly  double  to  rough- 
ly 6,400,000,  and  it  may  go  as  high  as  9,000,000.  Com- 
menting upon  the  awareness  of  the  public  to  the  chang- 
ing picture,  the  editor  of  the  Indianapolis  Star  recently 
observed:  "Parents  know  only  too  well  the  increasing 
necessity  for  higher  education  in  this  century  of  the 
technician,  the  specialist,  and  the  creative  organizer. 
They'll  never  be  completely  gone,  but  the  days  of  the 
bright-eyed  lad  who  parlays  an  eighth-grade  education 
into  the  presidency  of  a  multimillion-dollar  corporation 
are  fast  fading.  Time  Magazine  adds:  "By  all  evidence 
Americans  will  soon  consider  at  least  two  years  of 
college  a  socioeconomic  necessity."  Christian  parents 
should  not  fail  to  be  aware  of  this. 

When  Should  College  Planning  Begin? 

In  New  York  recently,  a  child  in  a  wealthy  home  was 
asked  where  he  is  going  to  school  next  year.  At  once 
he  replied:  "Boarding  school  and  Harvard."  The  boy 
is  four  years  old,  and  already  his  father  has  him  con- 
cerned about  college.  Before  smiling  at  a  small  child's 
dreams,  parents  should  consider  the  answer  given  bv 
Director  Thresher  of  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology: "At  approximately  the  age  of  one  vear."  Bv 
this  Dr.  Thresher  does  not  mean  that  parents  should 
set  impossible  goals  for  their  children.  He  warns  over- 
zealous  parents:  "There  is  no  surer  prescription  for 
failure    in    college."    Rather,    a    child's    innate    curiositv 


should  be  nurtured  sanely  from  the  start  so  that  he  will 
grow  up  wanting  to  learn.  Then,  says,  the  eminent 
educator,  "He  does  not  have  to  be  'entered'  in  a  col- 
lege. He  enters  himself." 

Most  authorities  agree  that  today,  formal  college  prep- 
aration should  begin  by  twelve  at  the  latest.  A  college  cap- 
able child   should   begin   focusing  on   this   goal   in   the 
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eighth  grade.  At  this  age  he  should  be  encouraged  to  be- 
gin on  the  "solids."  If  there  is  any  sure  formula  for  col- 
lege preparation,  suggests  President  Frank  Bowles  of  the 
College  Entrance  Examination  Board,  it  is  four  years 
of  English,  three  of  mathematics  and  a  foreign  language, 
two  of  science  and  history— and  good  grades.  It  should 
be  added,  however,  that  if  a  student  has  average  ability 
and  is  willing  to  work  hard  at  his  studies,  there  is  a 
future  and  a  college  for  him. 

Should  Parents  Plan  the  Financing  in  Advance? 

The  present  cost  of  sending  a  child  to  a  residential  col- 
lege ranges  as  high  as  $2,000  a  year  for  the  four-year 
period  of  study.  At  Grace  College  the  cost  is  now  $1,100. 
One  authority  estimates  that  the  cost  of  a  college  educa- 
tion  will  soon  double.  Although  this  mav  be  high,  it  is 
evident  that  the  cost  of  higher  education  will  increase. 
Despite  the  publicity  that  the  need  for  college  planning 
has  received,  a  recent  survey  shows  that  fully  six  families 
out  of  every  ten  have  made  no  provisions  at  all  for  their 
children's  higher  education  and,  of  the  four  out  of  ten 
who  have  made  such  provisions,  the  median  amount  saved 
toward  it  last  year  was  only  $150. 

In  view  of  rising  costs,  Christian  parents  should  begin 
preparations  for  the  financing  of  a  child's  education  as 
soon  as  he  is  born.  Several  means  are  available  and 
should  be  carefully  considered.  Most  insurance  com- 
panies now  write  endowment  policies  which  mature  at 
college  age.  Some  parents  are  now  depositing  money 
regularly  for  their  children's  education  in  a  bank  or 
with  the  Brethren  Investment  Foundation.  Such  money 
draws  a  good  rate  of  interest  annually. 

If  sufficient  funds  have  not  been  saved  in  advance, 
a  student  may  usually  arrange  to  borrow  money  for  his 
education.  Government  loans,  under  certain  conditions, 
are  now  available.  Many  banks  throughout  the  country 
are  also  offering  specially  designed  education  loan  pro- 
grams. More  and  more,  money  necessarily  borrowed 
for  a  college  education  is  considered  a  sound  investment.

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EDUCATION  WITH  A  PURPOSE

Editor's  note— Every  now  and  then, 
not  only  every  member  of  the  fac- 
ulty, but  also  every  pastor,  every  par- 
ent, and  every  -person  who  has  given 
to  its  support  needs  to  be  reminded 
of  the  great  purpose  for  which  Grace 
Theological  Seminary  and  Grace  Col- 
lege exists.  At  the  annual  retreat  and 
workshop  which  was  conducted  in 
the  college  lounge  on  September  6, 
Dr.  Hoyt  brought  to  the  facidty  the 
brief  message  which  appears  on  this 
page.  Perhaps  it  will  stimulate  all  of 
us  to  ask  whether  our  children  are 
being  educated  for  what  they  can 
get  in  life,  or  what  they  can  give! 

The  theme  for  this  day  of  retreat 
is  "Education  With  a  Purpose."  This 
provides  me  with  the  occasion  for 
saying  something  that  needs  to  he 
said  over  and  over  again.  It  is  so 
easy  to  forget  the  purpose  of  this 
educational  institution.  And  certainly 
this  institution  was  brought  into  being 
and  dedicated  to  "education  with  a 
purpose." 

In  our  catalog  there  is  a  paragraph 
which  reads:  "A  collegiate  division 
was  anticipated  and  provided  for  in 
the  original  charter  of  Grace  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  filed  and  approved 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  In- 
diana. Among  the  main  purposes  of 
the  Corporation,  the  first  two  read  as 
follows:  I.  To  provide  Biblical  and 
theological  education  for  worthy  and 
properly  qualified  students  who  pur- 
pose to  enter  the  Christian  Ministry, 
Foreign  Missionary  work,  or  other 
types  of  Christian  service.  II.  To 
establish  a  Theological  Seminary  with 
proper  academic  standards,  primarily 
for  students  with  College  degrees  or 
an  academic  equivalent;  and  also  to 
establish  and  maintain  such  other 
school,  departments,  and  courses  as 
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may  be  deemed  useful  or  necessary 
in  carrying  out  the  foregoing  general 
purposes,  and  to  be  operated  under 
the  supervision  of,  in  connection 
therewith,  and  as  a  part  of  the  said 
Grace  Theological   Seminary." 

In  addition  to  this  paragraph,  there 
is  included  in  the  aims  and  objectives 
of  the  college  one  statement  that 
needs  to  be  kept  before  us  contin- 
uallv:  "To  provide  this  education  for 
all  students  regardless  of  their  de- 
nominational affiliation  but  particu- 
larly for  students  of  the  church  de- 
nomination which  supports  this  in- 
stitution and  which  looks  to  it  for 
the  education  of  its  ministers,  Chris- 
tian schoolteachers,  and  laymen." 

I  have  related  all  this,  not  because 
we  have  forgotten  our  purpose,  but 
so  that  we  might  not  forget  it.  To  put 
it  in  a  word,  the  controlling  purpose 
of  this  school  in  all  of  its  departments 
is  to  hold  forth  Christ  as  the  only  Sav- 
iour and  Lord  of  life.  This  is  in  itself 
a  philosophy  of  education  for  us.  It  is 
a  principle  that  dominates  us.  It  is 
a  passion  that  characterizes  all  we  do. 
It  is  this  philosophy,  this  principle, 
this  passion  that  has  brought  this 
school  into  being  and  maintains  it 
up  to  this  moment.  In  a  very  real 
sense,  this  is  present  in  and  possesses 
this  faculty  more  than  any  other 
oroup  of  people  associated  with  this 
school.  And  we  could  not  have  this 
school  apart  from  this  faculty.  It  is 
this  passion  that  has  led  the  mem- 
bers of  this  faculty  and  staff  to  give 
themselves  in  sacrifice  to  this  task  of 
education.  By  sacrifice,  I  do  not  mean 
that  we  are  giving  up  something  that 
we  begrudge  and,  therefore,  under 
pressure  we  are  doing  it.  I  mean  ex- 
actly what  the  Scriptures  mean  by 
sacrifice,    the    giving    of    something 


voluntarily,  and  in  which  we  are 
happy  in  the  doing.  It  is  true  that 
anyone  of  us  might  draw  higher  pay 
in  some  other  field  of  service.  But 
even  if  we  were  drawing  higher  pay, 
we  could  not  be  happy  there  when 
we  felt  that  we  belonged  here  in 
Grace  in  service  for  the  Lord. 

It  is  this  sort  of  thing  that  ought 
not  to  end  with  us.  It  ought  to  be 
instilled  in  the  young  people  we  in- 
struct. By  no  act  or  word  of  our  own 
ought  we  to  give  a  false  impression 
of  this  dedication  to  service.  By  every 
act  and  word,  we  should  convey 
to  them  that  the  happiest  thought 
of  our  lives  is  the  privilege  to  serve 
Him  in  this  small  but  important 
sphere  of  life.  Their  conclusion 
should  be  that  our  consummate  joy 
is  in  making  a  contribution  to  Him 
in  Christian  society,  rather  than  in 
the  remuneration  we  can  get  from 
this  ministry. 

I  am  saving  all  this  because,  in 
the  college  especially,  we  have 
launched  out  into  a  phase  of  educa- 
tion which  is  today  attracting  young 
men  and  women  because  of  what 
thev  can  get,  rather  than  what  they 
can  give.  I  refer  especially  to  the 
field  of  education,  although  it  does 
not  end  there.  If  it  is  remembered 
that  our  college  came  into  existence 
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Charlotte  Henning  (center),  of 
Middlebranch,  Ohio;  and  Carol 
Richeson  (right),  of  Wooster,  Ohio, 
who  are  returning  students,  take  time 
out  to  get  acquainted  with  Sandy 
Stitt,  of  Waterloo,  Iowa,  duri;

Moving-in  at  Grace  College 

Labor  Day  was  not  without  its  work  for  more  than 
300  voung  people,  some  of  whom  traveled  many  miles 
across  country  to  move  into  the  dormitories  and  be  on 
hand  for  Grace  College  Registration  Dav,  September  8. 
Several  had  come  2,500  miles  across  country  from  the 
more  remote  western  states,  such  as  California  and 
Washington.  Others  came  from  as  far  east  as  the  states 
along  the  Atlantic  ranging  from  New  York  to  South 
Carolina.  In  some  cases  students  teamed  with  others 
in  order  to  save  on  traveling  expenses.  As  a  result,  cars 
were  filled  to  capacity  and  often  piled  high  with  bag- 
gage. Roller  skates  and  tennis  racquets  occasionally 
shared  space  with  such  bulky  articles  as  crinolines  and 
over-sized  bed  dolls. 

Some  of  the  young  people  who  came  by  train  faced 
real  travel  difficulties  because  of  the  strike  on  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad,  the  main  line  of  which  brings  so  many 
to  the  nearby  town  of  Warsaw.  Cars  were  driven  to  meet 
a  few  who  were  obliged  to  travel  to  other  towns  in  the 
area. 

To  one  who  has  not  visited  college  dormitories  at  such 
a  time,  the  condition  may  be  described  as  one  of  happy 
confusion.  Old  friends  are  greeted  with  a  whirl  of  en- 
thusiasm only  possible  to  youth.  Roommates  of  last 
year  are  reunited;  new  students  meet  their  room  partners 
for  the  first  time;  and,  in  spite  of  the  apparently  endless 
task  of  moving  in  and  getting  settled,  there  is  always 
time  to  sit  down  in  the  midst  of  suitcases  and  boxes  to 
share  vacation  experiences.  It's  all  a  part  of  life  in  a 
Christian  college  where  fellowship  with  others  of  like 
mind  means  so  much  to  a  voung  person.

By  Wednesday  night  most  of  the  room  assignments 
had  been  made  by  the  deans,  and  the  rooms  in  both 
dormitories  were  in  fairly  good  order.  The  first  meal  was 
then  served  in  the  Westminster  dining  room,  and  all 
were  ready  for  business. 

As  a  part  of  the  orientation  program,  Dr.  William 
Rice  ('48,  Th.D.),  of  Detroit,  Mich.,  spoke  at  two  spe- 
cially arranged  services  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday 
evenings.  His  two  very  practical  messages  on  Christian 
living,  taken  from  Colossians  3,  framed  a  proper  be- 
ginning for  the  new  school  year.  The  remainder  of  the 
week  was  devoted  to  registration,  entrance  examinations 
for  new  students,  counseling  programs,  planned  recrea- 
tion, and  social  events. 

With  students  still  arriving,  the  enrollment  in  the 
college  this  semester  is  gratifying.  The  number  of  full- 
time  students  is  equal  to  that  of  both  full-time  and  part- 
time  students  in  last  year's  student  body. 

Although  it  is  too  early  to  give  the  number  enrolled 
in  the  college  from  each  state,  the  records  show  stu- 
dents  registered  from  18  different  states  and  Puerto 
Rico.  The  following  states  are  represented  in  the  stu- 
dent body:  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Mary- 
land, South  Carolina,  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  Ten- 
nessee, Ohio,  Michigan,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Kansas, 
New  Mexico,  Washington,  California,  and  Hawaii. 

This  year's  student  body  has  some  other  interesting 
features  which  will  be  mentioned  more  in  detail  in  the 
next  Educational  issue  of  the  Herald.  Six  students  are 
enrolled  from  Taos,  New  Mexico.  One,  whose  home  is 
now  in  Buffalo,  New  York,  came  from  Berlin,  Ger- 
many, only  18  months  ago.  Two  Canadian  provinces 
are  represented:   Saskatchewan  and  Manitoba.

for  what  it  could  provide  for  the 
church  that  supports  it,  I  think  you 
will  see  the  point.  We  did  not  start 
the  college  to  provide  teachers  for  the 
state.  As  a  by-product  there  will  be 
anv  number  who  will  go  there.  We 
will  not  need  to  lend  anv  impetus  to 
that.  We  will  need  to  bring  all 
the  influence  we  have  to  bear  at  that 
point  where  the  flesh  is  reluctant  to 
respond. 

This  is  being  felt  todav  in  the  area 
of  Christian  Day  schools  throughout 
our  own  denomination.  Church  after 
church  is  raising  offerings  for  Grace 
College  and  Seminary.  They  have  a 
right  to  expect  that  a  large  number 
of  its  young  people  will  be  coming 
back  to  them  to  serve  as  ministers  and 
missionaries  and  Christian  Day  school 
teachers.  If  this  does  not  happen,  thev 
have  a  right  to  question  the  purpose 
of  our  education.  It  will  take  no  in- 
fluence to  lead  young  people  away 
from  Christian  service.  But  it  will 
take  dedicated  influence  to  lead  them 
into  these  denominational  avenues  of 
service. 

I  sav  in  closing  that  this  school 
has  established  and  maintains  "edu- 
cation with  a  purpose."  Let  us  not 
lose  sight  of  the  purpose.

Food  for  the  Family— 


"WHICH    WERE    BORN"

The  divine  sentence  upon  sin  in 
the  beginning  was  death  in  its  fullest 
sense  (Gen.  2:16-17).  One  aspect; 
namelv,  spiritual  death  was  inflicted 
immediately  (Gen.  3:7).  Whereas  the 
other  aspect,  physical  death  was  im- 
posed eventually  (Gen.  5:5).  "Where- 
fore, as  bv  one  man  sin  entered  into 
the  world,  and  death  by  sin;  and  so 
death  passed  upon  all  men,  for  that 
all  have  sinned"  (Rom.   5:12). 

The  divine  solution  for  this  con- 
dition of  death  was  announced  by 
Christ.  It  had  long  been  promised, 
but  the  clear  announcement  awaited 
the  coming  of  Christ.  It  was  then 
that  He  announced  it  to  a  great  teach- 
er in  Israel.  "Except  a  man  be  born 
again,  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of 
God"  (John  3:3).  To  give  this  an- 
nouncement its  proper  setting,  in 
the  prologue  to  his  Gospel,  the 
Apostle  John  prepares  the  reader  by 
associating  this  supernatural  event 
with  a  proper  relationship  to  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

The  sublime  fact  forms  the  sub- 
stantial portion  of  the  statement, 
"Which  were  bom  ...  of  God" 
(John  1:13).  But  in  between  the  first 
three  words  and  the  last  two  appear 
a  series  of  sweeping  negatives,  "not 
of  blood,  nor  of  the  will  of  the  flesh, 
nor  of  the  will  of  man."  These  three 
negatives  analyze  and  exhaust  the 
efforts  of  men  to  stimulate  and  sub- 
stitute for  the  solution  proposed  and 
provided  by  God. 

Not  of  Blood 

The  first  of  these  negatives,  "not 
of  blood,"  insists  that  the  solution 
for  man's  condition  is  not  to  be  found 
in  resident  forces  within  or  any  com- 
bination of  them.  Literally,  the  word 
"blood"  is  in  the  plural  and  suggests 
the  blood  streams  that  are  joined  in 
the  natural  process  of  birth.  Looking 
deeper,  this  is  just  another  way  of 
saying  that  men  universally  have 
turned  immediately  to  the  substances 
of  which  they  are  made  to  discover 


the    solution    for    the    condition    of 
death. 

The  first  conclusion  is  that  there 
lies  within  man  himself,  resident  in 
his  very  nature,  the  solution  to  every 
problem.  His  present  condition  is 
merely  the  ordered  unfolding  of  na- 
ture, and  in  due  time  the  solution 
for  any  apparent  evil  condition  will 
appear.  The  next  conclusion  is  that 
combinations  of  this  nature  will  pro- 
duce the  desired  results.  Bv  careful 
selection  and  combination  all  unde- 
sirable elements  will  disappear  in  re- 
production. This  leads  to  a  final 
conclusion  that  all  that  is  good  is 
inherent  in  the  nature  of  men  and 
will  ultimately  produce  an  aristoc- 
racy that  will  live  forever.  It  is  thus 
not  difficult  to  see  that  the  whole 
evolutionary  process  is  suggested  by 
this  phrase,  "of  bloods,"  and  resolves 
itself  into  an  unchangeable  deter- 
minism  that  excludes  moral  and 
spiritual  values  and  ultimately  the 
need  of  God. 

Nor  of   the   Will   of   the   Flesh 

The  second  of  these  negatives,  "nor 
of  the  will  of  the  flesh,"  declares 
that  the  solution  for  man's  condition 
is  not  to  be  found  in  resolution  of 
will  to  seek  after  better  things.  If 
the  remedy  for  sin  is  not  to  be  found 
in  what  man  is,  then  perhaps  it  is 
to  be  found  in  what  man  does.  This 
is  the  reasoning  of  men.  The  flesh 
does  recognize  that  there  is  some  bet- 
ter condition  than  the  one  in  which 
man  finds  himself.  His  will  or  desire 
is  to  reach  that  better  condition,  and 
so  he  gives  himself  to  every  conceiv- 
able species  of  self-effort.  He  employs 
physical  effort  to  attain  his  goal.  He 
expresses  soulical  effort  to  achieve 
his  end.  He  even  exercises  the  hu- 
man spirit  in  his  passionate  desire  to 
scale  the  heights  of  his  ambition. 
There  is  no  aspect  of  the  human  per- 
sonality that  is  not  brought  into  play 
in  the  hope  that  ultimately  his  con- 
dition will  be  changed. 


There  is  no  suggestion  in  the  Bible 
itself  that  self-effort  is  not  pood  in 
its  place.  The  desire  to  throw  off  evil 
that  lies  within  and  to  imitate  the 
good  that  is  without  is  commendable, 
and  in  its  place  has  the  approval  of 
God  and  deserves  the  encouragement 
of  men.  But  in  the  basic  issue  of  life 
it  has  no  place.  The  dead  self  can- 
not produce  effort  that  is  anything 
other  than  dead.  There  is  therefore 
just  one  solution.  That  must  be  the 
communication  from  without  of 
something  that  is  wholly  absent 
within,  life  that  is  begotten  by  God. 

Nor  of  the  Will  of  Man 

The  third  of  these  negatives,  "nor 
of  the  will  of  -man,"  suggests  that 
men  believe  the  solution  for  their 
condition  may  come  from  relation 
to  something  he  has  invented.  If  the 
solution  is  not  to  be  found  in  what 
man  is,  nor  in  what  he  does,  then 
perhaps  it  may  be  found  in  what  he 
has  invented.  This  certainly  includes 
everything  that  may  be  comprehend- 
ed under  the  head  of  religious  forms. 
Nothing  more  clever  than  religion 
has  been  invented  by  the  reasoning 
of  man  to  extricate  himself  from  his 
dread   condition   of  death. 

Religion  is  essentially  a  series  of 
forms  intended  to  express  a  vital  re- 
lationship to  God.  Apart  from  the 
life  they  are  intended  to  represent  the 
system  is  merely  dead  formalism.  But 
the  system  is  still  so  pretentious  that 
it  has  almost  a  hypnotic  effect  upon 
men.  So  subtle  and  seducing  are 
these  systems  of  religion  that  men 
everywhere  have  been  attracted  to 
them,  not  sensing  their  emptiness  and 
futility.  Some  are  philosophical  in 
emphasis  and  attract  people  of  cul- 
ture. Others  are  ethical  in  emphasis 
and  weave  a  garment  of  fascination 
for  those  who  seek  to  do  good.  Still

"I  DIDN'T  ASK  FOR  ALL  THIS!"

Looking  back  over  the  past  few 
years,  I  am  thrilled  bv  the  unusual 
ways  in  which  the  Lord  has  led 
and  provided  for  me. 

Perhaps  it  all  started  while  I  was 
living  in  Long  Beach,  Calif.,  for  I 
attended  junior  high  and  high  school 
at  Brethren  High  School  in  nearby 
Paramount.  The  spiritual  training  I 
received  there  was  indeed  valuable. 
From  there,  through  unusual  cir- 
cumstances, the  Lord  led  me  to  at- 
tend college  2,500  miles  from  my 
California  home. 

The  problems  I  faced  in  coming 
that  distance  were  many:  transporta- 
tion costs,  state  accreditation,  and  the 
persistent  question:  "Why  go  to  a 
school  so  far  away  when  there  are 
two  state  universities  in  my  own 
hometown  which  are  free  to  resi- 
dents?" When  I  faced  these  problems 
realistically,  I  felt  almost  foolish  to 
undertake  such  a  move.  But  the 
Lord  definitely  led  me  to  do  so,  and 
I  came  to  Grace  College  in  Winona 
Lake,  Ind.,  in  the  fall  of  1956. 

This  spring  I  completed  my  four 
years  of  training  there.  On  gradua- 
tion night  as  I  sat  on  the  platform, 
my  mind  wandered  back  over  those 
years  which  had  passed  so  rapidly. 
I  could  see  the  Lord  leading  me  step 
by  step— from  one  circumstance  to 
another— in  order  to  make  me  into  the 
kind  of  young  person  He  could  use 
in  His  service.  The  problems  that  had 
almost  deterred  my  coming  to  Grace 
had  all  dissolved;  the  blessings  and 
never-to-be-forgotten  lessons  lingered 
instead. 

Most  of  the  graduates  were  al- 
ready sure  of  what  the  Lord's  will  for 
them  was  for  the  coming  year.  How- 
ever, I  was  among  those  who  were 
still  uncertain.  Should  I  teach,  or 
should  I  go  on  for  more  training,  and 
if  so,  where? 

September  24,  1960 


The  answer  began  to  appear  when, 
only  a  few  weeks  after  my  return 
to  California  with  mv  family,  the 
Lord  provided  transportation  and  a 
job  back  in  Indiana.  I  made  a  rather 
late  application  to  Indiana  Univer- 
sity to  begin  work  on  an  M.S.  in 
Education  in  the  fall  of  1960. 

I  felt  a  bit  apprehensive  as  I 
handed  a  sealed  copy  of  my  tran- 
script from  Grace  College  to  one 
of  the  heads  of  the  I.U.  School  of 
Education  because  Grace  College 
doesn't  vet  have  full  accreditation. 
But  I  need  not  have  worried;  within 
ten  minutes  after  I  handed  over  the 
transcript,  I  was  completely  accepted 
with  no  deficiencies  at  all.  I  was  re- 
minded again  that  when  a  young  per- 
son will  step  out  in  complete  aban- 
donment on  Christ's  promises  and 
directions,  He  will  care  for  all  the 
problems,  impossible  though  they 
may  seem. 

After  I  had  an  interview  in  the 
Counseling  and  Activities  Depart- 
ment, I  promptly  received  a  letter  of- 
fering me  a  job  as  Resident  Assistant 


—a  position  which  would  cover  room, 
board,  and  partial  fees.  I  was  thrilled 
and  grateful  for  the  offer  since  one 
of  the  chief  drawbacks  to  mv  attend- 
ing graduate  school  was  the  high 
cost.  This  position  meant  that  as  a 
graduate  student  I  would  be  a  coun- 
selor  in  an  undergraduate  dormitory 
with  several  college  students  under 
my  jurisdiction. 

A  week  later  I  received  a  long- 
distance call  from  the  University, 
asking  if  I  would  be  interested  in 
taking  a  position  with  more  responsi- 
bility. They  felt  that  with  my  "re- 
ligious" background  I  would  be  able 
to  handle  a  more  difficult  position. 
Not  only  did  they  renew  the  above 
offer,  but  they  added  to  it  a  cash 
stipend  of  $400  for  the  school  year. 

Again  the  Lord  supplied  my  need 
above  what  I  had  ever  dreamed  or 
asked  for.  As  Resident  Assistant  I 
would  not  have  been  able  to  work, 
and  I  was  a  little  concerned  about 
finances  for  living  expenses. 

After  that,  I  was  certain  that  noth- 
ing else  could  possibly  happen  that 
would  be  any  better— this  in  itself 
was  almost  unbelievable,  especially 
since  I  hadn't  even  attended  the  uni- 
versity yet,  and  these  appointments 
are  almost  always  reserved  for  those 
who  have  been  in  residence  there  at 
least  a  semester. 

But  the  Lord  has  still  more  in 
store.  Just  shortly  before  I  was  to 
leave  for  the  university,  I  received 
another  letter,  this  time  from  the 
graduate  department,  offering  me  a 
full  scholarship  for  all  basic  fees: 
academic,  social,  medical,  and  so 
forth.  "For  with  God,  nothing  is  im- 
possible." 

To    me    the    lesson    has    become 
clear:   "God   reserves   His  best 
for  those  who  leave  the  choii 
Him." 
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ELECT  BY  VOTE 

When  Paul  and  Barnabas  made 
their  first  extended  missionary  trip, 
they  founded  a  string  of  churches 
across  southern  Asia  Minor.  The 
policies  of  organization  they  followed 
are  enlightening  to  the  historian 
who  is  interested  in  the  life  of  the 
Early  Church,  as  well  as  to  the  Chris- 
tian of  the  present  who  endeavors  to 
keep  his  own  Christianity  both  apos- 
tolic and  Biblical.  The  Book  of  Acts 
records  that  after  the  initial  preach- 
ing of  the  Gospel  and  the  winning 
of  converts  in  many  cities,  the  mis- 
sionaries retraced  their  steps  in  order 


to  bring  about  a  more  formal  organi- 
zation  of  these  new  congregations. 
By  this  time,  the  gifts  of  spiritual 
leadership  would  have  been  discern- 
ible among  the  converts,  and  quali- 
fied persons  could  thus  be  placed  in 
responsible  positions. 

Acts  14:23  informs  us  that  at  this 
time  the  apostles  "ordained  them 
elders  in  every  church"  (KJV;  "ap- 
pointed," ASV).  The  original  Greek 
text,  however,  does  not  employ  the 
usual  word  for  "appoint";  nor  does 
the  word  itself  imply  an  ordination 
in  the  ecclesiastical  sense.  The  word 
is  cheirotoneo,  which  is  derived  from 
a  root  meaning  "to  stretch"  added  to 
the  word  for  "hand."  The  original 
meaning  of  the  verb  denoted  a  vote 
given  by  stretching  out  the  hand. 
Classical  Greek  literature,  inscrip- 
tions, and  the  papyri  contain  many 
instances  of  this  verb  as  indicating 
a  popular  vote  for  some  official  or 
some  motion  in  the  assembly.  (Con- 
sult listings  in  Liddell-Scott,  or  Arndt- 
Gingrich.)  The  fact  that  the  word 
developed  the  wider  meaning  of  "ap- 
point" does  not  change  that  it  was 
the  usual  word  for  a  popular  vote. 


Nourished  in 
the  Words 

NEW   TESTAMENT    WORD    STUDIES— 10

But  what  does  the  word  mean  in 
Acts  14:23?  Did  the  apostles  arbi- 
trarily appoint  the  leaders  of  each 
local  church?  Or  did  they  arrange  for 
congregational  elections? 

The  only  other  New  Testament 
use  of  this  Greek  word  is  in  II  Co- 
rinthians 8:19,  where  it  is  used  to 
describe  a  companion  of  Paul  who 
was  "appointed  by  the  churches  to 
travel  with  us"  (ASV).  In  this  in- 
stance it  was  the  churches  who  did 
the  selecting,  a  clear  instance  of  con- 
gregational action  in  the  matter. 


Therefore,  the  most  reasonable 
understanding  of  the  event  in  Acts 
14:23  is  that  Paul  and  Barnabas  ar- 
ranged for  the  selection  of  elders  by 

calling   for   a   vote   of   the   Congrega- 
te o      o 

tion.  This  is  in  harmoony  with  apos- 
tolic action  in  Acts  6  at  the  choosing 
of  the  seven.  Alexander  observes: 
".  .  .  the  use  of  this  particular  ex- 
pression, which  originally  signified 
the  vote  of  an  assembly,  does  suf- 
fice to  justify  us  in  supposing  that 
the  method  of  selection  was  the 
same  as  recorded  ...  in  6:5-6,  where 
it  is  explicitly  recorded  that  the  peo- 
ple chose  the  seven,  and  the  Twelve 
ordained  them"  (J.  A.  Alexander, 
Commentary  on  Acts,  p.  527).  Ram- 
say agrees:  "It  must,  I  think,  be  al- 
lowed that  the  votes  of  each  con- 
gregation were  considered;  and  the 
term  is  obviously  used  that  way  by 
Paul,  II  Corinthians  8:19"  (W.  M. 
Ramsav,  St.  Paid  the  Traveller,  p. 
122). 

Thus  democracy,  so  deeply  in- 
grained and  cherished  in  Greek  poli- 
tical society,  was  also  characteristic 
of  the  Early  Church.

others,  and  by  far  the  vast  number 
of  religions,  place  the  emphasis  upon 
ritual  and  ceremony  and  entangle  the 
millions  within  the  meshes  of  their  in- 
fluence. Yet  there  is  no  more  hope 
in  "the  will  of  man"  than  anv  other 
hope  operating  on  the  human  level. 

But  of  God 

The  fourth  phrase  in  this  text  is

not  negative.  It  is  the  simple  affirma- 
tion of  the  one  solution  for  man's 
condition  of  death.  It  is  to  be  "born 
.  .  .  of  God."  This  is  the  significant 
fact.  There  is  mystery  in  it.  But  that 
should  not  deter  any  of  us.  This  is  a 
supernatural  operation.  It  is  some- 
thing performed  by  God  and  there- 
fore is  miraculous  in  nature.  The 
processes  are  not  declared,  but  the 
force  of  it  is  nevertheless  marvelously 
felt.  The  change  wrought  in  men  is 
the  infallible  evidence  of  its  validity. 
This  is  a  spiritual  event.  Though  its 


force  is  demonstrated  in  soul  and 
body,  vet  its  essence  is  in  the  realm 
of  spirit. 

Just  as  spiritual  death  was  the  im- 
mediate effect  of  sin,  so  spiritual  life 
is    the    immediate    effect    of    God's 
remedy  for  sin.  In  the  order  of  the 
unfolding  of  God's  purpose  for  men 
in  salvation,  spiritual  life  will  even- 
tually be  fully  felt  and   the  whole 
spirit    and    soul    and    body   will 
preserved    blameless   unto    the 
ing  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  ( 
5:23).

Ten  vears  ago  the  National  Fel- 
lowship  of  Brethren  Churches  author- 
ized an  Emergency  and  Retirement 
Plan  for  her  pastors  and  widows  of 
pastors  who  were  in  need. 

The  Emergency  Fund  is  for  the 
purpose  of  helping  a  pastor  who  is  in 
dire  financial  distress  due  to  circum- 
stances beyond  his  control.  The  need 
is  expressed  to  the  Board  through  the 
local  district  ministerium.  This  sift 
varies  according  to  the  circumstances. 
Last  year  we  gave  almost  $500  from 
this  fund.  These  gifts  are  taken  from 
the  accumulated  fund  of  the  3  percent 
of  the  pastor's  salary  as  sent  to  us 
from  the  churches.  No  church  pays 
for  any  particular  pastor.  The  per- 
centage of  distribution  of  the  3  per- 
cent is  75  percent  for  retirement  and 
25  percent  for  emergency. 

From  the  Retirement  Fund  we  now 
pay  $500  a  month  to  our  ministers  of 
retirement  age,  which  is  65.  This  total 
amount  includes  two  widows. 

For  a  minister  to  be  eligible  for 
retirement  benefits,  he  must  have 
cooperated  with  this  program  by  pay- 
ing 1  percent  of  his  salary  for  at  least 
ten  years  before  retirement  age  and 
be  engaged  in  Brethren  work.  The 
1  percent  of  his  salary  which  the  pas- 
tor pays  also  gives  him  a  $1,000  life 
insurance  policy.

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
men  who  organized  the  Ministerial 
Emergency  and  Retirement  Benefits 
of  the  National  Fellowship  of  Breth- 
ren Churches,  and  those  who  have 
since  supported  and  carried  on  the 
detailed  work  in  our  church. 

It  is  only  those  of  us  who  have 
reached  the  sunset  days  of  life,  who 
can  and  do  appreciate  the  strength 
and  support  that  comes  to  us  upon  re- 
ceiving our  monthly  retirement 
checks. 

In  the  thirty-six  years  of  my  min- 
istry I  served  four  churches:  The  St. 
James,  Maryland;  the  Second  Breth- 
ren, Johnstown;  the  Listie  Brethren;

My  salary  at  no  time  excelled  sixty 
dollars  per  month.  At  some  of  these 
churches  I  was  permitted  to  supple- 
ment my  salary  with  secular  work. 

I  am  sure  that  if  our  churches  and 
pastors  could  realize  the  need  and 
value  of  the  Retirement  Benefits, 
there  would  be  a  unanimous  support 
of  the  work  and  have  the  approval  of 
Him  who  said:  "Inasmuch  as  ve  have 
done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these, 
my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto 
me."

The  Truth

Our  Lord's  Appearing

We  should  love  it  because  of  the 
large  space  it  occupies  in  Scripture, 
and  because  God  loves  it. 

If  frequency  of  mention  is  anv 
measure  of  importance,  this  truth  is 
of  supreme  value,  for  no  other  is 
mentioned  so  frequently  or  stressed  so 
earnestly.  Baptism  is  mentioned 
nineteen  times  in  seven  epistles  and 
is  not  once  named  in  fourteen  out  of 
twenty-one  epistles. 

The  Lord's  Supper  is  mentioned 


less  than  half  a  dozen  times  in  the 
entire  New  Testament.  In  twenty  out 
of  twenty-one  epistles  it  is  not  al- 
luded to  at  all. 

The  Lord's  second  coming  is 
spoken  of  318  times  in  the  New 
Testament.  One  verse  out  of  twenty- 
five  is  devoted  to  it.  We  should  be 
concerned  with  what  God  savs  rather 
than  what  man  thinks,  and  God  must 
think  a  great  deal  of  this  truth,  else 
He  would  not  have  so  much  to  say 
about  it  in  the  Word. 

Its   Transforming   Power 

We  ought  to  love  the  second  com- 
ing of  Christ  because  this  truth  puri- 
fies and  transforms  the  life  as  noth- 
ing else  does.  "Every  one  that  hath 
this  hope  set  on  him,  purifieth  him- 
self, even  as  he  is  pure"  (Matt.  22:1- 
14;  I  John  3:3  ASV). 

There  is  scarcely  a  practical  duty  in 
dailv  life,  to  which  an  exhortation 
may  not  be  found  somewhere  in 
Scripture,  reinforced  bv  association 
with  the  Second  Advent  (Isa.  66; 
Dan.  12;  Mai.  3). 

"Be  patient,  therefore,  brethren, 
unto  the  coming  of  the  Lord"  (James 
5:7). 

"Let  your  moderation  be  known 
unto  all  men.  The  Lord  is  at  hand" 
(Phil.  4:5). 

"Be  sincere  and  without  offence 
till  the  day  of  Christ"  (Phil.  1:10). 

Many  a  one  who  has  been  a  pro- 
fessing Christian  and  church  mem- 
ber for  years  has  borne  witness  to  the 
fact  that  the  acceptance  of  the  Ad- 
vent doctrine  and  its  results  in  daily 
life  were  equal  to  a  second  conver- 
sion. The  effect  upon  the  life  is 
revolutionary.  Doubtful  practices  long 
indulged  have  been  given  up.  Bur- 


densome weights  have  been  laid  aside; 
besettino  sins  have  been  overcome, 
and  more  fruitful  service  has  been 
enjoyed. 

It  Is  a  Safeguard 

Another  reason  for  loving  the  Ad- 
vent is  found  in  the  fact  that  the 
doctrine  provides  a  potent  safeguard 
against  error  in  all  its  forms. 

Many  deadly  and  God-dishonoring 
errors  are  being  taught  on  every  hand. 
The  people  who  cherish  the  hope  of 
the  Lord's  return,  however,  are  not 
often  deceived  or  easily  ensnared  be- 
cause they  are  constantly  reading 
and  studying  their  Bibles.  They  verify 
what  they  hear  by  the  Word,  re- 
jecting what  does  not  conform  to  its 
teaching  (Isa.  8:19.  20;  John  5:39; 
Matt.  22:29). 

Any  preacher  or  teacher,  who  holds 
or  testifies  to  the  doctrine  of  the 
Lord's  coming,  is  usually  sound  on  all 
other  doctrines  of  historic  orthodoxy. 
It  is  equally  significant  that  no  liber- 
alist,  destructive  critic,  or  adherent 
of  the  new  theology  accepts  it.  All 
these  deride  it  as  a  mark  of  hopeless 
obscurantism  (Ezek.  20:49;  II  Pet.  3: 
3,4). 

Ephesians  6:10-18;  Isa.  52:6;  Mat- 
thew 7:13-15;  Luke  13:23-28;  Rom- 
ans 1:16-32;  Isaiah  66:1-5. 

It  Is  Unpopular 

The  unpopularity  of  the  doctrine 
furnishes  another  reason  why  it 
should  be  held  in  high  esteem  (Matt. 
21:33-44;    Luke    19:10-27). 

Our  Saviour  was  condemned  and 
crucified  upon  His  Advent  testimony. 
"The  high  priest  answered  and  said 
unto  him,  I  adjure  thee  by  the  living 
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God,  that  thou  tell  us  whether  thou 
be  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God.  Jesus 
saith  unto  him,  Thou  hast  said: 
nevertheless  I  say  unto  you,  Here- 
after shall  ye  see  the  Son  of  man 
sitting  on  the  right  hand  of  power, 
and  coming  in  the  clouds  of  heaven. 
Then  the  high  priest  rent  his  clothes, 
saving,  He  hath  spoken  blasphemy; 
what  further  need  have  we  of  wit- 
nesses?"   (Matt.    26:63-65.) 

Satan  hates  this  truth  especially 
because  he  knows  that  when  the 
Lord  Jesus  comes,  the  pit  opens  for 
him.  He,  therefore,  does  all  he  can 
to  discredit  it  and  bring  it  into  dis- 
repute. 

Isaiah  5:19;  Jeremiah  14:13-19; 
Psalm  2:1-3. 

The  Holy  Spirit  Loves  It 

Another  cause  for  loving  the  sec- 
ond coming  is  found  in  the  fact  that 
the  Holy  Spirit  loves  it  and  prays  for 
it.  "The  Spirit  and  the  bride  say, 
Come"  (Rev.  22:17;  Psa.  24:7  and 
53:6). 

The  commentators  tell  us  that  this 
first  call  is  the  united  cry  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  and  the  church  to  an 
absent  Christ.  In  the  latter  part  of  the 
verse  the  appeal  is  made  to  the  un- 
saved. 

The  Holy  Spirit  desires  the  return 
of  the  Saviour,  not  because  His  is  in- 
adequate to  accomplish  His  appoint- 
ed work  in  the  present  age,  but  be- 
cause at  the  second  coming  He  can 
inaugurate  His  worldwide  work  and 
be  poured  out  upon  all  flesh  (Joel 
2:28). 

Every  believer  should,  therefore, 
repeat  the  respond  "Amen"  to  every 
prayer  of  the  Spirit,  and  especially 
that  with  which  the  canon  of  Scrip- 
ture closes:  "Even  so,  come,  Lord 
Jesus"  (Rev.  22:20;  Rom.  8:9-14). 

The  Rewards  Will   Be  Given 

Another  fact  that  invests  the  Sec- 
ond Advent  with  peculiar  interest 
and  awakens  the  liveliest  expectations 
concerning  it  is  that  when  the  Lord 
Jesus  comes,  rewards  of  service  are 
given  and  crowns  conferred. 

It  is  one  thing  to  be  saved;  it  is 
another  thing  to  be  crowned.  A  crown 
is  the  symbol  of  reward.  We  are  saved 
by  faith  through  grace.  We  are 
crowned  on  the  basis  of  service  and 
good    works.    Different    crowns    are 
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designated  in  Scripture,  each  one 
being  a  reward  of  some  particular 
kind  of  fidelity  (Rev.  chapters  2  and 

DJ, 

Isaiah  40:1-10;  Matthew  25;  I  Co- 
rinthians  3:9-16;   Revelation   22:12. 

The  Curse  Will  Be  Removed 

When  the  Lord  Jesus  comes, 
creation  is  to  be  delivered  from  its  age 
long  curse.  When  man  fell,  God 
said:  "Cursed  is  the  ground  for  thy 
sake  .  .  .  thorns  also  and  thistles 
shall  it  bring  forth  to  thee"  (Gen.  3: 
17-18).  On  account  of  sin  "the  whole 
creation  groaneth  and  travaileth  in 
pain  together  until  now"  (Rom.  8: 
18-23). 

The  sounds  of  nature,  the  cries  of 
animals,  the  songs  of  the  birds  are 
all  pitched  in  a  minor  key.  Earth  and 
sea  and  sky  are  full  of  fierce  pursuit 
and  cruel  capture,  of  breathless  es- 
cape and  haunting  fear. 

The   miserere   of   nature   will   be-

come  a  jubilate.  "Instead  of  the  thorn 
shall  come  up  the  fir  tree,  and  in- 
stead of  the  brier  shall  come  up  the 
myrtle  tree"  (Isa.  55:13).  Even  the 
law  of  the  jungle  shall  be  changed, 
for  "the  lion  shall  eat  straw  like  the 
ox"  (Isa.   11:7). 

Hosea  6:1-3;   Revelation   22:3-21. 

Our  Lord  Will  Then  Share  His  Throne 

The  second  coming  of  Christ 
means  His  coronation  upon  the  earth 
where  He  was  rejected  and  crucified. 

Before  His  birth  the  angel  assured 
His  mother  that  "the  Lord  God  shall 
give  unto  him  the  throne  of  his  fath- 
er David  .  .  .  and  of  his  kingdom 
there  shall  be  no  end"  (Luke  1:32- 
33;  Isa.  9:2,  6-7;  Zech.  14:4-9).  This 
promise  still  awaits  fulfillment. 

Daniel  7:13-27;  Revelation  19:9-16; 
20:6. 


It  Is  the  Time  ot  Resurrection  and 
Reunion 

Resurrection  is  the  antidote  of 
death.  "Then  shall  be  brought  to  pass 
the  saying  that  is  written,  Death  is 
swallowed  up  in  victory"  (I  Cor.  15: 
54).  We  believe  in  the  resurrection 
of  the  body  because  the  body  is  all 
that  goes  into  the  grave.  The  spirit 
returns  to  God  who  gave  it  (I  Thess. 
4:13-18;  5:1-23). 

Death  is  not  a  friend,  but  an 
enemy,  even  "the  last  enemy  that 
shall  be  destroyed  is  death"  (I  Cor. 
15:26).  This  hope  brings  comfort 
to  the  mourner  and  makes  the  separa- 
tion which  death  brings  endurable. 
A  glad  reunion  is  close  at  hand  be- 
yond which  we  shall  never  say  good- 
by.  "Blessed  and  holy  is  he  that  hath 
part  in  the  first  resurrection"  (Rev. 
20:5-6). 

Job  19:25-27;  Psalms  16:9;  50:3- 
5;  Isaiah  26:19;  27:13;  Daniel  12:1- 
13. 

It    Brings    the    Consummation    of 
Redemption 

Man  is  a  compound  being,  com- 
posed of  spirit,  soul  and  body.  Sin  has 
affected  all.  (John  3:5-6;  I  Thess.  5: 
23;  I  Cor.  6:19-20). 

Redemption  is  God's  reconstruc- 
tive process  (Isa.  61:10;  Ps.  16:5-11). 
The  spirit  is  purified,  the  mind 
clarified,  the  body  glorified.  This  is 
full  salvation  (Isa.  45:21-25;  Jer.  23: 
5-6;  Rom.  8:21-23).  However  far  our 
spiritual  life  may  progress  upon  this 
earth,  we  are  lacking  an  essential 
element  of  our  salvation  until  we 
are  clothed  upon  with  our  house 
which  is  from  heaven.  The  sky,  not 
the  grave,  is  our  goal  (Psa.  15  and 
84;  II  Cor.  5). 

"We  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we 
shall  all  be  changed,  in  a  moment, 
in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last 
trump:  for  the  trumpet  shall  sound, 
and  the  dead  shall  be  raised  incor- 
ruptible, and  we  shall  be  changed" 
(I  Cor.  15:51-52;  Isa.  27:13;  26:19). 
This  is  "the  prize  of  the  high  calling 
of  God  in  Christ  Jesus,"  for  which 
we  are  to  live  and  work  and  pray 
(Phil.  3:13-14;  Isa.  55;  II  Cor.  4). 

Oh  reader,  do  you  love  our  1 
appearing? 

Matthew  25:1-13;  John   18: 
1-3;  17:24;  Luke  17:20-36. 
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Little  did  we  realize  when  we 
agreed  to  write  a  paper  on  the  above 
subject  for  presentation  before  the 
National  Ministerial  Fellowship, 
what  difficulties  we  would  encounter. 
We  have  found  no  book  written  upon 
the  subject.  Though  perhaps  there  are 
articles  somewhere  that  deal  with 
the  problem,  we  are  in  ignorance  as 
to  their  identity  or  location.  Even 
the  International  Standard  Bible 
Encyclopedia  displaved  marked 
wisdom  on  the  subject  bv  its  pro- 
found silence.  Then  after  we  had  be- 
gun to  write  on  the  problem  we 
discovered  that  several  others  had 
been  asked  to  prepare  the  paper  but 
refused,  displaying  sane  judgment 
indeed.  Now  it  appears  to  us  that  we 
have  a  decided  illustration  before  us 
of  the  truth  of  the  proverb:  'Tools 
rush  in  where  angels  fear  to  tread.'' 
We  are  convinced  that  we  do  not 
belong  to  the  "angel"  classification! 

Now  may  we  emphasize  from  the 
beginning  that  the  silence  imposed 
upon  a  problem  is  no  criterion  for 
concluding  that  it  is  unimportant. 
That  has  been  demonstrated  in  the 
discovery  of  atomic  energy,  upon 
which  subject  the  textbooks  have 
been  profoundly  silent  back  across  the 
centuries  and  even  recent  decades. 
That  has  been  radically  changed 
in  almost  a  moment  of  time!  Now  we 
do  not  mean  to  suggest  that  this  paper 
will  compare  with  the  discovery  of 
atomic  energy  in  its  effect  upon  the 
church.  Though  we  wouldn't  be  too 
surprised  that  there  were  somewhat 
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of  a  similarity  of  result  if  some  of  the 
suggestions  that  shall  appear  herein 
later  were  applied  literallv  in  some 
localities! 

We  have  arbitrarily  divided  this 
paper  into  three  main  divisions,  the 
third  one  of  which  is  subdivided  into 
four  parts.  The  thoughts  we  present, 
we  trust,  shall  provoke  a  more  in- 
tensive investigation  of  the  field  on 
the  part  of  each  one  of  us.  We  humb- 
ly present  them  with  that  object  in 
view. 

The   Classes   of   Church   Office 
Appearing  in  the  New  Testament 

In  dealing  with  this  problem  we 
have  in  mind  church  offices  the  fill- 
ing of  which  is  the  duty  of  the 
church.  A  casual  reading  of  the  Acts 
of  the  Apostles  and  of  the  Epistles 
reveals  that  the  offices  of  the  church 
are  limited  to  but  two.  A  careful 
search  of  the  same  Scriptures  will 
confirm  it.  They  are  the  eldership 
and  the  deaconship.  Let  us  not  con- 
fuse the  diversity  of  gifts  which  the 
Holy  Spirit  has  given  to  the  church 
with  the  division  of  offices  which  the 
Holy  Spirit  has  authorized.  Two 
well-known  and  well-defined  Scrip- 
tures will  confirm  what  we  have 
claimed  above;  namely,  that  there  are 
but  two  church  offices  set  forth.  In 
Philippians  1:1  we  read:  "Paul  and 
Timotheus,  the  servants  of  Christ 
Jesus,  to  all  the  saints  in  Christ 
Jesus  which  are  at  Philippi,  with  the 
bishops  and  deacons"  (italics  mine). 
Bishops  and  elders  are  used  inter- 
changeably and  refer  to  the  same  of- 
fice in  the  church.  In  I  Timothy  3: 


1-13  the  Apostle  Paul  sets  forth  the 
qualifications  for  the  officers  filling 
these  two  church  offices;  namelv, 
the  elder  and  the  deacon.  It  is  not  an 
over-emphasis  of  our  position  to  con- 
clude that  these  two  offices  are  all 
there  were  when  we  remember  that 
Paul  wrote  to  Timothy  to  instruct 
him  how  and  what  proper  church 
decorum  and  procedure  should  be 
(I  Tim.  3:15). 

While  manv  may  have  reason  to 
conclude  otherwise  from  their  search 
of  the  Word  of  God,  we  believe,  from 
our  study,  that  there  are  but  two 
church  offices  in  the  New  Testament 
church— the  eldership  and  the  deacon- 
ship. 

Having  distinguished  between 
these  two  offices  let  us  now  pro- 
ceed to  an  analysis  of— 

The  Use  of  the  Word  "Deacon"  in 
the    New    Testament 

The  word  "deacon"  is  a  translation 
of  the  word  "diakonos."  The  orig- 
inal word  appears  thirty  times  in 
the  New  Testament.  Twenty  times 
it  is  translated  "minister";  seven  times 
it  is  translated  "servant,"  and  three 
times  it  appears  as  "deacon."  A  fine 
example  of  the  first  translation  (that 
of  minister)  is  found  in  Romans  13:4 
where  in  reference  to  the  political 
ruler  of  a  country  it  is  said  of  him: 
"For  he  is  a  minister  of  God  to  thee 
for  good."  An  example  of  the  second 
translation  (that  of  servant)  is  seen 
in  the  account  of  the  marriage  at 
Cana  which  Jesus  and  His  mother 
attended.  When  the  wine  supply  be- 
came exhausted  "His  mother  said 
unto  the  servants,  Whatsoever  he 
saith  unto  you,  do  it."  Examples  of 
the  third  translation  (that  of  deacon) 
have  alreadv  been  given  in  Philip- 
pians 1:1  and  I  Timothy  3:1-13. 

What  does  the  word  "diakonos" 
literally  mean?  Thaver  points  out 
that  the  original  meaning  of  the  word 
is  "raising  a  dust  by  hastening."  In 
this  we  have  the  thought  of  the  speed 
and  readiness  with  which  a  deacon 
accepts  and  discharges  a  responsibility 
within  the  church.  A  secondary  mean- 
ing of  the  word  had  been  set  forth 
as  "one  who  executes  the  commands 
of  another,  a  servant,  minister."  Lind- 
say in  his  fine  treatise  on  the  Earlv 
Church  and  the  ministry  emphasizes 
the  fact  that  the  deacon,  by  virtue  of 
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his  office,  works  in  the  closest  har- 
mony and  sympathy  with  the  elder, 
and  is  subservient  to  him.  So  it  ap- 
pears from  a  study  of  the  creation 
of  the  deaconship  in  the  Acts  of  the 
Apostles.  More  will  be  said  about 
that  matter  later. 

We  shall  now  proceed  to  the  third 
consideration  of  what  the  Bible 
teaches  about  the  office  of  the  dea- 
con;  namely, 

The   Office   of   the    Deacon   in    the 
New  Testament  as  to — 

Its  creation.  While  authorities 
writing  upon  Acts  6:1-6  are  not  in 
complete  agreement  in  respect  to  this 
problem,  we  believe  that  the  office 
of  deacon  was  created  to  meet  an 
immediate  need  in  the  church  at 
Jerusalem.  The  nature  of  the  need 
is  so  simply  set  forth  in  the  passage 
that  no  analysis  of  it  seems  necessary. 
In  the  English  version  the  word 
"deacon"  does  not  appear.  However, 
as  has  been  pointed  out  by  capable 
Bible  teachers,  the  idea  is  there  in 
bold  relief.  The  word  translated 
"serve"  in  6:2  is  the  verbal  form  of 
the  word  "diakonos."  The  function 
performed  by  these  men  chosen  by 
the  church  was  such  as  falls  to  the 
function  of  the  office  of  deacon, 
which  subject  will  be  treated  herein 
later. 

It  is  significant  in  the  passage  in 
Acts  6:1-6  that  these  church  offi- 
cers were  chosen  to  meet  a  specific 
need,  and  not  until  that  need  arose. 
Whether  or  not  the  office  created 
became  in  that  case  a  permanent  one 
we  cannot  say.  We  do  know  that 
those  chosen  to  the  office  did  not 
confine  themselves  to  its  function 
alone,  for  Stephen  and  Philip,  at 
least,  went  out  and  preached  the 
Word  with  power,  but  that  ministrv 
involved  the  problem  of  spiritual 
gifts  and  not  church  offices.  This 
might  give  us  an  insight  into  the 
probable  kind  of  men  that  church 
chose  for  the  office  of  deacon. 

As  the  church  expanded  in  its 
quest  for  souls  through  the  Roman 
world  and  local  congregations  were 
established  in  almost  every  city,  it 
appears  that  the  office  of  deacon  be- 
came an  established  one.  Such  would 
seem  to  be  the  impression  one  re- 
ceives in  the  casual  way  in  which 
Paul  refers  to  that  office  in  his  writ- 


ings, such  as  Philippians  1:1  and  I 
Timothy  3:  Iff.  Thus  with  the  de- 
velopment of  church  organizations 
the  office  of  the  elder  and  of  the  dea- 
con became  stablished  local  offices. 
However,  judging  from  the  account 
of  its  creation  the  diaconate  existed  to 
serve  a  specific  need.  May  it  be 
ever  so  today! 

Its  junction.  It  seems  like  a  repe- 
tition to  refer  to  this  idea  since  it 
has  already  been  pointed  out  rather 
fully.  The  function  of  the  deacon- 
ship  was  to  serve  the  church  in  any 
capacity  other  than  the  handling  of 
the  Word  of  God  and  exercisino 
oversight  within  the  local  congreaa- 
tion.  It  did  not  exclude  the  work  of 
an  evangelist,  however,  since  Stephen 
and  Philip  acted  in  that  capacity,  but 
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such  is  a  gift  of  the  Spirit  and  not 
an  office.  In  its  creation  the  office 
of  the  deacon  was  to  care  for  the 
physical  and  social  needs  of  the 
church  at  Jerusalem,  especially  per- 
taining to  those  in  specific  need. 

As  the  church  expanded  and  the 
years  multiplied  into  centuries,  the 
deacon  was  second  only  to  the  elder 
in  his  function  within  the  local 
church.  He  was  charged  bv  virtue  of 
the  nature  of  his  office  with  working 
in  the  closest  unity  and  harmony 
with  the  local  elder  or  elders,  but  al- 
ways subordinate  to  the  latter.  In 
view  of  the  facts  that  other  offices 
are  not  authorized  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment writings,  it  is  our  humble  con- 
viction that  any  church  function  not 
covered  in  the  eldership  falls  to  the 
function  of  the  diaconate.  If,  as  it  ap- 
pears, the  office  of  deacon  arose  to 
meet  specific  needs  within  the  local 
congregation  so  that  the  elder  need 
not  leave  the  study  and  teaching  of 
the  Word  of  God  and  the  exercising 
of  oversight  in  his  relation  with  the 


church,  then  is  it  a  violation  of 
Scriptural  truth  to  conclude  that  all 
so-called  church  offices  today,  as 
Sunday-school  superintendents,  stew- 
ards, ushers,  secretaries,  and  so  forth, 
are,  Biblically  speaking,  deacons? 
Such  is  our  present  conclusion  based 
upon  this  investigation. 

Its  duration.  There  is  much  that 
might  be  said  upon  this  problem.  We 
have  not  been  able  to  find  anythino 
specifically  said  within  the  Word.  It 
would  appear,  however,  that  in  view 
of  the  nature  of  the  creation  of  the 
office— to  meet  a  specific  need— the 
elimination  of  that  need  would  eli- 
minate the  continuation  of  the  of- 
fice. We  do  not  mean  to  give  the  im- 
pression that  there  would  come  a  time 
when  there  would  be  no  need  for 
any  deacon,  consistent  with  the  para- 
graph above.  But  we  are  convinced 
that  no  office  should  continue  in  a 
church  just  to  meet  a  long  estab- 
lished custom.  We  have  used  "of- 
fice" in  the  popular  sense  here  and 
not  in  the  Biblical  sense  just  set 
forth— that  of  but  two  within  the 
church.  Of  course,  we  also  face  the 
problem,  if  our  conclusions  are  cor- 
rect, of  a  life-tenure  upon  the  office 
of  deacon  by  custom  or  by  any  other 
arrangement.  We  do  not  believe  the 
Scripture  warrants  such  custom.  Of 
course,  since  it  lies  within  the  prov- 
ince of  any  local  congregation  upon 
which  the  responsibility  of  choosing 
its  officers  rests,  to  elect  either  officer 
for  life  it  may  exercise  its  sovereign 
right  to  do  so  without  any  violation 
of  the  Scriptures.  But  it  is  just  as 
Scriptural  to  elect  either  for  a  period 
of  six  weeks,  if  it  so  chooses.  And  in 
view  of  the  ever-changing  nature  of 
human  personalities  we  believe  that 
a  short  term  for  one  who  fills  the 
office  of  deacon  is  far  superior  to  a 
long  term  with  the  possibility"  of  re- 
appointment or  reelection. 

Its  qualifications.  A  survey  of  the 
suggested  qualifications  of  the  dea- 
con as  set  forth  in  the  account  of  the 
creation  of  the  office  reveals  that  he 
must  be  a  man  of  honest  report,  full 
of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  wisdom.  Is 
there  any  so-called  church  officer 
today  who  should  not  meet  those 
three    qualifications? 

Proceeding  to  the  well-known 
well-established   office  of 
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appearing  in  I  Timothy  3:8-13  and 
analyzing  the  qualifications  set  forth 
we  observe  that— 

In  his  character  he  must  be  grave, 
taking  a  serious  attitude  toward  life 
with  its  responsibilities.  He  must  not 
be  "double-tongued,"  saying  one  thing 
one  time  and  another  at  another  time 
in  contradiction  of  the  former.  Like- 
wise he  must  be  temperate,  not  given 
to  much  wine,  not  greedy  of  filthy 
lucre. 

In  his  faith  he  must  hold  the  mys- 
tery of  the  faith  in  a  pure  conscience, 
signifying  a  sincerity  of  conviction 
with  regard  to  the  Christian  faith  and 
a  matured  knowledge  of  the  same. 

/;/  his  family  life  he  is  to  be  the 
husband  of  one  wife,  and  she  must  be 
the  right  kind  of  wife— one  who,  with 
her  husband,  takes  a  serious  view  of 
life,  and  one  whose  tongue  is  noted 
for  its  trustworthiness.  In  addition  his 
wife  must  possess  sobriety  and  fi- 
delity in  her  domestic  and  public  re- 
lationships. In  his  family  life  the 
deacon  must  also  fulfill  the  Scrip- 
tural admonition  making  him  the 
head  of  the  home.  He  must  rule 
both  his  children  and  his  house  well. 
Just  what  is  involved  in  the  expres- 
sion "house"  we  are  not  sure,  though 
it  perhaps  included  servants,  if  any, 
and  his  wife,  in  the  Scriptural  man- 
ner, taking  into  consideration  the 
instructions  of  Ephesians  5:25  to  33. 

Adding  to  these  instructions  of 
Paul  to  Timothy,  those  set  forth  in 
Acts  6:1-6  reads  the  deacon  must 
be  a  man  of  good  judgment,  and  of 
exceptional  spirituality  (full  of  the 
Holy  Ghost).  He  dare  not  be  a 
novice  in  the  faith  but  must  possess 
matured  judgment,  since  his  function 
in  the  church  is  of  such  primary  im- 
portance. 

Now  if,  as  we  are  more  and  more 
led  to  believe,  the  deacon  includes 
any  elected  individual  chosen  by  the 
church  to  serve  it,  beneath  the  elder, 
then  these  qualifications  are  laid  upon 
every  servant  of  the  church  in  the 
above  sense.  Little  wonder  that  the 
apostolic  church  expanded  with  such 
phenomenal  growth!  With  a  church 


officiary  possessing  and  demonstrat- 
ing such  qualifications  and  with  a 
leadership  of  such  character  and 
reputation  the  world  would  be  turned 
upside  down  today,  as  in  the  days  of 
the  apostles  and  martyrs! 

We  sincerely  believe  that  the  Devil 
has  succeeded  in  inducing  the  church 
to  overlook  the  truth  herein  presented 
concerning  the  office  of  the  deacon. 
He  has  produced  within  our  think- 
ing and  practice  the  unsavory  con- 
dition wherein  we  divide  the  lay-of- 
fice in  the  church  into  a  board  of 
deacons,  laying  upon  such  board, 
with  varying  degrees  of  intensity,  the 
qualifications  set  forth  in  the  Word 
for  such  office;  and  another  group  of 
so-called  church  officers  for  whom 
far  less  in  the  form  of  Biblical  quali- 
fications is  required.  The  result  has 
produced  a  decidelv  unhealthy  state 
within  the  church.  It  ought  not  to  be 
so! 

One  more  word  needs  to  be  said 
in  answer  to  the  question:  "Would 
it  be  worthwhile  to  maintain  such 
standards  within  the  church  today?" 
In  our  opinion,  the  expansion  of  the 
Early  Church  is  the  best  answer 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  church. 
From  the  viewpoint  of  the  deacon 
himself,  Paul  leaves  no  doubt  as  to 
the  result.  In  the  first  place,  to  use 
the  office  of  the  diaconate  well  car- 
ries with  it  the  promise  of  a  good 
degree  or  standing  among  men  and 
ultimately  before  the  judgment  seat 
of  Christ.  That  is  worthwhile  indeed. 
In  the  second  place,  Paul  continues 
in  I  Timothy  3:13:  "He  who  uses 
the  office  of  the  deacon  well  insures 
for  himself  great  boldness  in  the  faith 
which  is  in  Jesus  Christ"  (literal).  No 
Christian  is  happy  while  his  faith  is 
weak  and  wavering.  True  joy  in- 
creases as  we  wax  bolder  and  bolder 
in  the  faith  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus. 
Exercising  oneself  in  service  for  Him 
reacts  in  turn  upon  the  one  serving 
and  so  the  full  stature  of  manhood  is 
reached.  That  God  may  give  us  in 
these  days  of  dire  need  such  leader- 
ship within  our  beloved  church  is  our 
prayer! 
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SEATTLE,  WASH.  Dr.  Robert 
M.  Page,  director  of  research,  U.S. 
Naval  Research  Laboratory,  Wash- 
ington, D.C.,  declared  here  that 
world  peace  will  come  "only  when 
all  mankind  turns  wholeheartedly  to 
God  in  complete  humility  and  volun- 
tary unconditional  surrender."  Scien- 
tists and  scientific  research  will  never 
bring  peace,  the  leading  scientist 
said,  because  thev  can't  change  hu- 
man nature,  "and  until  human  nature 
is  changed  we'll  have  war."  Address- 
ing  the  15th  annual  convention  of 
the  American  Scientific  Affiliation, 
a  group  of  Christian  scientists  who 
devote  themselves  to  scientific  aspects 
of  the  Bible,  Dr.  Page  emphasized 
that  no  matter  how  strong  a  deter- 
rent science  can  devise,  there  will  be 
wars  "as  long  as  there  is  any  single 
nation  controlled  by  godless  men." 
Why  does  he  believe  religous  faith 
and  science  are  compatible?  Science 
itself  is  based  on  faith,  and  is  im- 
possible without  faith,  he  said.  An  in- 
terpretation involves  use  of  intelli- 
gence to  build  a  hypothesis  as  ac- 
curately as  possible,  but  at  best  rep- 
resents an  incomplete  understand- 
ing, he  added.  "One  can  say  exactly 
the  same  thing  of  science,"  he  said. 
"Both  hypotheses  contain  incomplete 
understanding.  No  one  fully  under- 
stands ultimate  faith.  But  they  must 
agree  because  truth  must  be  consis- 
tent  with  itself." 

Dr.  Page  discounted  the  Russians' 
claim  that  their  outer  space  ventures 
disprove  the  existence  of  heaven.  "I 
don't  know  how  they  can  say  that 
unless  they  assume  that  heaven  is  a 
certain  place  up  in  the  sky,"  he  stated. 
"But  they  assume  there  is  no  heaven, 
anyway.  Russia  has  outclassed  us  in 
stunts  and  propaganda,  but  they  don't 
hold  a  candle  to  us  in  good  solid 
scientific  research."

For  Your  Consideration 


The  Powers  That  Be  Are  Ordained  of  God 

Some  government  is  very  poor  government.  But  any 
government  is  better  than  no  government.  The  gov- 
ernment which  was  formerly  in  the  Congo  may  have  been 
very  poor  government,  and  mav  not  have  taken  into 
consideration  those  who  were  being  governed,  but  it  was 
better  than  the  anarchy  which  has  followed.  Just  in  recent 
days  the  two  rival  factions  in  the  government  have  been 
feuding  with  each  other,  one  part  trying  to  throw  the 
other  part  out  of  power.  What  has  been  the  result? 
Many  of  the  tribes  have  sought  to  exterminate  other  tribes 
and  there  seems  to  be  terrible  tribal  warfare  in  so  much 
of  the  countrv.  It  is  verv  urgent  that  a  strong  government 
be  established  to  bring  all  these  elements  under  control. 
Even  though  the  government  established  should  be  a  very 
poor  government,  it  will  be  so  much  better  than  the 
anarchy  and  tribal  warfare  which  seems  to  be  rampant 
now.  God  is  on  the  side  of  government  as  opposed  to  an- 
archy. He  does  not  endorse  wicked  government  or  ter- 
rible misrule,  but  He  does  stand  for  government  as  over 
against  anarchv. 

Only   Evil   Continually 

The  same  evil  hearts  existed  before  the  tribal  rebel- 
lions broke  out,  but  the  evil  was  restrained.  There  are 
evil  hearts  in  the  Central  African  Republic  as  there  are 
in  the  Congo.  Evil  men  always  want  to  do  that  which  is 
right  in  their  own  eyes.  Tribal  loyalties  and  tribal  sus- 
picions are  just  as  strong  on  the  one  side  of  the  river 
as  on  the  other.  It  is  fitting  that  we  should  pray  that 
these  sorrows  which  can  come  from  the  hearts  of  evil 
men  should  be  restrained,  and  that  we  shall  not  have  the 
sorrows  in  Central  Africa  that  have  revealed  themselves 
in  the  Congo. 

In  It  But  Not  of  It 

There  are  thousands  of  born-again  believers  in  the 
Congo.  They  are  in  this  land  of  great  sorrow  but  are  in 
no  way  party  to  the  atrocities  or  the  sorrows.  They  are 
the  friends  of  the  missionaries.  They,  too,  are  suffering 
greatly  in  this  turmoil.  So  there  are  many  thousands  of 
born-again  believers  in  the  Central  African  Republic. 
Our  hope,  humanly  speaking,  is  in  these  many  believers. 
They  are  to  be  found  in  the  cities,  at  the  government 
posts,  and  out  in  the  bush.  They  have  influence  far  in 
excess  of  their  numbers.  Their  lives  are  plighted  with 
the  mission  and  with  the  missionaries.  Even  the  native 
government  is  counting  on  them  in  a  verv  great  way 
to  help  hold  things  steady  in  a  time  when  a  whole  people 


could  verv  easily  be  incited  to  all  of  the  excesses  of  the 
human   heart. 

May  Their  Tribe  Increase 

Only  about  one  in  every  twentv  people  in  Central 
Africa  is  a  believer.  Our  greatest  hope  for  the  stability 
of  things  for  the  future  is  that  this  number  of  believers 
shall  increase  very  rapidly.  With  the  increase  of  trained 
believers,  there  will  be  increase  of  stability  in  the  land. 

Two  Things  We  Can  Do 

First,  we  can  be  earnest  and  instant  in  prayer  that  the 
Lord  will  rule  and  over-rule  in  these  troubled  times 
in  Africa  and  that  the  giving  out  of  the  Gospel  will  not 
be  hindered;  and  that  missionaries,  native  believers,  and 
all  mission  properties  shall  be  protected  and  safe. 

Second,  we  can  determine  to  send  more  missionaries 
and  supply  better  equipment  that  multitudes  more  may 
be  won  to  Jesus  Christ;  then,  that  these  who  have  been 
won,  and  will  be  won,  shall  be  taught  and  trained  to  be- 
come full-grown  Christians,  "complete  in   Him." 

Tomorrow  May  Be  Too  Late 

Yes— even  today  mav  be  too  late.  With  communism 
coming  in,  every  day  is  a  day  of  urgency.  Thousands 
of  areas  in  the  world  have  been  closed  to  the  Gospel. 
This  closing  could  have  been  prevented  if  armies  of 
missionaries  had  been  sent  into  those  lands  in  decades 
past.  Possibly  in  each  one  of  those  areas  the  missionaries 
living  there  said:  "It  can't  happen  here." 

We  believe  vou  will  see  that  we  are  not  crying,  "Wolf, 
wolf!"  The  danger  is  imminent.  If  today  is  not  too  late, 
tomorrow  or  the  next  day  may  be.  We  are  pleading  for 
sincere  sacrificial  dedication  of  what  we  have  and  are 
to  foreign  missions— NOW!  Tomorrow  may  be  too  late!

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The  Open-air  Market

How  would  you  like  to  go  to  San 
Jose,  Costa  Rica,  and  visit  the  "open- 
air  market"?  That  is  where  almost 
ever}'  kind  of  foodstuff  is  sold  di- 
rectly to  the  consumer  by  the  pro- 
ducer. I  think  you'll  enjoy  it.  You 
won't  need  a  coat,  but  you  will  need 
forty  centimos  (six  cents)  for  bus 
fare  both  ways,  walking  shoes,  two 
large  bolsas  (large  woven  carrving 
bags),  vour  umbrella,  about  twentv- 
five  colones  for  making  purchases, 
and  plentv  of  time. 

We  catch  the  bus  and  find  it  pack- 
ed (people  hanging  out  the  door). 
Others,  too,  are  going  to  market.  We 
have  to  stand  while  the  bus  growls 
and  bumps  over  the  poor  unkept 
roads.  Finallv  we  pass  Central  Park, 
and  after  three  more  blocks  we  leave 
the  bus  and  enter  the  moving  stream 
of   Costa    Rican    life. 

We  have  approximately  six  blocks 
to  walk.  The  sidewalks  are  about 
three  feet  wide  at  the  widest  places, 
and  sometimes  there  is  no  sidewalk 
at  all.  They  are  crowded  with  shop- 
pers, beggars,  lottery-ticket  sellers, 
sidewalk  stands,  and  people  taking 
their  things  to  market.  Noise  and 
confusion  are  all  around.  Peddlers  are 
shouting  their  wares.  Lottery-tick- 
et sellers  thrust  samples  before  you. 
Car  horns  are  honked  rather  than 
dreir  drivers  observing  safe  and  sane 
traffic  rules.  We  have  to  be  quick 
to  find  our  opportunity  to  cross  the 
street.  Most  of  the  streets  are  nar- 
row, allowing  only  one-way  traffic, 
and  the  cars  seem  to  think  that  they 
might  as  well  make  the  best  of  it. 

We  are  now  in  the  section  of  town 


where  the  poorer  classes  of  people  do 
their  business.  We  notice  (and  smell) 
a  leather  shop,  a  tobacco  store,  a 
feed  store,  and  a  meat  market.  We 
also  see  lined  up  along  the  side  of 
the  street  the  horse  and  oxcarts  that 
have  brought  much  of  the  produce 
to  market.  Many  of  the  carts  are 
beautifully  painted  and  decorated, 
while  most  of  the  animals  look  poor, 
some  with  gaping,  open  sores.  Our 
little  daughters,  Viki  and  Lvnie,  are 
interested,  so  we  stop  a  while  and 
look.  Notice  how  the  yoke  of  the 
oxcart  is  securely  tied  to  the  horns  of 
the  oxen.  Do  vou  think  the  vokes 
are  ever  removed? 

Here  we  are  at  the  market.  It 
covers  a  whole  block,  and  because 
it  is  on  a  hill  it  is  built  like  a  split- 
level  home  in  the  States.  We  go  to 
the  lower  level  first.  We  are  watched 
carefully  to  see  what  our  interest  is. 
It  is  potatoes,  since  we  can  put  them 
on  the  bottom  and  not  worry  about 
them  being  smashed.  When  the  mer- 
chants notice  that  we  are  after  po- 
tatoes their  cries  become  more  urgent, 
declaring  that  one  cannot  buy  better 
potatoes  than  theirs.  We  take  time  to 
choose  the  ones  we  think  are  best. 
The  price  is  1.50  colones  for  seven 
pounds.  Good!  These  are  weighed 
out  on  a  time-worn  scale  and  are 
poured  into  the  bottom  of  our  holsa. 

We  decide  to  go  to  the  second 
level.  My,  what  huge,  delicious-look- 
ins;  bananas  those  women  are  selling! 
Careful!  Those  are  -planatos,  a  cook- 
ing banana.  However,  they  are  very 
delicious  when  sliced  thin  and  fried 
like  potato  chips. 


The  second  level  is  even  more 
crowded  than  the  first.  We  inch  our 
way  to  where  we  think  we  can  get 
the  best  bananas.  Fourteen  bananas 
for  eighty  centimos?  Good?  What  is 
that  hanging  in  wine  bottles?  We  are 
told  it  is  iniel.  We  ask  what  it  is  in 
English  and  are  answered  with 
shrugged  shoulders.  The  vendor  takes 
down  one  of  the  bottles,  uncorks  it, 
and  pours  a  bit  of  the  contents  on 
my  finger.  I  taste  it.  It  is  honey— 
and  good,  too!  We'll  take  one  bottle. 

Our  bolsa  is  starting  to  get  heavy. 
Small  boys  begin  to  ask  if  they  can 
carry  it  for  us  while  we  do  our  shop- 
ping. I  shake  my  head.  The  boys 
look  ragged  and  dirty  and  our  hearts 
go  out  to  them.  How  we  would  love 
to  have  those  boys  in  a  Sunday-school 
class! 

Going  to  the  upper  floor  we  find 
tomatoes,  lettuce,  cabbage,  onions, 
shrimp,  cheese,  meat,  rice,  beans, 
butter,  fish,  spices,  and  anything 
else  you  might  not  be  looking  for— 
truly  a  supermarket  with  cash  regis- 
ters (human,  and  arranged  a  little 
different),  mud  floor,  unwashed 
vegetables,  unkept  clerks,  unmarked 
prices,  unpackaged  goods,  and  no 
soft  playing  music. 

Our  bolsa  is  full.  It  is  time  to 
leave.  The  small  boys  are  sure  that 
now  we  will  need  their  help.  Again 
we  tell  them  "no."  They  are  puzzled. 
Certainly  a  rich  American  would  not 
carry  his  own  bolsa.  Even  on  the 
street  they  continue  to  offer  their 
services.  The  bags  are  heavy,  but  we 
will  carry  our  own.  A  certain  pride 
comes  over  us.  We  have  been  to  the 
open-air  market  and  have  been  able 
to  bargain  with  the  vendors  and  buy 
a  week's  supply  of  vegetables— all  this 
in  the  language  of  the  people  among 
whom  we  want  to  live  and  make 
known  the  Gospel  of  Christ. 

We  bring  our  vegetables  home  and 
wash  them  thoroughly  before  stor- 
ing them.  The  lettuce  will  be  soaked 
in  a  solution  of  iodine.  For  about 
four  dollars  we  have  purchased  much 
of  what  we  will  need  during  the 
week.  How  we  wish  other  needs 
were  so  inexpensive. 

So,  we  have  visited  the  famous 
"open-air  market."  We'll  go  again 
next  week,  but  I  believe  we'll  leave 
the  children  at  home.

to  filling  the  bathtub!  We  kept  our  radio  going  for  latest 
details  as  they  kept  us  posted  every  fifteen  minutes. 

"Because  of  this  warning,  we  did  not  have  church 
Sunday  night.  People  in  the  low  parts  were  advised  to 
move  to  higher  ground  and  to  be  prepared.  Well,  we 
waited  all  Sunday,  Sunday  night,  and  Monday  until  4 
p.m.  when  we  were  told  that  Donna  had  passed  us  up. 
We  praised  the  Lord.  Monday  being  a  holiday,  we  went 
around  to  all  of  our  people  to  check  on  them.  Everyone 
O.K. 

"Then  Tuesday  a.m.  we  got  some  real  hard  rain.  Re- 
sult—people who  were  told  to  stay  out  of  lowlands  had 
gone  back  to  their  homes  Monday  night  after  they  heard 
that  Donna  had  passed  us.  Well,  the  rains  came  and 
the  floods  came.  Around  Carolina  and  Huacoa  106 
lost  their  lives.  Yesterday  they  were  digging  out  from 
the  flood. 

"Right  now  we  are  having  more  heavy  rain,  which 
does  not  help  matters  one  bit.  We  have  lots  of  water 
running  in  the  streets,  but  none  of  our  church  people  live 
where  there  is  flood  danger." 

Donna  was  destructive.  We  are  told  that  she  did  one 
billion  dollars  worth  of  damage.  Why? 
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The  Most  High  Ruleth 

Nebuchadnezzar  needed  to  learn  this.  Possibly  God 
is  choosing  a  very  terrible  means  of  demonstrating  to  all 
men  that  the  Most  High  ruleth  over  all!  Man  has  not 
devised  a  kind  of  power  that  is  demonstrated  in  one 
little  gende  breeze  increased  in  this  terrific  intensity. 
And  if  one  hurricane  is  not  enough  to  demonstrate  to 
men  that  the  Most  High  ruleth,  He  has  another  ready 
to  reveal  His  power.  Mrs.  Brenneman  further  said: 

"I  heard  this  a.m.  that  planes  had  left  the  island  to 
check  on  another  hurricane  one  thousand  miles  from  us 
—coming  our  way.  So  we  are  continuing  our  praying  that 
it  will  pass  without  damage,  as  did  Donna." 

We  have  a  very  wonderful  and  frightening  demonstra- 
tion of  two  great  truths— the  utter  helplessness  of  men, 
and  the  almightiness  of  our  God.

They  can 
fly  into  the  "eye"  of  the  hurricane,  but  they  aren't  even 
dust  in  its  eye. 

In  the  hurricane  that  so  gready  agitates  the  atmosphere 
we  need  to  flee  to  God  for  refuge.  There  is  none  other. 
Much  more  in  the  spiritual  hurricanes  in  the  atmos- 
phere of  this  old  sinful  world— whether  in  Africa,  P 
Rico,  or  any  other  part  of  the  world— He  is  our  onl\ 
place  of  refuge.

A  part 
of  her  summer  holidays  was  spent  in  the 
children's     camp     which     she     describes.) 

It  was  camp  time  again  in  the 
green-covered  mountains  of  Alsace. 
About  seventy  excited  campers  and 
counselors  came  from  all  directions 
in  cars,  buses,  and  trains.  Everyone 
would   stay   for   three  whole   weeks. 

The  official  language  of  the  Bible 
League  Camp  was  French.  Many  of 
the  bovs  and  girls  you  see  in  the  ac- 
companving  picture  could  also  speak 
German  and  Alsacian. 

An  old  castle  was  the  main  build- 
ing of  the  camp.  There  was  also  one 
very  long  cabin  with  ten  small  rooms. 
All  clean-up  duties  were  done  by 
the  campers. 

Bible  training  consisted  of  one 
fortv-five-minute  class  each  morning. 
Then,  a  one-hour  evangelistic  serv- 
ice was  held  each  evening.  Morning 
and  evening  devotions  were  held  in 
the  cabins.  It  was  here  that  many  of 
the  bovs  and  girls  accepted  Jesus 
Christ   as    their    Saviour. 

Recreation  consisted  mostly  of  hik- 
ing and  swimming.

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I    ENCOURAGING  DISCOURAGEMENTS    I 
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Many  people  who  have  had  little 
contact  with  the  mission  field  seem 
to  have  the  idea  that  all  mission 
work  is  drudgery  and  discouraging. 
No  doubt  the  missionary  is  to  blame 
for  some  of  the  feeling  inasmuch  as 
he  fosters  it  in  his  letters  and  depu- 
tation work.  As  he  relates  his  trying 
and  tiring  experiences  with  the  forces 
of  evil,  too  often  he  sounds  a  note 
of  discouragement  which  leaves  his 
hearers   with    a    pessimistic   attitude 


about  foreign  missions.  The  hearers 
in  turn  add  to  the  pessimism  with 
such  remarks  as:  "You  poor  folks! 
How  much  you  are  sacrificing!  My, 
how  do  you  stand  it  all!"  The  vicious 
circle  completes  itself  by  leaving  the 
missionary  thinking  that  it  really  is 
a  hard  and  ungrateful  life. 

This  was  not  the  attitude  of  the 
Apostle  Paul  in  his  letters.  Of  course 
he  related  some  difficult  experiences, 
but  he  always  emphasized  the  fact 
that  his  heart  was  filled  with  the  joy 
of  the  Lord  for  the  victories  won. 
The  first  chapter  of  Philippians  is 
a  classic  example  of  this  optimistic 
spirit.  For  example,  the  eighteenth 
verse:  "What  then?  notwithstanding, 
every  way,  whether  in  pretense,  or 
in  truth,  Christ  is  preached;  and  I 
therein  do  rejoice,  yea,  and  will  re- 
joice." 

With  this  thought  in  mind  I  would 
like  to  tell  you  about  some  encourag- 
ing things  in  Rio  Cuarto,  Argentina. 

For  several  years  we  have  been  de- 
sirous of  having  an  active  and  pro- 
gressive children's  work  in  this  city. 
We  prayed  about  it,  talked  about  it, 
and  tried  to  do  something,  but  it 
seemed  we  weren't  making  any  prog- 
ress. We  as  missionaries  felt  that  the 
burden  rested  on  us,  and  conse- 
quently we  were  doing  most  of  the 
work,  although  from  the  language 
standpoint  not  as  efficiently  as  an 
Argentine  could  do.  But  it  seemed  as 
if  we  were  just  "beating  the  air." 

The  young  people  of  our  church 
are  capable,  but  they  seemed  in- 
different to  the  need  for  evangelizing

children.  The  most  common  remark 
about  them  was:  "Their  life  is  just 
one  big  game.  They  aren't  worth 
anything."  Well,  maybe  it  was  true, 
but  it  isn't  any  more.  The  Lord  began 
to  work  among  them  in  various  ways 
and  suddenly  they  were  transformed. 

Miss  Margaret  Tyson,  from  the 
Child  Evangelism  Fellowship  in 
Argentina,  came  to  Rio  Cuarto  for 
five  days  of  special  meetings.  She 
presented  an  excellent  series  of  les- 
sons to  the  young  folks  and  chal- 
lenged them  to  get  busy  in  the  work. 

At  the  same  time  two  of  the  young 
ladies  from  the  Bible  Institute  came 
to  live  with  us,  and  their  presence 
has  been  a  great  blessing  to  the  work 
and  to  us  personally.  They  are  spirit- 
ual young  folks  who  spend  much 
time  in  prayer  and  many  hours  seek- 
ing the  children  for  Christ. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  class  we 
decided  to  try  to  start  a  class  in  one 
of  the  suburbs.  Who  would  help? 
Well,  the  response  was  overwhelm- 
ing. About  ten  young  ladies  volun- 
teered; then  one  man  and  two  young 
men.  One  young  man  who  insisted  he 
couldn't  do  anything  offered  to  help. 
Well,  to  make  a  long  story  short,  in 
the  following  weeks  we  began  ten 
classes,  and  at  the  present  writing 
nine  of  them  are  thriving. 

Yes;  we  have  opposition,  but  this 
is  insignificant.  The  young  people 
are  enthusiastic  and  determined  to 
win  children  to  Christ. 

One  young  lady  told  me  yester- 
day: "Oh,  Mr.  Marshall,  if  you 
could  hear  the  awful  things  the  moth- 
ers say  to  me  when  I  go  to  invite  the 
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children!"  It  is  true;  some  religious 
people  hate  the  Gospel  and  all  those 
who  proclaim  it.  But,  she  added: 
"I'm  not  giving  up  over  there  and  I 
expect  to  get  a  good  class  going." 
That  is  real  encouragement.  How 
wonderful  if  we  could  say  that  hun- 
dreds of  children  and  adults  are 
being  saved,  but  although  we  can- 
not say  that,  we  do  feel  that  there  is 
the  beginning  of  a  real  movement  of 
the  Spirit  of  God.  God's  people  are 
concerned  and  busy  about  winning 
souls. 

Another  recent  encouragement  was 
a  young  people's  rally.  We  had  over 
one  hundred  young  folks  here  from 
the  different  towns  where  The  Breth- 
ren Church  has  works.  Mr.  Keith 
Bentson  from  the  Oriental  Crusades 
was  the  speaker.  At  the  close  of  the 
day  he  gave  an  invitation,  but  there 
was  no  public  response.  It  appeared 
that  little  fruit  was  brought  forth. 
However,  the  other  day  one  of  the 
mothers  said:  "My  boy,  as  a  result  of 
the  young  people's  conference,  has 
resolved  to  give  up  his  tobacco  and 
has  a  real  desire  to  do  something  in 
the  children's  work."  And  so  yester- 
day afternoon  he  went  out  to  help 
in  an  open-air  children's  class  for 
the  first  time.  It  was  a  real  victory 
for  him  and  a  joy  to  us. 

So,  we  are  seeing  fruit  from  the 
seed  sown  and  watered  by  the  pray- 
ers of  God's  people  throughout  the 
years. 

The  young  people  just  recently 
have  dedicated  late  Saturday  after- 
noon for  personal  work.  That  is  in 
addition  to  the  classes  which  are  held 
earlier  in  the  day.  They  are  making 
a  systematic  distribution  of  literature 
throughout  the  city  and  the  effects 
are  being  seen.  Already  the  opposi- 
tion has  increased  and  we  are  en- 
couraged by  it.  It  makes  us  realize 
that  something  is  being  done. 

For  all  these  things  we  praise  die 
Lord  and  thank  the  Brethren  peop 
at  home  for  making  it  possible  to  con- 
tinue the  work  in  Argentina.

If  the  Apostle  Paul  were  living  in 
our  day,  he  certainly  would  be  in 
full  sympathy  with  the  aims  of  Prot- 
estant Press  Month  currently  beina 
observed  by  evangelical  publications. 
In  his  own  day  the  peerless  mission- 
ary employed  the  best  methods  avail- 
able. It  was  an  era  of  letter  writing, 
so  he  wrote  significant  letters  to  in- 
dividuals and  churches.  And  those 
letters  of  his  which  have  been  pre- 
served under  the  guidance  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  make  up  about  half  of  the 
New  Testament. 

With  compelling  words  Paul  en- 
listed help  in  reaching  the  widest 
possible  audience  and  readership  for 


his  written  messages.  In  the  earliest 
writing  from  his  inspired  pen,  he 
declared  it  to  be  God's  command 
that  his  letter  be  read  to  the  entire 
membership  of  the  church  in  Thes- 
salonica.  A  decade  later  he  instruct- 
ed the  Colossians  to  see  to  it  that 
his  letter  to  them  be  read  also  in 
the  church  at  Laodicea,  and  that 
friends  at  Colossae  read  the  letter 
addressed  to  the  Laodiceans. 

Paul  desired  more  readers.  He 
cherished  unshakable  convictions 
about  his  gospel  ministry  and  about 
the  written  Word  being  one  of  the 
excellent  tools  for  carrying  it  out.  .  .  .

How  precious  also  arc  thy 
thoughts  unto  me,  O  God!  how 
great  is  the  sum  of  them! 
PSALM  139:17 


Hell  is  an  awful  contemplation 
and  a  fearful  reality  from  which 
men  are  vainly  seeking  to  escape  by 
means  of  self-delusion  and  subtle 
reasoning.  Yet  hell  is  no  less  a  reality 
and  the  danger  of  falling  in  is  no  less 
sure.  It  is  not  strange  that  men 
should  desire  to  escape  from  bitter 
torment.  But  it  is  strange  that  men 
who  boast  the  scientific  spirit  should 
so  utterly  ignore  the  necessity  for  a 
hell.  The  reason  is  obvious;  namely, 
the  Devil's  first  lie  now  more  than 
6,000  years  old:  "Thou  shalt  not 
surely  die."  With  these  words  Satan 
induced  Adam  and  Eve  to  forsake 
holiness  for  crime.  Those  same  words 
are  enticing  men  to  sin  today.  If 
Satan,  the  god  of  this  world,  can  per- 
suade men  that  sin  does  not  end  in 
death  and  that  there  is  no  need  of 
a  Saviour,  then  he  is  winning  in  the 
great  battle  against  the  Son  of  God. 

It  is  not  the  purpose  of  the  writer 
to  rely  upon  instinct  or  reason  to  de- 
termine the  actuality,  the  description, 
or  the  duration  of  hell,  although  all 
of  these  are  valid  avenues  of  approach 
and  supply  indisputable  evidence. 
Revelation  alone  can  speak  with  au- 
thority upon  the  states  of  life  and 
death  beyond  the  grave.  And  the 
Word  of  God  has  spoken.  So  we  rely 
wholly  upon  the  Bible  for  our  infor- 
mation. 

Is  There  a  Hell? 

Instinct  anticipates  a  place  of 
punishment  beyond  the  grave.  It  is 
an  inborn  trait  of  men  to  know  that 
there  is  something  wrong  with  them- 
selves, and  that  there  must  be  a  reck- 
oning sometime,  somewhere.  Every 
heathen  temple,  every  heathen  altar, 
every  heathen  sacrifice,  every  heathen 
prayer  is  unimpeachable  testimony 
that  punishment  awaits  the  man  who 
does  not  appease  the  wrath  of  God. 
Upon  one  occasion  John  the  Baptist 
addressed  the  Pharisees:  "O  genera- 
tion of  vipers,  who  hath  warned  you 
to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come?"  He 
was  appealing  to  something  innate 
and  self-evident  in  every  man. 

But  reason  certainly  goes  a  step 
further,  for  it  demands  that  there  be 
a  place  of  punishment.  The  paradox 
of  the  centuries  has  been,  Why  do 
the  righteous  suffer  and  the  wicked 
prosper?  And  they  do  here  and  now. 


God's 

Great  Penitentiary

The  answer  to  this  problem  comes 
only  through  revelation.  And  while 
the  wicked  do  prosper  now,  they 
shall  suffer  in  the  hereafter,  while 
the  righteous  who  suffer  now  shall 

o 

be  duly  rewarded  in  the  hereafter. 
And  while  reason  cannot  give  the 
answer  as  revelation  can,  reason 
knows  the  answer  and  what  it  must 
be  if  this  world  is  really  a  moral 
world,  and  men  have  minds  that  are 
able  to  think. 

It  is  left  to  the  Bible,  however,  to 
declare  authoritatively  that  there  is 
a  place  of  punishment.  All  we  know 
about  hell  is  recorded  in  the  Word 
of  God,  just  as  we  must  rely  upon 
the  Word  of  God  for  our  information 
about  heaven.  The  Bible  often  speaks 
of  them  in  the  same  breath.  And 
strange  as  it  may  seem,  the  One 
whom  we  trust  as  our  Saviour  spoke 
more  about  hell  than  any  other 
prophet  among  men.  His  words  were 
with  finality,  from  which  there  is  no 
appeal.  Those  same  words  are  the 
groundwork  upon  which  the  doctrine 
of  hell  rests.  It  was  Jesus  who  said: 
"Fear  him  which  is  able  to  destroy 
both  soul  and  body  in  hell"  (Matt. 
10:28).  So  there  is  a  hell. 

Why  Is  There  a  Hell? 

There  is  a  hell  because  God  must 
punish  the  criminals  of  the  universe. 
Hell  may  be  called  God's  great  peni- 
tentiary. No  country,  state,  or  city 
could  operate  long  without  maintain- 
ing laws,  promoting  justice,  and  pro- 
viding protection.  For  those  who 
break  the  laws,  defy  justice,  and 
endanger  others,  there  .must  be.  a 
place  of  confinement  and  punish- 
ment. Why  is  there  a  hell?  It  is 
God's  great  penitentiary  for  the 
criminals  of   the  universe.   In   Mat- 


thew 25:41  Christ  declares  that  hell 
was  prepared  for  the  Devil  and  his 
angels. 

But  why  for  the  Devil?  Because 
the  Devil  was  a  murderer  and  a  liar 
from  the  beginning.  He  attacked 
and  still  does  attack  the  two  most 
precious  things  in  all  the  universe; 
namely,  truth  and  life.  Every  man 
who  has  bowed  down  to  His  Satanic 
Majesty,  has  refused  to  accept  the 
life  that  is  in  Christ  Jesus,  has  been 
murdered,  and  his  murderer  is  the 
Devil  himself.  And  the  reason  he  is 
the  murderer  is  because  he  corrupted 
the  truth  of  God  in  the  beginning. 

The  very  basis  for  life  in  Christ 
is  the  truth  of  God  as  it  is  revealed 
in  Christ  Jesus.  But  this  truth  has 
been  distorted  by  the  Devil's  lie,  so 
that  the  unsaved  man  is  led  away 
from  eternal  life  in  Christ.  This 
makes  Satan  the  greatest  criminal  in 
the  entire  universe.  It  was  for  him 
and  his  brood  that  God's  great  peni- 
tentiary was  prepared. 

What  Is  the  Nature  of  Hell? 

It  may  be  asserted  on  the  authority 
of  the  Scriptures  that  hell  is  a  place 
not  on  earth.  Though  many  have 
consoled  themselves  with  the  thought 
that  all  the  hell  there  is,  is  upon  the 
earth,  they  are  actually  prophesying 
out  of  their  own  hearts.  The  Word 
of  God  declares  that  it  is  beneath 
(Prov.  15:24),  and  that  there  are 
those  who  shall  some  day  be  cast 
into  hell  (Ps.  55:15;  Matt.  11:23). 
Apparently  hell  is  so  deep  and  large 
that  it  will  provide  ample  room  for 
all  the  wicked,  and  solitary  confine- 
ment for  the  most  wicked  (Prov.  9: 
18;  Isa.  5:14). 

Not  only  is  hell  a  place  of  con- 
finement for  the  wicked,  but  it  is 
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also  a  place  of  eternal  confinement. 
Every  reference  to  the  punishment 
to  come  upon  the  wicked  marks  it  as 
eternal  punishment.  Since  the  sin 
which  finally  brings  the  wicked  down 
to  hell  is  eternal  in  character  (Mark 
3:29  ASV),  the  punishment  upon  the 
wicked  will  never  come  to  an  end. 
To  release  incorrigible  souls  from 
this  penitentiary  would  be  to  en- 
danger the  entire  universe  and  cata- 
pult it  back  into  the  danger  from 
which  it  has  been  rescued. 

Moreover,  this  hell  will  be  con- 
scious torment  for  the  wicked.  In 
every  reference  to  the  state  of  those 
confined  in  this  prison,  the  Bible 
depicts  them  as  consciously  suffering 
the  punishment  inflicted  upon  them. 
There  will  be  no  blotting  out  of  ex- 
istence. Destruction  simply  means 
that  there  will  be  a  marring  of  body 
and  soul.  "And  the  smoke  of  their 
torment  ascendeth  up  for  ever  and 
ever:  and  they  have  no  rest  day  nor 
night"  (Rev.   14:11). 

The  most  terrifving  thins  of  all 
about  hell  is  the  fact  that  it  consists 
in  destruction  which  is  separation 
from  the  Lord.  Those  final  words 
to  the  wicked,  "Depart  from  me" 
{Matt.  7:23;  25:41),  will  strike  awful 
terror  to  the  hearts  of  the  lost,  for 
thev  "shall  be  punished  with  ever- 
lasting destruction  from  the  presence 
of  the  Lord,  and  from  the  glorv  of 
his  power"  (II  Thess.  1:9).  they 
shall  go  out  into  the  night  of  eternal 
separation  to  wander  in  loneliness, 
despair,  doom,  and  death.  Is  this  not 
reason  enough  to  ask  the  question: 
'Who  shall  go  to  hell?" 

Who  Will  Go  to  Hell? 

We  have  discussed  the  reason  for 
a  hell.  It  is  for  the  punishment  of  all 
those  who  have  broken  the  laws  of 
God  and  have  become  criminals  in 
His  universe.  But  we  must  remem- 
ber that  it  is  not  sin  or  sins  merely 
that  send  a  man  to  hell.  If  it  were, 
then  not  one  man  in  the  whole  uni- 
verse would  escape,  for  all  have 
sinned  and  come  short  of  the  glory 
of  God.  Then  what  will  send  a  man 
to  hell,  and  who  is  it  that  finally 
will  be  cast  into  hell? 

A  great  cry  has  gone  up  in  the 
modernized  age  to  the  effect  that 
God  will  never  send  a  man  to  hell  be- 
cause He  is  too  loving.  And  in  some 
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sense  of  the  word  this  idea  is  ex- 
actly correct.  God  will  never  send  a 
man  to  hell.  In  fact,  He  never  pre- 
pared hell  for  men  in  the  first  place. 
But  men  will  go  to  hell  just  the  same. 
God  will  not  send  them,  for  He  is 
too  loving,  so  loving  in  fact  that  He 
gave  His  only  begotten  Son  that 
whosoever  believeth  in  Him  might 
not  perish  (John  3:16).  But  men  will 
go  to  hell.  For  in  spite  of  all  that 
God  has  done  to  turn  men  away 
from  the  path  which  leads  to  hell, 
they  deliberately  persist  in  following 
that  path  which  will  eventually  reach 
the  brink  of  the  abyss. 

The  sins  of  men  will  not  send  them 
to  hell  either,  for  their  sins  were 
covered  at  the  Place  of  the  Skull. 
But  one  thing  will  send  them  to  that 
place  of  everlasting  torment.  That 
one  thing  is  unbelief  in  the  Son  of 
God,  the  refusal  to  take  Him  for  a 
Saviour  and  Lord.  "He  that  believeth 
on  him  is  not  condemned:  but  he 
that  believeth  not  is  condemned  al- 
ready, because  he  hath  not  believed 
in  the  name  of  the  onlv  begotten  Son 
of  God  .  .  .  and  he  that  believeth  not 
the  Son  shall  not  see  life;  but  the 
wrath  of  God  abideth  on  him"  (John 
3:18,  36). 

If  any  person  now  reading  this 
goes  to  hell,  he  will  be  like  the  young 
man  whose  godless  dissipation  and 
sin  broke  his  mother's  heart  and  sent 
her  to  her  grave.  The  first  night 
after  the  funeral  the  old  father  sat 
brokenhearted  and  numb  with  grief 
by  the  fireside.  The  home  was  so 
empty.  Its  light  had  gone  out  with 
the  mother.  The  vicious  son  came 
downstairs,  picked  up  his  hat  and  pre- 
pared to  leave.  The  father  inquired: 
"Where  are  you  going,  son?"  "I  am 
going  downtown,"  was  the  answer. 
The  father  remonstrated:  "Son,  don't 
go.  This  is  the  first  night  Mother 
has  been  out  of  the  house,  and  I'm 
so  lonesome;  sit  there  where  Mother 
used  to  sit  and  stay  with  me  tonight." 
But  the  son  objected:  "No;  I've  got 
an  engagement."  And  as  the  old 
man  continued  to  plead  with  him,  he 
said:  "Step  aside,  for  I  am  going  out." 
The  old  man  threw  himself  on  the 
floor  and  said:  "Son,  if  you  pass  out 
tonight,  you  will  go  over  my  body." 
With  a  curse  the  boy  trampled  him 
under  his  feet  and  opened  the  door 
and  went  out  into  the  night. 
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The  man  or  woman  who  doesn't 
know  what  the  Holy  Spirit  is  doing 
in  the  world  todav  is  cheating  him- 
self.  Only  in  Christian  periodicals 
can  we  as  Christians  expect  to  keep 
up  to  date  with  the  progress  of  the 
Gospel.  A  good  Christian  magazine 
is  more  important  to  a  Christian  than 
a  trade  magazine  is  to  an  engineer 
or  a  professional  man.  It  should  come 
second  in  importance  only  to  his 
Bible.— Robert  Walker,  editor  Chris- 
tian Life

Home  again!  Yoshiji  Matsui  was 
happy  to  be  back  in  his  beloved 
Japan.  But  his  mind  was  still  numb 
with  the  shame  of  defeat  suffered 
bv  his  country.  How  proudly  he  had 
"one  off  to  war,  advancing  the  ban- 
ner  of  the  conquering  ruler  of  the 
world.  Now  it  was  all  over.  The  im- 
possible had  happened!  Japan  was 
a  defeated,  broken  nation.  He  must 
return  to  his  homeland  in  disgrace. 

In  spite  of  the  devastation  of  fre- 
quent bombings,  his  hometown 
looked  good  to  Yoshiji.  Soon  he 
would  rebuild  his  tailoring  trade 
and  provide  for  his  family.  He 
quickened  his  pace  as  he  walked 
through  the  streets,  anticipating  the 
happy  reunion  with  his  wife  and 
children.  Suddenly  he  stopped,  star- 
ing in  disbelief.  There  was  only  a 
pile  of  rubble  where  his  house  had 
stood!  Anxiously  he  searched  the 
neighborhood,  inquiring  from  house 
to  house  about  his  family.  They  had 
all  been  killed  during  an  air  raid. 
Every  earthly  possession  and  every 
loved  one  was  gone! 

Yoshiji  roamed  the  streets  despond- 
ently. There  was  nothing  to  live  for. 
He  went  from  tavern  to  tavern,  try- 
ins  to  drown  his  sorrows  with  sake. 
He  began  assaulting  people,  stealing, 
and  committing  one  criminal  act  after 
another.  After  going  to  jail  seven 
times,  Yoshiji  was  behind  bars  to 
stay. 

In  June  1958,  Yoshiji  enrolled  in 
one  of  the  Bible  correspondence 
courses  offered  by  the  Word  of  Life 
Press  in  Tokyo.  Through  study  of 
the  Word  of  God,  he  recognized  his 
sinfulness  and  his  need  of  Jesus 
Christ.  He  received  Christ  as  his  Sav- 


iour in  November,  and  on  Christ- 
mas Day  he  gave  public  testimony  to 
his  faith  by  baptism. 

As  Yoshiji  continued  to  study  the 
Word  of  God  bv  mail,  he  had  a  grow- 
ing desire  to  share  his  new-found 
joy  with  others.  He  began  a  Bible 
class  in  the  dressmaking  factory 
where  he  worked,  and  he  prayed  for 
and  witnessed  to  his  fellow  prisoners. 
Yoshiji's  life  made  him  the  target  of 
much  ridicule,  but  his  consistent 
testimony  resulted  in  the  salvation  of 
ten  men. 

Through  the  study  of  Romans  12: 
1  and  2,  Yoshiji  made  a  complete 
surrender  of  his  life  to  the  will  of 
God.  A  few  months  later,  in  January 
1960,  Yoshiji's  excellent  prison 
record  earned  him  his  freedom!  Im- 
prisoned because  of  crime  and  sin,  he 
was  set  free  because  of  God's  forgive- 
ness   and    transforming    power! 

Walking  in  God's  path  for  him, 
Yoshiji  became  an  active  member 
of  a  church  in  his  hometown  of 
Uwajima  on  the  island  of  Shikoku; 
he  gained  a  job  in  a  dressmaking 
shop;  and  he  became  engaged  to 
marry  a  Christian  young  lady. 

In  picturesque  words,  Yoshiji  says: 
"Thanks  to  the  Lord,  I  had  an  op- 
portunity to  studv  the  Bible  through 
correspondence  courses  in  prison,  and 
at  last  was  led  to  salvation.  The  Holy 
Spirit  has  guided  me  through  from 
the  deep  bottom  of  sin  to  the  turning 
point  of  salvation,  and  further  to  the 
lofty  mountain  of  faith's  victory  over 
a  lot  of  stepping  stones  along  which 
I  am  still  trotting." 

To  a  dying  prisoner,  God's  Word 
became  freedom  and  life.

What  happened  the  last  time  you 
went  into  a  bookstore?  (I  trust  that 
vou  have  been  in  one  sometime  in 
your  life!)  Did  you  buy  a  book,  or 
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decide  not  to  buy  one  after  looking 
them  over?  Were  the  clerks  imper- 
sonal and  the  atmosphere  gloomy?  If 
so,  you're  in  for  a  treat  should  you 
ever  have  the  opportunity  to  visit 
a  missionary  bookstore.  Look  through 
the  window  of  this  true  story  with 
me  for  a  glimpse  of  adventuring  for 
God  in  a  bookstore. 

In  September  1959,  a  small  group 
of  workers  opened  the  door  for  the 
first  time  to  the  Oriental  Missionary 
Society  bookstore  in  Baguio  City, 
Luzon,  Philippine  Islands.  The 
store  is  just  around  the  corner  from 
the  main  street  on  this  vacation  re- 
sort city  in  the  mountains,  but  the 
workers  wondered  nevertheless  how 
successful  the  store  would  be  as  a 
witness  for  Christ. 

Many  students  pass  the  store  on 
the  way  to  and  from  classes,  and 
soon  numbers  of  them  were  inside 
curiously  handling  the  literature. 

"Something  new  and  different— 
a  Christian  bookstore,"  they  exclaim- 
ed. "What  attractive  covers  on  the 
books!  And  those  titles— just  what 
we've  wondered   about!" 

Soon  a  student  was  talking  serious- 
ly to  the  missionary.  'What  must  I 
do  to  be  saved,"  he  asked  directly. 
The  missionary  had  believed  that  his 
literature  would  be  used  to  win  peo- 
ple for  Christ,  and  here  he  was  being 
asked  the  most  important  question  in 
the  world  within  a  few  hours  of  open- 
ing the  door  for  business!  Right  there 
he  led  the  young  man  to  the  Lord. 

Sales  of  books  mounted  daily.  A 
ministry  to  visitors  in  the  city  was 
quickly  established,  but  it  also  met  a 
local  need. 


"The   "Americano"   manaoer  of  a 

o 

local  mine  dropped  in  to  have  a  look. 
With  a  touch  of  nostalgia,  he  admit- 
ted he  used  to  play  the  drum  in  a  Sal- 
vation Army  band,  but  is  now  far 
away  spiritually. 

A  Filipina  wife  of  an  official  broke 
down  as  once  again  she  came  in  con- 
tact with  vital  Christianity.  As  a 
Christian  worker,  she  married  a  Ro- 
man Catholic,  and  now  with  her  hus- 
band and  six  children  all  Roman 
Catholic,  she  lives  her  days  in  lone- 
liness and  sadness.  He  is  bitterly  op- 
posed to  her  Protestant  beliefs,  and 
does  not  wish  anv  evangelical  liter- 
ature to  enter  the  house.  One  of  her 
comforts  is  to  listen  to  our  weekly 
"Literature  for  Life"  broadcasts  from 
Manila,  and  another  is  her  occasional 
visit  to  the  Baguio  store. 

A  couple  of  German  missionaries 
reported  they  had  received  the  ad- 
dress of  a  young  German  business- 
man in  the  Philippines.  When  they 
contacted  him,  he  began  talking 
about  a  bookstore  in  Baguio  which 
had  sold  him  a  copy  of  Peace  with 
God  bv  Billy  Graham,  and  the  sales- 
man deeply  impressed  him.  "He  near- 
ly converted  me!"  said  the  serious 
vounc  German  who  asserts  he  does 
not  believe  in  life  after  death. 

Six  months  after  the  store  opened 
more  staff  workers  were  needed  to 
meet  the  opportunities.  The  mission- 
arv-in-charge  goes  far  and  wide,  tak- 
ing literature  to  schools,  churches, 
and  conferences.  The  local  national 
pastor  who  is  a  part-time  clerk 
kept  busy.  As  God  speaks  through  the 
missionary  bookstore,  it  becom 
of  the  liveliest  plai

NEW  YORK.  Because  of  "poor 
clearances"  with  local  station  affili- 
ates, says  a  network  official,  four 
commercially  sponsored  religious  pro- 
grams have  been  cancelled  by  the 
ABC  radio  network  from  its  Sunday 
schedule.  The  four  programs  and 
their  last  scheduled  broadcast  dates 
are:  Frank  and  Ernest,  sponsored  by 
the  Dawn  Bible  Students  Association, 
Oct.  23;  Wings  of  Healing,  with  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Wyatt,  Nov.  6;  and 
Oral  Roberts,  evangelist,  and  Radio 
Bible  Class  (p.m.  version),  both  Nov. 
20.  A  morning  edition  of  the  latter, 
different  from  the  afternoon  program 
was  not  dropped. 

Paid  religious  broadcasts  being  re- 
tained are  Dr.  Bob  Pierce  and  his 
World  Vision  broadcast;  the  Old 
Fashioned  Revival  Hour  with  Dr. 
Charles  E.  Fuller;  the  Radio  Bible 
Class;  the  Voice  of  Prophecy, 
Seventh-day  Adventist  international 
radio  program;  the  Hour  of  Decision, 
with  Evangelist  Billy  Graham;  the 
Herald  of  Truth,  sponsored  by  the 
Highland  Church  of  Christ,  Abilene, 
Tex.;  and  Revivaltime,  by  the  As- 
semblies of  God.  In  making  the  an- 
nouncement,  Robert  R.  Pauley,  vice 
president  in  charge  of  the  ABC 
radio  network,  said  its  officials  "feel 
that  we  are  facing  up  to  our  responsi- 
bilities as  broadcasters  because  these 
shows,  which  have  generally  poor 
clearances,  are  not  in  the  public  in- 
terest, the  station's  interest,  the  net- 
work's interest,  or  in  the  advertisers' 
interest." 

WHEATON,  ILL.  Rev.  Bill 
Eakin,  has  been  appointed  National 
Director  of  the  Youth  for  Christ  In- 


ternational High  School  Club  De- 
partment, according  to  an  announce- 
ment from  the  youth  organization's 
headquarters  here.  He  succeeds  Rev. 
Jack  Hamilton,  former  International 
Club  Director  who  founded  the  high 
school  ministry  of  Youth  for  Christ 
while  working  in  the  Kansas  City 
area.  Hamilton  left  Wheaton  to  as- 
sume responsibilities  as  co-ordinator 
of  all  of  the  teen  ministries  of  Greater 
Los  Angeles  Youth  for  Christ,  largest 
local  outlet  in  the  Youth  for  Christ 
program. 

WINNIPEG,  MANITOBA.  Five- 
year-old  Bobby  Hallas,  a  Roman 
Catholic,  must  be  taken  from  the 
Protestant  parents  who  raised  him 
since  he  was  a  baby  and  given  to  the 
Children's  Aid  Society.  This  is  the 
ruling  of  Justice  W.  G.  Ferguson 
who  cited  Manitoba  law  stating  that 
only  Catholic  parents  can  adopt 
Catholic  children.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ken 
Hallas,  however,  have  indicated  a 
desire  to  become  Catholics  themselves 
if  they  can  get  the  boy  back.  The 
foster  parents,  who  fled  their  city 
earlier  rather  than  surrender  the  boy, 
burst  into  tears  as  Justice  Ferguson 
handed  down  the  ruling.  The  Chil- 
dren's Aid  Society  was  found  by  the 
court  to  be  Bobby's  court-appointed 
legal  guardian.  The  Society  said  it 
had  already  found  a  home  for  Bobby. 
Counsel  for  the  CAS  said  he  wanted 
to  make  it  clear  that  there  was  no 
criticism  of  the  Hallas'  treatment  of 
the  boy. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  Some 
150  leading  Protestant  ministers  and 
laymen,  meeting  here  for  a  "National 


Conference  of  Citizens  for  Religious 
Freedom,"  agreed  unanimously  that 
a  Catholic  president  of  the  United 
States  would  be  under  extreme  pres- 
sure to  submit  to  direction  from  his 
church.  While  Democratic  nominee 
Senator  John  Kennedy  has  stated  he 
would  not  be  influenced  bv  church 
pressures,  they  maintained,  "his 
church  insists  that  he  is  duty  bound 
to  submit  to  its  direction."  "This  un- 
resolved conflict  leaves  doubt  in  the 
minds  of  millions  of  our  citizens," 
their  unanimous  statement  insisted. 
While  no  list  of  participants  was 
given  out,  included  were  Dr.  Harold 
J.  Ockenga,  pastor  of  the  Park  Street 
Church  of  Boston;  Dr.  L.  Nelson 
Bell,  executive  editor  of  Christianity 
Today  and  father-in-law  of  Dr.  Billy 
Graham;  Dr.  Norman  Vincent  Peale 
of  New  York;  Dr  Glenn  L.  Archer, 
executive  director  of  Protestants  and 
Other  Americans  United  for  Separa- 
tion of  Church  and  State;  Dr.  Daniel 
Poling,  editor  of  the  Christian  Herald; 
Dr.  George  M.  Docherty,  pastor  of 
the  New  York  Avenue  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Washington;  and  Dr. 
Charles  Clayton  Morrison,  former 
editor  of  the  Christian  Century. 

MEDICINE       LAKE,     MINN. 

Charging  that  Catholicism  poses  "as 
serious  a  threat  to  America  as  athe- 
istic communism,"  delegates  to  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Minnesota 
Baptist  Convention  (Conservative) 
opposed  election  of  a  Roman  Catholic 
as  President  of  the  United  States.  The 
resolution  did  not  direcdy  mention 
the  candidacy  of  Senator  John  F. 
Kennedy.  But  it  urged  "diligent" 
prayers  "for  the  future  and  welfare 
of  our  Nation  and  the  newly-elected 
President  whomever  the  people  may 
choose."  Warning  that  "the  Ameri- 
can people  are  faced  with  a  decision 
in  November  which  we  believe  to  be 
crucial  to  the  well-being  of  our  Na- 
tion," the  resolution  declared  that 
"past  history  of  the  relation  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  to  various 
states  causes  us  alarm  regarding  the 
relation  of  America."  "The  present 
activities  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  in  such  places  as  Spain,  Italy, 
Central  America,  and  South  Amer- 
ica," it  asserted,  "cause  us  alarm  con- 
cerning the  future  of  North  America 
and  demonstrate  the  serious  curtail- 
ment of  privileges,  of  freedom  of 
speech  and  freedom  of  religion."

As  I  write  this  we  have  just  re- 
turned from  our  national  conference, 
and  now  we  are  thinking  of  our  new 
year  in  WMC.  We  enjoyed  a  time 
of  rich  blessing  together.  It  is  trulv 
a  joy  to  meet  again  with  our  loved 
ones  in  the  Lord.  "Behold  how  good 
and  pleasant  it  is  for  Brethren  to 
dwell  together  in  unity."  Because  this 
was  a  time  of  such  rich  blessing, 
where  such  a  unity  of  spirit  and  pur- 
pose was  felt,  we  just  know  that 
there  must  have  been  a  great  amount 
of  prayerful  planning  on  the  part  of 
those  in  charge.  How  we  do  praise 
the  Lord  for  our  faithful  leaders  in 
our  WMC.  Learning  to  know  our 
national  officers  better,  causes  us 
to  thank  Him  for  their  yieldedness 
and  love  for  our  Lord.  Let  us  not  for- 
get to  pray  for  each  one  of  them  this 
year.  They  each  have  their  own  duties 
in  their  homes  and  churches  and 
these  offices  carry  an  added  responsi- 
bility. We  can  have  a  share  in  their 
work  and  help  ease  their  load  by 
remembering  them  at  the  throne  of 
grace. 

We  have  learned  some  marvelous 
lessons  from  our  studies  in  the  Book 
of  Ruth,  and  have  seen  some  of  the 
present  blessings  of  those  who  are 
"under  His  wings."  When  we  con- 
sider  our  position  and  privileges  in 
Him,  how  naturally  it  follows  that 
we  desire  with  our  utmost  being 
to  really  "let  God  be  glorified"  in 
and  through  us. 

We  are  now  beginning  our  new 
year  of  devotional  meetings  and  mak- 
ing plans  to  do  a  more  efficient  work 
through  WMC.  We  have  been  given 
a  work  sheet  in  the  form  of  our  Ob- 
jectives and  Recommendations.  In 
our  local  councils  we  will  be  de- 
sirous that  our  work  "measures  up" 
to  these  Objectives.  But  let  us  think 


a  bit  about  that  service  and  work 
which  we  shall  be  doing  this  year. 

How  often  we  offer  to  our  God 
the  dregs  of  our  time,  the  services  of 
exhaustion,  the  very  scrapings  of  our 
superfluities!  When  God  command- 
ed Israel  to  bring  their  offerings  and 
gifts  to  Him,  they  were  to  bring 
the  very  best  and  the  firstfruits.  These 
offerings  were  typical  of  what  our 
services  should  be. 

If  we  really  want  to  have  a  bless- 
ing ourselves  and  honor  our  Lord 
in  our  serving  this  year,  we  first  of 
all  must  make  a  full  surrender  of 
every  motion  of  our  hearts,  and  make 
it  truly  a  work  of  faith.  We  may  be 
able  to  do  all  that  is  suggested  in 
these  Objectives  and  meet  each  goal 
but  still  not  bring  any  glory  to  our 
Lord. 

For  instance  this  may  include  our 
Bible  reading,  even  if  we  read  it 
through;  we  may  attend  all  twelve  of 
our  devotional  meetings;  we  may 
give  to  every  offering  that  we  as  a 
council  support  throughout  the  year, 
or  whatever  else  we  might  be  doing, 
but  unless  our  hearts  first  desire  is 
to  praise  Him  and  glorify  Him,  there 
will  not  be  the  blessing  of  the  Lord, 
and  He  will  not  be  glorified  in  us. 
If  we  would  have  the  blessing  of 
the  Lord  upon  our  work,  it  must  be 
purely  a  "labor  of  love"  to  Him  who 
has  given  himself  for  us  with  never 
a  thought  that  it  is  merely  our  duty. 
(It  surely  is  our  duty,  however,  to 
do  all  we  can,  in  the  light  of  His 
marvelous  grace,  but  let  it  be  the 
outflowing  of  praise  and  worship  to 
our  Lord  that  prompts  us  in  all  of  our 
service.) 

God  must  be  the  first  object.  If 
anything  else  is  our  goal,  all  our 
running,  should  we  run  ever  so 
well,  will  fall  short  of  die  mark;  or 


if  we  gain  it,  we  shall  fall  uncrowned, 
unhonored  to  the  earth.  "My  soul, 
wait  thou  upon  God." 

We  have  elected  our  new  officers 
in  our  local  groups.  Let  us  pray  for 
them,  encourage  them,  be  quick  to 
answer  "Here  am  I,"  tell  them  that 
we  appreciate  their  service,  and  show 
them  that  we  really  mean  it.  As  we 
individually  seek  to  so  serve  the  Lord 
in  all  truth  and  sincerity  in  our  local 
WMC;  then  it  will  be  reflected  in 
our  district  work,  and  finally  when 
we  meet  again  one  year  hence,  we 
shall  be  able  to  praise  Him  for  vic- 
tories won. 

I  found  this  little  paragraph  from 
the  pen  of  Rev.  Charles  Spurgeon 
that  I  trust  shall  characterize  our  serv- 
ice for  Him  this  year: 

"Cultivate  a  cheerful  disposition; 
endeavor,  as  much  as  lieth  in  you, 
always  to  bear  a  smile  about  you; 
recollect  that  this  is  as  much  a  com- 
mand of  God  as  that  one  which  says, 
'Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  with  all 
your  heart.'  Let  us  take  the  pure 
gold  of  thankfulness,  and  the  jewels 
of  praise  and  make  them  into  another 
crown  for  the  head  of  Jesus. 

"When  it  is  the  Lord's  work  in 
which  we  rejoice,  we  need  not  be 
afraid  of  being  too  glad.  Cheerfulness 
is  most  becoming  to  the  Christian. 
Contentment  is  the  crown  jewel  of  a 
happy  life. 

"He  that  serves  God  in  body,  soul, 
and  spirit  to  the  utmost  of  his  power, 
finds  new  power  given  to  him  hour 
by  hour,  for  God  opens  to  him  fresh 
springs.  The  ideal  Christian  is  one 
who  has  been  made  alive  with  a  life 
which  he  lives  for  God."

'Europe — a  Mission   Field?' 


France  is  a  beautiful  country  of 
rolling  hills  and  valleys,  of  high 
mountain  peaks  and  fertile,  level 
lowlands;  a  country  with  thousands 
of  cities  and  villages,  the  most  famous 
of  which  is  Paris,  known  for  beautv, 
culture,  and  fashion;  a  country  often 
torn  by  strife  and  wars  through  the 
years;  a  land  where  people  surelv 
have  no  excuse  for  not  hearing  the 
Gospel  in  this  modern  day  and  age 
—or  have  thev? 

In  fact,  "Europe— a  mission  field?" 
is  the  surprised  question  asked  by 
many  people.  Why,  they  say,  Europe 
brought  Christianity  to  the  "new 
world."  From  Europe  came  the  first 
missionary  organizations  sending 
messengers  of  the  Gospel  to  the  far 
corners  of  the  earth.  Europe  was  the 
land  of  the  Reformation.  Europe  is 
full  of  beautiful  churches  and  ca- 
thedrals. Surelv  Europeans  are  Chris- 
tians! Whv  is  it  then  that  Europe 
should  be  considered  a  mission  field 
today? 

Let  us  look  into  the  matter.  It's 
true,  as  you  know,  that  the  Apostle 
Paul  preached  in  some  parts  of 
Europe  many  centuries  ago.  Though 
Christians  were  terribly  persecuted 
in  Europe  at  first,  later  Christianity 
became  the  popular  religion.  But  let 
us  examine  things  a  little  further. 
Many  times  people  in  Europe  were 
forced   to  become   "converted,"   bap- 


tized, and  join  a  church.  Many  coun- 
tries have  "state"  churches  to  which 
people  are  "supposed"  to  belong.  Ro- 
man Catholicism  is  the  main  "reli- 
gion" in  manv  countries.  And  so  it 
seems  that  manv  people  have  been 
much  more  concerned  with  "the 
church"  than  with  the  Lord  of  the 
church. 

In  the  large  city  of  Lyon,  where 
the  Brethren  headquarters  in  France 
is  located,  the  Gospel  was  preached 
in  the  first  century  after  Christ  by 
Irenaeus,  who  was  a  disciple  of  Poly- 
carp,  who  was  a  disciple  of  the 
Apostle  John.  What  a  wonderful  his- 
tory for  that  city!  Yet  today  there  is 
very  little  gospel  testimony  in  Lyon. 

It  was  about  the  time  of  the  first 
World  War  that  some  of  the  North 
American  Christians  began  to  be 
concerned  about  Europe.  They  saw 
that  although  Europe  has  the  Bible 
in  all  its  languages,  has  its  national 
churches  and  leaders,  and  has  its 
Christian  institutions,  still  very  few 
Europeans  knew  anything  about  sal- 
vation or  fellowship  with  Christ. 
So— missionaries  from  America  have 
gone  to  Europe.  The  Europeans  have 
resented  this.  Thev  don't  think  they 
need  missionaries.  And  many,  many 
Europeans  dislike  Americans  any- 
way. It's  true  that  you  may  find 
groups  of  fine  Christians  here  and 
there  in  Europe.  Some  of  these  are 


the  result  of  the  witness  of  American 
missionaries.  Some  are  testimonies 
which  have  remained  true  through 
the  years,  such  as  the  "Assemblies 
of  Christ"  in  Denmark,  Norway,  and 
Sweden,  often  called  by  us  the 
"Scandinavian  Brethren"  since  thev 
believe  almost  the  same  as  our  Breth- 
ren church  does.  But  on  the  whole, 
spiritual  life  in  Europe  is  very  weak, 
and  it  seems  the  average  person  there 
has  little  or  no  interest  in  anything 
to  do  with  a  genuine  Christian  faith. 

The  Greater  Europe  Mission  has 
told  us  that  there  are  more  people 
in  Europe  who  have  never  even  seen 
a  Bible  than  the  combined  population 
of  the  United  States  and  Canada. 
That's  almost  too  much  for  our  poor 
minds  to  grasp,  isn't  it? 

But  now  to  speak  especially  about 
France— how  great  is  the  need  for 
the  Gospel  in  this  country?  Listen  to 
some  astounding  figures!  There  are 
42,000,000  people  who  live  in  France. 
While  France  is  known  as  a  Catholic 
country,  the  Catholic  Church  claims 
only  11,000,000  members  there  (at 
the  most).  All  Protestant  churches 
together  claim  about  1,000,000  peo- 
ple. There  are  about  200,000  Jews. 
How's  your  arithmetic?  It  seems  there 
must  be  around  30,000,000  people  i 
France  alone  who  claim  no 
nection  with  any  church.

My  husband  pastored  three  home- 
mission  churches  during  the  next  few 
years:  South  Gate,  Calif.;  Fort 
Wayne,  Ind.;  and  Temple  Citv, 
Calif. 

Our  three  children  were  dedicated 
to  the  Lord  before  they  were  born. 
Much  joy  comes  to  our  hearts  in 
knowing  that  they  are  all  in  His 
service.  Our  son  is  a  minister  and 
our  two  daughters  are  married  to 
ministers.

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WRITING  WRINKLES 

Magazines  Need  Good  Manuscripts.  Here's  How  You  May  Be  an  Author

Mrs.  Harriet  Griesbv,  fifth  grade 
teacher,  entered  the  principal's  of- 
fice and  slumped  down  in  a  chair 
beside  the  desk.  She  shoved  some 
papers  across  the  desk  for  the  prin- 
cipal to  read  and  evaluate. 

"I  never  thought  I'd  be  asked  to 
rewrite  this  article  twice  when  I  sub- 
mitted it  to  the  journal,"  she  said 
wearily.  "I  wonder  if  it's  worth  it." 

Of  course  it  is  worth  it  to  write, 
rewrite,  and  rewrite— again  and  again 
—if  a  teacher-author  has  something 
worthwhile  to  share  with  other  teach- 
ers. Mrs.  Grigsbv  was  writing  about 
a  new  method  of  teaching  arithmetic 
in  the  primary  grades.  Experimental? 
Yes,  but  it  had  been  in  operation 
long  enough  to  have  some  sound 
educational  validity.  Her  principal 
encouraged  her  to  share  the  findings 
with  other  teachers. 

Doctors,  lawyers,  educators,  engi- 
neers and  other  professional  people 
want  to  write  for  publication.  And 
publications  want  them  to  write. 
The  latter  are  continually  sleuth- 
ing for  good  articles.  But  there's  a 
greater  shortage  of  good  articles  than 
there  is  writers.  This  need  not  be  so 
if  potential  writers  heed  a  few  pre- 
liminary steps. 

Three  Steps  to   Writing 


First,     kr 


vhere     some     good 


sources  of  information  on  writing 
may  be  found.  Second,  learn  simple 
structural  patterns.  Third,  analyze 
similar  articles  and  similar  magazines 
to  discover:  just  how  do  you  write 
an  article  for  publication,  and  what 
kinds  of  articles  does  this  particular 
magazine  use? 

All  writing  has  a  beginning  and 
an  end  with  some  illustrative  stories, 
quotes,  or  statistical  findings  sand- 
wiched in  between.  However,  pro- 
fessional journalists  and  editors,  such 
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as  Jerome  Ellison,  a  journalism  pro- 
fessor at  Indiana  University,  point 
out  that   the   structure  in   magazine 

o 

articles  is  highly  organized.  Mr.  Elli- 
son emphasizes  that  all  magazine 
articles  follow  the  same  beginning, 
middle,  and  end  structure,  in  profes- 
sional terms  called  the  lead,  the  body, 
and  the  conclusion.  Let's  examine 
each  of  these  phases  as  a  separate  en- 
tity. 

The  Kick-Off  Point 

The  lead,  running  from  fifty 
words  up  to  several  paragraphs,  has 
as  its  purposes  to  tell  what  the  article 
is  about,  why  the  topic  is  important, 
and  to  give  three  or  four  illustrations 
or  points  about  the  subject  that  will 
be  expounded  in  the  article.  It  estab- 
lishes the  uniqueness  that  is  the 
character  of  the  article.  It  also  de- 
termines by  its  brightness  (or  dull- 
ness) whether  the  reader  continues  to 
read  the  article  or  thumbs  through 
the  magazine  for  something  that  ap- 
peals to  him  more. 

Following  this  basic  structural  pat- 
tern, there  are  several  varying  types 
of  leads  that  are  considered  to  be  in 
good  taste.  One  is  the  anecdotal  lead 
which  relates  an  incident,  a  scene, 
or  a  case  study  that  is  apropos;  it  il- 
lustrates what  the  article  is  about. 
An  example  of  anecdotal  lead  is  the 
first  paragraph  of  this  article. 

Milton  J.  E.  Senn,  M.D.,  writing 
in  Child  Study  on  "Russian  Chil- 
dren," begins  his  article:  "How  long 
must  one  live  in  a  country  before  it  is 
possible  to  get  under  its  skin  and  dis- 
cern the  trends  that  move  it  or  get  a 
sense  of  how  its  citizens  are  really 
feeling?"  This  is  the  question  lead,  a 
lead  that  involves  the  reader  in  the 
subject  matter  by  asking  a  question, 


thus    stimulating    him    to    continue 
reading  to  the  answer  for  himself. 

Startler   Whets   Interest 

"Only  one  hundred  years  ago  man 
did  the  work  of  the  world,"  states 
Adm.  H.  G.  Rickover  in  the  lead  to 
his  article  on  "Thoughts  for  the  Push- 
button Age"  in  Kiwanis  Magazine. 
This  statement  shocks  you,  makes  you 
think  about  it,  or  say,  "so  what?" 
Such  is  the  purpose  of  the  startling 
statement  lead  of  which  this  is  an 
example. 

There  are  other  tvpes  of  leads,  but 
the  anecdotal,  the  question,  and  the 
startling  statement  leads  are  the  most 
commonly  used  to  introduce  an  ar- 
ticle, tell  you  why  it  is  important, 
and  lead  you  on  into  the  meat  of  the 
article,  called  the  body. 

The  Heart  or  the  Story 

The  body  of  the  story  consists  of 
detailed  information  about  the  sub- 
ject and  gives  the  reader  the  author's 
justification  for  the  article.  As  in 
the  lead,  the  body  has  a  definite  struc- 
ture and  is  well  organized  to  read 
fluidly  and  let  the  points  of  empha- 
sis emerge  naturally.  The  most  com- 
monly used  types  of  body  structure 
are  the  logical,  the  narrative,  or 
chronological,  and  the  anecdotal. 
First,  let  us  examine  the  logical  type. 

The  logical  body  structure  con- 
sists of  exactly  what  the  name  in- 
fers—a systematic  one-two-three  ar- 
rangement of  facts  in  a  logical  order 
which  lead  to  the  point  of  the  ar- 
ticle. Richard  S.  Leghorn  in  an 
article  on  "Accidental  War"  appear- 
ing in  the  Bulletin  of  Atomic  Scien- 
tists talks  about  disarmament  in  terms 
of  accidental  war  and  discusses  si 
as:  "1.  Great  power  accident 
2.  fanaticism;  3.  catalytic 


accidental  spread  of  small  wars,  con- 
ventional and  nuclear."  He  discusses 
three  to  five  points  under  each  topic 
in  a  logic  manner. 

The  narrative  or  chronological 
structure  for  writing  the  bodv  fol- 
lows a  year  by  year  or  incident  by 
incident  form  to  span  a  subject  or 
present  a  complete  history.  An  ar- 
ticle in  the  Music  Journal  on  pianist 
Van  Cliburn  written  by  his  mother 
demonstrates  narrative  type  of  struc- 
ture: "As  a  baby  he  leaned  down  and 
touched  one  key  at  a  time,  very  gent- 
ly. ..  .  He  played  his  first  piece  in 
public  'See  the  Kite  Up  in  the  Air' 
at  age  three.  .  .  .  He  had  fifteen  con- 
certos in  his  repertoire  when  he  won 
the  Moscow  competition  at  twenty- 
three." 

She  describes  the  pianist's  actions 
and  accomplishments  from  baby- 
hood on  to  present  a  chronological 
sequence.  Such  is  the  narrative  struc- 
ture. 

Thumbnail  Views 

The  final  type  of  body  structure, 
the  anecdotal,  uses  a  series  of  little 
scenes,  episodes,  or  case  histories  to 
illustrate  and  substantiate  the  point 
of  the  article.  "A  dime  would  be 
visible  at  a  quarter  mile  to  a  hawk. 
.  .  .  The  mouse's  eye  sees  from  hori- 
zon to  horizon.  .  .  .  For  an  object  to 
be  visible  to  a  bee  it  must  be  one 
hundred  times  as  large  as  for  a  person 
to  see  it.  .  .  ."  These  anecdotes  were 
all  used  in  the  body  of  "What  Ani- 
mals See"  in  the  American  Scholar, 
written  bv  Lorus  J.  and  Margery 
Milne.  The  authors  were  using  such 
anecdotes  to  illustrate  just  what  ani- 
mals do  see. 

Wrap   It   Up   Neatly 

The  above  were  suggestions  as  to 
how  to  write  the  lead  and  the  body 
of  an  article.  Now  for  the  final  sec- 
tion, the  conclusion.  In  the  conclu- 
sion there  is  a  restatement  of  the 
ideas  expressed  in  the  lead,  and  a 
summary  of  points  used  to  substan- 
tiate the  original  premise. 

"Man  has  long  been  aware  of  the 
superior  visual  abilities  of  many  ani- 
mals," is  the  lead  idea  in  the  article 
"What  Do  Animals  See?"  The  article 
then  concludes  with  a  restatement  of 


and  an  ancedote  about  such  vision: 
".  .  .  the  animal  prowess  in  the 
dark  is  outstanding.  .  .  .  According  to 
the  story,  the  lion  and  the  horse  got 
into  an  argument  as  to  which  of  them 
could  see  better.  Finally  they  called 
in  some  neutral  judges  and  asked  to 
be  given  problems  that  would  settle 
the  dispute.  The  best  the  lion  could 
do  was  to  locate  a  white  pearl  in  a 
saucer  of  milk.  But  the  horse  picked 
out  a  black  pearl  among  coal.  The 
judges  decided  in  favor  of  the  horse." 
Any  magazine  article  may  follow 
the  same  basic  structure  of  having  a 
lead,  a  body,  and  a  conclusion.  The 
author  may  choose  the  type  of  lead 
or  body  he  wishes  to  employ  and 
create  his  literary  masterpiece  forth- 
with. You  may  do  the  same. 
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Gather   Facts   Carefully 

To  create  a  manuscript  you  must 
first  gather  factual  material  about 
the  subject  of  your  proposed  article. 
This  is  quite  often  a  tedious  endur- 
ance test  that  will  tax  your  patience, 
disturb  your  homelife,  and  even 
threaten  your  creativity.  Yet  a  good 
writer  soon  learns  it  takes  as  much 
time  and  effort  to  research  a  pros- 
pective subject  area  as  it  will  require 
to  pen  the  actual  manuscript.  With 
this  realization,  the  task  is  simply: 
where  do  I  find  material? 

The  most  accessible  source  of  ma- 
terial is  your  own  personal  experience 
or  observation.  Your  own  experience 


in  a  given  teaching  situation  or  an 
administrator's  evaluation  of  a  new 
undertaking  may  have  merit  and  be 
worthy  of  the  hard-to-get  space  in 
an  education  journal.  However,  this 
type  of  article  has  its  limitations  and 
may  regress  into  a  philosophical  or 
biographical  account  of  "My  Forty- 
nine  Years  in  the  Classroom"  which 
few  editors  want,  much  less  have 
room  to  print,  unless  you  have  gained 
unusual  stature  and  prominence  in 
the  field. 

Get  Out  of  the  Clouds 

There  are  more  manuscripts  sub- 
mitted to  state  education  journals  re- 
sulting from  random  thoughts  at  the 
end  of  a  school  day  than  any  other 
type.  LInless  the  author  makes  some 
definite  points,  built  on  proved  prin- 
ciples of  educational  theory  so  as  to 
give  substantial  backing  to  his  own 
observations,  he  is  likely  to  receive 
the  manuscript  back  with  the  reject 
slip  in  the  next  mail. 

Magazines  are  too  costly  to  produce 
these  days  to  give  generously  of  their 
space  to  lofty  utterances  from  class- 
room philosophers  who  have  not 
organized  their  opinions  and  sugges- 
tions in  a  sound,  professional  man- 
ner. 

What  Did  He  Say? 

A  second  method  of  gathering  il- 
lustrative material  is  the  interview  or 
conversation  method.  You  may  know 
a  resource  person  who  would  be  avail- 
able for  an  interview  about  the  pro- 
posed subject.  You  may  desire  to 
take  a  poll  to  test  public  opinion  on 
an  issue.  The  interview  method  will 
be  useful  in  a  variety  of  situations. 
A  couple  of  examples  of  this  method 
are  shown  below. 

In  the  NEA  Journal  appears  an 
article  by  Ed  Bitter  entitled  "I  Love 
Teaching  Children."  Mr.  Ritter  went 
to  the  classroom,  observed  the  teacher 
in  action,  then  interviewed  her,  her 
principal,  and  friends,  and  developed 
a  lively  article  about  the  teacher's 
daily  activities. 

An  article  called  "Grouping  in  the 
Senior  High  School,"  also  in  the 
NEA  Journal,  and  co-authored  by 
Maurice  Ahrens  and  Jean  Fair,  illus- 
trates     the      interview-conversation 
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method  in  a  different  aspect.  This 
article  is  simply  a  tape-recorded  con- 
versation between  the  two  educators 
typed  into  article  form. 

Research  Findings  Invaluable 

Those  who  find  it  desirous  to  delve 
deeply  into  the  subject  for  back- 
ground material  or  pertinent  statis- 
tics not  readily  available  may  require 
the  use  of  the  third  method  of  gath- 
ering material— the  research  method. 
This  may  require  library  research, 
laboratory  experimentation,  extensive 
correspondence  with  resource  persons 
or  agencies,  or  a  questionnaire.  Re- 
gardless of  the  area  of  research,  this 
method  is  a  valuable  tool  in  gathering 
sufficient  data  to  illustrate  ideas. 

This  journal  carries  dozens  of  ar- 
ticles quoting  average  salaries  for 
teachers,  number  of  new  teachers 
graduating  each  year,  and  many  com- 
parable studies  which  require  the  re- 
search method  to  provide  such  figures. 
Research  is  a  challenging,  interesting, 
and  fruitful  tool  in  magazine  writing. 

No  Theses,  Please 

Not  to  be  confused  with  an  article 
based  on  research  findings  are  the 
term  paper  or  the  thesis.  While  these 
scholarly  papers  are  written  to  fulfill 
certain  prescribed  writing  standards, 
they  are  not  written  in  a  style  ac- 
ceptable for  magazine  publication. 
The  pertinent  findings  are  in  the 
final  chapter  or  the  summary.  This 
violates  the  magazine  principle  of 
the  lead,  the  body,  and  the  conclu- 
sion. However,  the  thesis  or  term 
paper  may  contain  much  valuable 
research  data  which,  if  rewritten  so 
as  to  pull  out  and  feature  the  research 
findings,  would  be  highly  acceptable 
to  magazine  editors. 

Articles  based  on  scholarly  re- 
search need  not  be  pedagogically 
dull  and  uninviting.  The  lead  may 
be  anecdotal,  a  startling  statement, 
or  a  question.  And  the  body  of  the 
story  may  also  employ  the  logical, 
narrative,  chronological  or  anecdotal 
technique  in  presenting  statistical 
data  in  a  readable  and  interesting 
manner. 

Good  manuscripts,  based  on  re- 
search, are  much  in  demand.  Don't 
overlook    this   possibility. 
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Be  Your  Own  Editor  First 

There's  a  rule  of  thumb  in  maga- 
zine  writing:  gather  more  material  in 
a  meticulous,  systematic  manner  than 
you  will  be  able  to  use  in  the  article. 
The  noted  Saturday  Evening  Post 
writer,  John  Barlow  Martin,  puts  his 
notes  on  cards  which  he  is  able  to 
sort  and  organize.  Because  he  is  a 
careful  researcher,  the  Indianapolis 
man  has  hundreds  more  notes  on 
his  subject  than  he  will  use.  He 
checks  carefully  for  data  discrepan- 
cies, sources  of  quotes,  and  other  de- 
tails. 

You,  like  Mr.  Martin,  will  find 
that  you  could  write  thousands  more 
words  than  the  allotted  space  pro- 
vides. This  calls  for  careful  organi- 
zation on  the  author's  part  in  order 
to  say  as  crisply,  fluently,  forcefully, 
and  accurately  in  2,000  words  to 
what  you  could  easily  devote  20,000 
words.  You  must  edit  your  own  ideas 
first. 

Again,  check  the  magazine  to 
which  you  wish  to  submit  your  manu- 
script to  determine  the  average 
length  of  articles  it  uses.  The  Indiana 
Teacher  limits  major  manuscripts  to 
1,500  to  2,000  words,  depending  on 
the  number  of  photos  or  illustrations 
which  accompany  the  article.  Other 
articles  run  800  or  900  words  for 
a  one-page  layout. 

The  hardest  thing  that  you  as  a 
prospective  writer  will  have  to  do  is 
to  sit  down  and  write  the  first  sen- 
tence. The  lead  is  always  the  hardest. 
This  assumes  that  you  have  followed 
the  sage  advice  that  teachers  give 
high-school  pupils:  develop  a  work- 
ing outline  first.  This  provides  you 
with  a  guide  in  organizing  your  ma- 
terial in  a  logical  manner.  Such  a  pro- 
cedure allows  you  to  make  numerous 
notations  for  points  of  interest,  anec- 
dotes, or  the  insertion  of  ideas  which 
seem  pertinent  at  that  point.  The 
backlog  of  ideas  and  information 
gathered  during  the  research  period 
is  filtered  and  falls  into  place. 

Write  Clearly,  Naturally 

Learn  to  write  naturally.  One  good, 
simple  word  is  far  more  valuable  than 
the  most  erudite  or  pedagogical  term 
you  can  labor  to  force  into  your  story. 
Your  mission  is  not  one  of  impressing 


others  with  your  scholarship,  but 
rather  imparting  new  ideas  and 
thoughts  in  a  simple,  straightfor- 
ward,  and  uncluttered  manner. 

Finding  a  market  which  will  pub- 
lish the  magazine  article  should  pre- 
cede the  actual  writing  of  the  manu- 
script. If  your  magazine  article  is 
highly  technical  and  primarily  of  in- 
terest to  teachers  in  your  field,  you 
should  consider  first  the  journals  in 
this  area.  Study  the  possible  market 
carefully  for  several  back  issues.  You 
wouldn't  want  to  submit  a  story  if 
the  magazine  carried  a  similar  story 
a  few  issues  back. 

Sound  Out  the  Editor 

Having  decided  on  the  publication, 
your  next  step  is  to  write  a  letter  to 
the  editor  or  managing  editor  inquir- 
ing if  he  would  be  interested  in  your 
article.  Indicate  your  ideas  for  your 
proposed  article,  your  source  of  ma- 
terial, the  possibility  of  photographs 
or  illustrations,  and  your  profession- 
al background  for  writing  this  article. 

If  the  editor  decides  your  ideas  have 
merit,  he  will  indicate  this  and  give 
specifications  for  his  publication  and 
even  ideas  for  strengthening  your 
article.  He  may  say  he  has  four  ar- 
ticles on  file  on  the  same  subject. 
This  is  not  uncommon  since  strange- 
ly enough  other  teachers  in  other 
areas  are  thinking  along  the  same 
lines  you  are.  In  that  case,  browse 
through  education  journals  for  new 
prospects.  Never  submit  the  same 
article  to  more  than  one  magazine, 
at  a  time.  If  you  send  in  a  solicited 
or  unsolicited  article,  you  should 
wait  until  it  either  appears  in  print 
or  is  rejected  before  submitting  it 
to  a  second  publication. 

Professional  education  journals  do 
not  have  the  budget  to  pay  for  manu- 
scripts. This  doesn't  bother  most 
teachers  because  they  lack  the  ex- 
perience of  writing  for  pay.  Experi- 
enced writers  who  have  had  manu- 
scripts published  in  education  jour- 
nals and  newspapers  may  wish  to  con- 
sult Writer's  Market,  a  volume  of 
complete  information  about  some 
3,000  magazines  and  their  specifi- 
cations for  publication.  Another  good 
marketing  aid  is  A  Guide  to  Succc 
ful  Magazine  Writing. 
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Fear  thou  not;  for  I  am 
with  thee:  be  not  dismayed;  for  I 
am  thy  God:  I  will  strengthen 
thee;  yea,  I  will  help  thee;  yea,  I 
will  uphold  thee  with  the  right 
hand  of  my  righteousness.

What  About  Your  Last  Testimony? 

It  never  occurs  to  some  Christians  that  they  will  have 
a  "last  testimony"  for  Christ  here  on  earth.  Before  com- 
ing to  this  final  testimony  for  their  Lord  many  of  His 
children  have  an  effective  and  large  witness.  But  manv 
of  these  same  loyal,  sacrificing  saints  fail  in  their  List 
testimony  which  testimony  could  continue  for  manv 
lifetimes. 

Death  is  not  a  pleasant  thought  under  any  circum- 
stances. But  it  has  a  nasty  way  of  appearing  suddenly  and 
unexpectedly.  When  the  spirit  is  snatched  away  from 
the  bodv,  the  human  testimony  of  God's  servant  ceases. 
Therefore,  all  should  make  certain  that  the  material 
benefits  God  has  given  us  in  our  lifetime  would  be  given 
to  those  we  desire,  and  that  such  benefits  should  be 
used  for  worthy  purposes.  This  is  indeed  our  personal 
responsibility.  Just  as  we  were  prayerful  and  wise  in  our 
giving  and  investing  during  our  earthly  existence,  so 
should  we  under  God's  plan  for  our  continued  testimony 
on  earth  after  we  are  at  home  with  the  Saviour. 

Some  Christians  interpret  their  financial  responsibility 
to  God  only  in  terms  of  what  they  can  give.  What  thev 
may  have  in  excess  of  what  they  given  often  is  not  re- 
lated to  their  Christian  duties.  It  is  as  if  they  live  in  an 
entirely  different  world  in  the  use  of  their  material 
wealth.  In  Acts  4:32  members  of  the  Early  Church 
concluded  that  none  of  their  possessions  were  exclusively 
their  oyvn.  They  shared  with  others.  More  than  this,  thev 
recognized  that  all  of  that  which  they  possessed  belonged 
to  God.  Therefore,  what  Christians  do  with  what  thev 
possess  beyond  what  thev  give  is  of  extreme  importance 
with    God,   and   should    be   with    them. 

There  is  Only  One  Way  To  Be  Sure 

Properly  make  a  will!  If  you  do  not  make  a  valid  will, 
the  laws  of  "distribution  and  descent"  will  take  over, 
no  matter  how  small  or  large  the  estate.  What  happens 
after  this  is  very  uncertain.  The  disposition  of  vour 
property  could  be  absolutely  opposed  to  your  wishes  :f 
you  were  alive.  Your  money  may  be  used  for  unholy 
and  wicked  purposes,  depending  upon  the  quirks  of  the 
law  and  who  may  sue  for  vour  estate.  Most  people  work 
hard  during  a  lifetime,  and  main  sacrifice  much  for  an 
estate  they  may  be  able  to  gather.  Then  often,  either  be- 
cause of  ignorance  of  the  law  or  carelessness,  this  hard- 
earned  estate  is  lost  to  the  testimony  of  Christ. 

Every  Christian,  no  matter  what  age,  who  has  any 
earthly  goods,  should  have  a  properly  executed  will.  This 


will  should  always  be  drawn  up  by  an  attorney.  It  should 
be  executed  according  to  the  requirements  of  your  par- 
ticular state,  and  state  laws  differ  rather  widely  in  this 
matter.  It  should  be  in  writing  (not  in  long  hand)  and 
should  clearly  express  the  desires  and  wishes  of  the 
testator.  Of  course  the  testator  must  be  of  sound  mind 
and  legally  able  to  execute  the  will.  Then  to  be  en- 
forced the  will  must  be  probated  in  a  court  having  such 
jurisdiction.  (If  the  will  is  not  legally  executed  this  can- 
not be  done).  Only  this  court  can  carry  out  the  provi 
sions  of  the  will. 

To  Whom  Shall  I  Will  My  Estate? 

Surely  this  is  a  question  which  demands  much  prayer. 
The  Christian  should  desire  to  know  the  will  of  God.  As 
He  leads  in  our  current  support  of  our  families  and 
Christian  projects  and  investments,  so  He  will  lead  in 
the  provisions  of  our  last  will  and  testament. 

This  would  involve  caring  for  our  families  and  loved 
ones  to  the  degree  desired.  It  would  involve  caring  for 
all  obligations  and  expenses  for  funeral,  probate,  any 
inheritance  taxes,  et  cetera. 

Then  it  would  involve  continuing  vour  testimony 
for  Christ  by  gifts  to  institutions  which  are  faithful  to  the 
Word  of  God,  thus  multiplying  a  life  of  witnessing  for 
Christ  many  times  over.  The  Holy  Spirit  will  lead  the 
child   of  God   in   making   this  decision. 

Any  national  organization  or  church  in  the  National 
Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches  is  worthy  of  substan- 
tial mention  in  the  will  of  any  Christian.  This  is  true 
because  all  are  endeavoring  to  do  one  basic  job— get  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  lost  souls.  Thev  are  Biblical 
institutions! 

Starting  weir  churches  is  a  basic  need  in  this  whole 
picture  of  Christian  evangelization.  The  local  church 
provides  for  the  needs  of  all  other  facets  of  the  Lord's 
work.  Manpower,  money,  prayer,  spiritual  force,  all 
begin  with  and  proceed  from  the  local  church.  A  sub- 
stantial share  of  the  growth  our  NFBC  has  experienced 
since  its  beginning  twenty-two  years  ago  has  been  made 
possible  by  the  establishment  of  new  churches  which  in 
turn  support  all  ol  the  denominational  work. 

There  could  be  no  more  effective  way  for  any  child 
of  God  to  continue  his  testimony  for  Christ  for  many 
years  after  his  death  than  to  help  establish  Brethren 
churches  by  including  the  Brethren  I  Iome  Missions  CoUn- 
eil    in    his   will.    Several   fine   churches   are   in   business

The  Geistown  work  is  being  spon- 
sored jointly  by  The  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council  and  the  Mission 
Board  of  the  East  district.  God  has 
been  blessing  in  the  work  in  a  very 
wonderful  way,  both  spiritually  and 
materially.  The  Geistown  Grace 
Brethren  Church  had  its  inception  on 
November  21,  1958.  A  group  of 
twenty  Christians  met  in  a  home  for 
prayer  and  consideration  of  the  de- 
velopment of  a  soul-winning,  Bible- 
teaching  mission  work  in  the  Geis- 
town section  of  the  city  of  Johns- 
town, Pa.  At  the  following  meeting 
the  group  elected  officers  and  organ- 
ized as  a  Brethren  church.  The 
membership  has  grown  to  fifty-four.

Suburbs   Grow  6  Times  Faster  Than  Cities 


Washington— The  suburbs  grew 
six  times  faster  than  the  cities  in  the 
past  decade  and  accounted  for  near- 
ly two-thirds  of  the  national  popula- 
tion increase  during  the  ten  years. 

Reporting  this  today,  the  census 
Bureau  said  the  population  of  the 
nation's  189  metropolitan  areas  in- 
creased from  87,579,138  in  1950  to 
108,872,660  in  1960-a  gain  of  24.3 
percent. 

47.2  PERCENT  GAIN 

However,  the  central  cities  in  these 
areas  recorded  a  population  advance 
of  just  8.2  percent  while  the  sub- 
urban sections  had  a  population 
growth  of  47.2  percent. 

The  number  of  people  living  in 
the  central  cities  increased  from  51,- 
396,698  to  55,617,613  while  the  gain 
for  the  suburbs  was  from  36,182,440 
to  53,255,047. 

4  OF  5   LOST   PEOPLE 

In  a  report  based  on  preliminarv 
census  figures  which  are  subject  to 
later  revision,  the  bureau  said  the 
march  to  suburbia  accounted  for 
17,100,000  of  the  indicated  ten  year 


national  population  gain  of  26,400,- 
000. 

During  the  decade,  four  of  the  five 
cities  with  populations  of  one  mil- 
lion or  more  have  lost  people.  Los 
Angeles  was  the  only  gainer  in  this 
category  while  New  York,  Chicago, 
Philadelphia,  and  Detroit  showed 
losses. 

Editor's  Note:  This  "Associated 
Press"  news  release  gives  an  inter- 
esting sidelight  on  the  shift  of  the 
United  States  population.  It  indicates 
the  reason  for  the  new  "suburbia" 
housing  developments  springing  up 
around  every  growing  city  today. 
These  new  housing  areas  with  many 
hundred  homes  without  a  church 
creates  one  of  the  greatest  challenges 
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today  in  the  work  of  Brethren  Home 
Missions.  The  subhead  "4  of  5  lost 
people"  could  in  all  probability  also 
read  "4  out  of  5  lost  people"  in  relat- 
ing it  to  salvation.  This  spiritual  con- 
dition of  America  today  is  even  a 
greater  challenge  for  establishing 
gospel  preaching  testimonies  in  these 
new  areas.  Pray  for  Brethren  Home 
Missions  as  you  have  never  prayed 
before.

PREACH  THE  WORD!

"I  charge  thee  therefore  before  God,  and 
th2  ford  Jesus  Christ,  who  shall  judge  the 
quick  and  the  dead  at  his  appearing  and  his 
kingdom;  preach  the  word;  be  instant  in 
season;  reprove,  rebuke,  exhort  with  all 
iongsuffsring  and  doctrine"   {11  Tim.  4:1-2). 

From  the  first  moment  I  became 
interested  in  Jewish  Evangelism  I 
was  led  to  believe  by  books  I  read 
on  this  subject  and  by  some  persons 
already  in  the  work  that  the  only  ef- 
le<  tire  u  a\  ol  presenting  St  i  ipture 
to  the  Jew  was  to  use  only  those  por- 
tions contained  in  the  Old  Testament. 
I  was  told,  more  or  less  indirectly,  the 
New  Testament  portion  of  the  Holy 
Writ  was  of  little  or  no  value,  for 
the  Jew  did  not  accept  it  as  God's 
Word.  Its  use  could  only  result  in 
driving  Jewish  people  further  from 
the  truth  concerning  Messiah.  I  was 
also  told  that  the  Jew  was  well  ac- 
quainted with  the  Old  Testament. 

Now,  1  have  never  agreed  with  this 
idea  for  several  reasons.  First,  95  per- 
cent of  the  Jewish  people  are  not 
acquainted  with  the  Old  Testament. 
Contrary  to  popular  belief  they  are 
woefully  ignorant  of  even  the  sim- 
plest Old  Testament  truths.  Thev 
would  be  hard  pressed  to  name  the 
five  books  of  Moses  or  the  Ten  Com- 
mandments. They  would  not  have 
any  knowledge  relative  to  the  proph- 
ets. As  far  as  spiritual  understanding 
is  concerned,  Isaiah  states  that  their 
eyes  are  blinded,  their  ears  are  heavv, 
and  their  heart  is  unconcerned  al- 
most to  the  point  of  hopelessness.  If 
the  Jew  knows  anything  about  his 
religion,  this  knowledge  is  centered 
in  the  Talmud,  the  Rabbinical  com- 
mentaries and  the  Prayer  Book.  Sec- 
ondly, God's  Word  is  not  contained 
in  the  Old  Testament  alone.  The 
New  Testament  is  also  God's  Word 
in  every  sense.  If  we  are  to  believe 
what  we  see,  it  is  the  application  of 
the  New  Testament  truth  which 
seems  to  be  more  effective  in  the  mat- 
ter of  convicting  men  of  personal 
sin  and  the  necessity  of  a  personal 
Saviour.  Thirdly,  the  ideal  method  of 
presenting  Scripture  to  the  Jew  com- 
promises both  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ment passages.  As  the  individual  Jew 


becomes  more  susceptible  to  the 
pleading  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  it  is  the 
New  Testament  truth  which  seems 
to  appeal  to  him. 

However,  even  when  one  is  firmly 
convinced  of  this  proper  way  of  pre- 
senting Scripture,  there  are  times 
when  doubts  arise  in  his  heart  and 
mind  as  to  the  correctness  of  this 
method.  These  doubts  are  occasioned 
by  circumstances  in  the  work  which 
on  the  surface  seem  contrary  to  what 
one  would  expect  after  the  Word 
has  been  preached.  Recently  I  ex- 
perienced such  doubts. 

The  first  quarter  of  this  year, 
January  through  March,  I  brought  a 
series  of  thirteen  messages  on  the 
Book  of  Daniel.  Our  Jewish  people 
seemed  to  appreciate  the  truth  that 
was  given  forth,  and  each  message 
afforded  an  opportunity  during  our 
fellowship  period  to  discuss  the  mat- 
ter of  salvation  through  the  blood  of 
Christ  either  with  an  individual  or  be- 
fore the  whole  group.  Both  the  Wed- 
nesday Bible  Class  and  the  Friday 
Bible  Class  gave  evidence  of  real  in- 
terest in  the  second,  seventh,  and 
ninth  chapters  of  Daniel's  prophecy. 
It  was  during  this  time  that  our  Friday 
class  experienced  the  addition  of  four 
new  Jewish  women  and  one  Jewish 
man  through  the  efforts  of  one  of 
the  Jewish  women  who  has  attended 
our  meetings  for  eight  years.  All  of 
these  seemed  to  be  intensely  interest- 
ed in  the  messages  and  I  had  an  op- 
portunity to  deal  with  the  man  twice 
in  our  fellowship  periods. 

After    finishing    the    messages    on 
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Daniel,  1  had  planned  a  series  on 
the  Book  of  Matthew.  Since  Matthew 
is  the  Gospel  where  Jesus  is  pre- 
sented as  Israel's  Kino,  I  felt  it  would 
be  fitting  to  brinu  its  truth  at  this 
time.  Also,  because  of  the  great  num- 
ber  of  Old  Testament  quotations  in 
Matthew,  1  felt  this  would  afford 
a  real  opportunitv  of  demonstrating 
the  unity  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments, as  well  as  the  Messiahship  of 
the  Lord  Jesus.  Thus,  I  started  mv 
series  on  Matthew.  First,  I  pave  each 
member   of   both    classes   a   copy   of 


the  Gospel  of  Matthew  expresslv 
translated  with  the  Jewish  person 
in  mind  by  Dr.  Henry  Einspruch.  I 
encouraged  each  one  to  read  their 
copy  through  at  one  sitting  and  later 
read  one  chapter  during  the  week  on 
which  I  w;>uld  Dreach.  I  also  en- 
couraged them  to  r.sk  questions  about 
those  portions  they  did  not  under- 
stand and  to  be  faithful  in  their  read- 
ing as  it  would  be  of  real  help  to  them 
as  we  presented  the  messages.  Thev 
agreed  to  do  this. 

The  first  three  weeks  of  April  saw 
the  presentation  of  messages  on  Mat- 
thew, chapters  1,  2,  and  3.  All  were 
in  attendance  in  both  classes.  Then 
on  the  fourth  week  of  April,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  B.  of  our  Friday  class  fail- 
ed to  show  up— "company  for  din- 
ner" was  the  excuse.  The  next  week 
they  were  absent  again  and  another 
excuse  was  given— Mr.  B.  had  under- 
gone a  minor  operation.  About  this 
time  I  was  becoming  concerned  as 
to  the  wisdom  of  the  Matthew  series. 
Then  the  next  week  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
B.  came  back.  He  had  really  under- 
gone the  operation  and  had  been 
unable  to  attend  the  previous  week. 
We  praised  the  Lord  for  their  return. 
But,  then  on  the  following  week  thev 
failed  to  show  up  again,  and  we  saw 
no  more  of  them  until  the  first  week 
of  June.  When  contacted  they  gave 
all  sorts  of  excuses— sickness,  relatives 
visiting,  business,  and  a  host  of  others. 
I  read  into  each  excuse  the  thoughts 
of  my  mind:  "They  are  staying  away 
because  I'm  preaching  from  the  New 
Testament."  Again  the  doubts,  and 
to  top  it  all  one  of  the  Hebrew  Chris- 
tians in  our  group  questioned  the  wis- 
dom of  the  Matthew  series  at  the  be- 
ginning. 

I  gave  the  matter  much  thought 
and  prayer  and  came  to  the  conclu- 
sion I  would  set  the  Matthew  series 
aside  for  a  time  and  in  their  place 
bring  a  series  on  the  fifty-third  chap- 
ter of  Isaiah.  Thus,  it  was  on  the 
first  week  of  June  I  brought  the  first 
of  the  series  on  "The  Suffering  Serv- 
ant  of  Jehovah."  That  Friday  evening 
Mr.    and    Mrs.    B.    returned    to    the 
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class.  Many  things  had  arisen  which 
had  been  taking  their  time  and  kept 
them  from  the  class.  They  had  want- 
ed to  come,  but  it  was  impossible. 
Neither  had  been  too  well  and  Mr. 
B.  had  some   teeth  removed. 

After  the  message  (Isa.  53:4-6)  Mr. 
B.  asked:  "What  about  Matthew, 
did  you  finish  that?''  I  told  him:  "No; 
we  have  set  it  aside  for  a  time."  Mr. 
B.  then  told  me  how  he  had  appre- 
ciated the  Gospel  of  Matthew  I  had 
given  him.  "It's  a  wonderful  book," 
he  said,  and  you  could  tell  he  was 
much  impressed  with  it.  He  also  told 
me  he  was  very  much  interested  in 
the  messages  about  this  Gospel  and 
was  happy  he  had  not  missed  them 
all.  As  we  were  talking  I  glanced 
down  and  there  extending  out  of  his 
jacket  pocket  was  the  Gospel  of  Mat- 
thew I  had  given  him. 

And  so  it's  away  with  doubts  and 
back  to  Matthew  as  soon  as  we  fin- 
ish Isaiah  53.  It  is  so  wonderful  to 
know  we  are  to  "preach  the  word," 
not  just  part  of  it,  but  all  of  it.

WHICH    WAY 


MR.  KENNEDY? 


"Despite  efforts  to  ignore  or  to 
stifle  it,  the  religious  issue  remains 
a  major  factor  in  the  current  political 
campaign.  Indeed,  it  has  become  one 
of  the  most  significant  issues.  We 
of  this  conference,  ministers  and  lay- 
men in  Protestant  churches  of  37 
denominations,  realize  that  the  can- 
didacy of  a  Roman  Catholic  for  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  has  aroused 
questions  which  must  be  faced  frank- 
ly by  the  American  people.  We  be- 
lieve that  this  religious  issue  should 
be  handled  with  utmost  discretion; 
that  it  should  be  discussed  only  in 
a  spirit  of  truth,  tolerance,  and  fair- 
ness, and  that  no  persons  should  en- 
gage in  hate  mongering,  bigotry, 
prejudice,  or  unfounded  charges.  We 
further  believe  that  persons  who  are 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  faith  can  be 
just  as  honest,  patriotic,  and  public- 
spirited  as  those  of  any  other  faith. 
We  believe  in  the  same  freedom  of 
religion  for  Roman  Catholics  as  for 
ourselves  and  all  other  people.  The 
key  question  is  whether  it  is  in  the 
best  interest  of  our  society  for  any 
church  organization  to  attempt  to 
exercise  control  over  its  members  in 
political  and  civic  affairs.  While  the 
current  Roman  Catholic  contender 
for  the  presidency  states  specifically 
that  he  would  not  be  so  influenced, 
his  church  insists  that  he  is  duty- 
bound  to  submit  to  its  direction.  This 


unresolved  conflict  leaves   doubt  in 
the  minds  of  millions  of  our  citizens. 

"1.  The  Roman  Catholic  Church 
is  a  political,  as  well  as  a  religious, 
organization.  Traditionally,  its  hier- 
archy has  assumed  and  exercised  tem- 
poral power,  unless  and  until  that 
power  has  been  successfully  checked 
by  the  instruments  of  representative 
government.  Today  the  Vatican  in 
Rome,  representing  the  seat  of  Cath- 
olic religious  and  temporal  power, 
maintains  diplomatic  relations  with 
the  governments  of  42  countries  ex- 
changing ambassadors  who  have  of- 
ficial  status.  Spokesmen  for  the  Vati- 
can in  the  United  States  have  re- 
peatedly urged  establishment  of  dip- 
lomatic relations  with  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church,  including  appoint- 
ment by  the  president  of  an  official 
representative.  The  president  has  the 
responsibility  in  our  government  for 
conducting  foreign  relations,  includ- 
ing receiving  and  appointing  ambas- 
sadors. It  is  inconceivable  that  a  Ro- 
man Catholic  president  would  not 
be  under  extreme  pressure  by  the 
hierarchy  of  his  church  to  accede  to 
its  policies  with  respect  to  foreign  re- 
lations in  matters  including  represen- 
tation to  the  Vatican. 

"2.  The  Roman  Catholic  Church 
has  specifically  repudiated  on  many 
occasions  the  principle  sacred  to  us 
that  every  man  shall  be  free  to  fol- 
low the  dictates  of  his  conscience 
in  religious  matters.  Such  pronounce- 
ments are,  furthermore,  set  forth  as 
required  beliefs  for  everv  Roman 
Catholic,  including  the  Democratic 
nominee.  Binding  upon  him,  as  upon 
all  members  of  this  church,  is  the 
belief  that  Protestant  faiths  are  hert- 
ical  and  counterfeit  and  that  they 
have  no  theoretical  right  to  exist. 

"3.  The  record  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  in  many  countries 
where  it  is  predominant  is  one  of 
denial  of  equal  rights  for  all  of  other 
faiths.  The  constitutions  of  a  num- 
ber of  countries  prohibit  any  person 
except  Roman  Catholics  from  serv- 
ing as  president  or  chief  of  state.  The 
laws  of  most  predominantly  Cath- 
olic countries  extend  to  Catholics 
privileges  not  permitted  to  those  of 
other  faiths. 

"4.  We  realize  that  many  American 


Catholics  would  disagree  with  the 
policies  of  their  church  in  other  coun- 
tries and  would  not  want  to  intro- 
duce them  here  under  any  circum- 
stances. But  this  does  not  altogether 
reassure  us.  The  Roman  Catholic 
Church  in  the  United  States  has  re- 
peatedly attempted  to  break  down 
the  wall  of  separation  of  church  and 
state  by  a  continuous  campaign  to 
secure  public  funds  for  the  support 
of  its  schools  and  other  institutions. 
In  various  cases  where  they  predomi- 
nate, Catholics  have  seized  control 
of  the  public  schools,  staffed  them 
with  nun  teachers  wearing  their 
church  garb,  and  introduced  the 
catechism  and  practices  of  their 
church.  In  Ohio  today  (a  state  with  a 
Roman  Catholic  governor)  according 
to  an  attorney  general's  ruling,  Ro- 
man Catholic  nuns  and  sisters  may 
be  placed  on  the  public  payroll  as 
schoolteachers.  The  record  shows  that 
one  of  the  bills  introduced  by  John 
F.  Kennedy  (HR  5838,  81st  Con- 
gress), now  a  nominee  for  the  presi- 
dency, as  a  member  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  from  Massachusetts, 
had  as  its  purpose  federal  aid  to  edu- 
cation which  included  private  and 
parochial  schools.  Representative 
Kennedy  also  sought  to  amend  the 
Barden  Bill  in  the  81st  Congress  in 
such  a  way  as  to  provide  funds  for 
parochial  schools.  He  was,  however, 
the  only  senator  of  Roman  Catholic 
faith  who  voted  against  the  Morse 
Amendment  to  the  aid-to-education 
act  in  the  86th  Congress  in  1960.  The 

o 

Morse  Amendment  would  have  pro- 
vided partial  grants  and  partial  loans 
for  the  construction  of  parochial 
schools.  We  are  hopeful  that  the 
newer  phase  of  Senator  Kennedy's 
thinking  on  this  issue  will  prevail, 
but  we  can  only  measure  the  new 
against  the  old. 

"5.  Under  the  canon  law  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church,  a  presi- 
dent of  this  faith  would  not  be  al- 
lowed to  participate  in  interfaith 
meetings;  he  could  not  worship  in  a 
Protestant  church  without  securing 
the  permission  of  an  ecclesiastic. 
Would  not  a  Roman  Catholic  presi- 
dent thus  be  gravely  handicapped  in 
offering  to  the  American  people  and 
to  the  world  an  example  of  the  reli- 
gious liberty  our  people  cherish?

The  sixty  voice  Youth  Conference  choir 
under  the  direction  of  Professor  Don  Ogden, 
head  of  the  Music  Department  at  Grace 
College.  In  iust  five  days  this  group  memo- 
rized the  words  and  music  cf  he  four  num- 
bers that  they  sang  during  the  Youth  Chal- 
lenge  Hour. 

A  couple  of  hundred  teens  were 
yelling  for  their  favorite  team.  On 
the  platform  sat  two  quintets,  tensed 
and  readv  to  jump  into  action.  But 
the  teams  weren't  basketball  players, 
and  the  yelling  teen-agers  weren't 
watching  a  sporting  event.  Instead 
they  were  cheering  their  favorite 
Bible  quiz  team  which  had  quizzed 
its  way  to  the  national  championship 
finals. 

Over  a  thousand  people  attending 
the  Annual  Conference  of  the  Na- 
tional Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches  in  Winona  Lake,  Ind., 
August  20,  1960,  saw  and  heard  the 
finale  of  a  whole  year  of  "Godlv 
exercise."  Spiritual  exercise  provided 
for  youth  through  the  Spiritual  Com- 
petition program  of  the  Brethren 
Youth  Council. 

But  quizzing  is  only  one  phase  of 
spiritual    exercise    which    Paul    told 


Timothy  was  essential.  National 
champions  in  six  other  categories  of 
Spiritual  Competition  provided  the 
ingredients  for  a  program  which 
thrilled  the  audience.  And  it  sent 
them  awav  with  new  hope  for  the  fu- 
ture of  The  Brethren  Church— a 
brighter  hope  because  teen-agers  are 
"stirring  up"  the  gifts  of  God— gifts 
the  Bible  says  dare  not  be  neglected. 

Before  the  champion  preacher, 
sang  leader,  essavist,  instrumental, 
and  vocal  musicians,  and  quiz  team 
were  selected,  scores  of  young  people 
competed  in  district  competition. 
Hundreds  more  competed  locally- 
competed  in  contests  where  no  one 
ever  really  loses. 

One  teen-ager  wrote:  "We  didn't 
win  first  place  in  the  national  quiz, 
but  we  didn't  lose  either.  We  will 
never  regret  the  hundreds  of  hours 
spent  in  studying  the  Bible  preparing 
for  the  quiz  competition." 

No;  the  Youth  Challenge  Hour 
didn't  begin  on  Saturday  night. 
August  20.  It  didn't  end  there  either. 
Young  people  were  led  by  the  Spirit 
(the   Youth   Conference   theme)    be- 


fore, during,  and  following  the  Youth 
Conference.  One  teen-ager  said:  "I 
didn't  know  why  I  came  until  after 
I  got  here  and  felt  the  wonderful 
spiritual  atmosphere.  Now  1  know 
that  I  am  led  here  by  the  Spirit." 
Another  said:  "When  I  came  to  the 
Youth  Conference,  I  thought  I  was 
a  Christian.  But  since  I  have  been 
here  with  all  these  kids  who  are  real 
Christians  I  have  discovered  that 
I  wasn't  a  Christian  at  all.  But  now 
I  am  born  new." 

After  arriving  home  another  voung 
person  wrote:  "You  can't  imagine 
what  you've  done  to  help  me  see 
Christ  in  a  much  clearer  way.  .  .  . 
For  the  first  time  I  have  felt  the  j<>v 
of  witnessing  for  Christ.  And  I  have 
discovered  that  I  can  have  this  joy 
just  as  often  as  I  witness.  I  plan  to 
talk  for  m\  Saviour  every  chance  I 
get."

My  topic  for  this  evening,  "Go 
ye  into  all  the  world."  This  reminds 
me  of  a  story  that  I  heard  yesterday 
about  a  pastor.  Sergeant  Jackson  of 
the  Ohio  State  Patrol  said  that  this 
particular  pastor  thought  he  had  to 
get  into  all  the  world  in  one  day.  A 
patrolman  stopped  him  and  asked 
why  he  was  exceeding  the  speed 
limit.  He  said:  "Well,  I  don't  have 
to  worry  about  speed  because  I  have 
a  guardian  angel."  The  patrolman 
said:  "At  the  rate  you  are  going,  he's 
twenty  miles  behind  you." 

I  would  like  to  read  for  my  text, 
from  the  Gospel  of  Saint  Mark,  chap- 
ter 16  and  verse  15.  I  want  each  per- 
son to  become  extremely  serious  for 
these  next  few  moments  because  I 
believe  what  God's  Word  has  to  say 
to  us  vitally  concerns  each  person 
in  this  room  this  evening. 

"And  he  said  unto  them,  Go  ye  into 
all  the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel 
to  every  creature."  This  commission 
is  not  for  the  person  sitting  next  to 
you— it's  for  you!  You  say,  "Oh  yes, 
but  I  haven't  been  called  to  go  into 
all  the  world."  Bless  your  hearts, 
you'd  better  read  your  Bible  because 
this  call  excluded  no  one.  Every 
person  who  has  ever  been  born  again 
has  been  called  of  God  into  full-time 
Christian  service.  You  ask:  "How 
can  you  say  that?  You  don't  know 
the  will  of  God  for  my  life."  I  find 
no  place  in  this  Holy  Book  that  gives 
any  indication  that  Christianity  is 
a  part-time  business.  Christianity  is 
not  something  we  put  on  and  take 
off  like  a  suit  of  clothes;  Christianity 
is  not  like  a  job  that  we  go  to  and 
come  home  from.  Christianity  is  a 
way  of  life  that  is  found  in  the  per- 
son of  Jesus  Christ,  and  it  is  full 
time! 

I  emphasize  this  verse  three  ways: 
first,  the  "Go."  Christ  Jesus  said: 
"GO  ye  into  all  the  world." 

So  often  we  think  about  what  we 
are  going  to  do  for  Christ  sometime 
way  off  in  the  future,  and  we  neglect 
to  qo  right  now. 

I  played  football  in  high  school. 
There  was  a  certain  group  of  boys

to.  He  never  corrected  their  mistakes; 
they  didn't  make  any.  They  weren't 
really  there  to  play  the  game.

The  helmsman  of  a  ship  is  a  very 
important  man.  He  has  plotted  a 
course,  he  has  set  a  compass,  and  he 
has  hold  of  the  wheel.  But  he  still 
may  not  be  guiding  the  ship.  He 
can  sit  there  and  turn  that  wheel 
from  now  until  doom's  day,  and  he 
will  never  be  able  to  guide  the  ship 
until  he  gets  the  motor  started  and 
he  gets  some  go  behind  it.

cannot  guide  our  lives  until  we  are 
going— until  we  are  doing  something. 
We  can't  sit  still  and  wait  for  some 
strange  feeling  which  we  say  is  a 
call  of  God.  God  has  given  us  the 
call  rioht  here  in  the  Bible.  The 
call  is  a  command,  GO! 

The  second  emphasis,  "Go  YE!" 
Jesus  Christ  said:  "Go  ye  into  all  the 
world."  I  have  a  sister  who  is  on  the 
mission  field  in  Africa.  I  have  a 
brother  in  the  pastorate.  Many  of 
my  brothers  and  sisters  (there  are 
ten  in  all)  are  Sunday-school  teach- 
ers and  Christian  workers.  For  many 
years  I  said  to  God:  "God.  here  am 
I,  but  I  want  to  stay  right  here.  Send 
my  brothers  and  sisters.  Hasn't  our 
family  done  enough  for  you,  Lord? 
Do  you  have  to  have  my  life,  too? 


God  said,  'Go  YE  into  all  the  world.'" 
Now  I  realize  that  God  does  not 
deal  with  people  as  families  or  groups. 
He  deals  with  us  as  individuals.  To- 
night God  says  to  everyone  of  us: 
"Go  ye  into  all  the  world." 

The  third  emphasis  is,  "go  into  all 
the  world."  So  we  immediately  think 
of  foreign  missions  and  some  remote 
part  of  the  world  far  distant  from 
our  land— and  we  should.  I  believe 
Jesus  meant  for  us  to  go  into  all 
the  world— all  of  this  ball  on  which 
we  live.  If  God  calls  you  to  some  far 
distant  land,  you'll  never  be  happy 
any  place  else.  Each  day  at  the  Youth 
Conference  we  heard  missionaries 
from  different  countries.  The  joy  that 
overflowed  from  their  lives  gave  evi- 
dence that  thev  were  in  the  place 
that  God  wanted  them  to  be. 

There  is  still  another  sense  in 
which  we  can  go  into  all  the  world. 
Each  of  us  has  our  own  individual 
little  world.  I  was  never  so  impressed 
with  this  as  when  I  was  traveling 
across  country  on  my  way  to  Winona 
Lake.  In  every  town  the  people  were 
complete  strangers  to  me.  I  didn't 
know  these  people  and  probably  I 
never  would  know  them.  I  may  never 
come  into  vour  town,  I  may  never 
know  the  people  there,  but  you  know 
them.  This  then  is  your  world.  Have 
you  gone  into  all  of  it? 

I  realize  that  I  have  not  been 
going  into  all  of  my  world.  If  I  ex- 
pected God  to  use  me  in  some  far 
distant  place  of  the  world,  I  had 
better  go  to  the  people  at  work,  and 
I  had  better  go  to  the  kids  at  school. 
This  is  the  world  in  which  I  now 
live.  So  God  has  given  us  the  call  to 
go;  go  into  all  the  world;  go  into 
all  the  world  now! 

This  is  especially  true  for  young 
people.  We  cannot  fully  realize  the 
importance  of  time  until  it's  past. 
Many  times  I've  heard  older  people 
say:  "I  didn't  give  my  life  to  Christ 
when  I  was  young,  and  I  have  wasted 
many  years."  Young  people,  we  don't 
have  time  to  waste.  I  read  this  "lost 
and  found"  ad  recently:  "Lost  yester 
day,  somewhere  between  sunrise  and 
sunset.  Two  golden  hours,  each  hav- 
ing sixty  ruby  minutes,  and  each  set 
with  sixty  diamond  studded  sei

Some  of  the  beloved  older  genera- 
tion may  be  of  the  opinion  that  teens 
could  well  be  spoken  of  as  the  "pe- 
culiar people"  of  our  day.  Yet,  teen- 
agers realize  they  too  are  in  a  great 
battle;  they  can  feel  the  struggle- 
within     and     without.

Too  many  think  of  the  in- 
dwelling of  a  person,  which  we  call 
the  Christian  life,  as  simply  a  set  of 
rules,  a  code  of  laws,  a  system  of 
ethics,  or  a  harsh  list  of  ten  com- 
mandments designed  to  make  you 
good  but  square,  or  at  the  least,  miser- 
able.

tian— not  bv  quantity  of  good  works, 
or  quality  of  life,  or  by  a  negative  at- 
titude toward  sin.  The  only  condi- 
tion is  receiving  a  gift.  As  simple  as 
that— receiving  a  gift.  After  this  comes 
a  great  Christian  experience. 

This  true  Christianity  of  which  I 
speak,  has  many  parts,  and  is  many 
things. 

It  is  the  door  to  opportunity.  A 
great  all-knowing  God  can  only  lead 
persons  who  are  fully  surrendered  to 
His  will  to  the  many  opportunities 
in  this  world.  Almost  anything  can 
be  a  field  for  the  Lord,  and  anything 
or  anyone  can  be  conquered  in  His 
strength. 

Christianity  is  the  key  to  success, 
for  success  is  a  person— the  Holy 
Spirit  of  God,  indwelling  every  born- 
again  believer.  Success  is  the  normal 
and  natural  state  of  every  believer 
through  the  power  and  wisdom  of 
the  Spirit.  Success  in  Christian  life  is 
the  Holy  Spirit,  and  our  absolute  re- 
liance on  Him.  Negatively,  lack  of 
success  is  always  due  to  lack  of  rec- 
ognition and  dependence  upon  God. 
We  fail  alone. 

Christianity  has  the  privilege  of  a 
plan— God's  plan  for  all  His  chil- 
dren. His  power  accompanies  this 
plan.  As  God  reveals  what  His  will 
is.  Lie  also  supplies  the  needed 
strength  and  wisdom  to  carry  out 
that  will.  Both  plan  and  power  go 
together.  Not  in  great  amounts  at 
once,  but  on  a  "moment  bv  moment" 
basis.   The  matter  of  power  is  verv 


important,"  for  it  is  made  absolutely 
indispensable  because  of  the  lofty 
standards  of  conduct  which  God's 
plan  calls  for!!  Don't  think  God  is 
satisfied  with  our  mere  human  best. 

Christianity  is  a  challenge  for  liv- 
ing. We  have  to  live  as  children  of 
God.  We  must  rejoics  always,  :iot 
only  when  things  are  going  our  way, 
but  also  to  give  thanks  for  every- 
thing, including  the  hard  places; 
love  the  brethren,  even  the  unlovely 
ones;  not  worry  or  fret;  prav  with- 
out ceasing.  This  is  all  impossible  in 
puny  human  strength  without  God's 
help.  But  He  doesn't  ask  that.  His 
plan  includes  power. 

Christianity  develops  people  for 
service.  A  beautiful  storv  is  told  of  a 
king  going  into  his  garden.  To  his 
surprise,  he  found  his  trees  dying, 
his  shrubs  and  flowers  wilted.  He 
asked  the  oak  why  it  was  dying, 
and  the  oak  replied:  "Because  I  can- 
not be  tall  like  the  pine."  He  asked 
the  pine  why  it  was  drooping,  and  it 
replied:  "Because  I  cannot  bear  grapes 
like  the  vine."  He  asked  the  vine 
why  it  was  wilting,  and  it  replied: 
"Because  I  cannot  blossom  like  the 
rose."  Then,  the  king  came  upon 
the  rose  blooming  as  fresh  as  ever. 
Hs  asked  why  it  was  not  wilting  like 
the  other  things  around  it,  and  the 
rose  replied:  "I  took  it  for  granted 
that  when  you  planted  me  here  you 
wanted  a  rose.  If  you  had  desired  an 
oak  or  a  vine  or  a  pine  tree  here, 
\oii  would  have  planted  such.  Since 
you  put  me  here,  I  decided  to  do  the 
best  I  can  to  be  what  you  want  me  to 
be.  I  am  trying  to  be  the  best  rose 
for  you."  Many  people  in  the  Lord's 
garden  want  to  be  something  else 
than  what  the  Lord  wants  them  to  do 
or  be,  and  are  unhappy  and  drooping, 
when  they  should  be  happy  and  serv- 
ing. What  a  lesson  for  our  lives. 

Christianity  gives  daily  rewards.  It 
seems  God  has  both  a  directive  and 
a  permissive  will.  His  directive  will  is 
His  highest  and  best;  His  permissive 
will,  the  second  best.  The  first  is 
obtained  bv  a  day-by-day,  hour-by- 
hour  committal,  while  the  second, 
God  is  sometimes  forced  to  send  to 
those  who  refuse  His  best.  There  is 
coming  a  day  when  life  will  be  over, 
and  when  eternity  will  have  begun. 
Here  too  there  will  be  rewards.  Now, 
the  dead  center  of  God's  holv  will 
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is  the  place  of  rewards.  There,  God 
is  free  to  work  out  in  the  life  all  His 
plans  and  purposes.  Any  other  place 
in  life  is  valueless  and  even  danger-

ous. 

Christianity  incurs  responsibility. 
The  eyes  of  the  world  are  upon  you. 
A  little  girl  watched  everything  that 
happened  at  her  mother's  card  party. 
She  observed  how  her  mother  was 
dressed,  how  she  dealt  the  cards,  how 
the  women  drank  cocktails,  and  how 
they  smoked  their  cigarettes.  The 
next  day,  the  little  girl  gathered  her 
playmates  together  to  play  party.  She 
dressed  in  some  of  her  mother's 
clothes.  She  slipped  into  her  mother's 
room  and  got  her  mother's  package 
of  cigarettes.  Returning  to  her  play- 
mates, she  put  a  cigarette  in  her 
mouth.  She  struck  a  match.  In  try- 
ing to  light  the  cigarette,  she  acci- 
dentally set  fire  to  the  mother's  dress 
which  she  was  wearing.  Instantly,  she 
became  a  "human  torch."  A  few  hours 
later,  as  she  was  dying,  the  little 
girl  whispered:  "I  did  like  mother, 
and  it  killed  me."  How  great  our 
influence  over  others.  Watch,  lest 
we  bring  them  to  destruction! 

Christianity  fosters  spiritual 
growth.  Prayer  is  like  breathing.  Bible 
study  is  like  eating.  We  also  must 
have  spiritual  exercise.  As  humanly 
there  is  chance  of  loosing  that  girlish 
figure  or  handsome  muscle  by  in- 
activity, so  our  spiritual  life  may  be- 
come sluggish  and  weak.  We  must 
balance  study  and  prayer  with  a  life 
of  service  for  Christ,  finding  a  defi- 
nite outlet  for  God-given  talents. 

In  Ezekiel  2:1,  there  is  an  account 
of  God  speaking  to  His  prophet.  The 
passage  begins:  "And  he  said  unto  me, 
Son  of  man,  stand  upon  thy  feet, 
and  I  will  speak  unto  thee."  God  had 
a  message  for  Ezekiel  to  give  the 
children  of  Israel.  Even  so,  a  great 
part  of  Christianity  is  witnessing, 
and  a  mission  of  God's  love;  He  has 
a  message  of  salvation  He  commands 
all  believers  to  tell.  Verse  2  continues: 
"And  the  spirit  entered  into  me  when 
he  spake  unto  me,  and  set  me  upon 
my  feet,  that  I  heard  him  that  spake 
unto  me."  In  the  measure  that  self 
goes  out,  Christ  can  come  in.  Ezekiel 
heeded  God's  command,  but  God 
did  not  give  him  the  exact  message 
until  he  was  on  his  feet— ready  to  go 
and  give  all  for  the  Lord.

Do  We  Take  God's  Goodness  for  Granted? 

A  recent  report  from  one  large  denomination  indicates 
that  900  of  its  churches  are  without  pastors.  Another  de- 
nomination reports  700  pastorless  churches.  The  numbers 
may  vary  from  one  church  group  to  another,  according  to 
their  size,  but  the  statistics  show  that  practically  every 
denomination  today  is  desperately  in  need  of  pastors.  More 
than  this,  there  is  no  prospect  of  relief  as  the  population 
continues  to  increase  and  expansion  becomes  imperative. 
To  make  matters  worse,  the  number  of  men  enrolling  in 
many  seminaries  is  becoming  fewer  and  fewer.  In  view 
of  the  theology  (or  lack  of  it)  taught  in  most  of  these 
institutions,  perhaps  that  is  a  good  thing! 

We,  in  The  Brethren  Church,  are  somewhat  prone  to 
take  the  goodness  of  the  Lord  for  granted.  No  church 
needs  to  be  long  without  a  pastor.  Churches  sometimes 
wait  for  months  as  they  seek  to  secure  the  man  whom 
they  believe  the  Lord  would  have  them  call.  But,  churches 
are  not  without  pastors  because  there  arc  no  men  for  the 
job.  Our  fortunate  situation  is  more  remarkable  when  we 
consider  the  fact  that  the  National  Fellowship  of  Breth- 
ren Churches  has  more  than  doubled  the  number  of  its 
i ^rcgations  during  the   past   twent\  five   vears. 

There  is  a  reason  for  these  blessings  from  the  Lord. 
Paralleling  the  growth  in  the  number  of  congregations 
during  these  years  has  been  the  organization  and  develop- 
ment of  Grace  Theological  Seminary.  A  survey  of  the 
field  will  immediately  reveal  the  large  number  of  Breth- 
ren pastors  who  were  given  the  formal  preparation  for 
their  ministry  at  Grace.  In  the  home-mission  program, 
forty-one  alumni  of  Grace  Seminary  are  at  work  under 
the  direction  of  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council. 

Our  foreign-mission  program  has  likewise  experienced, 
during  this  same  period,  an  expansion  unparalleled  in  the 
history  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  New  fields 
in  five  countries  have  been  entered  by  Brethren  mission- 
aries. There  has  been  no  lack  of  trained  volunteers  for 
these  fields.  Grace  Seminary  is  the  reason. 

The  report  of  this  semester's  seminary  enrollment  given 
by  Dr.  Homer  A.  Kent,  Sr.  (see  page  662)  should  give 
us  occasion  to  thank  God  for  His  goodness.  It  should  bring 
a  sense  of  satisfaction  and  blessing  to  all  who,  through 
these  years,  have  been  faithful  in  making  the  ministry 
of  Grace  Seminary  possible.  It  should  be  a  means  of  en- 
couragement and  challenge  to  us  as  we  face  toward  the 
future.  Let  us  never  take  God's  goodness  for  granted!

Grace  College  is  not,  by  any  means,  the  only  school 
in  the  countrv  which  is  facing  acute  dormitory  problems 
just  now.  A  recent  issue  of  Life  magazine,  reporting  the 
conditions  on  American  campuses,  features  the  follow- 
ing headline:  "Flood  of  Grown-up  War  Babies  Finds 
Colleges  Unready."  The  article  goes  on  to  state  that  a 
tidal  wave  of  freshmen  in  this  year's  enrollment  is 
flooding  U.  S.  colleges.  These  entering  students  have 
raised  the  total  college  enrollment  to  almost  four  mil- 
lion. By  1970  it  will  approach  seven  million.  Those  who 
expect  to  be  freshmen  in  1961  are  already  anxiously 
looking  around  for  a  school  to  enter. 

Though  it  had  long  been  known  that  the  rush  of 
war  babies  was  coming,  college  after  college  across  the 
country  was  caught  unprepared.  Instead  of  dwelling  in 
the  hallowed  halls  the  fall  arrivals  found  themselves  to  be 
surplus,  moving  into  emergency  quarters  in  trailer  camps, 
hotels,  dormitory  lounges,  even  basements.  One  dreary 
dormitory  in  an  Atlanta  (Ga.)  university  was  previously 
a  place  turned  over  to  visiting  athletic  teams  for  relax- 
ation. It  is  now  a  bedroom  for  twenty  boys.  Basement 
quarters  were  prepared  for  girls  in  an  Illinois  school 
which  has  sprung  from  a  teachers'  college  of  300  stu- 
dents to  a  university  of  more  than  8,000  students. 
Nearly  half  of  these  were  obligated  this  year  to  find  their 
own  quarters.  Comments  Life's  editor:  "Most  freshmen 
are  taking  crowded  conditions  philosophically,  though 
sometimes  thev  must  virtually  live  from  a  suitcase." 

Dormitory  space  is  not  the  only  problem  colleges  are 
facing.  There  is  a  desperate  lack  of  classroom  space. 
For  this  reason  many  schools  have  found  it  necessary  to 
limit  their  enrollment.  What  is  being  done  to  relieve  this 
serious  situation?  Educators  are  looking,  savs  Life,  to 
new  colleges,  175  of  which  have  been  born  in  the  past 
decade  (Grace  College  is  one  of  these).  In  addition  to  the 
four-vear  schools,  nearly  700  two-vear  colleges  have  been 
established  to  care  for  almost  a  million  voung  people. 
Also,  at  least  twenty-five  publicly  supported  colleges 
started  this  year,  using  whatever  quarters  thev  could  find 
and  press  into  service.  For  example,  one  in  Massachusetts, 
which  expects  to  double  in  size  next  year,  began  in 
September  with  150  students.  Thev  are  obliged  to  at- 
tend a  former  high  school  which  they  temporarily  share 
with   a   horde  of  seventh   graders. 

Such  new  colleges  face  the  task  of  securing  competent 
teachers.  In  many  of  these  new  schools  the  teachers  are

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NOAH'S  ARK 

Has  the 

Ark  Been  Discovered?

Public  attention  has  been  drawn 
once  again  to  Noah's  Ark  through 
the  recent  discovery  of  a  boat-shaped 
formation  500  feet  long  on  a  moun- 
tain  twentv  miles  south  of  Mount 
Ararat  at  an  elevation  of  7,000  feet. 
An  expedition  of  American  scientists 
sponsored  bv  the  Archaeological  Re- 
search Foundation  visited  the  site 
early  this  summer.  While  opinions 
differed,  one  scientist  concluded  that 
nothing  in  nature  could  have  created 
such  a  symmetrical  shape. 

This  is  not  the  first  attempt  to  find 
remains  of  the  Ark.  In  1670  a  Dutch 
traveler  named  Jan  Struys  visited 
what  he  believed  to  be  the  very  spot 
where  it  had  landed;  while  as  re- 
cently as  1952  a  French  explorer, 
Fernand  Navarra,  claimed  to  have 
found  remains  of  the  Ark  frozen  in 
the  ice  of  Mount  Ararat  at  an  eleva- 
tion of  13,000  feet.  Perhaps  the  most 
spectacular  claim  was  that  of  a  Rus- 
sian flyer  during  World  War  I  (de- 
scribed in  Chapter  VI  of  Dr.  Alfred 
Rehwinkel's  volume,  The  Flood). 

Naturally,  Christians  will  follow 
such  reports  with  much  interest,  for 
anything  that  tends  to  confirm  the 
historicity  of  the  Bible  is  to  be  wel- 
comed. On  the  other  hand,  it  is  the 
better  part  of  wisdom  to  maintain  a 
healthy  skepticism  in  this  matter  until 
archeologists  have  completed  their 
investigations.  After  all,  it  is  highly 
improbable  that  a  wooden  structure 
like  the  Ark  could  have  survived 
many  years  of  intense  weathering 
after  landing  on  the  top  of  a  moun- 
tain. More  than  once  in  the  history  of 
the  church  the  Scriptures  have  been 
brought  into  disrepute  by  the  mis- 
guided zeal  of  relic  hunters  and  sen- 


sationalists; and  Christians  need  to 
be  especially  careful  lest  they  en- 
courage those  who  are  weak  in  the 
faith  to  place  their  confidence  in 
archeological  discoveries,  rather  than 
in  the  simple  testimony  of  God's  in- 
fallible Word. 

The   Significance   of   the   Ark 

It  is  easy  to  understand,  however, 
why  men  have  always  been  fasci- 
nated by  the  story  of  the  Ark.  For  an 
entire  year  the  remnant  of  the  entire 
human  race  and  of  all  air-breathing 
animals  floated  on  a  shoreless  ocean 
in  this  gigantic  vessel.  In  this  sense, 
every  person  in  the  world  today  owes 
his  present  existence  to  the  efficiency 
of  a  three-decked  barge! 

God  knew  the  purpose  which  the 
Ark  would  serve  in  the  time  of  com- 
ing universal  crisis,  and  He  gave 
Noah  instructions  concerning  the  ma- 
terials, the  floor  and  room  design,  the 
insulation,  the  dimensions,  and  the 
ventilation  (Gen.  6:14-16).  Noah  had 
over  a  century  to  work  on  this  struc- 
ture, doubtless  with  the  help  of  hired 
men  as  well  as  his  three  sons  (6:3), 
and  he  brought  to  this  immense  task 
half  a  millennium  of  experience  in 
all  the  skills  of  antediluvian  crafts- 
manship (5:32;  cf.  4:17-22). 

Because  the  Ark  was  intended  to 
carry  two  of  every  kind  of  land 
animal  (6:19-20),  it  had  to  be  of  co- 
lossal proportions.  Even  if  the  mini- 
mum estimate  of  the  length  of  the 
cubit  be  adopted  (17.5  inches),  the 
Ark  had  a  deck  area  of  about  95,700 
square  feet,  equivalent  to  more  than 
twenty  college  basketball  courts;  and 
its  total  volume  was  about  1.400,000 
cubic  feet,  equivalent  to  that  of  522 


standard  two-decked  railroad  stock 
cars.  Ernst  Mavr,  a  leading  syste- 
matic taxonomist,  estimates  that  there 
are  about  17,600  species  of  mammals, 
birds,  reptiles,  and  amphibians  in 
the  world  today.  Less  than  200  stock 
cars  would  be  needed  to  carry  a  pair 
of  each  of  these  17,600  species  (in- 
cluding seyen  each  of  the  "clean" 
beasts),  and  there  would  still  be  left 
over  the  room  occupied  bv  322  mod- 
ern stock  cars.  Truly,  this  was  an 
amazing  engineering  feat  at  the  dawn 
of  human  history!  Not  until  the  late 
nineteenth  century  were  men  able 
to  construct  a  ship  larger  than  the 
Ark! 

Never  again  will  it  be  necessary 
lor  men  to  construct  an  ark,  for  God 
has  promised  that  the  earth  shall 
never  experience  another  universal 
Deluge  (Gen.  9:11).  But  God  has 
warned  men  that  some  day  He  will 
destroy  the  earth  by  fire  (II  Pet.  3:7, 
10-12).  When  that  catastrophe  comes, 
no  ark  of  gopher  wood,  however 
strong,  will  be  able  to  protect  men 
from  the  elements  and  bring  them 
into  the  new  world.  The  only  ark 
that  God  knows  anything  about  that 
is  capable  of  performing  such  a  task 
as  this  is  the  Ark  of  Safety  who  in 
vites  men  still:  "Come  unto  me,  all 
ye  that  labour  and  are  heavy  laden, 
and  I  will  give  you  rest''  (Matt.  II: 
28).  While  men  are  laboring  to  find 
the  remains  of  Noah's  Ark,  let  us 
labor  to  bring  them  to  the  true  Ark 
of  God,  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

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Going  Down  to  Jericho

One  can,  if  he  wishes,  reach  Jeri- 
cho today  over  well  surfaced  asphalt 
highways  in  a  relative  degree  of  com- 
fort, providing  that  the  trip  is  made 
in  the  winter  when  the  temperature 
is  pleasant.  But  in  order  to  acquire 
more  Biblical  background,  I'm  ask- 
ing you  to  depart  with  me  from  the 
asphalted  highway  just  beyond  the 
half-way  point  and  proceed  over  a 
track  through  the  wasteland  that  fol- 
lows the  course  of  the  old  Roman 
road  to  Jericho.  The  route  is  rough 
and  narrow  but  passable,  and  I  can 
assure  you  that  there  will  be  no  traf- 
fic problem. 

The  land  we  traverse  is  referred  to 
in  the  Bible  as  the  wilderness  of 
Judea.  The  atmosphere  is  very  clear, 
and  distant  points  seem  close  at  hand, 
but  all  that  the  eye  takes  in  is  bar- 
ren wasteland.  Occasionally  one 
spots  an  Arab  Beduin  with  a  herd 
of  goats,  although  you  wonder  how 
his  animals  find  a  blade  of  grass  to 
eat.  This  is  forbidding  country  in- 
deed, and  a  person  readily  under- 
stands how  the  man  of  whom  Jesus 
spoke  could  "fall  among  thieves" 
when  he  traveled  this  road  (Luke 
10:30).  Even  today  people  who  de- 
sire to  escape  the  sphere  of  consti- 
tuted authority  find  this  area  a  refuge. 
About  the  only  settled  inhabitants 
of  the  region  are  monks  of  the  Greek 
Orthodox  Church,  whose  quest  for 
solitude  has  certainly  been  realized. 
Their  monastery  of  Saint  George 
hangs  precariously,  it  seems,  upon 
the  precipice  of  the  Wadi  Qilt  in 
the  most  remote  and  inaccessible 
place  imaginable. 


When  we  emerge  from  these  bar- 
ren hills,  we  find  ourselves  standing 
at  the  cliff  overlooking  the  Jordan 
Valley-  The  first  thing  below  us  to 
catch  the  eye  is  the  large  patch  of 
green  in  the  arid  sands  which  marks 
the  modern  town  of  Jericho.  Closer 
to  us  are  two  wasted  mounds  that 
were  once  inhabited  areas,  parts  of 
the  Jericho  of  New  Testament  times. 
In  the  distance  and  to  the  north  the 
practiced  eye  can  locate  the  ruined 
heap  which  was  once  the  site  of 
Jericho  in  the  days  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment. This  latter  will  be  our  point  of 
main  interest,  but  along  the  way  we 
will  stop  at  New  Testament  Jericho 
just  long  enough  to  peek  into  the  ex- 
cavations and  see  some  of  the  Hero- 
dian    installations    uncovered    there. 


When  we  pass  through  the  present- 
day  Jericho,  we  observe  the  fasci- 
nating street  scenes  and  shops,  and  we 
may  refuel  at  the  station  which  adver- 
tises itself  as  the  lowest  service  station 
in  the  world,  nearly  900  feet  below 
sea  level. 

The  first  close-up  view  of  Old 
Testament  Jericho,  named  Tell  es- 
Sultan  by  the  Arabs,  is  not  very  im- 
pressive (see  accompanying  picture). 
Because  it  possesses  no  cover  of  vege- 
tation, it  is  simply  an  unsightly  heap 
of  occupational  debris  collected  over 
millennia  of  time,  now  showing  the 
ugly  scars  of  excavation  trenches  and 
erosion.  But  the  mound  has  some 
amazing  secrets  to  disclose. 

The  spring  at  the  base  of  the 
mound,    giving    forth    a    perennial 
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stream  of  water,  is  the  first  thing  to 
attract  our  interest.  It  was  the  source 
of  life  for  ancient  Jericho,  just  as  it 
is  for  the  modern  town;  there  would 
never  have  been  a  Jericho  without  it. 
It  is  an  interesting  spectacle  to  see 
the  Arab  women  coming  to  the  spring 
for  water,  and  carrying  it  home  in 
graceful  pottery  vessels  balanced  on 
the  head,  just  as  thev  have  done  for 
centuries.  In  the  evening  thev  come 
by  the  scores,  issuing  from  the  im- 
mense refugee  camps  located  just 
north  of  the  ancient  mound. 

The  mound  itself  is  still  seventy 
feet  high  with  deposits  of  occupation 
in  spite  of  the  erosion  which  started 
centuries  ago,  as  soon  as  the  site  was 
no  longer  occupied.  Near  the  center 
is  a  deep  excavation  trench  into  which 
the  amazed  viewer  mav  look  to  see  a 
well-preserved  tower  built  of  stone.  It 
is  at  least  thirty  feet  down  to  the  top 
of  the  tower,  and  another  thirty  feet 
to  its  base.  This  means,  of  course, 
that  when  the  tower  was  built  the 
surface  level  was  sixty  feet  lower 
than  one  finds  it  today.  The  tower 
was  built  by  a  people  who  had  not 
vet  learned  to  make  pottery,  at  a  time 
approximately  7000  years  B.  C.  A 
well-constructed  stair  passage  leads 
through  the  tower  from  top  to  bot- 
tom. (The  accompanying  picture 
shows  the  writer  emerging  at  the  base 
of  the  tower.) 

This  and  other  excavation  pits  show 
in  their  side  walls  a  confusing  suc- 
cession of  stone  foundations  and  walls 
of  sun-dried  brick,  sometimes  inter- 
rupted by  layers  of  ashes,  evidences 
perhaps  of  destruction.  The  unini- 
tiated can  only  look  at  these  things 
for  general  impressions,  for  only  a 
skilled  archeologist  equipped  with 
the  data  recorded  during  the  excava- 
tions can  interpret  what  is  before 
our  eves.  On  one  visit  we  were 
privileged  to  receive  such  an  interpre- 
tation from  the  most  recent  excavator 
at  Jericho,  Miss  Kathleen  Kenyon. 

On  the  west  side  of  the  mound 
one  can  trace  along  the  side  of  one 
of  the  trenches  the  remains  of  a 
thickly  plastered  rampart,  a  part  of 
the  town's  outer  defenses  during  the 
so-called  Hyksos  period.  The  pres- 
ence of  this  plastered  rampart  helps 
to  clear  up  a  misinterpretation  of  evi- 
dence deriving  from  an  excavation 
in  the  1930's.  The  earlier  excavator 


thought  that  he  had  uncovered  the 
wall  which  dated  from  Joshua's  time, 
in  round  numbers  about  1400  B.C. 
The  plastered  rampart,  however,  can 
be  seen  to  have  extended  over  the 
top  of  that  wall.  Since  the  rampart 
was  constructed  about  1700  B.C.,  it 
is  evident  that  the  wall  which  it 
passed  over  must  have  been  built 
before  that  time,  and  not  in  Joshua's 
day.  Actually,  the  wall  earlier  iden- 
tified as  the  wall  of  Joshua's  time  was 
built  sometime  before  2000  B.C., 
which  improved  archeological  meth- 
ods have  shown. 

I'm  sure  that  my  reader  then  wants 
to  know  where  the  city's  ruins  are 
that  date  from  Joshua's  destruction  of 
the  place.  Such  parts  of  the  city  as 
existed  in  Joshua's  time  were  built 
higher  up  on  the  mound  than  that 
which  still  remains  today.  The  rains 
of  many  winters  have  carried  awav 
the  deposits  from  mud  brick  and 
other  debris  that  were  laid  down  in 
the  days  of  Joshua,  leaving  only  what 
was  deposited  lower,  and  therefore 
was  of  an  earlier  date.  Archeolo- 
gists  have  discovered  only  enough 
Late  Bronze  Age  deposits  to  prove 
that  the  city  was  inhabited  when  the 
ancient  Israelites  entered  the  land. 

The  ruins  of  Jericho  therefore  do 
not  always  tell  the  story  that  one  de- 
sires to  hear.  We  would  like  to 
know  some  things  about  which  the 
mound  has  nothing  to  say.  How- 
ever,  the   Bible   record  has  its  own

story  to  tell  about  Jericho,  the  reading 
of  which  is  "profitable  for  doctrine, 
for  reproof,  for  correction,  for  in- 
struction in  righteousness"  (II  Tim. 
3:16).  Indeed,  the  armies  of  Israel 
under  Joshua  wrought  disaster  to  a 
great  and  flourishing  community.  In 
so  far  as  modern  research  has  yet 
informed  us,  Joshua's  invasion  work- 
ed destruction  on  the  oldest  urban 
society   in    Palestine.

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RECORD 
ENROLLMENT

The  fall  enrollment  at  Grace  Semi- 
nary and  College  shows  a  continua- 
tion of  the  rather  phenomenal  growth 
of  these  two  schools  during  their 
comparatively  brief  history.  The  total 
of  458  is  a  new  record,  both  the  col- 
lege and  the  seminary  showing  sub- 
stantial  increases  over  last  year's  rec- 
ord enrollment. 

The  registration  in  the  college  is 
325  and  that  of  the  seminary  133. 
The  latter  total  includes  twelve  grad- 
uate students  who  are  not  in  residence 
at  the  present  time  but  are  writing 
theses  or  engaged  in  research  courses 
looking  toward  graduate  degrees. 

In  the  college  there  are  ninety- 
eight  in  the  freshman  class.  Added  to 
these  new  students  there  are  several 
transfers  from  other  collegiate  insti- 
tutions. In  the  seminary  there  are 
fifty-one  new  students  including  two 
transferring  from  other  schools.  The 
seminary  registration  shows  125  men 
as  compared  to  eight  women.  Includ- 
ed in  this  number  are  seven  part-time 
students  and  eighteen  who  are  tak- 
ing post-graduate  work  looking  to- 
ward the  master's  or  doctors'  degree  in 
theology.  Sixty  are  classified  as  Jun- 
iors (first  year);  twenty-nine  as  mid- 
dlers  (second  year);  and  twenty-three 
as  seniors  (third  year).  Three  are  audi- 
tors. 

Twelve  denominational  groups  are 
represented  in  the  seminary  student 
body  plus  a  number  who  claim  no 
denominational  affiliation.  Members 
of  the  National  Fellowship  of  Breth- 
ren Churches  are  the  most  numerous 
with  forty-eight  representatives.  The 
Baptists  of  all  kinds  come  second  with 
thirty-seven.  Twenty-two  states  and 
the  District  of  Columbia  have  rep- 
resentatives in  this  year's  student 
body.  There  are  also  two  students 
from  Canada.  This  wide  representa- 
tion creates  an  interesting  cosmo- 
politan atmosphere.  Indiana,  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  Ohio  are  the  three  states 
having     the    largest    representation. 


These    number    twenty-one,    twenty- 
one,  and  fourteen  respectively. 

In  the  college,  seventeen  denomi- 
national groups  are  represented  in  ad- 
dition to  several  students  who  clas- 
sify themselves  as  independents.  The 
Brethren  with  197,  the  Baptists  with 
forty-six,  the  Methodists  with  nine- 
teen, and  the  Presbyterians  with  nine 
are  the  four  denominations  with  the 
most  representatives.  Twenty-one 
states  are  represented  in  the  college 
with     Puerto     Rico,     Canada,     the 


Netherlands,  and  Germany  also  con- 
tributing students.  Leading  this  fine 
arrav  are  the  following  states:  Indiana 
with  118,  Ohio  with  seventy-one, 
Pennsylvania  with  fifty-three,  Cali- 
fornia with  eighteen,  and  Virginia 
with  fourteen. 

This  increased  student  body  of  over 
450  for  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  the  two  schools  presents  an  urgent 
challenge  to  our  brotherhood  to  pray 
for  the  future  leadership  of  our 
church.

TABLE 

The  simple  word  "table"  has  an  in- 
teresting Biblical  history  with  per- 
haps the  possibility  of  enlightening 
us  in  one  well-known  passage.  The 
Greek  term  is  trapeza,  which  by  the 
way  gave  us  our  English  word 
"trapeze,"  so  termed  from  the  rec- 
tangle formed  by  the  ropes  and  cross- 
bar (B.  M.  Metzger,  Lexical  Aids  for 
Students  of  New  Testament  Greek, 
p.  39). 

It  described  the  table  on  which 
the  Old  Testament  showbread  was 
placed  (Exod.  25:23-30,  LXX).  It  was 
used  in  pagan  literature  of  tables  on 
which  offerings  to  the  gods  were 
placed,  and  of  tables  in  heathen  tem- 
ples upon  which  cult  meals  were 
eaten. 

Tables  are  frequently  mentioned 
in  the  New  Testament  as  the  furni- 
ture of  a  house  where  meals  are  eaten. 
It  is  generally  thought  today  that 
the  poorer  Palestinian  homes  in  the 
first  century  had  very  little  furniture, 
eating  and  sleeping  being  done  on 
the  floor  (cf.  A.  C.  Bouquet,  Everyday 
Life  in  New  Testament  Times,  p. 
33).  Thus  it  should  be  noticed  that 
several  Biblical  references  to  "tables" 
specifically  indicate  that  their  pres- 
ence was  in  homes  of  some  wealth. 
Lazarus  desired  to  be  fed  "with  the 
crumbs  which  fell  from  the  rich  man's 
table"    (Luke    16:21).   The   Canaan-

itish  woman  described  the  wealthy 
men's  pet  dogs  as  eating  "of  the 
crumbs  which  fall  from  their  masters' 
table"  (Matt.  15:27;  Mark  7:28).  The 
Roman  jailer  at  Philippi  was  able  to 
spread  a  "table"  (Greek  text)  before 
Paul  and  Silas  following  the  earth- 
quake (Acts  16:34). 

The  mention  of  a  table  in  the  upper 
room  at  the  time  of  the  Last  Supper 
indicates  a  special  room  in  a  large 
house  especially  outfitted  for  such 
purposes  (Luke  22:21).  Subsequent 
observance  of  the  Agape  by  the 
church  followed  the  example  of  that 
first  symbolic  meal  (I  Cor.  10:21). 

The  word  "table"  had  an  additional 
usage  which  is  most  interesting.  It 
was  used  to  mean  "bank,"  so  called 
from  the  tables  of  the  money-lenders 
at  which  thev  sat  and  conducted 
business  (cf.  tables  of  the  money- 
changers, Matt.  21:12;  Mark  11:15; 
John  2:15).  The  nobleman  said  to 
his  servant:  "Wherefore  then  gavest 
not  thou  my  money  into  the  bank 
(lit.  table)?"  (Luke  19:23).  This  is  not 
an  isolated  use.  The  papyri  have  re- 
vealed manv  such  instances  as  the 
following:  ".  .  .  which  drachmae  I 
will,  as  soon  as  my  appointment  is 
ratified,  pay  into  the  local  bank" 
(Moulton  and  Milligan,  Vocabulary 
of  the  Greek  New  Testament,  p. 
639).

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largely  part-timers.  Commenting  upon 
this  problem,  the  writer  makes  the  fol- 
lowing observation:  "The  sheer  num- 
bers  may  drastically  alter  higher  edu- 
cation. The  training  of  teachers  can- 
not keep  up  with  the  explosive  growth 
of  enrollments.  But  there  is  hope 
that  the  raiding  of  faculties  by  com- 
peting  colleges  may  transform  teach- 
ing into  a  sought-after,  highly  paid 
job.  By  1965  salaries  of  top  professors 
are  expected  to  be  double  1955 
levels." 

What  does  the  present  situation  in 
American  colleges  mean  to  The  Breth- 
ren Church?  It  means  that  we  should 
praise  God  for  directing  our  leaders 


within  the  past  ten  years  to  bring 
Grace  College  into  existence,  and  that 
we  should  pledge  our  best  efforts  to 
care  for  its  present  needs  and  for  its 
expansion.  It  means  that  we  should 
be  grateful  for  a  school  that  will  guar- 
antee  our  own  young  people  a  place 
where  they  can  receive  a  college  edu- 
cation in  an  atmosphere  that  will 
strengthen  them  spiritually  and  equip 
them  to  meet  the  problems  of  life  in 
a  world  which  has  lost  its  way.  It 
means  that  we  should  thank  God  for 
a  well-trained,  self-sacrificing,  and 
dedicated  faculty  which  is  absolute- 
ly true  to  the  Word  of  God,  and 
that  we  should  make  sure  that  they 
have  adequate  provision  for  their  fi- 
nancial   needs.    It    means    that    we 


should  pray  constandy  for  the  school 
and  support  it  month  by  month  with 
our  gifts. 
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This  use  of  trapeza  in  the  sense  of 
of  "bank"  has  been  suggested  by  at 
least  one  scholar  as  applicable  to 
Acts  6:2  (F.  W.  Danker,  Multipur- 
pose Tools  for  Bible  Study,  p.  134). 
By  such  interpretation,  the  Twelve 
are  viewed  as  occupied  not  as  but- 
lers but  as  bankers,  involved  with 
interminable  bookkeeping  in  distrib- 
uting the  common  fund.  Many 
church  treasurers  can  appreciate  their 
problem!

lemember  Jesus  Christ 


II  Timothy  2:8 

By  W.  A.  Ogden,  D.D. 


The  "night  in  which  he  was  be- 
trayed" (I  Cor.  11:23),  in  the  upper 
room  in  old  Jerusalem  with  His  dis- 
ciples gathered  around  Him  at  the 
table,  Jesus  put  His  finger  on  the 
two  focal  points  of  all  divine  revela- 
tion when  He  said:  "This  do  in  re- 
membrance of  me"  (Luke  22:19)  .  .  . 
"I  will  drink  no  more  of  the  fruit  of 
the  vine,  until  that  day  when  I  drink 
it  new  in  the  kingdom  of  God"  (Mark 
14:25).  Paul  combines  these  two  ideas 
in  one  sentence— "For  as  often  as  ye 
eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup,  ye 
do  shew  the  Lord's  death  till  he  come" 
(I  Cor.   11:26). 

Like  two  great  mountain  peaks 
rising  above  all  surrounding  areas 
these  two  facts  in  God's  revelation  of 
divine  truth  tower  above  all  others. 
First,  Christ  came  at  a  definite  time 
in  history.  Secondly,  Christ  will  come 
again  to  the  earth.  The  first  event  is 
to  be  remembered  and  celebrated  in 
the  Eucharist  until  the  second  event 
occurs. 


Old   Testament  Saints 

The  Old  Testament  saints  looked 
for  His  appearing.  Throughout  the 
centuries  the  main  theme  of  the 
prophets  was,  "The  desire  of  all  na- 
tions shall  come"  (Hag.  2:7).  (Cf. 
Gen.  3:15;  49:10;  Exod.  25:8;  Isa.  53: 
1-12;   Mic.    5:2,   etc.) 

History 

History  records  His  advent.  Mat- 
thew, the  first  chapter,  and  Luke,  the 
second  chapter,  in  their  Gospels  re- 
cord the  fact  of  His  birth.  His  com- 
ing has  wrought  a  greater  transfor- 
mation  in  the  lives  of  men  than  any 
other  event  in  history.  Those  who 
"remember  him"  share  in  His  bless- 
ings on  the  simple  basis  of  faith.  But 
hope  dies  and  day  fades  into  the 
night  of  utter  despair  for  all  who 
forget  Him,  or  have  never  known 
Him. 

Heathen  Nations 

Heathen  nations  believed  in  a  visi- 
tation of  their  gods.  "The  gods  are 


come  down  to  us  in  the  likeness  of 
men"  (Acts  14:11). 

"The  city  of  the  Ephesians  is  a 
worshipper  of  the  great  goddess 
Diana,  and  of  the  image  which  fell 
down  from  Jupiter"  (Acts  19:35). 

Such  a  visit  was  considered  to  be 
a  mark  of  the  greatest  honor  and 
highest  distinction  to  be  bestowed 
upon  men  by  their  many  deities. 

Likeness  of  Man 

Our  God  has  come  down  to  us  in 
the  likeness  of  man  (See  Hebrews 
2:14-18). 

1.  He  came  into  darkness  bring- 
ing light  (John   1:45;  8:12). 

In  Him  was  fulfilled  Isaiah's 
prophecy:  "The  people  that  walked 
in  darkness  have  seen  a  great  light: 
and  they  that  dwell  in  the  land  of 
the  shadow  of  death,  upon  them  hath 
the  light  shined"  (Isa.  9:2).  With- 
out this  light  the  world  worships  its 
gods  in  ignorance.  Some  go  to  the 
extreme  of  throwing  their  children  to 
the  crocodiles  in  the  Ghanges  River. 
How  good  it  is  to  know  the  One  who 
is  "the  light." 

2.  He  came  into  death  bringing 
life  (John  1:4;  10:10;  Eph.  2:1). 

The  world  may  have  wealth,  cul- 
ture, and  refinement,  but  apart  from 
Christ  it  has  no  life.  The  coldness  of 
death  embraces  her.  It  is  said  that  on 
a  cold  winter  day,  a  Quaker,  well 
wrapped  in  warm  clothing,  was  rid- 
ing in  a  carriage  with  a  lady  who  was 
magnificently,  but  lightlv  clad  in  full 
dress.  "Oh,"  she  asked,  "what  am  I 
to  do  to  get  warm?"  The  Quaker 
looked  at  her  and  replied:  "I  do  not 
see  anything  you  can  do,  except  to 
put  on  another  brooch."  The  world, 
dead  in  trespasses  and  in  sins  may 
add  ornaments  to  its  attire  but  can 
never  produce  the  warmth  and  vi- 
tality of  life.  Such  comes  only  from 
Christ.

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COUNTERATTACK

Recently  I  witnessed  the  heart- 
rending sight  of  over  one  million  peo- 
ple gathered  in  the  Philippines  cap- 
ital city  to  exalt  the  Virgin  Mary. 
Heart-rending  because  Mariolatry 
was  being  substituted  for  the  worship 
of  God. 

There  were  several  of  these  holy- 
rosary  rallies  in  the  Philippines  at 
the  end  of  last  year,  and  soon  a  ter- 
rifying rumor  raced  through  the 
islands:  the  end  of  the  world  is  com- 
ing in  July  1960!  In  a  country  shad- 
owed by  superstition,  this  rumor  sped 
to  remote  barrios  and  up  to  the  moun- 
tains' tribespeople. 

One  day  two  nuns  pushed  a  tract 
under  my  door.  In  bold  terms,  it 
quoted  the  alleged  words  of  "Our 
Lady": 

"I  promise  to  assist  at  the  hour  of 
death  with  the  graces  necessary  for 
salvation  all  those  who,  on  the  first 
Saturday  of  five  successive  months, 
go  to  Confession  and  receive  Holv 
Communion,  recite  the  Rosary, 
amend  their  lives  and  flee  from  sin." 

We  Christians  felt  that  we  must 
do  something  to  stem  the  mounting 
fear  and  declare  God's  peace  and 
power.  So  we  published  two  tracts 
titled  "The  End  of  the  World"  and 
"I  Shall  Return."  The  second  tract 
linked  the  famous  words  of  General 
Douglas  MacArthur,  when  he  was 
forced  to  evacuate  the  Philippines, 
to  the  sure  words  of  our  Lord  in 
John   14:3:  "I  will  come  again." 

The  covers  are  bright  and  attrac- 
tive. First  we  printed  130,000  copies 
in  English  and  Tagalog,  but  these 
disappeared  so  quickly  that  a  reprint 
was  ordered.  Then  thev  were  pro- 
duced in  two  more  Philippine  dia- 
lects. 

A  group  of  ladies  in  one  church 


felt  burdened  about  the  many  people 
who  frequent  one  of  Manila's  large 
open  markets.  In  common  with  most 
Eastern  cities,  Manila  runs  large  pro- 
duce markets  at  various  points  of  the 
citv.  There  are  hundreds  of  stall- 
holders and  of  course  numerous 
shoppers.

"But,"  said  Nicodemus,  'you  cer- 
tainly do  not  mean  that  a  person 
can  enter  the  second  time  into  his 
mother's  womb  and  be  born,  do  you?" 

"It  is  just  like  this  Nicodemus. 
That  which  is  born  of  the  flesh  is 
flesh;  and  that  which  is  born  of  the 
Spirit  is  spirit.' " 

"But,"  said  Nicodemus,  "it  is  so 
mysterious." 

"Just  because  something  is  mys- 
terious does  not  keep  you  from  ac- 
cepting it.  For  instance,  what  do 
you  hear?" 

'Well,  about  all  I  hear  is  the  wind 
rustling  through  the  leaves  in  yon- 
der  tree." 

"Do  you  know  where  that  wind 
comes  from?"

"Do  you  know  where  that  wind 
goes?"

"That  is  just  it.  'The  wind  bloweth 
where  it  listeth,  and  thou  hearest 
the  sound  thereof,  but  canst  not  tell 
whence  it  cometh,  and  whither  it 
goeth:  so  is  everyone  that  is  born  of 
the  Spirit'  (John  3:8).

round  to  catch  the  first  spoonfuls  of 
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milk  and  turn  them  into  life  and 
vitality.  Verily,  what  great  mysteries 
surround   the  first  birth. 

And  did  you  ever  stop  and  think 
what  you  are  made  of?  Some  peo- 
ple think  they  are  made  of  sugar  and 
spice  and  all  things  nice,  but  the 
rest  of  us  are  not.  If  you  are  in- 
terested in  what  you  are  made  of, 
just  go  out  in  the  garden  and  pick  up 
a  handful  of  dirt— there  you  are. 
Verily,  a  God  who  can  take  that  cold, 
hard,  lifeless  dirt  and  transform  it 
into  warm,  pink,  soft  human  flesh, 
just  throbbing  with  life  and  vitality, 
a  God  who  can  do  that  with  our 
first  birth,  can  certainly  be  trusted 
to  bring  forth  the  elements  of  our 
second  birth.  So  just  marvel  not; 
just  leave  it  to  Him. 

Just  Receive  It 
And  how  did  you  get  your  first 
life?  You  were  born  and  there  you 
lay.  If  you  had  done  nothing  about 
it,  they  would  have  done  with  you 
like  they  did  with  a  little  babe  in 
our  community.  Just  dig  a  hole  in 
the  ground  and  put  you  in  it. 

There  you  lay.  All  in  the  world  you 
did  was  open  your  lungs.  God  rushed 
in  His  pure  fresh  air;  you  gave  a 
vigorous  kick  and  a  lusty  cry  and 
took  your  place  among  humanity. 

And  how  do  you  get  your  second 
birth?  Exactly  the  same  way.  Here 
you  are,  if  you  do  nothing  about  it, 
you  will  pass  off  into  the  lake  of 
fire  forever.  All  in  the  world  you 
do  is  just  open  your  heart.  God  will 
rush  in  His  Holy  Spirit  and  you 
will  be  born  again,  born  of  the  Spirit, 
born  from  above. 

Mysteries  of  Life 
There  are  mysteries  about  the  new 
birth,  but  no  more  so  than  about  any 
other  form  of  life.  Who  understands 
how  we  drop  a  grain  of  corn  into 
the  ground  and  see  it  produce  a  new 
life?  The  new  birth  is  exactly  the 
same  way.  We  are  born  again  by 
the  incorruptible  seed  of  "the  word 
of  God"  (I  Pet.  1:23).  "The  word  of 
God  is  quick  [or  living]"  (Heb.  4: 
12). 


If  you  have  never  seen  a  grain  of 
corn,  I  might  have  difficulty  in  con- 
vincing you  that  there  was  life  in 
that  grain.  But  if  you  put  it  in  the 
ground,  and  if  conditions  are  right, 
it  will  bring  forth  a  new  life  with  a 
tall  stalk. 

I  have  a  tract  in  my  hand  on  which 
are  written  several  Scripture  verses. 
That  piece  of  paper  is  alive.  You  can 
not  see  anything,  but  it  is  just  as 
much  alive  as  that  grain  of  corn  is 
alive.  Drop  a  portion  of  Scripture 
in  a  human  heart,  if  conditions  are 
right  it  will  bring  forth  a  new  life 
with  the  divine  nature. 

A  man  was  walking  down  the 
streets  of  San  Diego,  Calif,  when 
someone  handed  him  one  of  my 
tracts.  I  met  him  a  few  years  later, 
and  he  had  the  tract  in  his  pocket 
and  it  was  signed.  The  Word  of  God 
is  a  living  seed.  Drop  it  into  a  human 
heart  if  conditions  are  right  that  per- 
son is  born  again.

Every  little  creature  on  earth  has 
a  nature,  and  it  acts  absolutely  ac- 
cording to  its  own  nature,  and  it  re- 
ceives its  nature  from  its  parents. 
That  which  is  born  of  the  flesh  is 
flesh,  and  that  gives  us  a  nature 
that  teaches  us  to  love  the  world— 
the  lust  of  the  eye,  the  lust  of  the 
flesh,  and  the  pride  of  life  (I  John 
2:16). 

That  which  is  born  of  a  pig  is 
pig,  and  pig  life  will  teach  it  to 
root  in  the  ground,  wallow  in  the 
mud,  and  sleep  in  a  bed  of  straw. 
That  which  is  hatched  of  a  chicken 
is  chicken,  and  chicken  life  will  teach 
it  to  scratch  for  its  food,  lift  its  head 
when  it  drinks  water,  and  to  sleep 
on  a  long  narrow  pole.  That  which  is 
born  of  a  dog  is  dog,  and  dog  life 
will  teach  it  to  lap  milk  with  its 
tongue,  gnaw  bones,  and  chase  cats.

As  the  Word  of  God  is  preached 
and  the  evangelist  and  missionaries 
pray  and  work  together,  I  am  con- 
vinced that  souls  will  accept  Jesus 
Christ  as  Saviour.  Wherever  I  have 
gone  all  across  this  country  and  in 
Mexico  and  Canada,  there  has  alwavs 
been  someone  waiting  to  hear  God's 
simple  plan  of  salvation.  This  same 
thing  will  happen  in  Puerto  Rico  and 
Brazil. 

Second,  to  minister  and  to  en- 
courage our  missionaries. 

This  will  be  a  combined  effort  of 
the  evangelist  with  the  missionaries, 


and  surelv  this  will  result  in  spiritual 
blessings  and  encouragement.  The 
evangelist  will  share  in  the  burdens 
and  victories  of  the  mission  field.  To 
have  this  concentrated  emphasis  on 
revival  and  soul-winning  and  also  to 
sit  from  night  to  night  under  the 
warm,  stirring  ministry  of  a  spirit- 
filled  evangelist  will  bless  and  en- 
courage the  missionaries. 

Third,  to  give  these  missionaries 
an  opportunity  to  have  a  special  evan- 
gelistic effort  just  as  we  do  in  this 
country.

'ODERATOR'S  ADDRESS

Every  year  has  its  own  significant  days 
id  dates,  and  every  conference  of  our  Na- 
onal  Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches  has 
id  its  own  specific  challenges  and  bless- 
gs,  but  in  a  peculiar  sense  as  we  meet  in 
is  seventy-first  annual  conference  it  may 

said  that  this  is  a  special  year. 
Internationally,  the  year  already  has  been 
ie   of   mixed  successes   and   failures   with 
ir  political  leaders  struggling  with  the  lead- 

of  other  nations  and  other  idealogies  in 
hat  has  been  commonly  referred  to  as  the 
old  war."  It  has  been  a  year  of  maneuver- 
g  and  counter  maneuvering  with  its  con- 
jrences  at  the  "Summit"  and  less  than  the 
Summit." 

Nationally,  the  year  has  been  already  one 
led  with  excitement  as  both  of  the  major 
ilitical  parties  have  selected  the  candidates 
iat  will  vie  one  with  the  other  for  the  high- 
t  offices  of  the  Nation,  and  before  the  year 
oses  the  United  States  will  have  chosen 
3  leaders  for  another  four  years.  Further- 
ore,  it  has  been  exciting  in  that  new  peo- 
es  have  come  under  the  flag  of  our  Na- 
on  with  the  entrance  of  the  forty-ninth 
id  fiftieth  states. 

Physically,  the  year  1960  has  ushered  in 
hat  promises  to  be  the  greatest  decade  in 
ie  history  of  the  world,  for  men  have  re- 
inded  us  again  and  again  that  before  this 
cade  is  over  the  population  of  the  world 
ill  be  greater  than  ever  before  —  that  by 
te  close  of  this  decade  there  will  be  more 
eople  living  upon  the  face  of  the  earth 
lan  have  lived  and  died  from  the  day  God 
eated  Adam  and  placed  him  in  the  garden 
itil  this  present  moment. 
In  a  year  of  world  predicament  and  frus- 
tion,  in  a  year  of  unrest  and  confusion,  in 
year  of  mad  rush  to  gain  power,  fame  and 
rtune,  in  a  year  of  unprecedented  growth 
ith  all  the  attendant  problems  and  chal- 
nges,  God  has  permitted  us  to  again  ga- 
ler  for  our  annual  conference.  Let  us  con- 
der    the   ways    and   means   that  we   as    a 


Fellowship  of  churches,  170  and  more  of  us, 
can  face  the  challenge  of  this  decade,  can 
be  informed  and  inspired  to  return  to  our 
respective  places  of  labor,  refreshed,  refilled 
by  His  Spirit,  and  ready  to  face  this  critical, 
challenging  and  important  decade. 

With  the  challenge  and  opportunities  we 
face,  I  have  counted  it  a  rare  privilege  to 
have  been  accorded  the  highest  honor  which 
our  beloved  church  bestows,  of  serving  this 
conference  as  its  moderator.  I  have  come 
to  this  hour  with  much  prayer  and  waiting 
before  our  God,  believing  that  He  will  give 
us  our  greatest  National  Conference  in  this 
important    year. 

Our  Chief  Business. 

Facing  a  world  like  the  one  of  today  — 
debt  ridden,  in  economic,  political,  social 
and  religious  ferment,  a  world  coveting 
wealth  yet  filled  with  poverty,  a  world  with 
new  international  ambitions  and  hatreds,  a 
world  struggling  for  power  each  nation 
above  that  of  the  other  nations,  we  need  to 
face  the  question  as  a  church,  "What  is  our 
chief  business  at  this  hour?"  The  church 
has  been  criticized  and  accused  of  falling 
short  in  possible  attainment.  As  delegates  to 
this  conference  we  need  to  ask  ourselves, 
"How  responsible  are  we  for  conditions 
within  our  church?  What  could  we  have 
done  during  this  past  year  that  has  been 
neglected?  What  can  we  do  now  to  make  up 
for  our  failures  of  the  past?  What  will  this 
conference  contribute  to  our  lives,  and  our 
churches  by  way  of  vision,  courage,  en- 
deavor, and  consecration?" 

Never  has  a  conference  executive  com- 
mittee more  wisely  chosen  a  conference 
theme  than  that  which  is  ours  —  the  theme 
which  hangs  over  our  platform  tonight  — 
FOLLOW  THOU  ME.  It  is  a  theme  that  fell 
from  the  lips  of  our  Saviour  almost  two 
thousand  years  ago.  It  is  a  word  spoken  not 
once,  but  again  and  again. 

To  Peter  and  Andrew,  he  said:  "Follow 
me  .  .  .   (Matt.  4:19). 


To  Philip  He  simply  said,  "Follow  me" 
(John  1:43). 

To  an  unnamed  disciple  called  only  "a 
certain  man,"  He  said:  "Follow  me,  and  let 
the  dead  bury  their  dead"  (Matt.  8:22).  This 
is  His  answer  to  the  makers  of  excuses. 

To  His  disciples,  He  said:  "If  any  man 
will  come  after  me,  let  him  deny  himself, 
and  take  up  his  cross  daily,  and  follow 
me"    (Luke  9:23). 

To  the  rich  young  ruler,  He  said:  "Yet 
lackest  thou  one  thing:  sell  all  that  thou 
hast  and  distribute  unto  the  poor,  and  thou 
shall  have  treasure  in  heaven:  and  come, 
follow  me"    (Luke  18:22). 

But  the  words  of  the  theme  of  our  con- 
ference are  more  direct  —  they  are  per- 
sonal beyond  any  question.  They  come  out 
of  a  circumstance  that  is  surely  appropri- 
ate for  our  thinking  in  this  seventy-first 
conference.  It  was  Peter  who  had  boasted: 
"Though  all  others  should  fail,  yet  not  I. 
Lord,  you  can  count  on  me  —  I  cannot,  I 
will  not  fail."  But  his  failure  has  been  re- 
corded. He  forsook,  he  denied,  he  fled,  he 
cursed.  Now  he  is  back,  and  the  Lord  has 
tenderly  rebuked.  Three  times  He  has  asked, 
"Peter,  lovest  thou  me?"  with  three  answers 
in  the  affirmative.  Three  times  over  he  has 
been  given  his  task  "Feed  my  lambs,"  "feed 
my  sheep,"  and  again,  "feed  my  sheep." 
But  how  quickly  Peter  forgets!  How  easily 
the  conversation  flows  off,  for  as  they  walk 
together  away  from  that  breakfast  table, 
Peter  sees  John  —  he  turns  his  eyes  from 
the  Saviour  to  His  followers,  and  cries  out: 
"Lord,  what  shall  this  man  do?"  And  again 
Jesus  tenderly  rebukes  saying:  "What  is 
that  to  thee?"  This  matter  of  discipleship 
is  an  individual  matter  —  this  matter  of 
being  a  Christian  is  very  personal  —  "FOL- 
LOW THOU  ME." 

The  Requirements  of  the  Command 

What  are  the  requirements?  Someone  has 
said  that  Christianity  may  be  summed  up 
in  three  great  words,  "Come,  Tarry,  Go." 
Come  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  for  salvation, 
and  it  is  the  very  beginning  of  the  Christian 
life,  for  Jesus  said:  "Him  that  cometh  to  me 
I  will  in  no  wise  cast  out."  The  invitation  to 
tarry  until  we  are  endued  with  power  is 
both  the  Old  and  New  Testament  truth. 
And  of  course,  the  great  commission  is 
summed  up  in  one  word,  "Go."  In  the  great 
text  of  this  conference,  Jesus  said,  "Follow 
Thou  Me."  But  may  I  remind  all  of  our 
hearts  tonight,  that  no  man  can  follow  Jesus 
Christ  until  first  He  has  come  to  Jesus.  In 
our  text,  Christ  is  not  picturing  himself  as 
the  Redeemer,  but  rather  as  the  great  Lead- 
er and  Pattern.  But  this  does  not  minimize 
His  work  as  Redeemer.

ins"  and  the  leadership  of  so-called  evan- 
£lical    groups,    there    are    question    marks 
^ing  placed  over  the  Word   of  God.  It  is 
pctremely   interesting   that   in   a   day   when 
parked   advances    are    being   made    in    the 
elds   of  industrial  and   natural  sciences,   a 
ay  in  which  because  of  these  advances  new 
emands  are  being  made  for  increasingly  ac- 
jrate    instruments    of    measurement,    and 
ven  more  words  are  coming  to  need  more 
:curate    definition    that    in    spiritual    mat- 
irs,  and  in  meanings  of  the  Word  of  God, 
Here  seems  to  be  a  definite  loss  of  definition 
ad  precision.  Anything  seems  to  go!  Peo- 
ie  seem  to  be  content  with   cloudiness  of 
fcpression  and  double  talk. 
One  of  the  disturbing  indications  of  de- 
filing spiritual  life  in  the  world  today   is 
le   manifest   uncertainty    in   the    minds   of 
lany  regarding  the  fundamental  varieties  of 
le   Christian   faith   as   to   the   teachings   of 
ke  Bible.  There  was  a  day  in  which  it  was 
erfectly  safe  to  talk  about  the  "Bible,  the 
hhole  Bible,  nothing  but  the  Bible,"  and  to 
bow  that  men  understood  perfectly   what 
bu  believed  —  that  it  included  the  great 
ruths  of  Christianity  —  that  this  was  your 


creed.  But  today,  every  great  truth  from 
the  verbal  inspiration  of  the  Word  of  God 
to  the  "final  and  eternal  punishment  of  the 
wicked"  is  under  fire.  Men  express  not 
merely  doubts,  but  also  disbelief,  in  the 
teachings  of  the  Word  of  God. 

The  picture  is  not  heartening,  and  should 
serve  as  a  warning  to  us  as  a  people  and  as 
a  church  to  mark  well  our  own  step.  We  are 
reminded:  "Wherefore  let  him  that  think- 
eth  he  standeth  take  heed  lest  he  fall"  (I 
Cor.  10:12).  We  are  happy  that  our  min- 
isters have  not  yielded  to  this  trend  of 
doubt  and  disbelief.  But  we  do  think  that 
there  is  a  distinct  call  in  the  indications,  to 
face  squarely  the  issue,  and  to  now  declare 
ourselves  anew,  not  only  that  we  believe 
"the  Bible,  the  whole  Bible,  and  nothing 
but  the  Bible,"  but  that  we  likewise  declare 
ourselves  again  as  a  conference  that  within 
the  framework  of  our  church,  and  as  a 
national  conference  of  the  National  Fel- 
lowship of  Brethren  Churches,  we  hold  that 
the  Bible  teaches  among  other  things  "Ver- 
bal inspiration  by  virgin  birth,  His  sinless 
life,  substitutionary  death  on  the  cross, 
bodily  resurrection,  pre-millennial,  personal, 
and  imminent  return  of  Christ  from  heaven, 
salvation  by  grace  through  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ  and  His  finished  work,  the  person- 
ality and  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  ab- 
solute necessity  of  holy  living  and  good 
works,  these  and  perhaps  others  which 
should  be  included  and  which  we  all  know 
and  believe.  This  has  been  the  attitude 
of  our  church  from  the  beginning.  We  have 
not  hesitated  on  other  occasions  to  declare 
in  written  form  what  we  believe,  nor  should 
we  hesitate  now.  It  is  important  that  we 
know  what  we  believe,  and  that  the  world 
shall  know  what  we  believe. 

If  in  this  matter  of  our  beliefs  in  the 
basic  truths  of  God's  Word  only  we  are  a 
separate  fellowship  of  churches,  it  would  be 
sufficient,  for  I  am  convinced  that  in  these 
the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches  has  stood  more  firmly  than  most 
other  groups.  But  in  addition  to  these,  there 
are  other  differences.  The  Brethren  Church 
has  stated  in  its  Message  of  the  Brethren 
Ministry,  that  "The  Christian  should  not  be 
conformed  to  this  world,  but  be  transformed 
by  the  renewing  of  the  mind,  should  not 
engage  in  carnal  strife,  and  should  swear 
not  at  all."  The  Christian  should  observe, 
as  his  duty  and  privilege,  the  ordinances 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  among  which  are 
(1)  baptism  of  believers  by  triune  immer- 
sion (2)  confirmation  (3)  The  Lord's  Sup- 
per (4)  the  communion  of  the  bread  and 
wine  (5)  the  washing  of  the  saint's  feet,  and 
(6)    anointing   of  the  sick  with  oil." 

In  annual  conferences  within  our  church 
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both  district  wise  and  nationally,  these 
truths  have  been  proclaimed,  affirmed,  and 
re-affirmed.  Not  always,  I  am  sorry  to  state, 
have  these  been  practiced  to  the  full.  So 
rarely  for  example,  has  the  matter  of  "non- 
swearing"  been  put  into  use,  that  on  one 
occasion  at  least,  your  moderator  was 
questioned  by  the  legal  profession  as  to  why 
he  refused  to  take  the  oath  in  court. 

There  have  been  and  are  now  varying 
degrees  of  interpretation  of  some  of  these 
matters,  and  one  of  the  distinctive  features 
of  our  church  through  the  years  has  been 
its  unique  liberty  and  freedom  in  Biblical 
interpretation.  But  always,  that  freedom 
has  been  within  the  framework  of  a  recog- 
nized and  accepted  interpretation  of  the 
great  truths  of  the  Word.  However,  with 
this  freedom  of  interpretation,  the  position 
of  The  Brethren  Church  in  relation  to  the 
Biblical  requirement  of  trine  immersion 
for  membership  in  the  local  church  has  now 
been  challenged.  The  question  has  been 
raised:  "Is  there  a  Biblical  basis  for  making 
baptism  essential  to  joining  the  church?" 
(A  Plea  of  Understanding,  by  Ward  Mil- 
ler.) 

To  this  question  your  moderator  would 
only  reply,  that  this  has  been  the  accepted 
position  of  The  Brethren  Church  from  its 
origin.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  Christendom  at 
large  from  its  inception  at  Pentecost  has 
observed  two  special  ceremonies  appointed 
by  Christ  himself.  These  are  the  sacraments 
of  baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper.  Peter 
taught  that  baptism,  which  was  the  sign  of 
repentance,  of  cleansing  from  sin,  of  faith 
in  Christ,  and  of  loyalty  to  Him,  was  to  be 
administered  to  those  who  united  with  the 
church.  It  was  the  sacrament  of  initiation 
(Acts  2:38-41).  So  Saul  of  Tarsus  was 
baptised  (Acts  9:18).  So  also  was  the 
Ethiopian  baptized  when  he  wished  to  de- 
clare his  faith  in  Jesus  as  his  Lord  and 
Saviour  (Acts  8:38).  In  harmony  with  this 
practice  at  the  beginning  of  the  New 
Testament  Church,  the  sacrament  of  bap- 
tism is  still  the  initiatory  rite  of  the  Christ- 
ian church  at  large,  and  held  to  be  so  al- 
most universally  by  every  type  of  church 
— a  few  exceptions  to  the  rule  include  such 
groups  as  "The  Friends." 

Christendom  has  seldom  if  ever  question- 
ed the  fact  of  baptism  as  a  requirement 
for  membership  in  the  local  church,  only 
the  mode  of  baptism  has  been  questioned, 
and  here  Christendom  has  been  divided 
again  and  again.  Within  the  framework  of 
our  own  church,  however,  trine  immer- 
sion has  never  been  questioned.  The  writ- 
ings of  Alexander  Mack  make  this  exceed- 
ingly clear,  as  do  the  pronouncements  of 
conferences    again    and    again.    It    was    set 


forth  in  writing  in  the  statement  of  th 
conference  of  1892,  and  affirmed,  and  re 
affirmed  by  conference  and  individual 
from  that  day  until  now. 

However,  now  it  is  questioned.  Your  mod 
erator  is  keenly  aware  of  the  problem  ths 
has  been  raised.  This  conference  canno 
it  dare  not  sidestep  the  issue.  This  matte 
needs  and  deserves  our  serious  attentioi 
If  pastors  and  churches  have  found  whf 
they  believe  to  be  new  information  on  th: 
matter,  if  there  is  evidence  that  is  con 
trary  to  the  interpretation  long  held  by  ou 
beloved  church,  then  it  should  be  presente 
in  clear,  simple  language  to  the  Nation; 
Ministerium  for  study  and  discussion,  £ 
directed  by  last  year's  conference,  and  th 
findings  made  known  to  our  entire  churcl 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  these  who  have  de; , 
clared  to  have  new  information  on  th  , 
matter  should  feel  duty-bound  to  preser 
it  in  such  clear-cut  fashion  to  the  Nation; 
Ministerium.  It  should  have  been  done  be  , 
fore  this  hour. 

Likewise,  those  of  us  who  have  believe 
that  the  matter  of  church  membership  re  j 
quires  baptism  and  that  by  trine  immei 
sion,  should  await  with  an  open  mind  th 
presentation  of  any  Biblical  evidence  th< 
may  be  presented. 

In  the  meantime,  believers  on  both  sidcjj 
of  the  question  should  be  Christian  in  the:™' 
attitude  toward  members  of  the  family  < 
Christ  and  of  our  Fellowship  of  churche 
We  should  not,  we  dare  not  judge  motive 
of  each  other,  but  move  as  the  Spirit  < 
God  leads.  May  I  remind  you  that  these  wh! 
have  raised  the  question  are  Brethren  pas 
tors  of  Brethren  Churches. 

I  am  convinced  that  there  is  a  solution  1 
this  problem.  We  have  held  that  the  Bib] 
holds  the  answer  to  every  problem  for  th 
world  —  and  if  we  really  believe  it,  can  Vvj 
do  less  than  at  least  attempt  to  find  a  peace:  I 
able  and  Biblical  answer  to  this  problem  th;  [' 
is  before  us? 

Now,  your  moderator  recommends  to  th 
conference  that  a  committee  be  appoints 
by  this  conference;  and  the  committee  I1 
consist  of  one  representative  elected  by  eac 
district  Ministerium,  from  that  district,  ah 
that  the  Executive  head  of  each  Nation.-; 
Organization  and  Conference  Board  I 
likewise  a  part  of  the  committee.  That  th 
committee  be  charged  with  the  respons:! 
bility  of  enlarging  the  statements  of  belie, 
of  The  Brethren  Church  as  found  in  tr.j 
"Message  of  the  Brethren  Ministry"  th;

and  these  additional  distinctive  beliefs  an 
practices  of  our  church.

in  preparation  of  this  statement,  this  coir  a 
mittee  take  into  their  study  and  conclusior

A.  second  realm  into  which  I  am  sure  our 
ird  is  leading  us  is  that  of  a  life  of  prayer. 
!  lived  a  life  of  prayer  with  such  devotion 
at  His  disciples,  seeking  to  emulate  His 
pimple  requested,  "Lord,  teach  us  to  pray" 
juke  11:1).  Time  would  forbid  that  we 
puld  look  at  many  of  His  times  of  prayer 
|  nor  is   it  essential   at   this  moment  ex- 

ft  to   remind   us   that  at   the   baptism  in 
dan    it   is    recorded:    "Jesus    also    being 
ptized,     and     praying,     the     heaven     was 
pned,   and   the  Holy   Ghost  descended  in 
podily  shape  like  a  dove  upon  Him"  (Luke 
1-22).  Before  He  taught  His  great  ser- 
j  )n  on  the  mount  we  read:    "And  it  came 
[pass  in  those  days,  that  he  went  out  into 
j  nountain  to  pray,  and  continued  all  night 
j   prayer  to   God    (Luke   6:12).   When  He 
u  nt  to  the  mount  of  Transfiguration,  again 
j.  pas  preceded  by  prayer.  Let  us  add  an- 
ler  familiar  scene  ■»-  it  was  in  the  garden 


that  He  fell  on  His  face  and  said:  "If  it  be 
possible,  let  this  cup  pass  from  me:  never- 
theless, not  as  I  will,  but  as  thou  wilt" 
Every  prayer  that  He  uttered  —  every  per- 
iod of  prayer  in  which  He  engaged  —  should 
be  an  encouragement  to  us  to  seek  our  Fa- 
ther's face  at  all  times.  A  life  of  prayer  is 
one  of  the  realms  into  which  He  would  call 
us. 

In  crossing  the  North  Atlantic  Ocean,  at 
least  in  former  years,  the  captain  of  a  ship 
ordered  a  sailor  to  lower  a  thermometer 
into  the  water  at  frequent  intervals  of  time. 
If  the  temperature  were  low,  it  was  evident 
that  the  ship  was  in  the  vicinity  of  icebergs 
and  was  in  danger.  Prayerlessness  means 
low  temperature  which  results  in  ills  and 
ailments  which  afflict  many  churches  today. 

If  you  want  inspiration,  study  the  Book 
of  Acts  of  the  Apostles.  There  you  see  the 
church  in  its  primitive  purity  and  power. 
It  went  forth  conquering.  What  was  the 
secret  of  success  in  the  Early  Church?  In 
the  first  half  of  the  Book  of  the  Acts  there 
is  an  account  of  four  great  meetings  of  the 
church.  What  were  they?  Prayer  meetings! 
The  first  preceded  Pentecost,  and  out  of  that 
ten-day  meeting  the  church  was  born.  The 
second  was  when  the  enemies  began  to  per- 
secute and  threaten  the  infant  church.  What 
did  the  Christians  do?  Ask  the  government 
for  a  bill  of  religious  tolerance?  No;  they 
prayed  that  the  Lord  would  give  them  bold- 
ness to  speak  forth  His  Word.  The  third 
meeting  was  when  Peter  was  in  prison 
waiting  for  his  execution.  What  did  the 
church  do?  Circulate  a  petition  for  his  re- 
lease? No;  they  sent  a  petition  home  to  the 
Heavenly  Father,  and  Peter  was  marvelous- 
ly  released  out  of  the  inner  dungeon.  Then 
the  last,  the  Christians  were  gathered  to- 
gether for  prayer  and  the  Holy  Spirit  said: 
"Separate  me  Barnabas  and  Saul  for  the 
work  whereunto  I  have  called  them."  The 
great  missionary  movement  of  this  hour 
can  be  traced  back  to  that  prayer  meeting. 
In  the  Early  Church,  prayer  had  the 
central  and  supreme  place.  Prayer  was  the 
secret  of  its  success. 

Dare  we  look  at  the  record?  Our  Lord 
would  say  to  us:  "Follow  thou  Me  in  pray- 
er" —  a  life  of  prayer  —  as  individuals, 
and  as  a  church.  Thank  God  for  a  small 
increase  in  our  prayer  meeting  attendances 
— an  increase  of  1  percent  as  it  shall  be  re- 
vealed in  our  statistician's  report.  As  of 
now,  27  percent  of  our  church  membership 
attends  the  midweek  service  of  prayer,  but 
we  have  yet  to  learn  the  power  of  prayer. 
John  Knox  prayed:  "Give  me  Scotland,  or 
I  die."  And  Queen  Mary  said:  "I  dread  the 
prayers  of  John  Knox  more  than  all  the 
armies   of  England."   I   am  disturbed,   as  I 
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am  sure  many  of  the  delegates  to  this  con- 
ference are  disturbed  by  the  small  per- 
centage of  our  people  that  take  time  out 
for  the  monthly  "Day  of  Prayer"  program 
as  originated  by  our  missionaries  on  the 
Foreign  Field  and  later  made  a  part  of  our 
regular  program  of  the  church.  A  prayerless 
church  is  a  powerless  church,  and  I  believe 
the  hour  has  come  for  careful  introspection 
in  this  matter  to  discover  if  here  could  be 
a  part  of  the  problem  we  face. 

In  Holiness  oj  Life 

A  third  realm  in  which  all  of  us  must 
heed  the  clarion  call  of  Jesus  Christ  is  "Fol- 
low thou  Me  in  a  holy  life."  It  would  be  im- 
possible in  one  message  to  deal  thoroughly 
with  this  matter,  but  this  I  know  and  you 
know,  the  world  is  watching  the  pro- 
fessed followers  of  Jesus  Christ  at  every 
turn  of  the  road,  even  as  they  watched  Him. 
The  religionists  of  His  day  watched  that 
they  might  catch  Him  in  any  little  incon- 
sistency of  life.  The  politicians  of  His  day 
watched  him  that  they  might  rid  themselves 
of  Him,  for  He  hindered  their  crooked  ways. 
Men  who  made  their  livelihood  in  corrupt- 
ing the  lives  of  others  hated  Him.  Friend 
and  foe  watched  Him  in  every  tiny  detail, 
and  yet  He  was  able  to  say:  "Which  of  you 
convinceth  me  of  sin?"    (John  8:46). 

What  then  shall  govern  our  lives?  The 
summary  of  the  Lord's  teaching  on  holiness 
of  life  is  epitomized  in  His  response  to  the 
inquiry:  "What  is  the  great  commandment?" 
In  His  reply  (Matt.  22:37-40)  He  brought  to- 
gether two  great  commandments  widely 
separated  in  the  Old  Testament,  "Thou  shalt 
love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart, 
and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy 
mind.  This  is  the  first  and  great  command- 
ment (Deut.  6:5),  and  the  second  is  like 
unto  it,  thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as 
thyself.  On  these  two  commandments  hang 
all  the  law  and  prophets"  (Lev.  19:18). 
This  is  the  basis  of  a  holy  life.  A  man  must 
have  real  fellowship  and  communion  with 
God,  born  out  of  love. 

It  takes  time  to  be  holy!  Again  and  again 
the  Word  of  God  commands  us  to  "wait 
upon  the  Lord."  But  in  the  present  hour 
there  is  a  growing  disregard  for  the  Lord's 
Day.  It  must  be  confessed  that  in  multi- 
tudes of  homes  even  within  our  member- 
ship, Sunday  has  become,  what  it  is  so 
prominently  in  the  world,  a  holiday  rather 
than  a  Holy  Day.  It  is  used  for  all  kinds 
of  worldly  amusements  and  for  the  indul- 
gence of  any  kind  of  diversion  which  may 
appeal.  The  purpose  for  which  the  day  was 
given  is  largely  lost  sight  of,  and  the  wor- 
ship of  God  in  the  house  of  God  has  only 
secondary   consideration. 

Such  a  tendency  is  of  course,  indicative 


of  a  sad  state  of  grace,  either  in  individuE 
or  in  a  church.  But  it  is  more,  it  is  a  causi 
tive  force,  for  as  more  and  more  the  secular 
ization  of  the  day  is  indulged,  spiritual  lif 
is  weakened   and   God  is  estranged. 

When  we  are  looking  for  reasons  why  th 
church  has  not  more  power,  let  us  nc 
overlook  this  growing  carelessness  and  in 
difference  to  the  Lord's  Day  in  our  mem 
bership.  A  powerful  Christianity  and 
disregarded  Lord's  Day  are  not  possible.  W 
must  take  time  to  worship  the  true  and  liv 
ing  God,  if  we  are  to  expect  Him  to  bless  XL- 

The  matter  of  holiness  of  life  is  reflected 
in    an   outward   reach   in   the   world.

Christian   is  to  bear  fruit,   the  fruit  of  tl 
Spirit,  which  the  Apostle  Paul  reminds  l  [ 
includes    "love,    joy,     jeace,    longsufferin 
gentleness,  goodness,  faith,  meekness,  ten 
perance"    (Gal.  5:22-25).

I  am  not  a  believer  in  the  social  gospel, 
iiut  salvation  by  the  grace  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  must  always  result  in  a  changed 
ife  that  will  effect  the  life  of  the  com- 
munity. A  few  years  ago  a  group  of  United 
States  senators  were  charged  with  the  re- 
iiponsibility  of  conducting  an  investigation 
;if  crime  conditions  throughout  the  Nation, 
^hey  went  from  city  to  city  holding  hear- 
ings. These  hearings  were  telecast  so  that 
H  citizens  of  the  Nation  we  saw  a  parade 
rom  the  underworld.  One  of  the  senators 
in  the  committee  commented  with  much 
liscernment:  "Something  has  happened  to 
|ie  moral  fibre  of  our  Nation."  The  senator 
was  right.  Moral  ideals  have  been  ridiculed. 
Moral  standards  have  been  broken.  Moral 
jonsequences    have    been    laughed    at.    Our 

fation  is  enveloped  in  a  moral  crisis.  There 
a  desperate  need  for  a  moral  awakening. 
Christians  ought  to  feel  the  deepest  con- 
srn  about  the  prevailing  tone  in  American 
fe.  It  has  been  corrupted  by  lust  for  mon- 
y,  by  sex  indulgence,  and  by  low  ideals  of 
itegrity   and   responsibility.   There   is   evi- 
ence  that  a  great  mass  of  professing  Christ- 
ins     have    suffered     moral     contamination 
iiat  shows  itself  in  dishonest  practices,  in- 
ecent    behavior,    and    spiritual    disloyalty, 
we  take  seriously  our  mission  to  teach 
jie  Bible,  we  must  teach  the  moral  content 
its  message.  The   challenge   of  Christian 
>nduct   as   recorded   in  the  epistles  makes 
§  aware  of  God's  purpose  in  His  children 
pat  they  shall  be  upright  and  clean.  From 
eginning  to  end,  the  Bible  puts  emphasis 
pon  moral  standards,  moral  precepts,  and 
oral   responsibility.

The  crime  rate,  the  divorce  rate,  the 
j  imodesty  and  impurity  in  social  relations, 
I  id  examples  of  greed  and  graft  do  more  to 
jijnder  the  progress  of  the  Gospel  than  any- 
U  ting  else.  In  some  respects,  the  strictness 
lj  former  days  may  have  been  too  severe, 
1  Lit  the  new  day  laxity  has  its  reflection 
A  lessened  spiritual   power   and   decreased 

tivity  in  the  work  of  Jesus  Christ. 


We  call  on  every  Christian  in  careful 
introspection  to  check  on  this  call  to  "Fol- 
low Christ  in  holiness  of  life."  We  should 
be  absolutely  sure  that  we  treat  one  another 
as  Christians,  with  love  for  one  another.  We 
would  urge  our  ministry  to  scorn  all  politic- 
al chicanery  in  relationships  one  with  the 
other.  As  pastors,  we  must  lead  the  way 
in  Holiness  of  life. 

In   Compassion 

Jesus  would  likewise  call  us  to  follow 
Him  in  the  realm  of  compassion.  In  Matthew 
3:35-35  we  read:  'And  Jesus  went  about 
all  the  cities  and  villages,  teaching  in  their 
synagogues,  and  preaching  the  gospel  of 
the  kingdom,  and  healing  every  sickness 
and  disease  among  the  people.  But  when  he 
saw  the  multitudes,  He  was  moved  with 
compassion  on  them,  because  they  fainted, 
and  were  scattered  abroad,  as  sheep  having 
no  shepherd."  If  this  were  true  of  the  mul- 
titudes in  the  day  of  Jesus  Christ  upon  the 
earth,  how  much  more  it  is  true  in  this  day 
of  an  exploding  population.  In  a  world  that 
is  growing  so  rapidly  that  even  the  experts 
on  population  are  being  terrified,  dare  we 
as  the  members  of  the  body  of  Christ  sit  idly 
by  in  UNCONCERN? 

As  I  have  studied  the  statistical  reports 
of  our  churches  this  year,  as  well  as  in 
previous  years,  I  am  disturbed  by  the  ap- 
parent ease  with  which  we  cross  names  from 
our  membership  rolls,  both  in  Sunday-school 
and  church  memberships.  I  know  that  there 
are  many  who  have  grown  cold  and  in- 
different in  their  relationship  with  Christ, 
careless  in  their  attendance  in  the  services 
of  the  Lord,  and  apparently  lost  to  His 
cause.  I  know  that  it  is  easier  to  strike 
their  names  from  our  membership  rolls 
than  it  is  to  patiently  and  prayerfully  set 
about  the  task  of  rekindling  the  fires  of 
spiritual  life  upon  their  hearts,  but  it  is 
tremendously  more  costly,  and  results  in 
great  losses  to  the  church.  No  effort  can  be 
too  persistent  and  no  demand  of  patience 
too  great  to  save  for  God  and  the  church 
these  who  once  felt  the  pull  of  His  re- 
deeming grace,  but  have  drifted  out  of 
church  life.  Names  removed  from  member- 
ship rolls  are  not  just  statistics,  but  each 
name  represents  a  soul  for  whom  Jesus 
died. 

We  commend  our  Foreign  Missionary  So- 
ciety for  their  continued  concern  about  the 
multitudes  in  every  land.  We  rejoice  with 
them  in  this  sixtieth  anniversary  year  in 
the  forward  steps  that  they  are  taking.  We 
are  sure  that  when  they  share  with  us  the 
blessings  of  God  that  have  been  apparent, 
and  the  growth  of  these  sixty  years,  your 
hearts  will  be  thrilled.  We  are  particularly 
happy  to  know  that  during  this  conference, 
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ground  will  be  broken  for  a  new  missionary 
residence.  We  trust  that  work  will  continue 
at  a  rapid  pace,  and  that  soon  this  project 
will  reach  culmination  and  that  our  mis- 
sionaries will  have  additional  and  adequate 
space  when  here  on  furlough,  or  in  retire- 
ment. We  are  indeed  happy  that  during 
this  past  year,  new  missionaries  have  joined 
the  forces  in  foreign  lands,  and  that  even 
now  others  await  the  actual  time  of  de- 
parture, trying  in  the  meantime  to  gather 
sufficient  funds  to  see  them  across  and  set- 
tled in  the  place  God  has  chosen  for  them. 
With  the  unrest  that  is  abroad  in  mission 
fields  today,  surely  we  must  know  that 
"Now  is  the  hour"  in  which  we  must  get 
the  job  done  in  foreign  fields,  if  we  are  ever 
to  accomplish.  With  the  spread  of  atheistic 
communism  in  every  land,  little  do  we  know 
how  long  mission  fields  will  remain  open 
to  our  missionaries.  There  must  be  no  les- 
sening of  concern  —  but  rather,  an  increas- 
ing prayer  life  and  sacrificial  giving  on  the 
part  of  all  of  us  to  this  everV-increasing 
task.  ' 

Likewise,  our  Home  Missions  Council  has 
given  continued  concern  for  the  unreached 
areas  of  our  land,  in  the  starting  of  new 
churches  with  the  splendid  cooperation  of 
the  district  Mission  Boards.  We  cannot 
help  but  be  concerned,  and  trust  that  every 
delegate  to  this  conference  will  be  con- 
cerned, because  of  two  mission  spots  that 
this  year  have  been  compelled  to  close.  I 
am  sure  the  directors  of  our  Home  Missions 
Council  have  been  vitally  concerned.  Per- 
haps these  were  compelled  to  close  because 
we  have  not  prayed  enough,  and  that  be- 
cause we  were  not  compassionate  enough. 
There  are  many  new  cities  that  should  be 
occupied.  Whole  cities  are  springing  up  al- 
most overnight  as  it  were,  and  yet  we  are 
slow  to  buy  up  the  opportunities  —  parti- 
ally because  of  lack  of  money,  and  parti- 
ally because  of  lack  of  proper  manpower. 

We  trust  that  in  the  presentation  of  the 
home  missions  challenge  to  this  conference 
and  in  the  months  just  ahead,  new  vision 
may  capture  all  of  our  hearts,  and  that  this 
year  will  see  the  greatest  forward  move- 
ment in  the  history  of  this  department  of 
our    church. 

The  Sunday  School  and  Youth  Boards 
will  both  be  reporting  directly  to  this  con- 
ference, inasmuch  as  each  of  these  boards 
are  creatures  of  this  conference.  However, 
we  commend  both  of  these  organizations 
for  their  continued  efforts  in  the  matter 
cf  reaching  the  unreached  and  of  teaching 
those  already  reached.  I  speak  today  as 
your  moderator,  and  it  is  difficult  for  me 
not  to  go  into  great  length  concerning  the 
work   of   these   two  boards   because   of   my 


close  affiliation  with  them,  and  particularly 
the  Sunday  School  Board,  for  which  it  shal 
be  my  privilege  to  report  to  this  conferenci 
on  another  day.  But  may  I  speak  just  thi 
word?  These  two  boards  in  a  very  definiti 
sense  have  a  tremendous  responsibility 
That  day  when  Jesus  took  a  child  and  se 
him  in  the  midst  of  the  disciples,  they  (thi 
disciples)  represented  what  was  the  fore' 
runner  of  the  church.  What  was  true  ther 
is  true  now.  The  child  and  youth  is  sti] 
in  the  midst  of  the  church,  and  demand  he 
love,  care,  and  tender  solicitude.  In  the& 
days  we  are  hearing  much  of  the  conserva 
tion  of  land,  machinery,  finances,  and  th 
like,  but  conservation  of  youth  is  still  th 
largest  piece  of  work  we  have  on  our  hands 
A  wise  humorist  once  said:  "Bringing  u 
the  next  generation  is  the  greatest  work  c 
this  generation."  The  Sunday  School  an. 
Youth  Boards  of  our  conference  are  charge, 
with  the  responsibility  of  doing  this  tas' 
in  a  leadership  manner  for  our  church.  Thi 
conference  must  think  seriously  of  doin 
more  to  assist  by  way  of  finances  both  c 
these  boards  in  the  coming  year  so  thai 
their  work  will  not  be  hindered.  Let  ml 
remind  this  conference  that  neither  of  thes 
boards  have  opportunity  for  offering  per 
iods.  If  we  are  to  have  people  to  suppol 
other  organizations  of  the  church,  if  w 
are  to  have  pastors  to  supply  our  pulpil 
and  mission  fields  in  the  future,  if  we  ar 
to  have  money  to  finance  the  work  of  ou 
national  organizations,  then  we  must  CON| 
SERVE  through  our  Sunday  schools  anf 
Youth  works  today.  Christian  education  :| 
a  part  of  the  task  of  the  church  in  the  samj 
identical  manner  that  missions  is  a  pai 
of  the  task  of  the  church,  and  to  negleii 
either  at  the  expense  of  the  other  is  1| 
avoid  doing  what  Jesus  Christ  has  com 
missioned  us  to  do.  The  Sunday  Scho< 
and  Youth  Boards  are  Christian  educatio 
agencies  of  this  conference  to  the  loca 
church  level    and   deserve   your  help. 

We  thank  God  for  the  part  our  school! 
Grace  College  and  Grace  Seminary,  pla 
in  the  matter  of  preparing  those  who  shaj 
in  future  days  guide  the  destiny  of  01 
own  church,  and  they,  too,  have  a  tremenci 
ous  part  in  this  matter  of  compassion,  fc| 
unless  we  have  a  trained  leadership  for  th 
future,  we  cannot  enlarge  our  ministry  11 
those  who  so  desperately  need  it.  These  aij 
our  schools,  and  God  has  given  us  aero; 
the  Nation  a  new  vision  for  the  work 
preparing  youth  for  the  future. 

We  would  urge  the  leadership  of  tl 
schools  to  continue  to  emphasize  the  sour 
doctrines  of  the  Word  of  God  in  the  clasi 
room  daily,  and  in  addition,  to  continuous' 
present  men  and  women  of  God  who  hai 
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been  successful  in  their  various  places  of 
Christian  leadership  in  their  respective 
fields  of  endeavor.  Particularly  we  would 
urge  them  to  present  in  the  chapel  hours  in 
■-Seminary  and  College  our  own  Brethren 
spastors  and  leaders  that  our  students  may 
ibecome  well-acquainted  with  them,  and 
;hat  they  may  know  that  Brethren  pastors 
ind  leaders  are  being  used  of  God  in  a  very 
(vvonderful  manner. 

There  is  a  distinct  need  in  this  hour  for 

Additional  facilities   to   house  our  youth   as 

uhey  come  to  Grace,  and  we  trust  that  the 

(board  of  trustees  of  these  institutions  will 

boon   be    able   to    see   the   way   made   open 

[that  dormitory  and  dining  space  on  campus 

fnight  be  provided.  As  I  see  the  picture  at 

his    moment,    this    is   one    of    the    greatest 

lindering    forces    to    the    growth    of    our 

ichools. 

|  And  while  we  are  thinking  about  the  mat- 
ter of  our  schools,  we  would  add  a  word, 
poncerning  the  Christian  Day  School  move- 
nent  which  has  had  such  singular  success 
n  many  of  our  churches.  Here  is  but  an- 
other arm  of  the  church  to  prepare  our 
jrouth  against  the  onslaught  of  the  enemy. 
The  Bible  has  been  taken  out  of  education 
n  many  places  by  godless  teachers.  The 
Christian  Day  School  is  the  answer  as  how 
jod  might  have  His  place  in  education.  We 
hank  God  for  the  concern  of  churches  and 
he  schools  they  are  conducting. 

We  would  not  pass  by  another  great  arm 
if  the  church  as  we  think  of  the  matter  of 
tompassion  for  a  lost  world.  Praise  and  en- 
iouragement    are    due    the    women    of    the 
thurches  everywhere,  but  among  them  all, 
lone  are  doing  the  work  of  God  more  faith- 
ully    or    loyally    than   the   women   of   The 
3rethren  Church.  We  are  thinking  especial- 
ly of  that  noble  company  of  women  under 
he  banner  of  the  Women's  Missionary  Coun- 
til,  and  their  untiring  efforts  day  after  day 
or  the  extension  of  the  Gospel  at  home  and 
icross  the  seas.  Patient  in  well-doing,  glean- 
ng  in  every  field,  evidencing  what  can  be 
lone,  not  by  great  shocks  of  golden  grain, 
Jut  rather  by  the  handfuls  of  purpose  with 
ii  kmich  they   come  into  the  garner.  The  ef- 
i  iciency  of  this  group  in  their  business,  the 
I  pay  in  which  they  undertake  project  after 
J  iroject,    and   give   both   of   self   and   means 
o  assist  other  organizations  of  our  church 
ji  i   nothing   short  of   miraculous.    Surely   of 
o  his     organization,     our    Lord    would    say: 
iJThey  have   done  what  they   could." 

Our  Board  of  Evangelism,  and  our  lay- 
tlfien  across  the  continent  have  joined  hands 
a  a  a  great  effort  of  soul-winning.  They 
s^ave  caught  a  bit  of  the  vision  that  all  of 
|  is  need  to  catch,  and  to  go  on  from  this 
a,  >oint  to  new  heights  for  Jesus  Christ.  We 


trust  that  under  God,  the  work  of  this 
board  will  be  continued,  and  that  before 
long,  they  will  be  able  to  give  to  the  church 
the  leadership  of  another  who  will  carry 
on  the  efforts  that  have  been  so  well  begun 
in  the  days  past,  and  particularly  now  in 
the  immediate  past  by  our  Brother  Fetter  - 
hoff.  We  trust  God  may  bless  him  in  his 
new  undertaking,  which  is  not  a  step  out  of 
evangelism,  but  rather  a  step  in  a  different 
direction,  evangelism  concentrated  now  in 
a  great   city. 

We  continually  praise  God  for  the  con- 
tinued work  of  our  Brethren  Missionary 
Herald  Company.  Through  these  many 
years,  they  have  supplied  the  church  with 
outstanding  Christian  literature,  particularly 
the  weekly  magazine  of  our  church.  We 
commend  the  entire  staff  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Editor-in-Chief,  Rev.  Arnold 
Kriegbaum  for  a  continuing  and  expand- 
ing ministry.  Their  outreach,  as  suggested 
in  recent  reports,  of  literature  flowing  into 
jails,  hospitals,  army  camps,  and  of  course, 
thousands  of  our  homes  is  another  instance 
of  the  hand  of  God's  blessing  upon  us  as  a 
church. 

We  would  recommend  to  this  conference 
that  the  secretary  of  the  conference  and  the 
editor  of  the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald 
Company  prepare  a  revision  of  the  Hand- 
book of  our  church  incorporating  the 
changes  that  have  been  made  in  National 
Conference  from  the  time  of  its  adoption 
until  now  and  that  then  a  new  edition  of 
the  handbook  be  made  available  to  our 
pastors  and  churches. 

Leading  our  churches  across  the  Nation 
is  a  vast  host  of  dedicated  men,  who  with 
their  families  carry  a  great  heart  concern 
for  the  work  of  the  church.  It  has  often 
been  said  that  the  pastor  is  the  key.  I  think 
without  exaggeration  we  dare  say  that  no 
church  can  long  maintain  itself  without  a 
virile  ministry.  This  is  so  ordained  of  God. 
It  must  be  adequate  as  to  numbers,  ability, 
and  consecration.  None  but  the  best  avail- 
able will  do  for  this  greatest  business  of 
preaching.  More  and  more  we  pray  our  min- 
isters shall  be  trained  in  our  own  schools, 
and  atmosphered  in  the  truths  of  our  be- 
loved church.  This  is  not  narrow!  It  is  good 
sense  and  needs  no  apology.  The  need  is 
for  a  ministry  warm  of  heart,  wise  in  lead- 
ership, loyal  and  responsive  to  the  Saviour 
and  His  Spirit,  fervent  in  zeal,  and  untir- 
ing in  the  work  of  the  Lord. 

Here  is  a  place  where  all  must  join. 
Jesus  said:  "Pray  ye  the  Lord  of  the  har- 
vest, that  he  will  send  forth  labourers  into 
his  harvest"  (Matt.  9:38).  If  we  are  to  con- 
tinue long  as  a  church,  if  we  are  to  meet 
the  challenge  of  this  exploding  population, 
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we  must  have  more  of  our  finest  young  men 
hearing  the  call  of  God,  and  answering  that 
call.  Too  many  I  fear  in  this  last  little  while 
have  forsaken  the  call  of  God,  have  sold 
God's  best  for  them  for  a  mess  of  pottage 
and  will  settle  for  God's  second  best. 

There  is  yet  one  matter  that  concerns  us 
at  this  moment,  and  it  has  to  do  with  com- 
passion. Into  the  political  arena  of  our  na- 
tional picture  has  been  thrown  once  again 
the  aspirants  for  the  highest  office  of  our 
land.  This  is  not  a  matter  of  politics  alone, 
but  rather,  one  in  which  the  very  cause  of 
the  Protestant  church  is  at  stake.  I  am  not 
here  and  now  suggesting  religious  intoler- 
ance, but  rather  political  subjections.  If  we 
are  to  continue  to  have  freedom  to  worship 
as  we  please,  then  we  must  make  sure,  as 
sure  as  we  can,  that  political  aspirants  at 
every  level  of  political  office,  but  particular- 
ly at  the  highest  level,  is  free  from  foreign 
encumbrance.  We  need  to  know  the  politic- 
al views  and  ambitions  of  the  man  aspir- 
ing, and  likewise  the  political  views  and 
ambitions  of  the  church  of  which  he  is  a 
part.  This,  I  believe  the  record  of  history 
will  tell  us,  if  we  will  but  read  the  history 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  not  religi- 
ously, but  politically. 

The   Responsibility 

But  let  me  speak  quickly  in  conclusion  a 
final  word  about  the  responsibility  of  our 
text.  I  am  sure  that  God  has  ordained  The 
National  Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches 
as  an  important  part  in  His  great  program 
for  this  day.  We  perhaps  could  say  with  one 
of  old:  "He  has  brought  us  to  the  kingdom 
for  such  an  hour  as  this."  We  are  not  per- 
fect, we  have  not  attained,  but  God  has 
blessed.  The  text  of  this  conference  is  a 
very  personal  matter  —  FOLLOW  THOU 
ME.  The   Brethren  Church  is   composed   of 


more  than  170  churches,  with  more  than 
25,000  people  in  membership.  This  text  is 
a  challenge  to  each  one  of  us.  We  need  to  I 
ask  ourselves  the  question:  "If  every  mem- 
ber of  The  Brethren  Church  is  just  like  me 
what  kind  of  a  church  will  our  church  be?'; 
Peter  said:  "Lord,  what  is  John  going  to 
do?"  But  Jesus  responded,  "Follow  thou 
me."  God  is  calling  us  as  truly  today  as 
He  ever  called  any  generation  of  Brethren 
people  in  the  past.  There  are  adaptations 
of  plans  and  methods  which  must  be  made 
as  conditions  demand.  But  the  call  remains 
the  same.  The  needs  of  men  are  the  same 
as  they  have  always  been,  since  that  daj 
when  an  angel  with  a  flaming  swore 
guarded  the  gates  of  the  Garden  of  Eder 
from  a  man  and  a  woman  who  had  prover 
themselves  unworthy  of  its  magnificance 
and  splendor.  In  that  tragic  hour  there  came 
a  ray  of  light  to  pierce  the  gloom  and  shad- 
ow. The  Saviour  was  promised.  He  wa; 
their  need.  He  is  the  need  of  the  world  to- 
day as  truly  as  ever.  May  our  plans,  pro- 
grams, intercessions,  ambitions,  determina- 
tions of  every  life,  and  of  this  conferenc< 
all  center  about  and  in  the  task  of  bringin; 
men  into  the  experience  of  salvation,  ant 
growing  into  maturity  in  Christ. 

If  we  are  not  here  first  of  all  to  do  busi- 
ness with  God,  and  then  to  do  business  fo: 
God,  we  might  just  as  well  print  a  sign 
"Ichabod,"  and  hang  it  over  our  conferenci 
and  go  home.  But  if  we  are  ready  to  d< 
business  with  God  —  business  concerninj 
ourselves  in  a  great  yielding  of  self  as  H| 
calls,  "Follow  thou  Me"  —  if  we  are  read;; 
to  do  business  for  God  as  He  leads  us  b;j 
His  Spirit  in  an  expanding  program  fo 
this  exploding  population,  then  we  will  hea 
His  "Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithfu 
servant  —  FOLLOW  THOU  ME." 


DEVOTIONAL  SESSIONS 


Monday  Evening,  August  15 

Moderator  Harold  H.  Etling  opened  the 
first  session  of  the  71st  annual  conference 
Monday  evening,  August  15,  I960,  with 
prayer.  He  presented  Vice  Moderator 
Ralph  J.  Colburn  to  preside  at  this  first 
devotional  session.  Donald  Ogden,  con- 
ference songleader  led  in  the  singing  of 
the  fine  hymn  "Marvelous  Grace,"  with 
Bill  Schaffer  at  the  organ. 

The  singing  of  the  hymn  "Guide  Me 
O  Thou  Great  Jehovah,"  beautifully  ex- 
pressed the  desire  of  the  capacity  audience 
for  the  guidance  of  the  Lord  in  this  con- 
ference.

Conard  Sandy  read  the  Scripture  and 
led  in  the  opening  prayer.  The  offering 
was  received.

Kenneth  Gangel  sang  a  beautiful  solo 
number  entitled  "Take  Your  Cross  and 
Follow  Me."  Following  this  the  Mod- 
erator presented  the  challenging  message 
on  the  conference  theme  "Follow  Thou 
Me."  The  meeting  was  closed  with  prayer 
following  the  singing  of  the  hymn  "I 
Can  Hear  My  Saviour  Calling." 

Tuesday  Morning,  August  16 

Songleader  Donald  Ogden  directed  as 
conference  sang  "What  A  Friend  We  Have 
In  Jesus,"  and  the  chorus  "Whisper  A 
Prayer."  Missionary  Jake  Kliever  read 
John   17:1-13   and  led  in  prayer.  Modera- 


tor Harold  Etling  introduced  Brother 
Gerald  Teeter,  pastor  at  Findlay,  Ohio, 
who  presented  a  message  from  the  Word 
of  God  on  the  subject  "Follow  Thou  Me 
In  Prayer."  The  meeting  was  closed  with 
prayer. 

Tuesday  Evening,  August  16 

Our  hearts  were  tuned  for  the  message 
of  the  evening  as  we  sang  together  two 
fine  hymns,  "Leaning  On  The  Everlasting 
Arms,"  and  "Blessed  Assurance."  Jerry 
Young  played  a  beautiful  trombone  solo, 
following  which  the  chorus  "In  My  Heart 
There  Rings  A  Melody."  Missionary  Fred 
Fogle  read  the  Scripture,  using  Romans 
6:11-22,  and  led  in  prayer. 

Following  the  announcements  an  of- 
fering of  $168.50  was  received.  The 
message  of  the  evening  on  the  subject 
"Follow  Thou  Me  In  Obedience,"  was 
brought  by  Ralph  Colburn.  This  session 
was  closed  with  prayer,  following  which 
Pastor  Scott  Weaver  presided  over  the 
Board   of  Evangelism's   challenge  hour. 

Wednesday  Morning,  August  17

The  Scripture  portion  was  Matt.  19:16-30, 
and  was  read  by  Missionary  Hill  Ma- 
conaghy.  After  Brother  Maconaghy  led 
in  prayer,  Rev.  Richard  Grant  brought  a 
spiritually  profitable  message  on  the  sub- 
ject "Follow  Thou  Me  To  The  Uttermost." 
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Wednesday  Evening,  August  17  Friday  Morning,  August  19 


The  hymns  "We're  Marching  To  Zion," 
"Glad  Day,"  and  "When  We  All  Get  To 
Heaven"  along  with  the  chorus  "I  Have 
Decided  To  Follow  Jesus,"  were  sung  in 
the  opening  portion  of  the  Wednesday 
evening  service.

L.  S.  Bauman's  book  The  Faith  Once 
for  All  Delivered  Unto  the  Saints.  We 
believe  that  our  people  should  be  informed. 
Motion  prevailed  to  adjourn. 

THIRD  BUSINESS  SESSION 

Thursday,   August    1 8 

The  membership  Committee  reported 
7  additional  lay  and  1  additional  min- 
isterial delegates,  for  a  grand  total  of  534. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting 
were  read  and  approved. 

The  Committee  on  Committees  placed 
the  following  persons  in  nomination  for 
various  conference  committees,  and  these 
were  declared  to  be  the  nominees  by  Con- 
ference vote.  Motion  prevailed  that  these 
be  elected:    (see  page  2-4). 

Motion  prevailed  that  the  Grace  Breth- 
ren Church,  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan,  be 
admitted  to  membership  in  the  National 
Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches. 

Motion  prevailed  to  adopt  the  report  of 
the  Denominational  Interests  Committee, 
as  follows: 

COMMITTEE     ON     DENOMINATIONAL      INTERESTS 

As  indicated  by  its  title,  this  committee  was 
constituted  by  The  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches  for  the  purpose  of  giving  counsel  and  aid 
in  the  protection  of  our  denominational  interests. 
In  the  fulfilment  of  this  duty  your  committee  pre- 
sents  the   following    report. 

It  is  quite  generally  known  that  by  two  of  our 
congregations  action  has  been  taken  which  per- 
mits the  reception  of  members  without  the  re- 
quirement of  baptism  by  trine  immersion.  This 
action  has  caused  widespread  apprehension  and 
dismay  in  our  churches  because  of  its  possible 
consequences.  It  has  already  brought  the  property 
of  the  two  churches  involved  into  possible  legal 
jeopardy;  and,  if  condoned  by  The  National  Fel- 
lowship, in  the  seating  of  their  delegates,  it  could 
possibly  extend  this  legal  jeopardy  to  the  property 
of  all  the  congregations  participating  in  The  Na- 
tional Fellowship.  This  is  to  say  nothing  of  the 
property  held  by  our  national  boards  which  could 
be  brought  into  danger  under  certain  circumstances, 
We  are  advised  by  competent  legal  counsel  that 
any  such  financial  jeopardy  has  no  statuatory  limits 
as  to  time.  Your  committee  also  should  point  out 
the  divisive  possibilities  in  any  such  action,  as 
that  under  discussion,  some  of  which  are  already 
clearly    manifest    in    the    denomination. 

Under  these  circumstances,  your  committee 
desires  to  remind  our  delegates  here  that  The 
Brethren  Church  from  its  beginning  in  1708  has 
held  that  the  Bible  teaches  baptism  by  trine  im- 
mersion as  a  requirement  for  admission  into  its 
membership.  This  position  has  been  made  abund 
antly    clear    in    official    statements    by    conferences 
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and  other  organizations  of  the  Church,  some  of 
which  we  cite  as  follows:  (1)  The  well-known 
statement  of  1892  announced  officially  in  the  first 
sentence  "That  the  ordinance  of  baptism  is  trine 
immersion  only."  (2)  This  was  reaffirmed  in  the 
Manual  of  Procedure  of  the  General  Conference 
adopted  in  1915  which  states  "The  Brethren  Church 
is  a  body  of  baptized  believers.  The  mode  of  re- 
ceiving members  into  the  church  is  upon  profession 
of  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  repentance, 
baptism  by  trine  immersion,  and  confirmation  by  the 
laying  on  of  hands."  (3)  This  is  also  clearly  stated 
in  the  Manual  of  Procedure  adopted  by  The  Na- 
tional Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches  in  1947. 
'4)  The  same  action  was  taken  by  The  National 
Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches  in  1959.  (5)  This 
position  was  reaffirmed  officially  by  various 
district  conferences  and  ministeriums  in  1959  and 
1960;  and  by  The  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Ministers  in  1959,  and  by  all  the  national  boards, 
foreign  missions,  home  missions,  seminary  and  the 
publishing    house    in     1959. 

By  unanimous  action,  your  committee  therefore 
recommends  the  following  action:  (1)  That  this 
conference  sends  to  the  churches  involved  our 
Christian  greetings  and  the  sincere  assurance  of 
our  love  and  desire  for  their  fellowship.  (2)  That 
we  again  reaffirm  the  position  of  trine  immersion 
as  the  Biblical  form  of  water  baptism  and  is  a 
requirement  for  entrance  into  the  membership  of 
The    Brethren    Church. 

However,  inasmuch  as  the  entire  subject  of  trine 
immersion  as  a  requirement  for  voting  membership 
in  The  Brethren  Church  is  under  discussion  in  The 
National  Fellowship  of  Brethren  Ministers,  we  there- 
fore recommend  that  no  final  disposition  be  taken 
by    this    conference    before    1962. 

We  further  urge  lhat  the  two  California  churches 
which  have  already  taken  action  shall  not  in  any 
wre  implement  their  decisions  nor  receive  any 
members  without  trine  immersion  until  a  decision 
has  been  reached  by  the  National  Ministerium, 
and  that  they  seriously  consider  the  modification 
or    rescinding    of    their    action.

bility. However,  we  desire  in  summary  fashion  to 
jp'eport  the  work  of  our  board  through  this  past 
IjVconference    year, 

ADVANCES 

I  The  enrollment  in  Sunday  School  from  1946  to 
*Jl959  has  advanced  from  98  schools  with  17,436 
H^nrolled  to  173  schools  with  an  enrollment  of 
*  136,043  or  an  increase  of  1 8,607.  The  average  en- 
i-ollment  per  school  has  increased  from  173  to 
t8BilO.  In  the  same  period  of  time  the  attendance 
Npas  gone  from  11,887  to  26,131 — an  increase  of 
'Hr  4,244.  During  this  past  year  for  the  first  time  in 
rjhe  history  of  our  Sunday  School  work  we  have  a 
|:hurch  with  an  enrollment  in  Sunday  School  of 
nnore  than  2,000 — our  North  Long  Beach  (Calif.) 
jhurch.     Another     encouragement     is     in     the     fact 


that  in  1953  (the  earliest  record  of  this  available) 
we  had  1  1  schools  out  of  137  schools  with  a 
membership  of  less  than  50,  but  in  1960  with  173 
schools  reporting,  we  had  but  4  schools  with  a 
membership  less  than  50.  In  addition  to  this,  in 
1953  with  137  schools  reporting,  we  had  44  schools 
with  enrollments  of  less  than  100,  but  now  in 
1960  we  have  173  schools  reporting  and  only  34 
schools  with  less  than  100.  These  advances  are  an 
indication  to  us  that  the  program  of  the  National 
Sunday  School  Board  is  bringing  real  results.  The 
other  side  of  the  picture  is  that  this  year  out  of 
173  schools  reporting,  68  show  losses  in  their 
enrollment  and  this  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the 
population  of  the  United  Staes  showed  the  great- 
est  gain    in    history. 

Your  National  Sunday  School  Board  is  concerned 
with  these  losses  and  is  urging  the  Sunday  Schools 
that  have  developed  enrollment  losses  to  give  care- 
ful study  to  their  own  records  and  program  to  find 
the  secret  for  such  losses  and  at  the  same  time 
the  National  Sunday  School  Board  is  again  offer- 
ing the  counsel  and  assistance.  We  are  sure  of 
this  one  thing — all  of  us  need  to  give  careful 
attention    to    the    records   of    our    Sunday    Schools. 

CONTEST 

The  annual  contest  has  again  created  tremend- 
ous interest  and  is  now  on  a  year-around  basis. 
With  approximately  125  schools  involved  in  last 
year's  contest  and  many  of  them  reaping  real  re- 
sults from  it,  we  would  urge  that  every  Sunday 
School  in  our  Brotherhood  join  with  us  in  this 
monthly  check-up  and  that  this  year  we  might 
see  the  greatest  number  of  schools  participating 
ever. 

CONVENTION 

We  have  just  finished  our  8th  annual  conven- 
tion with  more  than  1,000  present  in  each  of  the 
Sunday  services  and  more  than  50  workshops  on 
"how  to"  in  Sunday  School  work  and  we  are  sure 
that  great  benefit  will  result.  In  addition,  the 
National  Sunday  School  Board  cooperated  with 
Gospel  Light  Publications  in  a  three-day  training 
conference  on  Grace  College  campus,  which  brought 
many  Brethren  to  a  new  appreciation  of  the  pos- 
sibilities of  Christian  education  in  their  local 
churches. 

CAMPAIGNS 

Enlargement  campaigns  and  Loyalty  campaigns 
are  now  a  definite  part  of  our  yearly  program, 
and  this  year  already  much  enthusiasm  has  been 
engendered  with  the  theme  VOTE  FOR  SUNDAY 
SCHOOL.  We  are  looking  for  the  greatest  in- 
creases  ever    in   this   six   week  campaign. 

THEME 

The  theme  for  the  decade  has  already  been 
announced  to  our  conference. — A  DECADE  OF 
DOUBLING,  and  we  are  asking  every  Sunday 
School  to  double  everything  in  this  decade — 
staff,  classes,  pupils,  teaching  techniques,  offer- 
ings, and  above  all,  efforts  in  the  salvation  of 
precious  souls.  In  addition,  each  year  a  theme 
in  keeping  with  this  program  will  be  projected 
and  for  1961  our  theme  is  "An  Expanding  Sunday 
School  for  an  Exploding  Population."  Plans  have 
been  made  by  your  board  for  the  continued  publi- 
cation of  the  "Promoter,"  "Super  Scoops,"  "Books 
Off  the  Shelf,"  and  teacher  training  texts.  We 
covet  the  prayers  of  the  entire  conference  and 
of  all  of  your  churches  in  behalf  of  this  missiono-y 
evangelistic    and    educational    arm    of    your    church. 

OUR     DIRECTOR 

The  director  of  our  National  Sunday  School 
Board  continued  the  work  of  itineration  among 
the   churches   and    last  year  traveled   approximately 
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42,000  miles  visiting  churches,  attending  de- 
nominational and  inter-denominational  Sunday 
School  conventions  and  rallies  and  serving  as 
teacher  in  Sunday  School  methods  in  Grace  Semi- 
nary, in  home  mission  workshops,  in  a  journalism 
conference  of  the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald  Co. 
Also,  our  director  has  been  afforded  the  high 
privilege  this  year  in  serving  on  the  faculty  of 
Forest  Home  Training  Conference,  considered  the 
outstanding  training  conference  in  the  United 
States.  He  has  also  been  afforded  the  privilege 
of  serving  as  a  member  of  the  National  Sunday 
School   Association   board   of   directors. 

FINANCIAL 

Our  financial  report  this  year  shows  only  a  six 
month  report  in  order  that  the  books  of  the  Na- 
tional Sunday  School  Board  might  be  brought 
into  focus  with  the  statistical  blanks  and  yearly 
report  of  individual  churches  and  from  this  point 
on  our  entire  report  as  to  finances  will  be  made 
as  of  January  1  to  December  31.  The  financial 
statement  of  the  six  month  period  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1959,  is  as  published  below.  Our  books 
have  been  submitted  to  the  auditing  committee 
for  audit  and  they  will  report  upon  them.  We 
have  already  referred  to  the  need  for  additional 
support  from  our  churches  for  this  board  in  the 
moderator's  address  and  we  call  attention  again 
to  a  very  important  phase  of  our  work — that  of 
financial.  If  we  are  to  double  our  Sunday  Schools, 
our  staff  must  have  sufficient  funds  with  which 
to  work  and  must  find  the  answer  to  our  financial 
needs. 

EQUIPMENT 

A  Sunday  School  Class  of  the  North  Riverdale 
church  has  given  to  us  a  new  IBM  electric  type- 
writer with  a  retail  purchase  cost  of  approximately 
$450.  An  addressograph  machine  was  added  to 
our  equipment  this  year  in  exchange  for  a  piece 
of  dictation  equipment.  The  value  of  the  addresso- 
graph is  approximately  $550.  A  Thermo-Fax  ma- 
chine for  copying  purposes  was  added  to  our 
equipment  and  is  being  found  more  useful  every 
day. 

STAFF 

In  addition  to  the  director,  our  staff  for  this 
new  year  includes  Miss  Bobbette  Osborn,  office 
manager,  and  Mrs.  Lee  Dice  as  bookkeeper.  We 
urge  continued  prayer  for  the  growth  of  our 
schools  across  the  Nation  as  in  this  year  we  be- 
gin  the    DECADE   OF    DOUBLING.

BOARD     OF     MINISTERIAL     EMERGENCY 
AND    RETIREMENT    BENEFITS 

The  Lord  has  blessed  this  board  in  many  ways 
during  the  last  year.  Some  churches  which  had  been 
enticed  away  from  support  of  the  board  for  Social 
Security  have  been  reinstated  in  contributing  the 
3%.  Some  ministers  have  been  reinstated  in  their 
contributing  of  their  1  %-  New  churches  and  min- 
isters have  been  added.  The  trend  has  been  defi- 
nitely  toward   instead   of  away   from  the   board. 


In  spite  of  greater  demands  upon  both  the 
emergency  gifts  and  the  regular  retirement  bene- 
fits, the  financial  report  will  show  approximate 
balance    between    income   and    expenditures. 

During  the  year  the  board  gave  special  study 
to  the  feasibility  of  some  plan  of  medical  hos- 
pital, and  insurance  benefits.  Personal  contact  and 
conference  consultation  was  had  with  the  Brother- 
hood Mutual  Insurance  Company  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana,  but  the  minimum  premium  cost  was  found 
to  be  prohibitive  for  any  general  participation  by 
our    ministers    at   this   time. 

We  feel  that  the  present  setup  which  the  con- 
ference has  adopted  to  guide  the  board  should 
be   maintained  for  the  present. 
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enlfct  ho?h  in£e.a5ed,  Pu,blicitV  °nd  promotion  to 
enlist  both  additional  churches  and  ministers  in 
support  of  the  board.  You  will  be  hearing  more 
and  more  from  us  and  about  the  plan  and  purposes 
of  the  emergency  and  retirement  benefits  offered 
We  urge  that  you  think  of  the  business  of  this 
board  in  terms  of  BIG  BUSINESS.  The  board  is 
gradually  becoming  a  major  board  and  the  busi- 
ness of  the  board  is  of  the  greatest  importance  in 
relation  to  the  ministers  of  our  fellowship  From 
the  smallest  of  beginnings,  God  has  blessed  until 
now — our   business    is    Big    Business   in   ten   years.

RESOLUTIONS 

Prefoce 

In  view  of  the  critical  situation  in  our  church 
and  in  the  world  today,  your  resolutions  com- 
mittee does  not  feel  led  to  bring  in  the  usual 
resolutions  &  commendation  and  praise  for  your 
consideration.  Rather,  we  believe  that  the  resolu- 
tions of  this  conference  should  voice  our  response 
to  the  theme  of  this  conference.  Throughout  the 
sessions  of  this  week  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  has 
spoken  to  us  who  compose  The  Brethren  Church, 
commanding  us  to  follow  Him.  It  is  the  purpose 
of  these  resolutions  to  express  our  determination  to 
follow  Christ   in   all   things,  and  to   follow   Him  only. 


ARTICLE    I 


FOUNDATION 


The  Lord  Jesus  Christ  has  said,  "Thy  Word  is 
truth."  He  further  has  stated:  "The  Scriptures 
cannot  be  broken."  The  motto  of  The  Brethren 
Church  has  always  been,  "The  Bible,  the  whole 
Bible,  and  nothing  but  the  Bible."  We  have  often 
called  it  our  only  creed.  But  there  are  a  multi- 
tude of  voices  calling  to  us  today  to  deny  part  of 
the  Word  of  God  or  to  accept  some  other  authority 
as   equal    to    it. 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  we  reaffirm  our 
faith  in  the  Bible  as  verbally  inspired  of  God  and 
infallible,  altogether  sufficient  in  itself  as  our 
only  rule  of  faith  and  practice.  We  will  follow 
Christ    in    His    belief    in   the   Word   of   God. 


ARTICLE    II    —    DOCTRINE 

In  the  Bible  we  find  the  great  doctrines  of  the 
Christian  faith,  centering  around  the  person  and 
work  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  They  include  such 
revealed  facts  as  the  deity  of  Christ,  His  incar- 
nation, virgin  birth,  sinless  life,  substitionary  death, 
bodily  resurrection,  and  heavenly  ascension,  the 
personality  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  salvation  by  grace 
through  faith,  and  the  premillenial  coming  of  our 
Lord.  These  truths  we  hold  in  common  with  many 
other  evangelical  Christians.  But  many  have  de- 
parted from  the  faith,  and  many  more  are  in  the 
process    of    departing. 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  we  reaffirm  our 
faith  in  these  great  doctrines  which  are  revealed 
in  the  written  Word.  We  will  follow  Christ  and 
His   authority    in   all    matters   of   doctrine. 

ARTICLE    III    —   CONDUCT 

The  Bible  contains  not  only  doctrine  to  be 
believed,  but  also  commandments  to  be  obeyed. 
It  is  not  enough  to  believe  the  Bible  and  its  doc- 
trines. We  must  submit  ourselves  in  humble  obedi- 
ence to  His  commandments  and  permit  Him  to 
live  His  life  in  us  or  we  are  not  following  Him. 
Among  His  clear  commands  are  baptism  by  trine 
immersion,  confirmation,  the  threefold  communion 
service,  and  anointing  of  the  sick  for  healing, 
nonresistance,  nonswearing,  separation  from  the 
world,  modesty  in  dress,  love  for  one  another,  gen- 
erous giving,  a  life  of  prayer,  faithful  church  at- 
tendance, witnessing  to  the  unsaved,  and  watching 
for  His  coming.  But  there  are  many  voices  being 
raised  today  by  people  who  believe  the  doctrines, 
but  refuse  to  submit  to  the  authority  of  Christ 
concerning    Christian   conduct   and    life. 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  we  here  and  now 
submit  ourselves  anew  to  Christ  to  do  what  He 
says.  We  will  follow  Christ  in  humble  obedience 
to  the   revealed   will   of   God    in   all   things. 

A  vote  for  these  resoutions  is  a  pledge  to  God 
to   follow   Christ    in   everything.

1961. 

A  package  price  for  lodging  and  meals  on  the 
grounds  is  available  to  a  limited  number  of  those 
attending  the  conference  (the  maximum  number 
would  be  775).

Our  national  youth  con- 
ference this  year  has  192  youth  in  attendance, 
an  increase  of  36  over  last  year,  making  it  the 
largest  national  youth  gathering  for  at  least  6 
years. 

The  publication  and  moiling  of  "Leads  for 
Leaders"  each  month  has  produced  many  ex- 
pressions of  appreciation  by  pastors  and  youth 
workers.  There  are  over  500  on  this  mailing  list 
An  additional  publication  for  Brethren  students 
in  scattered  colleges  ond  Bible  schools  is  planned 
for   this  coming   year. 

Christian  Service  Brigade,  adopted  by  this  con- 
ference last  year  as  our  official  boy's  work,  is 
meeting  increased  favor  among  our  churches. 
Forty-five  Brethren  churches  have  already  started 
Brigades,  or  are  definitely  in  the  starting  prepara- 
tions. Many  boys  have  already  been  reached  for 
Christ   in  our  churches. 

This  summer  again,  teams  of  Brethren  young 
people  went  to  Kentucky,  and  to  our  Navajo  mis- 
sion, to  assist  in  VBS  and  other  programs,  render- 
ing real  assistance  to  our  missionaries  there,  and 
gaining  valuable  and  challenging  missionary  ex- 
perience for  themselves.  We  want  to  express  our 
public  appreciation  to  the  WMC  for  their  generous 
aid    in    assisting    in    this    program. 

Our  greatest  limitations  are  financial.  In  spite 
of  slightly  increased  giving  this  year,  for  which 
we  praise  the  Lord,  we  have  an  immediate  need 
for  approximately  $1300.00  to  pay  all  current 
bills  and  keep  us  in  the  black.  Please  pray  with 
us  that  these  needs  be  met,  and  when  you  have 
funds  designated  for  the  youth  council  in  your 
church,    send    them     in    promptly.

REPORT    OF    MODERATOR'S   ADDRESS    COMMITTEE 

We,  the  committee  on  the  moderator's  address, 
gratefully  express  our  appreciation  to  the  retiring 
moderator,  the  Rev.  Harold  Etling,  for  his  timely 
and  comprehensive  address,  "Follow  Thou  Me." 

We  especially  appreciate  his  forthright  analysis 
of  the  present  position  of  The  Brethren  Church 
and  his  practical  suggestions  for  meeting  the  needs 
of  our  fellowship.  We  were  moved  by  his  in- 
spirational presentation  of  the  requirements,  realms 
and   responsibilities  of  following  Christ. 

We  therefore  recommend  to  this  conference: 

( 1 )  That  each  of  us  heed  the  exhortation  of 
the  moderator  to  seek  to  follow  Christ  in  the 
authority  of  the  Bible,  in  prayer,  in  holiness  of 
life  and   in   compassion. 

(2)  That  each  of  us  seek  to  follow  our  mod- 
erator's advice  in  supporting  our  Brethren  organiza- 
tions. 

(3)  That  this  conference  appoint  the  committee 
recommended  and  outlined  by  our  moderator,  to 
be  charged  with  the  further  study  of  the  beliefs 
and   practices   of  our  church. 

(4)  We  finally  recommend  that  the  address  of 
the  moderator  be  published  in  the  Annual  of  the 
Brethren  Missionary  Herald  so  that  it  will  be  made 
available  to  the  entire  brotherhood.

Conference   Report   of 
COMMITTEE    ON    STEWARDSHIP 

Introduction: 

Your  Committee  on  Stewardship  appointed  by 
last  year's  conference  has  had  several  meetings 
and  is  presenting  a  preliminary  report  with  the 
recommendation  that  if  this  report  is  acceptable 
to  the  conference  it  might  be  continued,  possibly 
enlarged,  to  implement  those  recommendations 
which  can  be  started  immediately  and  to  further 
study  and  work  out  details  with  the  boards  in- 
volved the  other  parts  recommended  and  make 
available    to   the   churches   the   completed    program. 

( 1  )  The  committee  recommends  that  as  soon 
as     possible,     not     later    than     January     1961,    our 


local  churches  and  pastors  begin  a  stewardship 
emphasis  in  preaching  and  teaching  to  include  the 
following: 

(a)  A  series  of  sermons  laying  the  Scriptural 
groundwork  for  the  first  time  or  reviewing 
the  large  place  given  to  stewardship  of 
life  and  possessions  in  the  Bible. 

(b)  Use  of  some  of  the  many  fine  materials 
available  for  posters,  bulletin  fronts  in- 
serts, tracts,  direct  mail  folders,  etc 


(c) 


Local    contest    for    posters,    displays, 
new   ideas,   and  approaches. 


skits. 


(2)  The  committee  recommends  to  the  boards 
of  conference  and  related  boards  which  make  ap- 
peals  to   the   brotherhood   the   following: 

(a)  A  wider  use  of  the  Herald  for  up-to-the- 
minute  reports  of  receipts  in  relation  to 
annual   goals   and   special   projects. 

(b)  A  reduction  or  at  least  no  further  in- 
crease of  direct  mail  appeals. 

(c)  The  inclusion  of  a  "Stewardship  Page" 
in  their  regular  issues  of  the  Herald  with 
concise,  reports,  prayer  requests,  and 
projects. 

We   further   recommend  the   following: 

In  view  of  the  growing  practice  of  many  churches 
of  carrying  all  the  national  interests  throughout 
the  year  rather  than  limiting  the  offering  appeals 
and  promotion  only  to  "recognized"  periods,  and 
the  widespread  use  of  weekly  envelopes  which 
provide  opportunity  and  incentive  toward  such 
regular  support,  and: 

In  view  of  the  sentiment  which  has  been  ex- 
pressed rather  generally  that  there  should  be  a 
simplification  and  unification  in  the  presentation 
of  the  enlarging  denominational  interests,  in  order 
to  avoid  the  possibility  of  unintentional  conflicts 
or  the  appearance  of  competition,  and  in  order  to 
permit  the  unification  of  the  denominational  ap- 
peals to  proceed  from  the  local  congregation  rather 
than  to  give  an  appearance  of  imposing  it  from 
above; 

We  recommend  that  during  the  coming  year, 
the  various  boards  involved  be  requested  to  give 
consideration  to  the  following  propositions  as  a 
possible   solution    to   the    problem: 

( 1  )  The  voluntary  setup  of  some  kind  of  inter- 
board  coordinating  agency  to  direct  their  promo- 
tional planning  rather  than  through  specified 
periods. 

(2)  The  preparation  and  use  of  a  combined 
weekly-offering  envelope  which  would  include  all 
the  national  interests  as  well  as  the  local-church 
needs  which  could  be  made  available  to  all  churches 
at  a  very  low  price  through  volume  purchase  and 
board    subsidy. 

(3)  A  unified,  coordinated  bookkeeping  and  record 
system  to  be  made  available  to  churches. 

(4)  That  in  place  of  the  present  (often  over- 
lapping) periods  of  emphasis,  the  appeal  for  of- 
ferings for  the  home  and  foreign  mission  needs 
be  understood  to  be  weekly,  the  seminary  and 
college  monthly,  and  the  other  appeals  be  as- 
signed specific  Sundays  annually  on  a  quarterly 
basis. 

(5)  That  each  board  adopt,  present  and  publicize 
their  annual  budget  or  goal  which  is  to  be  realistic 
as  to  known  needs  and  with  provision  for  some 
unforeseen   emergencies. 

(6)  That  each  congregation  and  pastor,  with  the 
help  of  delegates  to  this  conference,  be  encouraged 
to  set  a  minimum  goal  for  local  offerings  of  their 
per    capita    membership    share    of    each    respective 
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goal.  That  in  prayer,  local  promotion,  and  such 
like  each  church  endeavor  to  exceed  their  goal 
as   far   as   possible.

During  the  year,  the  names  of  twelve  ministers 
available  for  pastorates  were  given  to  the  chair- 
man of  this  committee  with  instruction  fhat  they 
should  be  given  to  churches  requesting  them. 
There  were  names  of  ten  churches  on  another  list 
available  to  men  requesting  them  for  contacts. 
Generally,  the  churches  without  pastors  requested 
the  list  of  available  men  and  the  men  placing 
their  names  on  the  availability  list  also  asked  for 
information   on  churches  to   be  contacted. 

It  is  difficult  to  say  how  effective  this  com- 
mittee has  been.  I  know  that  eight  of  the  ten 
churches  have  pastors  also  at  least  seven  of  the 
twelve  men  have  accepted  new  pastorates  ( 3  of 
these  men  were  recent  Grace  Seminary  graduates*. 
Four,  and  possibly  five  of  the  remaining  men  are 
still    active    in    their    former    pastorates    and   work. 

I    do    know   of    four    preachers   once    available    for 


a  change  of  pastorates  are  now  active  in  four 
churches  requesting  the  pastor  list  for  consider- 
ation. Even  though  1  could  report  only  one  effec- 
tive contact  instead  of  four,  I  would  consider  the 
efforts    and    expense    of    the    committee    worthwhile.

WHEREAS  The  Brethren  Church  also  subscribes 
to  the  historic  Potestant  and  Biblical  principle  of 
the  separation  of  church  and  state;  and, 

WHEREAS  there  exists  in  our  country  a  great 
ecclesiastical-political  organization  known  as  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church,  whose  rulers  openly  oppose 
these  principles,  and  which  has  as  its  stated  in- 
tention the  goal  of  "Making  America  Roman 
Catholic;"   and, 

WHEREAS  one  of  our  major  political  parties  has 
nominated  a  prominent  member  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  for  the  presidency  of  our  great 
Nation,  which  candidate  has  demonstrated  his  loy- 
alty  and   allegiance    to   his   church: 

BE  IT  HEREBY  RESOLVED  that  we  as  delegates 
of  the  1960  conference  of  the  National  Fellowship 
of  Brethren  Churches  go  on  record  as  opposing  the 
election  to  the  presidency  of  the  United  States  this 
man,  or  any  other  man,  of  any  party,  whose  affili- 
ation with  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  divides  his 
loyalties  between  church  and  state,  until  such  time 
as  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  changes  its  posi- 
tion  relative  to  the  church  and  state. 

This  resolution  grows  not  out  of  religious  pre- 
judice or  bigotry,  nor  of  ill  will  to  the  people  of 
the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  whom  we  would  desire 
to  lead  into  a  personal  relationship  with  Christ 
as  Saviour,  but  of  a  sincere  conviction  that  be- 
cause of  the  political  nature  of  the  Roman  Catho- 
lic Church  the  election  of  a  Roman  Catholic  presi- 
dent would  lead  to  a  curtailment  of  our  liberties, 
including  the  freedom  to  preach  the  Gospel  of  our 
Lord   Jesus  Christ. 

It  was  further  moved  and  passed  that 
this  resolution  be  printed  in  the  next 
possible  issue  of  the  Brethren  Missionary 
Herald,  and  that  copies  be  made  available 
for  distribution. 

Motion  prevailed  that  we  reaffirm  our 
position  with  regard  to  separation  from 
the  world,  and  worldly  agencies  and  ten- 
dencies, including  our  historic  stand  with 
relation  to  war  (as  set  forth  in  the  reso- 
lution of  1957).

We  therefore  request  that  our  national  min- 
isterium  make  a  genuine  attempt  to  settle  the 
present  controversial  issue  relating  to  baptism  and 
church   membership  as  quickly  as  possible.

WHEREAS  we  recognize  the  principal  of  congrega- 
tional government  in  our  fellowship  of  churches, 
and  that  any  methods  agreed  upon  by  the  Na- 
tional Ministerium  could  only  be  suggested  pro- 
cedures; 
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IT    IS    HEREBY    RESOLVED: 

1.  That  the  National  Ministerium  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  give  attention  to  this  matter,  and 
that  this  committee  after  prayerful  considera- 
tion and  careful  study,  prepare  a  report  on  pro- 
cedures for  the  call  of  a  new  pastor  which  they 
deem    wise    and    ethical. 

2.  That  the  prepared  report  of  this  committee  on 
procedures  be  referred  back  to  the  1960  ses- 
sions of  our  National  Ministerium,  or  if  further 
study  or  time  is  necessary,  that  the  said  com- 
mittee be  continued  and  report  back  to  the 
sessions   of  our    National    Ministerium    in    1961. 

3.  That  this  report  on  procedures,  if  adopted,  be 
mimeographed  and  sent  to  all  churches  of  the 
NFBC  as  suggested  courses  to  take,  and  to  all 
elders  of  our  Fellowship  so  that  they  may  give 
wise   counsel.

THE     ACTION     OF     SOUTHERN     CALIFORNIA- 
ARIZONA    COMMITTEE    ELECTED    TO    CONSIDER 
THE    RELATIONSHIP    OF    THE    WHITTIER 
CHURCHES    TO    THE     DISTRICT     CONFERENCE 

The  committee  which  was  elected  by  last  year's 
district  conference  has  worked  faithfully  during 
the  past  year  in  an  attempt  to  resolve  the  problem 
which  faced  last  year's  conference  in  the  best 
interest  of  The  Brethren  Church  and  for  the  glory 
of    Jesus    Christ. 

At  the  first  meeting  several  criteria  were  estab- 
lished  to   guide   us   in   our  work: 

1.  The  decision  must  be  true  to  the   Bible. 

2.  All  aspects  of  the  problem  were  to  be  ex- 
amined   as   objectively   as   possible. 

3.  The    goal    was    a    unanimous    report,    believing  f 
that   if  we   expected   to   unify   the  conference,  | 
the    committee    certainly    must    find    common 
basis    of   agreement. 

4.  A  split  which  would  result  in  two  Brethren 
conferences  in  the  Southern  California-Ari- 
zona District  was  to  be  avoided  if  at  all 
possible. 

Our  Recommendation  is  as  follows: 
Recognizing  the  right  of  any  local  Brethren  con- 
gregation to  establish  its  own  basis  of  regular  and 
associate  membership  within  the  framework  of  the 
denomination,  or  fellowship  of  churches  of  which 
it   is  a  part; 

We  recommend  that  if  any  local  congregatior 
desires  to  have  delegates  seated  in  the  Southerr 
California-Arizona  District  Conference,  the  follow-i 
ing    conditions   must   be   met : 

1.  Trine  immersion  shall  be  the  ONLY  msthoc 
of   baptism   to   be   practiced. 

2.  If  any  believer  is  received  on  any  other  basi:'; 
than  trine  immersion,  he  shall  be  subject  t( 
the     following     limitations: 

(1)  He  shall  NOT  be  eligible  as  a  delegate  t 
a   district   conference. 

(2)  He  shall  NOT  be  granted  a  letter  of  fel 
lowship  to  another  Brethren  Church,  with 
out  an  accompanying  record  of  his  bap 
tismal    status. 

(3)  He    shall    NOT    be    recommended    for    e 
ami  nation    for    licensure    or    ordination. 

It  should  be  stated  that  this  recommendation 
does  not  set  the  policy  for  any  church.  It  is  mere 
ly  defining  the  conditions  for  membership  in  thil 
district    fellowship. 

Some  of  the  reasons  why  the  committee  coul! 
unanimously    approve    this    report   are   as    follows:  ( 

I,  It  is  not  a  departure  from  the  teachings  of  tf 
Word  of  God.  These  churches  intend  to  contini 
to  practice  trine  immersion  as  the  only  for; 
of  baptism.  The  Bible  does  not  teach  specifical 
what  to  do  in  the  case  of  those  who  had  bee 
baptized  by  different  forms  of  Christian  ba| 
tism    because    it    apparently   was   not   a   proble 

the    early    church, 
The   "associate   member"   idea    is   not   new.    Se'  Ma 
eral    churches    have    practiced    it    and    no   que 
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tion    has    been    raised   as   to    their    fellowship    in 
the    Brethren    Conferences. 

3.  The  danger  of  legal  entanglements,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  committee,  is  negligible.  The 
basis  of  our  decision  ought  to  be  what  is  the 
right   and   Christian   thing   to   do. 

4.  It  is  the  only  basis  of  preserving  the  unity  of 
our    district. 

5.  The  results  of  a  divided  church  on  the  work  of 
this  district,  foreign  and  home  missions,  Grace 
Seminary  and  other  organizations  would  be 
disastrous.

The  Editor's  Comments 


A    Decade   of   Doubling 

We  were  all  greatly  challenged  during  our  recent  an- 
nual meetings  when  the  new  Sunday  school  slogan— 
"A  DECADE  OF  DOUBLINC'-made  its  appearance. 
There  seems  to  have  been  no  better  challenge  to  spur 
all  of  us  on  to  service  for  Christ.  Brethren  Foreign  Mis- 
sions desires  to  recognize  this  excellent  program  by  our 
National  Brethren  Sunday  School  Board  and  director. 
We  desire  to  endorse  fully  the  evident  purpose  of  which 
this  slogan  is  an  outward  expression.  This  program  bids 
fair  to  be  operative  during  the  greatest  period  in  the 
world's  history-1960-1970. 


Population  Explosion 

This  expression  is  on  the  lips  of  most  people  today.  It 
is  spoken  and  recognized  in  every  language  and  land. 
Anticipated  increase  in  population  in  the  United  States 
by  1970  is  fantastic.  Every  school  board  and  every  col- 
lege or  university  board  is  wildly  attempting  to  make 
preparation  for  it.  Taxes  are  skyrocketing  in  the  mad 
rush  to  be  ready.  Our  churches  seem  to  be  the  only  groups 
that  are  taking  it  calmly.  Possibly  that  is  because  we 
are  drugged  spiritually,  or  in  a  drunken  stupor.  The 
Apostle  Paid  implies  this  in   I  Corinthians  15:34. 

Brethren,   Plan   Well! 

II  our  Brethren  churches  are  to  be  ready  for  this 
population  explosion,  we  will  need  to  plan  well,  and 
plan  now!  The  whole  Brethren  Church  will  need  to 
cooperate  in  this  planning.  There  will  be  many  new 
Brethren  churches,  new  buildings,  new  Sunday  schools, 
and  new  classes.  We  should  at  least  increase  our  voluntary 
giving  proportionate  to  the  increase  of  taxes  our  govern- 
ment demands  of  lis.  If  we  do  this,  we  will  be  fairly  well 
fitted  .ind  equipped  to  "train  up  a  child  in  the  way  that 
he  should  go." 


Excellent  Assistance 

I  here  have  been  many  successes  and  many  failures  in 
our  Brethren  chinches  and  Sunday  schools  within  the 
lifetime  of  this  writer.  There  have  been  many  successful 
helps  in  the  past.  However,  there  seems  never  to  have 
been  better  assistance  offered  in  the  building  of  bicker  and 
better  Sunda)   schools  than  that  now  being  offered  by 


our  National  Sunday  School  organization.  Those  in 
charge  are  to  be  congratulated.  They  deserve  our  coopera- 
tion, and  if  we  cooperate  there  will  be  the  great  added 
blessing  in  our  Sunday  schools  striving  for  a  common 
goal-"A  DECADE  OF  DOUBLING." 

Foreign  Missions  Had  a  Decade  of  Doubling 

In  the  decade  of  1950-1960  Brethren  Foreign  Missions 
has  made  a  very  great  advance,  approximately  doubling: 

Number  of  missionaries  increased  from  59  to  112. 

Mission  fields  increased  from  three  to  seven. 

Believers  in  foreign  lands  increased  from  9,500  to 
25,000. 

Foreign  mission  gifts  increased  from  $145,000  to  $302,- 
000. 

Native  churches  and  chapels  from  475  to  about  900. 

We  do  thank  God  for  these  increases.  They  were 
possible  only  by  His  grace. 

Foreign  Missions  Wants  to  Join 

There  can  be  no  satisfaction  with  past  gains.  Foreign 
Missions  desires  to  enlist  and  cooperate  in  another  ten- 
year  program-another  "DECADE  OF  DOUBLING." 
That  will  mean  increases  as  follows: 

Number  of  missionaries  from  1 12  to  224. 

Mission  fields  from  seven  to  fourteen. 

Believers  in  foreign  lands  from  25.000  to  50,000. 

Native  churches  from  900  to  1,800. 

Brethren  Foreign  Missions  giving  from  $302,000  to 
$604,000. 

It  Is  Possible  Only  "by  Faith" 

Wherever  the  decade  of  doubling  is  undertaken,  it  can 
be  only  "by  faith."  Human  effort  cannot  accomplish  in 
God's  work  except  as  it  is  fully  dedicated  to  Flim.  We 
really  do  not  do  it;  He  does  it  through  us.  We  can  claim 
this  victory  by  faith,  and  He  gives  the  blessing  because 
of  Flis  faithfulness.  Let's  make  it  a  "DECADE  OF 
DOUBLING"  all  along  the  line  in  our  Brethren 
churches.

a  month  away.  Thanksgiving  should  be  in  our  hearts 
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FIRST

Having  been  asked  to  give  an  ac- 
count  of  one  of  my  principles  here 
at  M'Baiki,  I  begin  to  put  into  cold 
print  what  has  been  followed  in 
flesh  and  blood. 

Explanation   of  the  Principle 

The  principle  has  been  put  in 
words,  such  as  these  "We  [speaking 
only  for  the  M'Baiki  staff]  do  not  go 
into  a  village  until  black  feet  have 
gone  there  first  with  the  Gospel." 
Sounds  simple— but  may  I  explain. 
Since  there  were  churches  estab- 
lished throughout  the  region,  I  have 
felt  these  young  churches  should  be- 
gin to  practice  self-evangelization. 
Being  as  lazy  as  the  next  fellow,  why 
should  they  do  all  that  footwork  and 
personal  witnessing  when  the  mis- 
sionary would  do  it  for  them?  Be- 
cause I  believe  that  the  truth  that 
stirs  the  church  of  Christ  to  go,  dis- 
ciple, and  teach  all  people  is  not  only 
for  the  white,  but  also  for  the  black, 
I  took  some  drastic  steps,  announcing 


that  I  would  visit  no  village  until  a 
local  church  has  established  a  Bible 
class  there.  After  black  feet  have 
heralded  the  Gospel,  watered  the 
seed,  and  reaped  the  harvest,  I  have 
had  the  joy  of  working  with  them  in 
helping  the  local  preachers  in  teach- 
ing this  young  congregation. 

Examples  of  the  Principle  in  Action 

Is  the  Holy  Spirit  the  propagator  of 
believers  and  churches?  We  have 
seen  Him  work  through  these  local 
churches  many  times,  but  we  will 
give  only  one  instance.  One  of  the 
first  examples  of  the  power  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  black  feet  was  brought 
to  our  attention  one  bright  sunshiny 
day.  In  a  gathering  of  preachers,  men- 
tion was  made  concerning  the  fine 
group  of  people  who  had  been  meet- 
ing for  a  number  of  months  in  an  im- 
portant county  seat.  My  heart  jumped 
for  joy.  I  had  passed  the  village  often 
in  my  trips.  I  knew  a  little  of  its 
reputation— hard    pagan-Catholicism. 


But  here  a  group  of  seventy  to 
eighty  people  were  meeting  for  sing- 
ing, prayer,  and  reading  His  Word. 
How  glad  I  was  to  accept  the  invita- 
tion to  visit  them  and  to  distribute 
Scriptures  among  those  new  be- 
lievers who  were  saved  wholly 
through  the  ministry  of  their  own 
fellow  countrymen. 

Space  would  not  allow  us  to  enu- 
merate the  other  villages,  such  as 
Belou,  Pissa,  Bagandou,  and  Botem- 
bala  that  have  an  evangelical  witness 
in  their  midst  due  to  the  active  min- 
istry of  the  local  preacher,  the  germin- 
izing  of  the  Word  in  hearts  by  the 
Holy  Spirit,  and  the  prayers  of  the 
missionaries  at  home. 

Effects  of  the  Principle 

These  young  churches  have  ex- 
perienced in  the  birth  pains  of  bring- 
ing forth  these  new  congregations 
the  strengthening  power  of  the  Word 
and  His  Spirit.  The  missionary  has. 
tasted  the  humiliation  of  not  being 
the  first  to  partake  of  the  fruit,  but  he 
has  found  a  new  joy  in  praying  for 
these  births  and  realizing  that  he  is 
not  so  important  that  the  Lord  can- 
not work  without  him. 

I  feel  that  this  principle  has 
caused  for  all  an  increasing  depend- 
ence upon  the  ability  and  power  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  to  work  in  lives 
through  His  Word,  by  black  feet  and 
mouths  heralding  forth  His  Good 
News  to  their  own  people.  It  has  also 
created  a  greater  realization  of  the 
power  of  prayer  among  the  churches 
and  missionaries. 

This  might  be  a  slow  way,  and 
needs  a  greater  amount  of  prayer, 
but  it  is  God's  way,  and  we  here  at 
M'Baiki  earnestly  desire  that  you 
there  will  help  supply  that  greater 
amount  of  prayer  needed  to  estab- 
lish manv  more  churches  for  His 
cause  through  black  feet. 


right  now.  Why  should  we  be  thankful?  You  make  your 
list,  and  others  will  do  the  same.  Certainly  every  list  will 
contain  some  of  the  following  items: 

1.  We  still  have  gospel  liberty  in  these  United  States.

spite  of  manv  problems  and  some  very  severe  challenges. 

5.  Brethren  Foreign  Missions  has  had  sixty  years  of 
continuous  service. 

6.  The  sixtieth   year  has  probably  been   the  greatest 
year  in  our  history. 

7.  We  are  one  year  nearer  the  time  when  we  will  be 
"loosed  away  upward"  to  meet  our  blessed  Lord  Jesus. 

Let   all    the   people   come   before   His   presence   wit!

Dear  Dr.  Barnard: 

You  may  be  interested  in  the  following  heartening  experience  as  an  item  for 
publication  in  your  next  missionary  issue  of  the  Herald. 

Jim  and  Pam  Kingsbury  were  the  first  "Mr.  and  Mrs.  President"  of  the  Mathe- 
maticians (young  married  couples)  Sunday-school  class  in  the  First  Brethren  Church 
of  Washington,  D.  C. 

Jim's  job  with  the  Commerce  Department  of  the  Federal  Government  took  him 
to  Cincinnati  where  he  and  Pam  and  their  two  boys  now  live. 

Recently,  when  news  reached  Jim  of  the  bill  in  Congress  to  raise  the  salaries 
of  Federal  employees,  he  brushed  it  aside,  feeling  that  it  was  nothing  more  than 
an  election  year  headline  to  attract  votes,  and  that  nothing  would  come  of  it. 

Then,  when  the  bill  passed  both  Houses  of  Congress  and  was  signed  by  the 
President,  Jim  and  Pam  suddenly  realized  they  were  about  to  receive    manna." 

Reflecting  on  the  good  news  and  "counting  their  blessings,"  Jim  and  Pam  de- 
cided that  since  they  hadn't  expected  the  raise  and  hadn't  "counted"  on  it,  and  that 
even  though  there  were  a  lot  of  things  they  could  do  with  the  money,  they  decided  to 
seek  out  some  project  they  could  support  with  the  amount  of  the  raise. 

They  remembered  seeing  in  the  Herald  (July  issue)  the  literature  project  for 
our  mission  in  France.  This  work  is  dear  to  the  hearts  of  the  Mathematicians  Class 
because  Fred  and  Maurita  Fogle  (who  came  up  through  the  Washington  Sunday 
school  with  the  Kingsburys  and  would  have  been  in  the  Mathematicians  Class  had 
they  remained  in  Washington)  recommend  this  phase  of  the  mission  work  so 
highly. 

But  the  literature  project  called  for  $25  a  month.  This  was  more  than  they  could 
carry  alone.  So  they  wrote  to  the  class  in  Washington  with  a  proposition.  If  the  class 
would  give  $15,  they  would  add  the  $10  each  month. 

Though  the  Mathematicians  Class  has  a  number  of  other  projects  which  it  sup- 
ports, this  challenge  from  its  "charter  member  presidents"  was  unanimously  accept- 
ed, and  so  for  the  next  six  months  you  will  receive  $25  from  us  in  support  of  the 
literature  project  in  France.  At  the  end  of  six  months,  the  class  will  review  its  projects 
and  it  is  quite  probable  that  the  support  of  the  literature  project  will  be  renewed.

"God  is  faithful  by  whom  ye  were 
called  into  the  fellowship  of  his 
Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord"  (I  Cor. 
1:9). 

Through  the  testimony  of  the 
Word  presented  by  the  First  Breth- 
ren Church  at  Waynesboro,  Pa.,  we 
were  "called  into  the  fellowship  of 
his  Son."  As  we  studied  the  Word 
in  order  to  teach  some  classes,  we 
not  only  grew  in  the  Lord,  but  we 
desired  also  to  know  Him  and  His 
Word  better.  A  Bible  conference  at 
our  church  was  used  to  challenge  us 
to  yield  our  lives  completely  to  the 
Lord.

at  the  place  He  wanted  us.  For  "it  is 
required  in  stewards  that  a  man  be 
found  faithful,"  faithful  to  Him 
wherever  He  places  us. 

After  graduation  last  spring  we 
were  anxious  to  get  into  the  work 
to  which  the  Lord  was  leading.  How- 
ever, we  couldn't  know  anything  defi- 
nite until  the  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  meetings  in  August  when 
our  preliminary  applications  would 
be  reviewed  and  we  would  appear 
before  the  board  of  trustees.  The 
summer  was  filled  with  intermittent 
days  of  quietly  waiting  on  the  Lord 
and  days  of  intense  anxiety.

Then, 
the  next  day  Rio  Grande  Bible  In- 
stitute was  approved  as  the  school 
we  should  attend.  Conference  week 
was  busy  with  having  physicals,  get- 
ting pictures  taken,  packing,  plus  at- 
tending conference  sessions.  At  the 
consecration  service  that  Sunday  we 


were  deeply  moved  and  challenged 
anew  by  the  sacredness  of  our  task. 

The  week  spent  in  Pennsylvania 
repacking  necessary  stuff  was  also 
filled  with  joyous  days  of  fellowship. 
The  week  climaxed  with  a  missionary 
service  in  our  home  church  where 
the  people  voted  to  contribute  to  our 
support.  This  financial  support, 
added  to  their  faithful  prayer  sup- 
port, has  been  another  evidence  to 
us  of  God's  leading  and  blessing. 

We  enjoyed  the  trip  to  Texas.  The 
changing  countryside  was  always  pro- 
viding some  new  interest.  When  we 
arrived  in  the  Rio  Grande  Valley, 
we  entered  a  tropical  section  of  our 
country.  It  is  beautiful  here  with  ma- 
jestic palms  guarding  the  skyline, 
boulevards  lined  with  date  palms  and 
bougainvillea,  citrus  groves,  cotton- 
fields,  banana  trees,  and  we  also  have 
all  the  heat  that  goes  with  the  tropics.

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INDEPENDENCE

The  dawn  of  history  reveals  the 
lands  around  the  Euphrates  River 
swarming  with  life  and  activity.  The 
ambitions  of  men  were  changing  the 
face  of  the  earth.  If  at  that  early  date 
Central  Africa  was  inhabited,  his- 
tory reveals  it  not.  Westward  the 
course  of  empire  took  its  way.  Phoe- 
nician, Hittite,  Egyptian,  Greek, 
Roman— each  had  his  little  day  and 
then  sunk  into  insignificance.  Afri- 
can slaves  were  familiar  to  those 
ancient  peoples,  but  the  land  of  Cen- 
tral Africa  was  as  a  closed  book  to 
them.  Central  Africa  sat  dumbly  in 
the  blazing  sun,  ignorant  of  the  great 
forces  which  were  changing  the  desti- 
nies of  men  elsewhere. 

The  Middle  Ages  rolled  by,  but 
those  Dark  Ages  of  mankind  had  no 
light  to  contribute  to  the  darkness  of 
Central  Africa.  A  new  age  burst  upon 
the  busy  world  with  a  flash  of  gun- 
powder and  a  spate  of  printed  pages. 
Alas,  that  age  was  so  busy  with  its 
wars  of  weapons  and  words  that  man 
had  no  time  to  think  of  nations  yet 
unborn  in  Central  Africa.  The  dark- 
ness continued  to  debase  the  African. 
However,  man  was  crowding  himself. 
He  was  seeking  new  fields  for  the 
exercise  of  his  energies.  The  vast  but 
yet  unknown  interior  of  Africa  beck- 
oned to  a  few  brave  souls.  The  sail- 
ing vessel  succumbed  to  the  steam- 
ship, and,  at  last,  Central  Africa  was 
known  to  the  nations  of  the  world  as 
a  potential  market. 

The  years  preceding  the  first 
World  War  brought  changes  to  Cen- 
tral  Africa.  The  nations  sent  scien- 
tific expeditions  and  traders  to  dis- 
cover what  might  be  hidden  in  the 
vast  reaches  of  that  unknown  coun- 
try. The  years  of  the  war,  as  well  as 
those  immediately  following,  brought 
the  greatest  change  to  the  country 
then  known  as  Oubangui-Chari  (now 
the  Central  African  Republic).  Those 
years  brought  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  into  the  Stygian  darkness  of 
that  formidable  land.  Science,  com- 
merce, education,  and  Christianity 
were  making  their  impacts  on  the  for- 
merly unknown  tribes  of  Africa.  The 


heartbeat  of  Africa  was  accommo- 
dating itself  to  the  rhythm  of  the 
world. 

When  at  last  the  sea  lanes  became 
too  narrow  for  the  commerce  of  the 
world,  man  took  to  the  air.  Then  Cen- 
tral Africa  was  no  longer  isolated. 
One  night's  journey  saw  the  Euro- 
pean in  Africa  or  the  African  in 
Europe.  Africa  could  no  longer  move 
at  her  leisurely  pace;  she  was  caught 
up  in  the  mad  whirl  of  nations  known 
as  international  affairs. 

On  December  1,  1958,  Ou- 
bangui-Chari became  the  Republique 
Centrafricaine.  Such  words  as 
president,  ministre,  depute,  politique 
became  household  words.  The  race 
was  on  in  earnest.  On  August  13, 
1960,  the  republic  severed  the  re- 
maining bonds  of  colonialism  and 
became  an  independent  state  within 
the  union  of  French  nations. 

Radio  Bangui  kept  faraway  vil- 
lagers informed  of  the  festivities  of 
that  important  day.  Wherever  a  radio 
was  available  it  was  surrounded  by 
an  eager,  admiring  circle  of  Africans. 
Every  word  from  Radio  Bangui  was 
significant  for  those  excited  citizens 
of  the  new-born  state.  A  holiday  air 
gripped  the  crowds,  but  their  enthu- 
siasm was  tempered  with  fear  of  the 
unknown.  The  knowledge  of  the  dis- 
astrous independence  of  the  ex-Bel- 
gian Congo  sat  among  the  rejoicing 
crowds  like  a  specter  at  a  feast.  Per- 
haps that  knowledge  contributed  so- 
briety to  the  spirit  of  the  occasion. 
As  the  quiet  people  of  the  bushlands 
heard  all  the  excited  reports  from 
Bangui,  they  realized  that  the  future 
had  been  placed  into  their  hands. 
At  midnight  of  August  12,  Radio 
Bangui  anounced  that  the  Republi- 
que Centrafricaine  was  at  that  mo- 
ment independent.  The  cannon 
boomed  out  one  hundred  times,  the 
crowds  cheered  and  clapped. 

The  next  morning  (August  13) 
the  flag  of  the  republic  was  raised  on 
ever)'  flagpole.  Aside  from  that,  a  few 
speeches,  and  drinks  served  by  Afri- 
can officials  instead  of  Frenchmen, 
life  went  on  as  usual.

The  holiday  is  over.  Days  go  by  in 
routine  fashion.  Does  independence 
mean  anything  to  the  simple  dweller 
in  the  bush?  Does  it  mean  anything 
to  vou  who  are  common  citizens  of 
other  lands?  If  so,  then  it  also  means 
something  to  the  African.  Outsiders 
who  have  passed  a  number  of  years  in 
Central  Africa  believe  that  the  air 
of  independence  will  contribute  to 
the  well-being  of  the  African. 

A  weighty  question  looms  in  the 
minds  of  Christians— what  of  the 
church  of  Jesus  Christ  in  the  Repub- 
lique Centrafricaine?  If  the  Lord 
Jesus  should  tarry,  and  wicked  men 
in  high  places  can  be  forbidden  en- 
trance to  this  land,  the  church  will 
have  her  greatest  opportunity  in  the 
years  immediately  ahead.  The  people 
of  this  land  first  heard  the  Gospel 
from  the  lips  of  foreigners.  And  such 
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foreigners  as  caused  a  sensation  in 
Africa  like  a  man  from  Mars  would 
cause  in  London  or  New  York.  The 
African  saw  the  might  of  those  for- 
eigners and  cowed  before  them.  It 
seemed  prudent  to  do  whatever  the 
white  man  suggested.  The  church, 
as  well  as  other  institutions,  was  a 
victim  of  this  cringing  attitude.  The 
grace  of  God  did  reach  hearts  and 
transform  lives,  but  the  greater  part 
of  the  population  regarded  the 
church  as  an  importation  from  the 
white  man's  village.

Today  the  citizen  of  the  Repub- 
lique  Centrafricaine  is  not  cringing. 
He  is  standing  erect  and  tall  as  all 
free  men  stand.  He  is  a  man  among 
men.  A  becoming  dignity  and  self-re- 
spect mark  this  present  generation  of 
leaders.  Millenniums  of  ignorance 
and  servility  are  being  erased  from 
this  new  African.  The  leaders  of  this 
generation  are  making  momentous 
decisions  for  the  future.  This  is  the 
generation  which  will  choose  Christ 
or  mammon  for  generations  to  come. 
This  is  the  generation  which  needs 
your  prayers.  Pray  that  the  church 
may  so  present  Christ  that  this  new 
African  may  gladly  submit  to  the 
reproach  of  the  cross.  Pray  that  this 
new  citizen  will  stand  fast  in  the  lib- 
erty wherewith  Christ  hath  made  us 
free.  Pray  that  the  church  in  the  Re- 
publique  Centrafricaine  will  meet 
this  generation  and  bring  it  to  bow 
at  the  feet  of  Jesus  Christ. 

This  is  the  hour  of  the  church's 
opportunity.  Pray!  Prav!  Pray! 


Would  You  Enjoy  Hanging  Out  the  Window? 


Whenever  and  wherever  people 
want  to  idle  away  time,  they  can  al- 
ways find  a  way.  In  the  United 
States  most  people  who  do  so  do  it 
with  the  help  of  one  or  more  "man- 
created"  items,  whereas  a  large  num- 
ber  of  Argentines  waste  their  time 
in  a  more  economical  way. 

In  this  sense,  however,  the  Argen- 
tines have  a  big  advantage  over  North 
Americans.  The  vast  majority  of 
houses  in  Argentina  are  built  flush 
with  the  sidewalk,  thus  making  it 
possible  to  be  in  one's  home  and  have 
direct  contact  with  the  outside  world 
via  the  front  window.  Another  big 
advantage  is  that  since  the  room  at 
the  front  of  the  house  usually  is  not 
heated  at  all  in  the  winter,  and  since 
during  the  day  it  is  usually  a  little 
warmer  outside  than  in,  it  is  possible 
to  have  the  front  window  open  all 
year  around.  The  typical  style  of 
Argentine  windows  is  also  of  great 
help.  Practically  all  the  windows  are 
the  French  style  that  separates  into 
two  parts  vertically  and  opens  toward 
the  inside.  This  gives  plenty  of  head

waved  his  arms  and  made  buzzing 
sounds,  it  was  clear  that  Ricardo  was 
the  boy  who  had  been  mowing  the 
grounds.  Both  men  tried  to  communi- 
cate, but  language  was  the  barrier. 
In  parting,  Clark  told  the  student: 
"I'm  here  to  learn  Spanish,  and  when 
I  do,  then  we  can  talk."  Yes;  that  is 
why  we  are  here— to  learn  Spanish  so 
that  we  will  be  able  to  converse  with 
the  Spanish-speaking  people  here  and 
in  Argentina. 

In  this  area  eighty-seven  percent 
of  the  population  speaks  Spanish.  The 
radio    programs    are    almost    all    in 


Spanish.  Most  of  the  clerks  with 
whom  we  do  business  are  Spanish. 
The  Lord  has  given  us  ways  to  serve 
Him  while  we  are  learning  the  lan- 
guage by  working  with  a  Mexican 
couple  in  a  mission  at  Donna,  Tex. 
Won't  you  pray  for  us  as  we  en- 
gage in  this  intensive  language  study? 
As  the  student  was  told  in  the  inci- 
dent related  previously:  'We're  here 
to  learn  Spanish  and  when  we  do, 
then  we  can  talk  to  you."  The  Span- 
ish-speaking people  here  as  well  as  in 
Argentina  are  waiting  to  hear  about 
our  Lord  in  their  language.  As  we 
continue  in  Him,  we  are  confident 
"that  he  which  hath  begun  a  good 
work  in  you  will  perform  it  until  the 
day  of  Jesus  Christ."

and  shoulder  room  for  the  partici- 
pant in  one  of  Argentina's  favorite 
pastimes.  Perhaps  it  would  be  well 
to  mention,  too,  that  there  are  no 
storm  windows  to  hinder— all  one  has 
to  do  is  to  open  the  window. 

Now  that  the  stage  is  set,  we're 
ready  to  see  exactly  what  happens. 
It  usually  happens  during  the  later 
afternoon  hours  when  other  people 
are  out  doing  their  shopping  or  tak- 
ing a  walk.  Wives  are  able  to  par- 
ticipate any  day  of  the  week,  but 
husbands  only  on  Saturdays,  Sun- 
days, and  holidays.  The  custom  is  to 
rest  one's  forearms  on  the  window 
sill,  hang  shoulders  and  head  out  the 
window,  and  then  watch  the  people 
pass.  There  are  many  who  spend 
several  hours  a  day  and  almost  every 
day  of  the  week  doing  this! 

What  a  waste  of  time!  What  a 
lack  of  purpose  in  life!  I  praise  the 
Lord  that  as  I  have  gone  around 
visiting  the  believers  here  in  Rio 
Cuarto,  I  have  never  found  even  one 
engaged  in  such  a  useless  practice. 
Christ  has  given  them  a  purpose  in 
living  and  a  desire  to  serve  Him  and 
others.  They  now  have  important, 
useful,  and  beneficial  things  to  oc- 
cupy their  spare  time;  and  how  much 
happier  they  are  doing  something 
that  counts  for  this  present  life  and 
also  for  eternity!  When  we're  busy 
serving  our  Lord  and  Saviour  and 
helping  others,  there's  no  time  left 
for  such  things  as  hanging  out 
window.

When  we  arrived  in  Brazil  in  late 
February  of  this  year,  we  knew  our 
main  job  would  be  to  study  the 
Portuguese  language.  Ah,  an  easy 
task!  I  had  studied  foreign  language 
in  high  school  and  it  wasn't  so  hard 
to  learn.  True,  I  did  not  learn  to 
speak  with  fluency,  but  then  that 
was  only  one  of  many  subjects.  Here 
our  whole  life  for  the  next  year  would 
be  consumed  with  the  study  of  the 
language.  We  learned  that  our 
teacher  was  to  be  one  of  the  Chris- 
tian day-school  teachers.  This  should 
make  for  a  very  interesting  situation, 
we  thought. 

The  first  two  weeks  of  class  Miss 
Barbara  Hulse  or  Mrs.  Bill  Burk  sat 
in  with  us  to  translate  for  the  "pro- 
fessora"  and  us.  The  teacher  spoke 
every  word  very  slowly  and  distinctly, 
making  us  repeat  each  word  after  her 
until  we  said  it  correcdy.  At  night 
we  studied  grammar  and  vocabulary. 
In  class  we  spoke  only  Portuguese. 
Gradually  "professora"  increased  the 
speed  at  which  she  spoke,  and  once

again  we  had  to  listen  very  closely 
to  each  word. 

By  the  time  we  were  ready  to  move 
to  Capanema  in  August,  we  could 
understand  much  of  what  was  said, 
and  even  converse  with  the  teacher 
about  the  children  and  the  Christian 
day  school  in  Icoaraci.  In  Capanema 
our  new  teacher  spoke  rapidly  and 
continued  to  teach  us  grammar. 

We  are  now  trying  to  increase  our 
vocabulary  so  we  can  speak  intelli- 
gently. We  can  market  without 
much  trouble,  but  to  carry  on  a  con- 
versation, we  find  we  lack  many, 
many  words. 


An  interesting  incident  happened 
the  other  day.  Marilyn,  our  three- 
year-old  daughter,  heard  me  ask  some- 
one at  the  gate:  "Que  qtier?"  (pro- 
nounced "kay-kare").  She  asked  me 
the  meaning  of  the  word.  'What  do 
you  want?"  I  replied.  Rather  dis- 
turbed, she  went  to  her  daddy: 
''Daddy,  what  does  'que  quer'  mean?" 
He  responded  with  "What  do  you 
want?" 

Marilyn  stood  there  looking  be- 
wildered, and  said  again:  "Daddy, 
what  does  'que  quer'  mean?"  He  an- 
swered her  saying:  'What  do  you 
want?"  At  this  point  an  exasperated 
little  girl  cried  out:  "I  don't  want 
anything,  I  just  want  to  know  what 
'que  quer'  means!" 

Marilyn's  daddy  took  time  out  to 
explain  to  her  that  "que  quer'  means 
"What  do  you  want?"  Satisfied,  she 
walked  away  ready  to  try  again  on 
the  next  new  phrase  she  heard. 

Just  as  a  child  is  often  disturbed 
by  new  words,  even  so  we  adults  find 
many  difficulties  in  learning  a  new 
language.  To  study  a  foreign  lan- 
guage in  high  school  may  be  easy, 
but  learning  to  speak  with  fluency 
is  another  story. 


MISSIONARY  MAIL  FROM  BEKORO,  AFRICA 


Mrs.  Martin  Garber  writes: 

Greetings  once  again  from  the  land 
of  Bekoro!  These  days  find  us  busy 
in  youth  work,  car  work,  committee 
work,  and  so  forth.  Martin  has  made 
a  wonderful  comeback  after  his  ill- 
ness he  had  when  we  first  arrived 
here.  (I  was  not  sick  at  Boguila— 
just  Martin.) 

We  have  charge  of  the  youth  work 
here  in  the  Bekoro  field,  the  Bozoum 
field,  N'Zoro  field,  besides  other 
things.  Starting  next  week  we  will 
be  gone  in  these  different  places  until 
November.  We  will  be  holding  lead- 
ers'  conferences.  Pray  for  our  youth 
work  here  in  Africa;  it  is  a  very  im- 
portant work  right  now.  Africa  is 
changing  fast  and  our  youth  are  on 
the  march.  We  want  them  on  the 
march  for  Christ  and  not  the  things 
of  the  world. 

We  just  finished  two  camps  up 
here  for  the  boys.  A  Frenchman 
from  France  was  here  to  hold  them 
and  we  attended.  I  enjoy  getting  out 


with  them  very  much.  It  is  a  won- 
derful program  for  these  young  peo- 
ple. In  the  near  future,  we  want  to 
hold  camps  for  the  girls  in  the  same 
manner.  One  of  these  days  I  will 
write  an  article  on  the  challenge  of 
the  youth  work  here  in  Africa.  Mar- 
tin and  I  always  loved  that  kind  of 
work  in  the  homeland  and  we  are  en- 
joying it  out  here  just  as  much;  of 
course,  you  have  to  approach  it  dif- 
ferently here. 

I  know  the  Lord  has  sent  us  back 
here  for  a  purpose  for  right  now, 
maybe  to  help  get  this  youth  work 
on  the  march.  How  long  we  have  out 
here,  I  don't  know— only  our  Lord 
knows.  But,  I  do  know  there  is  still 
work  to  be  done  before  the  doors 
are  closed.  Our  prayers  are  that  the 
Lord  may  still  be  able  to  use  us 
here  in  these  trying  times  of  change 
in  this  land.  Pray  for  us  that  the  Lord 
will  give  the  strength  we  need  each 
day  to  carry  on  His  work  here,  and

WHAT  YOU  READ! 


An  Interview  With  Henry  A.  Pucelc 


Question:  It  has  been  said  that 
"You  are  what  you  read."  Does  this 
have  any  base  in  psychological  fact? 

Answer:  Yes  indeed!  Just  as  phys- 
iologically one  is  what  he  eats,  so 
psychologically  he  is  in  an  important 
measure  what  he  reads.  Just  as  food 
is  assimilated  into  the  body,  so  what 
one  reads  is  incorporated  into  his 
psychic  structure.  Actually,  many 
engaged  in  the  study  of  the  psycho- 
dynamics  of  human  behavior  would 
change  this  to  say  that  "you  read 
what  you  ARE."  All  behavior  is  caus- 
ative, they  maintain;  every  human 
act  has  some  specific  motivation.  So 
we  ask  what  motivates  a  person  to 
read  a  certain  type  of  literature.  In 
treatment,  this  gives  us  a  better  un- 
derstanding of  the  individual;  and 
when  we  see  what  type  of  literature 
he  reads,  this  gives  us  a  clue  to  what 
might  be  a  problem  area. 

Question:  Does  continued  reading 
of  a  particular  type  of  literature  tend 
to  channel  our  thought  processes  in 
that  direction? 

Answer:  In  everyday  living,  we 
reflect  the  scientific  dictum  of  the 
Russian  scientist,  Pavlov;  namely, 
conditioned  reflex.  As  we  repeat  a 
process    it    becomes    a    natural    part

of  our  psychological  and  physical 
makeup.  We  establish  a  habit  pat- 
tern. Incidentally,  these  habits  gen- 
erally reflect  the  conscience  or  atti- 
tude of  our  parents  or  a  parent  sub- 
stitute. 

Question:  There  has  been  some 
controversy  about  whether  or  not  the 
reading  of  obscene  and  violent  liter- 
ature would  stimulate  antisocial  be- 
havior. Would  you  comment  on  this? 

Answer:  This  is  becoming  more  of 
a  crusade  than  a  controversy,  for 
many  individuals  in  various  fields 
of  human  behavior  are  decrying  the 
violence  and  obscenity  in  lurid  liter- 
ature as  affecting  attitudes  and  be- 
havior of  the  impressionable  mind. 
While  we  cannot  specifically  lay  all 
the  blame  on  the  influence  of  this 
literature,  it  is  undoubtedly  another 
factor  (and  possibly  the  precipitating 
stress)  in  the  culmination  of  the 
violent  act.  It  is  a  sort  of  auto-hyp- 
nosis, for  the  reading  helps  the  crime 
to  become  more  meaningful  and  ap- 
pealing in  the  mind  of  the  youngster 
or  disorganized  individual.  "Sin  is 
a  monster  which  we  abhor  at  first. 
Next  we  tolerate  it,  and  soon  we  are 
embracing  it."  The  repeated  influ- 
ence of  obscene  literature  will  un- 
doubtedly weaken  moral  defenses,  de- 
teriorate ego  strength,  and  stimulate 
the  reader  to  antisocial  and  patholog- 
ical behavior. 

Question:  Can  you  cite  any  ex- 
perience along  this  line? 

Answer:  A  young  man  under  ob- 
servation in  the  psychopathic  hospital 
of  a  large  city  told  how  he  read 
many  different  books  on  crime  noting 
where  the  criminals  had  failed.  Ob- 
sessed with  a  drive  for  success  and 
money,    he   eventually    died   in    the 
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electric  chair  for  having  killed  a  man. 
Too,  the  famous  Loeb  and  Leopold 
case  recalls  the  preoccupation  with 
violent  literature. 

Question:  If  the  previous  question 
is  true,  would  the  opposite  also  be 
true?  That  is,  would  wholesome  read- 
ing stimulate  rational  and  relevant 
behavior? 

Answer:  Yes;  stories  and  articles 
portraying  successful  businessmen 
and  missionary  heroes,  for  example, 
afford  readers  an  opportunity  for 
certain  vicarious  participation  in 
Christian  activity.  The  young  reader 
incorporates  in  his  own  psychic  make- 
up the  strength  of  this  ego-ideal.  He 
would  like  to  be  like  or  to  emulate 
the  hero  in  the  story  or  article.  This 
has  a  profound  influence,  for  it  fur- 
ther conditions  the  individual  to  fol- 
low his  Christian  precepts  and  more 
closely  walk  with  Cod.  In  this  process 
of  living  for  his  Saviour,  he  becomes 
an  altruistic  individual  instead  of 
eoo-cen trie— alert  and  sensitive  to  the 

o 

needs  of  those  around  him. 

Question:  Comment  on  America's 
reading  habits  or  the  lack  of  them— 
from  the  psychiatric  viewpoint. 

Answer:  People  are  conditioned  by 
their  environment— and  what  they 
read  reflects  this.  In  our  culture, 
Veblcn's  theory  of  Conspicuous  Con- 
sumption (i.e.,  "Keeping  up  with  the 
Joneses")  is  everywhere  evidenced. 
Even  in  Christian  circles,  financial 
success  is  a  criterion  for  one  to  be 
admired  and  respected— often  beyond 
normal  limits.  For  this  reason,  secu- 
lar books  telling  how  to  "make  a  mil- 
lion'' in  real  estate  or  in  the  stock 
market    have    become    best    sellers.

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Though  upper-teen  fellows  were 
eligible  for  membership  in  the  Breth- 
ren Boy's  Club,  the  program  was 
never  really  planned  for  such  a  wide 
age  spread.  Older  boys  just  didn't 
stick  with  the  program,  and  both  pas- 
tors and  youth  leaders  knew  some- 
thing ought  to  be  done. 

In  1954  an  attempt  was  made  by 
the  Brethren  Youth  Council  to  de- 
velop a  program  that  would  attract 
and  hold  teen-age  fellows.  It  soon 
became  clear  that  the  cost  to  develop 
an  acceptable  and  adequate  program 
was  extremely  high.  And  the  price 
and  personnel  needed  to  maintain  a 
program  became  even  more  prohib- 
itive. 

About  this  time  the  Christian  Serv- 
ice Brigade  materials  came  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  Council  through  some

of  our  Brethren  churches  that  were 
successfully  using  it. 

Investigation  revealed  that  this  na- 
tional boy's  work  was  strictly  a  local 
church  program  and  would  fit  our 
immediate  need.  Contact  was  made 
with  Brigade  headquarters,  and  its 
philosophy  and  program  presented 
to  the  National  Ministerium  during 
National  Conference  1959. 

After  Arthur  Robbins,  the  area 
Brigade  representative,  presented  the 
work  to  the  ministers,  they  adopted 
the  Council  recommendation  and 
recommended  to  the  National  Con- 
ference that  the  Christian  Service 
Brigade  be  the  official  Boy's  Work 
of  our  fellowship.  The  same  day, 
August  21,  1959,  National  Confer- 
ence accepted  the  recommendation. 

Since  this  action  some  forty-five 
Brethren  churches  have  taken  action 
to  start  the  Brigade  program  in  their 
local  church  and  the  number  is 
growing.  It  is  also  being  studied  by 
three  of  our  foreign-mission  fields.

Other  individuals  whose  psychosex- 
ual  development  has  been  retarded 
may  find  a  vicarious  thrill  in  reading 
books  like  that  of  the  movie  star  who 
wrote  about  "my  wicked,  wicked 
ways."  This  manifests  immaturity  in 
their  attitudes  toward  sex.  It  is  un- 
fortunately true  that  some  Christians 
do  not  regard  Christian  literature  as 
especially  interesting  or  inspiring. 
This  is  not  so  much  an  indictment 
against  the  literature  as  a  reflection 
of  the  influence  of  our  current  tech- 
nological living  where  many  minds 
are  incubating  under  the  TV  light. 
This  type  of  audiovisual  "non-aid" 
creates  lethargic  minds. 

Question:  Is  there  any  particular 
thing  you  could  say  about  Christian 
magazines  and  their  contribution  to 
our  psychological  well-being? 

Answer:  As  I  have  previously  in- 
dicated, manv  individuals  find  in- 
spiration in  Christian  magazines.  Up- 
lifting articles,  graphically  presented, 
often  have  more  influence  than  the 
spoken  word,  for  the  individual  has 
sought  out  the  article  as  one  of  in- 
terest to  him  and  one  that  may  be 
meeting  a  specific  need  at  the  mo- 
ment. Where  individuals  may  have 
weak  and  uncertain  faith,  Christian 
literature  helps  to  firm  it  with  what 
we  might  call  an  alter-ego;  that  is, 
the  example  of  the  transmitted 
strength  and  trust  of  the  Christian 
writer.  I  personally  am  very  happy 
to  see  much  of  Christian  literature  to- 
day offering  help  for  individuals 
grappling  with  the  problems  of 
everyday  living.  How  important  it  is 
that  such  information  be  presented 
within  a  Christian  frame  of  reference. 

Yes;  we  are  what  we  read. 

The  wrong  kind  of  reading  ma- 
terial  can  lead  to  psychological  dis- 
integration, can  condition  an  in- 
dividual to  lowered  standards  of 
thought  and  morality  .  .  .  but  the 
right  kind  of  wholesome  Christian 
literature  can  contribute  much  to  the 
development  of  solid,  integrated, 
Christian  personality  and  action.  We 
are  what  we  read  ...  so  let's  read 
what  we  ought  to  read  in  order  that 
our  lives  may  be  all  that  God  wants 
them  to  be. 


What  Others  Say- 


Educators  agree  that  teaching  in  our  colleges  and 
universities  by  television,  and  by  what  we  now  term 
"teaching  machines"  will  become  more  and  more  preva- 
lent during  the  next  few  years.  Because  of  radio  and 
TV  we  are  getting  world  news  (and  local  news)  more 
frequently  and  more  effectively  than  ever.  But  such 
modern  developments  can  never  be  thought  of  as  lessen- 
ing the  value  of  religious  periodicals.  These  journals  give 
us  a  permanent  record  in  print  of  important  subjects  that 
radio  and  TV  can  never  give.  At  the  same  time  by 
regularly  reading  a  given  periodical,  we  become  members 
of  a  "family"  in  a  way  that  is  never  possible  with  radio 
and  TV  or  even  with  newspapers. 

In  this  age  of  growing  secularism,  all  Christians  need 
more  than  ever  a  re-emphasis  on  three  things:  more  faith- 
ful attendance  at  divine  service  on  the  Lord's  Dav,  a  deep- 
er devotion  to  the  studv  of  the  Word  of  God,  and  a  more 
consistent  use  of  the  better  evangelical  literature— both 
books  and  periodicals.— Dr.  Wilbur  M.  Smith 


Next  to  the  Bible  itself,  good  Biblical,  Christian 
periodicals  together  with  good,  Christian  books  are  to- 
day my  greatest  source  of  blessing,  information,  and  in- 
struction. One  must,  however,  be  selective,  for  there 
are  periodicals  which  are  commercial  in  character,  which 
are  superficial,  materialistic,  and  sensational.  Every  home 
should  praverfullv  select  and  subscribe  to  two,  three, 
or  more  journals,  which  will  provide  Biblical  exposition, 
doctrinal  instruction,  and  practical  help  for  Christian 
growth  and  dailv  life  for  all  members  of  the  family.  Such 
journals  should  first  of  all  magnify  the  Lord  Jesus.  Sec- 
ondly, thev  should  feed  the  children  of  God,  in  which 
case  they  can  be  untold  blessing  both  to  young  and  old.

Bughouse  Square.  Hyde  Park. 
Call  it  what  you  wish,  this  spot  in 
London,  England,  is  still  the  world's 
best-known  soap-box  platform.  Visit 
this  jammed-out  spot  (keep  your  hand 
on  your  pocket  book)  and  you  get  a 
panoramic  view  of  the  spiritual  con- 
dition of  England  today.  Actually, 
it's  a  pretty  good  picture  of  the  con- 
dition which  exists  all  across  the 
world. 

A  witty-tongued  Irishman  with  a 
homemade  banner  is  extolling  the 
virtues  of  the  Kennedy-Johnson  tick- 
et in  the  U.S.  Unable  to  take  the 
taunts  of  a  heckler,  he  drops  the  ban- 
ner and  offers  to  fight  the  loud- 
mouth. By  this  time  the  heckler  is  in 
the  circle  of  people  surrounding  a 
gospel  preacher,  and  he  stands  right 
under  the  nose  of  the  preacher  and 
shouts  "Amen!  Hallelujah."  The 
preacher— God  bless  him— has  had 
twenty  years  of  this,  so  preaches  on. 

A  man  stripped  to  the  waist  in 
order  to  exhibit  the  tatoos  on  his 
body— including  his  shaved  head- 
tell  a  noisy  crowd  of  his  experiences 
in  Sing  Sing  penitentiary  and  pro- 
duces a  magazine  article  to  prove 
them.  When  he  passes  the  collection 
bag  we  move  over  to  another  circle 
of  listeners  who  are  giving  their  at- 
tention  to  a  jauntily-dressed  woman 
who  says  that  astrology  is  the  answer 
to  the  problems  of  the  world.  The 
heckler  is  over  here  now,  and  the 
lady  brings  her  cardboard  chart  down 
smartly  upon  the  heckler's  head,  but 
the  heckler  heckles  on. 

Just  as  we  prepare  to  watch  a  large 
group  of  Catholics  who  are  formed 
in  a  circle  on  their  knees  to  say  the 
Rosary,  an  officious-looking  fat  lady, 
neatly  dressed,  opens  up  a  few  feet 
away  from  our  friend  with  the  astro- 
logy chart.  The  fat  lady  is  a  singer, 


it  turns  out,  and  in  a  voice  which 
sounds  like  a  fog  horn,  she  opens 
up  with  the  strains  of  "Sweet  Rosie 
O'Grady."  The  fog  horn  draws  the 
crowd  away  from  the  astrologer,  and 
a  near-fight  ensues  between  the  two 
"ladies."  The  crowd  keeps  moving 
from  one  soap-box  to  another,  always 
interested,  never  really  making  a  de- 
cision on  anything. 

Less  than  3  percent  of  the  people 
of  England  attend  church  with  any 
degree  of  regularity,  while  only  8 
percent  attend  at  all— a  general 
apathy  toward  spiritual  matters  pre- 
vails. The  evangelical  pastor  of  a 
large,  old  Methodist  Church  (it 
could  have  been  any  denomination) 
reports  that  his  building  seats  650 
in  its  lovely  mahogany  pews,  and  its 
large  horseshoe  balcony.  It  has  a  gen- 
uine pipe  organ,  and  ample  Sunday- 
school  rooms,  but  does  very  well  to 
see  an  attendance  of  sixty  on  Sun- 
day morning!  This  in  the  land  that 
gave  to  the  world  John  Wesley,  who, 
in  turn,  gave  to  the  world  the  Meth- 
odist  Church! 

One  has  an  almost  undescribable 
emotion  as  he  goes  through  Oxford 
University  and  realizes  that  students 
were  entering  these  portals  some  250 
years  before  Columbus  even  discover- 
ed  America! 

What  a  thrill  to  visit  Bristol, 
where  George  Mueller  had  his  famed 
orphanages,  supporting  as  many  as 
3,000  orphans,  yet  making  it  a  pol- 
icy never  to  divulge  the  need  of  the 
ministry— simply  trusting  God  to  take 
care  of  these  children. 

George  Mueller  had  noticed  that 
in  Psalm  68:5  one  of  the  names  of 
God  was  "a  father  of  the  fatherless"; 
therefore  he  decided  to  use  this  name 
as  an  argument  when  he  presented 
his  petitions  before  the  Lord— remind- 


ing God  that  He  is  the  Father  of  the 
fatherless  and  that  as  such  it  is  His 
responsibility  to  provide  for  His 
children. 

Bristol— where  John  Wesley 
preached  in  such  great  power  that 
people  actually  fell  in  the  streets  as 
he  proclaimed  the  simple  truths  of 
the  Word  of  God.  In  his  notes,  Wes- 
ley writes  that  the  mobs  at  times 
were  terrible,  that  on  one  occasion 
the  cry,  "Crucify  him"  actually  rang 
out!  Rich  and  poor  would  turn  out 
by  the  thousands  at  four  or  five 
o'clock  in  the  morning  to  hear  this 
servant  of  the  Most  High  God  pro- 
claim God's  Word. 

How  incongruous  to  see,  on  a  pul- 
pit in  a  cathedral  built  a  thousand 
years  ago,  a  bright  red  pulpit  edition 
of  the  Bible— the  Revised  Standard 
Version!  Surely  King  James  would 
turn  over  in  his  grave! 

The  World  Congress  ministry  of 
Youth  for  Christ  International  with 
its  daily  knowhow,  challenge,  Bible- 
teaching,  and  inspirational  hours; 
with  its  fifty  nightly  crusades  in  the 
city  of  Bristol,  and  its  "midnight 
special"  meetings  for  "Teddy  boys" 
and  girls,  with  its  forty-three  two- 
week  evangelistic  crusades  all  across 
Great  Britain,  made  a  telling  impact 
on  the  religious  life  of  this  nation  of 
kings  and  queens.  True,  Bughouse 
Square  is  still  jam-packed  nightly 
with  people— but  for  hundreds  of 
British  young  people  whose  lives  have 
been  transformed  by  the  miracle 
power  of  the  Stranger  of  Galilee, 
Bughouse  Square  holds  no  more  at- 
traction. "Things  that  are  higher, 
things  that  are  nobler,  these  have 
allured  their  sight." 

And  it's  true— that  no  part  of  our 
world  will  ever  be  changed  until 
we've  challenged  and  won  the  youth 
for  Christ. 
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GOSHEN,  INDIANA 

Things  have  been  happening  fast 
at  Goshen  this  summer.  From  the 
graduation  of  our  first  kindergarten 
school  in  June  until  now.  That  school 
was  our  first,  and  it  was  very  success- 
ful. Vacation  Bible  School  followed 
with  the  best  one  we  have  ever  had. 
Not  the  largest,  but  the  best.  We  had 
a  lot  of  sacrificial  service  for  that 
school.

I  was  reminiscing  today  about  National  Conference,  and  I  was  thinking  mostly 
about  our  WMC  sessions  and  all  the  work  that  goes  on  "behind  the  scenes"  to 
make  the  daily  programs  run  smoothly. 

As  I  sat  in  meditation  and  prayer  this  morning,  a  verse  from  God's  Word  popped 
right  out  at  me  from  Proverbs  19:18,  "Where  there  is  no  vision  the  people  perish." 
I  thought  of  how  those  plans  for  the  1960  National  WMC  daily  meetings  were  al- 
ready being  envisioned  before  the  1959  conference  was  over,  for  immediately  after 
the  election  of  officers,  the  "team  and  the  tools"  were  at  work. 

I  thought  about  the  importance  of  a  good  "scribe"  and  a  ready  one  as  you  told 
us  in  your  annual  report.  Even  though  we  have  an  excellent  team,  it  will  not  be  the 
best  without  the  secretary's  tools.  Can  I  say,  "Thank  you"  right  now,  for  being  a  ready, 
willing  and  able  scribe? 

Our  Heavenly  Father  chose  us  to  do  a  job  for  Him  through  our  WMC  on  a 
national  basis,  and  a  sudden  chill  ran  down  mv  spine  as  the  full  impact  of  the 
responsibility  hit  me.  I  thought  of  you,  Betty,  and  the  others,  as  I  realized  that  my 
job  as  an  assistant  was  small  in  comparison.  Then  I  heard  Samuel's  voice  from 
the  pages  of  God's  Holy  Word  as  he  answered  God's  call  saying,  "Speak,  Lord, 
for  thy  servant  heareth."  As  we  answer  that  same  call  today,  God  gives  to  us  a  vision 
and  the  tools  to  carry  out  the  assignment. 

One  thing  is  sure,  without  proper  records,  we  would  fail  in  our  task,  and  I  just 
wanted  you  to  know  how  much  I  learned  bv  working  with  you  and  getting  to  know 
you . 

I  think  that  a  good  verse  for  us  would  be  "Concerning  the  work  of  my  hands 
command  ye  me." 

I  may  be  getting  carried  away  with  thoughts  this  morning  but,  you  know, 
Betty,  when  Isaiah  49:2  says,  "He  hath  made  me  a  polished  shaft,"  God  was  not 
talking  about  a  beauty  treatment  at  the  salon.  To  illustrate  my  point,  may  I  share 
a  story  with  you  that  I  read  in  a  book  of  devotions  this  past  summer? 

There  is  a  famous  "Pebble  Beach"  at  Pescadero  on  the  California  coast.  The 
long  line  of  white  surf  comes  up  with  its  everlasting  roar,  and  rattles  and  thunders 
among  the  stones  on  the  shore.  Thev  are  caught  in  the  arms  of  the  pitiless  waves, 
tossed  and  rolled  and  rubbed  together  and  then  ground  against  the  sharp-grained 
cliffs,  night  and  dav  unceasingly,  with  never  any  rest.  And  the  result? 

Tourists  from  the  world  over,  come  to  collect  the  round  and  beautiful  stones. 
But  go  yonder,  around  the  point  of  the  cliff,  into  a  sheltered  cove  where  there  is  no 
wind  or  crashing  surf  and  you'll  find  pebbles  by  the  score  that  are  never  chosen 
by  the  traveler.  These  stones  have  escaped  the  turmoil  and  attrition  of  the  waves, 
and  the  quiet  and  peace  have  left  them  as  they  always  were— rough,  angular,  and 
without  beauty.   (Polish   comes  through   constantly  abiding.) 

May  I  say  right  here,  "Betty  you  are  polished!" 

Seriously,  though,  that's  really  the  way  God  works  with  us;  if  we  are  willing  to 
let  Him  have  His  way,  then  not  only  our  lives  will  be  enriched,  but  everyone  with 
whom  we  come  in  contact. 

I  got  so  wound  up  that  I  can't  find  a  place  to  stop,  but  since  I'm  in  the  middle 
of  defrosting  the  refrigerator,  I'd  better  get  this  letter  off  to  vou  before  I  need  to 
mop  the  floor.  [I  just  discovered  how  long  it  takes  to  defrost.]

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A   Woman's   Impressions 
of  Puerto   Rico

"Welcome  to  Puerto  Rico"  was  the 
first  sound  I  heard  as  I  stepped  from 
a  hot-stuffy  plane  into  the  warm, 
strong  breeze  of  Puerto  Rico.  There 
was  Elaine  Brenneman  lending  a 
hand  and  introducing  us  to  our  new 
family  in  the  Lord.  Excitedly  we 
walked  through  the  airport  with  the 
hustle  and  bustle  of  modern  living. 
As  we  drove  to  our  living  quarters, 
the  smell  was  that  of  dampness  and 
warmth  you  notice  and  feel  driving 
toward  a  lake  and  reviving  experience 
of  camp.  Jim  turned  to  me  and  said: 
"June,  I  feel  as  if  I've  just  come 
home."  What  a  thrill  and  calm  and 
peaceful  feeling  to  at  last  arrive  in 
the  place  for  which  you  feel  the  Lord 
has  been  preparing  you  with  seven 
years  of  schooling  and  the  many  ex- 
periences   accompanying. 

As  we  laid  down  to  rest,  we  heard 
the  same  sounds  that  are  entering  my 
ears  now.  The  sound  of  crickets  sing- 
ing, an  occasional  bullfrog,  dogs 
barking  here  and  there  throughout 
the  housing  development,  roosters 
crowing,  an  occasional  "croaking" 
from  a  bullfrog,   and  birds  singing. 

Early  in  the  morning  traffic  begins 
much  as  in  any  city,  but  then  comes 
different  sounds  of  the  peddlers— 
hueve,  hueve  the  egg  man  calls  early 
each  morning,  followed  by  the  hrillo 
zapatoes,  zapatoes,  hrillo  zapatoes  as 
the  shoeshine  boy  walks  by.  Then 
comes  the  rumble  of  the  carts— first 
is  the  bottle  man  who  is  seeking 
free  bottles  to  make  his  meager  liv- 
ing, "ding-ding-ding"  goes  the  ice 
cream  cart,  "patio,"  calls  the  man  de- 
siring to  clean  your  yard  for  a  tidy 
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sum,  and  then  comes  almost  the  last 
cart  of  the  day,  Bayamon,  Bayamon— 
toot-toot  his  whistle  goes  Bayamon 
pan— the  man  from  twelve  miles  away 
selling  fresh  warm  bread.  The  climax 
of  the  evening  is  the  "ding,  ding, 
ding"  of  the  "Mr.  Softee"  truck  from 
which  you  can  buy  your  custard  ice 
cream. 

Soon  we  begin  trips  to  other  parts 

of  the  island.  We  thrill  at  the  green 

foliage    covering    the    land    in    gen- 
es o  c> 

eral,  mountainous  terrain  much  like 
that  seen  in  Tennessee,  the  softly 
waving  palm  trees,  the  beautiful 
multicolored  bushes  of  red,  yellow, 
and  various  colored  green  leaves, 
the  graceful  limbs  of  the  twisted 
trunks  covered  with  the  bright  red- 
orange  flowers  of  the  flamboyant 
tree,  the  greens  of  the  Atlantic  and 
the  blues  of  the  Caribbean,  the 
Spanish  architecture  of  the  old  build- 
ing constrasted  by  the  modern  and 
ultra-modern  architecture  of  the  new 
buildings,  and  then  the  little  wooden 
hovels  of  the  very  poor  people. 

We  drove  from  the  hot  breathless 
heat  of  the  city  to  the  fresh  warm 
breeze  of  the  country  to  the  cold 
damp  area  of  the  mountains.  The 
smells  of  the  jasmine  contrasted  by 
the  sewer  smell  of  the  poor  housing 
places  never  cease  to  surprise. 

How  our  hearts  cry  out!  We  feel 
as  one  standing  with  hands  tied  and 
mouth  bound  unable  to  warn  the 
people  of  the  approaching  precipice. 
Many,  although  English  is  taught 
from  kindergarten  through  high 
school,  are  not  able  to  speak 
English  and  many  more  cannot  even 


understand  it.  How  happy  they  are 
when  a  Spanish  tract  is  passed  to 
them,  or  patient  and  anxious  to  hear 
when  we  try  to  use  the  little  Span- 
ish we  know. 

As  we  hear  the  rythmic  music  of 
the  steel  bands  and  see  the  all-night 
parties,  how  we  desire  the  Lord  to 
open  their  blinded  eyes  to  the  joy  of 
knowing  Jesus.  As  it  says  in  Joel  3:12- 
14:  "Let  the  heathen  be  awakened 
.  .  .  put  ye  in  the  sickle  for  the  har- 
vest is  ripe:  come,  get  you  down;  for 
the  press  is  full .  .  .  Multitudes,  multi- 
tudes in  the  valley  of  decision:  for 
the  day  of  the  Lord  is  near  in  the 
valley  of  decision." 

All  is  not  frustration  and  discou- 
ragement, for  here  and  there  the 
Lord  plucks  the  harvest  during  our 
ministry.  There  were  the  two  at  the 
close  of  a  street  meeting  in  Fajardo, 
the  joy  as  the  men  tell  of  the  results 
of  their  ministry  in  the  prison  of 
two,  three,  four  men  saved,  the  won- 
derful answers  to  questions  in  the 
Bible  study  classes  in  the  prison  which 
proves  they  understood.  Then  there 
are  results  seen  in  salvation  of  souls 
in  the  hospitals  and  the  growth  from 
the  Correspondent  Spanish  Bible 
courses,  the  challenge  to  learn  Span- 
ish and  meet  heart-needs  in  our  house- 
to-house  calling  program,  and  then 
our  most  recent  joy  of  having  our 
first  Grace  Brethren  Spanish  Church 
service  here  in  Puerto  Rico  at  our  new 
location  in  Alta  Mesa.  How  we  praise 
the  Lord  for  all  those  who  are  pray- 
ing and  supporting  this  little  work, 
for  theirs  is  the  important  job.  We 
are  but  the  vessels  through  whom  the 
Lord  brings  it  to  your  remembrance. 
Pray  to  the  Lord  for  physical  strength 
(especially  the  Brenneman's  who  are 
in  need  of  a  rest).  Pray  for  the  abil- 
ity to  meet  our  financial  obligations 
through  the  jobs  with  which  we  have 
been  provided,  the  tongues  and  the 
minds  to  learn  and  speak  this  Span- 
ish language  without  an  accent,  to  be 
able  to  adjust  physically  to  the  cli- 
mate and  socially  to  the  customs  of 
the  land,  to  have  time  to  do  the  job 
the  Lord  has  called  us  here  to  do. 
As  it  says  in  Proverbs  5:1  and  2:  "My 
son,  attend  unto  my  wisdom,  and 
bow  thine  ear  to  my  understanding: 
that  thou  mayst  regard  discretion, 
and  that  thy  lips  may  keep  knowl- 
edge."

We  need 
to  live  each  day  so  that  we  can  show 
to  our  wonderful  Lord  and  those 
round  about  us  that  we  are  truly 
grateful.  We  must  be  useful  in  His 
service  and  always  ready  to  bear  our 
testimony  for  Him,  who  save  His 
life  that  we  might  live. 

In  our  Northwest  District  we  are 
just  completing  the  canning  for  the 
Navajo  Mission.  We  thank  the  Lord 
lor  the  abundant  harvest  and  also 
for  the  help  of  our  sisters  in  the 
WMC  for  their  help  in  a  financial 
way.  This  canning  project  has 
proved  to  be  a  real  blessing  to  the 
ladies  of  the  Northwest.  It  was  first 
conceived  about  three  years  ago  when

Brother  Evan  Adams  visited  our  dis- 
trict and  we  realized  the  labor  of 
love  our  missionaries  were  giving  to 
the  Lord  there.  It  was  just  an  idea 
that  "happened"  to  be  mentioned  to 
Brother  Adams,  and  it  grew  from 
there.  In  the  "beautiful,  bountiful 
Yakima  valley"  there  always  seems  to 
be  an  abundance  of  fruits  and  vege- 
tables, and  many  times  the  ranchers 
must  let  it  rot  because  it  can't  be 
marketed  for  some  reason  or  other. 

As  our  ladies  thought  of  this,  it 
became  more  and  more  evident  that 
we  should  do  something  about  it.  A 
special  committee  was  appointed  in 
our  District  WMC  and  plans  were 
laid  for  the  first  year.  Each  year  it 
has  grown  in  proportion  until  this 
year  we  have  almost  1,300  gallons  of 
tomatoes,  green  beans,  asparagus, 
corn,  apricots,  bing  cherries,  pears, 
pie  cherries,  red  raspberries,  boysen- 
berries  and  apple  sauce.  We  praise 
the  Lord  for  this  amount  and  know 
that  it  was  His  hand  that  provided 
it. 

You  might  wonder  what  such  a 
project  entails.  Early  in  the  year 
(about  February)  our  Project  Chair- 
men get  together  and  plan  the  can- 
ning for  that  year.  There  are  six  of 
our  councils  in  the  farming  area,  and 
so  each  is  given  their  apportionment. 
In  the  case  of  the  beans,  tomatoes 
and  corn,  a  spot  is  selected  for  the 
WMC  garden  and  the  seeds  or 
plants  are  planted.  Then  comes  the 
work.  Each  day  this  must  be  irrigated, 
since  there  is  little  rainfall  here,  and 
this  is  a  daily  chore.  Crews  go  out 


every  so  often  to  do  the  hoeing,  for 
weeds  do  grow  even  in  a  WMC  bean 
field.  When  the  crop  is  ready  for 
harvesting  they  must  be  picked,  and 
in  one  council  I  know  the  picking 
crew  would  go  out  at  4:30  a.m.,  pick 
the  beans  at  9  a.m,  another  crew  was 
waiting  at  the  church  to  snap  them, 
and  the  canning  crew  was  at  the 
custom  cannery  at  1 1  a.m.  to  do 
the  canning.  This  is  also  true  with 
the  other  products  because  the  ladies 
do  the  work  in  the  actual  canning, 
even  though  it  is  done  at  the  custom 
cannery.  Many  hours  are  put  into 
this,  as  you  can  understand,  but  the 
rich  reward  comes  when  we  hear  of 
the  success  of  our  Navajo  school  and 
how  the  Lord  is  blessing.  We  give 
Him  thanks  and  all   the  glory. 

As  vou  have  read  this,  I  trust  the 
Lord  will  place  on  you  the  burden  of 
prayer  for  our  Navajo  work,  as  well 
as  our  other  missionary  efforts.  I  am 
hoping  also  that  you  will  not  neglect 
to  praise  the  Lord  for  His  goodness 
to  us  as  Brethren  Women.  He  has 
blessed  our  denomination  in  granting 
us  many  who  have  devoted  their 
lives  to  the  foreign-mission  field,  and 
the  home-missions  field.  He  has  given 
us  a  college  and  seminary  that  can- 
not be  equaled.  May  we  live  our 
lives  each  day,  that  others  will  come 
to  know  our  blessed  Lord  as  their 
Lord  and  enjoy  the  benefits  of  The 
Brethren  Church  as  well. 

Paul  exhorts  the  Thessalonians 
to  give  thanks  in  all  things,  for,  he 
says,  "This  is  the  will  of  God  in 
Christ  Jesus  concerning  you"  (I 
Thess.  5:18).  May  we  always  be 
willing  to  do  His  will  in  our  lives 
and  may  our  "Thanksgiving  be 
Thanksliving."

Why  did  The  Brethren  Church 
become  interested  in  Europe,  and  in 
the  country  of  France  in  particular? 
The  fact  is  that  there  is  a  close  con- 
nection between  our  missionaries  in 
Africa,  and  the  country  of  France. 
French  is  the  official  language  of  our 
field  in  Africa— originally  a  French 
territory.  From  almost  the  very  first 
our  missionaries  to  Africa  stopped 
off  in  France,  and  stayed  anywhere 
from  several  months  to  several  years 
to  study  the  French  language.  And 
how  could  these  missionaries  help 
but  notice  the  great  need  for  the  Gos- 
pel right  there  in  France?  They  did 
what  little  witnessing  they  could 
while  they  were  there,  but  it  was 
hard  since  they  were  just  learning 
the  language.  Besides,  the  Lord  had 
called  them  to  serve  Him  in  Africa— 
so  they  could  not  stay  in  France  in 
spite  of  the  need  they  saw. 

In  1948  the  Foreign  Missionary 
Societv  approved  the  beginning  of  a 
Brethren  missionary  work  in  France. 
It  looked  as  if  some  missionaries  were 
ready  to  go  right  away,  but  they 
were  prevented  by  illness  and  some 
other  things. 

A  year  or  two  later  a  young  pastor 
and  his  wife  in  Ohio,  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Fred  Fogle,  began  to  be  concerned 
about  France.  Finally,  when  they  and 
the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  felt 
sure  the  Lord  was  leading  them  to 
France,   the   Fogies   and   their   three

children  departed  for  that  land.  They 
arrived  there  on  November  13,  1951. 
Of  course,  thev  had  to  take  some 
time  to  learn  the  French  language, 
so  it  was  about  a  year  and  a  half  be- 
fore it  was  really  decided  where  they 
would  begin  their  work.  After  con- 
sidering various  cities  in  different 
parts  of  France,  the  city  of  Lvon  was 
selected  as  the  place  for  the  first 
Brethren  testimony.  In  this  city  and 
surrounding  area  there  are  nearly  a 
million  people.  It  is  the  third  largest 
city  in  France,  and  is  located  in 
southeastern  central  France.  There 
are  perhaps  fifteen  other  Protestant 
churches  in  Lyon— most  of  them  small 
and  some  do  not  preach  the  true  Gos- 
pel—so you  can  see  how  much  need 
there  is  for  a  real  testimony. 

A  public  meeting  place  called  the 
"Centre  Evangelique"  was  purchased, 
and  regular  services  are  held  there. 
The  growth  of  the  work  has  been 
slow,  for  people  just  do  not  flock  in  to 
hear  the  Gospel— but  praise  the  Lord 
for  those  who  have  been  saved 
through  this  witness.  A  "portable 
tabernacle"  (the  "Chalet")  was  built 
and  has  been  used  for  meetings  in 
various  locations  in  Lyon  and  in  other 
cities.  Recently  a  team  of  French 
Brethren  laymen  have  done  tract  dis- 
tribution and  house-to-house  visiting 
in  other  cities  and  have  been  very 
pleased  with  the  results. 

It  is  usuallv  not  an  easy  thing  for 


Americans  to  get  the  needed  per- 
mission to  live  in  France  permanent- 
ly. Such  was  the  case  with  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  Tom  Julien.  They  are  the  sec- 
ond missionary  couple  to  go  into  our 
work  in  France.  They  left  the  U.  S. 
in  October  1958  and  spent  over  a 
year  living  in  Geneva,  Switzerland, 
studying  French  there  while  they 
waited  for  their  "visa"  permit  to  live 
in  France.  Finally  in  December  1959 
the  Lord  enabled  them  to  get  the 
proper  permit,  and  the  Juliens  and 
their  two  little  children  moved  to 
Grenoble,  France,  about  75  miles 
from  Lyon. 

One  of  the  methods  used  by  Chris- 
tian workers  in  France  is  to  post 
bright-colored  posters  with  Scripture 
verses  and  the  offer  of  a  New  Testa- 
ment if  the  interested  person  will 
write  to  a  certain  address.  Sometimes 
such  offers  are  placed  in  magazines 
and  newspapers,  and  many  contacts 
are  made  in  this  way.  Tent  or  port- 
able tabernacle  meetings  seem  to  at- 
tract more  people  than  regular  serv- 
ices. House-to-house  visitation  is  ef- 
fective. Youth  crusades,  Bible  clubs, 
and  summer  camps  for  young  people 
are  used  (the  French  love  to  go  camp- 
ing!). An  American  in  the  Lord's 
work  in  France  should  not  be  called 
a  "missionary"  there,  however,  for  the 
people  object  to  that  term.  Rather,

Many  times  have  I  rejoiced  that 
one  day  He  permitted  me  to  be  born 
in  a  Christian  home  with  dedicated 
Christian  parents,  the  home  of  a 
Brethren  pastor  where  I  was  one  of 
seven  children.  Here  the  Lord  pre- 
pared me  in  many  ways  for  my  pres- 
ent life  as  a  minister's  wife.  I  am  deep- 
ly grateful  for  all  my  own  Mother 
taught  me,  who  is  now  with  the  Lord, 
by  word  and  example  concerning  the 
life  of  a  minister's  wife. 

At  an  early  age  Christ  became  my 
Saviour  in  a  cityvvide  tabernacle 
meeting  in  Sunnyside,  Wash.  How 
well  1  remember  the  day  my  father 
took  me  down  into  the  waters  of 
baptism,  for  that  was  a  day  in  which 
to  be  glad  indeed.  It  was  on  Easter 
Sunday  at  the  age  of  sixteen  that 
my  Saviour  called  me  to  the  place  of

surrender  for  full-time  service  for 
Him.  I  did  not  know  what  or  where 
He  would  lead,  but  the  deep  impres- 
sions made  upon  my  life  up  to  this 
time  by  the  many  missionaries  and 
ministers  who  were  entertained  in  our 
home  were  never  forgotten.  Also, 
there  at  the  First  Brethren  Church  of 
Johnstown,  Pa.,  we  young  people 
had  many  opportunities  for  instruc- 
tion in  God's  Word,  and  expe- 
rience in  witnessing  for  the  Lord. 

Then  came  the  glad  day  when  I 
entered  Ashland  College  and  regis- 
tered as  a  pre-seminary  student.  Many 
were  the  lessons  God  had  to  teach 
me  through  those  six  years  of  college 
and  seminary.  There  were  days  of 
defeat  and  days  of  victory,  days  of 
indecision  and  days  of  surrender. 
But,  praise  His  precious  name,  He 
kept  His  hand  upon  my  life  that  I 
might  serve  in  His  chosen  field.

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he  should  be  known  as  a  pastor,  or 
Christian  worker. 

Probably  the  greatest  need  in 
France,  as  in  many  other  fields,  is  for 
native  people  of  that  countrv  to  be 
trained  to  take  the  Gospel  to  their 
own  people;  they  know  the  language 
and  the  peculiar  habits,  likes  and  dis- 
likes of  the  people,  while  it  is  hard 
for  a  "foreigner"  to  be  accepted. 

So,  France  is  a  country  with  multi- 


tudes of  unsaved,  disinterested  people 
—with  only  four  Brethren  workers 
serving  there.  Of  course,  other  mis- 
sionary organizations  are  working  in 
France.  But  what  a  challenge  to  reach 
30,000,000  people— in  a  country 
where  over  30,000  villages,  towns, 
and  cities  have  no  real  gospel  testi- 
mony at  all.  Maybe  you  might  be 
one  whom  God  would  call  to  this 
field! 


joiced  in  that  day  and  were  glad  of  it. 
Looking  back  over  these  twenty-five 
years  as  a  pastor's  wife  and  as  a  moth- 
er, there  is  so  much  for  which  to 
praise  the  Lord.  There  is  hardly  any 
joy  on  this  earth  which  surpasses  that 
of  knowing  your  husband  is  God's 
choice  for  you  and  being  happy  and 
contented  in  his  love.

He 
has  become  precious  as  One  on  whom 
I  can  depend.  He  has  shown  me  the 
contentment  which  comes  in  sur- 
render to  His  will  day  by  day.  May 
each  of  our  Sisterhood  girls  learn  to 
know  this  peace  through  the  expe- 
riences God  permits  in  their  lives. 

Lastly,  I  would  thank  the  Lord 
for  every  opportunity  to  teach  the 
Word  of  God  and  to  serve  in  many 
other  ways.

How  do  they  do 
it,  and  why? 

Let  us  approach  the  second  part  of 
the  question  first.  Whv  the  emphasis 
on  quizzing  in  the  Brethren  Youth 
Council's  program  of  Spiritual  Com- 
petition? One  of  the  basic  reasons,  of 
course,  is  youth's  love  of  and  need  for 
action.  Quizzing  is  participation— 
not  for  just  one  or  two  young  people, 
but  for  everyone  who  will  study.  All 
can  have  equal  opportunities  to 
"make"  the  quiz  team.  Even  in  the 
less  strenuous  task  of  watching  a 
quiz,    there    is   excitement;    and   the 

use  of  cheering  sections,  cheer  lead- 
er 

ers,  and  the  like  adds  opportunities 
for  activity  for  others. 

Paul  tells  us  in  II  Timothy  (one 
of  our  quiz  books  for  last  year)  2:15 
that  we  are  to  "study  [be  diligent] 
to  show  [ourselves]  approved  unto 
God  .  .  .  rightly  dividing  the  word 
of  truth."  The  intensive  study  neces- 
sary for  successful  quizzing  actually 
does  more  to  help  the  young  person 
"rightly  divide"  God's  Word  than 
many  messages  or  Sunday-school  les- 
sons. This  is  knowledge  which  does 
not  quickly  pass  away,  and  the  prin- 
ciples learned  in  quizzing  study  ses- 
sions are  principles  which  are  general- 
ly learned  for  life. 

A  second  reason  for  quizzing  is 
the  memorization  of  the  Word  of 
God.  Psalm  119:11  tells  us:  "Thy 
word  have  I  hid  in  my  heart,  that 


I  might  not  sin  against  thee."  Quiz- 
zing necessitates  the  memorization 
of  large  portions  of  Scripture,  and 
these  portions  remain  with  the  young 
person  through  the  years,  protecting 
against  the  sin  of  yielding  to  temp- 
tation. Recently  in  our  BYF  discus- 
sion period,  several  Scriptural  an- 
swers to  problems  raised  were  given 
by  our  quizzers  from  the  portions 
of  Scripture  they  have  been  studying. 
The  Brethren  Church  stands  for 
the  preaching  of  the  Word  of  God, 
and  yet  very  few  of  our  people, 
comparatively    speaking,    are    really 

getting  "into"  the  Bible  for  them- 
es o 

selves.  This  is  the  big  answer  to  the 
"Why"  of  quizzing. 

Now  for  the  "How!"  Perhaps  you 
have  five  or  six  young  people  who 
are  just  brimming  over  with  energy 
and  come  to  you  with  the  suggestion 

J  DO 

that  they  should  be  the  quiz  team. 
That's  fine,  and  that  answers  all 
the  problems.  Or  does  it? 

No,  not  quite!  How  about  the 
young  people  who  need  encourage- 
ment in  participation?  Could  they 
do  a  good  job?  How  can  you  en- 
courage them  to  give  the  "eager 
beavers"  some  real  competition?  Since 
this  is  an  age  of  "How  to  do  it"  books, 

o 

let  me  share  with  you  a  bit  of  my 
own  personal  experience. 

Early  in  the  fall,  in  September 
or  October,  we  began  our  emphasis. 
At  each  BYF  meeting,  we  suggested 
that  each  young  person  study  on  the 
two  or  three  chapters  assigned  for 
the  next  week.  We  found  that  gen- 
erally a  section  of  three  chapters  was 
ideal.  Then  at  the  next  meeting  we 
took  a  written  quiz  over  the  material 
studied.  We  made  some  of  the  ques- 
tions easy  enough  for  everyone  to  get 


with   just  general  knowledge  of  the 

Jo  o 

passage.  Other  questions  were  more 
difficult,  but  could  be  answered  if 
the  passage  had  been  carefully  read 
during  the  week.  Then  there  were 
other  questions  that  were  really  tough, 
and  could  be  answered  only  bv  those 
who  had  really  studied. 

The  advantage  of  the  written  quiz 
over  the  oral  quiz  at  this  point  is 
the  matter  of  participation.  Everyone 
can  have  a  part.  Another  advantage  is 
motivation.  "There  will  be  a  grade  on 
my  paper.  Am  I  satisfied  for  it  to  be 
just  a  zero?"  Generally  not,  and  there 
will  be  some  studying  by  almost 
everyone. 

After  a  series  of  three  written 
quizzes  on  three  successive  weeks, 
covering  approximately  nine  chap- 
ters, scores  were  posted.  We  were 
fortunate  in  having  two  BYF  groups 
in  our  two  church  locations.  You 
could  accomplish  the  same  purpose 
by  dividing  your  group  at  the  be- 
ginning into  two  teams,  or  by  estab- 
lishing competition  with  another 
BYF  group  in  a  nearby  church. 

The  young  people  forming  the 
quiz  teams  for  each  group  were 
chosen  by  virtue  of  their  scores,  the 
top  six  of  each  group  were  chosen 
as  quizzers  and  alternates.  The  oral 
quizzing  took  place  on  the  first  Sun- 
day of  each  month,  and  the  preceding 
week  was  spent  in  intensive  drill  with 
the  respective  quiz  teams  covering  the 
chapters  from  which  the  quiz  was  to 
be  held.  Individual  scores,  as  well 
as  team  scores,  were  kept  on  all  the 
oral  quizzes. 

This  procedure  lasted  for  about 
five  months  in  order  to  cover  all  the

The  story  is  told  of  a  young  mis- 
sionary who  answered  the  call  to 
India.  As  he  stepped  on  the  dock 
and  shook  hands  with  the  aged  mis- 
sionary who  welcomed  him,  he  said: 
"I  feel  I  have  come  here  in  the  nick 
of  time." 

The  tired  old  man  smiled  as  he 
said:  "I  came  here  fifty  years  ago, 
thinking  I,  too,  had  come  in  the  nick 
of  time." 

After  a  moment's  thought  the 
young  man  grasped  the  wrinkled 
old  hand  as  he  said:  "There's  one 
thing  you  can  say  then:  Times  are 
getting  nickier  and  nickier." 

As  we  think  of  this  story  we  ask 
ourselves:  "Are  times  getting  nickier 
and  nickier?"  And  we  answer  our- 
selves, and  honestly:  "No!  Times 
have  always  been  that  way.  Every 
moment,  and  hour  and  day  that  God 
gives  us  to  live  is  the  'nick'  of  time 
for  you  and  for  me.  God's  today  is 
given  to  us  with  the  highest  good 
for  each  moment  of  it." 

Sad  to  say,  though,  too  many  of  us 
are  unable  to  make  the  most  of  it 
to  reach  the  highest  good  for  each 
moment.  We  are  living  in  the  "nick 
of  time,"  but  we  are  either  frightened 
or  bored  by  the  "tick  of  time."  Francis 
Bacon  tells  us  "To  choose  time  is  to 
save  time";  and  the  psalmist  advises 
us  "So  teach  us  to  number  our  days 
that  we  may  apply  our  hearts  unto 
wisdom"  (Ps.  90:12).  The  only  way 
to  get  the  wisdom  that  we  need  to 
number  our  days  is  to  commit  our 
time  to  God,  abandoning  ourselves 
to  His  Providence-helping  the  things 
that  wc  can  help,  and  accepting  the 
tilings  over  which  we  have  no  con- 
trol. 

We  are  living  in  the  "nick  of  time," 
it  is  true,  but  if  we  arc  not  careful, 
we  shall  be  frightened  or  bored  by  the 
"tick  of  time." 


another  year,  passes.  We  don't  seem 
even  to  get  the  most  important  things 
done  before  our  time  is  gone.  We 
lost  time  while  passionately  seeking 
to  save  it.  How  many  times  we  hear 
this  statement  made,  or  even  make 
it  ourselves!  "I  want  to  do  it,  but 
I  haven't  the  time!"  What  we  really 
are  saying,  is  that  we  want  to  do 
something  else,  and  we  are  unde- 
cided about  what  is  really  important. 

By  "numbering  our  days  and  ap- 
plying our  hearts  unto  wisdom,"  we 
can  decide  not  to  do  just  the  second 
best  thing  in  the  time  that  we  have 
to  do  it,  but  we  can,  with  living  faith 
in  God,  choose  the  best! 

Our  time  is  valuable,  so  we  need 
to  "Choose  this  day  whom  we  will 
serve"  in  order  to  derive  the  most 
benefits  from  each  moment. 

Time  for  one  with  living  faith  in 
God  is  not  merely  fritting  the  mo- 
ments away,  but  also  using  them  as 
meaningful  opportunities. 

Today  is  the  day  you  have  been 
looking  for.  It  is  filled  with  a  glori- 
ous succession  of  minutes,   1,440  of 


them,  and  twenty-four  hours  of  them, 
each  one  which  is  a  golden  oppor- 
tunity from  the  loving  hand  of  God. 
And  even  the  dark,  difficult  minutes 
and  hours  of  today  have  some  price- 
less sift  from  our  kind  loving  Heav- 
enlv  Father,  if  we  will  but  accept  it. 

All  your  life  you  have  been  pre- 
paring for  today.  Yesterday  and  to- 
morrow are  far-a-way  nothings— one 
just  a  faint  memory,  the  other  just  a 
vague  promise.

The  service  concept  has  been  an 
essential  part  of  Christian  Service 
Brigade  from  the  first.  Between 
Christian— that  which  is  centered  in 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ— and  Brigade 
—an  active,  mobilized  group  of  men 
and  bovs— stands  the  word  "Service" 
which   gives  direction   and  purpose. 

Nowhere  is  this  concept  more  basic 
than  in  the  ministries  of  the  Brigade 
staff  and  the  headquarters  office.  As 
links  in  the  chain  of  reaching  boys 
for  Christ,  their  main  task  is  to  serve 
the  local  church.  Let's  look  very  brief- 
ly at  how  this  is  done. 

Best  known  to  local  leaders  prob- 
ablv  is  the  work  of  the  individual 
staff  representative.  He  is  usually 
assigned  to  a  definite  geographic  ter- 
ritory. Within  these  bounds  he  as- 
sists every  church  which  has  a  Bri- 
gade program,  and  challenges  and 
interests  those  churches  which  do  not. 
Sometimes  his  service  takes  the  form 
of  directing  leadership  training  ses- 
sions, planning  with  local  church  or 
area  committees,  and  representing 
Brigade  in  conferences  and  church 
meetings.  He  makes  it  a  point  to 
counsel  with  leaders,  pastors,  and 
committeemen  in  the  course  of  his 
travels,  bringing  fresh  ideas  and  en- 
couragement  wherever  possible. 

Supporting  these  staff  representa- 
tives, as  well  as  communicating  di- 
rectlv  with  local  churches,  the  head- 
quarters office  is  the  nerve  center  for 
Brigade  contact  everywhere.  It  pro- 
vides many  unnoticed  but  vital 
functions  to  keep  the  program  run- 
ning smoothly  and  efficiently. 

Brigade  headquarters  office  is  lo- 
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cated  near  the  heart  of  downtown 
Chicago  and  occupies  more  than 
3,000  square  feet  of  floor  space  for 
its  various  departments  and  functions. 
This  provides  space  for  the  general 
director,  business  manager,  a  large 
shipping  and  supplies  department, 
publications  department,  production 
facilities,  Brigade  Venture  offices, 
records  and  training  department,  and 
other  specific  needs.  From  a  staff  of 
onlv  four  in  1955,  the  office  person- 
nel has  increased  to  a  total  of  nearly 
twenty.  During  the  rush  season,  even 
this  size  staff  is  inadequate  to  keep 
up  with  the  demands  of  the  program. 
With  the  tremendous  growth  in 
Brigade  during  the  last  five  years,  the 
headquarters  ministry  has  faced  con- 
stant needs  to  keep  pace.  The  need 
for  trained  and  experienced  secre- 
tarial help  is  continual,  both  for  oc- 
casional replacements  and  to  meet  the 
general  expansion.  Increasing  finan- 
cial needs  have  also  resulted  from  this 
growth  and  the  important  functions 


of  the  office  can  only  be  continued  as 
support  comes  in. 

A  unique  part  of  the  headquarters 
function  is  its  prayer  interest  in  in- 
dividual groups,  leaders,  and  boys. 
Each  day  begins  with  a  brief  time 
of  devotion  with  local  group  requests 
remembered  in  prayer.  Every  Brigade 
church  is  brought  before  the  Lord 
as  daily  two  or  three  are  remembered 
in  prayer.  Besides  the  value  of  prayer 
itself,  this  time  of  intercession  builds 
strong  ties  of  interest  in  local  groups 
on  the  part  of  office  personnel. 

The  Brigade  organization  is  dedi- 
cated to  the  service  principle  whether 
it  is  at  headquarters  or  among  the 
leaders  and  churches  themselves. 
Every  one  of  its  functions  aims  to 
serve  vou.  Whenever  this  service  can 
be  improved,  your  helpful  suggestions 
are  welcome.  Your  faithful  prayers  are 
essential  to  an  effective  ministry  on 
every  level  of  service.  It  is  your  re- 
sponsibility to  uphold  this  phase  of 
the  Lord's  work  through  prayer.

material  in  the  books  assigned  for 
quizzing.  It  ended  with  quizzing  over 
the  entire  amount  of  quiz  material  on 
Youth  Sunday,  at  the  end  of  Jan- 
uary. The  quizzers  with  the  top 
scores  in  the  oral  quizzes  made  up 
the  church  team.  Be  careful  to  com- 
ply with  the  rule  requiring  at  least 


one  boy  or  one  girl  on  the  team. 
The  value  of  this  "how"  was 
proved  in  our  local  group  when  one 
of  our  top  quizzers  in  district  com- 
petition turned  out  to  be  one  whom 
we  would  never  have  thought  about 
had  we  been  just  choosing  a  team. 
This  program  may  be  adapted  to 
vour  own  local  needs,  but  whatever 
the  effort,  it  is  more  than  justified  in 
a  program  of  getting  voung  people 
into  the  Holy  Word  of  God.

Outstanding  Christian  Layman  Speaks  at  Indiana  Area  Rally

Ohio.  He  gave  his  personal  testimony, 
and  told  of  the  Lord's  blessing  upon 
his  business.

His  is  a  thrilling  story— he  told  how 
he  took  God  into  his  business,  and 
as  a  result  it  grew  from  one  room  in 
his  home  to  a  beautiful  new  plant  out- 
side Lima.

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Toni  York  is  a  teen-ager  from  Clayton,  Ohio.  At  the 
Southern  Ohio  camp,  the  week  of  July  30,  1960,  she 
faced  the  ugly  fact  that  she  had  been  pretending  to  be 
a  Christian  for  years.  Her  professions  up  until  now  were, 
as  teen-agers  say,  "phony."  But  when  faced  at  camp  with 
the  genuine  answer  in  the  person  of  Christ,  she  made 
the  committment  which  changed  her  life.  This  poem 
was  written  several  weeks  after  she  had  experienced

It  is  quite  possible  that  you  have 
not  heard  of  the  International  Asso- 
ciation of  Laryngectomees.  Like  many 
an  unsung  society  it  is  providing  a 
specialized  service,  and  some  20,000 
people  in  this  country  look  to  it  for 
help. 

These  are  people  who  do  not  pos- 
sess the  usual  facilities  for  speech  be- 
cause they  are  without  the  larynx, 
or  "voice  box,"  that  instrument  in 
the  throat  which  makes  normal  speech 
possible.  When  the  Association 
learns  of  a  larynx-less  person,  the 
local  chapter  is  contacted  in  order 
that  aid  and  comfort  might  be  sug- 
gested  and  provided. 

There  is  a  spiritual  truth  at  this 
point.  Our  chief  channel  of  com- 
munication is  by  means  of  speech  and 
when  that  is  crippled  or  closed,  dif- 
ficulties arise.  But  the  romance- 
weavers  are  not  alone  in  suggesting  a 
"language  of  the  heart  which  speech 
needeth  not,"  for  the  Almighty  main- 
tains a  similar  channel  for  the  touch- 
ing of  the  soul.  Before  His  perfect 
presence,  the  "words  within,"  the 
thoughts  of  the  heart,  form  the  truer 
reflection  of  the  man  than  the  words 
which  fly  across  the  lips.  "Heart 
speech"  may  be  as  deafening  roar 
to  His  ears,  while  thunderous  vocal 
expressions  may  not  be  noted  what- 
soever. He  is  of  holier  hearing  than  to 
heed  that  which  is  of  artificial  com- 
pass. 

"Think  not  to  say  within  your- 
selves .  .  ."  (Matt.  3:9)  is  an  arrest- 
ing phrase.  Men  shall  be  called  to 
render  account  for  every  idle  word 
(Matt.  12:36),  but  how  much  more 
for  that  sinful  indolence  of  heart 
which  has  not  seriously  weighed 
spiritual  realities!  'WTiat  you  are 
speaks  so  loudly  I  cannot  hear  what 
you  say,"  comes  not  only  from  Emer- 
son, but  from  the  the  whole  search- 
ins  of  the  Word  of  the  living  God.

A  Thanksgiving  Formula

In  II  Corinthians  4:15  Paul  lays  down  a  principle  on 
thanksgiving  which  teaches  us  some  significant  truth. 

"For  all  things  are  for  your  sakes,  that  the  abundant 
grace  might  through  the  thanksgiving  of  many  redound 
to  the  glory  of  God." 

The  Amplified  New  Testament  says  for  part  of  this 
verse:  "So  that  the  more  the  grace  extends  to  more  and 
more  people  and  multiplies  through  the  many,  the  more 
the  thanksgiving  may  increase  to  the  glorv  of  God." 

The  formula  is  that  more  grace  extends  to  more  people, 
and  as  this  grace  multiplies  thanksgiving  is  increased. 
The  object  of  this  thanksgiving  is  God.  He  is  the  source 
of  all  grace.  Therefore  His  glory  is  also  increased. 

This  wonderful  verse  exactly  describes  the  work  of 
Brethren  home  missions.  Through  all  its  facets  of  activity 
the  Council  is  constantly  extending  more  divine  grace 
to  more  people.  Thus  God  is  praised  and  glorified. 
Because  the  Brethren  home-mission  program  operates  in 
this  way,  it  is  a  Biblical  organisation. 

God's  program  for  the  extension  of  His  grace  has  ah 
ivays  heen  church  extension.  Brethren  people  through 
their  spiritual  worship  in  dedication,  prayer,  and  giving 
enable  us  to  establish  local  churches.  The  program  of  the 
local  church  is  concerned  with  making  Christ  and  His 
grace  known  and  with  the  teaching  of  the  Bible.  In 
turn  the  Word  results  in  conviction  of  hearts  bv  the  Holy 
Spirit  and  there  is  a  new  response  in  dedication  and  wit- 
nessing. As  a  result  the  whole  program  of  the  church  is 
assisted  in  foreign  missions,  education,  and  so  forth.  So, 
The  Brethren  Church  grows  with  home  missions! 

This  plan  of  God  and  its  results  are  certainly  causes 
for  great  thanksgiving. 

As  we  look  back  over  the  past,  we  remember  that  for 
more  than  a  decade  the  records  show  from  600  to  1,000 
souls  won  to  Christ  annually  in  our  home-mission 
churches.  We  are  building  soul-winning  churches.  Hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  dollars  have  been  given  to  mis- 
sions by  these  new  churches.  Last  year  $39,000  went  to 
missions  from  churches  where  the  financial  needs  locally 
are  acute.  This  year  on  our  roster  are  a  larger  number 
of  "infant"  churches  than  we  have  ever  had  in  the  past. 
Think  of  the  combined  ministry  of  scores  of  churches 
helped  by  the  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  and 
what  their  continuing  testimony  will  mean  to  our  Fel- 
lowship in  the  future.  Young  people  have  laid  their  lives 
on  the  altar  and  are  in  the  mission  field  or  in  the  min- 


istry today  because  thousands  of  Brethren  people  have 
prayed  and  given  material  gifts. 

Multiplied  grace  means  multiplied  thanksgiving  which 
means  multiplied  glory  to  God.  This  formula  works! 

How  Much  Multiplication   Will   There  Be  in    1961? 

This  is  the  all-important  question.  How  large  will  the 
stream  of  God's  grace  be  this  coming  year?  How  many 
churches  will  be  started?  How  many  souls  will  be  saved? 
How  much  glory  will  redound  to  our  Lord? 

The  proper  answer  lies  in  "more  grace."  Clearly  from 
our  text  more  grace  means  more  grace.  It  is  as  simple 
as  this. 

The  measure  of  the  flow  and  quantity  of  this  grace 
does  not  concern  its  source  so  much  as  it  does  its  appro- 
priation. The  Lord's  people  must  tap  this  fountain  of 
grace  by  coming  to  the  throne  of  grace  in  more  diligent 
and  frequent  prayer.  They  must  test  the  Lord  by  larger 
and  more  generous  giving.  This  personal  appropriation 
of  God's  grace  will  manifest  itself  in  collective  progress 
through  Brethren  home  missions.  Everything  depends 
on  how  deeply  and  well  God's  children  tap  the  supply. 

It  is  this  family  cooperation  which  makes  an  organiza- 
tion like  Brethren  home  missions  possible.  By  the  same 
token  the  degree  to  which  the  members  of  this  Fellowship 
family  give  themselves  to  the  task  determines  the  degree  of 
growth,  of  thanksgiving,  and  of  glory  to  God.  Because 
Brethren  home  missions  is  a  Bible-centered  organization, 
it  deserves  the  support  of  all  Brethren  people.  Certainly 
not  all  Brethren  people  will  always  agree  with  all  of  its 
policies  in  church  extension.  This  would  be  an  ideal 
unattainable  on  earth  because  of  the  very  nature  of  men. 
But  the  basic  job  is  being  done.  This  we  can  see  in  fifty 
mission  points  today  and  in  about  forty  others  which  have 
already  become  self-supporting.  Methods  may  differ  and 
need  to  be  changed  from  time  to  time.  But  unless  we 
recognize  our  basic  responsibilitv  in  cooperation  to  ac- 
complish the  main  task,  the  whole  effort  of  our  Fellow- 
ship will  suffer. 

The  offering  goal  for  the  coming  year  is  $350,000. 
This  is  only  four  cents  per  day  for  each  member  of  The 
Brethren  Church,  twenty-seven  cents  per  week  or  $14 
per  year.  Some  Brethren  churches  are  already  giving  sub- 
stantially beyond  this  point  and  will  be  increasing  their 
offerings  annually.  If  this  had  not  been  true  our  financial 
situation  would  be  worse  than  it  is.  If  all  Brethren 
churches  would  at  least  attain  this  goal,  we  could  show 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  churches  next  vear  beyond 
anything  we  have  ever  seen. 

Let  us  see  more  grace  this  coming  year!

CRISIS

NAVAJO   MISSION   REPORT 


By  Evan  M.   Adams 


Dusty  Navajoland  turned  to  a 
quagmire  when  the  first  signs  of  win- 
ter brought  eight  inches  of  wet  snow 
followed  bv  three  davs  of  rain.  This 
unexpected  storm  in  early  October 
was  a  reminder  that  much  needs  to 
be  accomplished  before  winter  comes 
in  earnest.  The  heavy  moisture  was 
a  blessing  to  a  land  that  has  gone 
main1  months  without  perceptible 
rainfall.  It  will  help  to  produce  a 
bountj  ol  spring  grass  for  hungrv 
I  h  11  Ls. 

Situated  in  this  recent  sea  of  mud 
is  the  five-acre  Mission  compound 
where,  at  the  time  of  this  writing, 


eight  weeks  of  school  have  already 
passed.  Let's  look  at  an  outline  of  the 
events  of  recent  weeks  in  Navajo 
work. 

SCHOOL 
A  total  of  sixtv-three  pupils  are  at- 
tending the  school  with  fifty-four  of 
these  living  in  the  dorms.  Three 
pupil-classrooms  are  active  under  the 
teachers:  Larry  Wedertz,  Marvin 
Lowery,  and  Lew  Ingwaldson.  How- 
ard Vulgamore,  principal,  is  back 
with  his  family  after  more  than  a 
vear  of  illness.  His  healing  and  return 
are  an  evidence  of  the  power  of  pray- 
er. More  than  twenty  enrollment  re-

quests  had  to  be  turned  down  because 
of  limited  facilities  and  staff. 

BUILDINGS 

Members  of  the  Brethren  con- 
struction crew  were  diverted  from 
church  construction  in  Barberton, 
Ohio,  and  Trotwood,  Ohio,  for  the 
period  of  a  month  to  help  get  work 
completed  here  before  the  winter  set 
in.  In  the  month  of  work  the  men 
completed  the  electric  wiring,  most  of 
the  heating  system  and  all  the  car- 
pentry  on  the  student  housing  center. 
Also  three  basements  were  completed 
for  the  setting  of  staff  residences. 
Energies  are  being  expended  at 
the  time  of  this  writing  to  complete 
the  heating  svstcm  and  the  kitchen- 
dining  area  so  that  the  building  might 
become  completely  usable.  Marshall 
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Miller,  of  Kittarming,  Pennsylvania, 
and  Herb  Houtz,  of  Rittman,  Ohio, 
came  with  the  construction  crew  to 
add  their  building  talents  to  the  many 
projects  needing  completion.  Their 
biggest  problem  seemed  to  be  in  learn- 
ing how  to  say  "mud"  in  Navajo 
when  thev  needed  more  mortar  for 
their  block  laving. 

Two  wives  accompanied  the  build- 
ers to  Navajoland  and  deserve  special 
recognition.  Mrs.  Marshall  Miller 
gave  of  her  time  in  kitchen  help  and 
babv  sitting.  Mrs.  Lester  Keyser  was 
on  duty  each  morning  in  the  school 
dining  hall  at  6:30  a.m.  and  could  be 
found  there  at  suppertime  too. 

MINISTRIES 

About  ten  Navajo  people  have 
been  gathering  in  the  school  chapel 
each  morning  at  7:30  for  Bible  study 
and  prayer  fellowship.  As  vehicles 
are  available  and  trail  conditions  per- 
mit, Navajo  Christians  are  out  in  the 
hogans  witnessing  and  Bible  teaching. 
Several  recent  deaths  in  the  commu- 
nity have  sobered  the  people  to  think- 
ing more  realistically  about  the  im- 
portance  of  each  day's  life. 

POLITICS 


Recent  years  have  seen  Navajo 
people  becoming  a  politically-con- 
scious group.  Partisan  parties  have 
been  wooing  the  Navajo  vote.  At 
first  many  were  afraid  they  would 
lose   their   tribal   right   bv  becoming. 


franchised  voters.  However,  now 
most  of  the  adults  are  anxious  to  be- 
come part  of  the  voting  public  since 
they  have  a  guarantee  of  continued 
tribal  rights.  The  great  American 
game  of  politics  is  not  readily  under- 
stood and  brings  many  interesting 
sidelights.  Recently,  one  Navajo 
woman  was  being  helped  to  register 
here  at  the  Mission  station.  Upon 
being  asked  her  preference  for  poli- 
tical party  as  required  by  the  registra- 
tion form  she  asked  the  alternate  pos- 
sibilities. Being  told  that  there  were 
the  "Elephants"  and  the  "Mules"  she 
considered  a  while.  This  was  her 
decision.  Because  the  "mules"  are 
without  the  power  to  breed  and  re- 
produce their  kind,  they  must  be 
representative  of  a  relatively  power- 
less party.  Therefore,  she  chose  the 
"Elephants"  for  her  party  affiliation. 
Missionaries  have  good  laughs  some- 
times too!  We  are  anxious  to  see  a 


spiritually-conscious  community,  as 
well  as  one  versed  in  the  power  play 
of  politics.

The  first  Sunday  of  October  1960 
marked  the  beginning  of  a  new 
branch  work  at  Riley  by  the  Clay- 
hole  Brethren  Church.  The  attend- 
ance of  this  initial  Riley  Branch  was 
seventy-six  people.  A  visitation  team 
preceded  the  service  and  reported 
ninety-four  people  living  within  a 
mile  and  a  quarter  radius. 

The  first  meeting  was  held  on  the 
porch  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sam  Whitakcr 
and  under  the  canopy  of  the  sky. 
There  was  no  building  available  at 
the  time.  However,  since  that  first 
meeting,  a  house  has  been  made 
available  on  one  acre  of  ground.  The 
house  will  need  the  expenditure  of 
about  $200  to  make  it  usable. 

The  new  work  lias  a  need  for 
some  seating  facilities.  The  sponsor- 
ing church  is  now  providing  the  seat- 
ing by  transporting  it  to  and  from  the 


Clayhole  Brethren  Church.  Trans- 
portation is  another  need,  and  it  is  not 
accessible  by  car.  It  requires  either 
a  jeep  or  truck. 

For  the  first  four  meetings  the  at- 
tendance has  never  dropped  below 
fifty.  There  will  be  only  two  rooms 
available  for  classes.  The  Clavhole 
Brethren  will  endeavor  to  keep  the 
new  branch  work  going. 

A  telegram  just  arrived  before  the 
copy  went  to  press,  so  we  bring  you 
this  additional  report.  It  reads:  "Have 
just  returned  from  the  Riley  Branch. 
Wish  you  could  have  been  there. 
Had  eightv-five  people  in  a  22'  x  12' 
room.  Need  lots  of  chairs,  large  and 
small.  Plan  more  improvements  this 
week.  Will  send  pictures  if  thev  turn 
out  good.  Working  on  a  good  home- 
mission  offering  for  you."— Sewell

Lengthening    Shadow 
on    Navajoland

The  sun  was  dropping  toward  the 
western  horizon  as  we  neared  Stand- 
ing Rock  and  our  last  camp  for  the 
day.  We  had  been  out  visiting  Navajo 
homes  since  morning,  and  our  day 
had  been  full.  Now  we  were  close  to 
the  home  of  Standing  Rock  Woman. 
She  seems  to  have  no  other  name  but 
this  which  she  gets  from  the  unusual 
rock  formation  which  stands  like  a 
giant  chimney,  a  solitary  guard  of  that 
countryside. 

When  we  were  about  to  turn  down 
the  trail  to  her  hogan,  our  interpreter 
stopped  us  and  pointed  to  a  bright 
red  object  in  the  cornfield.  We 
stopped  the  car  and  walked  some  dis- 
tance to  the  field  where  we  found  our 
friend  busily  snapping  off  the  full 
ears  of  corn  and  throwing  them  in 
piles  to  be  carried  to  the  nearbv  brush 
shelter. 

We  exchanged  greetings  and  seat- 
ed  ourselves  between  the  rows  of 
dwarf  cornstalks;  she  told  us  in  her 
native  tongue  that  she  was  tired  from 
her  hard  work  and  her  hands  were 
sore.  Her  home  was  far  away,  for 
there  was  no  water  around  Standing 
Rock  now,  but  she  had  come  to 
gather  in  her  corn  and  was  trying  to 
di  i  it  .ill  ali  me.  I  he  slanting  sun  shone 
full  on  her  weathered  face  and  her 
reddened  eyes  were  kindly  as  she  met 
our  sympathetic  smiles.  Often  as  she 
talked  she  would  pull  the  collar  of 
her  red  velveteen  blouse  close  to  her 
neck  to  hide  her  large  goiter. 

After  listening  to  her  troubles,  we 
opened  the  Word  of  life  and  began 
to  read  of  the  one  who,  existing  as 
God  from  eternity,  came  down  to 
dwell  among  men  that  they  might 
be  rescued  from  their  sins  and  be- 
come children  of  the  Living  God. 
"All  things  were  made  by  him,"  the 
ripened  corn  testified  to  the  fact  of  a 

Creator,  and  Standing  Rock  so  ma- 
cs 

jestic  and  solemn  behind  us,  seemed 
to  tower  with  undisputed  certainty 
in  the  surety  that  only  the  mighty 
God  could  have  formed  such  beauty 
and  ruggedness. 

"He  came  unto  his  own  but  his 
own  received  him  not."  Would  she 
receive  Him?  The  story  was  new  and 
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strange  but  she  seemed  to  agree  with 
what  we  said.  Did  she  understand? 
"This  is  the  true  God  and  eternal 
life."  From  a  child  she  had  been 
taught  of  the  Navajo  gods  and  now 
in  her  sunset  years  she  was  hearing  of 
the  true  God.  Onlv  He  can  penetrate 
her  darkness. 

The  rustling  cornstalks,  no  higher 
than  our  hearts  as  we  sat  on  the  clean 
earth,  cast  lengthening  shadows  to 
warn  us  of  the  nearness  of  sunset, 
so  with  a  prayer  for  her  and  her  loved 
ones,  we  left  her  to  her  work  of 
gathering  in  the  grain.  It  was  near- 
ing  sunset  for  her,  perhaps  us.  What 
will  the  Lord  of  harvest  say  to  us 
at  the  close  of  our  day?  Will  He  see 
our  eyes  reddened  and  our  hands  sore 
from  faithful  service?  Will  He  have 
compassion  on  our  tired  bodies,  tired 
from  bending  to  pick  the  ripened 
ears?  Will  we  have  large  piles  of 
grain  to  garner  for  Him?  Oh,  the 
sweetness  of  the  words  "Well  done" 
from  Him  when  the  sun  has  set.

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The  Eyes  of  the  Bind  Shall  Be  Opened 

"Lest  they  see  with  their  eyes,  and 
hear  with  their  ears"  (Isa.  6:10). 

It  must  be  very  difficult  to  recon- 
cile yourself  to  physical  blindness. 
Persona] I y,  I  could  not  imagine  a 
greater  loss  than  that  of  the  sense 
of  sight!  Taste,  smell,  touch,  hearing 
—I  believe  I  could  learn  to  live  reason- 
ably happy  without  any  of  these.  But 
to  never  again  see  a  sunset,  or  the 
ocean,  or  trees,  or  a  lake,  or  the  other 
beauties  God  has  provided  for  human 
enjoyment  but  have  to  walk  in  the 
world  in  darkness— to  me  this  would 
be  real  tragedy! 

1  am  constantly  reminded  of  the 
privilege  of  physical  sight,  for  each 
Wednesday  I  must  act  as  the  physical 
eyes  for  half-a-dozen  blind  people.  I 
must  lead  them  from  their  house  to 
my  car;  1  must  see  they  are  seated 
in  the  car  and  in  so  doing  I  must 
protect  them  from  injury  due  to 
bumping  head,  arm,  or  leg;  I  must 
drive  them  to  the  mission;  I  must  act 
as  guide  from  the  car  to  a  chair  in  the 
reading  room  of  the  mission;  I  must 
(after  our  Bible  class  is  over)  place 
a  TV  tray  in  front  of  them  and  see 
that  they  "feel"  where  the  simple 
refreshment  of  coffee  and  cake  is  lo- 
cated; and  then  I  must  reverse  the 
process  and  see  that  they  get  from 
chair  to  car  to  home.  Yes;  each  week 
I  am  reminded  of  the  privilege  of 
physical  sight. 

I  am  reminded  of  this  privilege 
in  another  way,  for  as  I  associate  with 
my  blind  friends  they  are  constantly 
lamenting  their  loss  of  sight.  They 
"I  all  people  know  what  privilege 
was  theirs  to  "see"  for  a  time,  and 
they  would  do  anything  to  once  again 
be  accorded  that  privilege.  However, 
I  have  another  blind  friend  whom  I 
have  never  heard  so  much  as  men- 
tion "seeing."  He  never  talks  about 
his  loss,  but  rather  seems  to  entirely 
disregard  it.  You  see  he  has  been 
blind  from  birth!  He  does  not  know 
what  it  means  to  be  able  to  see!  And 
as  I  have  talked  with  him,  1  have 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  would 
be  very  difficult  to  convince  him  of 
how  great  his  deficiency  really  is.

As  I  am  reminded  of  the  privilege 
of  physical  sight,  I  am  also  reminded 
of  "sight"  which  is  even  more  val- 
uable than  physical  sight.  I  am  re- 
minded of  this  extremely  valuable 
sight  when  I  stand  before  those  who 
attend  our  Wednesday  evening  Bible 
ckss.  Not  all  of  those  in  attendance 
are  physically  blind,  and  none 
were  blind  at  birth.  In  fact,  the  great- 
er number  have  physical  sight.  But 
with  a  few  exceptions  all  are  spiritual- 
ly blind  and  have  been  so  from  birth! 
It  has  become  my  privilege  to  as- 
sume the  position  of  spiritual  guide 
and  act  as  the  spiritual  eyes  for  these 
spiritually  blind  Jewish  people. 

I  must  remember  these  people  have 
never  known  spiritual  sight;  I  must 
remember  they  are  little  concerned  as 
to  whether  or  not  they  ever  see  spirit- 
ually; I  must  remember  to  guide  them 
by  means  of  God's  Word  to  the  only 
One  who  can  give  them  spiritual 
sight,  lesus  Christ.  I  must  remem- 
ber  they  are  "fat  of  ears,  shut  of  eyes, 
and  heavy  of  heart,"  that  they  must 
be  made  to  want  to  see.  And  I  must 
remember  that  when  their  questions 
set  forth  the  rebellious  condition  of 
their  darkened  Jewish  heart  to  exer- 
cise great  patience  and  wisdom  in 
giving  the  answer.  You  see  "the  an- 
swer"  is  the  means  by  which  these 
blind  can  be  guided  to  their  Great 
Physician,  Jesus,  the  Messiah.  It  is 
from  Him  they  will  receive  the  de- 
sire to  want  to  see!  It  is  from  Him 
they  will  receive  spiritual  sight!  It  is 
from  Him  they  will  receive  salvation! 
It  is  from  Him  they  will  receive  the 
answer  to  all  their  problems. 

Perhaps  the  physical  blindness 
may  not  be  alleviated  but  spiritual 
sight  will  be  given  to  any  of  these 
who  will  accept  it  as  a  free  gift.  God 
promises  that  they  who  call  upon 
the  name  of  the  Lord  shall  be  saved, 
for  there  is  no  difference  between 
the  Jew  and  the  gentile.  We  all  need 
salvation  from  the  hand  of  the  Lord! 
We  all  need  our  sight!  One  dear  Jew- 
ish woman  who  has  been  physically 
blind  for  many  years  but  who  has  re- 
cently accepted  Jesus  as  her  Lord  and 


Saviour  and  Messiah,  puts  it  this  way 
even  though  she  is  still  physically 
blind:  "My,  I'm  so  happy  that  now 
I  see  the  truth  about  the  Lord  Jesus!" 
We  who  have  the  use  of  our  eyes 
should  thank  God  for  this  wonderful 
privilege  of  physical  sight.  But 
"thanks"  is  not  enough  when  one 
has  been  given  the  privilege  of 
spiritual  sight  and  is  safe  in  the  Ark, 
Christ  Jesus.  This  sight  demands  the 
presenting  of  our  bodies  as  a  living 
sacrifice  to  be  used  according  to  His 
will  (Rom.  12:1-2).  Each  week  I  must 
ask  myself— Can  you  see?  Then, 
How's  your  life?

SPECTACULAR  SCENERY 


LESS  THAN  FIFTY  YEARS  after  Columbus  dis- 
covered America,  Captain-General  Francisco  Coronado 
led  his  band  of  Spanish  conquistadores  across  the  south- 
eastern corner  of  the  State  in  search  of  the  fabled  "Seven 
Cities  of  Cibola."  In  1806  Captain  Zebulon  M.  Pike  dis- 
covered the  peak  that  now  bears  his  name  and  which 
inspired  the  slogan  "Pikes  Peak  or  Bust"  on  the  covered 
wagons  of  those  who  crossed  the  plains  in  1895  in  search 
of  sold. 

TOP  OF  THE  NATION  is  a  designation  properly 
belonging  to  Colorado  because  it  is  the  highest  of  the 
fifty  States,  and  contains  75  percent  of  all  the  area  in 
the  United  States  except  Alaska  which  is  10,000  feet 
or  more  above  sea  level.  Colorado  has  1,143  mountains 
and  peaks  which  rise  to  an  elevation  of  10,000  feet.  Of 
these,  830  peaks  tower  between  11,000  and  14,000  feet, 
and  fiftv-four  peaks  are  14,000  feet  high  or  more.  Colo- 
rado's average  altitude  is  6,800  feet. 

AMERICA'S  HIGHEST  AUTO  ROAD  climbs  to 
the  top  of  Mount  Evans,  14,264  feet  high,  which  is 
fifty-six  miles  west  of  Denver.  State  Highway  103  runs 
from  Idaho  Springs  to  Echo  Lake,  which  also  mav 
be  reached  by  a  paved  road  which  leaves  U.  S.  6-40 
at  Bergen  Park  and  goes  over  Squaw  Pass.  From  en- 
chanting Echo  Lake,  the  highway  lifts  to  Mount  Evans 


and   breathtaking   views   far   across    the   plains   or   over 
the  tops  of  row  upon  row  of  mountain  ranges. 

ROCKY  MOUNTAIN  NATIONAL  PARK,  em- 
bracing 405  square  miles  of  spectacular  scenery,  is  easily 
accessible  the  year  around  over  broad,  paved  roads.  The 
Park  contains  fifty-six  massive  peaks,  including  14,256- 
foot  Longs  Peak.  In  the  wildlife  sanctuary  are  hundreds 
of  species  of  flowers  and  animals,  including  elk  and  deer. 
The  town  of  Estes  Park,  beside  Lake  Estes,  at  the  Park's 
eastern  entrance,  is  a  well-equipped,  year-round  resort 
area,  served  bv  U.S.  34  and  State  Highways  7  and  66. 
The  western  Park  entrance  is  on  U.  S.  34,  which  goes 
past  Granby  Reservoir  and  Shadow  Mountain  Lake  to 
Grand  Lake.  In  the  Grand  Lake-Estes  Park  areas  is  lo- 
cated the  mammoth  Grand  Lake-Big  Thompson  water 
diversion  project  of  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Reclamation  which 
brings  water  from  the  Western  to  the  Eastern  slope 
through  a  thirteen-mile  tunnel  piercing  the  Continental 
Divide.

WHILE  AT   CONFERENCE 


The  Indian  still  lives  in  New  Mexico  much  as  he  did 
a  thousand  years  ago.  Ancestral  property  is  farmed  by 
pueblo  Indians  along  the  banks  of  the  Rio  Grande  and 
many  of  these  peace-loving  people  still  live  in  their 
ancient  communal  dwellings.  But  traces  of  a  later  cul- 
ture exist  with  the  old  life.  Many  of  these  villages  still 
contain  the  original  Mission  Church  placed  there  by  the 
Spanish,  many  are  up-to-date  with  the  influence  of  the 
Anglo-American.  They  have  electricity,  plumbing,  and 
use  modern  farming  methods.  Most  pueblo  Indians  live 
in  northern  New  Mexico  and  give  a  touch  of  pre-history 
to  a  region  crisscrossed  with  old  Spanish  villages,  mod- 
ern cities,  and  nuclear  laboratories. 

Then  there  are  the  nomadic  tribes— the  Navajos  and 
the  Apaches.  The  Mescalero  Apaches  are  settled  on  a 
reservation  in  the  south-central  part  of  New  Mexico. 
I  he  Jicarilla  Apaches  are  in  the  north-central  portion, 
and  over  in  the  "Four  Corners"  (where  New  Mexico 
touches  Colorado,  Arizona,  and  Utah)  is  the  16-million- 
acre  reservation  of  the  Navajo,  nomadic  follower  of  his 
sheep,  famous  for  his  weaving  and  jewelry  making. 

Throughout  New  Mexico  the  traveler  finds  this  blend 
of  old  and  new.  Pre-historic  cliff  ruins  still  stand  only 
a  lew  miles  from  modern  atomic  laboratories.  Jet  planes 
leave  vapor  trails  in  the  sky  over  mission  churches  built 
by  the  Spanish  padres  more  than  300  years  ago. 

Beauty  and  history  unfold  before  the  traveler  at  everv 
turn  in  New  Mexico.  Indians,  trappers,  and  hunters,  ex- 
plorers and  prospectors,  soldiers  and  padres,  pioneer  set- 
tlers from  Spain,  Mexico,  and  the  United  States,  all  have 
left  their  distinctive  marks  on  this  Land  of  Enchantment. 
New  Mexico  is  proud  of  its  dramatic  history  and  its  color- 
lul  traditions  and  has  preserved  wherever  possible  its  re- 
minders of  the  past. 

New  Mexico  is  a  state  of  ever-changing  panoramas, 
where  mountain  peaks  and  forests  give  way  to  pictur- 


esque green  valleys,  and  where  rocks  and  mesas  of  fan- 
tastic beauty  rise  from  the  arid  plains. 

FISHING:  The  mountain  areas  of  northern  and  cen- 
tral New  Mexico,  and  in  the  Mogollon  range  in  the  south- 
western part  of  the  state,  offer  good  trout  fishing. 

Lakes  and  streams  below  6,000  feet  offer  fine  warm- 
water  game  fishing  for  bass,  crappie,  catfish,  perch,  and 
other  species.  New  Mexico  general  trout  season  opens 
May  1  and  closes  November  30,  with  the  exception 
of  special  waters,  most  of  which  are  open  all  year.  Gen- 
eral warm-water  fishing  may  be  had  the  year  around. 
Dates  for  special  waters  can  be  obtained  locally.  Non- 
resident fee  is  $8,  or  a  five-day  license  for  $3.  For  exact 
dates  or  further  information  write  for  a  copy  of  the  New 
Mexico  Game  Laws  Digest,  New  Mexico  Department 
of  Game  and  Fish,  Box  2060,  Sante  Fe,  New  Mexico. 

INDIAN  RESERVATIONS:  The  Navajo  Indians 
live  on  the  country's  largest  reservation,  part  of  which 
is  in  northwestern  New  Mexico.  A  colorful  people  of 
Athabaskan  stock,  the  Navajos  are  semi-nomadic  and  en- 
gage in  herding.  Many  of  the  women  weave  blankets, 
and  some  of  the  men  are  famous  silversmiths.  The 
Apaches  are  the  same  stock  as  the  Navajos,  and  were 
once  fierce  warriors.  Today  they  live  peacefully  on  two 
reservations,  engaged  in  herding  and  agriculture.  The 
Jicarilla  Apache  Reservation  is  in  the  north,  near  the 
Colorado  border.  The  Mescalero  Apache  Reservation  is 
in  the  south,  near  Ruidoso  and  Cloudcroft.  A  small 
group  of  Lite  Indians  live  on  a  reservation  next  to  that 
of  the  Navajos,  near  the  New  Mexico-Colorado  line. 

INDIAN  PUEBLOS:  New  Mexico's  eighteen  Indian 
pueblos  are  all  located  close  to  major  highways.  The  In- 
dians still  live  in  communal  groups,  and  most  of  them 
sell  pottery  and  other  types  of  handcraft.  Before  attempt- 
ing to  take  pictures,  arrangements  should  be  made  with 
the  governor  of  the  pueblo.

Time  To  Plan 

December  first  begins  the  two  month-period  set  aside 
for  the  special  annual  appeal  in  behalf  of  Grace  Theo- 
logical Seminary.  It  is  during  this  period  that  we  are 
asking  God's  people  in  all  of  our  churches  to  lay  aside 
special  gifts  for  the  ministry  of  the  school.  We  are 
especially  grateful  to  our  many  friends  who  contribute 
faithfully  from  month  to  month  and  who,  through  this 
method,  have  furnished  a  large  proportion  of  the  funds 
which  are  needed  for  the  operation  of  Grace  Seminary 
and  Grace  College.  These  funds,  however,  are  not  suf- 
ficient to  meet  the  full  need  of  the  school's  budget.  It  is 
therefore  necessary  to  ask  our  brethren  at  this  time  of  the 
year  for  an  offering  which  will  supply  the  balance  of  this 
need. 

No  school  is  able  to  pay  its  expenses  solely  through 
the  tuitions  that  are  paid  by  the  students.  To  charge  a 
higher  tuition  would  only  serve  to  shut  out  many  worthy 
young  people  who  need  a  Christian  education.  It  should 
be  remembered  also  that  for  our  Brethren  men  who 
attend  Grace  Seminary  there  is  no  tuition— only  a  nomi- 
nal registration  fee.  Yet  the  cost  of  training  these  men 
is  no  less  than  the  cost  of  training  students  in  the  college. 
We  do  not  feel  that  our  young  people  who  have  already 
carried  the  financial  burden  of  a  college  education  should 
be  obliged  to  face  at  least  three  additional  years  of  heavy 
expense  without  some  help  from  the  people  to  whom 
and  for  whom  they  will  minister.  Upon  graduation  some 
will  enter  pastorates;  others  will  go  to  foreign  fields.  Re- 
muneration from  Christian  service  is  not  sufficient  after 
graduation  to  care  for  the  burden  of  a  seminary  educa- 
tion in  addition  to  the  years  of  college  training.  A  tuition- 
live  education  is  the  very  least  we  can  offer  them. 

If  The  Brethren  Church  expects  to  be  blest  of  the  Lord 
in  future  vears,  it  cannot  afford  to  neglect  its  young  peo- 
ple. II  they  are  to  receive  training  that  will  develop  them 
spiritually,  as  well  as  intellectuallv  and  phvsically,  thev 
cannot  be  intrusted  to  state  or  other  secular  institutions. 
We  owe  our  young  people  the  best  we  can  give  them, 
and  Grace  schools  are  dedicated  to  this  task. 

Think  of  the  tremendous  dividends  The  Brethren 
Church  has  received  during  less  than  three  decades  Grace 
Seminary  has  been  in  existence!  Think  of  the  large  num- 
ber of  Grace-trained  men  who  are  serving  as  pastors  in 
Brethren  churches.  Think  of  the  men  and  women  who  are 
serving  as  missionaries  in  Africa,  South  America,  Mexico, 
and  elsewhere.  Think  of  the  Grace  alumni  who  are  at 
work    in    other    branches    of    Brethren    work— Brethren 


publications,  our  National  Sunday  School  Association, 
and  Brethren  schools.  Think  of  the  influence  the  school 
has  exerted  through  its  graduates  upon  churches  of  other 
denominations,  other  Bible  schools,  colleges,  seminaries 
throughout  the  country,  and  other  missions  around  the 
world"  Think  of  the  multiplied  thousands  of  lives  that 
have  been  touched  for  Christ  through  these  Grace-trained 
men  and  women.  Has  any  investment  you  have  ever  made 
in  the  Lord's  work  paid  better  dividends  than  this? 

While  many  of  you  are  preparing  your  Christmas 
list,  this  is  a  good  time  to  see  that  the  Number  One 
Person  on  that  list  is  the  Lord.  Honor  Him  on  the  day 
celebrated  as  the  anniversary  of  His  birth  by  making  a 
special  gift  to  Grace  Seminary  and  College.  Plan  your 
oifts  for  Him  as  you  plan  at  Christmastime  for  other 
loved  ones  whom  you  honor  with  gifts  on  His  birthday.

"He,  Being  Dead,  Yet  Speaketh" 

The  article  on  the  opposite  page  was  written  by  the 
editor's  father  in  1947,  when  Grace  Seminary  was  still  a 
very  voung  school.  At  that  time  he  was  serving  as  presi- 
dent of  the  board  of  trustees. 

Recentlv,  in  going  through  some  early  issues  of  the 
Brethren  Missionary  Herald,  I  found  Dr.  Louis  Bau- 
man's  appeal  to  the  churches,  which  appeared  in  the  issue 
dated  December  13,  1947.  Never  was  the  appeal  of  this 
one,  who  had  a  very  large  part  in  establishing  Grace 
Theological  Seminary,  more  timely  than  it  is  today.  "He, 
being  dead,  yet  speaketh." 

That  Perennial  Budget! 

As  Grace  Seminary  and  College  enters  the  period  for 
its  special  appeal,  school  has  been  in  progress  long 
enough  to  make  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  monev 
needed  to  care  for  the  expense  of  operation  and  com- 
plete this  year's  work  "in  the  black." 

Apart  from  tuitions  and  other  sources  of  income,  the 
school's  annual  budget  is  set  at  $1 10,000.  This  means  that 
we  must  look  to  the  Lord  to  provide  an  average  of  more 
than  $9,000  per  month  through  His  people.  For  the  first 
three  months  of  this  fiscal  year,  the  monthly  offerings  to 
the  school  have  averaged  $5,666.  Our  churches  are  to  be 
commended  in  that  the  offerings  for  this  three-month 
period  have  averaged  $2,000  per  month  more  than  they

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WHAT  MUST  WE  DO 

for  Grace  Seminary? 

AND  WHY?

In  response  to  a  request  that  as 
president  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
Grace  Theological  Seminary,  I  shall 
set  forth  a  brief  statement  as  to  "What 
Must  We  Do  for  Grace  Seminarv, 
and  Why?"  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say: 

First.-  We  must  create  in  The 
Brethren  Church  a  clearer  and  more 
definite  consciousness  of  the  work 
that  our  God  has  given  us  to  do;  and 
of  our  tremendous  responsibility  in 
the  doing  of  it. 

We  fear,  that  in  this  all-important 
matter,  the  rank  and  file  of  the  mem- 
bers of  The  Brethren  Church  are 
asleep  at  the  post.  We,  as  The  Breth- 
ren Church,  proclaim  to  the  world 
that  we  have  been  entrusted  by  God 
with  a  larger  measure  of  the  great 
divine  truths  of  the  Gospel  of  the 
grace  of  God— the  only  Gospel  that 
will  truly  prepare  men  to  meet  God 
without  condemnation  and  enable 
them  to  enter  triumphantly  into  that 
endless  and  glorious  life  for  which 
all  true  men  long. 

We  oftentimes  wonder  if  the  rank 
and  file  of  members  in  The  Brethren 
Church  reallv  believe  what  they  pro- 
fess to  believe.  We  continually  pro- 
claim to  the  world  and  to  our  sister 
churches  that  we  do  possess  this 
larger  measure  of  the  truth  of  God. 
Now,  if  we  do  not  believe  that  we 
have  been  entrusted  with  such  a 
measure  of  the  eternal  verities,  then 
there  is  no  reasonable  excuse  for  our 
existence  as  a  denomination,  nor  for 
the  sacrifices  that  a  number  of  our 
voung  men  and  women  are  making 
to  promote  the  work  of  our  church. 


On  the  other  hand,  if  we  do  be- 
lieve that  we  have  been  given  so  great 
an  entrustment  of  God,  then  how 
great  is  our  responsibilitv  in  these 
apostate  times  when  the  whole  world 
is  adrift  from  God,  groping  about  in 
a  great  spiritual  fog  that  has  settled 
down  upon  the  whole  world.  Can 
anv  intelligent  man  deny  that  the  true 
Gospel  of  grace  of  God  is  the  su- 
preme need  of  a  world  of  lost  hu- 
manitv  in  such  an  hour  as  this? 

Yes;  we  need  a  consciousness  of 
our  responsibilitv  such  as  pressed  the 
great  Apostle  of  the  grace  of  God 
to  lav  his  face  to  the  ground  and 
crv:  "Woe  is  unto  me,  if  I  preach  not 
the  gospel!"  Yea,  Brethren,  if  we 
have  received  from  God  the  great 
entrustment  we  loudlv  proclaim  to  be 
ours,  then  woe  be  unto  us  if  we  do 
not  go  forth  to  herald  this  Gospel 
to  all  the  earth  by  every  power  at  our 
command!  I  dread  to  think  of  the 
coming  judgment  seat  of  Christ  before 
which  all  Christians  shall  have  to 
stand  (cf.  Rom.  14:10),  if  we  shall 
not  do  the  utmost  that  in  us  is,  to 
fulfill  our  God-given  mission! 

Come,  now,  my  brothers,  my  sis- 
ters, do  we  really  honestly  believe 
what  we  profess  to  believe?  Think! 
Think  again!  and,  think  hard!  Is  our 
profession  only  a  pretense?  If  not, 
then  what  is  our  responsibility  as  we 
stand  here  with  myriads  upon  myriads 
passing  by  on  their  awful  march  into 
a  Christless,  hopeless  eternity? 

Secondly:  With  a  consciousness  of 
the  tremendous  importance  of  our 
God-entrusted    task   weighing   down 


upon  us,  surely  we  must  earnestly 
seek  for  the  most  effective  means  for 
accomplishing  that  task.  And,  can 
anv  thinking  man  fail  to  see  that  the 
one  matter  of  absolutely  first  impor- 
tance is  the  The  Brethren  Church 
shall  have  somewhere  an  institution 
wherein  voung,  born-again  men  and 
women  shall  be  led  deeper  and  ever 
deeper  into  the  marvelous  truths  and 
experiences  of  the  Spirit-powered  life, 
and  then  be  so  taught  that  they  shall 
come  forth  masters  in  a  correct  under- 
standing and  in  a  forceful  proclama- 
tion of  the  message  so  needful  for 
this  perishing  world? 

No;  think  once  again:  Does  The 
Brethren  Church  possess  any  more 
effective  institution  for  accomplish- 
ing its  great  mission  and  fulfilling  its 
great  responsibilitv  than  Grace  Theo- 
logical Seminary?  If  it  has,  then  let 
us  support  that  better  institution.  But 
if  not,  then,  mv  brothers,  our  dutv 
just  now  should  be  plain  to  all,  and 
our  response  to  the  call  of  dutv  should 
be  instant!  Dare  we  fail? 
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|      NEW  MAN       | 

I    Christian  or  Communist?  I 
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Of  all  of  the  various  philosophies 
and  ideologies  clamoring  for  the  at- 
tention and  allegiance  of  people's 
minds  today,  Christianity  and  com- 
munism appear  to  be  locked  in  a  fate- 
ful and  fearful  struggle.  Humanity 
has  noted  that  these  two  are  vying 
with  each  other  for  the  supremacy.  It 
has  observed  further  that  the  two 
philosophies  are  at  opposite  ends  of 
the  gamut  of  thought. 

Christianity  is  based  on  the 
knowledge  of  the  true  God  as  re- 
vealed  in  Christ,  whereas  communism 
is  based  on  the  premise  that  there  is 
no  true  God.  Christianity  stresses  the 
spiritual,  while  communism  empha- 
sizes the  material.  Christianitv 
stresses  the  dignity  of  man  who  has 
an  eternal  spirit  which  is  worth  re- 
deeming. The  eternal  God  became 
man  that  He  might  put  away  sin  for- 
ever and  bring  man  back  into  a  right 
relationship  with  his  Creator  who 
has  become  his  Saviour.  On  the  other 
hand  communism  denies  that  man 
has  an  eternal  soul,  asserts  that  he  is 
nothing  more  than  matter  in  motion, 
and  therefore  has  no  need  of  God  or 
salvation. 

If  the  claims  of  Christianity  be 
true,  and  they  are,  then  Christ  has  a 
right  to  demand  an  absolute  standard 
of  truth  to  be  manifested  in  thought 
and  action.  But  to  the  Communist 
everything  is  relative.  He  has  devised 
an  entirely  new  list  of  meanings  for 
the  vocabulary  of  the  Christian,  as 
well  as  the  capitalist.  To  him  murder, 
stealing,  rape,  and  all  kinds  of  hein- 
ous crimes  or  sins,  are  not  viewed  in 
the  same  light  as  they  are  by  God  or 
the  Christian.  All  of  these  atrocious 
actions  are  acceptable  if  they  further 
the  cause  of  the  Communist  state.  He 
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believes  that  the  meanings  which  the 
Christian  attaches  to  these  sins  are 
merely  the  conclusions  of  the  bour- 
geois capitalist  society  and  have  no 
significance  to  the  enlightened  mind 
of  the  Communist. 

The  question  might  well  be  asked: 
"Why  have  so  manv  people  accepted 
the  philosophy  of  communism?"  It 
appeals  to  the  poor  with  its  promises 
of  material  prosperity.  It  appeals  to 
the  intellectual  with  its  promises  of 
moral  perfection.  This  is  the  theory 
espoused,  but  when  it  comes  to  the 
practice,  its  promises  are  very  difficult 
to  fulfill.  The  latter  of  these  two 
promises  will  be  discussed  in  the  re- 
mainder of  this  article. 

Is  it  not  strange  that  two  widely 
diverse  philosophies  should  claim  the 
same  end  result?  That  is  exactly  what 
Christ  and  Karl  Marx  claim  will  be 
achieved;  that  is,  the  new  man.  The 
end  result  is  supposed  to  be  similar, 
but  the  same  means  or  methods  used 
to  arrive  at  the  finished  product  are 
as  unlike  as  anything  could  be.  Christ 
recognizes  sin  as  the  cause  of  all  of 
man's  problems  and  difficulties.  Thus, 
if  die  new  man  is  to  be  created,  sin 
must  be  dealt  with  before  any  part 
of  the  new  man  will  appear. 

The  Communist  does  not  accept 
the  reality  of  sin,  but  believes  that 
all  of  man's  difficulties  and  problems 
stem  from  the  improper  substructure 


of  society  and  the  relationships  which 
arise  out  of  this  sort  of  an  arrange- 
ment.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Marxist 
to  use  all  of  his  energy  to  change  the 
substructure  of  society  so  that  it  will 
conform  to  the  model  which  is  neces- 
sary if  the  new  man  is  to  be  created. 
This  change,  many  times,  must  be 
brought  about  through  revolution, 
such  as  the  Bolshevik  Revolution 
which  occurred  in  Russia  in  Novem- 
ber 1917,  and  was  celebrated  with 
so  much  fuss  and  fanfare  this  month 
(Nov.    7). 

Sometimes  the  necessary  change 
can  be  achieved  by  evolutionary 
means  through  socialistic  legislation 
which  serves  as  a  preparatory  stage 
for  communism.  The  world  is  replete 
with  examples  of  this  kind,  some 
farther  along  the  road  than  others. 
These  signs  are  already  all  too  clear 
even  in  the  United  States  and  prob- 
ably will  become  more  sharply  de- 
fined in  the  months  and  years  just 
ahead.  Once  the  substructure  of  so- 
ciety is  altered,  the  superstructure  (all 
the  relationships  within  a  society)  will 
likewise  be  changed.  This  will  give 
complete  freedom  for  science  to  take 
over,  which  in  turn  will  provide  the 
things  that  are  needed  to  supply  the 
proper  environment  in  which  the 
new  man  will  appear.  Science  is  wor- 
shiped because  this  is  an  extremely 
materialistic  system. 

In  a  book,  Russian  Science  in  the 
Twentieth  Century,  published  last 
month,  fantastic  claims  are  being 
made  by  the  Russian  scientists  as  they 
develop  their  abilities  to  control  the 
environment  and  extend  the  life  of 
man.  It  is  the  purpose  of  Russian 
science  to  create  the  eternal  man 
which  is  seen  in  some  of  the  experi- 
ments being  carried  on  in  the  field  of 
medicine  in  the  Soviet  Union.  Since 
the  Marxist  does  not  accept  the  Chris- 
tian view  of  original  sin,  but  rather 
the  innate  ability  of  man  to  achieve 
perfection,  he  does  not  have  any 
fear  of  failure. 

One  of  the  basic  differences,  we 
may  conclude,  between  Christianity 
and  communism  is  that  the  former 
is  dealing  with  the  root  cause  of  man's 
trouble  (sin),  while  the  latter  is  deal- 
ing with  only  the  symptoms  of  man's 
difficulties.  Any  doctor  will  agree  that 
it  is  more  satisfactory  to  treat  the 
cause  instead  of  the  symptoms  of  a

disease.  The  Marxist  is  not  the  first 
one  to  err  in  his  evaluation  of  what 
should  be  done  to  correct  problems 
which  have  been  plaguing  mankind 
since  his  Fall. 

All  who  have  approached  the  sit- 
uation in  the  same  manner  as  the 
Communist  have  dealt  with  the  symp- 
toms and  not  the  root  cause.  Only- 
Christ  has  presented,  and  provided, 


the  solution  because  He  begins  with 
man  and  changes  him;  then  society 
reflects  the  change.  The  Marxist  be- 
gins with  society,  then  man.  Changed 
mankind  will  alter  his  society.  Un- 
changed mankind  will  never  be  per- 
fected because  it  is  just  as  impos- 
sible for  man  to  change  his  society 
without  the  aid  of  Christ  as  it  is 
for  man  to  fly  without  the  aid  of  some 


mechanical  device.  In  this  realm  the 
Communist  is  waging  a  losing  battle, 
for,  "if  any  man  be  in  Christ,  he  is 
a  new  creature  [the  new  man]:  old 
things  are  passed  away;  behold  all 
things  are  become  new"  (II  Cor.  5: 

It  is 
possible  only  for  the  One  who  created 
man— who  became  the  old  man 
through  sin— to  create  the  new  man. 
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The  Practical  Value  of  Prophecy

First  in  a  series  of  two  articles  on  11  Peter  3:11-18 


Introduction 

"Seeing  then  that  all  these  things 
shall  be  dissolved,  what  manner  of 
persons  ought  ye  to  be  in  all  holy 
conversation  and  godliness,  looking 
for  and  hasting  unto  the  coming  of 
the  day  of  God,  wherein  the  heavens, 
being  on  fire  shall  be  dissolved,  and 
the  elements  shall  melt  with  fervent 
heat?  Nevertheless  we,  according  to 
his  promise,  look  for  new  heavens  and 
a  new  earth,  wherein  dwelleth  right- 
eousness. Wherefore,  beloved,  seeing 
that  ye  look  for  such  things,  be  dili- 
gent that  ye  may  be  found  of  him  in 
peace,  without  spot,  and  blameless. 
And  account  that  the  longsuffering  of 
our  Lord  is  salvation;  even  as  our 
beloved  brother  Paul  also  according 
to  the  wisdom  given  unto  him  hath 
written  unto  you;  as  also  in  all  his 
epistles,  speaking  in  them  of  these 
things;  in  which  are  some  things 
hard  to  be  understood,  which  they 
that  are  unlearned  and  unstable 
wrest,  as  they  do  also  the  other  scrip- 
tures, unto  their  own  destruction. 
Ye  therefore,  beloved,  seeing  ve  know 
these  things  before,  beware  lest  ye 
also,  being  led  away  with  the  error  of 
the  wicked,  fall  from  vour  own  sted- 
fastness.  But  grow  in  grace,  and  in 
the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Sav- 
iour Jesus  Christ.  To  him  be  glory, 
both  now  and  for  ever.  Amen"  (II 
Pet.  3:11-18). 

In  this  passage  of  Scripture,  the 
Apostle  Peter,  under  the  guidance 
of  the  Spirit  of  God,  clearly  sets  forth 
the  essential  purpose  of  predictive 
prophecy.  The  average  reader  can  dis- 
cern from  one  reading  of  the  passage, 
without  elaboration,  that  the  purpose 
is  not  the  satisfaction  of  mere  intellec 
tual  curiosity.  The  purpose  begins 
there,  but  it  does  not  end  there.  The 
knowledge  gained  is  toward  a  moral 
and  spiritual  end.  The  moral  and 
spiritual  end  is  to  encourage  conduct 
which  will  enable  believers  to  escape 
the  calamities  ahead  and  enter  into 
the   felicities   of   a   new  order.   The 


purpose  of  predictive  prophecy  is 
practical.  It  is  to  condition  living  in 
the  present  with  the  truth  about  the 
future.  Just  as  information  about  the 
weather  for  tomorrow  conditions  our 
plans  today,  and  knowledge  of  the 
coming  winter  controls  our  prepara- 
tions during  the  summer  and  fall 
months,  so  prophecy  is  intended  to 
prepare  us  for  the  coming  crisis  and 
the  long  future. 

I.  The  Bible  teaches  that  there  is  a 
coming  crisis  in  creation  that  is  cer- 
tain. A  crisis  is  a  period  of  transition 
in  which  the  present  order  passes 
away  and  a  new  order  is  ushered  in. 
That  is  the  teaching  of  verses  11- 
13.  "Seeing  then  that  all  these  things 
shall  be  dissolved,  what  manner  of 
persons  ought  ye  to  be  in  all  holy 
conversation  and  godliness;  looking 
for  and  hasting  unto  the  coming  of 
the  day  of  God,  wherein  the  heavens, 
being  on  fire  shall  be  dissolved,  and 
the  elements  shall  melt  with  fervent 
heat?  Nevertheless  we,  according  to 
his  promise,  look  for  new  heavens 
and  a  new  earth,  wherein  dwelleth 
righteousness." 

These  verses  allude  to  information 
already  stated  in  verses  4,  7,  and  10  of 
this  chapter.  The  coming  of  the  Lord 
will  usher  this  crisis  into  full  swing. 
So  according  to  the  promise  of  the 
Lord,  believers  look  forward  to  this 
crisis,  for  their  interests  depend  upon 
the  passing  of  this  present  order  of 
things  and  the  ushering  in  of  the  new 
heavens  and  new  earth.  But  the  in- 
terests of  unbelievers  are  not  the 
same.  Their  interests  depend  upon 
the  continuation  of  this  present  order 
of  things.  Their  prospects  for  a  new 
order  hold  only  the  premonitions  of 
calamity.  It  is  therefore  not  surpris- 
ing that  scoffers,  whether  inside  or 
outside  the  professing  church,  should 
endeavor  to  ease  the  conscience  by 
denying  the  Scriptural  truth  of  a 
coming  crisis. 

But  the  Word  of  God  speaks  with 
finalitv  on  this  matter.  "Seeing  then 


that  all  these  things  shall  be  dis- 
solved .  .  .  looking  for  and  hasting 
unto  the  coming  of  the  day  of  God, 
wherein  the  heavens,  being  on  fire 
shall  be  dissolved,  and  the  elements 
shall  melt  with  fervent  heat.  Never- 
theless we,  according  to  his  promise, 
look  for  new  heavens  and  a  new 
earth"  (vv.  11-13). 

II.  The  coming  crisis  has  long 
been  delayed  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
playing  the  Lord's  loving  compassion. 
That  is  the  reason  Peter  says:  "And 
account  that  the  longsuffering  of  our 
Lord  is  salvation"  (v.  15).  Even  in 
the  Earlv  Church  there  were  scoffers 
who  challenged  the  fact  of  a  coming 
crisis  because  the  Lord  had  not  come 
at  that  early  date.  They  were  saying: 
"Where  is  the  promise  of  his  coming? 
for  since  the  fathers  fell  asleep,  all 
things  continue  as  they  were  from 
the  beginning  of  the  creation"  (v.  4). 
But  Peter  meets  the  challenge  with 
facts  from  the  Word  of  God.  He 
shows  that  there  has  been  a  crisis 
since  creation  when  the  present  order 
passed  awav  through  the  judgment  of 
a  flood  and  a  new  order  was  ushered 
in  (w.  5-6).  On  the  basis  of  this  fact, 
he  also  shows  that  "the  heavens  and 
the  earth  which  are  now,  bv  the  same 
word  are  kept  in  store,  reserved  unto 
fire  against  the  day  of  judgment  and 
perdition  of  ungodly  men"  (v.  7). 

But  the  reason  this  final  crisis  has 
not  yet  come  is  not  because  God  is  not 
faithful  to  His  promise.  It  is  because 
He  is  full  of  compassion  toward  lost 
men.  He  is  "not  willing  that  any 
should  perish,  but  that  all  should 
come  to  repentance"  (v.  9).  In  this 
last  statement,  it  could  better  read, 
"but  that  all  should  have  plenty  of 
time  in  which  to  come  to  repentance." 
So  if  there  has  appeared  to  be  any 
delav  on  the  part  of  God  in  the  send- 
ing of  His  son,  it  is  because  He  has 
had  a  good  purpose.  He  wants  to  har- 
vest a  full  crop  of  souls.  He  knows 
that  the  coming  of  Christ  will  not 
onlv    mean    the    deliverance   of   the

The  three  Mensingers:  Carol,  Eddie,  and  Judy 
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SCHOOLMASTER 

A  factor  which  complicates  the 
work  of  the  translator  is  the  frequent 
inability  of  one  language  to  furnish 
an  exact  equivalent  for  a  term  found 
in  another.  One  such  instance  in- 
volves the  word  paidagogos,  for  which 
no  English  word  is  rich  enough  nor 
precise  enough  to  convey  its  meaning. 
Paul  uses  the  term  three  times  (I  Cor. 
4:  IS;  Gal.  3:24-25),  and  some  of  the 
translations  given  in  English  versions 
are  the  following:  schoolmaster,  in- 
structor, custodian,  guide,  tutor.  At 
least  one  of  these  translations  is  com- 
pletely misleading,  and  the  others 
gain  much  bv  infusing  them  with  the 
connotation  which  their  usage  reveals. 

The  paidagogos  was  not  a  school- 
teacher (despite  the  English  derived 
word  "pedagogue").  In  Greek  cul- 
ture, he  was  usually  a  slave  who 
was  given  special  responsibility  over 
the  master's  child.  This  charge  began 
when  the  child  reached  the  age  of 
seven  and  continued  until  maturity. 
During  this  period  the  paidagogos 
accompanied  the  boy  to  school  each 
day,  took  charge  of  his  training  in 
manners,  dress,  and  deportment,  and 
was  his  overseer  in  matters  moral  and 
disciplinary. 

Sometimes  the  paidagogos  was  a 
trusted  and  most  capable  slave.  All 
too  often,  however,  this  function  de- 
veloped upon  one  who  was  too  old 
and  feeble  for  any  other  task.  William 
Barclay  quotes  from  Pericles,  who 
saw  a  slave  fall  from  a  tree  and  break 
his  leg,  and  was  moved  to  remark: 
"Lo,  he  is  now  a  paidagogos!"  (W. 
Barclay,  A  New  Testament  Word- 
hook,  p.  89).  From  the  statements  of 
some  classical  writers,  one  concludes 
that  paidagogoi  were  most  frequently 
uncultured  and  drunken  whose 
guardianship  was  clearly  unsatisfac- 
tory. In  these  cases,  emancipation 
from  their  oversight  was  longed  for 
bv  the  lads  under  their  care. 


Nourished  in 
the  Words 

NEW      TESTAMENT      WORD     STUDIES— 12 

By  Homer  A.  Kent,  Jr.,  Th.D. 

With  this  light  shed  upon  the  term, 
notice  the  New  Testament  uses. 
"Though  ye  have  ten  thousand  paid- 
agogoi in  Christ,  vet  have  ye  not 
many  fathers"  (I  Cor.  4:15).  In  Paul's 
appeal  to  his  unicjue  authority  among 
the  Corinthians  whom  he  had  initially 
won  to  Christ,  there  is  a  claim  on 
their  loyalty  that  goes  beyond  attach- 
ment to  any  subordinates,  for  it  is  on 
a  different  plane. 


In  the  great  argument  of  Galatians 
chapters  3  and  4  regarding  the  Chris- 
tian and  the  Mosaic  law,  Paul  states: 
"The  law  was  our  paidagogos  to  bring 
us  unto  Christ,  that  we  might  be 
justified  by  faith.  But  after  that 
faith  is  come,  we  are  no  longer  under 
a  paidagogos"  (Gal.  3:24-25).  Here 
the  Old  Testament  system  is  viewed 
as  a  guardian  over  the  immature.  It 
is  thereby  an  enforcer  of  moral  duties. 
The  metaphor  also  connotes  the  law 
as  temporary  and  to  some  extent  in- 
adequate (cf.  Acts  13:39).  All  who 
were  under  it  were  as  children  in 
their  minority.  But  the  coming  of 
Christ  fulfilled  the  law,  and  by  re- 
demption and  regeneration  believers 
have  come  to  full  age.  The  paid- 
agogos (law)  has  no  more  authority 
over  them  (cf.  Gal.  4:4-6).

Someone  shouted  "Fire!"  in  a  Chi- 
cago school  on  December  1,  1958.  By 
the  time  it  was  extinguished  three 
teachers  and  eighty-nine  pupils  had 
]ost  their  lives.  Chicago  Fire  Com- 
missioner Robert  Quinn  said:  "No 
one  wants  to  spend  money  on  fire 
prevention,  either  in  Chicago  or  in 
the  rest  of  the  country.  It  seems 
Americans  have  to  have  something 
like  this  to  make  them  realize  the 
problem." 

City  and  state  inspectors  through- 
out the  Nation  inaugurated  intensive 
school  inspection  campaigns.  Within 
a  week  New  York  City  closed  four- 
teen schools  where  inspection  dis- 
closed hazards.  A  Municipal  Term 
Court  judge  fined  one  Brooklyn 
school  $500  for  building  violations. 

Twelve  schools  checked  imme- 
diately in  Philadelphia  had  viola- 
tions, such  as  obstructed  exits,  rub- 
bish piles  in  basements,  obsolete 
fire-alarm  systems,  inadequate  fire- 
drill  routine,  and  inadequate  fire- 
drill  records. 

In  mid-January  of  the  following 
year  fifty-five  schools  in  Pennsyl- 
vania were  ordered  to  comply  with 
State  fire  regulations  or  close  down 
within  five  to  ten  days. 

These  are  excerpts  from  a  national 
picture  which  showed  that  the  Chi- 
cago catastrophe  could  have  been 
duplicated  in  scores  of  schools  across 
the  country.  Our  public  schools  are 
safer  now,  but  ninety-two  people  died 
to  awaken  us. 

Suppose  someone  shouts  "Fire!"  in 
your  Sunday  school  this  Sunday!  An 
inspector  of  the  Dallas  (Tex.)  Fire 
Department  urges  that  informal  drills 
be  arranged  in  churches  and  Sunday 
schools  to  prevent  panic  in  case  of 
an  emergency.  "Panic  kills  more  peo- 
ple than  fire  in  large  places  of  pub- 
lic assembly,"  he  says.  "However,  the 
average  church  will  not  take  the  time 
for  fire  drills." 
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During  a  recent  week  I  asked  forty 
of  my  fellow-employees  from  thirty- 
six  different  churches  three  questions: 
"When  did  vou  have  a  fire  drill  in 
your  Sundav  school?  Do  vou  have 
fire  extinguishers?  Do  vou  know 
where  they  are?" 

Only  one  man  said  thev  ever  had 
a  fire  drill,  and  that  was  nine  months 
previously.  Twenty-five  said  thev  had 
no  fire  extinguishers.  A  few  "guessed" 
thev  did.  And  a  man  said  thev  had 
one  in  the  furnace  room. 

A  deacon  of  a  recently  constructed 
church  was  almost  positive  they  had 
no  fire  extinguishers.  "But  I'll  find 
out  tonight,"  he  said. 

Mv  foreman  is  a  deacon  and  lav 
preacher.  I  asked  him  the  questions. 
"Keep  talking,"  he  answered  tersely. 

"Well,  most  of  the  people  I've 
talked  to  have  given  me  the  wrong 
answers,"  I  said. 

"That's  what  you're  going  to  get 
from  me,  too.  I  never  thought  of  it 
till  now,  although  I  hold  fire  drills 
regularly  here.  We  will  be  having  a 
church  business  meeting  in  three 
weeks,  but  can  I  afford  to  wait  that 
long  to  get  fire  extinguishers?" 

The  father  of  four  children  became 
very  serious  when  I  put  the  question 
to  him.  "I've  wondered  what  would 
happen  if  our  church  caught  fire. 
Our  attendance  has  almost  doubled  in 
the  last  five  years.  Our  children  are 
packed  in.  I'm  just  'one  of  the  fel- 
lows' at  the  church,  but  I  intend  to 
speak  to  my  pastor." 

The  assistant  Sunday-school  super- 
intendent of  a  country  church  (he  is 
a  teacher  and  deacon  also)  said  they 
have  no  drills,  no  extinguishers,  and 
the  nearest  phone  is  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  away.  "We  will  have  fire  ex- 
tinguishers this  week,  though,"  he 
said. 

Men  in  our  shop  are  stirred. 
Churches  in  this  area  which  have 
no  fire  extinguishers  at  present  will 


have  them  in  the  near  future— soda- 
acid  which  throws  a  stream  of  water 
when  turned  upside  down;  carbon 
dioxide  for  electrical  fires;  foam  ex- 
tinguishers for  furnace  rooms;  and 
perhaps  sprinkler  systems.  But  all  of 
these  are  inadequate  protection  if  no 
one  knows  where  they  are,  or  what 
to  do  in  case  of  a  fire,  and  if  there 
are  no  fire  drills. 

One  lady  said  she  heard  fire  sirens 
and  quite  a  commotion  outside  dur- 
ing their  Sunday  morning  worship 
service  a  year  ago.  Her  pastor  an- 
nounced there  was  a  small  fire  in 
the  Sunday-school  auditorium.  "We 
do  not  need  to  evacuate,"  he  said. 
"Firemen  have  it  under  control." 

"One  of  the  men  just  happened  to 
walk  in  there  after  Sunday  school," 
she  said.  "If  it  had  not  been  dis- 
covered until  a  half  hour  later.  .  .  ." 

"Suppose  it  had  occurred  a  half 
hour  sooner?"  I  asked. 

"Oh,  I  hate  to  think  what  might 
have  happened.  We  are  so  crowded, 
and  we  have  never  had  a  fire  drill!" 
the  ladv  said. 

A  Waynesboro,  Pennsylvania,  min- 
ister learned  his  church  was  on  fire. 
"I  have  not  called  a  fire  drill  since 
I  have  been  here,"  he  announced 
calmlv.  "Will  everyone  please  rise 
and  walk  out  now?"  Outside,  the 
people  learned  it  was  no  drill;  it  was 
the  real  thing! 

Few  of  us  would  be  as  calm  as  that 
minister  in  an  emergency.  Crowded 
basements  and  separate  Sunday-school 
rooms  are  quite  different  from  a 
congregation  in  an  auditorium,  too. 
But  drills  can  prevent  or  at  least 
lesson  panic.  The  Iroquois  Theater 
fire  in  Chicago  over  fifty-six  years 
ago  claimed  more  than  600  lives 
although  it  lasted  only  fifteen  min- 
utes. Hundreds  of  men,  women,  and 
children  were  killed  by  fumes  or 
trampled  to  death  in  the  stampede  to 
escape. 

Consider  what  thousands  of 
churches  have  done  to  provide  room 
for  the  influx  of  pupils.  Basement 
rooms  have  been  the  most  convenient 
and  least  expensive  means  of  expan- 
sion. We  have  paneled  them,  painted 
them,  and  packed  them  with  chil- 
dren. But  how  many  of  us  have  pro-

Sunday,  October  9,  1960,  was  a 
day  of  dedication  and  celebration  for 
the  members  of  the  First  Brethren 
Church  of  Martinsburg,  Pennsyl- 
vania. The  new  $110,000  church 
building,  which  has  been  under  con- 
struction for  two  years,  was  formally 
dedicated  to  the  glory  of  the  Lord  on 
that  afternoon.  The  new  auditorium 
comfortably  seats  350  in  church  and 
550  in  Sunday  school. 

Dedication  day,  our  first  Sunday 
in  the  new  building,  began  with  Rally 
Day  in  Sunday  school.  A  record  at- 
tendance of  382  started  the  day  off 
with  high  enthusiasm.  The  worship 
hour  service  at  10:30  a.m.  was  a 
special  children's  service  with  380  in 
attendance. 

At  2:30  p.m.  the  dedication  of  the 
church  was  held  with  the  pastor, 
Richard    E.    Grant,    presiding.   Over 


400  persons  filled  the  new  audito- 
rium. Brethren  ministers  of  the  East 
District  assisted  in  the  service.  Rev. 
Richard  P.  DeArmey,  pastor  of  the 
Winona  Lake  Brethren  Church, 
brought  a  much  appreciated  dedica- 
tion message.  The  offering  of  the 
afternoon  exceeded  $3,500.  It  was  a 
great  dedication  service,  and  will  long 
be  remembered.  The  local  newspaper 
gave  front-page  picture  and  write  up. 
The  whole  town  was  talking  about 
the  beautiful  new  Brethren  church. 
How  we  do  praise  the  Lord  for  this 
very  good  response  to  this  new 
church. 

A  six-night  revival  meeting  with 
Brother  DeArmey  began  on  the  eve- 
ning of  the  dedication  service.  The 
messages  were  appropriate,  powerful, 
and  pointed.  There  were  nineteen  re- 
dedications  of  life  and  two  first-time 


decisions.  Indeed  the  Lord  has  mani- 
festly blessed  His  work  in  Martins- 
burg, for  which  we  praise  His  won- 
derful name! 

The  congregation  has  a  present 
membership  of  275  with  the  average 
attendances  for  the  1959-60  church 
vear  of  228  in  Sunday  school,  186 
in  morning  worship,  120  in  evening 
worship,  and  75  in  prayer  meeting. 
An  annual  income  of  $10,000  for 
building  fund  has  been  raised  in  the 
past  two  years. 

What  about  the  future?  The  fu- 
ture holds  great  potentials  for  this 
church.  Truly  there  is  a  sleeping  giant 
in  these  beautiful  Pennsylvania 
mountains.  Our  average  Sunday- 
school  attendance  last  year  was  228, 
while  during  the  first  four  weeks  of 
October  this  year  our  attendance 
leaped  to  an  average  of  330.  It  causes 
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one  to  carefully  and  prayerfully  pon- 
der over  the  thought  of  just  how  far 
could  a  church  progress  if  it  would 
fully  trust  the  Lord  and  press  to- 
ward the  mark  for  the  prize  of  God's 
high  calling.  Prav  that  dreams  mav 
become  reality  in  the  months  and 
years  ahead  as  this  newly  dedicated 
church  becomes  a  place  for  holding 
forth  the  truth  in  Word  and  life  till 
Jesus  comes!

Do  Less 


Years  roll  on— ministers  grow  old. 
The  eventide  of  life  arrives  even 
when  unwelcomed.  Nor  does  it  await 
preparation. 

That  day  comes  when  the  Chris- 
tian veteran  must  ease  up.  His  pulpit 
effectiveness  is  lessened.  The  rigors 
of  a  busy  pastorate  are  too  great. 
Farsighted  church  officers  lose  pa- 
tience with  his  slower  stride. 

When  the  well-worn  pulpit  is  va- 
cant, or  back  of  it  sit  empty  shoes, 
when  the  mellow  aging  voice  gives 
way  to  the  dvnamic  vouthful  one, 
when  the  silver-haired  senior  has  step- 
ped aside  to  make  way  for  the  newly 
invited  junior,  WHAT  THEN? 

Ten  vears  ago  the  National  Fellow- 
ship of  Brethren  Churches  realized 
there  needed  to  be  a  cooperative  ef- 
fort to  assist  our  aging  ministers  and 
their  widows.  It  was  also  recognized 
that  we  needed  to  be  prepared  to  step 
in  with  assistance  for  even  the  young- 
er men  in  certain  hours  of  emer- 
gency. A  board,  now  known  as  the 
Board  of  Ministerial  Benefits,  was 
elected.  A  plan  for  church  participa- 
tion, by  giving  the  equivalent  of  three 
percent  of  pastoral  salaries,  and  min- 
isters giving  one  percent  of  their  sal- 
arv,  was  effected 

This  plan  is  working.  Today  ten 
pensions  of  $50  per  month  are  paid, 
making  $500  per  month.  Someone 
savs:  "That  is  not  much."  But  it  is 
something.  It  is  much  better  than 
nothing.  In  an  hour  of  need  it  is 
much.  Every  eligible  individual 
which  has  been  recommended  by 
their  district  ministerial  association  is 
receiving  a  regular  check. 

The  amount  is  not  great,  and  in 
order  to  maintain  even  that  amount 
demands  a  fuller  cooperation  of  our 
churches.  Please  check  on  vour  own 
church.  It  is  the  belief  of  your  Board 
that  this  program  merits  and  demands 
your  fullest  support.  It  is  cooperative. 
The  Board  has  achieved  a  remarkable 
degree  of  stability,  and  is  exercising 
everv  effort  to  acquire  more.  It  de- 
sires to  make  this  a  program  of  which 
our  entire  church  can  be  justly  proud.

THE  MONTHLY 
RETIREMENT  CHECK 

Because  I  have  served  on  the  committee 
which  formulated  the  plan  of  emergency 
and  retirement  benefits,  and  have  served 
as  president  of  the  Board  from  its  organ- 
ization, its  practical  operation  has  been  a 
vital  interest. 

I  never  planned  to  become  a  beneficiary 
of  its  benefits.  Only  after  the  National 
Fellowship  authorized  all  eligible  ministers 
to  apply  at  the  age  of  65  did  I  make  ap- 
plication. I  was  then  seventv-three  vears 
of  age. 

Mv  Social  Security  payments  were  re- 
duced to  the  irreducible  minimum  although 
I  did  not  apply  for  them  until  the  age  of 
seventy-two.  They  would  have  cared  for 
only  average  rent  and  utilities. 

The  monthly  check  which  I  receive  from 
our  Board  of  Ministerial  Benefits  under 
the  retirement  part  has  meant  much  to  me. 
Primarily,  it  assures  me  that  the  vears  I 
have  given  to  The  Brethren  Church  have 
been  appreciated.  These  checks  represent 
a  practical  expression  of  that  appreciation. 

Brethren  churches,  vou  as  churches  sup- 
ply 3  percent.  The  1  percent  paid  by  the 
ministers  is  not  enough,  which  you  can 
see.  Our  retirement  fund  will  be  soon  ex- 
hausted if  the  churches  do  not  cooperate. 

It  is  the  Biblical  duty  of  each  church 
to  do  her  part  in  providing  for  her  min- 
isters when  thev  come  to  that  age  when 
either  thev  cannot  any  longer  serve  or  no 
church  desires  their  services.

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NINETY-SIX 

Rev.  George  Emory  Shahan,  of 
104Vi  Ridenour  Avenue,  Clarksburg, 
West  Virginia,  the  oldest  living 
Brethren  minister,  observed  his 
ninety-sixth  birthday  on  October  9 
with  an  open-house  for  well-wishers. 
One  hundred  and  nine  visited  this 
dear  brother  and  signed  the  register 
in  the  home  of  a  daughter,  Mrs. 
Floyd  Sayer. 

Brother  Shahan  was  born  while  his 
father  was  serving  in  the  second 
Virginia  regiment  of  the  Confederate 
Army.  He  was  born  in  Preston  Coun- 
ty, West  Virginia,  on  October  9, 
1864,  near  Rowlesburg. 

When  he  was  nine  years  old  his 
parents  moved  to  Tucker  County, 
where  Brother  Shahan  attended  pub- 
lic school  and  studied  what  was  of- 
fered to  children  of  that  time.  At  an 
earlv  age  he  became  deeply  interested 
in  the  Bible.  He  studied  it  daily, 
and  at  the  age  of  twenty  he  heard 
God's  call.  He  then  began  to  teach 
the  Bible  and  to  preach. 

In  December  of  1892,  he  became 
a  preacher  in  The  Brethren  Church. 
He  served  the  Lord  and  the  church 
as  a  circuit  rider  (horseback)  in  Tuck- 
er, Preston,  and  Barbour  Counties  in 
the  early  days  of  the  Brethren  move- 
ment in  West  Virginia.  In  1904  he 
was  ordained  an  elder  in  The  Breth- 
ren Church,  and  besides  his  circuit 
riding  duties  he  held  evangelistic 
meetings  in  West  Virginia,  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  Ohio. 

He  married  Cora  Jane  Hovatter  in 
1892,  the  year  he  started  on  his  Bible- 
teaching  and  preaching  mission. 
Brother  Shahan  savs  she  was  a  great 


help  and  inspiration  to  him.  She 
went  to  be  with  the  Lord  twelve  years 
ago  and  is  awaiting  him  in  that  "land 
where  we  never  grow  old." 

Brother  Shahan  helped  to  organ- 
ize the  Brethren  church  at  Grafton, 
West  Virginia,  and  served  it  as  pas- 
tor. He  and  Mrs.  Shahan  had  a  large 
family.  Of  their  fourteen  children, 
twelve  were  raised  to  adulthood,  and 
ten  are  still  living.  His  daughter 
Dora,  with  whom  he  now  resides, 
said  that  people  were  amazed  at  how 
the  family  got  along  because  there 
was  no  salary  paid  to  the  preacher. 
In  order  to  care  for  his  family,  Broth- 
er Shahan  farmed,  he  worked  as  a 
carpenter,  a  brick  layer  (including 
making  brick),  a  blacksmith,  a  stone 
mason,  and  he  dealt  in  timber,  all 
while  preaching  the  unsearchable 
riches  of  Christ.  Besides  his  own  ten 
children  still  living,  Brother  Shahan 
has  thirtv-five  grandchildren,  forty- 
three  great-grandchildren,  and  three 
great-great-grandchildren. 

When  he  was  seventy,  be  was 
forced  to  retire  from  an  active  and 
full  ministry  because  of  a  serious 
physical  problem  which  almost  took 
his  life.  But  having  recovered,  after 
a  lengthy  period,  he  became,  and  now 
is,  a  remarkable  picture  of  health 
for  a  man  of  his  age.  He  says  it  is  all 
because  of  God's  goodness  and  grace. 

At  the  age  of  fifteen,  he  says  he 
promised  the  Lord  that  if  He  would 
give  him  a  knowledge  of  the  Bible, 
he  would  proclaim  it  as  long  as  he 
lived,  and  he  is  still  going  strong. 
During  his  prime  years,  he  could 
quote  from  memory  162  chapters  of 
the  Bible  and  has  retained  such  a 
mental  alertness  that  he  is  frequendy 
called  upon  to  give  the  Scripture  les 
son  in  group  gatherings,  churches, 
and  on  the  air.  He  does  this  with  re- 
markable accuracy,  quoting  whole 
chapters.  He  recently  preached  a 
challenging  message  in  a  morning 
service  in  his  home  church,  the  First 
Brethren  Church  at  Grafton,  West 
Virginia.

During  his  ministry  here,  Pastor 
Dick  has  served  in  a  number  of  of- 
fices within  the  Brethren  denomina- 
tion. He  was  elected  to  the  highest 
position  of  The  Brethren  Church 
when  he  served  as  moderator  of  the 
National  Conference  at  Winona 
Lake,  Indiana,  in  1959.

Will  I960  Gifts  Exceed  Those  of  7959? 

At  the  time  these  items  are  being  written,  The 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Brethren  Church  has 
received  during  1960  just  eighty-four  percent  of  what 
was  received  in  1959.  By  December  31  we  will  need  to 
receive  over  $48,000  more  to  just  equal  last  year's  gifts, 
and  we  greatly  need  $65,000  more  than  we  received  in 
1959.  What  the  missionaries  can  do  must  be  guided  by 
what  you  do.

FREE  INDEED

".  .  .  but  the  Son  abideth  ever.  If  the  Son  therefore 
shall  make  vou  free,  ye  shall  be  free  indeed"  (John  8: 
35-36). 

What  tremendous  power  the  Christian  has  as  he 
recognizes  his  life  is  "hid"  in  a  living,  loving  Saviour! 
What  spiritual  freedom  we  enjoy  to  know  that  "There 
is  therefore  now  no  condemnation  to  them  which  are  in 
Christ  Jesus"  (Rom.  8:1).  How  often  we  sit  in  the  lap 
of  plenty  and  forget  that  "all  [including  ourselves] 
have  sinned,  and  come  short  of  the  glory  of  God"  (Rom. 
3:23). 

An  experience  at  Cartago,  Costa  Rica,  brought  these 
precious  truths  quite  vividly  to  our  minds  while  we 
watched  the  'Virgin  of  the  Angels"  being  taken  from 
the  new  church  in  Cartago  to  the  old  church  there. 
This  was  a  great  festive  day  for  the  people.  This  reli- 
gious holiday  is  heightened  by  the  belief  that  the  Vir- 
gin Mary  actually  descends  from  heaven  to  indwell  that 
sacred  shrine  during  the  gala  occasion. 

We  stood  in  the  side  doorway  of  the  huge,  mag- 
nificent church  and  watched  some  of  the  ceremony. 
The  organ  was  plaving  at  various  intervals.  The 
orchestra  and  choir,  with  their  respective  soloists,  were 
taking  part  while  the  people's  attention  was  fixed  to 
the  front  of  the  church  where  the  shrine  of  the  virgin 
was  being  blessed  and  worshiped  by  the  officiaries  of 
the  church,  including  the  Archbishop  of  Costa  Rica. 
There  was  a  very  reverential  attitude  on  the  part  of  the 
congregation  in  the  church. 

Outside,  the  huge  crowd  was  beginning  to  gather. 
A  white  stripe  had  been  painted  down  the  middle  of 
the  street  that  led  to  the  other  church.  People  were 
coming  from  all  parts  of  Costa  Rica,  for  the  "Virgin 
of  the  Angels"  is  the  patron  saint  of  Costa  Rica. 

Finally  the  shrine  was  lifted  to  the  shoulders  of  the 
men  who  carried  it,  and  the  procession  made  its  way 
out  of  the  church  and  the  pilgrimage  began.  We  stood 
aside  to  watch.  The  people  were  dressed  in  their  best. 
Ten  floats  preceded  the  shrine,  each  depicting  a  dif- 
ferent aspect  of  the  life  and  position  of  the  Virgin 
Mary,  such  as  "The  Annunciation  of  the  Angel," 
"The  Birth  of  Jesus,"  "Mary,  Mother  of  Mankind," 
and  "Mary,  Queen  of  Heaven."  All  these  were  enacted 
by  persons  chosen  to  be  on  the  floats,  and  each  float 
was  carried  on  the  shoulders  of  six  men. 

The  people  knelt  as  the  shrine  went  by.  Many 
were  weeping.  What  high  esteem  these  people  have  for 
the  Virgin  Mary!  What  great  devotion  they  show! 

But  where  was  Christ,  the  One  who  died  for  them, 
who  alone  can  save  from  sin?  My  thoughts  went  back 
to  what  I  had  seen  at  the  rear  of  the  huge  cathedral. 
There  in  a  highly  ornate  glass  coffin  lay  a  figurine

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Am  I  Really  Home?

First,  I  would  like  to  thank  every- 
one who  made  my  last  three  months 
on  the  mainland  such  a  happy  time. 
There  were  many  homes  opened  to 
me,  and  I  really  appreciated  this, 
especially  because  I  do  not  really  have 
a  home  on  the  mainland.  I  want  to 
thank  the  family  who  let  me  use 
their  home  to  do  my  packing.  Then, 
there  were  the  WMC  groups  who  in- 
vited me  to  challenge  them  with  the 
field  of  Hawaii.  There  were  also 
two  Vacation  Bible  Schools  where  I 
had  the  opportunity  to  tell  the  boys 
and  girls  about  the  Hawaiian  Is- 
lands. 

When  I  sailed  from  Los  Angeles 
harbor  on  September  9,  a  representa- 
tive of  the  foreign  mission  office 
was  there.  Miss  Norma  Hulliberger 
spent  a  part  of  her  vacation  in  Cali- 
fornia and  was  able  to  see  me  off  on 
the  President  Wilson.  (I  believe  this 
was  the  first  time  she  had  seen  a  mis- 
sionary leave  for  the  field.) 

The  trip  on  the  President  Wilson 
was  a  very  nice  one.  I  had  the  op- 
portunity to  witness  to  several  people 
who  were  going  to  the  Orient.  There 
were  at  least  two  other  missionaries 
on  the  ship,  one  of  them  a  grand- 
mother who  was  returning  to  Japan 
for  another  term,  the  other  a  young 
man  going  to  the  Philippines  for  his 
first  term.  The  food  on  the  ship  was 
very  good— so  good  that  I  did  not  share 
it  with  the  fish  along  the  way!  The 
menus  featured  two  kinds  of  food, 
oriental  and  occidental.  A  person 
could  have  one  or  both  kinds  of 
food  at  a  meal. 

Am  I  really  home?  This  question 
popped  into  my  mind  as  I  stood  on 
the  sundeck  of  the  President  Wilson 
viewing  the  island  of  Oahu.  Over  and 
over  that  question:  "Am  I  really 
home?"  went  through  my  mind.  Then 
I  saw  the  Aloha  Tower  welcoming 
me  to  the  island.  In  my  absence  the 
tower  had  not  changed,  but  there 
are  other  things  that  have  changed. 

The  changes  on  the  island  made  it 
very  difficult  for  me  to  realize  that 


I  was  really  "home."  Of  course,  with 
my  folks  living  on  the  mainland  now, 
that  made  things  different.  I  have 
several  relatives  living  here— but  peo- 
ple do  change,  too. 

Traveling  through  the  island,  I 
kept  thinking  everything  should  be 
the  same  as  I  had  known  it,  but  many 
things  were  different.  For  example, 
the  home  where  I  used  to  live  is  still 
there— but  the  freeway  now  goes  right 
in  front  of  it.  When  we  passed  the 
spot,  I  almost  missed  seeing  the  house. 
Then  there  was  the  trip  over  to 
Kailua.  This  meant  going  over  the 
Pali  (pass)  and  I  was  looking  forward 


to  seeing  the  winding  road  up  to  the 
Pali.  But  to  my  amazement,  it  wasn't 
there!  Instead,  we  traveled  on  a  very 
beautiful  highway!  Am  I  really  home? 

Even  the  weather  seems  to  be  a  bit 
different.  I've  been  away  from  the 
Islands  for  so  long  that  I  have  almost 
forgotten  what  the  weather  is  like. 
Of  course,  I've  never  before  lived 
in  the  Wajmalu  area,  so  that  could 
account  for  a  slight  change  in  the 
weather  situation. 

Yes,  I  am  home  but— my,  how 
things  have  changed!  But  then,  too, 
I  must  recognize  the  fact  that— I  have 
also  changed!

"Can  you  tell  me  how  to  find  the 
Protestant  Mission?"  The  question 
was  asked  in  good  English— that  is, 
as  good  English  as  Rev.  Roy  Snyder 
speaks.  In  fact,  it  was  Mr.  Snyder's 
voice  asking  the  question.  But  why 
should  Mr.  Snyder,  who  has  been  to 
Batangafo  dozens  of  times,  be  inquir- 
ing for  the  Protestant  Mission?  Be- 
cause the  place  had  changed  so  much 
since  he  had  been  here  three  months 
before  that  he  felt  completely  lost! 
And  what  had  happened  in  three 
months   to    produce    such    a    radical 

change?  The  answer:  Brother  Al  Bal- 
es 

zer,  the  mission  builder,  had  been 
here.  And  when  Brother  Balzer 
moves  in,  things  have  a  way  of  chang- 
ing—and fast.  (Mrs.  Balzer  was  with 
Mr.  Balzer,  of  course,  and  made  a 
verv  constructive  contribution  to  our 
work  in  teaching,  in  music,  and  in 
personal  work.) 

But  let's  start  at  the  beginning  of 
the  story,  which  was  back  in  Decem- 
ber of  1949  when  the  Mission  asked 
Mrs.  Williams  and  me  to  come  to 
Batangafo  and  take  up  our  residence. 
At  that  time  there  was  a  one-room 
mudhouse  on  the  place  that  we  had 
built  six  years  before.  That  was  to  be 
our  home  until  something  else  could 
be  provided.  That  proved  to  be  al- 
most a  year.  I  guess  we  really  had  a 
quite  modern  arrangement,  if  we  had 
realized  it.  We  had  the  kitchen  area, 
the  dining  area,  and  the  sleeping  area 
all  in  one  room  (16  x  20).  The  house 
was  already  occupied— by  termites. 
Every  night  they  built  up  their 
mound  of  mud  a  foot  high  or  more, 
and  every  morning  it  had  to  be  dug 
down  and  carried  out.  The  chickens 
enjoyed  it.  That  new  mud  was  always 
alive  with  big  fat  juicy  termites. 

The  Mission  field  council  had  sug- 
gested   that   we   construct   a   perma- 


nent two-room  building  which  could 
serve  us  as  living  quarters  until  the 
builder  had  time  to  come  up  and 
build  us  a  residence,  at  which  time 
the  former  building  could  be  turned 
into  an  auxiliarv  one  for  the  station. 
We  moved  into  the  new  residence  the 
following  November.  There  were 
two  large  rooms  plus  a  small  wash- 
room (shower)  at  one  corner  of  the 
back  porch,  and  a  pantry  at  the  other 
corner.  That,  with  variations,  was 
our  home  for  nearly  ten  years.  In 
1952  we  saw  that  the  builder  prob- 
ablv  wouldn't  get  here  for  a  while, 
and  we  enclosed  the  rest  of  the  back 
porch  for  a  kitchen.  Later  we  enclosed 
a  little  more  porch  space  off  the  living 
room  just  big  enough  to  hold  a  couple 
of  cots  when  we  had  visitors.  (One 
room  on  every  station  to  accommo- 
date guests  is  almost  a  must  for  us.) 
It  was  a  nice  house.  We  liked  it. 
But  for  year-in,  year-out  living  and 
working,  for  entertaining  guests,  and 
trying  to  carry  on  our  daily  program 
of  work,  it  was  very  close  quarters. 
And  the  grass  roof  began  to  sag  due

to  inadequate  materials  when  the 
house  was  built;  the  grass  drooped, 
and  pulled  out,  and  worst  of  all, 
leaked.  It  was  far  from  attractive. 
Even  the  Africans  began  to  make  fun 
of  it. 

But  that  is  all  changed  now.  Broth- 
er Balzer  pushed  out  the  back  wall  of 
the  old  house  to  provide  room  for  an- 
other bedroom,  a  bath,  and  a  nice 
kitchen.  Then  he  remodeled  and  re- 
finished  and  redecorated  all  the  in- 
terior so  that  it  is  virtually  a  new 
house.  He  also  built  us  a  nice  little 
office  building  and  a  storehouse-car- 
port, all  with  corrugated  aluminum 
roofs.  We  now  will  not  only  be  free 
from  frantic  fears  when  the  grass 
fires  come,  but  we  can  also  enjoy 
them. 

We  have  now  been  in  the  service 
of  the  Mission  just  over  twenty  years. 
As  I  recall,  it  was  June  of  1940  that 
we  left  for  Quebec,  Canada,  for  our 
first  French  study.  We  came  back 
the  following  January  or  February  to 
sail  on  the  illustrious  Zamzam.  Since 
that  time  we  have  lived  in  many  dif- 
ferent places:  dirty,  ugly  mudhouses 
here  in  Africa;  dark,  dingy  apart- 
ments and  hotel  rooms  at  home  and 
in  France.  To  some  extent,  like  Paul, 
perhaps,  we  know  how  to  be  abased. 
And  now  we  will  be  able  to  abound 
a  little.  Not  that  all  the  places  we 
have  lived  before  were  bad— but  this 
is  really  very  nice.  Frankly,  if  our 
house  was  set  down  in  your  block 
at  home,  it  probably  wouldn't  rank 
high.  But  for  us  it  is  wonderful.  We 
certainly  thank  the  people  back  home 
who  have  made  it  possible  for  us.  It  is 
possiblv  the  best  home  we  will  ever 
have.  The  Lord  is  very  good  to  His 
unprofitable  servants.  He  spoils  us. 
It  is  all  of  His  grace.  Praise  His  won- 
derful  name!

While  we  write  these  lines  we  are 
traveling  on  the  S.S.  Rio  de  la  Plata, 
bound  for  Argentina. 

The  year  we  spent  in  the  States— 
a  short  time  of  which  was  passed  in 
Puerto  Rico— was  a  happy  one.  It  is 
always  a  jov  to  renew  acquaintance 
with  old  friends,  and  to  meet  the 
manv  new  brethren  in  the  Lord  that 
one  comes  to  know  during  furlough 
vear.  It  is  good  to  be  with  one's 
loved  ones  again,  and  it  is  a  spiritual 
treat  to  sit  in  the  pew  and  listen  to 
the  Word  expounded  by  our  faithful 
pastors— to  take  in  rather  than  to  be 
continually  giving  out.

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There  Was' 

a  Man 

Whose  Name 

Was  Job

Nearly  ten  vcars  ago  our  pioneer 
leper  work  started  here  on  our  Breth- 
ren field  in  Afriea.  I  know  that  you 
are  interested  in  knowing  how  it  is 
now.  Have  there  been  any  results? 
Any  cures?  I  las  it  been  worthwhile? 

When  we  started  our  work,  we 
were  the  only  ones  doing  anything 
at  all  tor  leprosy  here.  We  started 
usinu  the  new  sulfone  drugs  right 
away,  and  we  kept  records  of  the 
dosage,  reactions,  and  apparent  re- 
sults. II  you  will  remember,  we 
started  with  a  nucleus  of  Christian 
workers  who  had  been  faithfully 
waiting  through  the  years.  Our  little 
village  of  Beandje  (Clayhole)  is  a  mile 
or  so  from  the  Bekoro  station.  There 
these  workers  brought  their  families, 
built  their  homes,  and  took  daily 
treatments.  We  had  great  times  of  fel- 
lowship,  for  they  were  men  and 
women  who  were  eager  to  go  on  in 
deeper  Bible  study  but  because  of 
their  active  disease  were  not  admitted 
to  our  Bible  Institute. 

Besides  these  hundred  or  so  pa- 
tients, we  had  a  tremendous  out-pa- 
tient work,  treating  nearly  a  thousand 
at  Bekoro,  and  over  a  hundred  at  each 
other  dispensary.  The  first  year  did

not  bring  any  startling  results,  but 
after  two  years  nearly  every  patient 
showed  marked  improvement  and 
many  really  appeared  to  be  well. 

Then  the  government  launched 
an  all-out  program.  Every  leper  is 
found  in  his  village.  A  government 
nurse  bicycles  weekly  to  each  vil- 
lage and  every  leper  is  required  bv 
law  to  receive  treatment.  Just  five 
years  ago  it  would  not  have  been  un- 
usual to  spot  several  lepers  in  a  vil- 
lage as  we  went  bv.  Their  modular 
faces,  discolored  skin,  and  deformed 
hands  and  feet  were  hard  to  hide. 
Now  we  seldom  see  one.  Why?  First 
of  all,  those  who  were  so  bad  have 
been  improved  so  much  from  treat- 
ment that  we  cannot  readily  detect 
the  leprosy  any  more.  Second,  and 
greater— new  cases  are  treated  imme- 
diately so  that  the  disease  does  not 
get  to  do  its  devastating  damage.  We 
are  still  treating  lepers  and  we  will 
continue  to  do  so  for  years  to  come, 
as  new  cases  break  out  and  old-timers 
need  help.  But,  leprosy  is  a  disease 
now  with  a  definite  diagnosis,  a 
specific  treatment,  and— praise  the 
Lord,  a  good  prognosis. 

Now,  about  this  man  Job.  I  wrote 
about  him  when  our  work  first  be- 
gan at  Beandje  ("Consider  My  Serv- 
ant lob,"  The  Brethren  Missionary 
Herald,  Dec.  1,  1951,  p.  812).  He  had 
been  faithfully  serving  the  Lord  at 
Gouze  in  the  Taly  area  of  our  field. 


He  had  a  special  burden  for  children 
and  found  time  from  his  pastoral 
duties  to  teach  them  all  that  he  could. 

But,  alas,  Job  was  a  leper,  and  the 
disease  was  rapidly  deforming  his 
hands  and  his  face.  Job's  heart's  de- 
sire was  to  go  to  the  Bible  Institute 
to  study,  but  of  course  this  was  out  of 
the  question  for  so  active  a  leper.  He 
was  chosen  chief  of  our  village  and 
settled  down  for  five  long  years  of 
treatment  in  a  strange  land.  How 
we  did  thank  the  Lord  for  sending  us 
a  man  like  him  to  be  our  spiritual 
adviser. 

The  progress  of  leprosy  was  ar- 
rested right  away,  and  each  year  he 
showed  improvement.  Three  years 
ago  he  was  declared  noncontagious 
to  others  (though  he  continues  his 
treatment),  so  he  entered  our  Bible 
Institute.  His  jov  and  my  joy  was 
complete  this  last  December  when  he 
received  his  Bible  Institute  diploma. 
He  and  his  wife,  Rachel,  are  back  in 
Gouze  after  a  ten-year  sojourn  else- 
where. Already  she  is  getting  a  WMC 
together,  and  he  is  happily  and  thank- 
fully preaching  the  Word— a  strong, 
well,  and  prepared  workman  for  Jesus 
Christ. 

Thank  you  for  praying  for  our 
many  fobs  and  Rachels.

These 
people  must  be  told  of  the  risen 
Lord!  "If  the  Son  therefore  shall  make 
you  free,  ye  shall  be  free  indeed"

They  forgot  the  soldier 
on  guard!  For  three  days  and  nights 
he  faithfully  stood  on  guard  until 
the  relief  guard  came.  He  became 
known  in  the  Army  as  "The  Forgot- 
ten Man." 

Brethren  churches,  are  you  forget- 
ting the  Brethren  ministers?  They  are 
faithfully  performing  their  duties. 
But  the  time  may  come— shall  we  say, 
will  come— when  for  different  reasons 
they  cannot  serve.  At  least  their  in- 
come will  be  greatly  reduced  or  cut 
off  entirely.  Then  will  they  become 
"The  Forgotten  Ministers?" 

Thev  will  be  unless  the  Brethren 
churches  provide  for  them  in  contrib- 
uting the  three  percent  through  the 
Board  of  Ministerial  Benefits.  The 
one  percent  the  ministers  contribute 
will  not  provide  for  sufficient  retire- 
ment. The  three  percent  which  we 
ask  the  churches  to  provide  for  their 
retirement  is  an  absolute  necessity. 
Unless  a  sufficient  number  of 
churches  contribute  this  over  a  period 
of  years,  these  ministers  will  be  "The 
Forgotten"  in  the  twilight  years  of 
their  life. 

First  Timothv  5:8  says:  "But  if  any 
provide  not  for  his  own,  and  espe- 
ciallv  for  those  of  his  own  house,  he 
hath  denied  the  faith,  and  is  worse 
than  an  infidel."  Could  the  warning 
be  applied  to  the  Brethren  churches 
which  fail  to  adequately  provide  for 
faithful  Brethren  ministers?  If  all  the 
churches  would  faithfully  support  the 
Board  of  Ministerial  Benefits  in  the 
three  percent,  we  could  do  even 
much  more  than  we  now  are  doing 
for  the  ministers.  It  ought  to  be  so!

"You  remind  me  of  the  man  who 
said:  'I'm  saved,  saved,  saved,  and 
when  I  get  to  heaven  all  that  I  want 
to  do  for  the  first  thousand  years  is 
to  look  into  the  face  of  Jesus.  Per- 
sonally, I  can't  think  of  anything 
more  boring  than  that."  With  this 
statement  directed  to  my  wife  who 
had  just  confessed  that  she  had  re- 
ceived Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and  Sav- 
iour the  day  before,  the  Mormon 
Ward  Teacher  turned  his  attention 
fully  upon  me  and  with  very  con- 
vincing arguments  proceeded  to  be- 
little her  testimony  and  re-emphasize 
that  the  Mormon  faith  was  the  only 
true  faith  and  that  I  must  be  more 
faithful  in  attendance  and  doing  the 
work  of  the  church. 

This  was  the  first  evidence  that 
there  was  a  spiritual  battle  going 
on  for  my  soul,  and  as  I  look  back  I 
thank  God  for  His  faithfulness  in 
drawing  our  family  to  himself  even 
when  we  were  not  aware  of  Him. 
I  was  raised  in  a  small  Mormon  com- 
munity in  Idaho  with  all  of  the  rites 
and  rituals  of  the  Latter  Day  Saints 
church  as  my  heritage.  Baptized  at 
seven,  1  believed  what  I  had  been 
taught,  that  the  Bible  was  not  re- 
liable because  it  had  not  been  cor- 
rcctly  translated  and  the  latter  revc 
lation  to  Joseph  Smith  via  the  golden 
plates  and  the  angel  Moroni  was  the 
only  true  message  from  God,  and  that 
as  a  baptized  member  of  the  LDS 
church  I  was,  therefore,  assured  of 
nn  being  numbered  with  the  elect 
of  God,  and  that  I  thereby  was  ex- 
tended the  privilege  of  working  my 
waj  upward  in  the  celestial  heaven  of 
God.  I  can  never  remember  being  told 
that  I  was  a  sinner  and  that  Jesus 
Christ  died  lor  my  sins  personally, 
or  that  in  order  to  have  eternal  life 
I  must  commit  myself  to  Him.  My 
heart  was  not  challenged  by  the 
empty  teaching  of  works  of  the 
church,  so  when  I  was  inducted  into 
the  service  in  1940,  I  began  a  life 
of  riotous  living  and  partook  of  every 
known    sin. 

In    1943   I   met   and   married   mv 


wife,  Virginia,  who  had  had  no  re- 
ligious training  whatsoever.  In  her 
home,  God  was  only  spoken  of  in 
blasphemv,  and  it  was  considered 
weak  to  need  a  higher  being  to  de- 
pend upon.  Her  philosophy  was  that 
if  every  one  does  the  best  they  can 
and  make  a  success  in  this  life,  they've 
accomplished  all  that  there  is.  I  adopt- 
ed this  philosophy  also  as  it  did  not 
require  a  change  in  my  behavior  nor 
expose  my  sinful  condition.  The 
problem  was  that  we  were  neither 
attempting  to  live  up  to  our  own 
philosophy,  and  we  couldn't  escape 
from  the  weight  of  our  past  sins. 

While  in  Europe  during  the  last 
year  of  the  war  and  awaiting  the 
overdue  news  of  the  birth  of  our  first 
child,  I  became  troubled  of  heart  with 
a  real  longing  for  peace  of  mind  and 
the  assurance  that  all  was  well  with 
my  soul,  so  I  wrote  the  church  offi- 
cials in  mv  hometown  requesting 
something  of  comfort,  something  to 
help  me  find  peace.  I  never  received 
a  reply  from  them  and  became  more 
disillusioned.  Upon  returning  to  the 
States  we  established  our  home  with 
our  little  daughter,  Vicki,  on  the 
same  basis  as  before— material  gain 
and  getting  the  most  out  of  every- 
thing and  everyone  became  our  aim 
and  purpose.  Our  pleasures  were 
costly  in  many  ways;  during  the  next 
eight  years  we  separated  three  times. 
Our  selfish  outlook  reflected  in  our 
home  life,  and  our  love  soon  died  as 
we  continued  to  seek  our  own  way  in 
all  things.  When  our  daughter  was 
three,  we  eagerly  looked  forward  to 
the  birth  of  a  child,  thinking  that  this 
would  "bring  us  together"  and  would 
help  us  to  adjust  to  post-war  living 
by  bringing  happiness  into  our  home. 
Our  first-born  son  lived  four  days 
and  with  his  little  life  here  today  and 
gone  tomorrow  the  hard  crust  began 
to  crack  and  God  himself  began  to 
stir  up  a  hunger  in  our  hearts.  The 
Mormons  conducted  the  services,  but 
had  no  real  words  of  comfort. 

As  I  had  begun  my  career  as  a  law 
enforcement  officer  upon   returning 


from  the  service,  I  plunged  headlong 
into  my  work  to  try  to  forget  the  rest- 
lessness and  hopelessness  I  felt.  My 
wife,  however,  began  to  search  for 
something— some  answer  to  where 
our  son  was  and  what  was  after  death, 
if  anything.  Our  second  son  Chris 
came  into  our  home  in  1948,  and  we 
thank  the  Lord  for  his  presence  with 
us  and  the  good  health  the  Lord  has 
given  him.  When  he  was  one  and 
one-half  years  old,  we  again  laid  a 
newborn  son  to  rest  and  the  haunting 
longing  and  wondering  again  moved 
into  our  hearts  to  give  us  no  peace  of 
mind.  This  time  my  wife  sought 
spiritual  help  at  the  Mormon  church. 
She  attended  the  services  with  the 
children  and  for  two  years  invited  the 
Ward  Teachers  into  our  home  every 
week  to  teach  her  the  "truths"  of 
Mormonism.  Unbeknown  to  me  or 
to  the  Ward  Teachers  she  would  go 
into  a  closed  room  after  their  de- 
parture and  kneel  and  say  this  prayer: 
"God,  if  there  is  a  God,  if  this  is  the 
truth  help  me  to  believe  it,  and  if  it 
isn't  please  keep  me  from  it." 

God  was  gracious  and  the  longing 
continued  and  even  increased  and 
nothing  they  could  say  would 
satisfy.  Our  children  were  invited  to 
Vacation  Bible  School  bv  a  little  girl 
trving  to  win  a  Bible,  and  because 
thev  would  be  out  of  the  house  all 
morning,  my  wife  consented  quite 
readily.  Although  he  perhaps  does  not 
know  it,  Brother  Ward  Tressler's 
faithfulness  in  picking  up  two  little 
children  all  the  way  across  town  was 
one  of  the  links  that  God  used  in 
bringing  us  to  Christ.  Thev  loved 
the  school  and  the  stories  that  they 
heard  and  would  come  home  and 
tell  me  their  verses  and  what  thev 
learned.  They  begged  us  to  let  them 
go  to  Sunday  school  there,  but  be- 
cause of  it  being  so  far  across  town, 
we  felt  it  was  more  convenient  to 
take  them  to  a  Sunday  school  that  was 
closer  to  our  home,  and  incidentally, 
one  that  was  more  popular  with  our 
crowd. 

But  when  God  has  begun  a  good 
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work,  He  performs  it  unto  the  end, 
and  within  two  months  He  caused 
"impossible"  circumstances  to  happen 
which  moved  us  within  two  blocks  of 
the  Grace  Brethren  Church,  where 
the  children  had  gone  to  Bible  school. 
They,  of  course,  got  to  go,  for  now  it 
was  the  most  convenient,  and  due  to 
the  sudden  move  the  Mormon  Ward 
Teachers  were  not  able  to  locate  us 
right  away.  After  a  month  of  coaxing 
by  the  children,  and  by  now,  driven 
by  this  constant  searching  of  her  hun- 
gry heart,  mv  wife  consented  to  at- 
tend the  Brethren  Sunday  school. 
Thev  were  studying  in  the  Book  of 
the  Revelation  and  together  with  the 
faithful  teaching  of  the  Word  and 
the  prayers  of  those  interested  Chris- 
tians, she  gave  her  heart  to  Christ  on 
December  28,  1954.  When  she  came 
home  that  Sunday  and  told  me  that 
she  had  received  the  Lord,  it  didn't 
make  much   of  an  impression.   But 


when  I  saw  her  take  the  ridicule  of 
the  Mormon  Ward  Teacher  and  my- 
self without  retaliating,  and  to  see 
her  life  change  before  my  eyes,  I 
knew  that  something  had  happened, 
but  because  it  made  me  uncomfort- 
able, I  wasn't  sure  that  I  wanted  it 
to  happen  to  me. 

Suddenly  the  Ward  Teachers 
showed  a  renewed  interest  in  me  and 
began  to  call  me  Brother  Gever  and 
show  open  scorn  to  my  wife  and 
encouraged  me  to  do  the  same.  I 
made  her  life  miserable.  I  would  try 
everything  to  pick  a  fight  with  her, 
but  she  wouldn't  fight  back.  She  was 
different— kind,  unselfish,  loving— 
and  the  meaner  I  was  to  her  the 
nicer  she  was  to  me.  On  occasion  I 
would  attend  church  with  my  fam- 
ily and  come  home  afterward  to  ridi- 
cule everyone  there,  not  realizing  that 
these  wonderful  people  were  praying 
that  I  too  would  receive  the  Lord. 


Some  of  these  friends  came  to  our 
home  every  week  for  Bible  study, 
and  although  I  threatened  not  to  let 
them  in  or  to  leave  when  they  came, 
somehow,  I  always  managed  to  be 
there  and  began  to  ask  questions. 
They  showed  me  from  the  Bible  mv 
need  as  a  sinner  and  that  Jesus  Christ 
had  met  that  need  when  He  died  on 
Calvary.  They  showed  me  that  there 
wasn't  just  one  denomination  that 
was  the  way,  but  that  there  was  just 
one  Person  who  was  the  way;  the 
Bible  did  not  teach  baptizing  for  the 
dead  but  that  we  were  all  dead  in 
trespasses  and  sins  and  needed  to  be 
born  again.  My  pride  and  sinful  self 
resisted  for  three  months,  but  the 
constant  love  shown  me  by  these 
Christians  and  my  wife,  and  the 
Holy  Spirit's  speaking  to  my  heart, 
caused  me  to  yield  my  heart  to  Him 
and  the  last  night  of  Brother  Ralph 
Colburn's  meetings  in  the  church, 
March  24,  1955,  I  stepped  forward 
in  public  confession  of  personal  faith 
in  Jesus  Christ. 

My  life  was  transformed!  "Out  of 
the  darkness  and  into  His  marvelous 
light"  became  the  song  of  my  soul. 
Profanity  ceased  with  no  effort  on 
my  part;  it  was  just  no  longer  a  part 
of  my  thinking.  The  longed-for  peace 
reigned  in  my  heart  and  in  our  home. 
The  Scripture  says  that  God  is  love 
and  with  His  entrance  came  love, 
real  love  this  time;  not  the  selfish  af- 
fection that  we  once  knew,  but  un- 
selfish real  and  thrilling  love.  My 
desire  for  "things"  fled,  and  yet  since 
the  time  of  my  conversion  the  Lord 
has  blessed  us  more  materially  than 
ever  before. 

Oh,  but  the  joys  of  seeing  souls 
come  to  know  this  same  Jesus  and  to 
see  their  lives  transformed  surpasses 
all  the  rest.  God  has  been  so  gracious 
to  me,  and  though  I  continually  mar- 
vel at  His  ways  and  fully  realize 
that  all  that  has  been  accomplished 
has  been  His  doing,  I  can't  cease 
thanking  Him  for  allowing  me  the 
thrill  of  being  His  instrument  to  point 
the  way  to  the  Saviour.  Since  I  came 
to  know  Christ,  there  have  been  five 
fellow  officers  come  to  a  saving 
knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ  including 
mv  boss  the  Chief  of  Police  who  re- 
ceived Christ  at  the  Billy  Graham 
meetings  in  Sacramento  some  two 
years  ago.  In  my  wife's  family  there 
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have  been  fifteen  decisions  for  Christ 
plus  our  own  two  children.  This  new 
life  in  Christ  has  been  satisfying, 
rewarding,  exciting  and  a  reality  for 
the  first  time.  Seeing  alcoholics  and 
misguided  juveniles  come  to  the  Lord 
has  made  my  career  as  a  law  enforce- 
ment officer  take  on  a  third  dimen- 
sion. Once  all  that  I  could  have  of- 
fered these  people  was  confinement, 
for  I,  myself,  was  confined  in  a  web 
of  sin;  but  now  I  can  point  them  to 
the  One  who  saved  me  and  who  came 
just  for  that  purpose,  "to  seek  and 
to  save  that  which  was  lost."  To  see 
other  families  re-united  as  ours  has 
been  and  the  blessing  of  real  fellow- 
ship with  other  believers,  irregard- 
less  of  denomination,  became  heaven 
on  earth. 

If  there  were  no  hereafter  and 
this  world  was  all  there  was,  what 
God  has  given  us  here  and  now  would 
be  enough.  But  to  think  that  we  can 
look  forward  to  "looking  into  the  face 
of  Jesus"  for  a  thousand  years,  what 
a  blessed  hope  to  me!  Does  this  mean 
that  all  problems  and  hard  times 
ceased  when  I  became  a  Christian? 
No,  to  be  sure,  but  in  each  hard  place 
Jesus  is  very  near  and  always  makes 
a  way  of  escape  that  we  may  be 
able  to  bear  it.  When  I  was  just  a 
year  old  in  the  Lord,  I  had  my  third 
surgery  for  cancer  with  little  hope 
that  my  face  would  not  be  paralyzed 
and  possibly  my  life  could  not  be 
saved.  Though  a  real  hard  place  in 
my  life  I  would  not  trade  it  for  any- 
thing else,  for  my  Lord  brought  me 
closer  to  himself  through  it  all  and 
brought  glory  to  His  name  when  the 
doctors  were  amazed  at  the  rapid 
recovery  and  NO  sign  of  the  paraly- 
sis. They  agreed  that  it  was  the  hand 
of  God. 

And  there  have  been  other  hard 
places.  The  elders  of  the  LDS  church 
quizzed  me  about  my  new-found  faith 
and  tried  several  times  and  in  many 
ways  to  make  me  denounce  it.  When 
this  tailed,  they  presented  me  with 
a  summons  to  appear  before  the 
bishop's  council,  and  I  was  ex-com- 
municated from  the  membership.  My 
people  feel  this  is  a  disgrace  and  some 
of  them  have  more  or  less  cut  me  off, 
but  on  my  last  visit  home  I  told  my 
parents  again  and  again  of  the  prom- 
ise of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 


Election  Analysis

The  presidential  election  is  now 
history.  According  to  the  words  of 
news  commentators  and  analysists, 
this  was  perhaps  the  most  important 
election  campaign  in  history.  Out  of 
it  some  observations  may  be  noted. 

The  Religious  Issue 

A  few  days  before  the  election 
it  was  taboo  to  mention  the  religious 
issue.  Scarcely  were  the  polls  closed 
than  the  commentators  pounced  on 
the  fact  that  the  religious  question 
had  a  relation  to  the  voting  and  as  the 
trend  for  Senator  Kennedy  developed, 
the  fact  that  he  would  be  the  first 
Catholic  to  occupy  the  White  House 
made  excellent  copy.  From  now  on, 
the  Catholic  religion  of  the  President 
and  his  church  activities  will  no 
doubt  become  frequent  front  page 
story  material.  No  one  can  estimate 
the  value  this  will  be  toward  the 
growth  of  Catholicism  in  America. 

The   Protestant   and   Catholic    Vote 

Before  the  election  night  was  over, 
experts  were  feeding  into  the  "elec- 
tronic brain"  facts  and  figures  to  dis- 
cover how  much  people's  religion  af- 
fected their  vote.  One  TV  commen- 
tator said  something  to  this  effect: 
"The  Catholic  people  crossed  over 
party  lines  to  vote  Kennedy,  and  the 
Protestants  laid  religion  aside  and 
voted  their  party."  This  he  observed 
"allowed  the  Catholic  block  to  elect 
a  president."  If  this  be  true,  then  the 
words  of  a  television  commentator 
were  of  more  far-reaching  moment 
than  he  perhaps  will  ever  fully  real- 
ize when  he  said:  "The  Protestants 
kept  Al  Smith  from  being  elected 
and  have  elected  Kennedy.  Evidently 
protestantism  means  less  to  Protes- 
tants now  than  it  did  then." 

The  Republican  Party 

The  old-line  conservative  party  is 
now  obsolete,  many  observers  believe. 
Perhaps  the  only  way  the  Republi- 
cans can  elect  another  president  is  to 
do  one  of  three  things.  They  must 


liberalize  or  socialize  the  party  line 
or  they  must  wait  for  Kennedy  to 
make  errors  serious  enough  to  re- 
verse the  American  political  climate, 
or  they  must  find  a  man  who  will  be 
elected  for  his  own  popularity  regard- 
less of  his  political  attitudes.  Any 
one  of  these  is  a  poor  outlook  for 
the  Republicans. 

The   Christian    Minority 

It  is  safely  observed  that  the  Bible- 
believing  people  are  now  an  insignifi- 
cant minority,  that  in  themselves 
there  is  neither  unity  of  politics  nor 
sufficient  numbers  to  affect  Ameri- 
ca's elections.  The  remarkable  union 
of  Catholics,  labor  and  left-wingists, 
embraces  the  majority  of  Americans, 
and  these  have  selected  the  majority 
party  to  be  their  effective  tool.  As 
Christians,  one  course  only  is  left  and 
that  is  to  give  our  people  an  effective 
expository  ministry  of  the  Word  of 
God  striking  at  the  very  core  of  secu- 
larist philosophy  today,  thereby  bring- 
ing our  will  into  subjection  to  God's 
will  as  revealed  in  the  prophetic 
Scriptures. 

The  Projected  Future 

Immediately  ahead  is  a  climate  of 
good-will  for  Protestants  designed  to 
further  break  down  the  prejudice 
against  Catholicism.  In  this  climate 
Catholicism  will  flourish.  Out  of  it 
pressure  on  protestantism  will  emerge. 
Perhaps  Protestant  parochial  schools 
and  their  academic  status  and  limited 
finance  will  be  first  pressed;  then 
Protestant  colleges  and  seminaries 
will  feel  the  pinch.  With  the  source 
of  strength  limited,  as  in  the  days  of 
Egypt,  a  generation  will  arise  which 
knows  not  Joseph.  Then  things  will 
change. 

While  we  have  the  opportunity 
let  us  "preach  the  Word"  for  the  days 
are  now  here  when  the  people  of  the 
professing  church,  imbibing  the  ways 
of  the  world  around  them,  "will  not 
endure  sound  doctrine."

The  chil- 
dren, too,  become  busier  than  ever 
with  Christmas  activities  in  addition 
to  an  already  full  schedule;  they, 
too,  need  the  added  strength  and  wis- 
dom that  comes  from  beginning  each 
day  with  the  Lord.  Thus  more  than 
ever,  the  Family  Altar  becomes  a 
real  necessity.  How  good  to  worship 
together  around  the  breakfast  table 
with  food  for  body  and  spirit  before 
the  temptations  of  the  day  begin; 
how  cruel  it  would  be  to  send  them 
off  unfed! 

As  Christmas  Day  draws  near,  we 
can  glorify  God  by  taking  part  in  the 
programs  of  church  and  Sunday 
school;  we  can  sing  in  the  choir, 
stitch  up  an  angel  costume,  or  just 
"whatsoever  our  hand  findeth  to  do." 
We  can  witness  for  Him  by  sending 
Scriptural  Christmas  cards,  enclosing 
a  tract  and  a  personal  word  of  testi- 
mony. We  can  help  the  needy— a 
basket  of  food,  a  few  clothes,  even 
an  invitation  to  the  Christmas  pro- 
gram, given  with  Christian  love  and 
interest,  can  mean  so  much!  We  can 
bake  cookies  for  the  "Good  News 
Club,"  or  cut  out  flannelgraph  ma- 
terial—it will  be  a  real  Christmas  gift 
for  a  busy  teacher.  Or,  if  you  teach, 
why  not  divide  the  burden,  and  the 
blessing  with  someone  else  at  this 
busy  season? 

Now,  in  the  midst  of  this,  we  real- 
ize it  is  almost  time  for  the  older 
children  to  come  home  for  the  holi- 
days (that's  the  best  part  of  sending 
them  away  to  college— they  do  come 
home  again).  As  we  cook  and  scrub 


and  decorate,  we  want  everything  to 
be  shining  and  wonderful.  Oh,  there 
is  so  much  to  do!  How  glad  we  are  to 
rely  on  Philippians  4:13!  But,  we 
begin  to  wonder,  just  what  is  it  that 
draws  our  children  home  for  a  few 
treasured  days— elaborate  decorations, 
expensive  gifts,  fancy  cooking?  Of 
course,  we  hope  they  like  Mom's 
cooking;  but  aren't  they  really  drawn 
bv  memories  of  good  times  shared 
in  a  loving  atmosphere,  bv  the  knowl- 
edge of  security  and  peace  in  a  home 
founded  upon  the  Lord?  Do  they  not 
remember  Christmas  Eves  when  Luke 
2  was  recited  in  unison,  when  we 
praised  God  for  His  wonderful  Gift 
to  us  before  opening  our  gifts  to  each 
other?  So,  we  ask  God  to  help  us 
leave  out  nonessentials.  Even  as  Mary 
of  Bethany,  we  would  choose  "one 
thing  needful:  and  Mary  hath  chosen 
that  good  part,  which  shall  not  be 
taken  from  her"  (Luke  10:42).  That 
will  leave  time  and  strength  for  lov- 
ing fellowship  with  the  Lord  and 
with  each  other.  That  is  the  "good 
part." 

If  we  let  God  plan  our  day,  we  can 
trust  Him  with  the  emergencies,  too; 
He  will  not  let  them  come,  except 
they  be  for  His  glory.  Two  years  ago, 
He  called  my  precious  mother  home 
at  Christmastime.  Even  in  the  midst 
of  sorrow,  we  knew  joy;  His  presence 
with  us  was  so  tangible,  we  could  al- 
most see  and  touch  Him.  How  we 
remembered  other  Christmas  Days- 
just  the  dearness  and  sweetness  of 
being  together  with  each  other  and 
with  the  Lord. 

And  now,  Christmas  has  come 
again.  Doubly  precious  are  the  loved 
ones  who  are  gathered  together.  We 
praise  the  Lord  for  His  goodness  to  us 
on  this  wonderful  day  which  He  has 
planned.  How  fitting  in  the  evening 
to  step  outside  and  see  the  very  same 
stars  that  the  shepherds  saw!  To 
realize  with  a  thrill  beyond  descrip- 
tion that  even  now  the  trumpet  could 
sound  and  He  could  come  again! 
This  time,  too,  only  a  few  will  hear 
that  call,  onlv  a  comparative  few 
will  see  Flis  glorv.  But,  oh,  the  jovs, 
oh,  the  privilege,  of  being  among  the 
few!  "Glorv  to  God  in  the  Highest!" 
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"Glory  to  God  in  the  highest" 

As  you  hear  these  words  being 
sung  again  and  again  are  you  aware 
that  in  these  six  words  lies  the  an- 
swer to  world  conditions  today  and 
for  all  time?  "Glory  to  God  in  the 
highest  .  .  .  and  on  earth  peace  .  .  . 
good  will  toward  men"  (Luke  2:14). 
The  answer  has  been  provided  but 
men  today  are  on  the  whole  doing 
anything  but  glorifying  God  in  the 
highest. 

As  I  view  others  and  conditions 
around  me,  I  am  continually  chal- 
lenged to  let  my  life  be  a  glory  to 
God.  As  I  send  my  husband  to  work, 
our  three  children  to  school,  as  I  be- 
gin my  tasks  for  each  day,  as  I  seek 
His  face  and  to  do  His  will,  my 
prayer  and  mv  aim  is  "Let  God  Be 
Glorified."  And  you? 

If  we  each  accept  the  challenge 
presented  in  our  WMC  theme  this 
vear,  how  can  we  help  but  grow  in 
the  grace  and  knowledge  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  How  can  we  help  but 
live  daily  with  Christ  increasing  and 
we  decreasing.  How  can  we  then  not 
assume  part  of  the  many  responsi- 
bilities before  us  in  our  communities, 
our  churches,  our  local  councils  and 
our  homes;  for  even  though  we  feel 
grossly  inadequate  if  we  are  letting 
Him  be  glorified  will  He  not  provide 
for  our  inadequacies?  "He  giveth 
power  to  the  faint;  and  to  them  that 
have  no  might  he  increaseth  strength" 
(Isa.  40:29).  Will  we  not  then  in  all 
aspects  be  Women  Manifesting 
Christ? 

When  I  ponder  these  thoughts  in 
regards  to  my  district,  the  potential 
is  overwhelming.  In  Southern  Cali- 
fornia-Arizona we  have  a  tremendous 
field;  a  densely  populated,  over  stimu- 
lated, sin-ridden  area.

Now  we  are  prepar- 
ing and  looking  forward  to  our  great 
foreign-missions  rally  this  next  Feb- 
ruary. At  this  rally  we  invite  our 
husbands  and  families  to  meet  to- 
gether with  all  the  missionary  families 
in  our  district  for  an  informal  and 
inspirational  evening.  Here  again  we 
shall  turn  our  attention  upon  the 
wonder  of  changed  lives,  souls  saved 
and  nurtured  in  the  faith,  and  of 
the  dedication  of  those  called  to  serve 
and  glorify  God.

MISS  CELINA  MARES 


Ed.  Note — Since  the  year  1953.  the  national  WMC  organization  has  yearly  supported  at 
least  one  missionary  by  means  of  birthday  offerings  contributed  by  the  members.  The 
missionary  or  missionaries  supported  are  called  "Birthday  Missionaries."  The  Lord  has 
prospered  the  project,  and  for  several  years  four  missionaries  have  been  supported.  This 
year  we  have  Miss  Celina  Mares.  Taos,  New  Mexico;  Mrs.  Floyd  Taber,  Mrs.  Robert  Williams, 
and  Mrs.  Chauncey  Sheldon,  Africa. 

In  order  that  you  may  feel  personally  acquainted  with  the  1960-61  birthday  missionaries, 
a  brief  biography  of  each  will  appear  in  subsequent  issues  of  the  Missionary  Herald. 


In  the  years  since  Celina  Mares 
has  been  working  in  Taos,  New 
Mexico,  officially  as  your  missionary 
she  has  become  very  well  known  and 
beloved  throughout  The  Brethren 
Church.  Few  people  call  her  "Miss 
Mares,"  but  rather  she  is  known  to 
one  and  all  as  "Celina." 

Celina  was  born  in  a  community 
called  Black  Lake— some  thirty  miles 
from  Taos— where  her  parents  then 
resided.  Her  mother  was,  and  still  is, 
a  faithful  Christian,  but  for  the 
earlier  years  of  his  life  her  father 
was  a  Catholic.  From  babyhood  until 
she  became  a  teen-ager  Celina  was 
reared  under  the  supervision  of  her 
grandparents  who  were  also  Cath- 
olic. She  well  remembers,  even  now, 
the  prayers  she  learned  as  a  child, 
the  rosary,  and  also  the  times  she 
walked  on  her  knees  up  the  mountain- 
side to  the  cross. 

It  was  in  her  teens,  and  after  her 
folks  had  moved  to  Taos,  that  she 
made  the  break  from  the  Catholic 
church.  Her  father,  for  whom  she 
had  great  admiration,  and  her  grand- 
mother came  under  the  influence  of 
Adormonism,  and  with  them  she  left 
the  church  of  her  childhood  for  this 
cult.  Along  about  this  period  of  her 
life  Rev.  Rubel  Lucero  and  his  wife 
began  holding  services  in  Canon  in 
what  was  later  to  become  your  Breth- 
ren Mission.  Her  parents  attended 
these  services  and  naturally  Celina 
attended  from  time  to  time  herself. 
At  first  it  was  hard  for  her  to  under- 
stand that  Christ  had  really  paid  it 
all,  but  then  with  the  understanding 
came  a  resolution  to  yield  herself 
completely  to  the  Lord.  She  was  six- 
teen at  the  time.  Her  father  also  ac- 
cepted the  Lord  and  has  since  served 


continuously  as  an  officer  of  the 
church.  Brother  and  Sister  Lucero 
had  a  very  real  influence  on  her  and 
her  family  and  gave  her  every  en- 
couragement to  live  for  Him.  She 
was  trine  immersed  at  this  time, 
though  the  Mission  was  not  yet  offi- 
cially Brethren. 

Two  years  later  she  left  home  with 
only  a  few  dollars  in  her  purse  to  go 
to  Simpson  Bible  Institute  in  Seattle, 
Washington.  The  Lord  was  with  her, 
for  she  found  a  welcome  there  plus 
a  means  of  earning  her  way  through 
school.  However,  even  with  this 
training  she  still  had  no  thought  of 
becoming  a  missionary  in  her  home- 
town of  Taos. 

After  Bible  Institute  she  returned 
to  New  Mexico  and  took  up  public 
health  work  in  Albuquerque.  At  her 
brother's  wedding  she  met  a  young 
couple,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Albert  Kliewer, 
who  were  then  pastoring  the  Brethren 
Mission  in  Taos.  They  were  interest- 
ed in  starting  a  Bible  class  in  Albu- 
querque and  Celina  opened  her  home 
for  this  class.  Recognizing  in  her  a 
potential    missionary,    the    Kliewers

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urged  her  to  meet  with  our  Home 
Missions  Council  and  discuss  the 
matter.  She  did  this  in  the  summer 
of  1948  at  conference  time  and  made 
plans  to  join  the  missionary  staff  the 
following  summer  when  her  contract 
with  public  health  would  be  termi- 
nated. However,  those  plans  were  not 
the  Lord's.  Just  three  months  later 
Brother  Kliewer  was  killed  in  a  plane 
accident  and  her  services  were  much 
needed  in  Taos. 

Her  ministry  of  calling  has  en- 
deared her  to  the  hearts  of  many  in 
her  "hometown."  Many  a  mother's 
load  is  lifted  when  Celina  arrives 
in  time  to  help  with  some  task  for  a 
few  minutes,  listen  to  a  tale  of  woe, 
and  then  administer  the  Word  as  it 
is  needed.  She  has  given  out  thou- 
sands of  tracts  and  also  driven  thou- 
sands of  miles  in  her  work.  Eternity 
alone  will  reveal  the  fruit  of  her 
labor.  At  present,  and  at  other  pre- 
vious times  as  well,  she  brings  the 
messages  and  takes  care  of  other 
duties  in  Arroyo  Hondo  in  addition  to 
her  calling.  She  also  is  in  charge  of 
the  SMM  and  WMC  there  and  serves 
as  patroness  of  the  Senior  SMM  in 
Canon.  No  wonder  she  is  affection- 
atelv  called  "the  Litde  Motor"  by 
some.  Taos  would  not  be  the  same 
without  her.

ALLEGHENY  DISTRICT.  The 
WMC  of  the  Allegheny  Fellowship 
of  Brethren  Churches  held  their  fall 
rail)'  October  6  in  the  Aleppo  Breth- 
ren Church  with  Mrs.  Donald  Cale 
(program  chairman)  in  charge  and 
with  an  attendance  of  104,  the  largest 
group  of  women  since  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Allegheny  Fellowship. 

A  feast  of  very  fine  thoughts  and 
messages  on  the  theme  "Let  God  Be 
glorified  in  me  by  a  fruitful  life"  were 
enjoyed  by  all  throughout  the  entire 
program. 

We  were  favored  in  having  Miss 
Audrey  Kelker,  director  of  Child 
Evangelism  of  Fayette  County  (also 
having  served  as  a  missionary  in 
North  Africa)  as  speaker  for  the  morn- 
ing session.  Miss  Kelker  lifted  us  to 
mountaintop  experiences  in  the  spirit- 
ual realm  as  she  spoke  to  us  of  our 
dependence  on  the  Lord,  and  His  de- 
pendence on  us.  These  spiritual  bless- 
ings lasted  not  only  for  the  day  but 
longer  as  a  sweet  savor  to  each  one 
of  us,  and  a  challenge  to  greater 
things  in  His  service  throughout  the 
year. 

In  the  afternoon  our  hearts  were 
warmed,  thrilled,  and  challenged 
again  and  again  as  each  society  of  the 
district  presented  the  "Fruits  of  the 
spirit"  either  in  a  skit,  poem,  duet, 
illustrated  talk,  an  acrostic,  or  by 
object  lesson.

Next   Door   Neighbor  With   a    Need 


Whether  for  a  casual  visit  just 
"over  the  border"  for  a  few  hours  or 
a  long  trip  hundreds  of  miles  into  the 
interior,  great  numbers  of  Ameri- 
cans find  Mexico  a  fascinating  place 
to  visit.  But  how  many  of  these 
pleasure-seeking  tourists  see,  in  Mex- 
ico's populadon  of  over  25,000,000 
people,  a  great  need  to  make  known 
the  living,  risen  Christ?  Sad  to  say, 
most  of  these  tourists  do  not  know 
Him  themselves;  their  only  witness 
to  the  Mexicans  is  that  of  people  with 
plenty  of  money  to  spend,  seeking 
only  for  a  "good  time." 

However,  Mexico,  our  next  door 
neighbor  to  the  southwest,  is  the  one 
Brethren  foreign-mission  field  which 
has  been,  and  probably  will  be,  visit- 
ed by  the  most  Brethren  people.  Al- 
though adjoining  the  United  States 
for  many  hundreds  of  miles,  from  the 
Pacific  Ocean  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico, 
it  is  nevertheless  a  definite  "foreign" 
country. 

Mexico  is  part  of  that  which  is 
called  "Latin  America";  that  is,  all  of 
the  land  in  the  Western  Hemisphere 
south  of  the  U.  S.  All  of  these  coun- 
tries were  settled  chiefly  by  Euro- 
peans, especially  Spanish  and  Portu- 
guese. They  brought  their  languages 
with  them,  of  course,  as  well  as  their 
faith— Roman  Catholicism.  It  is  only 
a  little  more  than  one  hundred  years 
ago   that   any   Protestants   began    to 


take  the  Gospel  message  to  Mexico. 
For  many  years  Spain  controlled 
the  land  of  Mexico.  It  is  said  that 
Spain  was  more  interested  in  claiming 
lands  for  gold  than  for  God.  So  it 
was  in  Mexico.  Finally,  in  the  early 
1800's,  Mexico  threw  off  the  Spanish 
rule  and  became  an  independent  re- 
public. 

Mexico  is  a  land  of  "contrasts."  It 
has  high  mountains  and  level  pla- 
teaus. It  has  barren  deserts  and  fer- 
tile lowlands.  It  has  large  cities  and 
great  areas  of  "nothingness."  It  has 
extreme  poverty  and  abounding 
wealth.  However,  the  poor  people  are 
numerous,  and  the  wealthy  ones  few. 

The  native  people  of  Mexico  are 
Indians.  The  Spaniards  who  moved 
to  the  country  intermarried  freely 
with  the  Indians.  Therefore,  the 
main  part  of  the  population  is  a  mix- 
ture of  Indian  and  Spanish  blood.  It 
is  said  that  about  ninety  percent  of 
the  people  have  some  Indian  blood  in 
them.  Spanish  is  the  official  lan- 
guage, although  there  are  some  groups 
of  Indians  in  the  "back  country"  who 
speak  only  their  tribal  languages. 

The  Mexicans  raise  grain,  corn, 
cotton,  coffee,  and  tropical  fruits.  A 
great  deal  of  their  land  is  used  for 
pasture  for  livestock.  Mining  is  im- 
portant also— nearly  half  of  the 
world's    silver    comes    from    Mexico, 


along  with  gold  and  other  precious 
metals. 

The  Roman  Catholic  Church  is 
very  strong,  especially  in  the  larger 
cities.  In  many  smaller  villages,  the 
Catholicism  is  so  mixed  with  their 
old  pagan  religion  that  it  is  hard  to 
tell  just  what  they  have. 

In  the  last  hundred  years,  many 
missionary  organizations  from  the  U. 
S.  have  begun  work  in  Mexico.  Some 
have  been  rather  successful,  others 
not  so  much  so. 

There  has  been  much  difficulty 
through  the  years  between  the 
"Church"  (Catholic)  and  the  "State" 
(government)  in  Mexico.  Sometimes 
one  would  be  strong,  sometimes  the 
other.  Finally,  some  years  ago,  the 
law  took  away  some  of  the  power  of 
the  "Church."  But  that  also  affected 
the  missionary  organizations,  though 
it  was  not  really  aimed  at  them.  Be- 
sides that,  the  Protestants  have  al- 
ways had  much  persecution  and  op- 
position from  the  Catholics  who 
would  like  to  keep  out  the  Protes- 
tants and  have  Mexico  as  it  used  to 
be.  So,  most  missionary  work  in 
Mexico  means  a  real  struggle. 

Many  Brethren  people  have  even 
lived  rather  close  to  the  border,  but 
it  was  many  years  before  anyone  put 
forth  any  effort  to  begin  a  Brethren 
witness  in  Mexico.  Next  month  you'll 
hear  how  it  came  about.

Editor's  Note:  Beginning  this  month, 
we  will  be  featuring  a  series  of  articles 
on  the  "Missionary  Kids"  whom  we, 
the  SMM  girls,  help  to  support.  It  is 
hoped  that  their  stories  will  help 
you  to  become  acquainted  with  the 
young  people,  as  well  as  provide  in- 
formation about  the  different  fields 
they  represent. 

When  a  child  is  born  into  the 
Argentine  family,  it  makes  no  differ- 
ence what  nationality  his  parents  may 
be,  the  child  is  still  considered  an 
Argentine  citizen.  This  was  my  lot 
when  I  was  born  in  Rio  Cuarto  in 
1939.  My  missionary  parents  regis- 
tered me  with  the  American  Embassy, 
thus  giving  me  a  dual  citizenship.  As 
I  grew  up  they  explained  to  me  that 
someday  I  would  have  to  make  a  de- 
cision concerning  which  country 
would  be  my  home. 

When  I  became  of  age,  I  entered 
the  Argentine,  Spanish-speaking 
schools.  The  school  svstem,  customs, 
and  habits  were  much  different  than 
ours.  Boys  and  girls  had  to  wear  a 
white  uniform  to  school,  which  pro- 
moted cleanliness.  Most  of  the  schools 
were  old  and  run  down,  with  no 
heating   svstem   whatsoever   through

the  winter  months.  I  had  to  wear  my 
overcoat  all  day  long  during  cold 
weather  because  of  the  intense  cold. 
Regardless  of  physical  conditions  of 
the  schools,  their  scholastic  standards 
were  very  high. 

I  can  recall  many  wonderful  and 
exciting  events  that  took  place  during 
my  sixteen  years  in  Argentina.  My 
greatest  experience  was  that  of  ac- 
cepting Jesus  Christ  as  my  personal 
Saviour  under  the  ministry  of  my 
father. 

When  it  came  time  for  my  parents' 
furlough,  I  was  thrilled  with  the  an- 
ticipation of  going  to  the  United 
States  and  also  of  seeing  my  older 
brother  and  relatives  again. 

Life  in  the  United  States  was  won- 
derful once  I  became  adjusted  to 
this  new  way  of  life.  I  can  vividly 
remember  the  second  day  of  school 
after  returning  from  the  field.  The 
teacher  asked  me  a  question,  and  I 
unconsciously  answered  in  Spanish. 
After    the    class    had    roared    with 


laughter,  I  realized  what  my  mistake 
was.  At  first,  my  grades  were  low 
until  I  finally  discovered  that  I  was 
doing  all  my  thinking  in  Spanish. 
Things  went  much  better  for  me  in 
school  once  I  had  mastered  the  lan- 
guage barrier. 

When  my  parents  went  back  to 
the  mission  field  a  little  over  a  year 
later,  they  left  me  in  the  care  of  a 
wonderful  Christian  family  in  Osce- 
ola, Indiana,  where  I  was  graduated 
from  high  school.  After  graduation 
came  my  most  "looked-forward-to" 
experience— I  became  enrolled  in 
Grace  College.  Grace  for  the  past 
three  years  has  been  my  home,  and  it 
has  helped  me  to  grow  mentally  and 
spiritually,  and  has  given  me  the 
confidence  to  serve  the  Lord  fully 
in  whatever  He  has  for  me  to  do. 

For  the  future,  I  am  looking  for- 
ward to  graduation  from  college,  and 
I  am  especially  contemplating  seeing 
my  parents  when  they  come  home 
once  again.

In  Mtmarxam 

LINK,  S.  W.,  76,  departed  from 
this  life  on  November  25  to  be  with 
His  Lord  whom  he  loved.  Brother 
Link  was  bom  on  February  24,  1884 
in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania.  In  1903 
he  made  his  public  confession  of 
Christ  in  the  Pike  Brethren  Church 
at  Conemaugh,  Pa.,  but  did  not  unite 
with  The  Brethren  Church  until 
1908,  when  he  was  baptized  by  Dr. 
William  S.  Bell  and  received  into  the 
membership  of  The  First  Brethren 
Church  of  Johnstown,  Pa.  On  April 
28,  1904,  he  was  united  in  marriage 
to  Christie  Goughnour,  who  survives 
him.  This  year  they  celebrated  their 
59th  wedding  anniversary. 


In  1910  Brother  Link  was  em- 
ployed by  the  American  Bridge  Com- 
pany, a  subsidiary  of  the  United 
States  Steel  Corporation.  He  served 


this  firm  for  the  next  39  years  until 
he  retired  in  1949.  The  only  inter- 
ruption of  this  long  term  of  service 
was  in  1918  when  he  volunteered  as 
YMCA  secretary  in  Gonrecourt, 
France,  until  the  end  of  the  war.  Re- 
turning to  the  States,  he  was  rein- 
stated by  the  American  Bridge  Com- 
pany, and  in  1925  was  transferred  to 
Canton,  Ohio,  where  he  united  with 
The  First  Brethren  Church  of  that 
city. 

S.  W.  Link  was  well  known  to 
brethren  across  the  nation.  From  1942 
to  1957  he  served  as  a  faithful  mem- 
ber of  the  board  of  trustees  of  The 
Brethren  Missionary  Herald  Com- 
pany. During  those  years,  his  wise, 
spiritual  counsel  was  of  great  profit 
to  the  board. 

Brother  Link  was  truly  a  Brethren 
at  heart  with  a  real  passion  for  souls 
and  was  active  in  seeking  to  establish 
new  Brethren  testimonies.  In  1949, 
Brother  Link  retired,  and  with  his 
wife,  moved  to  Indio,  California. 
They  became  members  of  the  Cherry 
Valley  Brethren  Church  in  Beau- 
mont, California,  about  50  miles 
away.  After  retirement,  Brother  Link 
was  active  in  mission  work  to  the  mi- 
gratory farm  laborers  who  came  with 
their  families  to  the  Coachilla  Val- 
ley seeking  employment. 

Christian  sympathies  are  extended 
to  Mrs.  S.  W.  Link.

VATICAN  CITY-Via  an  article 
in  L'Osservatore  Romano,  its  daily 
newspaper,  The  Vatican  has  declared 
that  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  has 
the  duty  in  certain  circumstances  to 
give  political  instruction  to  its  mem- 
bers, because  voters  elect  legislators 
who  pass  laws  that  can  be  either 
"good  or  bad"  from  the  Catholic  view- 
point. Earlier  interpretations  of  the 
statement  which  said  the  principle 
does  not  apply  to  the  United  States  at 
present  were  reportedly  viewed  "with 
astonishment"  by  Vatican  officials.  A 
Vatican  spokesman  said  his  church 
could  "stand  aside"  only  in  a  country 
where  all  parties  offered  sufficient 
guarantees  of  respecting  right  of  God, 
of  church,  and  of  Christian  con- 
science." L'Osservatore  F\omano  made 
it  clear  that  such  guarantees  do  not 
exist  in  any  country  that  admits  di- 
vorce. 

NEW  CASTLE,  PA.-A11  church 
parking  lots  here  must  be  placed  on 
the  1961  tax  rolls,  says  City  Solicitor 
Marjorie  A.  Young.  In  a  written  opin- 
ion to  the  City  Council,  she  cited  a 
Pennsylvania  Supreme  Court  deci- 
sion which  declared  a  parking  lot  on 
church  property  adjacent  to  a  church 
was  "not  an  actual  place  of  religious 
worship"  and  therefore  could  not  be 
tax  exempt.  Mrs.  Young  said  the  Su- 
preme Court  in  this  decision  was  the 
"court  of  last  resort." 

LA  MIRADA,  CALIF.-The 
Bible  Institute  of  Los  Angeles  has 
chosen  the  theme:  "World  Turmoil 
.  .  .  and  the  Lord's  Return"  for  its 
1961  Torrey  Memorial  Bible  Con- 
ference, Jan.  28  to  Feb.  5  on  the 
school's  new  suburban  campus  here. 
Sessions  for  the  26th  annual  confer- 
ence will  be  extended  to  14  other 
Southern  California  locations.  Speak- 
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ers  for  the  event  include  nationally- 
known  religious  leaders  and  local  pas- 
tors. A  mass  rally  will  open  the  event, 
featuring  the  BIOLA  Chorale  and 
the  World  Vision  Quartet. 

BERLIN,  EAST  GERMANY- 
Youth  dedication  rites,  the  Commu- 
nist equivalent  of  church  confirma- 
tion, are  taking  place  in  East  Ger- 
many. The  Red  government  seeks  to 
enroll  at  least  85  percent  of  eligible 
teen-agers  in  the  program. 

MIAMI—  This  city  currently  is  the 
scene  of  a  court  case  testing  the  con- 
stitutionality of  certain  religious  prac- 
tices, among  them  Bible  readino,  in 
the  Dade  County  Public  Schools. 
The  plaintiffs— a  Unitarian,  an  agnos- 
tic, and  three  Jewish  parents— charge 
in  two  companion  suits  that  such  prac- 
tices are  offensive  to  their  own  be- 
liefs and  violative  of  Church-State 
separation  as  defined  in  the  U.  S. 
Constitution.  How  do  Florida  parents 
in  general  feel  about  this  issue?  A  pri- 
vate research  firm  which  conducts 
statewide  polls  on  current  issues  for 
the  Miami  Herald  reports  that  79.5 
percent  of  families  interviewed 
throughout  the  State  favored  non- 
sectarian  Bible  reading  in  the  public 
schools. 

MOSCOW-Membership  of 
clergymen  in  Russian  labor  unions 
is  illegal;  they  should  be  expelled.  So 
charges  Trud,  official  trade  union 
daily  published  here.  The  paper  said 
that  a  1956  decree  gave  only  employ- 
ees of  religious  organizations  the  right 
to  join  trade  unions,  not  clergymen. 
Since  then,  says  Trud,  clergymen 
have  violated  the  decree  in  order  to 
benefit  from  health  insurance  and 
vacation  plans.  The  paper  said  that 
trade  unions  must   "put  an   end  to 


this  illegal  and  disgusting  situation" 
by  keeping  funds  from  those  "para- 
sites" whose  profession  is  '"'religious 
poison." 

NEW  YORK-Figures  compiled 
by  the  Bureau  of  Research  and  Sur- 
vey of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches  show  that  Roman  Catholic 
Church  membership  increased  faster 
than  the  U.  S.  population  last  year 
while  Protestant  growth  lagged  slight- 
ly  behind  the  population's  upward 
trend.  Roman  Catholic  membership 
rose  to  40,871,302,  a  gain  of  1,361,- 
794  or  3.4  percent  while  Protestant 
membership  reached  62,543,502,  a 
gain  of   1.7  percent. 

NEWARK,  N.  J.-More  than  200 
elementary  schools  in  the  Archdiocese 
of  Newark  are  now  using  educational 
television  sponsored  by  the  State  of 
New  York.  Classes  in  language  arts, 
reading,  mathematics,  science,  Span- 
ish, music  and  art  are  now  a  regu- 
lar  part  of  the  daily  schedule  in  grades 
four  through  eight.  Purpose:  "To  pro- 
vide a  wider  education  experience  for 
children  and  a  broader  experience  of 
educational  techniques  for  teachers." 

WACO,  TEX.-Fiery  Harry  S. 
Truman  mounted  a  political  pulpit 
and  chided  fellow  Baptists  for  in- 
jecting the  religious  question  into  the 
U.  S.  presidential  election  in  this 
Central  Texas  bastion  of  Baptist 
strength.  Across  town,  meanwhile, 
messengers  to  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Waco  Baptist  Association  were 
approving  a  resolution  critical  of  Tru- 
man's public  conduct  and  manner  of 
speech.  A  resolution  drafted  bv  the 
Waco  Baptist  Association  stated  that 
it  "looks  with  disfavor  upon  his  [Tru- 
man's] public  conduct  and  his  manner 
of  speech  as  a  Christian,  a  Baptist, 
and  a  guest  in  our  midst." 

SEATTLE,  WASH.-Alfred  R. 
Jackson,  Williamsport,  Pa.  attorney, 
was  elected  1960-61  chairman  of 
Christian  Business  Men's  Committee 
International  at  the  23d  annual  con- 
vention here,  Oct.  19-23.  More  than 
700  men  and  450  women  registered 
for  the  five-day  event.  A  record  crowd 
of  more  than  900  men  attended  the 
Friday  luncheon  to  hear  Gov.  Mark 
O.  Hatfield  of  Oregon.

My  life  before  I  came  to  know 
Christ  was  a  continuous  search  for 
activities  and  pleasures  to  give  me  the 
satisfaction  which  I  desired.  This 
search  took  me  into  the  higher  things 
of  life  and  also  into  the  very  lowest. 
While  I  had  times  of  enjoyment  and 
pleasures  galore  there  was  nothing  of 
permanency  to  combat  the  feeling  of 
futility  that  possessed  me  whenever 
I  was  alone. 

My  marriage  was  satisfactory,  and 
we  were  blessed  with  two  fine  chil- 
dren—a boy  and  a  girl.  I  liked  my  job 
in  the  insurance  business,  and  was 
considered  a  successful  staff  manager. 
However,  mv  religious  life  was  vir- 
tuallv  nil.  We  attended  Sunday 
school  sometimes  and  church  only 
on  very  rare  occasions.  Life  to  me  was 
something  to  be  lived  to  the  fullest 
each  dav  because  I  felt  there  was 
nothing  for  me  after  this  life. 

Because  of  Vacation  Bible  School 
in  a  nearby  Brethren  church,  my 
children  were  attracted  to  Sunday 
school  there.  In  the  months  to  follow 
mv  wife  and  I  were  persuaded  by 
the  children  to  attend  also.  Her  con- 
version followed  in  October  of  that 
vear  and  mine  three  months  later,  on 
January  15,  1957.  Our  seven-year- 
old  daughter,  Sherrie,  was  saved 
about  two  weeks  later,  and  Billy,  our 
ten-year-old  son,  had  accepted  Christ 
the  summer  before  in  the  Brethren 
Sunday  school. 

What  a  change  has  been  wrought 
in  my  life.  I  shall  never  forget  the 
wintrv  Tuesday  evening  when  Pas- 
tor and  Mrs.  Herman  Koontz  visited 
my  house  and  with  the  open  Bible 
led  me  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  As  I  knelt  there  in 
mv  living  room,  and  poured  out  my 
heart  to  Christ,  a  great  flood  of  joy 
and  peace  came  over  me  that  can 
never  be  described.  I  not  only  wanted 
Christ  as  my  Saviour,  but  I  also 
wanted  Him  to  be  my  Lord,  my 
very  life,  my  all  in  all,  and  to  use 
me  for  whatever  He  chose. 

You  mav  well  imagine  the  attitude 


of  the  men  I  worked  with  as  the 
change  in  my  life  became  apparent. 
At  first  they  were  surprised,  and  then 
amused.  Later  they  were  sorrowfully 
shaking  their  heads  behind  my  back, 
and  predicting  the  end  of  my  suc- 
cess in  the  insurance  business. 

This,  however,  has  not  been  the 
case.  For  1957  my  staff's  sales  record 
was  higher  and  my  earnings  greater 
than  ever  before.  In  1958  my  staff's 
record  was  even  higher,  and  I  was 
awarded  a  bronze  plaque  in  recog- 
nition of  membership  in  the  Com- 
pany's "Honor  Club."  In  1959  my 
staff's  record  was  the  highest  in  the 
entire  Company,  and  I  was  awarded 
the  "President's  Plaque."  In  addition 
my  wife  and  I  were  given  a  "week 
in  Bermuda"  at  the  expense  of  the 
Company. 

Now  "respectful"  has  become  the 
attitude  of  the  men  I  work  with,  and 
the  Lord  has  used  me  in  winning 
some  to  himself. 

These  things  have  not  come  of  me, 
but  because  of  Christ  working  in  my 
life.  Each  day  I  endeavor  to  give  Him 
first  place  in  my  life  although  I  know 
that  I  fail  Him  many  times  and  fall 
far  short. 

Recently  I  was  offered  a  promotion 
to  district  manager  by  the  Company 
with  a  fifty  percent  increase  in  salary. 
To  receive  this  I  would  have  had 
to  leave  York  and  move  to  another 
city  about  thirty  miles  away.  At  first 
I  was  thrilled  and  after  some  con- 
sideration accepted  the  offer.  That 
night  sleep  evaded  me  and  the  Lord 
dealt  with  me  in  a  very  wonderful 
way.  By  morning  I  was  sure  that  I 
had  made  the  wrong  decision.  Later 
that  morning  I  contacted  the  "di- 
vision  head"  and  asked  to  be  relieved 
of  my  former  commitment,  which  he 
graciously  did. 

I'm  sure  that  the  Lord's  will  for 
me  at  present  is  to  remain  here  in 
York,  and  to  continue  serving  Him 
through  the  Grace  Brethren  Church. 
I  know  that  as  long  as  Christ  con- 
tinues to  control  my  time,  my  talents, 
my  business,  and  my  money  that  my 
life  will  be  happy  and  successful. 

As  I  write  these  things  of  myself, 
I  want  to  sav  with  the  Apostle  Paul: 
"But  God  forbid  that  I  should  glory, 
save  in  the  cross  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  by  whom  the  world  is  cruci- 
fied unto  me,  and  I  unto  the  world." 
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The  Need 

The  sheep  need  a  Good  Shepherd.

These  hirelings  run  away 
just  as  soon  as  danger  approaches, 
and  the  poor  sheep  are  destroyed. 

Love 

The  good  Shepherd  loves  his  sheep. 
Yes,  so  much  does  he  love  them  that 
he  would  even  lay  down  his  life  for 
them.  There  are  many  incidents  told 
in  which  the  shepherd  who  is  really 
a  good  shepherd  has  died  protecting 
his  sheep.  He  wouldn't  do  that  un- 
less he  loved  the  sheep,  would  he?  He 
even  calls  his  own  sheep  by  name. 
The  fine  thing  is  that  the  sheep 
know  his  voice  and  they  follow  him. 
Little  Frances  was  just  four  years 
old.  Her  father  was  a  tenor  soloist, 
and  was  to  sing  over  the  radio  at  a 
certain  time.  Long  before  the  appoint- 
ed time,  little  Frances  took  her  place 
in  front  of  the  radio  and  made  every- 
one keep  still.  The  father  began  to 
sing;  the  words  were  in  a  foreign 
language  but  the  little  girl  knew  the 
voice,  and  clapping  her  hands  she 
said:  "That's  my  daddy's  voice!  That's 
my  daddy's  voice!"  Does  it  bring  us 
as  much  joy  to  hear  the  Saviour- 
Shepherd's  voice?  The  daddy's  voice 
was  sweet  to  little  Frances. 

The  shepherd's  love  inspires  con- 
fidence. The  sheep  are  not  afraid, 
and  they  follow  the  shepherd.  Ordi- 
narily, sheep  will  not  follow  any  other 
than  their  own  shepherd. 

Security 

The  sheep  are  sale  in  the  Good 
Shepherd's  care.  Always  in  times  of 
danger  the  shepherd  brings  the  sheep 
into  the  sheepfold.  The  sheepfold  is 
an  enclosure  with  only  one  opening 
or  gate.  The  interesting  thing  is  that 
there  is  no  cloor  or  gate  built  to 
fill  the  opening.  This  is  because  the 
Good  shepherd  is  the  door.

tell  you  a  story  to  explain  this.  A 
missionary  was  traveling  through 
Palestine  and  came  upon  a  shepherd 
with  his  sheep  in  a  sheepfold.  The 
sheepfold  was  just  a  rough  shelter 
thrown  together  against  the  rocks  on 
the  hillside.  Speaking  to  the  shepherd 
she  said:  "So  this  is  where  the  sheep 
sleep?"  The  shepherd  nodded.  "But 
vou've  no  gate  to  the  fold,  how  do 
you  close  them  up  at  night?"  she 
asked.  "I  am  the  door,"  answered  the 
shepherd;  then  he  arose,  wrapped  his 
robe  about  his  ankles,  and  dropped 
down,  squatted  in  the  doorway  with 
his  back  against  one  door  post,  and 
his  feet  reaching  to  the  other.  There 
he  sat  with  knees  drawn  up,  clasped 
in  his  weatherbeaten  old  hands.  He 
dropped  his  head  upon  his  chest, 
closed  his  eyes,  and  showed  how 
many  a  night  he  spent  the  hours  of 
darkness.  Then  the  old  shepherd  re- 
peated: "I  am  the  door.

REVIVAL

What  was  the  burning  message  of 
revival  preached  a  century  ago?  A 
message  which  aroused  hearts,  quick- 
ened consciences,  and  stirred  the  souls 
of  men  of  their  time?  Some  of  us  have 
saturated  ourselves  in  their  writings. 
These  messages  still  bring  a  response. 
What  was  their  appeal? 

They  Preached  the  Awfulness  of  Sin 

There  can  be  no  great  revival 
without  great  conviction  of  sin,  and 
that  conviction  begins  with  the 
preacher  and  reaches  to  the  layman. 
How  will  men  cry  unto  God  for  par- 
don unless  they  first  feel  their  deep, 
desperate  need  of  mercy?  How  will 
sinners  come  under  conviction  for 
sin  as  Ions  as  the  church  dallies  with 

a 

sin? 

There  is  absolutely  nothing  sacred 
to  Satan.  Sin  has  covered  the  earth 
as  with  a  blanket  of  evil.  All  the 
great  preachers  of  revival  have 
preached  the  awfulness  of  sin  in  its 
ruin.  They  believed,  burningly,  that 
death  is  the  wages  of  sin.  They 
preached  as  dying  men  to  dying  men. 
Thev  preached  hell  and  damnation 
—not  mincing  words. 

We  have  people  today  who  are 
willing  to  accept  the  joy  and  peace

that  salvation  brings,  but  they  are 
not  willing  to  admit  that  they  are  sin- 
ners and  build  their  hopes  on  noth- 
ing less  than  Jesus  blood  and  right- 
eousness. 

They    Preached   the    Saviour 

These  preachers  knew  Jesus  Christ 
bv  personal  experience.  They  spoke 
and  preached  from  heart  experience. 
They  had  a  persuasion  that  Jesus 
Christ  can  change  a  person's  heart. 
There  was  no  case  too  hard  for  Him, 
no  sin  too  deeply  ingrained,  no  sin- 
ner too  far  gone.  The  Gospel  was 
their  answer  to  all  the  afflictions  of 
mankind.  They  knew  that  what  the 
world  needed  was  a  change  of  heart. 

This  is  the  message  that  the 
world  needs  today.  A  Biblical,  author- 
itative, reminder  of  the  mightiness  of 
Christ.  This  mighty  Jesus  can  change 
men's  hearts  at  this  hour.  We  seem 
to  be  going  at  it  backwards— trying  to 
change  conditions  in  order  to  change 
men.  We  have  a  lot  of  people  these 
days  who  speak  of  the  Lord  as  the 
Lonely  Galilean,  the  Man  of  Sor- 
rows, the  Caller  of  Fishermen,  but 
we  are  dealing  with  a  crucified,  resur- 
rected, and  coming  Lord. 

Do  you  really  believe  in  the  power 
of  our  Lord?  Do  you  really  believe 
that  Jesus  has  the  power  to  save  men 


from  an  eternal  hell  and  damnation? 
If  you  fully  believe  in  the  mighty 
power  of  the  Lord  to  save  those 
who  are  lost,  then  how  can  you  eat, 
sleep,  listen  to  the  radio,  watch  tele- 
vision, give  so  much  time  to  business, 
to  pleasure  and  recreation  when  all 
about  us  are  these  milling,  marching 
multitudes  goose-stepping  on  the 
road  to  hell?  Oh,  I  pray  that  God 
may  break  our  hearts  as  we  realize 
the  mightiness  of  Christ  and  how 
little  we  are  telling  the  lost  world 
about  Him  and  His  saving  grace. 

They  Preached  Salvation 

I  hear  some  folks  say  that  we  need 
a  new  message,  a  new  approach;  if 
that  is  the  case,  then  we  need  a  new 
Bible.  Those  who  have  saturated 
themselves  with  the  Book  of  Acts, 
the  whole  Bible,  and  have  obeyed 
the  leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit  have 
witnessed  revival  victories.  The 
preachers  of  great  revivals  were  of 
one  passion,  one  program,  one  pur- 
pose. They  had  one  determination— 
to  preach  the  Gospel  so  that  some 
might  be  saved. 

The  accusation  of  our  being  nar- 
row  should  be  our  boast.  We  are  as 
narrow  as:  Isaiah  53:6;  John  3:16; 
John  3:7.  We  are  as  narrow  as  Christ 
Jesus  was  (John  14:6).  Yes.  the  Bible 
message  of  salvation  is  narrow.  "Ye 
must  be  born  again"  (John  3:3). 

George  Whitefield,  it  is  reported, 
preached  his  famed  message  on  "Ye 
must  be  born  again"  342  times.  When 
asked  by  someone  why  he  preached 
it  so  often  his  classic  reply  was:  "Be- 
cause ye  must  be  born  again."  Those 
mighty  preachers  gave  no  choice,  no 
alternative.  "Ye  must  be  born  again." 
There  is  usually  the  complaint  that 
by  being  so  narrow  there  are  little 
results  and  often  the  results  do  not 
stick.  This  is  not  the  case:  Born-Again 
souls  will  stick. 

Perhaps  our  message  has  been  too 
shallow,  too  broad.  We  may  be  meas- 
uring results  by  quantity,  rather  than 
quality.  The  new  birth  is  the  absolute 
of  Christianity.  Our  world  is  on  the 
verge  of  the  return  of  Christ.  The 
weapon  we  possess  is  the  preaching  of 
salvation  bv  faith  in  the  precious 
blood  of  Jesus  Christ.  May  God  help 
us  to  believe  it,  preach  it,  live  it— 
'til  the  world  knows.

Native  Christian

Two  men  stood  together  in  the  lengthening  shadows 
of  the  evening,  one  a  great  tribal  chief,  the  other  a  humble 
but  great  missionary. 

The  problem  being  discussed  concerned  them  both,  for 
the  tribal  chief  was  the  missionary's  first  convert  on  that 
dark  land  of  Africa,  and  now  the  chief  wanted  all  of  his 
subjects  converted  and  that  right  now. 

David  Livingstone,  the  missionary,  realized  that  this 
chief,  Sechele,  had  become  so  fascinated  by  this  new 
religion  that  he  wanted  to  convert  his  part  of  the  world 
overnight.  But  David  Livingstone  knew  that  he  must 
teach  this  chief  a  lesson  in  love  and  patience. 

"My  men  are  stupid,"  the  chief  had  said,  "they  will 
not  listen  to  reason.  Therefore,  I  have  called  my  head 
man  with  his  rhinoceros  whips.  He  will  make  Christians 
of  them  quickly." 

David  Livingstone  knew  this  man  had  accepted  Jesus 
Christ  as  his  Saviour,  but  he  also  knew  there  was  much 
he  needed  to  learn  if  he  were  going  to  be  able  to  lead  souls 
to  the  Master. 

David  Livingstone  knew  that  this  chief  meant  well;  yet 
he  must  be  taught,  and  so  flashing  the  smile  the  natives 
had  found  so  charming,  the  missionary  said:  "Sechele,  I 
deeply  appreciate  your  enthusiasm  to  lead  your  people 
to  Christ,  but  think  for  a  moment,  do  you  honestly  be- 
lieve that  Christianity  can  be  whipped  into  your  sub- 
jects? Do  you  honestly  believe  that  even  though  you  are 
their  chief  that  this  is  the  way  to  their  hearts— the  whip?" 

The  chief  hung  his  head  for  a  long  moment.  He  knew 
that  he  was  being  chastised,  and  righdy.  "No,  Bwana," 
he  said,  heaving  a  deep  sigh,  "I  know  down  deep  in  my 
heart  that  the  whip  is  not  the  answer.  I  know  that  I 
must  have  patience  with  my  people,  if  I  am  to  lead  them 
to  my  Saviour.  Will  you  please  pray  for  me,  Bwana." 

And  there  in  the  shadows,  the  great  missionary  and  the 
tribal  chief  bowed  their  heads  in  prayer  as  David  Living- 
stone petitioned  the  F  Sier  above  for  this  virtue  so  need- 
ed by  the  chief. 


The  wise,  kingly  guidance  begun  that  evening,  continu- 
ed on  as  David  Livingstone  helped  this  man  to  know 
the  true  meaning  of  Christianity. 

And  as  always,  God  heard  and  answered  the  mission- 
ary's prayer,  for  this  chief  of  the  Bechuanas  became 
Africa's  first  native  missionary. 

Sechele  loved  God's  Book,  and  his  never  failing  de- 
votion and  his  efforts  to  make  this  Book  the  Book  of 
his  race  became  a  legend  among  missionaries. 

The  miracle  that  Livingstone  promised  would  come 
about  by  the  power  of  his  God  did  happen,  for  the  sub- 
jects of  this  chief  fell  so  completely  under  the  spell  of 
Sechele's  eloquence  when  he  told  them  about  his  great 
and  wonderful  Saviour  that  they  accepted  this  Saviour 
too. 

Sechele's  work  among  the  heathen  knew  no  bounds. 
It  seemed  that  he  could  not  show  his  gratitude  enough 
to  the  missionary  whom  he  loved  so  much  and  to  the 
God  who  had  done  so  much  for  him.  He  went  on  to 
convert  other  tribes  to  the  Christian  faith. 

David  Livingstone  had  taught  his  man  his  lesson, 
and  taught  it  well,  and  though  history  records  David 
Livingstone  as  the  great  explorer  who  braved  the  wilds  of 
Africa  and  who  made  many  famous  and  scientific  dis- 
coveries, yet  in  the  hearts  of  the  African  people  his  mem- 
ory will  remain  enshrined  forever  as  that  of  a  beloved 
friend,  a  spiritual  advisor,  and  physician.

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EDITORIALS

The  words:  "Young  man,  don't  you  believe  in  God?" 
"God?  Who's  that?"  grasped  my  attention  as  I  read  our 
local  newspaper.  It  spells  out  the  sad  state  of  America  as 
she  basks  in  one  of  the  most  celebrated  Christmas  sea- 
sons ever. 

The  following  letter  to  the  editor  appeared  in  the 
Warsaw  (Indiana)  Times  Union.  "While  staying  in 
the  vicinity  of  Leesburg  for  a  much  needed  rest,  I'd 
like  to  send  this  message  to  everyone  who  will  read 
it. 

"Three  months  ago  I  sat  in  a  courtroom  and  heard  a 
judge  say  'twenty  years!'  He  was  pronouncing  sentence  on 
my  twenty-one-year-old  son,  a  punishment  for  drinking, 
gambling  and  robbery  which  ended  in  the  shooting  and 
near-death  of  a  man. 

"The  sentence  might  have  been  less,  but  my  son  took 
a  sneering,  defiant  attitude  all  through  court,  ridiculing 
every  law  officer  who  spoke  to  him.  But  the  crowning, 
shocking  climax  came  when  the  judge  sternly  asked, 
'Young  man,  don't  you  believe  in  God?'  He  laughed  long 
and  loud  as  he  said,  'God?  Who's  that?'  Every  eye  in 
the  courtroom  turned  to  look  at  me. 

"I  went  to  Sunday  school  when  I  was  small  and 
learned  all  about  God.  After  I  was  married  I  decided 
to  go  again  and  take  my  children.  I  could  not  persuade 
my  husband  to  go,  but  the  children  and  I  went  regu- 
larly for  a  year.  Then  I  skipped  a  Sunday.  Soon  I 
skipped  two  or  three,  then  we  went  only  on  special  days. 

"Soon  I  joined  a  bowling  team  that  competed  on  Sun- 
day afternoons.  I  couldn't  go  to  church  and  get  ready  to 
leave  in  time  to  bowl— and  bowling  was  such  fun. 

"If  only  I  had  those  years  to  live  over.  Night  after- 
night  I've  paced  the  floor  with  the  words,  'God,  who's 
that,'  echoing  in  my  ears. 

"My  son  was  thirteen  the  Sunday  the  police  came 
as  I  was  leaving  with  rav  bowling  bag,  I  waited  im- 
patiently  while  he  told  me  my  son  had  been  caught 
breaking  a  window  the  night  before.  I  practically  for- 
got about  it  and  went  on  my  merry  way.  By  now  church 
was  a  thing  of  the  past.  The  years  went  by— to  end  up 
in  a  courtroom. 

"When  I  think  of  the  wasted  years  of  'having  fun' 
instead  of  meeting  God  at  his  appointed  place,  I  am 
sick  with  shame.  I'm  trying  to  make  restitution  by  urging 
others  to  go. 

"So  many  say  they  do  not  believe  in  making  a  child 
go  to  church  if  he  doesn't  want  to,  but  how  many  would 
go  to  school  if  they  weren't  made  to  go?  Ask  any  child 
that  question."  Mrs.  D.  L. 


No  one,  except  for  a  similar  experience  could  under- 
stand or  feel  the  anguish  that  is  expressed  here.  Our 
Nation  is  full  of  such  conditions.  Too  many  parents 
have  been  caught  in  the  materialistic,  pleasure-happv 
whirl,  called  "life."  The  spiritual  training  of  the  past,  if 
any,  is  forgotten  until  the  day  of  reckoning. 

The  strong  admonition  of  pastors,  Sunday-school 
teachers  so  often  falls  on  deaf  ears.  Regularity  in  attend- 
ance at  all  services  of  the  church,  Bible  reading,  family 
devotions,  soul-winning,  and  service  is  almost  a  forgotten 
phase  of  the  Christian  experience.  No  wonder,  God  per- 
mits such  terrifying  heart  breaks,  even  to  immediate  mem- 
bers of  the  family. 

J.  Edgar  Hoover,  director  of  the  FBI,  sums  up  the 
crime  picture  in  this  paragraph,  "Since  1950,  crime  has 
increased  69  percent  .  .  .  four  times  as  fast  as  our  ex- 
panding population.  Today  we  find  ourselves  confronted 
with  the  worst  era  of  lawlessness  in  the  Nation's  his- 
tory. Each  twenty  seconds  another  serious  crime  is  added 
to  the  Nation's  total.  A  murder,  forcible  rape,  or  assault 
to  kill  is  committed  every  four  minutes.  There  is  a  burg- 
lary every  forty-six  seconds;  a  robbery,  every  seven  min- 
utes; and  thirtv-three  automobiles  are  stolen  everv  hour." 
It  is  not  uncommon  to  hear  of  Christian  families  being 
involved  in  such  crimes.  Neglect  in  the  Christian  home 
may  produce  an  American  criminal.  ]t  may  send  a  soul 
to  hell. 

The  most  serious  point  to  Mrs.  D.  L.'s  letter  is  the 
complete  omission  of  any  reference  to  Jesus  Christ,  the 
Saviour.  This  writer  wonders  if  Mrs.  D.  L.  was  ever 
pointed  to  Jesus  as  the  Saviour  from  sin.  Had  she  been 
saved,  been  a  possessor  of  the  divine  nature,  "a  new 
creation  in  Christ  Jesus,"  the  experience  may  not  have 
come  to  her  son.  Church  and  Sunday-school  attendance  is 
good,  but  unless  a  positive  presentation  of  Christ  is  given, 
there  will  be  no  deliverance  from  sin. 

The  answer  to  the  question,  "God,  who's  that?"  is 
found  in  the  Word  of  God  (Col.  1:3,  12-14):  "We  give 
thanks  to  God  and  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
.  .  .  which  hath  made  us  meet  to  be  partakers  of  the  in- 
heritance of  the  saints  in  light:  who  hath  delivered  us 
from  the  power  of  darkness,  and  hath  translated  us  into 
the  kingdom  of  his  dear  Son:  in  whom  we  have  re- 
demption through  his  blood,  even  the  forgiveness  of  sins." 
God  in  grace  and  love  has  given  us  His  dear  Son,  man's 
greatest  gift,  to  deliver  us  from  the  penalty  of  our  sin. 

Brethren  pray  that  this  Christmas  season  will  bring  a

On  October  5  and  6,  five  mem- 
bers of  the  Navajo  Tribal  Council 
were  overnight  guests  of  the  Brethren 
Navajo  Mission.  All  five  of  these 
men  are  Christians,  and  tiro  of  them 
are  Gospel  -preachers.  This  is  an  ob- 
vious token  of  the  influence  Christian 
missionaries  are  having  in  shaping  the 
future  of  this  tribe,  now  numbering 
90,000. 

At  the  morning  Bible  Fellowship 
and  school  chapel  these  men  spoke 
to  the  assemblies  about  the  Christian 
life,  as  well  as  tribal  programs.  The 
following  message  iras  taped  and 
transcribed    for    your    reading.

"I  am  a  councilman,  and  I  origin- 
ally  lived  in  Kaibito,  Arizona,  which 
is  right  next  to  Page,  Arizona,  Glen 
Canyon.  Perhaps  some  of  vou  may 
have  heard  about  these  areas. 

"We  are  working  for  our  tribe;  we 
are  making  every  effort  we  can  to 
help  the  tribe.  And  also  we  are  very 
glad  to  visit  these  various  schools. 

"I  am  a  member  of  the  Navajo 
Tribal  Council,  also  the  Advisory 
Committee,  and  the  Welfare  and 
Health  Committee.  We  are  out  in  the 
field  visiting  homes  of  ex-tubercular 
patients  who  have  come  home  against 


medical  advice.  We  are  encouragino 
them  to  return  for  medical  care  be- 
cause these  diseases  are  so  serious, 
and  there  is  a  great  danger  living 
with  the  children.  Therefore,  we  en- 
courage them  to  go  back  to  their  hos- 
pitals. 

"I  am  very  thankful  to  be  here  this 
morning,  and  I  want  to  leave  this 
very  short  statement  with  you  con- 
cerning our  workers  and  Christian 
friends  here.  Many  of  you  are  fa- 
miliar with  the  stories  back  in  the 
Old  Testament.  Remember  how 
Abraham  had  left  a  good  home  be- 
cause the  Lord  spoke  to  him.  Perhaps 
he  had  good  friends  surrounding  his 
home  and  a  good  place  to  live  with 
running  water  and  all  other  good 
things.  But  the  Lord  spoke  to  his 
heart,  and  therefore  he  left  his  very 
home. 

"As  we  look  at  our  workers  here, 
perhaps  some  of  them  have  come  from 
far  east  or  west.  Perhaps  they  have 
left  a  certain  place  where  they  have 
grown  up,  gone  to  school.  And  they 
have  left  friends  and  relatives  to  come 
out  here,  out  to  'nowhere'  practically, 
to  help  you  dear  Navajo  children. 
Thev  are  putting  in  all  their  efforts, 
going  through  many  hardships  per- 
haps, but  for  the  Lord's  sake,  for  the 


love  of  God  which  is  abiding  in  their 
hearts,  they  feel  they  must  come  out 
here.  Thev  have  left  good  homes 
with  ninning  water  and  every  con- 
venience vou  can  think  of.  They  had 
good  schools,  towns,  and  places  they 
might  enjoy.  But  they  are  out  here 
in   'nowhere.' 

"Their  main  interest  at  heart  is 
that  you  dear  Navajo  children  may 
receive  the  Word  of  God,  that  you 
may  establish  yourself  in  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  that  you  may  establish 
a  determination  to  go  back  to  vour 
people  and  tell  the  Word  of  God  to 
your  mothers  and  your  dear  ones. 
This  is  an  important  fact  we  should 
remind  ourselves  of  and  be  thankful 
of  it.  And  how  wonderful  the  Lord 
can  work.  And  I  am  thankful  and 
praising  God  that  these  white  people 
have  come  out  here  to  'nowhere,'  and 
suffer  and  go  through  many  hard- 
ships for  our  little  ones  to  learn,  get 
better  educated,  where  they  can  grow 
up  to  adjust  to  certain  jobs  or  maybe 
even  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  their 
people. 

"This  is  all  I  have  to  say,  and  I'm 
thanking  you  for  giving  me  this  op- 
portunity to  say  this  and  leave  this 
short  word  with  you."

San  Bernardino 
Dedicates  New  Sanctuary

Over  350  people  gathered  to  cele- 
brate a  new  milepost  in  the  growth 
of  our  San  Bernardino  church.  The 
hcautiful  and  spacious  new  sanctuary 
was  dedicated  in  a  special  service 
held  on  November  13,  1960.  The  day 
was  marked  by  the  blessing  of  God 
when  five  decisions  were  made  for 
Christ  in  the  morning  worship  sen 
ice. 

The  San  Bernardino  church  began 
as  a  Southern  California  district  mis- 
sion project  in  1949.  Thirtv-eight 
charter  members  banded  together  and 
with  the  help  of  the  District  Mission 
Board  purchased  the  Arrowhead 
propertx  trom  .mother  denomination. 
The  following  year  Rev.  Lyle  Mar- 
vin was  called  to  serve  as  a  full-time 
pastor. 

1  he  Sunday  school  and  church 
grew  and  the  small  building  soon  be- 
came inadequate  to  house  a  congrega- 
tion  large  enough  to  completely  sup- 
port the  work.  Attendances  had 
reached  a  figure  of  175  in  Sunday 
school  and  125  in  church.  After  much 
prayer  and   seeking   the  Lord's  will,

the  congregation  under  the  direction 
of  The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  selected  a  new  site  on  the 
eastern  edge  of  the  city  in  the  shadow 
of  beautiful  Mount  Baldy.  The  arrow- 
head property  and  church  were  sold. 
The  move  to  the  new  acreage  has 
proved  to  be  one  of  the  wisest  moves 
this  church  has  made.  This  entire 
section  of  the  citv  has  become  one  of 
the  largest  housing  developments  in 
the  entire  area. 

A  Christian  education  building  of 
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modest  architecture  was  constructed 
on  the  site.  The  building  built  in 
1954-55  provided  classrooms  and  a 
small  auditorium  for  the  COngrega- 
tion.  A  plot  plan  was  made  for  fu- 
ture development  of  the  site.  Dis- 
playing a  great  concern  for  the  fami- 
lies of  the  local  area,  the  church 
launched  a  Christian  Dav  School  on 
a  limited  basis.  They  started  first 
with  a  few  classes  and  then  added 
other  grades  as  the  need  arose.  This 
building  was  used  by  the  congrega- 
tion for  Sunday  services,  week  night 
meetings,  and  it  housed  the  school 
throughout  its  term.  The  school  has 
proven  to  be  a  real  source  of  proper 
education  and  continues  as  an  excel- 
lent contact  with  many  families  in 
this  section  of  the  city. 

Once  again  attendances  at  the  Sun- 
day school  and  church  forced  another 
building  program.  Plans  were  drawn 
for  a  new  sanctuarv  bv  Jimmy  Cartee, 
local  architect.  Gordon  Stokes,  gen- 
eral contractor  for  the  educational 
building,  was  again  secured  for  the 
second  step  of  the  building  program. 
The  congregation  launched  a  pro- 
gram to  gather  investment  funds  for 
the  Brethren  Investment  Foundation. 
Over  $30,000  was  obtained  in  loans 
by  the  congregation  and  interested 
friends  and  designated  for  the  San 
Bernardino  church  project.  The  en- 
tire loan  was  handled  bv  the  Breth- 
ren Investment  Foundation  and  con- 
struction began  in  1959. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that 
Brethren  people  have  used  their  in- 
vestments and  savings  through  this 
agency  to  build  a  large  number  of 
churches  already.  The  San  Bernar- 
dino building  was  approximately  the 
twentieth  building  to  be  completely 
financed  bv  the  Investment  Founda- 
tion. Thus  Brethren  people  who  de- 
sire to  save  for  themselves  have  been 
able  to  get  a  good  interest  rate  from 
the  use  of  their  money  and  at  the 
same  time  have  the  satisfaction  that 
their  funds  are  being  used  to  build 
Brethren  churches  like  this  across  the 
Nation. 

The  beautiful  structure  reached  its 
completion  this  fall.  The  long  ram- 
bling California  architecture  lends  it- 
self  to  future  expansion.  The  rear 
wall  of  the  sanctuary  can  easily  be 
moved  to  increase  the  size  of  the  audi- 
torium  as  needed.   Additional   class- 
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rooms  in  the  single  story  building  add 
to  the  facilities  of  the  ever-growing 
Sunday  school.  The  new  pews,  wood 
paneling,  and  unique  lighted  cross 
back  of  the  choir  loft  adds  to  the  wor- 
shipful atmosphere.  One  cannot 
drive    through    the    area    during   an 

afternoon  without  noticing  the  mod- 
el 

ern  edifice,  the  tall  aqua  spire  and 
white  cross  standing  high  above  all 
the  ranch  style  homes.  The  unusual 
colored  lighting  upon  the  exterior 
of  the  building  and  cross  has  served 
to  advertise  the  building  and  church 
nightly. 

Three  hundred  and  three  people 
attended  the  Sunday  school  on  dedi- 
cation Sunday.  A  splendid  choir  and 
special  numbers  bv  the  voung  people, 
accompanied  bv  the  pastor's  son, 
Louis,  at  the  organ,  provided  the  fine 
special  music  for  the  occasion.  Dr.  L. 
L.  Grubb,  secretary  of  The  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council,  brought 
challenging  and  timely  messages  at 
the  morning  and  afternoon  services. 
Rev.  Ralph  Hall,  Rev.  Lester  E. 
Pifer,  other  Home  Mission  Council 


representatives,  along  with  the  visit- 
ing Southern  California  pastors  at- 
tended the  service  of  dedication. 
Laymen  and  their  families  from  many 
of  the  churches  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia were  in  attendance  for  this 
wonderful  hour  of  fellowship. 

Much  commendation  is  due  the 
pastor,  Rev.  Lyle  Marvin.  Mr.  Mar- 
vin who  is  now  in  his  eleventh  year

May  we  say, 
also,  that  we  have  the  same  joy  in 
sharing  them  with  the  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council  without 
whose  material  and  prayer  support 
there  would  have  been  no  San  Jose 
work  and  with  Dr.  L.  L.  Grubb  and 
all  those  associated  with  him  in  the 
Council,  and  the  Investment  Founda- 
tion, with  those  who  make  the  whole 
home  missions  movement  possible!

Dr.  Grubb  flew  Mrs.  McKillen  and 
the  writer  over  the  area  just  a  few 
days  before  dedication.

The  sky  up  there  was  clear  that 
day.  When  Dr.  Grubb  returned  Sat- 
urday, it  was  stormy  and  he  had  to 
come  by  airliner.  Even  the  San  Jose 
flight  was  cancelled,  and  Mrs.  George 
Miller  and  Mrs.  McKillen  drove  to 
his  rescue  at  the  San  Francisco  Air- 
port.

but  not  a  record!  A  large  morning 
worship  group,  but  not  a  record!  The 
formal  dedication  service  brought  out 
125.  Dr.  Herbert  G.  Tovey,  formerly 
of  Biola  but  now  of  Santa  Cruz  and 
Mount  Hermon,  led  a  thrilling  song 
service,  and  added  several  of  his  solos. 
Mrs.  Tovey  and  Mrs.  Anna  Pate, 
from  a  neighboring  church,  presided 
at  organ  and  piano,  leaving  our  own 
pianist,  Mrs.  Ben  Klus,  free  with  the 
other  ladies  to  greet  folks.  They  came 
from  neighboring  churches:  Rev.  I. 
R.  Wall  and  several  fellow-Baptists, 
the  designer  of  the  building,  John  E. 
Davies;  also  a  lay  preacher  with  the 
Plymouth  Brethren  folk;  James 
Boggs  of  Goodnight  and  Boggs,  our 
builders,  and  some  fellow-Methodists. 
From  the  Northern  California  Dis- 
trict: pastors  Alfred  Dodds  of  Mc- 
Henry  Avenue,  Modesto,  and  Lester 
Cook,  Tracy  with  delegations  from 
the  three  Brethren  churches  in  those 
areas.  Representative  of  the  many 
isolated  Brethren  in  the  bay  area:  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  W.  H.  Heltman,  of  Oak- 
land; Mr.  and  Mrs.  Boyd  Morse,  of 
Hayward;  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Leslie  I. 
Hutchinson,  of  Milpitas. 

Dr.  Grubb  spoke  of  "God,  the 
Great  Architect."  We  were  reminded 
that  there  is  no  limit  to  God's  archi- 
tecture, but  that  we  put  a  limit  on 
His  building  materials;  that  physical 
size  of  churches  is  not  matched  with 
the  spiritual  building  blocks;  that 
holiness  in  the  sense  of  wholeness 
unto  God  is  lacking  throughout 
America's  churches. 


The  pastor  then  led  the  congrega- 
tion in  the  Act  of  Dedication,  fol- 
lowed by  the  dedicatory  prayer.  Vice- 
Moderator  and  building  committee 
chairman,  Ben  Klus,  Jr.,  made  the 
presentation  of  the  keys  to  the  pas- 
tor; to  trustee  chairman,  Charles 
Hagan,  Jr.;  to  Sundav-School  super- 
intendent, Curtis  Willson  in  the  ab- 
sence of  Trustee  Roger  Herold,  and 
to   himself  as   trustee. 

By  the  time  of  the  evening  service 
it  was  our  joy  to  have  had  in  the  serv- 
ices every  family  which  has  been  ac- 
tive during  the  building  of  the  church 
except  for  out-of-towners.  We  missed 
the  Gordon  Austins  and  Carl  Cripes 
now  at  Grace  Seminary;  the  Don 
LaNobs  now  in  medical  school  in 
Missouri;  most  of  all  our  faithful  fi- 
nancial secretary,  Mrs.  Martin  De- 
Bella,  on  a  recuperative  post-surgery 
trip  to  Southern  California;  and 
others  who  have  been  used  of  God  to 
bring  this  work  thus  far. 

Greetings  from  other  churches 
ranged  as  far  as  Florida  and  Hawaii. 
Several  included  gifts  toward  that 
yawning  deficit  that  seems  to  go 
along  with  a  building  program.  Mr. 
Klus  and  the  pastor  teamed  up  in 
presenting  letters  of  appreciation  to 
many  folk,  not  all  of  them  members, 
not  all  of  them  Christians,  who  have 
worked,  and  are  working,  on  the  con- 
tinuing  development  of  the  church. 
A  piece  of  paper  is  such  slight  re- 
sponse to  so  great  kindness,  but  it  at 
least  told  how  grateful  the  church  is. 

"It  will  be  necessary  for  you  to 
share  some  of  the  dedication  honors 
with  .  .  ."  so  read  Brother  Poland's 
letter.  How  highly  appropriate  such 
words— addressed  to  the  San  Jose 
church!  How  dedicated— how  really 
dedicated  is  the  San  Jose  church?

The 
answer  is  very  simple:  Ask  yourself 
how  appropriate  those  words  would 
be  addressed,  by  you,  by  your  church, 
unto  the  Father,  the  Son,  the  Holy 
Spirit?  "It  will  be  necessary  for  Thee 
to  share  some  of  the  honors  with  .  .  ." 

Dear  Father,  in  the  name  of  Thy 
dear  Son,  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ,  and  in  the  power  of  His 
Spirit,  may  it  not  now  or  ever  be 
necessary  for  Thee  to  share  any  of 
the  honor  with.  .  .  .

Nobody  Ever  Changes

I  was  recently  invited  to  the  Bar 
Mitzvah  of  a  very  handsome  boy. 
Now,  I'm  sure  you  know  the  word 
"Bar  Mitzvah"  means  "son  of  the 
law."  When  a  Jewish  boy  is  thirteen 
years  of  age,  he  is  old  enough  to  be 
responsible  for  his  own  sins  and  be- 
comes a  son  of  the  law.  Johnny,  age 
thirteen,  is  the  son  of  a  very  dear 
friend.  I  was  very  glad  to  go  to  the 
celebration  of  his  coming  of  age. 

We     arrived     at     the     synagogue 

promptly  at  9:30  a.m.  to  find  the  men 

in  their  prayer  caps  and  shawls.  They 

were  wringing  their  hands  in  frus- 
ta   o 

tration  because  the  boy  of  the  hour 
hadn't  arrived  and  no  one  could  lo- 
cate him.  This  didn't  surprise  me  in 
the  least  because  if  his  mother  chose 
to  be  late,  then  the  temple  services 
would  just  have  to  be  late,  too. 

Meantime  we  discovered  it  to  be 
an  orthodox  synagogue  where  the 
men  were  sent  to  the  front  and  the 
ladies  sat  in  the  back.  As  the  minutes 
ticked  away  people  came  straggling  in 
one  by  one.  Still  no  Johnny. 

At  9:50  Johnny  and  his  family  ar- 
rived, causing  a  flurry  of  excitement 
and  quite  a  little  noise.  His  mother 
sat  down  behind  me.  "We've  been 
looking  for  his  speech,"  she  whispered 
to  all  who  wanted  to  know.  "He 
found  it  under  the  bed." 

The  men  began  to  read  from  the 
Torah  (scroll  of  the  law).  When  they 
were  called  up  front  to  read,  they 
gave  their  Jewish  names.  You  see, 
when  a  Jewish  child,  male  or  female, 
is  born,  they  are  given  their  regular 
name  and  then  the  Jewish  name  by 
which  they  will  be  known  in  "Is- 
rael." An  example  of  this  is  one  of 
Diane's  friends  whose  name  is  Mel- 
anie,  but  whose  Jewish  name  is  Mar- 
sha. As  far  as  I  know  this  is  only 
used  at  special  times  and  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Synagogue.  If  she 
should  die,  the  Rabbi  would  say  over 


her  casket:  Melanie,  known  in  Israel 
as  Marsha. 

When  they  called  Johnny's  father 
to  read,  he  went  forward  and  gave 
his  Jewish  name  and  then  blushed. 
He  had  to  be  helped  with  the  read- 
ing of  his  portion! 

The  services  went  on  and  on.  It 
was  impossible  to  follow  in  the  prayer 
book  because  it  was  entirely  in  He- 
brew. 

There  was  the  usual  exodus  of 
children  for  one  reason  or  another. 
Except  for  those  reading  the  Torah 
portions,  the  men  seemed  to  keep  up 
a  running  conversation  with  one  an- 
other  on  other  subjects.  It  seemed  to 
me  that  they  were  doing  something 
they  had  done  many  times  before— 
so  many  times  that  it  had  become  a 
habit. 

I  wondered  as  I  listened.  If  I  had 
never  heard  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  would 
I  be  drawn  toward  this  form  of 
Judaism?  Would  I  find  anything 
here  to  comfort  me  or  to  give  me  se- 
curity?  I  could  only  answer  this  in  the 
negative.  There  was  no  heart  here.  It 
was  form  and  ritual. 

During  the  service,  the  scroll  of 
the  law  was  removed  from  the  Ark 
and  taken  around  the  room  in  a  pro- 
cession. The  women  who  had  been

talking  most  fell  down  nearly  trying 
to  kiss  the  Torah  as  it  passed.  Men 
and  women  alike  reached  out  and 
touched  or  kissed  it.  I  knew  most  of 
the  women.  I  also  knew  they  prob- 
ably had  never  looked  inside  the 
Torah  at  home.  So  this,  too,  was  not 
from  the  heart. 

Back  of  me  several  ladies  were  sit- 
ting with  Johnny's  mother.  I  over- 
heard their  conversation. 

"Those  men  make  a  big  show  with 
their  prayers,"  the  one  lady  was  say- 
ing. "They  make  me  sick.  Do  you 
know  what  they  do  when  they  are  out 
of  this  temple?" 

Johnny's  mother  wasn't  too  in- 
terested. 

"They  beat  their  wives,"  the  other 
lady  went  on.  "They  beat  their  wives 
and  they  steal  from  their  friends, 
and  then  they  come  here  and  think 
they  can  wipe  it  all  away  with  a 
prayer.  They  make  me  sick!" 

"Nobody  ever  changes,"  Johnny's 
mother  said.  "Nobody  really  ever 
changes." 

And  she  is  right  if  you  don't  count 
on  the  Son  of  God.  Nobody  can 
change  without  His  power  in  their 
lives.  I  felt  a  great  sadness  that  morn- 
ing. As  Johnny  gave  his  speech,  I 
knew  nothing  had  changed  in  his 
young  life.  Handsome,  tall,  and  a 
part  of  the  modern  Israel— he  is  doom- 
ed by  his  sin  for  an  eternity  in  hell. 
Without  Christ  he  can  never  change, 
and  eventually  his  sin  nature  will 
destroy  him.  But  for  God's  grace, 
we  could  be  in  his  position.  It  was 
only  by  the  grace  of  God  that  you  and 
I  had  an  opportunity  to  hear  and 
understand  and  to  accept  the  greatest

Words  that 
show  that  He  was  unwanted  even 
at  His  birth!  Was  it  such  a  bad  thing 
that  there  was  no  room  for  Him  in 
the  inn?  On  the  contrary,  it  was 
perhaps  better  that  He  was  born  in 
the  privacy  of  the  manger  bed.  Sup- 
pose He  had  been  born  in  the  inn? 
Would  it  have  changed  God's  plan? 
The  inn  was  not  a  place  of  privacv 
for  a  baby  to  be  born,  and  certainly, 
not  the  only  begotten  One!  The  inn 
•was  merely  an  open  courtyard  for 
weary  travelers  to  bivouac  for  rest 
and  shelter.

first  to  the  lowly  shepherds  who 
came  and  saw  the  Babe  wrapped  in 
swaddling  clothes.  What  a  tremen- 
dous plan  God  had! 

God  chose  those  who  were  waiting 
for  the  Messiah!  Those  who  had  to 
tend  and  lead  the  flock  from  which 
there  would  be  many  sacrificed  upon 
the  Brazen  Altar.  While  they  were 
tending  the  Passover  lamb  of  the 
field,  the  angel  appeared  to  tell  them 
about  the  Paschal  Lamb  which

TO  THE  INNKEEPER-What 
was  the  first  Christmas?  You  know, 
there  were  a  lot  of  different  folk 
connected  with  that  most  important 
event  in  the  annals  of  human  history! 

But  to  the  innkeeper  His  birth 
meant  absolutely  nothing.  To  him, 
this  family  was  in  town  (Bethlehem) 
only  to  pay  their  taxes.  He  paid  no 
more  attention  to  them  than  to  the 
dozens  of  other  families  that  came 
to  town  for  the  very  same  purpose- 
to  be  taxed  of  Caesar  Augustus. 


glory  of  the  Lord,  and  heard  the 
greatest  concert  this  old  world  has 
ever  heard.  "Glory  to  God  in  the 
highest  [heaven]  and  on  earth  peace, 
good  will  toward  men."  They  heard 
an  angel  say:  "I  bring  you  good  tid- 
ings of  great  joy,  which  shall  be  to  all 
people.  For  unto  you  is  born  this  day 
in  the  city  of  David  a  Saviour,  who 
is  Christ  the  Lord." 

HEROD-To  him  the  birth  of 
lesus  was  the  birth  of  a  rival  king. 
He  was  troubled  and  all  Jerusalem 
with  him!  He  demanded  to  know 
where  Christ  should  be  born.  The 
theologians  of  Israel  told  that  accord- 
ing to  Old  Testament  prophecy  He 
would  be  born  in  Bethlehem.  This 
inhuman  monster  ordered  the  death 
of  dozens  of  innocent  children  in  that 
little  community  because  of  his  fear 
of  Jesus.

Atomic  Age

i  This  article  was  written  in  1952,  but  de- 
picts clearly  the  dilemma  of  our  space 
age.  Scientific  achievements  only  seem  to 
"hasten"  the  day  when  our  Lord  shall  come 
in     His     own     power     and     glory. — Editor.) 


It  wasn't  many  years  ago  that  we 
were  reading  about  the  (.olden  Age 
that  was  just  around  the  corner  or 
hiding  behind  the  Atlantic  Charter, 
but  when  it  did  come,  it  was  radio 
active  and  merely  gold  plated.  The 
new  age  was  born  in  the  summer  of 
1945,  and  the  first  announcements  of 
it  were  sent  to  Japan.  It  caused  our 
hearts  to  skip  a  beat  when  we  heard 
it,  and  it  took  our  breath  away.  How- 
ever,   as   soon    as   one   very   serious- 


minded  person  caught  his  breath,  he 
rose  up  and  said:  "It  has  arrived— 
the  new  age;  it  is  the  age  of  the  Atom! 
Everything  that  has  gone  before  is 
obsolete.  Man  is  now  in  possession 
of  the  playthings  of  the  gods.  No 
longer  will  we  measure  time  from  the 
birth  of  Christ.  We  will  look  back 
to  August  1945,  as  the  turning  point 
in  time." 

As  I  pondered  on  this  thought,  I 
wondered  how  this  new  Christmas 
story  would  read.  1  wondered  what 
stories  we  would  tell  our  wide-eyed 
children:  what  new  carols  we  would 
sing;  what  message  of  hope  we  could 
preach  from  our  pulpits.  Would  we 
be  forced  to  hide  the  star  behind  an 
atomic  cloud?  Would  we  be  re- 
quired to  send  the  angels  back  to 
heaven    with    their    songs    unsung? 


Would  even  Bethlehem's  stable  be 
closed  against  those  two  weary  way-

farers  and  the  Babe  be  born  to 
die  in  the  streets?  Could  our  wise 
men  learn  more  at  Bikini  than  at 
Bethlehem?  Would  operation  "Cross- 
Roads"  replace  the  road  to  the  cross? 
As  I  pondered,  I  took  up  mv  book  to 
read  the  Christmas  story,  and,  lo,  it 
was  not  the  familiar  words  of  the 
first  chapter  of  Matthew  or  the  sec- 
ond chapter  of  Luke,  but  it  was  from 
the  last  chapter  of  the  Book  of  Hu- 
man Experience,  and  beginning  at 
the   first   verse,   it   read   like   this: 

"Now  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days 
that  the  world  was  in  great  turmoil 
and  in  the  throes  of  disaster.  (And 
this  was  begun  when  the  dictators 
were  governing  in  Europe).  And 
every  man  went  out  from  his  own 
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city  to  be  enrolled  and  to  bear  arms 
in  the  struggle  for  freedom.  The 
scientists  and  the  mathematicians  also 
went  out,  being  deep  in  thought.  And 
these  having  conceived  a  momentous 
project  were  tireless  in  their  efforts 
until  the  days  were  accomplished  that 
their  mystery  should  be  delivered. 
And  they  brought  forth  their  first 
atomic  bomb,  wrapped  it  in  strictest 
secrecy  and  dropped  it  on  the  city  of 
Hiroshima. 

"Now  there  were  in  that  country 
manv  citizens,  abiding  in  their  homes, 
and  keeping  watch  over  their  city 
by  night.  And,  lo,  the  flames  burst 
upon  them,  and  the  terrors  of  de- 
struction swept  all  about  them,  and 
they  were  sore  dismayed.  Now  when 
the  smoke  and  the  dust  had  ascend- 
ed, those  that  remained  said  one  to 
another:  "What  fearful  thing  is  this 
which  our  enemies  have  made  known 
unto  us?  Let  us  go  now,  even  unto 
these  belligerents  with  offers  of  peace 
and  good  will  to  all  men,  lest  they 
annihilate  us  completely."  And  they 
went  and  did,  even  as  they  had  said. 

"Now  when  the  atomic  bomb  had 
been  demonstrated,  behold,  wise 
men  came  from  the  east  and  from  the 
west,  saving,  'Where  is  this  won- 
der  which  men  have  made?  We  have 
seen  its  startling  power  in  the  east 
and  have  come  to  work  out  a  policy 
for  its  control.'  And  when  they  had 
seen  the  wonder  which  lay  before 
them,  they  returned  to  their  own 
countries  and  made  known  abroad 
the  savings  which  were  told  them  con- 
cerning the  bomb.  And  all  they  who 
heard  it  wondered  at  those  things 
which  were  told  them  by  their  scien- 
tists. But  many  kept  all  these  things 
and  pondered  them  in  their  hearts, 
and  feared  lest  it  fall  into  the  hands 
of   the   Herods   and   mad   men." 

And  when  I  had  read  thus  far,  I 
laid  aside  the  Book  of  Human  Ex- 
perience, and  I  cried:  "If  this  is  to 
be  the  course  of  our  new  bright 
age,  then  let  me  go  back  to  some  old 
dark  age  that  has  past.  At  least,  let 
me  go  back  to  that  dark  night  on  a 
Judean  hillside,  when  the  angels 
sang.  And  let  my  first  fears  be  turned 
to  rejoicing  as  I  listen  to  those  paeans 
of  praise.  Yes,  let  me  go  with  the 
shepherds  even  unto  Bethlehem  to 
see  that  thing  which  came  to  pass 
there. 
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"Anything  can  happen"  (so  they 
told  us),  and  it  did! 

From  the  moment  we  entered  the 
doors  of  the  church  that  Wednesday 
night,  November  16,  things  began  to 
happen  in  African  style,  for  we  had 
come  to  attend  "An  African  Church 
Service"  at  the  First  Brethren  Church 
of  Long  Beach,  California. 

Men,  dressed  in  "loud"  sport 
shirts,  were  seated  on  one  side  of  the 
church  while  the  ladies,  garbed  in 
bright-colored  dresses  and  wearing 
bandanas  on  their  heads,  were  seated 
on  the  opposite  side. 

As  the  service  was  begun,  the 
African  missionaries  paraded  down 
the  center  aisle  while  Rev.  Wayne 
Beaver  took  his  place  as  an  African 
pastor.  These  included  Rev.  Jake 
Kliever,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Beaver,  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  Don  Hocking  with  their 
four  boys,  Jimmy,  David,  Danny,  and 
Tommv.  The  youngest  Hocking  tot 
was  carried  on  his  mother's  back 
wrapped  in  her  African  dress.  With 
his  crocheted  bonnet  of  red  and 
maroon  trimmed  in  yellow  and  green, 
he  made  a  fetching  little  "pick- 
aninny." Also  seated  on  the  platform 
were  Johnnie  and  Jimmie  Beaver, 
Sylvia  Hill  and  Verna  Dunning.  The 


two  girls  sang  a  duet  in  the  native 
tongue. 

Barefooted  Don  Hocking  kept  us 
amused  throughout  the  evening  with 
his  native  antics,  such  as  filing  his 
toenails  with  his  African  knife,  run- 
ning out  of  the  service  with  spear 
in  hand  to  quell  the  cry  of  some 
wild  animal  heard  outside  the  audi- 
torium during  the  service,  and  mak- 
ing various  remarks  in  the  native 
tongue.  His  African-born  quartet  sang 
to  us  with  the  help  of  Mommv  and 
Daddy. 

Our  Long  Beach  "Africans"  en- 
tered into  the  spirit  of  things  by 
bringing  a  typical  African  offering  of 
bananas,  peanuts,  potatoes,  eggs, 
canned  goods  and  even  live  chickens, 
along  with  their  money.  A  rooster, 
carried  in  a  birdcage,  created  no  small 
stir  as  the  men  came  to  bring  their 
offerings,  followed  by  the  women. 

A  brief  message  was  brought  by 
Jake  Kliever,  interpreted  by  Don 
Hocking,  and  to  conclude  the  eve- 
ning's program  a  film  was  shown 
depicting  the  training  of  an  African 
pastor. 

Truly,  this  was  one  of  the  most  en- 
jovable  missionary  meetings  ever  held

THE    SUFFICIENCY    OF 
GOD'S    GRACE

"They  Were  Willing  of  Themselves" 

From  the  beginning,  it  has  seemed 
to  be  the  Lord's  will  that  Grace  Theo- 
logical Seminary  should  walk  by  faith 
in  a  very  special  way.  So  far  as  we 
know,  those  who  have  contributed 
from  time  to  time  to  its  support  have 
not  done  this  because  they  felt  under 
any  ecclesiastical  compulsion,  but 
only  because  they  voluntarily  chose 
to  do  so  under  the  leading  of  the 
Holy  Spirit.  No  all-powerful  church 
conference  ever  set  any  particular 
time  when  money  must  be  given  to 
the  school.  No  official  Budget  Com- 
mittee ever  saddled  upon  the 
churches  a  fixed  amount  of  tribute 
which  must  be  rendered  annually  to 
this  work.  No  congregation  has  ever 
been  excommunicated  for  failure  to 
support  the  school.  No  unspirirual 
strong-arm  pressure  methods  have 
ever  been  used  to  raise  funds  for  its 
ministry.  The  giving  to  Grace  thus 
far,  as  far  as  we  know,  has  been 
voluntary,  cheerful,  and  filled  with 
joy;  which  is  what  all  true  Christian 
giving  should  be.  If  we  know  our 
own  hearts,  we  are  anxious  that  the 
giving  shall  continue  to  be  like  this. 
And  should  the  time  ever  come  when 
it  cannot  be  thus  given,  joyfully  as 
unto  the  Lord,  it  will  be  time  to  stop 
the  giving  and  close  the  school.  The 
churches  do  not  exist  for  the  sake  of 
a  school,  but  the  school  must  exist 
for  the  sake  of  the  churches  and  the 
Gospel. 


twenty-three  years  of  her  existence. 
Our  experiences  during  these  years 
have  taught  us  much  about  the  glori- 
ous name  we  bear  as  a  school.  More 
than  ever  before  we  have  been  learn- 
ing the  deepest  meaning  of  God's 
"grace."

This  lan- 
guage will  not  be  understood  bv  some 
people.  But  it  will  be  perfectly  under- 
stood by  all  those  who  have  had  a 
personal  experience  of  the  saving  and 
keeping  grace  of  God,  by  all  of  those 
who  have  prayed  and  worked  for  a 
school  where  this  blessed  truth  might 
be  taught.

God,  the  great- 
est and  the  perfect  Giver,  gave  His 
Son  that  heaven  at  last  might  have 
a  "door"  through  which  sinners  may 
enter  the  presence  of  a  Holy  God 
and  there  find  forgiveness  with  life 
eternal.  We  live  in  a  lost  world  which 


is  blindly  groping  in  the  darkness 
with  no  knowledge  of  the  only  Door. 
Grace  Seminary  and  College  exist 
alike  for  the  education  of  men  and 
women  in  the  "Way"  which  is 
through  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

THE  WISE  MEN 

Among  the  birth  narratives  of 
Jesus,  none  is  more  enigmatic  than 
the  visit  of  the  Wise  Men.  These 
interesting  persons,  described  in  Mat- 
thew 2:1-12  as  "wise  men  [magoi] 
from  the  east,"  appear  suddenly  in 
the  record,  and  then  quietlv  disappear 
without  further  trace  in  Biblical  his- 
tory. Who  were  these  Magi?  Whence 
did  they  learn  of  Christ? 

The  puzzle  is  complicated  by  the 
two  known  usages  of  the  term  magoi 
(singular:  magos).  It  is  a  word  of 
Persian  origin,  denoting  a  priest  and 
wise  man  who  was  particularly  versed 
in  astrology,  dream  interpretation, 
and  magical  arts.  Such  persons  are 
mentioned  in  Daniel  2:2,  10  (LXX) 
as  among  the  wise  men  of  Babylon 
who  were  summoned  bv  Nebuchad- 
nezzar to  interpret  his  dream.  They 
were  heathen  priests,  versed  in  the 
magical  arts  of  the  day. 

In  later  history  the  Greeks  em- 
ployed the  term  magos  of  any  charla- 
tan or  quack  who  practiced  sorcery. 
To   them   it   often   carried   the   idea

of  imposture.  This  usage  appears  in 
the  New  Testament  where  Elymas, 
a  renegade  Jewish  false  prophet  who 
practiced  sorcery,  is  termed  a  magos 
(Acts  13:6-8).  Also  a  sorcerer  named 
Simon  is  said  to  have  practiced  magi- 
cal arts  (mageito),  and  to  have  gained 
a  large  following  by  his  sorcery 
(mageia)  in  Samaria  (Acts  8:9-11). 

Applying  either  of  these  defini- 
tions to  the  Magi  of  Matthew  2, 
however,  leaves  the  Bible  student  less 
than  satisfied.  For  the  Magi  who 
visited  the  Christ  Child  were  hardly 
heathen  priests;  nor  were  they  reli- 
gious charlatans.  Who,  then,  were 
the)'?  And  why  did  they  come? 

Until  further  light  is  forthcom- 
ing, some  suggestions  may  be  of- 
fered. Matthew's  statement  that  the 
Magi  were  from  the  east  makes  the 
area  of  Persia  definitely  a  possibility 
for  their  home.  The  pursuits  of  Per- 
sian magi  included  more  than  mere 
religious  practices.  They  served  as 
tutors  to  royal  princes  (A.  T.  Olm- 
stead,  History  of  the  Persian  Empire, 
p.    372),    and   were    the   scholars   of 
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their  da}'.  This  was  the  area  where 
five  centuries  earlier  the  Jewish  Dan- 
iel had  prophesied  and  exercised 
much  influence  over  the  wise  men 
(Dan.  2:48).  It  is  entirely  conceivable 
that  the  influence  of  Daniel  and  other 
faithful  and  important  Jewish  cap- 
tives (Dan.  2:49)  included  a  strong 
testimony  to  their  Scripture. 

Thus  the  explanation  of  Mat- 
thew's Magi  may  be  that  certain  of 
these  wise  men  had  through  their 
study  come  to  the  understanding  of 
portions  from  the  Old  Testament.  To 
them  God  made  known  that  the 
advent  of  the  Messiah  had  occurred. 
Inasmuch  as  God  directly  revealed 
his  will  to  them  regarding  their  return 
trip  and  avoidance  of  Herod  (Matt. 
2:12),  there  is  no  reason  why  a  pre- 
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the  practical  value  of  prophecy

Editor's  note — In  his  preceding  article, 
Dr.  Hoi/t  has  said:  "The  purpose  of  pre- 
dictive prophecy  is  practical.  It  is  to  con- 
dition living  in  the  present  with  the  truth 
about  the  future.  Just  as  information  about 
the  weather  for  tomorrow  conditions  our 
plans  for  today,  and  knowledge  of  the  com- 
ing winter  controls  our  preparations  dur- 
ing the  summer  and  fall  months,  so  proph- 
ecy is  intended  to  prepare  us  for  the 
coming  crisis  and  the  long  future."  From  the 
passage  under  consideration,  Dr.  Hoyt  iioint- 
ed  out: 

I.  The  Bible  teaches  that  there  is  a  coming 
crisis  in  creation  that  is  certain. 

II.  The  coming  crisis  has  long  been  de- 
layed for  the  purpose  of  displaying  the 
Lord's   loving  compassion. 

III.  The  certainty  of  the  coming  crisis 
should  he  received  hy  all  believers 
with  firm  conviction.  That  is  the 
reason  that  Peter  urges  believers— 
"And  account  that  the  longsuffering 
of  our  Lord  is  salvation;  even  as  our 
beloved  brother  Paul  also  according 
to  the  wisdom  given  unto  him  hath 
written  unto  you;  as  also  in  all  his 
epistles,  speaking  in  them  of  these 
things;  in  which  are  some  things  hard 
to  be  understood,  which  they  that  are 
unlearned  and  unstable  wrest,  as 
they  do  also  the  other  scriptures,  unto 
their  own  destruction.  Ye  therefore, 
beloved,  seeing  ye  know  these  things 
before,  beware  lest  ye  also,  being  led 
away  with  the  error  of  the  wicked, 
fall  from  your  own  stedfastness"  (vv. 
15-17). 

Certainty  of  the  Scriptures  should 
lead  to  personal  conviction  of  the  fact. 
But  the  refusal  to  accept  the  certainty 
of  the  Scriptures  will  not  change  the 
certainty  of  the  fact.  Unlearned  and 
unstable  men  resort  to  the  wresting  of 
the  meaning  of  the  Scriptures.  By 
many  methods  of  reasoning,  they  turn 
and  twist  the  Scriptures  from  their 
clear  and  intended  meaning,  but  they 
do  not  change  the  facts  to  which  thev 
bear  witness.  The  only  possible  re- 
sult from  this  sort  of  response  to  the 
Word  of  God  is  the  certain  destruc- 
tion of  the  individual.  For  momentary 
ease  of  conscience  false  handling  of 
the  Word  of  God  only  encourages 
such  an  individual  to  ignore  his  own 
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safety  and  thus  he  seals  his  own 
doom. 

Therefore  believers  are  urged  to 
come  to  the  Scriptures  with  convic- 
tion because  they  speak  with  certainty 
upon  the  realities  of  the  future.  This 
will  guard  them  against  being  led 
away  with  the  error  of  the  wicked.  It 
will  safeguard  them  from  falling 
awav  from  a  steadfast  course  of 
conduct. 

IV.  This  earnest  conviction  of  the 
believer  in  a  coming  crisis  should 
lead  him  to  a  decisive  quality  of  con- 
duct. Therefore  the  following  com- 
mand is  in  order:  "Seeing  then  that 
all  these  things  shall  be  dissolved, 
what  manner  of  persons  ought  ye  to 
be  in  all  holv  conversation  and  god- 
liness" (v.  11).  "Wherefore,  beloved, 
seeing  that  ye  look  for  such  things, 
be  diligent  that  ye  may  be  found  of 
him  in  peace,  without  spot,  and 
blameless"  (v.  14). 

On  the  one  hand  there  is  the 
motive  of  protection  for  oneself  in 
order  that  one  may  survive  the  crisis. 
For  "the  heavens,  being  on  fire,  shall 
be  dissolved,  and  the  elements  shall 
melt  with  fervent  heat"  (v.  12).  And 
anv  who  delude  themselves  into  be- 
lieving that  there  is  no  coming  crisis 
or  that  there  is  some  other  means  of 
protection  other  than  moral  and 
spiritual  preparation  will  experience 
"their  own  destruction"  (v.  16).  In 
solemn  language  and  with  clear  state- 
ment  Peter  urges  believers  to  a  life 
of  holiness  and  godliness,  such  as 
will  make  a  person  always  to  be 
found  in  a  condition  of  peace,  with- 
out spot  and  blameless  as  the  only 
condition  preparing  one  to  pass 
through  the  coming  crisis.  Though 
men  may  employ  material  means  on  a 
dimension  bevond  anything  now 
known  to  men,  it  will  be  as  nothing 
when  the  entire  universe  suddenly 
explodes  with  the  operations  of  God 
on  a  supernatural  scale. 

On  the  other  hand  there  is  the 
motive  of  persuasion  toward  the  prom- 


ises of  God.  For  "according  to  his 
promise,  fwe]  look  for  new  heavens 
and  a  new  earth,  wherein  dwelleth 
righteousness"  (v.  13).  This  is  the 
goal  of  the  believer.  He  is  not  in- 
terested in  mere  protection  from  a  dis- 
integrating universe.  He  is  interested 
in  realizing  the  promises  of  God  that 
culminate  in  a  new  order.  This  new 
order  shall  be  one  where  righteous- 
ness  will  settle  down  and  be  at  home. 
It  has  not  been  true  in  this  present 
order.  Never  at  any  time  has  right- 
eousness been  permitted  in  its  full- 
ness to  enjoy  free  range  and  rule  in 
this  present  order.  But  in  the  new 
heaven  and  earth  this  will  be  true. 
The  true  believer  is  homesick  for  this 
new  order.  He  was  called  and  fash- 
ioned for  this  new  home,  and  his 
heart  cries  out  for  its  coming. 

V.  A  -progressive  growth  in  holiness 
■will  help  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the 
day  of  supernatural  change.  Thus  the 
words  of  the  apostle:  "Looking  for 
and  hasting  unto  the  coming  of  the 
day  of  God"  (v.  12).  "But  grow  in 
grace,  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our 
Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ"  (v. 
18).  It  is  easy  to  make  lip  profession 
that  we  desire  the  coming  of  the 
crisis  and  the  ushering  in  of  the  new 
order.  But  the  real  issue  rises  when 
we  are  called  upon  to  demonstrate 
that  we  want  the  Lord  to  come  so 
much  that  we  are  willing  to  hasten 
that  day.  An  alternate  reading  in 
verse  12  reads  in  the  place  of  "hast- 
ing unto  the  day,"  rather,  "hasten- 
ing the  day."  And  the  hastening  of 
this  day  depends  upon  growth  in  holi- 
ness. 

Very  litde  reflection  will  make 
clear  how  it  is  possible  to  hasten  that 
coming  dav.  The  church  of  Jesus 
Christ  is  made  up  of  people.  Each  one 
is  a  living  stone  in  the  temple  God  is 
building.  Into  the  hands  of  believers 
God  has  committed  an  important  part 
in  the  building  of  this  temple.  It  is 
the  privilege  of  believers  to  lead  men 
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to  Christ  and  thus  add  to  the  build- 
ing. When  the  last  soul  is  saved  and 
added  to  the  spiritual  temple  in  which 
God  will  take  up  his  eternal  dwelling, 
then  the  task  laid  out  for  the  dispen- 
sation of  grace  will  have  been  com- 
pleted and  Christ  will  then  come  for 
his  church.  Thus  every  effort  expend- 
ed toward  completing  that  temple  re- 
sults in  the  hastening  of  that  great 
day. 

The  very  obvious  emphasis  in  this 
passage  is  not  so  much  on  the  testi- 
monv  one  bears  by  word  of  mouth  in 
order  to  the  building  of  the  temple  as 
it  is  the  testimony  that  is  borne  by 
work  of  life.  Therefore  in  verses  11, 
14,  and  17  emphasis  is  laid  upon  holi- 
ness of  life.  And  verse  18  is  intended 
to  increase  that  emphasis.  No  matter 
what  level  of  holiness  has  been  at- 
tained, the  believer  should  "grow  in 
grace,  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our 
Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ"  (v. 
18).  Growing  in  grace  will  attest  to 
the  genuineness  of  the  message  of 
life,  the  Gospel,  and  will  carry  its 
own  force  in  inviting  men  to  Christ. 
This  sort  of  life  will  help  to  confirm 
the  message  that  is  being  preached 
by  those  who  have  given  themselves 
full  time  to  this  ministry. 
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vious  revelation  could  not  have  ac- 
quainted them  with  the  precise  sig- 
nificance of  the  star  which  they  saw. 
Consequently,  these  devout  men 
from  the  east  journeyed  far  to  see 
the  Christ  Child  (although  Herod  and 
his  advisors  were  not  interested 
enough  to  travel  five  miles,  Matt. 
2:8). 

Numerous  traditions  have  arisen 
around  this  simply  told  narrative. 
Ideas  that  the  Magi  were  three  in 
number,  or  were  kings,  and  were 
named  Gaspar,  Melchior,  and  Baltha- 
sar,  are  without  any  sound  historical 
basis,  and  should  not  be  trusted.  But 
laying  aside  all  such  embellishments, 
we  see  the  purpose  of  Matthew's 
record.  He  has  shown  us  that  the  sig- 
nificance of  Christ's  coming  was  not 
limited  to  one  small  nation,  but  was 
of  such  importance  as  to  attract  dis- 
tinguished gentile  visitors  as  well.

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LIBYA—in  History  and  in  Prophecy

Note:  Bible  names,  little  known  to  most 
Christian  people,  are  appearing  in  the  news 
these  days.  Sometimes  their  appearance 
bears  potentialities  of  tremendous  signifi- 
cance. Bible  students  will  do  well  to  watch 
carefully  the  rising  tide  of  nationalism  in 
Africa  today — a  continent  on  which  eighteen 
new  flags  made  their  appearance  during 
I960.— P.R.B. 

Often  the  lists  of  names  in  the 
Old  Testament  seem  to  be  dry  read- 
ing—sections tempt  the  reader  to 
skip  over  words  hard  to  pronounce. 
Yet  now  and  then  these  names  refer 
to  places  that  are  very  much  a  part 
of  current  news  events. 

Ezekiel  30:5  and  38:5  are  a  case  in 
point.  In  these  prophecies  mention  is 
made  of  Libya.  This  barren  desert 
land  to  the  west  of  Egypt  has  had  a 
long,  prominent  history  dating  back 
to  the  ancient  days  of  the  Pharaohs. 
Indeed,  in  the  twenty-second  Egyp- 
tian dynasty  some  of  the  rulers  of 
Egypt  were  kings  coming  from  Libya. 

The  common  I  lebrew  name  for 
ancient  Libya  was  Put,  sometimes 
written  as  Phut.  Thus  in  Genesis 
10:6  we  see  the  patriarchal-national 
name  Phut  recorded  as  a  son  of  Ham. 
Interestingly,  in  the  same  list  is  the 
name  Mizraim  which,  with  the  name 
spelled  slightly  differently,  is  the 
present  Arabic  name  for  Egypt.  Be- 
cause today's  Libya  is  the  western 
neighbor  of  Egypt,  it  is  interesting 
that  the  national  names  of  those  two 
countries  are  listed  together  in  Gen- 
esis  10:6. 

In  Old  Testament  times  the  Libyan 
people  were  famous  as  warriors,  par- 
ticularly as  soldiers  who  sold  their 
service  to  Egyptian  and  Ethiopian 
kings.  Sometimes  called  Lubims  in 
the  Old  Testament,  the  military  skill 
of  the  Libyans  is  pointed  out  in  II 
Chronicles  12:3  and  16:8.  In  the  first 
reference  Libyan  soldiers  accompan- 
ied Shishak,  King  of  Egypt,  in  his  in- 
vasion of  Jerusalem.  Libyans,  accom- 
panying Ethiopian  warriors,  attacked 
King  Asa;  but  the  Lord  delivered  the 
king  from  the  staunch  Libyans  (II 
Chron.  16:8).  Ezekiel  27:10'also  de- 
scribes the  prowess  of  Libyan  troops. 

The  prominence  of  Libya  did  not 
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completely  diminish  following  Old 
Testament  times.  In  New  Testament 
davs  there  was  an  important  Greek 
and  Jewish  settlement  in  the  major 
Libyan  town  of  Cyrene.  Simon,  the 
man  forced  to  bear  the  cross  of  Christ, 
was  from  Cyrene— probably  a  Jewish 
proselyte  come  to  Jerusalem  for  the 
Passover  feast  (Matt.  27:32.  Mark 
15:21  points  out  that  Simon  was  the 
father  of  Alexander  and  Rufus.  Some 
commentators  believe  this  Rufus  was 
the  same  one  mentioned  in  Rom.  16: 
13.) 

Some  of  the  Jews  who  heard  the 
apostolic  preaching  on  the  day  of 
Pentecost  were  from  Cyrene  of  Libya 
(Acts  2:10).  Cyrenian  Jews  opposed 
Stephen  (Acts  6:9).  Apparently  some 
Cyrenian  Jews  became  Christians, 
for  some  who  came  to  Antioch  as  a 
result  of  the  dispersal  following 
Stephen's  death  preached  Christ  to 
the  Greeks  (Acts  11:20).  Among 
those  separated  at  Antioch  by  the 
Holy  Spirit  for  a  special  ministry  was 
one  Lucius  who  was  from  Cyrene  in 
Libya  (Acts  13:1;  cp.  with  Rom.  16: 
21).  Doubtless  some  of  the  converted 
Cyrenian  Jews  were  instrumental  in 
establishing  Christian  churches  in 
Libya,  which  developed  into  a  strong 
part  of  the  vigorous  North  African 
Christian  community  that  became  so 
famous  in  the  days  of  Tertullian. 

Something  tragic  happened  with 
the  spiritual  decline  of  the  North 
African  church.  Ferocious  Moham- 
medans swept  across  North  Africa 
and  reduced  Libya  to  ruins.  The 
archeoloeist  digoing  into  the  relics 
of  old  Cyrene  have  found  that  old 
Libyan  city  to  have  been  of  great 
municipal  magnitude  in  its  greatest 


glory.  But  with  the  Moslem  invasion 
Cyrene  became  a  colossal  city  of 
silence. 

During  the  Middle  Ages,  Libya 
came  under  Turkish  rule.  The  cen- 
turies of  existence  under  the  crescent 
and  star  of  Mohammedanism  saw 
Libya  deteriorate  appreciably. 

In  1912  Italy  fought  Turkey  and 
obtained  Libya  as  the  first  major 
Italian  colony.  Neglected  for  years, 
Libya  was  developed  in  the  northern 
part  bv  Mussolini.  During  World 
War  II,  General  de  Gaulle's  Free 
French  troops  marched  from  Lake 
Chad,  in  French  Equatorial  Africa, 
across  Libya  placing  the  vast  desert 
area  under  French  military  control. 

Following  World  War  II  Libya 
attracted  international  attention  when 
it  gained  its  freedom— an  act  that 
touched  off  the  fever  for  independ- 
ence that  has  run  through  many 
African  lands  in  recent  years.  Libya, 
during  World  War  II,  was  the  battle- 
ground between  the  Nazi  forces 
under  Field  Marshal  Rommel  and 
British  and  French  troops.  Today 
Libya  is  watched  with  great  interest 
because  of  rich  oil  deposits  discovered 
in  the  Saharan  sands  of  Libya. 

The  eyes  of  France  are  upon  the 
kingdom  of  Libya  because  the  south- 
ern borders  of  that  land  touch  Algeria. 
So  France  is  anxious  to  know  whether 
todav's  Libyans  are  friendly  toward 
the  Algerian  rebels.  But  all  nations 
are  especially  interested  in  seeing 
whether  ultimately  the  Libyans  will 
align  themselves  with  the  Russians. 
For  that  reason  some  Western  nations 
have  been  spending  large  sums  of 
money  to  try  to  keep  Libya  free  from 
Communist  influence. 

According  to  Ezekiel  38:5,  Libya 
will  be  an  ally  of  Gog  and  Magog 
when  those  princes  set  out  to  invade 
Israel.  In  that  day  Libya  mav  indeed 
be   a   Russian   military  satellite 

Those  seemingly  boring  names  in 
Old  Testament  lists  may  seem  un- 
intelligible on  the  surface.  But  watch 
them  carefully,  for  they  may  prove 
highly  significant  in  the  propheti- 
cal events  yet  to  take  place. 
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LOOKING  FOR  THAT 
BLESSED  HOPE'

When  our  Lord  revealed  the  signs 
of  the  end-time,  as  recorded  in  Luke's 
Gospel  (chap.  21),  He  distinguished 
carefully  between  His  Rapture  of  the 
church  from  the  earth  and  His  glo- 
rious descent  from  heaven  with  the 
church  to  establish  the  kingdom  upon 
earth;  and  also  established  the  se- 
quence of  these  two  great  events. 
Concerning  the  former  He  said: 
"When  these  things  besin  to  come 
to  pass,  then  look  up  .  .  .  for  your 
redemption  draweth  nigh"  (Luke  21: 
28).  And  these  signs  began  imme- 
diately following  the  birth  of  the 
church  on  the  dav  of  Pentecost  (cp. 


Luke  21:12  with  Acts  4:3).  But  the 
establishment  of  the  kingdom  would 
not  come,  Christ  declared,  until  all 
the  signs  had  been  fulfilled  (cp.  Luke 
21:31  with  the  parallel  passage  in 
Matt.  24:33).  Now  our  contemporary 
situation  not  onlv  exhibits  unmistak- 
able signs  pointing  to  the  final  event, 
but  they  have  greatly  multiplied  in 
number,  increased  in  their  intensity, 
and  the  tempo  of  the  stream  of  events 
has  become  swifter. 

Among  the  more  significant  of 
these  signs  are  the  following:  First, 
the  emergence  of  Israel  as  a  national 
and  political  entity;  second,  the  rise 


of  a  military  and  political  goliath  in 
the  north;  third,  the  recent  drive  to- 
ward a  union  of  European  states; 
fourth,  modern  scientific  achieve- 
ments which  pose  an  appalling  world 
menace  for  which  there  seems  to  be 
no  possible  human  solution;  fifth,  the 
ferment  of  revolution  accompanied  by 
an  urge  toward  nationalism,  which  is 
often  blindly  irrational;  sixth,  within 
the  professing  church  a  popular  tend- 
ency to  blur  the  sharp  line  between 
belief  and  unbelief  in  the  interest  of 
a  spurious  ecclesiastical  unity; 
seventh,  a  widespread  reluctance  to 
engage  in  religious  controversy  even 
in  defence  of  the  truth;  and,  eighth, 
the  confusion  of  the  Christian  virtue 
of  love  with  mere  religious  sentimen- 
talism. 

Now  the  human  mind  has  never 
lost  its  deep  interest  in  the  pattern  of 
the  future.  Prediction,  no  matter  how 
fallible  it  may  turn  out  to  be  in  the

various  fields  of  intellectual  activity, 
has  never  ceased  to  fascinate  the 
public  mind.  People  are  not  as  a  rule 
satisfied  to  think  of  life  as  wholly 
comprehended  in  "the  present  mo- 
ment," no  matter  how  satisfying  it 
may  be.  The  very  purchase  of  "in- 
surance" witnesses  to  man's  attempt 
to  deal  with  the  future.  The  current 
lack  of  interest  in  Biblical  prediction, 
therefore,  must  be  charged  to  the  fail- 
ure  of  churches  to  give  this  subject 
its  proper  place  in  the  teaching  and 


preaching  ministry.  And  this  failure, 
in  my  judgment,  has  been  due  largely 
to  a  general  loss  of  belief  in  the  hn- 
minency  of  the  Lord's  return— a 
strange  phenomenon  appearing  even 
among  conservatives  who  hold  the 
genuineness  of  predictive  prophecy. 
History  demonstrates  that  once  the 
hope  of  the  Lord's  advent  has  been 
wholly  stripped  of  its  character  of 
imminencv,  human  interest  shifts  to 
other  "hopes,"  which  today  include 
goals,  such  as  religious  union,  inter- 


national  political  organization,  social 
reforms,  and  scientific  achievement. 
The  prime  interest  of  the  Christian 
must  always  center  in  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  and  His  infinite  ministry  on 
behalf  of  men;  and  this  ministry  in- 
cludes the  eschatological  aspect  as 
represented  by  the  "Blessed  Hope"  as 
an  imminent  event.  Such  an  interest 
has  always  guarded  the  people  of  God 
from  despair,  produced  a  revival  of 
holy  living,  and  has  given  renewed 
zeal  in  winning  the  lost.

A  record-breaking  group  of  430 
Christian  schoolteachers  and  admin- 
istrators heard  Dr.  Charles  J.  Wood- 
bridge,  well-known  pastor,  author, 
and  educator,  put  into  spiritual  per- 
spective the  relative  excellencies  and 
inadequacies  of  human  knowledge 
at  the  eleventh  annual  meeting  of  the 
California  Association  of  Christian 
schools  here  recently.  The  educators 
were  told  that  "knowledge  is  but  the 
raw  material  which  must  be  inte- 
grated with  wisdom  if  life  is  to  have 
its  fullest  meaning  and  richest  serv- 
ice." The  members  of  the  association, 
who  represent  schools  having  an  en- 
rollment  of  more   than    17,000   stu- 


dents, were  reminded  that  "this  wis- 
dom comes  through  full  commitment 
to  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord." 
In  the  closing  message,  "Shifting 
Sands  and  the  Solid  Rock,"  the 
teachers  were  challenged  to  master 
the  Word  of  God  so  that  they  could 
lead  their  young  students  to  a  closer 
walk  with  Him. 

Between  these  two  inspirational  ad- 
dresses some  thirty  seminars,  work- 
shops, and  planning  sessions  were 
held  by  the  assembled  teachers. 
Among  other  subjects  covered  were 
"Teaching  Arithmetic  in  the  Elemen- 
tary School,"  "Introducing  Spanish 
to  the  Elementary  School,"  "Art  in 
the  Christian  School,"  "Character- 
istics of  the  Well  Disciplined  Class- 
room," "The  Kindergarten  Curricu- 
lum," "Extra-curricular  Programs," 
and  the  latest  tools  in  audio-visual 
aids.  Other  subject  matter  areas  dis- 
cussed by  the  teachers  included  Bible, 
social  studies,  science,  business 
courses,  music,  and  speech. 

In  addition  to  conference  leaders 
drawn  from  the  membership  of  the 
association,  the  teachers  heard  from 
representatives  of  local  public  schools, 
colleges,  and  educational  service 
organizations. 

Mr.  Joseph  Smith,  president  of  the 
C.A.C.S.,  reports  that  the  attendance 
represents  a  sevenfold  increase  over 
the  attendance  at  the  first  teachers' 
conference  held  in  1949.  Mr.  Smith  is 
principal  of  Brethren  High  School  in 
Paramount,  California.  The  facilities 
for  the  convention  were  arranged  bv 
Mr.  Rex  Wiseman,  Educational  Con- 
sultant, who  is  principal  of  Pasadena 
Academy,  which  served  as  the  host 
school  for  the  assembled  teachers.

MOSCOW-A  new  book,  issued 
by  a  government  publishing  house 
here  and  promoted  energetically  by 
Moscow  Radio,  reportedly  outlines 
"the  great  harmfulness  and  the  re- 
actionary principles  of  Judaism  and 
its  policies,  which  are  hostile  to  the 
peoples'  interests."  Title  of  the  new 
volume  is  The  Truth  About  the 
Torah  and  Talmud.  The  announce- 
ment came  as  somewhat  of  a  surprise 
because  the  Communist  government 
has  repeatedly  stressed  that  Jews 
possibly  more  than  any  others,  "en- 
joy complete  religious  freedom"  in 
the  USSR. 

SAN  JUAN,  PUERTO  RICO- 
It's  now  revealed  that  U.  S.  Presi- 
dent-elect John  F.  Kennedy  wrote 
a  sharply  critical  letter  to  one  of  the 
Catholic  bishops  here  who  threatened 
parishioners  with  ex-communication 
if  they  voted  for  Gov.  Luis  Munoz 
Marin  in  the  last  election.  The  Gov- 
ernor has  issued  an  official  state- 
ment declaring  that  there  is  nothing 
in  his  party's  platform  (Popular 
Democratic  Party)  that  contradicts 
Christian  doctrine.  The  message  was 
interpreted  as  being  an  attempt  by 
PDP  leaders  to  end  the  conflict  be- 
tween the  party  and  the  Roman  Cath- 
olic Church.

PALMERSTON  NORTH,  NEW 
ZEALAND-The  People's  Republic 
of  China  should  be  admitted  to  the 
United  Nations  in  die  interests  of 
world  peace,  say  members  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  New  Zealand.  The  pres- 
ent situation  is  "farcical,"  according 
to  the  Rev.  O.  Robinson,  acting  con- 
verier  of  the  Assembly's  internation- 
al affairs  committee.  "Whether  we 
agree  with  what  the  People's  Repub- 
lic of  China  says  or  does  is  one  thing," 
he  added.  "To  deny  it  a  place  in  the 
world's  meeting  house  of  the  United 
Nations  is  another." 


CFIICAGO  -  Evangelist  Billy 
Graham  has  received  permission  to 
hold  a  crusade  in  Soldier  Field.  The 
permit  for  the  event  has  been  issued 
by  the  Chicago  Park  District  board 
to  the  Laymen's  Executive  Commit- 
tee for  the  period  from  May  20  to 
June  17,  1962.  In  accordance  with 
park  district  ordinances,  however,  no 
funds  will  be  collected  in  the  Sta- 
dium, nor  will  circulars  be  distributed 
for  mailed  donations.  The  Chicago 
Park  District,  which  owns  the  field, 
agreed  to  waive  the  usual  $750-a- 
day  rental.  But  sponsors  will  be  re- 
quired to  pa)'  for  maintenance  and 
lighting  of  the  huge  stadium.  Simi- 
lar rent-free  arrangements  have  been 


Castro  outreach  or  Marxist  atheism, 
but  a  revival  of  spiritualism,  Dr.  Soren 
said.  The  cult,  known  as  "macumba," 
derives  its  roots  from  primitive  anim- 
ism, as  well  as  pseudo-scientific  com- 
munication with  an  alleged  "spirit 
world,"  and  is  enjoying  a  growth  in 
Brazil  that  has  deeply  concerned  both 
Roman  Catholic  and  Protestant  lead- 
ers, he  explained. 

NEW  CASTLE,  PA.-The  city 
school  board  here  has  rejected  a  re- 
quest from  the  New  Castle  Camp  of 
Gideons  International  to  make  New 
Testaments  available  to  public  school 
students.  The  action  was  taken  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Gideons 
pointed  out  that  63,000  copies  of  the 
Bible  already  had  been  distributed  in 
Beaver,  Butler,  and  Lawrence  Coun- 
ties. Under  the  Gideon  plan,  parents 
and  ministers  must  first  consent  to 
the  distribution.  In  turning  down  the 
bid,  the  New  Castle  school  board 
cited  an  opinion  of  the  Department  of 
Justice  which  said  distribution  of 
Bibles  to  students  is  "in  violation"  of 
the  LI.  S.  Constitution. 


CHICAGO,  ILL.— Missionaries  in 
the  Far  East  face  an  urgency  of  clos- 
ing doors  and  the  great  need  of  train- 
ing  native  converts  to  carry  on  their 
work,  said  Dr.  William  Culbertson, 
president  of  Moody  Bible  Institute, 
upon  his  recent  return  from  a  two- 
month  tour  of  that  part  of  the  world. 
"Their  greatest  need,"  said  Dr.  Cul- 
bertson, "is  for  Christians  in  the 
homeland  to  pray  for  them  as  they 
face  unparalleled  temptation  to  dis- 
couragement in  the  Satanic  atmos- 
phere  in  which  they  work.  Yet  de- 
spite this  opposition  there  is  evidence 
of  real  spiritual  power  and  the  work 
of  the  Holy  Spirit."  Dr.  Culbertson 
cited  two  main  reasons  why  he  regard- 
ed missionary  work  in  the  Far  East  as 
more  difficult  than  anywhere  else  he 
had  been.  The  first,  he  said,  is  a 
paganism  plus  a  veneer  of  culture  in 
the  civilized  countries  which  makes 
people  almost  impervious  to  the  Gos- 
pel. The  second  is  that  missionaries 
come  face  to  face  with  a  paganism 
that  is  more  primitive  than  that  of 
Africa.  The  stone-age  civilization  of 
tribes  he  visited  in  New  Guinea  dates 
back  for  5,000  years.  This  trip  was 
made  under  the  auspice  of  The 
Evangelical  Alliance  Mission. 
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
